Minifirj and Progrtfs, both their General and Particular Tefi- 
monj, by which thou mailf be informed how and upon what 
foot they Sprung and became fo confiderable a People, It re- 
mains next that I Ihevv alfo their Care, Conduit arid Difcipline, 
as a Chriftian and Rtformed Society, that they might be found 
living up to their own Printiples and Prof ef ion. And this, 
the rather, becaufe they have hardly fufFered more in their 
Chara6fer from the Vnjull Charge of Error, than bythefalfe 
of Diforder ; Which Calumny indeed has not failed to 
^ow all the true fteps that were ever made to Reformation, 
and under which Reproach none fuffered more than the Pri- 
mitive Chrijlians themfelves, that were the Honour of Chrifii- 
unity, and the great tights and Examples of their own 'and 
fucceeding Ages. . 

This People encreaikig daily both in Town and Country, an 
Holy Care fdi upon lbme of the Elders among them, for the 
Ikncfit/and Service of the Chureli. And the firft Bufmefs in 
their View, after the Bcamplc of tlie Primitive Saints, was the 
Exercifeof Charity, to fupply the Neceflities of the Poor, znd 
anfwcr the like Ckcafions : Wherefore Collections were early 
and liberally made for that , and divers other Services in' the 
Church , and introftedi with Faithful Men, fearing God, and 
of good Rcjtort, who were not weary in well-doing ; addii^ 
often of their own^ in large Proportions, which tney never 
brought to account^ or defired Ihould be known, much Icfs rc- 
ftored to them, that none might want , nor any Service be re- 
tarded or difappointed. 

They were alfo very , careful, that every one that belonged to 
them, anfwered their Profeflion in their Behaviour among Men, 
upon all Ocafions; tliat they lived Peaceably, and were in all 
things good Examples. They found themfelves engaged to re- 
cord their Sufferings and Services ; and in cafe of Marriage, which 
they could not perform in the ufual Methods of the Nation, but 
among themfelves ; they took are that all things were clear be- 
tween, the Parties and all others , and it was then rare diftt any 
one entertain’d fuch Inclination to a Perfon on that account,, till 
he or file had communiated it fcaetly to feme very Weighty 
and Eminent Friends among them, that they might have a fenfe 
of the Matter; looking to the Council and Unity of their 'Bre- 
thren, as of great Moment to them. But beaufe tlie Cliarge 
of the Poor, . tlie. .Number of Orplrans, Marriages, Sufferings 
and other Matters multiplied., and that it was good tliat tlie 
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ti^rciics'<<wer^iff’fottie xhy'ind Me|Sl|'of ’pMett3 jn§ in fiicli «

It is further to be Noted, that in thefe Solemn Jjfemhliesy for 
the Church’s Service, there is no one prefides among them after 
the manner of the Jffemhlies of other People ; Chrift only be* 
ing their Prefidenty as he is picafed to appear in Life and fVif* 
dam in any one or more of them, to whom, whatever be th«r 
Capacity or Degree, the reft adhere witli a Firm Vnitu not of 
Juthority but Conviilion, which is the Divim Autmity and- 
way of Chrift’s Poivfr and in his People: Making good bi? 
blelTed Promife, That he would he in the of his, alere ^nd 
whenever they were met together in his Name, even to the End f 
the World, So be it. 

Now it may he exjpefled, I Ihould here fet down what fort 
of Authority is exercifcd by tins Peofle, upon fucli Mwnbers (tf 
their Society, as correfpood not in their Livet with their Pro- 
ffson, and tiiat arc RfraBory to this good and wholcfom Or- 
der fettled among them; and the rather becaufe they have not 
Wanted their Reproach and Suffering from fome Tongues, upon 
tliis oo-'afion in a picntifol manner.

This is the account I had to give of the People of God cailtod 
Quakers, as to tlieir Rife, Jppearanee, Rrinciples and Rra^ices, 
in this Age of thtWom, both with Rel'pettto their Faith ind 
Worjhip, Dijciplm And Conver fatten. And I JudKitvery pro^ 
wr in this place, becaufe it is to Vreface the jMrnaJ of the 
iirft Blefed and Glorious Inftrument of this Work, and fdr a 
Tejlimonji to him in his fingular Q^dijicatms and Services , in 
which he abundantly excelled in this day, and are worthy to 
be fet forth as an Example to all fucceeding Times ; to the 
Glorj of the Mofl High God, and for a )\i(k Memorial to that 
Worthy and Excellent Man, bis Faithful Servant and Apofle to 
this Generation of the Wca'ldi 

I am now come to the Third Head or Branch of my Preface, 
viz. The Injlrumental - Author, For it is Natural for forae to 
fay, Well, here is the Fro/'/e and H orf-, but where and who was 
the Man, the hjlrument ; he that in this Age was fent to begin 
this Work and People. 1 lliall, as God fhall enable me, declare 
who and what he. was, not only hy rqwrtof others, but front 
my own long and moft inward Converfe and intimate know- 
ledge of him for which my Soul blefleth God, as it hath 
4 one; and I doubt not, but by that time I have difcliarged 
my felf of tliispart of my Preface, my ferious Readers yf\\\ ht- 
lieve I had good Caufe fo to do.

But this George Jw , was, Bom in Leicefierjbire , about dit 
Year 1624.. Hedefccadedof//(>iwy? and'Y*#«Mr wlw 
endeavoured! to bring him up, as they did die reft of their 
Children, in the Waj and Worjbip of the Nation ; efpecially his 
Mother, who was a Woman accofoplilht above nroft of lier De- 
gree in the place where fhe lived.

Vain Sports and Company ^ when very 
T^ng ; fhe was Tender and Indulgent him, that from 
her he met with little Difficulty. As to his- Employment he 
was brought up in Country Buftnefs^arA as he took moll de- 
light in Sheeps fo he was very skillful in thena, an Employ- 
ment that very well fuited his mind in feveral Refpefts, both 
for its Innocency and Solitude j and w as-a juft Figure of his af- 
ter Miniftry and Service. 

I fhall not break in upon his own Account, which is by much 
the beft that can be given, and therefore defire, what I can, to 
avoid faying any tlung of what isfaid already, as to the per- 
ticular Pajjages of liis <?oming forth ; but, in general, when he 
ivas fomewhat above Twenty, he left his Friends y and vifited 
the'-tnoft Retired and Religious- People in thofe Parts ; and 
fome there were fhort of few, if any, in this Nat ion,, 'who 
waited for the Confolation of Ifrael Night and I^ay ; as Zj^che- 
riaSy Anna and good Old Simeon did of Old Time. To thefc 
lie was fent, and thefe he fought out in the Neighbouring 
Countrys, and among them he Sojourned till his more ample 
Minifiry came upon him. At this time he tauglit and was an 
Example of Silencty endeavouring to bring them from Self-per- 
formancesy Teftifying and turning to the Light of Chrift within 
them, and encouraging then! to wait in Pdtienci to feel the Pow- 
er of it to ftir in tmiir Hearts j tliat riieir Kjtowle^e arid Wor- 
'{kipof God might Ifend in the of an’Hndlefs Life, which 
was to be fouria in the Eighty as it was obeyed in the Mani- 
feftation of it in Man. Eor in the Word was Life, and tl/at Life 
is the Eighteen. Life in the Word, Light in Men, and Life 
in Men as the Light is obeyed the Children of the Light living 
by the Lift of the Word, by which the word hegets them a- 
galn to God, which is the Regeneration and New Birth, without 
which there is no coming unco the Kingdom of God; and 
which, whoever comes to, is greater than John, that, is, than 
7r>^»’s Difpenfation,'. which was not that of the Kingdom , 
but the Confummation of the Legal, and Forerunning of 
the Gofpel Timesy. \ Accordingly, feveraJ Meetingt were gather- 
ed in tnofe P4r//,. ind-riius hiS Time \vas employed for fome 
Years:

In 1652. Hc'being in his ufual Retirement to the Lord i^n 
a; Vety in fottebf the hithei' parts oi Torkjbtre^ 

as- 1 take It, his Mind exercifed towards th^ he had a Vi~ 
fm of the great Work of God in the Earth, and of the way 
that he waste go fbtth to begin it; He faw Pepple as thick as 
thac'fliould in time, be brought Home to the 
Lord ; ,tliat there might be but one Shepherd and one Sheepfold in 
all the Earth. There his Eye was directed Northward, AithtsA^ 
ing a .great People that Oioiild receive hina and hjs Meflage in 
tliofe Parts. Upon this Mount im he vvas moved of the Lord 
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td Jound out his Gre/it md notable Dajr, as if lie liad been in a 
great Juditorjy and from tlicncc went Norths as the Lord Jiad 
inown him; and in every place where he came, if not before 
he came to it, he had his particular Exerdfe and Service fhown 
to him, fo that the Lord was his Leader indeed ; for it was not 
in vain that he Travailled, God in moft places fealing his Com- 
mfjion with the Convincement of fomeof all forts, as well 
licans as fobcr ProfclTors of Religion. Some of the firft and 
moft Eminent of them, which are at Reft, were Richard 
Farnfmrlhy antes Naylety William Demberry, Francis Howgily 
Fdn'ard Burroughs, "John Camnty ‘John Audlandy Richard Huba 
hert horny Ti ay lor y John Jldanty T. Holme Sy Alexander Parkety 
William Simf forty William Catorty John Stubbsy Robert WidderSy 
John Burnjeaty Robert LodgCy Thomas Salthoupy and many more 
Worthies, that cannot be well here Named, together with di- 
vers yet living of the firft and great Convincement, who after 
the knowledge of God’s purging Judgments in tliemftlves, and 
fome time of waiting in filcncc upon him, to fed and receive 
Potver from on High to fpeak in liis Name, (which none elfe 
rightly can, though they may ufe the fame Words. ) They 
felt the Divine MotionSy and were frequently drawn forth, e- 
fpecially to vifit tlie Publtck AJfembliesy to reprove, inform and 
exhort them, fometimes in MarketSy Fairsy StreetSy and by the 
Higifway^Jidey calling People to Repentanccy and to turn to the 
Lord with their Hearts as well as their Mouths ; direfting 
them to the Light of Chriji within them, to fee and examine 
and confider their ways by, and to efehew the Evil and do 
the Good and Acceptable Will of God. And they fuffered great 
Hardfhips for this their Lovcy and Good-mlly being often Stockt. 
Stonedy Beaterty Whipt and Imprifonedy though Honejl Men and 
of Good Report where tliey livetf, that had left Wives and ChU- 
drhty and Haufes and Lands to vifit them with a living Call 
to Repentance. And though the Priefs generally fet themfelves 
to oppofe them, and write againft them, and infinuated moft 
Falfe and Scandalous Stories to Defame th.emy ftirring uptheMa- 
giftrates to fujTprefs them, efpccially in thofe Northern Parts; 
yet God was plea fed fo to fill them with his living Power y 
and give them fuch an open Door of utterance in his Servicty 
that there was a mighty Convincement over thofe Paits. 


And thfougli the tender and lingular Indulgence of Judge 
Brad/haw and Judge Felly who were wen t to got ha t Circarry in 
the infancy of things, the Pricjls were never able to gain the 
point they laboured for, which was to have proceeded to Bloody 
and if poffible, Herod Yillcy by a Cr/zr/ exercife of the Civil Pow- 
er , to have cut them ofi'and rooted them out of the Country. 
Elpecially Judge Felly who was not only a Check to their Rage 
in the Courfc of Legal ProccedingSy but otherwife upon occalion, 
and finally countenanced this People ; for his Wife receiving 
the Truth ^^'ith the Firft, it had that Influence upon his Spirit, 

bcins; 
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tt *Ju(l and Wife Mm^ and feeing in his own Wife and 
Familf a iaill Confutation ’to all the popular Clamours againft 
the Wdy of Truths that he covered them what he could, and 
freely opened his Doors, and gave up his Hoafe to his Wife 
and her Friends, not valuing the Reproach of Ignomnt or E- 
vil Minded People, which I here mention, to His and her Hor 
tmtr, and which will be I believe, 3S\. Honour a Riejfing to 
fuch of their Name and Family, as fliall be found in that Tear 
dernefs, Humility, Love and Zeal for the Truth and People of 
the Lord. 

That Houfe was for fome Years at firft, till the truth had 
opened its way in the Southern parts of this Ifland, an Emif- 
nent Receptacle of this People. Others of good Note and Sub- 
ftance in thofe Northern Countrys , had alfo opened their 
Houfes with their Hearts, to the many Puhlijhers , that in a 
fliort time the Lord had raifed to declare his Salvation to the 
People, and where Meetings of the Lord’s Mcjfengers were fre- 
qucntly held, to communicate their Services and Exercifes, and 
Comfort and Edify one another in their Blejfed Minijlry. 

But leaft this may be thought a Digreffion, having toudi- 
ed upon this before, I return to this Excellent Man : :And for 
bis Perfonal Qualities, both Natural, Moral and Divif?e as they 
appeared in his Converfe with Brethren and in the Church of 
Qod \ take as follows. 

I. He was a, Man that Cod endued wirfi a Clear and Won. 
derful Defth, a dijeerner of others Spirits, and ver^ mudi k j 
Mafter or his own. i^nd though die fide of his Vnderftaniing 
which lay next to the World, and efpecially the Expreffion off 
it might found Vneouth and Vnfajhionable to Nice Ears , his 
matter was neverthelefs very profound ; and would not only 
bear to be often (XMifidered, but the more it wasfo, the mor-e 
Weighty and InfiruHing it appeared. And as abruptly and bro-- 
henly as fometimes his Sentences would fall from him, about 
Divine Things, it is well known they were often as Texts to _ J 
miny Declarations. And indeed it fliow'ed beyond all ” 
Contradiction Cod fcntifim, diat wo Arts or Bar/r Jiad a- 
ny fliare in his matter or manner of his Minijlry ; and that fo 
many Great, Excellent and Neceffary Truths as he came forth 
to Preach to Mankind , had tlierefore nothing .of Man’s Wit 
or Wifdom to recommend ‘them. >80 that ps to Man was an j 
Original, being no Man’s Crfy. And hi^ Minijlry and Writ- 
ings -fhow they are from one that was not Taught of Man, 
nor had Learned what he faid by Study. Norwere they//(j- 
pional or, Speculative, but fenfible and Practical Truths, rend- 
ing to and Regeneration, and the fetting ^>the Kfng-* 

domof God in the Hearts of Men, and the way ^oLit was his 
Work. So that I have many times been overcome in my I'elfi

T OGETHER 

With a brief Account of fome of his Travels > Saf* 
ferings and Hardjhips endured for the Truth's fake. 


I T having pleaied Almighty God to take away my Dtitr 
HiubMd out of this EvU^ Trouble fmt Worldy who w<«» ml 
4 Min thereof; being Chofen out of it, and had his ijt/e 
and Being in ivoiher Region , and his Teftimooy was a- 
gainfl: the World, that the Deeds thereof were evil , and 
therefore the World hited him : So 1 am now to give in 
my Account and leflimonf for my Dear Husband , whom the 
Lord hath taken unto his bleffed IQngdom and Glory. And it is 
before me from the Lord, and in my View, to give a Relation ^ 
and leave upon Record the Dealings of the Lard wkh us from 
the Beginning. 

He was the Injlrnment in the Hand of the Lord in this prr* 
fcnt Jge , which he made u(e of to fend foith into the World, 
to preach the Everla/ling Gofpel, which had been bid from many 
Ages and Generations ; the Lord Rercalcd k unto hksr, and made 
him open that Nem and Living Way, that Leads to Life Eternal, 
when he was but a Louth, and a Stripling. And when he De- 
clared it in his own Country of leieederjbire, andi in Darbjfisire, 
Nettingham^e and Warwishjkirt , and his Declaration being a- 
gainft the Hireling-Prkjis and thwr Practices, it saifed a Gaeat 
Fury and Oppofitton amongif the Priejfs and F««|^agaiiii1; bim: 
yet there was always feme, that owned him in feveral pla^; 
but very few, that Rood firm to him, when Perfetntien cai^ on 
him. There was he»ai one other put in Prifon at Darby^Jsat tfa fits 
the other declined , and left hkn in Prifon thw ; where be coo- 
tinued ahnoft a whole Tear, and then he was Relrafed outof Pri- 
fon: And went on with hu Te^tkonf abroad, and was pue in samd 
Prifon again at Nottingham y there he connioued a while, taprifia^ 
and after was Releafed again.

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And then he Travelled on into Torkjbire, and paflied up and 
down that Great County , and feveral received him •, as (Villim 
Dewsbury^ Rickri Ftrnfmrth j Thomas Aldam and Others, who 
all came to be faithful Miniprs of the Spirit for the Lord. And 
he continued in that Country , and Travelled thorow Holdernef 
and the fVowldsy and abundance were ; and feveral were 

brought to Prifon at Tork for their Testimony to the Truths both 
Men and Women : So that we heard of fuch a Peofle that were 
Rifeny and we did very much inpire after thgn. And after 
a while he Travelled up farther towards the Dales in Torkjbire , 
as Wenjdalcy and Sedbur; and amongft the Hills , Dales and 
Mountains he came on, and Convinced many of the Eternal 
Truth. 

And in the Year 1652 . it pleafed the Lord to draw him to- 
wards us; fb he came on from Sedbur , and fo to Wejlmorland^ 
as Firbank-chaffely where John Rlaykling came with him : and fo 
on to Prefion , and to and Kjndal, and Vnder-barro^ , 

and Poobank , and Cartmel , and Staveley ; and 16 on to Smrth- 
more, my D welling- Houfe, whither he brought theblelTed Tidc- 
ings of the Everlafting Gojjely which I, and many Hundreds in 
thefe parts, have caufe to praife the Lord for. My then Huf- 
band, Thomas Fell, was not at home at that time, but gone the 
Welch Circuity being one of the Judges of Jjjize : And our Houfe 
being a Place open to entertain Minsflers and Religious People at, 
one of George Pox his Friends brought him hither ; where he Hay- 
ed all Night. And the next day, being a Lelturey or iPaft-dayy 
he went to UlverjlomSteeyk'houfey but came not in , till Peofle 
were gathered ; I and my Children had been a long time there 
before. And when they were finging before the<SVrwp»,hecamc 
in ; and when they had done pgi»g, he Hood up upon a Seat 
or Form, and defired, That he might have liberty to jjeak : And 
he that was in the Pulfity faid he might. And the hrft words, 
that he fpoke, were as followeth : tie is not a Jew , that is one 
outward i neither is that Circumcifion, which is outward: But he is x 
Jew, that is one inward ; and that is Circumcifion,rt’^;f A is of the heart. 
And fo he went on , and laid , How that Chrijl was the Light 
of the World, and ligheth every Man that comet h into the World] 
and that by this Light they might be gathered to Gody &c. And I 
Hood up in my Pewy and I wondered at his Dotirine ; for I had 
never heard fuch before. And then he went on , and opened 
the Scrifturesy and faid ; The Serif tures were the Prophets words, 
and Chrift’r and the Apoftle’x words, and what, as they jjoke , they 
enjoyed and fojjejfed, and had it from the Lord: PiU^Pz\6,T ben what 
had^^any to do with the Scriptures , hut as they came to the Spirit, 
that'gave them forth. Tou will fay, Chrift faith this, and the A- 
pollies fay this ; but what canfl thou fay? Jrt thou a Childof U^h, 
and haft walked in the Light, and what thou ffeakeft, is it inwardly from 
Godl 8 fc. This opened me 16, that it tut me to the Heart -yind 
then I &w clearly, we were all wrong. So I lat me down in my 
Pew again, and cried bitterly: And I cried in my S first to the 
Lord. We are ad Thtevet, we are all Thieves', we have taken the

&riptures in Words, mA know nothing of the)h in our ftlves. So 
that (erved me, that I cannot well tell , what he foake after- 
wards; but he went on in declaring againft the fa/fe Prophets ^ 
and Priefls, and Deceivers of the People. And there was one 
^ohn Saivrey , a Jufiice of Peace , and a Profeffor , that bid the 
Churchwarden, lake him away: And he laid his hands on him 
ieveral times, and took them off again , and let him alone ; and 
then after a while he gave over, and came to our Houfe again 
that night. And he fpoke in the Family amongft the Servants^ 
and they were all generally Convinced; as WiUiam Caton^ 1 ho- 
mo* Salthoufey Mary i^skewy Anne Clayton and feveral other Ser- 
vants. And I was ftricken into liich a fadnefs, I knew not what 
to do ; my Hsuband being from home. I faw, it wastheTrw/A, 
and I could not deny it ; and I did, as the ApoUle faith , I Re. 
ctived the Truth in the Love of it : And it was opened to me lb 
clear, that I had never a Tittle in my Heart againft it ; but I 
defired the Lordy that I might be kept in it, and then I defired 
no greater Portion. 

And then he went on to Daltony Aldinghamy Dendrum and Ram- 
/yde-Chappels and iteeple-houfesy and places feveral up and down, 
and the People followed him mightily; and abundance were Co»- 
vincedy and law, that which he fpoke, was Truth : But ihtPrieJls 
were all in a Rage. And about two Weeks after James Naylor 
and Richard Farnfmrth followed him, and enquired him out, till 
they came to Swarthmorcy and there ftayed a while with me at 
our Houfe, and did me much Qood ; for I was under great Hea- 
vinef and Judgment. But the Power of the Lord entred upon 
me, within about two Weeks , that he came ; and about three 
Weeks-end my Husband amc home; And many were in a migh- 
ty Rage. And a deal of the Captains and Great Ones of the 
Country went to meet my then Husband y as he was coming 
home, and informed him. That a Great Difajler was befallen a- 
mongB his Family, and that they were Witches ; and that they had 
taken us out of our Religion : and that he might either fet them a- 
wajy or all the Country would be undone. But no Weapons form- 
ed againft the Lordy fhall profper ; as you may fee hereaf- 
ter. 

So my Husband came home greatly offended : And any may 
think, what a Condition I was like to be in, that either I might 
difpleafe my Httsbandy or offend God ; for he was very much 
troubled with us all in the Houfe and Family , they haa fb pre* 
poffeft him againft us. But James Naylor and Richard Partsf- 
worth were both then at our Houfe, and I defired them to come 
and fpeak to himj and lb they did, very moderately and wife- 
ly: But he was at firft difpleafed with them; hut thcy^.told 
him , They came in Love , and good Will to his iioufe.r And 
after that he. had heard them ipeak a while ^ he waV bet- 
ter fatisfied ; and they offered , as if they wpuld go ai^ : 
but 1 defired them to ftay , and not to go away yet ; for George 
Fox win come this Evening. And I would have had my Huf- 
band to have heard them all , and fatisfied himfelf farther a- 
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And in the Year 1654. he went H^utbaurd to his own Coun- 
try of Leicefferjbire, vifiting Friends. And then Colonel Heckess 
The fMtih lent him to Oliver Cromwel : and after his being kept Frifoner a 

brought before Oliver ^ and was Relu/ed. And 
then he ftayed a while, vifiting Friends in London y and the 
Meetings therein ; and lb palfed Weftward to Brifial, and vifited 
Friends there ; and after went into Cornmly where they put him 
The fifth in Frticti at Lmneefton , and one Edmrd Pyot with him » where 
iinprifon- had a bad , long Intfr^onmnt. And when he was Releafed y 
he palfed into many parts in that County of cormraly and fettled 
Meetings thire. And then he Travelled thorow many Counties y 
vifiting Friends and lettling Meetings all along ; and fo came in* 
to the Northy and to Smrthmore , and to Oumerland. 

And lb for Scotland he palfed in the Year 1657. and there went 
with him Robert fVtdders , James Lanta^er ^ John Grave and o- 
thers. And he Travelled thorow many places in that Nation, 

Douglas y Headsy Hambletony Glafcowy and to where 

they took him, and carried him before General Monk, and the 
Council y and Examined him, and asked hint his Bufine^ into that 
Nation : who Anfwered ; He came to vifit the Seed of God. And 
after they had threatned him , and charged him to depart their 
Nation of Scotlandy they let him go. And then he went to Lin- 
lithgcavy and Sterling , and John/Ions and many places , vifiting 
the Peof/e ; and leveral were Convinced.^ And after hehadftayw 
a pretty while, andi fettled fome Meetings y he returned into Nor- 
tbmberlandy and into the Bilbofriek of Durham , vifiting Friends 
and lettling MeetingSy as he went *, and then returned back again 
to Smrthmore y and ftayed amongft friends a while, and fore- 
turned South again. And in 1 6 ^ 8. J odge FeR died. 

And in 1660. he came out of the &uth into the Northy and 
bad a Great Gesferal Meeting about Balhy in Yorkjbire ; and fb 
ume on vifiting Friends in many places, till he caiae to,Sfrarth’ 
more again.

ffieneA^ anddefnel r^thingy best.tht.Liket 4 y ofour ConfcittK«s. And 
then ^ith mu^ ado, aftet he- had been^ kept PrdJsntfintaF kjf’ii 
Jisif at Lottcafler.y we gpt* a H»iou> Ggsfusy and^ Removed biitu 16 
the lOnfs Bench ; whero ho was Rek^ed. Ahd( then wouW‘ I 
gladly have come home to my great Family ; but was bound in 
(Hy Spirit y and could not have Freedom to get away for a whole 

Year. 
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Year, And the had promifed me feveral times, that 
ftiould have our Liberty : And then the Montrehy-Men rofe ; and , 
then came the and General Imfrijonment of Friends the Na- 
tion thorow: And fb could I not have Freedom nor Liberty to 
come liome, till we had got a General Proclamation for all out 
Friends Liberty ; and then I had Freedom and Peace to come 
home. 

And in i66j. he came North again, and to Swartbmore : And 
then they lent out Warrants, and took him again, and had him 
to Holcrof before the JnJlices, and tendered him the Oath of Al- 
legiance ^ and fent him P rtf oner to LancaBer-Cajlle. And about The /?- 
a Month after, the fust ices lent for me alfo out of my 
and tendered me the Oath ; and lent me Prifoner to LancaBer. meut. 
And the next Affizes tliey tendered the Oath of Allegiance and Su- 
premacy to us again both, and Premunired me : But they had mif- 
fed the Date, and other things in his IndiUment , and fo it was 
quafht ; but they tendered him the Oath again , and kept him 
Prifoner a Tear and an half at Lancafier-Cajtle. And then they 
lent him to Scarborough Caftle in Torkjbire, where they kept him 
Prifoner clofe under the Soldiers muen of a Tear and an half) lb 
that a friend could fcarccly have fpoken to him : yet after that 
it pleafed the Lord, that he was Releafed. But I continued in 
Prtfon, and a Prifoner four years it that time : And mOrderwz.% 
procured from the Council, whereby I was let at Liberty. And 
in that time I went down xoto Cornwall with my Son ind Daugh- 
ter Lower, and came back by London to the Tearly Meeting \ and 
there I met with him again : And then he told me , Ihe time 
was drawing on towards our Marriage but he might firft go into Ire- 
land. And a little before this time was he Prifoner in his Own xhe dthth 
Country at Leicefler for a while; and then Releafed. And foin- Imprifoa- 
to Ireland he went : and I went into Kynt and Sujfex ; and came 
back to London again : And afterward I went to the WeB, to* 
wards Brifiol, in 1669. and there I flay’d, till he came over 
from Ireland. And then it was Eleven years aftet my former 
Husbandl^s Deceafe. And in Ireland he had had a great Service 
for the Lord and his Eternal Truth, amongfl Friends and many 
People there, but elcaped many Dangers, and Times of being ta- 
ken Prifoner ; they having laid in Wait afore hand for him in 
many places. And then he being return’d, at Brifiol, ht declafed his 
Intentions of Marriage : and there allb was our Marriage Iblemni- 
zed. And then within ten Days after I came homewards; and 
my Husband flayed up and down ia thtCountries zmong^ Friendi, 
vifiting them. 

And fbon after I came home, there came another Order from 
the Council to caft me into Prifon again ; and the Sheriff oirLan- 
cajbire lent his Bailiff, and pulled me out of my own Hoi/fe, and 
had me Prifoner to Lane after Cajlk (upon the Old Premusugei) 
where I continued a whole Tear: And moft part of all that nme 
was I fckind weakly) and alfo my Husband wis sneak ind fickly 
at that tune. And then after a while he Recovered, and went 
about to get me out of Prifon ; and a Difcharge at laft was got 

a under 
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under the Gre 4 t : and fo I Was fet at Ltkrty, And then I 
was to go up to I.Qtnloit again , for toy Husband Was intending 
for Amerit* t And he waS foil tffO ytm away , before he came 
fotek again into Englutd ; and then he arrived at Brifivl, and 
then came to LonAjm ; and he intended to have come to the 
mddk of the Ndtton with me. But when we came into fomc 
parts of tVorcefierfitrCf they got there Information of him ; and 
one Juftice Parker by his WarrMt fent him and my Son Lower 
to kVartefier^Gaoli and the JuJUtes there tendered him the Oath. 
in«L ' and Prmunired him, but Rekafed my Son Lower j who ftayed 
with him moft of the time he was Prtforter there. 

And after fome time he fell ftek in a lingering SUkneS ^ 
and many times was very ill : fo they writ to me from London^ 
That ifi wemld fee him alive^ I might go to him ; which accord- 
ingly I did. And after I had tarried Seventeen Weeks with him 
at kVorttfitrf and no Difehirge like to be obtained for him , I 
went up to London^ and writ to the K/"g an Account of his long 
Imfrifonsrsentf and how he was taken in his Travel homewards^ and 
how he was weak and ftek^ and not like to live^ if they keot him long 
there. And I went with it to WhitehaS my ftlf ; and 1 met with 
the and gave him the Pager: And he laid, I muft go to 
the ChaueeSouff nc could do nothing in it. Then 1 writ alfb tO 
the Lord Chancetlour^ and went to bis Houfe^ and gave him my 
Pager ^ and fpoke to him, That the King had left it whohto hitn} 
and if he did not take guy , and Releafe him out of that Prifen^ / 
feared^ he would end his days there^ And the Lord Chanccllour 
jP/wAwas a vtty tender Man^ and fpoke to the Judge \ who 
gave out an HAseas Corgsss prelently. And when we got it, we 
Lent it down to Worcefter\ and they would not part with him 
at firft, but laid , he was Premunired , and was not to go cut on 
that manner. And then we were forced to go to Judge North 
and to the Attorney Genera f and we got another Order^ and fent 
down from them ; and with much ado, and great Labour and 
Induftry of William Mtady and other Friends y we got him up to 
London y where he Aggeared in Weftminfer.HaB at the I(Jng\- 
Benchy before Judge Hales y who was a very honeft, tender Man; 
and he knew , they had Imgrifoned him but in Envy, So that, 
which they had againft him, was Read\ and our Co««/e/pleaded, 
That he was taken ng in his Travel and journey : And there was 
but a little faid , till he was quitted. And this was the Lajf Pri- 
fony that ho was in, being freed by the Court of JQng^h 
Bench. 

And when he was at Liberty, he Recovered again : And then 
1 was very defirous to go home with him , which we did. And 
this was the firfi timcy that he came to Swarthmorcy after we were 
Harrsid; and 10 he ftayed here much of two years. And then 
wen^^o London a^n to the Tearly Meeting; and after a while 
went mto ^'mdy and Ibme parts ofGernsanyy where he ftayed 
a pretty wmle ; and then Returned to London again at the next 
Tearly Meeting. And after he had ftayed a while in and about Lost^ 
don f he ume into the North to Sworthmore again i and ftayed 

that 
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that time nigh f mo /ears : And then he grew mej/rZ/y being irc ub- 
led with Pains and Jchety having had many fore and iong Ira- • 
ve/s, Beatings, and hard Imprifonments. But after Ibme time he 
rid to Tor/c : and fb pafTcd on thorow Nottinghamjbire and ftvc- 
ral Counttes , vifiting P'riends ; till he came to Lonaon to the 
Yearly- Meeting , and ftayed tlierc, and there-aways, till he fi- 
mjbfd his Courfe, and laid down his Head in Peace. 

And tliough the Lord had provided an outward Habitation fbr 
him , yet he was not willing to ftay at it ; becaule it was lb 
remote and far from London , where his Service moft lay. And 
my Concern for God, and his holy, Eternal Truth was then in 
the North, where God had placed and fet me; and likevvilefor 
the Ordering and Governing of my Children and Famtljt : lb that 
wc were very willing both of us, to live a-part Ibme years up- 
on God'*s Account, and his Trut/h Service, and to denyour lelves 
of tliat Comfort, which we might have had in being together, 
lor the lake and Service of the Lord, and his Truth. And if 
any took Occalion, or Judged hard of us becaule of that, the 
Lord will Judge them ; for we were Innocent. And for my 
own part, I was willing to make many long Journies, for ta- 
king away all Occafton of evil Thoughts: And though I lived T/pi? 
hundred Miles from London , yet have I been Nine times tlierc , 
upon the lord, and his Truths Account ; and of all the times 
that I was at London , this lafl time was moft Comfortable , that 
the Lord was plealed to give me Strength and Ability, to travel 
thzi great Journey, heivng Seventy fix years of Age, to fee my 
Dear Husband, who was better in his Health and Strength, than 
many times I had leen him before. I look upon that , that the 
Lord's fpecial Hand was in it, that I lliould go then ; for he li- 
ved but about half a Tear after I left him : Which makes me 
admire the Wifdom and Goodnef of God in Ordering my Jour- 
ney at that time. 

And now he \mhfinifhed his Courfe , and his Teflimony , and 
is entered into his Eternal Kelt and felicity. I truft in the lame 
powerful God, that his holy Arm and Power will carry me tho- 
row', whatever he hath yet for me to do ; and that he will be 
my Strength and Support, and tlie Bearer up of my Head unto 
the End, and in the End. For I know his Faithfulnef and Good. 
nejS , and I have Experience of his Love ; To whom be Glory and 
Powerful Dominion fox ever: Amen.

N Either Daft^ nor Length of lifnt with uS can wear out the 
Metnory of our Dear and Honoured Father George Fox , 
whom the Loyd hath taken to himfelf. And though his Earthly 
Houfe of this Tabernacle be dilfolved , and iMortility put off ; 
yet we believe, he has a Building rviib God Eternaty in the Hu- 
%cns. And is entrtd into Kf/?, as a RervArd to thofe grtAt lAbours^ 
fsArd Suferiitgs and Jore Trials, he patiently endured for Cod and 
his Truth. Of wltich Truth lie was made an Able Mini fier, and 
Owe, if not the Firjl Promulgator of it in our Jge : who though of 
no great Literature, nor Iceming much Learmd, as to the out- 
ward ( being hid from the Wifdom of this World ;) yet he had 
the Tongue of the Learned, and could fpeak a Word in due Sea- 
fin to the Conditions and Capacities of moft , efpecially to them, 
that were weary, and wanted SouF s Rejl , being deep in the Di- 
vine Myfhries of the TQngdom of God. And the Word of Life znd 
Salvatfon through him reached unto many Souls', whereby many 
were Convinced of their great Duty ot inward Retiring to Wait 
ffpon God : and as they became diligent in the Performance of 
that Service, were alfo raifed up to be Preachers of the fame E- 
verli^ing Gofpel of Peace and Glad Tidings to others; who are as 
Seals to his Minifry both in this and other Nations , and may 
poffibty give a more full Account thereof. Howbeit we knowing

We are concerned in Brotherly Love, and true Tendcr-heartednefs, 
to add and impart unto you fbme Account of the Deceafe of our Dear 
and Elder Brother m Chrift, namely, his and his Church’s true and 
faithful Servant and Minifter , George fox\ whom it hath plcafed 
the Lord to take unto himfclf, as he hath divers others of his faith- 
ful Servants md Minijlersof late Time ; who have faithfully ferved 
out their Generation, and finiflied their Tefiimony and Courfe with 
Joy and Peace. Howbeit, O Dear Brethren and Friends! that fo 
many Worthies in Ifraef and ferviccable Inflrumcnts in the Lord’s 
Hand, are of late taken away and removed from us,ro Toon one after 
another, appears a Difpenfationy that deeply and forrowfully affedls 
us, and many more, whole Hearts are upright and tender toward 
God, and one to another in the Tm/>. The Confideration of the 
Depth, Weight and Meaning thereof, is very weighty upon our Spi* 
rits, though their precious Lr/e and TeJlimony[\vQi'w\i\\ us, as be- 
ing of that fame united to one Head, even Chrift Jefus; in 
which we ftill, andhopc,evcr fhall have fccret Comfort and Union 
with them, whom the Lord has removed, and taken to himfelf out 
of their Earthly T ahemacles siwd Houfes, into their Heavenly and 
Everlafting Manfions.

Then he was the fame Day taken with feme lllnef or Indtjfofttion 
of Body, more than ufual ; and continued weak in Body for two days 
after, at our Friend Henry Goldney*s Houfe in the fame Court, dole 
by the Meeting-Houje, in much Contentment and Peace, and very 
fenfibletothe laft. In which time he mentioned divers Friends, 
and fent for Ibmc in particular ; to whom he expreft his Mind, for 
the fpreading Friends Books send Truth inyhe World, and through the 
Nations thereof ; as his Spirit in the Lord’s Love and Power was uni- 
verfallyfet, and bent for Truth znd Righteoufnef, and the making 
known the Way thereof to the Nations and People afar off : figni- 
fy ing alfo to fbme Friends, T hat all is well ; and the Seed of God reigns 
over all, and over Death it felf. That though he was weak in Body , 
yet that the Power of God is over all, and the Seed reigns over all dif. 
orderly Spirits : which were his wonted fenfible Exprcfllons, being 
in the living faith zxtdSenfe thereof, which he kept to the End. 
And the 7 i&/rree/;rA Inftant, between the Ninth and Tenth Hour in 
xht Night, he quietly departed this Life in Peace ; being two days 

after 
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afttr ibe Lord enabled him to PtAhtb and Prmi the Bleffed Tritb 
itithe Meetiitgy asaforefaid. So that he clearly and eiridemly ended 
his da ys in his fiithfitl in perfe£b Love and Ut^ity with hi$ 

JSreMrewjand Peace and Good-will to all Men ; being about Siia^ and 
fit Tears of Age (as we underftartd) when he departed this Life. 

And on thctyrJP/ec/trAof this/^i»^, being the day Appointed foe 
his Funeral^ a very great Contour je of Friends and Fe(fie aflem bled at 
our Mccting-Houle in iVhite-Hart-C'<ntrt aforefaid, about thtMidMy^ 
in order to attend his Body to our Burying-place nfear Bnnhid- Fields, 
to be Interred, as friends Ufi Qi^ee of Love and /i^i3f,dUcon that 
Account. The Meeting was held about too Flours, with great and 
heavenly Solemnity, manifeftly attended with the Lor^s Blcfled 
Poiptr and Prefence t and divefs living Fefiimonks given from a live- 
ly Remembrance and Senfe of this his Dear, Ancient Servant, hi^ 

BlelTed Miniftry and I iHimony of the breaking forth of this Gofiel- 
day ; his Innocent Life, long and great Tr^Wi, and £<^i)«r/ of Love 
in the EvcrlaftingGofpel, for the turning and gathering many fhoa- 
finis from Darknef to tlie Light of Chrift Jefus , the Foundation 
of true Faith \ al(b of his manifold Suffrin^s, AffliSiions and 
Oppoftiofss, which he met withal for his faithful TeAimony , both 
from his open Adverf arses and fa/fe Brethren ; and his Preftrvations, 
Dominion, and Deliverances o\Xl of them all by the Power of God:

God, and hurt the Gift, that was beftowed upon them , and did not 
take that regard to their Service and Minifiry, as they ought : And 
Uientioned the Af)ojllt\ Exhortation to 'liUtothy , To take need to hit 
Miniftry, and tojbew hinsfelf afif>roved,&rc^ And cxpreft his Grief con- 
cerning fuch, as preferred their own Bufineft before the Lord^i Bufi- 
ners,and fought the advancing worldly Concerns, beforcthe Concerns 
of Truth : And concluded with a tender and fatherly Exhortation to 
ill, to whom God had imparted Of his Heavenly Treojure, that they 
would improve it faithfully ; and be diligent in the Lord\ fPork,thu 
the Earth might be fbwn with the Seed of the Kjngdotn^ and God^t 
Harvefl might be minded by thofe, whotn he had called and enabled 
to labour therein : and that fuch would commit the are of theiC 
Outward Concerns to the L0rd< who would care for them, and give 
a Bleffing to thenl. Howef^ef, this is not nrentioned to encOufagt 
any to run unfent, or without being taHed of God, 

Many are living fVitnejfet ^ thit the Lord raKed hidi up by hit 
^ Power ^ 
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Pomr, to proclaim his mighry to the and made him 

an Eftet^ual7»/r«we»/in0urDay, to turn many from Darknefi to 
Light, and from Sdtan^s Power to God ; and freely to fuffer and bear 
all Reproathes, znd the manifold Perfecutions, Buffetifigs, H»lmgs,Sto~ 
nings^lmprijonments, and Cruelties, that were in the Beginning, and 
for Ibme time infli£l:ed on him and others, for the Nme of Chrili 
jeffts. He was in his Teftimony as a fxfd Star in the Firmament of 
God’s Power, where all that be truly wife, and that turn many to 
Righteournefs,' fliall fhineasthebrightnefsof the Firmament, and 
as the Stars for ever and ever. He knew and Preached the MjfHerj 
of Chrift Revealed, the Life and Suhfance, and the Power of Godli- 
above all Shadows and Forms: The Lord endued him with a 
hidden iVifdom^nd Life. He loved Pe/tre, and earneftly laboured 
for univerial Love, Unity, Peace, ^nd good Order in the Cluirchcs of 
('hrid : And wherever he met with the contrary, it was his great 
(j>/>/and Burthen. He was greatly for the F.ncouragcmcnt of faith- 
fill Labourers in the Lorcas Work ; and it was a great Offence and Grief 
to him, to have their l^imony wcakned,or Labours ilighted througli 
Prejudice in any profelfingTr^//'. 

And inalinuch as the Lord fullered him nor to be delivered up to 
tile (Pt/l of his Enemies ^ind Perfecuiors, who ohen heretofore breath- 
ed out C>'«f// 7 againff him, and dcligned his ; but in his 

good Pleafure fo fairly and quietly took him away in hisowntime, 
when his 'leflmony w2is{Qh\(ehcd\y fnijhed, and liis Work accomplifh^ 
ed , This is all remarkable , and worthy of feriousand due Obler- 
vation, as being by a fpecial and Divine Providence and W/fdom of 
God’, to whom wealcribetheGlory of alhandnctuntoMr^orOe^t- 
tures.

OF 

GEORGE FOX. 

T hat allmay know the Dealings cif the Lord 
with me, and the various Trials and 

Trod/es, through which he led me, in order to 
prepare and fit me for the Work, unto which he 
had appointed me ; and may thereby be drawn 
. to admire and glorify his Infinite Wifdom and 
Goodnefs ; I think fit (before I proceed to fet forth my Pdlick 
Travtls in the Service of Trath) briefly to mention, how it was 
with me in my To»ib ; and how the Work of the LorJ was begun, 
and gradually carried on in me, even from my Childhood. 

I was born in the Month called ^u//, in the Year 1624. at Drayton Drayton 
in the CUjr, in Leicehrjhire. My Father’s Name was flhrifiofher 
Fox : ' He was by ‘mf^ffion'a Weaver, an honeft Man ; and there the Place 
was a Seed cf God in him. The Neighbours called him Rights 
Chrifier. My Mother was an upright Woman ; her Maiden-name 
was Mary Ligo, of the Family of the Lago\ and of the Stock of 
the Martyrs.

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In my very Touag Tem^ I had a Gravity and ftayednefs of Mind 
and Spirit, not ufual in Children ; infomuch, that when I have feen 
i/*/V Old Men carry themfelvcs lightly and wantonly towards each other, 
I have had a Diflike thereof rifen ih my Heart, and have faid within 
my lelf j If ever i come to he * iWat», furelj, 1 (hould not do fo^ nor 
be fo tvMton. 

Wheii I caralf tp Elevetifekrs of Mf^ej I Knew Purhefs arW Rifj- 
teoufnefs ! For while I jfas a Child.' I was (dughf lio# to walk to'fee 
kept furi the Lord taughf me to be fathfui ih all Things, an J id 
aft faithfullji two ways ; viz. Inwardly to God^ and Outwardly to 
Man ; and to keep to Tea and Nky in all Things, For the Lord 
Ihewedme, that though the People of the World have Mouths full 
of Deceit, and changeable Words, jet I was to keep to Jea and Nay 
in all Things ; and ^at my Wortl's fhould be few and ferofy, fca- 
foned ^ifH'Gli'ce : . And that I mi|hf not EA add Dlihk id make my 
felf Wanton, but for Health-, ufingthe Creatures in their Service, 
as Servants in their Placiss, to the Glory of him that hath created 
them : they being in th'efr Coienint, add I being brought up into the 
Covenant, asfanftificd by the fVord, which was in , the Beginning, 
111 In^i ibc hphefd; l^hiifclfl Is Vhhy ivitfi the 

Criatibn. 

But People, being Strangers to the Covenant of Life with God, 
they Eat and Drink to piakc themfclves wanton with the Creatures, 
devouring them upon their own Lulls, and living in all Filthinels, 
loving foul ways, . and devouring the Creation } and all this in the 
World, in the Voltihions Ih'etcW ^itHbul tjod : Anti the^yfore I 
was to jbun all fuch. 

Afterwards, as I grew up, my Relations thought to have made 
me a Priejl ; but others perfwi'ded b the Contrary. Whereupoa 
I was put to a Man, that was a Shoo-makerhy Trade, and that dealt 
in Wpdil arid lifcd Gr\zing, arid frild Cpttet -, and a great deal weht 
throii^h m][' H^ds. While I fvas with hiiri,,ne 'wasblejl : feut after 
t feu him, he broke, bd cimk to 'riothing. I never wronpei MSn 'or 
Woman in all that Time : For the Lord's Power was with me, and 
over me, to preferye me. While I w^s in that Service, I tr(d in 
my Dealings the , Word \/erily,'\ and it was a commriri Saying 
among Peopfe, .that knew me, // George / 4 /jr verily, ^kre is no 
altering him. When Boys prid rude Ptofle would laugh atjWe, I let 
themalpne, and wentmy Way : But People had generaftj^a Love 
to my, for my Innocency and Honefip 

, When I came towards Nineteen Tears of Age, I being upon Bu- 
finefs at a Fair, one of my Coufins, whole Name was Bradford, 
(hem^^ Prof ejfor, and having another Pr<>/e/(?r with him) came to 
me, and asked me to part of a Jug of Beer with them* and I, 
being Jhirfty, went ip with them: For I loved any, that had a 
Sedfe of Good, or that did Ipek after the Lord. And when we had 
drunk a G/z/r a piece, they began'to drink and called for 
.more Drink; agreeing together. That he that would not drink, 
Ihould pay all. I was grieved, that any, that made Profelfion Reli- 
gion, Ihpuld offer to do fo. They grieved me very much, , having 
never had (rich a thing put to me before, by any fort of People. 

Wherefore 
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wherefore I rofe up to be gonc;and putting my Hand into my Pocket, 

I took out a Groit^ and laid it down upon the Table before them, 
andfaid, Vll lave you. So I went away: And when 

I had done, what Bufinefs I had to do, I returned home : But did not 
go to Bed that Night, nor could not Slttf ; but fbmetimes walked 
up and down, and fometimes and to the lor^, who 
faid unto me ; Thou feeH, horv Toung Peofle go together into Vanity ^and ‘tt» 

Old People into the Earth ; and thou mfi forftke all, both Toung and 
Old, and keep out of all, and be as a Stranger unto alt. 

Then at the Command of God, Ninth Dayai thtt Seventh ,5,, 
Month, 16^-^. Wtkmj Relations, and brake od all Familiarity or 
Fellowlhip with Young or Old. And I paffed to Luttermrth, w here tllrtir 
I flay’d lome Time : And from thence I« went to where Noniiam- 

alfo I made fbme flay : Thenpalfed from thence to Newport-Pagnel Newport- 
in Buckinghamjbire ; where, after I had flay’d a while, I went unto P'lp'fi''' 
Barwr, and came thither m the Fourth Month, aAkd June, in the 
Year, 1644. And as I thus travelled through the'Countrics, Pro- 
fejfors took notice of me, and fought to be acquainted with me ; but 
I was afraid of them: For I was fenfible, they did not Pojfefs, what 
they Profefs'd. Now during the time, that I was at Barnet, a ftrong 
Temptation to Defpair came upon me : and then I faw, how Chrifl 
was Tempted ; and mighty Troubles I was in. - And fometimes I kept 
my lelf retired in my Chamber, and often walked fblira/y in the 
Chace thett, to Wait the Lord. 

And I wondered, w'hy thefe Things fhoiild come to me, and I 
looked upon my felf, and faid. Was I ever fo before ? Then Fthoughr, 
becaule Ihad forfaken my Relations, haddohe amifs againfl them. 

So I w'as brought to call to Mind all my Time, that I had fpenr, and 
to confidcr, whether I had mon£d any ? But Temptations grew 
more and more, and I was tempted Dry^a/r; And when 

6ara»could not elfed his Defignupon me that way, then he laid 
Snares for me, and Baits to draw me to commit fome .yw^^'hereby 
he might take advantage to bring me to Defpair. I was aboulisjme»/y 
Tears of Age, when thefe Exercifes came upon me ; and fom^ears 
I continued in that Condition, in great Troubles ; and fain I whuld 
have put it from me. And I went to many a Brief to look for 
fort, but found no Comfort fiom them. \ 

From Barnet I went to London, where I took a Lodging, and waK^niion* 
under great Milcry and Trouble there : For I looked upon the great ^ 
Profeffors of the City of London, and I faw all w^^dark, and under 
the Chain of Darknefs. And I had an Uncle there, one Pickering, 
a Baptifi (and they were tender then : ) Yet I cou^d not impart my 
Mind to him, nor join with them : For I faw all, Toung and Old, 
where they were. Some tender People would have had me flayed, 
but I was fearful, and returned homewards in Leicefterjbire again, LeicePeh 
having a Regard upon my Mind unto my Parents mi Relations, left 
I Ihoiild grieve them, who, I underftood, were troubled at my 
Ablence. 

When I was come down mo Leiceferjbirt, my Relations would 
have had me Married : But I told them, I was but a Lad, and I muft 
get Wijdom. Others would have had me into the Auxiliary Band, 
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1644. among the Soldiery, butirefofcd: and I u as grieved, that they 
t/yv proifered fuch Things to me, being a tender Touth. Then 1 went to 
Coventry. Coventry, where I took a Chamber for a while at a Profrjfor^s Houfc, 
till People began to be acquainted with me ; for there were many 
tender People in that Town. And after Idme time, I went into my 
Leicffin- own Country again, and was there about a Year, in great .Sorroiri 
pre. and Troubles, and walked many Nigitts by my felf. 

164? Priej? of Draytan (the Town of my Birth) whole Naro« 

was Nithtniel Stevens, would come often to me, and i went often 
to him ; and another Priefl Ibmctiraes would come with him : And 
they would have given place to me, toheartne ; and I would ask 
them Queftions, and rcalbn with them. And this Prie^ Stevens 
asked me a Qyeftion, vix,. Why Chrift cryed out upon the Lrofs, My 
God, my God, why htfi thott forftkentne? And why he fsid, If it l>e 
poffihlt, let this Cup pifs from tne ; yet not my Will, but thine be done ? 
And 1 told him ; At that time, the Sim of all Mankind were upon 
him, and their Iniquities and Trtnfgreftons, with which he was 
wounded } which he was to bear, and to be an Oferin^ for them, as 
he was Mm, but died nor, as he was God. And fo, in that he died 
for all Men, and tafted Death for every Man, he was an Offering for 
the Sinsoi the whole World. (This I fpake, being at that time in 
a meafure fcnfiblc of Chrijl's Sufferings, and what he went through.) 
And the Prkjl (aid, It wot 4. very good, full Anfwer and fuch an one, 
M he had not heard. And at that time, he would applaud and (jxak 
highly of me to others : And what 1 laid in Difeourfe to him ou the 
Weti-days, that he would Pretth of on the Firfi-dtys ; tor which I 
did not like him. And this Priejl afterwards became my great 
Perfecutor, 

Manfetter After this, I Went to another Ancient Priejl at Manfetter in War- 
»B War- tvickfbire, and realbned with him about the Ground of Defpair zad 
wick-iTiire. j [jut fj^ ignorant of my Condition : And ho bid me 

Take Tobacio, and Sing Pfalms. Tobaeco was a thing I did not love ; 
and Pfalms I was not in ao Eftate to Sing s I could not Sing, Then 
he bid me come again, and he would tell me many Things. But 
when I came again, be was angry and pettilh ; For my former 
Words had dilpleaied him. And he told my Troubles, and Sorrows 
and Griefs to his Servants, fo that it was got among the MiJk-Laffes ; 
which grieved me, that 1 ihould open my Mind to fuch an one. I 
faw, they were all Miferable Comforters : And this brought my Trou- 
T»m- Ui'ore upon me. Then I heard of a Priejl living about Tamworth, 

worth, who was accounted an Experienced Man ; and I went Seven Miles to 
him : But I foundbim but tike an Empty, hollow Cask. Then I heard 
of one called Do^or Cradock of Coventry ; and 1 went to him, and I 
asked him the Ground of iadDefpair; and bow7ro«- 

bles^^tt\9 to be wrought in .Mao ^ He asked me, Who wnt Chriffs 
Father and Mother f I told him, Mary was bis Mother, and that he 
was luppoled to be the Son of Joftfh ; but be was the Son of God. 
Now as we were walking together in his Garden, the Ally being nar- 
row, I chanced, io turoiog, to fet my Foot oo the lide of a Bed ; 
at which the Man was in lucb a Rage, as if his Houle had been on 
Fire, And thus all our Dilcourfo was loft, and I went away in 

Sorrow, 
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Sorrow, worft than I was, when I came. I thought them 1645. 

Comforters : And I law, they were all as Nothing to me ; for they 
could not reach my Condition. After this I went to another, one 
Mithim, a Friefi in high Account : And he would needs give me 
Ibme Ph^fck, and I was to have been let Blood: But they could not 
get one drof of Blood from me, either in Arms or Htsd (though they 
endeavoured it) my Body being, as it were, dried up with Sorrows^ 

Gritf and TrouUesy which were lb great upon me, that I could have 
wilhed, I had never been born to fee Vanity and Wickednefs ; or 
that I had been born B//W, that I might never have feen Wicked- 
Mtfs nor ; and Dttfy that I might never have heard vaih and 
wicktd Words, or the Lord’s Name blafphemed. And when the 
time, called Chriftmsit, came, while others were Feafting and Sport- 
ing thcmfelvcs, I would have gone, and looked out poor Widows from 
Houle to Houfe, and have given them fome Money. And when I 
was invited to MtrrUgts (as I (bmetimes was) I would go to none 
at all ; but the next day or foon after I would go, and viljt them : 

And if they were Pwr, 1 gave them fomc Money ; for 1 had, where- 
with both to keep my wif from being Chargeable to others, and to 
adminifter Ibmething to the Nect^itsoi Others. 

About the beginning of the Year, 1646. as I was going to Coi/en- i6c^6. 
try, and entring towards the Gate, a Confidcration arolein me, how 
it was faid, That All Chriputs are Mitms, both Prottprsts and 
P*psp. And the Lori opened tome , that if all were Beltevtrs, then 
they werc'afnf^w of God, and palTcd from Death to Life ; and that 
none were true Believers, but fuch : And though Others faid, they 
were Believers, yet they were not. At another time, as I was walk- 
ing in a Field on a Fsrfi-dty Morning, the Lord opened unto fp e, ‘ Tlsit 
‘ keing bred tt Oxford or Cambridge, rvds m tmgh to pttnd juilsfe 
‘ Me/I to be Mintprs of Chrijl: And I ftranged at it, becaufe it was 
the common Belief of People. But I law it clearly, as the Lord 
opened it tome, and was fatisfied ; and admired the Goodnefs of 
the Lord, who had opened this thing unto me that Morning: Which 
If ruck at Priefi Stevens his Mimfirj, namely, that To be bred it Ox- 
ford or Cambridge, wm not enough to mike a Min ft to be i Minifer 
of Chrifi, So that which opened in me, I faw, (truck at the Prief^t 
Miaipj. But my Relttions were much troubled at me, that I would 
not go with them to hear the Pritft ; For I would get into the Or- 
chard, or the Fields, with my Bible, by my felf. And I told them, 
did not the Apoftle fay to Believers, That they needed no Man to 
ttich them, but ai the Anointing teicheth them ? And though they 
knew, this was Scripture, and that it was true ; yet they would be 
grieved, becaufe I could not be fubjeft in this Matter, to go to hur 
the Prieft with item : For I faw, that a true Believer was another 
thing, than they looked upon it to be. And I law, that being bred 
at Oxford or Cimbridgt, did not qualifieor fit a Man to be a Minipr 
of Chrtji and what then (bould I follow fuch for ? So neither them, , 
nor any of the Diftnting People, could I join with ; but was as a 
Stringer to all, relying wholly upon the Lord jefus Chrift. 


At 
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At another time it wa? opened in me, “ Thst God, nhomide the 
tyy\) ‘ ‘ IVorld, did not dmlltn^ Temples mdemth Hinds. This, at the fird, 
' I’ccmeda ftrange Word, becaure both Pr/Vy// and P^/fufe tocall 
their or dreadful PUces, md Holj Grossnd, and the 

Temples oi God. But the Lord (hewed me, fo that (did fee clearly, 
that he did not dwell in thefc Temples, which Men had commanded 
and (et up ; but in Peoples Hearts. For both Stephen and the Apoftle 
Paul bore Teftimony, That he did not dwell in Temples made ivith 
Hands ; not even in that, which he had once commanded to be 
built ; fincc he put an End to it ; But that his People were his 
Temple ; and he dwelt in them. This opened in me, as I w'alked in 
the Fields to my Relations (doulc. And when I came there, they 
told me, That Nath Stevens,, the: Pw/,had been there, and told them. 
He was afraid of me, for going after AVw Lights. And I (miled in 
my felf, knowing, what the Lord had opened in me concerning him 
and his Brethren : But I told not tay Relations ; who though they 
faw beyond ihePi-/f/r, yet they went to hear them, and were griev- 
ed, becaufe I would notgoalfo. But I brought them and 

told them. There was an within Man, to teach him •, and 
that the Lord would teach his People himfelf. And 1 had great Open- 
ings concerning the Things written in tfie Revelations ; and when I 
fjMkeof them, the Priejls and Profejfors would fay, That was a 
fealed up Boot ; and would have kept me out of it. But I told them, 
Chrift could open the Seals ; and i/iat they were the neared things 
to us: For the Ipiflles were written to the Saints, that lived in for- 
mer Ages ; but the Revelations were written of things to come. 

After this I met with a fort of People, that l)eld, IVomen have no 
Souls ; (adding in a light manner) no more than a Goofe. But I re- 
proved them, and told them, that was not right : For A/ar/faid, Mg 
.Soul doth magnify the Lord, and my Spirit hath rejoyced in God my 
Saviour. 

And removing again to another Place, I came among a People, that 
relied much on Dreaw/. And Itold them ; Except they could diftin- 
guilh between Dream and Dream, they would ma(hor confound al- 
together: For there were Three forts of Dreams ; for Multitude of 
Buftnefs (bmetimes caufed Dreams: And there were Whifptrings of 
Satan in Man in the Night-Sealbn ; and there were Speakings of God 
to Man in Dreams. But ihefe People came out of the(e Things, and 
at lad became Friends. 

Now though I had great Openings, yet great Trouble and Ttmfya- 
tion cime many Times upon me ; fo that when it was Day, I wimed 
for Night, and when it was Night, I wifhed for Day. And by reafon 
of the Openings I had in my Troubles, I could fay as David faid. 
Day unto Day uttereth Speech, and Night unto Night fbeweth Kjiow-' 
ledge. And when I had Openings, they anfwered one another, and 
anliFered the Scriptures : For I had great Openings of the Scri- 
ptures. And when I was in Troubles, one Trouble alfo anfwered to 
another. 

1647. About the beginning of the Year 1647. I was moved of the Lord 
Dariflhm. to gointo where 1 met with fome Friendly People^ and 

had many Difeourfes with them. Then palTing further, into the 

Peak- 
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Feak-Coumry^ I met with more friendly People, and with (ome in 1647. 
empty, high Notions. And tra-velling, on through feme I’.uts of 
Leicejlerjbirey and into Nottin^hamjbin, there I met with a undtr f’fjk# 
People^ and a very Temier Womm^ whofe Name waS‘ Elizdeth 
Hootton ; and with thele I had fome Meetings and Dtfcourfes. But yWrc. 
m'fTfoukUs continued, and I was often under great Temptations ; 
and I fdjki much, and walked abroad in fblitary Places' many Days, ' 
and often tOoIr my Bible, and went and fate in hollow Trees, 
and lonefome Places, till Night came on; and frequently , 
in tho Night, walked mournfully about by my felf : For I was 
a Miaoi Honofvs in the Times of the jirfi Workings oi i\\QLor(i in 
me. 

Now, during all this Time I was never joined in Proftjfioao^ Rt- 
with any, but gave up my felf to the Lord', having forfaken 
all evil Company, and taken leave of and Mother^ and all 
other RrUtfom, and travelled up and down as a Stran^v in the Earth, 
which Way the Lord inclined my Heart ; caking a Chamber to ray 
felf in Town, where I came, and tarrying forDecimes a fomc- 

limes more, fbmetimeslefein a Place ; For I durft notftay long in 
any Placo^ being afraid both of Profeffor avid Profane, left, being a 
tender Young'-Man, I fhould be hurt by converfmg much with either. 

For which ReafonI kept my felf much as a Stranger, fteking hea- 
venly Wildora, and getting Knowledge from the Z,*ird; and was 
brought off from outward Things, to rely wholly on tht Lord alone. 

And though my Exercifes and TronbUs were very great, yet were 
they not fo continual, but that I had fome Intermiffions ; and was 
fometimes brought into fuch an Heavenly Joy, that I thought, I had 
been in Abraham's Bofom. As I cannot declare the Mtftry I was in, 
it was lb great and heavy Upon me ; lb neither can I fet forth 
the Merckt of God unto me in all my Mifery. Oh 1 the everlalling 
Loi/e of Gijdtomy Soul, when I Was in great Diftrtfs ! when my 

7 rfl»^/ejandrorwe/»/r were great, then was his Love exceeding great. 

“ Thou, Lord, makeft a fruitful Field a barren Wildernefs, and a bar- 
**' rtttWtUernefs a fruitful Field! thou bringtfl down and fettefi up! 

^‘■Thou kilkft and makejl alive ! all Honour and Glory he to the, 0 Lord 
“ of Glory ! The l(/fo»ledge of thee in the Spirit is Life : But that 
“ Kjtovrkdge which is flefbly, works Death, And while there is this 
Knowledge in the Flejb, Deceit and Self will conform to any thing, 
and will fey Tes, yes, to that it doth not know. The Knowledge 
which the World nath, of what the Prophets and Apoftles fpake, 
is a flefbly Kpowledge ; and the Apoftates from the Life , in 
which the Prophets and Apoflles were , have gotten their 
Words, the Holy Scriptures, in a Form, but not in their Life , 
nor Spirit, that gave them forth. And lb they all lie in Con- 
fufion , and are making Provifion for the Flelh, to fulfil the 
Lulls thereof ; but not to fulfil the Law and Command* tai 
ChriH in his Power and Spirit : For that, they fay, they 
cannot do; but to fulfil the of ih&Flefb, that they can do wdth 
Delight. 
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Now after I had received that Opening from the Lord, that To h 
4? Oxford rtr Cambridge, was not [offickut to fit a Mm to he a 
> Minifttr of Chnji, I regarded the Priejis lefs, and looked more af- 
ter the Dtffenting People. And among them I law, there was Lome 
Tendernels : And many of them came afterwards to be Convinced ; 
for they had feme Openings. But as I had lorfaken all the Pritfls^ 
lb I lelt the Separate Preachers aHo, and thole callc l the MoJl-ExptrT 
enced People : For 1 law, there was none among them all, that could 
(peak to my Condition. And when all my hopes in them, and in all 
Men was gone, fo that I had nothing outwardly to help me, nor 
could tell wliac to do ; Then, O ! then I heard a Voice, which 
ttj' laid, “ I here isone^ even Chrjfl fef us, that can [peak to thy Condition : 
And u hcnTlieard it, my Heart did leap for Joy. ThenTHe Lord 
did let me fee, why there was none upon the Earth, that could 
Ipeak to my CW/Vre/j.'’ namely, that I might give him all the Glory. 
For all are concluded under Sin., and Ihut up in Vnheliefy as Iliad 
bten ; that JifitsChriJl might have the Pre-hemincnce ; who en- 
lightens, and gives Gme, and Faith and Power. Thus when God 
doth wotk, who fliall let it And th is I knew^experimentally. My 
Dclires alter the Lord grew Ihonger, anJ Zeal ni the pureTtnow- 
ledgc of God, and of (,hrill alone, without the help of any Ahn, 
Book 01 Writing. For though I read the Scriptures^ that fpike of 
Chrijl, and of God; yet I knew him not, but by Revelation, as he, 
who hath the K/y, did open, and as the Father of Life drew me to 
his Son by his Spirit. And then the Lord did gently lead me along, 
and did let me fee his Love, which was Endlcls and Eternal, and 
lurpalTtth all the I{nowledge, that Men have in the natural State, 
or can get by Htjiory, or Bocks. And that Love eWd let me fee my 
ielf, as I was without him ; and I was afraid of all Company : 
For I faw them petfcblly, where they were,t!irough the Love of God, 
which let rue lee my Ielf. And I had not Fcllowlhip with any Peo- 
ple, PrieJls mt Proftffors, oox any Loti of feparated People ; but with 
Chrift, who hath the Kjy, and opened the Door of Light and Life un- 
ro me. And I was afraid of all Carnal Talk and Talkers; for I could 
/ec nothing tut Corruptions, and the Life lay under the Barden of 
Coriuptions. And when I my felfwas in ihe Deep, under all fhuc 
up, 1 could not believe, that I fliould ever Overcome ; my Troubles, 
my Sorrows and my Temptations were lo great, that I thought many 
times, I iliouldhave ddpaireJ, I was fbtempted. But when Chrilt 
opened to me, how he was tempted by the lame Devtl, and had 
Overcome Ilim, and bruifed his Head ; and that through him and his 
Power, Light, Grace and Spirit, I Ihould Overcome alfo ; I had 
Confidence in him. So he it was, that opened to me, when I was 
Hiuc up, and had not hope, nor Faith. Chrilf it was (who had en- 
lightened me) that gave me bis Light to believe in, and gave me 
H'pe, M'hich is liimldt, Revealed himfelf in me, and gave me 
his Spirit, and gave me his Grace, which I found fufficient in 
theDeepsand in Wcaknefs. Thus in tliedeepelt and in the 

grcatell Sorrows anil 'lemptatiens, that many times befet me, the 
/.urif inhis Mercy did keej) me. And I found, that there were Two 
I hirfli \nw\t ; the one alter the to have gotten Help and 

.Strength- 
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Stren.oth there ; and the other after the Lor the Crw/or, and his 1647' 
i'ofl Jefits Chri/l. And I faw, all the World could do me no good. 

It I had had a K/ng's Ditty PaUce and Jneadanct, all would have 
been as nothing ; For nothing gave me Comfort, but the Lord by * 
his Power. And I law Fro/t jjorj, Prie/ls and People were whole 
and at calc in that Condition, which was my A/z/rr^; and theyloved 
that, which I would have been rid of. But the Lord did ftay my 
Defires upon himfelt, ftomwbom my help came, and my care was 
call upon him alone. Therefore aWlVait patiently upon the Lordy 
whatfoever Condition you be in ; wait in the Grace and Trnt/j, that 
comes by Jtfui : For if ye lo do, there is a Promife to you, and 
the Lord God will fulfil it in you. And Blejfed are all they indeed, 
that do indeed hunger and ihirjl after Righteoufnefs ; they fhall be la- 
lisfiedwithit : I have found it lo, prailed be the Lordy whofilleth 
with ir, and fatisfieth the defires of the hungry SouL 0 let the 
Houle of the Spiritual Ifrael lay. Hit Mercy endureth for ever ! It is 
the great Love of God, to make a Wtldemtfsoi that, which is plea- 
fant to the outward Eye and flelhly Mind ; and to make a fruitful 
Field of a barren Wildernefs : This is the great Work of God. But 
while People’s Minds do run in the Earthly, after the Creatures, 
and changeable Things, and changeable Ways and Religions, and 
changeable, uncertain Teachers, their Minds are in Bondage, and 
they are brittle and changeable, and tolTed up and down with windy 
Docilities and Thoughts, and Notions and Things ; their Minds 
being from the unchangeable Truth in the inward Parts, the Light 
of Jefus Chrill, which would keep their Minds to the Unchangeable, 
who is the Way to the Father ; who in all my Troubles did pre* 
letve me by his Spirit and Potver, praifed be his Holy Name for 
ever ' 

Again Iheard a Lo/Ve, which did fay, “ Thou Serpent ! Thoudojl 

feekto defiroy theLife ; hut canjl not : For the Swordy which keepeth 
“ the Tree of Life, jball defir oy thee. So Chrtfiy the fVord of God, 
that bruifed the Flead of the Serpent, the Dellroyer, prelerved me ; 
my inward Mind being joined to his good Seed, tnat bruifed the Head 
of this Serpenty the Deflroyer. And this inward Life did fpring up 
in me, to anfwer all the Oppofing Prof effort and Prttfis, ancfdid 
bring in Scriptures to my Memory to refute them with. 

At another time I faw the great Love of God; and I was filled 
with admiration at the Infinitenefs of it. And then I faw, what was 
Cafi out (tom God; and what £»rre<f into God’s Kingdom : And how 
hyjtfue, theO;ie»eroftheDoorby his Heavenly /Cf/, the Entrance 
was given. And I law Deiuh, how it had pafled upon all Men, and 
opprelTed the Seed of God in Man, and in me : And how I in the Seed 
came forth ; and what the Promile was to. Yet It was lb with me, 
that there feemed to be Two Pleading in me ; and Quellionings arofe 
in my Mind about Gi/r; and Fre^Arc/er; and I was tempted again to 
Dtfpair, as if I had finned againft the tioly Ghefi, And I was in 
great Perplexity and Trouble for many Days ; Yet I gave up my Iclf 
to the Lord Hill. And one day, when I had been walking Iblitarily 
abroad, and was corlle home, I was taken up in the Love of God, {0 
that I could not but admire the greatneis of his Love ; And while I 

C was 
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1647, Condition, it w^s npepea unto ^pe hv the Hternal I.ioh 

(l/VV and Fwer, and I therein dearly law, “ Thai all wot done, and to he 
“ done in indbjtChrift ; and how he concjutrs and dejtroys this'Ttmfier, 

“ the Devil, and all his Works, andts a top of him ; Jnd that all theft 
“ Troubles were good for me, and Temptations for the 'Trial of mj 
“ Faith, which Chn^ had given me, And the opened me, that 
I faw through all thefe Troubles and Temptations: My living Faith 
was railed, that I law, All waa done by Chrif, the Life, and niy Be- 
lief was in hinr. And when at any time my Condition was vailed, 
my fecret Belief was ftayed Hrm, and Hope undcrneaili held me, as 
an Anchor in the bottom of the Sea, and Anchored my Immortal 
Soul to its Bilhop, cauling it tolwim above the Sea, i\k World, 
where all the raging Waves, foul Weather, Tempells and Temp- 
tations are. But oh! then did I lee my 'Troubles, 'Trials and'Temp- 
fations more than ever I had done. As the Light appeared, all ap- 
peared, that is out of the Light, Datknefs, Death, Temptations, the 
Vnrighteom, the Vngodly ; all was manifed and leen in the Light ; 
Then, after this, there did a pure F/r'e appear in me : Then I la w, 
how he fate as a Refner's Fire, and as the Fiilltr's Sope. Ajid then 
the Spiritual Difcerning came into me, by which I did difeern my 
own 'thought t. Groans and Sighs ; and what it was, that did t’4/7 
me, and what it was, that did open me. And that which could not 
abide in the Patience, nor endure the Fire, in the Light I iound to 
be the Groans of the Fltfb (that could not give up to the Will of God) 
which had vailed me ; and that could not be patient in all 'Trials, 
Troubles, and AnguifJses and Perplexities, and could not give npStlf 
todieby theCro/r, the Power of God, that the Living and (^ick- 
ned might follow him, and that that, which would cloud and vail 
from the Prelencc of Chrill, that w liich the Sword of the Spirit cuts 
down, and which mull: die, might not be kejU alive. And I dif- 
cern’d the Groans of theSpirit, which did open me, and made Jntcr- 
celfion to God : In which Spirit is the true Waiting upon God, for 
the Redemption of the Body, and of the whole Creation. And by 
this true Spirit, in which the true Sighing is, I (aw over the fallc 
Sighings and Groanings. And by this Invilible Spirit I dilcerned all 
the falfe Hearing, and the falfe Seeing , and the falfe Smelling, 
which was a top, above the Spirit, quenching and grieving it ; and 
that all they, that were there, were in Confufton and Deceit, where 
the falfe Asking and Praying is, in Deceit and a top, in that Nature 
and Tongue, that takes Gods holy Name in vain, and wallows in 
the Egrptian Sea, and asketh, but hath not ; for they hate his Light, 
and refill the Holy Gholl, and turn the Grace into Wantonnefs, and 
rebel againll the Spirit, and are erred from the Faith they Ihould ask 
in, and from the Spirit they fliould pray by : He that knoweth 
thefe things in the true Spirit, can witncls them The divine Light 
of ^Chrifi manife/leth all things, and the l]:)iritual Tire riyeth all 
things, and fcvercth all things. Several things did T then fee, as the 
Lord opened them tonae : For he Ihtwt'd me that, which can live in 
his ho\v Refining Fire, and that can live to God under his Lam. And 
he maat raefcnliblt, how the Law and tlie Prophets were until John ; 
and how the Icall in the Evcrialling Ifyngdom of God, is greater than 

John. 
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John. The pure and perfcft Ltv of God is over the f lfjb, to keep 1647. 
It, and its tVorks, which are not perfeft, under, by the perfeft Uw : 

And the I.4.’Pof God, that is ftrfelt, aniwers the perftd Principle 
of God in every one : And this Luv the Javs, and the Prophets, * 
and John were to perform and do. None knows the Giver ot this 
Li v, butby the (S/irV/r of Goci ; neithcrcan any truly read it, or hear 
its Voice, butby the ofGo</.* He that can receive it, let him. 

John, who was the giearell Prophet, that was born of a Woman, 

<lid bear Witncfs to the Light, which Chrill:, the Gre^t heavenly 
Prophet, hath Enlightned every Man,th*t cometh into the World, with- 
al, that they might believe in it, and become the Children Light, 
and (b have the Light of Life ; and nor come into Condemnation. 

For the true Belief Itands in the Light, that condemns all Evil, and 
the Devil, who is the Prince of Darknefs, who would draw out of 
the Light into Condemnation. And they that walk in this Light, 
come to the Mountnin of the Houle of God, ellablilhed above all 
Mountains, and to GodHt Teaching, who will teach them his ways. 

Thele things were opened to me in the Light. 

And I faw the Mountains burning up, and the Ruhhijb ; and the 
rough and crooked Ways and Places made fmooth and plain, that 
the Lord might come into his Tabernacle, Thele things are to be 
found in Man’s Heart : But to fpeak of thele things being rvithin, 
leemed ftrange to the rough and crooked, and mountainous Ones, 

Yet the Lord laith, 0 Earth, hear the Word of the Lord! ThcLaivof 
thd Spirit crolfcth the flelhly Mind, Spirit and Will, which lives in 
Dilbbedience, and doth not keep within the latv of ihc Spirit. And 
I law, this Laiv was the pure Love of God, which was upon me, 
and which I muft go through ; though I was troubled, while I was 
\itider it : For I could not dead to Ae Lav, but through the Lam, 
which did judge and condemn that, which is to be condemned. I 
law, many talked of theL4tv, who had never known the Law to 
he their School-majler : And many talked of the Gofpel of Chrtri, 
who had never known Life and Immortality brought to Light in 
them by it. You that have been under that School-mafler, and the 
Condemnation of it, know thele things (for tho’ the Lord'tn that 
day opened thefe things unto me in lecret, they have fince been pub- 
liflied, by his Eternal Spirit, as on the Houle top.) And as you are 
brought into the Law, and through the Law to be dead to it, and 
witnels the Righteoufnefs of the Law fulfilled in you ; ye will after- 
wards come to know, what it is, to be brought into the and 
through Faith from under the Law. And abiding in the Faith, which 
Chrift is the Author of, ye will have Peace and Accefs to God. But 
if ye look out from the Faith, and from that which would keep you 
in the VilLory, and look after flelhly Things or Words, ye will be 
brought into Bondage to the Flelh again ; and to thel4ip, which 
takes hold upon the Flelh and Sin, and worketh Wrath, and ^he 
Works of the Flefli will appear again. The Law of God takes hold 
u[X)nthe Lawof Sinand Death: ButthcL4ii>of F4«/&, or the Law 
of ihe Spirit of Life, which is the Love of God, and which comes 
by Jefus (who is the end of theL4ivfor Rightcoufnefs-fake) this 
makes free from the Law of Sin and Death. This L4iPof Lift flclhly- 
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minded Men do not know yet they will tempt you, to draw you 
from the Spint into the Flejbt and (0 into Bondage. Therefore yc, 
who know the I.ove of God, and the Lav ot his Spirit, and the 
freedom that is in Jefits Chrift, (land fall in him, in that divine 
Fifth, which he is the Author of in you ; and be not entangled with 
the Yoke of Bondage. For the Minijirr of Chrijl ‘Jtftu, and liis 
Teaching, bringeth into Liberty and Frec<iom ; But the Mini/irp 
that is of Man, and by Man, and which Bands in the Will of Man, 
bringeth into Bondage, and under the fliadow of Death and Dark- 
nefs, And therefore none can be a Mmiflnoi ChriB jefus, but in 
the Eternal .!»/'/></, which was before xht: Scriptures were given forth : 
For if they have not his Spirit, they are none of his. Though they 
may have hts Light to condemn them, that hate it ; yet they can 
never bring any into Unity and Fellowfltip in the Spirit, except they 
be in it. For the Stei of God is a burdenfomc Stone to the felfifh, 
flefhly, earthly Will, which reigns in its own Knowledge and Un- 
derBanding, that muB perilli, and in its Wtfdom, that is Dtvilifb. 
And the Spirit oi God is grieved, and vexed, and quenched with that 
which brings into the flefhly Bondage ; and that which wars agaiiiB 
the Spirit God, muB be mortified bv it: For the Fltffj luBeth 
againit the Spirit, and the Spirit againB the Fhfb ; and thefe are 
contrary the one to the other. The Fitfb would have its Liberty; 
and the Spirit would have its Liberty : But the Spirit is to have its 
Liberty; and not the Fbjb. If therefore yc quench the and 
join to the Fhjb, and be Servants of it, then ye are judged and tor- 
mented by the Spirit : But if ye join to the Spirit, and ferve God 
in it, ye have Liberty, and Viftory over the Fltjb, and its Works. 
Therefore keep in the daily Grofs, the Power of God, by which ye 
may witnel's all that to be Crucified, which is contrary to the WY 7 / 
of God, and which fhall not come into his Kingdom. Thefe things 
are here mentioned and opened for Information , Exhortation and 
Comfort to others, as the Lord Opened them unto me in that day. 
And in that day I wondred, that the Children of fhoiild mur- 
mur for IVater and Victuals \ for I could have failed long without 
murmuring, or minding r/V/wa/r. But I was judged fometimes, that 
1 was not contented to be fometimes without the Wearer and Bread oi 
Life, that I might learn to know, how to Want, and how to 
Abound. 

And I heard of a Woman in Lancafbire, that had Fafled Two and 
twenty Days t And I traveled to fee her ; but when I came to her, I 
law, that fbc was under a Temptation. And when I had fpokento 
her VI hat I had from the Lord, I left her ; her Father being one high 
in Proftffion. And parting on, I went among the Proftjfors at Duck- 
e«/ft 7 dand Manchejler, where I Bay’d a while, and declared Tn/r/a 
among them : And there were fbme Convinced, who received the 
Lopd's Teaching, by u'hich they were confirmed, and Bood in the 
Truth. But the Profejfors were in a Rage, all pleading for Sin and 
ImperftUion', and could not endure to hear talk of PerfeLlion, and of 
an holy and ftnlefs Life. But the Ijitd's Power was over all ; though 
they were chained under Darkntfs and Sin, which they pleaded (or, 
and quenched the tender Thing iiiihem. 


About 
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j^bout ihis time there was a great Mcain^ of the Baptip^ at 1647. 
Broughton in Lttcefier-[!jire, with feme that liad le|)arated from ihcni ; t/'VX) 
and People of other went thither ; ;\nd I wcnttliithcr alfo, inTw-'*'' 

Not many of the Buptifts came ; but abundance of other People jype. 
were there. And the Lord opened my Mouth, and his Everhfting 
Truth was declared amongft them ; and the Power of the Lord was 
over them all. For in that day the Lord’s Power began to fpring, 
and I had great in the Scriptures, and Icvcral wercCW- 

in thofe Parts, and were turned from Durknefs to Lipt, and 
from the Power of Sutein antoGcii ; and his Power they did receive, 
and by it many were railed up to prailc God. And when I reaioned 
with Profejfors and other People, Ibme were Convinced, and did 
Hand. Yet I was under great Temptations fometimes, and my in- 
ward Sufferings were heavy ; but I could find none to open my Con- 
dition to, btitthcLor^f alone, unto whom I cryed Night and Day, 

And I went back tnto Non inghmpire, and there the Lord flic wed mme,- 
me, that the Natures of thofe things, which vceie hurtful without, 
were within in the Hearts and Minds of W icked Men. The Natures 
of Dogs, Swine, Vipers, of Sodom and Lgjpt, Pharaoh, Cain, Ijhmiel, 

Efiu, See. the Natures of thefe I faw within, though People had 
been looking And I cryed to the Lord, faying, Why jhould 

1 he thus, feeing I was never addicted to commit thofe Evils ? And the 
Lord anfwered. That it was needful, I fhould have a fenfe of all Con- 
ditions ; how elfe fljoitld I [peak to all Conditions t And in this I faw 
the Infinite Love of God. I (aw allb, that there was an Ocean of 
Darknefs and Death', hntan\nhn\tzOceano{ Light and Love, which 
flowed over the Ocean of Darknefs : And in that allb I law the 
Infinite Love of God ; and I had great Openings. And as I was 
walking by the Steeole-houfe (ide, in the Town of Man field, the Mansfield; 
Lord faid unto me, That which People do trample upon, muft be thy Food. 

And as the Lord fpake, he opned it to me. how that Ffry/e and 
Profejfors did trample upon tnc Life, even the Life of Chrtjl was 
trampled upon ; and they fed upon Words, and fed one another with 
Words ; but trampled upon the Life : And trampled under Foot the 
Blood of the Son of God (which Blood was my Life ; ) and they 
lived in their airy Notions, talking of him. It Teemed ftrange to 
me at the firif, that I fliould feed on that, which the high Profejfors 
trampled upon ; but the Lord opened it clearly to me by his Eternal 
Spirit and Power, 

Then came People from far and near to fee me : And I was fearful 
of being drawn out by them ; yet I was made to fpeak, and open 
things to them. “ There was one Brown, who had great Prophecies 
“ and Sights upon his Death-bed of me. And he fpake openly, 

“ of what I (bould be made Inflrumental by the Lord to bring 
“ forth And of others he fpake, that they fliould come to nothing : 

“ Which was fulfilled on fome, that then were fomething in fh^w. 

And when this Man was buried, a great Work of the Lord fell upon 
me, to the admiration of many, who thought I had been Dead i 
And many came to lee me for about fonrteen Days time ; for I was 
very much aJtered in Countenance and Perlbn, as if my Body had 
been New-moulded or changed. And while I was in that Condition, 

I had 
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1647. Iliad a fenfc and difcerning given me by the Lon), through which 
o>'W; I faw plainlv, that when many People talked ol God, and oiUinfl, Sre* 
fiivf. the 6Vr7'f«/rpake in them; But this was hard to be born. Yet the 
fVork of the Lord went on in Ibme, and my Sorrows aiul Troubles 
began to wear otf’, and Tears of Joy dropped from me, 16 that I 
, could have wept Night and Day with Lears of Joy to the Lord, in 
Humility and Brokennefs of Heart. And 1 law into that, which was 
without End, and things which cannot be utn ied, andof the Gteat- 
nels and Intinitnefs of the Love of God, which cannot be expreft 
I by Words.For I had been brought through the very Ocean of Darknefs 
and Death, and through the Ponder, and over the Power ol Hatan, 
by the Eternal, Glorious Pomr ol ChnjT, even through that Daik- 
( was I brought, which covered-over all the Word, and wdiich 
chained down all, and (hut up all in the Death. And the lame Eter- 
nal Pt/wer of which brought me through ihele Idlings, was 
that, which afterwards Ihook the Prtefls, Profelj'ors and 

Peop/e. Then could I fay, 1 had been in Spiritual Bi/'r/.rr?, Sodom, 
E^ypt and the Grave ; but by the Eternal Power of God 1 u as come out 
of it, and was brought over it, and the Pow’er of it, into the Power of 
Chrijl. And I faw the Harvefi WHIT E, and the Sted of God 
lying thick in the Ground, as ever did Wheat, that was Town out- 
wardly ; and none to gather it : And for this I mourned with Tears. 
And a Report went abroad of me, That I was a Tonng Man, that had 
A difcerning ^irit : Whereupon many came to me, from lar and 
near, Prfejfors, Priejls and People ; and the Lord's Power brake 
forth : And I had great Openings and Prophecies ; and fpake unto 
them of ihtThingsof God, and they heard with Attention and Si- 
lence; and went away, and rpread the Fame thereof. Then came 
the Tempter, and fet upon me again, charging me ; That I had 
ned againft the HolfGhof: But I could not tell in what. And then 
Paul’s Condsison cimQhQt'oK me, how, alter he had been taken up 
into ibcThird Heavens, and feen things not lawlul to be uttered, a 
A/rjl/f/T^er of Ya/aa was ftnt to bullet him again. Thus by the Poip- 
tr of Ohrift I got over that Temptation alfo. 

In the Year 1648, as I was litting in a Hiendh Houle in Nottin- 
gharnjhire ffor by this time the Power of God had opened the Hearts 
of fome to receive the Word of Life and Reconciliation) I law, there 
w'as a great Crack to go throughout the Earth, and a great Smoke to 
go, as the Crack went •, and that after the Crack there fliould be a 
great Shaking : This was the Earth in People’s Hearts, which was 
to be (liaken, before the Seed ot God was railed out of the Earth. 
And it was fo ; for the Lotd’s Power began to jhake them, and great 
Meetings we began to have, and a mighty Power and Work of God 
there was amongll People, to the Aftonilhment of both Pf and 
Priejls. 

^nd there was a Meeting of Prtefls aud Proftjfors at a Juflice's 
Houle, and I went among them. And there they difeourfed, bow 
PW laid, He had not known Sin, hut hy the Law, which fatd, Thou 
/halt not lufl ; And they held that to be fpoken of the outward Law. 
But I told them, PW Ipake that, after he was Convinced : For he 
had the outward Law before, and was bred up in ir, when he was in 

the 
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thei«/ifof Perfecittion', but this was the /.urn of God in his Mind, 1^48. 
which he ferved, and which the L*iv in his Mehtkrs warred againft : 

For that which he thought had been Life to him, proved Death. So 
the more fober of the and yielded, and confented, * 

that it was not the Outward Law, but the Imvard, which (hewed the 
Imvard Lufl, which Patti fpakeof, after htwa^ Cenvinced ; For the 
outward Law took hold upon the outward A^ion ; but the Inward Law 
upon the Inward Lufi. 

After this I went again to Mansfeid, where was a great Meeting Mansfield, 
of Profeffors and People ; And I was moved to Pray. And the 
Lord's Power was fb great, that the Hoaje (eemed to be [Joaken. And 
when I had done, fome of the Profeffors (aid, It was now, as in 
the Days of the Afioftles, when the Houfe was fbaken, where they were : 

After I had prayed, one of the Profeffors would pray ; which brought 
Deadnels and a Vail over them : And others of the Profeffors were 
grieved at him, and told him, It was a Temptation upon him. Then 
he came to me, and defired, that I would pray again : But I could not 
pray in Man’s Will. 

Soon after there was another great Meeting of Profeffors, and a 
Captain (whole .Name was Amor Stoddard) came in ; And they 
were difeourfing of the Blood of Chrifi. And as they were dit 
courfingof it, flaw, through the immediate Opening of thc/»w- 
ftble Spirit, thQ Blood ol Chrifi. And I cryed out among them, and 
(aid ; Do ye not fee the Blood of Chrilt ? See it in your Hearts, to 
fpr inkle your Hearts and Confidences from Dead Works, to ferve the 
Living God ; For I faw it, the Blood of the New Covenant, how it 
came into the Heart. This ftartlcd the Profeffors, who would have 
the Blood only without them, and not in them. But Captain Stoddard 
was reached, and fa id ; Let the Touth (peak ; hear the Touth fpeak ; 
when he faw , they endeavoured to ^ar me down with many 
Words. 

There were alfb a Company of Prlefis that were looked upon to 
be tender (one of their Names was Kyllet) and (everal People, that 
were tender, went to hear them. And I was moved to go after 
them, and bid them, Mind the Lord's Teaching in their inward Parts. 

That Priefi Kjllet was againft Parfonages then ; but afterwards he 
got a great One, and turned a Perfecutor. 

Now, after I had had fomc Service in thefc Parts, I went through Dcrhjfhirc. 
Derhyfhtre into my own Country Uicefierjhire again, and (everal Lekeyttr- 
tender People were Convinced. And palling thence, I met with a 
great Company of Profeffors in Warwickjhire, who were Praying, mrwiit’- 
and Expounding the Scriptures in the Fields ; and they gave 
the Bible to me, and 1 opened it on the Fifth of Matthew, 
where Chrifi expounded the Law: And I Opened the In- 
ward State to them , and the Outward State ; and they fell in- 
to a fcircc Contention, and fo parted: But the Lord’s Power, got 
Ground. 

Then I heard of a great Meeting to be at Leicefier, for a Difpute, 
wherein both Presbyterians, Independents , Bapttfis and Common- 
Prayer-Men were faid to be all concerned. The Meeting was in a 
Stecplc-lmfe ; and thither I was moved by the Lord God to go, and 
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1648. be amongft them. And I heard their Diicourfc and Reafoning-;, 
feme being in Pern;, and the Pw/ in the P«//>/r ; abundance oi Pcc- 
pic being gathered together. At laft one asked a Q2eRion 
, out of Peter, Whit thxt Birth was, viz. hetng horn again of Incor- 
ruptihle Seed, hf the Word of God, that Itveth and ahtdeih fur ivcr f 
And the PrteSi laid to her, / permit not a Womm to fpeak in the 
Church; though he had before given liberty hrr any to ljX’,ik. 
Whereupon I was wrapt up, as in a Rapture, in die Lord's Pairtr ; 
and I Hepped up in a Place, and asked the PritU ; DoJl ilm call this 
Place Steeple-houle^ a Church? Or doji thou call this mtxt Mai- 
titude A Church? For the WW» asking a Qneftion, he ought to 
have anfwered it, having given liberty for any to fpeak. I’lit he di<l 
not anfwer me neither ; but asked me, What a Church was ? Itcld 
him, T/« Church iv4a //le Pillar and Ground of Truth, nude up of 
living Stones, living Members, a fpiritual Hjujfjold, which Chrtjl was 
the Head of: But he was not the Head of a mixt Multitude, or of an 
old Houfe made up 0/ Lime, Stones W Wood : This fet them all on 
Fire. The Priejl came down out of his Pulpit, and others out of 
their Pews, and the Difpute there was marr’d. But I went to a 
great Inn, and there difputed the thing with the Priefis and Profjfors 
of all forts ; and they were all on a Fire. But I maintained the 
true Church, and the true Head thereof, over the Heads of them 
all, till they all gave out, and fled away. And there was one Man, 
thatfoemed loving, and appeared for a while to join with me ; but ' 
he foon turned againft me, and joined with a Pr/ejl, in pleading for 
Infant's Baptifm ; tho’ he himfelf had been a Baptijl before ; And 
fo left me alone. Howbeit there were fevcral Convinced that day ; 
and the Woman, that asked the Queflion aforefaid, was Convinced, 
and her Family : And the Lord's Power and Glory Ihined over 
all. 

^ retumcd into Nottingham-fhire again, and went into 
Vale of Beavor. And as I went, I preached Repentance to the 

Bcavor. Pcopic ; And there were many Convinced in tlx f^ale of Beavor, in 
many Towns ; for I Hayed fome Weeks amongft them. And one 
Morning, as I was fitting by the Fire, a great Cloud came over me, 
and a Temptation befotme ; And 1 fate Hill. And it was Paid ; All 
things come by Nature ; And the Elements and Stars came over me ; 
fo that I was in a manner quite clouded with it .’ But inafmuch as I 
I fate Hill, and faid nothing, the People of the Houfe perceived no- 
thing. And as I fate Hill under ir, and let it alone, a living Hope 

arofe in me, and a true Voice arole in me, which faid ; There is a 

living God, who made all things. And immediately the Cloud and 
Temptation vaniHied away, and Life rofe over it all, and my Heart 
was glad, and I praifed the living God. And after fome time I met 
with fome Pcopic, that had fuch a Notion, That there was no God, 
but that all things came by Nature. And I had great Difpute with 
therfi, and overturned them ; and made fome of them Confefs, 
that there was a Living God: Then I faw, that it was good, that 
I had gone through that Exercifo. And we had great Meetings in 

Ntuhi- thole Parts; for the Poipfr of the Lord broke through in that fide of 

iw-jWr*. the Country. And returning into Nottingham-fhire, I found there 

a Com- 
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a Company of (hattcrc'l aiiilOtliers; and the Lord’s Power i6-|S, 

u'rouglu mightily, and gatiiticd many of them. Then afterwards 
I went to /Wawjft/i and there-a-way ; where the i-orrfV Pomrr was 
wonderfully mamleited both at Mitn<feld, and ocher Tow'tis ther^- Manstieid. 
alxauts. And in Dsrbji-llj/rnhc mtglity Power of God wrought in a /-’•'bf 'rr. 
wondtiful manner. Ac EtOf?, a Towm near D.irby, there was a 
of Erietidsy where there was firch a mighty Porv^r of Gcd, 
that they were greatly Sbake/t^ and many Mouths were opened in 
the Power ot the Lord God, And many were moved by the Lord to 
go\o Uteeple-hou/cs, to the Priejh and to the Pefl/'/e, to declare the 
hvtrlalling Truth unto them. 

And at a certain time, when I was at Manifeld, there was a 
Sitting oi tUcJuJlices, abrut hiring of .yrrrwvtr ; and it was upon 
me from the Lord, to go and fpcak to the 'Jujlia f, T but they (Imld 
not offrefs the Savants tn their 14'ages. So I walked towards the 
Ian, where they fate; but finding a Company of Fidkrs there, I 
did not go in, but thought to come in the Morning, when I mi^ht 
have a more fcrioiis Opportunity to dilcourle them ; not thinking 
that a (eaionable time, but when I came again in the Morning, they 
were gone, and I was Jlritckevcn blind, that I could not fee. And 
I inquired of the Inn-ketper, where the Juftices were to fit that day ? 

And he told me, Jt a Toivn eight Miles off. And my Sight began to 
come to me again ; and I went, and Ran thitherward, as faft as I 
could. And when I was come to the Houfe , where they were, 
and many with them, I exhorted the ‘jufltces, Nottoop- 

prefs the Servants in their IVages', hut to do that which was Right and 
‘Juit to them : AodJ exhorted the Servants, To do their Duties, and 
ferve honeftly, Stc. And they all received my Exhortation kindly ; 
for r was moved of the Lord therein. 

Moreover I was moved to go to ieveral Courts, anti Steepk-houfes 
at Mansfield, and Other Places, to warn them to leave olf Oppreffton 
and Oaths, and to turn from Deceit, and to turn to the Lord, and do 
^uftly. Particularly at Mansfield, after I had been at a Court there, 

I was moved to go , and fpeak to one of the fVicked’fl Men in the 
Country, one who a Common Drunkard, a noted IVhore-mafier, 
and a Rime-maktr : And I reproved him, in the dread of the Mighty 
God, for his evil Courfes. And when I had done Speaking, and 
left him, became after me, and told me ; That he was fo jmitten, 
when I fpake to him, that he had fcarce any Strength left in him. So 
this Man was Convinced, and turned from his Wickednefs, and re- 
mained an honeft, fober Man, to the Aftonifhment of the People, 
who had known him before. Thus the Work of the Lord went 
forward, ^d many, were turned from the Darknefs to the Light, 
within the compafe of thefc three Years, 1646, 1647, *^ 4 ^- 

And divers Afeetings of Friends, in feveral Places, were then ga- 
thered to Gods Teaching, by his Light, Spirit and Power : F6r 
the Lord’s Power brake forth daily more and more, wonder- 
fullly. 

Now was I come up in Spirit through the jUming Sword, into the 
Pur/tdife of God. All things were New ; and ail tne Crtotm gave 
another Smell unto me, tbao before, beyond what Words can utter. 
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I knew nothing, but Pareae/sj and Innocency^ and Ri^fitmi/nefst 
being renewed up into the Imsge ot God by Chrilt Jeliis ; (b that I 
lay, I was come up to the State of Mam, which he was in, before 
he fell. The Creation was opened to me : And it was Hiewed mej 
how all things had their Names given them, according to their Na- 
ture and Vertue. And I was at a Hand in my Mind, whether I fliould 
praftilc Phjfick for the good of Mankind, leeing, the Naturt and 
Vertuti of the Creatures w/ttc lb opened to me by the Lord. But I 
was immediately taken up in Spirit, to fee into another or more fled* 
fall State, than Mam's in hnocency, even into a State inChrift Jefus, 
that fliould never fall. And the Lord (hewed me, thatfuchas 
were laithful to him in the Power and Light of ChriH, fliould come 
up into that 6>a/e, in which was betore he fell: In which the 
admirable ffV/fr of the Qreatm, and the Venues thereof may be 
known, through the Openings of that divine IVardoi IVifdm and 
Power, by which they were made. Great things did the Lord lead 
me into, and wonderful Depths were opened unto me , beyond what 
can by Words be declared : But as People come into fubjetlion tothe 
Spirit of God, and grow up in the Im.!ge and Power of the a\- 
miglity, they may receive the PVord ot Wifdom , that opens all 
things, and come to know the hidden V nttj m the Eternal Be- 



‘'ihus traveled I on in the Lord's Service, as the Lord led me. 
And when I came to Nottingham, the mighty Power of God was 
there among triends. From thence I went to Claufon in Leicejler- 
jhire, in the Vale of Ueavor, and the mighty Power of God w'as there 
allb, in (everal Towns and Villages, where Friends wtre gathered. 
While i was there, the Lord opened to me Three Things, relating 
to thofe Three great Profejfsons in the World, Phyfuk, Divinity (lb 
calk’d) and Law. And he fliewed me, that the Phyjitians ind Doctors 
of Phyfsck M'erc out of the Wifdom of God, by which the Creatures 
were made ; and foknew not the Vertues of the Creatures, becaufe 
they were out of the Word of Wifdom, by which they were made. 
And he fhew^d me, that the Priep were out of the true Faith, 
which Chrift is the Author of ; the Faith which purifies and gives 
Viftory, and brings People to have Accefs to God, by which they 
pleale God : Which Mypry of Faith is held in a pure Conlcicnce. 
He (hewed me alfo, that the Lawyers were out of the Equity, and 
out of the true Jufiice, and out of the Law of God, which went 
over the firftTranlgrelfion, and over all antianlwcred thcblfr- 
rit of God, that was grieved, and tranlgrelted in Man. And that 
thefe three, the Phyfeians, tUePriefts, and the Laipyw, ruled the 
World out of the Wifdom, out of the Faith, jnd out of jhe Equity 
and Law of God ; the one pretending the Cure of the Body, the 
other the Cure of the Sou/, and the third the Property fL thel^copic. 
But I faw, they were all out, out of the Wifdom, out of the Faith, 
out ol the Epity and perfefi Lav of God. And as the Lord opened 
thefe things unto me, I felt bis Power went forth over all, by which 
ail might be if they would receive and bow unto it. 

The Priefs might be Reformed, and brought into the true faith, 
which was Cae'Gift of God. The Lfwytrs might be Reformed, and 
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brought into the Luvof Ood, which anlWers that of God (that is 
tranlgrelTcd) in every one, and brings to /ow one’s Neighbour m him- 
felf: This lets Man lee, It he wrongs his Neighbour, he wrongs 
himfelf ; and this teaches him To do unto others, as he would they 
(bould dountohim. The might be Ketbrmed, and brought 

into the hVifdomoi God, by which all things were made and Crea- 
ted ; that they might receive a right Knowledge ot the Creatures, 
and underftand ther^/rr«er of them, which the Word of Wtfdom, 
by which they were mtde and are upheld, hath given them. Abun- 
dance was opened concerning thclc things ; ho .v ail lay out of the 
Wtfdom oi God, and out of the Righttoufnefs and HoUnefs, that 
Man at the firft was made in : But as all believe in the Light, and 
walk in the Light, which Chrifl hath enlightned every Man, that corn- 
tth into the World, withal, and fb become Children of the Light, 
and of the Day of Chrifl, in his Day all things are leen, Viftbk and 
Invtfible, by the Divine Lig^ht ot Chrtjl, the Spiritual, Heavenly Man, 
by whom all things were made and Created. ' 

Then I law concerning the Priefls, that although they Hood in 
lh& Deseit, and afted by the Pcwver, which both they and their 
Fenfle were kept under ; yet they were not ilie greatefl Deceivers Ijro- 
ken of in the ^scriptures : For thele were not come fo far, as many of 
them had come. But the l.ord opened to me, who the greatefl Deceiv- 
ers were, and how far they might come ; even luch as came as far as 
Cain, to hear the Pb/re ot God) and fuch as came out of and 
through the Red ,Se*, and to praife God on the Banks of the Sea-fJjort ) 
fuch as could ipeak by Experience of God’s Miracles and Wonders ; 
fuch as were come as far as Corah and Daihan, and their Company ; 
fuch as came as far as Balaam, who could fpeak the Word of the Lord, 
who heard his kb/ce and knew it, and knew his ; and could lee 
thebVitof facob, and the goodlinefs of IfraeL^ Tent; the Second 
Birth, which no Enchantment could prevail againlf ; Thele that could 
Ipeak fo much of their £jc/>emwer of and yet turned from the 
Spirit and the Word, and went into the Gainfaying ; Thefe were, and 
would be the great Decavers, far beyond the Triefls. Likewife a- 
mong the Chnjltans, liich as fliould preach in ChriB’s Name, and 
fllould work Miracles, call out Devils, and go as far as a Cain, a Core 
and a Balaam in the Gospel-times, Thefe were and would be the great 
Deceivers ; they that could Ipeak fome Experiences of Chnjl and God, 
but lived not in the Life. Thele were they, that led the World after 
them, who got the Tormoi Godlinefs, but denyed thePowir) who 
inwardly ravened from the Spirit, and brought People into the Form ; 
but perlecuted them, that were in the P(»n»er (asCW^did) and ran 
greedily alter the Ei.rror of Balaam, through Covetouliicls, loving 
the Wages of Unrighteoufiicrs, Balaam 6\6. Thefe Followers of 
Cam, Core and Balaam have brought the World fince the Jpofifes 
Days to be like a bVa, And fuch as thele, I faw, might dfrem now, 
as they had informer Ages : But it is impolTiblc for them to deceive 
the EleB, who were chofen in Chrift, who w'as, before the World be- 
gan, anit before Deceiver was ; Though others may be deceived in 
thein Openings and Prophecies, not keeping their Minds to the Lord 
ftfus Chrifl, who doth Open and Reveal to his. 
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1648. And I taw the Stute of thofe both Pritfls and People^ who in read- 
ing the 5cr//if«w cry out muchagainft C'a/'w, Eftat^ md Jatits, and 
vsi(?of other wicked Men of former Times, mentioned in the Ho/jr Scriptures’, 
Beavor. jjjjj pqj jj^g Nature of Casts, of Efau, of "judas, and thofe 
Others in thtmftlves. And thefe faid, /ru’.w They, Tliey, They, r^-rr mte 
the had People', putting it off from themfelves : but when feme of 
thele came with the Light and Spirit oi Truth to lee into themfelves, 
then they came to fay, /, /, I, it is / mp [elf, that have been the 
Kftmael, and the Efau, &c. For then they came to fee the Nature of 
wild Ijlmael in themfelves ; the Nature of Cam, of Efau, of Corah, 
of Balaam, and of thei'o/rof Pfrd/>w» in themfelves, fitting above 
all that is called God in them. So I faw, it was the fallen Man, 
that w^as got up into the Scriptures, and was finding Fault with thofe 
before-mentioned ; and with the back-flidingyeti’a, calling them the 
flurdyOaks, znd tall Cedars, d^Vid fat Bulls o\ Bafjan, wild Heifers, 
Tspers, Serpents, Am. And charging them, that it was They, that 
clofcd their Eyes, and flopped their Ears, andhardned their Hearts, 
and were dull of Hearing ; And that it was They, that hated the 
Light, and rebelled againfl it, and that quenched the and vex- 
ed and grieved it, and walked defpightfully againft the Spirit of 
Grace, and turned the Grace of God into Wantonnefs : And that it 
was They, that refilled the Holy Gholl ; and They, that got the 
Form of Godlinefs, and turned againfl the Power : And that They 
were the inwardly Ravening Wolves, that had got the Sheep's Cloath- 
ing ; And that They w'ere the Wells without Water, and Clouds with- 
out /fa/w, and Trw without Ac. Bur when thefe (who were 
fo much taken up with finding Fault with others, arid thought them- 
filves clear from thefe Things) came to look into themfelves, and 
with thcfi/^/;rof throughly to fearch themfelves, they might 
fee enough of this in themfelves ; and then the Cry could not be, 
It is He, or They, as before; but/, and We ire found in thefe 
Conditions. 

I faw alfe, how People Read the Scriptures without a right Senfe of 
them, and w'ithout duly applying them to their own States. For 
when they read, that Death reigned from Adam to Mofes ; and that 
the Law and t\\eProphits were until jehn ; and that the leafl in the 
Kingdom is greater than john ; they read thefe things without them, 
and applycd them to others without them (and the Things were true 
of others without them : ) but they did not turn in to find the 2 V«rA 
ot thefe things in themfelves. But as thefe things came to be opened 
in me, I faw. Dr -j/A reigned over them from Jdam to Mofes, from 
the Entrance into Trangrtjfon, till they came to the Miniflration of 
Condemnation, which reflrains People from6V«, that brings Death. 
Then when the Miniftr at ion of Mofes is paffed through, the Mini- 
Jhy of the comes to be read and underflood, which reaches 

ihrougit the Ftgures, Types and Shadows unto john, the greatefl Pro- 
phet horn of a Woman ; whole prepares the Way of the 

Lord, by bringing down the exalted Mountains, and making flrait 
Paths. And as this Minifiration is paffed through, an Entrance 
comes to be known into the Evcrlafling Kingdom. So I faw plainly, 
that none could read Mofes aright, without Mofes' i Spirit, by which 
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Mofes faw, how Min was in the Imige of God in Paradice, and how 1648. 
he fell, and how Dath came over him, and how all Men have been 
under this Death. And I faw, how Mofes received the pure Law, vale,of 
that went over all Tranlgreflbrs ; and how the clean Beajis, which 
were Figures and Lypes, were offered up, when the People were 
come into the righteous Law, that went over the firft Tranigreflion. 

And both Mofes and the Prophets faw through the Types and Figures, 
and beyond them, and law Lhrijl the great Prophet, that was to 
come to fulfil them. And I faw, that none could read John's Words 
aright, and with a true Underftanding of them, but in and with 
the fame Divine Spirit, by which JohnX^akc them ; and by his 
burning, fhiningL/^^r, which is lent from God. For by that Spi- 
rit their Crooked Natures might be made ftrair,and their Rough Natures 
fioooth, and the Exafter and violent Doer in them might be thrown 
out : And they that had been Ffypocrites, might come to bring forth 
Fruits meet for Repentance, and their Mountain of Sin and Earth- 
line/s might be laid low in them, and their Falley exalted in them ; 
that there might be a Way prepared for the Lord in them : And 
then the leaft in the Kingdom is greater than John. But all muft firft 
know the Voice crying in their Wildernefs, in their Hearts, which 
through Tranfgrelfioa were become as a Wildernefs. Thus I faw, it 
was an eafie matter to fay. Death reigned from Adam to Moles ; and, 

That the Law and the Prophets were until Jolin ; and. That the leaf in 
the l(jngdom is greater than John : But none could know, how Death 
reigned from ^dam to Mofes, See. but by the fame Holy Spirit, 
which Mofes and the Prophets, and John were in. They could not 
know the Spiritual Meaning of Mofes, the Prophets and John's 
Words, nor lee their Path and Travels , much lels fee through 
them, and to the end of them into the Kingdom; unlefs they had 
thcSjprmand Light oi Jefus : Nor could they know the ff'or/alr of 
Chrtfi, and of his ylpojlles, without his Spirit. But as Man comes 
through, by the Spirit and Power of God, to Chrift (who fulfills 
the Types, Figures, Shadows, Promifes and Prophecies, that were of 
him) and is led by the Holy Ghoft into the Truth and Subftance of 
the Scriptures, fitting down in him, who is the Author and End 
of them ; then are they read, and underftood, with profit and 
great Delight. 

Moreover, the Lord God let me fee (when I was brought up into 
his Image, inRighteoufnelsand Holinefs, and into the Paradife of 
God) the State, How Adam was made a Living Soul; And allb the 
Stature dk Chrifi, the that had been hid from Ages and Gene* 

rations : Which things are hard to be uttered ; and cannot be born 
by many. For of aW the Sells 'm Chrijlendom (lb called) that I di- 
Icourfed withal, I found none , that could bear to be told, that 
any fho\j\d come to Adam's Perfellion, into that Image of God, and 
Righteoulhefs, and Holinefs, that Adam was in, belore he fell ; * to 
be fb clear and pure without Sin, as he was. Therefore, how fheuld 
they be able to bear, being told, that any fhould grow up to the 
Meafure of the Stature of the Fulnefs of Chrifi, when they cannot bear 
to hear, that any fhall come, whilft upon Earth, into the fame 
P owtr and Spirit, that the Prophets and Apofiles were in ? Though 

it 
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1648. it be a certain Truth, that none can undcrftand their Writings 
aright, witliout the iamc Spirit, by whkh they were wrrt- 
Valeof ten. 

Beavot. . Now the Lord God Irath opened to me by liis invifible Power, 
how that Every Man was tnlightntd hy the Divine Light of Chrijl ; 
and I (aw it lliinc through alt ; And that they, that believed in it, 
came out of Condemnation, and came to the Light ot Life, and 
became the Children of it ; But they that hated it, and did not be- 
lieve in it, were by it ; though tliey made a Proffffionoi 

Chrift. Tliis I law in the pure Openings of Light, without the 
lielp of any Man ; neither did 1 then know, where to find it in the 
Scriptures (though afterwards, Icarching the Scriptures, I found 
it.) Fori law in that Light Spirit, which was, before iVr/- 
pture was given Ibrth, and which led the Holy Men of God to give 
them forth, That all muft come to that A/'/r/V, if they would know 
Cod OT ChriJ}, or the 6V«/>r«w aright, whicli Tiiey tliat gave them 
forth, were led and taught by. 

But I obferved a Diilnefs and Drowzy Heavinefs upon People, 
which I wondred at; for Ibmetimes, when I would let my lelf to 
jteep, my Mind went over all to the Beginning, in that wdiich is from 
Everlalfing to Hvetlafting. A.odIlaw, was to pals over this 

fleepy, heavy State. And I told People, they mult come to wit- 
nels Death to that feepy, heavy Nature, and a Crofs to it in 
the Power of God, that their Minds and Hearts might been things 
above. 

And on a certain Time, as I was w alking in the Fields, the Lord 
laid unto me ; “ 'Ihy Name is written in the Lamb’r Book of Life, 

“ which was before the Foundation of the World. And as the Lord 
fpakeit, I believed, and faw it in the Mw Then Ibmetime 

after the Lord commanded me to go abroad into the World, w hich 
was like a briary, thorny Wildtrnefs. And W'htn I came in the 
Lord’s {a'\glny Power, ’w\ih the Word of Life into the World, the 
PVorld Cwelled, and made a Node, like the great raging Waves of 
the 6V4. Prie/ls and Profejfors, Magiflrates and People were all like 
a Sea, wh-in 1 came to proclaim the Day of the Lord amongft them, 
and to preach Repentance to them. 

Now I was lent to turn People from Darintfs to the Light, that 
they might receive Chrill Jefus : For to as many as flaould receive 
him in his Light, I law', that he would give Power to become the 
Sons of God ; Which I had obtained by receiving Chrill. And I 
was to direft People to the Spirit, that gave forth the Scriptures, 
by which they might be led into all Truth, and lo up to Chift and 
God, as they had been, who gave them forth. Aqd I was to turn 
them to the Grace of dod, and to the Truth in tlic Heart, which 
came by Jefus ; that by this Grace they might be taught, which 
wobld bring them Salvation, that their Hearts might be cftablilhed 
by it, and their Words might be Icafoncd, and all might come to 
know their Salvation nigh. For I law, that Chrift had died for all 
Men, and WM a Propitiation for all', and bad cniightned all Men 
and Women with his divine ami laving Light; And that none 
could be a true Believer, but who bcflcved in it. I law, that the 
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Grace ot dod, whicli brings Silvation, had appeared to.?// and 1648. 
that the Manifeftation of the Spirit of God was given to every Man, 
to profit withal. Thcfe Things I did not fee by the help of Mart, vaica)f 
nor by the Letter (tho’ they are written in the Letter ; ) but I faw 
them in the Light of the Lord Jefus Chrift, and by his immediate 
Spirit and Porver, as did the Holy Men of God, by whom the Holy 
Scriptures were written. Yet I had no flight eftcem of the Holy 
Scriptures) but they were very precious tome; For I was in that 
Spirit^ by which they were given forth ; and what the Lord opened 
in me, I afterwards found was agreeable to them. I could fpeab 
much of thefe things, and many Volumes might be written ; but 
all would prove too fhort to let forth the hjimte Love, iVifdom and 
Power of God, in prepairing, fitting and furcifoing me for the S.r- 
vice he had appointed me to ; letting me fee the Depths of Satan on 
the one Hand, and opening to me, on the other Hand, the divine 
Mpfteries of his own Everlalfing Kingdom. 

Now wlicn the Lord God, and his Son 'Jeftis Chrijl did fend me 
fortli into the World, to preach his Everlafting Gofpel and Kjngdom, 

I was glad, that I was Commanded To turn People to tliat Inward 
Light, i^/>/>aod Grace, by which all might know their Salvation, 
and their Way to God ; even that divine which would lead 
them into all Truth, and which I infallibly knew, would never de- 


ceive any. 

But witli and by this divine Pmr and Spirit 0^ God, and the 
Light of ^efus, I was to bring People oft from all their owp ways, 
to Chrift the newlmdll^g tVar ) antTfidm their (which 

Men had made and gathered) to the Church in God, the general Af 
fembly written in Heaven, which CAr//? is the Head of ; And off 
from the World’ s Tgrff^e rr, made by Me n, to learn ot Chrift, who 
« tlie WayT^die^TrutlTanHttic Life, of whom the Father Laid, This 
is mp beloved Sots, hear jt him) and off fropi all the Worlds iVor - 
fhips , to know the Spirit of 7 V«/i 5 ~innie inward Parts, and to be 
[^thereby ; that in it they might Worfhip the Farmer of Ap/m/, who 
Peeks fuch to Worfhiphim : Which Spirit they that Worfbipped 
not in, knew not, what tliey Worfhipped. And I was to bring 
Peopl e d from Alijhe W orld'*s Re ligions_^ wliicIiTrc vain ; that 
might know the pure Religion, and might vifit the Fatherlefs, 
tile fVidows and the Strangers, and keep themlelves from the Spots 
of the World : And then there would not be fb many Beggars ; the 
fight of wliom often grieved my Heart, to fee fb much Hard-heart- 
ed nefs amongft them, that profefTed the Name of Chrifi, And I 
was to bring them off fro m ail the World’s Pellowfhips. and P rat- 
and Singings, wTuclTTlood in Forms without Power ; that their 
'gello^ips miglit be in the Holy Ghofr, and in the Eternal Spirit of 
God ; that they might Pray in the Hdjr Ghoft, and Sing in the Spirit, 
and with the Gf if e, that comes by Jefiis ; making A/r/vdy in their 
Hearts to die Lord, who hath feot his beloved Son to be their Savi- 


our ; 4 nd caufed his heavenly Sun to fliinc upon all tfie World, jnd 
through them all, and his heavenly Rain to fall upon the Juft and 
the linjuft (as his outward doth fall, and his outward 
doth fliine OQ ajf) which is GotCt unfpeakablo Iwe to the World* 

And 
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1648. And I was to bring People o(F from letvifh Ceremomet, and fro nt 
HtAtheniffj fdles, and f r om Mens I^jnttotis znd windy Doctrines, 
Yale of by wblch tliey’Wv^d the People about, this way" and the other 
w'ay, from Stii to 6’«!? ; and all their beggarly Rudiihents, with 
their 6VW; and C(?//r<f^er, for making A/rwi'/rr; of Chrift, ^ho are 
indeed Minijltrs of their own making, but not of Chrih’s. And all 
their Images and Crojfes, and Sprinkling of Infants, with all their 
Holy-dap (To called) and all their vnn Traditions, which they had 
gotten up fince the Jpojlles Days, which the Lord’s Power was 
againfl: : And in the Dread and Authority thereof was I moved to 
declare againft them all ; and againll all that Preached, and not 
freely ; as being fuch, as had not Received freely Uom Chrid, 
Moreover, when the Lord lent me forth into the World, he for- 
bad me To/i/zr off my Hat to zay, High ox Low. And I was requi- 
red to Thee and Thou all Men and Women, without any rcfptd to 
Rich ox Poor, Great or Small. And as I traveled up and down, I 
was not to bid People Good Morrow, or Good Evening ; neither might 
I Bow or Scrape with my Leg to any one : And this tnade the Setls and 
Profefflons to rage. But the Lord’s Power carried me over all to his 
Glory ; and many came to be turned to God in a little time ; For 
the heavenly Day of the Lord fprang from on high, and brake 
forth apace ; by the Light oi which many came to fee, where they 
were. 

^ But oh ! the Rage that then was in the Priep, Magiflrates, Pro- 
feffors and People of all forts j but efpecially in Priefis and Profeffors I 
For tho’ TAotf to a fingle Ptrfon was according to their own Learn- 
ing, their and Gr4»»OT4r Rules, andacebrding to the ; 

yet they could not bear to hear it : And the HahHonenr, becaufe I 
could txotput off my Hat to them, it fet them all into a Rage. But 
the Lord fhewed me, that it was an Honour below, which he would 
Jay in the Duff, and (lain it ; an Honour which proud Flefb looked 
for, but fought not the Honour, which came from God only. That 
it was an invented by Men in the Fall, and in the Alienation 
from God, who were offended, if it were not given them; and yet 
would be looked upon themfelves as Saints, Church-members and 
great Chrijlians : But Chrift faith. How can ye believe, who receive 
Honour one of anotkr, and ftek not the Honour ^ that cometh from God 
only? And I (faith Chrift) receive not Honour of Men: Shewing, 
that Men have an Honour, wliich Men will fere/z>; and j but 
Chrift will have none of it ; This is the Honour, which Chrift will 
not receive, and which muft be laid in the Dull. Oh ! the Rage and 
Scorn, the Heat and Fury that arofe ! Oh*! the Blows, Punchings, 
Beatings and Imprisonments that we underwent, for not putting off our 
•fw/rtoMen! For that fbon tried all Mens Patience and Sobriety, 
what it was. Some had their Hats violently pluck’d off, and thrown 
away; fo that they quite loft them. The bad Language zndevil 
^fage we received on this Account, is hard to be expreffed ; belides 
the D 4 »^er we were fometicnes in of Jofing our Lives fox this Matter, 
and that by the great Profeffors of Chriftianity ; who thereby dif 
covered, that they were not true Believers. And though it was but 
a Imall thing in the Eye of Man ; yet a wonderful Confufton it brought 

among 
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among all Profeffors znd Priejls: But, blcded be the Lord, many i6^8. 
came to fee the Vinity of that Cultom, of putting off the Hat to 
Men ; and felt the weight of Truth'*! Tefiimony againli it* vaieof 

About this time I was forcly exercifed in going to their Courts to ii«vor. 
cry iotJufUce, and in fpea king and writing to fudges and Jufiices 
to do in warning fuch, as kept publick Houfts for Enter- ' 

tainment, that they fliould net let People have more Drink , than 
would do them good: And in tcflifying againll their or 
Feafls, their May-Gamts^ Sports ^ Plays and Shews, which trained 
up People to Vanity and Loofnefs, and ltd them from the fear of 
God ; and the Days they had fet forth for Holy-days, were uliially 
the times, wherein they mofi: difhonoured God by thele things. In 
Pairs allb, and in Markets I was made to declare againft their deceit- 
ful Merchandize, and Cheating and Cozening ; warning all to deal 
Juftly, and to fpeak the Truth, and tolet their be ;'C4, and their 
Nay be nay ; and to do unto others, as they would have^ others do, 
unto them : And fore- A'arning them of the Great and Terrible Day 
of ihtLord, which would come upon them all. I was moved alio 
to Cry againft all forts of Mufek, and againft the Mountebanfs playing 
Tricks on their ; for they burdened the pure Life, and ftiriccl 
up Peoples Minds to Vanity. I was much exercifed too wnh School- 
majlers and School-mijlreffes, warning them to teach their Children 
Sobriety in the fear of the Lord ; that they might not be nurled and 
trained up in Ltghtnefs, Vanity and Wantonnefs. Likewilelwas 
made to warn Majlers and Mtjlreffes, Fathers and Mothers in private 
Families, to take care, that their Children and Servants might be 
trained up in the fear of thoLord ; and that they themftlves Ihould 
be therein Examples and Patterns of Sobriety and Vertuc to them. 

Fori faw, that, as the were to teach their Children ihoLaw 
oiGod, and x\\q Old Covenant, ant^ to train them up in it; and their 
Servants, yea the very Strangers, were to keep the Sabbath amongft 
them, and be Circumcifed, before they might eat of their Sacrifices ; 
io aWChriJlians, and all that made a Prof ffion oi Chrijiianity, ought 
to Train up their Children and Servants in the New Covenant of 
Light, Chrift Jefus , who is God’s Salvation to the Ends of the 
Earth ; that all may know their Salvation. And they ought to train 
them up in the Law of Life, the Law of the Spirit, the Law of Love 
and of Faith', that they might be made fiee from the Law of Sin 
and Death. And all Chriftians ought to be Circumcifed by the Spi- 
rit, which puts off the Body of the.S/»r of the Flefh, tliat they may 
come to Eat of the heavenly Sam/fee, Chrift Jefiis, that true fpi- 
ritual Food, which none can rightly feed upon, but they, that are 
Circumcifed by the Spirit , Likewile 1 was Exerciled about the Star- 
Gazers, who drew Peoples Minds from Chrift, the bright and,ihe 
Morning-Star ; and from the Sun of Righteoufnefs, by whom the 
Sun, and Moon and Stars, and all things elfe were made, who is the 
Wifdom of God, and from whom the right Knowledge of all things is 
received. 

But the black, Earthly Spirit of the Prief wounded ray Life : And 
when I heard the Bell toll, to call People together to the Steeple- 
houfe, it flruck at my Life: For it was juft like a Market-Bell, to 
• E gather 
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1649. gather People together, that the Priejt might let forth his Wire to 
Stic. O the Valt S»msoi Moneys that are gotten by the Trade they 
Vale of make oi [tiling the Scriptures, and by their from the 

Kcavor. higheft Bijhop to the loweft Priejl ! What one Trade elfe in the 
World is Comparable to it? Notwithftanding that tht Scriptures 
were given forth freely ; and Chrift commanded his Minillers to 
Preach freely ; and the Prophets and Apoftles denounced Judgment 
againft all Covetous Hirelings, and Diviners for Money. But in this 
free Spirit of the Lord Jelus was I lent forth, to declare the Word 
of Life, and Reconciliation /ree//, that all might come up to Chrift, 
who gives freely, and who renews up into the Image of God, which 
Manand Woman were in, before they fell ; that they might fit down 
in the heavenly Places in Chrift Jefus. 

Netting- No'*' *5 I went towards Nottingham ors a Firft-day in tiie Morning, 
ham. with Friends (Oi Meeting there, when I came on top of a Hill, in 
fight of the Town, I efpied the great Steepk-houfe ; and the Lord 
faid unfo me ; Thou muSi go cry againU yonder great Idol, and againU 
the Worjhippers therein. Sol laid nothing of this to the Friends, that 
were with me ; but went on with them to the Meeting , where 
the mighty Power of the Lord God was amongft us; In which I 
left Friends fitting in the Meeting ; and I went away to the Steeple- 
houfe. And when I came there, all the People looked, like Fallow 
Ground', and the Priejt (like a great of Earth) flood in his 
Pulpit abovf. And he took for his Tejcr thele Words of Peter, ^We 
have alfo a more fure Word of Prophecy, whereunto ye do well, that ye 
take heed, as unto a Light, that fhineth in a dark Place , until the day 
dawn, and the Day-jlar arife in your Hearts.^ And he told the People, 
that this was the Scriptures, by which they were to TV^’ all Dolfrines, 
Religions and Opinions. Now the Lord^s Power was lb mighty upon 
me, and lb ftrong in me, that I could not hold ; but was made to cry 
out, and fay; Oh no. It is not the Scriptures. But I told them what 
it was, namely the Holy Spirit ; by w hich the Holy Men of God 
gave forth the Scriptures, whereby Opinions, Religions and Judgments 
were to be tried : For it led into all Truth, and fo gave the knowledge 
of all Truth. For the had the Scriptures, and yet refilled the 
HotyGhojl, and rejebled Chrift, tht hn^ht Morning-Star and per- 
lecuted Chrift and his Apoftles, and took upon them to Try their 
Doctrines by the Scriptures ; but erred in Judgment, and did not try 
them a-right ; becaufe they tried without the Holy Ghoft. Now as I 
fpake thus amongft them, the came, and took me away, and 

put me into a najly, finking Prifon ; the fmell whereof got to into 
my Nofe and Throat, that it very much annoyed me. 

But that day the LonPs Power founded fb in their Ears, that they 
w'ere amazed at the f^oice, and could not get it out of their Ears for 
fbme time after ; they were fb reached by the Lorcas Power in the 
Steepk-houfe. At Night they took me out of Prifon, and had me 
belore the Major, Aldermen and Sheriffs of the Town : And when I 
was brought before them, the Major was in a peevilh, fretful Tem- 
per ; but the Lord’s Power allay’d him. Then they examined 
me at large ; and I told them, how the Lord had moved me to 
come. Then, after fbme Dilcourfc had pa 0 ed between them and 

me, 
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me, they lent me back to Prifon again : But fometime after, the 1649. 
Head-Sheriffs whofe Name was John Recklefs, (ent tor me to his <-0^ 
Houfe : And when I came in, his li^ife met me in the Halls and 
faid, “ Salvation is come to our Houfe. And file took me by the ^ 
Hand, and was much wrought upon by the Power ak the Lord God ; 

And her Husbands and Childrens and Servants were much changed } 
for the Power of the Lord wrought upon them. And I lodged at 
the Sheriff's Houie, and great Meetings we had in his Houfe ; and 
fome Perfonsof confiderable Condition in the World came to them, 
and the Lord's Power appeared eminently amongft them. And this 
Sheriff fent for the other Sheriff's and for a Woman, they had had 
Dealings with in way of Trade; and he told her before the other 
Sheriffs that they had wronged her in their Dealings with her (for 
the other Sheriff and he were Partners) and that they ought to 
make her Reftitution ; This he fpake chearfully. But the other 
Sheriff denied it ; and the Woman laid, She knew nothing of it. 

But the friendly Sheriff faid, it was lb ; and that the other knew it 
well enough : And then having difeovered the Matter, and acknow- 
ledged the Wrong done by them, he made Refttution to the Woman; 
and exhorted the other Sheriff ro do the like. And the Lord’s Power 
was with this Friendly Sheriff, and wrought a mighty Change in 
him ; and great Openings he had. And on the next Market-day 
following, as he was walking with me in tlte Chamber, in his Slip- 
pers, he laid, I muU go into the Market, and freach Repentance to the 
People ; And accordingly he went in his Slippers into the Market, and 
into feveral Streets, and preaclied Repentance to the People. Several 
others alfb in the Town were moved to fpeak to the Major and Ma- 
gif rates, and to the People, exhorting them to Repent. Hereupon 
the Magiftrates grew very Angry, and lent for me from the Sheriff's 
Houle, and Committed me to the Common Prtfon. When the Notting- 
Jffize came on, there was one moved to come and offer up hinifclf 
for me. Body for Body ; yea Life alfb : But when I Ihould have been 
brought before the Judge, the Sheriff's Man being fbmewhai long in 
fetching me to the Sefftons-houfe, the Judge was rifen, before I came. 

At which, I underltood, the Judge was fome what offended, and 
faid ; He would have admonijhed the Touth, if he had been brought be- 
fore him: Vor I Wis then Imprifoned by the Name of A ToVTH. 

So I was returned to Prifon again, and put into the Common Goal. 

And the Lord’s Power was great among Friends ; but the People 
began to be very Rude : Wherefore the Governour of the Caflle lent 
down Souldiers, and difperfed them ; and after that they were quiet. 

But both Prie/ls and People were aftonifhed at the wonderful Power, 
that brake forth : And feveral of the Pr/e/r were made tender, and 
fome did Confefs to the Power of the Lord. 

Now, after I was fet at Liberty from Nottingham-Goal (wher* I 
had been kept a pretty longtime) I traveled, as before, in. 

the Work of the Lord. And coming to Mans field-Woodhoufe, there Mansfield 
was a d]Jlralled Woman under a Dotlor's Hand, with her Hair loofe 
all about her Ears; and he was about to let her Blood, Hie being 
lirft bound, and many People being about her, holding her by Vio- 
lence : But he could get no Blood from her. And I dcfired them to 

E 2 onbtnd 
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1649. unbind her, and let her alone ; tor they could not touch the Spirit 
Vy'W in her, by which the was tormented : So they did her. And 
Ma/isfieid- 1 was moved to fpeak to her, and in the Nme ot the Lord to bid her, 
froodhoufe. pii . pQ_ ^0(1 lard’s Power feded 

her Mind, and (he mended ; and afterwards Received the Truth, and 
Continued in it to her Death. And the Lord's Nme W'as honoured ; 
To whom the Glory of all his Works belongs. Many prett and 
wonderful Things were wrought by the heavenly Power in thole Days : 
For the Lord made bare his Omnipotent Arm, and manifefted his 
Power to the Aftonifhment of many ; by the healing Veitue where- 
of many have been delivered from great hfrmtttes , and the Utvilt 
were made fuhjeil through his Nme : Of which particular Inllances 
might be given, beyond what this unklitvinp Jpe is able to receive 
or bear. But blelTed for ever be the Nme of the Lord, and everlalt- 
ingly Honoured, and over all Exalted, and Magnified be the Jrmof 
bis Qlorioui Power, by which he hath wrought glorioufly ; and kt 
the Honour utfd Praife of all his Works he afenhed to him alone. 

Now while I was at Mansfitld-Woodhouje, I was moved to goto 
to the Sttepk-houfe there, and declare the Truth to the Prttjl and 
People. But the People fell upon me in great Pape, and ftruck me 
down, and aimoft (Itflti and [mothered me ; and I was cruelly 
heafen and brutfed by them with their Hinds,Btbles and Sticks. Then 
they haled me out (though I was hardly able to Band) and put me 
into the Stocks, where I late tome Hms ; and they brought Dog- 
whips and Horfe-whips, tlireatning to Whip me. And after feme 
lime, they had me before the Magijltafe , at a Kjtipht's Houle, 
where Were many^rMf Per fans, who feting, how evilly I had been 
uied, alter mucii Thnaining, fet me at Liberty : But the rude Peo- 
pleyZ<3«f<i' me out of the Towm, lor Preaching the Word of Life to 
them. And 1 was fcarce able to go, or well to Hand, by reafon of 
the ill Dfage I had received : Yet with much ado I got about a Mile 
Irom the lonm ; and then I met with fomc I'eople, that gave me 
(bmething toComiortmc, bccaule I was inwardly huijed : But the 
Lord’s Power foon heahd me a^ain. And that day Lome People were 
C'onv/nced oi live Lord's Truth, and turned to his Teaching ; at which 
I reioietd. 

ificeflci- ' Then went I out of Nottinghim-fhin into l.dcefterfbire, fevcral 
Hire. friends accompanying me. And there were (bme Uipiijls in that 

Coumry, whem 1 delired tolte and fpeak vadth ; becaufe they were 
[par tied from the puUick Worfhip. So one Oats, who was one of 
their Chief Teachers, aod Others of the Heads them, with fcveril 
others of their Gompany, came to Meet us at Barrow ; and there w^e 
difcourled with them. One of them laid. What was not of Faith, 
n>.is Sin. Wlicrtiipon I asked them, What Faith w.u ? And how it 
aw wrought in. Mm? But they turned off ftom that, and fpake of 
yhen Bapti/m [n Water. Then I asked them. Whether their A/oaia- 
tajn of S/» was broughi down, and laid low in tbem? And their 
rough and crooked Ways made finooth and Brail in them ? For they 
looked upon the Scriptures, as meaning Outward Mountains and 
W ays : But I told them, they muB find them in their own Hearts : 
W bidh they leemed to wonder at. And we asked them ; Who bapti- 
zed 
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zed ]o\[ntheBifU^? dndwbobaft'tzti^Qtcr^ ]obn t»d( he rejl of the 1649, 
Jpofles f and put them to prove by Serifitan, that thefe were hiftiz- 
el'm PViter : But they were filent. Then I asked them ; Seeing ®*rro»'- 
Judas, vohobetnyedQXm^^ and was ctlled the Son t/ Perdition, h/id 
Hinged himfelf, nrhit Son of Perdition wm thst^ »hich Paul /pike 0/ 
thit file in the Temple of God, exalted above all that it called God ? 

And If hat Temple of God that nas^ in which this Son t/Perdition fate ? 

And whether he., that betrays Chrid within in himfelf be not one i» 

Hature with that that betrayed Chrijl without? But they COuld 

not tell, what to make of this, nor what to fay to it. So after we had 
had Ibmc Difeourfe together, we parted; and fome of them were lov- 
ing to us. 

On the Firjl Day of the IVeek following we came to Bagtvorth, Bagwarth. 
and went to a Stteplt-Houfe, where (bme friends were got in ; and the 
I’cople locked them in, and thcmlelvcs too, with the Prieji. But af- 
ter the Priejl had done, they opened the Door, and we went in alfb ; 
and had a Service for the Lord amongft them. Afterwards we had a 
Meeting in the Town, amongft feveral People that were in high 
Notions. Then pafline from thence, 1 heard of a People, that were 
in Prifon in Coventry for Religion, And as I walked towards the Coventry. 
Jail, the IVord of the Lord came tome, laying; Ml' LOPE 

^iVAS alwats To thee, and thov art 

I N M T LOV E. And I was raviflied with the Senleof the Love 
of God, and greatly ftrengthned in my Inward Man. But when I 
came into the Jail, where thofe Pri/oners were, a great Power of 
Darknejs ftruck at me ; and I fate llill, having my Spirit gathered 
into the Loveoi God. At laft thele Pnfonersbtgfln to Rant, and^^<- 
^i5«r,and Blafphtme', at which my Soul was greatly grieved. They (aid, 

They were GOD: But another ot them faid, We could not ^far fuch 
Things. So, when they were calm, I ftood up and asked them, Whether 
they did fuch things by Motion, or UomScripture? and they faid ; front 
Scripture. Then, aB;i/#lyingby, I asked them ioi Scripture -, 
and they fhewed me that Place, where the Sheet teas let down 10 P<- 
rtr, and it was faid to him. What was fanilijied, he ftiould not 
caU Common or Unclean. Now, w hen I had Ihewcd them, That 
that Scripture made nothing for their purpofe ; they brought another 
Scripture, which fpakc ot God's Reconciling all Things to himfelf 
Things in Heaven, andThings in Earth. I tdd them, I owned that 
Sertpture alfo ; but (hewed them, that that Was nothing to their 
purpofe neither : TIven feeing they laid, They were GOD, I asked 
them, It they knew, whether it would Rain to Morrow ? Tltey 
faid, They could not tell. I told them, Gtf<^ could tell. Again, I 
asked them ; If they thought, they fiiould be always in that Condi- 
tion, or fhould change? And they anfwcred, They could not tell. 

Then faid I unto them, God can tell, and God doth not change, '^'ou 
lay, you are God ; and yet you cannot tell, whether you (ball Change, 
or no. So they were Confounded, and quite brought down for the 
time. Then after I bad Reproved them for their blafphemus Expref 
[tons, I went a way : For I perceived, they were Ranters; and I bad 
met with none betore; And I admired the Goodntfs of the Lord in 
appearing (o unto me, before 1 w'ent amongft them. Not long after 
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this, one of thefe R enters, whofe Name was Jofiph Silmon, pUc 
forth a P4/»fr, or Bool: of Recmution ; upon winch they were fee at 
Liberty. 

From Coventry I went to a Place called Atherflone ; and it being 
their Ldhre-hy, I was moved to go to their thiippel to Ijacak to the 
Pntjls and People : And they were generally pretty quiet ; Only 
feme few raged, and would have had my Relationt to have hound 
me. I declared largely to them, how that God was come to Teach 
his People himfelf, and to bring them off fiom all their Man-made 
Teachers, to hear his Son : And (bme vetstConvtnced there. 

Then went I to a Place called Market-Boffoth , and there was a 
Lefhire there allb. And he that preached there that day, was Natha- 
niel Stevens, who was Pnejl of the Town, where 1 was born. And 
he raged ranch, when I Ipalce to him and to the People; and told the 
People, I was Mad: (tho* he had Paid before to one Colonel Pur foy, 
That there iv.rs never fuch a Plant bred in England ; ) and he bid the 
People, they fhould not hear me. So the People, being hirred up 
by this deceitful Pm/, fell upon us, and Jlonedm out of the Town : 
Yet they did not do us much hurt. How beit fome People were 
made Loving that day ; and others were Confirmed, leeing the Rage 
of both /V/(/ranii Prfl/e/^rr; And fome cried our, that the Pm/ 
diirft not ffand to prove his Miniflry. 

And as I traveled through Markets, Fairs and divers Places, I 
faw Death Darknefs in all People, where the Power of the Lord 
God had not flaaken them. And as I was paffing on in Leicefter-jhire, 
I came to a Place called Iwj-Crofs, where there were Excift-Men 
and I was moved of the Lord to go to them, and warn them to take 
heed of Oppreffmg the Poor ? Ancl People were much afftfted with it. 
Now there was in that Town a great Man, that had long lain fick, 
and was given over by the Pbyftcians ; and fome Friendi in the Town 
delircci me to go to fee him. And I went up to him in his Chamber, 
and Ipake the IVordoi Life tohim, and was moved to Pray by him ; 
and tile Lord was entreated, and Reflored him to Health. But when 
I was come down the Stairs, moz lower Room, and was fpeaking to 
the Servants, and to fome People that were there ; ^Serving-Man 
of his came Raving out of another Room, with a naked Rapier in 
his Hand, and fet it julf to my fide. But I looked (fcdfafily on him, 
and (aid ; Alack for thee, pour Creature ! what wilt thou do with thy 
carnal Weapon ? It is no more to me, than a Straw. The Standers by 
were much troubled, and he went away ina Rage, and fullof Wrath: 
But when the News of it came to his Majler, he turned him out of 
hisService. Thus the Lord's Power preferved me, and railed up 
the Weak Man ; who afterwards was very Loving to Friends : And 
when I came to that Town again, both he and his W ife came to fee 
me'. 

After this I was moved to go into DarbyfJjire, M'herc the mighty 
Power ol God was among Friends. And I went to Chefer field, where 
one Brttland wis Prieft. He was one, that faw beyond the com- 
mon Ibrt ol Priejls ; for he had been partly Convinced, and had fpo- 
ken much on behalf of Truth, before he was Prre/ tliere : But when 
the Pw/ of that Town died , he got the Parjonage, and choked 

himfelf 
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himfelf with it. So I was moved to fpeak to him and the People in 1649. 
the great Love of Ood, that they might come olf from all Mens 
'letching unto GoU^s Teaching ; and lie was not able to gainfiy. But cheftet- 
they had me before the A/jjd'-, and threatned tofend me, with fome 
others, to the Houfe of Correciton ; and kept us in Oifiodyy till it 
was late in the Night ; And then the Officers^ with the Watchminy 
put us out of the Town, leaving us to fhift, as we could. Sol 
bent my Courfe towards Dtrbjy having a TrienA or two with me : 

And in our way we met with many Profejfors ; and at IQdfey-Ptrk 
many were Convinced. 

Then coming to Dar^;, I lay at a DoBoTs Houle, whofe Wife 1650. 
was Convinced ; and fo were leveral more in the Town. And as I Darby, 
was walking in my Chamber, the Bell rang ; and it ftruck at my 
Life at the very hearing of it. So I asked the Woman of the Houfe, 
jVh/tf the Bell rang for ? And (he fa id, There was to be a great 
LeBare there that day, and many ol the Officers of the Jr/ny, and 
Prie(lsind Preachers were to be there that Day, and a Colonel^ that 
was a Preacher. Then was I moved of the Lord to go up to them : 

And when they had done, I Ipake to them, what the Lord Com- 
manded me ; and they were pretty quiet. Bui there came an Officer^ 
and took me by the Hand, and faid, 1 miift go before the Magiftrates ; 
and the other Two that were with me. It was about the Ltrfl Hoar 
Jfternoon, that we came before them. They asked me, Why we 
came thither ? I faid, God moved us fo to do ; and I told them, God 
dwells not in Temples made with Hands. I told them allb, 'All their 
Preaching, Baptifm and Saertfees would never fanftifie them ; and 
bid them. Look unto ChrtH in them, and not unto Men ; For it is 
ChriH, that fanftifics. Then they ran into many Words ; but I told 
them. They were not to Difpate of God and Chrift, but to Obey 
him. And the Power of God thundred amongjl them, and they did fiy 
like Chaff before tt. They put me in and out of the Room often, hur- 
rying me backward and forward often : For they were from the 
Tirf Hoar till the Ninth at Night in Examining me. And Ibmetimes 
they would tell me in a deriding manner. That I was taken up in Rap- 
tures. At la ft they asked me, Whether I was SanBifedf I anfwered, 

Tes ; for I was in the Paradife of God. Then they asked me, If I 
had no Sin f I anfwered ; Chrift my Saviour has taken away my 
Sin ; and in him there is no Sin. They asked, How wt knew, that 
Chrifl did abide in su I I faid, by his Spirit, that he hath given us. 

They temptingly asked, If any of ue were Chrifl I lanfwered, NAT, ^ 
we were nothing ; Chrift was all. They faid. If a Man fieat, is it 
no Sin ? I anfwered ; All Unrighteoufnefs is Sin. So when they had 
wearied tbemfelvesin Examining me, they Committed me and one 
other Man to the Houfe of CorreBion in Darby for fix Months, as Blaf- 
phemers ; as may appear by the Mittimm, a Copy whereof here 
followeth :

W E htve fent j/su herervithd the Bodies of George Fox lute of 
Mani)fiel(l/« theCountyof Nottingham, and John Fretwell, 
late of Staniesby t» the County of Darby Htahandman^ brought hifore 
m this frtftnt Daj^ and charged with the avowed uttering and broaching 
of divers blafpheraous Opinions, contrary to a late Ad o/Parliamcnr, 
which u^on their Examination before w, they have Confejjed. Thefe are 
therefore to require you, forthwith upon fight hereof, to receive them, the 
faid George Fox W John Fretwell into your Cufody, and them there- 
in fafelyto keep during the (pace of Six Months, without Bail or Main- 
prize, or until they fjall fnd fuff dent Security to be of the good Beha- 
viour, or be thence delivered by Order from our Selves. Hereof you are 
not to fail. Given under our Hands and Seals this 30th Day of 
Odober, 1650.

Now did the Brief s beftir themrelvcs in their Pulpits to preach 
up Sin for term of Life ; and much of their Work was, to plead for 
it : So that People laid. Never was the like heard. Then after Tome 
time, he that was Committed with me, not Handing faithful in his 
Teflimony, got in with the jailer, and by him made way to the 
‘fufice to have leave to go lee his Mother ; and fo got his Liberty. 
And then they reported, that he Ihould fay, I had bewitched and de- 
ceived him : But my Spirit was ftrengthned, when he was gone. 
Now the Priefls and Profeffors, the Jufices and the Jailer were all in 
a great Rage againft me. The Jailer watched my Words and Adt- 
ons, and would often ask me (^cltions to enfnare me ; and fomc- 
times he would ask me fuch filly Queftions, as, Whether the Door was 
latched, or not ? Thinking, to draw Ibm.e fuddain, unadvifed Anf 
wer from me, from whence he might take Advantage tocharge.Sr>» 
upon me : But I was kept watchful, and chart, fb that they could 
get no advantage of me ; and they admired at it. 

Not long after m'j Commitment y 1 was moved to write both to the 
Pritfis and Magif rates of Darby. And firft I direded tl^lc following 
Lines to the Brief s.

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1650. 

‘ Friends, I was feat unto you toi tell you. That if you had 

‘ II received the Gofpel freeljt, you would Minifter it freeljf with- Darby- 

* out Money or Price : But you make a Trade and Sale, of what the 
‘ Prophets and the Apoftles have fjwken ; and fo you corrupt the 

* Truth. And you are the Men, that lead fillj Women Captive, who 
‘ are ever learning, and never able to come to the knowledge of the 
‘ l^uth : you have a Form of Godlinefs ; but you deny the Fower. 

‘ Now as Jannes and Jamhres withftood Mofes, fo do you refill the 
‘ Truth ; being Men of corrupt Minds, reprobate concerning the 

* Faith. But you Ihall proceed no further ; for your Folly fliall be 
‘ made manifefl to all Men, as theirs was. More-over the Lord Pent 
‘ me to tell you, that he doth look for Fruits. You asked me, if the 
‘ Scripture was my Rule ? but it is not^ovr Rule, to rule your Lives 

* by i but to talk of in Words. You are the Men, that live in Plea- 
‘ fures, Pride ind Wantonntfs, in Fulnefsof Bread and abundance of 
‘ Idlentfs : See if this be not the Sin of Sodom. Lot received the 
‘ Angels : but Sodom was envious. You fhew forth the vain Na- 
‘ture: You ftand in the Steps of them, thatcrucified MT SAVI- 
*OVR, and mocked him : You are their Children; you (hew 

* forth their Fruit. They had the Chief Place in the Ajfemhlies ; 

* and fo have you : They loved to be called Rahhi ; and fo do 

* you.

That which I writ to the Magif rates, who committed me to Pr/- 
foH, was to this effefl: : 

’ Friends, 

‘ T Am forced, in tender Love unto your Souls, to write unto you, 
‘ and to befoech you to Confider, what you do, and what the 
‘ Commands of God call for. He doth require JuJiice and Mercy, to 
‘ break every Toke, and to let the Opprejfed go free. But who calleth 
‘ for Juftice ? or loveth Mercy ? or contendeth for the Truth f Is not 

* Judgment turned backward ? and doth not Ju(lice ftand afar off? Is 

* mi Truth (ilenced in the Streets? or can enter ? And do 
‘ not they that depart from Evil, make themfelves a Prey ? Oh ! 
‘Confider what ye do, in Time, and take heed, whom ye do 
‘ Imprifon : For the Magifrate is let for the Punifhment of Evil-doers, 
‘ and for the Praife of them that do well. Now, I intreat you, in Time 
‘take heed, what you do: For Purely, the Lord will come, and will

‘ Man, it will fail ; but if it be of God, nothing will overthrow it.

Now, 
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1650. Now, after I had thus far cleared my Confcimt to them, I waited 
in the holy Patience ; leaving the Event to Qod, in whole Will I 
Pnte ■And ^ to write again to the 

Jufiices, that had Committed me to Prifon^ to lay tlieir Evils before 
them, that they might Repent. One of them, that fignedthe Mih 
timus, to wit, Nithniel Bifton^ was both a ColoHtlf a and 
a Preacher : So I writ to them, as followeih ; 

Frkridtj 

‘ ^ OU did fpeak of thcGoodold Way, which the Prophet 
‘ of; but the Prosier cryed againll the Ahomiuatiorts, which 
‘ you hold up. Had you the Power of God, yc would not perfecutt 
‘ the Good Way. He that fpake of the Good Way, was let in the 

* Stocks: The People Cryed, Away with him to the Stocks, for 
‘fpeakingtherr»ti&. Ah! fooli(b People, which have £;er and fee 
‘ not. Ears and hear not, without Underflanding ! Fear ye not me, 
‘faith the Lord, and will ye not tremble at my Prefence ! 0 your Prsde 
‘ and Abominations are odious in the Eyeso\ God! You (that are 
‘ Preachers) have the chtefeft Place in the Ajfemblies, and are called 
‘ of Men Mafier ; and fuel) were and are againlf my Saviour and 
‘ Maker ; And they Ihut up the Kjngdom of Heaven from Men, nei- 
‘ thcr go in themlelves, nor fuffer others. Therefore ye fliall receive 
‘ the greater Damnation, who have their Places, and walk in their 

* Steps. You may fay, If you had been in the Days of the Prophets, 
‘ or thrift, ye would not have perfecuted them : Wherefore be ye 
‘ WitnelTes againft your felves, that ye are the Children of them, 
‘feeing, ye now perfecute tht: way of Truth. Oconfider, There is a 
‘ true Judge, that will give every one of you a Reward according to 

* your Works. O mind where you are, you that hold up the Abo- 
‘ minations, which the true Prophet cried againft I 0 come down, 
‘ and fit in the Duft ! The Lord is coming with Power ; and he will 
‘ throw down every one that is Exalted, that he alone may be 
‘ Exalted. 


And as I had thus written unto them jointly ; lb after Ibme 
refpite of Time, I writ to each of them by himfelf. To Juftice 
Bennet thus :

' ' I 'Hou that doft profefs God and Chrift in Words, lee how thou 
‘ J[ doft follow him. To take off Burdens, and to vifit them 
*' that be in Prilbn, and fbew Mercy, and cloath thy own Flelh, and

‘ To relieve, the Father lefts, and to viftt the Widows in their AjfttHions, 

* and to keep thy fell unftpotted of the World ; this is/»«r# Religion

‘ what rulcth you. Every Tree dotli fhew forth its fr»/r; you do 
* (hew forth your Fr«/Vr openly, ^ox Drutikenutfs, Smtrm^, Pride 
‘ and Fanitj rule among you, from the Teochtr to the Ptofli. O 
‘ Friend, Merer, and true Judgment, and Jtijiice are Cried for in 
‘ your greets ! Op^rtffioit, VnmTcifitln(fi, LrutUy, Hotred, Pride, 
‘ Pletfttrts, Wmonntfs and fulmjs is in your Streets ; but the Poor 
‘ is not regarded. O take heed of the Wo : iVo he to the Cro»n of 
‘ Pride! Wo he to them th*t drink Wine in Bowles, and the Poor U 
‘ ready to perifb. 0 remember and Dives. One fared deli- 

‘ cioudy every Day ; and the other was a Beggar. O triend, Mind 
‘ thefe Things, for they are near ; and fee, whether thou be not the 
‘ Man, that is in Dives his State. 


I writ alfo to tbsCourt at Darhj thus : 

‘ T An> moved to write unto you, to take heed of OpprtfJIng the 
‘ J[ Poor in your Courts, or laying Hardens upon poor People, 
* which they cannot bear : And or falfe Oaths, or making them to 
‘ %i\sxOafhs which they cannot per form. The Lord (aith, I mil come 
*ne»rt(rjadgment, and will he a f wife Witntfs agahjl the Sorcefers. 
‘ agamfi the falfe Swenrex^, and again f the Idolaters, andagainjl thofe 
^ that ^/aepprds Widows and Fathcrleli : Therefore take heed of 
‘ all thefe things betimes. The Lord\ Judgments are all true and 
‘ righteous, and he delighteth in Mercy : So love Mtrcy, Dear People, 
‘and Confidcrin Time. 

Likewife to the /lingers, who ufed to Ring the Bells in the Stetfk- 
hoafe, called S. Peter's in Darhy, I fent theio few Ltne^:

Bui 
they could not endure to hear of Puritf, and of Vitfofjfonf S^ztfd 
the Dew/; For they (aid, They $ofU(in0tbelhve\ tkit<mymUfiefrK 
from Sitt o» this Side the Gr/eve. Then Ibid them, give overhsth- 
Isng about the Scriftmt, which were Hoif Mem Words j whifft 
they pleaded for Vnholinefs. And at another Time another Company 
of Profejfors came ; and they allb beaart to plead for Sim And I asked 
them, W heiher they had ? And they laid, Tes: Godforhid^ 
bstt »e jboisld hive Hop. Then I asked them, What Hop is it that 
you have ? b Chrift in yon the Hoyt df your Glory ? Doth it prify 
yOuy as he is P»rt ? But they could not abide to hear df being ntadc 
pare here. Then I bid them, forbear talking of the Stfiputei , 
which were the Holy Mtn*s Words : For the Holy Mtft, that writ 
the Scriptures, pleaded for Holirsefs in Haft, Lift and Convtrfi^ 
t ton here] but fince you plead fer/wi^ar/ry and 5 /», which i$ of thd 
Devil, what have you to do with the Holy MetPs Words ? 

Now the Kj^tpr of the Prifon, being an high Pfafrlfor, was 
greatly enraged againft me ; and foake very wickedly of me : 

But it pleated the Lord one Day to (trike him fb, that he was ill 
gKCitTronble, and under great Terrw of And as I was walk- 
ing in my Chamber, I heard a doleful Noife ; and (landing ftill, 1 
heard him fay to h» Wife : Wife, I hove fetn the Day of Judgment. 
iitd / fiiv GEORGE there, itsd I ms ifnid of him ; heuufe 
I hid done him fo math ttrong, tnd fpken fo much igiiiijt him to the 
Minifters and ProfeflbrS, iud to r^e Juttiecs, and in Tavttnt and Alt- 
hoafit. After this, towards the Evening, he came up into frty 
Chamber, and faid to me ; I have been m » Lion tgdinjl yott : But 
nodtl tome like d Lamb, and like the failer, that came to fsul d/rd Si- 
U» trembling. And he defiredy that he might lie with me: t 
told him, ilmT Was in bis Power ; he might do, what he would j 
But he faid, Ndj', he would hdve my Ltdi/e ] and he eould dejtre to be 
dhays with me, but no* (0 have me as a pttjbner. And htf utd, He 
had been aodhis/i/ojs/ahadbced^^/igvfdfor my ftke. $0 

I (tfflfertd him to lie with the ; and then h<} told me all hh Heart, 
and laid , He believed, what I had (aid Of the true Fdifhittd Hop, 
to be true : And he woildredy that the other Mdn, that was put 
iotrf Prifon with me, did not ftand tO it ; artd faid, Thdt Min wot 
not right, but I wdt an homp Mam * He confeffed al(b to rtte ; that 
‘ at thofe Times, when I had asked him to let me go forth, to fpcak 
‘ the Word of tho Lord to the People, arid he had refuled to let me 
‘ go, and I had laid the weight thereof upon him, that then he u/id 
‘to be under great Troie/'/e, amazed and alttioft difttaffed for Ibme 
‘ time after; and in fuch a Conditiofly that he flid little Strength 
‘lelthim. When the Mornkig Camc^ beafofe, andfooil after went 
to the JuJlicts, and told them ; That he and hit Houfe had beenyldglud 
for my ftkes arid one of the replied (as he repotted to m®; 
that the Plagues were on them too, for beeping the. This wa^ 
Jufict Betimt of Lhrby, who was thrififft that calfcd as j^ikets, 

. becaufa 
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165^, becaufelbid them, Tremhk at tht Word of the Lord, And this 
was in the Year 1650. 

Darby. After this the Jufices gave leave, Th*t I jhould hive Liberty to 

I’nfon. ^ j pefceived tlicir End ; and I told the 'jailer, If they 

rvould fet down to we, how ftr a Mile was^ I might tike the liberty of 
wilktng it fometimes : For I had a Seale, they thought, I would go 
away. And the 3^4//er Confcft afterwards, that they did it with 
that Intent, to have me go away, to eale them of their PUgue: 
But I told him, 1 was not of that Spirit. 

This 3^4//er had i Sifter, who was a fickly young Woman; and 
fhe came up into my Chamber to Vuu me ; and after fbe had Hay’d 
fome time, and I had fpoken the Words of Truth to her, fhe went 
down, and told them ; Thut we were an Innocent People, and did 
none anji hurt, but did good to all, even to them that hated us : And (he 
defiled them to be Tender towards me. 

Now forafmuch as, by realon ol my Reftraint, 1 had not the Op- 
portunity of Traveling about, to declare and fpread Truth through 
i\\(^ Countries ; it came upon me to Write a Paper, and lend it forth 
to be Ipread abroad both amongft Friends, and otiier tender People, 
for the Opening of their Underftandings in the Way of Truth, and 
direfJing them to the true Teacher in themlelves. And it was as 
followeth : 


( I"' PI £ j^jj fijgugijtt, and dilcovereth 

‘ all the (eertt Workings in Man. A Man may be brought to 
‘ fee his evil Thoughts, and running Mind, and vain Imaginations, 

* and may llrive to keep them down, and to keep his Mind in ; but 

* cannot Overcame them, nor keep Iiis Mind within to the Lord. 
‘ Now, in this State and Condition lubmit to the Spirit of the Lord, 
‘ that fhews tlicm, and that will bring to Wait upon the Lord ; and he 
‘ that liath dtfeovered them, will dejlroythcm. Therefore Hand in the 
‘ Faith of the Lord Jefus Chrill (who is the Author of the true 

* Faith) and mind him ; for he will difeover the Root of Lufts, and 
‘ evil Thoughts, and vain Imaginations, and how they arc begotten, 
‘ conceived and bred ; and then how they are brought fortli, and 
‘ how every evil Member doth work. He will difeover every Prin- 
‘ ciple from its own Nature and Root. 

‘ So mind the Faith of Chrift, and the Anointing, which is in you, 
‘ to be taught by it, which will difeover all Workings in you : And 
‘ as he teacheth you, fo obey and forfake ; el(e yoa will not grow 
‘ up in the Faith, nor in the Life of Chrift, where the Love of Qod 
‘ is received. Now Love begetteih Love , its own Nature and 
‘ Image : And when Mercy and Truth do meet, what Joy there is ! 
‘ And Mercy doth Triumph in Judgment : And Love and Mercy doth 
‘ bear the Judgment of the World in patience. That which cannot 
‘ bear the WorUHs Judgment, is not the Love of God ; for Love bear- 
‘ eth all things, and is above the Worlds Judgment ; for the World‘‘s 
\ Judgment is but Foolilhnefs. And though it be the World's Judg- 
‘ ment And PraQice, to call all the World's Filthinefs, that is among 

* themfelvcs, upon the Saints ;• yet their Judgment is falle. Now 

‘ the 
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‘ the Chtfte Virgins follow Clirift, the Lmby that takes away the Sins 
‘ of the Wotld : But they that arc of that Spirit, which is not Chtfie, 

‘ will riot follow Chrift the Lmb in his Steps ; but are difobedicnt toe Dariiyi 
‘ him in his Commands. So the jkjhlj Mind doth mind the f/eyllr, 

‘ and talketh fiefily, and its Knowledge is ftjbly, and not fpirituai ; 

‘ but favours of Duth, and not of the Sfmt of Life, Now fome 
‘ Men have the Nature of ^iww, wallowing in the Mire : And (brae 
‘ Men have the Nature of Dogt^ to bite both the Sheef and one ano- 
‘ ther ; And fome Men have the Nature of Lions, to tear, devour 
‘ and deftroy : And fome Men have the Nature of iVolves, to tear 
‘ and devour the Lambs and Sheep of Chrill : And fome Men have 
‘ the Nature of the Serpent (that old Adverfary) to fting, envenom 
‘ and poifon : fk that hath an Ear to hear, let him hear, and learn 
‘ thefe things within himlelf. And fome Men have the Natures of 
‘ other Beafts and Creatures, minding nothing, but earthly and vifi- 
‘ble things, and feeding without the fear of God. Some Men have 
‘ the Nature of an Horfe, to praunce and vapor in their Strength, 

‘ and to be fwift in doing Evil. And fome Men have the Nature of 
‘ Tall JlardyOaks, to flourifh and fpread in Wifdom and Strength ; 

‘ who are ftrong in Evil, which mufl: perifh, and come to the Fire. 

‘ Thus the Evil is buto«c in all, butworfceth many. Ways; and 
* whatfoever a Man’s or Woman’s Nature is addiflcd to, that is Out- 
‘ ward, the Evil one will fit him with that, and will pleaft his Nature 
‘ and Appetite, to keep his Mind in his Inventions, and in the Cfe4- 
‘ tms from the Creator. 0 therefore let not the Mind. go forth from 
‘God; for if it do, it will be ftained, and venoraed and corrupted : 

‘ And if thtMind go forth from the Lord,it is hard to bring it in again. 

‘ Therefore take heed of the Enemy, and keep in the Faith of (^rifi. 

‘ 0! therefore mind thatwbich is Eternal and Invifible, and him who 
‘ is the Creator and Mover of all things ; For the things that are made, 

‘ are not made of things that do appear ; for the vijible covereth the 
‘ inviftble Sight in you. But as the Lord, who is Invifible, doth 
‘ open you by his Invifible Power and Spirit, and brings down the 
‘ carnal Mind in you; (b the Invifible and Immortal things are 
‘ brought to Light in you. O therefore you, that know the Light, 

‘ walk in the Light ! For there are Children of Darknefs, that will 
‘ talk of the Light, and of the Truth, and not walk in it ; but the 
‘ Children of the Light loVe the Light, and walk in the Light. But 
‘ the Children of Darknefs walk in Darknefs, and hate the Light ; 

‘ and in them the enthly Lufts, and the carnal Mind choke the 
‘ Seed of Faith, and that bringeth Opprtffion bn the Seed, and Death 
‘ over them, 0 therefore mind the pure Spirit of the Everlafting 
‘ God, which will teach you to ule the Creatures in their right place ; 

‘ and which judgeth the Evil. To thee, 0 God, he all Glorp and 
‘ Honour, who art Lord of all Vtfibles and Invifihles ! To thee he %li 
‘ Prsife, who btingefi out of the Deep to thy Self', 0 powerful God, 

‘ who art worth]! of all Glory! For the. Lord, who created all, and 
‘ gives Life and Strength to ail, is over 'all, and Merciful to all. S<s 
^ thou, who hafi made all, and art overaU,. to thee he all Glory ! let 
‘ thee is my Strength , Refnfbments and Life , my Joy and tny 
‘ Gladnefs, my Rejoycing and Glorying for evermore! So to live and 
. ‘ walk 
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1650. ‘ walk io the of is Joy, and Peace, and Life; but 
‘ the Mind going forth into the CrettBres^ or into any Vi^Utbingi 
barby- ‘ from the Lord, this bringeth Destb. Now when the Mi»d is got 
Priibn. t f|,e f/g^^ and into DeBfbf tlien the Juufer gets within, and 
‘ the Law of Sh and Dtttbf that gets into the f/tp ; and then the 
' Life fuffers under the Law of Sh and Dath : And then there is 

* /Iraitnefs and failings. For then the Good is Ihui up, and then the 
‘ Seif-RigbteoBfnefs isfet a top; and then Man doth work in the oui- 
‘ ward L/W', and he cannot Juftify himfelf by the Lmw ; but is Con- 
‘ demned by the Light : For he cannot get out of that State, but by 
‘ abiding in the Lrj^w, andreftingintheMerryof God, and believing 
‘ in him, from whom all Mercy doth flow : For there is Pesce in reft- 

* ing in the Lord jefus. This is the Narrow W*y, that leads to him, 
‘the Life', but few will abide in it: Therefore keep in theJ«»o- 
‘ cency, and be obedient to the P*ith in him. And take heed of Con- 
‘ forming to tire fVorld, and of Reafoning with Flefh and Blood, 
‘ for that bringeth Difobedknee ; and then Imaginations andQuefti- 
‘ onings do arife, to draw from Obedience to the Tmth of Cluift. 
‘ But the Obedience of Piith deftroyeth Imaginations, and Queftion- 

* ings, and Reafonings, and ail the Temptations in the Flefh, and 
‘Bufletings, and lookings forth, and fetching up things that are 
‘ paft. But not keeping in the Lift and Light, and not eroding the 

* Corrupt Will by the Power of (^d, the Evii Nittnre grows up in 

‘ Man ; and then Burdens will come, and Man will be ftained with 
‘ drat Nature. But Efau^ MonnUin fhall be laid wafle, and become 
‘ a Wildernefe, where the DragonsWe : Jacob, the fecond Birth, 

‘ fhall be fruitful, and fhall arilc. For Efau is hated, and muft not 

* be Lord ; but Jacob, the fecond Birth, which is perfefil and plain, 
‘ fhall be Lord ; fw he is beloved of God.

^T^HE LORD is K,ING over all the Earth Therefore all 
People, praife and glorifie your Ifyng in the true Obedience, in 
the Uprightnefs, and in the beauty of Holinefs.

His F’oite is fweet and picalint ; His Smef hear his yoice, and they 
Will not hearken to anotlicr ; And wlien they hear his Voice, 
tliey Rejoice, and are Obedient; tlicy alfbfingTor Joy.

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But many, that had beeo Convinced of tlie Truth, turned afide, 
becaufe of the Perfecution that arofe : Whereuport I writ a few 
Lines for the Comfort and Encouragement of the Faithful^ thus : 

‘ /^Ome ye Blejfed of the Lord, and Rejoice together ! Keep in 
‘ to Unity 3ttd Onenefs of Spirit ; Triumph above the World ! 
‘ Be joyful in the Lord ; reigning above the World, and above all 
‘ things that draw from the Lord : that in Clearnefs, Rightcournefs, 
‘ Purenefs and Joy, you may be preferved to the Lord. O hear, 
‘ 0 hearken to the Call of the Lord, and come out of tlie World' 
‘ and keep out of it for evermore ! Arid come, Sing togetittir ye 
* Righteous Ones, t\\Q Song of the Lord, the of the ; vvfiich 
‘ none can learn, but they, who are Redeemed from the Eafth, and

Now while I was in xhtHoufe of CornBion, my Relations cime to fte 
me; and being troubled for my lntfrifonment,x\se,y went to the Jitjlices, 
that call me into Pnfon, and defired to have me home With them ; 
offering to be bound in One hundred Pounds, and others of Da^hf iii 
fifty Pounds a piece with them, that I fhould come no more thither 
to/^ef/areagainffthe Priep. So I was had up before xhzfufiices ; 
and becaulc I would not confent, -that they, ot any fhould be hound 
for me (for I was Innocent from any III Behaviour, and had f’poken 
the Word of Life and Truth unto them) fufice Rennet role up in a 
rage : and as I was kneeling down to Pray to the Lord to forgive him, 
he ran upon me, and flruck me with both his Hands, Crying ) Away 
with him Jailer: Take him away Jailer. Whereupon I was had b^k 
again to Ptifon, and there kept, until the time of my Commitnttnt 
for Six Months was Expired. But I had now the Liberty of walk- 
ing a Mile by my felf ; which I made ofe of, as f felt freedom. And 
fometimes 1 went into the Market, arid Streets, and warned tiro 
People to Refent of their Wickednefs ; and fo returned to Prifan 
again. And there being Perfbris of fcveral forts of Religion in tL 
Ptifon, I fometimes Went, and vifited them in their Meetings on tlie 
Hrjl-days. 

After I bad been before the Jupces, and they had required Suretief 
for my good Rthiviour (which I could not Confent fhould be given, 
to biemifli my In/mency) It came upon' me to write to the fufttces 
again ; which f did as follow eth :

^ Life to God. But I believe in the Lord, that through his Strength 
‘ and Power I fliall be preferved from Ungodlinefs and worldly Lulls, 
‘ The Scrifture faith, Receive Strangers ; but you Imfrifon fuch. 
‘ As you are in Authority, take heed of Ofjtreffon and Oaths, and

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I was moved alfb lo write again to the Pritjts of ; whitti 
; did after this manner :

Frienis, 

Y OU do profefs to be the Mimfitrs of "^efus CkriH to tVords; 

but you fliew forth by your Fruit/, what yOur Minifir]/ is'. 
‘ Every Tree doth fhew forth its Fruit : The Minifirf of JtfutChriB 
'< is in Mercy and Love, to unloole them that be bound, and to bring 
‘ out of Bondage, and to let them that are Captivated, go free. 

' Now Friends, where is your Exmpk (if the Seriptutts be, ybur 
> Rule) to Im^rifott for Religm f Have you any Command for it 
‘ from Chrift ? If that were in you, which you do profefs, you 
‘ would walk in their Step, who fpake forth thofe Words, the 
‘ Scriptures, which you do profefs. But he is not a "Jev, who is one 
■outivurd, whorcPrairei$ofA/e/!i ; but heisayeiv^whoisodee/rivir^f, 
whofe Praifc is of God. But if you do build upon the Prophets ind 
Apohles iaIVords, and pervert tbeir Li/e, remember the 
‘ which Jefus Chrilf fpake againfl fucb* They that fpake the Pro^ 
' phcts words, but denied Chrifl, they profelfed a Chrift to come ; 
’ but had they known him, they would not have Crucified him. 
The Saints, whom theCirveofGc’ddid Change, were brought there* 
' by to walk in Love and Mercy ; for he that uwolleth in Love, dwtl* 
‘ leth in God. But where Envy, Pride and Hatred doth rule, the 
nature of the fVor/d doth rule, and not the nature of Jt/ue QhriSl. 
I write with no hatred to you ; but that you may weigh your felves, 
and fee, how you pafs on your Time. 


Thus having cleared my Confcience to the Priefis, it was not long, 
before a Concern came upon me again, to write again to the Js/ftites, 
which 1 did as followeth : 


I am moved to Warn you to take heed of giving way toyOUf 
own WsUs. Love the Crofs, and fatisfy not your own Minds 
' 111 the FUfis ; but prize your Tsme, while you have it, and walk up 
CO that you know, in Obedience to God : and then you fhall Aot 
‘ be Condemned for that you know not ; but for that yCO do krsOtr, 
' and do not obey. Con^der betimes, and weigh your lelves, and fee 
‘ where you are, hud whom you ferve. For if ye bUfpheme God, 
‘ and cake bis 'mvm; ye Swear and Lit\ if ye give way 
^10 Envy, Hatred, Covelffu/iftfs diOd Creedinefs, Pk*/uret 3 ittd Wm-‘ 
tonnefs, or any other Vices, be alTurcd then, that ye do ferve the 
Devsl; But if ye /ear the Lord, and ferve him, ye will loath all 
thefe things. He that loveth God, will not blafpheme bis Name : 

‘ but where there is Oppofing of God, and ferving the Dtvil, thaC 
' Profelfion U lad and miferable. 0 prize pur Time, and do not love 
' iliat which God dotit^otbid". Lying, fVruth,MiliteJLitvy', Hatred, Greo- 
' dinefs, Covitoufnefs,Oppriffion, Glultony, Dtnnienmfs, WhoredomtStd 
‘ all Vnrighteottfnefs Cod doth forbid. So Confedtr^ and be noedc* 
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‘cejyed ; Evil Ooinnmnic/ttion corrupts pocd Manners. Bs not de- 
‘ ceivcd, God will not be mocked with vain Words : The Wrath of 
‘ God is Revealed from Heaven againft all Ungodlinefs, Therefore 
‘ Oiep that which doth Convince you of all Evil, and tclleth you, that 
‘ you fhould do no Evil : It will lead to Repentance, and keep you in 
‘ the Fear of the Lord. O look at the Mercies of God, and pi^ze 
‘them; and do not turn them into Wantonnels. O Eye the Lord, 
* and not earthly things / 


Befides this, I writ the followint;^ to Colonel Barton, who was both 
a Ju^ice, and a Preacher, as was hinted before. 


Friend, 

* T A 0 not Cloak and Cover thy fclf ; there is a God, who know- 
‘ J[ / eth thy Heart, and wilt Vneover thee : He feeth thy Way. 

‘ a'o be to him, that Covertth, and not with mj Spirit, faith the Lord. 

‘ Dolt thou do contrary to the I aw, and then put it from thee ? 
‘ Mercy zx\di‘ true Judgment thou negltfteft : look what Was fpoken 

* agamit filch. MySwinur laid to fuch, / was Sick and in Prtfon, 

* and ye vifned me not ; I was hungry, and ye fed me not ; I was a 

‘ Stranger, and ye tcok me not in. And when they laid, When law 
‘ we thee in Prifon, and did not come to thee, &c. He replied ; In- 
‘ tfmuch AS )e did it not to one of thefe little ones, ye did it not tome. 
‘ triend, thou halt /w/iri/cwd me tor bearing Witnels to the Lite 
‘ and Povt er of Trnth ; and yet profelTett to be a Minijler of Chrifi : 
‘ But it Chrilt had lent thee, thou wouldell bring out of Prijon, and 
‘out of Bondage, and wouldeft receive Thou haft been 

‘ wanton upon Earth, thou haft lived plenteoully, and nourilhed thy 
‘ Heart, as in a Day of Slaughter : thou haft killed the Juft. O 
‘look, where thou art, and how thou haft [pent \\\y Time ! 0 re- 
‘ member thy fell, and ncAv, while thou haft Trwe, prize it; and 
‘do not lliglit the frccMrr^ of God, and defpilethe long-fufferingo( 
‘ God, which is great Salvation : But mind that in thee, winch doth 
‘ Convincetb.ee, and would not let tliee Swear, nor Lie, nor take 
‘ God's Name in vain. Thou knoweft, thou Ihouldert do none of 
‘ ihefe Things ; Thou haft learned , that which will Condemn 
‘thee; Therefore obey the Light, which doth Convince thee, 
‘and lorfake thy Sins, and look at the Mercies of God; and 

his Z-wein fparing thee, till now. The Lord faith, Lookun- 

* to me , all ye Ends of the Earth, and he ye faved ; and, Ceafe 
‘ from Man, whofe Breath is in his Nnfrils. And Friend, prize thy 
‘ Tme, and fee wliom thou Icrveft : For his Servant thou art, whom 
‘ thou doll ohtj, whether of Sin unto Death, or Obedience unto 
‘ Rightcoufnefs. If thou (erveft andfeareft him, thou wilt not 
^ hUfpherneb'ii'Hzme, notCurfe, nor Swear, nor take his Name in 
‘ vain, nor follow Pleafuresznd fVantonnefs, Whoredom and Drun~ 
‘ kennefs, or Wrath, or Malice, or Revenge, or Rafbnefs, or Headinefs, 
‘ pride or Gluttony, Grtedine/s, Opfreffion or Covetoufnffs, or fochfh 
‘ Jepng, or vain Songs ; God doth forbid thefe things, and all Un- 

righte- 
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‘ righteoufnefs. If thou profeffeft God ; and aftcft any of thef^ . 

‘ Things, thou takcft hint tor a Ctoik, and lerveft the Dei^il, Confi- 
‘dcr with thy felt, and do not /ow that which Goi doth Ht' narTjy. 
‘ that loveth God, keepeth his Commandments. The Devil will tell 
‘ thee, It is an hard thing, to keep GotCs Cmmtnimenti : but it is 
‘ an eafic thing, to keep the Cmminimtnti, and to live in 

‘ all Unrighteoufnefs and Ungodlinels, turning the GrAce of God 
* into Wantonnels. But let the Unrighteous Man forfake his Ways, 

‘ and turn unto me, faith the Lord, and I will have Mercy ; Turnyt,, 

‘ tvh will ye die ? faith the Lord. 

‘ Howly ye GrtAt Ones, for the PUgm are pouring out upon you ! 

‘ Howl, ye OpprejforSy for Recompence and Vengeance is coming 
‘upon you/ IVo unto them, that Covetoufly Join one Houfe to 
‘ another ; and bring one Field fb nigh unto another, that the Poor 
‘can get no raoreGround, and that ye may dwell upon the Earth 
‘ alone : Thefc things are in the Ears of the Lord of Hop. Wo unto 
‘ him that Covetoufly getteth evil-gotten Goods into his Houle, that 
‘ he may let his Nell on high , to cfcapc from the Pomr of 
‘ Evil. 


While I was yet in the Houfe of CorrtHion, there came unto me a 
Trooper, andfaid; As he was fitting in Steepk-houfe, hearing 
the Priefi, exceeding great Trouble came upon him ; and the Voice 
of the Lordcivnc to him faying ; Dofl thou not know, that my Ser- 
vant is in Prifon ? Go to him for direHion. So I fpake to his Condi- 
tion, and his Llnderdanding was opened. And I told him ; That 
which fhewcd him his .S/»a, and troubled him for them, would (hew 
him his Salvation; For he that (hews a Man his Sin, .is the fame, 
that takes it away. Now, while I was fpeaking to him, the Lord's 
Power opened him, fo that he began to have a good Underftanding in 
the Lord's Truth, and to be (enfible of God^s Mercies ; and began to 
fpeak boldly in his fduarters amongit the Souldiers, and to others, con- 
cerning Truth (for the Scriptures were very much opened to him) 
infomuch that he faid ; His Colonel was as Blind as Nebuchadnezar, 
to cifi the Servant of the Lord into Prifon. Upon this his Colonel had 
a Spight at him ; and at Worcepr-Fight, the Year after, when, the 
Two Armies lying near one another, Two came out from the K.l”£s 
Army, and challenged any Two of the Parliament-Army to fight with 
them ; his Colonel made C.hoice of him and another, to Anfwer the 
Challenge. And when in the Encounter his Companion was pin, he 
drave both his Enemies within Mufquet-(hot of the Town, without 
firing a Ptftol at them : This, when he returned, he told me with 
his own Mouth. But when the Fighfwis over, he faw the Deceit 
and Hypocrtffof tht Officers: And being fenfible, how wonderfully 
the Lord had prefetved him, and feeing alfb to the End of Fighting, 
he laid down his Arms. 

Now ilie Time of my Commitment to the Houfe of Correlfion 
being very near out, and there being many new YdniWierr Raifed, the 
Commijfioners would have made me Captain over them : And the Sol- 
diers cried, They would have none but me. So the Keeper of the

1650 . of Comiiion was Commanded to bring me up before the Cm- 
uoro t^iffiontrs and ^odiitrs, in the Mtrket-flue ; and there they proffered 
Darby- n\mhn Prtfemetit (as they called it) asking me, If I would not 
frifQD, up for the Commeihntdth againft Httmri f I told 
them, ‘ I knew, from whence all HVr did arile, even from the 

* 4«/, according tp Jdmts his Dofirinc : and that 1 lived in the 
‘ Vcrtge of that Lift and Povtr^ that took away the Occafion of 
‘ all tV*rs, But they courted me to accept of their Offer, and thought, 
I did but Complement with them. But I told them, ‘ I was come 

* into the Covenant of Peace, which was before IH^arrand Strifis 
‘ were. They faid, They offered it in Love and Kjndnefs to me, k- 
cinje of mj Vemt ; and fuch like flattering Words they ufed. But 
I tolcj them, ‘ If that was their Love and Kjndnefs, I trami>lcd it 
‘ Untjer my Feet. Then their Rage got up, and they faid ; Take bint 
a»iji Jailer, and fut him into the Dungeon amenffi the Ra^m and 

^ ftilans. So I was had away and put into a lonfy, poking Place, 
without any Bed, anwogrt thirty ; where I was kept almolt 
half a Ttar, unlefs it were at Times : Tor they would fometime let 
me walk in thtdarden, having a Belief of me, that I would not go 
away. Now, when they had gotten me into Darbj- Dungeon, it was 
the Belief and faying of People, that I ffiould never come out; 
But I had faith in God, and believed, I fhould be delivered in his 
Time .' For the Lord had faid to me before, That I was not to ke re-- 
moved ftoflt that Place yet, being ftt ikre for a Service, which hi had 
for me (0 do. 

After it was bruited abroad, That I was in Dari^-Diawj^eiw, my 
Relations came to fee me again ; and they were much troubled, that 
I fhould be in Pnfon ; for they looked upon it, to be a great fhamc 
to them, for me to lie in JW. It was a ffrangc thingthen, to bo 
Imprrjoned for Religion ; And fome thought, I was Mad, becaufe I 
flood for Purity, and Righteoufnefs, and Ptrfelim. 

Among others that came to fee me, and difeourfe with me, there 
came a certain Ptrfon, from Nottingham, a SuMer, and that had been 
a Biptijl (as I underftood) and with him came fevcral others. And 
in Difeourfe this Perfon faid to me, Tour Fatth flands in a Man, that 
died at Jerufalcm, Md then »> 4 i never any fuch thing, I was ex- 
ceedingly grieved, to hear him fay fo ; and I faid to him : How ! 
Did npr Cbrirt fuffer without theO'a/w of through the Prcf- 

felTmg Je/rs, and Chkf Priefts, and Pilate ? And be denied, that 
ever Chrifl fudi.red there outwardly. Then 1 asked him, Whether 
there were not Chkf Prir/k, and Jews, and Pilat there outwardly ? 
And when he cojild not deny that, then 1 told him : As certainly as 
tltere wj^s aiC^rV/P/rc/?, tnijews, and P/Zar there outwardly ; fb 
certainly w as Clirill ptrfecuted by them, and did fuffer there out- 
wardly under tliem. Yet fronj this. Man’s Words was a Slander 
railed, upon us, That the Quakers Pnoo\6 deny Chrip that fuffered 
and died at Jcrufalem ; Which was all utterly feHe ; and the Icaft 
Thought of tc ncvei; entred our Hearts;; but it w'^as a meet Slander 
caff upon us, and occafioned by this Performs Words. The fame 
pt:r/u«alfo fai 1 ; That never anf of the Prophets, nor ApojHes, nor 
Holy Men ff God fuffred, any thing Outwardly ; hut all ihtir Sufferings 
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mrt Imtrd. But I inftanctd to him many of tlie Profhtts and j 5 ^ i,' 

flits, how they fuHefed, and by whom they futfered : And lb was 
the Power of the Lord brought over his wscked Imugmtions and parby- * 
Whimfks. bungeoi 

There came alfo another to me, that pretended, They 

\mc Triers of Spirits ; And I asked them; What was the flrfi 
Slip to Pesce ? And what ft was, by which a Man might fce his 
Silviiion ? And they were prefently up in the airy Mind, and faid, 

I was Mid. Thus they came to Trp Spirits, who did notknow thcm- 
ielves, nor their own . 

In this Time of my Imprifoment, I was exceedingly exercifed 
about the Proceedings of the Judges and Migiflntes in their Courts 
of ]udiciture. And I was moved to write to the Judges, concerning 
their putting Men to Death for Cattel, and Monep, and fmall Mat> 
ters ; and to Ihew them, how Contrary it was to the Lettv of God in 
old Time : for I was under great Suffering in my Spirit becaufe of 
it, and under the very Senfe of Death ; but ftanding in the Wilt of 
God, an heavenly Breathing arole in my Soul to the Lord, Then did 
I fee the Heavens opened, and I rejoiced, and gave Glory to God. 

So I writ to (he Judges, asfolloweth : 

‘ T Am moved to write unto you to take heed, of putting Men 
‘ to Dea/Hor ftealing Ca/fe/, ot Motiey,iic. fortheT/fr/ew/inthe 
‘ old Time were to make Reflttution ; and if they had not where* 

‘ with, they were to be fold for their Theft. Mind the Law of God 
‘ in the Scriptures, and the Spirit that gave them forth ; and let them 
‘ be your Rule in executing Judgment ; And Ihew Merej, that you 
‘may receive from God, thcjftf^^eof all. And take heed of 
‘ Gifts and Rewards, and of Pride ; for God doth forbid them, and 
‘ they do blind the Epes of the Wsfe. I do not write to give liberty 
‘ to Sin ; God hath forbidden it : But that you Ihould Judge ac- 
‘ cording to his Law, and Ihew Merep : For he delighteth in true 
‘ Judgment, and in Mtrep, I befeech you to mind thefe Things, and 
‘ prize your Time, now you have it ; and Pear God, and Serve him : 

‘ for he is a Confuming Fire. 


Befidesthis, I writ another L<«cf to the JUDGES, to this 
cITeft : 


‘ T Am moved to write unto you, That ye do true Juflice to every 
‘ J[ Man, and fee, that none be Oppreffed, nor Wronged ; nor no 
‘ Oaths impofed : for the Land mourneth becauie of Oaths, axid 
‘ Adulteries, and Sorceries, and Drunkennefs, and Prophanenefs, 0 
‘Confider, ye that be Men fetin Authoritp: Be moderate, and in 
‘ Lowliaefs Confider thefe things. Shew Merep to the Fatherlefs, and 
‘ to the Widows, and to the Poor : And take heed of Rewards or 
* Gifts; for they do blind the Eyes of the Wife: The Lord doth 
‘ loath all fuch. Love Merep and true Judgment, Juflice and Righ- 
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1651. ‘ teoufnefs ; for the Lord delighteth in fuch. Confider thcfe Things 
‘ in Time, and take heed, how ye do fpend your Time. Now yc have 
toby- ‘ Timty prize it ; and fhew Mercy, that yc may receive Mercy from 
Dungeon, ‘ the Lord : Forheiscomingto7rjr(t//T^/>^r, and will plead wiih 
*^\\Fk(b, as by f/re. 


Moreover, I laid before the 'Judges, what an hurtful thing it was, 
that Prifoiters fliould lie (b long in Jail ; fhewing, how that they 
learned Badnefs one of another, in talking of their hd Deeds : and 
therefore fpetdy Jvfiice fliould be done. For I was a tender Touth, 
and dwelt in the fear of God and I was grieved to hear their ^ad 
Language • and was often made to reprove them for their wicked 
Words, and evil Carriage towards each other. And People did ad- 
mire, that I was fb prelerved and Kept ; for they could never catch 
a Word or A£iion from me, to make any thing of againft me, 
all the time, that I was there; For the Lord'^s Infinite Power 
upheld and prelerved me all that time ; to him be Praifes and Glory 
for ever ! 

Now, while I was here in Prifon, there was a young-Woman in 
the 'jail for Robbing her Mailer of fbmc Money : and when ihe was 
to be Tried for her Life, I writ to the judge and to the Jury about 
her, /hewing them ; How contrary it was to the Law of God in 
old Time, to put People to Death for Stealing : and moving them 
to (hew Mercy. Yet file was Condemned to die, and a Grave was 
made for her ; and at the Time appointed, fhe was carried forth 
to Execution. Then I writ a few Words, “ Warning all Perf]ile to 
‘beware of Greedine/sox Covetoufntfs,fo's it leads from God ; but that 
‘all fhould fear the Lord, and avoid all Earthly Lujis, and prize 
‘ their Time, while they have it ; This I gave to be read at the Gal- 
lows. And though they had her upon the Ladder, with a Cloatb 
bound over her Face, ready to be turned off; yet they did not put 
her to Death, but brought her back again to Prifon : And in tlie 
Prejon fhe afterwards came to be Convinced of God’s Everlafling 
1 ruth. 

There was alfb in the Jail, while I was there, a Prifoner, a 
Wicked, Vngodly Man, who was reputed a ; and he threat- 

ned, how he w'ould talk with me, and what he would do to me : 
but he never had l\)wer to open his Mouth to me. And on a time, 
the jailer and he falling out, he tlireatncd the Jailer, That he would 
Raife the Devil, and break hu Ploufe down ; fb that he made the Jai- 
ler afra'M. '1 hen 1 was moved of the Lor^, to go in his Power, and 
Rebnkc him in it j and to fay unto him: Come lePs fee, what thou 
canf do ; and do thy tnorfi. And I told him. The DtvW was Raifcd 
high enough in him already hut the Power of God Chained him down : 
So he flunk away, and went from me. 

Now the Time of Worctfier- Fight coming on, JuJlice Bennet Pent 
the Conflables to frefs me for a Souldier, feeing I would not volun- 
tarily accept of a Command : And I told them. That I was brought 
off from outward Wars. They came down again to give me Prtfs- 
Monty ; but I would take none. Then I was brought up to 

Str- 
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Sergeant Hotes^ and kcpttherea while; and then I was takendown 1651* 
again. Then, after a while, the ConJIdles fetched me up again, 
and then I was brought before the Commi^oners ; and they faid I Darbf 
fhould go for a SouUier : But I told them, I was dead to it. They 
laid, I ^ 3 .% Alive; I told them, where Envy and Hatred is, there is 
Confufion. They proffered me Money twice ; but I would not take 
it : Then they were Wroth, and I was Committed Clofe Prifoner, 
without BaU or Mainprize. Whereupon I writ to them again, di- 
redfing my Letter to Colonel Barton ^who was a Preacher) and 
the reft, that were concerned in my Commitment : And I writ 
thus: 

‘ \T 0 U, who are without Chrifi, and yet ufe the Words, which 
‘ ^ he and his Saints have fpoken, Confider, neither he nor his 
‘ JpoJlles6'\d ever Imprifon any ; but my Saviour is Merciful even to 
‘ the Unmerciful and Rebelltous, He doth bring out of Prifon and 
‘ Bondage : But Men, while the carnal Mind doth rule, do Offrefi 
‘ and Imprifon. My Saviour faith, Love your Enemies, and do good 
‘ to them that hate you, and pray for them that def pit e fully ufe you and 
‘ perfecute you ; For the Love of God doth not periecute any ; but 
‘ loveth all, where it dwelleth; He that hateth his Brother, is aMur- 
‘ defer. You profefs to be Chrijiians, and one of you a Minijler of 
‘ Jefus Chtif ; yet you have Jmprifoned me, who am a Seri/aut of 
‘ Jefus Chrijl. The Apoftles never Imprifoned any ; but were Impri- 
* Ibned themfelvcs : Take heed of fpeaking of ChriA in Words, and 
‘denying him in Life and Power. O Friends, the Jmprifoning my 
‘ Body is to fatisfy your Wills ; but take heed of giving way to 
‘ your Wills , for that will hurt you. If the Love of God had 
‘ broken your Hearts , ye would not have Imprifoned me ; but 
‘my Love IS to you, as. to all my Fellow-Creatures ; and] that 
‘ you may Weigh your felvcs, and lee, how you (land, is this 
‘ written. 


About this Time I was moved to give forth the following 
Lines, to go amOogft the Convinced and Tender People, to ma- 
nifeft the Deceits of the World, and horn the Prkjls have deceived 
the People : 
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Uariy- 

Pfiron, , jll that love the Lord Jejm ChriLl mth a pure 
‘ iwd naked Heart, amd the Generation of the Righ^ 

‘ tCQM. 

‘ H R I S T was ever hated ; and the Righteous for his fake. 

‘ Mind, who they were, that did ever hate them: He that 
‘ was born after the yie(h, did petlecute him, that was born after the 
‘ KSfiirit ; and fb it is now. And mind , who were the Chielell 
‘ againft Chrifi ; even the great Ltirned Mt»^ the Heads of the Peo- 
‘ pie. Rulers and Teachers, that did prolefs the Liw and the Pro- 

* fhtts, and looked for ChrtU. They looked for an outwardly-Glori- 

' ous Chriji, to hold up their outward Glory : But C7;r/j^ fpakc againft 
‘ the Works of the World ; and againll the Priejh, and Scriksy and 
‘ PhmfttSy and their hypocritical IVoleirton. He that is a Stranger 
‘ to Chrilf, is an ; but tire Servants of Jelus Chrill arc 

‘ Freemen. Tire ftlft leackrs always laid Burdens upon the Pcc- 
‘ pie ; and the true Servxntt the Lord did fpeak againit them. 
^’Jeremith did fpeak againft Hirelings, and laid, It iwr Anhorriile 
‘ ; and laid, Hdjit tviil ye do t» the End ? for the Peefle and 

* Prttfls were given w Coviio/ifnefs. FauI did Ijjcak againft luch, a$ 

‘ did make Gafw ujxrn the People i and exhorted the Saints to turn 
‘ away from fucli, as were A/«« and ProitdMeHy fuchasdid 

^ loye Pleifwes more than God ; fucH as had a P'orm of Godlinefs, 
‘ but denied the Ponffr thereof. For of this Ibrt (faid He) are they, 
^ that Critp into HonfeSy and lead Oaf five ftlly tVomen, rrho are ever 
‘ (earnip^y but never abk-totome to the knoteko^e of the I ruth • Menof 
^ corrupt 'Mindiy Reprobate concermn^ the F aith : and ^ Jannes iW 
‘ jambres wtih/lood Moles, fo (laid he) do thrfe Rtftfl the Truth ; 
‘ lut tin y jjjall proceed no further , for their folly fhall be made mu- 
‘ ntfefl unto all Men. Mofes forfbok Honours and Pkafures, which

Great was the Exercife and Travel in Spirit, that I went under 
during my Jmprifenmtnt here, becaulecf the ff;(W«e/rthat was in 
this Town : ibr though there were lome Convinced there, yet for 
the generality they were an hardened People. And I law the Tifta- 
tion of God^s Love pals away from them ; and I mourned over 
them. And it came upon me to give forth the following Lines, as a 
Lamentation for them : 


‘ Darhjf ! As the Waters run away, when the Flood-Gates are 
‘ up ; lb doth ihc Violation of God's Love pafs away from 
‘thee, 0 Darby! Therefore look, where thou art, and how thou 
‘art grounded; and Confider , before thou art utterly 
‘ The Lord moved me Twice, before I came to Cry againft the Deceits 
^iodFanities, that are in thee ; and to warn all to look at the 
‘ and not at Man. The Wo is againft the Crown of Pride, and the 
‘ Wo is againft Drunkenntfs and vain Pleafures, and againft them that 
‘ make a Profeffion of Religion in Words, and are high and lofty in 
‘Mind, and live in Oppreffm and Envy. 0 Darhj\ thy Projejfton 
‘ and Preaching ftinks before the Lord. Ye do profefs a Sabbath in 
‘ Words, and Meet together, drelfing your lelves in fne Jpparel ; 
‘and you uphold Pr/We. Thy Women p,o with Jlretched-forth Necks, 
‘ and wanton Eyes, 8 cc. which the true Prophet of old Cryed againft. 
‘.'Your Jjfemblies are odious, and an Abomination to the Lord : Pride 
‘ is fet up, and bowed down to ; Covetoufnefs abounds ; and he that 
‘ doth wickedly, is honoured: So Detf/r doth bear with D«fr> ; and 
‘ yet they profefs Chrift in Words. 0 the Deceit, that is within thee ! 
‘ It doth even break my Heart to fee, how God is difhonoured in thee, 
‘ 0 Darby ! 


Now, after that I hadfeeotheP/^r^rwa of God'^s Love pafs away 
from this Place, I knew, that my Imprifonment here would not conti- 
nue long ; But I faw, that when the Lord Ihould bring me forth, 
it would be, as the letting of a Lion out of a Den amopgft the Wild 
Bea(ls of the Forrefi, For all Prefiffions ftoed in a Beaflly Spirit and 
Nature, pleading for Sin, and for the Body of Sin and Imperfeilion, 
as long as they lived ; And they all kick’d, and yelled, and roar’d, 
and raged, and ran againft the Life ^nd Spirit, which gave fo;tlv 
the Scriptures, which they profelfed in words, , And lb it waS ; as 
will appear hereafter. 

There 
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There was a great 'Judgment upon the Tow^ ; and the Mtgifirttts 1651. 
were uncafic about me, and could not agree, what to do with me. 

One while they would have Tent me up to the Parliumtnt : another wrb^.* 
while they would have Btnijhed ms iolreliad. At firft they called me a 
Deceiver, and a Seducer, and a Blafphemer: afterwards, when Cod had 
brought his Plagues upon them, then they faid, I was an Honefii 
Vertttous Man. But their good Report, and bad Report, their wcll- 
fpeaking or their ill-fpeaking was nothing to me : for the one did 
not lift me up, nor the othercaft me down : Praifed be the Lord ! 

At length they were made to turn me out of Jail, about the be- 
ginning oi H^inter in the Year 1651 ; after I had been a Prifo- 
Htr in Darby almoft a Tear ; whereof Six Months in the Houfe 
of CorreUion , and the reft of the Time in the Common Jail and 
Dungeon. 

Thus being fet at Liberty again, I went on (as before) in the 
JPork oi the Lord, paffing through the Countiy, firft, intomyown 
Country of LeiceJlerpJtreyind had Meetings as I went ; and the Lord’s 
Spirit and Power accompanied me. Afterwards I went near to ‘ 

Burton upon Trent, where fome were Convinced', and fb to Bujhel- Burton 
Houfe, where I had a Meeting. And I went up into the Country, 
where there were friendly People: But there was an outragious, BuSei! 
wicked Profejfor, who had an intent to have done me a Mifchief ; Houfe. 
but the Lord prevented him : Blefted be the Lord I 

And as I was walking along, with levcral Friends, I lifted up my 
Head, and faw Three Steeple-houfc'Spires ; and they ftruck at my Life. 

And I asked Friends, What Place that was? and they faid, Lichfeld. Lichfield. 
Immediately the Word of the Lord came to me, that 1 muft go thi- 
ther. So being come to the Houle, we were going to, I wilh’d 
Friends, that were with me, to walk into the Houfe; faying nothing 
to them, whither I was to go. And as foon as they were gone, I 
ftept away, and went by my Eye over Hedge and Ditch, till I came 
within a Mile of Ltchfdd ; where, in a great Field, there were 
Shepherds keeping their Sheep. Then was I commanded by the 
Lord to pull off my Shoos. And I ftood ftill (for it was Winter : ) 

And the Wordoi the Lord w’as like a Fire in me. So I put off my 
Shoos, and left them with the and thepoorbAr^/ier<^rrre/w- 

i/eof, and uere aftonifhed. Then 1 walked on about a Mile, till I 
came into the City ; and as foon as I was got within the City, the 
Word of the Lord came to me again, laying ; Cry, Wo unto the 
bloody City of Lichfield ! So I went up and down the Streets, Crying 
with a loud Voice, WO TO THE BLOODY CITY OF 
LICHFIELD! And it being Market-Day, I went into the 
Market-Place, and to and fro in the levcral Parts of it, and made 
ftands, Crying as before, WO TO THE BLOODY CITY 
OF LICHFIELD! And no one laid Hands on me. But as I 
went thus Crying through the Streets, there ftemed tome to be a 
Channel 0^ BW running dowo the ^rree//, and the il/4n(’e/-P/4fe ap- 
peared like a Fool of Blood. Now, when I had declared, what was 
upon me, and felt my felf Clear, I went out of the Town in Peace; 
and returning to the gave them fome Money, and took my 

Shoot of them again. But the Fire of the Lord was fo in my Fefte 
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1651. and all over me, that I did not matter to put on my any more ; 

and was at a Hand, whether I Ihould or no ; till I felt freedom 
Lidfeu. from the fotodo: and then, after I had waflicd my Feet, I 
put on my Shoos again. After this, a deep Confideration came upon 
me. Why, or for what reafon, I fhoulJ be fent to Crj thtt 
C/r/, and call it THE BLOOD T OlTTi For though the 
Ptrliamtnt had the Minjltr one while, and the Kjng another while, 
and much B/ooi had been fhed in the Town, during the PVars be- 
tween them ; yet that was no more, than liad befallen many other 
Places, But afterwards I came to underhand, that in the Emperor 
, DiocUtiin's Time a Thouftnd Chrifiim were Mortynd in Lichfeld, 
Solwasto go, without my Shoos, through the Chantsd ot their 
Blood, and into the Pool of their Blood in the MtrhhPUct, that 
I might Riife UP the Memorial of the Blood of tbofe Msrtjrs, 
which had been fhed above a ThouftndTearshsioie, and lay Cold in 
their vSfw/r. So the Senfe of this was upon me, and lobeyed 
the fVord of the Lord. Jndent Records ttfWfy, how many ot the 
Chrtftun Britains fufFered there. And much I could write of the 
Settle I had of the Blood of the Mtrtjrs, that hath been fhed in this 
Nition for the Nime of Cbrift, both under the Tin Perftcutions, and 
fince ; but I leave it to the Lord, and to his Book, out of which all 
fliall be Judged ; For his Book is a moft certain, true Rtcord, and his 
Spirit a true Recorder. 

Then palled I up and down through the Countries, having Meetings 
amonglt friendly People in many Places : But my RtUtions were of- 
fended at me. So after fome Time I came into Notmplmmfbitt again, 
gkmjhire. and to Munsfeld, and went into Durl^jhire, vifiting f riends. Then 
pi^fFing iato Tori/lt/re, I preached Rr/'ftJtattfe through Doncofier, and 
Wjiw. fdvcral Ollier Places ; and after came to where Ftrnf- 
Doncafter gfjd ftvetal Others were convinced. So traveling through the 
wakeficiJ Coutitrics to (evcral Places, preaching and the Word of 

Life to the People, 1 came into the Parts about fVuktfeld, where 
Jmes A^aylor hyed; ind he 3 nd T homos Q oodye »r ume to me, and 
were both C«wriv«d, and received the Truth. IVilliom Dewsbury 
allb and his TPr/r, with many more, came tome, who were G»- 
vinced, and received the Truth. From thence I palfcd through tfie 
Stihy. Country towards CtptAin PurJloe\ houle by Selby, and vifited one 
John Leek, who had been to vifit me in Dorby-Prifon, and w'as 
Cottvtmed. I hadanHorfe, but was fain to leave him, not Itnow- 
ing, w'bit to do with him : for 1 was moved to go to many great 
Hmtfes, to admonifh and exhort the People to turn to the Lord, Thus 
Btveriy. palfiog on, 1 was moved of the Lord to go to Beverly-Steeple-houfe, 
which was then a Place of high ProfelTion. And being very Wet 
with Rain, I went Hrft to an Inn ; and as (bon as I came to the Door, 
a Toung-womasaof the Houfe came to the Door, andfeid. What! is it 
you ? Come in, faid flic, as if flic bad known me before .‘ for the 
Lotd’> Power bowed their Hearts. So I refrefhed my feff, and went 
to Bed : And inthe Morning, (my Cloaths being ftill wet) I got rea- 
dy, and having paid, for what) had had in the Inn, I went up to the 
Sfeaple-houfe, where was a Man preaching. And when he had done, 
) was moved to fpeak to him, and to the People, in the mighty Power 

of 
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ot Gi?^ ; and turned them to their Chrifl Jejus : And tlic t6^i. 
Power of the Lord was fo ftrong, that it ftruck a mighty Dread 
ainonaft the People. And the A/ajor came down tome, and fpakea nrijintf. 
few Words to me : but none of them had any Power to meddle with 
me. So I palled away out of the Town : And in the Afternoon 
went to another Steefle-houfe^ about Two Miles oil ; And when the 
Priesi had done, I was moved to {peak to him, and to the People 
very largely, fhewing them the Wa^ of Life and Truth, and the 
Ground of ElecJioniDd Refirchatioa. The Prieji laid, he was but a 
thi/d, and could not dif^ute with me : 1 told him, I did not come to 
difjiute; but to hold forth the IVord of Ir/e and Truth unto them, 
that they might all know the One Seed, which the Promife of God 
was to, both in the Male and in the Female. Here the People were 
very loving, and would have had me come again on a and 

preach among them : But I dirtdlcd them to their '/Varner, Chrtfi 
Je/us, and Ibpafledaway ; and the next Day went to Crantlick, to crantfick, 
Captain Purjlfse's, who accompanied me to JuJiice Hotham\ This 
fupce Hotham was a pretty tender Man, one that had had Pome Kx- 
pcrienccsol Cod's Workings in his Heart. After I had had lome Dd- 
courle with him of the things of God, he took me ittto his Clofet ; 
where fitting together, he told me; he had knost n that 
thefe Ten Tears, and was glad, that the Lord did now publifii it 
abroad to the People. After a while there came a Priejl to vifit him, 
with whom allb I had Ibmc Difeourfe concerning Truth. But his 
Mouth was quickly ftopt ; for he was nothing but a Notionift, and 
not in Poffi(/ion, of what he talked of. 

Whrk I was here, there tame a Great Woman of Beverlf , to 
fpeak with Jufiice Hotham 'about fome Bufinels ; and in Diftourle 
(he told him. That the lajl SMath-dap (as fhe called it) there Wits an 
Angel of Spirit came into the Church at Beverly, and fpake the wonderful 
things of God, to the ajlomjhment of all that were there ; And when it 
had done, it pajfed away ; and they did not know, whence rt'came, -mr 
whither ft went; But it afomfhed all, both PrteU, Profjfors and 
Magifirates of the Town. This Relation JuJiice Hoiham givio me af- 
terwards; aiwl then I gave him an Account, ho'v f had been that 
Day it Beverly-Steeple-houfe ', and had declared Tr«r/.» totlae Priejl 
and there : 

There was in the County thereabouts tome Noted Prkjls, and 
Dotlors, that Juftice Botham had acquaintance with, and he wotifd 
fain have them fpeak with me ; and oficad to fend for them, under 
pretence of lobe Bufinefe he had with them : but 1 wilb’d him not 
to dofo. 

Now when tire Firfl Day of the Wttk ws cowKi Jstfike Hothm 
walked out with me into thcl'ields ; and then com- 

ing up aftei ut, Jttfihe Botham left us, and returned home; bijc 
Captain Putfloe wenewith me into the Steeplt-houfe, And when the 
Priejl bad' done, I fpake to both Priefi aetA Peewit ; and declared to 
them the Word' of Life and Truth, and direOed tlwiw, where they 
might find thin Teacher, tire Lord Jefm Chrijl. Some of the People 
wefe Convinced' there that Diy, and received thtTruth, and ftand faff 
in it ; and have a fine Meeting tbere-a-'#ays to this Day. 


In 
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j 5 ^ I. In the Afternoon I went to another Steej/le-houfe, about Three Miles 
iy'VK) oft’, where preached a great High-Pritft, called a Doiivr fbeing 
of them, whom Jujltce Hothm would have lent for, to have fpo- 
ken wirfi me.) So I went intothe Steefle-houfe, and flayed, till the 
Py/>/ had done (Now the Words, which he took for his Twr, were 
thefe; Ho, every One that Thirjieth, come je to the Witers, and 
he thit hith no Money, come ye, buy And ear, ye a come, buy H''ine and 
Milk without Money and without Price.) Then was I moved of the 
Lord God to fay unto him ; Come down, thou deceiver ; Dofi thou bid 
People, Cowe freely, andtakeof theWater of Life freely, and yet thou 
takeH Three hundred Pounds a Year of them, for preaching the Scri- 
ptures to them ! Mayefi not thou blufh for fbme 1 Did the Prophet 
Ifaiah and Chrift do fo, who fpake the Words, and gave them forth 
freely ? Did not Chrijl fay to his Minifiers, whom he fent to preach, 
Freely ye have received, freely give ? So the PrieSl, like a Man ama- 
zed, haflned away. And alter he was gone, and had left \(\s block, 
I had as much Time, as I could defire, to fpeak to the People. And 
I direQed them from the Darknefs to the Light, and to the Grace of 
God, that would Teach them, and bring them Salvation ; and to the 
Spirit oi Goi;fin their Inward Parts, which would be a free Teacher 
unto them. 

Then, having Cleared my felf amongfl that People, I returned 
to y«/?/Vf //or/rrfw’s Houfe that Night ; who when I came in, took 
me in his Arms, and faid .* His Houfe was my Houfe , for he was 
exceeding glad at the worko\ \\itLord, and that his Power was Re- 
vealed. Then he told me, Why he went not with me to the Steeple- 
houfe in the Morning, and what Reafonings he had in himfelf about 
it : for he thought, if lie had gone with me to the Steeple-houfe, the 
officers cvould have put me to him ; and then he (hould havebecn (b 
put to it, that he fhould not have known, what to have done : But 
he was glad, he faid, when Captain Purfloe came up to go with 
me. Yet neither of iheni was dreii, nor had their BWr about their 
Necks. And it was a ftrange thing then, to fee a Man come into a 
Steeple-houfe without a Band; YttCaptain Purjloe went in with me 
without his Band ; the Lord's Power and Truth had fb aftefted him, 
tliat he minded it not. 

From hence I pafted on through the Country, and came at Night 
to zn Inn, where was a Company of rude People and I bid the 
Woman of the Houfe, if (he had any Meat, to bring me fome : But 
becaufc I faid Thee and Thou to her, Ihe looked flrangelyon me. 
Then I asked her, if {he hzd any Milk ? and llie faid. No. I was 
lenfiblc, fhe fpake falfly : And feeing a Churn Handing in the Room, 
and being willing to try her further, I asked her ; If flie had any 
Cream ? fhe denied, that fhe had any. Now there flood a Churn in 
the Room, and a little Boy playing about it, put his Hands into it, 
and pulled it down ; and threw ail the Cream on the Floor before my 
Hyes. Thus was the Woman inanifefted to be a Liar. The Woman 
was amazed, and blefl her felf, and took up the Child, and whipt it 
Ibrely : But I reproved her for her Lying and Deceit. After the 
Lord had thus difeovered her Deceit and Perverfneft, I M^alked out of 
t)ie Houfe, and went away, till I came to a Stack of Hay, and lay in 

the 
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the Hij-Sttek that Night, in Rtin and Sttorv ; it being but Three 1651. 
J}ajs before the Time called Chrifim<a. L/V>J 

Tha»fjt/<<47 I came into , whei'e were feveral People, that york. 
were very tender. And upon the Ftrfi-Da/ of the fVeek following 
I was Commanded of the Lord, to go to the great Minftetf and 
fpeak to Priejl Eorvlet and his Hearers in their great Cathedral. Ac- 
cordingly I went : and when the Prieft had done, ftold them ; Jhad 
fomething from the Lord God to fpeak to the Prieft and People. Then 
fay on quickly, laid a Profejfor, that was among them ; for it was 
Projl and Snowfznd very Cold Weather. Then I told them ; Thu 
rvas the Word of the Lord God unto them, that they lived /» Words ; 
hut God Almightly looked for Fruits among f thern. As loon as the 
Words were out of my Mouth, they hurried me out, and threw me 
down the Steps : but I got up again without hurt, and went to my 
Lodging again ; and fevcral were Convinced there. For the very 
Groans, that arofc from the Weight and Oppreffion, that was upon the 
Spirit of God in me, would open People, and ftrike them ; and 
make them Confels, That the Groans, which brake fot'th through me, 
did reach them : For my Life was burthened with their Profeffon 
without PojfeffoH, and Words without Fruit. 

Now after I had done my prelent Service in Tork, and that feveral 
vretc Convinced these, and received the Truth of God, add were 
turned to his Teaching ; I palTed out of Tork, and looked towards 
Cleaveland. And I uw, there was a People, that had tailed of the 
Power of God ; and I law then, there was a Seed in that Country, 
and that God had an humble People there. So I palTed onwards that 
Night ; and a Papijl overtook me , and talked to me of his Religion, 
and of their Meetings : and I let him fpeak all that was in his Mind. 

That Night I ftayed at an Ale^houfe', and the next Morning I was 
moved of the Lord to fpeak the Word of the Lord to this Papijl. 

So I went to his Houle, and declared againft his Religion, and alt 
their Superjlitious Ways ; and told him, that God was come to teach 
hie People himfelf This put the Papijl into fuch a Rage, that he could 
not then endure to ftay in his own Houle. 

The next day I came to Burraby, where there was a Priejl, and Burrabf. 
feveral Friendly People Met together : Many of the People were Con- 
vinced, and have continued faithful ever lince ; and there is a great 
Meeting of Friends in that Town. The Priejl allb was forced to 
Confels to Truth, though he Came not into it. 

The I palled to C/e4ve/4»<l,amongft thole People, that cieavt. 

had tailed of the Power of God ; They had formerly had great Meet-* land. 
ings, but were then all lhattered to pieces ; and the Heads of them 
turned Ranters. I told them, ‘ That after they had had fuch Mtet- 

* ings, they did not uponGod to feel his Poweri to gather thcit 
‘ Minds Inward , that they might feel his Prefence and Power a- 
‘ mongft them in their Meetings, to fit down therein, and Wait up- 

* on him : for they had fpoken themfelves dry ; they had fpent their 
‘ Portion, and not living in that, which they fpakeof, they were 
‘ now become DRT, They had fomc kind of Meetings ftill : but 

* they took Tobacco, and drank Ale in their Meetings ; and were 
' grown light and loofe. But my Meftage unto them from the Lori 

* I was, 
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1^51. was, ‘ That they fhould all come together again, and to ftel 
y'V^ ‘ the Lord's Power And Spirit in thtmfelves^ to gather tiiein to Chttft, 
Cleave- ‘ that they might be taught of him, who fays, Le»rm of mt. For 
land, i vfhen they had declared, that which the Lord had ofiened to 
‘ them, then the People were to receive it ; and both the Sftders and 
‘ Hearers were to live in that themfelves. But when thelc had 00 
‘ more to declare, but went to leek Forms without Life ; that made 
‘ themfelves dry and hmen^ and tlie People alio : and from thence 
‘ came all their Lofs t for the Lord renews his Mercies and his 
‘ ,S'rre»grAtothem thitlVait uforthm. The Heads of thefe People 
came to nothing : but moft of the Yeopie came to be Convinuiy 
and received God’s everlafting Truth, and continue a Mrer/og to 
this day ; fitting under the Teaching of the Lord Jtfus Chrift, their 
Savioui. 

Upon tlie Firfl day of the next W etk the Word of the Lord came to 
me to go to the SteepU-houfe there ; which I did. And when the 
)?rie(i had done, I fpake the Truth to him and the Yeople, and direded 
them to their Teacher within, Chrift Jefus, their free Teacher, that 
had bought them. The Pr«/? came to me ; and I had a little Dife 
courfewith him : but he was (boa ftopt, and filent. Then, being 
Clear of the Place, I paifed away, having had feveral A/fer/’/igr a- 
mongft thofe Peo{>le. 

Though at this time the Snow was very deep ; yet I kept traveling ; 
And going through the Country, came xo a Market-Town, where I 
met with many Profejfors, witli whom I had much Realbning i and 
I asked them many C^eftions, which they were not able to Anfwcr ; 
but faid. They had never had fuch deep Qjneftions put to them in alt 
their Lives. 

Stith- From them I went to another Place called Stath, where allb 
I met with many Profejfors , and feme Ranters. I had great 
Meetings amongft them , and a great Convincement there was , 
and many received the Truth : amongft whom One was an Ancient 
Man of an hundred Tears of Age ; Another was a Chief Conftaile ; 
and a third was a Prie/l, whofe Name was Philip Scafe: Him the 
Lord, by bis free Spirit, did afterwards make a free of his 
free Gofptl. 

The Priejl of this Town was a lofty Prieft, and did much Opprefi 
the People for his Tithes : for if they w'ent a Ftjhing many Leagues 
oB’, he would make them pay the Tithe-Money, of what they made 
of their Ftjh ; though they catched them at a great diftance, and 
carried them as far as Tarmeuth to fell. Now I was moved to go to 
the Steeple-houfe there, to declare the Truth, and lay open the 
PritA, And when I had fpoken to the Prieff, and laid hisOppr^ng 
of^the People upon him, he fled away. The Chief of the Parifi 
were very light and vain : So after I had fpoken the Word of Life to 
them, I turned away from them, becaufe they did not receive it ; 
and left them. But the Word of the Lord, which I had declared 
amongft them, ftuck with feme of them ; lb that at Night feme of 
the Heads of the Parifb came to me : arid moft of them were Co*- 
vinced and latisfied, and confeft to the Truth. Thus the Truth began 
to fpread -up and down that Country, and great Meetings wthted j

So I'illopO 
aphiaMoufh, that hccoiddlay nomorr ; andiaiL'hisFeliOMi^/(4/;ter.r 
were (fenced! : forlicwastikeP/iiiai of cl'iein. Ihcn fcalledilor the 
Oppreffitg Ptieff but he came not: Only' the db/aA came ; 
bm hts. IMonth was loon ftopt with a very few Wonds’; he beinig out) 
of ihe Ltfe oi' what he did pofcfik. Ihenhad I a good Opportunity 
wkh the Peopdf ; and I laid opeti Dhe Ranee/ ty Faidtingthem with the 
old Ranters in ^sodom. And the Priep I manifelfed W)>be' of the 
fame ftatnp with thei* PePiaw-Hm-lings, ohe falfe Prophets^ of old, 
andihe Prtsp dsat then; bore tula ovea the I^apb by their Mianty 
fetking fur thmr h»ai» from their ffmmmy. Divamg for Money-y and 
Jtachmg for fitdjf Lture : and fa) I brought aJf ihe Propliets, and 
Chritt'r' »n»t the Apoftles over the tfeads of die Pmjis, Ihe wing, 
how the Prophets', C'.hriflraisd theApofUes hat) long fmcc-diltovered* 
ehf m by ihefe Marks and Fntits'- Thew I direfl:^ PeopHe to chein 
lamardi 'Seaekry CJwiiV jelus their Saiviour; and 1 preached' up 
Chrift in the l^aits of his Peopfev wli«» aJl tfiefe M7«»/<«erwera 
laid low. The People were ait qaiea, and the Gaio(&ycrs Mouths 
were ftopped : for ihougb they broiledi inwarGHy, yet the Power 
botivid thenii down), ohai tiky could not brcait out. 

After ihc Meeth^ wasovrer, PmSeottifk Pritffit&xad me tO' walfe 
widr hkn Atop oi abc €iiffs^ Whereupon I ealied a Bropker-itp-latp 
of Ivisy who was in feme meafiire. I'om/iaoedy and defired him to go 
with me, telling biro; I was willing to haTefome Body by, to hear, 
wbai wc faidi ;, left ilw Priefi, wheie t was gone, fhould report any 
thing of me, wbicli 1 diid not fiiy. So we went together ; and af 
we walked, the fVigJ aehed; me; mony rhings concemiBg the Lights 
anti coweriwng ihe ikui r Toall w-hleh I ardwered him fuWy. When 
he bad dionc qaeftioning, wc parred ; and he Weao hb way : and as 
he went, mcciingwith theother Prfe/, Philip Scafe, that wasCe;»- 
'vmctdy he brake his Cain agai<*ft the' Grotsnd in Madoefe, and faid, 

/f ever he met nith me he tvouid h/m rnyfftfe, or I jhould have 
kf, adding, that he vtodd gim his HeacL, ff I wat not knotkt down 
, I a within 
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1651, within A Month. By this fr/eWf fulpeded, his intent was, in defi- 
ring nac to walk with him alone, either to have Thrufi me down from 
stath. off the Cliffy or to have done me fome other Mifthief: And that 
when he law himfelf fruftrated in that, by my having one with me, 
that made him ri|e fo. But I feared neither [txsPrefhecies, nor his 
Thrtits : for I feared God Almighty, But Ibme Friends, through 
their Atfedion to me, feared much, that this Prieft would do tnc 
fbme Mifchiefy or let on Others to do it. Yet after (bme Years, this 
very Scotch Prieft, and his Wife allb came to be Convinced of 
the Truth ; and about Twelve Tears after this I was at their Houle. 

After this there came another Priejl to a Meeting, where Iwas, 
(one that was in Repute above all the Prie/ls m the Country) and 
as I was fpeaking in the Meeting, That the Gofpel was the Power of 
God, and how it brought Life and Immortalttji to Light in Men, and 
fo was turning People from Dsrknefs to the Light ; this high-flown 
Priejl laid, 2% Gofpel was Mortal. 1 told him, The true Minifter 
faid, The Gofpel was the Power of God ; and would he make the 
Power of God Mortal f Upon that, the other Prieft, Philip Scafe, 
that was Convinced, and had felt the Immortal Power of God in him- 
felf, took him up, and reproved him; and Iba greatDifputearole 
between them : the Convinced Prieft holding, that the Gofpel was 
Immortal j and the other Prieft holding, that it was Mortal. But 
the LordU Power was too hard for this Oppoftng Prieft, and flopp’d 
his Mouth : And many People were Convinced, feeing the Darknefs, 
that was in the Oppofng Prieft, and the Light that was in the Con- 
vinced Prieft. 

Then another Prieft lent to have a Difpute with me, and Friends 
wen^ with me to the Houfe, where he was: But whenheunder- 
ftood, we were come, he ftipt out of the Houfe, and hidhimfclf un- 
der an Hedge. The People went to feek him, and found him ; but 
could not get him to come to us. Then I went to a Steeple-houfe hard 
by there, where the Prieft and People were in a great rage : This 
Pr/fj? had threatned Friends, what he would do ; but when I came 
there, he would notftand, but fled: for the Lor:!’/ Power came over 
him and them. Yea, the Lord’s Everlafting Power was over the 
World, and did reach to the Hearts of People, and made both Pr/ey// 
and Profeffors tremble. It Ihook the earthly and airy Spirit, in which 
OS’ they held their Profeffionoi Religion iod Worjhip lb that it was a 
dreadful thing unto them, when it was told them, The Man in 
Leathern Breeches is come. At the hearing thereof the Priefts in ma- 
ny Places would get out of the way ; they werefoftruck with the 
dread oltho Eternal Power of God: 2iUd Fear furprizedth^ Hypocrites. 
Whitby. From this Place we palled to Whitby and Scarborough, 'whtxt we had 
scariw- Come Service for the Lord ; and there are large Meetings fettled there 
wowi's. ‘^ce. From thence I pafled over the Wowls to Malton, where we 
Maiton. had great Meetings ; as we had allb at the Towns thereabouts. At 
one of thofe Towns there was a Prieft lent me a Challenge, to difpute 
with me : But when I came, he would not come forth. So I had a 
good Opportunity with the People, and the Lord^s Power feized up- 
on thein : And one, who had been a Wild, drunken Man, was reached 
therewith, fo that he came to me as lowly, as a Lamb ; though he and 
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his had before font for Dr/W, to make the rude People 165 r. 
drttnkf on purpofe, that they might abufe us. So when the ?rieji 
would not come forth, I was moved to go to the Steefk-honfe there ; 
and the Pr/W? was Confounded, and the LoreCs Pomr came over 
all. 

On the FirJi-dajf following, there came one of the higheft I»de- 
ftndtnt-Vrofe^orsy a WomM, who had let in fuch a PrfjWrVt againft 
me, that fhe fajd, before fhc came. She could willingly have gone to 
feemehin^d. But when fhe came, Ihe was ; and remains 

a Friend. 

Then I turned to Mtlton again, and very great Meetings there 
were ; to which feveral People more would have come, but durft 
not for fear of their ReUtions : for it was thought a itrange thing 
then, to freuhin Houfes, and not go to xhtChurch (as they call’d it;) 

{b that I was much defircd, to go and fpeak in the Steefle-houfes. 

One of the writ to me, and invited me to yreech in his Steeple- 
houfe ; calling me his Brother : Another Prr>y?, a noted Man, kept a 
LtHure there. Now the Lord had fliewed me, while I was in Dtr- 
by-^rifon^ That I [hould fpeak in Steepie*houfes, to gather People from 
thence ; and a Concern lometimes would come upon my Mind about 
the PulpitSy that the Priefis lolled in. For the Steeple-houfes and Pul- 
pits were olfenfive to my Mind, becaufe both Priefis and People called 
them the Houft of God, and Idolized them; reckoning, that 
dwelt there in iUq outward Houfe ; whereas they Ihould have looked 
for God and Lhrifl to dwell in their Hearts, and their Bodies to be made 
the Temples of God : for the Apoftle laid, God dwelleth not in Temples 
made with Hands : But by realbn of the People’s Idolizing thofe 
Places, it was counted an heinous thing to declare againlf them. Now 
when I came into the Steeple-hoofe, there were not palTing Eleven 
Hearers’, and the Priefl was preaching to them. But after it was 
known in the Town, that I was in the Steeple-houfe, it was loon filled 
with People. When the Priefl, that preacht that day, had done, 
he lent the other Priefl, that had Invited me thither, to bring me up 
into the Pulpst ; but I lent back Word to him, that I needed not to 
go into the Pulpit. Then he fenttome again, defiring me to go up 
into it ; for (he Paid) it was a better Place, and there I might be 
feen of the People. 1 Icut him Word again, I could be feen and 
heard well enough, wdierc I was ; and that I came not there to hold 
up fuch Placet, nor their Maintenance and Trade. Upon my faying 
fo, they began to be angry, and Paid, Thefe Falfe Prophets were to 
come in the lafl Times. Their faying fo, grieved many of the People ; 
and Pome began to murmur at it. Wiiereupon I Hood up, and 
defired all to be quiet : and ftepping upon an High Seat, ‘I declared 
‘ unto them the Marb of the falfe Prophets ; and Ihewed, 7 hat they 
‘ were already come : and fet the true Prophets, and Chrift and his Apo- 
‘ ftlcs over them ; and manifelled, thele to be out of the Steps of 

* the true Prophets, and of Chrift and his Apoftlcs. And I direfted 

* the People to their Inward Teacher, Chrift jefus, who would turn 
‘ them from the Darknefs to the Light. And having opened divers 
‘ Scriptures to them, I direfiled them to the Spirit oi God in themlelves, 

‘ by which they might come to him ; and by which they might allb 

‘come 
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1651. ‘come to know, whothc SohL«ifrghafda large 

time among them, I departed in Peace. 

Pickcriog. After fome time, traveling in the Country, I came to 

where in the Stetple-heufe the 'Jujiutshtld ihetr St^orts ; Judlice 
being Chairman ; and I had a Mer/z/jj in tlie 
at the fame time ; and abundance cf Vriejls and Profejfors^ came to 
it, asking j^tfiions\ which were Anfmrtd ro tlreir Satisfaflron. 
And it being S^ons^timi , four Chitf-ConjlahUs, and many other 
People were Cottvinetd drat day. And word was carried to Juftice 
RobinJo»y that his Pr/Viif was Overihrom md Convinced ; whom he 
Irad a Love to, more than to all the Priejis btfidts. After tire Meet- 
ing was done, we went to an Inn, and Jollice Rol>infon*s Priefi was 
very lowly and loving ; and would have paid for my Dinner : but T 
would by no means fuifer it. Then he offered, thatlfhould have 
his Steefk-hoaje to preach in ; But 1 denied it, afKl told him and 
the People , That 1 tme to bring them off from fucb thingt 
to Chrili, 

The wjt/ Morning I went up, with the Chief-Conjiables, and 
feme others, to vifit jnffee Robinfon ; wlio met me at his Chamber- 
door. I told iiim, I could not honour him with Min's Honour ; and 
be faid, He did not look for it. So I went into Iris Chamber, and 
opened to him tlie Sate of the fulfe Prophets, and of therr»f Pro- 
phets ; and fet the true Prophets, and Chrilf, and the Apfllcs over 
the other ; and direded his Mind to ChriJDus Tetchers ; and opened 
to him the Pirtbles, and how Eleliion and Reprobttion ftood ; as that 
Fefroliatiozj ftood in the jirjl Birth, and EleBion (food in the fecond 
Birth ; I Ihewcd alfo, what the Promife of Gofiwasto, and what 
the Judgment of Cod was againfl: He ConfclTed to it all ; and was 
fo opened with the Truth, that when another Jujisce, that was pre- 
lent, made Ibme little Oppojition ; he Informed liim. At our parting 
he laid, It wis very well, thtt I did txercife that Gift, which God had 
given me ; And he took the Chief-Confiablet afidc, and would have 
given them fome Monty, to have given me, faying; He would not 
have me be at iny Charge in their Country : but they told him, That 
they themfelves could not get me to take any Money, and fo accept- 
ing ]iis Kindnels, refuted his Money. 

From thence I palfed up into the Country, and tlie Priefi that cal- 
led me Brother (in whofe Schaol-houft I had the Meeting at Pickering) 
went along with me. When we came into a Town to bait, the Bells 
rang: W hereupon I asked, What the Be//r r^zr^ lor ? And they 
laid , for me to preteh in the Stetple-honfe. After Ibme Time I 
felt Drawings that way r And as I walked to the Steeple-houfe ; I 
faw, the People were gathered together in the Steeple-houfe-yard. 
The Old Priefi would have had me gone into the Stcepk-houfe ; but 
1 (kid. Nay, it was no matter : But it was Ibmcthing (1 range to the 
People, that I would not go into that, which they called the Hoafe 
pf God. Then I ftood up in the Steeple-hemfe-yard, and declared to 
‘ the People, ‘That I came not to bold up their Idol-Temples, nor 
‘ their PriVy^r, nor their not thC\r Augmentations, nor their 
‘ Priefi s-wagts, nor their JeanJb and Heathenijh Ceremonies and Tradi- 
*ti(m (for I (lenyed all thefc) and told them, that that of 

‘ Ground 
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Ground wiS no (HOtt Hol^t thattsnothcr Piece of Grbund. And t 165 r. 

* (hewed tlietn, that the ApOftles going into the ^em Sj/ntgoguts and 
‘ Temfles, which God had Commanded, was To trijig PtoHe e/ from 
‘that TmfUy and thofe Sym^guet, and from the Oferhgt and 
‘ Titkes^ and Cervetoui Prkfis of that Time. And that fuch, as came 
‘ to be Convimtd of the Truth, and Converted to it, and believed in 

* Jefiis Chrift, whom the Apoftles preached ; they met together after- 
‘ wards in Dmlling'-HoHfet. And that all who prtach Chrift, the 
^•Wordoi Lifey ought to preteh freely as the Apolflcs did ; and as 
‘ he had Commanded, bo I was fent of the Lord God of J-feavtfi and 
‘ Eirthto preach freely ; and to bring People off from thele outward 
‘ Temples made withHinisyVnlxvAi God dwelieth not in;that they might 
‘ know their Bodies to become the Temples of God and of Chrsft : 

‘ And to draw People off from all their Superfiitms Ctremontesy and 
‘ ferviff) and Heathettijh CuflomSy Traditions and Doctrines of Men ; 

‘and from all the World’s Hirelittg-Teachersy that take Tithes and 
‘ great fVages, prtathing for Hire, and divining for Money, whom 
‘ God and Chrift never lent, as thcmrelvesconltfs, when they fay ; 

‘ They never heard God?s Voice, nor ChrijlU Voice. Therefore I ex*- 
‘ horted the People to come off from ail thefe things, and dire£fed 
‘ them to the Spirit and Grate of God in themlelVes, and to the Light 
‘ of Jefiu in their own Hearts ; that they might come to know Chrijl, 

‘ their Free Teacher, to bring them Salvation, and to open the 

* Scriptures to them. Thus the Lord gave me a good Opportunity 
araongft them, to open things largely onto them ; and all was qui- 
et, and many were Convinced : BlelTcd be the Lord. 

I palTed on to another Town, where there was another great Meet- 
ing, and the Old Priejl before-mentioned Went along with me ; and 
there came Profejfors of (cvcral forts to it. Now I (ate on an Haf-Jlack, 
and fpake nothing for feme Hours .• for I was to fami(h them from 
Words. And the Profejfors would ever and anOn be fpeaking to the 
Old Prieft, and asking him, When I ttould bit inf and when t would 
fpeak? And he bad them Waif, and told That the People 

waited upon ChriB a long while, before he fpake. ' At lall I was moved 
of the Lord to fpeak ; and they were (truck, by the LorcEs Power, 
and the Word of Life reached tothcih,' and there a. General Con- 

vincement among(t them. 

From hence I pa(Ted on, the Old Prieft being (till with me, and 
feveral others. And as we went along, (bme People called to the 
Old Prieft, artd (aid ; Afr. Boyes, We owe yon fame Money for Tithes, 
pray come and take it. But the Old Prieft threw up hit Hands, and 
laid ; He had enough, he tWuld have none of it ; they might keep it : 

And, he praifed the Lord, he had enough. 

At length wc came to this Old PriOfi Steeple-houfe in the Moo^t: 

And when we were come into ir, the Old Prieft went before me, and ^ffcMocfrt 
held open tht Pulpit-Door ; but I forbad him, and told him, I 
fliould not go into it. This Steeple-houfe was very much painted ’, 
and I told him and the People, That t'lte painted Beaft had a paintid 
Houfe. Then I opened to them the Rifi dt all thofe Houfes, and their 
Superftitious Ways ; (hewing tbfsttt, that as the End of the Apo- 
Ifles going into the Temple and Synagogues, which God had Com- 
. manded, 
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manded, was not to hold them up ; but to bring them to Chrift^ 
the Sutfisacei So the End of my coming there, was not, to hold up 
theft Temflts, Priejti and Tithes ^ which God had never Commanded ; 
but to bring them off from all theft things, to Christ the Suhfime. 
Sol Ihewed them the Trae Worjbipf which Chrift had fet up : and 
diftinguiOied unto them Chriji the True Wtj^ from all the fdfe fV ijs; 
opening the Purthks to them, and turning them from the Dtrknefs 
to the true Lights that by it they might fee themfelvcs and their Sins^ 
and ChriJl their Stviour i that believing in him, they might be faved 
from their Sius. 

After this we went to one BirdePs Houfe, where I had a great 
Mmirtg ; and this OU Pritfi accompanied me ftill,lcaving his Steefk- 
hottfe ; For he had been looked upon, as a famous Fr/e/, above Ccw- 
mofi-frujer-MetSy and PreshjterSy and Independents too. ^fore he was 
Convincedy he would have gonefometimes into their Steefle-houjesy 
and have preached : For he had been a zealous Man in his Way. 
And when they have Complained of him to Jupce Hothm , he 
would bid them, Difirein his Horfe, for travelling on the LortPs Dey 
(as he call’d it : ) But Hothm did that only to pur them off ; for he 
knew, the Fr/V/? uftd no Horjoy but travelled on Foot. 

Now came I up through the Country again towards Crent(!ck, to 
Captnin Purp's and Jupce Hothm\ who received me kindly ; be- 
ing glad, that the Lord^s Power had fo appeared ; and that Truth 
was Iprcad, and fo many had received it ; and that Jupce Rohtnfon 
waslo Civil. And Jupce Hothem faid ; If God had not raifed up 
this Princifkof Light ini Lifey which I preached, the Nation had 
been over-run with Rmtrifmy and all the 'jupces in the Nation could 
not have (lopped it with all their Laws : Becauft (faid he) they would 
have fiidy as we faid, and done as we Commanded ; and yet have 
kept their own Principle ftill. But this Principle of Truth ('faid he) 
overthrows their Principle and the Root and Ground thereof ; and 
therefore fhe faid^ he was glad, the Lord had raifed up this Prin- 
ciple of Life and Truth. 

From thence I travelled up latoHoldernefs, and came to a Jupce' s 
Houfcy whoft Name was Pearfon ; where there was a very tender 
IVoman, that believed in the Truth, and was fo affe£ted therewith, 
that (lie faid ", She could have left all, and have followed 
me. 

Thence I went to Oram, to one George Hartifeh ; where many of 
that Town were Convinced. On the firpDay 1 was moved to go into 
the Steeple-houfe, where the PrieSf had got another PrieSt to help him; 
And a many Profejfors and Contenders were got together. But the 
Lord*s Power was over all , and the Priep fled away , and a 
great deal of good Service I had for the Lord amongft the 
People. And fome of thoft great Profeflbrs were Convinced, and 
became honeft faithful Friends', being Men of Account in the 
Place. 

The next day Friends and friendly People having left me, I tra- 
veled alone, declaring the Day of the Lord amongft People in the 
Towns, where I came ; and warning them to Repent. And as I tra- 
veled one day, I came towards Night into a Town called Patring- 

ton ; 
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ton; aad as I walked along the Town, I warned both Pritfi and 1652. 
Fcofle (for the Pritfi was in the Street) to Rtftnty a»d turn to tht 
Lori. Now it grew i*rk, before I ume to the End of the Town ; Patflng- 
and a Multitude of People gathered about me, tod I declared the 
fVoriof Life unto them. And when I had cleared my fclf, I went 
to an I»», and defired them to let me have a Loigiitg ; but they 
would not. Then I defired them to let me have a little A/irar, or 
Mi/kf and I would pay them for it ; but they would not. Sol walk- 
ed out of the Town, and a Company of ft/io»s follow’d me, and 
asked me; fVk 4 t News? And I bid them Rtftnt^ Mi fetr the Lori, 

After I was gone a pretty way out of the Town, I came to another 
Hou/cf and I defired the People of that Houle to let me have a little 
Medt, and Drink^ and Lodging for my Money ; but they would not 
neither, but denied me. Then I went to another Honfe^ and defired 
the fame ; but they refufed me allb. By this time it was grown fo 
itrky that I could not fee the High-wty ; but 1 difeerned a Ditehf 
and got a little W^artr, and rcfrelhed my felf. Then I got over the 
Ditth; and bein^ weary with traveling, 1 fate down amongif the 
FurzrkfheSy till it was day. About hreje of Doy I got up, and paf- 
ftd on the Fields ; and a Man came after me with a great Pike-Sttffy 
and went along with me to a Town ; And he railed the Town upon 
me, with the Confiahle and Chief-Confiokte, before the Sun was up. 

So I declared God's EverUfiing Truth amongfi them, warning them 
of tbez/a/of the lori, that was coming upon all and 
and exhorted them to Repent. But they feized on me, and had me 
back again to Potrington^ about three Mtles, guarding me with 
IVdtch-BillSf and Pikes^ and Staves iad Halberds. Now when I was 
come back to Patringtouy all the Town was in unVproar; and the 
Priefi and Confiables were confulting together : So I had another Of>* 
portunity to declare the IVorioi Lsfe amongft them, and warn them 
to Repent. At la ft a Proftjfor, a tender Man, called me into his Houfe, 
and there I took a little Milk and Bread ; having not eaten for fome 
Days before. Then they gui rded me about Nine Mites to a Jufiite ; 
and when I was come near his Houle, there came a Man riding after 
us, and asked me. Whether I was the Man^ that was apprehended? 

And I asked him. Wherefore he asked i* And he faid, For no hurt ; 
and I told him, I was : So he rode away to the Jujlice before us. 

The Men, that guarded me, faid ; It was nelly if tht Juftice was not 
drunk, before we got to him : for he ufei to be drunki early. Now 
when I was brought in before him, becaufc I did not put off my Haty 
and faid Thou to him, he asked the Man, that rode thither before me. 
Whether I was na mazed, or fond f But the Mao told him, No ; it 
was my Prinsiple. Then I warned him to Repent, and come to the 
Light, which Chrift had enlightned him withal ; that by it he might 
lee all his evil Words and ASItons, that he had fjxiken and a£fed (his 
ungodly Ways he had walked in, and his ungodly Words he had fpo* 
ken) and to return to Chrift Jefus, wbilft he had time ; and that 
whilft be had Time, he Ihould prize it. Ay, Ay, faid he, the Light, 
that is fpoken of in tht third of John : I defired him, that he would 
mind it, and obey it. And as 1 admooilbed him, I laid my Hand 
upon him ; and he was brought down by the Power of the Lori i 
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1652. And all the Wntch-mtn flood mizecl. Then he took me into a little 
Parlour with the other Man, and defired to fee, what I had in my 
Patring- Pockets, of Letters^ or Intelligence i and I plucked out my Linnen, 
ton- and flicwed him, that I had no Letters : So he faid, He is not a Fa- 
grant by his Linnen : and then he let me at Liberty. Then I went 
back to Patrington again, with that Man, that had ridden before me 
to the JuJifce ; for he lived at Patrington. When I came there, he 
would have had me have bad a Meeting at the Qrofsi But I faid. It 
was no matter, his Houfe would flrve. Then he defired me to go to 
Bed, or lie dorvn upon a Bed: Which he did, that they might fay, 
they had feen me in a Bed, or upon a Bed ; for they had got up a Re- 
port, that I would not lie on any Bed, becaufe at that time I lay 
many times without Doors. Now when the Firjl-dap of the (Veek 
was come, I went to the Steeple-houfe, and declared the Truth to the 
Priefi and People : and the People did not molefl me ; for jJie Power 
of God was come over them. Then prefently after! had a great 
Meeting at that Man’s Houfe, where 1 lay : And many that day were 
Convinced there of the Lord^s Everlafling Truth ; who fland faithful 
WitnelTes fot it to this day. And they were exceeding lorry 
and grieved, that they did not Receive me, nor give me Lodging, 
when I was there before. 

nri-Jhire. Pfom hence I Traveled through the Country, even to the fur- 
theft part thereof; Warning People, both in Towns and in Coun- 
try-Villages, to Repent ; and direfting them to Chrift Jefus their 
Teacher. 

On the b'irft-dajf of the IVeek I came to one Colonel Overt on*i 
Houfe, and had a great Meeting of the Prime of the People of that 
Country ; where many things were opened out of the Scriptures, 
which they had never heard before in all their Lives : and many 
were Convinced, and received the IVord of Life, zad were fettled 
in the Truth of God. 

Patring- Tlien I returned to Patrington again, and vifited thole Friends, 
ton- that were Convinced there; by whom I underftood, that zTajlor, 
and fome wild Blades in that Town had occafioned my being carried 
before thejujlice. The Taylor came to ask me forgivenefs, fearing, 
I would Complain of him : The Conftahles alfo were afraid, left I 
Ihould trouble them : But I forgave them all, and warned them to 
turn to the Lord, and to amend their Lives. Now that which made 
them the more afraid, was this : When I was in the Steeple-houfe at 
Oram not long before, there came a Profeffor, and gave me a Pujb 
on the Breafi in the Steeple-houfe, and bid me, Get me out of the 
Church : Alas, poor Man, faid I, doft thou call the Steeple-houfe the 
Church? The Church is the People, whom God hath purchafed with 
his Blood, and not the Houfe. It happened, that ^ufice Hotham 
cajue to hear of this Man’s Jhufe done to me ; and lent his Warrant 
for him, and bound him over to the S^ons : So affefted was he with 
the ; and fo Zealous to keep the Pwre. And indeed, this^^w- 
jlice Hotham had asked me before, whether any People had meddled 
with me, or abuled me ? But I was not to tell him any thing of that 
kind ; but was to forgive all. 
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From PatringtM I went to fevcral Gre»t Mtn^s H«»fes^ warning 
them CO : Some Received me lovingly, and idme (lighted 
me. Thus 1 palTcd on through the Country : Aud at Night came 
to another Tewn, where I defired Lodging Meaty and I would 
pay for it : But they would not Lodge me, except I would go to the 
Confidle, which was the Cuftotn (they (aid) of ail Lodgers at Innsy 
if Strangers. I told them, I (hould not go : for that Cullora was 
for fufpiciotu Perforss ; but I was an Innocent Man. So, after I had 
warned them to Repenty and declared unto them the Dayo{ their 
Vi^tationy and direft^ them to the Light of ChriH and Spirit of Gody 
that they might come to know Salvation, I palFcdaway; and the 
People were (bmeching tendered, and troubled afterwards. But M'hen 
it grew dark, I fpied an Hay-Stack, and went, and fate under it all 
Night, till Morning. 

The »fjcr Day I pilfed 'mo 'Hull, admooifliing and warning Peo- 
ple, as I went, 10 intt\ to Chrifi Jefstsy that they might receive Sab 
vation. That Night I got a Lodging ; but was very fore with tra- 
veling on Foot (b far. 

Afterward, pading through the Country, I came to Balky, and 
vifited Friends up and down in thofe Parts ; And then pafTcd into 
the Edge of Nottingham^irey vifiting Friends there : and fo paiTed 
into Lincolnftfire, and vifited Friendi there. And on the Firit-day 
of the fVeek I went to a Stetple-honft on this fide of Trent ; and in the 
Afternoon 1 went to another Steeplt-houfe on the other fide of Trent, 
declaring the Word of Life to the People, and dircfling them to 
the'it Teacher, ChriH Jefsts, who died for them, that they might 
hear him, and receive Salvation by him. Then I went further into 
the Country, and had feveral Meetings therc-aways. And at one 
Meeting, where I was, there came a Great Man, and a PrieH, and 
many Profejfors : but the LoreCs Power came over them all ; and they 
went their ways peaceably. And there came a Man to that Meet* 
ing, who had been at a Meeting before ; and lie railed a falfe Acen- 
fatiomgimfimty and made a Noife up and down the Country, re- 
porting, that I faid ; IwasChrifi'y which was utterly /a^. And 
when I came to Gainsborough, where a Friend had been declaring 
Truth in the Markety the Town and Market-People ijras all in an Up- 
roar ; So I went into a Friendly Maa*s Houfc, and me People rulhed 
in after me ; Ibthat the Houfe was filled with Pro/fjjTdrr, and Difpn- 
tersy and /We People. And this falfe Accufer came in before them 
all, and accufed me openly before all the People, T^4/ /yir<(, I was 
Chrift I and he had got Witneffes to prove the fame: Which fet the 
People into fuch a Rage, that they bad much ado to keep their Hands 
off me. Then was I moved of the Lord God to ftand up upon the 
Table, in the Eternal Power of God, and tell the People, That 
Chrift was in thtnsy except they were Reprobatet ; and that it teas Chrift / 
the Eternal Power of God, dot fpake in me at that time unto them! 
N 6 Ty that Iwas CH R IST. And the People were generally fi- 
lisficd, except himfelf, sifd a froftffor, and his ma falfe Witneffes. 
And I called the Accurst, JndM \ and was moved to tell him, 
Thtitbcw« yWiar, aftd \vAEnd (hould be his; and that tbit 
was the Wotd of the Lori, and of Chrif through me to him. So 
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the Lories Potver came over all, and quieted the Minds of the People, 
and they departed in Peace. But this Judas went away, and Ibort- 
ly after handed himfelf’,, and a Sukt was dnven into his Grave. And 
afterwards the Wicked Priefis railed a Scandal upon us, and re- 
ported, That a Quaker had handed himfdf in Lincolnlhire, and had s 
Stake driven through him. This Faljbood they printed to the Nation, 
adding Sin to Sin; which the Truth and we were clear of: for he 
was no more a Quakery than the Priefiy that printed it ; but was 
one of their own People. But notwithftanding this wicked Slander y 
by which the Advcrfary defigned to defame us, and turn Peoples 
Minds againft the Truth we held forth, many in Lincolt/jhire re- 
ceived the Gofpel , being Convinced of the Lord’s Everlafting 
Truth, and fate down therein under the Lord’s heavenly Teach- 
ing. 

After this I palTed in the Lord’s Power into Torkjhirey and came 
to IVarnfwerth, and wxnt to the Steeflt-houfe in the Fore-noon ; but 
they fhuttlie Door againft me; Yet after a while they let in Thomas 
Aldam, and then Ihut it again ; and the Priejl fell upon him, asking 
him J^uejlions. At laft they opened the Door, and I went in : and 
as foon as I was come in the Priefts fight, lie left Preachingy though 
I faid nothing to him ; for he was in a great Maze, and asked me, 
What have you to fay ? and prelently Cried out, Comty come, I will 
prove them falfe Prophets in Matthew : But he was lb Confounded, 
he could not find the Chapter, Then he fell on me, asking me many 
Quefiiotts ; and I ftood ftill all this while, not laying any thing a- 
mongft them. At laft 1 faid ; Seeing, here are fo many Tdlfejiions 
asked, I may Anfwer them. But as foon as 1 began to fpeak, the Peo- 
ple violently ruQicd upon me, and thtuft me out of the Steeple-houfe 
again, and lockt the Door on me. And as foon as they had done 
their Service, and were come forth, the People ran upon me, and 
inockt me forely with their Staves, threw Clods and Stones at me, 
and abufed me much ; the Priefi allb, being in a great rage, laid 
violent Hands on me himlclf. But I warned them and him of the 
Terrible Day of the Lord, and exhorted them to Repent, and turn to 
Chrift. And being filled with the Lord’s refrelhing Power, I was 
not Icnfible of ^ch hurt I liad received by their Blows. In the 
Afternoon I went to another Steeple-houfe ; but the Prief had 
done, before I got thither : So I preached Repentance to the Peo- 
ple, that were left, and direQcd them to their inward Teacher, Je- 
fus Christ. 

From hence I went to Balby, and fo to Doncafer, where I had 
formerly preach’d Repentance oa the Market-day ; which had made a 
Nolle and Alarm in the Country. On the Firjl-day I went to the 
Steeplt-houfe ; and after the Prieft had done, Ifpaketohim and the 
People, what the Lord God had Commanded me. And they were 
in a great Rage, and hurried me out, and threw medown, and haled 
me before the Magifirates ; and a long Examination they made of 
me, and much Work I had with them : And they threatned my Life, 
if ever I came there again ; and that they would leave me to the 
Mercy of the People. Neverthelcli I declared Truth amongft them, 
and direfted them to the Light of Chrift in them j teftifying unto 
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them, That God tvas come to teach hi'^eopk Hmfelf^ whether they 16 <^2. 
would hear, or whether they would forbeat^^ After a while they put us 
out (for fome Friends ww with mt) zmong the rude Multitude ; 
and they fioned us down the Streets^And there was an luu-ktepery 
that was a Baylif, came and ^P 9 Jil|M|^ Houle : aqd they brake 

hit Head, that the Blood ran with the Stones, that 

they threw at us; So we ftay’d llpl^tJ^ hisHoule, and Ihewed the 
more fober People the PrieJFs Fruit/: Then we went away to Balby, Baiby. 
about a Mile oft ; and the rude People laid wait for us, and fio- 
ned us down the Lane : But blelTed be the Lord, we did not re- 
ceive much hurt. 

The next jirfi-Day I went to Ttckhill, whither the Friends of that Tickhiii. 
Side gathered together, and there was a Meeting ; and a mighty 
Brokennefs by the Power of God there was araongft the People. I 
went out of the Meeting, being moved of God to go to the Steeple- 
hottfe :■ And when I came there, I found the Priejl, and moft of the 
Chief of the Parifbtogtthet in the Chancel, Sol went up to them, 
and began to fpeak ; but they immediately fell upon me : and the 
Clark up with his Bible, as I was fpeaking, and ftruck me on the Face 
with it, fo that my Face gufbed out with Blood ; and I hied exceeding- 
ly in the Steeple-houfe, Then the People cried. Let us have him out of 
the Church, And when they had got me our, they beat me exceeding- 
ly ; and threw me down, and threw me over an Hedge : And after- 
wards dragged me through an Houle into the Street, fioning and 
betting me, as they dragged me along ; fo that I was all-over be- 
fmeared with Blood and Dirt. And they got my Hat from me, 
which I never got again. Yet when I was got upon my Legs again, 

1 declared to them the fVord of Life, and Ihewed them the Fruits of 
their Teacher ; and how they dilhonoured Chrijlianity. So after a 
while 1 got into the Meeting again amongft Friends : And the Pritji 
and People coming by the Houle, I went forth with Friends into the 
Tard, and there I fpake to the Priefl znd People ; and the Pritlf fcof- 
ed at us, and called us Shakers, But the Lordis Power was lb over 
them, and the fVord of Life was declared in fucfi Authority and 
Dread to them, that the Prieli fell a Trembling himlelf ; and one of 
the People faid. Look how the Prieit trembles and fbakes, he is turned 
a (^akcr alfo. So when the Meeting was over. Friends departed ; 
and I went without my Hat to Baiby, about Seven or Eight Miles. Eaiby. 
And Friends were much abufed that Day by the Prieft and his People ; 
Inlbmuch that Ibme moderate Jujiices hearing of it, Two or Three of 
them came , and fate at the Town, to hear and examine the Bufinefs. 

And he that had fhed my Blood, was afraid, of having his Hand cut 
off, for Jlriking me in the Church (as they called it J but I forgave 
him, and would not appear againft him. 

In the beginning of this Year, 1652 great got up in PritFis 
and People, and in feme of the Magifirates in tne fVeh-Riding of ing. 
Torkfbire, againft the and againft inlbmuch that the 

Priefi of Warnfworth procured a Warrant from the againft 

me and Thomas Aldam, which was to be executed in any part of the 
WeH-Ridlng of Torkfbire, At the fame Time I had a Fifionc^ a 
Bear zad Two great MaJfiff-Dogs that I flwuld pafs by them, and 

they 
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16^2. they fhould do me flohiirt : and it proved fb. For i\itConfidle took 
t/VNJ ThomM Aldm, and carried him to Tork ; and 1 went with Themat 
Weft-* Aldm Twenty Milts towards Tork / and the ConftibU had the War-‘ 
Riding, jof me aifo, and (aid, H* me ; but ht wts loth to trouble Mtst^ 
thit iPefe Strouger's : btit Tho/Hdt Aldm was his Neighbour. So the 
Lord’s Power reftrained himj that he had not Power to meddle with 
me. And we came to UtutenMt Rofer^Sf where we had a great 
Meiiiug of many Confiderable Men ; and the Truth was powerfully 
declared amOfigff them, and the Scrifturts wonderfully opened, and 
the FuftbUsziiA Sijiugs of Chrifimte expounded, and ilie Sate of 
iheChurch in the Afofilts Days was plainly fet forth, and the Apo~ 
fttejt fince from that Stitt difeovered. And the Truth liad great Do- 
minion that Day,, (6 that thofe Gntt Men., that were prclcnt, did 
generally Confels to It, (aylhg ; They btltevti^ thtt this Pnneifle 
mujl go mtr the tohole World, There were at this Meeting Jmes 
Nuyldr^^ Thomds Goodyeur and Willitm Dmbury^ who had been Cou‘ 
vi/ttedtht Year before ; arid Riehtrd Firuftorth al(b. And the Con- 
ftibU flay’d with Thomas Aldm^ till the Meeting was over ; And 
then went towards Tork-grifott ; but did not meddle with me. 

Wakefield From heticc I went to fVakefield: and on the Ftrft Day after I 
Went to a StetfU-hdufe , where Jamts Naylor had been a Member of 
an hdtytndem-0\\itc\s ; but upon his receiving Truthy he was Ex- 
communiated. When I came in, and the Pritft had done, the People 
called upon me to come up to the Pritft ; which I did ; But when I 
began to declare the Word of Lift to them, and to lay open the 
Deteitoi the Priell, they rulhed upon ttieona fuddaio, and thruft 
me out at the other Door, and fell a punching and buting me, and 
Cried ; Let us hive him to the Stocks ; But the Lc»r<<’; Power was over 
them, and reftrained them, that they were not futfered to put me in. 
So I paifed away to the Meeting, where were a great many Pro- 
fejfors and friendly People gathered, and a great Convintement 
there was that Day : For the People were mightily fatisfled, that 
they were direfted to the LortTs Teaching in themfeivcs. Here w« 
got fome Lodging: for Ftwr of us had lain abroad under an Hedge 
the Night before, there being then few Friends in that Place. 

The fame Day RtAsurd went to another great 

houft, (^longing to a great High-prieft, and declared the Word of 
Trutfs unto the People ; and a great Service he had amongft them : 
For the lord’s Dread and Poioerw&s mightily overall. 

The Prieftof that Church, which Jmts Naylor had been a Mem- 
ber of, whole Name mas rai^d many Wicked Slanders 

On me, as, That I carried Bostles about with me, and made Pet^ 
drink of my Bottles^ and that made thm follom me. And, That I 
rid upon a great Black Horfe^ and teas feen in one Country upon my 
Black Horfi in one Hkufj and in the famt Hour in umothtr bossntry 
Thrtefcoft MiUs of } ttrtd Thm I fltonld give t Fellow Money to 
follow me, when I ms on my Black Horfe : Wfth rhefb HeiUfh Lies he 
fisd his People, to tirtke than thkik EvH of the Tmth^ which I bad 
declared artioogfl thfettV. But by tbefe Lits of hw,- he |»cacbcd many 
of his HtArtrsAmet^ (iwm him : For I wastheeron iFopr, and travelled 
nt] foot^ and had no that Time j and ^ai the People gene- 
rally 
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rally knew. But the Lord foon after met with this Envious Pr/Vy?, 1652, 
and Cut him of in his Wickeiinefs. 

After this I came to a Town called High-Town, where dwelt a 
WomMf who had been Convinced a little before ; and we went to townf 
her Houle, and had a Meeting ; and the Towns-peoft gathered toge- 
ther, and we declared the Truth to them, and had Ibme Service for 
the Lord amongft them ; and they palfed away again peaceably. 

But there was a Widow-woman in the Town, whole Name was Gree/r, 
who being filled with Envy, went to one, that was called a Gentle- 
man in the Town f'who was reported to have killed Two A/e«and One 
Woman) and Infoimed him againft us ; though he was no Officer. 

The next Morning we drew up Ibme Queries, to be lent to the Pritft : 

And when we had done, and were juft going away, Ibme of the 
Friendly Peopled the 2 W»came running up to the Houle, where 
we were, and told us ; That thU Murdering Man had fharpened a 
Pike to flab us, and was coming up with his Sword by his Side, We 
were juft palTing away, and lo mifled him. But we were no Iboner 
gone, but he came to the Houfe, where we had been ; and the Peo- 
ple generally Concluded, I/" we had not been gone, he would have 
murdered fome of us. That Night wc lay in a Wood, and were very 
Wet ; for it Rained exceedingly. In the Morning I was moved to 
come back to that Town again ; and then they gave us a full Relation 
of this wicked Man. 

From hence we palTed to Bradford, and came to an Houle, where Bradford, 
we met with Rtchard Farnfworth agiin ; from whom we had parted 
a little before. When we came in, they let A/ea/ before us; but 
as I was going to Eat, the Word of the came to me, faying ; 

Eat not the Bread of fuch, as have an Evil Eye. Immediately 1 
arole from the Table, and are nothing : The Woman of the Houfe 
was zBaptifl, So after I had exhorted the Family, To turn to the 
l.ord Je/us Chrifl, and hearken to his Teachings in their own Hearts, We 
departed thence. 

And as we travelled through the Country, preaching Repentance 
to the People, we came into a Market-town on the Market-day ; and 
there was a LeSture there that Day : And I went into the Steeple- 
houfe, where were many Priefls, and Prefeffors, and People. The 
Priefl, that preached, took for his Text thole Words of Jeremiah, 

Chap. 5.ver ji. My People love to have it fo: Leaving out the 
foregoing Words, viz. The Prophets prophefy falfly, and the Priefls 
hear Rule by their Means. So I flicwed the People his Deceit ; and 
direffed them to Chrifl, the true Teacher within ; declaring unto 
them, that God was come to Teach his People himfelf, and to bring 
them off from all the Worn's teachers ioA Hirelings ; that they 
might come to receive freely from him. Then warning them of the 
Day of the Lord, that was comiug upon all FleA,I pafted from thence 
without much Oppofition. 

At Night wc came to a Country-houfe', and there was no Ale-houft 
near. They defired us to ftay there all Ni^ht ; which did, and 
had good Service for the Lord, declaring his amongft them. 
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The ntxt Day we pafled on : For the Lord had faid unto me ; If 
lilt one Mm or WomM were Raifed uf hit Power, to fiMd and l$ve i» 
the [tmeSfirity t hit the Prophets md Jpojileswere i», who gave forth 
the Script ureSy that Mm or fVoman jbould {bake all the Counirp in 
their Profeflion for Ten Miles round. For People had the Scriptures, 
but were not in that fame Lighty and Power, and Spirity which 
they were in, that gave forth the Scriptures : and fb they neither 
knew God, txstChrifl, northeiVr/^r«r« aright ; nor had they Vnitp 
one with another, being out of the Power and Spirit of God. There- 
fore as we parted along, we Warned all People, where-ever we 
met them , of the Dap of the Lord, that was coming upon 
them. 

As we travelled on, we came near a very great and high Hill, 
called Pendle-hill, and I was moved of the Lord, to go up to the Top of 
it ; which I did with much ado, it was (b very Steep and High. 
When I was come to the Top of this Hill, I faw the Sea bordering 
upon Ltnci^bire i And from the Top ol this Hill the Lord let me fee, 
in what Places he had a Great Peeple to be gathered. As I went 
down, I found a .S/r/Vfj^of fFa/er in the Side of the /////, with which 
I refrclhcdmy felf; having eaten or drunk but little in feveral Days 
before. 

At Night we came to in Inn, and declared Truth to the Mm of 
the Hou/e, and writ a Paper to the Priejls and Profejfors, declaring 
‘ the Dap of the Lord, and that Chrijl wm come to teach People himfelf, 
‘ by his Power and Spirit in their Hearts, and to bring People oft’ 
‘ from all the World’s Waps and Teachers, to his own free Teaching, 
‘ who had bought them, and was the Sav/cwr of all them, that bc- 
‘ lieved in him. The Man of the Houft fpread the Paper abroad, and 
washimlclf mightily affefled with the Truth. Hcrcthe iordopened 
untome, and let me fee a Great People in white Raiment hp a River- 
jide, coming to the Lord : And the Place (hat 1 faw them in, was a- 
DOUt Wentzerdale and Sedhergh, 

The next Day we travelled on, and at Night got a little Pern or 
Rrakins to lay under us, and lay upon a Common. Next Morning we 
reached to a Town, and there Richard Farnfworth parted from me ; 
and tlien I travelled alone again. So I came up Wentzerdale, and at 
the Market-Town in that Dale there was a Lecture on the Market-dap ; 
and I went into the Sttejple-houf. And after the Prief had done, 
‘ I Proclaimed the Dap oi the Lord to the Priejl and People ; Warn* 
‘ ing them to turn from the Darknefs to the Light, and from the Power 
‘of Satan unto God, that they might come to know God and Chrifi 
‘aright, and to receive his Teaching, who teacheth freelp. And 
larg^y and freely did 1 declare the Word of Life unto them, and had 
not much Perfecution there; Afterwards I palTed up the Dales, Warn- 
ing People to fear God ; and preaching the EverUrting Gefpel to 
them. And in my way I came to a Great Houfe, where there tvas 
a School-mafer ; and they got roc into the Houle. And I asked them 
about their Religion and Worlhip : and afterward I de- 
clared the Truth to them. They had me into a Parlour, and leefct 
me in, pretending that I was a Toung Man, that was Mad, and had 
got away from my Relations ; and that they would keep me, till they 

could

could lend to nay ReUttom. ' But 1 loon Convinced them of their 
Mijiake in that, and tltey let me forth ; and would have had me to 
fiay there : But I was not to ftay there. Then having exhorted them 
to Repenuacci and direQ:cd them to the Light of Chrilt Jefus, that 
through it they might come unto him, and be ftved ; I pafled from 
them, and came in the Night to a little on a Common, 

where there was a Company of Rude Fellows drinking. And be* 
caufe I would not drink with them, they got up their Clubs, and 
were Jlriking at me : but I reproved them, and brought them to be 
Ibmewhat Cooler ; and then I walked out of the Houfe upon the Cow* 
mon in the Night. After feme time one ofthefe drunken Fellows came 
our, and would have come clofe up to me , pretending to whifper to 
me : but I perceived, he had a Knife ; wherefore I kept oH from 
him, and bid him Repent, and fear Cod. So the Lord by his Power 
preferved me from this Wicked Man ; and he went into the Houle 
again. The next Morning I went on through other Dales, Warning 
and Exhorting People every where, as I pafled, to Repent and turn 
to the Lord: and feveral were Atone Houfe, that I came 

to , the Man of the Houfe ( whom I afterwards found to be a 
Kinsman of John Blakeltn'sj would have given me Monej ; but I 
would not Receive it. 

As thus I traveled on through the Dales, I came to another Man’s 
Houle, whofe Name was Tennant : And I was moved to fpeak to 
the Famtly, and declare God’s Everlafling Truth to them. And as I 
was turning away from them, I was moved to turn again, and fpeak 
to the Man himfelf : And he \v ai Convinced, and his Famtly, and 
lived and died in the Truth. Thence I came to Major Bousfeld\, 
who received me, as did alfo leveral others ; and fome that were 
then Convinced, flood faithful ever fince. I went allb thro’ Gr^/e* 
dale, and leveral other of thole Dales-, in which fome were Co/r- 
vinced. And I went into Dent, where many were Convinced alfb. 
But from Major Bousfield's I came to Richard Robinfon\, and decla*' 
red the Everlafling/r«r/>to him. 

The next day I went to a Meeting at JuJlice Benfon\ where met a 
a People, that were feparated from the publick Werfhip This was 
the place, that I had leen, where a People came forth in white Rai- 
ment. A large Meeting it was, and the People were generally Con- 
vinced; and continue AitgQ Meeting flillof Friends awSedburgh; 
Which was then firfl gathered through my Minijlry in the Name 
of Jefus. 

In the fame Week there was a great Fair, at which Servants ufed 
to be hired ; And I went and declared th^day of the through 
the Fair. And after I had done lb, I went into the Steeple-hoitfe- 
Tard ; and many of the People of the fWr came'thiiher to me, and 
abundance of Priejls and Profejfars. ‘ Tliere I declared the Ever- 
‘ lafling Truth of the Lord, and the Word of Life for leveral Hours ; 

‘ Ihewing, that the Lord was come to Teach his People himlelf, and 
‘ to bring them off from all the WorltCs Ways and Teachers, to Chrift 
‘ the true Teacher , and the true Way to God. I laid open their 
'-Teachers, fhewing, that they were like them, that were of 0/<fcon- 
‘ demned tiy the Prophets, and by Chrijl, and by the Apojlles : And I 
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1652. ‘ exhorted the People to come oif from the Tmfltf mtde rvith Hands ; 

‘ and Wail to receive the Spirit of the L,ord^ that they might know 
NesrSedi ‘ themfclvts to bc the Temples of God, Not one of the Prtefis had 
burgh, ' power to open his Mouth againd what I declared : But at lad a Cap' 
tain laid, Why mil you not go into the Church f for this is not a ft 
place to preach in^ faid he. But I told him, I denied their Church. 
Tlien flood up one Francis Hotvgilly who was a Preacher to a Con- 
gregation : He had not feen me before ; yet he undertook to Anfwer 
that Captain ; and foon put him to Silence. Tlien laid this Francis 
Howgill of me ; This Man [peaks with Authority, and not as the Scribes. 
After this I opened to the People, That tliai and //ow/ewas 
no holier, than another Place ; and that that Houfe is not tlic Church 
but the People ; whom Chrif is the Head of. Then after a while the 
Priefts came up to me, and I warned them to Repent : One of them 
(aid, I was Mad ; and fo they turned away. But many People were 
Ca«w/»fed there that day, and were glad at thehearingof theTruth 
declared, and received it with Joy. Amongd thele was one cal- 
led Captain Ward, who received the Truth in the love of it, and lived 
and dyed in it. 

WePm- The next Firft^day I came to Firbank-Chappel in Weftmorland, 
haS. where Francis Howgtll before named, and one John Audland had 
Chappci. been preaclving in the Morning: The was full of People, fo 
that many could not get in. And Francis Howgill faid, He thought, 
I lookt into the Chapptl, and his Spirit was ready to fail ; the LorsPs 
Power did fo furprize him : But I did not look in. They made 
hade, and had quickly done at that time : and they and Tome of the 
People went to their Dinners •, but abundance Hay’d, till they canre 
again. Now John Blakelin, and others came to me, and defircd 
me not to Reprove them publickly ; for they were not Partjh-Teach- 
ers, but pretty Tender Men. I could not tell them, whether I 
fljould or no (though I had not at that time any Drawings to de- 
clare publickly againd them; ) but I faid, They muft leave me to 
the Lord's Mnv in gs. So while the others were gone to Dinner, I 
went to a Brook, and got me a little Water ; and then came, and 
late down on the Tcf of a Rock hard by thcChappel. In the After- 
noon the People gathered about me, with leveral of their Preachers ; 
it was judged, there ^ttahovcAThoufand People : amongif whom 
I declared God’s everlafting Truth and Word of Life freely and 
largely, tor about the fpace of three Hours, diredingall to the 
ot God in thcmfelves ; that they might be turned from the Darlnefs 
to the Light, and believe in it, that they might become the Child- 
ren of it : . and might be turned from the Power of Satan, which 
they had been under, unto God ; and by the Spirit of Truth might 
be led into all Truth, and fenfibly underdand the words of the Pro- 
phets, and ot Chrif, and of the Apofles ; and might all come to 
know Chrif to be thetr Teacher to inltrud them, the\t Counfellor to 
diicdl them, their Shepherd to feed them, their Biflsop to overfee 
them, and their Prophet to open divine Myderics to them ; and might 
know their Bodies to be prepared, fanQified and made fit Temples 
tor God and Chrif to dwell in. And in the openings of the heaven- 
ly Life, I opened unto them the Prophets, and the Figures and Sha- 
dows, 
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doivSf and diredcd 0erh to Chrifi^ the Sub^lMce. Then I opened 
the Ptrdks and Sayings of Chrilf, and things that had been long 
hid; Ihewing the intent and fcopeof the Writings, how 
that their Epiftles were written to the Ekif. And when I had 
opened that State, I (hewed alfo the State of the Apofitcjy that hath 
been fincc the ApofiUs daps ; how the Prsefis liave gotten the Scri- 
pture (but are not in that Spirit^ which gave them forth) and have 
put them into Chapter Vtrft, to makeaTr4flle of the Holy Mens 
Words : And how that the Teachers and Priefis now are found in the 
fteps of the ftlfe Prophets, Chief Priefis, Scribes and Pharifees of 
old, and are fuch , as the true Prophets, Chrifl and bis Apoftles cried 
againff, and fb are judged and condemned by the Spirit of the true 
Prophets, and of Chrifi, and of his Apofiles ; and that none, who 
was in that Spirit, and guided by it now, could own them. Now 
there were many old People, who went into the Chappei, and looked 
out at the PVisidoiPs ; thinking it a ftrange thing, to fee a Mm preach 
on an Hi/i or Mountain, and not in their Church (as they called it ; ) 
whereupon I was moved to open to the People, ‘ That the 

* houfe (and the Gr£wt/»<f whereon it flood,) was no more than 
‘ that Mountain ; and that thofe Temples, which they called the 

* dreadful Houjes of God, were not ftt up by the Command of God 

* and of ChrUl ; nor their Priejls called, as Aarosfs Priejlhood was ; 
‘ nor their Tithes appointed by God, as thole amongfl the Jews were : 

* but that Chrifl was come, who ended both the Temple and its fVor- 
*{hip, and the Priefis and their Tithes ; and all now (hould hearken 
‘ unto him : for he faid. Learn of me ; and God faid of him, This is 
‘ my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleafed ; hear ye him. So I dc* 
‘ dared unto them, that the Lord God had lent me to preach the 
‘ Everlafiing Gofpel and Word of Life amongfl them ; and to brine 
‘ them olf f rom all thelc Temples, Tithes, Priejls and Rudiments of 

* the World, which had gotten up fince the Apoftles diys, and had 

* been fet up by fuch, as had erred from the ijp/ryr and Power, that 

* the Apoftles were in. Very largely was I opened at this Meeting, 
and the Lord’s Convincing Power accompanied my Miniftry, and 
reached home unto the Hearts of the People ; whereby many were 
Convinced that day , and all the Teachers of that Congregation 
(who were many) were Convinced oi God’s evcrlafting Truw that 
day. 

After the Meeting was over, I went to John AudlansPs, and from 
thence to Prefton-Patrick-Chappel, where a great Meeting was ap- 
pointed ; to which I went, and had a large opportunity amongfl the 
People, to preaclv the Everlafting Gofpel to them, opening to them 
(as to others on the likeoccafion) that the End of my coming Into 
that Place, was not to hold it up ; no more than the Apojlles going 
into the JewiJb Synagogues and Temple was, to uphold thole ; Bur to 
bring them off from all fuch things (as the Apoftles brought the 
Saints of old from off the JewiJb Temple and Aaron^s Pr left hood) that 
they might come to witncfs their Bodies to be the Templet of God, and 
Chrift in them to be their Teacher,

1652. From this place I went tp where a was appointed 

in the Town-Hull : in wbiph I declared ihc WVi/of Life amongft tlic 

Keniai. People, Ibewiogthem; ‘ How they.might come to tlie laving know- 
‘ ledge of Chriitf and ca have a right Underllandipg of the Halj> 
‘ Scriftures : and opening to them, u hat it was, that would Jead-tbem 
‘ into the way of RecoHciltAtipn with ;God ; and wfiM would be their; 
* CondmnMlon. Alter the Metthg I Hay’d a while in the Town \ 
and leveral were Convinced ihere, and many appeared loving. One, 
whole Name was m^tme in the Street, and would have given 
me a Roll of Tobacco (for, People then tyere much given to 
fmoking Tobacco : ) I accepted his love ; but did not receive the 
Tobacco. 

Under- From thence I went to Vnder-barrow, to one Miles Bateman^ s^ and 

barrow, feveral People going along with me, great Reafonings I had v.'ith 
them i efpecially with Emard Burrongb. At Night the Pfitjl came, 
and many ProfelTors to the Houle ; and a great deal of Diffusing X 
had with them. Suffer being provided for the Brief and the reft of 
the Company » I had not freedom to cat with them ; but told them, 
If they would appoint a Meetsng for the next day at the Steefk- 
houfe^ and acquamj: the People with it, I might meet them. They 
had a great deal of Reafoning about it j Ibme being lor it, andlbme 
againlt it. la the Morning I walked out (after I had fpoken again 
to them concerning the Meeting ;) and as I walked upon a Bank by the 
Houfcf there came leveral /rwr Travellers, asking fte/ze/, who 
I law were in Neceffisji; and they gave them nothing; but faid, they 
were Cheats. It grieved me to fee fuch hard-heartedntfs amongft 
Profejfors ; whereupon, when they were gone in to their Breakfast, 
I ran after the Poor Ptofle zhoatz quarter of zMile, and gave them 
fome Money, Mean while Ibmc ol them, that were in the Houfe, 
coming out again, and fceingmea ^wrfrterof a Mite off, faid ; I could 
not have gone fo far in fuch an Infant , if I had not had Wings. 
Hereupon the Meeting was like to have been put by ,* for they were 
filled with filch f range Thoughts concerning me, that many of them 
^ Wereagainft having a Meeting with me. I told them, I ran after 
thofcfoor Peofle to give them Ibme Money ; being grieved at their 
hard-heartednefs, who gave them nothing. Then came Miles and 
Stef hen Hubberfy ; and they being more ftmfle-hearted Men, would 
have the Meeting held. So to the Chaffel at Vnder-barrow I went ‘. 
and the Prief came, and a great Meeting there was, and the Way of 
Life and halvation was opened ; and after a while the Prief fled 
away. And many of Crook and Vnder-barrow VJtxcConvinced that 
day, and received the W ord of Life ; and flood fall in it under the 
Teaching of Chrif Jefue, Now after I had declared the Truth to 
them for Jome Hours, and the Meeting was ended ; the Chief-Con(la- 
p/e, and Ibme other Profejfors fell to Rcaibning with me in the Chaf- 
fel-Tard; Whereupon I took a Bible, and opened to them the S'fr/- 
tenderly with them, as one wouhl do with a Child. 
And they that were in the Light of Chrif, and Sfirit of Qod, knew 
when I Ipake Scr/^rare, though I did not mention C/ww<f and Per/e 
after the Prief s Form unto them. 


From 
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•From hence 1 went along with an ament Man^ \HtoIb Heart ttie 1652. 
Lord had opened ; and he invited nwto his Houfe : His Name was 
James Dtikinfoa^ He Coavimd that day, and PtcdiVedtbc undrf- 
and lived and died'in it. '' ) barrow. 

'From his Hoafe Icame the war/ day to Jams Tatar's of Nemmh' Lmtfhire. 
Oartmll, in Lamjbire. And on thtfst^^day of the W^kyl went carTmeU." 
^thtChafftl, where drte Pritfi Camlferd'ofm to pteich ; aodsifiej 
heiiad done, I began to fjaeak the WVdof Lift to the People. ' But 
this Prieft C4«»e//or<i was in fuch a R*ge.f and did fo fret, and was 
fo feevijbj that he had no patience to heat ; but (lirred up the rttde 
Mnltituity and they rudely me out, and puck aodi funchtdme^ 
and threw me Headlong over a Stent-Wall : yet, bfeOed be the Lord, 
his Potvfr ptclerved me. ‘ He that .did this Violem tome, nos a 
wicked Many one John Kjtife,, whom afterwards xho Lord cutoff. 

But there was a Touth in the Chapf>el, writing after the Priejl ; and 1 
was moved to fpeaktohiifi, and he came to be Convurcedy andro* 
eeived a part of the Mtuipy of the Gofptl : His Name was John 
Brathwait. 

Then went I up to an Jle-houfe, whither many People rclbrted 
betwixt the time of their Merning and Afurnoon-Preaebirtg; and I 
had a great deal of Reafoniug with the People there, declaring to 
them; That God was com to Teach his People himfelfy and to bring 
them off from all falft Teachtrs , fuch at the ProphetSy Chrijl and the 
popes crjed againfl. And many received the fVord of Life at that 
time, and abode in it. 

• In the Afternoon I went about two ot three Miles to another Steeplt- 
houfe OT Chappely oaWt^ Lyndal. And when the Pr/ey? had done, I 
fpake to him and the People, what the lord commanded me : and 
there were great Oppofers] but afterwards they came to beCo«- 
vsneed. After this I went to one Captain Sandsy who with \\\sWsfe 
feemed foraewliat alitfted withTrarA : and if they'eould have held 
the World and Truth together, they would have received it ; but 
they wexoHypocriteSy and he a very Chaffy, light Man. Wherefore 
I reproved him for his Lightntfs, and for his Jepng j telling him, 

It was not ftemly in a great Profeffor, as he was. Thereupon he told 
me. He had a Son, who upon his Deathbed had alfo reproved him for 
it y and warned him of it. But he neither regarded the Admoni- 
tion of his dying Son , nor the Reproofs of God's Spirit in him- 
felf. 

From hence I went to Vlverpne, and lb to Swarthmore to Judge uiver. 
Pf/A; whether came up one L-i»>/»/rr, a Prieff who I perceived 
had been, and Bill w'as an high Notioniff With him I had a great more, 
deal of Reafoning ; for he w'ould talk of high Notions and Perft' 
tlion ; and thereby deceived the People. He would have owned 
me ; but 1 could not own nor join with him .* he was fb full of 
Filth. He faid, He was above John ; and made, as though he knew 
all things. But I told him ; ‘ Death reigned from Adam to Mofes } 

* and that be was under Death, and knew not Mofes : for Mofes faw 
‘ the Pandifeoi God ; but he knew neither Mofes, nor the Prophets, 

‘ nor John. For that crooked and rough Nature ftood in him, and the 
‘ Mountain of Sin ar\.6tCorrttptions\ and tbe Way was not prepared 
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1653. ‘ in him for the Lord. He confelTed) he had been under a Croft in 
things ; but now he could PftlmSf and do any thing. I told 
Swadii- biin • ^ Now he could fee a Thief, and join Hand in Hand with him : 

more. ‘ But hc could not preach Moftt, nor the Prophets, lior John, nor 

‘ ChriB, except he Were in the fame Spirit, that they were in. Now 
Mergaret Fell had been abroad in the Day-time ; and at Niglit her 
Children told her, that Prieft Lampitt and I had dif agreed : which 
did fome-what trouble her, bccaule file was in a Profe(fon with 
him ; (but he hid his dirty ASfions from them.) At Night we 
had a great deal of Reafoning', and I declared the 7 ruth to her 
and her Family. The next day Lampitt came again, and I had a 
great deal of Difeourfe with him before Margaret Fell, who then 
clearly difeerned the Priejl ; and a Convincement of the LorsPt 
Truth came upon her, and her Family. Within a day or tm 
there was a day to be oblerved for an Humiliation ; and Margaret 
uiver- Ptll asked me to go with her to the Steepk-houfe at Vlverjlont , 
fione. (for (he was not wholly come off from them ; ) I replied, / mult 
do, as I am ordered hy the Lord. So I left her, and walked into the 
Fields ; and the Word of the Lord came to me, faying ; Go to the 
Steeple-houfe after them. When I came, the Prieft Lampitt was 
ftnging with his People : But his Spirit was Co foul, and the Matter 
they fung, [0 Vnfuitable to their States, that after they had done 
ftnging, I was moved of the Lord to fpeak to him and the People. 
The W ord of the Lord to them was i ‘ He is not a Jeio, that is one 
‘ Outward ; but he is a Jew, that is one Inward, whole Praile is not 
‘ ot Man, but of God. Then, as the Lord opened further ; I Qicw- 
edthem, “ That God was come to Teach his People hy his Spirit, and 
‘ to bring thtm off Irom all their old Ways and Religions, Churches 
‘ and Worfbips ; for all their .Religions, and Worjlsips and Ways was 
‘but talking ol other Mens Words ; but they were out of theL//e 
‘ and Spirit, which they were in, who gave them forth. Then 
cried out one, called JuJlice Sawrey ; Take him away ; But Judge FelPs 
Wife laid to the Officers ^ Let him alone: Why may not he fpeak, as 
well as any other ? Lampitt aWa, the Prief (in Deceit) faid, Let him 
fpeak. So at length, when I had declared a pretty while, this Ju- 
pice Sawrty caufed the Confahle to put me out ; and then I fpake to 
the People in the Grave^yard. 

Aidenham. Firfl-Day after, I was moved to go to Aldenham-Steeple- 

houfe : And when tlie Priefi had done, 1 fpake to him ; but he got 
away. Then I declared the Word of Life to the People, and warned 
them to Return to the Lord. 

RjoiCde. From thence I paffed to Ram-fide, where was a Chappel, in which 
one Thomas Lawfon ufed to preach, who was a high fort of a Prief : 
and he very lovingly fpake to his People in the Morning, of my Com- 
ing m the. Afternoon ', by which means very many People were ga- 
thered together. When I came, I faw, there was no Place fo Con- 
venient to declare to the People there,as the wherefore I went 
into the C/»4;/>e/,and all was quiet : And the Prief Thomas Lawfon went 
not up into his Pulpit, but lelt ail the Time to me. And the Ever- 
lafing Day of the Eternal God was proclaimed that Day, and the 
Ever taping Truth was largely declared ; whifb reached and cotred 

into 
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into the Hearts of People, and many received the Truth in the Love 1652. 
of it. And this Prieft came to be Convinced, and left his Clupfel ; 
and threw off his Presching for Hire, and came to pretth the Lord q^i. 

Md his Kjup^dom freely. After that, fome rude People ^ 
Setndds upon him, and thought to have done him a Mifchief\ but 
be was carried over all, and grew in the IVi/dom of God mightily, 
and proved very ftrvicedle in his Place. 

Then returned I to Swmhmore again, and on the next Firfl-Diy 
went to Dilton-Steeple-houfe ; where after the Priejl had done, I de* oaicon- 
clared the H^ord of Life to the People, that they might be turned 
from the Oarf’fle/j to the L/^Ar, and from the Powr of Sttmio God', 
and might come off from their Superftiiious Ways, and from their 
Teichers made of Mun, to Chnfi the true and living fV^y, to be taught 
of him. 

From thence 1 went into the Ipnd of Wulmh : and after the Kiand of 
Priejl liad done , I (pake to him ; but he got away. Then I ''VaiMh* 

fpake to the People, and declared the Truth unto them ; but they 
were fomething Rude. Then went I to fj^eak with the Priejl at his 
Houje ; but he would not be feen: The People faid, he went to hide 
himfelf in the Huy-mow ; and they went to look for him there, but 
could not find him. Then they laid, he was gone to hide himfelf in 
the finding Corn ; but they could not find him there neither. 

So I went to Jimes LancaftePs, who was Convinced in the Ipnd ; 
and from thence I returned to Swurthmore again, where the Lord's swarth- 
Powtr feized upn Mtrgtret Fell and her Daughter Surah, and live- 
ral of them. 

Then I went to Recliff, where Leornard Fell was Convinced, and 
became a Minijler of the Evcrlafting Gofpel: And feveral others 
were there, and came into obedience to the Truth. Here 
the People (aid, They could not tell hove to difpute ; and would fain 
have put on lomc ocher to hold with me : but I bid them, Fear 
‘ the Lord ; and not in a light my hold a Talk of the Lord's Words, but 
‘ put the Things in prailice. And I direfted them to the Divine 
‘ Light of Chrijl, and his Spirit in their Hearts, which would let 
‘ them (te all the EvilThoughts, Words Anions, that they had 
‘ thought, fpokenand aded ; by which Light they might fee their 
^ Sin, and by which fir they might allb lee their Chrili 

*Jefus, to lave them from their Sint. This, I told them, was their 
‘ jirjl Step to Peace, even to ftand ftill in the Light, that fhewed them 
‘ their Sins and Tranfgrtjfsons ; by which they might come to lee, 

‘ how they were in the /a// of Old Adam, in the DarZw/f and Death, 

‘ Strangers to the Covenant of Promilc, and without God in the 
‘ World : And by the fame Light they might fee Chrijl, that died 
‘for them, to be their Redeemer and Saviour, and their Way ^0 
‘ God. 

After this I went to a Chappel beyond Gleafon ; which was built, chsffti 
but never PneH had preached in it. Thither all the Country up and tejoni 
down came and a quiet, peaceable Meeting it was, in which the 
Ward of Life was declared amongft the People, and many were con- 
vinced of the Truth about Gleafion. 


From 
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From thence I returned to Smrthmore again ; where after i had 
ftaid a fe^v Dajis, and moft of the Fmily were Convinced^ I w^ent 
from thence back again into IVeftmorUnd, where Priejt Lmpttt had, 
been amongftthc Prcfejfors on I(endal-S\<it:, and had mightily h- 
ee/ifed them againft me ; telling them, I htld many ftrangt Things. 
So I met with them, that he had fo Incenjedy and fate up all Night 
with them at James Dickinfon% and aniwered all their Ohjt^fions : 
And then they were both throughly fatislled with the Truths that I 
had declared, and dilTatisfied with him, and his Lies that he had di- 
vulged ; 16 that he clearly loft the iefiof his Hearers and Followers^ 
who hereby came to fee his Deceit, and forfook him. 

Then I pafled on to John AudUnd\ and Gervafe BenfmS, and had 
great Meetings amongft thofe People, that had been before : 

And to John Blakeiin\ and Richard Robinfon's, and had mighty Meet- 
ings there ; and foup towards Grifedak. 

Soon after Judge Fell being come home, Margaret Fell his Wife 
fencto me, defiringmeto return thither: And 1 feeling Freedom 
from the Lord fo to do, went back through the Country to Smrth- 
more. Where when I came, I found, the Prttjls and Profejfors, 
and that envious Jujiice Sawrey had much incenfed Judge Fell and 
Captain Sands againit the Truth, by their Lies: But when I came to 
fpeak with him, lanfU crcdall his ObjecHons ; and fo throughly fa- 
tisfied him by the Scriptures, that he was Convinced in his Judgment. 
Then he asked me, If I ms that George Fox, rvhom Juftice Robinfon 
fpake fo much in Commendation of amongll many of the Parliament Men ? 
I tohl him, I had been wkh Juftice Robinfon, and with Juftice Hotham 
in Torkfhire, who were very Civil aexA Loving to me ; and that they 
were Convinced in their Judgments by the Spirit of God, that the 
Principle, which I borcTeftimony to, was the 7>rtr^, and they did 
fee over and beyond the Priefts of the Nation : So that they, and 
many others, were now come to be wifer than their Teachers. After 
we had dilcourlcd a pretty Time together. Judge Fell hiralelF was 
fatisfied allb, and came to lee, hy tht Openings o\ the: Spirit of God in 
his Heart, over all the Priefts and Teachers of the World ; and did 
not go to hear them for fame Tears, before he died : for he knew, it 
was the Truth, that I declared ; and that Chnft was the Teacher of 
his People, and their Saviour -. And he would fometimes \t ilh, that I 
were a w'hile with Judge Bradjhvv to difeourfe with him. There 
came to Judge Fell'^ that Captain Sands before-mentioned, endeavou- 
ring to Incenlc the Judge againft me ; for he was an evil-minded Man^ 
and full of Envy againft me : And yet he could (peak high things, 
and ule the SVr//'r«re-nw^r, and fay. Behold, I make all things new. 
But I rold him, ‘ Then he muft have a New God ; for his God was 
‘his Belly. Befidcs him, thither came allb that envious Juftice 
John Sawrey : And I told him, His Hart was rotten, and he was full 
of Hypocrify to the Brim. Several other People allb came, whole 
States the Lord gave me a difetrning of ; and I fpake unto their Con- 
ditions. And while I was in thofe Parrs, Richard Farnfworth and 
James Naylor came thither to lee me, and the Family ; and Judge Fell 
being latisficd, that it was the M^ay of Truth, notwithftanding allthtir 
Oppvfttion let tXycMeeting be kept at his Houfe: And a gmt Meeting was 
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fettled there in the Lord's Poiper, to the tormenting of the Priejis and 
Profejfors ; which hath continued there near Fortj/ Tears, until the 
Year 1690. that a New Meeting-houfe was ereded near it. 

Now after I had liay’tla while, and the Meeting there was well 
fettled, I departed from thence, zad v/eat toVuJerhrrow, where I 
had a great Meeti/sg. From thence I went to Kfllet, and had a great 
Meeting at Robert iVithers, to which fevcral came from Lancafler, 
and fome from Tork ; and many were Convinced there. Then on the 
Market-day I went to Lancafter, and fpake through the Market in the 
dreadful Power of God ; declaring the Day of the Lord to the Peo- 
ple, and crying out againft all their deceitful Merchandize : And I 
preached Righteoufnefs and Truth unto them, which they (hould all 
follow after, and walk and live in ; direding them, how and where 
they might find and receive the Spirit or God , to guide them 
there-into. After I had cleared my felf in the Market, I went 
to my Lodging, whither feveral People came to me ; and ma- 
ny were Convinced there , who have (food faithful to the 
Truth. 

On the Tirfi-Day following, in the Forenoon, I had a great Meet- 
ing in the>yrrefr at Lancafier, amongft the Souldiers and People, unto 
whom I declared the IVord of Life, and the Everlafting Truth : And 
I opened unto them, That all the Traditions they had lived in, and 
all their iVorJbips and Religions, and the Proftfflon they made of the 
Scriptures, was good for nothing, while they lived out of the Life 
and Power, which they were in, who gave forth the And 

I direded them to the Light of Chrijl, the heavenly Man, and to the 
Spirit of Cod in their own Hearts, that they might come to be ac- 
quainted with God and with Chrijl, and receive him lor their Teacher, 
and know his Kjngdom fetup in them. 

In the Afternoon I went up xotht Steeple-houfe2^, Lancajler, and de- 
clared the Truth both to the Prie(l and People ; laying open before 
them the Deceits they lived in ; and direding them to the Power and 
Spirit oi God, which they wanted. But they me out, and Jio- 
ned me along the Street, till I came to ’^ohn Lawfon's Houle. 

On another Firfl-Day I went to another Steeple-houje by the Water- 
fide, where 000 Whitehead was Priejl', to whom, and to the People 
Idcohred tho Tr ut h \a tho dreadful Power of God, And there came 
to me a Doctor, who was lb full of Envy, that he laid, He could find 
in his Fleart, to run me through with his Rapier, though he was hanged 
for it the next Day ; Yet this Man came afterwards to be Convinced of 
theTruth, lb far as to be loving to Friends. And Ibme People were 
Convinced thac-iboms, who willingly fate down under the 
of Chnfi, their Teacher : And a Meeting was fettled there in the 
Power of God, which has continued to this Day. 

After this I returned into Wefimorland, and fpake through Kjndal 
upon a Market-day : And lb dreadful was the Power of God, that 
was upon me, that People fiew, like Chaf, before me into their Houfes. 
I warned them of the Mighty Day of the Lord, and exhorted them 
to hearken to the Toice of God in their own Hearts, who was now 
Come to Teach hit People himfelf. And whcrijbme Oppofed, many 
People took my part ; inforauch, that at laft Ibme of the People fell 
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1652. to Fighting about me : but I weot to thetn, and Ipake to them'; and 
they firted again. And (cveral were 
Under- On the Ftrfi~Dtj after I had a very large Meeting in Vader'Urretp 
barrow, gj ^fifj Biteman’i Houft, where I was moved to declare, ‘ That all 

* People in the Ftil were gone from the Image of God, Righteoufnefs 

* and Hcdinefs, and were become as Wells without the Water oi Life^ 
< as Chads without the heavenly Rain, as Trees without the heavenly 
‘ Frost ; and were degenerated into tlie Natssre of Reap, and of 

* Serpents f and of tali Cedars^ and of Oaks, and of Bollsy and of 
‘ Heifers : So that they might read the Natures of theft Creatures 
' within, as the Prophet deftribed them to the People of Old, that 
‘ were out of Troth. I opened unto them, how feme were in the 
‘ Nature of Dogs and Swine , biting and rending ; Tome in the 
‘ nature of Briars, Tbijlles and Thorns; (bme like the Owls and 
‘ Dragons in the Night ; fome like the wild Jffes and Horjes, (huffing 
‘ up the Wind ; ai^ (brae lifre the Mountains and Rocks, and crooked 

* and rough Waps. Wherefore I exhorted them to read theft things 
‘within, in their own W4/«re/, as well as without ; And that, when 
‘ they read without of the wandring Stars, they (hould look within, 
‘ and (ee, how they have wandred from the bright and Morning-Star. 
‘ And they (hoald confider, that as the Fallow Ground in their Fields 
‘ mull be plowed up, before it would bear Seed to them ; fo mud 
‘ the Fallow Ground ofthexx Hearts be plowed up, before they could 
‘ bear Seed to God. Now a 11 theft Names and Things, I (hewed them, 
‘ were (jx)fcen of and toiWaaand Woman, fince they fell from the 
‘ Image of God; but as theydo come to be renewed again into thtimage 
‘of God, they come out of the Natures of theft things, and fo out 
‘ of the Names thereof. Many more fuch things were declared to 
them, and they were turned to the Light of Chrilt, by which they 
might come to know Chrifi, and to receive him ; and might witnels 
him to be their Subflance and their Way, their Salvation and true 
Teackr. And many were Convinced at that Time. 

Now after I had travelled up and down in thoft Countries, 
Swarth- J to Swarthmore &gA\n. And 

inore. '^'heo I had vifited Friends a while in thoft Parts ; I heard of a 
uiverfton, great Meeting tlie Priefts were to have at Vlverflone, on a Lellure- 
Day. Whereupon I went down to it, and went into the Steeple- 
boufe in the Dread and Power of the Lord : And when tlie PritB 
had done, I fpike among them the Wordof the Lord, which was as 
an Hammer, and as a Fire amongft them. And though Lampit (the 
PrieB of the Place) had been at variance with molt of the Priefts 
before ; yet againft the Truth he and they all joined together. 
But the mighty Power of the Lord was over all; and (b won- 
derful was the Appearance thereof, that PrieB Bennet faid. The 
Church {hook ; In/bmuch that he was afraid, and trembled : and 
alter he had (jxrken a few Confufed Words, he haftened out, for 
tear the Sttepk-houfe would fall on his Head. There were many 
Prsefts got together there ; yet they had no Power as yet, to 
Per f( cote. 


When 
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when I ha<l cleared my Confcicnce amongft them, I went up to 1652. 
S vtrthmore again ; whither came up four or hvc of the Pritjis : 

And coming to difcourfe, I asked them ; Whether tnj one of them swanh- 
couU fay, he ever hadtheV^otd of the Lord to go and fpeak to fuch 
or fuch i People f None of them durft fay, He had : But one of 
them burft out into a Paflion, and Paid , He could fpeak hit Experi- 
ences, M well as I. I told him, Experience was one thing ; but to 
receive and go with a Mejfage, and to have a Word from the Lord, 
as the Prophets and Apofles had and did, and as I had done to them ; 
this was another thing. And therefore I put it to them again ; Could 
any of them fay, he had ever had a Command or Word from the Lord 
immediately at any time? but none of them could fay fo. Then I 
told them ; The falfe Prophets, and falfe Jpofiles, and Antichrifts 
could ule the Words of the true Prophets, and true Apoflles, and of 
Christ, and would fpeak of other Mens Experiences ; though they 
themlelves never knew nor heard the Voiced CodzndChrift ; and 
fuch isThey, might get the good Words and Experiences of others ; 

This puzzled them much, and laid them open. For at another time, 
when I was difcourlina with (everal Prufs at Judge FelPs Houle, 
and he was by, I asked them the fame Queftion, Whether any of 
them ever heard the V nee of God or Chrifi, to hid him go to fuch or 
fuch a People, to declare his W ord or Mejfage unto them ? for any one 
(I told them) any that could but read, might declare the Experiences 
of the Prophets and Apoflles, which were recorded in the Scriptures. 
Hereupn one of them, whole Name was Thomas Taylor, an anci- 
ent Priefl, did ingenuonfly Confels before Judge Fell, That he had 
never heard the Voice of God, nor of Chrijl, to fend htm to any People ; 
hut he fpake his Experiences, and the Experiences of the Saints 
former Ages ; and That he preached. This very much Confirmed 
Judge Eif//inthe Petfwafion he had, That the Priejls were wrong', for 
he had thought formerly, as the generality of People then did, That 
they were fent from God. 

This Thomas Taylor was Convinced at this time, and traveled with mfimr- 
me into Wejlmorland. And coming to Crofsland-Steeple-houfe, we 
found the People gathered together there. And the lofii opened 
Thomas Taylor’s Mouth amongft the People (though he was Con- 
vinced but the day before) lb that he declared amongft them. How 
he had been, before he was Convinced ; and like the good Scribe, that 
was Converted to the Kingdom, he brought forth things new and old to 
the People, and fhewed them, how the Put^swere out of the Way : 
Which did torment the Priejls, Some little dilcourle I had with them, 
but they fled away ; and a precious Meeting there was, wherein the 
Lord’s Power was over all, and the People were direfted to tht Spirit 
of God, by which they might come to know God and Chrifi, and (o 
underftand the Scriptures aright. After this 1 pafled on, vifiting 
Friends, and had very large Meetings in Wejlmorland. 

Now began the Priejls to Rage more and more, and as much as 
they could to ftir up Perfecution. Whereupon James Naylor and 
Francis Howgill were caft into Prifon in Applehy-Jail, at the infti- 
gation of the malicious Priejls ; fome of whom prophefied. That 
within a Month we fbould be all fcattered again, and come to nothing. 

M 2 But 
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1652. But blcffcd for ever be the Worthy Nme of the Lord, the IVorkof 
'-'VV the Lord went on and profpered. For about this time AndUnd 
tveftm- and Francis Howgill^ and ^ohn Camm, and Edward Burroughs and 
hnd. Richard Hubhtrthorn and MtUs Huhhtrfij^ and Milts Htlhead with 
Icveralotliers, being endued with Pomr from on high, came forth 
into the Work of the Minifirjfy and approved themfelves faithful 
Labourers therein ; traveling up and down, and preaching the Goffel 
freely : by means whereof Multitudes were Convinced, and many ef- 
kdually turned to the Lord. Amongft thefe Chrijlopher Taylor was 
one, who was Brother to Thomas Taylor before-mentioned ; and had 
been a Preacher to a People, as well as his Brother : But after they 
had received the knowledge of the Truth, they (bon came into O^e- 
drVwe thereunto ; and left their Preaching for Hire or Rewards. And 
having received a part of the Miniflry of the Qofptl, they preach- 
ed Chrift freely ; being often Pent by the Lord to declare his 
Word in Steeple-houfes, and in Markets : and great Sufferers they 
were. 

ulvefftone ^ vifited Priends in Weftmorland , I returned into Lanca- 

(bire, and went to Vlverflone, where Lampttt was Priefl : 

who though he had preached ofa People, that did own the Teachings 
of God, and had Paid ; That Men and Women fliould come to declare 
theGofpeT, yet afterwards, when it came to be fulfilled, perfecu- 
ted both it and them. To this PriefPs Houfe I went, where abun- 
dance of Priefts and Profeffors were got together alter their Lecture ; 
with whom I had great Difputings concerning ChrtH and the Scri- 
ptures : for they were loth to let their Trade go down, which they 
preachingChriffs, zvo^thtApofllesin^ Prophets Words. But 
the Lord's Power went over the Heads of them all, and his Word of 
Life was held forth amongft them ; though many of them were 
exceeding £»w'(j«r and Dtvillifij. Yet alter this, many Priejlsznd 
Prof ffors amt: tome from far and near : of whom, they that were 
Innocent and Simple-minded, werefkislied, and went away refrefhed ; 
but the fat and full vccto fed with ‘judgment, and fent empty 
away : for that was the Word of the Lord to be divided to 
them. 

Now wlicn Meetings were let up, and w^e Met in private Houfes, 
then began LamptU the Priefi to Ragt : And he (aid. We forfook the 
Temple, and went to Jeroboamh Calves-houfes : So that many Pro- 
felfors began to fee, how he was declined from that, which he had 
formerly held and preached. Hereupn the Cafe of Jeroboam's 
Calves was 0|>ened to the Prtfeffers, Priefts and People ; and it was 
declared and manifefted unto them, ‘ That their Houfes (which 
'■ aWedCharcbes) were more Xxktjeroboam's Calves-houfes, even 
‘ {he Old Mffs-houfts, wliich were Pet up in the darknefs of Peptry, 

‘ and which they, who called themfelves Proteftants, and profefled 
‘ (0 be morcenlightned than the Papifts, did ftill hold up ; although 
‘God had never commanded them: Whereas thztTemple, which 
‘ God had comminded at Jerufalem, Chrili came to end the Service 
‘of; and they that received and believed in him, their Bodies came 
‘to be the Temples of God, and of Chriil, and of the HolyGhoUto 
‘dwell in them, and to walk in (hem. And all fitch ttw gatltered 

‘ into 
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‘into the A^4«>e of Jf/ts, whofe Nmeh above every iVwf ; and 1^/52- 
‘ there is no Sulvition by any other A^4wc under the whule Heaven, 

‘ but by the Nime of And they that were thus gathered, uweti 

‘ met together in i'everal Dwelling-houfet^ which were not called the 
‘ Temple, nor the Chutch ; but their Bodies were the Temples of God, 

‘ and the Believers were ihe Church, which Chrift wasthe//f 4 ii of. 

‘ So that ChriH w'as not called the Head of znOld Houfe, which was 
‘ made by Mens Hands ; neither did he come to purchafe and iandify, 

‘ and redeem with his Blood an Old Houfe , which they called their 
‘ Church ; but the Feople, which he is the Head of. Much work I 
had in thole Days with Briefs and People, concerning their Old Mnfs- 
houfes, which they called their : lurthePri^T^r hadperfuaded 

the Beople, that it was the Houfe of God ; whereas the Jpojlle fays, 

Whofe Houfe xot are,hz. Heh. 6. So the People are God's Houfe, in 
whom he dwells. And the Apoftle [mW,ChriJi parchafed his Church with 
his own Blood ; and Chrift calls h\% Church his Spoufe, and his Bride, 
the Lamb's Wife: So that this Title Church and Spoufe, was 
not given to an Old Houfe ; but to his People , the true Be- 
lievers. 

y\lter this on a LeBurt-dayl was moved to go to the SteepU-houJe 
ztVlverftone, where were abundance of Profejfors, Priejls and People. 

I went up near to Prieft Lampitt, who was blujlertng on in his 
Preaching : And after the Lord had opened my Mouth ro ipeak, 'John 
Sawreyihc^uJlicecimQ tome, and laid ; If I would f peak according 
to the Scriptures, I fhould fpeak. I ftranged at him for Ipcaking foto 
me, for I did Ijatak according to the 6Vr//'r«rer ; and I told him, I 
fhould fpeak according to the Scriptures , and bring the Scriptures to 
prove, what I had to fay: for I had fomething to fpeak to Lampitt 
and to them Then he laid : / fhould not fpeak ; Contradiding him- 
felf, who had laid )uft betore, I fhould fpeak , if I would fpeak ac- 
cording to the Scriptures : which I did. Now the People were quiet, 
and heard me gladly; until this <San'rd>;' (who was the /ry? 

Stirrer up of cruel Perfecution in the North) incenfed them againft 
me, arid let them on to hale, heat md brutfe vc\t. Then on a hidden 
the People were in a Rage ; and they fell upon me in the S(eeplt-houfe 
betore his Face, and knock'd me down, and kicked me, and trampled 
upon me, he looking on ; And lb great was ihtVproY, thatlome 
People tumbled over their Seats for fear. Atlaft became, and took 
me from the People, and led me out of the Steeple-houfc, and put me 
into the Hands of the Confabhs and other officers ; bidding them 
Whip me, and put me out of the Town. Then they led me about a 
quarter ok a Mile, lome taking hold by my Collar, and Ibmcby my 
Arms and Shoulders , and ffoook and dragg'd me along. And there 
being many friendly People cotrn to the Market, and (bmeof them 
come to die Steeple-houfe to hear me, divers of thcle they knocked 
down a 11 b, and brake their Heads ; lo that the Blood ran down from 
levcral of them. And Judge Fell's Son running after, to lee what 
they would do with me, ihty threw him into a Ditch oi Water; fome 
of them crying , /(^nock the Teeth out of hit Head. Now when 
they had haled me to the Common-Mof-fide, a Multitude of People 
following, the ConflabUs and other Officers gave me fome Blows over 

my 
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my Back with their H' illow-Rodsy and fo thiuft me among (hen/dc 
Multitude: who (having furniflicd thimielves fome with i’tawx, 
Ibme with Htdge-Jlakes, and othei^ with Holm or Holly-bujhei) Iclt 
upon me, and heat me on my Had, Armt and Mmldtrs, till they 
had amazed me j lb that I jell down upon the kVet Common. And 
when I recovered my fcif again, and faw mv Iclf lying in a Pf^atrjt 
Common, and tlie People Itanding about me ; I lay dill a little while : 
And the Power of the Lord fprang through me, and the Eternal Re- 
frijhings refrefhed me ; fb that I Itood up again in the ftrengthening 
Ptfirerof the Eternal God. And ftrctching out my y^mramongft them, 

I faid with a loud Voice, “ Strike again ; here are my Arms, my Plead 
“ and my Cheeks. There was in the Company a Mafon, a Vrof ffor, 
but a rude Fellow ; He with his walking Rule-Sajfgivc me a blow 
with all his might, juft over the hack of my Hand, as it was ftretched 
out ; with which blow my Hand was fo hruifed, and my Arm Cobe- 
nummed, that I could not draw it untome again: fo that Ibme ot 
the People cried out, He hash /poll'd his Hand for ever having any 
ufe of St more. But I looked at it in the Love of God (for I was in the 
Love of God to them all, that had ptrfecuted me) and after a wliilc 
the Lord's Power fprang through me again, and through my Pland 
and Arm , fo that in a Moment I recovered Strength in my Hand 
and Arm in the fsght of them all. Then they began to fall out a 
mong themfelves ; and feme of them came to me, and Paid ; If / 
would give them Money, they would fecure me from the rejl. But I was 
moved of the Lord to declare to them all the kl^ord of Life, and 
(hewed them their falfe Chrijlianity, and the Fruits of their Priefi's 
Minijlry ; telling them : they w'ere more like Heathens and jews, 
than true Chrtfitans. Then was I moved of the Lord to come up 
again through the midA of tlie People, and go up into Vlverjhne- 
Market. And as I went, there met me a Man, a Souldicr, with his 
Sword by his Side ; Sir, (aid he to me, / fee, jots are a Man, and I 
am ajJjamed and grieved, that you fhould be thus abitjed : and he offered 
10 AjftH me, in what he could. But I told him. The Lord's Vower 
was over all : So I walked through the People in the Market, and 
none of them had power to touch me then. But fome of the Mar- 
ket-People abufing ibme Friends in the Market, I turned me about, 
and (aw this Souldier among them with his naked Rapier ; whereupon 
I ran in amongft them, and catching hold of his Hand, that his 
Rapier was in, I bid him, Put up his Sword again, if he would go along 
with me : for I was willing to draw him out from the Company, left 
lbmeA///f/;/f/’(]]ould bedone.Yet a few days Tskexfeven Men fell upon 
t\\\i Souldier, and beat him cruelly, becaufe he had taken part with 
Friends and me : For it was the manner of the Perfecutors of that 
Country, for twenty or forty People to run upon one Man. And they 
foil (b upon Friends in many Places, that they could hardly pafs the 
High-ways', floning, beating and breaking their Heads. Now when I 
came \ay>{oSwarthmore^ found the fr/t-Wi there dreffing ibtHeads and 
Hands ot Friends and Friendly People, which had been broken or hurt 
that day by the Profejfors and Hearers of Lampitt, the Prieji. My Body 
and Arms were yellow, black and blue, with the Blows and Bruifes I 
received amongft them that day : And now began the Priejis to 

prophefy 
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prophefy zpivnsThittHthtnhtlf iTeurwjhoiilibedtpiU d/ovnandgone. 1654. 

About two Weeks after this 1 went into W dmj-IjlMdf and James 
Naylor went with me ; and we flay’d one Night at d little Town wainey. 
on this fide» called Cockan, and had a Meeting there, where there 
was oneConvinitd. After a while there came a Man with a Piftol ; Cockw. 
whereupon the People ran out of Doors. He called for me : and 
when I came ont to him, he fnappU hi$ Piftol at me ; but it would 
not go otf. This cauted the People to make a great Buftle about 
him ; and fbmc of them took hold of him, to prevent his doing Mift 
chief. But I was moved in the Lord^t Power to fpeak to him : and 
he was fo flruck by the Power the Lord^ that he tremhltd for fear ; 
and went and hid himlelf. Thus the Lord^s Power came over them 
all, though there was a great Rage in the Country. 

The next Morning I went over in a Boat to James Lancafter\ ; -51^ 
and as loon as I came to Land, there rufhed out about Forty Men with 
Staves^ C/«^rand Ft/bing-^polesi and fell upon me, heating ^n6 punch- 
ing 'CAe^ andendcavOuredtor/&>’«/? mo backward into the <^4. And 
when they hadri^»/me almoll into the Sea,, and I (aw, they would 
have knock''d me down there in the Sta^ I went up into the Middle oi 
them: but they laid at me again, and knoePd me down, and* 
ftunn'd me. Wlien I came to my felf, I looked up and faw James 
LancafterWliiQ throwing Stores at my Face, and her Husband 
Lancafler, was lying over me, to keep the Blowt and the Stones from 
off me. For the People had perfuaded James Lanca(ltr\Wife, that 
I had bewitched her Hmhand ; and had promifed her, That if jhe 
would let them know, when I came thither, they would he my death. And 
having got knowledge of my Coming, many of the Town rofe up 
in this manner with Cluhs and Staves to kill me : but the Lor^s 
Power preferved me, that they could not take away my Life, At 
length I got up upon my Feet ; but they heat me down again into the 
Boat: which James Lancafter obkrviag, he prefently came into the 
Boat tome, and fet me over the IVater from them ; but while we 
were on the fVater within their Reach, they ftruck at us with/o»^ 

Poles, and threw Stones after us. By that time we were come to the 
other fide, we faw them heating James Naylor : for whilll they had 
been heating of me, he walked up into a Field, and they never 
minded him, till I was gone ; then they fell upon him, and all their 
Cry was, KjHhim, ill him. 

Now when I was come over to the again, on theotherfide 
of the Water, the Townfmen role up yvith Pitchforks, Flails and 
Staves to keep me out of the Town, crying, K^ill him ; knock him 
on the Head ; bring the Cart, and carry him away to the Church-yard, 

So after they had abufed me, they drove me a pretty way out of 
the Town, and there left me. Then went James Lane after baclj 
again, to look after James Naylor ; and I being now left alone, went 
to a Ditch oi Water ; and having walbed my felf (for they had all 
hedirted and hefmeared my Face, Hands and Cloaths with Mtry Dirt 
and Wet) 1 walked about three Miles to Thomas Huttotfi Houle, 
where lodged Thomas Lawfon ihe PrieH, that was Convinced, And 
when 1 came to, I could hardly fpeak to them, I was ib hrnifed ; 
only I tc^tbem, where I left james Naylor : whereupon they took

1652. each of them an Horfs, and went and brought him thither that 
Night. The next day Margtret Fell hearing of it, lent an Horfe 
Cockaa foj j bm fo forc I was with the Bruifes I had, that I was not able 
to bear the jhtking of the Horfe without much fatn. When I was 
swarth* come to Smrthmorey JuJltce Simejif and one Jufiice Thomffon of Ltn- 
More. esfier^ granted forth a iVArrant againrtme; but judge Fe// coming 
home, it was not ferved upon me: for he was out of the Country all 
this time, that I was thus dufed and cruelly ufed. But when he came 
home, he fent forth Wmms into the Ipoi Wdnty, to apprehend 
all thofe Riotoui Per forts : whereupon fome of them fed the Country, 
jmes LtncifePs Wife ms ihttwitds Convinced of the Truths and 
Repented of the Evil (he had done me ; and fo did fome others of 
thole bitter Perfecutors allb : but the judgments of God fell upon 
Ibme of them, and Defruilion is come upon many of them fince. 

Ff// asked me to give him a Relttionoi my Perfecution: but I 
told him ; They could do no othermife in the Spirit wherein they were ; 
and that they manifefted the Fruits of their Prieft’s Miniftry, and their 
ProfeIJion and Religion to he wrong. So he told his Wife^ I made no- 
thing of it ; and that I fpake of it asiA/aw , that had not 
'been concerned. For indeed , the LoriPs Power healed me 
again. 

Ydiand. -After I was recovered, I went to Telland, where there was a great 
Meeting. In the Evening there came a Priefi to the Houfe^ with a 
Pifiol tnhis Hand, under pretence to light a Pipe of Tobacco', and 
the Matd(){ the feeing the Pijlol, told her Mafen who there- 
upon clapping his Hands on both the Door-Pofs, told him, He jbould 
not come in there. And while he flood there, keeping the Door^way, 
he looked up, and fpied over the Wall a Company of Men 
coming , fome armed with Staves, and one with a Musket. But 
the Lord God prevented their Bloody Dtfign ; fo that feeing themlclves 
difeovered, they went their way, and did no harm. 

Lancaftcr. The time for the Seffions at Lancafer being come, I went to Lan- 
cafer with judge Fell ; who on the -way told me, He had never had 
fuel) a Matter brought before him before, and he could not well tell, what 
to do in the Buftnefs. I told him : when Paul was brought before the 
Rulers, and tlie jews and Priefs came down to Accule him, and laid 
many falle things to his Ciiarge, Paul flood Hill all that while. And 
when they had done, Fefus the Governour, and f(Jng dgrippa beck- 
ned to him tofpeak for himlclf ; which PW did, and cleared him- 
lelf of all thole falfe Accufations : And fo he might do by me. Being 
come to Lancafer, and jufice Sawrey and juficeThompfonh^nng 
granted a to apprehend me; though I was not apprehended 

Lancafter- ()y yet hearing of if, 1 appeared at the ; where there ap- 
peared againfl me about Forty Priefs. Theft had chofen one Mar- 
jhal, Priefi of Lancafer, to be their Orator ; and had provided one 
young Priefi, and two Priefs Sons to bear Witnefs againfl me; who 
had fvorn before-hand, that I had fpoken Blafphemy. When the 
juflices were fet, they heard all, that thePr/e/rand their Witnejfes 
could fay and charge againfl me ; their Orator Marfbal fitting by, and 
explaining their Sayings iot them : But the Witnejfes were fo Con- 
founded, that they dilcovered thcmftlves to be fa/fe Witnejfes. For 

when 
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when the Court had Examined one of 'the tVitmjft} tiponOii/ift, add 
then began to Examine anoibtr* «it tbeofy be was at fteft lolsj he 
could not Aaftver 6Kt6t\y ; but laid, the o/^er cotrfdfay if, Wnich' tattwftier* 
made the ^upcttiny to him ; H*vt fou porn ky dtiipvtnit, ^'^***' 
rta^y ufon your Oath, »rtA ngto fty^ Tht ht cun fay k ? h fttmt, pi 
did not hear thopkordt fpkenyour ftlf , ■ tfmgh yoihtve fworn it- 
There were then in Cwrt feveral People, who had beenat tha^ 

Meeting , wherein the Wttnejjis pore , I fpafce tfiofe b^aphemoul 
IVords, which the Priry?; adcufed me of; and thefe, hcitig/V/^/# Qf 
Integritf and Refutation in the Gonntiiy , did declare and aifirh^ Id 
Courty That iheOxihy which tfji Witneffes had taketr'ag^ainfi mty ifai 
altogether falft ; and that ho fuch hf^ordsi ■ m they had porn agdinff 
mty mre jfoken hytm at that Meeting : Foi indeed, mbftot the ferioui 
Men ot that fide of . the Countyy that were then at the Si$onSy liacf 
been at that Metttngy and had heard me both at that Mttttngy sM 
at other aifo, Tlvis Was taken notice of by Cobnel fl^e^tl 

who being a ppceoi the'Pei^e, was tlien upon the Bench y and ha V" 
iog long ^en weak in Bodyy hlepd the Ldrdy and fiid ; The Lord had 
healed him that day : addidjfj 1 hat he never pw fo many fohtr ^eopti 
and good Faces together in ail his Life, And then turning himfclf to 
me, he (aid in the open Sefpns ; George, If thou hajl any thing to faf 
to the People, thou may‘‘jl freely declare it. ' ' And I was moved of thef 
Lord to Ipcak ; and as loon as I began, Priefl Marpalytht Orator for 
the red oi the Pneflsy went his way. That which I was moved to 
declare, was this : ‘ That tlte Holy Scriptitret w ere given forth hy the 
‘ Spirit of God ; and ail People muft firlfcome to the Spirit of iod in 
‘ themlelves, by which they might know God and Cwi/, of whom 
‘ the Prophets and the Apfiles learnt ; and by the fatnc Spir^ kndW 
‘ the Holy Scriptures : for as the Spirit of God was in them, that give 
‘ forth the Scriptures ; lo the fame Spirit of God mufi be in all them, 

‘ that come to know and underhand the Scriptures. By which Spirit 
* they might have Fellowfhip with the Son, and with tht^ Fatberf 4md 
‘ with the Scriptures, and with one another : And without thif Spipit, 

‘they can know neither God, noxChrifl, not thiScriptmes, ftoc 
‘ have right Fcllowlhip one wth another. I had no (ooner fpoken 
thefe Words, but about half dozen Pritfi, that ftood behind my 
Back, burft out into a paffton', and one of them, whoFc Name wa§ 
pfkusy amongft other things that he fpake againft the Truth, faid: 

That the Spirit and the Letter were infeparahle. I replied, ‘ Then 
‘ every one, that hath the Letter, hath the Spirit ; and they might 
‘buy the Spirit with the Letter of the Scriptures. This plain diP 
covery of Darknefs in the Pmj? moved Judge Fell TstiA Colonel VFtH 
to Reprove tlieni openly, and tell them, That according to that Poftian, 
they might carry the Spirit in their Pockets, as they did the ScripW^s. 

Upon this the Prtejls being Confounded and put to filence, rumt out 
in a Rage againit the Juf ices, becaule they could not have their 
bloody Ends upon me. So the JuJlices, feeing the Witneffes did not 
agree, and perceiving, that they were brought to Anfwcr the 
Envy, and finding, that all their Evidences were not fuflScient in Law 
to make good their againft me, they dtftharged me. And after 

Judge Fell had fpoken to J\x^\ix Sawrey z,t\^ jfPivxThompfonQon^ 
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i 6 'j 2 . cerning the VVArrMt they had given forth againd me, and fhewed 
V'V^ them the Errorr thereof ; Ht and Colontl Wtft granted a Super fedeof, 
tancafter* to ftop the Extattioa thereof. Thus was I cleared in open Se(/io>>s 
stfim. of all thole which the malicious Fmy?j had laid to 
my Chtrgt : And Multitudes of People prailed God that day ; for it 
was a jojful D*j to many. There was Jufiice Heitfon out o( 
mrUrtdy who was Convmedf and Major Ripa/ty that was Mayor oi 
the Town of La»cajier, who was Convinced Mo. It was a day of 
Everlafting Salvation to hundreds of People ; for the Lord Jefus Chri^y 
^he Way to the Father, and the free Teacher was exalted and let up, 
and his Everlajling Gofpel was preached, and the Word of Eternal 
Lift was declared over the heads of the Prttfisy and all fuch Money- 
Preachers. For the Lord opened many Mouths that Day to fptak 
his Word to the Priefts, and feveral friendly People and Profejfors 
reproved the Priefts in their Inns, and in the Streets; 16 that they 
fell, like an old rotten Houje : and the Cry was among the People, 
That the Quakers had got the day, and, the Priefts were fallen. Many 
People 'xext Convinced that day, amongit n^ bom 7 homos Briggs was 
Ohe, who before had been averle from Friends and Truth ; inlo- 
much, that dilcourfing on a time with ‘John Lawfon, a Friend, con- 
cerning Perfe£iion, Thom.u Brtggs Paid to him, DoJl thou hold Per- 
feifion ? and therewithal life up his Hand, to have given the Friend a 
Box on the Ear. But this Thomas Briggs, being Convinced of the 
7V»/^ that day, declared againft his own ?riefi Jacktss ; and after- 
wards became a faithful Miaifter of the Gofpef and ftood fo to the 
End of hU Days. 

When the Seffms were over, James Naylor, who was prefent 
thereat, gave a brief Account of the Proceedings thereof in a Letter ^ 
which foon after he writ to Friends ; which is here added for the 
Reader’s further fatisfadion in this Matter : 


Ear Friends and Brethren in the Lord Jeftes Chrijl, my dear 

Love unto you all, ddlring, you may be kept (Icdfaft in the 

,ord jeftss Chnjl, and in the power of hir Love, boldly to witnels 
forth the as it is revealed in you by the mighty working of 
the Father s To him alone be everlafting Praile and Honour for 
evermore ! Dear Friends^ the Lord doth much manifeft his Love 
and Power in thefc Parts. Upon the fecond day of the laft Week 
my Brother George and / were at Lancafter ; Tliere were abundance 
of Friends from all parts ; and a great fort, which lided with the 
Priefts, giving out, They now hoped to fee a flop put to that great 
Work, which had gone on fo fajl, and with fuch Power, that their 
Kjngdom is much fhaken. We were called before Judge Fell, Colonel 
Weii, Juftice Sawrey, &c. to Anlwer, what was charged againft 
George. There were Three Witnejfes to Eight Particulars, but they 
were much Confufed in themfclves ; wliich gave much Light to the 
Truth; whereby the Jufticts MA plainly Ice, that it was ; 
and they divers times told them 16. One of the Witnejfes was a 
young Priejly who Confefled, He had not meddled, had not another 
Priert fent for him, and fet him on Work, The other FFitnejfes 

‘ were

‘ am of them lay ; If ht kid fomt^ he wquU mke George kn^hg 
‘ hoftjpat tni tbit he vmU tike mtj hu Life. This was a f»gle Lancafter. 
^ VViHufitoote, of the greateft V»kruthsy that was charged againft 
‘ Gefirgf, And the Rupees told him, Thit they ftw^ beaufshe eoidd 
‘ not tike i«>^ bis Life, h» vent ibont tottke iwiy bis Liberty. There 
‘ was one Pr/eiif cliol’en o«t of the whole number, as ao Orator, to 
‘ plead agiioft us; who Ipared no pains to (hew forth his Envr 
‘ againft the Tmk : And when be could not prevail, he went down 
‘in a K^e; and there catne up a P-wf of them into the Room, 

* among whom was one Jtn^. was then (peaking in the 

‘ Room (one of the Jnfiiw hiving wifbed him, if he had anything 
‘ to fay, he would (peak : } at which the Paid PritRJuiu was in 

* fucha Rage, that he brake (orth into many high Exprolfions againft 
‘ the Truth fpoken by my dear Brother George ; aijtongft which this 
‘ was one, Thit the Letter trid the Spirit were infe^nblt. Hereupon 

* the Juftices ftood up, and bid him, prove that, before he went any 
‘ further. Then he feeing himftlf aught, would have denied it ; and 
‘ when he could not get off fo, the reft of the Pr«j?; would have 
‘ helped him to a ideiniug for his FTords But the would 
‘ admit no othet Menting, than the plain fsnfe of the Words ; but 
‘ told him, He hid {aid down s Pofition, tod it was fa, he faould prove 
‘ it ; prelfiog the Matter clofe upon Jhim. Whereupon the Vnep, 

‘ being put to fienee, went down in a greater Rtgt, than before ; 

‘ and fome of them, after they were gone down, being asked, what 
‘they had done, Ljted and (aid. They could not get into the Room ; 

‘ thereby to hide their Shame, and keep the People in blindnefs. The 
‘ Jufices, Judge fell and Colonel Weff were much Convinced of the 
‘ Truth, and did fet up J«/r« and Equity ; and have much filenced 
‘ the Rige of the ?(ople. Many bttter Spirits were at Lancafler, to 
‘ fee the Event ; but went home, and cried : The friefts bad loBtke 
'‘day. Everlafting Praifesbe to him, who fought the Batttel (or us, 

‘ who is our King for ever ! There were Others called, who the Vfit- 
‘ neffes confefled were in the Room , when the things charged on 
‘ George were faid to have been fpoken ; but they all, as one Man, 

‘ denied, that any (itch Words were fpoken : Which gave much 
‘ Light to the Juf/ces, and they duift trufl, what they witnrfed ; 

‘ for they faid, they knew many of them to be honeR Men. There 
‘ was a W arrant granted out againft us at Appleby ; but Juftice Ben- 
^ fon told them. It was not tccording to Ltw ; and fo it cealed ; As I 
‘ hear, he is a faithful M*n to the Truth. The ?riefs began to preach 

* againft the Jufaces, and faid ; They were not to meddle in thefe 

* things, but to end Controverfy betwixt Neighbour and Neighbour. 

‘ They are not picalcd with the Law, becaufe it is not in the Statute to 
‘ Imprifon us, as the TrieR, that pleaded againft us, faid : The 
‘ Juftces bid him Go put it into the Statute, if he could ; he faid, It 
' jbould want no will of his. They are much afraid, that they ftall 
‘ loofe all : They are much difeontented in thefe parts ; and feme of 
‘themcry, Pear Friends, dwell in Par/wf*, and wait 

* upon the Lord, who will do his own yEorle. Look not at Man in 
‘ the Vfork ; nor at Man, who oppofeththe Work : but reft in the 
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i6 $ 2 . ‘ wo// of the Lord, that fo ye may be furnifhed with Pttience, both 
L/7/^ ‘ to do and to fufftr, what yc (hall be called unto ; that your End 
tanafter ‘in ail things may be his Praife. And take up his Crs/} 
itffitti, I keeps low the flelhly Man ; that Chrift may be let up and 
‘honoured in all things, and fb the Light advanced in you, and the 
‘ Judgment fet up, which muft give Sentence againft all that oppofeth 
‘ the Truth ; That the Cdj>tmt; may be led Ciptivcy and the Pr/fo- 
‘ ner fet free to feek the Lord ; that Righteoufnefs may rule in you, 
‘ and Puce and 'joy may dwell in you , wherein confifteth the Kj»g' 
‘ dom of the F*ther\ to whom be all Praife for ever ! Detr Friends^ 
‘ Meet often together : and take heed, of what Exdteth it fclf above 
‘ its Brother; but keep low, and ferve one another inloz^eforthc 
‘ Lord’s fake. Let all Friends know, how it is with us : that God may 
‘have the Praife of all. 


Written from KtUei, the iotb Day

At this Time I was in a Faff', and was not to Eat, until this IVorh 
of God, which then lay weighty upon me, was accomplifhed. But the 
Lord’s Power was woodcrlully fet over all, and gave Truth and 
fr/eWt Dominion therein over all, to his Glory : And his Gofpel 
was freely preached that Day, over the Heads of about Forty Hire’ 
ting’PrieJls, I flayed Two or afterwards in and 

liad fomc Meetings there ; And the rude and bafer fort of People 
plotted together to liave drawn me out of the Houfe, and to have 
thrown me over Lintifer-Bridge ; but the Lord prevented them. 
Then they invented another Mifcbief, which was this After a 
Meeting at I.incafier they broughtdown a dijin^ted Min, and another 
with him with BwW/er of Birehen-Rods, bound together like Befoms, 
with which they fhould have whipped me : But I was moved to fpeak 
ro them in the Lord's mighty Power, which chained down the difin- 
efed Man, and the other ; and made them calm and quiet. Then 
f hi I him, throw his into the Fire, and them; and he 
did fo Thus the Loid’s Power being over them, they departed 
quietly. 

But the Priffis, fretting to fee themfelves overthrown at the S(^- 
ons at Lancafitr, got (bme of the Envious jufiices to join with them ; 
and at the following Affize at Laneajier informed judge Windham 
agaiollme. Whereupon the made a againft me in open 
Court ; and commanded CW(?w//Ttflf, who wasC/er/f of the to 
ilTuc forth a Warrant tor the apprehending of me : But Cotonei Wefi 
told the judge of my Innoeency, and Ipake boldly in my defence. 
Yet the Judge commanded him again, either to write a Warrant, or 
go oft from his Seat : Then he told the Judge plainly, th.at he would 
not do it ; b u that he w'ould offer up all his Ejfate, and his Body alfo 
tor me. So he ftopt the Judge ; and the Lord's Power came over all : 
So that the Prirfls znA jufiices could not get their Envy executed. 
That fame Night I came into Lancafler, it being the Ajjize-Time : and 
hearing of a Warrant to be given out againft me, I judged it better 
tancafter <0 Hicw my I'elf openly, than for my Adverfaries to feck me. So I 
d/'t'* w’ent to judge Fell'i and Colonel Well's Chambers : And as (bon as I 

. came 
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came in, they fmiltd on tile J and Colonel fVefi faid, Whtt ! arejon 1(^52. 
com into the Dragon’ll Month f I flayed in Town, till the ’Judge went 
out of Town ; and I walked up and down the Town, but no one “ 
meddled with me, nor queftioned me. Thus the Lord’s bleflcd Power, 
which is over all, earned me through and over this Exercife ; and 
gave Domimon over his Enemies, and enabled me to go on in his glo*- 
rious fVork and Service for his great Name’s-fake. For though the 
Beajl maketh Ifar againft the Snints', yet the Liw^ hath got, and will 
get the ytiforjr. 

From Lincifierl returned to Robert M^ithePs, and from thence I 
went to Thomas Leper^i to a Meeting in the Evening ; and a very 
blefled Meeting we had there. After the Meeting was done, I walk- ft,,' 
ed in the Evening to Robert Withers's again. And no fooner was 1 
gone, but there came a Company of dtjguifed Men to Thomas Leper's 
with Swords and Ptjlols ; who luddcniy entring the Houfe, put out 
the Candles, and fwung tlieir Swords about amongfl the People of the 
Houfe ; lb that the People were fain to hold up the Chairs before 
them, to fave thcmfclves irom beins cut and wounded. At length 
they drove all the People of the Houfe out of the Houfe, and then 
learched the Houfe for me ; who, it leems, was the only Perfon they 
looked for : for they had laid wait before in the High-wap, by which 
1 Ihould have gone, if I had ridden to Robert Withers's. And not 
meeting with me on the PPap, they thought to have found me in the 
/Li«/e;butiheLord prevented them.Soon after I was come in at Robert 
Withers, fome Friends came from the Town, where Thomas Leper lived, 
and gave us a ReUtionoi this wicked Attempt : And the Friends were 
afraid, left they fliould come, and (earch Robert Withers's Houfe allb for 
me, and do me a Mifchief^nt theLcr^i reftrained them, that they came 
nor.Though ibtCcMen were mdtfguifei'jcxt.beFrieHds perceived fome 
of them to be French-men, and luppofed them to be Servants belong- 
ing to one called Sir Robert Bindlas ; For Ibme of them had faid, that 
in their Nation they uled to Tpe the Protejlantt to Trees, and whip 
them, and defiroj them. And his .Sffvawrr uled often to abufe frrVWr, 
both in their Meetings, and going to and from their Meetings, They 
once took Richard Hubberthorn and feveral others out of x\\c Meeting, 
and carried them a good way od into the Fields ; and there bound 
them, and left them bound in the Winter-Seafon, And at another 
Time one of his Servants came to Francis Flemmings Houfe, and 
thruft his naked Rapier in at the Door and Windows : But there being 
at the Houfe a IQnfman of Francis Flemming's, one who was not a 
Frtend, be came with a Cudgel in his Hand, and bid the Serving- 
man put up his Rapier ; which when the other would not, but va- 
poured at him with it, and was Rude ; he knock’d him down with 
h\s Cudgel, and took his Rapier from him : And had it not been for 
Friends, he would have Run him through with it. So the Friends 
preferved his Life, that would have deftroyed theirs. 

From Robert Withers's I went to vifit jufice WeB, Richard Hub- n ^ujike 
berthnrn accompanying me. And not knowing the Way, nor the ®- 
Danger oi the Sands, wcRid, where (as we were afterwards told) 
no Man ever rid before j fvimming our Horfes over a very dangerous 
Place. When we were come in, Jufiice Weft asked us, If we did

not fee Tm Men riding ever the Sends f / jbell hew their Cleeths nmn, 
laid he, for they cennot efeept Drowning ; end I em the Coroner. 
But when we told him, that we were the Men, he was aftonilhed at 
it ; and wondred, how wc elcapcd Drowning. Upon this the envi- 
ous Pritfs and Proftjfors railed a Jlenderous Report concerning me, 
That neither iV ettr could drown me, nor could they draw Blood of me ; 
and that therefore furely I was a Witch (for indeed, fometimes when 
they beat me with great StevtSy they did not much drew my Bloody 
though they hruifed my Body oft-times very forely.^ But all theld 
Slenders were nothing to me with refpea to my fclf^, (though I was 
concerned on the Truthh behalf, which, I law, they endeavoured 
by thefc Means to prejudice People againft) for I confidered, that 
their fore'FetherSf the JpoJlete-Jews, called the A/a/rr of the //w/e 
Betl&ehnh ; and thefc Jpofiete-Chrijiiens from the Life and Power of 
God, could do no lefs to his Seed, But the Lor^s Power carried me 
over their Slenderom Tongues^ and their bloody ^ murtherous Spirits ; 
who had the Ground of Witchcraft in thcmfclves, which kept them 
from coming to God and to Christ. 

Having vifjted Juftice WeH, I went to Swerthmore^ vifiting Friends 
there-aways ; and the Lord'^s Power was over all the Perfeentors 
there. And I was moved to write feveral Letters to the Magifiretes^ 
Prkjls and Profejfors there-abouis, who had railed Perfecution be- 
fore. That which I lent to juftice Sewrey , was after tliis 
manner : 


Friend^ 

‘ I HOU waft the ftxH Beginner of all the Perfecution in the 
‘ North ; Thou waft the Beginner and the Maker of the Peo- 
‘ pic Tumttltnotts : Thou waft the frft Stirrer of them up againft the 
‘ Righteous Seed^ and againft ihtTrnth of God ; and waft theftrft 
^ ftrtngthiser «f the Hands of Evil-doers againft the Innocent and 
‘ Hermlefs : And thou fhelt not prof per. Thou waft the jfr^ AVr'rrer 
‘ up of Strikers, Stoners, Perfeentors, Stockers, Mockers and Impri- 
^ fontts \n iht North, and of Revilers, Slanderers, Raiknund falfe 
‘ Accuftrs, and Scandal- Reiftrs : This was thy Work, and this thou 
‘ ftirredft up ! So thy Fruits declare thy Spirit, Inftead of ftirring 
‘ up the pure Mind in People, thou haft ftirred up the Wicked, Melsei- 
‘ out and Envious ; and taken Hand with the Wicked. Thou haft 
‘ made the People’s Minds envious up and down the Country : This 
‘ was thy Work. But God bath Ihortned thy £>4//, and limited thee, 
‘ and fet thy Bounds, and broken thy Jews, and difeovered thy Reti- 
^ gion to the Simple and Babes, and brought thy Deeds to Light. 
‘ How is thy Habitation fallen, and become the Habitation of Devils ! 
‘ how is thy Beausy lolt, and thy Glory withered ! How haft thou 
‘ Ihcwed thy End, that ihou haft fcrved God but with thy Lips, and 
‘ thy jfleart far from him, and thou \n the Hypocrijy ! How hath the 
‘ Form of thy Teaching declared it fcif to be the Mark of the falfe 
‘ Prophets, whofe jFr/»/r declares it fclf ! for by their Fruits they are 
‘ known. How are the W ift Men turned backward 1 View thy Ways, 
* and take notice, with v hem thou haft taken parr. That of God in 

. ‘thy 
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^AyConfcience will tell thee: The Ancient ot Dayi will reprove 
‘thee. How hath thy appeared to be the a Perfe~ 

‘ eutor, which Chrift and his Jpofiles forbad Chriftuht to follow / 
‘ How haft thou ftrengthened the Hands of Evil-dpers, and been a 
‘ Praile to them, and not to them that do well ! How like a M»d- 
‘ maHj and a Blind-mtn didli thou turn thy Sn'ord backward againft' 
‘the Hsints^ againft whom there is no Laip ! How wilt thoti be 
‘ gnawed and burned one Day, when thou (halt feel the FUme and 
‘ have the Fltgutsoi God pouted upon thee, and thou begin to gntw 
‘ thy Forgut for Pain, becaule of the Plagues ! Thou fhalt have thy 
‘ Remrd according to thy Works : Thou canft not efcape ; the Lord’s 
‘ righteous "Judgment will Hnd thee our, and the Witnels of God in 
‘ thyC’o»/f/e«eftall anfwer it, How haft thou cauled the Hetthtes 
* to Blafphcme, and gone on with the Multitude to do Evil, and 
‘ joined hand in hand with the wicked ! How is thy latter End worfe 
‘ than thy Beginning, who art come with the Dog to bite, and arc 
‘ turned as a Wolf, to devour the Lmks ! How haft thou difeovered 
‘ thy fell to be a Man more fit to be kept in a place to be nurtured, 
‘than to be fet in a Place to nurturel How waft thou exalted and 
‘ puffed up with Pride ! And now art thou fallen down with Shme, 
‘ that thou comeft to be covered with that, which thou ftirredft up, 
‘ and broughteft forth. Let not John Smrey take the Fiords of God 
‘ into his Mouth, till he be Reformed : Let him not take his Nmt 
‘into his Mouth, till he depart from Iniquity. Let not him and his 
‘ Teacher make a Profeflion of the Saints FVords, except they intend 
‘ to proclaim themfelves Hypocrites, whole Lives are fo contrary to the 
‘ Lives of the Saints ; whofe Church hath made it iclf mamfeft to be 
‘ a Cage of Vttcletn Birds. You having a Form of Godlinefs, but not 
‘ the Power, have made them that be in the Power, your Derifton, 
‘ your By-word, and your Talk at your Feafis. Thy ill Savour, John 
‘ Sawrey, the Country about have rmelled,and of thy unchriftian Car* 
‘ riage ail that fear God have been ajbamed ', and to them thou haft 
‘been a Gr/f/; In the Day of Account thou fhalt know it, even in 
‘the Day of thy Condemnation. Thou waft mounted up, and hadft 
‘ let thy Nefi on high ; but never gotteft higher, than the Fowls of the 
*alir: But now thou art run amongft the Bra/?; of Prey, and art fal- 
‘ len into the Earth ; fo that Earthltnefs and Covetoufnefs hath fwal- 
‘ lowed thee up : and thy Concetttdnefs would not carry thee through, 
‘ in whom was found the ftlffb Principle, which hath blinded thy 
‘ Eye. Thy Back mull be howed down always j for thy Table is already 
‘ become thy Snare.

* wlio art out of the Commands of Chriii, and out of the Doifrine 
‘ and Lifeoi the Jpojlles. Thou art proved and tryed, and to ihed 
‘ this is the F^ord of the Lord, and to thee it fhall be as an Hammer, 

‘ a Fire and a Sivord ; end from under it thou fhalt never come, un- 
‘ lefs thou Repent ; who art with the Light to htCondemned, in that 
‘ State wherein thou danded. And if ever thy Eye fee Repentance, 

‘ this thy Condemnation thou mud own.

I writalfoto Burton, Priejloi Sedbtrgh, much what to the 

fame purpofe ; he being in the fame evil Ground, Nature and PraBice, 
which the other Priefts were in. Many other Epiftks alfb and Pa- 
pers I writ about that Time, as the Lord moved me thereunto, which 
I fent abroad among the Priejts, Profejfors and People of all forts, 
for the laying their Evil ways open before them, that they might fee 
and forfakethem ; and opening die iVayoi Truth uaio them, that 
they might come to walk therein: which are too many and large, to be 
ioferted in this Place. 

Now after I had cleared my Confciencc at that Time, to the 
Priep and People in thofe Parts near Swarthmore, I went again into 
Wefimorland. And a Company of Men with Pikes and Staves laid 
wait for me at a Bridge in the Way ; and they lighten fome Frhiedp, ' 
but miffed me. Afterwards they came to the Meeting with their 
Pikes Staves: BwiJufiiceBenfonheiiugihae, and many confi- 
derable People befides, they were prevented from doing that Mif- 
thiefthey intended. ^ they went away in a great Rs^e, but did not 
hurt any Body. 


I wont 
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I went from the Meeting to Gnjrigge, and had a Meeting there at 
Alexinder DixonW:{Q\^k\ where the Fr/>y? (who Was a Ca/'r//, and 
a Chaffpel-Priejl) came to the Meeting to oppofe : but the Lord Con- 
founded him by his Power. And fome of the Pritfs People tum- 
bled down (bme Milk-Pales^ which flood upon the Side of the Houfe 
(the being much crowded ; ) whereupon the Pr/>/, after he 
and i)is Company were gone away, raifed a Slander, That the Devil 
frighted him, and took atvay a Side of the Houfe, tvhile he ms in the 
Meeting, And though this was an apparent and known Pa/fjood, yet 
it ferved the Priejls and Profejfors to feed on for a while ; And fo 
jhamelefs they were, that they Printed it in a Book. 

Another Time this Ptiefi came to another Meeting, and fell to "^an- 
gling. f'/r/ he faid, The Scriptures were the Word of God. I told 
him : They were the Words of God, but not Chrif, who is the 
Word ; and bid him, prove by Scripture, what he faid. Then he faid, 
It was not the Scripture, that was the Word : and fetting his Foot 
upon the Bihle, he (aid ; It was hut Copies hound up together. Ma- 
ny unfavor j Words came from him : But after he was gone, we bad 
ablcffed Meeting ; and the Lord’s Power and Frefence was prccioufly 
mantfefled and felt among us. Soon after he lent me a Challenge to 
meet him at Kendal : I fciit him Word, He need not go fo far as 
Iffndal, for I would meet him in his own Parijb. SotheKpwr being 
let, we Met, and abundance of mde People were gathered there toge- 
ther (heCidts the baptized People, whowere hisown ; ) and 

they had intended to have done Mifchief that Day ; but God pre- 
vented them. Now when we were Met, I declared the Day of the 
Lord to them ; anddire£ted them to Chrifl Jefus. Then the Priejl 
out with his Bihle, and faid ; It was the VFord of God. I told him 
it wis the yyords of God ; but not God, the FP'ord. His Anfwer 
was, He would prove the Scriptures to he the God, before all the Peo- 
ple. So I let him go on, having a Man there, that could take down 
in writing, both what belaid, and what / faid. And when he could 
not prove it (for I kept him to Scripture-Proof, Chapter and Verfe for 
it) the Peo^/e gnalhed their Teeth for Anger', and (aid, He would 
have me anon ; But in going about to prove that one Error, he run 
into many. And when at length he faw, he could not prove it ; then 
he faid. He would prove it a God : So he toiled himfclt afrefh, till he 
fweat again ; but could not Prove, what he had Affirmed. And he 
and his Company were full of wrath: For I kept his Ajfertions on the 
Head of him and them all ; and told them, I owned, what the Scri- 
ptures (aid of themfelves, namely, That they were the Words of God ; 
hut Chrifl WM the Word. So the Lord^s Power came over all ; and 
they being confounded, went away, and the Lor difappointed their 
tfsifehievouf Intentions againft me ; and Friends were ellablifhed 
in Chrifl, and many of the Priefls Followers faw the Folly of their 
Teacher. 

After this, as I came through the Country vifiting Friends, Priefl 
Bennet of Carfmel (ent a Challenge to difpute with me. Whereupon I 
came to his Steeple-boufe on the Firfl-Day, and there found him Preach- 
ing. When he had done, I fpakc to him and his People ; but the 
would not (land the Tr/a/, but went his Way, After he was 

gone 
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gone, I had a great deal of Dijcourfe mih the Peofiei And when I i6‘52. 
was come forth into the Steeple-hottfe-ytrdy and was difeourfing fur- 
ther with the Profejfors, and declaring Truth unto them ; One of Griyrigg. 
them let bis foot behind me, and Tm of them ran againtt my PrtdSiy 
and threw me down hsekwirit againft a Grave-ftone^ wickedly and 
mdlicmjly, leeking to have Ipoiled me. But I got up again, and was 
moved of the Lord to fpeak to them. Then I went up to the Prkjl^s 
Houfe, and delired him to come forth, that I might difeourfe with 
him ; feeing be had Challenged me : But he would not at all come 
out, or be leen. So the Lord^s Power came over them all, which was 
greatly maoifefted at that Time. There was amon^ the PrieJPs 
Hearers one Richard Rofer^ one of the bittereH Profeffors the Prieft 
had ; and he was very jSerce and hot in his Contention : but after- 
wards he came to be Convinced of God’s Eternal Truth, and became 
a Minijler thereof ; and continued faithful to his Death. 

It was now about the beginning of the Year 1655, when I re- 165J. 
xwxaed to Swarthmore'. And going to a Meeting it Gleejlon, i Pro- 
fejfor there challenged a Difpute with me. Whereupon I went to tire more. 
Hottfe, where he was, and called him to come forth : but the Lor£s 
Power was over him, fo that he durft not meddle. Then I departed 
thence, and went and vifited the Meetings of Friends in Lancdfhire, 
and lb came back to Swarthmore again. And great Openings I had Swarth- 
from the Lord, not only of Divine and Spiritual Matters, but allb of 
Outward Things, relating to the Civil Government. For being one 
Day in Swarthmore-Hall, when Judge Fell and Jufiice Benfon were 
talking of the News in the a^ of the Parliament that 

then was fitting (which was called the Long-Parliament) I was 
moved to tell them ; That before that DayTwo Weeks the Parliament 
fbould he broken up, and the Speaker plucked out of hk Chair. And 
that Day Two Weeks Jufiice Benfon coming thither again, told Judge 
Fell, That now he faw, George was a true Prophet ; for Oliver had 
broken up the Parliament by that Time. 

About this Time I was in a Faf for about Ten Days, my Spirit 
being greatly cxerciled on Trnthh behalf : for Jams Milner and 
Richard Mytr went out into Imaginations, and a Company followed 
them. This James Milner, iod fome of his Company had true Openings 
at the frfi ; but getting up into Pride and Exaltation of Spirit, they run 
out from Truth, I was lent for to them, and was moved of the 
Lord to go, and Ihew them their Gwir^r forth: And they came to 
Iw their Folly,indCondemned it;and came into the Way of again. 

After fome Time I went to a Meeting at Arn-ftde, where Richard Arnfide. 
Myer was. Now he had been tong Lam of one of his Arms : And 
I was moved of the Lard to lay unto him amongft all the People, 

‘ Prophet Myer, Jland up upon thy Legs (for he was fitting down :^) 

And he flood up, and ftretched out his Atm, that had been Lam 
a long time, and laid; * Be it known unto you, all People, that this 
* Day I am healed. But his Parents could hardly believe it ; but after 
the Meeting was done, had him afide, and took off his Douhiet : and 
then they &w, it was true. He came foon after to Swarthmore-Mtet- swarth- 
i»g, and there declared, how that the Lord had healed him. Yet 
after this the Lord commanded him to go to fork with a Meffage 

from 
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i6^^. fiom him; and he difobeyed the Lord; and the Lord (Ituck him 
t/'V^ igtiin, fo thit he died About three quarters of a Tear after. 

Swa'rthm. Now were great 1 hreatnings given forth in Cumberland^ Tlut if 
ever I came there Again^ they would take away my Life. When I heard 
cumieriud if» f drawn to go into Cumberland again; and went to one Miles 
Wennington\ in the fame Varifh^ from which thole Threatnings 
came : but they had not Power to touch me then. 

Much about this Time too it was, that Anthony Yearfon was Con- 
vinced, who had been an Oppofer of Friends. He cams over to 
Swarthmore ; and I being then at Colonel Wefl\ they Ibt for me ; 
and Colonel fV ejl faid ; Go, George, for it may be of gft^t Service to 
the Man. So I went, and the Lord^s ?ower reached him. 

About this Time allb the Lord opened fcveral Mouths to declare the 
Truth to Priefls People ; fo that divers were caft into ?rifon. And 
I went again into Cumberland, and Anthony Vearfon and his Wtfe, and 
Bootle, feveral Friends went along with me to Bootle, where Anthony Vearfon 
left me ; and went on himfclf to Carlijlt-Stfftons : lor he was a fu~ 
Jlice of the Peace in Three Counties, Upon the FirH Day of the week 
Iwxnt into the Sueple-houfe at Bootle \ and when the Briejl had 
done, I began to (peak. But the People w'ere exceeding rude, and 
firuck and beat me in the Steeple-houfi-yard: One gave me a very 
great blow over my WriB, fo that the People thought, he had bro- 
kenmy Hand to Pieces. The Conjlable was very willing to have kept 
the Peace, and would have fet lomc of them by the Heels, that 
firuck me, if I would have given way to it. After my Service at 
that time amongft them vVas over, I went to Jofeph Nicholfon's Houfe; 
and the Conftable went a little way with us, to keep off the rude 
irom us. In the J/terwoow I went up again ; and then the 
PrieH had got another Priefi to help him, one that came from London, 
and w-as highly accounted of. Before I went into the Steeple-houfe, 
I fate a little upon theory}, and with me ; butthefr/eWr 
were moved to go into the Steeple-houfe, and I went in after them. 
Th^London-prieSl^di^ preaching; who gathered up all \.\\t Scriptures 
he could think ol, that fpake ol falfe Prophets, and Antichfifis, and 
Deceivers, and threw them upon us : But when he had done, I Re- 
coiled edM thofe Scriptures, and brought them back upon himfelf. Then 
the People fell upon me in a rude manner ; but the Confiahle charged 
them to keep the Peace, and fo made them quiet again. Then the 
Priefi began to Rage, and faid ; / mufi not fpeak there .* I told him, 
he had his Hour-Glafs, by which he had preached ; and he having 
done, the T/we was /ree for me, as well as for him: for he was 
but a Stranger there himfelf. So I opened the Scriptures to them, and 
let them lee, ‘ That thofe Scriptures, that fpake of the/# Prophets, 

‘ and AntichriBs ittd Deceivers, deferibed them and their Generation, 

‘ ‘and belonged to them, who were found walking in their Steps, and 
‘ bringing forth their Fruits ; and not unto us, who were not guilty 
‘ of fuch things. And I manifcBed to them, that they wxre out of 
‘ the Steps of the true Prophets and Apofiles ; ^nd Ihewed them clearly 
‘ by the Fruits and Marks, that they were of thofo, whom thole Scri- 
‘ptures fpake of, and not we. And I declared the Truth, and the 
'fVord of Life to the People, and direaed them to Chrijl their 

‘ Teacher. 
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^ Teicher. And all was quier, while I was fpeaking ; Bur when I 165^ 
had done, and was come forth, the ?rie/ls were both of them in fuch 
a Fret and Rt^e, that they fomed at the Mouth for Anger againll Sootei. 
me. The Priejl of the ?Uce made an Orar/ow to the People in the 
Steeple-houfe-Tard, and faid ; This Man hath gotten all the honejl Men 
and IVomen in Lincifhite to him i and noiv, fMd he, he comet here to do 
the fame. Then (aid I unto him, ‘ What wilt thou have left ? And 
‘ what have the Prie(ls left them, but fuch as themfelves ? For if it be 
‘ the Honejl, that receive the Truth, and are turned to Chrifl ; then 
‘ it mull be the Dtjbonefi, that follow thee, and fuch as thou art. 

Some al(b of the PrkjPs People did begin to plead for their Pnejl, 
and for 'Tithes. But I told them, It were better for them to plead tor 
Chrijl, who had ended the Tithing-Vriejlhood and the Tithes, and 
had fent forth his Minijlers to give freely, as they had received freely. 

So the Lord's 9oiver came over them all, and put them to Silence ; 
and rellraincd the rude People, that they could not do the Mischief 
they intended. And when I came down again to 'Jofeph Ntcholfon's 
Houfe, I law a great hole in my Coat, which was cut with a Kyiife ; 
but it was not cut through my Doublet, for the Lordhud prevented 
their Mischief. And the neitt day there was a rude, wicked 
Man would have done Violence to a Friend; but the Z-orA Power 
Itopt him. 

Now was I moved to (end 'James Lancajler, to Appoint a Meeting 
at one John FFilkinfon's Steeple-houfe near Cocker mouth ; who was a 
Preacher in great repute, and had three Parifhes under him ; where- 
fore I (laid at Mtlholm in Bootel, till he came back again. In the 
mean time fome of thofe they called the Gentry of theC’£i«»rr/, had 
made a Plot againfl me, and had given a little Boydi Rapier, for him 
to do me a Mischief with it. And they came with the Boy to Jofeph 
Ntcholfon's Houle to leek me : but ths Lord had (bordered it, that 
I was not in the Houfe, but was gone forth into the Fields. They 
met with James Lancajler, but did not much abufe him ; and not 
finding me in the Houje, after a while they went away again, Sol 
walked up and down in the Fields that Night, and did not go to 
Bed ; as very often I ufed to do. The next Morningws palTed from Meeting 
thence, andcamethe»fJcrii4;to the where James Lan- wifCock* 

cajler had appointed the, Meeting. There were at this Meeting Twelve 
Soldiers and their Wives, who were come thither from Carlijle ; 
and the Country-People came in, like as it had been to a Fair. 1 lay 
at an Houfe fomewhat fliort of the Place, fo that many Friends were 
got thither before me. And when I came there, I found James 
Lancajler (peaking under iTew-Tree ; which was (b full of People, 
that 1 feared, they would break it down, I looked about for a place 
to (land upon, to fpeak unto the People: for they lay all up and 
down, hkQ People at i Leaguer. But after awhile, that T was dif 
covered, a Profejfor came to me and asked ; If I would not go into 
the Church f I feeing, there was no plate abroad convenient to fpeak 
to the People from, told him, Tes : Whereupon the People rulhed in } 

(bthat when I came in, the Houfe and Pulpit was (b lull of People, 
that I had much ado to get in : and they that could not get in, flood 
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abroad about the Wills, When tlie People were fettled, I flood up 
upon a Sett: ‘ And the Lord opentd my Mouth to declare bis Ever^ 
^lifting Truth, anu his Everltj^ing Day; and to lay open all their 
^Teichers, itidthtix Rudiments, Inditions and Inventions, that they 
‘ had been in, in the Night oi Jpojltty fince iIk Jpojlles dtys : And 
‘ I turned them toChriJlthc true Teacher, and to the true, Spiritual 
‘ Worjhip ; dirtying them , where to find the Spirit and Truth, 

‘ that they might Worfhip God therein. 1 opened Chrijl^s Ptrahks 
‘ unto them, and direded them to the Spirit of God in themlelvcs, 
‘that would open the Scriptures unto them. And I fliewed them, 

‘ how all might come to know their Saviour, and fit under his Teach- 
‘ ing ; and come to be Heirs of the Kjngdom of God, and know both 
‘ GoiPs and Chrijl's Voice, by which they might dilcoverall the ftlft 
‘ Shepherds and Teachers they had been under, and be gathered to the 
* Shepherd, Prtejl, Bijhop and Prophet Chrili jefus, whom God 
‘ commanded all to hear. So when I had largely declared the VV ord 
of Lr/e unto them, for about the fpace of r/rec //wrr, I walked forth 
from amongfl the People, and the People palTcd away very well fit- 
tisfied. Among the reft 'k ProfejforioWoyxed me, praifing and com- 
mending me ; and his Words were like a Thtfik to me : At lafl I 
turned about, and bid him, Fear the Lord: Whereupon one, Priefi 
Larkhamoi Cockermouth (for fcveral Pr/e/?r were got together on the 
Way, who came, after the A/eer/*^ was done) faidtome, Sir, why 
do you jud^e fo? you mujl not judge, faid he. But I turned to him 
and faid, Friend, doll not thou difeern an Exhortation from a Judg- 
ment ? for I admonilhed him to fear God ; and doft thou fay, I 
jwflfgchim? So this Pw// and' I falling intoDifeourfe, I manifcfled 
him to be amongfl the fslfe Prophets and coyoetom Hirelings, And 
leveral People being moved to (peak unto them, he and two other of 
the Priejls foongot away. When they were gone, John VVilkinfon 
(who was Preacheroi that Parifl}, and of Wo other Par'jhts in Cum- 
herlandj began todifpute againfl his own Confcicnce for fveral hours, 
till the People generally turned againfl him : for he thought to liave 
Tired me out ; but the Lord's Power tired him out, and the Lord's 
Truth came over him and them all. And Many hundreds were Con- 
vinced that day, and received the Lord JefusChrifi, and his free 
Teaching with Gladnefs ; of whom Tome have died in the Truth, 
and many (tand there faithful Witnefles thereof. The Souldiers alfb 
were Convinced, and their Wives ; and continued with mr, till the 
Fir ft -day. 

On the Firft-day I w'enttothe Steepk-honfe at Cockermouth, where 
Prkjl Larkhtm lived ; And when the I>rieft had dons, 1 bcijanto 
fpe^ ; and the People began to be Rude : but the Souldiers told them. 
We had broken no Law, and then they were quiet. Then I turned 
rfie to the PritH, and laid him open among the ftlfe Prophets and 
Hirelings ; At which word the PrieH went his way, and faid, He 
calls me Hireling : which was true enough, and all the People knew 
it. Then fbmeof the Great Men of the Town came to me, and (aid, 
Sir, W e have no karned Men to difpnte with you I told them, I came 
not to difpute, but to declare the way of Salvation to tbtm, and the 
way of Everlafting Life. And fo I declared largely the way of Life 
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and Truth to tlienii and direded them to ChriB their 1652. 

that had died for them, and bought them with his Blood. 

When I had done , I palTed away about Two Miles to another Brigham, 
great Steefk-boufe of (aid [john Wtlktufoii\ called Brigbm ; where 
the People, having been at the other Meeting, were mightily affeiled; 
and would have put my Horfe into the Uteepk'houfe-Tard ; but 1 laid, 

No ; Pried claims that ; havehtm toao Inn. When I came into 
ihc Steeple-houfe-Tard, I law the coming in great Companies, 
as to a Fair; and abundance were already gathered in the Lam, 
and about the Steepk-houfe. 1 was very Ihttfiy ; and walked about 
a quarter of a Mile to a Brook, where I got feme Water, and re- 
frelhed my Self. And as I came up again, I met the laid Wilkinfon ; 
who, as 1 palTed by him, faid, Hir, will you preach to day ? If you 
will, faid he, I will not Oppofe you tnWordor Thought. I replied, 0/>- 
pofe, if thou wilt ; / have fomethtnp to fpeak to the People. And, laid 
I, thou carricd’ll thy (eU foolijbly the other day, and Ipakeft a- 
gainft thy Confeitnee and Reafon ; inlbmuch that thy Hearers cried 
out againft thee. So I left him, and went on ; for he faw, it was in 
vain to Oppofe, the People were lb afleded with the Lord''s Truth. 

When I came 'mo \\\^Stetplc-houfe-Tard, a Profejfor came to me, and 
asked, If I would not go into the Church ? (as he called it) And I fee- 
ing no convenient P/4ff abroad, to hand to fpeak unto the Veople 
from, went in -, and Hood up in a Seat, after the People were Icttlcd. 

The Priejl came in alfo ; but did not go up to his Pulpst. ‘ So the 
‘lord opened my Mouth, and I declared his Everlafting Truth, and 
‘ Word of Life to the People ; dirtbling them to the Sp/r/t ol God in 
‘ themfelves, by which they might know God and Chrif, and the 
‘ Scriptures, and come to have heavenly Ftllowjbip in the Spirit. And 
‘ I declared to them, that Every one that cometh into the World, was 
‘ enlightened hy Chrill the Lite , by which Light they might lea 
‘ their andC^r//?, uhouascome to lave them from their 
‘ and died for them. And if they came to walk in i\\\s Light, they 
‘ might therein fee Qhrijl to be the Author of their Faith, and the 
‘ Finifher thereof ; their Shepherd to feed them, their Prit/l to teach 
‘them, and their great Prophet to open divine Myficrics unto them, 

‘ and to be always prcfeni with them : I opened alio unto them, in 
‘ the Openings of the Lord, the fr/l Covenant, Ihewingthem the 
‘ Figures, and the Suhjlance of thofe Figures ; and lo bringing them 
‘on to Chrijl, the New Covenant. I allb manifellcd unto tliem, that 
‘ there had been a Night of Apojlaty lince the Apojlles days ; but that 
‘ now the Everlafmg Gofptl was preached again, which brought Lift 
‘ and Immortality to Light : And the day of the Lord was come, and 
‘ Chrijl was come to teach his People himfelf by his Light, Grace, 

‘ Power and Spirit. A fine opportunity the Lord gave me, to preach 
Truth among the People that day, lor about three hours time ; and all 
was quiet. And Many hundreds were Convinced that day : And fome 
of them praifed God and faid ; Now we know the frjl Jlep to Peace, 

The faid Preacher al.fi) faid privately to feme of his Hearers, that I had 
broken them, and overthrown them 
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165 J. After this I went to a Villa^^e, and miny People accompinied me. 

And as I was fitting in an //o«/e /«// of People, declaring the 
hrittiff. oi Life unto them, Icaft mine Ej/e upon a Wotnan ; and f difeerned 
an Vnclem Spirit in her. And I was moved of the Lord to fpeak 
fliarply to her; and told her, file was a Witch: Whereupon the 
WomM went out of the Room. Now I being a Stranger there, and 
knowing nothing of the Woman Outtvardlp, the People wondred at it ; 
and told me afterw’ards, that I had difeovered a great thing ; for all 
the Country looked upon her to he a Witch. The Lord had given me a 
Spirit oi dtfeerning, by which I many times (aw the States Con- 
ditions of People, and could Try their Spirits. For not long before, 
as I was going to a Meeting, I (aw feme Women in a Field, and I dif- 
eerned them to be Witches : and I was moved to go out of my way 
into the Field to them, and declare unto them their Conditions ; tell- 
ing them plainly, They were in the Spirit of Witchcraft. At another 
time there came fucli an one into Swarthmore-Hall in the Meeting- 
time ; and I was moved to fpeak fharply to her, and told her, (he was 
a Witch: And the Pe(j/>/efaid afterwards, (he 'mus generally accounted 
fo. There came alfo at another time another and flood at 

a dijlance from me ; and I cafl mine Eye upon her and faid : Thou 
hafbeen an Harlot : lor 1 pafeHly (aw the Condition and Life of the 
Woman. The Woman aniwered and faid. Many could tell ner of her 
Outward Sins ; hut none could tell her of her Inward, Then I told 
her. Her //earr was not right before the ; and that from the In- 
ward came the Outward. This Woman came afterwards to he Con- 
vinced of Qo<Ft Truth, and became a Friend. 

From the aforefaid Village we came up to Thomas Bewley’s, near 
Coidbeck. j and from thence, having had (bme Service for the Lord 

At iiAsr- there, I palfed to a Market-Town, where I had a Meeting at the 
kt-Timn. Croft ; and all was pretty quiet : and-when I had declared the Truth 
unto them, and dirtded them to Chriji t\mx Teacher, (ome received 
the Truth. Tlien we palfed further, and had another Meeting upon 
the Borders, in a Steeple-houfe-Tard, to which many Profejfors and 
Contenders came ; but the Lordls Power was over all : and when 
the Word of Ltft had been declared amongfl: them, fome received the 
Truth there alfb. 

cariifie. From thence palTing on we came to Carlijle, and the Pafior of the 
Baptijls, with moft of his Hearers came to me there to the aihhey ; 
where I hada Meeting, and declared the Word of Life amongfl them : 
and many of the Baptijls, and of the Soulditrs were Convinced. Al- 
ter the Meeting was done, the Pajlor of the Baptifls (being an high 
NotionifI, and a flalhy Man) came tome, and asked me, What 
mujl he damned! I was moved immediately to tell him. That which 
yp4^?inhim, was to he damned. This ftopt the PaJloV^ Mouth] and 
the Witnefs of God was railed up in him ; and I opened to 
him the States of EleUion and Reprobation , (b that he (aid ; He 
never heard the like in his Life. He allb came afterward to be 
Convinced. 

Then went I up to the Caflle among the Souldiers ; who beat a 
Drum, and called the Garrifon together ; And I preached the Truth 
amongfl them, ‘ Diteiliogthera to the Lord Jefus C/;rr7? to be theiir 

' ‘ Teacher, 
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‘ Tmher, and to the meafurc of his Spirit in themfdvts^ by which 165J. 
‘ they might be turned from the Durhefs to the Lights and from the 
‘ Po»er of SttM unto Goi. And I warned them all, that they fhould carliflci 
‘ do mkioUftce to any Man ; but Ihould fliew forth a Chrifiitn-Life • 

‘ telling them, that he, who was to be their Tachtr^ would be their 
^ Condemnatm ^ if they were difobedient to him. So I left them* 
having no OffofitioH from any of them, except t he ^«rj€<«rr,‘ who 
afterwards came to h^Gonvirntd. 

On the Mxrkthdij I went up into the Mariety to the Mirket-Crofs, 

Now the Migiftntes had both threatned, and lent, their Serjeants i 
And Magiprates Wives had laid, That if I came thercy they would 
fluck the Hair from off my Head ; and that the Serjeants jbould take me 
up. Neverthelefs I obeyed the Lord Gody and went upon the Crofs ; 
and there declared unto them, ‘ That the day of the Lord was com* 

‘ ing upon all their deceitful Ways and DoingSy and deceitful Met- 
* chandite ; and that they Ihould put away all Cozening and Cheat- 
‘ ingy and keep to Tea and Nayy and fpeak the Truth one to another : 

So the Truthy and the Power of God was let over them. And after I 
had declared the Word of Life to the People, the Throng being fb 
great, that the Serjeants could not get tome, nor the Magifirates 
Wives come at me ; I paffed away quietly. Many People and Souldh 
ers came to me, and fome Baptijlsy that were hitter Contenders ; a* 
mongft whom one of their Deacons, being an envious Man, and find- 
ing the Lore^i Power was over them , Cried out for very Anger, 
Whereupon I fet my Eyes upon him, and fpake (harply to him in the 
Power 0 ^ the Lord: and he cried. Do not pierce me fo with thy Eyes ; 
keep thy Eyes off me. 

On the firfi day following, I went into the Steeple-houfe ; And 
after the Prtefl had done, I preached the Truth to the Peoplcy and 
declared the Word of Life amongft them. The Prie/l got away; 
and the Magifirates defired me to go out of the Steeple-houfe : But I 
If ill declared the FTay of the Lord unto them, and told them ; I 
came to fpeak the word of Life and Salvation from the Lord amongjl 

them. The Power of the Lord was dreadful amongft them in the 
Steeple-houfe y fb that the People trembled and (hooky and they thought, 
the Steeple-houfe fhook ; and fome of them fearedy it would have 
fallen down on their Heads. The Magifirates VFhes were in a Rttgey 
and drove mightily to have been at me: but the Souldiers and 
friendly People ftood thick about me. At length the rude People of 
the City role, and came with Staves zaA Stones into th^ Stteple-houfcy 
crying ; Down with thefe Round-headed Rogues: and they threw 
Stone!. Whcrcupn the Governour lent a File or two of Musketeers 
into tho Steeple-houfe, to appeafe the Tumult, and commanded all 
the other Souldiers out. So thofe Souldiers took me by the Hand ifl 
z friendly manner, andfaid; They would have me along with them 

then. When we came forth into the Street, the City was in an Vp-^ 

roar; and the came down : and fome of thofe Souldiers 

w'cre put in Prtfon for ftanding by me, and for me againft the Townt 
People, There was a Lieutenant, that had been Convinced ; and he 
came, and had me to his Houfe, where there was a Baptifis-Meeting, 
and thither came Friends alfoJ and we had a very quiet i 
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id5j. and they beard the A'rorii of I//e gladly, and many received it. The 
L/»\rO next the Juftues and Mtgijlriies of the Town being gathered 
cariifle. together in tlie they granted a yVm»nt agamft me ; 

and fent for me to come before them. I was then gone to a BdptiJlH 
fioufe ; but hearing of it, I went up to the Ml to them, where 
many fitde People were : feme of whom had fmrn ftrdnge falfe 
Tilings againfl me. I had a great deal of Difcourle with the Magi- 
Jlrates^ wherein I laid open the Fruits of their Pritfth Prmhing ; 
and Ihe wed them, howf^o/dthey were of Chriftunity; and that, 
though they were fuch grt«it Profeffors f for they were Independents 
artd Pr(shtemns) they were without tne Pojfefflon of that which 
G. F. com- they profeffid, So after a large Exmimtthn they Committed me 
mhiedto jq as a BUfpbemer^ zaHtretick and z Seducer ; tliough they 

fn/lli.* could not juftly charge any firch thing againft me. The Jatl at 

Cdrlijle had Tm Jailers ^ an Upper and an Under ^ which looked 
like Tm great Bear-wards, Now when I was brought in, theUpper- 
Jailer had me up into a great Chamber^ and told me, I {bould have 
what I would in that Room. But I told him, he fhould not expeft 
any Moneji from me, for I would neither lie in any of his Beds, nor 
eat any of his Viltuals. Then he put me into another Room ; where 
after a while I got fbmething tp lie upon. There I lay, till the 
„ _ Jl/fzes came ; and then all the Talk and Cry was, that I was to be 
Hanged. And the High-Sherijfy whole Name was VFilfrey Lawfon^ 
ftirred them much up to take away my Tife, and laid ; He would 
gua)rd me to my Execution himfelf. They were in a blacky dark Rage^ 
and fet three Musketeers for Guard upon me ; one at my Chamber-doory 
another at the Stairs-footy and a third at the Street-door • and none 
they would let come at me, except one fometimes, to bring me Ibme 
neceftary things. At Night they would bring up Prieps to me, 
Sometimes as late as tlie Tenth Hour in the Night ; and they would 
be exceeding Rude and Dtvellijh. There were a Company of bittety 
Scotch Priejls, Presbyterians, made up of Envy znAMalice, who were 
npt Ht to Ipoak of the tilings of God, they were lo foul-mouthed: 
But the l^ord by his Power gave me dominion over them all, and I 
let them fee both (heir fruits, and their Spirits. Great Ladies alio 
(as they werecal|ed) came to lee the Man, that they laid was to die. 
Now, while both the Judge, Juf ices znd Sherif were contriving to- 
gether, how they might put me to death-, the Lor^^dilappoinied their 
ikf^n by an unexpefted w'ay. For the Judge's Clark (as I was In- 
formed) parted a Quefiion among them ; which Confounded all 
their Counfels : So that after that they had not Power to call me before 
the Judge. 

Anthony Ptarfots being then in Carlijle, and perceiving, that they 
d^d not intend to bring me (as was expefted) upon my Trial, he 
writ a Letter to the Judges, direfted as followcth : 
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‘ To the Judges of Affize and Jail-Delivery for the 
* Northern PartS) fitting at Carlijle. 

‘ X 7 0 V are rarfed to do Righttoufntfs andjufiice, and fent forth 
‘ Y toguptfl) him that doth Evily and to encourage him that doth nelly 
‘ and to ft the opgrtjfed fret. I am therefore moved to lap before pou 
‘ the Condition of hirn^ mho ii called George Fox, whom the Magiftrates 
‘ of this City have call into Pi i(bn, for Words that he it accufid to have 
^/poken, which they call Blafphemy. He naa fent to the Jail, till he 
'Jjottld he delivered by due Courfe o/Law ; and it was expelled, he 
^ fbould have been proceeded againjl in the Common Law-Couric at this 
‘ Aflizes. The Informations againjl him were delivered into Court ; 
‘ and the Aft allows and appoints that way of Trial. How hardly and 
‘ unchrijlianly he hath been hitherto dealt with, I /ball not now mention : 
‘ but you mat conftder, that nothing he is accufedof, is nice and difficult, 
‘ And, to mj l{nowledge, he utterly abhors and detejls every Particular, 
‘ which by the Aflt/t^rf/ff^Blafphemous Opinions ts appointed to be pu- 
‘ ntjhed ; and differs as much from thofe People, againjl whom the Law was 
* made, as Light from Darknefs. Though he he Committed, Judgment 
‘ is not given againjl him ; nor have his Accufers been face to face, to 
‘ affirm before him, what they have Informed againjl him : Nor was he 
‘ heard, as to the Particulars of their Accufations : nor doth it appear, 

‘ that any fVord they charge againjl him, is within the Aft. But indeed, 

‘ I could not yet fo much as fee the Information, no not in Court, though 
‘ / dffired it both of the Clark of the Alfizes and of the Magiftrates 
‘Clark; nor hath he had a of them. This is very hard: And 
‘ that be jhould be fo clofe rejlrained, that his Friends may not fpeak 
‘ with him, I know noLiw nor Reafbn for, I do therefore claim for 
‘ him a due and lawful Hearing, and that he may have a Copy of his 
‘CItarge, and freedom to Anfver for himfelf ', and that rather before 
'‘you, than to be left to the Rulers of this Town, who are not competent 
‘ Judges of Blafphemy : as by Mittimus appears, who have Com- 
' mttted him upon an hfk of Parliament ; and mention Words, at fpo~ 
‘ ken by him at his Examination, which are not within the Aft, and 
‘ which he utterly denies. The Words mentioned in Mittimus he de- 
‘ nies to have fpoken ; and hath neither profeffed nor avowed them.

But notwiihftandiiig this Letter, the Judges were relblved not to 
fuller me to be brought before them ; but reviling and Scoffing at 
me behind my back, left me to the Magijlrates of the Town : giving 
them what Encouragement they could, to Exercife their Cruelty upon 
me. Whereupon (though I had been kept up fo clofe in the Jailerh 
Hoiife, that friends were not fuffered to come at me ; and Colonel 
Benfon and Jufttce Pearfon were denied ro fee me: yet) the »ejfr Day, 
after the Judges were gone out of Town, an Order was fent to the 
Jailer, to put me down into the Dungeon atnongft the Moft-Troopers, 
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165^. Thicz'es MKrtf'fers ; which accordingly lie did. A I'i/t/jjf, Na- 
L/VNd Jlj Place i: was, where Men and I'Vomen wcie put togeihcr in a very 
Carllilc- uncivil mMnrr ; and never a Honfe ot Office to it : And the Prifoners 
Dmgm. po loufy., tliat OIK Woman wasalmoft eaten to death u iih I ice. Vet as 
bad as the Place was, tlic Prifomrs were all made v ery loving and 
jubjefi to me ; and Tome of them were Convinced ol the Truth, as 
the Publicans and Harlots were of old ; lb that they were able to 
confound i Priefii that might come to the Grater to dif put e. But the 
Jailer was very Cruel, and the Vnder-JatUr very abufive both to me, 
and to Friends, that came to iee me ; For he would beat Friends 
with a great Cudgel, that did but come to the Window to look in upon 
me. I could get up to the Grate, where Icmetimes I took in my 
Meat ; at which the Jailer was often offended. One Time became 
in a great Rage, and fell a beating me with his great Cudgel, though I 
was not at the Gra/e at that time: and as he me, hecried, CVwe 
cut of the Window, though I was then far enough trom it. Now, 
while he ffruck me, I was made to ffng in the Lord's Power ; and 
that made him Rage the more. Then he u tnr, and Ictched a Fiddler, 
and brought him in where I was, ainl fet him to play ; thinking to 
vex me thereby : But w hile he played, I w'as moved in theeveilaft- 
ing Power of the Lord God to fing ; and my Voice drow ned the Noife 
of the Fiddle, and flruck nod conf ounded thzm •. and made them give 
over Fiddling, and go their ways. 

fuff ice Benfon's Wife was moved of the Lord to come to viftt me, 
and to Eat no Meat, but what (lie Eat with me at the Bars of the 
Dungeon-Window. She was afterwards herfelt Imprifoned at Fork, 
w hen file was great with Child, for fpeaking to a Priesi ; and was 
kept in Prifon, and not fulfered to go our, when the time of her Tra- 
vail was come : lb llte was delivered of her Child in the Prifon. She 
w'asanWf/, tender Woman, and continued /4rr/i/«/ to the Truth, 
until Hie died, 

Whillt I was in the Dungeon at Car li fie, one fames Parnel, a little 
Ladoi about Sixteen Tears o{ Age, came to (te me ; and wasCow- 
vinced, : And the Lord quickly made him a powerful Mtniffer of the 
Word of Life, and many were turned toChufl by him ; though he 
jived not long. For travelling into Effex in the W ork of the Miniffry, 
in the Year 1655) he was Committed to Colchefter-C aft le, where he 
endured very great Hardfhips and Suff^erings ; being put by the Cruel 
failer into a Hole in the Caftk-wall, called the Oven, fo high from 
the Ground, that he w'ent up to it by a Ladder; which being ftx 
Foot too fhort, he was fain to climb from the Ladder to the Hole by a 
Rope, that w^as faftned above. And when Friends would have given 
him a Cord and a Basket, to have drawn up his VtBuals in, the Inhu- 
w ould not fuffer them ; but forced him to go down and 
«^by that fbort Ladder znd Rope, to fetch his VtSfuals (which for a 
longtime he did) or elle he might have famijhed in the Hole. At 
length, his Limbs being much henummed with lying in that Place, yet 
being conllraincd to go down to take up fome Viifuals ; as he came 
up the Ladder again with his ViHuals in one hand, and catched at the 
Rope with the other, he miffed the Rope ; and fell down from a ve- 
ry great upon the Stones: by which Fall he was exceedingly 

wounded 
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murnted in his He*d And Jrmf, znd his Bodjf much iritefed ; and he 
died in a jbort Tme after. And when he was dead, the wicked Pro- 
fejfors, to cover their own writ a Book of him, and faid ; 

He ftfted himfelf to Deith : W hich was an tbomindle Pdl/hood ; and 
was manifefted Co to be by another Book^ which was written in 
J//ftper to that, and was called, Tke LmPs Defence a^dinji Lies. 

Now when I faw, that I was not like to be brought forth to a fub~ 
lick Haring and Irid (although I had before Anfwered in Writing 
the fdrticuUr Mdtters charged againft me, at the Time of my frfi Ex- 
dmindtion and Commitment J I was moved to fend forth the following 
Pdper, as a fnblick Challenge to all thole, that did belie the Truth 
and me behind my Buck, to come forth, and make good their 

‘ TF any in WeJlmorUnd, or CumberUnd^ or elfwhere, that profefs 
‘ J[ Chrijlidnity, and pretend to love God and Chrijly are not fatisfi- 

* ed concerning the things of God, which I, who am called George FoXy 
Miave fpoken and declared, let them declare and publilh their Dijfa- 
^ tufdilionin Writing ; and not buck-bitey not licy nOTMrfecute in fe- 
‘ cret : This I demand of you all in the frefence of the living Gody 
‘ as ye will anfwcr it to him. For the Exaltation of the Truthy and 

* the Confounding of the Deceit is this given forth : To that of God 
‘ in your Confciences I (peak ; declare or write your Dijfatisfa^ions to 
‘ any of them, whom you call Qjtakersy that Truth may be exaltedy 
‘ and AH may come to the Eighty with which Chrift hath enlightned 
‘ every one, that cometh into the World : that nothing may be hid 
‘ in Darknefsy in Pnfonsy Holes or Corners ; but that all things may 
‘ be brought to the Light of Chrijly and by the Light of Chrijl rrtay 
‘ be tried. This am I moved of the Lord to write, and lend forth to 

* be let upon the Market-Crones in Wejlmorland, and elfwhere. To 
^ the Light of Chrijl in you I fpeak, that none of you may fpeak evil 

* of the things of Gody which you know not ; nor aCt contrary to 

* the Eighty that gave forth the Scriptures : left you be found Fighters 

* againft God, and the Hand of the Lord be turned againft you.

While I thus lay in the Dungeon at Carlijle, the Report, that was 
raifed at the time of the Jl^zey That I fbould be put to Deathy was 
gone out far and near ; infomuch that the Parliament then firting 
(which, I think, was called the Lr«/«-P4r//4jww;j hearing. That a 
Young-man at Carlille was to die for Religion, caufed a Letter to be 
lent down to the Sheriff and Magiflrates concerning me. And much 
about the fame Time I writ alfo to the Jufticet at Carlijle, that lud 
call; me into Prifon, and that perlecuted Friends at the Injligationof 
the Priefit, for Tithes ; expoftulating the Matter with them thus :

‘ the ffoiling of the Goods of People, taking away their Oxtn and 

* flitted Beeves, their Shee{>, Corn, IVooiAnd Hou/bold-Goods, andgiv- cariiflc- 
‘ iog them to the Priejts, that have done no Work for them : More 

‘ iikeiWoy}-Tw/'er/, than A/w/rrr of the Gofpel, they take them 
‘ from Friersds; fuissg them in your Courts, and fining them, be-

* they will not Stvedr. And thus you J£f againft them, that do not 
‘ lift up an Hd/sd againlf you ; and as much as you turn againft them,

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165^. ‘ the Svordof his Month all thele hvtnters and Inventions, that have 
‘ got up, and been fet up fince the Days of the ^poflUs, and (ince the 
Carl Ik- true Church wtM 'mo Wildtrnefs, And \.\\q tverlajUn!^ Gofptiy 
Dm'-o”' t vvhich is the Power ol God, fhall be preached again to all Nations, 
‘ and KJndreds, and Tongues in this the Lamb's Day ; before whom 
‘ you lhall appear to Judgment : and you have no way to Efcape. For 
‘ he hath appeared, who is the Ftrjlaod the Lafi, the Beginning and 
‘ the Ending, the oilpha and the Omega: He that was Dead, is alive 
‘ again, and lives for evermore ! 


I mentioned before, Tliat Gervafe Benfon and Jnthonj Pearfon, 
(though they had been Jujlices of the Peace) were not permitted to 
come to me in the Prifon) whereupon they jointly wrote a Letter to 
the Magiflrates, Priefls and People at Carlijie concerning my Imprifon- 
ment. And thus it was ; 


‘ ]r_J I M, who is called George Fox, who is perlecuted by Rulers 
‘J~j[ znd Magi/lrates, hy juftices, by Priejls zod by People, and 
‘ who lufters Imprifonment of his Body at this prelent, as a Blafphemer, 
* znd zn Heretici, zndz Seducer, him do wewitnefs (who in mea- 
‘ fure arc made Partakers of the fame Life, which lives in him) to be 
^ z Minijler oi the Eternal H^ord of God, by whom the cverlafting 
‘ Gojpel is preached ; by the powerful Preaching w'hereof the Eternal 
‘ Father of the Saints hath opened the Blind Eyes, hath unftopped the 

* deaf Ears, hath let the 0 /);>rfjJf<i go free, and hathraifed up theDerfi 
‘ out of the Grawr. ChriH is now preached in and among the Saints, 
‘ the fame, that ever he was ; and becaufe his heavenly Image is born 
‘ up in this his faithful Servant, therefore doth fallen Man {Rulers, 
‘ Priejls and People) perfecute him : becaufe he lives up out of the 
‘ Fall, and teftifies againtl the fVorks of the World, that the Deeds 
‘ thereof are Evil, he fuffers by you Magifirates ; not as an Evil- 
‘ Doer. For thus it was ever, where the Seed of God was kept in 

* Prifon under the curfed Nature, that Nature fought to imprifon 
‘ them, in whom it was raifed. The Lord will make him to you as a 
‘ burdtnfom Stone : for the Smrd of the Spirit of the Almighty is put 
' into the Hands of the Saints, which fhall wound ail the W icked ; 
‘ and lhall not be put up, till it hath cut down all corrupt Judges, 
‘ jujlices, Magsjlrates, Priejls and Profefjors ; till he hath brought 
‘ his wonderful thing to pafs in the Earth , which is, to make Nen> 
‘ Heavens and a New Earth, wherein lhall dwell Righteoufnefs ; which 
‘ now he is about to do. Therefore fear the Lord God Almighty, 

* ye Judges, jujlices. Commanders, Priejls and People : ye that forget 
God, luddenly will the Lord come, and dellroy you with an, utter 

* Deftruftion ; and will fwcep your Names out of the Earth, and will 

* rellore his People Judges, as at the Firjl, and Counfellort, as at the 
‘ Beginning. And all Perficutors lhall partake of the Plagues of 

* the Whore, who hath made the of the Earth, and the 

* great Men drunk with the Wine of her Fornications ; and hath 
‘ drunk the Blood of the Saints : and tlrerefore fhall you be Parta' 

‘ kers 
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^Akersoi httPU^ifcs. We are not fuiTtred to go fccourfr/fW 165^. 
* in Prifon, whom we witnefs to be a Mtjfengtr ot iht Living Cod. 

‘ Now all mind, Whether this be according to £««', or from Sariifle. 

‘ the wicked, perverfe, envious Will of the envious Rulers and 
‘ MAgipAHs, who are of the fame Gfwr4rw/;, that perfecuted Jefus 
ChriB ; for, laid he, as they hAve done to we, Jo will they do to you. 

‘And as he took the the kindnefnad jtrvne, that was fhewed 
‘ and performed to any of his AffliHed Ones in their Sufferings and 
‘ Dipefs, as done unto himfelf ; lb the Injuries and Wrongs, that 
‘ were done by any to any of \{\% Little Ones, he relented, as done 
‘ unto himfelf alfo. Therefore you, who are fb far from vtfiting him 
‘your lelves in his fuffering AVrt'awr, that ye will not fuftcr his Fre- 
‘ tbren to vifit him ; ye muft depart, ye Workers of Iniquity, into 
‘ the Lake, that burns with Fire. The Lord is coming to threlh the 
*MountAins, and will beat them to Dull: And all corrupt Rulers, 

‘ corrupt Officers and corrupt Laws the Lord will take Vengeance on, 

‘ by which the tender Confdences of his People are opprelled. And he 
‘will give his People his Law, and will judge his People himfelf, 

‘ not according to the fight of the Eye, and hearing of the Eur • 

‘but with Rtghteoufnefs, and with Equity. Now are your Hearts 
‘ made manilelt, to be full of Envy againll the living Truth of God, 

‘ which is made manifeft in his People ; who are contemned and de- 
‘ fpiledof the World, and fcornfully called fpiukers. You are worfe 
‘ than the Heuthens, that put PauI in Prifon ; for none of his Friends 
‘ ox JcquAintAnce were hindred to come to him by them : therefore 
‘ they (hall be Witneffes againft you. Ye are made manifeft to the 
‘ Siints, to be of the fame QenerAtion, that put Chriil to deuth, and 
‘ that put the Apoftles in Prifon, on the fame pretence, as you aft 
‘ under ; in calling Truth Error, and the Minifters of God BlMem- 
‘ ers, as they did. But the day is drendful and terrible, that Oiall 
‘ come upon you, ye Evil MAgiftmes, Priefis and People, who pro- 
‘ fefs the Tr«r^ in Words ootmtdly, and yet perfecutethe Power ol 
‘ Truth, and them that ftand in and for the Truth. While ye have 
‘ Time, prize 'll ; and remember, what is written Jft. 54. 17.

Not long after this, the Lordfs Power emt dvettht Jufices, and 
tliey were made to fet me at Liberty. But Ibmetime before I was 
let at Liberty, the Governour , and the faid Anthony Peurfon amt 
down into the Dungeon to fee the PUce, where I was kept; and un- 
derhand, what VjAge I had. And when they were come down to 
me, they found the pUee Co bud, and the fAvour fb ill, that they 
cried JbAme of the MAgipAtes, for fuftering the Jailer to do fuch 
things: And they called for the jAilert into the Dungeon, and 
required them to find iforer/er /flr their good Behaviour ; and theTP^- 
der-Jailer, who had been fuch a Cruel Fellow, they put into the Dun- 
geon with me, amongft the Mofs-Troopers. 


Now 
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1 65 j. Now after I was ftt at Liiertf, I went to ThomM Bewle/s, where 
there came a Biftiji-Tetcher to Oppole me ; and he was Convinced. 
cumheriM^ And Robert Widders being with me, was moved to go to Coldbeck- 
At T. Bv. Steeple-hoitfe ; and the Btptifi-Teicher went along with him the fame 
day. And the People fell upon them, and 4 mofi killed Robert Wid- 
ders ; and took the Btptifi\ Smrd from him, and bent him forth. 
This Biptrjl had the Inheritance of an Impropriation of Tithes ; and he 
went home, and gave it up freely. Robert Widders was lent to 
CarliJle-Jail ; where having Iain awhile, he wasfet it Liberty igiin. 
VFilliam Dewsberry alfo went to another Steeple-houfe hard by ; and 
the People almojl killed hinsj they beat him fo : but the LordH Power 
was over all, and healed them again. At that day many Friends went 
to the Steeple-honfes, to declare the Truth to the Priefis and People ; 
and great Sufferings they underwent : but the Lord\ Power fuftained 
them. 

Now I went into the Country^ and had mighty Meetings ; 
and the Everlafting Gofpel and Word of Life flourilhed, and Thou- 
fands were turned to tlie Lord fefm ChriHy and to his Teaching. And 
feveral that took Tithes, as Impropriators, denied the receiving of 
them any longer ; and delivered them up freely to the Pariffiontrs. 
hni Thtn^imagcti 'iQtoVFefimorUnd, I had many great ; and 

Strickland at Strickland-Head I had a large Afeer/»^, where a jfv/f/Ve of Pfire 
head. out of Biffoprick, whole Name was Henry Draper, came up ; and 
many Contenders were there. The Priefis and Magiff rates were in a 
great againft me la Wtjlmorland, and hid i Warrant to ap- 
prehend me ; which they renewed from time to time, for a long 
time: Yet the Lord did not fuder them toferve it upnme. Sol 
traveled on amongft Friends, vifitingthe Meetings, till I came to 
swarth. Swarthmore; wliere I heard, that the Baptijls and Profeffors in Scot- 
land had fent to me , to have a Difpute with me. Whereopon I 
cumkrUd lent them word, that I would meet them in Cumberland at Thomas 
Bewley\ Houfe : whither accordingly I went ; but none of them 
came. Some dangers at this time I underwent in my Travels to zad 
fro : for atone time, as we wercpalfing from a Meeting, and going 
Wjghton. through yy tghton on a Market-day, the People of the Town had fet a 
Guard with Pitch-forks ; and although fomc of their own Neighbours 
were with us ; tliey kept us out of the Town, and would not let us 
pafs through rhe Town, under a pretence of preventing the Sicknefs: 
though there was no Occafion for any fuch thing. However they 
fell upon us, and had like to liave fpoiled us and our Horfes: But 
thtLordiTxd reftrain them, that they did not muchWr; and we 
palfed away. Another time, as I was palling between two Friend's 
Houfts, feme Rude Fellows lay in Wait in a Lane, and exceedingly 
fiontd and s^ufed us } but at laft, through the Loris Afliftance, wc 
g'Jt tlirough themi and had not much hurt. But this fhewed the 
Fruits of the Prieffs Teaching, which Ibamed their Profejfon of 
Chriftianity. 

ofoZhm Frinds in that County, I went through 

the Countries into Bifbcfritk; having large Meetings by the way : 
and a very large Meeting I had at Anthony Ptarfon\ where many 
were From thence I palfed through Northumberland to

Dirren-iViter., where there were great Meetings; and the 165J. 

threatnedy that they would come ; but none came. The cvcrlalting 
IVord of Life was freelji preached, and freely received ; and many Nifthunl- 
Hundreds were turned to thrUiy their Teicher. 

In NorthumherUnd there came many to diffuse ; of whom fome oairen- 
pleaded againft Perfeliion : unto whom I declared , ‘ That Adam 
‘ and Eve were ftrftcJy before they fell ; and All that God made, 

‘ was ferfeB ; and that the ImferfeSiion came by the Devily and the 
'‘Fall: ButC'/»r//?, that came to the De^'//, laid, BeyeperfeSL 
Then one of the Profeffors {itidy That Joi^PFid, Shall mortal Man be 
more fure, than his Maker ? The Heavens are nos clear in his fight. God 
(harged his Angels with Folly. But I Ihewed him his Mifiakcy and let 
him lee, ‘ That it was not Job, that (aid (b ; but one of thofe, that 
‘ contended againll Job : for Job flood for PtrfeHiony and held his h- 
‘ tegrity ; and they were called mifer able Comforters, Thenthefe Pro- 
fejjors laid , The Outward Body tras the Body of Death and Sin. I 
Ihewed them their Mijlakein thatallb ; Ihewingthem, ‘ That Adam 

* and Eve had each of them an Outward Body, before the Body of 
‘ Death and Sin got into them ; and that Man and Woman will have 
‘ Bodies, when the Body of Sin and Death is put off again ; when 
‘ they are Renewed up into the Image of God again by Chrift Jefus, 

‘ which they were in, before they fell. So they ceaied at that time 
from Ofpofng further ; and glorious Meetings we had in the Lord''s 
Power. 1 

Then pafled we on to Hexam, where we had a great Meeting a Hexam. 
Topoi an Hill: The Priejl threatned, that he would come and 0;>- 
foje us, but he came not ; fo that all was quiet : ‘ And the Ever- 

* lafling Day , and Renowned Truth of the Everliving God was 
‘ (bunded over thofe dark Countries, and his Son exalted over all. 

‘ And it was proclaimed amongft the People, that the Day was now 
‘ come , wherein all that had made a Proftffion of the Son of God, 

‘ might receive him ; and that to as many as would receive him, hb 
‘ would give Power to become the Sons of God, as he had done to me. 

And it was further declared, ‘ That he, that had the Son of God, he 
‘ had Life. Eternal : but he that had not the Son of God (though he 
^ froftjl i\\ the Scriptures, from the frft oiGenefts to the of the 
‘ Revelations) he had not Life. So after that all were direfted to the 
Light of Chrijl, by which they might fee him, and receive him , 
and know, where their true Teacher was , and the Everlafting 
Truth had been largely declared amongft them ; we pafled 
away through Hexam peaceably, and came into GHfland , a Giifland. 
Country noted for Thieving. 

Here a Friend fpying the Priejl, went to fpeak to him : whereupon 
the Priejl came down to our Inn, and the Town\ People gathered, 
about us. The Priejl faid, He would prove tu Deceivers out of the^ 

Bible ; but could find no Scripture for his purpole. Then he went 
into the Inn', and after a while came out again, and brought fome 
broken Sentences of Scripture, that mention the DoHrines and Com- 
mandments oi Men, &c. and Touch not, Tajle not, &c. far they pertjb 
with the uftng ; All which ( poor Man ) was his own Condition » 
whereas we vftie perfecuted, becaufe we would not Tajle, nor Touch, 
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nor H»ndle their and Tnditiofts, which we knew, perifhti 

with the ujinjf. I asked him, What he called the SteepU-honje ? Oh, 
laid he, the ireUful Houfe of God , the Temple of God. Then I 
Ihewed him, and the poor, d*rk ¥eof>le, ‘ That their Bodies Ihould 
‘ be the Temples of God i and that Chrifi never commanded thele 
‘ Temples, but ended that Temple at ftruftlem, which God had cotee- 
‘ munded. While I was fpeakiog, the Brteft got away : and after- 
wards the People made, as if they feared, we would tike their Pnrfes, 
or their Horfes; judging us like ri&ew/r/x'r/, who arc naturally 
given to Thieving. 

The next dap we came through the Country into Cumierlsnd 
again, where we hada^ewera/ Meeting oi minpThoufands oi People 
a Top of an Htll near LangUnds. A glorious and heavenly Meeting 
it was ; for the Glorp or the Lord did fhine over all : and there 
were as many, as one could well [peek over ; the Multitude was fo 
greit. Their Eyes were fxedon Chrtjl their Teacher ; and they came 
to fit under their own yine : inlbmuch that Francis Horvgill, coming 
afterwards to Vifit them, found, they had no need of Words ; for 
they were fitting under their Teacher Chrtjl Jeftu: In the fcnfe 
whereof, he late down amongft them, without [peaking any thing. 
A great Convsneement there was in CumberlandyBi(hoprtck,Northumher- 
Und, Wejlmorland, Lancajhire inATorkfbire: And the of God 
grew, and flouriflied Jo, the heavenly Rain defccnding,and God’s Glory 
fliining upon them , that many Mouths were ^opened by the 
Lord to his Praife ; yea , to Bidtes and Sucklings he ordained 
Strength. 

Alter my Releafe from Carlijlt-Prifon, I was moved to go to Prieft 
Wilkinfon'i Steeple-houfe again and I being got into the Steeple- 
houfe before him, when he came in, I was declaring the Truth to the 
People, though they were but few; for the wo/ and their/ of his 
Hearers were turned to Chriji^s free Teaching : and we had a Meeting 
of Friends hard by , where one Thomas Stubbs was declaring the 
Word of Lift amongil them. As loon as the Priejl came in, he Op- 
pofed me ; and there did we Hay mojl part of the Day ; for when I 
began, he Ofpofed me ; fo if any Law wis broken, he broke it. And 
when his People would be haling me out, I manifefied his Fruits to 
be fuch, as Chrijl fpake of, when he laid ; They fhall hale you out of 
their Synagogues : And then he would be ajbamed, and they would 
let me aiMe. There did lie Hand, till it was almoft Night, jang- 
ling and oppoftng me; and would not go to his Dinner : for he thought 
to Have wearied me out. But at lalf, the Lordh Power and Truth 
came lb over him, that he packt away with his People. Then when 
he was gone, I went to the Meeting of Friends, who were turned to 
the Lord, and eftabliOied by his Power upon Chrift, the Rock and 
^Foundation of the true Prophets and Jpo files , but not of the 
Falfe, 

About this time the Priejlti and Prtftjjort fell to prophefying againft 
us afrefh. They had faid long before , That we (hould be dejlrofed 
within a Month ; and after that, they prolonged that time to Half a 
Tear; But that time being lo^ expired, and we mightily increaledin 
smtber ; they now gave forth, That we would eat out one another. 

For 
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For many times after MeetingSy many tender Pco/»/e, having a great 165J. 
way to go, tarried at Friend's Houfes by the way, and (ometimes t/W 
more, than there were heds to lodge in ; lb that fome have lain on the ho^th 
H ij-moivs ; Hereupon Caines Fear poirefled the Profejfors and IV orld's Councry. 
Yeofle, For they mre afraid^ that when we had eaten one another onty we 
would all come to he maintained by the OatWFttSyandfo wefitouldbe Char- 

t eable to them. But after a while, when they faw, that the 
lelTed and increafed Frtendsy as he did Mraham, both in the Field 
and in the Baikety at their Goings forth and Comings in, at their Ri* 
fingsopiad Ljings doway and that all things prol^red with them ; 
then they faw the falfenefs of a\\ that l^rcphedes againfi us ] and 
that it was In vain toCurJey where God had blejfed. At the firll Con- 
vittcementy when Friends could not put off then Hats ' to People, nor 
fay Tou to a fingle Perfon, but Tim and Thee, nor could not Bow, 
nor ufe flattering Words in Salutations, nor go into the Fajbionsind 
Cujloms of the World ; many Friends, that were Tradefmen of feve*- 
ral forts, loft their Cujlomers at the pjl : for the People were jby 
of them, and would not Trade with them ; lb that for a time fome 
Friends, that were Tradefmen, could hardly get Money enough to 
buy Bread. But afterwards, when People came to have Experience 
ol Friends Honejlp ind Faithfulnefs^ and found, that their Tea was , 

Tea, and their was Nay, that they kept to ifVord in their 
Dealings, and that they would not Cog>en and Cheat them ; , but that 
if they feiu any Child to their 5 %/ for any thing, they were as well 
ufed, as if they had come themfelves : the Lives and Converfations 
of Faiends did preach, and reached to the Witnefs oL God in People. 

And then things altered fo, that all the Inquiry was ; Where wot a 
Draper, or Shop-keeper, or Taylor, or Sboomaker, or any other Tradef- 
man, that was a Quaker ? Then that was, all the Cry : Infomuch that 
frhndt had more Trade, than many of their Neighbours ; and if 
there was any Trading, they had i great parto( it. And then the 
Envious Frofejfors ilmtd tht\r Note, and began to Cry out ; jf we 
let thefe Quakers alone, they will take the Trade of the Nation out of 
our Hands. This hath been the Lorens doings to and /or his People ! 
which my defire is, that All, who fffofefs his HolyTruth, may be 
kept truly fenfible of ; and that all may be preferved in and by his 
Power and Spirit, faithful to God and Man : Firji to God, in Obeying 
him in all things ■, and then in Doing unto All Men, that which is 
juff and righteous, true and holy, and honefi to all Men and Women 
in all things, that they have to do or deal with them in : that the 
LordGod miy be glorified in their praftifing Truth, Holinefs, Godli- 
nefs and Righteoufneft amongft People in all their Lives and Conver- 
fations. 

Now Friends being grown very Numerous in the Northern parts of 
this Nation, wddivoexsToung-Convinted ones coming daily in among' 
us ; I was moved of the Lord to write the following Epiftle, and fend 
it forth amongft them, for the ftirring up the pure Mind, and raifiog 
an Holy Care ind PVatchfulneL in them over themfelves, and one ano- 
ther, for the of 
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fnn(T» ‘ To you alii Friends every tpherei fc ottered abroad.

While yet Friends abode in the Northern Parts, a certain Priefi of 
Rexam in Wales, whofe Name wis Morgan Floj/d, having heard Re- 
forts concerning us, fent Two of Im Congregation into the North to 
Inquire concerning us, and to Try us ; and bring hiti) an Account con- 
cerning us. But when thefe Triers came down amongft us, the Power 
of the Lord feized on them, and they were both Convinced of the 
Truth. So they Hayed fome Time with us, and then returned back 
to Wales ; where afterwards one of them departed from his Con- 
vincement : but the Other, whofe Name was 7o^«-a/>-Jo/;«, abode in 
the Truth, and received a part of the Minipjr, in which he continued 
faithful. 

Now were the Priefls in a great Rage at NewCaJlle, and aiVjndal, 
and up and down in mod of the Northern Counties, And there be- 
ing one Gilpin, that had fometimescome amongft us at Kjndal, and 
foon run out from the Truth into vain Imaginations ; the Priefis made 
what Evil Vfe they could of him, againn us : but the LorcHs Power 
confounded them all. And the Lord God ent off Two of thofe perle- 
cuting Juftices at Carltjle ; and the other, after a Time, was turned 
out of his Place, and went out of the Town. 


About this Time allb the Oath or Engagement to 0. Cromwel wa* 
tendered to the Souldiers ; and many of the Souldiers were disbanded, 
becaufc in Obedience to Chrijl they could not fwear. As John Stubbs 
for one, who was Convinced, when I was in Carlijle-Prifon, and be- 
came a good Soldier in the Lamb's War, and a faithful Minifier of 
Chrif Jefus ; travelling much in the Service of the Lord in Holland. 
Ireland, Scotland, Italy, Egypt and America : and the LorePs Power 
piefcrvcd him out of the Hands of the Papifs ; though many times 
he was in great Danger of the Inpiftion. But fome of the Souldiers, 
who had been Convinced in their Judgments, but had not come into 
Obedience to the Truth, took 0 Cromwel's Oath; and going after- 
wards into Scotland, and cqming before a Garrijon there, the Gar-

more. of the Ycat 1654) and fo thbbugh the tomrkSy vifititig Lrie^i^ till 
Lancafter. jeame to Sirtdet-hill-gr^riy where there W 4 s a Meiti^g appointed 
thr€tWttksw,{<itt\ leaving the TVorf^ and |ree», under Ci&r/y? 
their Teach&.Eat before I came loSjndtr-klUgrten^'Xt palTed through 
Haiiifax. Hkitifdic, i rnde Town of Prof^ffors^ and came to one Thomit Taykr^Sy 
who had been a Cajnm ; where we met with Ibme Jingkts ; but the 
LorlCs foipey was over all ; for I travelled in the Motion of God?i 
5ynder- ^^wer. And When I came to Syndtr-hill-gretfty there was a mighty 
hiii-Green. Meeting, fom Thonfands of People, (as it was judged) and many 
Perfons ot Note were there, as Captains and other Officers ; and 
there was a general Convincement : tor the Lord’s Power and Truth 
was fet over all, and there was no Oppofteon. 

About this Time did the Lord move upon the Spirits of many, 
whom he had railed up, and lent forth to Labour in his Vineyard, to 
travel Southwards, and fpread themfelves in the Service ol the 
Ccfpel to the Eijfern, Southern and W ejlern parts of the Nation : 
As Frtneu Hotvgill ktid Edward Bur rough to London; John Camm 
and John Audtand to ^ripol, through the Countries ; Richard Hub^ 
ierthorn and George Whitehead towards Norwich ; Thomas Holmes 
moWales, and Others otherways : for above fmy Mtntfiers badtht 
Lord raifed up, a'nd did now fend abroad out of the North-Country, 
And the fenleof their Service being very Weighty xs^sontae, 1 was 
moved to give forth the following Paper, direQed thus ;

‘him that is without Father, without Mother, without of 

I (rnark) or Endoi Life : This is the Priefi, that ever lives; 

he that is the Covenant 0^ Life,o( Light and Peace. And the Everlaft- 
‘ ing Offering here is known once for all ; which Offering overthrows 
‘that Nature, Which offered : out of which the Priefihood ^tok, 
that could not continue by leafon of Death* And here is the 

, ‘ other 
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*■ Oihtt offering \L\:^'K<a, iht Ever Upng offer iHg\ which for 1*6^4. 
‘ever, them that are faHififtd: which oferhg bloUkd out the 

* oiOrdintnetSy triumphs over them, and alcends 

* above all Prmiftlities and Ponders. Now, he that hath the Sfirit 

* of JeffUy fees this; and here is theIo^«of G(j</ received , that 
‘ doth not Rejojfct in Iniquity y but leads to Rmnt of it. So this is 
‘the WORD OF THE LORD G 0 D to you all> Friends 
‘ every where abroad (cattered, I(jtom the Power of God in one tno- 
‘ thefy and in that Rejoyct ; for then you Rcjoyce in the Qr^s of 
‘ Chrifiy who is not of the World : which Crop is the Power or God 
‘ to all them, that arc fsvtd. So you , that know the Power, and 
‘ feel the Power, you feel the Crofs of Chrili , you feel the Gojfet , 

‘ which is the Power of Go(i unto ^4/i'<rio» to every one, that bcliev- 
« eth. Now, he that believes in the Light, believes in the Ever- 
‘ lading Covenant, in the one Offering, comes to the Life of the 
‘ Prophets and Mofes, comes to lee Chrift the Hope, the Myfteriy 
‘ which Hope peri iheth not ; but lets you fee the Hope that iierifhctn, 

‘ which is not that My f try : and the Expeftation in that perifhing 
*f/o^ fades. And where this never-failing Hope is witneffed, the 
‘ Lord comes to be fanftifled in the Heart, and you cometotlie Pe- 

* ginning, to Chrili (ht Hope, which perifheth not ; but the other 
‘ Hope, and the other Expe^arion that perifheth. So all of you 
‘ know the perifhing of the Other, and the failing of the Expectation 
‘therein ; and know that, which perifheth not : that you may be 
‘ ready to give a Reafon of this Hope with Meekntfs and Fear, to 
‘ every Man that asketh you. ChriH the Hope, the Myftery, that

‘ Friends, Be not hap : For he that believes in the Light, makes not 
‘ Hafie. Here the Gr4fc is received, by which you come to be faved ;

‘ that wills, the Mind is known that runs, which obtains not ; but 
‘ flops and dulls. Now, that with the Light being feen, and judged,

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1654. ‘ and the Immortdttj is come toUght.So all they now, that a£t contra- 
‘ ry to the L/^^t,and do not believe in it, they do not come 

ffoRTB ‘ (ion. And all Friends you go from the U^h, from wanting to have 

Country, t j|jg oiGod fulHlled to theiW, whereby you may know Chriji 

‘ you thereby bring on your klvaChingihltGurments, zodcomQ 
‘ to wear the ChtngthU Garments^ and tlic firange which leads to 
‘ Adulierjf^v/hich the Law goes uponjvvhich fhuts out of the IQngdm; 
'And out oh\\\%Wtll doth proceed the fTcrZ’orBoi/Ww^, that is for the 
‘ f/r^iwhereby you may come to (ufferlty/.Therelore the Light love, 
‘ which doth that Condemn ; and receive the Power from the Lordy 
‘ with which you Hand over that, and do it Condemn : feeling and 
‘ ieeing that, which gives you the over the World, and to 
‘ fee out of j'/we, to betote Trw<. And again, Friends, Kjiow Ahn- 
‘ ham, that mud obey the Voice of Sarah, that bears Sud ; which 
‘ cads forth the Bond-woman and her Son : Do not go forth, tliere will 
‘ the Wttdmfs lodge. Know that, w Inch bears the Wild Son, and its 
‘ Mother, vs ho is not Sarah ; lor the Promife is to the Seed, not of 
‘many, but one; which Seed is Chriji: And this Sud now you 
‘ comero witnels dand on the Tofoi all, yea, on the Head of the Ser- 
^pent. And fo all (as I ’fiiid befoie) u ho this come to feel and witnefs, 
‘come to the Beginning ; and this to all the <SWof God, the Church, 
‘ that it you all in iy come to know, where there is no hlemijh, nor

‘ the Unity of the Faith unto a Perfett Man. So this is the Word of 
‘ the Lord God to you all, every one in the Meajure of Life Wait, that 
‘ with it all your Minds may be guided up to the Father of Life, the 
‘ Father of Spirits ; all to receive Power from him, and Wifdom, 
‘that witli it you may be ordered to his G/cr;'; to u horn be all Glory 
‘Jor ever ! All keep in theL;^/r/andLr/f, that judgeth down that 
‘ which is contrary to the Light and Life. So the Lord God Almigh- 
‘ ty be with you all. And keep your Meetings every where, being 
‘ guided by that of God ; by that you may fee the Lord God among 
‘ you, even him, who lighteth every Man, that cometh intothe World; 

‘ by whom the World was made ; that Men, that be come into the 
‘ World, might believe. He that believeth not, the Light condemns

About th'^s tifloe Rice ‘posset of l^ottinghm (who had been a Bopt^, 
and vras turned Router ^ tbs that cams to me m porhjhJuH) 

he 
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1654. he and his Company began to prophtf; againftme, giving out, Thtt 
/ was then tt the hightft I sud that after that time I [bouU fall down as 
kokth- fajl. And he lent a bundle of Railing Papers fiom Nottingham to 
Country. Mansfeldy Cla^on, and the Towns thereabouts, Judging Friends (ot 
declaring the Truth in the Markets and in the Sitepk-houfes ; which 
Papers I Anfwcred. But his and his Companfs Prophecies cume upon 
thtmfclves : for (bon after they fell to Pieces ; and many ol his Fol- 
lowers came to be Friends, and continued fo. And through the 
LorePs blclTed Power, Truth and Friends have increaled, and do in- 
creafe in the incrcafe of God: And I by the hme Power have been and 
am preferved, and kept in the Everlafting betd, that never fell, nor, 
changes. But /l/te Jowr took the OitA/, that were put to him; and 
lb difobeyed the Command of Chiift. Many iuch fatfe Prophets 
have rifen upagainft me, but the Lord hath bladed them ; and will 
blaft them all, who rile againft the hlejfed Seed, znd me in that. My 
Confidence is in the Lord ; for whofoever did, 1 faw their End ; and 
how the Lord would Confound them , before the Lord lent me 
forth. 

Synder- NowwasI zt Spder-hill-Qreen, where 1 had had z large Meeting 
hiii-Green >n the day-time ; and at Night we had a great Meeting again in Tho- 
mas Stae/s Houle : for People came from far, and could not loon 
depart. The High-Sheriff of the County told Captain Bradford, that 
he intended to have tome up, with half a dozen of his Troopers, to the 
Meeting', but the Lord prevented him, and ifopt him. When I 
had ftayed fome Meetings thereabouts, I traveled up and dow n in 
Holder' 3 s far z<s Holder nefs, and to the Lands-End that way, vifi- 

refs. ting Friends and the Churches of Chrifl which were finely (etiled 
Land’send under ChrijP% Teaching. At length I came to Captain Bradford^ houfe, 
whither many Ranters came from 2'ork to wrangle ; but they were 
confounded, and flopped Thither came Ihe allb, who was called 
the Lady Mountague, who w'as then Convinced ; and lived and died in 
the Truth. 

Haiiifax. ^hen I came again to Thomas Taylor'*i, within three Miles of Hal- 
hfax, wiicre there was a large Meeting of about Two hundred People : 
amongfl which were many rude People, and divers Butchtrs; Icveral 
of whom had Bound themfelvts with an Oath, before they came out, 
that they would ktll me yas I was fold*; ) One ol tliofe Butchers had 
been Accufed for killing a Man and a Woman. They came in a very 
rude manner, and made a great Dillurbancc mthe Meeting. The 
Meeting being in a Clufe, Thomas Taylor flood up and laid unto 
them ; If y m will he Civil, you may jluy', hut if not, 1 charge you to 
he gone from off my Ground. But they were the worle ; and Paid , 
They w'ould nuke it like a Common: and they yelled, and made fuch 
i Noile, as if they liad been come to a Bear-haiting. And they 
ihrufi Friends up and dow'f) ; and Friends being peactme, the LordPs 
Power came over them. Several times they thrujl me off from the 
place I flood on, by theCrowding of the People together againft me : 
but ftill I w'as moved of the Lord to fland up again, as I was thrufl 
down. At lafi I was moved of the Z,or<l to lay unto them, ‘ If they 
‘ would difeourfe of the things of God, let theim Come up to me one 
* by one ; and if they had any thing to fay, or to OlfcPf, Iw'ould 
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* Anfmr them all, one after another : Then they were all //e«r, and 1 6 54. 
had nothing to fay. And then iht Lord\ Powr came fo over them 
all, and Anfwered the Witnefs of G<j/i in them , that they were 
bound by the Pomr of God : and a glorious, powerfiil Meeting we 
had, and his ^orver went over all ; and the Minds of People were 
turned by the Spirit of God in them to God, and to Chrift their 
Teecher. And the powerful fVord of Life was largely declared that 
day ; and in the Life and Power of God we brake up our Meeting : 
and that RudeCompMjf went their way to Hdlifix. The People af^ 
ked them, Why they did not kill me, According to the Ooth they had 
fvorn ? And they malicioufly Anfwered, That I had fo bewitched 
them, that they could not do it : Thus was the Devil chained at that 
time. Friends told me, that they ufed to come at other times, and 
be very rude and unruly ; and fometimes break their Stools and Seats, 
and make fearful work amongft them : But the Lord's Power had 
now bound them. Shortly after this, tliat Bwrt^cr, that had been 
accufed of killing a Man and a Woman before, and who was one of 
them, that had then Bound himfelf by an Oath to kill me, killed ano- 
ther Man ; and was thereupon lent to Tork-Jasl. Another of thole Example. 
rude Butchers, who had iKofworn to kill me, having accuftomed him* 
felf to Thrujl his Tongue out of his Mouth, in derifton of Friends, when 
they faffed by him ; had his Tongue fo fwollen out of his Mouth, that he 
could never draw it in again, hut died fo. Several ftrange and hidden 
Judgments came upon many of thele Conffirators againft me ; which 
would be too large here to declare. God's Vengeance from Heaven, 
came upon the Blood-thirjly, who fought after Blood ; for all fuch 
Spirits I laid before the Lord, and left them to him to deal with them, 
who is ffronger than them all ; in whole Power I was preferved, 
and carried on to do his Work. The Lord hath raifed a line People 
in thofc Parts, whom he hath drawn to Chrift, and gathered in his 
Name ; who feel Chrift amongft them , and fit under his 
Teaching, 

After this I palTed through the Countries, till I came to Balby ; Baiby. 
from whence leveral Friends went with me into Lincolnfbire, where 
I had formerly been : of whom fome went to the Steeple-houfes, and ^ 
fome to private Meetings. There came to the Meeting, where 1 was, 
the Sheriff of Lincoln, and leveral with him ; who made a great Con- 
tention and Jangling for a time. But at length the Lord's Power 
ftruck liim, that he was Convinced of the Truth, and received the 
Wotd of Life : as did leveral others allb, that did Oppofe ; and con- 
tinued among Friends , till they died. Great Meetings there were, 
and a large Convincement in thole Parts : Many were turned to the 
Lord Jeftss, and came to fit under his Teaching ; leaving their Priefts, 
and their fuperrtitious Ways: and the Day of the lor/i/flourilhed 
over all. Arnongft them, that came to our Meetings in that Country, 
there was one called Sir Richard Wrn and he was Convinced ; 
as was alfo his Brother , and his Brother's Wife, who abod^ 
in the Truth , and died therein ; though be afterwards Run 
out. 

Having vifited thofe Countries, I came mo Darbyjbire ; and 
the Sheriff of Lincoln, wdio was lately Convinced , came with me. 

S In 
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In ooe we had feme Ofpofuion ; bu! the Lorit's glorious 

Power gave dominion over all. At Night there came a Company 
of Rijhffs and Sefving~menyit\A called me out : (b I went out to them, 
having Ibme FrieMds with me. When I was come our, they were 
exceeding Rtule and Violent : for they had, it (eems, Comj^lotttd to- 
gether, and intended. To have Carried me away with them in the dar'kof 
the Evening by forte ; and tlren to have done me a Mkthief: But the 
Lord'^s Power went over them, and chained them, (b that they could 
not effld their Defign ; and at lall they went away. The next day, 
Thomai Aldam underftanding, that the Serving-men belonged to one 
called a K,»tght (who lived not far off) went to his Houfe, and 
laid before him the bad Carriage of his Servants : And the Knight 
(ecmed to Rebuke them ; and did not allow of their Evil Carr/age to- 
wards us. 

Alter this we came into Nettinghavtfhire to Skegbj^ where we had 
a great Meeting of all (brts of People: and the Lord\ Power went 
over them, and all was quiet ; and the People were turned to the 
Spirit ol God, by which many came to receive his Power, and to fit 
under the Teathing ol Chrifl , their Savionr. A great People the 
Lord hath that a ways. 

Then I ptffed towaols K'eljl\y-p‘‘ek , where there came many 
Ranters; but the Lord's Power cUeckt them. From thence! went 
up into the Peak-Conatry, towAtis ThomM Hammerf/s, where there 
came tlie Ranters of that Conntry , and many high Proftjfors. 
The Ranters oppofed me, and fell a Swearing .- And when I reproved 
them for Swearing , they would bring Scriptnre for it, and faid , 
Abraham, and 'Jacob, and Jofeph jwore and the Priefis and Mofes, 
and the Prophets /wore, and the Angels [wore. Then I told them, ‘ I 
‘ did confels, all theledid To, as the Scripture records ; but, faid I, 
‘ Cluift (who laid, Before Abraham wns, I am) faith, Swear not at 
* all. And C'/v/jV ends the Prophets, and the Old Priefihood, and the 
‘ Difptnjation ul Mofes, and reigns over the Houfe ol Jacob and of 
^Jvfeph', and he fa)'!., Smar not at all. And God, when he bringetli 
‘ in the Hrjl-begotten into the World, faith, Let all tlse Angels of God 
VvorPjipbim, toMut, ChriR Jefm, who faith; Swear not at all. And 
‘ as for the Plea, that Men make ior Swearing to end their Strife ; 
‘ Chrilf, who lay?, S^vear not at all, delf toys the Devtl And his bVorks, 
‘ who is the Author of Strife ; for that is one of his IVorks. And 
‘ God fiid, This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleafed ; hear 
‘ ye him So tlie Son is to be heard, w ho forbids Swearing. And 
‘ the Apollle James, who did hear the Son of God, and followed him, 
‘and preached him, forbids all Oaths, Jam, 5. 12. So the Lord''s 
Power went over them, and his Son ; and his DoRrine was fet over 
them : and the bVord of Life was fully and richly preached, and 
many were Convinced that day. This Thomas Hammer/ly being fum- 
jnoned to lerve upon a Jury, was admitted to ferve without an Oath 
and he being Fore-man of the Jury, when he brought in the VerdiR, 
the Judge did declare : That he had been a Judge fo many Tears', but 
never heard a more upright Vcrdi£f, than that Quaker had then brought 
in. Much might be written of things of this nature ; which time 
would lail to declare, hut tlie Lord's bicffed Power and Truth 

was 
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was exalted over all; who is worthy of all Praile and Glory for 16 <54. 
ever ! 

Thus travelling through Dtrhjfbirey I vifited Friends, till I came Dubfiirt. 
to SwMtngtots in Lticefierjhtre, where there was a Getsenl Meeting ; 
to which many Rimers came, and Biftifts and other Profejfors : swaning- 
for great Contefts tliere had been with them, and with the Priefis in ton. 
that Town. To this Meeting (everal Friends came from feveral 
Parts ; as John AttdUnd, and Frtncu Howgil, and Edward Pjiot irotn 
Brijlol, and Edward Burrough from London ; and (everal were Con- 
vinced in thole Pans. The Ranters, that came to the Meeting, made 
a dillurbance, and were very rude ; but at laft the Lord\ Power 
came over them, and they were Confounded. The next Day Jacob 
Bottomley, a great Ranter, came from Leicefier ; but the Ler/s Power 
ifopt him, and came over them all. There came a Priefi too ; but 
he alfb was Confounded by the mighty Power of the Lord : For about 
this Time the Priefis, and the Baptifts, and the Ranters, and other 
Profejfors were very rude, and ftirred up the rude People againft us. 

Now we lent to the to come forth, and TI7 their ; and 
there came abundance of them, who were very and^**^, and 
whiflled, zad danced : hut the LorePs Power (6 Confounded theta, that 
many of them came to be Convinced. 

After this I came to Twy-croft, whither came (bme Ranters again ; Twy-crofs 
and they Sang, and danced before me. But I was moved in the 
Dread of the Lord to (peak to them, and Reprove them ; and the 
LorePs Power came over them, that fome of them were reached, 
and Convinced ; and received the Spirit of Godt and are come to be a 
pretty People, living and walking foberly, in the Truth of Chrifi. 

^ I went to Anthony Brickley\ \a Warwitkfbire, where there was a wtmii- 
great Meeting ; and feveral Baptifit and other People came, and 
jangled : but the LortPs Power came over them. 

Then went I to Drayton in Leicefterfbire, to vifit my Relations : Lacefler- 
and as foon as I was come in, Nathaniel Stephens the Priejl, having 
gotten another Priejl, and given notice to the Country, fent down to 
me, to come up to them ; for they could not do any thing, till I came. 

NowT, hivingheen Three Years away from my Relations, knew no- 
thing of their Deftgn and Intentions. But at laif I went up into the 
Steeple-houfe-yard, where theTiV(? were ; and they had gather- 
ed abundance of People. When I cametbere, they would have had 
me gone into the «Sref/>/e-A(»*(yf. , I asked them, ‘What I (hould db 
‘ there ? And they faid ; Mr. Stephens could not hear the Cold. I told 
them, * He might bear it as weU as I. At JaR we went into a great 
Hall, and there was Richard Farnfworth with me ; And a great Di- 
fpute we had with tbefc Priefit, conceraing the Praifice of the Priejls, 
how contrary they were toCbriJl and his Apofles. The would 
know, Where Tithes were fotjhiddtn, Whereupon I (hewed 

them out of the Seventh -Chapter to the Hebrews, /That not only 

* Tithes, hut the Priefihoqd, tIhdXtofkTithes, was ended; and the 

* Law was ended and difannulled, by whicb.the Priefihood was made , 

‘ and T ithes were commanded to be paid. Then the Priefis ftirred up 
the People to PomLightnefnad Rudenefs.P: h^ow Ihao known this 
Priefi Stephens from Child ; therefofe ‘ 1 laid optn hU Condition,

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16^4. ‘ and themanflcroF hii Preathiag : and how that he, like the felt of 
L/VV ‘the Pm//, did apply the Promifes to the fr(l Birth, which miift 
Drayton. ^ die. Butllhcwcd, that the Proiw//#/ were to tlw AVca/, nottocna- 
' ‘ ny Seeds, but to the Oae Seed, Bhnjl ; who was one in Male ami 

* fewile : for all were to be aga/*, before tiity could enter into 
‘the KJngdom of Ged. Then he laid, / miJl not jttdge fo ; but I 
told him, ‘ He that was fpiritual, judged uH things, l iicn hecon- 
fclTed. That tbit W4S i full Serif ture: hut Neighhourt, [iidhc, Thk 
u the Bujiuefs George Fox 0 come to the Light of" the Sun, and now he 
thinks to fut oat mj 'iw-light. Then I told him, ‘ I would not 
^quench the leaft A/ea/wre of Godin any ; much Icfs put out his Star- 
-light, if it were true Star-light, Light from the Motning-flar. But 
I told him, ‘ If he had any thing from Chrifi or God, he ought to 
‘ fpeak it freely, and not take Tithes from the People for Preaching ; 

* feeing Chrift commanded his Minijlers to give frtelj, as they had 

‘ received freely. So I charged him to preach no more for Tithes, or 
any Hire. But he faid, He would not yield unto that. Then after a 
while . the People began to be vain and rude ; whereupon we broke 
up •• Yet feme were cmAq loving to the Truth that Day. Now be- 
fore wc parted, I told them, ‘ That (if the Lord would) I intended 
‘ to be at the Town that Day Seven-night again ; and in the Interim I 
went into the Country, and had .• and came thither again 

that Day Seven-night. Againft that time this PritB had got Seven 
Priefls to help him : for PrieH Stephens had given notice at a Leif are 
on a Market-day at Mder/lon, That fush a Day there would he a Meeting 
and a Difpute with me : Bur I knew nothing of it ; but only had faid, 
Ifboutd he in Town that day Seven-night again. Now thele Eight Priefls 
had gathered fevcral Hundreds of People, even mod of the Country 
thereabouts, and they would hive had me into the Steeple-houfe j but 
I would not go in, but got on an Hill, and there rjroke to them and 
the People. There was with roc Thomas Taylor, who had been a 
Pritfi ; and James Parntl, and feveral other Friends. The Prieffs 
thought, that Day to have Trampled down Truth ; but the Truth came 
over them. And then they grew Light, and the People Rude ; and 
the Priep would not ftand to Trial with me : but would be contend- 
ing here and there a little, with one Friend or other. At lad one 
of the Pntfis brought his Son to* difpute with me } but his 
Mouth was foon ftopt ; And when he could not tell, how toJnfwer ; 
be would go ask his Father : And his. Father was confounded allb, 
when he came to Anfwtr for his Son. So after they had toiled them- 
felwcs, they went away in a Rage to Priefi Stephens his Houfe to drink : 
And as they went away, I laid ; ‘ I never came in a Place, whcie 
‘ lb many Priefis togetlser would not dand the Trial with me. Where- 
upon tbty and fbme of their ff'/'w came about me, and laid hold on 
me, and fawningty faid ; What I have heesr, if it had nest been 
for the (fakers' ? And then they fell a p»lhii^ of' Frmdf to and fro, 
to thrud them from me, and to plocfc aw to themfeivcs. After a 
while fcveral hifty Fellows came, and took me up Ift their Ariiis. 
andcarried me Into the Sieeple-hosife-Poreh j intending to have carried 
me into ilte Steeple-hmfe by force : But the Door Wing kicked, thf!y 
MdownonaiiHeap, having mcundenbeni. 'As 1 ^ as I codld 
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I got up from under them,, and got to my HiU agaifli : Then tliey i/>54. 
got me from that I^lace again, and got me to

they might ftc, what Chr^ laid of fiich : lor he laid , ‘ He was the 

* true Shepherd, that laid down his Life for his Sheep, and hiJ 
‘ Sheep heard his V we, and followed him : But the hireling would 
‘ fly, when the Wolf came, becaufe ht was an Hireling, And I 
offered to prove, that they were (uch Hirtltngs. Tlien the Pr/e/r 
plucked me o!f from the Ba/s again ; and they tiretnfolves got ail upon 
Biffes under the Steefle-houJe-st^U, Then I tclt the mighty Pomrot 
God arile over all (though the People began to b« a little rude) and 
I told them, ‘ If they would but give Audience, and hear tne qui* 

‘ fitly, I would (hew them by the Scrifiuret^ why I denied thole 
‘ Eight Priefis or Tmhers, that flood tliere btfore nte ; and ail the 

* Hireling-Teachers of the World whatlotver: and I would give 
‘them ^scriptures, for what I laid. Wliercupon both Pritfis and 
People Confonted. Then I Ihewed them out ol tlit Prophets, Jfaiahy 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Micha, Malachy and other Prophets, that they 
Were in the Uteps of fuch, as God lent histrue Prophets to Cry agaiofl : 

For, laid I, ‘Youareliich, as the Prophet cried againft, 

*Chap. 5. when he fa id ; The Prophets ftophejie falfy, and the Prkjls 
‘ bear rule by their means : which he called an hPrrsbie, filthy thmg> 

‘ And you are fuch as they, , TV ftfed their Tongitts and [aid. Thus 

* ftith the Lord, when tin Tord teever fpake tp the,m: And fuch aS 

* followed their own Spirils, and law nothing ; but Ipake forth a 

* t)ivinaiion of their own Brain ; and by their Trwand ihiit Light- 

‘ wf/f had caufed the People to err, And you are Tilth as 

* They were, that fouglu for their Gaia from their Qjtarttr ; that were 

*dii greedy, dumb Dogs, that Could n«ver have enough, whom the 
‘ Lord lent his Prophet Ifaiah to cry againfl, Ufa) 56. And you are 
‘ luch, as they were, who taught for hays^fsls of and fitco 

* of Bread ; who fowed Pillows under Peoples Arm-holes, that they 
‘ might lie foft in thair Sins, Ezekt i j , And you are fuch as They, 

‘ that Taught for the Fleece, and the Wepl, and made a . Prey of the Pet- 

* pie, Ezek. 34. But the Lord is gathering his Bbeep from yOut 
'Mouths, and from oflP your barren Mountains; and is bringing 

* them to Chrift, the one Shepherd, which he hath fet over his Flocks t 

* as by his Pr^het Ezekiel then declared he would do. And you 

* are fuch as They, that Dfviseed for Moteey, and preached for Hire ; 

* and if a did not: put | into iheit iM?«V they prepared War 

* againfl him, , as the Prophet Mitba carffplained, Chap. 3. Thus 
went 1 on through the Prophefls, toqiargly to be here repeated. Then, 
coming to the hfew Teftameatfl Ihewed' from thence, that ‘ They were 
‘ like the Ck^ Priefit, Strtbeo, apd- Phariftts of old, filch as 
*0irift (jryedlT'o againfl, Mortch, sj, '^Andthat they wete iucb faJfe 
^ Jpofllesy althe true ApofliesCtiedia^infl, fuch taught for filthy 
f Lucre; ^di\iSb Antichrlfis iaS Da^iri^rt, asl th^ Ctied againfl, 

‘that 
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1654. ‘ that minded Earthly things, and (ci vtd not the Lord jefus Chrift, 
(✓VSJ ‘ but their own BftlUs : for they that (erved Chrift, gave frtelj 
Drayton, * and preached fretlji, as he commanded them. But they that will 
‘ not preach without Hire, Tithes or ommrdMeMs, ferve their own 
‘ BeUies, and not Chrift ; and tlirc ugh the good words of the Seri' 
* ptures, and feigned Words oi their own, they made Merchandize of 
‘ the People r^e/», as (faid Djedonow. So when I had largely quoted 
‘ the Scriptures, and fhewed them, wherein they were like the Phi- 
‘ riftesy loving to be called of Men Mafiers, and to go in Long Rohes, 
‘ and to ftand Pnjiing in the Synagogues, and to have the uppermoji 
‘ Rooms at Fcafts, and the like ; and when I had thrown them out 
‘in the fight of the People amongft the falfe Prophets, Deceivers, 
‘ Scribes and Pharifees, and ftiewed at large, how fuch as They, were 
‘ judged and condemned by the true Prophets, by Chrift, and by the 
‘ Apoftles, I direded them to the Light ot Chrift Jef»s, who enlightens 
‘ every Man, that cometh into the World : that by it they might fee, 
‘ whether thefe things were not true, as had been ftoken. Now when 
I appealed to That of God in their Confciences, the Light of Chrift 
Jefus in them, they could not abide to hear of if ; they were all 
quiet till then: but then a faid ; George, What! writ thou 

never have done t I told him, 7 (bould have done fhortly. So I went 
on a little longer, and cleared my felf of them in the Lord’s Power. 
When I had done, all the Priefts and Peoole rtood flent fora time: 
At lafl one of the ?riefts faid ; They would read the Scriptures, that / 
had quoted, I told them, With all my Heart. They began to read 
the a^rfof Jeremiah, and there they fawthe Marks of the falfe Pro- 
phets, that he cried againft. When they had read a Terfe or two, I 
laid. Take notice. People t but ihc Priefts faid, Hold thy Tongue, 
George. I bid them. Read the whole Chapter throughout ; for it was 
all again f them : Then they flopt, and would read no further ; but 
asked me a Queflion. I told them, I would Anfwer their f^ejtion, 
th6 Matter being firft granted, that I had charged them with, viz. 
That they wttc falfe Prophets, falfe Teachers, Antichrijts and De- 
ceivers, fuch as the true Prophets, Chrift itid the Jpoftles cried againft. 
A Projfeffor {3.16 Nay [hthAt ', but I laid, *Tea; For you leaving the 
‘ Matter, and going to another thing, feemto confent to the proof 
‘ of the former Charge. Then I Anfwered their Queftion, which 
was this ; Seeing thofe falfe Prophets were adulterated, Whether 1 did 
judge Priejt Stephens to bean Adulterer f To which I Anfwered, ‘ He 
‘ was adulterated from God in his Praftice, like thofe falfe Prophets 
‘ and the Jews. They would not ftand to vindicate him, but broke 
up the Meeting. Then the Priep whifpered together ; and Prieft 
Stephens came to me, and delired, that my Father and Brother and 
/might go afide with him, that he might fpeak tome in private ; 
and the reft of the Priefts fbould keep the People from coming to 
,w. I was very loth to go afide with him : but the People cried. 
Go George, do George, go afde with him : and I tyas afraid, if I 
did not go, they would fay, I was difobedient to my Pirents. So j 
went ; and the reft of the Priefts were to keep the People off; but 
the y could not ; for the People being willing to hear, drew dole fbus. 

I asked the Prieft, what he had to fay ? And he laid, If he was out of 
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fk Ifbould frtj for him ; And if I wot eui of the tOAjty he would frAy 
for me : And he would give me a Form of Words to for him by. I 
replied ; ‘ It Teems, Thou doll not know, wircther thou betft in the 
‘ Right PVuy, or no ; neither doll thou know, Whether I in the 
‘ Rtght Way or DO : But I know, that I am in the Evcrlalliftg PVay, 
‘ ChriJlJefttiyWhlch thou artout of. And thou wonid'll give rtie a form 
‘ of IVords to pray by, and yet thou deniell the Common-friytr-Rook 
‘ to pray by, as well as I ; and I deny thy Form of Ifordi, as well 
‘as it. If thou would’ll have me pray lor thee by a Form of Wordsy 
‘ is not this to deny the Apofle's Do&rint and ?riBict of Preying by 
‘ the Spirit, as it gave words and utterance ? Here the People tell a 
Laughing : but I was moved to fpeak more to him. And when I 
had cleared my lelf to him and them, we parted ; after I had told 
them, ‘ That I fhouy (God willing) be in iheTown that day Seven- 
* night again. So the Priefis packf ^way, and many People were 
Convinced that day : for the Lord’s Power came over all. And 
whereas they thought to have Confounded Truth that day, many 
were Convinced of it ; and many that were Convinced before, were 
by that day’s veotVCon^rmed in tlie7V/rr/», and abode in ft : and a 
great Sheke it gave to the Priefis. Yea, my Fatkr, tlrough he was 
an Heerer and Follower of the Priefi, was To well fatished, that he 
/m/t his Ci«e upon the Ground, and faid ; Truly I fee, hethet will 
hut fiend to the Truth, it will cerry him out. So I palTed about in 
the Country , rill that day Seven-night ; and then I came again : 
for we had appointed a Meeting at my ReUtion's Houle. Now 
Priefi Stephens having had notice before hand thereof, had got ano- 
ther Priefi to him: and they had got a Company of with 

them ; and Tent for me to come to them. But I Tent them word. 
Our Meeting was appointed ; and they might come to it, if they 
would. The Priefii came not ; but the Troopers came, and many 
rude People Now they had laid their Plot, That the Troopers fhould 
teke every one s Nme, end then commend tkm to go home ; and fuch 
as would not go, they fhould take, and carry them away with tkm. Accord- 
ingly they began, apd took f^eral Names, charging them to go 
home ; but when they came to take my Name, my Relations told 
them, / was at home already : So they could not take me away that 
time. Neverthelcfs they took my Name ; but the Lord’s Power was 
over them, and they went away, both Profefjors and Troopers, 
CroH and Vext, bccaufe they had not their Ends. But feveral were 
Convinced that day, and admired the Love and Pciwr of God. This 
was that Priefi Stephens, that had once faid of me; Never fuch a 
Plant was bred in England : Yet afterwards he reported, That I was 
carried up into the Clouds, and found again full of Gold and Silver ; 
and many Lies, and falle Reports he raifed on me : but the Lord 
fwept them all away. Now the Reafbn, why I would not go into 
their Steeple-houfe was, bccaufe I was to bear my Tefiimony againft. 
it, and to bring all off from fuch Places, to the Spirit of God ; that 
they might know, their Bodies to be tlie Temples of the HolyGhofi : 
And to bring them off from all the Hireling-Teachers , toChrill 
their free Teacher, that had died for them, and purchafed them 
with his Blood. 

After 
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1654. After this I went into the Country, and had feveral Meetings^ and 
t/Vv; came to Smnningtony where the SouUitrs came again; but the 
Draytpn. Meeting was quiet, and the Lord's Power was over all , and the 
Houldiers did not meddle. Then I went to Leicefter ; and from 
Leicefter. Leitefter io Whetftoft. But before the Meeting began, there came 
whetfton. about Seventeen Troofers of Coll. Hacker’s Regiment, with his Mtr~ 
jbil; and they took me up before the Meeting; though Friends 
were beginning to gather together : for there were feveral Friends 
come out of feveral Parts. I told the Mirfhal, ‘ He might let all 
‘the Friends go, I would anfwer for them all : whereupon he took 
me, and let all the Friends go ; only Alexander Parker went along 
with me. At Night they had me before Coll, Hacker, and his Major, 
and Captains, a great Company of them ; and a great deal of Dil^ 
courle we had about the Yriefis, and about Meetings (for at this 
time there was a noife of a Plot againft 0. Cromwel.) And much 
Reafoning I had with them about the Light of ChriSl, tphich enlight- 
netheverj Man, that someth into the iVotld. Coll, Hacker asked, 
Whether it was not this Light of Chrift , that made Judas betray his 
Majler, and after led him to hang himfelf, 1 told him, No: ‘That 
‘ was the Spirit of Darknefs , which hated , and his Light. 
Then Coll. Hacker faid, I might go home, and keep at home ; and not 
go abroad to Meetings. I told him ; ‘ I was an Innocent Man, free 
‘ from Plots, and denied all fuch W ork. Then his Son Needham {aid, 
Father, This Man hath reigned too long ', it is time to have him cut off. 
I asked him, ‘ For what ? what had I done ? or whom had I wrong- 
‘ ed from a Child ? for I was bred and born in that Country, and who 
‘ could accufe me of any Evil from a Child i Then Coll. Hacker asked 
me again ; If / would go home, and flay at home ? I told him, ‘ If I 
‘ (honld promife him lb, that would manifeft, that I was guilty of 
^fomething to go home, and make my home a frifon: And it I went 
‘ to Meetings, they would fay, 1 broke their Order. Therelore I told 
‘ them ; I Ihoiild go to Meetings, as the Lord fliould order me ; and 
‘ therefore could not iiibrnit to their Requiring! : but I faid, wc were 
‘ a peaceable People. Well then, faid Coll. Hacker, 1 will jend you 
to Morrow Morning by fix a Clock to my Lord ProteQor, by Captain 
Drury, one of his Life-guard. That Night I was kept a Pnfonem 
the Marfhatfey ; and the next Morning by the ftxth hour I was ready, 
and delivered to Captain Drury. I defired, he w'ould let me {peak 
with Coll. Hacker, before I went; and he had me tohisBed-fidc. 
Coll. Hacker at me pretently again, To go home, and keep no more Meet- 
ings. I told him, ‘ I could not fubmit to that ; but mufl have my 
‘Libeity to ferve God, and to go to Meetings. Then, faid he, you 
mufl go before the Protc^or : Whereupon ‘ I kneeled on his Bedflde, 
‘ and bc{bught the Lord to forgive him ; for he was as Pilate, tho’ 
‘ he would wajb his Hands: and when the day of his Miftry and Trial 
I Ihouldcome upon him, I bid him, Then Remember, what I had 
‘ {aid to him. But he was ftirred up, and feton by Priefi Stephens, 
and the other Priefls and Profeffors, wherein their Envy and Ba{e- 
nefs was manifeft ; who, when they could not overcome me by 
Difputes and Arguments, nor refill the Spirit of the Lord, that was in 
me, then they got Soiildiers to take me up. 


After- 
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Afterwards, when this Coll. Htcktr was in Prifon in London., a 1654. 
or rtpo before he was Executed, he was put in mind, of what he 
had done againft the Innocent; And he remcmbred it, and confeft whcdloo. 
to it to Mirgeret Fell, and laid ; He knew well, whom flje mtint ; and 
he hadaTrouhle upon him for it. So his Son, who told hu Father, I 
had reigned too long, and that it was time to have me cut of, might 
oblerve, how his Father was Cut of afterwards, being hanged at 
Tyhurn. 

Now was I carried up a Prifoner by Captain Drury aforcfaid from Wcefter. 
Leicejler ; and when we came to Harborough, he asked me, If I 
would go home, and flay a Fort-night? I (hould have my Liberty, he North- 
laid, if I would not go to, nor keep Meetings. Itoldhim, 1 could not ampton. 
promife any (uch thing. Several times upon the Road did he ask, 
and try me after the fame manner ; and dill I gave him the fame 
Anfwcrs. So he brought me to London, and lodged me at the Mer- London. 
wa/Woveragainft the Mews at Charing-Crofs. And on the way, as ckrhg- 
we traveled, I was moved of the Lord to fVarn People at the Inns ‘•'’‘’f'' 
and Places, where / came, of the day of the Lord, that was coming upon 
them. And WtUiam Dewsherry and Marmaduke Star being in Prtfon 
at Northampton, he let me go, and vifit them. 

After Captain Drury had lodged me at the Mermaid, he left me 
there, and went to give the Protestor an Account ol me. And when 
he came to me again, he told me. The Protedor did require, that 
I fbould promife, not to take up a carnal Sword or Weapon againft him or 
the Government, as it then was ; and that I fbould write it, in what 
words I faw good, and fet my Hand to it: I (aid little \n Reply 10 
Captain Drury. But the next Morning I was moved of the Lord to 
write a Paper ‘ To the ProttHor, by the name of Oliver Cromwel, 
‘wherein I did in the /'re/i/iff of the Lord God dcchre, that I did 

* deny the wearing or drawing of a carnal Sword, or any other outward 

* Weapon againft him or any Man. And that I was lent of God to 

‘ (land a againft all Violence, and againft the Works ol Dark- 

‘ nefs ; and to turn People from the Darknefs to the Light, and to 

* bring them from the 0fC4/w» of War wd Fighting, to the peaceable 
‘ Qofpel ; and from being Evil-Doers, which the Magijlrates Sword 
‘ (hould be a Terror to. When I had written, what the Lord had 
given me to write, I fet my Name to it, and gave it to Captain Drury 
to give to 0. Cromwel ', which he did. Then after fome time Captain 
Drury brought me before the Protector himfelf at Whitehall : It white* 
was in a Morning, before he was drefed ; and one Harvey, that had haii. 
come a little among Friends, but was difobedient , waited upon 
him. When I came in, I was moved to fay, ^ Peace he in this Houfe: 

* and I bid him. Keep in tlie Fear of God, that he might receive 
‘ Wifdom from him ; that by it he might be ordered, and with it 
‘ might order all things under his Hand to God\ Glory. I fpake 
much to him of Truth ; and a great deal of Difcourfel had with' 
him about Relkion : wherein he carried himfelf very moderately. 

But he (aid, We quarrelled with the Priefts, whom he called Minifters : 

I told him, ‘ I did not quarrel with them, but they quarrelled with 

‘ me and my Friends. Bur, laid I, If we own the Prophets, Chrijl 
‘ and the Apojlles, we cannot hold up fuch Teachers, Prophets and 

T ‘ Shepherds 
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1654. ‘ Shepherds f as the Prophets^ Chrifi and the Jpo/iles declared againft ; 
‘ but we muft declare againft them by the lame Vower and Spirit. 

White- Then I (hewed him, ‘ That the Prophets^ Chriji and the Apofikt 

* declared fredy^ and declared againft them, that did not declare 

* freely 'i fuch as preached for filthy Lucre, and divined for Mo/iey^ 
‘ and preached for Hfrc, and were covetous and greedy, like the 
*■ dumb Dogs, that could never have enough : And that tliey, that 
‘ have the fame Spirit, that Chrifi and the Prophets and the Apofiles 
^ had, could not but declare againft all fuch now, as they did then. 
As I fpake, he would Icveral times lay. It was very good, and it was 
Truth, I told him, That all Chrifiendom (lo called) liadthe 5 fr^ 
^ptures, but they wanted the Power and Spirit, that they had, who 
‘ gave forth the «Sfrr/)r»rer ; and that was the reafon, they were not in 
‘ Fellowlhip with the Sort, nor with the Fsther, nor withjjie Seri- 

* ptures, nor one with another. Many more words I had with him; 
but People coming in, I drew a little back: And as I was turning, 
he catched me by the KtW, and with Tears in hisP^ex, faid, Come 
again to my Houfe ; for if thou and I were but an hour of a day together, 
we fhould be nearer one to the other : adding, 7 hat he wtfljt me no more 
111, than he did to his own Soul. I told him, ‘ If he did, he Wronged 
‘ his oWn Soul : And I bid him hearken to God's V oice, that he might 
‘ ftand in his Counfel, and obey it ; and if he did lb, that would 
‘ keep him from hardnefs of Heart : but if he did not hear God's 
‘ Toice, his Heart would be hardened. And he laid, It was true. 

G. f.fetit Then went I out : And when Capt, Drury came out after me, he 

Libertf. jqIj Protedor faid, I was at Ltberty , and might go 

whither I would. Then I was brought \aioi great Hall, where the 
Protedor’s Gentlemen wereto<f<»e ; and I asked them, ‘ What they 
‘ did bring me thither for ? They laid, // Proteffor’x Or<fer, 
that I might dine with them. I bid them, ‘ Let the Prore-^dr know, I 
‘ would not eat a bit of his Bread, nor drink a fup of his Drink. 
When he heard this, he faid ; Now I fee, there is a People rtfen and 
come up, that I cannot win either with Gifts, Honours, Offices or Places ; 
but all other Seds and People I can. But it was told him again , 

‘ That we had forfook our own ; and were not like to look for fuch things 
‘ from him. 

Now I being let at L/^er/^, went up to the /»;> again , where Ca/*;. 
Drury had at firft: lodged me.This Qapt. Drury, though he fometimes 
carried fairly, was an to wf,and to 7 V»r^,and oppoled it: and 
when Profeffiors ame to me (while I was under h\sCufiodyJ and he 
was by, he would/fc^'at Trew^//*^, and call us ; asthe/w- 

dtpendents and Presbyterians had Nick*named us before. But after- 
wards he came on a time to me, and told me, That, as he was lying 
cn his Bed to refi himfelf in the day-time, a fudden Trembling /eisfii 
on him, that his Joints knocked together ; and his Body (book fo, that 
he could not rife from his Bed: he was fo jbaken, that he had not 
firength enough left to rife. But he felt the Power of the Lord was upon 
him ; and he tumbled off his Bed, and cried to the Lord, and faid ; 
He would never fpeak againfi the fakers more, fuch as Trembled at 
the Word of God. 
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During the Time, that I was Prifontr^t Chmng-Crofsy therecamc 1654 . 
abundance to fee me, People almoft of all Sorts, Priefis, Profejfors^ 

Offictrs of the Army^ &c. And one Time a Company of Ojjictrs being charini. 
with me, dcfired me to fray with them : Hate ftill, with ray Mini 
retired to the Lord. Ac lall I felt the Power and spirit of God move 
in me : and the Lorets Power did fo jjjdke and jbatter them, that they 
wondred ; titough they did not /ive in //. 

Among thole, that came thither to fee me, there was one Colonel 
Picker, \» ith fevcral of his Officers ; and while they were with me, 
came in oocCok, and a great Company of Rtnters mth him. The 
Rioters began to call for Drink and Tobicco : but 1 defired them to 
forbear it in my Room, telling them, ‘ If they had fuch a Mind to it, 

‘ they might go into another Room. One of them cried. All is ours : 
and another of them laid ; All is well. I replied, ‘ How is all 
‘ well, while thou arc lb peevifb, and enviotss, and crabbed ? for 
I faw, he was of a peevijJj Nature : and 16 I fpake to their Condi- 
tions and they were fenllbleof it, and looked upon one another) 
wondring. 

Then Colonel Packer began to talk with a light, chaffy Mind, con- 
cerning God, and ChrtU, and the Scriptures: .That was a great 
Grief to my Soul and Spirit, when I heard him talk fo lightly ; 16 
that I told him, ‘ He was too light to talk of the things of God : for he 
‘ did not know the folidityoi a Man. Thereupon the Officers raged, 
and Paid ; Would I fay fo of their Colonel ! This Packer was a Bap- • 
tiff, and he and the Ranter; bowed and feraptd to one another very 
much : for it was the manner of the Ranters to be exceeding Comole- 
mental (as they call it) fo that Packer bid them. Give over tneir 
Complements : But I told them, ‘ They were fit to go together, for 
‘ they were both of one Spirit. 

This Colonel Packer lived at Theobalds iKit Waltham, and was made 
a Juftice of Peace. He fet up a great Meeting of i\i^BaptiJlt at Theo- 
bild\-Park ', for he, and feme other Officers had purchaftd it. They 
were exceeding High, and railed againft Friends and Truth ; and 
threatned to apprehend me with that Warrants, if ever I came there. 

Yet after I was fet at Liberty, I was moved of the Lord God to go 
down to Theobalds, and appoint a Meeting hard by them ; to which 
many of his People came ; and divers of his Hearers v/wConvinced ° 
of the Way of Truth, and received Chrift, the free Teacher, and 
came oiT from him ; and that made him Rage the more. But the 
Lord’s Power came ova him fo, that he had not Power to meddle 
with me. Then I went hir'd by him, and had a Afee/wg waithajn. 

there ; but the People were very rude, and gathered about the Houfe, 

30(1 hnko the Windows. Whereupon! went out to them, with the 
Bible in my Hand, and defired them to come in ; and told them, ‘ I 
‘ would fliew them Scripture fioth for our Principles and Pralfices. 

And when I had done fo, I Ihewcd them alio, ‘ That their Teachers' 

‘ were in the Steps oi fuch, as the Prophets, and ChriB, and the Apo- 
‘ files cryed againft. Then I direded them to tht . Light of Chrifi, 

‘ and Spirited God in their own Hearts, that by it they might come 
) to know their free Teacher, the Lord ^efm ChriB, The Meeting be- 
ing ended, they went away quieted and fatisfied ; and a Meeting 
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i6y4. hath fincebecn fettled in thai7oiir«. But this was fometime after I 
was fel at Liberty by 0. CrorrnPel. 

LoriHon. Foir ^ White-hill to the Mtrmsid at Chirin^-Croft 

(which had been my PrifonJ I (laid not long there : but went into 
the City of London, where we had y^ren and po^verful Meetings ; 
and fo great were the Throngs of People, tliat I could hardly get to 
and from the Meetings for the Crouds ol People : And the Truth Ipread 
exceedingly. Thomu Aldtm and Robert (Inven (who had been She- 
ri^ of Lincoln) and divers Friends, came up to London alter me ; 
but Alextnder Pttker abode with me. 

Then after a while I went to White-hsll again, and was moved to 

Hall. declarcthe ‘Dayof theL(jr<(among(lthem; and that the bora' was 
‘ come to teach hit People himself : So I preached Truth both to the 
Officers, and to them that w ere called OltvePsOenthmen, w ho were 
of hisG«4r<(. But there was a Prttft, that Oppoffd, while I was de- 
claring the of the LorW amongft them : ?qs Oliver had fcveral 
about him, of which this was his A^fir/-wo»i’er ; 2in envious 
Priejl, Tind A light, f cornful, chaffy man. I bid him ; and he 
put it in his News-hook the next Week, That I had been at White-hall, 
and hid hid a Godly Mintjler there Ktpent. When I went thither a- 
gain, I met with him ; and abundance of People gathered about 
me. Then I manifefted the Priejl to be a LUr in feveral things, 
that he bad affirmed ; and lb he was put to He put in the 

News-book, That I wore Hilver-Bui tons whkh was fal/e ; for they 
were but Alchimy, Afterward he put in the News-hook, That I hung 
Ribbands on Peoples Arms, which made them to follow me : This was 
another of his Lies ; for I never wore, nor ufed Ribbands in my Life. 
Three Friends went to examine this Prieff, that gave forth this falfe 
Intelligence ; and to know of him, where he had that Information ? 
He told them, It was a Woman, that told hm fo ; and that if they 
would come again, he would tell them the Wcrnatis Name, When they 
came again, he faid ; It was a Man, but would not tell them his Name 
then ; but if they would come again, he faid, he wouldtell them his Name, 
and where he lived. They went the Third lime ; and then he would 
not tell, who told him ; but offered, If I would give it under my Hand, 
that there was no fuch thing, he would put that into the News-book. 
Thereupon the Friends carried it to him under my Hand ; but when 
they came, he brake his Vromife, and would not put it in ; but was 
in a Rage, and threatned them with the Conjlable, This was the 
deceitful doing of this Forger of Lies .* And thefe I its he fpread over 
all the Nation in the Newt-hooks, to render Truth Odious, and to put 
Evil into People’s Minds againft Friends and Truth ; of which a 
more large Account may bofeen in a Book printed fbon after this time, 
for the clearing of Friends and Truth from the Slanders, Lies and falfe 
Reports railed and caft upon them. Thefe Prieffs, the News-Mongers, 
Were of the Independent Sedf, like them in Leicefer : But the LoriCs 
Power came over all their Lies, and fwept them away ; and many 
came to fee the Naughtintfs of thefe Priejls. The God of Heaven car- 
ried me over all in his Power, and his blcffed Power went over the Na- 
tion : Infomucb, that many Friends about this time were moved to 
go up »od down, to found forth the EverlaffingGofpel, tnmoH parts 
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of this N*tio»y and alfo into StotUni ; and the G/orjt of the Lord was f 6 5 4. 
felt over all to his Evcrlarting Praife. And a great Convi/icement 
there was andlbmc in the Pro/e^for’s HoitftiXi6 Family: white* 

I went to have Icen him again, but could not get to him ; the Offi- Hail. 
cers were grown lb Rude. 

The Vreshyteriaas^ Ihdtfendeuts and Bsftifis were in a great Rage : 
for many of their Peo/i/ecame to be turned to the Lord Jefus Chrify 
and late down under his TeachingSy and received his Pwer, and felt it 
in their Hearts ; and then they were moved of the Lordto declare a- 
gainft the reft of them. 

I appointed a Meeting in the FieUs near A£lony in which the Word 
of Life, and the Saving Truth was declared freely ; and the Lordh 
Potptr was eminently manifefted , and his hleffed Day exalted 
over all. 

About this time I was moved to write a P4/>er, and fend it forth 
among the Protelfors ; a Copy of which here follower h. 


To all Profejfors of Chrifiianity. 

‘ \ LL they, that profclTcd Jefm ChriJi ln Wordty and yet heard 
‘ f \ him not, when he was come, the/faid’ ; he was a Deceiver 
‘ and a Devil : The Chief Priejit were they, that called him lb. So 
‘the Jen>s laid ; He hath a Devily and is mad ; why do ye hear him ? 

‘ But others laid ; Theft are not the Words of him, that hath a Devil : 

‘ Can a Devtl open the Eyes of the Blind ? The Jews then doubted, whe- 
‘ ther he were the Chrifi, or no ; and fo all, like the Jews, in the 
‘Knowledge, intheNotion, ihzt ptoMs ^Chrijl without onlyy where 
‘ Chrift is rifen withisty they do not own him, but do doubt of him ; 
‘though C^r//? be the fame now and for ever. Jefsss Chriff izidy / 
‘ and my Father are one ; then the Tews took up Stones to ftone him / 
‘ And where Jefsst Chrifi is now fpiritually come and made manifeft, 
‘ the Jews, fuch as tx^Chrifttans in outward Profejjion only, have the 
‘ lame hard Hearts inwardly now, as they had then ; and do Cafl 
‘ Stones at him, where he is Rifen. Jefsss faid. For xohich ofthefegood 

* works do ye ftone me <* The Jews anfwtredy for thy good works we 

* ftone thee not ; hut for Blafphemyy in that thou being a Many make ft 
‘ thf felf God. Jefsss anfwered them j Is it not written in jour Law, I 
^faid, you are Gods ? end the Scripturt cannot be broken. Say ye of 
^him, whom the Father hath fanHifted, and fent into the World, Thou 

* bltfphtmeli, becaufe I jaidy I am the Son of God ? The Jews faid 
*to him, far we not weU, that thou haft a Devil ? Jelus anfweredy I 
‘ Imour my Father, and ye diftronossr me. Jnd they that were in the 

* Synagogue, rofe up, and thruft him out of the City ; and took him up 

* to the edge of the Fisil, whereon their City was built, to caft him down 

^head-long. The faid of him, Hieafteth out Tkv'iU by the 

* Prince of Devils. Jrfm Chrift was called a Glutton and a Wine-bib-‘ 
‘ btr, a Friend of Publicent a^ Sinners : But Wifdom is juftified of 
‘Ber Children. The QJftctrs, when the High.priefts and Pharifa 
‘ asked them, Why have ye noit brought kim^ laid ; Never Man fpake, 

* like this Man. The Pharifcei faid, Are ytalfo deceived? Do any 
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1654. ‘ of //&e Rulers or of the Pharifees believe on him? but this People, 

^ which knoiv not the Lmvy ereaccurfed. Hicodemusftid unto them (he 
London. * thit time unto Jefus by Night) doth our Law judge any Man, before it 

* hear him? When confelfed the Subflance o( all f/- 

‘ gures and Ty^es, and was brought before the Ohkf-?rieJls to his Trial, 
‘he told them ; The Moft-High dwelUth not in Temples made with 
‘ Nands : and brought the Prophits Words to witnels, and told them ; 
‘ They were fiijf-necked, and uncirciimctfed in Heart and Ears, and 
^ always ref Jled the Holy Gbof, as their Fathers had done. Stephen 

* was full of the Holy Ghofi, and faid ; he f aw fef us ; and they ran 
‘ upon him, and foned him to Death, as he w'as calling upon the 
‘ Lord. When Paul Confelfed Jeliis Chrill, and his Refurnchon, 
‘ Fefus (aid, he was Mad When Paul preached the Rejurreiim, 

iomz motked : The Jei’t perlwaded the People, and they foned 
‘ him ; and drew him out of the City, thinking, he had been dead. 
‘ The Jews ftirrcd up the Gentiles, to make their Minds Evil-affeikd 
‘ towards the Brethren. The Jews flirred up the Devout and Flonour- 
‘ able Women, and the Chief of the City ,* and railed up Perjecutton 

* againlf Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them out of their Co.tfs : 
‘ And there was an Afault made both of the Gentiles and of tlie Jews, 
‘with their Rulers, to ufe them defpitefullj, and to flone them. In 
‘ like manner all in the nature of thole Jews now, whole Religion 
‘ftands in Notions, do (fir up the Rulers, and do ftir up the ignorant 
‘ People, and incenfe them againll jeftts Chrill, where he is rifen, 
‘ to fone them all with one Conlenr, in whom he is rtfen. This is, 
‘ that the Scripture might be fullilled, and the blindnefs cl the Peo- 
‘ pie might be difeovered. And the fame Power now is made mani- 
‘ fed, and (loth overturn the World, as did overturn the IfV/^, to 
‘the exalting of the L^ord, and to the pulling down of the t(ingdom 
‘ of Satan, and of this World ; and letting up his own ICtngdom, 
‘ to hiseverlalfing Praift*. The Lord is now exalting Himfelf, and 
‘ throwing dow n Man's ftlf : The Proud one’s Head is aloft, fearing 
‘ he Ihould lo'e his Pr/We, and his tVwpfl ; HxtPriefs, they incenfe 
‘ the ignorant People, for fear their Trade Ihould go down ; and the 
‘ Profejfors, they Ihew forth, what is in them, being fullol Rage: 
‘ which fhews, that Jefus Chrifl, the Subfiance is not there ; but a 
‘ fiony Heart, tofioneth^ Precious, where it is rilen. Th^Carnal 
‘ Mtnd fcc(is upon the outward Letter, and EarthkaPiS upon Earth ; 
‘and that Fine-yard is not drelTed, but is lull of Briars, and Nettles: and 

* Ravenous Beafis, Swine inp Dogs, Wolves zap Lions, and all ve- 
‘ nemous Creatures lodge in that Habitation. That Houfe is foul, 
‘and is not Iwept ; And thele are the Peryef«ror/ of the Jufi, and 

* Enemies oi Truth , zap tht Enemies cP Chrifi. Thele arc 

‘ pbemers of God and his Truth : Thele are they, that call upon God 
‘ with their Ltps, but their Hearts are far from him. Thele are 
'‘they, ihar fee I on P^T?; and Pefl^/e : Thefe are they, that 
‘ Incenle all the People, and ftir up Envy ; for it begets its own, one 
‘likeitleif. Thele are they, that are the fPiiw of the .Jerf, foam- 
,‘ ing out their own Shame. Thefe arc they, that have double Eyes -, 
‘ whofe Bodies are full of Darkntfs. Thefe are they, that paint 
‘ thcmfelvcs with the Prophets, with ChrijTs, and with the Jpoflles

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^ Words moft fair : whited W*lls you are ; fainted Sefulchret you are; ^654, 
‘ Murderers of the JuB you ar,e. Your Eyes are double, your Minds 
‘are double, your Hear/r are double : Flatterers^ Refent {torn loaion, 

‘your carnal Ends, who are full of Mifchief ; pretending Godzad 
*Godlinefsy taking him for yourCloke: But he will uncover you, 

‘ and he hath uncovered you to his Children. He will make you 
‘ bare, and dilcover your Secrets, and take off your Crown ; and take 
‘ away your Mantle, and your Vail, and ftrip you of your Cloathing ; 

‘ that your Nakednefs may appear, and how you fit deceiving the 

* Nations. Your Abomination, and your Falfentfs is now made mani- 
‘ fed to them, who are of God‘, who in Ins Power Triumph over 

* you. Rejoice over you, the Beajl, the Dragon, the falfe Prophet,

‘ the Crown of Man ; and he alone will be glorified : To whom be 

* all Honour and Glory, all Prailes and all Thanks. Who gives his 

* ChMten Wsfdomzad Strength, IQsowledge zad Vertue, Power tnd 
‘ Riches, Bltjjsngs and durable Subfance ; and an Eye to dilcern, and 

* an Ear to hear things fiogly : and brings down the Pride of Man’s 
‘ Heart, and turns the Wicked out of the Kingdom. The Righteosss 
‘ Ones inherit Righteoufnefs ; the Pure Ones Purenefs, the Holy Ones 
‘ Holinefs : Prailes, Praiies be to the Lord, whofe Glory now Ihines, 

‘ whofe Day is broken forth; which is bid from the World, hid 
‘ from all worldly wife Ones, and from all the Prudent of this World : 

‘ hid from the Fowls oi the Air : hid from all Vultures Eyes, and all 
‘ venemous Beafs ; and all Liars, and all Dogs, and all Swine. But 
‘ to them that fear his Name, the Secrets of the Lord are made maoi- 
‘ feft, the Treafures of Wifdom are opened, and the Fulnefs o( Kjsow* 

Uedge; For thou, 0 Lord! doll make tby felf manifefl; to thy 
‘ Children.

1654. My Spirit was greatly burdened to fee the Pr /We, that was got 
up in the Nttion, even amongft-the Pru/ej/orf ; * and in the 
Lonton. (enfe thereof I was moved to give forth the following Piper, di- 
refted 

‘ To fuchy a& follow the World’i Faftiions. 

W H A T a World is this ! How doth the Devil garnifli him- 
tclf ! and how obedient arc People to do his Will and 
‘Mind, that they are altogether carried away with Fooleries 
‘ and Vinities, both Men and Women, that they have loft the hidden 
‘ Min of the Heart, and t\\ftmeek and quiet Spirit', which with the 
‘ Lord is of great price. They have loft the Morning of Sinh ; 

‘ they are putting on Gold and gip Jppirel ; Women pUiting the 
‘ Hiir, Men and Women powdering it ; making their Bicks look, like 
‘ Bigs of Meil. They look fo ftrange, that they can fcarce look 
‘ at one another ; they are fb lifted up in Pride. Pride is flown up 
‘ into their Had, and hath fo lifted them up, that they Snuf up, 
‘ likefVtldJlfes, and WkeEphnim; they feed upon Wind; and arc 
* gotten to be like Wild Heifers, who feed upon the Mountains.

‘efteem ; elfe they ftiall not be refpedled, if they have not Goldot 
‘ Silver upon their Backs, or if his Htir be not powdered. But if he 
‘ have /ore of Rtbbinds hanging about his Wife, and at his Kjiees, 
‘ and in his Hit, of divers Colours, Red or White, or Black or Tel- 
‘ low, and his Hair be powdered ; then he is a brave Man, then he is 
‘ accepted, then he is no Quaker, becaufe he hath Ribbands on \\\s 
‘ Bick and Belly and K»ees, and his Hair powdered : This is the Jrnjt 
‘ of the World. But is not this from the Lujl of the Eye, the Lujl of 
‘ the Flefb, or the Pride oi Life? Likewife the Women having their 
* Gold, their (SJpor/ on their Piee/, Nofes, Cheeks, Fore-heads, having 
‘ their Rings on their Fingers, wearing Gold, having their Cuffs 
double, under and above, like unto a Barrier with his white Sleeves j 
‘ having their Ribbands tied about their Hands, and three or four 
‘ Gold-Laces about their Cloths ; This is no Quaker, fay they. This 
‘ is that, that pleafeth the World ; this Amy, this Attire pleafeth 
* the World: and if they cannot get thefe things, they are dilcon- 
‘ tented. But this is not the W/r/>c of Sarah, wbok Adorning was in 
‘ the hidden Man of the Heart, of a quiet and meek Spirit : This is 
‘ the Adorning of the Heathen ; not of the Apoflle, nor of the Saints, 
‘ whole Adorning was, not wearing of Gold, nor plaiting of Hair, but 
‘ a meek and quiet Spirit ; which was and is of great price with the Lord. 
* And here was the Sobriety and good Ornament, which was of the 
‘ Lord accepted. This was PauPs Exhortation and Preaching; But 
‘ we fee, the Talkers of PauP^ Words live out of Paul's Command, 
‘ and out of the Example of Sarah ; and are found in the fteps of 
^ tho great Heathen, who comes to examin the y^/’o/Zf/ in \\\s gorgeous 
‘ Apparel, Now, are not all thefe, that have got their Ribbands 

‘ hanging 
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‘ hanging about their Jrms, Htnisy Bdck, IVaiJts, K.’ifet, Hits, 16^. 
‘ like unto Fiiltrs-Bojs ? Which (hews, that you are gotten into 
‘ the baleft and moft contemptible Life, who be in the F^ion of the tondcyi. 

‘ FUltrs-Bojs and Suge-PUjtrs, quite out of the Paths and Steps of 
^ folii Men ; and in the very Steps and Paths of the wiU Heads, who 
‘ give thcmfelves up to every Invention and Vanity cf the World, 

‘ that appears ; and is inventing, how to get it upon their Backs, 

‘ Heads, Feet and Legs, and fay, If it be out of the Fafhion, it is no- 

* thing tporth. Are not theie the Spoilers of the Creation, who have 

* the tat and the bcft of it, and wafte and deftroy it ? Do not thefc 
‘ Cumber God’s Earth I Let that of God in all Confciences Anfw^cr, 

‘ and who are in the Wifdora, judge. And further ; If one get a 
‘ pair of Britches like a Coat, and hang them about with Points, 

‘ and up almoft to the Middle, a pair of double Cuffs upon his Hands, 

‘ and a Feather in his Cap, here’s a Gentleman ; bow before him, put 
‘ off your Hits, bow, get a Company of Fidlers, a fet of Mtsjick, 

‘ and Women to dance. This is a brave Fellow : up in the Chamber ; 

‘ up in the Chamber without, and up in the Chamber within. Are 
‘ thefe your fine Chrsfiians ? Tea, fay they, Thep are Chrijlians : Yea, 

* bur, lay the ferious People, They are out of CkriJPs Life, and out 

* of the Apeftles Command, and out of the Saints Ornament. And to 
‘ fee fuch, as are before delcribed , as are in the Fafbions of the 
‘ World before-mentioned, a Company of them playing at Bouls, 

‘ or at Tables, or at Shovel-Board ; or Each taking his Horfe, that 
‘ hath Bunches of Ribbands on his Head, as the Rider hath on his 
‘ own, (who, perhaps, hath a Ring in his Ear too) and fo go to 
‘ Horfe-ractng, to fpoil the Creatures ; Oh, thefe arc Gentlemen in- 
‘ deed, thefe are bred up Gentlemen, thefe are brave Fellows, and 
‘ they muft take their Recreation ; for Pleafurts are lawful. And 
‘ thefe in their Sports fet up their Shouts, like unto the wild AJfes ; 

‘ they are like unto the K/ne or Beafis, when they are put to Grafs, 

‘ Lowing, when they are full. And here is the Glorying of them te- 
‘ fore-mentioned ; but it is in the Flefb, not in the Lord ; Thefe are 
‘ bad Chrijlians, and Ihew, that they ivegluttoned with the Creatures, 

* and then the Flefb rejoiccth. And here is bad breeding of Touth and 

* young Women, who are carried away with the Vanities of the Mind 
‘ in their own Inventions , Pride, Jrrogancy, L»fl, Gluttony, Vn- 
‘ ckannefs : fo Eat and Drink, and rife up to Play. This is the Ge- 
‘ neration, which God is not well pleafed withall j but their Eyes are 
‘ full of Adultery , who cannot ceafe from Evil. Thefe be they, 

‘ tliat live in Pleafurts upon Earth : Thefe be they, who are dead, 

‘ wliile they live ; who glory not in the Lord, but in the Flefb. Thefe 
‘ be they, that be from the Life, that the Scriptures were given forth 
‘ from ; who live in the Fafbions and Vanities of the World , out 
‘of Truth’s Adorning in the Devil' i Adorning (who is out of the 
‘ Truth) and not in the Adorning of the Lord, which is a metk and* 

‘ quiet Spirit, which is with the uirdof great price. But thisOrw- 
^ment and this Adorning is not put on by them, that be adorned, and 
‘ have tlie Ornament of him that is out of the Truth ; and that is not 

* accepted with the Lord, which is accepted in their Eye. G. F. 
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Moreover it came upon me about this time from the Lore}, to 
LonSon. Write a fhort Faper and' fend- forth, as A/t ExHertmim tn^ Warn- 
ing to the Pope, ani alt Kings Rulers in Europe' ; » Copy of 
which here folfows : 


Friends, 

‘ \ 7E Heads, and Rulers, ini Kjngs, and Nobles of all forts, Be 
‘ Y not bitter, norhafty in/'fr/ftfWj’thcLambsof Chrift, nci- 
‘ ther turn your felves againft the Vifuamn of God, and hrs renefer 
‘ Love and Mercies from on high, who fent to vtftr you •, Iclfrhe 
‘ Lord’s Hand, Arm and Power take hold fwifily upon- you, which 
‘ is now ftrctched- over the World ; that is turned' againfH 
‘ and (hall’ turn Wife backward, and will bring off their Crowns 
‘ to the Duft, and lay them low and level with the Earth. God and 
^Chrijl will be K^ing, who gives Crowns, to whomfbever obey 

* his Will : and this is the wherein the Lord God of Heaven

Befides this I was moved to write a Letter to the Protestor (fo cal- 
led) 7 0 warn him of the mighty Work, the Lord hath to do in the Nati- 
ons, and [baking of them ; and to htware of his own Wit, Craft, Suhtilty 
and Policy, or feeking any By-Ends to himftlf 

There was about this time an Order for the Trying of Minijlers (fb 
called) and for Approving, or Ejecting them out of their Places or 
Benefices ; whereupon I writ a Paper To the Juflices, and other Com- 
miffioners, who were appointed to that Work. Of which Paper the 
Copy here follows : 

Friends, 

O Q that be Juflices , and in Commillion to Try Miniflers, 

‘ Y. Tine-yardoi God, now fee, whe- 

‘ riier they be fuch, as arc mentioned in the Scriptures, whom the 
‘ Prophets, Chrifl and the Apoftles did Dif-approve of And if they be 
* liich, as they Dif approved then ; fee, how ve can Band Approved in 
‘ the fight of God, to let fuch go into his Tine-yard, uni Approve 
‘ them : who will admire your Perfons , becaufe of Advantage ; 

‘ and if you do not give them advantage, they will not admire your 
‘ Perfons ; Such Jude {peaks of. See, if they be not fuch, as teach 
‘for filthy Lucre, for the love of Money, Covetous, fuch as /oi'c them- 
^ felves, who have a Form oi Godline fs, but deny the Power ; from 
‘ fuch the Apoflle bids Turn away. The Apoflle faid. Their Mouths 
‘ fhould be flopped, who lerved not the Lord Jefus, but their own 
‘ Bellies ; being Evil Beafls, fiow Bellies, who mind Earthly Things. 

‘ Paul gave Timothy an Order to Try Miniflers by : He faid, They 
‘ muft not be Covetous, nor given to Wine, nor filthy Lucre, nor a 
‘ Novice ; left being lifted up into Pride, they fall into the Condem- 
‘ nation of the Devil: Thefe he was to Try and Pr^e without Par- 
‘ tialiiy. Now take heed of your Approving liich, as he difapproved ; 

‘ for fince the Apoflles days, fuch as he difapproved, have had their 
‘ Liberty : and they have told us, The Tongues were their Original ; 

‘ and that they were Orthodox Men : and that the Steeple-houfe, with 
‘ a Crofs on the top of it, was the Church (the Papifls Mafs-houfe ; 

‘ you may look on theTo/^of it, and fee the%».) But the Scriptures 
‘ tell us ; All the Earth was of one Language before the Building of Ba- 
‘ bel : And when P/Va/e crucified Chrift, he fet the Tongues, //eireiv, 

‘ Greek and Latin on the top of him. And John tells us , That the 
^ Beafl had power over the Tongues, Kjndrtds and Nations’, and that 
‘the Whore fits upon the Tongues, of whole 4// Nations have 
‘ drunk, and the Kjngs of the Earth have committed Fornication with 
‘ her ; and John faid, The Tongues are Waters. Chrifl gives marks 
‘toliis Difciples, and to the Multitude, how to Trr fuch as theft, 

‘that you are to Try. They arc called of Men A/ajilfr ; they love 

U 2 ‘the 
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1654. ‘the QhitfeSi Sett in the AfTcmblies ; they be Styert^ but not Doers : 

‘ And, faid he, They Jbtll Put you out of the Synagogues ; and [even 
London. ‘ Woes hc denounced againft them, and fo diftpproved them. Chrift 
‘faid, Ptlfe Prophets fhould come; and JohnGiWy They mre come : 
‘for they went forth from them ; and fince the World hath gone 
‘after them. But muft be confounded, the Mother oi Htr- 

‘ lots ; and the Devil muft be taken, and with him the Hetf^ and the 

* ftlfe Prophet muft be caft into the Like of Fire : for the Lamh and 

‘ his Stints over all muft reign, and have the FiSlory. The Lord 
‘ God fent his Prophets of OW, to cry againft the Shepherds, that fought 
‘ for the fVeete, Ezek. ^ 4 . and to cry againft fuch Shepherds, as feek for 
‘ their Gain from their Qsttrter , tnd never have enough ; Ifa. 5. 6. 
‘and to cry againft the that prophefied ftlfely ; and the 

‘ Pritfls, that bore rule by their Means : which was the filthy and 
'■horrible thing, Jer. 5. And if you would forbear to give them 
‘ Means, you would fee, how long they would bear Rule, There 
‘ was in the Old Time a Store-houfe for the Fatherlefs, Strangers and 
‘ Widows, to come to and be filled ; and they did not prolper 

‘ who did not bring their Tithes to the Store-fmfe, But did not 
'■Chrifi put an end to that Priefihood, Tithes, Temple Priefsf 

* And doth not the Jpoftle fay, that the Priefihood is changed, th» 

* Ltm is changed, and the Commandment dif annulled? Might not 
‘ they have pleaded the Law of God, that gave them Tithes ? Have 
‘ ever any of the Priefit profpered, that take Tithes fince, by the Law 
‘ of Man ? Was not the firfi Author of them fince Cbrift’s time the 
‘ Pope, or Ibme of his Church ? Did the Apofilts caft Men into Prifon 
‘ for Tithes, as your Minifiers do now ? As inftance ; Ralph Hol- 
‘ lin^worth, Priefi of Phillingham, for petty Tithes not exceeding jfx 
‘ Shillings , hath caft into Lincoln-Prifon a poor Thatcher, named 
‘ Thomas Bromby ; where he hath been about Eight and Thirty Weeks, 
‘ and ftill remains a Prijoner : And the Priefi petitioned the Judge, 
‘ That the poor Man might not labour in the City, to get a little Money 
‘ towards his maintenance in Prifon. Is this a go^ Savour araongft 
‘you, that item Contmiffion to cUfe Minifiers? Is this gladTidings? 
‘ cocaftin Pr/yew* a Man, that is not his //earer, becaule hc could not 
‘ put into his Mouth ? Can fuch, as be in the fear of God, and in his 
‘ Wtfdom, own fucli things ? The Minifiers of Chrifi ate to plant a 
‘ Vine-yard, and then Eat of the Fruit *, to Plow, Sow and Threfb, and 
‘ get the Corn ; and then let them Reap ; but not caft them into Pri~ 
‘ fon, for wliom they do no Work. Chrift, when he fent forth his 
‘ Minifiers, bid them Give freely, as they had Received freely : and 
‘ into what City or Town foe ver they came. Inquire, who were Wor- 
‘ thy, and there abide ; and what they fet before you (faid He) that 
‘ Eat. Arvf when thefo came back again to Chrifi, and hc asked 
‘them. If they wanted any thing, They faid. No : They did not go 
‘ to a Town, and call the People together, to know, How much they 
‘ might have by the tear ? as ihefe that are in the Apoftacy do now. 

‘ The Apofik faid, Have f not power to Eat and to Drink ? But he did 
‘not fay, To take Tithes, Eafier-Reckonings, Midfummer-Dues, Aug- 
‘ metttatfBM and grtat Sums of Money ; But, have I not power to Eat 

‘ and 
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* snd to Drink ? And yet he did not ufc that Power among the G- 16^5. 

* rimhitns. But they that are Jfofiitiz^d from him, will take Tithes, l/ys) 
‘ great of Monei/, Etfier-Reckonings znd Midfummer-Daes', and London. 

* cart them into Prifon, that will not give it them, whom tliey do no 
‘ work for. The 0,xe’s Mouth muft not be muzz^led, th»t treads out 
*theCorst; But fee, it the C’or»bcrroi</r»o«r in you, and the 

‘ be in the Garner ? This is from ii Lover of your Souls, and one that 
‘ defires your Eternal Good.

Now after I had made fome (fay in the City of London, and had 
given forth the feveral foregoing and cleared my felt, of what 
Service lay upon me at that time there ; I was mov’d of the Lord 
to go down into Bedford-Jbire to John Crook\ Houle, where there was ^^, 1 ” ' 
a great Meeting, and People generally Convinced of the LortCi Truth, 

When I was come thither, John Crook told me, that the next day 
feveral of thofe, that were called the Gentlemen oitheConntry, would 
come to dine with him, and to difgourfe with me : They came ; and 
I declared to them God’s Eternal Truth. Several Friends went to the 
Steefle-houfet that day. And there was a Meeting in the Country, — — i 

which Alexander Parker went to ; and towards the middle of the 
dajf it came upon me, to go to it, though it was feveral Miles from 
me. f ohn Crook vetrn with me; and when we came there, there 

was one Gritton, that had been a Uaptifi ; but he was gotten 

higher than they, and called himfclf a Trier of Spirits. He ufed to 
tell People their Fortunes , and pretended to difeover to People, 
when their Goods were fiollen, or Houfes broken up, who the Perfons 
were, that did it : by which he had gotten into the Ajfe^ions of many 
People thereabout. This Man was got into that Meeting, and was 
fpeakiog , and making an hideous Noife over the Toung-convinced 
Friends, when I came in ; and he bid Alexander Parker, give a rea* 
fon of his Hope. Alex, Parker told him, Chrijl was his Hope ; but 
becaufe he did not Anfwer him (0 (bon, as he expe£fed, he boadingiy 
cried ; His Mouth is flops. Then this Gritton direfted his Speech to 
me : for I (food (fill, and heard him ; and he fpake many things, 
which were not agreeable to Scripture. I asked him, ‘ Whether he 
‘ could make thofc things out by Scripture, which he had fpoken ? 
and he (aid, Tes, jes. Then I bid the People, Take out their Bibies, 
to (carch ihz Places ht (hould quote for proof of his Ajfertions : But 
he could not make good by Sertpture, that which he had (aid. So he 
was flamed, and fltd out of the Houft ; and his People were gene- 
rally : for \i\% Spirit w^sdifewered, and he came no more 

amonglf them. And when his People were Convinced, and (ettled in. 

Gold's Truth, they gave forth a Book againlf him ; and denied his 
Spirit, and his fatfe Difeoveries. Many were turned to Chrifl Jefus 
that day, and came to fit under his Teaching ; infbmuch that the 
Judges were in a great Page, and many of the Magiflrates in Bed- 
fordflire : becaule there were fo many turned from the Hireling- 
Priefls to the Lord ^efus ChriflU free Ttacbit^. But John Crook 
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165';. was I<eptbyiliePi>wr of thelor^; Yet he was turned out from be- 
ingnjujlice. 

London. .Atier Tome time I turned up through the Country to London 
again ; where Friends were finely cllablifhcd in the Tnab, and 
great Comings in there were. And about this rime fevcral Friends 
went beyond the Seas, to declare the everlalf ing Truth of God. Now 
Xj,ii. when I had Hay’d a while in the City, I went into I(,e»t. And 
Kocheflcr when I came to Rochefter, there was a Guard kept to examin Psffen- 
crinbrook gers : but we palTcd by, and were not Hopped. So I went to C>a«- 
Irook, where there vvas a great Meeting, and (everal Souldiers were 
at it ; and many were turned to the Lord that day. After the Meet- 
inj^, fome of the Souldiers were Ibrnewhat Rude ; but the Lord’s 
Power tame over them. One Thomas Hotvftgoe, an Independent- 
Preacher, who lived not far from Cranhrook, was Convinced, and be- 
came a faithful Minijier for the Lord Jelus. Some Friends had tra- 
veled into Kfnt before, zsjohn Stuhhs zne\ William Caton', and the 
PriejlszoA Profejfors had Hirred up the Magijlrates at Maidjione to 
Whip them, for declaring God's Truth unto them : as may be feen at 
large in the Journal of William Catenas Life. There was alfo one 
H *• Captain Dunk Convinced in K.ent, and he went with me to Rp ; 
where we had a Meeting, to which the Mayor and Officers, and fevt- 
ralC'4/’r4/>/icame : and they took, what I faid, in which 

I was well pleafed with : All was quiet, and the People atfe£fed with 
the Truth. 

Rumney. From Rj I went to Rumner, where, the People having had no- 
tice of my Coining fome time befoie, there was a very large Meet- 
ing. Thither came Samuel Fijher, who was an Eminent Preacher 
among the Hapttfls, and had had a Parfonage reputed worth about 
Tivo hundred Pounds a fear ; which lor Confcience-fzkc he had given 
up: And there was alfo the P4y?t?r of iho Baptijls, and abundance of 
their People. And the Power of the Lord was fb mightily over the 
Meeting, that many were reached by the Power of God, and one 
greatly jhaktn ; and the Life fprang up in divers. One of the Pajlors 
of the Baptijls, being amazed at the Work of the Lord's Power, bid 
one of our Friends, that was lo wrought upon. Have agoodConfei- 
ence : W hereupon I was moved of the Lord to bid him. Take heed of 
Hypocrify and Deceit : and he was filent. A great Convtncement there 
was that day, and many were turned from the D arknefs to thosTx- 
vine Light of ChriH, and came to fee their Teachers Errors, and to 
fit under the Lord fefus ChrijPs Teaching, and to know him their 
Way, and the Covenant of Light, which God had given to be their 
Salvation ; And they were brought to the One Baptifm, and to the 
One Bapticer, ChriH jefus. When tho Meeting Wis done, Samuel 
Fi(ber\ Wife Laid ; Now we may difeern this day betwixt Flefb and Spi- 
rit,anddiJlingttilbSpiritualTeaching fromFlefhly.Jho People were gene- 
rally w'cll fatistied,with what had been declared; but thcTwo BaptiH- 
Teachers, and their Company, when they were gone front the Meet- 
ing, fell to Reafoning zmoa^B.t\\^ People. Samuel Fifher, with di- 
vers others, reafbned for the WVif of Life, which had been declared 
that day ; and the other Paftor, and bis Party, reafoned againH it ; 
So it divided them afunder, and cut them in the midH. A Friend 

, came 
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came and rold me, tba* ibe Biftijis mrt one mih Mother ; 1*6155. 

anddtfiredme0go»ptofhem: but I fa id, ‘ Let them alone, thelor^i <yyyj 
* will divide tiievn; and they that Rcafonfor 7 V»/A, will be too hard Kumney. 
‘fof the other; And fb it was. IhnSimnel received the 
TrtKb in the Love of it, and bceante a faithful Mtmfier of it ; and 
preached Chrift freeiyy and laboured nwch wt the (Vork and Service 
of the Lord i being moved of the Lord to go, and declare the word 
of Life at Dnnkirky and in Holtandy and k» divers pans of It*h, aa 
Le^herny and Rom it felf : And yet the Lord pieferved him and bis 
Companion John StuUs, out of theit I»f 4 tjiems. 

From Rmmj I paffed to Dovefy and bad a Meeting there ; Dover, 
where feveral were Cotninetd, And near unto Dow there was a 
Govtrntnr and his Wife Comtmtdy who had been Baftijis ; and the 
Beftifis thereabouts were much offended, and grew very errvious : 
btrt the Lord’s Power caiJie over all. Lake Howard of Dover 
was Cenvmed fometime before, and became' a laitWul Minijler of 
Ckrift. 

Returning from Dtmv, 1 wenttoC-rwerW^, where there were a 
few honefl-kenrted PeofU mntd to the Lord ; who I'atc down under 
Chrtjfs Teaching. Thence I palfed to Cranhreok again, where I had 
a great Meeting ; A frttnd iltat was with me, went to the Steefle- 
honfe ; and was taft intoPr/ya/;; But the icr// was mani- 
fefted, and his Truth fpread. 

From thence I parted into Sajfexy and lodged near Horffoanty sufa. 
where therewas a great J/wr/zr^ ; and many were AUb Horiiiara. 

at Stenning wc had a great Meeting in the Market-Houfe ; and feveral stenning. 
were Convinced there, and ihercaways ; tor the Lord''% Power was 
with us. Several Meetings I had thereabouts : and among the reft, 

there was a Meeting appointed at a Great Man^s Houfe •, and he and 

bis Son went to fetch fcveral Priep, that had threatned tocome and 
difpute. But when the time came, none of them came; for the 
Lorafs Power wa» mighty in os. A glorious Meeting wc had ; and 
the Man of the Ho^e and bis Son were vext, bccaule none of the 
Prkfis would come. So the Hearts of People were opened by the 
^ir of God, and they were turned from the Hirelings to Chrijl 
jefne, Shepherd ^ who had purchakd them without A/m?;-, and 

would feedthem wrdioue Money or Price. Marry that came, expc£f- 
ing ro lieatr a D^wr, were Convinced thit day ; amoogft which Ni- 
tholM Beard was one. 

Thus the Lord's Power emc owtr ill, and his Day many came to 
fee. There were abuftdawce of Ranters in thofe parts, and Profejforfy 
that had bwnfoLoofe m Ihcir Lives, that they began to be fVtary of 
it ; and had thought to have gone inoo Scotland, to have lived pri- 
vately. B(MI (he LortPs Net catched them, and their Underftandings 
were opened by his Light, Spirit and Power , tlrrough which they , 
eam« to receive the Tenth, and to be iettied upon the Lord\ and lb 
betawie wery J»kr Men, and goni Fritndi in the Truth. And great 
Blejfag and Praifing the Lord there was amongft them ; and great 
Mmiration trnhe Country. 

0 « ofSit^xl traveled throughihe Country , till I came to Reading ; Reading, 
whtre 1 found » few^ that were Convinced of iko lVay of the Lord. 

Thpre 
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There I flay’d, till the Firfi-day^ and then had a Meetiny^ in George 
Lsmholh Orchard; and a great part of the Tow/»cameto it. A 
glorious Meeting it was, and a great Convincement there Was that 
day ; and the People were mightily fatisfied. Thither came Tm 
of Judge Ff/^s Daughters to me ; and Gecr^e BtIJjop of Brijtol came 
with his Sword by his fide (for he was a CeptainJ After the Meeting 
many Bnpttfis and Ranters came privately, reasoning and dtfmrfino : 
but the Lord^s Power came over them. The Ranters pleaded. That 
Godmadethe 'DvtW: But I denied it, and told them; ‘I was come 
‘ into the Power of God, the Seed Chrifi, which was, before the 
‘ Devil wis, and hruifed the Head of him; And he became a Devil 
‘ by going out of Truth ; and lb became a Murderer, and a Defiroyer. 

* So I fliewed them, That God did not make the Devil ; for God is a 
‘ God of Truth, and he made all things and hkfied them : But 
‘ God did not hle/s the Devil. And the Devil is had, and was a Liar 

* and a Murderer from the beginning ; and fpoke of himlclf, and 
‘ not from God. And fo the Truth flopt them, and bound them, and 
came over all the highefl Notions in the Nation, and Confounded 
them. For by the Power of the Lord God I was manifefl, and 
fought to be made manifefl to the Spirit of God in all ; that by it, 
(which they ind quenched, itidgrievedj they might be turned 
to God ; as many were turned to the Lord Jefus ChriSf, by 
the Spirit of God , and were come to fit under his Teach- 
ing. 

After this Meeting at Reading, I palled up to London ; where I 
flay’d a while, and had large Meetings ; and then went into Efiex, 
and came to Cogfhall. And there was a Meeting of about Two Thou- 
fand People, as it was judged; which lallcd fever al hours : and a 
glorious Meeting it was; for the Word of Life was freely declared, 
and People were turned to the Lord Jefus Chrifi, their Teacher and 
their b4i^/o//r, the Way, the Truth and the Life. 

On the fixth day of that Week I had a Meeting neat Colchefier, to 
which many Profejfors, and the Independent-Teachers came. After 
I had done fpeaking, and was flept down from the place, on which 
I flood, One of the Independent-Teachers began to make a Jangling ; 
which Jmor Stoddart (who was with me) perceiving, he laid to 
me. Stand up again, George; fori was going away, and did not at 
the firfl hear them. But when I heard the Jangling Independent, I 
flood up again : and after a while the Lord^s Power came over him 
and his Company, and they were confounded ; and the Lorcas Truth 
went over all. And a great Flock of Sheep hath the Lord Jefus 
Chrifl in that Country, that feed in his Pafiures of Life. On the 
Firfi-day following we had a very \axp,e Meeting at another place, 
not far from Colchefier, wherein the Lord^s Power was eminently ma- 
nifefted; and the People were very well latisfied : for they were 
turned to the Lord Jefus Chrifl’s free Teaching ; and they received 
it gladly. Many of thefe People had been of the Stock of the 
Martyrs. 

As I palTed through Colchefier , I went to vifit Janies Parnel in 
Prifon ; but the Cruel Gaoler would hardly let us come in, or flay 
with him. Very Cruel they were unto him : The Gaoler\ Wife 

threatned 
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tlireatned to have bis Blood ; and in that Jdil they did dejrojf him : •.<55$ 
as the Reader may fee at large m a Book printed foon after his Deaths 
giving an Jceou»t of his Ltfe and Death : and al(b in an Bfi(ile print- 
ed with his Collided Books arid Writings. 

From Colchefter I went to Ipfpich ; where we had a little Meetings ipfwicii. 
and very rude: but theLer<^s Pwer came over them. After the 
Meeting I faid ; ‘ If any had a defire to hear further, they might 
‘ come to the Inn : And there came-in a Company of Rude Butchers^ 
that had abufcd Friends ; but the Lor^% Power fo chained them, that 
they could not do Mifchkf. Then I writ a Paper, and gave it forth 
to the Town^ ‘ warning them of the Day of the Lori, that they 
‘ might Repent of the Evils they lived in : and direding them to 
‘ Chrifl, their Teacher and PVay ; exhorting them to forfake their 
‘ hireling-Teachers, / ^ 

^Q\i^^^tOiisQm^pfwichioMendlt|bamy where Rokrt Duncon\'mdf Mendi’e. 
in Suffolk^ where we had a large Meeting, that was quiet : and the ftam. 
Lord's Power was precioufiy felt amongit us. Then we paffcd to a 
Meeting at one Captain Lawrence's in Norfolk ; where, it was judged, ‘ 
were above a Thoufand People ; and all was quiet. Many Perfons of 
Note were there, and a great Convincement there was : for they were 
turned to Chrift, their PFij' and their Tear^icr ; and many of them 
received him, and fate down under him, their ^/we. Here we parted 
with Amor Stoddart, and fome more Friends ; who intended to meet 
us again in Huntingtohlbire. 

About the Second Hour in the Morning we took Horfe for Norwich, Norwich. 
whcic Chrifopher Atkins, thit dirty Man, had run out, and brought 
di [honour upon the blelfed Truth and Name of the Lord. But he had 
been judged and denied by Friends : and afterwards he gave forth a 
Paper of Condemnation of his^'w and Evil. So we came to Tarmouth, yarmouth 
and there ftayed a while ; where there was a Friend, one Thomas Bond 
in Prifon, for the Truth oi Chrift. There we had fome Service for the 
Lord ; and fome were turned to the Lord 'm that Town. From thence 

we rode to another Town, ihoutTwenty Miles off, where were many 

tender People ; and I was moved of the Lord to [peak to the People, 
as I fate upon my Horfe, in feveral Places as I paffed along. We 
WQM on to another Town, about f/ive A/ii/fr from thence, and fot up ^ 
our Horfes at an Inn j having travelled Five and forty Miles that Day, 

Richard Hubherthorn and /. There were fome friendly People in the 
Town ; and we had a tender, broken Meeting amongft them, in the 
Lord's Power, to his Praifo. 

We bid the Hoftler have our Horfes ready by the Third Hour in the 
Morning ; for we intended to ride to Lyn, about three and Thirty 
Miles, nit.t morning. But when we were in Bed at our Inn, about 
the Eleventh Hour at Night came the Conftable and Officers, with a 
great Rabble of People into the Inn, and faid ; They were come with an 
Hue and Cry from a Juftiee of Peace (that lived near that Town a; 
bout five Wles off, where I had fpoken to the People in the Streets, as 
Irodealong^ to fear ch for two Horfmen, that rid upon gray Horfes, 
and in gray Cloaths ; an Houfo having ken broken up upon the Seventh 
Day b^ore at Night, as they faid. Wc told them, ‘We were ho- 
‘ nell and innocent Men, and abhorred fuch things : Yet they Ap-

1655 . prehcndcd’us, and let a Own/ with Htllxfts and Piies upon us that 
i/y^ Night \ making forac of tfroft fritnilj Vtcplt^ with others, to watch 
NorWk. US. Next Morning we were up betimes, and the with his 

carried us before a 7«/?/re0f Prare about jivt Mikstjf) aftd we 
took Two or thnt of the fufficie^t men of the Town with Us, who had 
been with us at the great Meeting at Captain Lawtem\ and could 
teftify, that we lay both the Jtventh Day Night the Jiff Day Night 
at Captain Lawrence*s\zai it was the feventh Day Nighty that they (aid, 
the Houfe was broken up. Now the Reader is to be Informed, that du- 
ring the time, that I was a ^tifoner at the Mermaid at Charing-Crofs 
(of which an Account is given before) this Captain Lawrence brought 
feveral Independent-JaJices to fee me there, with whom 1 had a great 
deal of Dijeourfe", which they took Offence zx. For they pleaded 
for Imperfeifion, and to Sin, as long as they lived ; but did not like to 
hear of Chriffs Teaching his Veople himfeif, and making People as 
Cleaty whilft here upon the Earth, as Adam and Eve were, before 
they fell. Now tliefe JuJlices had plotted together this mifehief a- 
gainft me in the Country, pretending, an Houfe was broken up ; 
that fo they might fend their Hue and Cry after me : fb great was 
their Malice againft the Righteous and the ’Juft. They were vexed al- 
(b, and troubled, to hear of the great Meeting at "John Lawrence\ a- 
forelaid ; for there was a Colonel Convinced there that Day, that 
lived and died in the Truth. But Vrovidence fb ordered it, that the 
_____ Confiable carried us to a 'juflice about Jve mites onward in our 
way towards Lyn, who was not an Indeptndent-JuJlke, as the relt 
were. When we were brought before him, he began to be angry, 
becaufe we did not put off our Hats to him. I told him, I had been 
before the ?rote(tor, and he was not offended at my Hat ; and why 
fliould he be offended at it, who was but one of his Servants ? Then 
he read the Hue and Cry : And I told him, ‘ That that Nighr, 
‘ wherein the Houfe was faid to be broken up, we were at Captain 
‘ Lawrence*^ Houfe ; and that we had feveral Men here prefent 
‘ could Tejify the Truth thereof. Thereupon the JuJlice, having 
Examined us and them, faid ; He believed, we were not the men, that 
had broken the Houfe ; but he was forty, he laid, that he had no more 
againf us. We told him, ‘ He ought not to be forty for not having 
* £w7againfl us ; but rather to be for to Rejoice, when he 
‘ got EwVagainft People, as for houfe-breaking, or the like, was not 
‘ a good mind in him. It was a good while yet, before he would Re- 
folve, Whether to let us go, or fend us to frifon ; and the wicked 
C( 7 »/? 4 ^/e ftirred him up againft us, telling him. We had good Horfes ; 
and that if it pleafed him, he would carry us to Norwich-Jail. But 
we took hold pf the '^ujice% Confeffion, That he believed, we were not 
the men, that had broken the Houfe , and after we had admonifhed him 
to Tear the Lord in his Day ; the Lordh Potrer came over him, fo 
that he let us go:and lb their Snare was broken. A great People were after 
ward gathered to the Lord in that Town, w here I was moved to fpeak 
to them in the Street ; and from whence the HueindCry came, 
iyn. Being fet at Liberty, we travelled to Lyn ; whither we came about 
the third Hour in the Afternoon. And having ftt up our Horfes, We 
met with Jofeph Fuce, who was an Enfign ; and we wifht him to 
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fpeak to as many of the People of the Tom, as he could, that feared 16^5. 
God ; and to the Ctpuins and Officers to come together : whicli he 
did. And we had a very glorious Meeting amongft them, and turn- Lyn. ’ 
ed them to the Spirit of God, by which they might know God and 
Chrijl, and underftand the Scriptures ; and fb learn of God and of 
Chrijl, as the Prophets and Jpofttes did. Many were Convinced there 
that Day : and a fine Meeting there is, of them that are come off 
from the Hirelings Teaching ; and fit under the Teaching of the Lord 
Jeftts Chrin. 

Lyn being then a Gmifon, we defired Jofeph Puce to get us the 
Gate opened by the third hour next Morning (for we had forty Miles 
to ride next day.) And by that means getting out early, we came 
next Day by the Eleventh or Twelfth hour to a Town, near the Ijle of 
Ely, called Sutton ; where Jmr Stoddart, and the Friends that were Sutton, 
with him, met us again. A multitude 0^ People was gathered thither; 
and there were no lei’s than four Priefts. The Priefi of the Town 
made a great Jangle ; but the Lord’s Power fo confounded him, that 
he went away : The other three Priejis ftayed ; and one of them 
Wis Convinced. 0 «e of the Other 7 W, whilfti was fpeaking, came 
to lean upon me: but Ibid him. Sit down, feeing he was fo jlothful. 

A great Convincement there was that Day : and many hundreds were 
turned from the Darknefs to the Liy^ht, and from the Power of Satan 
unto God, and from the Spirit of Error to the Spirit of Truth, to be 
led thereby into all Truth. People came to this Meeting from Hunh 
ington, and beyond ; and the MayoPs iPtfeoi Cambridge was there 
alio. A glorious Meeting it was, and many were fettled under Chriffis 
Teaching, and knew him, their Shepherd to feed them : for the IVord 
of Life was freely declared, and gladly received by them. The Meet* 
ing ended in the Power of the Lord, and in Peace ; and after it was 
done, I walked out, and w'ent into a Garden : where I bad not been 
long, before a Friend came to me, and told me. Several Jupces were 
come to break up the Meeting. But many of the People were gone 
away ; fo they miffed of their Deftgn : and after they had ftayed a 
while, they went away alfo, in a Fret. 

That Evening I paffed to Cambridge : And when I came into the cambridg 
Town, the AVAo/arr hearing of me, were up, and were exceeding 
Rude. I kept on ray HorJe\ Back, and rid through them in the 
Lord\ Power : but they Vnhorft Amor Stoddart, before he could get 
to the Inn. When we were in the Inn, they were fo rude there in the 
Courts, and in the Streets, that the Miners, the Colliers and Carters 
could never be Ruder, The People of the Houfe isktd us, IVhat we 
would have for Supper ? as is the ufual way of Inn-keepers : Supper I 

* faid I, were it not, that the LorA Power is over them, thefePWe 
‘ Scholars look, as if they would pluck us in pieces, and make a Supper 

* of us. They knew,I was fo againft their Trade,the Trade of Preach-^ 
ing, which they were there as Apprentices to learn ; that they raged* 
as bad, as ever DianPs Crafts-men did againft Paul. At this Place 
John Crook met us. When it was within Night, the ^wr of the 
Town, being friendly, Came and (etched me to bis Houje: and as 
we walked through the Streets, there was a Bujlk in the Towm ; ' but 
they did not know me, , It being darkip. But they were in a Raga 
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not only againft me, butagainft the Mujor alfb ; lb that he was al- 
moft afraid to walk the J/reerf with me, fortheT«W/. Wefent 
for the Friendly Peofte, and had a fine Meeting there in the Vomr of 
God ; and I flay’d there ail Night. Next Mornings having ordered 
our Horfes to be ready by the jixth Hour, we pafled peaceably out of 
Town ; and the Dejlroyers were difappointed : for they thought, I 
would have flay’d longer in the Town, and intended to have done 
us Mmhief-, but our palling away early in the Morning, fiuftrated 
their Evil Pnrpofes againfl us. 

Then rode we through the Countries to Bilbop-Sttr/ord ; 
where were Ibme Convinced: And fo to Hertford, where alio 
there were Ibme Convinced ; and where now there is a large 
Meeting, 

From thence we returned to London, where Friends received us 
gladly ; the Lord's Pomer having carried us through many Snarennd 
Dangers. And great Service we had for the Lord : for many hundreds 
were brought to fit under the Teaching of the Lord Jefus Chrijl, their 
Saviour, and to praile the Lord through him. James Nailer allb 
was come up to London ; and Richard Hubherthorn and I flay’d (bme- 
time in the City, vifiting Friends, and Anfwering Gain-fayers for 
we had gctitDifputes with Profeffors of all forts. Many Reproaches 
they cart upon Truth, and lying, jlanderous Books they gave forth a- 
gainft us: But wtAnfwered them all, and cleared Go^Fs Truth, and 
fet it over them all ; and the LorePs Poiver was over all. 

Amongfl other Services for the Lord, which then lay upon me in 
the City, I was moved to give forth a Paper to thofe. That made 
u [corn at Trembling and Quaking ; of which a Copy here fol- 
lowcth : 


‘ I 'HE H^ord of the Lord to all you, that fcorn Trembling and 
‘ A ^*king, who fcof at them, and [corn them, and throw 

* Stones at them, and belch forth Oaths againft them, who are Tremb- 

* Itngznd Quaking, threatniog them, and beating them ; Strangers 
‘ ye are to all the Apojlies and Prophets, and are in the Generation, 
‘ that fioned them, and mkked them then in thofe Ages. Now, ye 
‘ are the Scoffers which they fpakcof, that arc come in the Uptimes: 
' Be ye fVimffes againft your (elves. To the Light in all your Con- 

Iciences I fpcalc, that with it you may fee your (elves to be from the 
Life of the holf Men of God, 

‘ Mofes, who was a over all Ifrael, he trembled, feared and 
^Qnaked : when the Lord (aid unto him, lamtheGod of Abraham, 
the God of Ifaac, und the God of Jacob ; then he trembled, and 
dorft not behold. This, which makes to Tremble now, ye Teach' 
trs and People feoff at, and fcorn them in your Streets, who wit- 
I oefs the Power of the Lord, Mofes forlbok the Pleafures of the 
I kVorld, which he might have enjoyed for a Seafon : He might have 
wen called the Son m Pharaal^s-Daughttr ; he refofed it, and for- 
fook PharaofPi Houle ; yet was no Vagabond. And David, &l(Jng, 
mtnmbltd ; he was rnocked, they made Songs on him, they w^- 
(heir Heads at him. Will you profcw David^s Words, and 

, ‘ Mofes 
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* Mofes his tVords, who are in the Generation of your Ftthtrs, I655. 
^Mockers, Scofers, Wondtrtrs and Dtfpifers, which are to peri(b ? t/W 
‘Oblufli, andbeaihamedof.illyourPro/r^pfl, and be Confounded! Lwi*dofl, 

‘ Job trembled, his Fhfh trembled, and they mocked him : So do you 
‘ now motk them, in whom the fame Power of God is naade mani- 
‘feft; and yet you profefs Job\ Words. 0 Aez.ei\t{n\ Hyfocrites ! 

‘ will yenotown O for fbame, never profefs 

‘ words , and deny the Power, which , according to the Scripture, 

‘ makes the Keepers esi the Houfe to tremble, and the firong Men to 
‘ bow himfelf. Thefe things both Priejls, Migijlrates and People 
‘ feoff at ; but with the Power ye are judged, and by the Power and 
‘ Life condemned. 

‘ The Prophet Jeremiah trembled, he (Imk, his Bosses quaked, he 
‘ reeled to and fro, like a drunken Man, when he law the Deceits of the 
‘ Priejls and Prophets, who were turned from the waj of God; and they 
‘ were not alhamed, neither could they blufh Such were gone from 
‘ the Light ; and fuch were they, that ruled over the People. But 
‘ he was brought to Cry, 0 foohjh People', that had Epes, and could 
' not fee, that had Ears, and could not hear, that did not fear the 
‘ Lord, and tremble at his Pre/ence, who placed the Sands for Bounds 
‘ to the Sea by a perpetual Decree , that the tliereof cannot 
‘ pafs ! And he faid, A horrible thing is committed in the Land ; The 
‘ Prophets prophefp faljly , and the Priefts bear rule by their means. 

‘ Shill not I atife for thefe things, faith the Lord f Shall not my Soul 
‘ he avenged upon fuch a Nation as this ? They were fuch, as did not 
‘ Tremble at tnc Word of the Lord ; therefore he called them a fooltjb 
‘ People. Hear all ye the Word of the Lord, yc foolifb People, mi\\o (corn 
‘ Trembling, and Quaking, and Shaking : Give over profeding the 
‘Prophet Jeremiah's Words, and making a Trade of them ; for 
‘ with his Words you are judged to be among the Scoffers, and Scorss- 
‘ ers, and Stockers. For he was /locked by yo\iT Generation ; and you 
‘ now Jlcck them, thu tremble at the tvord of the Lord, at the Power 
‘ of the Mighty God, which raifes up the Seed of God, and throws 
‘ down the Earth, which hath kept it down. So vou, that are in 
‘ the Fall, where Death reigneth. Enemies of the Truth, defpifino 
‘ the Power of God, as thofe of your Generation ever did, Wo and 
‘ Mifery is your Portion, except you fpeedily Repent. IfaiahFiid ; 

‘ Hear the Word of the Lord, all ye, that Tremble at his Word; And 

* he faid. This was the Man, that God did regard, that was of a broken 
‘ and contrite Heart, and trembled at his Word. When their Brethren 
‘ hated them, and perfecuted them, ftying. Let the Lord be glorifed ; 

^he /ball appear to your Joy, but they /halt be ajbamed, Ifa. 6 ( 5 . 5. 

‘ Now all ye Scoffers and Seorners, that defpife Trembling, you re- 
‘ gard not the Word of the Lord; They are not regarded by you, 

‘ that Tremble at the W ord ; which are regarded by the Lord ; there- 
‘ fore you arc contrary to ijaiah's Words. Therefore profefs him an(^ 

‘ his Wordt no more for jfsame, nor make a Trade of his Words. Ve 
‘ that feek for your Gain from your Quarter, yt greedy, dumb Dogs, 

‘ that never have enough, ye are they, that defpife Trembling ; ye 
‘ arc fuch, as Ifaiah cried againft, who himfelf witncfTcd Trembling. 

‘ Here therefore be ye Witneffes againft your fcives, that with the 

‘ Light 
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1655; 'Light in your Confcicnces ye may fee, ye are out of the Prophet 
tyvv; ‘ Ifitah^s Spirit, and are Haters of them tliat Trmble, whom the 
London, ‘ Lord regards ; but fuch you regard not, but hate and ptrfecute, muk 
‘and rail againft them. But it is manilelf, that you walk in the 
*ftefs of your Fore-fathers^ that perfecuted the Proplicts. Hahakkuky 
‘ the Prophet of the Lord trembled ; and Joel, the Prophet of the 
‘ Lord, [aid, Blow the Trumpet in Sicn, and let all the Inhabitants of 
'the Tremble : The People jhall Tremble, and all Faces (hall 
'gather Blacknefs ; and the People jhall be much pained. And now, 

‘ this Trembling is witnelTed by the Power of the Lord : This Powr 
‘of the Lord is come ; the Trumpet is founding, the Earth is (hak- 
*ingi the Inhabitants oi the Earth are ; the Df4<fisariring; 

‘and the Living is praifing God ; And the is Paging ; and 
‘ the Scoffers are Scorning ; and they that witnefs Trembling and 
‘ Quaking wrought in them by the Power of the Lordy can fcarre 
* pafs up and down the Streets, but with Stones^ and Blows, and tip, 
‘and Sticks, or Dogs let at them, or puifued with Mocks ^nd Re- 
‘ proaches. Thus you vent forth your Malice againft them, that 
‘ witnefs the Power of the Lord, as ilie Prophets did ; who are come 
‘to the broken Heart and contrite Spirit, and who 7 Vm^/f atthe 
‘ Word of the Lord, whom the Lord regards : Thefc you fione, thefe 
‘ you fiock, thefe you fet your Dogs at, thefe you feeff and fcorn, 

‘ thefe you revile and reproach ; but thofe Reproaches are our Riches ; 

‘ praifed be the Lord, who hath given us power over them. And if 
‘ you fee one, as Habakkuk, whole Lips quivered, whole Belly fhock ; 

‘ who faid, Rottennefs was entred into his Bones, and who trembled in 
‘ himfelf -, if you fee fuch an one in this Condition now, ye fay, He 
‘ Si Bewitched. Here again you fhew your Iclves Strangers to that 
'Power, to dm Life, that wasinthe ; Therefore for (hame, 

‘ never make a Profejfton of his Words, nor a Trade of his Words ; 

‘ nor of Joel\, who witnelTed Trembling, which ye fcorn and jeojf 
‘ at. Ye proud Scoffers and Scorners, Mifery, Mifery is your End, 

‘ except you fpeedily Repent. Daniel,^ Servant of the moft-high God, 
‘he trembled, hii Strength and hia Breath was gone: He was Prifoned,He 
‘ was hated, he was perfecuted ; they laid Baits and Snares for him, in 
‘ whom the holy Spirit of Qod was. Now for jhame, all you, that 
‘ make a Profeffon of Daniel's Words, give over your Prof fion, Priep 
‘ and People, who feoff and fcorn at Trembling : with the Light yon 
‘ are feen to be out of DaniePs Life, and by the fame Powr you arc 
‘ judged, at which you fcorn and feoff. And lb here again be ye 
‘ Witneffes your felves, that you are Scorners and Scoffers a- 
‘ gainft the Truth : And with the Scripture you are judged to be con- 
‘ trary to tho Life of the holy Men of God. Paul, a Minifttr of God, 
‘ made by the Will of God, a Meffenger of the Lord Jej^, a Vtffel 
‘ of the Lords, to carry his Name abroad into feveral Nasons, when 
‘‘ the dark, blind World have got feme of his Words and Epijlles, 

‘ you filthy Teachers make a Trade of them, and get great Sumsoi 
‘ Money for it, and fo defray Souls for dilhoneft Cain ; making a 
t Trade of his Words, and of the reft of the Jpojlles, and Prophets, 
< and of Chriffs Words, but denying the Spirit and Life, that they 
, were guided by, and that Power , which /book the Fltflj and .the 

‘ farth : 
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*E4rth, whkii th^ wimeffcd, whoOid^ tVkftMt*/ne moo^ 
^ the CoriDChiaflj, he Hm thtft mth them iA »eik/itfs tni /e-*r, ah 4 tn 
*thuch Trefnblidg, thit their Filth rhi^ht iht JUnd in the Wifdem of 
‘ tVords^ hut iM the Fomfr of God ; in tllat Fomti which made him 
‘ to Tremtie, This Powr it is, that the Worlds and all thd IcoiRog 
‘ Ttichets, feoff at and /<ror» in your Toip^ij inyouir<7/i^ei, inyour 
‘ 'Memhiiei, in yout Jle4<^fes (for fbim Uy away all your Prof^ion 

* or thfe Wotds and Conditienif ) And Ibm# tif them, that 
^ feoff it this Pomt, call it the Pom of ttie Devil i andfomc perfe^ 
‘firtthem, and Stone iad Stock, Iikffif6mnd Whip thmi in whom 
‘ that Pon>ir is made matiiftftv aijd lade them with RtproOcheSf as not 
‘ worthy to walk on the Earth ; hated and perfecuted, as the dff- 
‘ ftouring of all things. Here you may fw» you arc in the jltft of 

* yoot Fore-Fathers, who ptr/ecuttdtbt-^poliits, anda^fed foagaioft 
‘ them ; flocked them, mocked them, pnfoned them, floned them, 
‘ whipped them, haled them out of the Sphagognes, nproachid them, 

* and (bamefnllp entreated them. Ho not you hers fultil the Scripture, 
‘ and ChrijPs faping, who faid ; If thtp kill yon , thiy will think^ 
^ they do Gad Service I' Yet you iilalte a Proftffon oi Chrifl^e 
‘ Words, of the Prophets and Apofllet Words, and call your felvcs 
‘ Churches, and Miniflers of the Gofpel: I charge you in tlie pre* 

* fence of the Living God, to be fllent, who a£f fuch things ! And 
‘ mind the Light in your Cottfeiedees (ye Scoffers and Scormrs) 
‘ which Chrift hath enlightened you withall ; that with it ye may 
*fte your felves, what ye AH, and what ye have AHed: for who 
‘ AH fuch things, jball not inherit the Kjngdom of God j for all fuch 
‘ things are by the Light condemned. 

‘ And who come to witnefs Tremhling and Quaking, the Powers 
‘ of the Earth to be jbaken, the Luflful Nature come to be deftroyed, 
‘ the f corning and fcoffjing Nature judged by the Light ; In it Wait 
‘ to receive Power from him, who fbakest\k Earth, That Power w'e 
‘ own, and our Faith ftands in it, which all the World feoffs at ; 
‘ the Ir/r/ Ones, the Proud Ones, tht Prefnmptuem 0ms, which 
‘ live in Prefumption, and yet make a Profeffion of the Scripturts, as 
‘ your Fathers, the Pharifees did, who were painted Sepulchres and 
‘ Serpents ; and as the Scribes did, who had the Chiefeji Places in the 
‘ Affcmbltes, flood praying in the Synagogues, and were called of Men 
‘ A/4^err, which Chrift cried WO againfl; who are not come fb 
‘ far as the Tremhling o^ Devils, who believed and trembled: Let that 
‘ Judge you. The Light and Life of the Scripture is feen and made 
‘ manifeft, and with it all you Scoffers, and all you Scorners, and all 
‘ you Perfecutors and Railers areften. 

‘ Take Warning, all yt. Powers of the Earth, how yeperfecute 
‘ them, whom the World Nick-name and call f^akers, who dwell 
‘ in the Eternal Po\ver of God ; left the Hand of the Lori betutned 

* againftyou, and ycbeall Cutoff. To you this is tht Word oi'God, 

‘ Fear and Tremble, and take Warning! For this it tht Man, Oehom 
‘ the Lord doth regard, who trembles at his Word ; which you, who 

* are of the World, feoff and fcorn, flock, perftcute and imprifon. 
Here ye may fee, ye are contrary to Goi, centrary to the Prophets ; 

‘ and are fuch as hate, what the Lord regards ; which we, whorrt 
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1655. ‘ the World [corns, and calls Qjttkers, own. And we exalt that 
‘ Pomr, and honour that Power, that makes the Oev</; rrew^/e, and 

London. ‘ the Earth, throws iowrs the Loftinefs.of Man, and the 
‘ Haughtinefs of Man, and which makes the lyifts of the I'/t/J to 
*Treml>le, and makes the Earth Rul to ft/d fro; and dtnves the 
‘ Earth afiinder, and mr-t»rmih the World. This Power we own,’ 
‘ and honour, and preach up, whom the World fcornfully calls 
‘ ktrs ; But all Scofers and Perjtcutorss Rtikrs and Scortitrs, Stockers 
' and Whiffers we deny by that Power, which thtowuh down all 
‘ that Nmre ; as feeing, that all, who ad liich things without 
‘ pfntme, (hall not inherit the Kjniiom of Hod, but are lor Dtllru* 
‘ dion. ' 

* So Rejoice, all ye Ri^hteotu oks, who are petfecuted for 
‘ leonfnefs lake for great is your Reward in Heaven. Rejoice, ye 
‘ that liitfer for Well-doing ; for ye (hall not lofe your Reward. 
' And wait you in the Light, that you may grow up in the Life, that 
‘ gave forth the Scriptures ; that with it ye may lee the Saints Con- 
^ditions, and with it ye may lee all that, which they tellifiedagainll : 
‘and there with it ye will fee the ftate of thole, that did reproach 
‘ .and feoff them ; and did mock them, and perfecate them ; and did 
‘ whip and flock them, and haled them out of the Synagogues before 
‘ Magifirates. So to you, who are in the fame Light and Life, the 
‘ fame things do they now j that they may till up the meafure of 
‘ their Fathers. With the Light now they are (cen, where the 
‘ Light and Life, and Power of Hod is made manifeft : for as they did 
‘ unto them, fo will they do unto you. Here is our Joy ; and the 
‘ Scripture is fullilleJ, and lullilling : and with the Light, which was 
‘ before the World ms, which is now made manifelt in the Chsldren 
‘ of Light ; with it they fee the World, and comprehend it, and the 
‘ Jlfions of it : lor he that loves the World, and turns from the 
‘ Light, is an Enemy to God ; he turneth into VVukednefs ; for the 
‘ whole FForldfxetWxo VFsekednefs. He who turns from tlic Light, 
‘ turns into the FForks of Evil, which the Light of Chrili tell ifies 
‘ againlf : And by this Light, where it is made manifelf, ail the 
‘ yy'orks of the FForld are ken and made manifelf.

This Year came out the Oath of Abjuration, by which many 
Friends fujfered : and fevcral Friends went to Ij^cak with the Proteiior 
about it j but he began to harden. And Sufferings increafing upon 
Friends, by reafon, that envious MagrJIrates made ufe of that Oath 
as a Snare to atch Friends la, who they knew, could not fvear at 
all ; I was moved to w rite to the Proteblor about it, and other fujjer- 
ing Friends, as followeth. 

‘ "I H E Magi fir ate is not to bear the^rtw</ in vain, which ought 
‘ J[_ to be a Terror to the Evil-doers ; but the Magifirate, that doth 
‘ bear the Sword in vain, as he is not a Terror to the Evil-doers, lb 
‘he is not a Praife to them that do well. Now hath God railed up 
‘ a People by his Power, whom People, Prie/ls and Magifirates, who 
‘ are out of the Fear of God, fcornlully call Quakers, who do cry 
‘ againft Drunkennefs (for Drunkards deftroy God’s Creatures) and 
‘ do cry againft Oaths (for becaufe 0/ Oaths the Land mourns) and they, 

‘ Drunkards and Swearers, to whom the Magi^ratPs Sword fhould be 
* iTerror, are, we lee, zt liberty, but for crying againft fuch, ma- 
‘ny are caft into Prifon, and for crying againft their Pride and Fil- 
‘ tfsinefs, their deceitful Merchandize in Markets, their Cozening and 
‘ their their Excefs and Naughtinefs, their playing at Bouls 

‘ and Shovel-boards, at Cards and at Dice, and their other vain and 
‘ wanton Pleafures : for who live in Pleafutes, are dead while they* 
‘ live ; and who live in Wantonnefs, kill the Juft. This we know by 
‘ the Spirit of God, which gave forth the Scriptures ; which God the 
' Father hath given to us, and hath placed his Righteous Law in our 
' Hearts, which Law is a Terror to Evil-doers, and aofwcrs that which 
‘ is of God in every Man’s Confcience. They which aft contrary to

‘ one fcnceth himfelfi and periecufes the innocenr, as^rf^ai^ewrfrand 
*• Wanderers, foT crying againft Sin, andagainft Vnrighieonffiefs and 
‘ Vngodlinefs Openly, in the Markets and in the High-wajs ; or as Rai- 

* lersy bccaufe they fell them, what will follow them, that 

‘ follow fuch f radices : Artd here they that depart froth hi^nfft, ate 
‘ become a Prey ; ancT few lay it to heart. But God will threlh the 
‘ Mountains, and beat the Hills, and cleave t\tt Rocks, and caft into 
‘ his Ptefs, which is trodden without the City, and will bathe his 
‘ Sword in the Blood of the Wicked and Vnrighteons. So they, that 
‘ have drunk the Cap of Abominations, an hard Cup have you to 
‘drink, you who are the Esternies of God ; and of you he wifi be 
‘avenged, who be his £»ewfVA Now ye, in whom fbmething of 
‘ is remaining, confider ; If the was not born but 

‘ turned againft the Evil-doers, then the Righteous would not fufter, 
‘ and be caft into //if/er, Dungeons, Corners znd Prtfons, and Houfes 
‘of Correction, zs Peace-Breakers, for crying againft 6V» openly, as 
‘ they arccomnfianded of the Lord, and for crying againft the Covet-

‘ rations Znd Ages pall. And theL<^(j«rfrr, which God {KhtMafier 

• of the Harvest) hath Lent into his Vine-yard, do the Chief of the 
‘ Priejls, and the Rulers now take Counfel together again!!, to caft 
‘ them into Prifon; And here is the Fruits of Priefts, and People, 

‘ and Rulers, without the Pear of God. The Day 1 % come znd coming, 

‘ that every Man’s Work doth appear, and ftiall appear ; glory be to 
‘ the Lord God for ever ! So fee, and confider the Days you have 
‘ fpenr, and the Days you do fpend ; for this is your Day of Vifttt- 
*tidn. Many have fuffcred great Pines of Money, becaufe they could 
‘ not .yirear, butdoabide in Chrift’sDD£lrirte, who faith, Smear not 
‘ at all ; and by that means are they made a Pm upon, for abiding in 
‘ the Command of Chrift. And now many arc caft into Prifon, and arc 

made a Prey Upon, becaufe they canrtot take the Oath of Abjuration, 

‘ though they denied all, that is cootkiiitd In it ; and by that means ma- 
‘ ny of the Mejengers attd Minifters of tile Lord jeftes Chrift are caft 
‘ intoPr//(?«,becau(e they will notvSmr, nor go mxtXChrifPiCommani. 

‘ Therefore,OA/4», Confider, to thcMealure of thfe Life of God in thee I 
‘ fpeak.Many alfo lie injf'arVr, becaufe they cannot pay thePrieftsTtrAer; 

‘and 
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‘ and many have their Goods fpoikd and treble Dtmmsges taken of .1655. 
‘ them ; and many are whift and fej#e»iathe Hottfet oi Cornel ion ^ t/YNJ 

* without Breach of any Law : And thofe things are done in thy Loudon. 

‘ Nmoj to Protest them in thefe AStions. If Men fearing God did 

‘ bear the Sivordy and Covetoufnefswett hated, and Men of Courage 
‘ tor God were fet up, then they would be a Terror to Evil-doers, and 

* a Praife to them that do well ; and not caute theta to fuffer. Here 
‘ Equity would be beard in our Land, and Righteoufnefs would tfand 

* up and take Place ; which giveth not place to the Vnrighteotss, out 

* ^dgeth it. To the meafure of God^ Spirit in thee I fpeak, that

But Sufferings, and Imprifotments Cowinuing and Increafing, and 
the Protestor, (under whole A'awre they were loflifted) hardening 
himlelf againft tire Complaint sthii were made unto him ; I was mov- 
ed to give forth the following Lines amongft Friends, to bring the 
Weight of their Sufferings more heavy upon the Heads of the Per- 
fecutors.

‘ changed, that took Tithes, and the unchangeable Priefihood come ;

* Priefihood, that took Tithes, and a dilannulling of the Command- 
‘ ment for Tithes, be moved of the Lord to go to the PrieH or Jmpro- 
*priator, to offer himfclf to lie in Prifon for his Brother, and to lay 
‘ down bis Life, that he may come forth, he may chearfully do it ; 

‘ and heap Coals of f/re upon the Head of the Adverfary of God. Like- 
‘ wife where any fuffer for the Truth, by them who be in tlie Vn-

‘ Judge, General or Protestor, and offer up themlelves to the Prifon, 

‘ to Lay down their Lives for the Brethren, at Chrifi hath laid down his

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ty»VV Befidcs this, I writ alfo a fhort EfifiU to Friends, as An En- 
London, cotsrtgement to them in their feveral Excrcifes } which was, as 
followeth :

‘ TN the Power of the Evcriafting God, which comprehends the 
‘ ^ Power of Darknefs, and all the Temptations, and that which 
‘ comes out of it : In that Power of God dwell, which will bring 
‘ and keep you to the Word in the Beginning ; which will keep you 
‘ up to the Life, and to feed upon tlie fame, in which you are over 
‘ the Power of Darknefs : in that you will find and teel Dominion and 
‘ Life. And that will let you lee, before the Tempter was, and over 
‘him; and in that the Tempter cannot come: for the Power and 
‘ Truth he is out of. Therefore in that Life dwell, in which you will 
‘ know Dominion ; and let your Faith be in the Power, and over the 
‘ Weaknefs and Temptations, and look not at them : but in the Light

After I had cleared my felf of thofe Services for the Lord, which 
lay upon me in the City of London, I palTed down through the 
Kfjforl Countries into Bedford/hire, 3nd Northamptonjhire. And at Wel- 
^^^ghorough in Northamptonjhire I had a great Meeting, in which the 
pion.jhire. Lord's Evcrlafting Power and Truth was over all ; and many in that 
Welling- Country were turned to the Lord. A great Rage u'as amongft the 
borough. Pfoffjfofs . for the wicked Priefis,Preslyterians and Independents rai- 
led Lies upon us,asThat we carried Bottles about with U4, which we gave 
People to drink of, which made them to follow m : But the Power and 
Spirit, and Truth of God kept Pr;>»4lr over the Rage of the People. 
Great Spoiling alio there was of Friends Goods for Tithes, by the 
Independent and Presbyterian Priejls, and Ipme Baptifl-Pri^s, that 
had gotten into the Steeple-houfes ; as Books of Friend's Sufferings do 
at large declare. 

Ldci'lief. Prom WelUngborrough I went into Leicefierfhire, where Coll. Hacker 
^had threatned. That if I came there, he would Imprilon me again, al- 
though the Proteftor had fet me at liberty : But when I was come to 
whftflon. (the Meeting, from which he took me before) all was 

quiet there. And thither came Co//. //w/fer’s Wife, andhis Marfhal 
to the Meeting, and were Convinced : for the glorious, powerful 
Day of the Lord was exalted over all, and many were Convinced that 

day 
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Meeting. ’Xhttc 'MtxQ iithdit MeetingTwo^ that came 1*655. 
out of fVilet, who were Jnftices of Pace, their Names were 
Peter Price , and Wdter Jenkin ; who came both to be Minifters wbcfllw. 
of Chriji. 

I went from thence to Siletjf, to Willim Smith’s, where was a siieby. 
great Meeting, to which fevcral Buptijis came ; and one of them, a 
Biptijl-Tacher, was Convinced, and came to fit under tlie Lord’s 
Teaching by his Spirit and Tower. This BaptiJ} faid, he had Baptized 
Thirty tn a dap. 

From thence I went to my NativeTown, where lb many craytoi. 

Priefis and Profeffors had formerly gathered together againft me ; 
but now never a Priefi nor Proftjfor did appear. I asked feme of my 
Relations, fVhere were all the Pritfis and Profeffors now ? They 
laid, The Priefi 0/ Non-Eaton was dead', and there were Eight or 
Nine of them fetking to get into his Benefice. They will let you alone 
now (laid they:) for they are like a Company (?/ Crows, when a rot- 
ten Sheep is dead, they all gather together to pull out the Puddings ; and 
fo do the Priefts for a fallen Benefice. Thefe were Ibme of their 
own Hearers , that faid lb of them : But they had Ipent their 
Venom againft me ; and the Lord delivered me by his Power out of 
their Snares, 

Then I went to Badgley, where there was a great Meeting from BaJgicy. 
many parts ; many came /ar to it, and many were Convinced, and 
turned to the Lord : And they that were Convinced, came under 
Chrtfi's Teaching, and were fettled upon him their Foundation, and 
their Rock. 

From thence 1 pafled into Nottinghamjhire, and had large Meetings mwi- 
there : and fo into Darhyfiire, where the Lord’s Power came over 
all ; and many were turned from the Darknefs to the Light, and from 
the Power of Satan unto God, and came to receive the Holy GhoH. 

And great Miracles were wrought in many Places, by the Power of 
the Lord through leveral. 

In Darhyfbire James Nailer met me, and told me. Seven or Eight 
Priefis had challenged him to a Dtfpute. I had a Travel in my Spirit 
for him, andtheLtrr^^anfwered me; and I was moved to bid him 
Goon, and God Almighty would he with him, and give him the Victory 
in his Power. And the Lord did lb ; inlbmuch that the People law, 
the Priefis were foiled ; and they cried, A Nailer, a Nailer hathton- 
futed them alL After the Difpute was over, he came to me again, 
praifing the Lord. Thus was the Lord’s Day proclaimed, and fet 
over all their Heads ; and People began to lee the Apofiacy and 
Slavery, they had been under to their Hireling-Teachers iox Means : 
and they came to know their Teacher, the Lord Jefus, who had 
bought them, and purchafed them, and made their Peace be- 
twixt God and them. While we were here. Friends came 
out of Torkjbire to fee us , and were glad of the Pro/perity of- ’ 
Truth, 

After this I palTed into fVarwickfbire, through Friends, vifiting 
their Meetings ; and fo into Worcefierfhire, and had a Meeting at 
Brummingham, as I went, where fcveral were Cowr»ce</, and turned M-. 
to the Lord. At length I came to one Cole’s Houfe in JVorce/ler- 

fbire. 
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1^55- Chitttn, This Cote had given an In^ffrrtdent-Prencfnr a 

Aketing-fl^ce, and the htdegendent amQtoht Convinced •; and afeee 
Mr he was Conviuetd be laid alide his Pre*cht/>g : Whcrcujwn the Old 

Chatun. £ 0 ig gave him an hundred Pounds a Tear. I had a Meeting 

at that Meefing’ptitee, and a very great Meeting it was, infbmirch 
that ihe Meemg-pbee u^ould not hold the People ; and many were 
turned to the Lord that day. Alterwards, when the time of Trials 
came, this Independent did not Hand to fliat, which had Convinced 
him • but turned back : Whereupon the Old Man took away his 
too/, a Tear from him again. But this Old Man Cole himfcIF died in 
Cod^s Truth. 

Now 1 beard, that at P.ver[ham the Magijlrttes had cafl: feveral 
Friends into Prifon., in ievcral Prifons ; and that, hearing of my 
coming, they made a pair of high Stocks. So I Tent for Edward Pit- 
taway^ a Etiend, that lived ftear Everjham, and asked him the Truth 
of the thing; and he Paid, It o/as fo. Then I went that Night with 
HTeriham him to Everjham i and 10 the Evening we had a large, piccious 
Meetingy wherein Friends and People were rdfrelhed with the Word 
of Fifty and with the Power of the Lord. Next Morning! got op, 
and rid to one of the PrifonSy and vifited Friends there ; and en- 
couraged them. Then I rid to the other Prifony where there were 
feveral Prifoners, and amongft them one Friendy that had been a 
Pritjl, but was now become a free Minijler of Chri(l ; his Name 
was Humphrey Smith, So when I had vifited the Friends at both 
Prifoasy and was turned away from the Prifon, to go out of Town, 
I elpiedthe Magiflrates coming up the Town, to have feized me in 
Prifon. But the Lord fruftrated their Intents, that the Innocent 
elcaped their Snare ; and the Lord God’s hlejfed Power came over 
them all. But exceeding Rude and Envious were the Priejls and 
Profejfors about this time in thofe Parts, 
worcefter I went from Evet/ham to Worcefter , and had a precious Meeting 
there, and quiet. But after the as we came down the Street 

towards our hen, feme of the Profejjors fell to difeourfe with Friendsy 
and w ere like to have made a Tumult in the City ; and as we went 
into the Inn, they all cluttered into the Tard : but I went among 
them, and got them quieted. The next day I walked forth into the 
Town, and had a great deal of Difeourfe withfbme of the Profejfors, 
concerning ChrijlmA the way of Truth. One of them denied, That 
Chrifi was of Abraham, according to the Flelh ; and t'hat he was de- 
clared to be tfse Son of God, according to the Spirit : But I proved 
from Rom. i. that he was of the Seed of Abraham, being made of 
the Seed of David, according to the Flejb ; and that according to the 
Spirit, he was declared to be the Son of God. Afteru'ards I writ a 
Paper concerning it. 

Tewkr- From Wercefler we went to Tewksbury, where in the Evening we 
bury. ' had a great Meeting, And there came in the Priejf of the Town, 
with a gtcit Rabble of rude People; and the Vriejl boafied, That he 
would fee, whether hear I jhould have the FiSlory. ‘ I turned the Peo- 
‘ pk to the Divine Light, which Chrift, the heavenly and f|3iritiul 
‘ Man, had enlightned them withal ; that with that Light thev might 
‘ fee their Sins, and that they were in Death and Darkntfs, and 

‘ witliouc 
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withour God in the World: And with the (AtfXQ Light they might 1655. 
‘ fee ChriH, from whom it came, their Saviour and Redtemtr^ who 
‘ had died his Blood for them, and died lor them ; and who was the Tewkf. 
*^Waj to God^ the Truth, and the Life. Here the Pr/#/? began to 
P^eagainft the and denied it; for neither Priefl, nor Pro- 
fefor could endure to hear the Light fpoken of. So the Brieft, having 
railed Light, went away, and left his amonglt 

us : but the i.or<i’rPo;per came over them ; though Mifchtef was in 
their Hearts. 

Leaving Tewksbury, we pafled back through the Country, and 
came to Warwick, where in the Evening we had a Meeting at a Warwick. 
Widow-woman’s Houle, whither many fiber Pfc»/>/e came together ; 
and a precious Meeting we had in the LorePs Power, and (cvcralwere 
Convinced, and turned to the Lord. After the Meeting was cone, and 
I was walking out, a Bapttjl in the Company begttn to Jangle; 
and the Bayhff of the Town, with his Officers came in, and laid, 

What do thef People here at this time of the Night ? So hefecured 
John Crook and Amor Stoddart, and Gerrard Roberts and me ; but 
we had leave to go to our /nn (all that were Strangers) and to be 
forth-coming in the Morning. The Morning there came many 
rude People into the Inn, and into our Chambers, de/perate Fellows : 
but the Lord’s Power gave us Dominion over them. (Jerrard Roberts 
and John Crook went up to the Par///to fpcak wirh him, and to 
know. What he had to fay to us ? He laid, We might go our ways ; 
for he had little to fay to us Then, as we rid out of Town, it lay 
upon me to ride to his H ufe, to fpeak to him, and to let him know ; 

‘ That the Prote£lor, having given forth an hjlrument of Gmr»* 

* ment, in which / tbetty ot Confeience was granted ; it was very 
‘ much, that contrary to that Inltiument of Government, he would 
‘ trouble peaceable People, that feared God. The Friends went with 
me ; but the rude People gathered about us with Stones: And one of 
them took hold of my Horf’s Bridle, and brake it ; but the Horfe 
drawing back, threw him under him. Though the Bayltff law 
this, yet did he not flop, nor fo much as Rebuke the Rude Multitude ; 
fo that it was much, we hid not been jlain, or hurt in the Streets 
amongll: them : for the People threw Stones, and ftruck at us, as we 
Rode along the Town. 

When we were come quite out of the Town, I told Friends, ‘ It 
‘ was upon me from the Lord, that I mull go back into the Town 

* again ; and if any one of them felt any thing upon him from the 

* Lord,\vt might follow me ; and th^ relf that did not,might goon to 

‘ Dun-Cow. So I pafled up through the Market in the dreadful 
Power oi God, declaring the Word of Life to tliem ; and John Crook 
followed me. Some firuck at me ; but the Lord’s Power was over 
them, and gave me Dominion over all : And I fhewed them their 
Vnworthmfs of the Name of Chrifians, and the Vnworthinefs of ’ 
theit Teachers, that had not brought them -into mottf ^riety and 
what a yJarwe they were tp . 

Having cleared my felf, 1 turned back put of thc^oiv# again, 
and pafled to Coventry : but, when we came thither, we found the Connttf, 
People clofcd up with Darknefs, I went to a ProfeJfoPi Houfe, that 
, Z I had 




i655- I bad formerly been at ; and he ms drunk : which grieved my Soul 
fo, that I did not go into any Houfe in the Toan ; but rode into forae 
Cov'entrj. of the Streets of the Town^ and into the Merket-fUce ; and I felt, the 
fewer of the Lord God was over the Town. 

Duncow. ^ben I went on to Duntow, and had a Meeting there in the Even- 
ing , and feme were turned to the Lord by his Spirit^ as tome ailb 
were at fVnrwick itoi Tewkshury before-mentioned. We lay at the 
Duncow that Night ; and there we met with John Chtm, a faithful 
Minifler of the Everlafting Gofpel. In the Morning there was ga- 
thered together a Rude Ctmptny of friefis and Veoplcy who behaved 
themlclves more like Btejisy than Men ; for fome of them came Ri- 
ding on Horfehuk into the Roomy where we were : But the LordgiVQ 
us Dominion over them. 

Lticefltt- Prom thence we palTcd into Leitefier-fbirty where we had a great 
wiwifK Meeting again, at the place, where 1 had been taken formerly : And 
after that, we came back into fVsrwickJhire to Badgley. Here fVit- 
Badgiey. Edmundfo/ty a Friend that lived in IreUndy havii^ fome draw- 
ings upon his Spirit to come over into EngUnd to fee me, met with 
me ; and by him I writ a few Lines to thofe few Friends, that were 
then Convinced in the North o( Ireland, asfolloweth :

When we came to Baldock in Hertforifbire, I asked, ‘ If 
/k/ff. ‘there was nothing in that Town, woProfefJioni and it was An- 
fw^cred me, There were fome Baptifs and a BaPtiJl-woman fick. John 
tJaidock. of Bedfordfhire went along with me to vim her ; and when we 
came in, there were many People in the Houfe, that were TtnJ^ 

, about her ; And rhey told me, She was not a Woman for this World ; 
hut if I had any thing to contfort her concerning the World to come, I 
might [peak to her. So I was moved of the Lord God to (peak to 
fit her ; and the Lord raifed her up again, to the aftonifbmcnt of tire 
Town and Country ; Her HstshansPs Name was Raldock, This Baptifi- 
woman and her Htsshand came to 'be Convinced ; and many hundreds 
of People have been at Meetings at their Houfe fioce. Great Meet- 

' ings 
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and Convincemtttts there were up and down in thofe Parts after- 1*65'?. 
Wards, and many People received the Word of L//e, and fate down 
under the Ttichiag of ChriBy their S«vmr, Baidotif. 

When we had vifitcd this jtck Womtn^ we went back to our Inn ; 
and there were Two differ Ate Fellows fightings fo furmjlj^ that none 
durft come nigh them to part them. But I was moved in the Lord^s 
Power to go to them : and when I had loofed their Hendsy I held one 
of them by one Hand, and the other by the other Hand ; and I Ihew- 
ed them the £v//of their doingSyUnd reconciled them one to the other, 
that they were loving, and very thankful to me : fo that People ad- 
mired at it. 

From thence I paflfed through the Country to Market-Jlreet y where Market- 
God had a Peofle ; and fo through JlUns to Londouy where Friends 
were glad of the Profferitf of Truthy and the manifeftation of the Undsn. 
Lord's glorious Power, that had delivered us, and carried us through 
rainy dnngers iod df^itJties : and 1 was glad, to find Truth proffer in 
the 0(7, and all things well amongft Friends there. Only there was 
one W4», whole Name was Toldervep, that had been Convinced 
of Truthy and run out from it ; and the envious Priejls took occafion 
from thence to write a wicked Book againft Friendsy which they * 
ftufied with many Liesy to render Truthind Friends odions inPeoplc’s 
Eyes and Minds ; and they Intituled their Book, The Foot out of the 
Snure. But this poor rmn came to lee his Folljky and returned, and 
Condemned his Bdck-pdtng-y and anfwered the Priefis Booky and mani- 
fefted all their Lies and fVickednefs. Thus the LorsCs Power came 
over them, and his Everlatling Seed reigned, and reigns to this Day, 

Now after I had tarried fome time in Londony . and had vilited 
Friends in their Meetings there, I went out of Town again ; leaving 
Jumes Ndyler in the City. And as I palled from him, I call my Eyes 
upon him, and a Feur llruck into me concerning him : But I went 
away, and rode down to Rygute in Surrey, where I had a little Meet- Smej. 
ing. There the Friends told me of oasThomas Moore, a Juftice of 
PeAce, that lived not far from Rygete, and was a friendly, moderute 
mAnj whereupon I went to vifit him at his Houfe, and be came to be a 
ftrvictAble men in Truth. 

We palTed on to one Thomas Pdchin's, where we had a Meeting, 
unto which feveral Friends ame from London ; and John Bolton and 
his Wife came thither on foot in frofi and fnow. After we had 
parted with Friends there, we went towards HorlbAm-pArk', and hav- 
ing vifited Friends there, we palTed on to Arundel and Chichefler, Arundel, 
where we had Meetings. At Chichefler many Profejfors came in, and Chiceller. 
Ibme jingling they madej but the Lordh Power was over them. 

The Woman of the Houfe, where the Meeting was, though Ihe was 
Convinced of Truth, vet not keeping her Mind dole to that which • 
Convinced her ; Ihe fell in love with a man of the Worldytbit was there, 
tliattime. When I knew it, I took her afide, and was moved to 
/peak to her, and to prap for her : But a light thing got up in her 
Mind, and Ihe flighted It. Afterwards file AfamrS that iwaa } and 
Toon after went dflra^ed ; for the Man was greatly in Debt, and Ihe 
greatly dif Appointed. Then was 1 fent for to her ; and the Lord was 
intreated, and Raifed her up igiin, and fettled her by bis 
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i6^^. And afterwards her HiubMi died ; and (he acknowledged, the 
ty'yv Judgments of God were come upon her, for flighting the Exhortition 
and Counfel I had given her. 

After we left Chithefter^ we travelled on through the Countries, 
Portf- till we came to Portfmuth. There the tSoutdiers I ad us ro the Gover‘ 

moutli. uouPi Houfe ; and after (bme the L or dh Porter came 

over them, and we were let at Liberty, and had a Meeting in the 
Ringwod Town. After which we pafled away, and came to Ringtvood, where 
in tire Evening we had a Meeting ; at which ftveral were Convinced^ 
and turned to the Spirit of the Lord, and to the Teaching of Chriji 
Jejfss, their Saviour. 

Pool. From Ringtvood we came to Poo/ .* and having (ct up our Horfes 
at an Inn, we lent into the Torvn to inquire for iuch, as feared the 
Lord, and fuch who were worthy ; and wc had a Meeting iherc with 
feveral foier People: And WillimBiily, a Baptijl-Teacher, uas con- 
vinttd there at that time. The People received the Truth in the 
inward Parts, and were turned to the Lord Jefui ChriJl, their Hock 
and Foundation, their Teacher and Saviour : And there is become a 
great Gathering in the Name of Jeliis of a very tender People, who 
continue under Chrift’s Teaching. 

South- We went allb to Southampton, and had a Meetingthttc ; and (c- 
ampton. vcral wcrc Convinced there alio. Edward Pyot of Brijlol travelled 
with me all this Wtfiern Journey. 

Dorche- Ftom theoce W C went to Dorchejler, and alighted at an Inn, that 
ft'f- was a Baptifi'% honfe : And wc fent into the Tom to the BaptiJl5,\o let 
us have their Mteting-houfe to hreet in, and to invite the fokr People 
to the Meeting ; but they denied it us. And wc fent to them again 
to know, fVhf they would deny n$ their Synagogue f fo the thing was 
noiled in the Town. Then we lent them Word, If they would not let 
SOS come to their houfe, They, or any People that fearedGod, might com 
to our Inn, if they pltafed : But they were in a great Rage, and their 
Teacher, and many of them came up ; and they flapped their Btbks 
00 the Table. I asked them, ‘ Why they were lb Angrp ? were 
‘ they Angry witli the Bible ? But they fell into a Dilcourlc about their 
Water-Baptifm, I asked them, ‘ Whether they could fay, they wcrc 
‘ fent of God to baptize People, as John was ? And whether they 
‘ had the feme Spirit and Power, that the Apoflles had ? And they 
‘ faid, They had not. Then I asked them, ‘ How many Powers there 
‘ are ? Whether there are any more, than the Power of God, and the 
‘ Ptewr'ofthe Devil I And they Paid, There wns not any other Power, 
than thofe Two. Then Paid I, • If you have not the Power of God, 
' that the Jpofllet liad, then you aft by the Power of the Devil. There 
were many fober People preftnt, who laid ; They have thrown them- 
[elves on their Backs. Many (bbflantial People were Convinced that 
Night ;and a precious Service we had there for the Lord,^lid his Power 
came over all. Next Moroing, as we wcrc pafling away, the Bap- 
tills being in a Rage, began to [bake the DnH from off their Peet 
alter us. ‘What, fiiidl, inthe Peirerof Darkntfs! We, who arc 
in the Power of God, (baJet off the Dufl of our feet againfi you. 


Thus 
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Thus leaving we came to ; where alio wc 16^5. 

inquired after the (ohtr People: and about four [core of them gather* t/VV 
cd together at a PriefPs no»fe, all very foher People ; and moft of wey- 
them received the Word of /.i/e, and were turned to their Teaclier, 

Chnfi Jefttf, who had enlightned them with his Divine Light, by 
which they might fee their Sins, and him, who faved them from 
their Sins. A blelTcd Meeting we had with them, and they received 
the Truth in tlie Loveoi it, with gladnefs of Heart. The Meeting 
held for tcvcral Hours ; and the ‘ ftatc of their Teuhers, and the 
‘ Apofiicy was opened to them ; and the (fate of the Jpo/lles, and of 

• the Chmh in their Days ; and the Jlate of the Lm and of the Pro- 
‘ phets before eWi, and how Chrift came tofultil them, and how he 
‘ was their Teacher in the Apoflles Days : and how he was come now 
‘ to teach his People again himfelf by his Porter and Spirit. All was 
quiet, and the Meeting brake up peaceably ; and the People were 
very loving : and a Meeting is continued in that Town to this Day, 
and many are added to them ; and (bme that had been Ranters, came 
to own the Truth, and to live very fobcrly. 

There was at that Time a Captain of Horfe in the Town, and he 
fent to me, and would fain have had me to have ftay’d longer 
in the Town : But I was not to ftay. So he and his Man rode out of 
Town with me about [even Mites ; Edward Pjot alfo being with me. 

This Captain was the fattej^, merrieU, cheerfulleH Man, and the molt 
given to Laughter, that ever I met with ; infomuch, that 1 was fe- 
veral Times moved of the Lord, to fpeak in the dreadful Power of the 
Lord to him : and yet it was become fo cuftomary to him, he would 
prefently laugh at auy thing, that he faw. But I (fill admodifbed 
him tocome to Sobrietp, and the fear of the Lord, and Sincerity. We 
lay at an Inn that Night ; and the next Morning I was moved to 
fpeak to him again, when he parted from us. Next time I faw him, 
he told me, that when I fpake to him at Parting, the Power of the Lord 
fo Jlfuck him, that before he got home, ne was jferious enough, and had 
left hit laughing. He afterwards was Convinced, and became a feri- 
ous and good Man ; and died in the Truth. 

Parting from him, wc went to Honitont’, and atour//7« inqui- Honitone. 
red. What People there were in the Town, that feared God ; and lent 
for them. There came to us fbme of the Particular Baptifls, with 
whom we had a great deal of Reafoning. I told them, ‘ They held 

* their Dofirine of Particular Eletlion in Efau\, Cain\ and IjhmaePs 
‘nature, and not la Jacob, the fecond Birth: But they mull be 
‘ born again, before they cnicf the Kjngdom of God, And that as 
‘ the Promife of God was to the Seed, not as many, but as one, 

‘ which was Chrilf ; fo the EleSion and Choice Rands in Chrif : 

' and they muft be fuch,as M'allt in his Light, Grace, Spirit and Truth. ^ 

A nd many more Words we had with them. 

From thence we pafled to Toj^am, and ftay’d there on the Firft Topiham. 
Dap ; but the Inn-keeper and his People were rude. The next Morn- 
ing wc gave forth fome ISeries to the Priefit and Profejfors : where- 
upon fomc Rude Profejfon came into our hn ; and had we not gone, 
when we did, they had flopped us. I wore a Girdle, which through 
forgctfulnefs I left , behind me at the Inn, and afterwards fent to 

. the 
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1655. the Inn-ketper for; but he would not let me have it again. Afterwards, 
when he was Tormented in his Mind about it, he took it and kurnt it ; 
Topiham. left he ftiould be bewitched by it, as he laid ; Yet when he had hmt 
it, he was more than before. Some, notwithftandingthc 
Rndtnefs of the Place, were Convinctd there ; and a Mating was 
afterward fettled in that Town, which hath continued ever fince, 

After this we paffcd to Totnes, which was a dAtk Town : We lodged 
Totnes. at an /w,and that Night£</w4r^i Pjiot wasY/ri'jbut the 

King’i- lord's Power healed him, fo that the next Dsy we got to {^ing's-bridge^ 
and at our Inn inquired for the fokr People of the Town. They di- 
lefted us to one Nichole Tripe and his Wife ; and we went down to 
their houle. When we were come there, they fentfor the Priefty 
with whom we had Ibme Difcourfe ; but he being Confounded , 
quickly left us. But Nicholas Tripe and his WifeVi/trc Convinced", 
and fince there is a good Meeting ot Friends in that Country. In the 
Evening we returned to our Inn : and there being many People drink- 
ing in the Houfe, ‘ I was moved of the Lord to go amongft them, 
‘and todiredthem tothe which Chrif, the lieavenly A/aa, 
‘ had enlightened them withal ; by which Light they might fee all their 
‘ Evil Wap, Words and Deeds, and by the lame Light they might 
*i\{b keChrift Jefsss, the'it Saviour, The Hood uncalie, 

feeing, it hindred his Guefts from drinking ; and as foon as the lafi 
Words were out of my Mouth, he fnatcht up the Candle, and faid, 
Come, here is a Light for you to go into your Chamber. Next Morn- 
ing, when he was Cool, 1 fpaketohim of it, and told him, ‘ What 
‘ an Vncivil Thing it was for him fo to do : Then Warning him of 
the Dap of the Lord, we got ready, and pafTed away. 

Piimouth. We came next Day to Plymouth : and after we had refrcfhed our 
felves at our Inn, we went to Robert Carfs Houle, where we had a 
very precious Meeting. There was at this Meeting one Elizabeth 
Trelawny, daughter to one that was called a Baronet: She being 
fomewhatr/>/r^of hearing, came dole up tome, and clapt her Ear 
very nigh me, while I fpake ; and fhe was Convinced. After the 
Meeting was ended*, there came in fbme Jangling Baptifs ; but the 
Lord's Power came over them, and this ElizabethTrelawny ginTeJli- 
mony tliereto. A fine Meeting was fettled there in the Lord's Power, 
which hath continued ever fince ; and many faithful Friends have 
been Convinced there. 

Cornwah From thence we palTed into Cornwal, and came to an Inn in the 
Menhen- parifii of Menhenniot. At Night we had a Meeting at Edward Htn- 
cock's Hawk", to whichcamconeTW/*# and a Pr/f/?, and 

a great deal of People. We made the Priefl confefs, That he was a 
Minijier made by the States, and maintained by the States ; and he was 
Confounded, and went his way : but many of the People flayed. 
I direded them to the ^ Light of Chrifl, by which they might fee 
‘ their Sms, and fee their Saviour Chrijl Jefus, who was the way to 
‘ God, and their Mediator to make Peace betwixt God and them ; and 
‘ was their Shepherd to feed them, and their Prophet to teach them. 
‘ And I direded them to the Spirit of God in themfclves, by which 
‘ they might know the Scriptures, and be led into all Truth ; and by 
‘ the Spirit might know God, and in it have unity one with another.

Many were Convinced at that Time, and came under Cbrili’s Teach- 1 6 
ing ; and there are fine Githerings in the N»m of Jefnty in tbofc o-'VV 
Parts at this Day. 

We travelled from thence through the Country, and through Pen- Penryn. 
rjn, and came to Htlfton ; but could not get to the knoweidge of any Heifton. 
fbber People, through the Btdnefs of the Inn-keepers. At length we 

came to a where fome Baptifts and fober People lived, with 

whom we hadlbme Difeonrfe ; and fome of them were brought to 
confefs, Th*t they finmbled At the Light of Chrift. They would 
have had us to have flay’d with them ; but we pafled thence to Mat- Market- 
ket-'ftm : and having taken up our Lodging at an Inn there, we fent Jew. 
out over night to inquire for any People, thet ftAred the Lord. Next 
Morning the Meyor and Aldermen gathered together, with the High- 
Sheriff of the County ; and they fent firft the Confiebles to us, to bid 
us come before them. We asked them for their WArrent : and they 
faying, they had none ; we told them, we Ihould not go along with 
them without a fVerrAnt. Upon the Return of the Conjlnbles with* 
out us, they lent their SerjeAnts, and wc asked them for their Wat- 
rAnt, and they faid, they had none ; but they told us, the Majot 
and Aldermen flay’d for us. We told them, the Meyor and his Com- 
pany did not well to trouble us in our Inn ; and we Ihould not go 
with them without a WsrrAnt, So they went away, and came again; 
and when we asked them for their WArrent, one of them pluckr his 
A/arefrom under his Cloak : We asked them, Whether this was 
their Cujlom, to moleft and trouble Strangers in their Inns and Lodg- 
ings ? After fome time Edward Pyot went to the Mayor and Alder- 
men, and a great deal of Difeourfe he had with them ; but the Lor^i 
Tower gave him Dominion over them all. When he came back, 
there came feveral of the Officers to us : and we laid before them the 
Incivility and Vnworthinefs of their Carriage towards us , who were 
the Servants of the Lord God, thus to flop and trouble us in our 
Inns and Lodgings ; and what an Vnehrifiian A£i it was. Before we 
left the Town, I writ a little Paper, to be font to the [even Parijbes 
at the Lan^s End, to declare, * That the Lord was come to teach 
his People himfolf by his Son Qhrifi ^efus, A Copy of which Paper 
here followetb : 


‘ TT* H E mighty Day of the Lord is come, and coming, wherein 
‘ all Hearts fliall be made manifeft, and the Secrets of every 
‘ one’s Heart lhall be revealed by the Light of Jtfsss, which cometh 

* from Jefsts Chriff, who Ughteth every Man, that cometh into the 

* fVorld, that all Men through him might tdieve, and that the 
‘World might have Life, through him, who faith, Learn of ten 

‘ and of whom God iaith, This is my beloved Son, hear ye him. And * 
^ Chrijl is come to teach his People himfelf } and every one, that will 
‘ not hear this Pro^i&er, which God bath railed up, and vthkhMofes 

* fpake of, when he faid, Like unto me wilt Godraife you up a Pro- 
‘ phef, him fball you hear : Every one (I fay) that will not hear 
‘ this Prophet, is to be Cut off. They that delpifod Mofts\ Law, died 

* under the Hand of two or three Witmljet j but how much greater 

» ‘ Pudifli- 
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1655. ‘Punifliment will come upon them, that negicd this great Salva- 
‘ tion, ChnU who faith, Learn of rut, I am the fV ajf, the Truth 
Market- ‘ ^ho ligliteth c^cfy Man, that cometh into the World : 

lew. ‘ which Light lets him fee his evil Wajs^ and his evil Deeds tliat he 

‘hath done. But if you hate that nnd go on in £z///, this 

‘ Light will be your Condemnation, faith Chrift. Therefore, now ye 
‘ have Time, prize it : for this is the Day of your Fifiaeion, and 

* Salvation profer’d to you. Every one of ycu hath a Light from 
‘ Chrift ; which lets you fee, you Otould not he, nor do wrong to 
‘ any, nor Swear, nor Curfe, nor take Godls Name in vain, nor 
‘ Steal. It is the Light, that (hews you thele evil Deeds : which if 
‘ you love, and come unto it, and follow ir, it will lead you to Chri^, 

* who is the way to the Father, Irom whence it comes ; where no Vn- 

‘ righteoufnefs enters, nor Vngodlinefs. But if you do this Light hate, 
‘this will be your ; but if you do it love, and 

‘ come to it, you will come to ChnH ; and 't will bring you oft' from 
‘all the World's Teachers and VFays, to learn ot Chrtfl, and will 
‘ preferve you from the Evils of tho FForld, and alltheD««W;

This Paper a Friend, who was then with me, had ; and when 
we were gone feme three or four Miles from Market-Jew towards 
the VFcfi, he meeting with a Man upon the Road, gave him a Copy 
of the Paper. That Man proved to be a Servant to one, Peter Ceely, 
who was Major in the Army, and a jnpee of Peace in that County ; 
and he riding before us to a Place called St. Ives, fhewed the Paper 
to his Mafter Major Ceely. When we came to Ives, Edward PyoPs 
Horfe having calf a Shoe, we ftaid there to have a Shoe fet ; and 
while he was getting his Horfe (bod, I walked down to the Sea- 
Jide. When I came back, I found the Town in an Vproar ; and they 
were haling Edward ?yot and the other Friend before Major Ceely. 
I followed them into the Jufiiceh Houle, though they did not lay 
Hands upon me. When we came in, the How/e was full of Rude 
People : Whereupon I asked, Whether there were not aft Officer a- 
mong them, to keep the People Civil? Major Ceely laid, he was a 
Magijlrate. I told him, ‘ He Ihould Ihew tortli Gravity and SohrT 
‘ ety then, and ule his Authority to keep the People Civil: fori never 
‘ law any People ruder : The Indians were more MkcChriJlians, than 
‘ they. After a while they brought forth the Paper aforelaid, and 
asked. Whether I would own it ? I faid, Tes. Then he tender^ the 
Oath of Abjuration to us ; Whereupon I put my Hand in my Pocket, 
and drew forth the Anfwer to ir, which had been given to the Pro- 
testor. After I had given him that, \\t Examined us fcverally, one 
by one. He had with him a ftllj, young Prieft, who asked us many 
frivolous Queftions : and amongft the reft he asked To cut my Hair, 
which then was pretty long', and I was not toC«/it, though many 
times many were Angry at it. I told them, ‘ I had no Pride in it ; 

* and it was not of my own putting on. At length the Jupce put us 

under 
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under a Guard of Souldiers, who were hard and wild, like the Janice 1^5 
bimfclf; Neverihelpfs wc ^fVarned the People of the dajrof the 
^ Lord, and declared the Truth to tbtm. On the next day he lent ives,* 
us guarded with a Partjr of Horfe, with Swords and Pifiols, and they 
carried us to Redruth. On the FirH-day the Soldiers would have car- Redruth, 
ried us away ; but we told them, It was their Sabbath, and it was 
not ulual to Travel on that day. Several of the Tow^s People gather- 
ed about us; and whilill held the Souldiers'm Difeourje, Edwitd 
Pyot fpake totheFeofle ; and afterwards Edward Pjot held the Soul- 
diers in Diftourfe, whilfl: I fpake to the People : And in the mean time 
the other Friend got out into the Backfde, and went to the Steeple- 
houfe, to rpeak to the Priejl and People there ; and the People were ex- 
ceeding dtfperate, in a mighty Rage againit him, and Jbufed him. 

The Souldiers al(o miffing him, were in a great Rage, ready to kill 
us : But I declared the Day of the Lord, and the iVord of Eternal Life 
to the People, that gathered about us. In the Afternoon the Souldi- 
ers were Refolved, and would have us away from thence ; fo we 
took Horfe : And when we were rid to the Towns-end, I was moved 
of the Lord God to go back again, to (peak to the Old Man of the 
Houfe. TboSouldiersdx^'M OUti\\e\xPiftols, and fwore, ib^t I (bould 
not go back : I heeded them not, but Rid back ; and they Rid after 
me. So I cleared my felf to the Old Man and the People ; and then 
returned back again with them, and Reproved them for being fo Rude 
and Violent. 

At Nii^ht we were brought to a Town called Smethick then, but rsmiiUA) 
lince Falmouth ; and it being the Evening of the Firjl-day, there Faiaouth. 
came in to our //;» the of the Place, and xxtixsyifober 

People ; and forae of them began to inquire concerning us. We told 
them, We were Prtfoners for Truth\ fake : and a great deal of Dif- 
courfe we had with them concerniog the Things of God. They were 
very fober, and very loving to us ; and feme of them were Convinced, 
and Rood faithful ever after. 

After the Conftable and People aforefaid were gone, other People 
came in ; who allb were very Civil, and went away very loving. 

When all were gone, we went to our Chamber to go to Bed: and 
about the Eleven^ Hour Edward Pyot faid ; / will Jbut the Door, it 
may be fome may come to do see a Mtjehief. Afterwards we underRood 
that Capt, Kyat, who commanded the Party, had a purpofe to have 
done us fome Mifchief that Night : but the Door being bolted, they 
miffid their Defgn at that time, Next Morning Capt. Kjat brings 
in a Brother or Kinfmanoi his, a rude, wicked Man, and put him 
into the Room ; he hirafelf Randing without. This evil-minded Man 
Walking huffing up and down the Room, I bid him Fear the Lord. 
Whereupon he ran upon me, and flruck me with both his Hands ; 
and; clapping his Leg behind me, would fain have thrown me down, 
if he could ; but he could not : for I Rood Riff and Rill, and let 
\\m frike. And as I looked towards the Dvtjr, Capt, Afjat look 
on, and (ec his Brother or thus heat and dufe me. Where- 

upon 1 (aid to him, DoRthou allow this ? and he faid, He 
did. ‘ Is this Manly or Civil, laid !, to h^vetis under ivnard, and 
‘ put a Man iq abuft and beat us ? Is this manly, cvvil or Chripan t 

A a So 
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165’). So I dcfired one of our Fritnds to fend for the Cotifithlts ; and tiiey 
came. Then I defircd the CAputn to let the Conjishles fee his PFiir- 
Faiifiouth. rant or Order, by which he was to carry us ; which he did : and his 
fVarrafit was To conduit us fsfe to Ctptnin Fox, Govtrnour of Pen« 
dennis-C/iy?/e, snd if the Governoar fhoald not be it home, then he wot 
to Convey us to Lancefton-G4o/. I told him, He had broken his Order 
concerning us : for we, who were his Yrifoners, were to be ftfely 
Condttlted ; but he had brought a Mtn to best and ibufe us ; fb he 
having his Or<fer, I wifht the Conftibte to keep the 
Accordingly he did, and told the Souldiers, They might go their wijs, 
for he would tike charge of the Prifoners ; and if it coft twenty Sliil- 
Jings in Chirges to Citry us up , they fhould not have the W arrant 
agiin. I (hewed the Souldiers the bnfenefs of their Carriage towards 
us ; and they walkt up and down the Houfc in their Dumps, being 
pitifully blankt, and down. The Conjtibles went to the Ctflle, ano 
told the Officers, what they had done. The Officers fhewed great 
dijltke of Captain K/*t\ bsfe Carriage towards us ; and told the Con- 
fttbles, that Major General Desborow was coming to Bodmin , and 
that we fhould meet him ; and that it was likely, he would free us. 
Mean while our old Guard of Soldiers came by way of Intreaty to us, 
and promifed , That they would be Civil to us , if we would go 
rviththem. Thus the Morning fpent, till it was about the Eleventh 
Hour : and then, upon the Souldters Intreaty , and Promife to be 
more Civil, the Conftables gave them the Order zgim ; and we went 
with them. Great was the Civility and Curtefj of the ConJlableSf 
and People of that Town towards us, who did kindly entertain us ; 
and the Lord did reward them with his Truth, that many of them 
have fince been Convinced thereof, and are gathered into the 
Name of ‘ffefus , and fit under ChriB, their Teacher and Savi- 
our. 

Captain Kyat, who commanded our Guard, underftanding, tliat 
Captain Fox, who was the Governour of Pendennis-Cafile, was not 
at home, but was gone to meet Major General Desborow , did not 
havens thither; but went with usdireftly to Bodmin, a Town 
in the way tb Lance/ton. And as wc went, we met Major General 

■ Desborow on the way : The Captain of his Troop, that rode before 

him, knew me, and faid, OAAfr, Fox, what do yon here? I repli- 
ed, '' I am a Prifoner. Alack, faid he, for what ? I told him, ‘ I was 
taken op, as I was traveling. Then, faid he, IwillfpeaktomyLord, 
and he will fet you at Liberty. So he came from the Head of his 
Troop, and rode up to the Coach, fpake to the Major General t 
Wc alfb gave him an Account, how we were taken. He began to 
rpeak againil tJie Light of Chrijl ; for which I Reproved him : Then 
he told the Souldiers, 7 'hey might carry us to Lancefton; for he could not 
ftay to talk with us, lefi his Horfes fhould taktCold, 

Bodmin. So to Bodmin we U'erb hid that Nigin : And wheti we were come 
to our t^aptain Kjitf who U’aS gone in thither before us, port 
me into a Room^ and Wirtt his way. ' When I was come in, thchs 
flood a Man \vith a naked Rapier in hIS Hand. Whereupon I turned 
put again, and called for Captain IQrat, and faid untb him ; ‘ What 
* nOtV, ^eai, what Triik haft t 1 iou iMayed now, to put me into 'a 

( ‘ Room, 
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‘ Room, where there is a Afow with liis fuked Rapkr i What is thy 1659. 

‘ End in this ? Oh, faid he, fray holdyoitr Tongue ; for if you [peak to 
this Mm, m unnot dl rule him, he is fo devilifh. Then laid I, Bodmin. 

‘ Doft thou put me into a Room, where there is fuch a Man with a 
* naked R^ipier, that thou fay’ll:, lou cannot all rule him f What an 
‘ unworthy, bad Trick is this I and to put me Jingle into this Room 
‘ from the reft of my Friends, that were Fellow- Fr if oners with me ? 

Thus his Plot was dtfeovered, and the Mifchief they intended, was 
prevented. And afterward we got another Room, where we were 
together all Night : And in the Evening we declared the Truth to 
the People ; but they were an hardened, dark People. And tlie Houldters, 
notwithftanding their fair ^romifes, were very rude and wicked to us 
again, and fate up drinking and roaring all Ntght. 

Next day we were brought to Lance f on ; and there Captain Kjsat Lanceftotf 
delivered us to the Gaoler. Now was there no Friend, nor friendly 
People near us ; and the People of the Town was a dark, hardened 
People. The Gaoler required us to pay fevtn Shillings a Week for 
our Horf e-meat, and ftven Shillings a Week for our Dteti piece : But 
after fome time feveral foher People came to lee us , and feme of the 
Tom* came to be Convinced ; and many friendly People out of feveral 
parts of the Country came to vific us, and were Convinced. Then 
got up a great Rage among the Profejfors and Priejis againft us ; and 
they faid. This People Thou and Thee all Men without Re/piil, and 
they will not d>jf their Hats, nor how the Kjsee to any Man ; This 
made them fret. But, laid they, we (hall fee, when the AlTize comes, 
whether they will dare to Thou and Thee the Judge, and keep on their 
Hats before him ; And they expefted, we Ihould all be hanged at the 
Jffze. Hut all this was little to us ; for we faw, how would 
flam the WorHs Honour and Glory: And we were commanded not to 
Feekthit Honour, nor give it; but knew the that came fiom 
Gciilonly, and fought that. 

It was Nine Weeks from the time of our Commitment to the AJfizes : i ^ 
And when the Ajfsze came, abundance of People came from far and ^anaftoii 
near, to hear the Trial of the Quakers. There was one Captain 
Bradden, that lay with his Troop oi Horfe thm at that time whole 
Souldurs, and the Shertps men guarded us up to theCoarr through 
the Multitude of People, that filled the Streets ; and much ado they 
had to get us through them : befides the Doors and Windows were 
filled with People looking out upon us. When we were brought into 
the Court, we ftood a pretty while with our Hats on, and ail was 
quiet ; and I was moved to fay, Peace be amongfl you! After that, 

Judge G/^«, a Welch-man, who was then Chief Juflice of England, 
laid to the Gaoler, What be thefe you have brought here into the Court f 
Prifoners, my Lord, faid he. Why do not you put of your Hats, faid 
the Judge to us ? We faid nothing. Put off pur Hats, faid the • 

Judge again : ftill we faid nothing. Then laid the Judge, The 
Court commands you to put off your Hats. Then I fpake, and faid, 

‘ Where did ever any Magifhate, Kj»g or Judge, from Mofes to 
‘ Daniel, command any to put off their Hats, when they came before 
‘ them in their Courfs, either amongft the Jews (the People of GodJ 
* or amongft the Heathens f And if the Law of England doth com‘ 
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1656 mand any fuch thing, (hew me that Law either W ritten or Printed. 

Then the grew very A»gry, and (aid; I do not cerry mj/ Law- 
Lancefton Itooki o» tnj Bick. ‘ But, (aid I, tell me, where it is in any 
/ijfiii. ^Statute-book, that I may read it. Then (aid the Judge, Take him 
Proevaricator ! Vie ferk him. So they took us away, and put 
us among the Thieves. Preicntly after he calls to the Gaoler ; 
Bring them up again. Come, (aid he, where had they Hats from Mofes 
to Daniel ? tiome Anfmr me ; / have you fsfi now, faid he. I replied, 
‘ Thou may’lt read in the Third of Daniel, that the Three Children 
‘ were call into the fery furnaceh'j NebuchadnezzaVs Command, with 
‘ their Coats, their Hfe, and their Hats on. This plain Infianee 
ftopt him : fo that not having any thing cKe to fay. He cried again. 
Take them away, Gaoler. Accordingly we were taken away, and 
ihrud in among the Thieves ; where we were kept a great while : 
and then , without being called again, the Sheriff s men and the 
Troo/ierr made way for us (but we were almoft (pent) to get through 
Crowd of People ; and fo guarded us to the Prifon again, a Mul- 
titude of People tbilowing us, with whom we had much Difeourfe 
and Reafoning at the Gaol. We had got fome very good Books, to 
fet forth our Principles, and to Inform People of the Truth ; which 
the Judge and fujltces hearing of, they fent Captain Bradden for 
them ; wlio came into the Gaol to us, and violently took our Books 
from us, (omecutof Edward Plot’s Hands, and carried them away : 
fo that we never got them again. 

In the Afternoon we were had up again into the Court by the 
Gaoler and Sheriffs men, iO<S Troopers ; who had a mighty Toil 10 get 
us through the Crowd of Veople. When we were in the Court, 
waiting to be called, I feeing both the Jury-men, and fuch a Multi- 
tude of others Swearing, it grieved my Life to fee, that (uch, as pro- 
fell Chrijlsanity, fliould (b openly difbbey, and break the Cowwawi of 
Chrijl, and the Apoflle, And I was moved of the Lord God to give 
forth a Paper agirnil Swearing, which I had about me, totheOV4»^ 
and Petty Juries, which was, as followeth : 

Concerning S IV E A R I N G. 

‘ '“I"' A K E heed of giving People Oaths to fwear : for Chrifl our 
‘ Lord and Majler (aith, Swear not at all ; but let your Comma ni- 
‘ canons be Tea Tea, and Nay Nay ; for whatfoever is more than theje, 

* someth of Evil. And if any Man was to (ufter Death, it mult be 
‘ by the Hand of two or three IVitnejfes ; and the Hands of the IVit- 
‘ nejfes were to be put frH upon him to put him to Death. And the Apo- 
‘ \\\c James fVv.h, My Brethren, above all things /wear not, neither by 
‘ Heaven, nor by Earth, nor by any other Oath, leajl yt fall into Con- 

' ^ dtmnation. Now you may (ee, tho(e that .Smear, fall into 
‘ nation, and are out of Chrijl^i and the ApoftlVs Doifrine. Thcre- 
‘ loreevcty one of you having a Light from thrift, who faith, lam 
‘ the Li^ht of the IVorld, and doth enlighten every Man, that cometh into 

♦ the World ; w'ho (aith. Learn of me, who(c Doftrioe is not to Swear ; 

‘ and the Apoftle\ Dodrine is not to Swear ; but Let your Tea be Tea, 

‘ and your Nay be Nay in all your Communicaims ; for whatfoever it 

‘ more 
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* morty cometbof Evil: So then, they that go into more than 2 t><< and 1656 
^ Najy go into the £'1'//, and areoutof the ofC/frr/y?. Now 

* if you fty, ThM the Oath was the E»d of Controverfie And Strife : 

‘ they who be in 5 /ri/e, arc out of Chrifi's Dolfrine; for he is the 
^Coventnt of Peace: and who be in it, are in the Covew^r of Peace. 

‘ And the Afoftle brings that but as an Example: As, Men [wearing by 
*' the greater 't and. The Oath was the end of Controverpe and Strife 
‘ among Men ; and faid, Verilyy Men [wear by the greater : but G-od 
‘ could not find a greater ; but fvears by himfelf concerning Chrifi ; 

‘ which when he w’as come, taught not to [wear at all : So fuch as be ' 
‘ in him, and follow him, cannot but abide in his Doilrine. Now, 

‘if you fay, They fwore under the Law, and under the Prophets : Chrilt 

* is the End of the Law, and of the Prophets to every one, that doth 
‘ believe, for Righteoufnefs fake. Now mark ; If you believe, I am 
‘ the Light of the World, which doth enlighten every Man, that someth 

*• into the World, iikhChrill, by whom it was made; now every • 

‘ Man of you, that is come into the World, being enlightned with a 
‘ Lightythit comes from Chrifl, by whom the World was made, that 
‘ all of you through him might That is the End, for which 

* he doth enlighten you. Now if you do beJkve in the Light, as Chrift 
‘ Commands, and faith, Believe in the Light, that you may be Child- 
‘ ren of Light ; you believe in Chrifi, and come to learn of him, who 
‘ is the Way to the father. And this is the Light, which Ihews the 
‘ Evil Anions you have all afted, the ungodly Deeds you have un- 
‘ godly Committed, and all the ungodly Speeches you have fpoken; 

‘and all your Oaths and curfed Speaking, and ungodly Affions. 

‘^ow if you hearken to this Light, it will let you lee ail the Actions, 

^ thaf you have done contrary to it ; and loving it, it will turn you 
‘ from your evil Deeds, evil Allions, evil Ways, evil Words to Chrift , 

‘ who is not of ihe World; who is the Light, which lighteth every 
‘ Man, that someth into the World : whoteltifies againft the World, 

‘that the Deeds theteof it&evil. And fo doth the in every 
‘Man, that he hath received from him, teftific againft his Works 
‘ and Deeds, that be Evil, that they be contrary to the Light ; which 
‘ he (ball give an Account of at the day of Judgment for every tdle 
‘ Word, that is fpoken. Which Light (ball bring every Tongue to 
* CoDfcfsjyea, and every Jfjsee to bow at the Name of Jefut W hich 
‘ Light, if you believe in, you fball not come into Condemnation ; 

‘ but come to Chrijl, who is not of the World ; to him, by whom it 
‘ was made : but if you believe not in the Light, this is your Condem- 
‘ nation, the Light, faith Chrift.

This Paper paffing among them from the Jury to the Jufticet, they 
prefented it to the Judge ; fb that when we were called before the 
Judge, he bid the Clerk give me that Paper ; and then asked me. 
Whether that Seditious was mine? I told him, ‘If they would 
‘ read it up io open Coiirr, that I might hear it,if it was mine, I would 
‘ own it, and ftand by it. He would have had me to have taken it, 
and looked upon it in my own Hand : but I again delired, That it 
» might 
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‘ might be read, that all the Country might licarir, and whe- 

‘ ther there was any Sedition in it, or no: for if there were, 1 was 
‘ willing to luftb for it. At laft, the CVer/l: of the45^«Kead it with 
an AuMe Votce^ that all the People might hear it : and when he 
had done, I told them, ‘ It was my Paper^ and I would own it ; and 
‘ fo might they too, except they would deny the Scripture : for was 

* not this Scripture-Linguip^e^ and the Words and Lemmands of Chrilt 
‘ and thtApoJile^ which all i\\xtChrip»ns ought to obey ? Then they 
let fall that : and the Ju^e tell upon us about our Hats again, 
bidding the Gaoler, Takethmoffl which he did, and gave them un- 
to us : and we fut them on again. Then we aslted the^W^eand 
the JupceSf ‘ What we had lain in Prifon for thefe nine Weeks, fec- 
‘ ing, they now Objected nothing to us, but about our Hits ? And as 
for putting off our Hats, I told them, ‘ That was the Honour, which 
‘ God would lay in the Dufi , though they made fo much ado about 

. ‘ it ; the Honour, which is oiMen, and which Men leek one of ano- 
‘ ther, and is the mark of Unbelievers. For Horv can je believe, faith 
‘ Chrift, who receive Honour one of another, and feek not the Honour, 
*' that cometh from God only? And Chrill faith, I receive not Honour 
‘ from Men : and all true Chriflsans fhould be of his Mind. Then the 
fudge began to make a great Speech, how he Reprefented the Lord 
Prote^ior‘’s Perfon ; and he had made him Lord Chief Juftice of Eng- 
land, and lent him to come that Crrrw/t, 8fc. ‘ We defiredhimtheo, 

* that he would do us 'iufiice for our fatfe Imprifonment, which we 
‘had fxffered Nine Weeks wrongfully. But inftead of that, they 
brought m an that they had framed againft us; fuch.a 
f range thing, and fo full of Lies, that I thought, it had been a^ioft 
fome of the 7 /'/ewr : How 7 hat we came by Force and Arms, andtndn 
hofttle manner into the Court ; who were brought, as aforefaid. I 
told them, ‘It was illfalfe: and flill we cried iorjuftice for our 

* falfe Imprifonment ; being taken up in our Journy w^ithout Caufe, 
‘ by Major Ceely. Then this Peter Ceely fpakc to the fudge, and faid ; 
May it pleafe you. My Lord, This Man (pointing to me) event 4 (tde 
with me, and told me, horv ferviceable I might be fdr hts Defign ; that 
he could raife Forty Thoufand Men at an Hours warning, and involve 
the Nation into Blood, and fo bring inlying Charles : and I would have 
aided him out of the Country, but he would not go. And, if it pleafe 
you, My Lord, / have a Witnefs to fwear it ; and fo he called upon 
liis Witnefs. But the fudge not being forward to Examine the Wit- 
nejs, I fpaketothe fudge, and defired, ‘ That he would be pleafed to 
‘ let my Mittimus be read in the face of the Court and Country, in 
‘ which my Crime was fignilied, for which I was fent to Prifon. The 
Judge faid. It fhould not be Read: I faid, ‘It ought to be, feeing, it 
‘ concerned my Liberty and my Life. The Judge faid again. It (ball 
not be read; but I faid, ‘ It ought to be read : for if I have done any 
‘ thing worthy of Death, or of Bonds, let all the Country know if. 
Then feeing, they would not read it, I fpake to one of ray Fellow- 
Prtfoners, ‘Thou haft a Copy of it. Read it up, faid I. It (hall not 
be read, faid the Judge ; Gaoler, laid he, Take him away ; Pie fee, 
whether He or I fhall be Mafler. So I was taken away ; and a wliile 
after called for again : And I ftill cried, to have my Mittimus read 
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up; for that figoified the Ciuft of my Covmitmt»t. Wherefore I .16 <^6. 
again fpake to the iV/eW, that was my FtlhfrPrifmr, and bid uVV 
him, Retiituff and he did it up, and the Jujltfei iancefloD 
whole Court were filent ; for the Peofle were eager to hear it. Which 
is as followeth : 

Peter Ceelj/y one of the Juft ices of the Peace of this 
County, To the Keeper of His Highnefss Gaol at ' 
Lanceftony or his Lawful Deputy in that behalf, 
Greeting. 

I Send you hert-aithtl by tht Betrers hereof^ the Bodies of Edward 
Pyot of Briftol, and George Fox of Drayton and Clea in Lei- 
cefterlhire, William Salt c/London, tvhich they pretend to be the 
Places of their Habitations^ who go under the Notion of Quakers, and 
acknowledge them fives to be fuch ; who have fpread fever al Papers , 
tending to the dijlurbance of the Publick Peace, and cannot render any 
Lawful Caufe of coming into theft Parts, being Perfons altogether un- 
it nown, and having no rafs for their Travelling up and down the Country, 
and refufmg to give Sureties of their good Behaviour, according to the 
Law in that behalf provided, and refufe totake the Ogth of Abjura- 
tion, C^f. Thefe are therefore, in .tne Name of His Highntfs the 
Lord Proteftor, to Will and Command you, that when the Bodies of the 
/aid Edward Pyot, George Fox and Willjam Salt, /ball be unto you 
brought, you them receive, and in HiS HIghnefs’r Prifon afgrefaid you 
fafely keep them, until by due Courfe of Law they foall he delivered, 

Hereof fail you not, as you will Jnfwer the contrary at your Perils. 

Given under my Hand ana Seal, at St. Ives the Eighteenth day of 
January, 1655.

When It was read, I fpake thus to the Judge and JuJiices, ^ Thou 
* that fay’ft, thou art Chief-Ju/lice of England, and you, that be 
‘ Juf ices, ye know, that if I had put in Sureties, I might have gone, 

* whether I pleafed ; and have carried 00 the Defgn (if I had had 
‘ one) wlucb Major hath. charged me with : And if I had f|x)kea 

‘ thofc W ords to him, whicJi he hath here declared, then judge ye, 

‘ whether Bail or Mainpriza could have been taken in that Cafe. 

Then turning my Speech to Major Cee/;', I laid, ‘ fVhen ot where didl 
‘ take thee ajide ? Was not ihy Houle lull of rude People, and thou * 

‘as Rude, as any of them at our Examination, (b that I asked for a 
‘ Coejlme or lotne other Officer, to keep the People civil ? But if thou 
art ray /Iccufer, why %teii thou on the Bench f That is not a 
‘ place iof thee to fit in ; for Jccuferxdo not ufe tp fit with the Jssdges: 

‘ Thou eughteft to come down, and by me, and look me in 
‘ the Face. &j(idc$, 1 would ask the Judge and this Ckieffioa ;

1656. ‘ Whether or no Major Ceely is not guilty of this Tretfon^ which he 
‘ charges againft me, in Coneetling it (b long, as he hath done ? 
lancefton ‘ Dos he undetftand his place, either as a Sonldier, or a jujlitt of 
t j|^g f pQf he tells yQ(j here, Thtt I ment tfide with himy »nd 

* told him, whit i Deft^n 1 hid in hind, and how fervttethk he might be 
*for mj befgn : That I mid raije Forty ThoulanH Men in an Honr^t 
^ time, andoring in l^ing Q\\7Lt\e,'S, and involve the Nation in Blood. 

‘ He faith moreover, He would have aided me out of the Country, but / 

‘ would not go; and therefore he committed metoPrifonforwant of Sureties 

' ‘ for the good Behaviour, as the Mittimut declares* Now do not you 

‘fee plainly, that Major Ce#/; isguiliy of this Plot indTreafon, that 
‘ he talks of, and hath made himlclf a Party to it, by defiring me to 
‘ go out of the Country^ and demanding Bail of me ; and not charging 
‘me with this pretended 7 >ea/(?», till now, nor difeovering it ? But I 
‘deny and abhor his Words, and am Innocent of his Devilijb Defign. 
So, that Bufinefs was let fall : for the Judge faw clear enough, tliat 
indead of Enfnaring me, he hath Enfnared himftlf. 

Then this Major Ceely got up again, and faid ; If it fleafe you, my 
Lord, to hear me ; This Man Jlruck me, and gave me fuch a Blow, ^ as 
I never had in my Life, Ar this I fmiled in my Heart, and faid; 

* Major Ceely, artthou a y^^/reof Peace, zndi Major of a Troop of 
‘ Horfe, and tells the fudge here in the Face of the Court and Country, 

‘ That I (who am a Prifoner) jlruck thee, and gave thee fuch a Blow, 
‘ as thou never hadljl the like in thy Life ? W hat ! Art thou not adiam* 
‘ed? Prithee, A/ajor Cee/y, faid I, where did I thee ? and 
‘ who is thy Witnejs for that ? who was by ? He laid ; It was in the 
Caftlc-green, and that Captain Bradden was jlandtng by, when / 
^Jlruck him. ‘ I defired the Judge to let him produce his Witnefs for 

* that : And I called again upon Major Ceely to come down from off 

* the Bench, telling him ; It was not fir, that the Accufer fhould 
‘ fit as Judge over the Accufed. Now when I called again Ibr his Wit- 
nefs, he faid ; Captain Bradden was his Witnefs. Then I laid, ‘fpeak 

* Captain Bradden, Did’d thou fee me give him fuch a Blow, and 

* fir ike him, as he faith? Captain Bradden made no anfwer; but 
bowed his Head towards me. ‘ I defired him to fpeak up, if he knew 
‘ any fuch thing : but he only bowed his Head again. ‘ Nay, faid I, 
‘ fpeak up, and let theCwr ind Country hear, and let not bowing of 
‘ the Head ferve the Turn. If I have done fo, let the Law be Infli&ed 
‘on me ; tTcar not Sufferings, nor Death it lelf, for I am an Innocent 

* Man concerning all hts Charge. But Captain Bradden never Tedificd 
to it : And the Judge finding, thofe Snares would not hold, cried, 
Take him away, Gaoler ; and then, when we tii'ere taken away, he 
fined us Twenty Marks a piece for not putting off our Hats ; and 
to be kept in Prifon, till we paid it: and folent us back to the 

' Gap/ again. 

At Night Captain' Bradden cmc to fee us, and Seven or Ei^ht Ju- 
ftices with him, who were very Civil touis, and told us ; they did 
believe, neither the Judge , nor any in the Court did believe thofe 
Charge^, which Major Ceely had charged upon me in the Face of the 
Countiy And Capt. Bradden faid, Major Ceely had an Intent to 
have taken away my Life, If he could have got another Witnefs. 

' ‘Rur. 
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‘But, raid I, CaptainBr4/sf<^f»,whydid’ll not thou witnels lor mt, or .1656 
‘againft me, feeing Major produced thee lor a fVitreJs, that '^'VV 
‘ thou Ikweft me jirtke him? And when I delired thee to fpcak cither tor Laiccfton 
‘me, oragainftme, according towhat tliou fawelt or kncwtll, thou 
‘ woulfift not ffeak W^hy, laid he, when Major Ceely and I came by 
you, as you were walking in the Caftle-green, he put off hu Hat to you, 
and [aid, How do you Mr. /'i;*? your Servant Sir. Then you faid 
to him, Major Ceely, take heed of Hypocnfy, and of a rotten Heart : 
for when came / to be thy Mailer, and thou mi Servant ? Do Servants 
ufe to cafi their Mailers into Prifon ? This was the great Blow he meant, 
that you gave him. Then leaded to mind, that they walked by us, 
and that he fpake to me as alorelaid ; and I fpake thole Words to 
him before-mentioned : which Hypocnfy and Rotten-heartednefs he 
manifelleJ openly, when he complained ol this to the judge in open 
Court, and in the Face of the Country ; and would have made them 
all believe, that I Jlruckhm outwardly with my HW. 

Now were we kept in Prifon, and divers People came, from far 
and nigh, to fee us ; of whom lome were People of Account in the 
World : for the Report of our Trial was fpread abroad, and our 
Boldnefs and Innocency in our Anfwers to the judge and Court was 
talked of in Town and Country. Among others, that came to vilit 
us, there was one Humphry Lotptr, a grave, fober, ancient Man, 
who had been a juftice of Peace formerly ; and he was very lorry, 
we Ihould lie in Prifon ; telling us, how lerviceabic we might be, 
if we were out of Prifon, But we reafoned with him concerning 
Swearing : and having acquainted him, how they tendered the Oath 
of abjuration to us, asa«j»«rf, bccaule they knew,' we could not 
/wear; we Ihew’d him, lint No People could be ferviceable to God, if 
they dtf obeyed the Command of Chrifi : and that they, that Imprifoned 
us for the Hat-Honour, which was of Men, and which Men lought 
for, they prifoned the Good, and vexed and grieved the Spirit of 
God in themlclvcs, which Ihould have turned their Minds to 
So we turned him to the Spirit of God in his Heart,and to the Light of 
Chrtjl jefiss *, and he was throughly and continued lb to his 

Death, and was very Jtrviceable to us. 

There came alfo to fee us one Colonel Roufe, a jujhceoi Peace^ 
with a great Company with him ; and he was as full of IVordt and 
Talk, as ever I heard any Man in my Life, lb that there was no fpeak- 
ing to him. At length I asked him, ‘ Whether he had ever been 
at School, and knew, what belonged to Quejlions and Anfwers } (this 
I laid, to Hop him) At^thooll faid he, yes. At School! laid the 
Souldiers ; Doth he fay /i /o Colond, that is a Scholar? Then 
laid I, ‘ If he be lb, let him be Hill, and receive Anfwers, to what 
‘ he hath faid. Then I was moved of the Lord to fpcak the Word 
oi Life to him in God^s dyeadfui Power ; which came fo over him, 
that he could not open his Month : bis Face fwelled, and was red like 
i Turkey', and his moved, and he mumbled fometfaing .* but the 
People thought, he would have /a//M I ftept tt^him ; and he 
faid. He was never* fo in his Life before : For the L-onPs Powek llopt 
the£t/// Power and Air in him ; fo that he was almoR choked. The 
Man was ever after very Loving to Frtends, and not fo full d Airy 
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, Words to US ; though he was a Man full of Pride : but the Lord\ 
Pomr came over him, and the reft that were with him. 

Another time there came another Officer of the Arm)/, a very ms- 
liciotts^ bitter Profeffor^ whom I had known in London : And he was 
full of his iiry Ttlk alfo, and (pakc flightly of the Light of Chnji, 
and againll the Tratit, as Colonel had done, and againft the 
a^crit of Qod being in Men, as it was in the Jgcfllts Days ; till the 
Power of God, that bound the £v<7 in him, had almolt Choked him 
alfo, as it did Colonel Rostfe s for he was fo lull of Evil Air, that 
he could not ffseak ; but hluhkrtd and fiutured. But from that time, 
that the Lordfs Fciptr ftruck him, and came over him, he was ever 
after more Loving to us. 

Now the being over, and wc fettled in Prifon upon fuch a 
Commitmtnt, as we were not likely to be Ibcn Releafed, we broke oft’ 
ifOm%w\ng\.htGaoler Seven Shillings a If eei' a piece for our Harfes, 
and Seven Shillings a Week for our /elves', and fent our Horfes out 
into the Country. Upon which the Gaoler grew very Wicked and 
Devilijb, and put us down into Dooms-dale ; a na/ly, /inking Place, 
where they uled to ptjt Wstches and Murderers, after they were 
Condemned to Die, The Place was lb Notfom, that it was ob(erved, 
few that went in, did ever come out again in Health : for there was 
no Houfe of Office in it ; and the Excrements of the Prifontrs, that 
from time to time had been put there, had not been carried out (as 
we were told) for many Tears. So that it was all like Mire, and in 
Ibme Places to the Tof of the Shoes in Water and Pifs ; and he would 
not let us Cleanfe it, neither would he let us have Beds, or Straw to lie 
on. At Night fome friendly People of the Town brought us a Candle, 
and a little Straw ; and we went to burn a little of our Straw to take 
away the -Sr The TA/fZ'ex lay over our Heads, and the Head- 
Gaoitr lay in a Room by them over our Heads allb. Now it feems, 
the Smoke went up into the Room, where the Gaoler lay : which put 
him into fuch a Rage, that he took the Pots of Excrements of the 
Thkves, and poured them down through a Hole upon our Heads in 
Dooms-dale (b that we were fb bcfpattercd with the Excrements, 
that w’e could not touch our felves, nor one another. And the Stink 
Increaled upon us ; £1 that what with Stink, and what with Smoke, 
we had like to have been choked and [mothered in Dooms-dale : For 
we had the Stink under our Feet before ; but now we had it on our 
Heads and Backs alfo : And he having quenched our Stram with the 
filth he poured down, had made a great Smother in the Place. More- 
over he railed on us motihideoujly, calling us Hatchtt/aced Dogs, and 
fuch ftrange Names, as we had never heard of. In this manner were 
wc fain to /and all Night, for we could not fit down ; the Place was 
fo full of flthy Excrements ; And a great while he kept us after this 
manner, before he would let us cleanfe it, or fuller us to have any 
Victuals brought in, but what we got through the Graft. One time 
a Lafs brought Qsia. little Meat ; and he Jrrejtedh^i for breaking his 
Hoi^'e, and Ibed hei in the^Tomn-Cenrt for breaking the Prifon s and a 
great deal of Trouble ho put the Toung-woman to ; whereby others 
were fb difcouragcdi, that we had much a do to get W ater, or Drink 
Of ViSuali. Near tliis Time we fcn» for a Toung-woman , one 
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Ann Downer from London, (that could write, and take things well in 4656. 
Short-hand,) to buy and drefs our Meat for us ; which (he was very 
willing to , it being alfo upon her Spirit to come to us in the Love of Lancefloa 
God : and (he was very ferviceahle to us. Dmldtie 

This Head-Gaoler, wc were Informed, had been zThief, and was 
burnt both in the Hand, and in the Shoulder: His fVife too had been 
burnt in the Hand. The Vnder-Gaoler had been burnt both in the 
Hand, and in the Shoulder ; and his bVife had been^«m in the Hand 
alfo : And Colonel Bennet, who was a Baftifi-Teacher, having pur- 
chaied the Gaol and Lands belonging to the Cajlle, had placed this 
Head-Gaoltr therein; The Pr/foners, and fome wild Peofle would 
be talking of Spirits , that haunted Doomfdate, and walked there, 
and how many had died in it ; thinking perhaps, to terrify us there- 
with. But I told them and Friends, ‘ That if all the Spirits and De- 
‘ vils in Hell were there, I was over them in the Power of God, and 
‘ feared no fuch thing : for Chrill our Prieli, would fandlify 
‘ the Walls and the Houfe to us, he who bruifed the Head of the 
‘ Devil. The Priefl was to cleanie the Plague out of the Walls of 
the Houfe under the Law, which Chrijl, our Prtefi, ended ; who 
landifics both inwardly and outwardly the W alls of the Houfe, and the 
Walls of the Heart, and ail things to his People. 

By this time the General Quarter-Sejpons drew nigh; and ihtGaoler 
ftill carrying himlclf and wickedly towards us , we drew up 
our Sufferings, and fent it to the Sefftons at Bodmin : upn the read- 
ing of which, the Juftices gave Order ; That DoomlHale-Door fhould 
be opened, and that we fbould have liberty to Cleanfe it, and to buy our 
Meat in the Town, We fent up a Oopy alfo of ow Sufferings to the 
Protellor, fetting forth, how we were taken and Committed by Ma- 
jor Ceely ; and how we were abufedby Capt. /(^arasaforefaid, and 
the reft in Order ; Whereupon the Protellor fent down an Order to 
Capt. Fox, Governour of Pendennis-Caflle, to Examin the Matter 
about the Souldters abuftng us, and flriking me. Tliere were at that 
time many of the Gentry of the Oountry at the Caflk : and Capt. /(yapa 
Kjnfman, that flrutk me, was fent for up before them, and much 
Threatned. They told him. That if I fhould change my Principle, 

I might take the Extremity of the Law againfi him, and might recover 
found Damages of him. Capt. Kyat alfo was checkt, for futFering the 
Prifoners under his Charge to be abufed. This was of great Service 
in the Country : for afterwards Friends might have fpoken in any 
Market or Steeple-houfe thereabouts, and none would meddle with 
them. I underftood, that Peter/, who was one of the Pre- 
telloPs Chaplains, told him ; They could not do Georgs a greater 
Service for the fpreading of his Principles in Cornwall, thart to Im- 
prifon him there. And indeed, my Imprifonment there was of the 
Lord, and for his Service in thofe parts : For after the Affites were 
over, and it was known, we were likely to continue Prifoners ; fe » 
veral Friends from moft parts of the Nation, came into the Country 
to vifit us. And thofe parts of the Weft were very dark Countries at 
that time: But the LoriFs Light and Truth brake forth, and fhined 
over all ; and many were turned fiom Datknefs to the Light, and 
from Satan's Power unto God. And many were moved to go to the 
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i6<)6. Stetfle-houfes and fcvcral were feotto Prifoti to ns : and a great 
L/'Vn; CoMV(ftceme»t there began to be in ebe Coiuitrj. for now we had 
Lancci»ofl Liberty to come out, and to walk in the CtjUe-Grtan, and diwera 
^f**>*- People came to us on the Ftrft^iys^ to whom we declared the Ward 
of Lift : and great Service we had among them, aod tnany were 
turned to God, here and there, up aod down the Country ; but a 
great Rtgt got up in the Priefit and Profejjars agaioft the Truth md 
us. 0»e of the envious Preftffort had gathered eogethief many 
Scrifture-Stntenctty to prove, That »e ought to put of tm Hats to the 
People ; and lie invited the Tovtt of Ltutcefttm to come into the Ctfik^ 
Tard to h«ar him read them : Amoogft other Infidncet^ that lie there 
brought, one wa« ; ThAt Saul bowed to the Witch of Endor. When 
he had done, we got a little Liberty (whether the Qtoler would or 
no) to fptik ; and we (hewed both him and the People, ‘ That Stul 
‘ was gone from God, and had dtfobeyed God, like them, when he 

* wenttothe fPr/cAof Endor: That neither tlic noxChrifi, 

‘ nor the Jpoflei ever taught People to bow to a Witch. The Mtn 
went away with his rude People ; but fome of the People ftaid with 
us: and wo fliewedthem ; ‘That this was not GofpeklnjlridfioHt, 

* CO teach People to bow to a Wttch. For now People began to be af- 
feded with the Truth, and now the DeviPs Rtge ixicrtaled ; ibthat 
we were in great dtngtrs many times. 

One time there came a h'ouldier to us ; and one of our Friends was 
admonifhingof him, aod exhorting him to Sobriety, &c, aod I law 
him begin to dr*v his Sword at him. Wlieieupon I ftept to him, 
and told him. What a fhme it was to offer to draw hit Sivordnpoa a 
tsiked Mtn, and a Prifoner ; and how unfit and unworthy he was to 
carry fuch a Wenpon : and that, if he Ihould have offered fuch a 
thing to (bmc Men, they would have taken his Sword from him, and 
have broken it to pieces. So he was tfbAmtd, and went his way ; and 
the LorePs Power prclervcd us. 

Another time, uhoottht Eleventh Hour Night, the Gao/er being 
hilf-drunk, came and told me, Thst he hid gotten 4 Man now to difpute 
wtth me (this was, when we had leave to go a little into the Toeon : ) 
As loon as he fpake thofe Words, 1 felr, there was Mffchitf 'mended 
to my Rody. All that Night, and the next day I lay down on a Grafs^ 
plat to ftumber, and I felt (bmetbing Hill about my Body ; and I 
darted up, and ^ruek at it in the Power of the Lord, and yet dill it 
was about my Body. Then I arofe, and walked into the Caftle-green ; 
and the Vnder-Kjeper came to me, and told me, There wat a Maid 
would fpeak with me in the Vrtfon. I felt a Snare in his Words too , 
therefore I went not into the ?rifon', but went to the Grate,ind looked 
in : and theie I faw a Man, that was lately brought to Prifon (or be- 
ing a Conjurer ; and lie had a naked Kjetfe in his Hand. So I fpake 
to him, and he threatoed to cut my Chapt (as his Expredion wai ; ) 
but he being within the Gaol, could not come at me : This was the 
Gaolerh great Difputant. I went Ibon after into the GaoUr\ Houle, 
and found him at Break fafi ; and he had then gotten his Conjurer out 
with him : So I told tfieG4o/fr, his Plot was difeovered. Then he 
got up from the Table, and cad his Napkin away in a Rage’, and I 
left them, and went away to my Chamber : for at this time we were 

out 
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out of Doomfdik. At the time the GWer hadJiid, the Dif^ute 1656. 
Ihould be, I went down and walked inthcCoerir (the place ap- 
pointed) till about the Eleventh Hmi but no Body came : then I unAfton 
went up to my again ; and after a wltile I heard one call 

forme. I ftept to ih& SiAin-hetd ; and there I law the Gw/rrV 
Wife upon the Stairt, and the Conjurer lat t<he bottom of the Suim, 
holding his Hand behind his Buk, and is a great Ra^t. I asked him ; 

‘ Men, what baft thou in tJiy Hand behind thy Baek f Pluck thy 
• Hend before thee, faid I ; Let’s fee tdvjHmd, and what thou haft 
‘ in it ? Then in a Rege he pluckt forth Ids Hend with a neked Kj>ife 
in it. Then I (hewed the Qiokr\ Wife the mthtd Dtfign ot her 
Hmhind and her againft me : for this was the AfMthey had brought 
to diffute of the things of God. But tl» Lord difcovcred their Plat, 
and prevented their Evil Defgn ; and they both reged, and the Con- 
jurer threatned. Then I was moved of the Lord to fj>eek jburflf to 
him in the dretdfsd Poiverof the Lord: and the Lord's Potver came 
over him, and bound him down ; fo that he never after durft appear 
before me, to (peak unto me. I faw, it was the Lord alone, that 
did prelerve me out of thdthleodf Hands : for the Devil had a great 
Enmity to me, and ftirred up his Infimments to feck my hurt. But 
the Lord prevented them; and my Heart was filled with Thankfgivings 
and Pratfes unto him. 

Now while Ityasexercifed with People of divers forts, that came 
fome out of good will to viftt us, feme out of an enviom, ear fing Mind 
to wrangle and difpute with us, and feme out of Cur ioftty to vec ms ) 
Edward Pyot, who before his Convinctment had been a Captain in the 
Jrmy, and had a good Underftanding in the Laws and Rights of the 
People, being fenfible of the Injufttce and Envy of Judge Glyn to us 
at our Trial, and willing to lay the Weight thereof upon him, and 
make him fenfible thereof alfe, writ an Epijlle to him, on behalf of 
us all, which was thus i and thus dire^ed:

‘ who doth fVrong, may alfo have fVrong done to him ; (hall he not 
‘ have Kight, wherein he is wronged, unlcls he Right him, whom he 
‘ hath wronged ? The Law faith not 16 : but the Wrong-doer is to 
‘fufler, and the <S/?j^erer of Wrong to be righted. Is not otherwile 
‘to do, a Denying, a Letting, or Stopping of Even Law, andExc-

‘ of which no Proof was made ? but when we were Anfwtring thcrc- 
‘unto, and Clearing our (elves thereof, thou did’ll flop us, laying; 

‘ Thou mindejl not thofe things, but only the putting off the Hat : whert 
‘as, before the Country, the New-found Indilfment charged us with 
‘ thofe things, and the Prrry-y«r/ brought in their Ferddi, Guilty of 
^the Trefpaffes and Contempts mentioned therein ; of which (except as 
‘ to the Hat) not one Witmfs or Evidence was produced ; and as

‘ the Law feeks not (or Canfes, whereby to make the Innocent to fuff

By the foregoing Lf//er the Reader may Obferve, how contrary to 
Law we were made to fuffer : But the Lord, who faw the Integrity of 
our Hearts to him, and knew the Innocency of our Caufe, was with 
ya rn oxsT Sufferings, ancibore up our Spirits through, and made them 
Eafe to us ,* ahd gave us Ofj/ortunities of pubhming his Name and 
Tnar^amongft the People: lb that leveral of the Town came to be 
Convinced, and many were made Loving to us ; and Friends from 
many Parts came to viftt us. There came TitH^out of Woks, who 
bad htea Jufticee of the Peace there ; »*— Allb Judge Hagoeth Wife 
of Br/0/ came to vilit us; and Ihe v/dA Convinced, and leveral of 
her Children ; and her Htttbattd was very kind and lerviceable to 
Friends, and had a great Love to God^i People, which he retained to 
his Death. 

Now tit Cornwall, Devonfliire, Dorfetfhire and Somerfetfiire 
. Truth be^n mightily to Ipread; atkl many wm turned xaChrift 
Jefus, and his free Teacbiag ; for many Friends, chat caihe to Yiut 
us, weredTaWit forth to drr4(re the Tramkift thole Countries; which 
made the Prvejls and Profilers n^e, and they ftirred up the 
ftrates to cnlhare Friends. Then they fct up Watches in the Streitts, 
ahd in the High-mtyt, on pretence of talcing op all fufpieitm Perfont ; 

under 
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under which C<j/o»r thcyftopt, and took up thofc Friendsy thatrr4- *1656. 
Veiled in and through thofe Countries, coming to vifit us in Prifon : 

M'hich they did, that the Friends might not pals up and down in the Lancefton 
Lord's Service. But that, which they thought to have fiopt the 
Truth by, was the Meuns of fpreading it fo much the more : for then 
Friends were frequently moved to fpcak to one Conjldle, and t’other 
Officer, and to the JuJl/ces they were brought before j and this caufed 
the Truth to fpresd the more amongft them in all their Parijbes. And 
when Friends were got among the iVatches , it would be a Fortnight 
or three Weeks, before they could get out of them again ; for no 
fooncr had taken them, and carried them before the 

Juficts , and they had dtftharged them ; but another would take 
them up, and carry them before other JuJlices: Which put the 
Country to a great deal of needlefs Trouble and Charges. 

As Thomas Rawlinfon was coming up out of the North, to vifit 
us, a Confiable in Devonjhtre took him up ; and at Night took Trventy 
Shillings out of his Pocket : And after they had thus robbed him, he 
was cart into Exeter-Gaol. They cart Henrp Pollexfen allb into Pri- 
fon in Devonjhtre, for being a Jefuit ; who had been a Jupce of 
Peace for the raort part of Forty Tears before. Many Friends were 
cruelly beaten many times by them : Nay, fome Clothiers,thn were but 
going to Mill with their Cloth, and other Men about their outward 
Occaftons, they took up and Whipt ; though Men of about Eighty or 
an hundred Pounds by the Tear, and not above four or five Miles from 
their Families. 

The Mayor of Lanctfton too was a very Wicked Man ; for he would 
take up all he could get, and cart them into Prifon; And he would 
fearch fubfiantial, grave Women, their Petticoats and their Fiead- 
cloatbs. There came a Friend, a Toung-Man, to lee us, whoc<imc 
not through the Town: So I drew up all the Grofs, Inhuman and 
Vnehrifiian ASHonsoi the Mayor (for his Carriage was more like an 
Heathen, than a Chrifiian) and I gave it the Toung Man, and bid him, 

Seal it up, and go out again the back-way, and then come into the 
Town through the Gates. He did lb ; and the Watch took him up, 
and carried him before the Mayor ; who prefently fearched his 
Pockets, and found the Letter, wherein he faw all his Allions Chara- 
ilerixxd : Which (hamed him (b, that from that time forward he 
meddled little with the AVrx'wrr of the Lord. 

Now, from the fenfe I had of the Snare, that was laid, and Mifchief 
intended againrt the Servants of the Lord, in fetting up thote 
Watches at that time, to flop and take up Friends } it came upon me 
to give forth the following Lines, as

‘ Now', yc pretend Liberty of ConJcUnce, yet (hall not one carry a 
‘ Letter to a Friend ; nor Men vifu their tr tends ; nor vifit Pnfoners; 
‘nor carry a Book about them, either for their own Ule, or for their 
‘ Friends : and yet ye pretend Liberty of Confctenct. Men (ball not 
‘ fee their Friends ; but H'atches are let up againft them, to atch and 
*)?o/>them : and thele mull be Well-armed Men too, againft an Inno- 
‘ cent People, that have not Id much as a Sttek in their Hands, who 

* are in Icorn called Quakers. And yet among luch, as let up thele 

* Watches, is pretended Liberty of Con/cience ; who take up them, 
‘ whole Confciences are exertiled towards God and Men, who worlhip 
‘ God in their Way, which is the Truth, which they, that be out of 

* the Light, call Hertfy. Now thefe, who let up the W atches againft 
‘ them, whom they in fcoi n call Quakers, it is, Becaule they confcls 
‘ and witnefs the true Trgi/, thu l/ghteth every one, that eomethinto 
‘ the World, amongll People, as they pafs through the Country, or 
‘ among their Friends. This is the dangerous Doblrine, which the 
‘ Watchmen arc let up againft, to lubduc Error, as they call it ; 
‘ which is the Light, that doth enlighten every Man, that comet h into 
‘ the World, Him, by whom the World was made ; who was glori- 
‘ lied with the fa/i&r’r’, before tile began. For them, whom 
‘ they in (corn call Quakers, have they fet up their Watches, Able Men, 
‘ Well-Armed, to take up thefe, that bear this Tefitmony either in 
‘ Words, Books or Letters. So that is the Light you hate, that doth 
‘ Enlighten every man, that eometh into the W or Id ; and theft that wic- 
‘ nefs to this Light, are they that you put in Prifon ; And after you 
‘ have Imprifoned them, you fet up your Watches, to take up all, 

‘ that go to Vtftt them ; and to Imprifon them alfo; So that by letting 
‘ up your VFatches, ye would flop all Relief from coming to Prifo- 
‘ ttirs. Therefore this is the VFord of the Lord God to you, and a 
‘ Charge to you all, in the preftnee of the living God of Heaven and 
‘ Earth : Every Man of you being enlightned with a Light, that com- 
‘ eth from Chrijl, the Saviour of People’s Souls, from whom the Light 
‘ eometh, tltat enlightens you, To the Light all take heed ; that w ith 

* it you may all fee ChriSi, from whom the Light comtih, you may 
‘ all fte him to be your Saviour, by whom the fwid was made, who 
‘ laith ; Ltopn of me. Bat if yc hate this Light, which Clitift hath 
‘enlightned you withal, ye ha^Chrif ; who doth Enlighten you\ll, 

‘ that you all through him (who is the Light) might believe. But 
‘flOlt Ucheving in the Light, noi biioging your Deeds to the Light,

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‘ which will make them manifcft,and reprove them ; this is your Con- 16*56. 

even the Light. Remember, you are wArned in your 
‘Life-time; for this is your VVajko Silvttiony the Light, il you Lanccfon 
‘ walk in it : And this is your Condmmtion, the Light, if you re- 
‘ jeft and hate it. And you can never come to Chrift, tlie Second ' 
‘ PrUp, unlefs you come to the Light, which the Second Priefi hath 
‘ enlightned you withal. So ye, that come not to the Light, ye gO 
‘ to the Priejls, that take Tithes, as did the Firll Prie(lhood ; and lb 
‘ hale out of your Symgogues and Temples (as Ibme call them) as that 

* Prieflhood did, that took Tithes : which they, iliait were of the 
‘ Second Priefihood, did not. Was there ever fuch a Genention ! Or 

* ever did fuch a Generation of Men appear, as doth now' in this Jge, 

‘ who arc fb full of Madnefs, Eavf^nd Perfecution, that they ffand 
‘ up in VTitches with hills and Weapons againll the Truth, to perfe- 

* cute it ; as the Towns and Countries do declare : which Rings as 
‘ Sodom, and like Gomorrah \ And this hath '\t% Liberty, andTVwrAis 
‘ Rood againft : And to Reprove Sin, is accounted a Breach of the 
‘ Peace, as they fay ; who be out of the Truth, and fet up their 
‘ VFatches againft it.

Befides this General Warning, there coming to my Hand a Copy 
of a Warrant IlTued out from the Sedans of Exon, in exprefs Terms, 
For the apprehending of all Quakers ; wherein Truth and. Friends were 
reproached and vtliped, I w as moved to write an Anfwer thereunto, 
and lend it abroad, for the Clearing of Truth and Friends from the 
Slanders therein call upon them : and to manifeft the wickednefs of 
that perfecuting Spirit, from whence it proceeded. And that which 
I writ, was after this manner : 

‘ T Tl THercas there was a Warrant granted forth the laft Seffiotis. 

‘ V Y holden at Exon, on the Eighteenth Day of the Fifth Months 
‘ 1656. which Warrant is For the Apprehending and taking up all fuch, 

* at are Quakers, or call themfelves (Quakers, or go under the Notion of 
‘ (fakers ; And is directed to the Chicf-Conftables, to be fent by them 

* to the Petty-Conftables, requiring them to fet Watches, able Men 

* with Bills, to take up all fuch Qiiikas, as aforefaid. And whereas 
‘ in your laid VCarrant you fpeakof the Quakers fpreading Seditions 
‘ Books and Papers ; I Anfwer : They, whorn ye in fcorn call Qtfa- 
‘ kers, have no Seditious Books or Papers ; but their Books are againft 

* Sedition , and Seditious Men , and Seditious Books, and SeditE 
‘ ons Teachers, and Seditious Frays. And fo, ye have numbred them, 

‘ who are honef Men, Godly Men, holy Men, Men that fear God, 

‘ among Rogues itid Fagabonds : Thus putting no Difference ’ 

‘ between the Precious and the Vile, you are not 6t iQ judge ; who 
‘ have fet up your Bills, and Armed your Men to ftand up together in 
‘ Battel againft the Innocent People, the Lambs of Chriff , which have 
‘ not lifted up an Hand againft you. But if ye were lenfible of the

‘ upon the'/«»ocf»ri that ftand a f^^itnefs againft dl 6Vfl and Vnrt^hie- 
‘ oufnefs in yoiir Towns and Steeple-houfes. Nah, the Eighth Perlon, 
‘ a P^reichiroT Righttoafnefsy was grieved with the filthy Conver- 
‘fation of the Wicked: So are we now. So likewife Juft Lor was 

* grieved with their uiinierciful Deeds, and the filthy Converfation of 
‘ Sodom. And were not thefe hated of the World, and of them that 
‘ lived in Filthinels ? And whereas you fpeak of thole, whom you 
‘ in fcorn call flnakers, that they are a Gr/e/ to thofe, whom you call 
^ pious zad Rkigioua People, and \hcu Religion. Such as be in the 

* Religion that is Vain, whofe Tongues are not bridled, I believe, the 
‘ QuaTers are a Gritf to ; but are not a Grief to fuch, as be tn the 
f pure Religion, which keepeth unfpotted of the World: which lets not 

up Bills, nor Watches, to maintain it by the World ; for they are 
^ not of the World, w hich be in the pure Religion, which keeps them 
*unrpdffed of the World : Mark, the pure Religion, which keeps un- 
‘ [potted of the World. But fuch as be in the Religion, that is not 

* pur^, which have a fcrw of Gc<il///7^jr, and not the Pwer, fuch as 
‘ W call Piouf, the Truth it felf to ruth was always a Grief', and 

* fd it ii in this Agf. And now, your Fruits do appear, the End of 

* fdd't Religion and Profefflon, and what you do popf ■' But you arc

‘ the Apoflles alone ; If it he of God, it will fiand ; if it he not, it will 
‘ come to nought. But ye may fee your felves on the Contrary, in the 
' Spirit of them that came with 'judas, with Swords and Staves from 
^ the Chief-Prieffs digital Chrijl : Kill it is againft where he 
‘ is made manitett. Paa/ (while went againft him, though 
‘ he profclTcd a Chrid , that was to come ; and the Jews 
‘ profefled a Chrijl, that was to come ; Yet Paul perfecuted him, 
‘ where he was manifefted in his Saints% So ye profels a C/&r//, that 

* is come, but perfecute h\m, where heismanifeft. You that have 
‘ the Letter, the High-Places, the Synagogues , you perfecute him, 
‘ where he is made manifeft in his Saints, as the Jews did. They 
‘who were in the Lerrer, out of the Life, perfecuted thm, that were 
‘ in the Life of that, which they profel’s in the Letter t So now do 
‘ you perfecute them, that are in the Life, and are your felves Stran- 

* gers to it ; as your Fruits make appear. You have numbred the 
‘ People of God amongft Tranfgreffors ; but have you prifoned any of 
‘the Rogues and Tranfgreffors yo\i fpeak of? you hare prifoned the 
^Innocent, and let the others go /m.

When I had Pent abroad the fore-going Papers concerning the 
Watches, that were then (et up to Intercept ztid .S/oy Friends in their 
Travels in the Work of the Lord ; (b great a fenfe came upon me of 
the Darkneft and Fail, that was over the Priefis and Prof effort of 
Chrif Unity, that I was moved to give forth the following Paper, as 
An Awakening Warning to them. 

^ ^ ^ Blind- 
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‘ T^Lindne/s hath happened to the profejfed Chri/lim d tht Letter 
‘ J| now a days, isBli>idnefs happeoeO tothe'/e'i’x ; who'piotef- 
‘ kd the Letter, but owned not the Life, which the Letter fpeakS J 
‘ of : As the Chriftians now, to whom this BUndnefs hath hafp’nttf, 

‘ who profefs the Scripture, but own not theli^c, which the Stfi- 
‘ fpeaks of. For againft the Life the y«i?’/rtood, whoprofeft 
‘ the Letttr of the Scripture ; but they were Blind, they gathered 
‘ Counfel againft the Life : they were in an Vproxr, when the Bde 
^ Wis bornin Bethlehem, Herod ina»[h\lcChtif Briefs. And Herod 
‘ fought to deftroy all the jtoung Children in Bethlehem, yet milTcd the 
‘ Bde ; Herod, that Fox, though Ive flew John, a’nd put him to 
' deuth. And you may here fee, how the Literal Profejfors did I'liand 
‘ up, not for the Truth, but quite againft it : Furciicrmorc, the 

* Chtef- Briefs confulced together, how they might tikcjefm by 

‘ Sukttlty, and put him to death ; mark, by their Sukilty, Tfte Pro- 
^feffors of a Chrif that was to come, they preached of 

‘ a ChriH, of a Saviour ; but derried the Life, w ben fie was made 
‘ manifert. The Chief-Brief s and the Council gathered together,

Great fVork we bad^ and Service for the Lord, both between tbo

being Convinced, (as was formerly mentioned) the Pmfts and Pro* 
feffort, and Ibme grett Per font of her Kjndrtd were in a great Rege 
concerning her ; and writ Lettert to her. And (he being a Wife and 
Tender Women, and fearing to give them any Advtnuge, fent their 
Letters to me ; and I anfwered them, and returned them to her 
again, for her to (end the Anfcetri to them. Which (be d>d : tilf 
growing in the Power and iifirit, and Wifdom of God, (he came 
her felt to be able to Anfwcr the wilcft Prteft and Proftffor of them 
all } and had a Dominion over them all in the Truth, through the 
Power of the Lord, by which (he was kept faithful to her 
Deeth. 


Now, while I was in Pr/yi>» here, the BeptifitiaAFiftlhMontrchj-

After the Affize, the Sheriff, with fome Souldiers came to guard 
a Women to Execution, that was fentenced to die ; and we had a ^eat 
deal of Difcourfe with them. One of them wickedly faid, Thtt 
ChriR W4S M pe/fon»te a Mm, as My th»t lived upon the Etrth : for 
which wicked Seying we rebuked him. Another time we asked the 
Jeiler, what Doings there were at the Seffionsl and he Laid, Smell 
■ Mitters ; only about Thirty for Befterdy. W c thought it very ftrange, 
that they, who profelTed themlelves ChrifisMs, fhould make /mail 
Matters of fuch things: But this Jailer was very had himfelf, and I 
often admonilhed him to Sobriety ; but he would Abufe People, that 
came to Viftt us. Edward Pyot had a Cheefe lent him from Brijlot 
from his Wife ; and the Jailer took the Cheefe from him, and Carried 
it ioifit Mayor, tofearchit for Treafonahle Letters, as he laid : And 
though they found no Treafon in the Cheefe, they kept it from us. 
This Gaoler might have been made Rich, if he had carried himfelf 
Civilly ; but he fought his own Ruin. W hich fbon after came upon 
him : For the next Year he was turned out of his Place, and for 
Ibme wickednefs was cart into the Jail himfelf ; and there of 
our Friends. And for feme Vnrulinefs in his Carriage, he was by 
the fucceeding Jailer put into Doomfdale, and lockt in Irons, and 
beaten ; and bid to Remember, how he had abufed thofe good Men, 
whom he hadwickedly, without any Caufe, cafl into that nafiy Dungeon : 
and told, That now he defervedly fhould fufftr for his wickednefs ; and 
the fame Meafure he had meted to others, he fhould have meted out to 
himfelf. He grew to be very poor, and died in Prifon ; and bis Wife 
and Family came to Mifery. 

While I was in Prifon in Lanceflon, there was a Friend went to 
Oliver Cromwel, and offered himfelf Body for Body, to lie in Doomf* 
dale-Prifon fox nte, ox in mj flead ; if he would take him, and let me 
go ztUberty. Which thing lojlruck him, that he faid to his^re4r 
' Men and Council ; Which of you would do fo much for me, if I were in 
the fame Condition ? And though he did not accept of the Friends 
Proffer, but faid. He could not doit, for that it woe contrary to Law ; 
yet however, the thereby came mightily over him. A good 
while after this he fent down Major General Desborow, pretending 
to let us at Liberty : And when he came, he proffered us, If we would 
lay, FFe would go home, and preath no more, we fhould have our 

, Liberty ; 
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Liberty ; but we could not promife him fo. Then he urged, that 1656. 
we ihoald promife to go home, if the Lord permit : Whereupon Edmrd 
?jot writ tiim this tollowing Letter,

‘ '’T^Hougb much might be (aid, as to the Lihertp of Englijb-men, 

‘ to Tnvel in any pare of the Nation of England, it being as

* part of it; and if he tranlgrefs the Lam, the upon the TVa/ni^ 

‘ grejfor is to be inflifted. And as to Lihertp of Confcience, which is 
‘ a natural RightyZad ^Fundamental', and tIreExerciie of it, by thofe who

‘ ment of Government appears; though they differ in DoBrine, Wor- 
‘ fbip and Dif tipline : provided, the Liberty extend not to Popery, or

* Treafure in the late Warr. Yet in the Power of God overall, by

‘ Weight And julf Ballante, that Juftice thou may’ll do to the Juft and

After this Major Desborow came to the Cafle-greert, and there plaid 
at Bowles with the Jufiices and others. And fevcral Friends were 
moved to go to him, and admonifh him and them of their [pending 
thetrTime fo vainly, bidding them C(J»/<fer, That though they pro- 
fejfed themfelves to be Chrifiians, yet they gave themfelves up to their 
Pleafures, and kept the Servants of God mean while in Prifon : and told 
them ; The Lord would plead with them, and viftt them for fuch things. 
But notwithftanding what was writ orfaid unto him, he went away, 
and left us in prifon : Yet we underftood afterwards, that he left the 
Bufine(stoCo/(?/»e/ Bennet ; who had the Command of the Gaol, For 
fbmeiime after Rennet would have let us at Liberty, if we would have 
paid his Gaoler's Pees: But we told him, IVe could give the Gaoler no 
Fees-, for we were innocent Sufferers: and how could they expe-fl: 
Fceso/ «r, who had fuffered fo long wrongfully I After a while this 
Colonel Bennet coming to Town, lent for us to an Inn, and infilled 
again upon Fees ; which we refufed : And at laft the Power of the 
Lord came lb over him, that he freely Jet us at Liberty. It was on 
thiThirteenth Day q{ the Seventh Month, 1656. that we were fet at 
Liberty: and we had been Pnfoners Nine Weeks at the lirll: Adize, 
td\kAtht Lent- Affizej whichwasinthe6)>n*gof the Tear. 

Oblerving, while I was here a Prifoner, how much the People 
(they efpecially, who were called the Gentry) were addided and . 
given to Pleafures, and vain Recreations ; I was moved, before I left 
the Place, to give forth feveral Paferr, asalTimw^ unto them, and 
unto all, that lb Mtfpend their Time. One of which was thus di* 
reded :

He told us, He was much troubled in hit Mind concerning us, and could 
stotrejl at home ; but was going to Colonel Bennet to feek our Liberty . 

But when we told him, VTe were fet at liberty, and were going to hit 
Houfe ; he was exceeding glad. So to his Houfe we went : and 
there we had a fine, precious Meeting ; and many were Convinced, 
and turned by the Spirit of the Lord, to the Lord Jefus Chrifi 
Teaching. 

From his Houfe we went to HW/fj'r, where allbwehad 

a fine large Meeting : and the lor/s Power was over all, and many 
were Convinced there alfo ; and turned to the Lord Jefus Chrtft, their 
Teacher, 

After we had tarried there Two or Three Days, we came to Thomas ' 

^Moun(e\ where we had a general Meeting for the whole County ; 
which, ^ing very large, was held in bis OreWd. Friends hom Pli- 
mouth were there, and from many Places ; and the LortPi Power was 
overall : and a greu Convincement thete was in many Places of the 
County.

'Hovf Thomas Ann Curtis ^ with another, in Alderman of Readin^^ 
who was Convinced, had come to Lancefion to fee us, while I was a 
Prifoner : And when Ann, and the other man returned, 7'homas Cur- 
tis llaid behind in Cornmll, and did good Service for the Lord there 
at that Time. 

Lanceilon From we palTed to again, and vifited 

that little Remnant of Friends, thit had been railed up there, while we 
were there in Prifon ; and the Lor Plants grew finely, and were 
eftablifhed on Chrifl, their Rock and Foundation, we were going 
out of Town again, i\\tConfi able of Lancefion amt running to us 
with the Ci&ef/f, that had been taken from Edirard Pyot ; which they 
had kept from us all this while, and were tormented with it. But we, 
being now let at Liberty, would not receive it. 

Okington. From Lancefton we came to Okington; and lay at an Inn, which 
the Mayor of the Town kept. He had ftopt and taken up leve- 
ral Friends, but was very Civil to us ; and was Convinced in his 
Judgment. 

Exeter. thence we came through the Countries to Exeter, where 

many Fr/Wr were in Prifon; and amongrt the reft James Nayler. 
For a little before the Time, that we were let at Liberty, James run 
out into /OTi^/»4r/o»r, anda Cow/'^rp'wirh him; and they railed up 
a great Darknefs in the Nation. And he came to BriHol, and made 
a Dijlurbance there : And from thence he was coming to Lancejlon, 
to fee me ; but was ftopt by the W^ty, and Jmpnfoned at Exeter : 
As were allb feveral others, that were coming to lee me; one of 
whom, an honeil, tender Man, died in Prijon there : whole Blood 
lieth on the Heads of his Perfecutors. 

That Night, that we came to Exeter, I fpake with James Nayler : 
for I law, he was our, and wrong; and id was bis Company. The 
next day, being the Firft-day of the week, we went to the Prtfon, to 
vifit the Prifoners ; and had a Meeting with them in the Prtfn : 
but James Nayler, and fome of them could not ftay the Meeting, 
There came a Corporal of Horfe into the Meeting, and was Convinced ; 
and remained a very good Friend. The next day I fpake to James 
A^ayer again; and btftighted, what I faid, andwas</<r^, and much 
out : yet he would have come, and kijfed me. But 1 laid, ‘ Since he 
‘ had turned againft the Power of God, I could not receive his Ihew of 
‘ Kindnefs : So the Lord God moved me to ftight him, and to let the 
Power of God over him. So after I had been warring with the World, 
there was now a wicked Spirit rilen up amongft Friends to war againft : 
and I admoniflied him and his Company. And when he was come to 
London, his Reftfting the Power of God in me, and the Truth that was 
declared to him by me, became one of his greateft Burdens, but be 
came to fee his Out-going, and to Condemn it ; and after Ibm^., 
Time he returned to Truth again ; as in the printed Relation 
of his Repentance, Condemnation and Recovery may be more fully 
ftcfl.

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We pafled from £jfe/fr through and vifiting i60. 

^Friends ; and had Meetings amongft them, and declared the fi'ord 
of Life unto them. And from thence we came to Puddimoor, to Ceiiump- 
Willim Beaton's ; and on the Ftrfl-day we had a very large Meet- 
ing there. For a great Convincement there was all up and down that ntwi- 
Country, and many Meetings we had, and the Lord's Pomr was over 
all ; and many were turned, by the Power and Spirit of God, to the 
Lord Jefus QhriH, who diediot them, and they came to fit under his 
free Teaching. 

From thence we went to John Dandy\ where we had another 
precious Meeting ; and the Lord's Power was over all, and many 
were Convinced ot God’s Eternal Truth, Some Contention was raifi;d 
by Prof effort and BapttJlSy in Ibme Places ; but the Lord's Power 
came over them. From thence we came to Edward Pyot's houfe near — vur 
Brsfiol. It was the iSeventh-day at Night, that we came thither : And 
it was quickly noifed over the Town^ that I was come. Now I had 
never been there before. 

On the Firfi-day Morning I went to the Meeting in Broadmead at BrT Briftol- 
Jlol ; and a great Meeting there w'as, and quiet. Notice was given 
of a Meeting to be in tiic Afternoon in the Orchard. There was at 
Briflol a rude Baftijl, named PaulGwin, who had ufed before to make 
great diflurhance in our Meetings ; being encouraged and let on by the 
Mayor^ who, as it was reported, would Ibmeiimes give him his 
Dinner to Incourage him. And fuch multitudes o| rude People would 
he gather after him, that it was thought, there lud been iometimos 
Ten thoufand people at our Meeting in the Orchard. As I was going 
along into the Orchard^ • the People told me. That Paul Gwin, the 
rude^ janglmg Baptilt, was going to the Meeting ; But I bid them, 

‘ Never heed ; It was nothing to me, who went to it. When I 
was come into the Orchard, I Itood upon the Stone, that Friends ilfed 
to Band on, when they fpakc : and I was moved of the Lord, to put 
of my Hat, and to Band a pretty while ; and let the People look ac 
me : lor ibmThoufands of People w'ere there. While I thus flood 
flent, this Baptili began to fnd Fault with my Hair ; but I faid 
nothing to him. Then he run on into fVords ; and at laft, Te wife 
men of of Briflol, faid be, / firange at you, that you wUl fiand here, 
and hear a Man /peak and affirtw that, which he cannot make good. 

Then the Lord opened my Mouth (for as yet I had not fpoken a 
Word) And I asked the People, ‘Whether they over heard me 
^fpeak before : or ever fdw me hfbre ? And I bid them, ‘ Take 
‘ notice, what kind of Mm this was amongfl them, that ihould fo 
‘ Impudently lay, Tliat I fpake anti Jffwmed^, that which / could nett 
‘ medie good ; and yet neither he, nor tliey ever heard me, or faw me 
‘before. Therefore that was a malicious Spirit, i\ax 
* fpake in him ; and it was of the Devil, and not of God. Therefore 
‘I charged him in the Dread and Power ohhc Lord, to be ftlent: And. 

■**^0 Mighty Power of Go.lcame over him, and all his Company. And 
‘ then a glorious, peaceable Meeting we bad, and the IVord of Life 
‘ was divided amongfl chera ; and they were wrned from the Dark* 

*nefs to Light, and cojfr/w their And the Scripiuret 

‘ were largely opened to them j and thb and Rudiment/, 
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‘ and mp, and Dcltmesol Wen were laid open belore the People, 

‘ which they had been in ; and they were turned to the U^ht of 
‘ Chrifi, that with it they might (ee thm, and fee him to lead them 
‘out of them. I opened alfo to them the Types, and Figures, and 
‘ Shsdoips of Chrift in the time of the Lm ; and (hewed them, 

‘ That C/;n/ was come, and had ended the and.SWm, and 
‘ lithts, and Otths, and put down Smvring', and had let up Tet and 
‘ Nay inifead of it, and a fret Mintftry : for he was now come to 
‘ Teach People hirnfelf, and bis heavenly Day was fpringing from on 
‘high. So for many hours did I declare the Word, of Ltfe amongll 
them in the Eternal Power of God ; that by him they might come 
up into the Beginning, and be Reconciled to him. And having 
turned them to the A)><r/rof God in themfelves, that wouidjead into 
all Truth, I was moved to pray in the mighty Power of God ; and the 
Lord’s Pwr came over all. But when I had dene, this Fellow began 
to babble again ; and John Judland was moved to bid him Repent, 
and fear God. So his own People and Followers being alhamed of 
him, he palTed away, and never came again to difturb the Meeting. 
And the Meeting brake up quietly, and the Lord’s Power and Glory 
ihined over all : a blclTed Day it wa<, and the Lord had the Praile. 
After a while this Paul Gwin went beyond the ^eas ; and many lears 
after, I met with him again at Barbado’s; o( which in its Place. 

From Brifiol we returned to Edward Pyoi'-., where we had a great 
Meeting ; and the Lord’s Power was over all, and Truth was decla- 
red and fpread abroad, and many were turned to Chrijl Jefus, their 
Life, their Prophet to teach them, their Shepherd to feed them, and 
their Bi^sop to overlee them. After the Meeting was done, 1 had 
Ibme Reafoning with fome Profeffors ; and the Lord’sTruthiad Pow- 
er cmc ovti them. 

From Edward Pyot’s we palled to Slattenford, where we had a 
very large Meeting (^Edward Pyot and another triend being (fill with 
me; ) and a great turning of People there was to the Lord Jefsss 
Chrift, their Teacher : and People were glad, that they were brought 
to know their Way, and their fret Teacher, and their Saviour Chrift 
Jefus. 

On the Firft-daj following we went to Nathaniel Crips his Houle, 
who had been a Juftice of Peace in Wiltjbire ; where it was fuppoled, 
there were between Two and Three Thoufand People at a Meeting , 
and all was quiet: And ‘the mighty Power of God was manifeft, 

‘ and People were turned to the Grace and Truth in their Hearts, that 
‘ came by Jefus ChriH, which would Teach them to deny all Vngodli- 
‘ nefs and wordly Lufts, and to live foberly and godly in this prefent world. 
‘So that every Man and Woman might know the Grace of God, 

‘ which had appeared to all Men, and which was faving, and fulfi- 
‘ cient to bring their Salvation. This was to be their Teacher, the 
‘ Grace of Cod, which would teach them how to live, what to do, 

‘ and what to deny : and would fcalbn their Words, and cftablifii 
‘ their Hearts. And this was a free Teacher to every one of them : 

‘ fo that they might come to be Heirs of this Grace, and of Chrift, by 
‘ whom it came ; who hath ended the Prophets, and the Priefts that 
‘took Tithes, and thi Jtwijb Temple. And as for thcle Hireling- 
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* Pr/V/f that take now, and their Tew^/fex (which Pr«j?x were i6$6. 

‘ made at Schools and ColUdgts of Man’s letting up, and not by 
\Chri!i) they, with all their /wf«w»x were to be denied. For the 

* Afojlks denied the true Priejlhood and Temfle^ wliich God had com- ,, 

‘ manded, after Chrift had put an End thereto. So the Serif lures, 

‘ and the Truths therein contained were largely opened, and the PeOf 
‘ pie turned to the Sfirit of God in their Hearts ; that by it they 
‘ might be led into all Truth, and underftand the and 
‘ know God and Chrifi, and come to have Unity with them, and one 
‘ with another in the lame Sfirip. A,nd the PcO[4e went away gene- 
rally fatisfied, and were glad, that they were turned to C/5'rxJ?Je/«x, 
their Tetcher and Saviour. 

The next day we went from thence to Marlborough, where we had Matiebo- 
a little Meeting. And the Stfftons being in that Town that day, they 
were granting forth a Warrant to fend for me : But one Jufticc 
i’/cwil’x being at the 5#c«x, Itoptthem; telling them, There was a 
Meeting at his Houle yelferday, at which were Icveral Thoufandt. 

So the Warrant was ftoft, and our Meeting was quiet ; and leveral 
received Chrift Jefus their Teacher, and came into the NewCovenant, 
and abode in it. 

From hence we went to Newberry, where we had a large, bleflcd Newberry 
Meeting ; and feveral were (Convinced there. Thence we pafled on 
to Reading, where we had a Urge, precious Meeting in the Lord's Reading. 
Power amongft the Plants of Cod ; and many ot the World came in, 
and were reached, and added to the ; and all was quiet, and 

the Lord’s Power was over all. We went from Reading to Kjngfton Kingfton 
upon Thames, where a few came in to us, that were turned to the TiSmth 
Lord Jefus Chrift ; but fince, it is become a Larger Meeting. 

Leaving Kjngpn, we rode to London. And when we came neat HWe-patV 
Hide-Park, we faw a great Contourfe of Peofle : and looking to- 
wards them, we elpied the Proteilor coming in his Coath. Where- 
uponIrodeuptohisC'aac/;-jt(/e.- and fome of his Lx/e-G«(ird would 
have put me away ; but he forbad them. So I rode down by bis 
Coach-fide with him, ‘ declaring, what the Lord gave me to fay unto 
‘ him, of his Condition, and of the Sufferings of Friends in the Nati- 
‘ on ; Ihewing him, ‘ how contrary this Perfecatson was to Chrift and 
‘ his Afoftles, and to Chrifttanity. When we were come to James’s 
Park-gate, I left him ; and at parting he defired me to come to his 
Houje. The next Day, one of his Wife's Maids, whole Name was 
Mary Sanders, came up to me at my Lodging, and faid ; Her Ma- 
fter came to her, and told her, hewouldtcllherjome good News: And 
when Ihe asked him. What it was ? He told her, George Fox woo 
come to Tosvn, She replied, That was good News indeed (for Ihe was 
one, tliat bad received Truth) but Ihe laid. She could hardly believe 
him ; till he told her, how / met him, and rode from Hide-Park down 
ro James’x Park »fr/> W 

'‘-idlfter a little time Edward Pyot and I went to Whitehall; And whltehil. 
when we came before him, there wai one called Dr. Owen, Vice- 
chancellor of Oxford, with him. We were moved to ‘fpeak to 0/xwr 
‘ Cromwel concerning the Sufferings of Friends, and laid them before 
* him ; and direded him to the Light of Chrift, who bad enlight- 
^ ‘ned

i6<)6. ‘ ned every Man, that cometh into the fVorld. And he faid, It was 
a NmuuI Light ‘but we (hewed him the Contrary ; and manifeft-/ 
whitehai. ‘ ed, that it was Divine and Spiritaul, proceeding from Chrift, thu 
• H., ‘ fpiritual and heavenly Man : and that which was called The Life in 
* thrift the fVord, was called The Light in us. The Power of the Lord 
God arofe in me, and I was moved in it to bid him Lajr down his 
‘ Crown at the feet of J(fw : Several times I fpakc to him, to the lame 
Efteft. Now I was Handing by the Tahk; and he came and late 
upon the TtblPs-fide by me, and faid ; He would he m high m / w^tt ; 
and lb continued /peeking ageinft the Light of Chrift Je/us ; and went 
his way in a light manner. But the Lord's Power came over him : (b 
that when he came to his fVsfe and other Company, he laid ; 

I never parted fo from them before; for he was Judged in him- 
felf. 

After he had left us, as we were going out, many of his Great 
Perfonsam^ about us; and one of them began to /peak again/ the 
Lightf and again/ the Truth; and I was made to pght \\\m^ for 
fpeaking lb lightly of the of Whereupon, one of them 

told me, he was the Major-General of Northmptonfhire. ‘ What ! 

‘ laid I, our Old Perfecutor, that has per/cuted and lent lb many of 
‘ our Friends to Prifon, and is a /jame to Chri/ianity and Religion ! 

‘ I am glad, I have met with thee, faid I : And lo I was moved to 
‘ /peak fharply to him, of his Vnehri/ian Carriages ; and he Hunk 
away : for he had been a Cruet Perfecutor in Northampton- 
{hire. 

London. Now, after I had vifited the Meetings of Friends in and about 
kmlhL ^ into Buckinghamlhire, and Edward Pyot with me ; 

and in (everal Places in that County many received the Truth ; and 
Kmbaip. gteat Meetings we had, and the Lord's Power was eminently manileft- 
icitfiirc. ed. So I palTcd through Northamptonfbire, and Noltinghamjhire 
tmpi'e Lincoln/sire, And after I had had feveral Meetings in hincotn- 
Lmoln- /hire, I had at laft a ^hettTwo Ifnights, one called Sir 

RichardWrej, and the other Sir ff'ry', with their were 

at the Meeting ; and o»eof their Wives was Cefnvinced, and received 
the Truth, and died in it When the Meeting was done, we palTed 
away : and it being in the Evening, and dark, a Company of tvUd 
Fellows, that were Serving-Men, met me ; and encompatfed me 
about with intent (as I apprehended) to have done me ibme Mif- 
chief. But I to them, and asked, ‘What are ye? High- 
*way-Men? Whereupon fome Friends, and Friendly People, that 
were behind, came up to us, and knew Ibme of them. So I re- 
proved them for their uncivil and rudeCarriage ; and exhorted them 
to fear God ; and the Lord's Power came over them, and ftopt their 
mifehitvoui De/gn ; blelfed be his Name for ever ! 
hmbiwjj. Then 1 turned into Huntingtonfbire : And the Mapor of Huntington 
Hmlag- came to vifit me, and was very loving ; and his Wife received th^ 
ton. Truth. 

Cambridge- Thcnce I paired into Cambridgjbire, and fo came into the Fen- 
jhire. ■ Country', Meetings, and the Lor<f’s 7V»/^ fpread. 

Ftan-ctun- Qraven (who had been Sheriff of Lincoln) zods Amor Stod- 

Crowland dart, and Alexander Parker were with me. We went toOtxrW, 

a very 
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a very rode Place ; for the TvivA People were got together at the 
we went to, and were hdlf drunk, both Prirft and Pi6fk. ' 1 re- 
‘proved them for their Drunkinnefs, and warned them Ot the D*;oi GHjwhwi. 

‘ ^e Lord, that was coming upon all the Wicked ; exhotting them 
to leave their Drunkemefs, and turn to the Lord in time. Whilft I 
was thus fpeaking to them, and (hewing the Prkjixht Fruits of his 
Minijirj ; the Prit^ and the CUti brake out into a Rtgt, and got up 
the To/sgs and Fire-lhovel it us : fb that had not the Lord\ Power 
preferved us, we might have been Murdered amongif them. Yet, 
for all their Rudenefs and Violence, fome received the Truth then 
and have (food in it ever fince. 

From thence We paiTed through the Country to Boflon, where moft Bofton. 
of the Chief of the Town came to our l»n ; and the People (ctmed to 
be much fatislied. But there was a Rdgi/tg Mtn in the Tsrd ; and 
Robert Cnven was moved to fpeak to him, and told him ; Hejhsmed 
Chrifiiinitjf : which, with (bme few other Words fo (fopi the Man, 
that he went away quiet. And fome were Convinced there 
alfo. 

Thus paiTing through the Countries, we had large A/ff/rWr up 
and down ; for I travelled into Torkfbire, and returned out of Holder- Mjhifc. 
nefs, over Humber, vidting Friends : and then returning into Leictjler- 
/hire, Staffordshire, Worcefterjhire it\6 Warwickfhire among Friends, Humber, 

I had a Meeting at Edge-Hill, that was very rude. There came to it ^ 5 dt<r- 
Ranters, Baftifts, and foveral forts of rude People : for 1 had fent sujford- 
word about Three Weeks before, to have a Meeting there ; (b that hr- 
many hundreds of People were gathered thither : and many Friends 
came far to it. And the Lord's evetUfiing Truth, and word of Life rn/mt- 
reached over all, that all the rude People, and unmlp Spirits were (*’"'• . 
chained down ; and many that day were turned to the Lord Jffns ' 
Chrili, by his Power and Spirit, and came to fit under his biclled, 
free Teaching, and to be fed with his Eternal, heavenly Food, All 
was quiet and peaceable, and the People palled quietly away ; and 
fome of them faid. It wm a mighty, powerful Meeting; for the 
prefence of the Lord was felt , and his Power and Spirit amongft 
them. 

From hence I palTed to Warwick, and to Bagley ; having precious Warwick. 
Meetings. And from thence into Gloucefierjbire, and fo to Oxford, Bagley. 
where the Scholars were very Rude ; but the Lord's Power came 
over them : And great Meetings we had up and down, as wetra- Oxford. 

veled. Then I went to Colonel Grimes, where there was a very large 

Meeting", and from thence to A^-rr^iiwV/ Crr^A, where there came 

another "fuflice to the Meeting, who was i\{o Convinced ", and he lay 
with me there. At Cirencejler alfo we had a Meeting, which fince Ciren- 
is much Increafed ; and fo we came to Evejbolme again ; Sp here I Ev^fcoim* 
met John Cam. 

"Hthus having traveled over moftpartof the Nation, iretufoedto London. 
London again ; having cleared my jelf of that, which lay upon the 
from the Lord. For after I was Releafed out of Lancepn-Gaol, 1 was 
moved of the Lord to travel over molt parts of the Nation ; the 
Tr»ribeingnow fpread, and finely planted. in moft places; that I 
.might .(i»/iper, aW Remove out of the Mindaof People fome Objeltk

abroad concerning us. For what Chrilt faid of fdft Prophtts anf 
London. Antichrifis coming in the lift Dij/s, that they applied to us ; and Q- j, 
fVe were they. 

Therefore was I moved to open this through the Nation^ and to 
fbew ; ^Th*t they, who ftU, We were the falfe Prophets, Antichrifis 
‘ mA Deceivers^ thct (bould come in the lafi Ddys, were indeed them- 
‘ Iclves They. For when Chrift told his Di/ciples in the "jth and 24;^ 

‘ of Matthew, That falfe Prophets and Antichrifis Ihould come in the 
‘laft Times, and (if it werepofliblc) Ihould deceive ihc very EUH, 

‘ he laid ; By their Fruits ye {ball know them : tor they fliould be 
^ Inwardly ravening Wolves, having the Sheeps C loathing. And, laid 
^ he. Do men gather Grapes of Thorns, or Figs of I hifiles ? as much 
‘ as to lay, Their Nature iad Spirit Ihould be likea or like a 

'‘Thifik: And he bid his Difciplts not go after them. But before 
‘ the Difciplts were deceafed, the AntithnHs, falfe Prophets and De- 
‘ ceivers were come. For ^ohn in his first Epifile laid ; Little Chil- 
‘ dren, it is the laU Time : and as ye have heard, that Anrichrill fball 
‘ come, even now are there many Antichri/h ; wherthy we know, that it 
‘ it the lajl Time So here, as Chrilt laid to his Difciplts, Theyfbould 
‘ come ; the Difciplts law. They were come : as may be fetn at large 

* in perer, Jude, John, and other places of Scripture ; whereby, 

‘ fays John, we know, it is the lafi Time : And this Lafi Time was 
‘ above Sixteen hundred Tears lince, John faid, They went cut from m; 
‘the falfeProphets, Antichrijis, Seducers and Deceivers went out from 
‘ the Church : But you, faid he to the Church, have an Anointing, 

‘ which ahideth in you', and you need not, that any man teach you, but 
‘ as the fame Anointing teachethyou of all things : and as it hath taught 
‘ you, ye fball abide in him. Chrift faid to his Dilciples, Go not after 
‘ them (for they are Inwardly-ravensng Wolves ; ) and yo/aw exhorts 

* the Saints to the Anointing within them ; And the reft of the Apo- 
'files exhort tlie Churches to the Grace, the Light, the Truth, the Spi- 
' rit, the Word of Faith, and to Chrtfi in their //eartr, the Hope of 
'glory. Chrtfi told the Saints, that the Spirit of Truth, the Holy 
' Ghofl, Ihould htihe'ix Leader into all Truth: and exhorts the 
‘ Church to pray in the Holy Ghofi, and to be built upon then mofi holy 
'Faith, which thrift was the Author of. Chrift, by his fc/vant 

‘ exhorted the Seven Churches,tO hear what the Spirit faid to the Churches', 
‘and this was an Inward, Spiritual Hearing. CluiiMays; The /«• 

* watdly-ravening Wolves ftiould have the Shtip's Cloathtng Paul 
‘ fpeaksof Ibme in his Time, that had a form of godlmefs, but de- 
‘ nied the power ; John laid, They went out from us : Jude faid, They 
'go in Cain’/ way, and in Balaam’/ Corah’/ way. By all which it 
‘ may be clearly Icen, that the falfe Prophets and Antichrifis, which 
‘ Chrift foretold (hould come, the Apofiks law »vf/e come j and in their 

‘ Day it was the lafi Time ; And thde went forth from them inttvivir" 
‘ World, and the World went after them ! Thele were the Fore-men, 

* the Leaders of the World, that brought them into a Form of godli- 
‘ ntjs, but Inwardly ravened from the Power and Spirit! Thefc have 
‘ the Shetp'i. Cloathtng, the Words of Chrtfi, of the Prophets, and of 
‘ the Apofiks ', but are inwardly ravened from the Power and Spirit, 

' that 
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^ that thw were in, who gave forth the Scriftures : Tbefc have made {6<)6. 
XupthcioM)?, and theffwre/ Thefe have gotten the Dwoa’s Power, t/V><> 
*^e murdering, deftroy ing, perfecutine Power ! And tbele arc they, uodon. 

*' tSat the tVo^d mnkrs after 1 Theie have drunk the Bleed of the 
^^artjrs, Prophets and Sniats, and pcrfecuted the true Chmh into the 
‘ Wildtrnefs ! Thefc liave fet up the falfe, compelling Worjhips, and 

* have drunk the Blood of thetSar/rtr, that will not drink of their ! 

‘ Thefe have made the Ctge for the uncleM Birdsy that have their 

* feveral unclean Notts in their Ctge ; which C»ge is made up by the 

* power oi darknefs, and unclean Ghoft : and the B/r<i/ of the Cage 

* deny the Holp Ghojly and Power of God, which the Apoftlts were in, 

‘ to be now manifefled in the Saints ! Thus fince Chrift laid, xhifalfe 
‘ Prophets and Jntichrifis fliould const, and the Jpojlle faid, They were 

* come, the Beafi'% and the Dragonh Worfbip hath been fet up ; and 
‘ the Whore is got up with her falfe Prophets, and her Cage hath 
‘ been made, and all Nations have drunk of her Cupoi Fornication ^ 

* and the Blood of the Martyrs and Saints they have drunk, and the 
*true Church hath fled into the Wildtrnefs : and all this fince the Jp<h 
^ files Oiys. And yet the Dero/ver; of all forts, tht Jntichrifis 
‘ and falfe Prophets of our Age tel! us, and would make us and Peo* 

‘ pie believe, That the falfe Prophets, Jntichrifis and Deceivers are 
‘ come but »ow; though John and other of the Jpofiles tell us, They 
‘ were const above fixteen hundred years ago. And ye may fee, what 
‘ Work and Confufton they have made in the World ; how much Blood 
‘ thefc Cams have drunk, that wcntinCWw’s Wajs ; which Blood cries 
‘ to God for Vengeance upon Chrifiendom ! And how thefe Balaams, 

* that have erred from the Power and Spirit, which the Jpofiles were 

* in, have coveted after other Men’s Efiates, the many Jails, Courts 

‘ and Spoilings of Goods will bear witnefs. And how thefe Corahs 
‘ have gainfoyed the Life, and Power, and Spirit, which the Jpofiles 
‘ and true Church wac in, and the free Teaching of Chrift and of his 
‘ Apoftles, and the Work of Mini fir j, which was To prefent 

* every Man perfeLl in Chrifijefut, hath been evident. 

‘ Therefore in the Nanse and Power of the Lord Jefua was I font to 
‘ preach again the Everlafiing Gofpel, which had been preached before 
‘ unto Jbraham, and in the Jpofiles days ; and was to go over all Na- 
^ lions, and to be preached to every Creature. For as the Jpofiacy 
‘ hath gone over all Nations fince the Jpofiles days, fo that the Na- 

* lions is Waters, unfiahle, being gone from CArrB, the 

‘ Foundation', fo muft the gofpel, the Powtr of God, go over allNa- 
'/w»r again. Now we find, the falfe Prophets, Jntichrifis, Decei- 

* vers, Whore, falfe Church, Beall, aQ6\inWot(hip\xnh& Dragon\ 

‘ Power, to have got up in the Times betwixt the Jpofiles and Vs. 

* Pot Chn^ iiii, Thep fisould come: andtho Jpofiles Paw, They were 
‘ come, and Coming in their Days ; and that they went forth front 
Jl4hem, and the World went after them. And now hath the Lord 
‘railed us up beyond them, and fet us over them in the everlafiing 
‘ *he Power of Gods that as all have been by the Beall, 

‘ Whore, falfe Prophets and Jntichrifis ; fo the everlafiing gofpel may 
‘be preached again by us to 4 // Warwar, aoA to every Creature, which 

. *■ will bring I;/<vind Immortality to Light in them, that they may fee 
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‘ovti^ fhe Devil and his ftlfe PnphetSy Antichrifl)^ A><Jlr«rrand De~/ 
‘ ciH/^s, and dvcf the JVhore and Bail, and before they Were. Tj^s 

* of the a hriotts, Evtf lifting QoJ^ftl Was Ifefltlortli tofle- 
’ elate and pubfiflt, and Thoufunds by it are turned toOod, havtos; 

* received it ; arrd are come into Subjedion to ir, and into the holy 

* Order of it. And fince I have declared this Mepge in this part of 
‘ the tVorld, and in Ameria, and have written Books of the fame, 
‘to fpread it tmiverfally abroad ; ihe blind Prophets, arid Bretchert 
‘ and Deceivers have given over telling us, Tpe ftlfe Prophets 
‘ fhOuld come in the till times : for a great Light is fprurtg up, and 
‘ fhines over their Heads ; fo that every Child in Truth fees the Folly 
‘ of their Sayings. 

‘ Then they got Other Objebtions againft us, and invented Shifts 
‘ to fave themfelvcs from Truth*s ftroke. For when we blamed them 

* for taking Tithes, which came from thtTribe of Levi, and were 
‘ let up here by the Bomijh Church, they would plead j That ChriH 

* Hold the Scribes and Phtnfees, They ought to pay Tithes of Mint, An- 
‘ hife and Cummin, though they had negltBtd the Weightier Matters : 
‘ And thatChrill faid, Ihe Scribes and Bharifees fate in MofesV Seat, 

* therefore all that they bid you do, that do and obferve. And when we 
‘ told them, they were Envi'^ut, perfecuting Prieftt ; they would Re- 
‘ ply, That fame preached Chrt ft of Envy, and fame of Contention, and 
*fome of good IV til. Now thefe Scriptures, and others fuch like they 
‘ would bring to darken the Minds of their Hearers, and to perfuade 
‘ them and uS, That we ought to do, as they fay, though they themf elves 
‘ were like the Pharifees ; and that we fboutd Rejoice, when Envious 
‘ Af<», and Men of Strife preach'd Chrift ; and that we fbouldgive them 

* the Tithes, as th Jews did to the Tribe of Levi. Thcfe were fair 

* G/ojjfe/ ; and here was a great Heap of Husks, but no Kernel. Now 
‘this w^as their Blindnefs: for the Levitical Priefthood Chrift hath 
‘ ended, and diftntiullcd the Commandment, that gave them Tithes, 
‘ and the Law, by wihich thofe Priefts were made. And Chrift did 
‘ not come after that Order, neither did he fend forth his Minifters 
‘ after that Order: for thofe of that Order were to take Tithes for their 
‘ Maintenance ; but his Minifters he font forth freely. And as for 

* hearing the Pharifees, and the Jews paying Tithes of Mint, Annife 
‘ and Cummin ; that was, before Chrift was facrifeed and ofered up : 
‘ and the Jews were then to do the Law, and perform their Offerings 
*tindSaerifces, which the Jewifb Priefts did teach them. But after 

* that Chriii was offered up, he bid them then. Go into all Nations, 
‘ and preach the Gofpel ; and Lo, faid he, / will be with you to the end of 
‘ the World: and in another place he faith, I will be in you. So he 
‘ did not bid them go to hear the Bharifees then, and pay Tithe of 
‘ Mint, Annife arid Cummin then ; but Go, Preach the Qofpel, and be- 
‘ litve in the Lord Jefus, and be faved, and Receive the Gofpel, 
‘ which would bring People off from the Jews, and theTithes,'i!nQ 
‘ the Levitical Law, and the Offerings thereof, to Chrift, the one Of- 
‘ fering, made once for them all, O what Work had the Apoftle 
‘with both the Galatians aad the Romans, to bring them oft the 

* Law to the Faith in Chrift ! ^ 
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‘ And as for tb< JfofiU\ Saying, Some freAched Chrijh of E»vf and 1656. 
^trife, &c. That was a< the fir ft fprcading of Qhrift''r 
' oad, when they were in danger not only lobe C'^M/of the Loodiin; 
'ogogues, but to be ftoned to deaths that coofclfed to tlie Name of 
efiu ; as may be feen by the Vproarsy that were among the Jew, 

‘ and Diana’s Id^orftjtpptrs at the preaching of Chrtft. So tlie A^ftle 
‘ might well Rejoice, if the Envtoua^ and Men of Strife and ien- 
‘ tention did preach Chrilt at that time ; though they thought there-* 

‘ by to add Ajjltiiion to liis Bonds. But afterward^ when Chrtft’a 
‘ Name was Ipread abroad, and many had gotten a Form of QodlF 
‘ nefsy but denied the Potver tfrereof ; Enviosss, proud, contention 

* Men, Men of Strife, covetotu Men, Teachers for filthy Lucre, the 

‘ Apoftle commanded the Saints to turn from them, and not to have 
‘ any Fellowfhip with them. And the Deacons and Minifters were 
‘ firft to be proved, to fee, if they were in the Power of godline fs •, and 
‘ the Holy Ghoft made them Overfetrs and I’reaclser/t So it may be 
‘ feen, how the Priefts have abufed thefe for their own 

‘ Ends, and have wrefted them to their own tojuftify 

* envious, contention Men, and Men of Strife. Whereas the Apoftle 
‘ lays, The Man of God muft be patient, and apt to teach ; and they 

* were to follow Chrift, as they had them- for their Examples : The 

* indeed was very tender to People, while he law them walk 
‘ in Simplicity ; as in the Cale of them, that were fcrupulous about 

* Meats Days ; but whenthe .< 4 /»(jy?/eraw, that lome drew them 
‘ into the 0^yeri/4r/fl» of Daj'r, and to fettle in luch things ; he then 
‘Reproves them lharply, and asks them, li'ho had bewitched them f 
‘So in the Cafe ot Marrying he was tender, led their Minds lliould 
‘ be drawn from the Lord’s joining : but when they came to forbid 
‘ Marriage, and to let up Rules for Meats and Drinks ; he called it a 

* Dolfrine of Devils, and an Erring from the true Faith. So allb he 

‘ was tender concerning and in tendernefs fufferedfome 

‘ tobc Circumcifed: But when he faw, they went to make a Seit of 
‘ir, and to fee up Circumcifton, asadanding Pradice ; he told them 
‘ plainly, // they were Ctrcumcifed, Chrift would profit them nothing. 

‘ In like manner, he was tender concerning the Baptizing with fVa~ 

* ter : but when he faw, they began to make Selfs about it, feme 
‘crying up P4«/, ot\\as Apollo', he judged them, and called them 
‘ Carnal, andThanks God he had baptized no more, but fuels and fuch ; 
‘declaring plainly, that he was fent to preach the Gof pel, and not to 
‘ Baptize : and brought them to the one Baptijm by the one Spirit, 

‘ into the one Body, which ChriB, the fpiritual Man, is the Head of ; 

‘ and exhorted the Church, all to Drink into that one Spirit. For he 
‘ fet up in the Church One Faith, which ChriB was the Author of ; 

‘ and OneBiptifm, which was that of the 5 ^/>/>ioto the one Body ; 

‘ and One Lord Jeftss Chrift, who was the fpiritual Baptizer who * 
■^n laid, Ihould come alter him. And further the Apoftle dccla- 
‘ red, that they, who worlhipped and ferved Goiin thei^iri/, were 
‘ of the.C/rf»««^o» of ihe Spirit, which was not made with Hands ; 

‘ by which the Body of the Sins of the Flejb Wits put off: which C/>- 
fton Chrift t^the Minifter of. 
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i6f(5, ‘ Another great OkjtHm they had, Tht the Quakers denied the 

* Stcrment (as they called it) of Bmd tndWine^ which, they fa id r 
Londoa. ‘ thef were to ttke, *»d do in remembrrne of Chrift to the End of ^e 

‘ bVorld. A great deal of Woik we had with the Priefts and P/ 

‘ felfors about this, and about the fevenl forts ot kVep, that it is 
‘ ttken in Chrijlendom, fo called : for fome take it and feme 

^Sitting’, but none of them all, that ever I could tind, take it ac- 
‘ cording as the Difcifles took it. For they took it in a Clumber, after 
‘ Supper ; but thele generally take it before a Dmer and tome fay, 
‘after the Prie^ hath blejfed it, it is Chrifi's Bodj. but as to the 
‘ Matter, Chrift faid, Do this in remembrance of me. He did not tell 
‘ them, how oft they fliould do it, or how long ; neither did he in- 
‘ join them to doit always, m lono as they lived, ot that all Believers 
‘ in him fhould do it to the World's End. The Apollle Paul, who 
‘ was not Converted till after Chnp Death, tells the CorimbUm, 
‘ That he had recetved of the Lord, that which he delivered unto them 
‘ concerning this Matter : And he relates Chrifs Words concerning 
‘ the C»P thus; ;f, as Olt, as ye drinkit, m remembrance 

‘ of me : And himfelf adds ; Por [as often as] ye do eat this Bread, 

* and drink this Cup, ye do jhew the Lords Death, till he come. So 
‘ according to what the Apofle here delivers, neither Chn^ nor he chd 
‘Injoin People to do thisalways ; but leaves it to their Liberty, [As oft 

* as ye drink Now the did u(c to take a C'»/>,and \o break 

‘ Bread, and divide it among them in their Feafis ; as may be lecn in 
‘ the 'jewifb Antiquities ; lb that the breaking of Bread, and drinking 
‘ of Wine were Jewijb Bites, which were not to lalt Always. They 
‘ did alfo baptize with Water ; which made it not leem a Ifrangc 
‘ thing to them, when Johntht: Baptijlcme with his decreafing Mint- 
‘ flraticn of Water-baptifm. But as to the Bread and Wine, alter the 
‘ Difciples had taken it, (dme of thenr quelfioned, whether Jefus 
‘ was the Chrift^ For (omeof them faid, after he was Crucified, We 
‘ trufled, that it had been he, which (Imldhave Bideemed Ilrael, &c. 

‘ And though the Corinthians had the Bread and Wine, and were 
^baptized in Water ; ihc Apoftle told tl’.em, they were Reprobates, 
‘ tf Chrift was not in them ; and bid them Kxamin themfelvrs. And 
‘ as the ApoHle faid, As oft as ye do eat this Bread, and drink this Cup, 
‘ ye do jhew forth the Lord's death, [till become : ] So Chnsi had laid 
‘ before, that he was the Bread o[ Ltfe, which came down from Hn- 
‘ ven ; and that he would Come, and dwell in them ; w hich the Apo- 
^ Jilts did witnefs fulfilled; and exhorted others tofetk lor that, 

‘ which C(?/w« from above: But the Bread 'diid Wine, 

‘ and Water irt not from above ; but from below. Now ye, that eat 
‘ and this outward Bread itid Wine in remembrance of Chnfs 
‘death, and have your FellowflAps in that, Will ye Come no nearer 
‘Chrijl's death, than to take Bread ^ni\ Wm in Remembrance of his 
‘ Death? Alter ye have Eaten in Remembrance oi his Death, 

‘Come into his Death, und Die with him, as the 4#/ did, if )e will 
‘ Livtwithhim. And this is a nearer and further State, to,be with 

* him in the EellowflAp of his Death, than only to take Bread and 

* Wine in Remembrance of his Death. You muft have a Fellowjbip with 
‘ Chrift in his Sufferings ; If ye will Reign with hrin, ye mull fuffer 

‘with 
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him: If ye will Live with him, ye muft Die with him; and if ye 16^6. 
with him, ye rauft heBuried with him: and being hried with him 
ie true Biftifm^ye ^\{oB.ife with him. Then having5«^re<^ with London.' 
, Died with him, and beeaBuried with him, if ye mRifen with 
ift, feek thofe things whith tre dove, ithere Chrifl futethoa the right 
’ Jtundof God: Eat the Brr*/, which comes down from dove, which is 
‘ not outward Breed; and drink the Cup of which he gives in 

‘ his Kjngdom, which is not outward Wm. And then there will 
‘ be not a looking at the thtngs, that are feen (as outward Breed and 
^fVine, zadIVeter ite:) for, as fays thedpofile, The things, thet 
‘ ere feen, ere Temporel ; hut the things, thet ere not [ten, ere Eter- 
‘ net. So here are many Stetes and Conditions to be gone throughj 
‘ before People come to fee that, and perteke of that, which foweri 
‘ down from ebove. For FirB, there was A Teking of the outwerd 
‘ Breed end fV/ne in Rememhrence of ChrijRs deeth: This wasTem- 
‘ porary, and not of Neceflity ; but at their Liberty, As oft a je do 
‘ it, S(C. Setondly, There mull be A coming into his Deeth, a Suf- 
^ftrtng with ChrtB : and this is of Neceffity to Salvation ; and not 
‘ Temporary, but Continual : there muft be A Dying deily. Thirdly, 

‘ A Being buried withChrifl. Fourthly, A Rifng withChrifl, Fifthly, 

‘ after they are Rtfenv/'vh Chrili, then e feeking thofe things, which 
‘ ere ebove ; e feeking the Breed, thet comes down from Heeven, and a 
‘ feeding on thet, end heving Fellowfbip in thet. For outward Breed, 

‘ kFine and FFeter zre from below, and are vifible and temporal : But 
‘ faith the Apoftle, fVe look not et things thet ere feen ; for the things 

* thet ere feen, ere Temporel, but the things thet ere not feen, ereEter- 
‘ net. So the Fellow(hip,t\yn (lands in the life of Breed, tVine, (Veter, 

‘ Circumcifton, outward Temple, and things feen, will have an End : 

‘ But the Ftllow(bip, which (lands in the Gofpel, the Power of God, 

‘ which was, before the Devil was, and which brings Lr/e endlm-^ 

* mortelity to Light, by which People may fee over the Devil,t\\zt has 
‘ derkened them; this Fetlowjbip is Eternel, znd will (land. And all that 
‘ are in it, do feek that which is Heevenly and Eternel, which comes 

* down from above, and are fettled in the Eternel Myflery of the 
‘ Fellowjhip of the Gofpel ; which is hid from all Eyes, that look only 
‘ at vi/ble Things. And the Apoftle told the Gorinthiens, who were 
‘in difbrdcr about fVeter, Breed and (Vine, thzthe dejired to know 
‘ nothing emongft them, butjefus Chrifi, endhim crucified. 

Thus were the which the Priefis and Profeffors hzd 

railed againft Friends, Anfwered and Cleared ; and the Stumbling- 
blocks, which they had laid in the wey of the (Veek, Removed. And 
as things were thus Opened, People came to fee over them and 
through them, and to have their Minds fettled upon the Lord Jefue 
Chrifi, their free Teecher : Which was the Service, for which I was 
TjMed to Trevel over the Net ion after my Imprifonment in Lencefion- ' 

G<m For in this Teer the Lord's Truth was finely planted over the 
N et ion zn6 many Thoufends were turned to the Lord', Infomuch, 
that th^ were feldom fewer, than One Thoufend in Prifon in this 
Netion fot Truth's Teftimony: fome for Tithes ', fame for going to the 
.'^teeple-houfes ;\fome for Contempts (as they call them; ) fbmo 
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16^6. For not Swtmng', and Others, For not futting off thdr Hits^^ 

^c. 

London. Now after I had vifited moll Parts of the Nttion^ and was Q^me 
back to i-d/ralo/f again, finding that £w7 5^/W/ at work, which juad 
drawn J. N. and his Followers out from Truth, to run Friesia. 
into Hats upon him; I writ a Ihort Ep^le to Friends, as fol- 
loweth : 


‘ 0 all the EltFl Seed of God called Qutkers, where the Death 

‘ i is brought into the Death, and the Elder is Servant to the 
‘ itmsger, and the Elell is known, which cannot be deceived ; but 
* obtains l^sitory. This is the word of the Lord God to you all ; Go 
‘ not lorth to the Aggravating Part, to drive with it out of the Power 
‘ o( God ; left ye /»«rr your (elves, and run into the fame A^irare, out 
‘ of the Life. For Patience muft get the VsFlorj/, and to Anfwcr that

And inafmuch as about this Time many Mouths were oftHti in out 
Meetings^ to declare the Goodaeft of the Lord , and (bme that were 
Touag and Tender in the Truth, would (bmetimes utter a few Words 
in Thtnkfgiving and Pnifes to God ; that no Diforder might arifc 
from thence in our Meetings,! was moved to write an Efi^U to Friends, 
by way of Jdvice in that matter. And thus it was :

‘ fame now, with them that know the Truth ; though the srhok

‘ this Principle of Light ; which all the faithful «Sfr'y4ffrf of the Lor*

‘ For the Afofiicy was from the Light, and is from the Light ; anOt.all 
‘ that oppofe the Light, are the Apofitus: who contell againft tne 
‘ Truth, are Enmits to it, and are not a£fed by t\\tSpirit ; but have 
‘ another Way, than the All fuch are in the audits 

‘ words, fifisions and Cufioms, though ot ieveral Forms, as to their 
‘ Worjhip ; yet all under the God of this world, oppofing the Light and 
‘ Appetrtstee of Chrift, which fhould lead out from under his Power, 

‘ of what Form fbever they are : yet are they all joined againlt the 
‘ Light, And all thefe are of the world ; and Fighting againlt them, 

‘ who are not of the world, but are gathered and gathering out of the 
‘ world : And fo it ever was againft the People of God, under what 
‘ Name foever. They only iicStints by Cilling, who are called into 
‘ the Light', and Sons of Sion, which vary not from the Ltght, to 
‘ which the Spirit is promiled, which is not tied to any Forms out of 
‘ the Light ; wherein all inherit, who are Co-hetrs with Lhrilf', which 
‘ many talk of, who inherit the Earthly, inftead of the Heavenly. And 
‘ whereas thou fpeaheft of ChriA and Apojlles cloathing thmfdves 
‘ with the Sayings and IVords of the Prophets ; and of thetr hetng your 
^Example in fo doing : I (ay. Wolves will take the Sheeps^C loathing; 

‘ but the Light and Life finds them out ; and judges (not by their 

* fiolen Words, but) hy thexx VTorks, Nor did Chnft cover himlclf 

* with any Words, but what were fulfilled in him ; neither do any 
‘ of Chrifih hoafl in other Men's Lines made ready without them : to 
‘ which Rule il ye be obedient, fewer words and more Life W'ill be 
‘ feen among you. Then ye will not count it ftraitmfs, to filence the 
‘ Flefh ; and hear, what he laith, who (peaks Peace, that his People 

* turn no more to folly. And if ye once know, that what is Stolen, 

‘ muft be Reftored four-fold ; the Mouth of the fatfe Prophet will be 
‘ ftopr, which builds up in Deceit, but Rot in Righteoufnefs. And 
‘whereas thou fay’ft : 1 he Spirit of Truth affords nothing, hut end-- 
‘ lef varieties ; I (ay, the Spsrit of 7 ’ruth tliou knoweft not ; for the 

* Spirit of Truth fiid, There is but one thing needful', and to fpeak 
‘ the fame thing again, is fafe for the Hearers, But that Spirit, which 
‘ affords nothing but endlefs varieties, is not the Spirit of Truth ; but 

* is gone out into Curiotts Notions : and the Number of his Names and 
‘ Colours is read no where, but in the Unity of the Spirit of Truth. 

‘ All others call Truth Deceit, and Deceit Truth, as the Blind, that 
‘ oppofed the Light, ever did ; who are ever learning endlefs Varie- 
‘ ties, but never able to come to the Knowledge of the Truth, nor to 
‘an End of thett Labours: but when they are out in one Form, get 
‘ into another ; fo long as they can find a green Tree without. And 
‘ thus ye are kept at work all your Life, and to the grave in forrow, 
^^sthe dumb Priefis (thou tellcftof) have been before you ; only 

* ye have got a finer Image, but lefs Life, And thou, whofe Teia^ng 
‘ hath no End, art in the Horfe-mill thou fpeakeft of. I h?ve read 
' theEpifllestoTimothy, ^odto the Hebrews ; and there Fnnd, the 
‘ Duty of all Believers is, to (ccto the Law of the Nerpc'Lovenant ww- 
Ue»in the Heart, whereby all may know God, from the leaf to ,, 

greateft. 
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‘ grettefi, I koow, the Holy ScriftHtts are frofitMe for the MiA of 11656. 
S^oi: but what is that to the A/aa of Sin, to the firft-horn, who is (yW 
‘\ilt of tht Light, and being unjidte and unUarntd, wrtB them to Lonion. 

^ mir own defiruBion ; but to the Life cannot come ? And foe your 
yTwo Ordintnett thou fpeakeft of, I fay, Upon the lame account yc 

* deny the Pritfso^ the World therein, upon the fame we deny you ; 

* being both of you not only out of the Life, but out of the Form too. 

* That Command, Metth. 28. 19. ye never had, nor its Power } 

* which was, To Bspttze into the Name of the Father, Son and Holy 

* Ghojl. And what Paul received of the Lord, that Body, and that 
‘ Bread ye know as little, but what ye have found in the Chaper ; 

‘ nor the Coming of ChriB neither, who cannot believe his Light. 

‘ And whereas thou fpeakeft of Breathing Chrijl of Envy, and plead'- 

* eft for it ; I (ay, fuch Preachers we have enough in thcle Dap : 

‘ And what elle art thou doing, who fay’ft, Paul was fent to Bap- 
^tize’, though P<*»/ fays, he was not: and fo thou would’ft prove 
‘ him a Liar, if any would believe thee before him. Thou fay’ft 

* alfo ; For ought thou knomjl, he might Baptize Thoufands : I fay, 

‘ thou mighi’ft aseafily have (aid Millions (when thou waft faying) 

‘ and as ^n have proved it ; and thou may’ft fay the fame of Cir- 

* cumcifion alfo, and on the fame Ground. As for the Signs, that 

* followed thofe that believed, which thou (ay ’ft, are eeafed; I (ay, 

‘ they who cannot receive the Light, cannot fee the Signs, nor could 
‘ believe them, if they fhould lee them to carp at ; no more than 
‘ formerly they could do, who oppofed the Light in former /iges : 

‘ They cannot properly be faid to Ceafe to fuch, who never had them ; 

‘ but nave only heard or read, that others long ago had them. But 
‘ that the Power, and Signs, and Prefence of . God is not the fame, 

‘ that ever it was, in the meafure, wherein he is received in the 
^ Light, that I deny ; and declare it tobe falle, and from a Spirit, that 
‘ knows not God, nor his Power. And as for the gofpel- foundation 
‘thou fpeakeft of^, I fay ; It is to be laid again in all the World: ye 
‘ never were on it, fince the Man of Sin let up his Forms without 
‘ Power, And till ye can own the Light of Chrtf, which the Saints 
‘ preached, and their L//eand PraBice; for/^aiwecealetotalkof their 
‘ Foundation, or glorious Work, or Sjtakings and Tremblings, which 
‘ are the Saints Experiences, which the World knows not, nor can 
‘own: though ye cannot read, that ever any came aright to declare, 

‘ how they knew God, or received his Word, without them. In thy 
‘ Exhortation thou bid’ll me. Love Chrifi, whtrefoeVer I fee him : But 
‘ had’ft thou told me, where one might come to fee him, or how one 
‘ might know him, thou hadftfhcwed more of a cUiJfian in that, than 
‘in all thou haft (poked. But it feems, ye are not all of one Mind : 

‘ (bmeof you lay. He is gone, and will be no more feen, till Dooms- 
‘ day ; but if ever yc come to fee Chrift to your Comfort, while ye 
‘ omfe his Light, then God hath not fpoken by me. This thou (halt 
‘ rentember, when thy Time thou haft fpent.

‘ '* 1^0 all you Profejfortf Pritfit and Ttochtrs^ who are in the 
‘ I Dtrkntft) and know not the Spirit in Prifon^ and know not 

* the Light that fhines in Dtrkoefi, and which the Dorknefs doth not 
‘compreliend ; but are tlw hfiitls, whom theGo^l of the World 

* hath blinded, and to whom the doff el is hid. For though ye have 

* the fmr Bookt^jet the Goffel it hid to you ; -who are now ^ranging 

* at the »wilof Cod, and do not believe, that Chrifi htth tnligkntd 
‘ tverf 0 M€, thdt cemth ioto the World. To you I offer feme Serif tares 

* to read, which will prove your and try them, how contrary

* his Deeds to the Light, that with the Light he may fee, ^whether 
‘ they be wrought in God: The Drier, he hates the Iriir,* becaufc 
‘ his Deeds are Evil ; and he will not bring his Deeds to the Light, 

‘ becaufe he knows, the Light will reprove him. So he that hates

‘ Penny ; the LaH that went in, as well as the FirB : and the Lai? 
‘ fhall be ¥ir(l, and the Firfi fhall be Lajl ; for many art called, hut 

* few are chofen. He that hath an Ear, let him hear. There is a 
‘ Promife fpoken to Cain, that if he did well, he fhould be accepted, 
‘ (Gen. 4.7.^ And Efau had a Birth-right,hm dt^pikd it. Yet is it not 
‘ of him that willeth,(Kom,^.i6.) hut hy grace ye arefaved,('Ep\it{:'2.^.) 

‘ And7?a»<i7?///,andfeeyour5i/2/drio»,(Exod. 14.IJJ And ye that be 

* Children o\ Light, put on the Armour ofLight, that ye may come into 
‘ the Unity of the Faith, und oftheknowledgeofthe AV»of God; unto 
‘ a ferfeSi Man, unto the meafure of the Stature of the fulnefs of Chrijl : 

* that henceforth ye he no more Children tojfedto and fro, (Eph. 4. r ^.) 

‘ And the Lord (aid, he would make a new Covenant, by writing hit 

* Law inPecfle's Hearts, and putting his Spirit in their inward parts ; 
‘ whereby they (hould all come to know the Lord, him by whom the 

* hf^orld was made. Now every one of you mind theLaiv written in your 
‘ //ear//, and this Spirit put in your inward parts ; that it need not be (aid 
‘ to you, Kjsow the Lord : but that ye may witnefs the Promife of God 
‘ fulfilled in you. But, lay the (Vorld iniProftffors, If every one mufi come 
‘ to witnefs the Law of God written in their Hearts, and theSpirit put in the 
‘ inward parts; what mufiwt do with all our Teachers? As we come to wit- 
‘ nefs that,we need not any Man to Teach us to know the Lord, having 
‘his Law written in our Hearts, and his Spirit p\n in our inward 
‘parts. This is the Covenant of Life, the everlafting Covenant, 
‘ which decays not, nor changes not : and here is the way to the Fa- 
‘ ther, without which no Man cometh unto the Father. And here 
‘ is the Everlafling Priejlhood, the End of the Old Priejlhood, whole 
‘ Lips were to preferve Knowledge : but now faith Chrift, Learn of 
^mt ; who is the High- Pnejl of the New Priejlhood. And, faith the 

‘ Apodle, That ye may grow up in the Knowledge of ]efo%Ght\^, 

‘ in whom are hid the Treafures of ITtfdom and Knowledge. So we are 
‘ brought off from theO?«( Prieflhood,t\\^tdv\ change,to Chrift, to the 
‘ New Pr iejl hood, thit doth not change; and oft from the frH Covenant, 
‘ that doth decay, to theEverlaftingCevf 7M«r,that doth not decay 

‘ Jefi(s,thcCovenantofLight, from whom every one of you hivezLight, 
‘ that ye might believe in theCovenant of Light. If ye do not believe, ye 
‘ arecondemned:forL/^A/is come into theWorld;andMen \oveDarknefs 
‘ rather than Light, becaufe their Deeds are evil .7 am come a Light into 
‘ the World, faith Chrift, that whofoever believeth in me, Jbould not 
^ abide in Darknefs, but have the Light of Life, (Joh. 12.46.^ z^And, 
‘ Believe in the Light, that ye may be Children of the Light, psx ye, 

* who do not believe in the Light, but hate it, becaulc ft,^ianifefts 
‘ your Deeds to be evil ; ye arc they,that are condemncffiJy the Vghf. 

‘ Therefore while ye have Time, prize it ; Seek the^ord, whillShe 
‘ may be found, and call upon him, while he it nfgh ; left ye iay, 

‘ Time is pafl : for the Rich Glutton^ Time was pafl. Therefore 

‘ while 
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* while Time is not quite pad, confider and icarch your felves, and i6;6. 
‘ fee, if ye be not they, that hate the high ; and lb are Bhiden, that 

*' ftumble at the Corner-fione : for they that hated the high, and did Londoi. 

* not believe in the high, did lb in Ages paft. I am the high cf the 
‘ fVorldf faith Chrift, Md who doth enlighten every that cometb 
‘ into the World : and he alfo faith, Learn of me ; and of him God 
‘ faith. This is my beloved Son, -hear je him : Here is your Teacher. But 
‘ ye that hate the Ught, do not learn of Chrift, and will not have him 

* to be your ‘p feign over you ; him, to whom all Power in 

* Heaven and Earth is given, who bears Iris Government upon his 

* Shoulders, who is now come to reign : wholighteth every Man, that 

* cometh into the World ; and who will give to every Man a Reward, 

‘ according to his Worhs, whether they be good or evil. So every 
‘ Man, with the hight that comes from Chrsft, will fee his Deeds, 

* both he that hates it, and he that loves it. And he that will not 
‘ bring his Deeds to the high, becaufe the hight will reprove him, 

‘ that is his Condemnation ; and he fhall have a Reward according to 

* his Deeds. For the Lord is come to reckon with you, and he looks

Having (laid (bmetime in London, and vidred the Meetings of 
Friends in and about the City, and cleared my (elf, of what Services 
the lj>rd bad at that time laid upon me there, 1 left the Town , and 
travelled into Sujfex tod Surrey, viGdog Friends in thofe Conn- 
ties : amongll whom I tiad great Meetings ; and many times met with svfex. 
Oyyofstion UotsxBaftifts, andotlier jangling Profejfors: but ththoriPs 
Power went over them.. 

We lay one Night at Farnham, where we had a little Meeting ; FarnhM. 
and the People were exceeding RudU : But at lafl the horcPi Power 
came over them. After Meeting we went to our Inn, and gave no* 
tice, That any, that feared God, might come to our Inn to us ; And 
there came abundance of rude People, and the Magiftrates of the 
Town alfo j and fome Profejfors. 1 declared the Truth unto them ; 
and thofe of the People, that behaved tbemicives rudely, the Ma- 
giftrates put out of the Room. When they were gone, there came 
up another Rude Company of Profejfors, and fome of the Chief of the 
Town : and they called for Faggots and Drink, though we forbad 
them ; and were as Rude a carriaged People, as ever I met wtthaU 
The LortCs Power chained them, that they bad not power to do us 
any Mifchief : but when they went away, they left all their Fag- 
gots ud Beer, which they had called for into the Room, for us to pay 
for \mpFse Morning. We (hewed the v/fat tn Vnwortfy 
thing iKujis ; but he told us, we muft pay it : and fay it we did. And 
bef^ weT^iuhe Town, 1 writ a Paper to the Magiftrates and Heads 
oKhe Toa’/>,^d to the Frieft, (hewing them ai^ him, how he had 
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tMght his People ; and laying before them their rtideznd uncivil Csr- 
r/4^e to *r4»j;erf, that fought thcir^oraf. 

Then leaving that Place, we came to Btfing/foke, a very Rude 
T own ; where they had formerly very much dafed Friends. There 
I had a Meeting in the Evening, which wzs quiet ; for the Lcrd\ Pow- 
er chiined the Vnrttly. At ihtClofe of the Meeting I was moved to^ 
put off mj Hut, and to pray to the Lord to open thttr Vnderjlandings ; 
upon which they raifed a Report, Thut I pat off my Hut to them, 
and hid them Good Night ; which was never in my Heart. After the 
Meeting, when we came to our Inn, I fent for the Inn-keeper (as I 
ufed to do ; ) and he came into the Room to us, and fhewed himfcif 
a very Rude Man. I admonilhed him to be foher, and fear the Lord: 
but he called for Faggots, and a pint of Wine, and drank it offbim- 
felf ; and then called for another : and called up half a dozen rnenhto 
our Chamber. Thereupon I bid him go oat of the Chamber, and told 
him, he (hould not there ; for we lent for him up to [peak to 
him concerning his Eternal good : And he was exceeding mad, rude 
and drunk. When he continued his Rudenefs, and would not be gone, 
I told him, The Chamber was mine, for the Time I lodged in it ; and I 
called for the Key. and then he v'ent away in a great Rage. la 
the Morning he would not be leen : but I told his Wile of his Vnehri- 
Jlian and Rude Carriage tow'ardsus. 

After this we palled through theCountry, till we came to Bridport •, 
having Meetings in the way. We went to an Inn there, and fent 
into the Town for fuch as feared God, to come to us ; and there came 
Si Shop-keeper, a Profeffor, and put off his Hat to us : and feeing, wc 
did not the like to him again, butfaid and to him, he told 
us ; He was not of our Religion : and after Ibmc difeourfe with him, 
he went away ; hk Wife (who came with him) being fomewhat 
loving. Then went he, and ftirred up the Priefi and Magrpates 
againil us ; and after a while lent to the Inn to us, to dcfire us to 
come to his Houfe ; for there were feme would fpeak with us, he laid. 
Thomas Curtis was then with me, and he went down to the Man\ 
Houfe ; where when he came, the Man had laid a fnare for him ; 
for he had gotten the Priefi and Magiflrates thither : and they boafied 
much, that they had catchcdG^pr^eFcjc, taking him forme. When 
they perceived their Mifiake, they were in a great Rage: yet the 
Lord's Power came over them, fo that they let him go again. Mean 
while I had an Opportunity of fpeaking to fbmc foher People, that 
came to the Inn. And when Thomas was come back, and we were 
palfing out of the Town, fome of them came to us, and faid ; The Off- 
cert were coming to fetch me: But the Lord's Power came over them all, 
fo that they had not pow'er to touch me. There were fome Convinced 
in the Town that time, who were turned to the Lord ; and have (food 
faithful in their Teftimony to the Truth ever fince, and a fine Meeting 
there is there. 

Faffing from hence we vifited Portfmouth and Pool, where had 
glorious Meetings ; and many were turned to the Lord, /nd at 
Ringwoodwt had a large general Meeting, where the fffd's- Power 
was over all. And at Weymouth we had a Meetnff ': and 
thence came to Dorchefier, and fo to Lime, where n\t Inn we vi^t 
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to, was taken MountehMks ■, lb that there was hardly any 

room for us, or our horfes. In the Evening we drew up Ibme Quc' 
r/er concerning the ground of all Otfeifes^ and the Natures and Fer- Linic. 
tues of MedicinahU Creatures, and (ent them to the Mountebaeks ; let- 
ting them know, If they would not anfwer them, we would ftick them 
on the Crofs neM Day: This brought them down, and made them 
Cool } for they could not anfwer them : But in the Morning they rea- 
fbned a little with us: And we left the Querks with fomc friend- 
ly People, that were Convinced in the Town, to Jlick upon the Market- 
Crofs. And the Lord^s Power reached fbme of the fober People in that 
place, who were turned by the Light and Spirit of Chrijl to his free 
Teaching. 

Then traveled we on through the Country, till we came to Exete* .* 
and there, atthe«S/^»of the an //>»atthc Bridge-foot, 

we had a general Meeting of Friends out of Cornwal and Devonfhire ; 
to which came Humphry Lower, and Thomas Lower, and John Ellis 
from the Land\ End, and Henry Pollexfen, and Friends from P/i- 
mouth, Elizabeth Trelawny, and divers other Friends, A blclTed, 
heavenly Meeting we had, and the LortT% everlafting Power came over 
all ; in which I law, and faid. That the Lordls power had furrounded 
this Nation round about, as with aWatl and Bulwark ; and his Seed 
reached from Sea to Sea: And Friends were eftabiinjed in the ever- 
lafting Seed of Life, Chrijl Jefus, their Life, Rock, Teacher and 
Shepherd. 

The next Morning after the Meeting, Major Blackmore fent Souldiers 
to apprehend me ; but I was gone, before they came : and as I was 
riding up the Street, I faw the Officers going down. So the Wolf 
miffed the Lamb ; and the Lord croffed them in their Deftgn : and 
Friends paffed away peaceably and quktly. The Souldiers examined 
Ibme Friends, after I was gone, What they did there .? but when 
they told them. They were in their Inn, and had occafions andbufinefs irt 
the City ; they paffed away without meddling any further with 
them. 

From Exeter I travelled through the Countries, taking Meetings 
as I went, till I came to Briflol ; and was at the Meeting there. Briftoi. 
After the Meeting was done, I did not ftay in the Town ; but paffed 
up into Wales, and had a Meeting at the Slone: and fo paffed wales^ 
through the Country to Cardiff ; where a Juftice of Peace fent to me, 
defiring, I would come up, with half a dozen of my Frknds to his Houfe. 

So I took a Friend or two, and went up to him ; and he and ms 
Wife received us very civilly. The next Day we had a Meeting in 
Cardiff in the Town-Hall ; and that Jufiice lent about feventeen of his 
Family to the Meeting. Tbetz amt fbme difurbers ; hot the LorcTs 
Power was over them : and many were turned to the Lord there. 

There were fbmc, that had run out with James Naylor, that did not 
come to Meetings ; to whom I lent Word, That the Day of their 
Vtfttesion was over ; and they never profpered after. 

W^ravelled from Cardiff through the Country, to Swanzty, where swanzey< 
we hj^a bleffed Meeting: and a Metftpg was fettled there in 
the/^<««Sff Jefus. In our way thither we paffed over in a 
Ptiffage-boat wh the high-Sheriff of tht County : and the next 

Day 
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16 ) 7 . . Day I went to have fpoken with him ; but he would not be fpohen 
withal. 

From thence we went to another Meeting in the Country ; where 

the lor/s Prefenee was much with us. And from thence we went to 

a Greet Mei$*s H(mfet who received us very lovingly ; but the next 

Morning he would not be Teen: One, that in tlie mean time came to 
him, had fo ejirenged him, that we could not get to him to fftek 
with him again, htwti^QChtngti; and yet over-night was exceed- 
ing Loving. 

We palled ftill on through the Countries, having Meetings, and 
gathering People in the Neme of Chrift, to him their heavenly Tesch- 
triiheii, er ; till we came to Brecknock ; where we let up our Horfes at an Inn. 
There went with me Thomat Holmes, and John ep John ; who was 
moved of the Lord to jfeek in the Streets. I walked out but a little 
intothe and when 1 came in again, thcroww was up in an 

Vfroer. When I came into the in the Inn, it was full of 

People ; and they were fpeaking in Welch : I delired them to fpeak 
in tnghfh) and they did: and much difcourfe we had. After a 
while they went away. But towards Night the Megtfiretes gather- 
ed together in the Streets, with a multitnie of Peoflt ; and they bid 
them fisoHt : and gathered up the Town : So that for about Two 
Honrs together, there was fuch a Noife, as the like we liad not 
heard ; and the Megifiretes let them on ro /hont egein, when they had 
given over. We thought, it looked like the Vproer, which we read 
was amongft DienPs Hendicrefts-Men : This Tnmnlt continuedj 
till it was within Night and if the Lor A Power had not limited, 
them, they feemed likely to have pulled down the Houfe, and set 
to pieces. 

After it was Night, the Women the Honfe would have had us 
go to Sapper in another Room : but we dilcerning her Plot, refulcd. 
Then Ibe would have had half e dosoen Men come into the Room to 
us, under pretence of dilcourfing with us : but we told her ; That 
no Perfons jbould come into our Room thet Night, neither would we go 
to them. Then Ihc told us, we Ihould f^up in enother Room ; but 
we told her, we would have no Supper, if we had it not in our own 
Room. At length when Ibe faw, Ihe could not get us out ; Ihe 
brought up our Snppet in a great Rege. So She and Thtp were crolfed 
io their Deftgm for they had an Intent to have done us Mtfthief ; 
but the Lord God prevented them. Next Morning I writ a Peper 
to the Town concerning their VnchrijUen Cerrieges ; Ihewing the 
Fruits of their Prieptnd Megijlretes; and as I palled out of the 
Town, 1 fpake to the People, and told tliem ; They were a fieme to 
Chrijlienitp, end Religion, 

From this Place we went to a great Meeting in a Steeple-houfe-jterd ; 

where was a Prie/, iod Welter Jenkin, who had been a and 

another : and a blelTed, glorious Afeer/^ we had. And there 
being many Profejfofs, 1 was moved of the Lord to open the £cri~ 
*pturts to them, and to Anfwer the Ohjeli’ms, which they IWck at 

* in their Pre^e^on (for I knew them very well;) and to^.m|thcm 

* toChriR, who had enlightned them : with which Liglfthey mtght 

* Iwtheii Sms and Tnfpejfts they had beeadeed in, aisd their Sevi^, 

‘him 
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*hitn that came to Rtdetmthim out of them, who was to be their 1657. 

‘ Wt; to Gody the Truth and the Life to them, and their Prieji made t>VV> 
‘ higher than the Heavens, fo that they might come to fit under his BtecM. 
^Ttiching. A peaceable Meeting we had; and many wercCoa- 
vinced, and fettled in the Truth that day. After the Meeting was 
over, I went with iV titer Jenkin ro the other Jupeeh Houfe ; and ■ — ~- 
he (aid unto me, Tou htve this dtj given greet fttisftiiion to the Peo- 
fie, end tnfwered til the Ohjeilionsy thtt were in their Minds. For the 
People had tht Seriftures, but they were not turned to the 
which fhould let them fee that, which gave them forth, the Sfitit 
of God ; which is the Kfj to open them. 

From hence we palTcd to Pontmile, to Richtrd Hmhorow\ where pontamin 
was a great Meeting ; to which there came another Jufiiee of Yettey 
and fcveral Great People : whofe Underftandings were opened by 
the Lori’s Sfirit and Power, and the Light of Jefus ChriH ; and they 
came to be turned to the Lord Jefus ilbriji, from whence it came. 

A great Convincement there was ; and a large Meeting is gathered in 
thofe parts, and fettled in the Ntme of ‘Jefut. 

After this we returned back to Engltnd, and came to Shrewshurj, 
where we had a great Meeting : and vifited Friends all up and down bury* 
the Countries in their Meetings, tilt we came to Willitm Gtndj\ in 
Che(hire ; where we had a Meeting of between two and three thouftnd 
feople ( as it was thought : ) and the cverlafting Word of Life was 
held forth, and received that day. A bleflcd Meeting it was ; for 
Friends were fettled by the Potrer of Goi upon Chrift Jefus, the Retk 
and Foundttion. 

At this time there was a great Drought : And after this general 
Meeting was ended, there fell (b greet a A4r«,ithat Friends (aid ; they 
thought we could not TnvtP, the Brooks and Wtters would be to 
rifen. But 1 believed, the Rein had gone fo ftr, as they had come 
that day to the Meeting. And the next day in the Afternoon, when we 
turned back into fome parts of Wales agtio, the ways were dup ; 
and no Rein had fallen thereabouts. 

And when Oliver Cromwel fet forth a Protltmttion for a 
throi^hout the Nation, for Rein , when there was a very greet 
Drought, it was obferved, that as far as Truth had fpread in the 
Nor^, there were pleafant Showers and Rein enough ; when in the 
South, in many places, they were almoft f foiled for went of Rain. 

At that time I was moved to write an Jnfwer to the ProteHoPs Pro- 
(Itmttion ; wherein I told him: *If he had come to ownGa^s 
‘ Truth, he fhould have had Rain: And thit Drought was a Sign unto 
‘ them of their Btrrenneft, and Want of the Water of Life, And 
about the fame time was writ the following Paper to Dijlingnifit he- 
twixt the true and falfe Ftp,

* Confider all you, that do fafi, fee, if it be not hanging down the 

* Head for a day, like a Bulrufh ; and are in Strife and btbaie, and to 
‘ fmite with th ffis of wickednefs, to make your V jice to be known on 
*high? But this faft \% not with the Lord accepted ; but that, 

* which leads you from »yfr//e, itom Debate, homVfickedntfs-, which 

* is not the bowing down of the Head, as a Bulrufh for a day, and yet 
‘ live in Exalting and Pleafurt ; this is not accepted with the Lord: 

* but that which feparates from all thefe before-mentioned. Which 

* feparates from Wickednefs, Debate, Strife, Pleafures, fmiting with

'the Reftorer of piths to dwell in, Ka. 38. IJ. Now that, which 
‘ gives to Ice the founiitton of many Generations, is the Light, which 
‘ feparates from all, which is out of the Light : and they that go out 
‘ of the Light, though they may pretend a fijl, and bowing down the 

* Head tor a time ; yet they are far from ihis/i/?, that doth raife up 
‘ the Foundation of many Genentions ; and is the Repairer of tile brack,

None cdltth for fuftice, nor tny Pied 
i for Truth; they trujl in V unity, und JfeukUes, they meem Mif 

* thief, und bring forth Iniquity. They hutch Coekutrice-Eggs, und 

‘ muve the Sfidtrs-Web : he thut euteth of their Eggs, dies ; and that 
‘ nhich it crufbed, breaks out into a Viper ; their Webbs fhull not become 
‘ Garments, neither fhull they cover themfelves with then Works, Mark 
‘ and take notice ; Their works are works of Iniquity, and the M of 
‘ Violence is in their Hands : Their Feet run to do evil, and they make 
‘ hafte to fhtdinnocent Blood. Their Thoughts are Thoughts of Iniqui- 
‘ tj. Wafting and Deftruclion are in their Paths ; the way of Peace they 
‘ know not, and there is no Judgment in their Doings, They have made 
Uhem a crooked Path ; whofoever goes therein, fhalt not know Peace: 
‘Mark: Such go from the therefore is far ; neither 

* doth juftice overtake. And here is Obfeurity, and here is the walk- 
‘ ing in Darknefs ; and liere is the groping, like blind Men, as though

‘ Places, like blind Men. And here is the roaring like Bears, and

‘ And that which gives to know the true fall, and the falfe faft, 
‘ is the Light, which is the Eye, that gives to fee each faft ; where 
‘ the true Judgment is, and the Iniquity ftandeth not, nor ihsTranf 
i greffor, nor the Speaker of Lies : but that is judged and condemned 
‘ with the Light, which makes 'it manifeft.

We palTed op into Wales through hhntgmtrjfbirt, and fo kto Mmgme- 
Radnofjhiref where there was a Meeting like a Leaguer, for Multiiudes. 

I walked a little afide, whilft the were gaiheirag: and there 
came to mt John ap John, a Wekh-man, whom I fpake to, to go Up ^ 
to the People ; and if he had any thing upon him front the Lord to 
fpeai to them, he might fpeak to them in Welch, and thereby gather 
them more together. Then came Morgan Watkins to me, who was 
then become loving to Friends ; Jnd , ' laid he, the People lie: like a 
Leaguer, and the Gentry of the Country is come in. I bad him go up 
alfb, and leave me ; fori had a great Trantel oponme for the Salva- 
tion of the People. W hen they were well gathered together, I palled 
Dp into the Meeting, and ftdoo upon a CW about lArre Hours. And 
f ftooda pretty while, before I began to fpeak : After fome time t 
felt the Power of the Lord went over the whole Jjfemiiy ; afld the 
lord’s Ererfaftttig £</e arnl Tfivr fhiued over all: and ‘the Serf- 
'pmres were o/twed fd them, and theOfjrifww they had in tbeit 
‘Minds, were Anfwcred. And they were every one ditched to ihd

t/VN) ‘ Horffiick to hear ; there was no Opfofttm made by any. And a 
judiw}kin ‘ PfifU fate with his Wife on horfe-isekf and heard Attcntivciv ; and 
‘ made noObjcftion: but the Ptop/e parted peaceably and quietly. with 

* great ; many of them faying, They never heord fuch 4 

< Sermon before, end the Seripturts fo opened. For the Nen> Coventnt 
‘ was opened, and the Old, and the Nttm and Terms oi each ; and 
‘ the Portbles were explained : and the Sttte of the Churth in the 
‘ Apofiles Days was fct forth, and the Apoftecy fince laid open ; and 
‘ the free 7 etching of Chri^ and the Apojlles was fet a top of all the 
hireling-Tetchers ; and the Lord bad the Prtife of all, for many were 
turned to him that Day. 

Umfter. I went back from thence to Lemfler , where there was a 
gttex Meeting in aC/o/e; many hundreds of People being gathered 
together. There were a Matter of fix Congregtuontl Prtuchert and 
Priefis amongft the People ; and Thcmne Ttylor, who had been a 
Pfieft, but was now become a Minifier of Chrift Jtftu, was with me. 
I ftotxl up, and declared about three Hours ; and none of the Priefis 
were able to open their Mouths in Oppofision : the LoriPs Power and 
Truth lb reached them, and bound them down. At length one Priefi 
went off about a Bow’fbot from me ; and drew feveral of the People 
after him, and there let a pretehing to them ; Sol kept our Meeting, 
and he kept his. But after a while Thomnt Ttylor was moved to go 
to him, and fpake to him ; and he gave over : and then he, and the 
People he had drawn offi came up to us again ; and the Lord's Power 
went over them ail. AtUAz Btptifi, that mi Convinced, faid ; 
Whereas PriejlTombi? howchtnce, he doth not come out ? ThiiTombt 
was Priefi of Ltmfier, Hereupon fome went, and told the Priefi ; 
and up comes he with the BtihffsznA other Officers of the Town : And 
when he was come, they fet him uptm a Stool over againft me. Now 
I was fpcaking of the heavenly, divine Light of Chrifi, which he 
Enlightens every one, thtt comet h into the World withal ; and turning 
them to it, to give them the Kjtowledge of the glory of God in the 
Ftceof Chrifi Jefsse, their Saviour. When Prielt Tortis heard this, 
he cried out ; Thtt is t Ntturtl Light, tnd t mtde Light. Then I de- 
fired the People to take out their Bibles : and I asked tlie Priefi, 

* Whether he did Affirm, that that was a Cretted,ntturtl, mtde Light, 

* which John, a Man that was fent from God, did bear witnefs to, 
‘ and did fpeak of, when he laid ; In him (to wit, in the Word) 
‘ was life, tnd thtt life was the Light of Men, Joh. 1.4 Doft thou 
‘ affirm and mean, faid I, that this Light here Ipoken of, was a Cre* 

* tted, Ntturtl, Made Light? And he faid, Tes. Then faid I, Be- 

* fore I have done with thee, I will make thee bend to the Scriptures, 

* Then I fhewed by the Scriptures, that the Ntturtl, cretted, mtde 

* Light is the outward Light in the outward Firmtment, proceeding 

* from the •Stiff, Moon zad Sttrs : And doff thou- Affirm (faid 1) 
‘ that God fent John to bear witnefs to the Light of th^^tiff, Moomt^ 
‘ Sttrs? Then faid he, Did I fty fo? I replied, ‘ DWft tivju not 
‘ not fay, it was a Ntturtl, Cretted, Made Light, that J^^n bore 
‘ witnefs unto? If thou doff not like thy Words, tak^rheirNgain 

* and mend them. Then he faid, Thtt Light, which I fptke of, wts t 

* ntturtl, 
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creatti Light. I told him, He had not at all mended his .1657. 
‘Cauft: for that which I fpakc of, was the very fame, that 
‘ ^ohn was Cent of Ood to bear witnefs to; which was the Ufe in the Lemfter. 
‘ Word-, by which all the natural Lights^ as Sun^ Moon and Stars were 
* made. In bins (to wit, the IV ord) wm Life, and that Lift ttns tht 
‘ Light of Men. So I direffed the People to turn to the Place in their 
Bibles, and I recited to them the Words of John, how that In the 
Beginning was the U^ord, and the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The fame was in the beginning with God : All things were 
made bj him, and without him was not any thing made, that was made, 

{^e\\ natural, treated Lights were made by CAri^ the Word.) In 
him was life, and the life was the light of Men : And that was the true 
light, which lighteth ever y Man, that comet h into the W or Id. A nd Chrift 
faith of himlelf (John 8 . 12.) / am the light of the World: And 
bids them, Believe in the light (John 12. }6.) And God faid of 
him by the Prophet (ch.A,().6.') I will alfo give thee for a 
light to the Gentiles, that thou mayefi be my Salvation to the Ends of the 
Earth : So Chrift in his Light is faving. And the Apoftic faid. 

The light, which jhined in their Hearts, was to give them the light of 
tht knowledge of the Glory of God in the face of jefusChriJl : And that 
was their Treafu re in their earthen VelTels. 2 Cor. 4,6,7. 

When I had thus opened the matter to the People, the Priejl 
cried to the Magifirates ; T Ace this man away, or tlfe I (hall not ffeak 
anymore. But, laid I, * Pricft To»»^r, deceive not thy ftlf, thou art 
not in thy Pulpit now, nor in thy Old Mafs-houfe ; but we are in the 
Fields. So he was fliuffling to be gone : and Thomas Taylor flood up, 
and undertook to make out our Principleby Chrip's Par 4»/e concerning 
theSoiver, Matth. ij. Then faid the Pritft, Let that Man [peek, 
and not the other. So he got up into a little Jangling for a while ; 
till the LorcLi Power catched him again, and flopt and confounded 
him. Afterwards a Friend flood up and told him, How he had futd 
him for Tithe-Eggs, and other Friends for other Tithes t for he was 
an Anahaptifi Preacher, and yet had a Parfonage at Lemjler ; and had 
feveral Journey-men under him. And he faid ; He had a Wife, and 
he had a Concubine ; and his Wife was the Baptized People, and his Con- 
cubine was the World. But the Lord’s Power came over him and them 
all,and the everlaflingrr»r/& was declared that Day ; and many were 
turned by it to the Lord Je/«« CAr/^, their Twfwr and to God; 

And of great Service that Meeting was inrhofe Parts. The next day 
Thomas Taylor went to this Prrr)?, and reafoned with him ; and 
came over him by the Power of the Word. 

From this place I travelled on in Wales, havingffeveral Meetings Tenby, 
as 1 went, tilllcameto where, as I rode up the ^Ifreer, a 

Juficeof Pf4fe came out of his Houfe, and defredmeto alight, and 
fiay at hit Houfe : and 1 did To. On the Firfi-day the Mayor and his 
Wife, and feveral others of the Chief of the Town came in about the 
tenth Hour, and flay’d all the Time of the : and a glorious 

Meeting it was. John ap John being then sykbme, left tho Meeting, 
and wMit to the Stteple-houfe ; and the Goverdour caft him irtto Prifon. 

On tm Seconfi-day Morning the Governonr fentame of hisQi^ifr to the 
JnJlict*s Houfi to fetch me: which grieved tht Mayor and tt)e Jnpue', 

for 
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16^6. for they were both with me in the Juflice\ Houfe, when the Qffier 
came. So the Mdjtor and the J*//re went up to the Govtrpour bclore 
Teitby. me ; and a while after I went up with the OiSrer. When I came in, 
I fairi; Petce k unto tim Houft : And before the Qovtrn<mr could 
Examinme, Tasked him, ‘ Why hedid call my Friendmo Prtfonf 
He faid j For jiattdtpg with his Htt on in the Church. I laid, ‘ Had 
‘ not the Prieft twoCifs on his Head, a black one, and a white one ? 
‘and cut of the^rrwr of the i/ar, and then my Friend would have 
‘but one ; and i\it hrmt of the Hat were but to defend him from 
Weather. Thefe are frivolous things, laid the ; * Why 

‘then, laid I, doft thou call my into Prr/o» for tuch frivolous 
*• things ? Then he asked me, Whether I owned Eletlion and Refsroha- 
tion ? ‘ Yes, laid I, and thou art in the Reprobation. At that he was 
in a Ragty and laid ; He would fend me to Prifon, till I proved it ; 
But I told him, ‘ I would prove that quickly, if he would confels 

* Truth. Then I asked hiin, Whether f«ry and and 

‘ Perfeeutigts were not Marks of Reprobation ? for he that was born 
‘ of the Fltfh , perfected him that was born of tite Spirit ; 

* but Chrif and his Difciples never perfetuted, nor imprifomd any. 

Then he fairly Coofeft, 7 hat he had too much W rath, Halle and Paffsim 
in him: And I told him, was up in him, the firfi-Birth ; not 

the fecond-Btrth. The hord'i Bower fo reached the Man, 
and came Over him, that he coofers’'d to Truth j and the other J*- 
fiice came, and Ihook me kindly by die Hand. 

As Iwaspalfing away, I was moved to fpeaktothe Gevernour 
again ; and he: Invited me to Dinner with him ; and fci my Friend at 
Liberty. I went back to the otlier Juf tee's Houfe : And alter fome 
time tile and hhWtfe, ind the Juft ice zndh\s Wife, and di- 
vers other Friends of the Town went about half a Mile out of Town 
with us, to the Water-ftde, when wc went away ; and there, when we 
parted from them, I was nwvedof the Lord to ‘kneel down with 


‘ them, and pray to the Lord to prefeiVethem. So after I had recom- 
mended them to the LoriJefM Chriff, their Saviour and (rwTeaeher, 
we paflled away in the Lord's Power ; and the Lord had the Gory .* 
And there is a Meeting continues in that Town to this Day. 

PmM- So we travelled through the Country to Pembrockfbirt; and in 
Pembrock ^*^*‘^(k Tcmt wehtA fame Serviee ioe Lord. FromtherKewe 
Hjverford paiTcd 10 Hwverford-wtft, where we bad a great Meeting, and all was 
(wiet ,* and the Lord's Power came over all, and many were fcliled in 
^ New Covenant, C^r/yl and' built upon him, that Roek 
and Foundation ; and they ftand a precious Meeting to this Day. Tho 
J , i neitr day , facing their ‘ fa/n-da/, we palTed through their 
and ibuttlded the Day of the Lord, and bis Eveilaft ing atnongft 

them.' ' . ' 


After this Mte came foto anotberCoa/tr/; and at ATov/tCainewtoa 
great Mstket-Town ; and went into Itnreral Inns, before wecouldget 
any Meat for oar Afer/ef. Af laft we Same to an Inn, where tie did 
gee fome Jdtar fcf ootHnrfit: and tbeh JohnapJohn being witk'mCj 
went, land fpike through theTiwe, declarmgihtrr«tr^»tothe^o ^5 
and when he came to «e agafiir, belaid he thought, JllfheTo^ttfid 
nf wt^egfleif. Aftct «. while he was moved tt^go and 3ecIa(re'T4r;i 
)'l in 
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in the Streets again ; and then the Town was all in an Vprotty and 4657. 
cart him into Prifofs. Prelently after, feveral of the Chief of the 
Town came down, with others, to the hn where I was, and faid ; WAisSk 
They hsve cafi your Men into Prifon, ‘ For what ? laid I ; He 
preeched in our Streets, laid they. Then I asked them, ‘ What did he 
‘ fay ? Had he reproved fome of the Drunkards and Swearers, and 
‘warned them to Repent, and leave olF their evil Doings, and turn 
‘ to the Lord ? I asked them, Who call him into Prifon i And they 
faid, TheHigh-Shtrif, and the Juft ices, and the Mayor. ‘I asked the 
‘ Names of them, and whether they did underltand themfelves ? 

‘And whether that was their Carriage to Travellers, that pafled 
‘ through ihmTown; and to that did admonifh them, and 

‘ exhort them to fear the Lord, and reproved Stn in their Gates ? So 
thele went back, and told the Officers, what I faid: And after a 
while they brought down John ap John guarded with Halberts, to 
the Inn-door, in order to put him out of the Town. I being at the Inn‘ 
door, bid OcitOfficers, take their Hands oft of him : They laid; The 
Mayor and Juftices had commanded them to put him ont of Town, ‘ I told 
‘them, I would talk with their A/aj'or and Juftices anon, concerning 
‘ their uncivil and unchrillian Carriage towards him. So I fpake to 
John to go look after the Horfes, and get them ready ; and charged 
the Officers not to touch him. And after I had declared the Truth to 
them, and Ihcwed them the Fruits of their Priefts, and their Inci- 
vility and unchrillian-like Carriage, they went away and left us. 

They were a kind of Independents ; but a very wicked Town, and falfe. 

We bid the //»»-fee/>ergiveour /Ar/ir a Peck ol Oats; andnofooncr 
had we turned our Backs, but the Oats were ftolen from our Horfes. 

After we had refrelht our felvesa little, and were ready ; we took 
Horle, and rode up to the Inn, where the Mayor, and Sheriff and 
Juftices were ; And I called to fpeak with them, and asked them the 
Reafon, ‘ Wherefore they had Imptifoned John ap John, and kept 
‘ him in Prifon two or three hours I But they would not anfwer me a 
Word ; only looked out at the fVindows upon me. So I Ihcwed them, 

* how unchriftian their Carriage was to Strangers and Travellers, and 
‘ manifefted the Fruits of their Teachers ; and I declared the Truth un-* 

‘ to them, and warned them of the Day of the Lord, that was coming 
‘ upon all the Evil-Doers: and the Lord's Power came over them, that 
they looked afbamed ; but not a Word could I get from them in Arh- 
fwer. So when I had warned them to Repent, and Turn to the 

we pafled away : Aqd at Night came to a little /«», , very ^ 

but very cheap ; for our own Provifton, and our two Horfes coft but 
Eight Pence: But the Horfes would not eat their Oats, We declared 
the Truth to the People of the Place, and founded the Day of the 
Lord through the Countries, 

Travelling from thence, we came to a great Town, and went to ao ■ 

Inn. And Edward Edwards went into the Market, and declared the ' 

^ Triyr/* amongft the People ; and the People followed him down to the 
\Inn, an^d filed the Inn-yard, and were exceeding rude : Yet a good 
•Sert/rce^e and we had for the Lord amongft them. For the Life of 
Chrifti^ity, ^nd the Power of it tormented their chafy Spirits, and 
came over them, fo that fome were reached and Convinced ; and the

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1657, P<>rpfr came over all : and the were bound, they 

had no Power to meddle with us. 

u'ales. After tliis we pafled away, and came to another great Toma on a 

Murkei dty, and John ip John declared the Everlafting Truth 

through the Streets, and proclaimed the Dty of the Lord amongft 
them. In the Evening many People gathered about the hn ; and 
Ibmc of them being drunk, they would fain have had us forth into 
the Street again : but we leeing their Defign, I told them ; ‘ If there 
‘ were any, that feared God, and defireo to hear Truth, they might 
‘ come into our In»: or elle we might have a Meeting witli them next 
‘ Morning, So fome Service for the Lord we had amongft them, 
both over Night and in the Morning : And though the People was 
hard to receive the Truth, yet the Seedwis [own ; and thereabouts 
the Lord hath a People gathered to bimlelf. In that Inn alfo I turn- 
ed but my Back to the Man, that was giving Oats to my Horfe ; and 
I looked back again, and lie was filling his Pockets with the Provender, 
that was given to my Horfe. A wicked, theevtfh People, to rob the 
poor, duml Creature of his food ! I had rather they had robbed 
me. 

Leaving this Town, and travelling on, there was a Great Man over- 
took us onthell' 4 / ; and he purfxiftd (as he told us afterward) to 
have taken us up at the next Town for Htgh-waj-men. But before we 
came to the Town, I was moved of the Lord to fpeak to him : And 
what I fpake, reached to the H itnefs of God in the Man; and he 
was lb artefted therewith, that he had us to his Houfe, and enter- 
tained us very civilly. And he and his Wife deftred us to give them 
fome Scriptures, both for proof of our Principles, and againft the 
Priefts. We were glad of the Service, and furniflied him with Scri- 
ptures enough : And he writ them down, and was Convinced of the 
Truth, both by the Spirit of God in his own Heart, and by the Scri- 
ptures, which were a Confirmation to him. Afterwards he fet us on 

in our Journey : And as we travelled, we came to an Hill, which the 

People of the Country (ay, is two or three Miles high ; from the Side 
of this Hill I could fee t great Way. And I was moved to fet my 
Facefevcral ways, and to found the Dap of the there : And I 
told John ap John (a faithful Welch Minifter) in what P/4(rfr God 
would raife up a People to himlelf, to fit under his own Teaching. 
Thole Places he took notice of ; and fince there hath great People 
arifen inthofe Places. The like I have been moved to do in many 
other Places and Countries, which have been rude Places ; and yet I 
have ken moved to' declare, the Lord had a Seed in thofe Places : 
and afterwards there hath been a hrave People railed up in the Cove- 
nant of Csod, and gathered in the Name of Jefut ; where they have 
Salvation and free Teaching. 

oaigeithiy From this Hill we came down to tiPlace called Dalgelthly : and we 
went to an Inn ; and John ap John declared through the Streets j 
and the Towst's People role, and gathered about him. And there be- 
ing two Indtpendent-Priefs in the Town, they both came our, ^nd dif 
courled with him Both together. I went up to them: andjjfinding 
them fpeaking in Welch, 1 asked them, ‘ What was the Suhj^ they 
‘ Ipake upon, and why they were not more moderate, and Ipake one 

‘by 
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* by one ? For the things of God, I told them, were weighty^ and they 1657. 

‘ Ihould fpeak of them with Fe»r and Reverence. Then I defired 

‘ them to fpeak in Englijh, that I might difeourfe with them : and l es. 
they did fo. Now they affirmed, That the Light, which johne^we pjigjthiy 
to hear witntfs of, was a created, natural, made Light. But I took the 
Bible, and Ihewcd them (as I had done to others before) * That the 
‘ Natural Lights, which were made and created, were the Sun, Moon 
‘ Stars: but this Light, which bare witncls to, and which 
‘ he called the True Light, lighttth every Man, that cometh into the 
^ World, is the Life in Chrijl the Word, by which all things were 
‘made and created. The lame, that is called the Ir/e in is 
‘called the Light in Man : and this is an heavenly, divine Light, 

‘ which lets Men lee their evil Words and Deeds, and Ihews them alt 
‘ their ; and (if they would attend unto it) would bring them 
‘ to Chrijl (from whom it comes,) that they might know him to 
‘ fave them from their 6V«,and to blot it out. This Light, I told them, 

‘ Ihined in the Darknefs in their Hearts, and the Darknefs in them 
‘ could not comprehend it : but in thofe Hearts, where God had com* 

‘ manded it to Ihinc out of Darknefs, it gave unto fuch the I\jsowledge 
‘ of the glory of God, in the face of Qhrifl Jefus, their Saviour. Then 
‘ I opened the Scriptures largely to them, and turned them to the Spi' 

‘ rirof God in their Hearts ; which would reveal the Myjleries in tJie 
^Scriptures to them, and would lead them into all the thereof, 

‘ as they became fubjdl thereunto. I directed them to that, which 
‘ would give every one of them the Knowledge of Chrifi, who died 
‘ for them ; that he might be their Way to God, and might make 

* Peace betwixt God and them. The People were attentive, and I 
fpake to John ap John to Hand up, and fpeak it in Welch to them ; 
which he did : and they generally received it, and wifli Hands lifted 
up, blelTed and praifcd God. Ihe Priejl^s Mouths were Jlopt, fothat 
they were quiet all the while : for I had brought them to be p)ber at 
thefirft, by telling them, '•That when they Ij^eak of the things of 
^God and of Chrtjl, they Ihould Ipeak with Fear ^nA Reverence. 

Thus the Meeting brake up in peace in the Street : and many of the 
People accompanied us to our Inn, and rejoiced in the Truth, that had 
been declared unto them; that they were turned to the Light md 
Spirit in themfelvcs, by which they might fee their Sin, and know 
Salvation from \t. ilnd when we went out of the Town, the 
People were fo affefted, that they lifted up their Hands, and blcft tlie 
Lord for our Coming. A precious Seed the Lord hath there-aways ; 
and a great People in thofe Parts is fince gathered to the Lord Jefus 
ChriH, to lit down under his/ree Teaching; and have fuffered much for 
him. 

From this place wc pafled to aC///, hLezCajllt: Where when — -L, 
we had let up our Horfes at an Inn , and refrcflicd our felvcs, John 
ip John went forth, ind fpake through the Streets ; which were fo 
firait ind fhort, that one might ftand rathe Midft oi the Town, and 
fee both the Gates. I followed John ap John, and a multitude of 
Peopip were loon gathered about him ; amoimll whom a very dark 
Prifft begin to bMle : hat hii Mouth wis ^a /lopped. So when 
John had cleared himfelf, I declared the wori^ot Lr^amongd the 
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feoplt • ‘direfting them to the Light of Chriji in their [Hearts, that 
‘ bv inbry might fee all their own iVtp, Religiont and Ttuhtrs^ 

‘ and might come off from tham all, to Chrifi, the true and living 
‘ and the Fm Tt*cher. Some of the People were rude, but the ' 
greateV part were civil] and told us, Thef h*d heerd, how we hid 
ieeu perfeeuhd, tnd tbujedinminp ftms, hut they would not do fe tout 
there. I commended their Modtretm ind Sohriety, ‘and warned 
‘ them of the Dey of the Lord, that was coming upon all Sm and 
‘ tVickedue/s ; teflifying unto them, that ChriS was now epme to 
‘ Teich his People himfelf, by his Spirit and by his Power. 

From hence we went to Besumorru \ a w herein John Mf 

]ohu had formerly been Pretcher to a Ceugregatigu. After wc had 
put up ogr Horfes at an h», ]ohn went forth, and fpike through the 
Street: and there being a in the Ton-;;, they tpok hup, and 

put him into Prifon. The hn-kttper\ Wife came, and told me, 
Thit the Governour end Migiftntes were fending for me, to fend me 
to Prifon iifo: I told her, ‘They had done more, than they could 
‘ anfwer already ; and had aGcd contrary to Chriftimty in Imprifon- 
‘ ing him for Reproving Sin in their Streets and Cites, and for decUrino 
‘ the Truth. Soon after came other friendly People, and told me ; If 
I went out into the Street, they would Imprtfon me elf j ; end therefore 
they de/ired me to keep within the Inn. Upon this 1 was moved to gOj 
a^d wilk up and down in the Streets ; and told the People, ‘ Whit an 
‘ uncivil and un-Chriftian thing they had done, in calling my Friend 

* im Prifon. And, they being high Pro/rjforr, I asked them, If this 
‘ was the Enterttinmtnt they had lor Stnngersi And if they m'ouM 
‘ willingly be fo ferved themfelves ? And whether they, who looked 
‘ upon the Scriptures to be their Rule, had any Eximple in the Seri- 
‘ pturet from Chrijl or his Jpoflts, for what they had done ? Sq after 
‘ a while they fet John ip John at Liberty again. 

Next Day, being Mirket-day, wc were to crofs over a great Wi- 
ter: and pot far from the where we were to take Pm/, ipany 
of the Mirket-People drew to us ; amongft whom we had good Ser- 
vice for th^ Lord, ^decliring the wc»r<i of Life»t\6 Evcrla(ling7>«/A 
‘ untq th?m, and proclaiming the Diy of tlie Lord amongft them, 

‘ which was coming upon all wisktdnefs : and direfting them to thp 
^ Light oiQhriH, which he, the hetvenly Mm, had cniightned them 
‘ withal ; by which they might fee all their fins, and all theiTfilfe 
‘ Wiys, Religions, Worjbips and Teichtrs : and by the fame trgV 
‘might fee Chrifi jefuf, who was come to/<'r'e them, ^pd lead them 
‘ toGod Sq after the Lord^s Truth had been declared to them in the 
Power oi God, md Chrifi the free T either kt (s\eT zW the Hireting- 
Teichers ; I bid John ip John get his Horfe 'mo the Boit, which was 
then ready, But there being a Company of wild Gentlemen (as they 
called them) got into it (whom we found very rude, and far from 
gentlenefs ; they, with Others, kept his Horfe out pf the Bo*t. So I 
mdc to the andfpaketothem, Ibewingthem, ‘Whataiy 

* unmanly ittiunchrifitinCirriige it was; and told them, they^ew- 
‘ cd an unworthy Spirit, below Chrifiiinity QX Hufsunity. As 

unto them, I leapt my Horfe Ipto the Bott amongft thcni ; thinking, 
H»rfe would have followed, when he had feen mine go in 

fore 
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fore him; but the W^<rer bfcirtg pretty Ja^i* ' cbbitf'tiotget bii ’1657. 
Horfe. into the Bom. Wherefore I leapt out again on Horjtbick iniQ tJ’VV 
the (Vafet, in6 ftakl with JflAw on that lide, till tfye Bojt returned. »'4r.ES 
' There we tarried from the Eleventh Hoar of the Pon-i»m, ro the 
Second in the Afternoon, before flic Bo4t Cflnae to fetch us ; aftd'then 
• had we forty and tm Miiet to ride that Evening : and by that finre 
we had paid for our Pojfii^^e, we had but one groAt left between iw 
both, in Money. We rode about fxttXfiMiks, and then got a Ikdfc 
Hij for our Horfts: and letting forward again, wetame inthte 
Night to a little Ak-houfe, where wc thought to have /^a/aland 
bitted. But finding, w'e could have neither Oar,« nor Hxy there, we 
tnvelledon all Night : And about the ffth Hoar in the Morning got 
to a place within fx Mtks of Rexom i where that Day We met with Nat 
many Friend', and had a glorious Meeting , and tile tor A Ever laft* 
ing Poirer and Troth was overall : and a A/frfr»^ is continued there 
to this day. Very mury wc were with Ibhard up and 

down iniViles ; and in many places we found kdimeoitto get tneii 
either for our f/otyri or 0»r /{'/w. 

The next Day we palfcd tfom thence irttO' Fiintfhirt, founding the Flintjhirr 
Day of the Lord through the Towns; and canid into Rexm at Night. Kexam. 
Here many of FloyiPs Peofle came to us ; but very rude, wild and iiry 
they were, and little Senfe of Truth they had: Yet fbmc were Con- 
vinced in that Town. Next Morffwo one, called a Ltdy, lent for mcj 
who kept a Pre4f/'fr in her Houle. I w'cnc to her Houfe', but found 
both her and her Preacher very light and iky ; too light to'receive the 
weighty TAr'/sgr of God. In her Ihecame, and asked the, 

If (he jhoald cat my Hair ? But I was moved to reprove Hcr,' and bid 
her Cut down the Corruptions in her (elf with thfl Swdid 6f the Spirit 
of God. So after I had admonilhed her to be taor^ ^ave Mi fober, 
wc palTed away : and aftetWards in htt frothy mind (he made htr 
Boill, That (he cme behind nie, and catbfiheCieyivf kty Hik 't but 
fliefpake /»//?/. .( > 1. ' 

From Kexmvfz came through the Country to WeB-chejh*\ and' wtft. 
it being the Fair-time, vx ftay’d there a while, afkl'vifited Frkads. chefter. 
For I had travelled through ei'erj' County tttWalts, preaching thd 
Evcrlafting of i artd a Fed^ there now, whleh 
hath received it, and fitteth under Chri/t's leichihgi Biit befefoT 
left Wales, I writ a Paper to the Ma^ijlrdtts oi Btautdorrit concirti* 
ing their Imprifoning of John ap John ; letting thern' fee their CdHdh 
tions, and the Fruits of their Chriftianity, and of their Ttteherii 
And afterwards I met with/owof themnfcar'LiMtda* j but oh! b&eie 
they were of their Affioti / f 

From WfH^cheJhr we came througlfthe Coofitry to Leikrpddl, Liverpool 
where was aeth'ac time a Fair alfo. And asT rode thnwigh the 
there Ifood a Friend i^pon flit Crofs, dCdtring thtTtmhio the FefP 
fk: Who feeingme rrap.hy,, and knowii^, I hadappdinted'ttlVfecN 
iw to be the next Ddy uhprf in Hill not m off, gjtVe iAfttiW tb thtf 
Peoph,)Thit Geofge FbX, ih^Setvantdf thF\jtr6.i WMd hitm a^efp^ 
ing next day upon fuch an Hill ; and if any feared the LW^y'thef 
covfp there, and hear him declare the Word of Life to them. We went 
that Night to Richard Cubbies , who himftlf was Convinced f 
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i6^ji but not hi* IVift ; but at that time his Wife was Cosvmti 
allb. 

Liverpool Next Day w« went to the Meeting on the Tof of the Hill, which 

was very large : and fomc Pef//e with a Prieft^i Wife CimCf ^ 
and made a Noife for a while; but the Lord\ Power came over 
them, and the Meeting became quiet, and the Truth ot God was de- 
clared amongH them : And many were that Duy fettled upon the 
Rock and PouttdttmChrifl Jtfut, and under his Tttching’, who made 
Pette betwixt God and them. 

Maipoth. We had a fmall Meeting, with a few Friends and People, at Mtl- 

1 poth. And from thence we came to another ptuce, where we had 

another Meeting ; and there came a Boiliff with a Sword, and was 
rude : but the Lordh Power came over him ; and Friends were efta- 
blilbed in the Truth.

In the Meeting they threw at me Cosh, and Clods, and Sttnes, and 
Woter: Yet thelor^Ts Power bore me up over them, that they could 
not ftrike me down. At laft, when they faw, they could not prevail 
by throwing Weter, «S/ff»e;and Dirt at me, they went and Informed 
tht Jufikes in the Se(^ons ; who thereupon fent Oj^eers to fetch me 
before them. The Offcerscicne in, while I was declaring the Word 
of Life to the People ; and they plucked me down, and baled me up 
into their Court. When I came there, all the Court was in a Difor- 
der ini i Noife ; Wherefore I asked ; ‘Where were the 

* that they did not keep the People civil ? Some of the Jufices laid, 
They were Mtgi^ntes. I asked them, ‘ Why then they did not ap- 
‘ petfe the People, and keep them fober ? For one cried Vie Jweur, 
and another cried. Vie fweur. So I declared to the Juftices, * How 
‘ we were uiufed in our Meeting by the rude People, who threw Stones,

So the Truth came over them, that when one of the rude Fel- 
lows cried, He would fweur ; one of the Jupees checked him, laying, 
Whut will you fweur i hold your Tongue. At laft they bid the Con- 
ftuile, Huve me to my Lodging ; und there I jbould be fecured, till to 
morrow Morning, thut they fent for me uguin. So the Conftuble had 
me to my Lodging: And as we went, the People were exceeding ; 
but I let them fee the ‘ Fruits of their Teuchers, and how they flsu- 
‘ mtd Chripunity, and difionoured the Nume of Jefu^t which they 
‘ profefled. At Night we went to a Jupce^s Houle in the Town, who 
was pretty moderute ; and I bad a great deal of Difcourfe with him. 
Next Morning we lent to the Confime to know, If he bad any thing 
more to fay to us ? And he lent us Word, He hud nothing to fuy 
to us, but thut we might go, whither we would. The Lord hath lince railki

• to Lmi^er. There at our Inn I met with Colonel WeB, who was 
very glad to (ee me : and he meeting with Judge Felly told him, 

Thit I W4S mightily grown in the Truth ; when as indeed he was come 
neurer to the Truth, and fo could better difeern it. 

We came from Lunufitr to Robert Wiiders : and on the F/r 5-Day 

after I had a generul Meeting near the ^ayi/z-fide, of Friends of W*/?- sands-fidf. 
morUnd iad Lunetlbire, where the Lorsis Everlafting Power was over 
ail; in which the fVord of Eternal Li/e was declared, and Friends 
were fettled upon the Foundution, Chrifi jefm, under his free Teuch- 
ing : And many were Convinced, and turned to the Lord. 

Next day 1 came over the Sands to Swarthmore, where Friends were s^arth- 
glad to lee me ; and I (lay’d there two frjl Days, vifiting Friends in more, 
their Meetings therc-aways ; who rejoiced with me in the Goodnefs of 
the Lord, who by his Eternal Power had carried me through, and 
over many Difficulties and Dangers in his Service : to him be the 
Praile for ever I 

Having gotten a little Refpit from Travel, 1 was moved to write 
tnEpffile to Friends, asfolloweth:

Now after I had tarried two firfi-Days at Swarthmore, and had 
vifited Friends in their Meetings thereabouts,! pafled from thence into 
Weftmorland, vifiting Friends Meetings there till I came to John fFeflmor- 
Judland's, where there was a general Meeting.

I had a vifton of a defperate Creature, that was coming to dejlroy me 
but I got TiStory over it.

I lent a Paper to John 
Blajkling to read to him, while he lay ill, (hewing him his wickednefsi 
and he did acknowledge (bmething of it. 

Going from hence, I went through Kjendal, where a Warrant 
had long lain to apprehend me : and the feeing me, ran

fore they could come with it, I was gone pafi the Town and ib 
efcaped their Hands. 

I travelled on Northwards, vifiting Friends Meetings, as I went ; 
till I came to Strickland-head, where I had a great Meeting. And strickLuid

Cromwl and Charles Fleetwood of the Day 
of the Lord, that was coming upon them. 

On the Firffday we had a great Meeting, and feveral Profeffors 
came to it. Now, the Prieff had frighted the People with the Uo- 
Qrinc.of £/e^w» and Reprobation; telling them: That God lead or- 
dained the greatefl part of Men and Women for Hell ; and that, let 
them Pray, or Preach, or Sing, and do what they could, it was all to no 
purpofe, if they were ordained for Hell. And that God had a certain 
Number, which were Elected for Heaven ; and let them do what they 
would, as David an Adulterer, and Paul a Perlecutor, yet eleitidVef- 
felsfor Heaven. So the fault was not at dl in the Creature, Itfi or more ; 
but Cod had ordained it fo. Now I was lead to open to the People 
the falfenefs and folly of their Prieffs DoHrints, and (hewed them ; 

‘ How the Priefts had abufed thofe Scriptures , which they had 

* brought and quoted to them, as in Jude, and other Places. For 
‘ whereas they laid, There was no fault at all in the Creature; 1 Ihewed 
‘them, that they, who y«<fcfpeaks of, tow'itCaw, Core and B4/44«», 

‘ who, he fays, were ordained of old to Condemnation, the fault was in 
‘ them. For did not God warn Cain and Balaam, and gave a Promife

‘ he) that denying Vngodlinefs and roar Idly Lufis, ire jhould live foberly, 

‘ righteoujly and godly in this prefent World, (Tit. 2. ii. 12,) Now 
‘ all thole Men and Women, that live Vngndly, and in ihcLuJls of 
‘ the World, that turn this of Cod into Wantonnefs, and walk 
‘ dcrpitefully againft it, and fo deny God, and the Lord^Jefus Chrifi, 

‘ that bought them ; the fault is in all fuch, that turn the grace 
‘ into Wantonnefs, and walk dcrpitefully againft that, which would 
‘ bring their Salvation, and lave them out of the Reprobation. But 
‘ the Priefts, itleems, can lee no fault in fuch isdeny Cod, and the 
‘ Lordjefua Chrilf, that hath bought them, fvich as deny bis Light, 

‘ which they Ihould /», and his grace, which fhould /e«^them 
* to live godly, and which (hould bring them their Wx/ar/ow, Now 
‘ all that believe in iho Light of Chrijl, as he commands, are in the 
‘ EleLlion', and fit under the Teaching of the j’rare of God, which 
‘ brings their Salvation. But fuch, as turn th\s grace into Wantonnefs, 

‘ are in the Reprobation : and fuch as hate the Light, are in the Con- 
‘ demnation. Therefore I exhorted all the People to believe in the 
‘ Light, as Chrift commands, and own the grace of Cod their free 
‘ Teacher ; and it would alTurcdly bring them their falvatm; for it 
‘ is fufficient. Many other Scriptures were opened concerning Re- 
probation, and the People were opened to fee; and a fprinyoi Life 
role up among them, 

Thele things foon came to the Pr'tejls Ears; for the People, that 
fate under their dark Teachings, began to fee Light, and to come into 
the Covenant of Light. So the Notfe was fpread over Scotland, a- 
mongft the Priefls, That I was come thither ; and a great Cry was 
among them, that all would be fpoiltd; for they faid, I had fpoiled 
atl the honefl Men and W omen in England already ( fo, upon their own 
account, the worft were left to them.) Upon this they gathered 
great Jjfembliesol Priefis together, and drew up a Company Articles 
of Curfes to be read in their fevcral Steeple-houfes ; and that all the 
People fhould fay, Amen to them. Some few of thele I will here fet 
down ; the reft m^y be read in the Book before-mentioned of The 
Scotch Pr lefts Principles. 

The firft was; Curfedu he, that faith, Every Man hath a Light 
within him fufficient to lead him to Salvation ; And let all the People 
fay. Amen. 

The lecond ; Cnrfed is he that faith, Faith is without Sin : And let 
all the People fay. Amen. 

The third ; Curfed is he, that denieth the Sabbath-day : And let aUthe 
People fay. Amen. 
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In this Ufl they make the People Curfe themfelves : for on the Sth- 1657. 
hitihdty (which is the Seventh-dAj/ of the IVttk, which the Jews kept t/OTSJ 
by the CommMd of God to them) they kept Marktts and Ftirs ; and mhuti. 
fo brought the Curfe o\ God upon their own Heads. 

And as to the firfiy concerning the Light, Chrift faith ; Believe in 
the Light, that ye may become children of the Light : and he that be- 
lieveth, jbail be faved ; he that believeth, (ball have everlajlirsg Life : 

He that believeth, f>ajfes from Death to Life, and is grafted into Chrijl. 

And ye do well, fa id the Apoftle, that ye take heed unto the Light, 
that jhinet in the dark place, until the day dawn, and the Day-fiar 
artfe tn your Hearts. So the Light is fufficient to lead unto the 
Day-far. 

And as concerning Faith, it is the gift of God ; and every gift of 
God is pure. The faith, which ChrtSi is the Author of, is precious, 
divine and without Sin: And this is the which gives 
over Sin, and Accefs to God ; in which faith they pleale God. But 
they are Reprobates themfelves concerning this/4//j&, and are in their 
dead faith, who Charge fin upon this faith under pain of a Curfe : 
wliich faith gives vUlory over their Curfe, and returns it into their 
own Bowels. 

There were a Company of Scots near Badcow, who challenged a gadcow. 
Difpute with fomc of our Scotch Friends (for with me they would 
not difpute :) lb fome of the Scotch Friends met them at the Market- 
Place, The Difpute was to be concerning the Sabbath-day, and feme 
other of their principles before-mentioned : And I having gotten their 
Principles and Affertions, fhtwed the Friends, where they might 
cafily be overthrown ; and a Scotch Friend, a Smith, overthrew them 
clearly. 

There were two Independent Churches in Scotland, of which many 
were Convinced : But the Pafior of the other was in a great Rage 
againft Truth and Friends. They had their Elders, who fometimes 
would exercife their Gifts amongft the Church-members, and would 
fometimes be pxnU) tender : but their Pafior fpeaking fomuch againft 
the Light, and us, who are the Friends of Chrijl, he darkned his 
Hearers ; fb that they grew dark, and blind, and dry, and loft their 
Tendernefs. And he continued preaching againlf friends, and againft 
the Light of Chrift jefus, calling it natural: At laft one Day ia his 
Preaching he Curfed the Light ; and fell down dead in his Pulpit. The 
Peo/>/e carried him our, and laid fixmopom Grave-fione, and poured 
Strong-Waters into him ; which fetched him to Life again ; and they 
carried him home, but he was Mopi(b. After a while he Jlripped off 
\xx% Cloths, and put on a Scotch Plod ; and went morht Country a- 
mongft the Dairy-women: and when he had (laid there about /wa 
Weeks, he came home, and went into the P»/j»rr again. Whereupon 
the Pe^^/eexpeded lbn)e great Manifefiation or Revelation from him : 
but inhead thereof he began to tell them, what Entertainment he had 
met with ; how One Woman gave him Skirted Milk, Another gave 
him Butter-milk, and Another gave him good Milk : So the People 
were fain to take him out of the Pulpit again, and carry him home. 

He that gave tpe this Account, was one Andrew Robinfon, who was 
one of his Chief Hearers ‘, andume afterwards to faf Convinced, and 

received

hit Senfes again. By this People may fee the ol Gad, which 

seotUad. came upon him, that enrfed the Light ; which Light was the Life in 
Chri/, the iVard : And it may be a Warning to all others, that li)eak 
Ef// again ft the Light of Chrip. 

Now were the Priefts in foch a Rage, that they ported up to Eden- 
horough, to 0. CrommPi, Conneil there, with Petitions againft me. And 
t\\tNoife was, That all was gone : for feveral Friends were come out 
of England, and fpread over Scotland, Sounding the Day of the Lord, 
and freachtng the everlajling Gofpel of Salvation, and turning People to 
Chrifl Jrfus, who died for them, that they might receive his free Teach- 
ing. After I had gathered up the Principles of the Scotch Priejls, 
and the Sufferings of Friends, and had fcen the Friends in that part 
of fettled, by the Lord's Power, upon Chriji their Foundation; 

Litbgow. I went up to ; and in the way came to : Where 

lodging at an //(/r, the InkeepePs Wife, who wis blind, received the 
Wordot Life, \so6ct thoTeachingoi Chrifi 'jefns, hertSaM- 

our. At Night there came in abundance ot Souldiers, and fome Offi- 
cers, with whom we had much Difcoarfe; and fome were rude : 
One of the Officers faid, He would obey the Turk’r or Pilate’j Command, 
if they fhottld command him to guard thrift to crucify him. So far he 
was from all Tendernefs, or Senfe of the Spirit of Chrifl, that he 
would rather crucify the Jufl, than fuffer for or with the JuJl ; 
whereas many Officers zoA Hagif rates have loft their Places, before 
they would turn againft the Lord and his Juft one. 

Fdenbitg When I was come to Edenborough, and had ftayed there a while, 
Lfith. I went from thence to Leith, where many Officers of the Jrmy came 
in with their Wives ; and many were convinced. Among thofe that 
came, Edward liillingfs Wife was one : She brought a great Deal of 
Coral in her Hand, and threw ic on the Table before me, to fee, 
whether I would (peak againft it, or no ? 1 took no notice of it, but 
declared the Truth to her ; and fhe was reached. There came in 
many Baptifts alfb, who were very rude ; but the Lord'^s Power came 
over them, fb that they went away confounded. Than there came in 
another fort; and one of them (aid, He would difpute with me: and 
for Arguments fake, would deny, There was a God. I told him, ‘ He 
* was one of thofe fools, that faid in his Heart, There is no God : but 
‘ he fliould know him in the Day of his Judgment. So he went his 
way : and a fine precious time wc had afterward witli feveral People 
of Account ; and the Lord\ Power came over all. William Osburn 
tvas with me : And Colonel LidcoPs Wife and William Welch's Wife, 
and feveral of the Officers thcmfclvcs alfb, that were there, were con- 
vinced at that Time. Now Edward Billing and his Wife were at that 
time feparated, and lived apart ; and fhe being reached by Truth, 
and become loving to Friends, wc fent for her Husband, and nc came : 
and the Lord’s Power reached unto them both, and they joined 
together in it, and agreed to live together in Love and Unity, as Man 
and W ife. 

After this we svent back to Edenborongh again, where many Thoa- 
fands of People were gathered togetherj with abundance of Priefs 
among them, about burning of a Witch^ and I was* moved to declare 
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the Dif of the araongft them. Which when I had dooe,l went 1657. 
from thence to our Afeer/»^, whither many r»ie People and Biptijls 
came. The Btptijls began to vtunt with their Logick and Sjllogtfms : smiai, 
but ‘ I was moved, in tlie LorrTs Power, to threp their chtffj, light 
• ‘ minds ; and ftiewed the People, That, alter that ftlUciotts wtj of 
• difmrfmg, they might make White fcem Bluk, and Black (ecm 
‘ White : as. That becaufe a Cock had two Legs ; And each of them had 
‘ two Legs therefore they were all Cocks. Thus they might turn any 
‘ thing into Lightnefs and Vanity : but it was not the Way of Chrijl, 

^ ovhhJpoftles, toTeach, Speak os Reaf on ahtr ihn munm. Here- 
upon thole Baptifis went their way ; and after they were gone, vfo 
had a bleffed Meetsng in the Lord\ Power, which was over all. 

I mentioned before, that many of the Scotch Priefis, being great- 
ly dirturbed at the Spreading of Truth, and Lofs of their Hearers 
thereby; were gone up to so Petition i\\eCounciligi\sA 

me. Now, when I came back from the Meeting to the Inn, where 
I lodged, an Officer belonging to the Council, came to me, and brought 
me the following Order :

When he had delivered me the Or<ffr, he asked me, Whether I 
would Appear or no ? I did not tell him, whether I would or no; 
but asked him, If he had not forged the Order ? He faid, No ; it wrs 
a real Order from the Council, and he was fens as their Mejfenger with 
it. When the Time came, I Appeared, and was had up into a great 
Room ; where many great Perfonseme, and looked at me. After a 
while the Door-keeper came, and had me into the Council-Chamber ; Eden- 
and as I was going in, he took off my Hat. 1 asked him, ‘ Why he 
‘did fo? and who was there, that I might not go in with my Hat 
‘on ? for I told him, I had been before the ProteSfor with my Hat 
‘ on : But he hung up my Hat, and had me in before them. When 
I was come in, and had flood a while, and they (aid nothing to me ; 

I was moved of the Lord to fay, ‘ Peace be amongfl you, and Wait in 
‘ the Fearoi God, that ye may receive his Wifdom from above, by 
‘ which all things were made and created ; that by it ye may all be 
‘ Ordered, and may Order all things under your Hands toGoePsClory. 

After I had done fpeaking, they asked me- ; What was the Occajton of 
mj coming into that Nation f I told them, ‘ I came to vifit the Seed of 
'God, which had long lain in Bondage mdes Corruption : and 
‘ the Intent of my Coming was, that all in the Nation, that did pro- 
‘ fels the Scriptures, the Words of Chrijb, and of ihe Prophets and

' Jppfl Us, mg\)tccmc to tht Lights Sf/iriund Povtr, which they 
‘wereifl, who gave them forth; thatfo in and by ti>e Spirit they 
‘ might underftand the Scriptures, know Chrijl aod G«d aright, and 
‘ have fdlowfhip with them, and one with another. They asked me, 
Whether I hid ittj outward Bufinefs there? I faid ,N4p. Then they asked 
me, How long 1 imtnded to in the Country ? I told tlicm, ‘ I 
‘ fbould fay little to that ; My Time was not to be long ; yet in ray 
‘ freedom in tlie Lord I flood, in the Will of him, that Ibt me. 
Then they bid me withdraw ; and the Door-keeper took me by the 
Hind, and led me forth. In a little time they fbt for me in again, 
and told me ; / mujl depart the Nation of Scotland hy that day Seven- 
night. I asked them, ‘Why? What had I done? What was my 
‘ TranfgrtUion, that they palTcd fuch a Sentetsce upon me to depart out 
‘ofthe A^ar/ow? They told me, They would not dif put e with me. Then 
‘ I defired themtoAe-ir, what I had to lay to them ; but they laid ; 
They would not hear me. I told them, ‘ Pharaoh heard Mofes and 
* Mron, and yet he was an Heathen, and no Chrijlian ; and Herod 
‘ heard John Baptift; and they Ihould not be worfe, tlianthele. But 
they cried, Withdraw, withdraw: Whereupon the Door-keeper took 
me again by the Hand, and led me out. Then I returned to my Inn, 
and continued ftill in Edenherough ; vifiting Friends there and there- 
abouts, and flrengthning them in the Lord, And after a little time 
I writ a Letter to the Council, to lay before them their Vnchrijlian 
Dealing, in hantfloing me, an innocent Man, that Ibught their Salva- 
tion and Eternal Good', A Copy of which Letter here followeth, 
directed 

To the Council of Edenborough. 

‘ \ 7 E that fit in Council, and bring before your Judgment-feat the 
‘ £ Innocent, the Jufi, without fhewing the leaft Caufe, what 
‘ Evillhz'jt done, or con vising me of any Breach of any Law ; and 
‘ afterward ye hani/b me out of your Nation and Country, without 
‘ telling me, for what, or what Evil I had done : though I told you, 
‘ when ye asked me. How long I would flay in the Nation ? That my 
‘Time was mtlong (I fpako it innocently ; ) and yet ye hanifh me. 
‘ Will not all, think ye, that fear God, judge this to be wickednefs ? 
‘Confider, did not they fit mCouncilabeoniStephen, when they foned 
‘ him to Death ? Did not they fit in Council about Peter and John, 
‘ when they haled them out of the Temple, and put them out of their 
‘ Council for a little Seafon, and took Counfel together ; and then 
‘brought them in again, and threatned them, and charged them To 
^Jpeak no more in that Name ? Was not this to flop the Truth from 
‘ Ipreading in that Time ? And had not the Priejls an hand in thcle 
‘ things, with the Magiftntes ? and in examining Stephen , when 
‘ he was Honed to Death ? Was not the Council gathered together 
‘ againft Jefuc Chrijl, to put him to Death ? and had not the Chief 
‘ Priefts an hand in it ? When they go to perfecute the Jufl, and 
‘ crucify the JuJl, do they not then negleft Judgment, and Mercy, 
‘ and jfw/Iiff, and the weighty Matters of the which \% j»(l? 
‘ Was not the Apoflie Paul tofled up and down by the Priefis and the 

‘ Rulerr, 
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‘ RulerSf and Prifmit And was no< into Prifonf 

‘ Are not ye doing the fame Ihewing, what Sfirit ye are of ? 

‘ Now, do not ye fliew the E»d of your Proft^oMy tho Ead of your ScuImI 
^ Praj/ersy the Endoi your Relitmy and the tWof your T« 4 (hhgy Edenbc- 
‘ who are now come to htnifl) the Truth, and him tliat is come to ‘ 

' dt(Urt \t unto you? Doth not this (hew, that ye be but in the 
‘ Words, out of the Lift of the Prophets, Chrift and his Jpojiles i 
‘ for they did not ufe fuch Pradicc, as tohtaifh any. How do ye rc- 
‘ceive which is a Command of God among the Prophets, 

and the fbmc by that means have entertained //«- 

^gils at unawares ; but ye hiti/b one, that comes to Tsfit the ^eed of 
‘ God, and is not chtrgtablt to any of you. Will not ah, that fear 
^God, look upon this ioht Spight, and againlt the 

‘How are ye like to Ernies, that hm/b your Eriestd?' How 
‘ arc ye like to do Good to them that h^ite you, vvhen ye do Evil 
‘ to them that love you ? How are ve hke to heap Coalt of hre on 
‘ their Heads tliat hste you, and to Overcome Evil pith Good, wlien 
‘ ye banijb thus ? Do ye not mattileft to all, that are in the Truth, 

‘ that ye have not the ChriJlUts Spirit ? How did ye do fuflice to me, 

‘ when ye could not co»viU me of any Evtl, yet hmffj me ? TJiis 
‘ fliews, that Truth is banifhtd out of your Hearts, and ye have 
‘taken />4r/againftthe with Evil-doers, mOihQmcked, envi- 
‘ otts Prtejls, and Storsers, Strikers %t\6 Mockers in the Streets ; with 
‘ tliele, ye that hnifls, have taken part; whereas ye (liould have 
‘ been a Terror to thefe, and a Prsifeto them that do pell, and Suc- 
‘ courert ol them that be in the Truth ; then might ye have been a 
‘ Bleffing to the Nation, and not have haniflsed him, that was moved of 
‘ the Lord to vijit the Seed of God, and thereby have brought your 
‘ Names upon Record, and made them to Jlink in ^gts to come, among 
‘ them that fear God. Were not the Magiflratts jtirred up in former 
‘ Ages to perftiutt or harsifls, by the corrupt Priefisf and did not the 
‘ corrupt Prtefis ftir up the rude Multitude agaioft the ']uji in other 
‘ Ages ? Therefore are your Streets like Sodom and Gomorrba, Did 
‘ not the Jews and the Priefis make xhtGerstihs Minds envious againft 
‘ the Apofiles ? And who were they, that would not have the Prophet 
‘ Amos to prophefte at the Chappei ; but bad him, fy hit wap f 
‘ And when Jeremiah was put in the Prifost, in the Dungeon, and in 
‘ the Stocks, had not the Prieftt an Hand with the Prissces in doing 
‘ it ? Now (ec all, that were in this Work of hauifring, prifoning, 

‘ perfecutiug. Whether they were not all out of the Life of Chrift, the 
‘ Prophets and Apofiles ? To the Witnefs of God in you all I Ipeak : 

‘ Confider, Whether or no they were not always the blind Magiftrates, 

‘ which turned iheir Sword always backward, that knew not theit 
‘ Frietsds from their Foes, and fb hit their Friestds ? Such Magiftrates 
' were deceived by Flattery,

Wlien this was delivered, and fead atoorrgft fjww, foaw of tlwra, 
as I beard, wcig troubled, yt wbat they had done ; being ngade fest- 
ftble, that they would not be fo ibrved themfelyes. Out it was not 

N n a longr 
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1657, before they that me, were themfeivcs, or glad 

to get smy ; who would not do good in the Day when they had Pow- 
smiui. er, nor faffcrotlms, that would. 

After I had fpent (bme time among Friends at Edenhorou^h, and 
Heads, thereabouts, I pafled from thence to Heads again, where Friends had 
been in great Sufferings : for the Presbyterian Priejls had Excommuni- 
tated them, and given Charge, That none fljould Buy or Sell with them^ 
nor Eat nor Drink with them. So they could neither Sell their Com- 
- moditiesy mr Buy \nlm thty wanted ; which made it go very hard 
with feme of them : for if they had bought Bread or other Tiffiials 
of any of their NeighbourSy the Priefis threatned them lb with CV/f/, 
that they would run, and fetch it from them again. But Colonel jff- 
feldy being a ]ujlice of Peace in that Country, put a fiog to the 
Proceedings. This Colonel was afterwards convinced 

himlelf, and had a Meeting fettled at his Houfe ; and declared the 
Truthy and lived and died in it. 

After I had vifited Friends at Heads and there-aways, and had en- 
Giafcow. couragedthem in the Lordy I went toGlafcowy where a Meeting was 
appointed ; but not One of the Town came to it. As I went into 
the Cityy the Guard at the Gates had me up before the Governour, 
who was a moderate Man ; and a gread deal of Dtfcourfe I had with 
him ; but he was too light to receive the Truth ; yet he fet me at 
Libertjy and lo I palfed to the Meeting. But feeing, none of the 
Town"^ People came to tlie Meetingy we ^claredTruth through the T own, 
and fo palfed away ; and vifited Friends in their Meetings there- 
Badcow. abouts : and then returned towards Badcow. Several Friends wenr, 
and declared Truth in then SteepU-houfes ; and thelosf’s Power was 
with them. And one time, as 1 was going with William Osburn to 
bis Houfcy there lay a Company oirude Fellows by the Way-ftde, who 
had themfelves under the Hedges and in Buffes ; and I fpym^thtmy 
asked him, What they were ? 0/^, laid he, they are Thievrsi Now 
Robert Widders being moved to go to fjieak to a Priejly was left be- 
hind, intending to come after. So I faid to Wtlham Osburny ‘ I will 
‘ Hay here in this Valley ; and do thou go look after Robert Widders : 
But he was unwilling to go, being afraid to leave me there aloncy 
becaufe of thole till 1 told him, ‘ I feared them not. Then 

I called to them, asking them. What they lay lurking there for ? 
and I bid them, Come up to me: but they were loth to come up, 
I charged them to come up to me, or elfe it might be worfe with 
them : Then they came trembling to me ; for the Dread of the Lord 
had puck them. I admonilhed them to be honeft ; and direfted 
tliem to the Light of Cbri/l in their Hearts, that by it they might lee, 
what an Evil it was to follow after Theft and Robbery : and the 
Power of the Lord came over them. So I Hayed there, till Wtlham 
OsburmnA Robert Widders ezmssn^-y and then we palfed on toge- 
ther. But it is likely, that if we two had gone away before, they 
would have robbed Robert Widdersy when he had come alter alone , 
there being three or four of them. 

We went to William 0 /i«r«*s Houle, where we had a good Op- 
portunity to declare the Truth to feveral People, that came in there. 

Highlands And then we went among the Highlanders ; who were lb Devillijlf, 

they 
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they had like to have fpoiled us and our Horfts ; for they run at us 1657. 
with Pitch'forks ; but through the Lorc^sGoodneJs we efcaped them, goTV 
being preferved by his Power. smtHd. 

From thence we paflcd to Sttrlingy wliere the Soldiers took us up, starling 
and had us to the Mai/i-gmrd ; and after a few Words with their 
Officers^ the Lordls Power coming over them, we were fet at Liberty : 

But no Meeting could we get amonglf them in the Town, they were 
Ibclofcd up in Dtrknefs. Next Morning tliere came a Ma/awith an 
Horfe, that was to run a Rtce ; and moft of the Town's People, and 
the Oj^rerr went tofeeir. As they came back from the I had 
a brave Opportunity, to declare the Day of the Lord, and his fVord 
of Lift amongft them : Some Confclfed to ir, and (bme Oppofed : 
but the Lord's Truth and Power came over them all. 

Leaving Starling, we travelled through the Country, till we came 
to Burnt-IJland, where I had two Meetings at one Captain Pool's 
Houle; Morning, and the other in the Whilft ' 

they went to Dinner, I walked to the Sea-fide, not having freedom 
to eat with them. Both he and his Wife were Convinced, and be- 
came good Friends afterward ; and fcveral Officers of the Jrmy came 
in, and received the TrwrA. 

We palled from thence through feveral other Places in the Country, 
till wc came to "JohnJlon's ; where were feveral liapttfls, that were Johnftona 
very bitter, and came in a Rage to difpute with us ; Vainjangkrs and 
Difputers indeed they were. And when they could not prevail by 
difputing, they w'cnr, and informed the Governcur againfi us ; and 
next Morning they raifed a whole Cow/'/iwr oi foot, and banifbed me, 
and Alexander Parker, and James Lane after and Robert Wtddtrs out 
of tbc Town. As they guarded us through the Town, James Lan- 
cafter was moved to Sin^ with a Melodious Sound in the Power of God ; 
and I was moved to proclaim the Day of the Lord, and preach the 
Everlafting Gofpel to the People. For the People generally came forth, 
lb that the Streets were filed with them : and the Souldiers were lb 
afbamed, that they faid, They had rather have gone to jimiki, than 
have guarded us fo. But we were put into a Boat, with our Horfes; 
and carried over the Water, and there left. And the Baptifts, who 
were the Caufe of our being thus put out of this Town, were them- 
lelvcs, not long after, turnedoutoi the Army ; and he that was then 
Governour, was turned out alio, when the came in. 

Being thus thruft out of Johnftons, we went to another 

Town, whtitc Edward Billing and many Souldiers qmtiwd. Wc 
went to an Inn, and defned to have a Meeting in the Town, that we 
might preach the Everlafting Go/pelamongA them. The Officers and 
Souldiers laid , We fbould have ft in the Town-hall ; but the Scotch 
Magiftrates in fpight appointed a Meeting there that Day, for the 
Bttftnefs of the Town. Which when the Officers of the Souldiery un- 
derftood, and perceived, that it was done in Malice, they would 
have had us to have gone into the Town-hall neverthclefs. Buji w'e 
told them, No, by no means ; for then the Magiftrates might inform 
the Governour againft them, and fay, They took the Town-hall from 
them by force, when they were to do their Town-buftnefs therein. But 
w'C told them, ‘ We would go to the Market-place : They Gid, It 
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1657. tpoj Mirk(t-d*y ; We replied, ‘ It was To tnucb the better : for we 
i/VNJ would have all PeopU to hear the Trt$(h, and Know our Printi^Us. So 
smtMi. AUxinder Parker went up, and ftood upon the MarktHrofs, with a 
Btbh in his Hand, and declared the '[rath amotiglt the ^on/ditrs and 
Marktt-ftofle ; but the ScotSy being a darkt Ptefhy gave little 
heed, nor hardly took notice, what was laid. After a while I was 
moved of the Lord God to Hand up at the Cro/s, and to declare with 
a loud Voice the Evcrlafling Truih, and tlie Oajt ol the Lordy that wa» 
coming upon all Sin and l^ickedntfs. Whereupon the People came 
running out of tht Town-hall \ and they gathered lb together, that 
at laft we had a large Meeting : lor they late in the Court but only 
for a Colour y to hinder us from having the Hall to Meet in. When 
the People were come away, the Magijirates followed them ; and 
fomc walked by, but Ibme ftaid and heard: andthe Z,or<P/ Pwer 
came over all, and kept all quiet. And the PtofU were ‘ Turned to 
‘ the Lord, Jefua Chrill, who died for them, and had tnlightned them ; 
* that with his Light they might all fee their tt'// Dtedsy and htfavtd 
‘ from their Sins by him, and might come to know liim to be their 
‘ Teacher. But if they would not receive Cbrifi, and own him, it 
‘ was told them, that this Lighty which came from him, would be 
^ their Condemnation. 

Several of them were made loving to us, efpecially of the Enghjb 
PeopUy and fome came afterwards to be Convinetd. But there was 
a Soulditry that was very envious againil us , and hated both us and 
i\s&Truthy and Ipake Ew/of the Tria/A, and very deljritefullyagainft 
the Light oi Chrift'^tfus, which weborcTeftimony to; and mighty 
Zjalous he was for the Priefis, and their Hearers. As this Man was 
hearing the Priefiy holding his Hat before his Paecy while the Prieft 
^ frayed ; one of the PrUjPs Hearers fiabbtd him to Death : So he, who 
had rejeSed the Teachings of the Lord Jefus Chrijly and cried down the 
Servants of the Lord, was murdered amongft them, whom he had fo 
cried Hfy and by one of them. 

Leith, We travelled from tlmTown through the Country to Leithy warih 
ing and exhorting People, as we went, to turn lo the Lord. At 
Leith the Inn-keeptr told me, tliat the Council had granted forth War- 
rants to apprehend we, heeaufe I was not gone out of the Natiotty after 
the leven Days were expiredy that they had ordered me to depart the 
Nation in ; feveral friendly People alfo came, and told me the fame. 
To whom I Paid : ‘ What do ye tell me of their Warrants againfi me f 
‘ if there were a Cartloadoi them, I do not heed them ; for the Lordts 
‘ Power is over them all. 

Eden- So I went from Leith up to Edenhorough again, where they laid, 
borough, Warrants from the were outagainft me; and I went to 
the Insy where 1 had lodged before : and no Man o^red to meddle 
with me. After I had viOted the Friends in the Cityy 1 dehred thola 
Frtendsy that travelled with me, to get ready their Hbrfes in the 
Morning \ and we rode out of Town together. There were with me 
at that lime Thomas RawJinfon , Alexander Parker and Roiert Wid- 
ders. When we were come out of Towny they asked me, Whether 
I would go f I told them, ‘ It was upoo raeffOimtheL#rd, to go back 
Johnllons ‘ agaio to 'John(hn (the Toitw, out of which we had been lately 

‘thruft) 
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‘ thruft) and to fet the Pemr of and his Truth over them alfo. 1657. 
Jlexinder Ptrktr faid, ht tpouid ^0 ulong with mi : aOd I wifbt the 
other Two to (fay at a Towit^ about thrte Milts from Ede/thorough, smUni 
till we returned. Then Jltxautkr Pdrktr and 1 got over the fTi/rr, . . n 
‘ which was about three Miles over j and rid on through the Country ; ' 

but in the Afternoon^ his Horfe being we»k^ and not able to hold up 
with mine, 1 put on, and got into Johnjloulf, juft as they were draw- 
ing up the Bridges ; the Officers and Houldsers never queftioning me. 

So I rid up the Street to Capt. Dtvenfort\ Houle, from which Houfe 
we had been hauiffied before. There were many Oj^frerr with him : 
and when I came amongft them, they lifted uf their Hsnds^ admiring, 
tliat I lliould come again i but I told them, ‘ The Lord God had fenc 
‘me amongft them again. So they went their ; Pinii the Beptijls 
fent me a Letter, by way of Chtllengt, That they would difco»r[t with 
me the next day: I lent them Word, ‘ I would Meet them at Inch an 
‘ Houfe^ about htlfti Mile out of the Tot\>n, at fuch an Hour. For 1 
confidered, if I Ihould ftay in Town to difeourfe with them, they 
might, under pretence of dtfcourftng with me, have raifed Men^ to 
put me out of the Town agoin ^ as they had done before. At the 
T/we appointed I went to the P/are appointed, Capt. Davenport 
bis Am accompanying me ; and there 1 Hay’d {ome Hours^ but never 
a one of them came. But while I ftay’d there waiting for them, I 
fpied Alexander Parker coming ; who not being able to reach the 
Town, had lain out the N/ght before : and when I law him, I was ex^ 
ceeddngglad, that we w^ere met again. 

This Captain Davenport was then loving to Friends ; but after- 
wards coming more into the Obedience toTruth, he was turned out of 
his Place, for not putting ojf his Hat, and for faying Thou and Thee to 
them. 

Now when we had waited , beyond reafonablc Ground to expe^ 
any of their Coming, we departed ; And Alexander Parker being 
moved to go again to the Town, where wc had iht Meeting Sit the 
Market-Crofs ; I palTed alone through the Country to Lieutenant 
FoJlePs Quarters, where there were leVeral Officers, that were Cm* 
vinced. From thence I went up to the Town, where I had left the 
other two Friends ; and they and I went back to Edenborough toge- 
ther. 

When wc were come to theCrV^', I bid Robert Widders follow me ; 
and in the Dread and Power of the Lord we came up to the two frit 
Sentries : and the LonTs Power came fo over them, that we pafled by 
them without any Then we rode up the to the 

Market-place, and by the Main-guard out at the Gate by the third 
Sentry ; and fo clear out at tht Suburbs, and there came to an Inn, 
and fet up our Horfes j it being the feventh Day of the Week. Now 
I law and felt, that we had rid, as it were, agaitift the CanotPt 
Mouth, or the S'vordls Poiuf, but the Lord*# Porer and immediate 
Hand carried us over the Heads of them ail. Next day I went up to 
the Meetingta the City, having notice, that I Ivonld be at it: 

There came many Officers and SouldUts to it, afid a glorious Meeting 
it was ; and the Everlaftiog Power of God was let over the Nation, 
and hb Son reigned in his glorious Power ; and all was quiet, and no 
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,5 Man offered to meddle with me. When the Meeting was ended; and 
I had vilited Friends, I came out of t\stCity to my Inn again ; and 
the next day, being the fetond d*y of the fVeek, we fet forward, 
Eden- through the Country, towards the Borders of EngUnd. 

travelled along the Country, I fpied a Steeple-houfe ; and it 
firuck at my Life. 1 asked, what Steeflt-houfe it was ? and was An- 
Danbar. leered, that it was Dunhur, When I came thither, and had let up 
at an Inn, I walked up to the Stetpk-houfe, having a Friend ot tiro 
with me. When we came into the Steeple-houfe-yurd, one of the 
chief Men of the tom was walking there : So I fpake to one of the 
Friends, that was with me, ‘ To go to him, and tell him, that abont 
‘ the Ninth Hour next Morning there would be a Meeting there of 
‘ the People of God called jankers ; of which we defired, he would 

* give notice to the People of the Tom. He fentme Word, Thet 

they were to h»ve 4 LeQure there hy the Ninth Hour ; hut tbtt m might 
A4t'e o«r Meeting r/fere Eighth Hour, if m would. We con- 
cluded lb ; and defired him to give Notice of it. Accordingly in the 
Morning both Poor and Rich came ; And there being a Capuin of 
Horfe quartered in the Town, He and his Troopers ; lo that 

we had a large Meeting : And a glorious Meeting it was, the Lord^ 
Power being fet over all. After Ibme time the Priefi came, and went 
into the Steeple-houfe : but we being in the Steeple-houfe-ynrd, moft of 
the People fiaid with us. And Friends were fo full, and their Voices 
fo high in the Power oIGed, that the Pm/ could do little in the Steeple- 
houfe ; but came quickly out again, and flood a while, and then 
went his Way. For after I had opened to the People, ‘Where they 

* might find Chrif Jefm, having turned them to the Light, whicli 
‘ he had enlightned them withal, that in the Light they might lee ChriJI, 

‘ that died for them, and turn to him, and know him to be their ’ 


* Suvisur zoA free Tetcher ; and had let them fee, that all the Teachers 


* they had hitherto followed, were Hirelings, who made the Gofpet 
‘ chirgeahle ; and bad fhewed them the wrong^ Ways they had walked 
‘ in, in the Night of Apofiacy, and had dirtded them to Chrifl, the 
*new and living IVay to God ; and had manifeftedunto them, how 
‘ they had lojl tht Religion md Worfhip, which Chrifl fet up in Spirit 
‘and Truth, and had hitherto been in the Religions and Worfbips of 
‘ Mens making and letting up ; and after I had turned the People to 
‘ the Spirit of God, which led the holy Men oi God to give forth the 

* Scriptures ; and Ihewed them, that they mufl alfo come to receive 

‘ and be led by the fame Spirit in themfelves {iMeafure of which 
‘ was given unto every one of them) if ever they came to know God 
^zxACbrif, and the aright : perceiving, the other 

that were with me, to be full of the Power and IVord of the Lord, I 
ftepped down ; giving way for them to declare, what they had from 
the Lord to fay unto the People. Towards the latter End of the Meet- 
ing fame Profejfors began to jangle: Whereupon I flood up again, 
and anfwered their (^eftions, 16 that they feemed to be fatisfied ; and 
our Weting ended in the Iw/s Power, quiet and peaceable. This 
was the laft Ueeting I had in Scotland ; And the Truth and the Power 
of God was fet over that Nation ; and many, by the Power and Spirit 
of God were turned to the Lord jefm Chrifi, their Saviour a nd Teacher, 


whofe 
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whoreB/flo<iwaslhedfortliem: And fince there is a great /wrw/f ; and 1657. 
^rtii there will be in ScotUnd, For when jfr/ 1 let my Horici Feet upon t/vO 
the Scoitijb Ground, I lelt the Seed ol God to fpirkk about me, 1 ke /a* 
tutmtrsbU Sftrks of Ftre. Not but that there is Abundance of thtek^ Dunbar. 

. Cloddj Eirth of Hipoertfy and Falftnefsy that is a top, and a bmrjf, hrm- 
hly which is to be burnt up with GocFs Wotd, and plowed up 

with his F/oip, before Go// brings forth heavenly and fpi- 

ritual Fruit to his glory. But the Hmhindmtn is to wait in Par/- 
e»<f. 

From Dunbir we came to Berwick, where we were qmftioned a little timbvrr,^ 
by the Officers ; blit the (jovernour loving towards us : and in the Berwick. 
Evening we had a little Wettng, in which the Bower of the Lord was 
manifelfed over all. 

Leaving Berwick, we came to Morpeth', and lb through the Cowv/ry, Morpeth, 
vificing Friends, to New-c*jllt, where I had been once before; For the 
MiKfa/Ze-Pr/r// had written many 6<?o^/againftus ; andonc Lf</^er,an 
Aldermin of the Town, was very enviosts again!! Truth and Friends. He 
and the Priefis had laid ; The Quakers ww/al not come into any great Towns^ 

'but livid in the Fells, like Butterfiiet. So 1 took Anthony Peatfon with 
me, and went to this Ledger, and leveral others of the Aldermen ; ‘de- 
‘ firing, to have a amongd them, feeing they had written lb 

‘many Books againft us : tor we were now come, I told them, into their 

* great Town. But they w'ould not yield we Ibould have a Miettng, nei- 

* ther would they be fpoken withal, lave only this Ledger, and one other. 

I told them ; ‘ Had they not called Friends Butterflies, and faid. We would 
‘ HQt come into any great Towns i And now We w ere come into their Town, 

* they would not come at us, though they had printed Bwoif/againft us. 

‘ Who are the Butterflies now, laid I ? Then Ltdotr began to plead for 
tht Sabbath-day : but I told him ' They kept Marm/and Fairs on that 

* which was the Sabbath-day, for that was the feventh day of the Week ; 
whereas that Day, which the profelTcdCAr////4»/ now Meet on, and call 
their Sabbath, is the FirB day of the Wetk. So when we could not have 
a publick Meeting among them, u e got a little Meeting among Friends 
and friendly People, at the Qate-fide ; where a Meeting is continued to 
this day, in the Mame of Jefus. As I was palfing away by the Mar^er- 
place, the Power of the Lord lofe in me, ‘ To warn them of the DayoU 
‘ the Lord, that was coming upn them. And not long after, all thole 
Priefis of Newcafile, and their Profeffion, were turned out, when the 
Kjng came in. 

From New-Cafile we travelled through the Countries, having Meet- fronhai-, 
ings, and vifiting Friends as we went, \n Northumberland it\d B/fhoprtek', 
and a very good Meeting we had at Lieutenant Dove% where many 
were turned to the Lord and his Teaching. After the Meeting I went to 
vifit a Jujlice of Peace, a very fober, loving Man ; and he confelTcd to 
the Truth. 

From thence we came to Durham, where was a Man come down from twthiflti 
London, to fet up iColledge there, to make Minifierso\ Chrifi, as they 
faid : I went, with Ibme others, to rcalbn with the Man, and to let 
him lee, ‘ That to teach Men Hebrew, Greek and Latin, and the Seveti 
‘ Arts, which was all but the Teachings of the Natural Man, Was not 

* the Way to make them Miniflers of Chrifi. For the Languages began at 
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1657. and to the Gw/’/, that fpake Gm^t, as thcit Mothtr-Tofiguey 

‘.the Prmhin^oi the Cr^y} of ChriHw^% fooii^ntp ; and to the 7 m, 
Durham. ‘ that fpake HdrttPf as ihcilr Mother-Tongue^ Chrijl u as a Stumoling- 
‘ block, /ind as for the Romins^ w ho had the Litin and UuUtn^ they 
‘ perftcuied the Chriftitns ; and Pilaty one of the Roman Govepnours^ (ct 
‘ Hebrov, Greek and Litin a top of Chrift, when he Crucified him. 
‘So he might fee, the many Languages began at Babel, and they fet 
‘ them a top of Chrifi, the fVord, when they Crucified him. And John 
‘ the Divine, who preached the iVord, that was in the beginning, iatd, 
. ‘ That the Beafl, and the Whore have Power over Tongues and Languages, 

‘ and they are as Waters. Thus, I told him, he might fee, the Whore 
‘ and Beajl have Power over the Tongues and tlie many Languages, which 
‘ arc in My fiery Babylon : for they began at Babel ; and the Perfecutors 
‘ of Chrifi Jtfus fet them over him, when he was Crucified by them : 
‘ but he is Ripn over them all, who was before them all. Now (faid I 
‘ to this Man) Doft thou think to make Minifiers of Chrijl by thefe 
‘ natural, confufed Languages, which fprang from Babel, are admired 
‘ in Babylon, and fet a top of Chrifi, the Life, by a Perfecutor ? Oh no ! 
So the Man confeft to many of thefe things. Then we fhesved him fur- 
ther, ‘ That made his Minifiers himftlf, and gave Gifts unto 
‘ them ; and bid them Pray to the Lord of the Harveff, to fend forth La- 
‘ bourers. And Peter and John, though unlearned and ignorant (as to 
^School-learning) preichcdChriRJefus the Word, which was iothebe- 
‘ ginning, before Babel was. Paul alfb was made an Jpofile not of Man, 
‘ nor by Man, neither received he the Gofpel from Man, but from Jefus 
'Chrijl ’, who is the fame now, and fois his Gofpel, as it was at that 
‘ Day. When we had thus Difcourfcd with the Man, he became very 
loving znd tender; and after he had confidered further of it, he never 
fetuphisC(7/W^e. 

Cleveland From Durham we went to Anthony Pearfon\ and from thencc into 
Holder^’ paifed through Torkjhire to the further End of Hol- 

nefs.'' dernefs, and had mighty Meetings, the Lor/f’sPmr accompanying us. 
Hull. Alter we parted from Anthony Pearfonh: we went by Hull and Pom- 
fret through the Countries to George Watkinfon\ Houfc, and vifited 
scaichoufe moft of the Meetings all up and down in thele Parts, till we came to 
Swarth- Scale-houfe, and fo on to Swarthmore ; the everlading Power and ArmoT 
God carrying us through, and preferving us. After I had vifited Friends 
Mjhire. up 3nd down there-aways, I paffed through the Countries into Tork- 
chefhire. fhire again, and into Chifbtre ; and fo through other Counties into Der- 
2nd Nottinghamfbire ; and glorious Meetings we had, the Lorcas 
ghmjhire. Prefence being with us. 

^ham" Nottingham I lent to Rice Jones, defiring him * To make his Peo- 

^ ‘ pie acquainted, that I had fbmething to fay to them from the Lord. 

He came and told me, Many of them lived in the Country, and he could 
not tell, how to fend to them. I told him, ‘ He might acquaint rAfw 
‘ about the Town of it, and fend to as many in the Country, as he could. 
So tlie next Day we Met at the Cafile, there being about fourfeore Peo- 
ple ; to whom I declared the Truth for about the fpace of two Hours : 
And the Lord\ Power was over them all, fo that they had not Power to 
open their A/o«r/t/ in 0/i/)ojfrw». When I had done, one of them asked 
taci^efiion, which I was loth to have anfwered ; forlfaw, it might

of the People were tender : yet I could not tell, how well to efcap^ 
it. Wherefore I anfwered the Sjte^ion: and was moved forthwith to Nottin- 
fpeak to Rift Joiks, and lay before him, ‘ How that he had been the gt'*"’- 
‘ Mm that hid famed fuch, as had been Tender^ and tome that had 
‘ beenCo/»w/»«^, and had been led out of many yMitits of the Worlds 
‘ which he had formerly judged ; but now he judged the Pomr ot Qod 
‘ in them, and they, being fimple, turned to him : and fo he and they 
‘ were turned to be vuintr than the World: for many of his Polluwtrs 
* were turned to be the greateft Foot-htU-phyers and Wrtjlkrs in the 
Country.

‘ under the frfi Pritfihood, Law and Covenant, fit down in that which 
‘ muft have an End ; and which made nothing perfeB. 

‘ Thirdly, They that fit down in the Apofaey, that hath gotten up 
‘ fince the Apoftles Days, fit down in fpiritual Sodom and Egypt-, and are 
‘ drinking of the Whore's Cup , under the Beaf's and Dragon's 
‘ Power. 

‘ Fourthly, They that fit down in the State, in which Adam was be- 

* fore he fell, fit down in that which may \x fallen from’, tor he fell 
‘ from that State, though it was perfect. 

‘ Fifthly, They that fit down in the Prophets, fit dowm in that which 
‘ muft be fulfilled : And they that fit down in the Fellowfhip of Water, 
‘Bread and Wtne, thtkhmgtemporalthings , they fit down in that 
‘which is fbort ofChrifi, andot hisBapttfm. 

‘ Sixthly, To fit down in a Proftjfion ot all the Scriptures from Gertefis 
‘to the Revelations, and not be in the Poirer and A/iir//, which they 
‘ were in, that gave them forth ; That was to be turned away from fry them 
‘ that came into the Power and Spirit, which they were in, that gave 
‘ forth the Scriptures. 

‘ Seventhly, They that fit down in the heavenly Places in CbriB Jefus, 
‘ thefc fit down in him, that never fell, nor never changed. Here is the 
‘ fafe fitting for all h\%EleB, his Church, his Spiritual Members, of 
‘ which he is tho living Head, \\i$ living Stones, the Houjhold of Faith ; 
‘ of which Houfe he is the Corner-flone, that (lands and abides all Wea^- 
‘ thers. For, as the Apoftle faid. He hath qaickned us, who were dead in 
‘ Sins and Trefpaffes, &c. and made us to fit together in the heavenly play 

* ces in Chrifi Jeftu ; that in the Ages to com he might fhew the exceeding 
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‘ Riches tf his Gsicty in hit- KMdmfs towtrds usy throkgh Jefttt ChnB. 1658. 

‘ Now, the j^esiTc (hachis l^indnefs xtid Riifki %~ wsJ 

‘ wards us through is. Italy rnanifeftecj in ui, as-it w^s in sesford- 

‘ the Afoflles days j cvenir» «, who ha^4 bjcii dind tn Sins 4 nd Trtf- i*’'"’- 
*f>*ffes, as they' were ; but nOw are qvrieltned, 'and made alive/ and yearly 
‘ made to fit together it> the hsntnly Rims in Chrift Jtfas, the Ft^fi and Meeting.’ 
‘the La/, by whomalltihkJgs wcle'crcarcd; who isaicendetfibove 
‘all, and is over all, and whoregloriottt^rt/fwrt is now‘‘ known. - And 
‘ all that /r here, 'mChriftJtfWy Vhny lee, Wher^ all Qi\sti Feofle 
‘/r, and in whar. So the Promifeoi G(?</ being totheOVf</, which is 
‘ one, Chrijljtfus, every Mhn and Woman mull come to vviinels this 
‘ Seed, Chrifi in them, that they may be Hetrs of the Promi/e ; and in- 
‘ heriting that, they will inherit S»hftnee. Thefe things were largely 
‘ declared of, and the /are of the Church, and the /are of the fiife 
‘ Church fince the Jfofiles days, Opened ; and ho.W tht true Church fled 
‘ into the Wildernefs ; and the /late of the falft Prophets, which Chrift 
‘ faid jbould come, and John kw vtere eome^ arid how all the IForU mn- 
‘ drtd after them ; and how they had fiHed the World wnh/aZ/e DoUrines, 

‘ Waps, Worjhips and Religions : and how the Everlafting Gofpel was 
‘ now preached again to all Nations, Kjudrtds, tongues and People ; 

‘ for all Nations, KJtndxeds, tongues and People had drunk the Whore's 
‘ Cup, and (he was over them^ and late upon them. And in this Night 
‘ of Apo/iacp the pure Religion and Worjbtp in Spirit, which was in the 
‘ Jpo(tlei days, and the»'-ry of Life and living PPithyand the Pouter and 
‘ Holy Ghofl were loft : but now rhey came to be let up again by Chrijl 
‘ Jtfui, and his Mtjfengers and Mtniflers of the Gofpel, as in the Jpofiles 
‘ days. For as Chrift lent his Difctples to go and preach the Gofpel, into 
‘ all the World ; and after iIhc, the falft Prophets and Aniichrijls went 
‘ over the and preached their fatfe Dolhines and traditions, and 

‘ Heatheni/b and Jewi/b Rudiments : be now again, the Everlafting Gof- 
‘ pel muft be preached to all Nations, and to every Creature, that they 
‘ may come into the pure Religion, to worfhip God in the Spirit and 
* Truth, and may know Chrtjl jefut, their Way toGod, and him to be 
‘ the Author of their Faith, and may receive the Gofpel from Heaven, 

‘ and not from Men ; in which Gofpel, received Gota Heaven, is the 
‘ Heavenly Fetlon’/bip, w'hich is a Myftery to all the FtUomjhips in the 
‘ World. Now alter thefe thi^s had been largely opened, with many 
other things concerning Chrifi Jefus, and his Fjngdom, and the People 
were turned to the divine I/^Ar of Chrifi, zod his Spirit, by which they 
might come both to know God and Chriff, and the Scriptures, and to 
have Fellow/bip with them, and one with another in the fame Spirit ; 

I was moved to declare and open divers other things to thofo Friends, 
who had received a part of the Minifirjt, concerning the Exercife of their 
Spiritual Gifts inthtChmh : Which, being taken ’in writing, byon£ 
that was prelent, was after this manner; ' 

Friends, 

‘'"I 'Ake heed of defiroyitig that, which ye have for that 

‘ JF which defiroys, goes Mt, and is the Ctfi-amy. And though that 
‘ be trut, yea, and may be the pure Truth, which filch an one fpcaks ; 

‘ yet if he doth not remain in that^ atii Hvd ia ih'uf 'm bis own particular, 

‘but 
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* 658 . ‘ but^ow «/, the /iwe, which he is gone out from, cometh over him. 

\So thity that calms the Spirits, and cools the Spirits, rAa/ goes over the 
Mferi. ‘ World, and brings to the Father, to inherit the Life Eternal ; and 
‘ reaches to the Spina in Pri/oit in ail. Therefore in the living, im- 
Yeariy ‘ moveablc fVord of the Lord God dwell, and in the Renown thereof; 
Wetting, i gpj pgmaiu Qn dig fou»dttioit^ thit is pure,ia6 that is fun ; for whe- 
' foever goes out from the Pm, and Mimfitrs not in and from that, he 
‘ comes to an End, and doth not remain ; though he may have had a 

* Time, and may have been lerviceable for a Time, while he lived in the 
‘ Thing. 

* And take heed of mtnj Words, but what reacbeth to the Life, that 

* fettles in the Life : That which cometh from the Life, and is received 
‘ from God, that rcacheth to the Life, and fettles others in the Life ; For 
^thtWork is not no 0 , as it was at JirB ; but the Work now is, lo fettle 
‘ and Jliy in the Life. For as Friends have been led to minijler in the 
‘ Power, and the Power hath gone through, fo that there hath grown 
‘ an Vnderfidnding among both People of the World, and Friends ; 16 

* Friends muft be kept in the fife, which is pm, that with that they 
‘ may anfwer the pure Life of God in others. For if Friends do not live 

* in the pure Life, which they 0 /, to anfwer the /.//e in thole, that 

* they fpetk to, the other part Reps in ; and fo there comes up an Out- 
‘ wtrd Acquiinttnee, and he lets that come over him. But as every 
‘ one is kept living in the Life of God, over all that which is contrary, 

* they are in their places ; then they do not Up Htnds on any fuddenlp, 

‘ which is the D*nger now : for if any one do, he may lolc his Difcem- 
‘ ing, and may Uj Htnds on the wrong Part, and fo let the Deceit come 
‘ too near him ; and the Deceit will Real over, fo that it will be an hard 
‘ thing for him, to get it down. There is no one (Irikes his Fellowfer- 
*v»nts, but Hrll he is gone from the pure in hts own particular: tor 
‘ when he goeth from the Light, he isenlightncd withal, ilien he Jlrikes ; 

‘ and then he hath his Reward: the Light, which he is gone from, Chnfi, 

‘ he comes, and gives him his Reward. This is the fate of the evtl Str- 
‘ vants : the hoiferom, and the htftp and raft beget nothing to God ; but 
‘the Life, which doth reach the Life, is that which begets to God. 

‘ Now when all are fettled in the Life, they are in that which remains 
‘ for ever ; and what is received there, is received from the Lord ; and 
‘ what one receiveth from the Lord, he keepeth, and 16 he fittethy?;//, 

‘ and cool, and quiet in his own Spirit, and gives it forth, as he is moved ; 

‘ but to the Harlots, Judgment. 

‘So Friends, this is the H'ord of theLor<i to you all, bt Watchful 
‘ and Careful in all Meetings ye come into ; for where Friends are fitting 
‘ together in filence, they arc many times gathered into their own mea- 
*fures. Now, when a Man is come newly out of the World, from 
‘ mini f ring to the World's People, he cometh out of the Dirt ; and then 
‘ he liad need take heed, that he be not Rafh. For now, when he 
' comes into a Silent Meeting, that is another State ; tlien he muft come, 

‘ and feel his own Spirit, now it is, when he comes to them, that lit 
‘ filent ; for if he be Rajh, they will judge him ; that having been in the 
^ World, and amongft the World, the //ear is not yet oft him. For he 
‘ may come in the Heat of his Spirit out of the World ; whereas the others 

* Ate flilltai cool: and his Condition in that, not being agreeable to 

‘ theirs, 
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‘theirs, he may rather do them by begettio'^ them out of the 1658. 
‘ Cool SMe into the Hetting St Ate ; if he be not in that, which tommtnis, 

‘ his own Spirit ^ and gives him to know it. Mfvi- 

‘ There is a great DAngvr too in TrAvtUing abroad in the World ; The 
lame Pwer, that moves any to is that which mull keep them. Meetings 
‘ For it is the greateft DAnger to go abroad, except a Man be moved of 
‘the Lordy and go in the Pomr of the Lordt lor then, he keeping in 
‘thePwr, is kept by it in bis and in his Work-, and it will 

‘ enable him toanfwer the TrAn/greffed, and keep above the TrAnfgrejfor. 

* And every one feeling the DAnger to his own particular in TrAvelling 
‘ abroad, there the pure FtAr of the Lord will be placed, and kept in. 

‘For now, though they that Traw/, may have when they are 

‘abroad, to Minifier lo others ; yet as for their own particular Growth, 

‘they mud dwell in the Life, which doth open : and that will keep down 
‘ iliat, which would ioAfi. For the Minifttr comes into the Desth to that, 

‘ which is in the DtAth and in Prijon ; and (b returns up again into the 
‘ Life, and into the Power, and into the Wifdom, to prelerve him cleAn. 

So this is the Word of the Lord God to you all ; Peel, thst ye ft And 
in the Prefence of the Lord; for every Man’s Word fhall be his Burden ; 
but the Word ot rfie Lord is pure, and anfwers the fare in every one. 
Thtwordoi the Lor^isthat, which was in the Beginning, and brings 
to tht Beginning; It is zn HAmmer, to beat down the Tranfgrejfor (not 
the TrAnfgrcffed) and as a Fire to burn up that, which is contrary to it. 

So Friends, come into that, which is over all the Spirits of the world, and 
fathoms all the Spirits oi the world, and (lands in the PAtience ; with 
that ye may fee, where others (land, and reach thst which is of God in 
every one. So here is no Strife, no Contention, out of TrAnfgreffton : 
for he that goeth into the Strife, and into the Contention, he is from the 
*pfire Spirit. For where any goeth into the Contention, if anything 
hath been b^otten by him before, then that contentious NAture doth get 
a top, and fpoil that, which was begotten ; and quencheth his own 
‘ Prophtfjing. So if that be not fubjeded by the Power in the Particu- 
‘ lar, which would arife into the Strife, that is dangerous. 

‘ Now, if any one have a Moving to any Place, and have fpoken, 

‘ what they were moved of the Lord ; let them return to their Habitation 
‘ again, and live in the ptsre Life of God, and in the Fear of the Lord i 
‘ and fo will ye ih the Life, and in the folid and feafoned Spirit be kept, 

‘and preach as well in Ufe, as with Words (for none muft be light, oc 
‘ wild.) For the Seed of God is -weighty, and brings to be folid ; and leads 
‘ into^he Wifdom of God, by which the Wifdom of the Creation is known. 

‘ But if that Part be up, which runs into the Imaginations, and that Part 
‘ be (landing, in which the Imaginations cotte up, and the pure Spirit be 
‘ not throughly come up to rule and reign, then that will run our, and 
‘ that will^/tff7, and will boaft nn^ vapor ; and fb will fuch an one fpoil 
‘ that, which opened to him t And this is for Condemnation. So every 
‘ one mind that, which feels through and commands his Spirit, M^eteby 
‘ every one may know, what S^rit he is of : for he (hould firft trie his 
' own Spirit, and then he may Trie others ; and he (hould firft know his 
^ own Spirit, and then he may others. Therefore that, which doth 
‘ command all thefe Spirits, where the Heats and Btirnings come in and 
‘get up, inthatiM/r, which chains them down and Wr; That is the 

‘ Ele0, 
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1 6 <8 ‘ bltli, thtM/rof ihc Promife oi God. For no ^ 4 /;, nfb, htitle Sfi~ 

‘ rits (though they have Prophecies) have held out, and gone through, 
Bfdford- ‘they not being fubjided in the Prophecy. The Ecrthly util not abide, 

‘ for it IS hrtttk ; and in that St^se the Miniflry was another’s, not the 
Meeting. ^ Sor»\ : for the Son hath Life in himlclf, and the Son hath the Pomr 
‘which A/4» being obedient to, he may be fervicedle : but it be go 
‘ from the />«re Port’er, thenhe/i/Zr, and abuleth it. Therefore let youf 
‘ httth hand in the pure Power of the LordGod, and do not abufe it ; 

‘ but let that feurch through, and work through : and let every one ftand 
‘ in the Power of the Lord God, which reacheth the Setdoi God; wl icil 
‘ is the Heir of the Promtfe of Lift without End. And let none be 
‘ hifiy to fpeak ; for ye have Tsme enough, and with an Eye ye may reach 
‘ the witnefs : Neither let any be hukwatd, when ye arc moved ; tor that 
‘ brings Now, hath an Ho»o«r in the Hearts of Pfo- 

‘ pie, which are not Friends ; fo that all Friends being kept in the Truth, 
‘they are kept in the Honour, they asQ honour eile, and thtt will honour 
‘them: but if any lolethe Power, they lofetlic Life, they lofc their 
‘ Crown, they lofe their Honour, they lole the Crofs, which Ihould crucify 
‘ them, and they crucify the Jufl ; and by lofing the Power, the Lamh 
‘comes to be fuin. And as it is here, lo va III it be in other Nutions: 

‘ for all Friends, here and there, are as one Ftmtly ; the Seed, the Plants, 
‘they areas a Family. Now all being kept in that which fulfills al], 
‘and keeps all under, towit, the Afiiit I'elf, the Lr/e it fell, that is the 
^ Heir of the Promife; and that is the Bondot Peace; for there is the 
‘ Vni'y in the Spirit with God, and with one another. For he that in the 
‘ Lift is kept, hears God, and fees Man\ Condition ; and w iih that he 
‘ anfwers the Lt/e in others, that hear God alfo : Thus one Friend, that 
‘is come into that, comprehends the world. But that which Friends iio 

* f peak, they muft live in ; lb may they look, that others may come 
‘intoihat, w hich they to /eve in the fame. For the Pwer of 
‘ the Lord God hath been abufed by lome, and the worth of Truth bath 
‘ not been minded ; there hath been a Trampling on, and Marring w ith 
‘ the Feet, and that abuleth the Power. But now tvirv friend is to keep 
‘ in the Power, and to take heed to that ; for that mult be kept down, 
‘ which would trample ar\i\ marr with the Feet, and the pure Life and 
‘ Power of God is to be lived in over that ; that none wnh ihc Feet might 

* foul or marr, but every one may be kept in the pure Power and Life of 
‘ the Lord: Then the water of Life cometh in; then be that Mtnijireth, 
‘ drinketh himfelf, and giveth others to drink. 

‘ Now, when any fhall be moved to go to fpeak in a Steeple-houfe or 

* Market, turn in to that which moves, and be Obedient to it ; that that 
‘ which would not go, may be kept down: for that which would not 
‘ go, will be apt to get up. And take heed on the other Hand, that the 
‘ Uvifhing Part do not get up, for it is a bad Savour ; therefore that 
‘ muft be kept down, and be kept fubjeft. So wait in the Light of the 
‘ Lord God, that ye may be all kept in the wtjdom of God. For when 
‘ the W is up in every particular, then there is no Da/iger .- But when 
‘ there is an Opening and Prophecy, and the Power ftirs, before the Seed 
‘ comes up, then there is fbmething, that will be apt to runout raffjly ; 

* there’s the Danger, and there muft be the Patience in the Fears. For it 
‘ is a weighty Thing to be in the work of the Mtniftry of the l^rd God, 

and 
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‘ and to go forth in that : It is not as a cuftomary Pmching ; but it is 1658. 

* to bring People to the £Wof all o$trvard Preaching. For when ye hav(j 

‘ declared t.\\& Truth to People, and they have received ir, and arc come tciftai- 
‘ into that, which ye [fake of ; the uttering of many Wordsy and long 
‘ Declarations out of the £//f, may beget them into a Form. And it any Meeting. 
‘ thould run on into again, without the favour of Life, then 
‘ they, that are come into the Thing, that he fpake of, will him ; 

‘ whereby he may hurt again that, which he had raifed up before. So 
‘ Friends, ye mull all come into the Thing, that is fpoken in tlic Openings 

* of the heavenly Ltfe among you ; and walk in the Love of G(j/f,that ye 
‘ may anfwer the Thing fpoken to. 

‘And take heed all of running into Inordinate Ajfedions: For when 
‘ People to own you, then there is Danger of the wrong Part to get 
‘ up. There was a Strife among the Difciples of Chrifl, who Ihould be 
‘the Greatfftl Chrift told them, The Heathen exercife Lordjhip, and 
‘ have Dominion over one another ; hut it fball not he fo among you : For 
‘ ChriB the Seed was to come up in every one of them ; lb then, where 
‘ is the Greatefi f For that part in the Difciples, which looked to be 
^ Greatefi, was the fame, that was in theGm//#/. But w!*o comes here 
‘ iolive in the Word, that fandified him, having the Heart fanflificd> 

‘the Tongue and fandified, living in the Word of Wtfdom, that 
‘ makes clean the Heart, and reconciles to God, all things being upheld 
‘ by the Word and Power ; as there is an abiding in the Word ofGoi,thac 
‘ upholds Times and Seafons, and gives all things Increafe, hercdwel^ 

‘ ling in the Word of Wtjdom,^ if there be but Two or Three agreed in this 
‘ on Earth, it lhall be done for them in Heaven. So in this mullall 
‘ things be ordered by the Word of Wtfdom and Power, that upholds all 
‘ things,th€T/jwer and the Seafons, that are in tlie Fathers Hand', to the^/o* 

‘ ry of God, whereby his Ble0ng may be felt among you : and this brings 
‘ to the Beginning. So this is the Word of the Lord Cod to you all, IQeef 
‘ down, Kyep low, that nothing may rule nor reign in you, but Life it lelf’ 

‘ Now, the Power being lived in, the Cro// is lived in : and where- 
‘ ever Friends come in this, they draw the Power and the Life over ; 

‘and they leave a Witneft behind them, anfwering the Witnep of Cod 
‘ in others. And where this \& lived in, there is no want of Wifdom, no 
‘ want of Power, iK) want of I^nowledge : but he that Minijlreth in this, 
‘feethwith the Eye, which the openeth in him, what is for the 
‘ Fire, and what is for the Sword ; and what muft be fed with Jud^* 

‘ ment, and what muft be nouri^ed. This brings all down, and to be lorn, 

‘ every one keeping to the Power: for let a Man get up neVer fo high, 

‘ yet he muft come down again to the Power, where he left ; and what 
‘ he went from, he muft come down again to that. So irbw, before all 
‘ thefe wicked Spirits be got down, which are rambling abroad, Friends 
‘ muft have patience, and ffluft wait in the Patience, and In the cool Life t 
‘ and who is in this, doing the work of the Ldrd, he hafh the Taking and 
‘ the Feeling of the LamPs Power and Authority. Therefore all Ftiends, 

' keeprou/ and quiet in the power of theLordGsd; and all that is cbntrar jr,wil| 

* be fubje^fed: the Lamh hath the viSiory, in the through the^ PaHenet. 

‘ If any have been moved ta fpeak, and have quenched mat, which miF 

* ved then! ; let none fuch go forth afterward into until they feel 
‘ the Power to arife and move them thereto again : for alfteri^e firft 
‘/wfl is quenched, the other part will be apt id get up'f and if any ^ 
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1(5 <8. ‘ toithin that, he goeth forth in his orpft, and the Betnytr u ill come into 

‘that. all Fritndi) be Careful not to meddle with the 

Beii/ori- * Powers o\ the Eirth', but keep out of all luch things : and as ye keep in 
jure- * the Lamps Autborstj, ye will anl'wer That ot God in them, and bring 
M«t!L ‘ them to do which is the £r7<iot the l4iv. And keep out of all > 

‘ ‘t* they be out fiom the Law 

‘ ot bove ; but all that be in the Law ol Love, come to the Lamb's Power, 

‘ in the Lamb's Authority, who is the End of the Law outward. For the 
‘ Law being added becaule o('l'ranfgrt(Jion, Chrilf, who vi'asglorijitd with 
‘ the Father, bi-fon the wot Id began, is the£«<^ot the Law ; bringing them 
‘ that live in the Law of Life, to live over all Tranfgrtffion: which every 
‘ Partmlar muft feel in himielf. 

More was then Ipokea to many of ihefe Particulars ; which were not 
taken at large, as they were delivered. 

Alter this Meeting was over, and moftof the Friends gone away, 'as I 

was walking in John Crook's Garden, there came a Party of Ho>fe, wiih a 

Confiahle, to feizt on me. I heard them ask, Who was tn the Houfe ? And 
fomc-body made them Anlwer, / was there: They faid, / was the Man, 
they looked f.r ; and went forthwith into the Houfe, where iliey had 
many Wordi W'ith JohnCrook, and (ome few Friends, that were with him. 
But tile Lord's Power lo confounded them, that they never came into the 
GWr/!* to look f jr me ; but went their Way in a When Icamc in- 
to the Houfe, Friends weie very glad to fee them lo confounded, and that 
I had efcaped them. Next day I palled from thence: and after I had 
vificed Friends in leveial places, as I went, I came to London , the Lord^s 
Foirer accompanying me, and bearing me up in hisMyemVe. 

London. j not been long come to London, before I heard, that a Jefuit, who 
came over with an Embajfador from Spain, had challenged all the f^ua- 
kers, to dijpute with them at the Earf ol Weir^m’s Houle : whereupon 
fbme Friends lit him know, That ne would meet him Then he lent us 
word, He would meet with Twelve of the Wifjl Learned-Men we had : 
A while after he fent us word, He would meet with but Six ', and after that 
he fenr us word again, He would have but Three to tome. We hafi'ned 
what we could, left, for all his great Poafl, be fhciild put it quite off at 
laft. W hen we were come to the Houfe, I bid Ntcholia Bond and Edward 
Burrough go up, and enter the Dtfeour/emth him ; and I would walk a 
while in ihe Tard, and then come up after them. 1 adviled them to Jlate 
this Quefiion to him, ‘ Whether or no the Church of Rome, as it now flood, 
‘ was not degenerated from the true Churchjvhich was in the Primitive Times, 

* from the Life and DoUrtue, and from the Power and Spirit, that they were 

* ini They yifaffd the accordingly ; and the ye/«/r affirmed, 

/^e Church of Rome now was in the Virginity and Purity of the Primitive 
Church. By this time I was come to them. Then we asked him, 

‘.theyhad the Holy Ghofl poured out upon them, as the Apoflles had ? 
and be faid. No. Then laid I, ‘If ye have not the fame Holy Ghofl poured 
‘ foith upon you, and the fame Power and Spirit, tliat the Apoflles had, 
‘ then ye are degemrated from the Power and Spirit, which the Primitiiie 
‘ Church was in. So there needed little more to be faid to that. Then I 
asked him, ' Vf hat Scripture they had for letting vpCloiflefs for Nuns, 
‘ Abbies and Monaflerifs for Men, and lor all their leveral Orders; and for 
‘ their Praying by Beads, mdio Images, nod for making Croffes, ir\d for for- 
' bidding of Mtats and Marriages, and for putting People ro Death for Re-

Then he brought that Scripture, where the Jpoflle 
fays 2. 5.) When I was with you, I toldyouthefe things. That is, 

fa id he, I told you of Nunneries and Monafleries, and of putting to death for 
Religion, and of Praying by Beads, and to Images, and all the rejl of 
the Praiiices of the Church of Kome', which, he laid, was the unwiixtea 
Word of the Apofiles, which they told then, and have ftnee been continued 
down by Tradition unto theft Times. ‘ Then I dcfired him to read that Scri- 
‘ pture igi'xn, that he might fee, how he had perverted the Apo file's Words ; 

‘ for that, which the Apoftle there tells the Thejfalonians, he had told them 
‘ before, is not an unwritten Word, but is there written down ; namely, 

‘ That the Man ol Sin, the Son of Perdition lhall be revealed, before that 

* great and terrible Day oi Chrijl, which he was writing of, fhould come : 

Mb this was not telling them any of thofe things,that the Church of Rome 
‘ prattiles. In like manner, the Apofile in the third Chapter of that Epi~ 

^ file, tells the Church of fome difarderly Perfons, he heard, were amongfi 

* them, bufte-hodies, who did not work at all ; concerning whom he had com- 
‘ rnandtd them by hu unwritten Word, when he was among them, that if 
‘ any would not work, neither fijould he eat : which now he command! them 
‘ again in his written Words in this Epillle, 2 Theff. J. So this Scripture 
‘ afforded no Proof for their invented Traditions ; and he had no other 
Scripture-Proof to offer. Therefore I told him, < This was another De- 
^ generation oH their Church into iiich Inventions itxd'Traditions, as the 

* Apofiles and primitive Saints never pradtiCcd. 

After this he came to hh Sacrament of the Altar ^ beginning at the Paf- 
chal Lamb, and the Shew-hread: and fo came to the Words of Chrift, 

This is my Body, and to what the Apoftle mit of it to the Corinthians ; 
Concluding, after thePrieft had Confecrated the Bredd and Wine,it wit 
Immortal and Divine, and he that received it, received the whole Chtifi. I 
followed him through the Scriptures he brought, till I canie t(i Chfifi*s 
Words and theApo(Ue’s;and I (hewed him, ‘That the iameApofikXoid the 
‘ Corinthians, after they had taken Bread and Tl^ine ih Remerhbraricc of 
‘ Chrifi's Death, that they were Reprobates, if Chrifi wis not in' them : But 

* if the Bread they ate, was Chrifi, he mull of necedity' be in them, after 
‘they had M/f/i it. Befides, ii tbits Bread and t\x\\ Wine, which theCo- 
‘ rinthians ate and drank, v as Chrifi^ Body, theofibw hath Chrifi z Bofiy 
‘ in Heaven ? I oblerved to him allb, ‘ That bothi tbt^Difciples at the Sup- 
' per, and the Corinthians, afterwards- were to eat the Bread, and drink

*^ftfs, and forfakc you i Error, and find no more B/ooi about it : for 
‘ much Blood hath been fhed about thefe things ; as in Queen Maryh 
‘ Days. To this the Jefuit made this Reply iTake (laid he) a piece of New 
Cloth , and cut it into two pieces, and make two Garments of it ; and put one 
of them upon Kjng David’r Bitk , and the other upon a Beggar’s ; and the 
one Garment fball wear away , as well as the other, ‘ Is this thy Anfwer, 
‘ faid I ? Tps, faid he. Then (faid 1 1 by this the Company may all be fa- 
‘ tisfied, that your Confecrated Bread and Wine is not Chrtfl. Have ye told 
‘ People (b long, that the Confecrated Bread and Vl^tne was Immortal and 
‘ Dtvtne, and that it was the very and real Body and Blood of Chrijl, and 
‘ doff thou now fay, it will rvear away, or decay, as well as the other ! I mull 
‘tell thee, Chrijl remains t\\Q fame today, a% ytfierday, and never de- 
‘ cays ; but is the Saints heavenly Food in all Generations, through which 
‘ they have Life. He replied no more to this, being w'illing to let it/a//; 
for the People, that were prcleny, fkw his Error, and that he could not 
defend it. Then I asked him, ‘ Why their Church did perfecute, and put 
‘ People to Death fot Religion ? He replied, It was not the Church did it^ 
hut toe Msgijlratet. I asked him, ‘ 'Whether thofc Magi f rates were not 
‘ counted and called Believers aixi Chripans f He faid, Tes ; ‘ Why then, 
‘ (aid I, Arc they not Members of your Church ? Tes, faid he. Then I 
left it to the People to judge from his own Cdnteffms, Whether the Churth 
of Rome doth not ptffecute, and put People to Death for Religion 1 Thus 
we parted; and his Suhtilty was comprehended by Simplicity. 

Now, during the Time that I was at London, I had many Services lay 
upon me ; for it was a Time ol much Suffer ing.Piod I was moved towrite 
to 0. Cromwell, and lay belbri him the Sufferings oi Friendsboth in this 
Nation, and in Irelsuid, There was allb aTa/frabout this time of mak- 
ing Cromwtl Ifjng ; Whereupon I was moved to go to him, and warned 
him againft the lame, and of divers Ddim^er/ ; which if he did not avoid, 
I tofd him, ‘ He would bring a Shame and Ruin upon himfelf and hisPo- 
feemed to take well, what I faid to him, and thanked me : 
1(ct alififwards I was moved to write unto him more fully concerning that

and to make them fenfible of theit Injufticc and SetfCondemkation, in 
blartiingtht Papifls for perfccutiogthcfre/r^wrr abroad, while they

‘ felves being the ftleatt while under a Ptofepn of the fVotds they 
‘ foake : and this ye (hall one day wltnafs. So yc have a Propffion 

* and Form, artd ptrfecute (hCW that are In the PoffeftOn, Life ahd 
‘ Power. Therefore krioW afforcdlyj (hat ye muff come to Judg*- 
‘ fflent ; for he is made miftiftft, to wbotn all Judgment is commit- 
‘ ted. Therefore to the Li^ht of Chrift Jefus in your Conlciences, 

‘ which feardteth and trieth ytw, turtt ytmt Minds^ and Hand ftill, 

‘ and wait there to receive the Ri^tedus w hich is according to 
' that of God fo tha Confcience, which Is now rifiilg, and is bearing 
‘ witficft againft all Uftgodliftels and Unfighteoulnds of Meri ; and 
‘ they whom ye petfitute, are manlfeft to God, and that of God in 
' all Coftleierices iliall bear witnefe for u^, that we we of God : And 
‘ this ye ihall one day witnefs. Whether ye will hear of forbear. Our 
‘ Rejoyeing is in the TiftMony Of our Confeietscesf that in Simpficity

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1658, ‘a good Confcience, that whereas we are evil fpoken of, as£wA

LMdoD. < tion 'tnChrift : which is not only the putting away of the Filth of 
‘ the flelh, but the Anfwer of a good Confcienct towards God, by 

* the Refurreftion of Jefus Chrift. And this we Witncfs made ma* 
‘ nifeft, CEternal Praifes to the Living God) and bear Tellimony to 
‘ that, which fpake it in the Apoflle in Life and Power: And there* 
‘ fore do we bear witncfs and teftifie againft thole, who, being got in* 
‘ to a Form and Profejion of it, do perfecute the Life and Power. 
‘ Therefore to the Eternal Light of Chrill Jefus, the Searcher and 

* Trier of all Hearts, turn your Minds, and fee what yc are doing ; 
‘left ye overtHrnyoHr Foundatm, and Bottom, whereon ye pretend 
‘ to ftand, while yc are frofejfwg the Scriptures, and perlecuting the 
‘ Life, Light and Power, which they were in, who gave tliem lortb. 
‘ For the Stone, cut out of the Mountains without Hands, is now 

* ftriking at the Feet of the Image, the Profefm, which is fet up,

Divers times, both in the time of the Long Parliament, and of the 
ProteHor (fo called) and of the Committee of Safety, w hen they pro- 
claimed Fafls, I was moved to write to them, and tell them , their 
Fafls were like unto Jefahels: For commonly, when they proclaim- 
ed Fafs , there was lome Mifchief contrived againft us : And I 
knew, their Fafls were for Strife and Debate, to finite with the Fill of 
Wickednefs; as the tdeW’England’Pr of effort foon after didj who^ 
before they put our Friends to Death, proclaimed a Fafl alfo. 

Now was it a time of great Suffering, and many Friends being 
in Prifons, many other Friends were moved to go to tlie Parliament^ 
to offer up themfelvcs to lie in the lame Dungeons, where their Friends 
lay, that they, that were in Prifon, might go forth, and not perilh 
in the (linking Dungeons and Goals. And this we did in Love to God 
and our Brethren, that they might not die in Prifon ; and in love 
to them, that call them in, that tliey might not bring Innocent 
Blood upon their own Heads ; which we knew would cry to the 
Lord, and bring his Wratli, Vengeance and Plagues upon them. But 
little Favour could we find from thofe ProfelCng Parliaments; but 
inftead thereof they would be in a Rage, and loraetimes threaten 
thofe Friends, that thus attended them, that they would whip them, 
and fend them home. Then commonly foon after the Lord would 
turn them out, and fend them home ; who had not an Heart to do 
good in the Day of their Power. But they went not olT without 
being forewarned : For 1 was moved tp write to them, in their leve- 
ral turns, as I did to the Long^Parliament, unto whom I declared, 

before 
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before they were broken up, That thick Darknefs was coining over i6f8. 
them all, even a Day of Darknefs that fhould be felt. t/VNJ 

And becaufe the Parliament, that now fate, was made up moftly 
of high Profefers, who pretending to be more Religious than others, 
were indeed greater Perfeentors of tliem, that were truly Religieut, f 
was moved to fend them the following Lines, as a Reproof of their 
Hypocrifie : 

‘ 0 Friends, do not cloak and Cover your felves : There is a God, 

‘ that knoweth your Hearts, and that will Vneover you. He fecth 
‘ your way : Wo be to him that Covereth, but not with my Spirit, 

‘ faith the Lord. Do ye do contrary to the Law, and then put it 
‘from you! Merry and true ye negleft. Look, what was 

* fpoken againR fuch : My Saviour fpake sgainft fuch; I was fick, and 
‘ye vifted me not', I was hungry, and ye fed me not ; I was a Stranger, 

‘ and ye took me not in ; / was in Prtfm, and yevifited me not. But 
‘ they faid, When faw we thee in Prifon, and did not come to thee i In- 
‘ afmuch as ye did it not unto one of thefe JJttle Ones, ye did it not unto 
‘ me. Friends, ye Prifon them that be in the Life and Power of Truth, 

* and yet profefs to be the Minifters of Cbrili : But if Chrift had 
*fcnt you, ye would bring out of Prifon, and out of Bondage, and 

* receive Strangers. ' Ye have lived inPleafureon the Earth, and been 
‘ Wanton ; ye have nourilhed your Hearts, as in a Day of Slaughter: 

‘ Ye have condemned, and killed the Juft, and he doth not Refift 
‘ you.

After this, as I was going out of town, having two Friends with 
me, when we were gone little more than a Mile out of the City, 
there met us Two Troopers, belonging to Col. Hacker'% Regiment ; 
and they took me, and the Friends that were with me, and bought 
us back to the Mews, and there kept us Prifoners a little while : But 
the Lord’s Power was fo ovbr them, that they did not have us be> 
fore any O^cer ; but after a while fet us at liberty again. The fime 
Day, taking Boat, I went down to King/lon, and from thence went * 
afterward toward Hameton-Court, to fp^k with the ProteSot about Himpton- 
the Si^erings of Frienes. I met him Riding into 
and before I came at him, as he rode in the Head of his l^e'jyiard, 

I faw and felt a Waft (or Apparition) of Death go fordiagainu hkn; 
and when I came to t^, he look’d, like a dead Man. After I had 
laid the Sufferings of Friends before him, and bad warned him, ac* 
cording as I was mdved to fpeak to him t he bid me, eonft to his 
Houfe. So I went back to King/lon, and the next day went up to 
Hmpton-Court again, to hare fpoken further with him. But when 
I came, he was fick, and ^ Harvey, who was one that wak* 
ed on him, told me. The DoSors were not willing I d^ould come 
in to fpeak with him. So I pafled away, aid netv ftw him any 
more. 


From 
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1658. From Kin^oit I went to Jfaac Peni«gtoHsi.n Suciiiighani/hire.Vihtts 
I had appointed a Meeting ; and the Lord’s Truth and Power was 
London, ptecioufly manifcftcd amongft us. Atter I had Vifited Friends in 
Eitcx. thofc parts, I returned to, Undon i And foon after went into Efex ; 
where I had not been long, before 1 heard, that tlie Protedlor was dead, 
and his Son Rkhard naade FroteBor in his Room. Whereupon I 
London, came up to Z-a»</a» again. 

And before this time the Church-Faith (fo called) was given forth, 
which was faid to be made at the Savoy in Eleven Days time. I got 
a Copy of it, before it was publilhed, and writ an Anfiver to it : And 
when their Bookoi Church-Faith was fold up and down the Streets, 
tny Anfwerio it was fold alfo.This angrtdfdmeof the Parliament- Men; 
fo that one of them told me. They mull have me to Smithficld. 1 told 
'him, I was over their Fires, and feared them not. And reafoning 
with him, I wifh’d bimtoconfider; Had all People been without a 
Faith thefe Sixteen hundred Tears, that now the Priefls muft make 
them one ? Did not the Apoftle fay, that Jefiu was the Aufbor and 
Finijher of their Faith > And fince Chrift Jtfus was the Author of 
the Apofiles Faith, and of ihtChurches Faith in the Primitive Times, 
and of the Martyrs Faith, fhould not all People look unto him to be 
the Author and Finijher of their Faith, and not unto the Priefls ? 
A great deal of work we bad about the Priefls made Faith : For 
they called us Houfe-creepers, leading jiSy Women Captive, becaufc 
We Met in Houfes, and would not hold up their Priefls and Temples, 
which they had made and fet up. But I told them, that it was tliey, 
that Led pSy Women Captive, and Crept into IJoufes, who kept People 
always Learning under them, who were Covetous, and had got a 
Form of Godlinefs, but denied the Power and Spirit, which the A- 
poftles were in. Such began to Creep in the Apoftks Days ; but 
now they, had got the Magijlrates on their fide, who upheld thofc 
Hoifes for them, which they had Crept into, their Temples, with 
their tithes : Whereas the Apofiles brought People ofl from even 
thit Temple, and tliok Tithes ini Offerings, which God had for a 
time Commanded. Arid the Apofiles Met in feveral private Houfes, 
being to Preach the Gofpel in all Nations ; which they did freely, 
as Chrift had commanded them. And fo do we, who bring Peopfc 
' off frooLthefe Priefls,, Temples and Tithes (which God never Com- 
manded) to Meet in Houfes, or on Mountains, as the Saints ofj old 
did, who were gathered in the Name of Jefus j and Chrift ywa: their 
Prophet, f rieJl and Shepherd. \ 

There,, was prefewL with the Parliament- Man, that I difeourfed 
with, oAt. Major WiggOH, a very envious Man,; yet he bridled 
himfcif befopethe ParliamenFMan; zni fome others that .were there 
in Company. He took .afpon him to make a, Speeclj, and faid, Chrifi 
had taken amy the Guilt Af Sin, hut bad left the Poneer ofi Sin remain- 
ing in ut. I told him, tjm was ft range Doiftrine : For Chrift came 
to deftroy the Devi/ and his Works, and* the Power of Sin, and foto 
cleanfeMen from Sin. ! 

So Major Wiggans Mouth was ftopt at that time. But the next 
day defiring to fpeak with me again, I took a Friend or two with 
me, and went to him. Then he vented a great deal of Paffm and 
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Rage, beyond the Bounds of aChriftian, or Moral Man: Whereupon i6j8. 

I was made to reprove him : And having brought the Lord’s 
l\)wer ovtir ttmj and kt him - fte, what Conditkm he wis trtj I left 
him. ' ' 

After fome time I psfled out of Lmdtn, and had a Miittittg at ^er- 
geant Birkkais a» Tufitkm ; » which many People came, and forneTwitnam. 
of confidatble Quality in the World A glonws Mettiiig it Was, 
wherein the Scriptures vrere largely and clearly opened Olfilt 
exalted above all, to the great Satisfaction of the Hearers. 

But there great Perfecutuk in many places, both by 
foHtng, and breaking up of Meetingsi At a Meethg about SeVen 
Miles from the /f«c/e uAially came out of ftveral P4- 

rilhes round abcrut, to abufe Frientli, and did often heat and hmife 
them exceedingly. One day they heat and ahufetl zbovA Eighty 
Friends, that went to that Meeting out of Lendon, tearing their Coats 
and Cloaks from off their Backs, and throwing them into Ditches 
and Ponds t and when they bad bcfmcared them with Dirt, then they 
faid, They look'd like Witches. The next after this, I was a Meeting 
moved of the Lord to go to that'Aketk^, though at that time I was 
very weak. When I came there, I bid Friends bring a Table, and 
fet it in the Cloje, where they ufed.to Meet, to Hand upon. Accor- 
ding to their wonted courfe, the Rude People ame, and I having a 
Bible in my hand, (hewed them theirs and their Priefts and Teachers 
Fruits \ and the People came to beidiamed, arid was quiet: And fo 
1 opened the Seriptures to them, and our Principlet agreeing there- 
with ; and I turned the People from the Darkneis,' to the Light of 
Chrili, and his Spirit, by o^kfa' they migtir undOrftand (he Scrip- 
tures, and (ee themfelves and their Sins, aAd know Girift Jefus to be 
llieif Saviour. So the Meeting ended quietly, and the Lord's Power 
came over all, to his Glory, But it wUs a tilric of great Snff&'tngs ; 
for bcfides the Imprifoutmts, (throuah whioh many died in Prlfons) 
our Meetings were greatly difturbed : For' tliey have thrown Rotten 
Eggs and Wild-jfre into our Meetings, and have brought in Dtunts 
beating, and Kettles, to make Noiles with, that the Truth might 
not be heard ; and among thefe, the Priefts as Rude as any : as may 
be (cen in the Book of the Fitting Priefts, wherein a Lift is given fef 
fome of the Pri^s, that had 'sftiiialiy leettk and ahufed Friends. 

Many alfo of our Friends were brought up to London, Prifmr^, 
to be Tried before the Cswnirfrref; wbeit Henry Vane being Chair- 
mn, would not fuffer iVtmcKr to come in, except they would pat 
q(f their Hats : but at faft the Lord’s Power came over him, fo that, 
through the Mediation of Ibme otbent, that perfwaded Wm, they 
were admitted. Now many of us having been Implied upon Con- 
tempts (as they called them) fcxnot pntt^ effenrHMs, it was hot ji 
likdy thing, tkt Fr 'nndsi, who had fuffend fo long Ibt it from oihett, 

(hould put of their Hati^ him. But the Lord’s Power came oWr 
them all, and wroughtfts thu feveNi Prknds were fet at Liberty by 
them. Now inafmuch a Sufferings wry fliitp, i was moved Of 
the Lord to write a few Lines, and fehd sbr^ tmongft Tr/ein^, to 
encourage them to go on faithWly ilnd boldly rijtotighTO txercifes of 
the day i of which a Copy here follows : 

Bbb My 
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< My Dm FrienJs, every where abroed, fcattered in Prifon, or out of 
‘ PrifcHi Fear not, becaufe of the Reports of Sufferings', kt not the Evil 
‘ Sfks of the Good Land make you afraid, if they tell you, the Walls 
' are high, and that there be Anakrns in the Land : For at the blow- 
‘ ing ot i^Rams‘H«rns did the Walls of Jericho tail down ; and they 
‘that brought the Evil Report, perilhed in thcWildernefs. But dwell 
' ye in the Faiths Patience and Hofe, having the Word ol Life to 
■ keep you, which is beyond the Law ; and having the Oath of God, 

* his Covenant, Chrift Jefus» which divides the Waters afunder, and 
‘ makes them to Run all on Heaps ; in that (land : and ye will fee all 
‘ things work together for good, to them that love God. And in that 
‘ Triumph, when Sufferings cOme, what-ever they be ; Your Faith, 
*yo\si Shield, yem Helmet, your Armour yG\x have on ; ye are ready 
‘ to skip over a Mountain, or a Wall, or an Hid, and to walk through 
‘ the deep Waters, though they be Heaps upon Heaps. For the Evil 

* Spies of the good Land may preach uphardnefs i but Caleb, which 
‘ fignifies an Heart, and Jojhua, t Saviour, Triumph over all.

Now after a while 1 palTed into the Country, and went to Read- 
Radlng. ing, and was there under great Sufferings and Exercifet, and in a 
great Travel in my Spirit for about 7if» Weeks time : For I faw, 
there was great Coiffufion and DiktraSion amongd the People, and 
that the Powers were pluck'uig each other to pieces. And I faw, how 
many Men were deftroying the Simplicity, and betraying the Truth, 
and a great deal of Hypocrijie, and Deceit, and Strife was got upper- 
moft in the People, to that they were ready to Iheath their Swords 
in one anothers Bowels. There bad been a Tendernefs in many of 
them formerly, when they were low ; but when they were got 
up, and had killed, and taken Poffclfion, they came to be as bad 
as others : So that we had much to do with them about our Hats, 
and faying Thou and Thee to them. For they turned their Profeflion 
of Patience and Moderation into Rage and Madnefs ; and many of 
them would be like diftraded Men tor this For they 

had bardned themfelves by perfecuting the Innocent, and were at this 
time Crucifying the Seed, Chrijl, both in themfelves and others; till 
at laR they fell a biting and devouring one another, until they were 
Confmed one of another ; who had turned againft, and judged, that 
which God had wrought in them, and Ihewed unto them. So ftortly 
after God overthrew them, and turned them upfide down, and 
brought the King over them, who were often furmifing, that the 
Quakers Met together to bring in King Charles, (when as Friends did 
not concern themfelves with the outward Powers, or Government.) 
But atlaft the !.«/■</ brought him in, and many ol them (when 
they few, he would be brought in) Foted for the bringing him in. 
So with Heart and Voice praife the Nam of the Lord, to whom it 

doth

doth belong ; who over all hath tht Supremacyy and who will Rock 1658. 
the Nations, for he is over them. Now I had a Sight and Seiife of 
ihfi Kings Return a good while before, and fo had forac others. i*'***"«- 
‘ writ to Oliver (everal times, and let him know, that while he was 
perfeeuting God's People, they whom he accounted his Enemies, were 
preparing to come upon him. And when fome forward Spirits, that 
came arnongft us, would have bought Smerfet-fJoufe, that we might 
liave Meetings in it ; 1 forbad them to do fo: For I did then forelee 
tJie Kings Coming in again. Befides, there came a iVoman to me in 
the Strand, who had a Prophecy concerning A/»g Charles’i /», 
three Tears before he came ; and (he told me, (he muft go to him to 
declare it. I advifed her to wait upon the Lord, and keep it to her 
Icll : For if it Ihould be known, that (he went on fuch a Meflage, they 
would look upon it to be Treafon: But (he faid. She muft go, and 
tell him, tliat he Ihould be brought into England again. I (aw, her 
Prophecy was true, and that a great Stroke muft come upon them in 
Tower : For they that had then gotten Pojifefton, were fo exceeding 
high, and fuch great Perjecution wasadedby them, who called them* 

Llccs Saints, that they would take from Friends their Copyhold- 
Lands, bccaufe they could not Swear in their Courts, And fome- 
tunes, when we laid thek Sufferings before Oliver Cromwel, he would 
not believe it. Wherefore Thomas Aldam and Anthony Pearfon were 
m ^vtdtogo through all theGw/r m England, and to get Copies of 
friends Commitments under tht Goalers Hands, that they might lay 
tlie Weight of Friends Sufferings upon 0 /iwr Cromwel. . And wherihe 
would not give Order for the Releaffngof them, Thomas Aldam was 
' moved to take his Cap from off his Head, and to Rend it in piecet 
‘ before iiitil, and to fay unto him, So Jhad thy Government he Rent 
‘ from Thee and thy Houfe. Another Friend alfo, a Woman, was mo- 
‘ V td to go to the Parliament (that was envious againft Friends) with 
‘ a Pitcher in her band, which (he irake into pieces before them, and 
‘ told them, So jhould they he hrtiien to pieces ; Which came to pals 
(hortly alter. And in my gtta Suffering, and Trievel o{ Spirit {ot 
the Nation, being grievoufly burdened, and almoft choked with 
their Hypocrifie , Treachery and Falfneff I faw, God would bring 
that a top of them, which they had been a top of ; and that ail muft 
be brought down to that, which did Convince ihem, before they could 
get over that hadSpirit within and without : For it is the pure, Invi* 
lible Spirit, that doth, and only can work down all Dfcwr in 
People. 

Now while 1 wtas under that lore traul at Reading, by reafon of 
Grief and Sorrow of Mind, and the great Exercife tlutt was upon my 
Spirit, my Countenance was alter’d, and I looked poor and thin ; and 
there came a Company of VncUanSpiritsiamt, and told me ; The 
Plagues of God were upon we; But I told them, It was the fame Spirit 
(pake that in them, that fajd fo csiChriH, when he was ftticken and 
fmitten ; they hid their Face from him. But when I had travelled 
with thiWstnefs of God, which they had quenched, and had gotten 
through with it, and over ill tim Hypocrife, vt)aishthieOiafide-Pro-^ 
feffors were run into, and (aw, how that would be brought down^ 
and turned under, and that Lffe would rile over it, I came to haue

i6f8. Eafej znd the Light, Forntnad Spirit Ihintd over all. And then, 
having through my Travels it\d Sufer^gs, my 
RMdiag. gojy Pace ftotlled, when I came abroad into the Air ; and then 
the bad Spirits hid, / was grtwH fat ; and they Envied at thatallb: 
So I law, that no Condition nor State would plealc that Spirit of 
theirs. But the Lord preferved me by his Power and Spirit, tlirough 
loDdoD. and over all ; and in the Lord’s Power I came to London again. 

Now was there a great Pudder made about the Image or Effigies 
ci Oliver Crmwd lying in State, Men Handing and loundtng with 
frmptts over his Image, after he was dead. At this my Spirit was 
greatly grieved, and the Lord, I found, was highly offended. Then 
did I write the following Lines unto them, and lent among them, to 
Reprpvp their Wicktdnejs, and warn them to Repent. 

‘ Oh Friends, w'hat are ye doing ! and what mean ye to found he- 
• fore an Image ! Will not all Ibber People think, ye are like madPeo- 
‘ pie I Oh, how am I grieved with your Ahominations ! Oh. how am I 
‘ wearied! My Soul is wearied with you, faith the Lord, Will I not he 
‘ avenged of yeu, think ye, ftr your Ahominations I Oh, how have yc 
‘plucked down and fet up! Oh how arc your Hearts made whole, 
‘ and not Rent 1 And how are ye turned to Fooleries ! Which things 
‘ in times paft, yc ftood over : Therefore, how hive ye left my 
‘ Dread, faith the Lord'. 0! Therefore Fear, and Repent, left the Snare 
‘ and the Pit take you all. The great Day of the Lord is come upon 
‘ all your and the (wift Hand of the Lord is turned 

‘ againft them all. The fober People in the Nations, (land ama/.cd at 
‘ your Doiogsi and arc alhamed, as if ye would bring in Popery.

About this time great Stirs were in the Nation, the Minds of 
People being uflfcticd, and much Plotting and Contriving there was 
by the kvenl FaHiens, to carry on their fcvtral IntereHs. And a 
great Care being upon me, left anytoung or Raw People, that might 
lometimes come amongft us, flwuld be drawn into that Snare, 1 u as 
moved to give forth the following Epilik, as a Warning unto all 
fuch. 


‘ h\\ Fkiends every where, keep out of Plots, and Buffing, and 
‘ the Arm of Flefh ; for all that is amongft Adam’s Sons in the 
' Fall, where they IrO defiroyhg Mens Lives like Dogs , and

‘ deftroying one another, add wreftling tilth Fltffi and Blood. From 
‘ whence arife Wars aadKillin^ h«r from the LuHs t Now all this is 
‘ inAdam'm the Fall, outoif Adani, that never felt, in whom there

‘are not of ChrilPs Kin^m, but are witlwut ChriB’s Kingdom: For 
‘ 1 m Kingdotn Bands in l^ce and RiglH^dhefs ; but Filters are in 

the 
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‘ the Luft; And all that would dtflrey Mens Lives^ are not ot Chrift’s 1659. 
‘ Mind, who came to fave Men stives. Chrift’s Kingdom is not of'-^'VNJ 
‘ this World j it is peaceable : and all that be in Strife, are not of his 
‘ Kingdom. And all that pretend to for the Goffel^ ate decei* 

‘ ved : For the Gc//»c/ is the Power of God, which was before the £)(?<• 

‘w/, or Fall of Man was,- and the Gofpel ot ?eace was, before 
‘ Fighting was. Therefore they, that pretend Fighting, and talk of 
‘ Fighting fo, arc Ignorant of the Gofpel. And all that talk of 
‘ ing for Sion, are in DarkneS ; For Sion needs no fuch Helpers. And 
‘ all fuch as profefs thcmlclves to be Minijlets of Chrift, or Chriflti 
‘ ans, and go abt'ut to beat down the Whore with outward, carnal 
‘ Weapons, the Flejh and the Whore are got up in themlelves, and 
‘ they are in a blind Zeal : For the Whore got up by the Inward Ra- 
‘ vening from the Spirit of God ; and the beating down ol the Whore 
‘ muft be by the inward Stroke of tlic Sword ot the Spirit within. 

‘ All fuch as pretend (dirift Jelus, and confefs him, and yet run into 
‘ the ufe of Carnal Weapons, wrcftling with Flelh and Blood, throw 
‘ away the Spiritual Weapons. They that would be Wreftlers with 
‘ Fkih and Blood, throw away Chrift’s Doftrine, and Flejh is got up* 

‘on them, and they are weary of their Sufferings. Andliich as 

* would Revenge themfelves, be out of Chrift’s Dodrine. And fuch 
‘ as being ftricken on the one Cheek, would not turn the other, be 
‘ out of Chrift’s Dodrine. And fuch as do not love one another, and 

* lave Enemies, be out of Chrift’s Dodrine. Therefore ye, that be 
‘ Heirs of the Blejftngs of God, which were before the Curfe and the' 

* Fall was, come to Inherit your Portions : And ye that be Heirs of the 
‘ Gofpel of Peace, which was before the Devil was, live in the Gofpel 
‘ of Peace, fecking the Peatf of all Men, and the Good of all Men : 

‘ and live in Chnft, who came to fave mens lives, out of Adam 
‘ in the Fall, where they deftroy mens lives, and live not in him. 

‘ For the Jews Sword outwardly, by which they cm down the F/ea- 
‘then, wasaTypeofthe of (?<»(!/ within, which cuts down the 
‘ Heathenifb Mature within. So live in the peaceable Kingdom of 
‘ Chrift Jtfus, and live in the Peace vS God, and notin xht LhJIs, 

‘ from whence Wars arile, and live in Chrift, the Prince of Peace, 

‘ the Way of God, who is tire Second Adam, that never fell; but live 
‘ not in Adam in the Fall, in the Deftrudion, where they deftroy one 
‘ another, Thcretbre come out of Adam in the Fall, into the Adarrt 
‘that never fell,- and fo live in Love and Peace with all Men: 

‘ and keep out of all the Buffings in the World, a«d meddle no^ with 
‘ the Powers of the Earth ; but mind the Kfogdood, the Way of 
‘ Peace. Ye that be Heirstf Grace ^ and Heirs of the Kingdom, and 

‘ Heirs of the Gofpel, and Heirs Of Salvatiotly iai Saints Of . the- 
‘ moft-High, and Children of God, whofe ConvcvfttiodSi are iff Heo*- 
'ven, that is above the Combuftiofw Of the Eaafb, let your Ciao-- 
‘ verfation Preach to all Men, and your Inoocenc. Lives, that ihcy 
‘ which fpeak Ev'd of you, beholding your Oodh Converfatioti,. mij 
‘ glorifie your Father, which is in Heaven. And all Friends every where^ 

‘ this 1 charge you, which is the Word of the Lord Clod tMto yoo^aHt' 

‘ IJve in Peace, in Chrijt the tvay ef Peace ; add thewift lelcft the Seace 
‘ of all Men, a:^ no Mans Hurt. As I feid befohef dwAdam tibie 

Fall 
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i6f9. ‘ Fall is fio i'^ the Fall, in him is the Peace : 

Wv ‘ So }c being in a^elam, which never fell, it is Lcve that overcomes, 
Loodoo.' , pQt Hatred wiih Hatred, nor Strife with Strife. Therefore 

* live all in the peaceable Life, doing good to all Men, and feekirg 

* the Good and Weilare of all Men.

It was not long after this, before Cecrge Booth rofe in Arms in 
Chejhire, and Lmhert went down agamlt him. At which time 
{otnt foolifh rafh Spirits, that came fometimes amongft us, were toa- 
dy to have taken up Arms ; But I was moved of the Lord to warn 
them, and forbid them, and they were quiet. In the time of the 
Committee oi St^ety, (fo called) we were Invited by tiiem to h-ave 
taken up Arms, and great Places and Commands were offered fomc ot 
us ; but wc denied them all, and declared agair.ll it both by Word 
and Writing ; teftifying, that our Weapons and Armour were not Car- 
nal, but Spiritual. And IcA any, that came amongU us, fliould be 
drawn into that Snare, it came upon me Irom the Lord, to write a 
few Lines on that occafion, and lend them forth, as a Caution io all 
amongA us. Of which this is a Copy ; 

‘ All Friends every where, Take heed to keep out of the Powers 

the Earth, that Run into the Wars and Fightings, w hich make 
‘ not for Peace, but go from that ; fuch will not have the King- 
‘ dom. And Friends, take heed of Joining with this of the other, 
‘ or medling with any, or being bufie with other Mens matters,* but 

* mind the Lord, and his Power, and his Service. And lo let Friends 

* keep out ot other Mens matters, and keep in that which anfwers 
‘ the Witnels in them all, out of the Mans-matters-put, where they 
‘ muA exped Wars, and the DiPonour. And all Friends every where, 

* dwell in your own, in the Power of the Lord God, to keep your 
‘ Minds up to the Lord God, from falling down to the Strength of 
'Egypt, or going thither for Strength, alter ye are come out ot it, like 
‘ the Children ot Ifrael, alter they were come out of outw ard E- 
‘ gypt. But dwell in the Power, of the Lord God, that ye may keep 
‘ over all the Powers of the Earth, amongA whom the juA Hard of 
‘ God is come : For they have turned againA the fufl, and dilobey- 
‘ cd the Jnft in their own particulars, and fo gone on in one againA 
‘ the fnft ; therefore the Jnfi fets them one againA another. Now he 
*■ that goes to help among them, is from the JuJi in himfclf, in the mad 
‘ and unAay’d Aate, and doth not know by the All-feeing Eye, (that 
‘ beholdeth) him that recompenfeth and rew^ardetb, and lives not in 
‘ th6 Hand, in the Power, that mangles and overturns, which vex- 
‘ cth the Tranfgreffors, that come to be blind, and zealous for they 

* do not know what. Therefore keep in Peace, and in the Love and 
‘ Power of God, and in Unity and Love one to an9tbcr,jjJeA any g© 

‘ out, and fall with the Vncircmcifed: That is, they that are from the 

* Spirit in themfclves, and they that go from it, go into the Pit to- 
‘ gciher. Therefore Aaod in that (it is the Word of the Lord Cod 
‘ to you all) in the Fear and Dread of the Lord God, his Power, Lift, 
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‘ Light, Seed and WtfJm, by which yc may take aWay the occallon 1659. 
‘ of Wars, and (b know a Kingdom which hath no end, and fight 
‘ for that with Spiritual Wtafons, which takes away the occafion of ^ 

' the Carnal : and there gather Men xoWar, as many as ye can, and 
‘ fit up as many as ye can with thefc Weapons,

Now after I had ftaid fometime in LenJon, and had vifited Friends 
Meetings there and there-abouts, and the Loris fewer was fet over 
all, I travelled into the Countries again, pafling through Ejfex and e^ix. 
Suffolk into tforfolk, vKmog Friends ; till I came to Ifermh, where 
we had a Meeting about the time called ChriJlMas. The Mayor of Norwich. 
Norwich, having got notice before*handof the A^eeting I intended to 
have there, granted out a Warrant to apprehend me. Wherefore 
when I was come thither, and heard of the Warrant, I Cent feme 
Frienis to the Mayor to Reafbn with him about it/ His Anfwer was. 

The Souldiers (hould not Meet ; and did We think to Meet ? He 
would have had us gone out and Met without the City : For he 
(aid, the Townspeople were fo rude, that he could hardly order them, 
and he feared, that our Meeting would make Tumults in the Town. 

But our Friends told him, we were a peaceable People, and that he 
ought to keep the Peace ; for we could not but Meet to Worjhip God, 
as our manner was. So be became pretty moderate; and did not 
fend his Officers to iht Meeting. Khtgt Meeting it was, and abun- 
dance of rude People came, with an intent to have done Mifchicf : 

But the Loris Power came over them, fo that they were Chained by 
it, though leveral Priefts were there, and Profeffors, and Ranters. 
Among the Priefts, one, whofe Name was Townfend, flood up and 
Cryed ; Error, Blafphemy and an Ungodly Meeting ? 1 bad him not 
burden himlelf with that, which be could not make good ; and I ask- 
ed him, what was our E!rror and Blafphemy : For I told him, he (hould 
make good his Words, before I had done with him, or be ihamed. 

As for an Ungodly Meeting, I faid, I did believe there were many 
People there, that feared God, and therefore it was both Unchnftian 
and Uncivil in him, to charge Civil, Godly People mth zaUngodly 
Meeting. He faid. My Error and Blafphemy was, in that I faid, that 
People muft wait upon God by his Power and Spirit, and feel his PrS- 
fence, when they did not fpeak Words ; 1 asked him then. Whether 
the Apoflles, and Holy Men of God, did not hear God fpeak to them 
in their Silence, before they fpake forth the Setipture, and before it 
was written ? He replied. Test David mA the Prophets did bear God, 
before they did Pen the Scriptures, and felt bis Prefence in Silence , 
before they fpake them forth. Thenftid I, All People take notice, 
he faid, this was Error and Blafphemy in me to lay thefe Words; and 
now he hath confefTedi it is no more, than the Holy Men of God 
in former times witnefTed. So I (hewed the People, that as the Holy 
Menoi God, who gave forth the Scriptures, as they were movd 
by the Holy Gholt, did hear and learn of God, before they fpake 
them forth : So maft They all hearken, and hear what the Spirit faith, 
which will lead them into all Truth, that they may know God, 
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16 ^ 9 , and Chrift, add may uildttftaftd the Seriptttm. 0 (aid the Prkjly 
l/Vv this is not that Gthtp fii f would (peak withal 5 this is a fubtilc 
Nonvlcli. 521 Load's PotDft t»»dt over all, and the rude 

People were made (troderart) and were reached by it 5 arid feme Pro- 
fejfors, that were there, oalid to the Priejls, faying, Preve the 
Blafphemy and Errors, which ye have charged them with : Te have 
ffokenmuch againfl them hehhd their Backs, lut nothingye can prove 
now ((aid they) to their Faces. But the Priejl began to get away : 
Wh^iiport I toM him, t*e hid many things to Charge him withal, 
therefore let him fet a the and piactm anlwer them ; which he did, 
and wetit his ways. A alorious Day this Was : For Truth came 0 - 
ver all, Ind People were tamed to God by his Poweh add Spirit, and 
to the Lord JefusCht^^ tHeih/rre Teachtr, who was Exalted over 
all. And is we paiTed away, generally Peoples Hearts were filled 
with LoVe towards os ; yea, the Ruder fort of them defired another 
Meeting'. For the evil Intentions that tliey had againft us, were 
thrown out of their Hearts. At Night 1 palTed odt of Town to a 
Coi.Dtn- /VWs Houle, and ffrirti thfence tool. Dennis’s, where we had a 
great Meeting ; And afrerwirds travelled on through the Countries , 
Norfoiik. vifitii^ Friends up and doWn in ihrfolk, Hkntingtonjhire and Cam- 
Hunts, irid^ejhire, But Oeor^e Whitehead arid Bichard fluberthorn Raid 
Norwich, to meet the Prieft, who was foon Confounded and 
down, the Lord's Power came fo over him. 

After I had travelled through many Countries in the Lord’s Ser- 
vice, and many were CWiv/iitvrfjhotwithftah^ that in feme places 
tliePeopIewbre very Rode; I ttramed ro Iwafc/rigiiti, whenGc- 
London. egntt UpthRlier, and thetJarw and Pvfis of the City 

were pulKng down. '* Lbng before this I had a Vifion, wherein I faw 
‘ the City lie irt Peeffs, arfd the 'Gotes down ; and it w'Is then repre- 
‘ prefetWed w me, juft Is I few ft, fcvcral Years after lyirtg in heaps, 

‘ when it was hurried, i 

IDivers times had f, both by Word and Writing, forewarned the 
fevcrai Poters, both fo Dlim’s time and after, of the Day of Recom- 
pend, that was homing upon thfcm ; But they rtjedllng Counfel, and 
Righting tliofe Viftat'tons of Usit to tktfi, I was moved now, be- 
forettiey were quite overtnrhed, tO lay their JSacif Hypocrifie 
and Treachems Deglimgkidiutk^ta, thus: 


‘ friends, 'NovV art the Prcfhecrei fnifihed and fulfilling upon you, 
‘ which have been '^htn w you by the People of God in yoUr Cmts, 
•wymSteipk-imfes, ih ydwTitwns^ Cities, Markets, Mehways, 
' and at your fea^ when ye werefo your Pleafurcs, and puned up, 
‘ that ye Wofflid neiihfer hear God hor Afov; when ye were in your 
‘ Highnefi and of Akthotity, though raifed up from a meaa 
'* State, noneinighl oome high you without lown^, or tbt RefpeS of 
‘ Perfins, fi* ye w«eirt the worll’s Way, Cmplermnts and Fafidm, 
which, for Godfcfosce ftlte towards God, they could not go into, 
‘ befog redeemed there ’from t therefore they wereby yon bated for 
‘thtlt Ganfe. 'But howfo^ ytto be brau^t iuw, who Exalted 
‘ yohrfelm above yohr Bfethrw, and threw the fun and HarmkjS 

from 
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*itjS troin among you, until at laft God hath thrown you out ; And 165:8. 
‘ wlicn yc call the Innocent from among you, then yctcll a biting one »/*v^ 
‘ another, until ye were Confumed one of another. And fd the Dc^ 

* is come upon you, which before to you was told, though before ^e 
‘ would not believe it. And are not yet your Hearts fo harJneJ, that 
‘ ye will hardly yet believe, though ready to go into Captivity ? 

‘ Was it not told you, when ye fpilt the Blood of the Innocent in your 

* Steeple Imfes, in your Markets^ in your Highways and CitieSy yea, 

* and even in } our Courts alio, becaufe they laid the Word thou to 
•you, and could not putofi tlieir // j/j toyou. That if fomethingdid 
‘ not arije up amongtlyour felves, to avenge the Blood of the Innocent, 

* there would come jomethingfrom beyond the Seas, which lay referved 
‘ there-, which, beingbrought by the Armo/ God, the Arm of Flelh, and 
'flrongefl Mountain cannot withfland I Yet ye would not confider, 

* nor regard, nor hear ; but cried. Peace, Peace, and feafted your 
‘ felves, and fate down in the Spoil of your Enemies, being Treacbe- 
‘ rotu both to God and Man j And who will truft you now > Have 
‘ ye not taken Covenants zesAOaths ? And broken Covenants ixi^Oaths 

* betwixt God and Man, and made the Nations Breakers both of 

* Covenants and Oaths ; fo that nothing but Hjpocrijie, and Rotten- 

* nejl, and Falfhood under fair Pretence, was amongft you t When 

* yc pretended to fet up the Old Caufe, it ,w'as but your felves ; for 
‘ which ye long flunk to fober People, who faw, that no good ye 

* would do. But it was a Joy for any of you to get up into Jutho- 
‘ rity, that ye might have Praife, and Honour, and Re/peH; and they 
‘ that were in the Self-denial, were a Derifion to you ; from amongft 
‘ whom that was hanifhed. Thus ye became the Nations Mafieri, and 

* not Servants ; whereas the Greatefl of all, Ibould be the Servant so{ all. 

* But there ye loft your Authority, not confidering your Eftates, from 

* whence ye were,andto what end God had raifedyou up ,'but forgot the 

* Lord, and quenched that which was Good in your felves, and per- 
^fecHted them, that lived in it: And fo arc grown fo grols and per* 

‘ verfe, that at laft ye are fit for neither Godnor Man. Have n6t ye 

* uled to call the Q^kers the Fanatick People, and tb& diddy HeaJsi 

* But whither now are ye Giddying i Into Cains City Hod, which fig- 

* nifies Fugitive, or Wandring i Have not yc Perfecuted, and Impri- 
^ fined to Death, fuch as God had Refpeft to, and is now Reproving 

* you for their lakes, by them whom Ye have bated i Were not ma- 
‘ ny amongft you ent off for your Perfecution, and yet the reft of 

* you would not take Warning? Was there not a Book of Examples 
*• fet out unto you, of what fudden zcsAJlrange Deaths happened upon 

* the PerJecMtors of the Innocent ? And yet ye would not take Warn- 
‘ ing, until the Oveiffowint Scourge is now cominguppn you, Are not 

* ye They, that have kiffed like Cain, who have kiHed about your Sa- 

* criffee, and mingled the Blood of the Innocent with it ? Hath not 
‘ God now Vagamded you, that ye (bould become a Curfi upon the 
‘ Earth, who have perfecuted Friends to Death ? Did not the Blood 
‘of the Righteous cry out of the Ground for Vengeance? And will 
‘ not the Blood of the Righteous be required? Could ye thihk, that 
‘ the Lord would let you fit always with (lands, and fsfis of 

Ccc *mtlud^ 
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1658. ^Wickedne^i Ah! What’s become of all your yourf<i/?j, 

' the frayers and Blejftngs of your Friefts !

Being now dear of the City, and finding my Spirit drawn to Vi- 
fit Friends in the fVe^ern Parts of England, 1 went out of Town ; and 
imtj. pafiing firft into Surrey and Suffix^ came to a great Town, where 
there was a large Meetings to which fcveral Friends from Reading 
came ; and a bfefied Meeting it was. The Priefl of the Town was 
in a great Rage, but did not come out of his Houfc ; wherefore, 
hearing him make a great Noife in his Houfe, as we were pafiing from 
the Meeting, we bid him Come out into the Street, and we would dif- 
courfe with him ; but he would not. So the Lord' s Power being over 
all, Friends were rcfrelhed in the Lord’s Power and Truth. From thence 
I went to another Market-Town, where in the Evening we had a 
precious Meeting ; and the frcfli Senfe of the Prefence of the Lord 
Dir7^‘'i fwectly felt amongft us. Then turning into Hamplhire 

Ringwoodiand Dorfetjhire, I went to and FW, vifinng in the 

Pool. Lord's Power, and had great Meetings amongft them. 

Dofcht/ler At Dorchefler we had a great Meeting in the Evening at our Inn, 
to which many Souldiers came, and were pretty Civil. But theC«»- 
JlaUesosiA Ofiters of the Town came, under pretence to look for a 
ftfuite, whofo Head (they faid] was lhaved : And they would have 
all to yut of their Hats, or elfe tliey would take them off, to look 
for ^t ' fe^iPs jhaven Crown, So they took off my Hat (for I was 
the Mari they aimed at) and they looked very narrowly ; but not 
finding any haldtt (haven flace on my Head, they went away with 
fame-, and the Souldiers, and other fober People were greatly offend- 
ed with them. But it was of Mod Service for the Lord, and all 
things wrought together for good <' for it affeiled tlie People : and af- 
ter tne OfoeYs Were Mne, We had a fine Meeting ; and People were 
turned to the Utd feftu Chrijl, their Teacher, who had bought them, 
and would reconcile them to God. 

From thence We parted into Somerfetjhire, where the Presbyterians, 
and other Ptofjfors werii very wicked, and oftch ufed to diftutb 
Example. Friends’ Meetings. ‘ OrttS tittle cfpeciaWy (as we were then informed) 

‘ there was a Vefy ivi(r<fri*Maft, whom (hey had got to come to the 
‘ Quaker} Mietlng. This Man put a Bears-Skln on WsBack, and un- 

* dertook with that to flay franks in the Quakers Meeting. Accoftf- 
‘ irtgly, letting himfelf juft oppofite to the Friend, that was fpeak- 
' irig, he Lot ni his Tc^etut ofhd Mnih, having hd Bears-Skho on 
' his Back, and (b made^rt to his Wleked Foltowers, and caufef a 
‘ great ttflurbance in the Mteting. But ari EmlrtWt Judgment over- 
‘ took him,aflq 1^ funifhmet fiumbred hot ; For as he went back from 

* the Meetini, there v/as a Bullhaitirk iri the way, Which he fta)'ed 

* to fee ; ana cbmtogwhfiiit the Built re^ch, the Bull ftrnck his Mr* 

* utiJ« the ^hi|1 into liis Thrvat, artd ftruck |iis fdngue oof of 
( hlS Mduih, fothat k ^^lollhtg out, ' as he had trfed it befor< 'in 
‘ Derlrton, in the Meeting, And the Bull's Horn running up into the 
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‘ Mjns Iliad, he fwung him about upon bis Horn, in a mod re- 1659. 

‘ mif kible and fearful manner. Thus he that caipe to do Mifchief a- '/YN 
‘ mongd God's People, was Mifehitved liimfelf ; and well would it Eiumpie. 

‘ be, it fuch apparent Examples of t>mne Venfiance Would teach 
‘ others to beware. 

Wc travelled t\\\o\i^\Somerfetjhire, and Devonjhlre, till we came to Dmiilhiri. 
Plymouth, and fo went up into Cornwall vifiting the Mietim 
Friends, till wc came to Land’s-End. Many precious and blefled ’ 
Mretinp we had, all along through the Countries as we went, where- 
in they that mic Convinc'd, were eftablilhed, and many others were 
added to them. At the Lantl s-End in Cornml, there was an honed Lan*E»d. 
fijher man who became a Faithful of Chrift. I took 

notice of him to Friends, and told them. Hems like Peter. 

While I was in Cornwall, there were great Ship-wracks about the 
Lands-End. Now it was theCudom of that Country, that at fuch 
a time both Rich and Poor went out, to get as much of the PVrack, 
as they could, not caring to fave the Peoples Lives : And in fome 
parrs of the Country, they called Shipwracks, God's Grace. Thefe 
things troubled me, and grieved my Spirit, to bear of fuchunchri- 
dian Aidions, confidering, how far they were below the Heathen at 
Melita, who received Paul, and made him a Fire, and were courteous 
towards him, and them, that had fuffered Shipwkek with him. Where- 
fore I was moved to write a Paper, and fend itto’all the Parijhes, 

Triejls and Magtjlrates, High and Low, to reprove them for fuch 
greedy AH ions, and to Warn and Exhort them, that, if they could 
aflid to fave Peoples Lives, and preferve their Ships and Goods, they 
fltould ufe their Diligence therein, and confider, if it had been their 
own Condition, they would judge it hard ; if they Ihould be upon a 
IPrack, and People Ihould drive to get what they could from them, 
and not matter their Lives. A Copy of that Paper here follows : 


All Friends and People, 

* '^Ake heed of Greedinefs, and Coveteufnefs: for that is idolatrn 

* 1 and the Idolater mud notenter into the Kingdom of God. Take 

* heed of Drunkenneli, znd Oaths, ia 6 Cnrfings; for fuch arcDeftroy- 

* ers of the Creation, and make it to groan. Lay away all Fightings, 
‘ and ^arreSings, ind Brawlings, and Evil Speakings, which are the 

* Works of the Flejb, and not of the Spirit : for who follow fuch 

* things, are not like to have the Kingdom of God. Put away all 

* Cortrupt Words, which be ua&voury ; and mifnaming one another ; 
‘ for ye mud give an Account for every idle Word. Lay afide all 
‘ Profefm and Religion that is vain, and come to the Poffeffion, and 

* the pure Religion, which is to vifit the Fatberled, the Widow and 
‘ the Stranger, and receive them : For fome thereby may entertain 

* Angels unawares, and the Servants ol the Lord, as PWwascntcr-

‘Spirit of CmpaJJion, and a Spirit of iCbriftian. But if ye be greedy,

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‘ and covetous after other men’s GW/, not mattering, what becomes 
' of the Men-, W'outd ye be ferved lo your felvcs ? If ye Ihould have 
1 BdsRod. « a Ship caft aw'ay in other places, and the People Ihould come to tear 
‘ theCW/ and Shh in pieces, not regarding to lave the Men’s Lives, 
‘ but be ready to pfjit one with another for your Goods, do not ye 
‘ believe, fuch Goods would become a Curfe to them ? And may ye 
‘ not as well believe, fuch kind of Atftions will become a Curfe unto 
‘ you ? When the Spoil of one S/sips Goods is idly fpent, and confu- 
‘ med upon the Lulls in Ale-houfes, Taverns, and otherwife, then 

* yc gape for another. Is this to do, as ye would he done hy; which is 
‘ the Law and the Prophets ? Therefore, PrieSi Hull, Are thefc thy 
‘ Fruits ? What dolt tiiou take Peoples Labour and Goods for ? Haft 

* thou taught the People no better Manners and Converfation, who are 
‘ fo Brutilfe and Heathenilh i Nowall fuch things we judge in whom- 
‘ Ibever. But if any Friend, or others, do preferve Mens Lives, 
‘ and endeavour to fave their Goods and EJlates,a.n6 reftore,what they 
‘ can fave of a Wrack, to the Owners ; and then if they confider them 

* for their Labour, doing , in that cafe unto them, what they would 

* have done unto themfelves ; that we own. And if they buy or Jell, 
‘ and do not make a Prey ; that is allowed of ftill, in the way of do^ 

* rW, as ye would be done by, keeping to the Law and to the Prophets : 

* (that is) that if yc Ihould be in another Country, ye would have 

* dther People to fave your Lives and Goods, and have your Goods re- 
' ftored to you again, and you to confider them for fo doing. All ye, 
' that do otherwife, that wait for a Wrack, and get the Goods for 
‘ your felves, not regarding the Lives of the Men; but if any of 
‘ them eftape drowning, let them go a begging up and and down the 
^ Country ; and it any fcape With a little, lometimes they are rob- 
‘ bed of it in the Country : All fuch, that do fo, are not for the pre- 

ferving of the Creation, but for the dejlroying of it : And thofe 
‘GW/ which are fo gotten, lhall be a aoAss Hague, anday*«^- 
‘ mnt to them ; and them the Judgments of God will follow, for att- 
‘ ing fuch things : The Witnefs in your Confciences lhall Anfwcr it. 

* Therefore all ye, who have done fuch things, do fo no more, left a 

* wotfe thing come unto you. But that which is good, do ; to pre- 

* ferve Men’s -Lives and EJlates, and labour to reftore the Lofs and 
‘ Breads ; that the Lord requires. Be not like a Company of Greedf 
‘ Dogs, and worfe than Heathens, as if ye had never heard tell of God, 

* not Chrifi, nor the Scriptures, nor p)tre Retigion. And friejl Hull, 
‘ Have People fj)cnt their Money upon thee, for that which is no 
'Bread} For a thing of nought , that thou haft fuch ? All 
‘ fuch Teachers, that make a Trade of the Scriptures, (which are given 
' forth from the Spirit of God,xo be believed, and read, and pradifed, 
‘ and Chrift, whom they teftifie of, ' enjoVed) We utterly deny ; who 
‘ own Chrift, and arc come ofT fVom all your Steejie-houfes, which 
‘ Were the Old Mdfs-houfis : for ate their bad fruits harboured ; 
‘ thofe are thera^f/ of them. But come to the -churth, which is In 
' God, (i Thef, I.) andcortje all to the which ChriB Jefus 

I ‘ hath enlightned you withal, which ihews you all the "Vngodly Words 
‘ye have fpokeh, Which ye haVe'fhought, the 

*^dly AHions, which ye have done. Tltis wifi bfc yotir Tiachcr, if ye

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‘ love it ; your Condemnation., if ye hate if. For the mighty Day of 1659. 
‘ the Lord is coming upon all Wickedncfs and Ungodlinefs : There- 
‘ fore your Whoredoms and Fornications lay afide. And ye 
‘ firates, who are to do fnjiice, think ye not, that the Hand of the* 

‘ Lord God'is againft you, and that his Judgments will come upon you, 

‘ who do not look after thefe things, and flop them with the Law, whidi 
‘is. To do unto all men, as they would have done unto them, whereby ye 
‘ might be a good Savour in your Country ? Is not the Law to pre- 
‘ ferve Mens Lives and Eflates, Doing unto all Men, as they would

This Taper had a good Service among People: And Friends have i6do. 
endeavoured much to favethc Lives of the Men in times of Wracks, 
and to preferve the Ships and Goods for them. And when fome^ that 
have fulfercd Shipwrack, have been altnoft dead and fiarved, fomt 
Friends have taken them to their Houfes, to foccour them and reWer 
them ; which is an JH to be pradiftd by all true Chrijlians* • . . . 

Now turned I back again from the Lands- End ? and after f bad 
had many precious and blcfled Meetings in Cornwall, fevpral 
Eminent People being Convinced iir that County, Whom neither friefts 
nor Magiff rates, by fpoiling Goods or Imprifonments, could in0ke to 
forfake their the Lord Jefiis Chrtft that had bought tfiem^ 

and all Friends, who were turned to Qirift their Tejeher and Sa* 
viour, being fetled in peace ^ndQurptnefstiponAim> their FuQdi(ion» 
we left tliem unto the Lord fefus cijriJTsteathkg^'tmdd^trkgi ' frcA 
and green ; and Thomas Lower, who had aecoWpattied me thfough afl 
that County, brought me over Hdtfe Fridge 
And after feveral Meetings up and down in p&vttn/Hre^ ^eaine 
into Somerfetjhire, where we had divers large and peaceafefe 
and fo pafTing through the CountiriiEid^Frkild^j;^CiF^Qto^t 
Bri(loi '' ' '■ ' . 

' ’ i Wnii 
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\66o. I came into Briftolon the Seventh Day of the Week, and the Day 

'./'W before, thtSonUiers came with their Muskets into the Meethg, and 

Bfirtoi, vvcrc exceeding rude, leafing and Jlriking Friends witli their Muskets^ 
and drove them out of the Orchard in a gicat Rage, thteatning, w hat 
they would do, if came there again. For the iVdjpr and the 
Commander of the Sonldiers had Ht feems ) combined tt'gcthtr to 
make a Difturbance amongft friends. Now when f came to Brijlol, 
and Friends told me, what a Rage there was in the tom^ hew they 
were threatned by both the Mapr zniSouldiers, and how unruly the 
Souldiers had been to friends the day belbre j I fent lor ftveral 
Friends ^ iS George Bijhop^ Thomas Gouldney, Thomas Speed Edward 
Fyot, and defited them, to go soOv. Mayor and Aldermen, and dtfire 
them, feeing he and they had broke up our Meetings, to let Friends 
have the Tom HaU to Meet in ; and tor the ufe oi it Friends would 
give them Twenty Pounds a. Tear, to be dillributed amongft the Foor : 
and when the Mayor and Aldermen had bufinels to do m it. Friends 
would not Meet in it, but only on the Firfl Days Thole Friends 
were aftonilhed at this, and (aid. The Mayor and Aldermen would 
think, that they were Mad : But I faid, Nay ; for they Ihould offer 
them a confiderable Benefit to the Poor. And it was upon me from 
xhoLord to bid themCe; and at laft they Conlented, and went, 
though in the Croji to their own Wills. When they had laid the 
thing before thsMa^or, it came foover him, that he faid, For his 
part, be could con/ent to it ; lut he was but one : And he told Friends 
or another Great Hall they might ' have j but that they did not 
accept of, it beinginconvenient: So came away, leaving the 
Mayor in a very loving Frame towards them : For they felt, the Lords 
Power had come over him. When they came back, I fpakc to them 
to go alfo to the Colonel, that Commanded the Souldiers, and lay be- 
tbtehim the rude Cattiage of his Souldiers, how they came Armed 
amongft naked innnocent People, who were waiting upon, and worjhipping 
the Lord : But they were backward to go to him. Next Morning, 
being the Firjl Day of the Week, we went to the Meeting in the Or- 
chard, where the Souldiers had fo lately been fo rude. And after I 
had declared the Truth a pretty while in the Meeting, there came in 
many rude Souldiers ind People, (otae'With Drawn Swords. The In- 
keepers had made feme of them drunk ; and one of them had bound 
himfelf with an Oath, to cut down and kill the Man that fpoke. So he 
cameprefiiogin, through all the Crowd of People, to within /w 
Tards of me, and ftopt atthofc/cur Friends before-mentioned, (who 
Ihould have gone to the Colonel, as I would have had them) and fell a 
yangUug with them. On a hidden I faw,bis Sword was put up and gone ; 
For the lorisPow^rcme over all, and chained him and the reft, and 
we bad a blcfled Meeting, and the Lcr/sEverlafling Pow er and Pre- 
fence was felt amoDgft us. On the Day ioliowing, thofc Ponr Friends 
went and fcake with the Colonel,a.nd he fent for the Souldiers, and Cut 
and (ome of them before the Friends Faces. Which when I 
heard of, I blamed the Friends for letting him do fo ; and alfo for 
that they did not go on the Seventh Day, as I W'ould have had thtra, 
which might have prevented this Cuttit^ of the Souldiers, and the 
TtWli: they gave at our Meeting. But thus the Icr/r friw came 
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over all thofe perfecuti^g, ItlnJy MinJs, and the /Wfeefwg there was 1660. 
fttiled in Peace, for a good while after without Diftarbartce. 

I had then alfo a General at EJm. Pytfs near Brifid^ at 

which it was judged, there were divers Thn^aniis<A People: For be- 
ftdes Friends from many parts thereabours, feme of the Baptifts and 
Independents, with their Teachers^ catnc to it, and very many of the 
feher FeepU of Briftol; inlbrnuch that Feeple, that ftaid behind, 
faid. The dtp looked naked, tlierc were fo many gone out of it to this 
Meeting. It was a very quiet Meeting, and many glorious Truthi 
were opened to the People, and the Lord Jtfiu ChriJf was fet up, 
who was the End of all Figures and Sl/adews, and the Law, and the 
fir ft Covenant. And it was declared to the People, how that all FL 
gures and Shadows were given to Man, after Man fed ; and how 
that all the Rudiments and Inventions of Men, which have been fet up 
in Chriftendom, many of which were Jewi/h and Htathenijh Ceremo- 
nies, were not fet up by tlie Command of ihrijl ; and all /wager and 
LikenefesMin has made tohimfclf, or for himfelf, whether of things 
in HemiendT things in Earth, have betn, fince he loft the Image and 
Ukenefs of God, which Ood made him in. But now Chrifi was come 
to Redeem, Trtinftate, Convert and Regc^rate Man out of all thele 
things, that hehathftt up in the Faff, and out of iht true Types, Fi- 
gures and Shadows alfo, and out Of Death and Darkrlefs, up into the 
Light, and Life, and Image and Likenefs of God again, which Man 
and Woman were in, before they foil. Therefore all bow fhould 
come, and all might eome to receive cht^ fefiis, ihe Subftance, by 
his Light, Spirit, GrJoe aittA Fitith i at*l moaW liVtand walk ift 
him, the Redeemer and StfViOor, 

And whereas we had had a great deal of work with the Priells 
and Profejfors, who pleaded ior ImperfeHion : I was opened to declare 
and manifeft unto them, how that Jdam and Eve were perfell, be- 
fore they fell 1 and all \h^ (jbd maliti . he lair that 41 vvai good, and 
he blelred it. But the Imperfellnn came in by the Fah, through 
Man’s and Woman’s hearJ^eping to the Levil^ who was ©«t of I nude. 

And though the Iitm rtiadft tfotmni p^tf^l it iWtfo Afay ll)r lie 
bringing in of the better MOpe; whkhLfepehCfirili, ^ho deflrd||[s 
the Pew/ andjlis Works, that made Man ahd Wotmaithperfeit. bWtp 
faith to Ws feifeipfetf^ #1 yi ptfiflH , e'ti^Wyw MeahOAf 
Father « /)er/e:? .V Arid 1 who t« 

make Man aud Woman ^rje^ aglitn, 'and Wings theni again to the 
State, whicli God made them in. So he is the Maker up of the Breach, 
and the Pwee betwixt Godsn^Min. That this might the better be un- 
derftobd by the loivdl Ca^< 3 ti« 5 <t ufed a Cemparifon of Two Old People, 
that had their Houje broken down by an Enemy, fo that they, with 
all their Children, were liable to all Storms and Tempers. And there 
came fome to them, that pretended to be Workmen, and offered to

up again in this Life : Though they have. taken the Peoples Mtney for 
Btiflo), tjje jioing of it. For all the Se^s in Chriflendom (lo called) have 
pretended to build up Adams and Eve's fallen Houfe ; and when they 
• have got Peoples they tell them, the Work cannot be 
done here ; and fo their Htn^e lies, as it did. But I told the People, 
Chrift was come to do \i freely., who, by one Offering, hath perfeded 
for ever all them that are fanftified, and renews them up into the 
Image of Gtd, which Man and Woman were in, before they fell, and 
makes Man s and Woman’s Heufe as perfell again, as God had made 
them at the/r)?; And this Chr 1 ( 1 , the Heavenly Man, has done 
freely. Therefore all are to look unto him, and all that have recei- 
ved him, are to walk in him, the Life, the Snhflance, the Firjl and 
the Lafl, Ihe Rock of Ages, and Foundation of many Generations. 
Largely were thefe, and many other things opened and declared 
unto the People, and the Word of Life was Preached, which doth 
live and abide; and all were Exhorted to hear and obey that, which 
did live and abide, that by it all might be born again of the Immor- 
tal Seed, and feed of the Milk of the Word. A glorious Meeting 
there was, wherein the Lords Everlafting Seed, Chrifl Jeftu, was 
over all, and Friends parted in the Power and Spirit of the Lord, 
in Peace, and in his Truth, that is over all. 

About this time the Souldiers, under General Monk’s Command, 
were rude and troubicfome at Friends Meetings in many places : 
Whereof Complaint being made to him, he gave forth the following 
Order, which did fomewhat reftrain them :

oiJefton. After this Meeting at EdtMrd PyetPs I paflW through the Countries 
wMih. Oldefion,znd to lfailfwortb,zttA to Hathaniel Crifp's, where there was 
a large Meeth^^tsd (everal Swldiers at it,but quiet. And from thence we 
Giouaner paflcd through Friends to (J^e^er.vifiting their A&etings.hnd in Cion- 
ceflerm had iMeetingithat was peaceable, though thcTiiw was very rude, 
and divided : For one pari of the Souldiers were for the King, and ano- 
ther 
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tlier for the Parliamtnt : i^nd as I pafled out of the Toim over the i66c. 
Britlge, Edward Tyott being with tnc, the Soutdkrs there faid, They 
were for the King. But after w'C were gone pad them, and they un- Gioucerter 
derftood, it was I, they were in a great rage, that I had jeaped 
them j and (aid, Had they known it, it had been /, they would have 
Jhet me with Hail-fhot, rather than I ftiould have efiaped them. But 
the Lord prevented their Devilijh Dehgn, and brought me fafe to 
Col. Grimes his Houle, where we had a large general Meeting, and f»/.Griraa 
the Lord’s Truth and Power was fet over all, and Friends were 
cftablilhed upon the Rock, and lettled under the Lord Jefus Chrifi's 
Teaching. 

We pafled from thence to Tewksbury, and fo to Worcefler, vifiting 
Friends in their Meetings in the Towns as we went. And in all my woretder. 
time I never law the like Drunkennef, as then in the Towns For they 
had been then chuflng Parliament- Men. But at Worcefler the Lota s 
Truth was fet over all, and People were finely fettled therein, and 
Friends praifed the Lord ; Nay, I faw, the very Earth Rgoiced. Yet 
great fears and troubles were in many People, and a looking for the 
Kin^s Coming in, and that all things fliould be altered : and they 
would ask me, what I thought of Times and Things) I told them the 
Lord’s Power was over all, and his Li^t Ihined over all ; and that 
the Fear would take hold only on the Uyfoerites, fuch as had not 
been faithful to God 5 and on our Perfeeutors. For in my Traisel and 
Sufferings at Readm, when People were at a Rand, and could not 
tell, what might (^ine in, and who might Rule ; I told them, the 
Lords Power was over all (for I had travelled through in it) and his 
Dayfhined, whofoever flwuld come in ; and whether ihtKtng came 
in or no, all would be well, to them that loved the Lord, and were 
faithful to him. Therefore I bid all Friends ; Fearnone but the Lord, 


and keep in his Power, that was over all. 

From Worcefler 1 came through the Countries, vifiting Friends in Bidgeiy. 
their Meetings, till I came to Badgely ; and from thence I went to 
Drayton vaUieeflerJhire, to \i(it my Relations. While I was there, n'riy ton. 
one Burton, a Jujike, hearing that I had a good Horfe, fent forth a 
Warrant to feareh for we and my Horfe : But I was gone, before they 
came, and fo he mifled of his wicked End. I pafled on to Twy-Crofl, iwy-croft 
and StmingtoH, and fo to Darby, where I vifited Friends, and found 
my old Coaler amongft them, who had formerly kept me in the ouby. 
Houfe of CorreSiou there, and was now Convinced of the Truth, which 


I then Juffertimisx him for. Palling ftill further up into Darby fhire, D^rhlhiri. 
and Hottkgbamfrire, l ame to SynderhiB-green, vifiting Friends 
through all tbofe parts in tUKkMeefhgs ; and fo pafled on to Balby syJttmi- 
in Torkjhire, where our Tearfy Meetss^ at that time was holden, in a 
great OreW<f o^JolmKiBams, where it wasfuppos’d, fome ThoufandsM^y”'' 
of Peopk and Friendit were gMhered together. In the Morning 
heard, that a Troop of Horfe 'vots fent from Totk, about Tknrty'Miles^'^' 
OS', to breakup our and that the Mlitid newly railed, was 

to join with them. So I went into the Meeting, W flood up on a 
amk after 1 hadfprtenfometiitne, TtBoti‘itmjpeters aaae 
fbundinj^tbeir Trninpcca pretty^ dear me; and the of 
theJra^cfKdr Divide to the PMt aid Lrft, and mM day.: Then 

Ddd they 
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1660. they rid up to me. Now 1 was declaring the Everlafting 

and iVord oi Life, in the mighty Power of the Lord. The Captain 
bid me, Come down, for he was come (he faid) to difperfe our Meeting. 

Meeting. After fomc time I Ipake to him, and told him, He, and they all 
knew, wc were a peaceable People, and that we ufed to have fitch 
great Meetings : But if he did queftion, that we Met in an hofiile 
Way, 1 defired him to make fearch among us, and if lie found either 
Sword or Pijlol about any there, let fuch fuffer. He told me, he mufl 
fee us dtfperfed ; for he came all Might on purpofe to difperfe us. I ask- 
ed him. What Honour it would be to him, to Ride with Swords and 
Piflols, amongft lb many Vnarmed Men and Women, as there was ? 
But if he would be ftill and quiet, our Meeting probably might not 
Continue above two or three Hours ; and when it was done, as we 
came Peaceably and Cividy together, fo we ftiould part : For he might 
perceive, the Meeting was fo large, that all the Country thereabouts 
could not entertain them, but that they intended to depart towards 
their Homes at Night. He faid, He could not flay to fee the Meeting 
ended, but muH difperfe them, before he went. I defired him then, 
if he himfelf could not flay, that he would let a dozen of his SouU 
diets flay, and fee the Order and Peaceallenefs of our Meeting. He 
laid. He would permit us an Hour's time ; and left half a dozen SouL 
diers to flay with us. Then went the Captain away with his Troop, 
and Friends of the Houfe gave thofe Souldiers, that (laid, and their 
Horfes, fomc Meat. When the Captain was gone, the Souldiers, 
that were left, told us. We might flay till Might, if we would. 
But we flaid but about three Hours after, and had a glorious, powet- 
ful Meeting : For the pr^fence of the Living God was manifeft a- 
mongft us, and the Seed, Chrifi, was fet over all, and Friends were 
built upon him the Foundation,, anjl fettled under his glorious, hea- 
venly Teaching. And after the Meeting was done, Friends palled 
away in Peace, greatly rtfrefhed with the Prefence of the Lord, and 
filled with Joy and Gladnef, that the Lord’s Power had given them 
filch Dominion. For many of the Milit'ta-Souldiers ftaid alfo, and 
were much vexed, that the Captain and Troopers had not broken up 
our Meeting’, and Curfed the Captain and his Troopers: For it was 
repotted, that they intended to have done us fome Mifchief that 
day j but the troopers, inflead of Affifling them , were rather Af 
fiflant unto us, in not joining with them, as they expedfed ; but 
preventing them from doing the Mifchief, they defigned. And yet 
this Captain was a defperatc Man : For it . was he, that had faid to me 
in Scotland, That he would obey his Superiors. Commands, and if it were 
to Crucijfe pbrifl, he would do or exeeute the Great Turk’s Com- 
mands againfi the Chrifi ians^ if he.\wtre under him. So that it was an 
Eminent Power of the which chained down both him, and all his 
X’'oopers.md thofe envious Militia^ouldiersalfo ; fb that they went away, 
'not having power to ht^t any of usj nor to break up our Meeting. 
wjrmf- The «e.vr day ^e ii^d an }msevt\y. Meeting at Warmfworth, of 
worth. Friends in the Minifiry, vad feveral others ; and thea Friends part- 
ed: And as they puffed through the Cmtries, feveralwcre taken 
up. , For that jiay, that our fir^Meetingms on, Lambert wasRout- 
cjj jind it made a great Blunder in the Country : but Friendt were 
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not kept long in Prifon at that time, As I went to this Meeting at 1658. 
Bulhy, there came feveral to me at Skeghy in ISottinghmfhirey that 
were then going to be Souldters under Lambert, and would Ime ghmihirh 
bought my Marje of me ; and becaufe I would not fell him to them, 
they were in a great Rage againft me, ufing many Threatning Words: 
but I told them, God would confound andfeatter them j and within two 
or Da-jr after, they were/w/rere^f indeed. 

From [Varmfworth I paffed, in the Lord’s Power, to Barton Ally, 
where I had a great Meeting-, and from thence to Thomas Taylors, Ab'iy 
and lb to Skipton, where there was a General Meeting of Men- Friends 
out of many Counties, concerning the Affairs of the Church, ‘ There Gtmti 
• was a Friend went Haked through the Town, declaring Truth ; and 
‘ he was much beaten : Some other Friends alfo came to me all bloody. "Iritndi. 
And as I walked in the Street, there was a defperate Fellow, had an 
Intent to have done me a Mifchief : But he was prevented, and our 
Meeting was quiet. To this Meeting came many Friends out of moft 
parts ot the Nation: for it was about BufinefS relating to the Church, 
both in this Nation, and beyond the Seas, Several Years before, 
when I was in the l^orth, I was moved to recommend to Friends 
the fetting up of this Meeting for that Service : For many Friends fuf- 
Jered in divers parts of the Nation, and their Goods were taken from 
them, contrary to the Law, and they underftood not, how to help 
tliemfelves, or where to feek Redreft. But after thi^ Meeting was 
fet up, feveral Friends, that had been Juflices and Magijlrates, and 
others, that underftood fbmething of the Law, came thither, and 
were able to Inform Friends, and to affift them in gathering up the 
Sufferings, that they might be laid before the Juflices, fudges, or Par- 
liament. Now this Meeting had flood feveral Tears, and divers fu* 
ftices and Captains had come to brake it up j but when they have 
underflood ihc Bufnefs Friends Met about, and have feen Friends 
Books, and Accompts of Colledions for Relief of the Poor, how wc 
took Care one County to help another, and to help our Friends be- 
yond the Seas, and provide for our Poor, that none of them Ihould 
be chargeable to their Parifhes, GS'c. The Juflices and Officers would 
Confefs, that we did their Work ; and would pafs away peaceably and 
lovingly. Commending Friends Prallices. And fometimes there would 
come Two hundred of ihe Worlit s Poor People, and wait there, till the 
Meeting was done (for all the Country knew, wc met about the Poor) 
and then after the Meeting was over, Friends would fend to the Ba- 
kers {ot Bread, and give every one of thofePw People a Loaf, how 
many foever there were of them ; For wc were taught to do good 
unto all ; though efpecially to the Houfhold of Faith. 

After this bmeting I pafTcd through the Countries, vifiting Friends 
in their Meetings, till I came toLancafler; from whence 1 went toiwcafter. 
Robert Withers, and fo to Arnjide, where I had a General Meeting for 
all the Friends in thofe Countries, as Wedmorland, Cumberland and MMing. 
Lancafhire. This Meeting was qviiet and peaceable, and the living 
Prefence of the Lord was amongft us. After Meeting I went back 
with Robert Withers, and Friends all pdfled away, frelh in the Life jt if', 
and Power of Chrift, in which they^ had Dominion* being fettled up- 
on, him, the Heavenly Rock and foundation. But after the Meeting, 

D d d a there 
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1660. there came feveral Rude Feffews (Serviug-meu, belonging to one called 
Sir George Middleton^ a 'Juflice, that lived not far of! ) to have made 
Arofidc. fomc dilturbance (as it W'as thought j) but the Meeting being ended, 
they did nothing there : But lighting on three iVomen-Friends, who 
were going from the Meeting, they fet upon them with impudent 

Scoffs, and one of them (whole Name was Thomas ) faid, He muld 

ki/sone of them ; and carried himfelf very abufively and immodeftly 
towards them. The fame Man did abufe other Friends allb, and was 
fo outragious, that he would have Cut Friends with an Ax ; but that 
he was retrained by fome of his Fellows. At another time, the fame 
Man let upon Six Friends were going to a Meeting to wait upon 
the Lord, at a place called tellan, and beat and abuled them very 
much ; fo that he hruifed their Facesy and fhed much of (heir Blood, 
wounding them very fore, and one of them in feveral parts of his Bo- 
dy ; yet they lifted not up an Hand againft him, but gave him their 
Backs and their Cheeks to beat. 

swarth- From Roiert Withers’s I went next day to Swarthmore, Francis 
Hovegil and Thomas Curtis being with me. I had not been long there, 
before one Henry Porter, who was called a fujlice, fent a Warrant by 
the Chief Confiahle, and Three Petty Conflalles, to apprehend me. f 
had a fenfe of the thing before-hand ; and being in the Parlour with 
Richard Richardfon and Margaret Fell, fome of her Servants came, 
and told her, that there were fome come to fearch the Houfc for 
Arms : and they went up into fome of the Chambers under that Pre- 
tence. It came upon me to go out to them ; and as I was going by 
fome of them, I fpake fome Words to them : whereupon they asked 
c.F, taken me my Name. I readily told them my Name : and then they laid 
rnfom. hold on me, laying, 1 was the Man they looked for ; and W me 
uivetdone *^0 Vlverfiont. Tliere they kept me all Night, at the Conflahles 
Houle, and fej a Guard of Fifteen or Sixteen Men to watch me ; fome 
of whom late in the Chimney, for fear I Ihould go up the Chimney : 
fuch dark Imaginations pollefied them. They were very Rude and 
Vneivil to me, and would neither fuffer me to fpeak to Friends, 
mt Friends to bring mctfeceffaries ; but with Violence thruft 
out Friends, and kept a ftrong Guard upon me. Very Wicked and 
Rude they were, and a great Noife they made about me. One of the 
Conflahles, wlyofe Name was Asklurnham, faid. He did not think, a 
Thoufand Men could have taken me. Another of th^Confahles, whole 
Name was Mount, a very wicked Man, faid, muld have ferved 
Judge Fell himfelf fo, if he had been alive, and he had a Warrant for 
him. Next Morning, about the Sixth Hour, I was putting on my 
Boots and Spurs, to go with them before fome Juftice ; but they pul- 
led off my Spurs, and took my Knife out of my Pocket, and lb haft- 
n-^d me away along the Town, with a Party of Horfe, and abundance 
of People not fuftering me to Hay, till my own Horfe came down. 
Whenl was gone about a quarter of a Mile with them, fome Friends, 
with Margaret Fell and her Children came towards me ; and then a 
great Party of Horfe gathered about me in a mad Rage and Fury, 
crying out, Will they refiue him ! Will they rifeue him! Whereupon I 
faid unto them, Here is my Hair, here is my Back, here are my Cheeks, 
fjri^e on ! With Which Words their Heat was a little allwaged. Then 

they 
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they brought a little Herfe^znA two ot them took up one of my Legs, i66o. 
and put my Foot in the Stirrup, and two or three lifting over my 
other Leg, fet me upon the little Horfe, hehind the Saddle j and fo led uiTctflone 
the Horje by the Halter : but I had nothing to hold by. When they 
were come a pretty way out of the Town, they beat the little 
Horfe, and made him kick and gallop: Whereupon I flipped off him, 
and told them, They (hould not abufe the Creature. They were 
much enraged at my getting off, and took me by the Legs and Feet, 
and fet me upon the fame Horfe, behind the Saddle again ; and fo led 
the Horfe on, about two Mies, till they came to a great Water, cal- 
led the Career- By this time my own //ory? was come to us,car!Mford 
and the If <z/er being deep, and their little Horje kitcc able to have 
carried me through, they let mo get upon my own Horfe, througli 
the Perfwafion of feme of their own Company ; they leading him 
through the Water. There was one Wicked Fellow heeled down, and 
lifting up his Hands, hlejfedGod, that / was taken. When I was come 
over the Sands, I told them, I had heard, I had liberty to choofe, what 
fuHice I would go before : But Mount, and the other ConHahles cry'd 
Ho, I fhould not. Then the^ led me on lo Lancafler, about Fourteen 
Miles, and a great triumph they thought to have had : but as they 
led me, I was moved to fing Praifes to the Lord, in his triumphing 
Power over ad. When 1 was come to LancaSier, the Spirits of the Linafler, 
People being mightily up, 1 flood and looked carneftly upon them ; 
and they cried, Look at bis Eyes ! After a while I fpake to them ; and 
then they were pretty fober. Then came a Toung Man, and had me 
to his Houfe : and after a little time the Oficers had me to Major Per> 
rer’sHoufe, who was called a Jujlice,md who had fent forth the War- 
rant againft me ; and he liad (everal others with him. When I came 
in, Ifaid; Peace he amongfl you. Then asked me, Why I came 
down into the Country that trouhkfimtirne t \ txs\6\ms, To vifit my 
Brethren. But, faid he, you have great Meetings up and down. I told 
him. Though wc had fo, our Meetings were known throughout the 
N\i\onioht peaceable, znA'Nt'fiexQeipeaceahle People. He faid, tfe 
faw the Devil in Peoples Facts. I told him, It I faw a Drunkard, 
or a Swearer, or a peevijh heady Man, I could not fay, 1 faw the Spirit 
of God in him. And I asked him, if he could fee the Spirit of God* 

He faid. We cry'd againfl their Minifters. 1 told him, W hile we were 
as Saul, fitting under the Priefis, and tunning up and down with 
their Packets ot Letters, we were never called Pejlilent Fellows, nor 
Makers of Sells; bt;it whcrf we were come to exereife omr Coifcltnces 
towards Gci/ and then we were called FeJloftf, zsP^ 

was. He faid. We could' Exjsrefs our felvciw'ell enough; and he 
would not Difpute with mc ; but he would teflaain me. I dtflrcd 
to know , and hy vdsoje Order he (eia forth hit Wmznt for 
me ? And 1 complained to him ofihe Abuji af theCotffiabies, and o* 
tiler Oficers to me, after they had taken me, and in their brii^gtng.m# 
thither. He would not take notice of that, but told me, .He ha4 an 
Order, hut would hdt let me fee it i for he would not reve/sl the i|vuig’;f 
Secrets, he faid : And bcfides, Pt^oner (ha faid) mu stet ty fit, fet 
what he was Committed. I told him, That was not Reafon : For how 
fhpuld he make his Defence then > I faid, 1 ought to have a Copy of 
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1 66q. ir. But he faid, there w as a Jutfge once, that^neJ one, for letting a 
yrijoner have a Copy of his Mittimus : And, laid he, I have au Old 
Lincaficr. Clerk, though I am ayoungJuHice. Then he called to his Clerk, fay. 
ing, Is it not ready yeti Bring it-, n:ieaning \.\\t Mittimus : But ic 
not being ready, he told me, I was a Dijhrher of the hJation. [ 
told l)im, I had been a Bleftng to the tdation, in and through 
the Lord s Power and Truth ; and the Spirit oi God in iWConfeiences 
would anCwtr it. Then he charged me to be an Enemy to the King, 
that I endeavoured to raifea new iVar, and imlrue the Nation in Blood 
again, I told him, I had never learned the Pofiures of War ; but was 
Clear and Innocent, a$ a Child, concerning thofe things,- and there- 
fore was bold. Then came the Clerk with the Mittimus, and the Coa- 
ler was (ent for, and commanded to take me, and put me into the 
Dark-Houfe; and to let none come at m', but to keep me there a 
Cloje Prijoner, until I (hould be delivered by the King or Parliament. 
Then the Juftice asked the Conjialies, where my Llorfe was t tor / 
hear, laid he, that he hath a good Horje ; have ye brought his Horfe ^ 

I told him, where my Horje was ^ but he did not meddle with him. 
As they had me to the jail, x\\tCon§iable gave me my Knife again; 
and then asked me, to give it him : But I told him. Nay ; he had 
not been fo civil to me. So they put me into thcjf<j/V, anti the Un- 
der-Goalcr, or\t Hardy, a very wicked Man, was exceeding Rude 
and Cruel, and many times would not let me have Meat brought in ; 
but as I could get it under the Doot. Many of the Worlds People 
came to look at me ; fome in great Rage, and very uncivil and rude. 
One time there came Two Toung Priejit, and very abufive and rude 
they were ; the worf? of People could not \xworje. Amongft thofe 
that came in this manner, old frtkion of Howker his Wife was one; 
and Ihe ufed many abufive Words to me, telling me, my Tongue 
fhould be cut out, and that / jhonld he hanged ; Ihewing me the Gatlows. 
But the Lord God Cut her off, and Ihe died in a mikrablc Con- 
dition. 

Lioortcr Being now a Clofe Prifoner in the Common Jail at Lancafler, I dc- 

l^’*- fired Two Friends, Thomas Cummings and Tho. Green, to go to the 
Goaler, znd defire of him a Copy of my Mittimus ; that I might know, 
what I Hood Committed for. They went ; and the Goaler anfwertd 
them, He could not give a Copy of it ; for another had been Fined for 
fo doing : but he gave them liberty to read it over. And to the beft 
of their remembrance, the Matters therein charged agoirft ir c, were, 
That I was a Per [on generally fufpePled to be a common Dijlurler of the 
P0ace of the Nation, an Enemy to the King, and a chief Vpholder of the 
(fakers SeU t And that 1, together with others of my Fanatick Opinion, 
have of late endeavoured to raife InfurreHions in theje parts of the Coun- 
try, and to mbfoil the whole Kingdom in Blood. Wherefore the Goaler was 
commanded to keep me in Jafe CuHoiy, till I fhould be releafed by Order 
from (be King and Parliament. 

When I had thus gotten the Heads of the Charge, contained in the 
Mittimus, by which I flood committed, I writ a plain, down-right 
Anfwer, in Vindication of my Inno^ency, to each Particular, as fol- 
Joweih :

‘lam A PrifoneritLamalJer, committed by J:<Jlice Porter. A'-'''VnJ 
» Copy of the Mittimus I cannot get; but fuch like Expreffms I am 
. told are in it ; which are very untrue. As that 1 m generally fu- 
I pethd (0 he a common DiHurler of the Nations Peace, an Enenry to the 
, Kingyini that / with others fhould endeavour to raife InfurrePtions, to 
[ imhroil the Nation in Blood. All which is utterly falle ; and I do, in 
, every part thereof, deny it, For I am not a Perfon generally fufpe- 
ded to be a Dijlurher of the Nations Peace ; nor have given any 
‘ Caufe for any luch Sufpkion : For through the Nation 1 have been 
‘ tried of tliefe things tormerly. In the days of Oliver I was taken 
‘ up, on pretence of Raijing Arms againft him ; which was alfo falfe: 

‘ for I medled not with^<j//»g Arms at all. Yet I was then carried 
‘ up Prifoner to London, and kept Prifoner, till I was brought before 

* him ; and then I cleared my felf, and denied the drawing of ^.Carnal 
‘ Weapon againft him, or any Man upon the Earth : For my Weapons 
‘ are Spiritual, which take away the occafion of War, and lead into 
‘ Peace : And upon my declaring this to Oliver, I was fet at liberty 

* by him. After this 1 was taken, and ftnt to Prifon by Major Ceely 
‘ in Cornwall, who, when I was brought before the fudge, informed 
‘ againft me, that I took him afide, and told him, that I could raife 
‘ Forty Thoufand Men in an hours time, to involve the Nation in Blood, 

* and bring in King Charles. This alfo was utterly falfe, and a Lie 
‘of his own inventing ; as was then proved upon him; Fori never 
‘ fpake any fuch Word to him. I never was found in any Plot-, I ne- 
‘ ver took any Engagement, or Oath, nor ever learned War-Po- 
'Jlures. And as thole were Falfe Charges againft me then, fa “are 
‘ thefe, which come from Major Porter now, who is lately appointed 
‘ to be fuftice, but wanted Power formerly, to exercife his Cruelty 
‘ againft us ; Which is but the Wickednefs of the Old Enemy. For 
‘ the Peace of the Nation I am not a Dijlurher of, nor ever was; but 
‘feek the peace of it, and of all Men, and ftand for all Nations 
‘ Trace, and all Mens Peace upon the Earth ; and wilh, that all Nations, 

‘ and Men knew my Innocency in theft things. 

‘ And whereas Major Porter faith, I \im an Enen^ to the King ; 

‘ this is falfe : For my Love is to him, and to all Men ; though they 

* be Enemies xoGod, to themfelves, and to me. And I can (ay, It is 
‘ of the Lord, that he is come in, to bring down many unrightcoufly 

* fet up ; of which I had a Sight ThreeTears before he caffle in. It 
‘ is much, he fliould fay, I am an Enemy io t\se King ; for i have no 
‘ reafon lb to be, he having done nothing againft md Bnt I htfre 
‘ been often Jmprifoned and Perfecuted tme Eleven or twelveTears,bf 
‘ them that have been againft both the King, and bis Father; even 
‘tbiParty, that Ttfr/er was made a by, and bore .^rwj for; 

‘ but not by them, that were for the Kingj ' ' Iwas never an Enemy to 
‘theA'/ifjj, nor to any Man’s Perfon upon the Earth; but I am in the 
‘ Love, that fulfils the Law , which thinks no Evil, but loves eVe?i 
^Enemies ; and would have the ifiag laved, and tome to* the Know 
‘ ledge of the truth, and be brought into the Feat of the h»d, to rt>>‘ 

* ceive his Wtfdm horn above, by which all things weto made and 

created: 
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1660. ‘ created ; that with that he may order all things to the (jlo- 
(XVNi'ry of God, by whom they were Created, 

Uocifllcr ‘ Whereas he calleth me, A Chief Vfholder of the Quakers Sed. I 
‘ Anfwer : The Qifakers are not a Sed, but arc in the Fewer ct Ce 4 , 
‘ which was, before Seds were, and witnefs the Eledm, before the 

* World began ; and arc come to live in thei//e, which the Fropheis 

* and /ipofiles lived in, who gave forth the Scriptures : Theretcre arc 
‘ we hated by tnvietu, wrathful, wicked and perjecuting Men. Hut God 
‘ is the Vphtldtr of us all, by his mighty Power, and pre'erves 115 from 

* the Wrath of the Wicked, that would I wallow us up. 

‘ And whereas he faith, That /, together with others of my FuMatick 
‘ Opinion (as he calls it) have of late endeavoured to raije Injurrtdi- 
‘ ons,and to imlroil the whole Kingdom in Blood : 1 fay .this is akrgethtr 
‘falfc; tothefe things I am as a Child, and know nothing til them. 

* The Pofiures of War I never learned : My Weapons are Spiritual and 
‘ not Carnal ; for with Carnal Weapons I do not fight : I am a Follow- 

* er of him, who faid, My Kingdom is not of this World. And though 
‘ thefe Lies and Slanders are raifed upon me, I deny drawing of any 
‘ Carnal Weapon againfl the King or Parliament, or any Man upon 
‘ the Earth : For I am come to the end of the Law, To love Enemies, 
'wdwreJUe not with Flejh and Blood ; but am in that, which laves 
‘ Men’s lives j And a Witnefs I am againft all Murderers, Plotters, 
‘ and all fuch as would Imlrue the idation in Blood ; for it is not in my 
‘ Heart to have any Man’s Life deftroyed. And as for the Word Fa- 
‘ natick, which fffinifies furious, foolifl), mad, &c. He might have 
‘ confidcrcd himlelf, before he had ufed that Word; and have learn- 
‘ ctj the Umility, which goes before the Honour : For we are not fu- 
^rious, foolijh or Mad; but through Patience and Meeknefi have born 
‘ lies and Slanders, and Perfeentions many Years, and undergone 
‘ great Sufferings. The Spiritual Man, that wreftles not with Klefh 
‘ and Blood, and the Spirit, that reproves Sin in the Gate, which is 
‘ the Spirit of Truth, Wijdom, and found Judgment, this is not mad, 

‘ foolifh, furious, which Fanatkk ftgnifies : But all are of a mad, furious, 
‘ foolifh Spirit, that wreftlewith Flelh and Blood with Carnal Wea- 
‘ pm, in their Fmeufnefi, Foolifkne^ and Rage. This is not the Spi- 
‘ritofGod, but of tbat/eryec«/« ina mad, blind Zeal, like 

* tleluchadnesfr NsdSaul. 

' Now, ioafrauch as I am ordered to be kept Prijoner, till He de- 
‘ livered hy Order from the King or Parliament ; therefore have f 
‘ written thefe things to belaid before you, the ^w^and Parliament, 

‘ that ye may Confider of them, before ye tCt any thing therein ; 

‘ that yc may weigh, m iheWifdomof God, the Intent and End oi 
‘Meds Spirits; left ye ad the thing, that will bring the band of the 
‘Lord upon you, and againft you > as many have done before you, 

‘ who have bw in Authority, wlKsm Qod hath overthrown ; in whom 
‘we truft, whom w« fear and cry unto Day and Night: Who hath 
|heardu$, anddothhearu^; and will hear us; and avenge our Caufe.

Upon my being taken, and forcibly carried away from Margaret 
Fells Houfe, and charged with things of fo high a Nature, Ihe was 
concerned ; as looking upon it, to be an Injury offered to her. Where- 
upon Ihc writ the following Lines, and fent them abroad, direded 
thus ; 


To all Magiflrates^ concerning the wong taking 
andlmfrtfoning of George Fox at Lan- 
cafter. 

' T Do Inform the Governours of this Nation, that Henry Porter, Ma- 

* ^ jor of Lancafter, fent a Warrant with Four Conflahles to my 
‘ Houle, for which he had no Authority, nor Order. They fearched 
‘ my Houfe, and apprehended Gwrge Fox in it j who was not guilty 
‘ ol the Breach of any Law, or of any Offence againft ally in the Na- 
‘ fion. After they had taken him, and brought him before the laid 
‘ Henry Porter \ there was JS^;/ offered, what he would demand fot 
‘ \i\sAp{)earance, to Anfwer, what could belaid to his Charge : But 
‘he (contrary to Law, \( he had taken him /(jw/*//^) denied to accept 
‘ of any Bail ; and clapt him up in Clofe Prifon. After be was in 
‘ Prifon, a Copy of his Mittimus was demanded : which ought not to 
‘ be denied to any Prifoner ; that fb he may fee, what is laid to his 
^Charge: But it was denied him; a Copy he could not have: only 
‘ they were (uffered to read it over. And every thing that was there 
‘ charged againft him, was utterly falfe ; he was not guilty of any 

* one Charge in it j as will be proved, and manifefled to the Nation. 
‘ So, let the Gat/erwfrr; confider of it. lam concerned in this thing, 
' inafmuch as he was apprehended in my Houfe ; and if he be guilty^ 
‘ I am fo too. So 1 defire to have this fearched out.

After this, Margaret Fell determined to go to London , to fpeak 
with the about my being taken ; and to (hew him the manner 
of it, and the Z/njuJl Dealing and Evil Z/fage I had received, Which 
when JuJlice Porter heard of, he vapoured, that he would go, and 
meet her in the Gap.

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1660.. Sothat he had quickly enough of the and foon returned into 
the Country. Mean while the piUr kerned very fearful and faid, 
Uncancf- he was afraid, Major Porter would hang hint, becauje he had not put me 
in the Dark-Houfe, But when the Jailer went to wait on him, alter 
he was come back from he was very Wand down-, and 

asked, how I did? pretending, that he w'ould find a way to kt me 
at Liberty. But having over (hot himklf in Ins Mittimus, by order- 
ing me to he kept Prifoner, till / (kould he delivered hy the King or 
Parliament, he had put it out of Ins Power to Releaje me, if he 
would He was the more down allh, upon reading a Letter, 

1 fent him. For when he was in tlie height of his Rage and Jhreats 
againft me, and tliought to ingratiate himlelt into Kings Favour, 
byW/wneme, Iwas moved to write to him, and put him m 
mind /free he had been againfl the King and his Party, though 
now he would he thought zealous for the King. And among other Pal- 
(asesin my Letter^ 1 csill^d to his remembrance, how, ulicn he held 
Lancafler^Caflle for the Parliament, agaiuft tfie King, he was (o rough 
and fierceagainft tliofe that favouicdthe King, that he He would 
leave them neither Dog nor Cat, if they did not bring him in Provifm 
to hisCaftle. I asked him alfo, Wkoje great Bucks-Horns thofe were, 
that were in his Houfe ? and where he had both them and the VVainIcor, 
that he Ceiled hit Houfe witM? Had be them not from Hornby^ 


About thU time Jun Curtis of Reeding cmc to fee me : and un- 
derftanding, how I flood Committed i it was upon her alb to go to 
the King about it. For her Father, who had been Sheriff oi BnHol, 
w as hanged near his own Dior, for endeavouring to bring the King in : 
Upon which Confideration (he had (ome hopes, that the King miglit 
hear her on my behalf. Accordingly when fhe returned to London, 
(he and Mirgaret Fell mat to the King together : Who, when he un- 
dcrflocd, whole Daughter (he was, received her kindly. And her lie- 
q'oeit to him being To fend fir me up, and hear the Cauft himjelf ; fic 
nromifcd iicr.he would : and commanded \\\% Secretary to fend down 
an Order, for tlic bringing me up. But when they came to the Se 
cretary for the Order, he (being no Friend to u$) faid, /t was not in 
bis power ; but that he muft go aecording to Law, and I mufi be brought 
up by an Habeas Corpus before the Judges. So he writ to the Judge 
of the King s-Beneh, fignifying, That U was the A'/^g’s Plcafure, tint 
I fhould bo (mt for up by an Habeas Corpus. Accordingly a Writ 
was fent down, and delivered to the j but bccaufc it was bi- 
reefled to the Chancellor of Lancafter, the Sheriff put it off to hini ; 
On the other hand. tfvsChmsellor would not make the Warrant upon 
TXt faid, the Sheriff muff do that. At lengtli both Chancellor 
wd Sheriff were got together: But being both Enemies to Jrutb, 
they fought occafion for Delay, and found (they laid; an Error m 
the Writ, which was, that being dite^ied to the Chancellor, it (aid, 
Ceo.Fox in Prifon under TOV R Cufiody ; whereas the Prifon I was in, 
was not (they faid) in the Chancellors Cufiody, but in the Sheriff s : 
So the Word TOVR fhould have been HIS. Upon this they Re- 
turned the Writ to London again ; only to have that one Word al- 
tered. When it was altered, and came down again, the Sheriff re- 

fufcd 
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fufcd to carry me up; unlcfs I would Seal a Writing to him, and be- 1660. 
come liHiuJ, and pay for tbcSeAling, and the Charge 0/ carrying me 
uj ) : Which I denied ; telhng them,! would not Seal any thing to them, 
nor be Bound : So the matter rtfted a while; and I continued in Pri~ 
foH. Mean while the J^ne came on : But inalinuch as there was a 
Writ come down for removing me up, I was not brought before the 
Judge. At the Ajfize many People came to fee me, and I was mo- 
ved to rpcak out at tlie Jail-Window to them, and (hew tlKm, ‘ How 
‘ uncertain their Religm was, and that every fort that liad been up 
' permoft, per(ecuied the relf. For when Popery w'as uppermoft, Pco- 
‘ pic had teen perlecuted (or rwt following the Mafs ; and tlicy that 
‘ did hold up the Mafs, cried then, It was tise Higher Power, arid Pco- 
‘ pie rauft be fubjed to the Higher Power. Aiterwards, they that 
‘ held up the Cmmon-Vrayer, perfecuted others for not following 
‘ that ; and they faid. It was the Higher Power then alfo, and we whH 
‘ he fuhjeU to that. Since that, the Pmhyterians and Independents cried 
‘ each of tbcmjtPT nmfi he fuhjetl to the Higher Power, and fuhmit to 
‘ the DireUory of the one, and the Church-Faith of the other. Thus 
‘ all, like the Apoflate-Jews, have cried, Help Men of Ifrael againfi 
‘ the True Chrifiians : ^ People might fee, how uncertain they are 
‘ ol (heir Religions. But 1 direded tliem to Chrijl Jefut, that they 

* might be bi^ upon him, the Rock and Fomtdation that changeth 
‘ not. Much, on this wife, I declared to them, and they were quiet, 
and very attentive. Afterwards 1 gave forth a little Paper concern* 
ir^ True Religion, as foUoweth : 

‘ Heiigion is the True Hule, and tight of forving God. 

‘ J[ And Religm is a pure StueaCT of Rigkeoufnefs, Ifowtng from 
‘ the (mage of God, and is the Life and Power of God fhoted in the 
‘ Heart and Mind by the Law of Life in the Heart, which bringeth 
‘ the Soul, Mind, Spirit and Body to be Conformable to God, the Fa- 
‘ ther of Spirits, and to Chrifl ; fo that they come to have Fellow(hip 

* with the Father and die<S<«4nd wkh all his Holy Angelsand Saints. 

* And this Religion is pure from Above, uodefiled before God, and is 

* to vifit the Fatkerlrfs, and Widows, and Strangers, and keeps from 

* the Spots of the World. So this Religm is above all the deliled, 

‘ fpotced in sIk World, thatic^ not themfolves from Oe* 

* Element and Spots, bat are (mpare, and below, and fpoticd ; whofe 

* Father l^i, Widowt, and Strangers do ieg up and down the 
‘Streets.

* ihtir Church-Faitb, which they have made and tramed ; their Invcn- 
‘ tions and Handy-works, and not for the Prut/j : For they know nor, 
‘ what Spirit they be of, who perfecute, and would have Mens Lives 
‘ dtllroycd about Church-Worjhip Religion, as faith Chrifl; who 

* alio faid. He came not to defhoy Mens Lives, but to fave them. 
‘ Now they, that know not, whzt Spirit they be of, but will perfecute 
‘ znii de/lroy Men’s Lives, and not fave them; we cannot ttuft our 
' Bodies, Souls nor Spirits into their hands : They know not, what 
‘ Spirit they be of thcmlelves ; and therefore they are not fit to be 
‘ ttufted with others. They would deftroy by a Law, as the Di(c;- 
‘ pies once would havedone by Prayer ; who would have command- 
‘ ed Fire to come down from Heaven, to dcllroy them that would not 
‘ receive Chrilf. But Chrifl rebukes them, and tells tlum. They did 
‘ not know, what Spirit they were of. And if they did not know,

While yet I was kept in Lancafter-Jail, I was moved to give forth 
the following Paper, For the Stewing the Minds of any fuch,as might he 
hurried, or troubled about the Change of Government. 

‘ A LL Friends, Let the Dread and Majejly of God fill you ! And as 
‘ l \ concerning t he of times and Governments, let not that 

‘ trouble any of you j for God bath a mighty Work and Hand therein. 
‘ And he will yet Change again, until that come up, which muft Reign; 
‘ and in vain fhall Powers and Armies withftand the Lord : for his </e* 
‘ termined ffork fhall come to pafs. But what is now come up, it is 
‘ juft with the Lord, tliat it fhould be fo ; and he will be ferved by 
‘ It. Therefore; let none murmur, nor diftruft God ; for God will pro- 
‘ voke many to Zeal againft Z/nrighteoufnefs, and for Righteoufnefs, 
' through things, which are fuffered now to work for a Seafbn : yea 
‘ many, whole Zeal was even dead, (hall revive again ; and they (hall 
' fee their Backflidings, and bewail them bitterly. For God fhall thun- 
’’ der down from Heaven, and break forth in a mighty Hoife ; and his

‘ ni^Hou camcll not into this Nation by Sword, nor by Viblory of 

* JL IFar ; but by the Power of the Lord : Now if thou doft not

‘ give ; the Lord God will not hear thy Prayers, ncr them that pray

It was long, before the Sheriff would yield to Rmc^e rae to London; 
unlcfs I would SeaU Bond to bear thetrC^^rgw : winch I a.h 

refufed to do.Then they Confulted, how to convey me up ; and at hi ft 
concluded, to fend up a Party of Hcrfemth me. And I told them. If I 
mrejucb a Man, as the, had reprefented m to he the, bad need fend a 
Troop or wo of Horfe toGnard me. When thcyconfidercd, what a 
Charge it would be to them, to fend up a Party of Horfe with trie they 
alter tl their purpofe; and concluded, to fend me up guarded only by the 
Jailer and fome Bayliffs. But upon further Confideration they found, 
that would be a great to them alio : and thereupon fent lor me 
down from tlic Prifon into the Jailer’, nook, and told me. If I wou d 
put in Bail, that I would be in London fucha Day of the ffm,! ft.ould 
have leave to go up with feme ot my o'ao Friends. I told them, 
would neither put in any Bail, nor give one piece oi Silver to the 
Jailer ■ for I was an Innocent Man, and they had Imprtjoned me 
wrongfully, and laid a falje Charge upon me. Neverthelefs, I laid, U 
they would let me go up with one or two of my Friends,to bear me 
Company I might go up,and be in London fuch a Day, if the Lord did 
permit ^ and if tliey defired it, /.or any of my />/Wr,tbat went with 
rne, would carry up their againft my felt. So at laft, when 
they faw, they could do no otbcrwife with me, the Sheriff yieWtd, 
and came’ under j confenting, that I jhould tome up, with jeme of my 
Friends, without any other Engagement, than my Word, asaforefaid, to 
appear before the Judges*/ London fuch a day of the Term, if the Lord 
did permit. Whereupon t was fct out of Prifon, and went to Swarth- 
more-, ^\)£XQ\<Svj’d two ot three days -, and from thence went to 
Lancaaer again, and (b to Prefion ; having Meetings amongft Friends 
in the way, till I came into Chefhire toWillim Gandy’s ; where was 
a large Meeting without Doors (tlicHoufe not being luificient to con- 
rain rt.) That Day the Lord’s everlafting Seed was fet over all, and 
Friends mretnrned to it, who is the Heir of the Promife. Thence 
parting on, I came into Staffordfiire and Warwickfhire, till I came to 
Anthmy Bickiiff’s-, and zt HomEaton, at a Priefi’s Widow, Wowk, wc 
had a blcfled Meeting, wlicreinthe everlafting Word of Bfff was pou’- 
erfully declared, and many filled in it. Then Travelling on again 
through the Countries, vifitingfri/w^/t Meetings, as I went, in about 
three Weeks time from my coming out of Prifon, I came to London; 
Richard Huherthorn Robert Withers being with me. 

Wlicn we came toCharing-CroJs, there were Multitudes of People 
gathered together, to fee the Burning of the Bowels of feme of them, 
that had been theOld Kings Judges, and liad been hanged, drawn and 
quartered. 

We went next Morniiig to Jtdge Mallet s Chamber , who was put- 
ting on his Had Gown, to go fit upon foroe more of the Kinffs Judges : 
He was then very peevilh and frowtrd ; and laid, I might oorae ano- 
ther time. We went another time to his and then there 

was with him Judge Fofier, who was called the Lard Chief Juftice of 
England : With me was one called Efquire Marfh, who was one of the 
Bed-Chamber to the King. When we had delivered to the Judges the 
charge, that was againft me, and they bad read to thofc Words,//;*// 
and my Friends were Imlroiling the Hatton in Blood, ^c. they ftruck 

their 
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tlK'ir Hands on the Table, Whereupon I told them, / woi the Man, 1660. 
whom that Charge mas againji ; iut I mas as Innecent of any fuch thing, 
as a new-horn Child, and had hronght it up my felf ; and feme of t-oixloD- 
Friends came up with me withont any Guard As yet they had not 
minded my Hat; but now, leemg my Hat on, they faid, What, did 
I fiaad with my Hat m ! I told them, I did not ftand fo in any Con- 
tempt to ihcm. Then they commaoded one to take it off : And 
when they had called for the MarfhaloS the Kings- Bench, they (aid to 
him ; You muft take this Man, and fecure him: but you mult let 
him have a Chamber, and not put him amongft the Prifenert. My 
Lord , (aid the Marfhal, . I have no Chamber to put him into ; my 
Houfe is fo full, that i cannot tell where to provide a /J mwi for him, but 
amongft the Prijmrs. Nay, laid the fudges, you muft not put him 
amongft the Prifeners. Due wlten he ftitl anfw ered, He had no other 
place to put me in } Judge Fofitr faid to me, Will you appear to mor- 
row about Ten <»/ the Clock, at the Kings Brw/F .Birr i* Weftmlnfter- 
Hall? [ (aid, Yes, if the Lord give me Strength. Then laid fudge 
Fofler to the other fudge. If he fay Tes, and pronufes it, you may t^e 
his Word : So ( wasdihuilled for that time. And next day I appeared 
at the Kings Bench-Bar at the hour appointed, Ba^rr Withers, Richard 
Huhertborn, and tltat Efmre Marpf btforo named going with me. Xftl 
was brought into the middle of theCwvr \ and as fooir as f was come 
in, 1 was moved to look about, and turrting to the Peapk, laid, Peace 
he amongyou ; and the Power of the Lord Iprtng over the Court. The 
Charge againft me was read Openly t the ftoplc were mederate, and 
the fudges cool and loving; and tlu: Lords Mercy was to them. But 
when they came to tliat part of it, which laid. That I and my Friends 
were Im hr oiling tise Nation in Blood, and raifng a new War ; and that 
I was an Enemy to the King, ^c. they lilted up their hands. Then, 
llretching out my Arms, I faid, ‘ I am the the Man, whom that 
‘ Charge is againlf ; but I am as lunoetist, as a Child, concerning the 
‘ Charge, and Itave never learned any War-Ptilures. And, laid I, do 
‘ yc think, thit if / and. my /‘rkWi. had been fucb Men, as the 
‘ Charge declares, that I would have Brought it up my felf againft my 
‘lelf ? Or that I (hould have beed fuffered to come up with only one 
‘ or two of my Fr 'teuds wiib nte t For had I been fuch a .Man, as this 
‘ Charge lets forth, 1 bad need have been guarded up with a troop or two 
‘ ol Herft. But the Sheriff aod liagiflrc^e of Lmafkire bad thought 
‘ fit to kt me and ray friWs aome up with it oui felm. almoft iiu« 

‘ hundred Miles, without any Guard at ail ; which ye may be fine, 

‘ they would not have done, if they had looked upon me to be fuch 
‘ a Man. Then the fudge asked me, WhcUier it IhouJd be Filed? ot 
what I would do with ic? I aofwered, Ye oat fudges , and able (I 
hope) to fudge in this matter : therefore do with it, what ye will : 
for f am tiieMan thefe Charges are againft ; and here ye fee, I have 
brought them up my feH Do ye wbi y» will with them, I leave it 
to you. Then fudge tmfden beginning to fpeak Ibme angry Words, 

1 appealed to fudge Fofler and ]udge Mallet, who had heard me over* 
night. Whereupon they faid, They did not accufe me, fortney had no- 
thing againft me. Then Hood up he that was called Efquire Marfh, 
who was of the Kings Bed-Chamher, and told the ]udges. It was the 

Kings 
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i() 6 o. Kings Pleafure that I jbeuld he fet at Liberty, feeing no Accnjer carre 
iv'v^ upagainft me. Then they asked me, Whether I would put it to the 
Kii'r's Kmg and Council. I faid, Tes, with a good Will. Theicupon they 
kxMiiit Sheriff's Return.^ which he made to the (fr// ot Habeas Cor- 
pus, containirg the matter charged againft me in the Mittimus, to 
the King., that he might fee, for what I was Committed. Now the 
Return of the Sheriff oi Lancafier was thus ; 


\T Fertue of his Majefifs Writ to me direHed, and hereunto aih 

) nexed, / certijie, that before the Receipt of the faid Writ, Geotgc 

Fox, in the faid Writ mentioned, was committed to his Majejlies Jail, 
(jrr/’C c/Lancafter, in my CuPiody, by a Warrant from Htnry 
Porter, Efq. one of his Majejlfs Juftices of Peace within the County 
Palatine aforefaid, hearing Date the Fifth of June now lafl pafl ; for 
that he, the faid George Fox, was generally JujpePled to he a common Di- 
liurber of the Peace of this Nation, an Enemy to our Sovereign Lord 
the King, and a chief Vpholder of the Quakers SePl ; and that he, to- 
gether with others of his Fanatick Opinion, have of late endeavoured to 
make InfurrePlions in thefe parts of the Country, and to Imbroil the whole 
Kingdom in Blood. And this is the Caufe <f his taking and detaining. 
Neverthelefs, the Body of the faid George Fox / have ready before 
Thomas Mallet Knight, one of his Majefly’s Juflices, affigned to hold 
Pleas before his faid MajeLiy, at his Chamber w Sergeants Inn in Fleet- 
ftreet, to do and receive thofe things, which his Majellies /aid JuJlice 
fhall determin concerninghim in this behalf, as by the aforejaid Writ is 
required.

When this Order was delivered to Judge Mallet, he forthwith fent 
his Warrant to the Marjhat of the Kin^s-Benth,iQX my Releafe. Which 
Warrant was thus Worded : 
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B T Virtue of a ^Varraiit, which this morning I have received from 
the Bight Honourable Sir EJward Nicholas, dt. one of hit 
jeflfs Principal Secret ariet, for the releafing and fetting at Liberty of Pfifon. 
George Fox, late a Prifoner in Lanca(lci*Jail, and from thence brought 
hither by Habeas Corpus, and )efierdaji committed unto your Cujlody ; 

/ do hereby require you accordingly to Releafe, and fet the /aid Prifoner 
George Fox at Liberty : For which this jhall be your Warrant and Difi 
charge. Given under my Hand the 1 5 //b day of Odobc r, in the Tear of 
our Lord God 1660.

Thus, after I had been a Prifoner Ibmcwhat more than Twenty London 
Weeks, I was Ireely fet at liberty, by the Kinfs Command-, the Lords 
Power having wonderfully wrought (or the clearing of niy Innocency ; 
and Ptfrtfr, who committed me, not daring to Appear, to makegood 
the Charge he had lalfly fuggefled againft me. But after it was known, 

\ WiS dijeharged, there was a Company of envious, wicked Spirits, 
that were troubled I was (et at Liberty ; and Terror took hold of 
Jlice Porter : For he was afraid, I would take the advantage of the 
Law againft liim for my wrong Imprifonment, and thereby undo him, 
his Wife and Children. And indeed, I was put on by fome in Au- 
thority, to have made him, and the reft, Examples : But 1 faid, I 
Ihould leave them to the Lord ; if the Lord did forgive them, I Ihould 
not trouble my (elf with them. 

Now did I lee the End of the Travel, which I bad had in my fore 
Exercife at Reading : (or the everlafting Power of the Lord was over 
all, and his bleffed Truth, Life and l/gw (hined over the Nation, and 
great and glorious we had, and very quiet; and many flock- 
ed in unto the Truth. For Richard Hnbherthorn had been with the 
King, and tlic King faid, Wone jhould molefi us fo long as we lived 
peaceably, and primikd this to us upon the Word ot ^ King-, tel- 
ling him, We might make ufeof his Promife. Some Friends alio were 
admitted to go into the Houfe of Lords, before them and the Bijhops, 
and had liberty given them to declare their Reafons, Why they could 
not pay Tithes, mt Swear, nor go to the Steeplehoufe WerJhip, or join 
with others in Worjhip ; and they heard them moderately. And there 
being about Seven Hundred Friends in Prifon in the Nation, who hati 
been committed under O/ix’e/s and upon Cm- 

tempts (as they call them,) when the King came in, he fet them all at 
Liberty. For there feemed at that time an Inclination and Intention 
in the Government to have granted Friend^ Liberty, becaulethey were 
fenfible, that we had fujfered, as well as they, in the former Power's 
days. But ftill, when any thing was going forward in order thereun- 
to, fome dirty Spirits or other, that would feem to be for us , threw 
fomething in the way to ftop it. Ft was faid, there was an InpJru- 
ment drawn up, for Confirming our liberty, and that it only wanted 
Signing-, when on afuddain that wicked Attempt of the Ftfith-Mo- 
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1660. mcby-Feople brake forth, and put the Ci(y and in an Up- 

roar. Tins was on a FirH-Day Night ; and very glorious Meetings 
London. |,a(] had that Day, wherein the Lord's truth Ihined overall, and 
his Power was exalted above all : But about M'ld mght, or foon after, 
the £>r»mt beat, and the Cry was, Arm, Arm. I got up out of Bed, 
and in the Morning took Boat, and Landing at Whiieimll Stairs, wal- 
wkitihtii. ked through Whitehall. TItey looked ftrangtiy on me there j but I 
Piit-iHiit. paded through them, and went to the FelPMeli , whither divers 
Friends came to me, though it was now grown dangerous palling the 
Streets: For by this time bodi the C//y and wercup in Arms, 
and exceeding rude the People and Souldiers w ere ; infomuch that a 
Friend, Henry Fell, going to a Friends Houfe, the Soldiers knockt 
him down ; and he had been killed, it ihe Duke of fork liad not come 
by. Gtut Mijehief was done in the Cz/y this Week; and when the 
next Firfl-Day came, that Friends went to their Meetings, as they 
uled to do, many were taken Frifoners. 1 Bay’d at the FelFmell, in- 
tending to be at the Meeting there : But on the Seventh-Day at Night, 
a Company of troopers came, and knockt at the Door. The Maid let- 
ting them in, they rufhed into the Houle, and ftraic laid hold upon 
me ; and there being amongft themone, that had ferved under the 
Parliament, he clapt his Hand to my Pocket, and asked, Whether J 
had any Pijlols > I told him, He knew', 1 did not ufe to carry Pijltls-, 
why therefore did he ask fuch a Queff ion of me, whom he knew tobe 
a Peaceable Man t Others of the Souldiers run up into the Chambers, 
and there found in Bed that Spire Marjh before mentioned; who, tho’ 
he was one of the Kings Bed-chamber, cut of his love to me, came, 
and lodged where 1 did. When they came down again, they faid, 
Why fhould we take this Man away with us r? We will let him alone. 01 ), 
faid the Parliament-Souldier, he is one ot the Heads, and a chief 
leader. Upon this the Souldiers were taking me away ; but— — 
Marjh hearing of it, he fent for him that Commanded the Party, and 
defired him to let me alone ; for he would fee me forth coming in 
the Morning. In the Morning, before they could fetch me, and belore 
the Meetingms gathered, there came a Company of Foot to the Houfe,- 
and one of them drawing out hisirpcrr/, held it over my Head. I 
asked him, Wherefore he drew his Sword at a tPaked Man i At which 
his Fellows being alhamed, bid him, put up his Sword. Thcfe Foot^ 
n p. taken Souldiers took me aw ay to Whitehall, before the troopers came for me. 
^ThiXu. ■As I was going out, (cveral Friends were coming in to the Meeting, 
svhofc Boldnels and Chcarfulneis I commended, and encouraged thtra 
to p^rfevere therein. When I was brought to Whitehall die Soldiers 
and /’fd/'/tf were exceeding rude 5 yet 1 declared 7 A<rr/j to them : But 
fome great Perfons coming by, who were very full of Envy, What, 
faid they, do ye let him Preach F Put him into fuch a place , where ht 
may net/lir. So into thil place they put me, and the Soldiers mtch- 
ed over me: I told them, Tiiough they could confine my Body, and 
Ihut that up ; yet tluy could not Bop up the Word of Lift. Some 
thereupon came, and asktd me, What I was t I told them, I was a 
Preacher 0^ Right eoufnej's. After I had been kept there two or three 

Flours, Marfb fpakc to him, that was called the Lord Gerrard\ 

and became, and bid them fet me at liberty. Then the Marfial, 

when 
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wlien I wasdircharged, demanded Fees. I told him, I could no: give i6(' o. 
him any; neither was it our Prafticc ; And I asked him, How lie 
could demand Fees oi me, wlw was j? Nevenhclpfs, 1 fpld^"""""' 
him, in my own Freedom I would give him Two Pence, to 
make him and the SouUiers drink : But they ihouted at that, and 
took ic difdainfully. So I told them. If they , would not accept itj 
choofc they: for I (hould give themnoFfw. Then went I thtough 
the Guarc/s, tiie Lord s Power being over them ; and after I had de- 
clared Truth tot\\e.6uards and Soulaiers, I went up the Streets with 
two Irifl) Colonels, that came from Whitehall, and went to an Inn, 
where many Friends were at that time Prifoners under aC«W. I de. 
fired thofe Colonels to fpcak to the Gwr^/ to let me go in, to vifit my 
Friends, that wert Prifoners there : but they would not. Tlien I 
flept to the Ceniry, and defired him to let me go up ; and he did fo. 

While 1 was there, tlie Sonldiers went to the Pell-Mell again, to fcarch 
for me there : but not finding me, they turned tow'ards the Inn, aod 
bid all come out, that were not Prijoners ; fo they w ent out. But I 
asked the SeMldiers,t):\iX were within, Whether I might not ftay there a 
while with my Fr/fWr ? And they laid, Tes. 1 liay’d awhile, and 
fo efcaped their Hands again. Towards Night I went dovt n to the 
PeS-Med, to fee, how it was with the Friends there ; and after I had 
Ihy’d a while, 1 went up into the City. Great ^ Lordoa. 
fes there was at this time, to fearch for People ; but I went to a prU 
vatc Friends Houfe, and Richard Huherthorn was w ith me. There 
we drew up OiDecUrationz:gm&.PUtsiXiA Fiihtinpp, to be prefented 
to itit King^oA Council : But when we had noiihed it, and feat it to 
the Preli, it was taken in the Prefs, 

Upon this of the Fifth Monarchy- Men, great Havock was 
made both in City and Country, fo that it was dangerous for fbber Peor 
pie to ftir abroad for fcveral Weeks after ; and hardly dould either 
Men or Women go up and down the Streets to buy Proviftons for 
tlicir Families, without being In the OK»/r/Vr they drag- 

ged Men and Women out of their Houfes, and fome Sick Men out of 
their Beds by the Legs. Nay, one Man, that was in a Fever, th^ 

Souldiers dragged out of his Bed to Prifon ; and when he was brought 
thither, he died. His Name was Thomas Pachyn. 

Margaret Fell went to the King, and told him, what fad Work 
there was in tbeCr/y, and in theWrr/ow; and fhewed him, that u’e 
were an Innocent, peaceable People, and that we muft keep our Meet^ 
ings, as we ufed to do, whatever we fuffered : but that it concerned 
him to fee, that Peace was kept, that fo no Innocent Blood might be 
fhed. 

Now were the Prifons every where filled with Friends, and others, 
in City and Country ; and the PoHs were lb laid, for the (eafehing 
Letters, tliat none could pals unfearched : Yet we heard of feveral 
Thoufands of our Friends, that were caft into Prifon in feveral places 
throughout the Nation; and Margaret Fe// carried an Account of them 
to the King and Council. The next Week we had an Account of fe- 
veral Thoufands more, that were caft into Prifon : and flie went, and 
laid them alfo before the King and his Council. They wondered, how 
we could have fuch Intelligence, feeing they had given fuch HriS 
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1 660. eharie for the ititercepring of all Letters: But the Lerd did fo order 
it that we had ao Account^ noiwithftanding all their Steppings. For 
LoaJon. jn the deep Sente I had of i\iieffiev0HS Sufferinis, Friends underwent, 
and of their Imcency towardsGod and Man, I was moved to (end the 
following to them, iSAfVord o( and to put them 

upon fending up their Sufferings.

‘ tor many days together ; with other the lik'; Cruelties. And the 

* Caule ot all thete our Sufferings is not for any Evil, but for things re-

London.' the City and Conittry. And (bon alter the fCwg gave forth a Prwla- 
mation, That no Soldiers Jhould go tofearch any Hdufe, ht with a Con- 
flahle. But the Jails were (till lull, many Thoufands of Friends bc- 
in [5 in Prifon in the l^ation : Which Mifchief was occafioned by that 
wicked Riftng of tliole Fifth-Monarchy- Men, But when tho(c of them, 
that were taken, came to be executed, they did us that Right, to 
clear us openly, from having any hand in, or knowledge of their ?lct. 
And after that the King, being continually Importuned thereunto, 
llfucd forth a Declaration, That Friends Jhonld he fet at liberty, with- 
out paying Ftes. But great Labour and Travel, Care and Pains was 
taken in It, before this was obtained ; for Thomas Moonad Margaret 
Fell went often to the King about it. 

Much Blood was (lied this Year ; many of them, that had been 
tl’.e Old Kings Judges, being hanged, dr awn and quartered. Andamongft 
them, that lo Mtutifol.PJacker was oncj he who lent me Prifoner from 
Leicejler to London in Olivers time ; of which an Account is given be- 
fore. A fad Day it was, and a Repaying of Blood with Blood. For 
in the time of 0. Cromwel, when feveral Men were put to Death by 
him, being hanged, drawn and quartered for pretended Treafons; I 
felt from the Lord God, tliat their Blood would not be put up, but 
would be required ; And I faid as much then to feveral. And now, 
upon the Kin£s Return, when feveral of them that had been againft 
the King, were put to Death, as the others, that were for the King, 
had been before by Oliver : This was fad Work, deftroying of People 
contrary to the ITature of Chrifiians, who have the Nature of Lambs 
and Sheep. But there was a Secret Hand in bringing this Day upon 
that Hypocritical Generation of Profejfors ; who being got into Power, 
grew Proud, Haughty and Cruel beyond others, and perfecuted the 
People of God without pity. Therefore when Friends were under 
cruel Perfecutions and Sufferings in tbc Common-wealth's time, I was mo- 
ved of the Lord to write unto Friends, to draw up their Sufferings, 
and lay them before the Juftices at their SeJJions. And if they would 
not do them JuJlice, then to lay it before the Judges at the /Iffize 
And if they would not do them Jtflice, then to lay it before tbt Par- 
liament, and before the Protellor and his Council ; that they might all 
fee, what was done under their Government : And if they would not do 
Ju(lice,t\Kn to lav it before the Lord-, who would hear the Cries of the 
Oppreffed, and of the Widows and Fatherlefs, that they had made fo. 
For that which we fuffered for, and which o\ii Goods were fpoiled for, 
it was for our Obedience to the Lord in his Power and in his Spirit, 
who wasabletohelp and tofuccour j and we had no Helper in the 
Earth, but him. And he did hear the Cries of his People, and did' 
bring an overflowing Scourge over the Heads of all our Perfecutors ; 
which brought a Quaking, and a Dread, znd a Fear amongft and on them 
all : So that they, who had nick-named us (who are the Children of 
Ligjit) and in fcorn called \ssQuakers, the Lord made them Quake ; 
and many of them would have been glad to have hid thcmfelves a- 
mongft us ; and fome of them, through the Dijlref that came upon 
them, did at length come to Confef to the Truth, Oh ! the daily 

Reproaches 
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Reproaches, Revitiiigt^fid Beatings we underwent amongft them, even 1 660. 
inthe becaufe we could mt put off our Hats tothem;L/'v^ 
and for laying and to Uum ! Oh! the Havock bnd Spoil'^odim. 
the Priefis made of our Goods, becaufe we could not put into their 
Mouths, and give them Tithes i Befides carting into Prifons } and 
befidts the great Pines laid upon us, bccaule we could not Swear I 
But for all thefe things did the Lord God plead with them. Yet fbme 
of them were fo hardened in their Wickedncls, that, w hen they were 
turned out of their Places and Offices, they liiid ; ip they had Power, 
they would do the fame again. And w hen this Day ot cverturning was 
come upon them, they laid ; It was all tong of us. Wherefore I was 
moved to write to them, and to ask them, ‘ Did w e ever rcfirt them, 

‘ when they took away our Ploughiir\A Plough-Gears, our Carts and 
' Horfes, our Corn and Cattel, our Kettles and Platters from us, and 

* whiptus, and fet us in the 5 /etf'i, and cart us into Prijon-, and all 
‘this only for lerving and worfliipping God in Spirit and Truth, and 

* becaule we could not Conform to their Religions, Manners, Cuflotns 
‘ and Fajhions I Did we ever rtfift them ? Did we not give them our 
‘ Backs to beat, and cur Cheeks to pull o(f the Hair, and our Faces 
‘to fpit on ? Had not their Priefis, that prompted them on to 
‘fuchWork, plucked w ith into the Ditch? Why then 
‘ would they fay. It was ad long of us ? w'hen it was long of them- 
‘ felves, and their Vriejls, their blind Prophets, that followed their own 

* Spirits, and could fore-fee nothing of theft times and things, that were 
‘come upon them, which W’e Icng forewarned them of ; asjflr- 

* rew/a/; and C/>r//? had forew'arned yer/r/fl/m. And they thought to 

* have wearied us out, and undone us ; but they undid ihemfelves ; 

‘ Whereas we could praife God,i notwiihrtanding all their plunderingof 
‘ us, that we had a Kettle, and 3 Platter, and an Horft, and Plow ftill. 


Many ways were th&k Prof effort warned, fothby IVord, by Writing 
and by 5 :/g»r; but they would believe none, till it was too late. 
William Sympfon was moved of the Lord to go at fevcral times for 
Three Tears, tJaked and Barefoot before them, as a Sign unto them, 
in Markets, Courts, Towns, Cities, to Prieft's Houfes, and to Great 
Howfts, telling them ; So Jhould they he all flripped as 

he was flripped Naked! And fometimes he was moved to put on Hair- 
Sack%clfith, and to hefmear his Face, and to tell them ; So would the Lord 
God hefmear all their Religion, as he was hefmeared ! Great Sufferings 
did that poor Man undergo, fore Whippings with Horfe-whips apd 
Coach whips on his bare l^y, grievous Stenings and Imprifonments in 
three years time, before the King came in, that they might have taken 
, Warning, but they would not,* but rewarded bis Love with cruel 
Vfage. Only the Major of Cambridge did nobly to him ; for he pot 
his Gown about him, anditook him into his Houft. 

Another Friend, one Robert Htmtiu^on, was moved of the Lord 
to go into CarlifkSteeple-houJo with a fWif/e Sheet about him, amongft 
the great Vrtshyterians and hJtptnJentt there, to fliew them, that 
the Surplice was coining up again : and he jrat an Htdttr about 
\MNeck, to (hew them. That an Halter was tofliing upon them ; 
which was fulfilled upon fomc of our Perfeeums not long after. 

G g g 1 Another 
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1660. Another, whofe Name was Richard Sale, living near IVeft-cheflef, 
and btvngConHahle of the place, where he lived, had a Friend fent 
London,, to him With a Paji, (whom thofe wicked Profefm had taken up for 
a Fagalond, becaule he travelled up and down in the Werk of the 
MintHry) and this Confiahle being convinced by the Friend, that w as 
thus brought to him, gave him his Pafi and Liberty ; and was after- 
wards himfelf cad; into Fri/on. After this, on a LeHure-^ay, this 
Richard Sale was moved to go to the Steeple-houfe in the time of 
their Worlhip, and to carry thofe pcrfecuting Priejls and People a 
Lanthorn and Candle, as a Figure of their Darknefi ; But they cruelly 
abulcd him, and hke dark Profefors, as they were, they put him into 
their called Little- Eafe ; and (o fqueezed his Body therein, that 
not long after he Died. Many PParnings of many forts Friends 
moved in the Power of the Lordiogive unto that Generation ; which 
they not only rejeded, but abufed Friends, calling us Giddy-headed 
fakers ; But God brought his Judgments upon thofe Perfecuting 
Priefls and Magijlrates. For when the Kingamt in, moft of them 
were turned out of their Places and Benefices ; and the Spoilers were 
Spoiled: And then we could ask them. Who were the Giddy- heads 
now ? Then many did confefs, we had been True Prophets to rhe 
Nation ; and faid, /dad weeried againft fome Frieds only, they fhould 
have liked us then ; but wc cr}ing againft All, that made them dif- 
like us: But now they did fee, that thofe PrieHs, which then w'ctc 
looked upon to be the hejl, were as bad as the Refl. For indeed, fbfhe 
of thofe, that were counted the moft-Eminent Priefls, w-erc the blt- 
tereft and greateft Stirrers up of the Magiflrates to Perfecution : And 
it was a upon them, to be denied the /Vre of their 

Confciences, when the Awg came in ; becaufe when they wereupper- 
moft, they would not have had Liberty of Confcience been granted un- 
to others. For there was one Idewes of Plymouth, a Priefi of great 
Note in Olivers Days, who, when fome Liberty was granted, pray’d. 
That God would put it into the Hearts of the Chief Magiflrates of the Na- 
tion, to remove this cur fed Toleration : And others of them prayed 
againft if, by the name of Intolerable Toleration. But a while after, 
when the King was come in, and Prieft Hewes turned out of his great 
Benefice, for not Conforming to the Owworr- Prayer; a Friend o{ Ply- 
mouth meeting with him, asked him, Whether he would account Tole- 
ration Accurfed now ? And Whether he would not now be glad of a To- 
leration i To which the Prieft returned no Anfwer, favc by the (ha- 
king of his Head. But as ftiff as this fort of Men were then againft 
Toleration, it is well known, that many of them petitioned the King 
iot Toleration, and for Meeting P laces and paid for Licences too. 
But to return to the prefent Time, the latter end of the Year 1660. 
and beginning of 1661. 

Although thofe Friends, that had been Imprifoned upon the Rifing 
of thofe Monarchy-Men, were fet at Liberty ; yet Meetings w'cre much 
difturbed , and great Sufferings Friends went under : For befides 
what was done by Officers and Souldiers, many wild Fellows and 
rude People often came in. There came one time, when 1 w as at 
Vell-Mell, an Embaffador with a Company of IriJh Men with rude 
Fellows : The Meeting was done before they came, and I was gone 

up 
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up into a Chamber, where I heard one of them fay, he would kill i 6 (} 0 . 
all the Quakers. So I went down to him, and was moved in the 
^Fawer of x\\Q.Lord to fpeak to him : and 1 told him. The Law (aid, 

An Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth for a toolh ; but thou tlireatens to 
kill all the Qiiakers, though they have done thee no hurt. But faid f, 
hire is Gojpel for thee : Here's my Hair, and here's my Cheek, and here’s 
my Shoulder, turning it to him. This came fo over him, that he 
and \\\s Companions flood as Men amazed, and faid ; If that was our 
Vrindple, and it we were as we faid, they never faw the like in their 
Lives. I told them. What I was in Words, I was the fame in Life. 

Then the Emhajfador came in ( for he had flood without ; for he faid, 
thit IriPs Colonel was fuch a defperate Man, that hedurfl not come in 
with him, for fear, he (hould have done us fomc Mifchief:) but Truth 
came over him, and he carried himfelf lovingly towards us ; and fo 
did the Emhajfador alfo : for the Lord's Tower was over them all. 

At Mile-End Friends were kept out of their Meeting-Place by Soul- 
diers ; but Friends flood Nobly in the Truth, and were Valiant for 
the Lord s Name : and at lafl the Truth gave them Dominion. 

About this time we had Account, that ^ohn Love, a Friend, that 
was moved to go and bear Teflimony againfl the Idolatry of the Vapijis, 
was dead in Prifon at Rome ‘. and it was fufpeded.he was privately put 
to Death in Prifon. fohn Perrot was alfo Prifoner there ; and being 
releafed , came over again : But after his Arrival here, he with 
Charles Baily, and fbme others,tumcd afide frem the Ztnity of Friends 
and Truth. Whereupon I was moved to give forth z Paper, declaring, 
how the Lord would hlafl them all, both him and his Followers ( if 
they did not Repent and Return) and that they (bould wither, like 
theGraJi on the Houfe-top : and lb many of them did j but others of 
them returned and repented. 

Alfo before this time we received Account from New-England, 

‘ That the Government there had made a Law to Banijh the Quakers 
‘ out of their Colonies, upon pain of Death, in cafe they returned ; and 
‘ that feveral of our Friends, having been lo han'tfked, and returning, 

‘ were thereupon taken, and adlually Hanged •. and that divers more 
‘ were '\n Prifon, in danger of the hke Sentence to be executed upon 
‘ them. Whenthofe were put to Death, I was in Prifon at Lancafler, 
and had a perfcfl Senfe of their Sufferings, as though it had been 
my felfj and as though the Halter had been put about my own 
Neck ; though we had not at that time heard of ir. But as foon 
as we heard of it, Edward Burrough went to the King, and told him ; 

There was a Fein of Innocent Blood opened in his Dominions, which, 
if it were not ftopt, would over-run all. To which the King replied, 

But I will flop that' Fein. Edward Burr eu^ (eiid ; Then do it fpeedi- 
ly ; for we know not, how many may loon be put to Death. The 
King anfwered, As fpeedily, as ye will. Call (6id he to fbme prefeot) 
the Secretary , and / will do it prefently So the Secretary being cal- 
led, a Mandamus w'as forthwith granted. A Day or two after, Ed. 
Burrough going again to the King, todefire, the matter might be 
expedited ; the King faid, He had no Occafion at prefent to fend a 
Ship thither : but it we would fend one, we might do it, as foon as 
we would. Ed. Burrough then asked xheKing, If it would picafe biro, 

to 
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1660. to grant \\\i Deputation to one called ^^Mand»- 

tniu to l^ew-Eugland^ (which is herealtcr inferted.) He laid, Te$, 

Londoa jg «,/// Whereupon E. B. named one Samuel Shattock (as I 

remember' who being an Inhabitant of tJew^ England, wtsei banijhed 
by liieir Laiv, to be hanged, if he came again : and to him the De-- 
putation was granted. Then we fent for one Ralph Goldfmith, an ho- 
neft Friend, who was Mafler of a good Ship, and with him we agreed 
for Three Hundred Founds, (Goods, or no Goods) to Sail in r«iDays. 
He forthwith prepared tofetSail; and with a profperous Gale, in 
about Six Weeks time, arrived before the Town of BoHon in Hens- 
England, upon a FirJl-.Day Morning, called Sunday, With hirh 
went many F<if/e»gerj,both of Nipwand Old England, that were Friends, 
whom the Lord did move to go to bear their Tefiimony againft thole 
Bloody Perfetutors, who had exceeded all the World in that Age, in 
their Bloody Ferfecutions. The Townfmn at Boflon, feeing a Ship 
come into the Bay with EnglilhCelours,kon came on Board, and ask- 
ed for theC<i/>r<i/« : Ralph Gald/mith told them. He was the CemmamE 
er. They asked him, if he had any Letters ? He faid, Tes. They 
asked, If he would deliver them f He faid. No, not to day. So they 
went a-fhore, and reported, There was a Ship full of Quakers, and 
that Samel Shattock was among them ; who tht^y knew, was by their 
Law to be put to Death, for coming again tLiet Baniftment : but they 
knew not his Errand, nor his Authority. So all being kept dole that 
day, and none of the Ships-Company liiffercd to .gp on Shore ; next 
morning Samel Shattock, the Kings Deputy, and Ralph Goldfmith, the 
Commoner of the Fejfel, went on Shore ; and fending back to tls^Ship 
the Men that landed them, tlrey two went through the Town to the 
Governour's, John Endicott's, Door, and knock’t. He fent out a Man, 
to know their Bufinefs : Tliey fent him Word, their Buftnels was 
fromthe ATwgof England, and' they would, deliver their Mejfage to 
none, but tiie Governour himfclf. Thereupon they were admitted to 
go in, and the Governour came to them; and having received the De- 
putation xvi the Mandamus, he laid off his Hat, and look’d upon them: 
then going out, he bid the Friends follow turn. So he went to the 
Deputy-Governour ; and after a fhort Confultation, came out to the 
Friends, and laid, We fhall obey his Majeflys Commands. After this 
the Mailer gave liberty to the Pajfengers to come on Shore ; and pre- 
fently the Noife of the bufinefs flew about the Tom : and the Friends 
of the Town, and the Paffengers of the Ship Met together, to offer up 
their Praifes ind Thanjgivings to God, who had fb wonderfully deliver- 
ed them from the Teeth of the Devourer. While they were thus 
met, in caine a poor Friend, who being Sentenc'd by their bloody Law 
to Die, had lain fome time in Irm, expeding Execution. This ad- 
ded to their Joy, and caufed them to lift up their Hearts in HighPrai- 
fes to God, who is worthy for ever to have the Praife, the Glory and 
the Honour ; for he only is able to deliver, and to &ve, and to fupporc 
all, that flncerely put their Truft in him. Here followa a Copy of 
the faid Mandamm, 


CHARLES 
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T Rufty and Well Beloved, We Greet you Well. Having heeti 
Informed, that fevtral of Our SuljeUs among(l you, called Qua. 
kers, have been and are Imprifoned hy you, whereof fame have been Ex- 
ecHted, and others {tu hath been reprefented unto Vs) are in Danger to 
undergo the like ; ^e have thought fit to fignife our fleafure in that be- 
half for the future : And do hereby require, That if there he any of thofe 
Veople called Quakers amongft you, now already Condemned to fuffer 
Death, or other Corporal ?unilhment ; or that are Imprifoned, and ob- 
noxious to the like Condemnation, you are to forbear to proceed any fur- 
ther therein ; but that you forthwith fend the faid Perjons (whether Con- 
demned or Imprifoned ) over into this our Kingdom of England, toge- 
ther with the refpellive Crimes or Offences laid to their Charge : to the 
end fuch Courfe may be taken with them here, as fhaB be agreeable to 
our Laws, and their Demerits. And for fo doing, thefe our Letters /hall 

be your fnfficient Warrant and Difcharge. Given at Our Court at White- 
hall, 9th day of September, i66i. in the Thirteenth Tear of Our 
Reign. 

Subferibed: To Our Trufty and Well Beloved John Endicot, Efq. and 
to all and every other the Governour or Governours of our Plantations of 
New-England, and of all the Colonies thereunto belonging, that now are, 
or hereaf ter fhall be ; and to all and every the Miniflers and Officers of 
our Plantations and Colonies whatfoever, within the Continent of New- 
England.

Some time after this, (everal of Hew- England’s Magiflrates came 
over hither, and one of their Pr/e/?s ; and we had feveral 
with them, at fevcral times, concerning their Murdering our Friends, 
the Servants of the Lord: but they were alhamed to Hand to their 
Bloody AHions. At one of thofe Meetings I asked Simon Broadflreet, 
(who was one of the tSew England-Magijlrates) Whether he had not 
an hand in putting to Death thole Four Servants of God, whom they 
hanged for being Quakers only, as they had nick named them ? And 
he confefled, he had. I then asked him, and the reft of his Affociates, 
that were prelent ; Whether they would acknowledge themlelvcs to 
be Subjefls to the Laws of England! And if they did. By what Law 
they had put our Friends to Death ? They faid ; They were Subjefls 
to the Laws of England ; and they had put our Friends to Death by 
the fame Law, as the Jefuits were put to Death here in England. I asked 
them then ; Whether they did believe, that thole Friends of ours, 
whom they had put to Death, were Jefuits, or Jefuitically affet^ed > 
And the faid, Hay. Then, faid I, Ye have murdered them, if ye have 

put 
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put them to Death by the Law. that Jefuits are put to Death here in 
l/VNJ England ; and yet conFefs, they were no Jefuits. By this it plainly 
i«DdoB. appears, ye have put them to Death' in- yottr dwfi Will^ W'ithout 
any Law. Then Simon Eroadftreet, finding htmlelf and his Company 
enfriared by their own' Words, (aid ; Did We come Co Catch them f 
I told them, they had Catchdd thcmfehds^ and they might juflly he 
^eft toned for theifthes ; and if the Father of (ViHiam BUinfon (who’ 
was one oi them, that was put to- Death) Were in Townr it was pro- 
bable, he would tjueftion therti', and bring theif Lives into Jeopardy. 
HefeUpoi they bcgatt toeicufe themfolvcsy faying;, there was noPt/r-> 
fecutionndw amongft them: BtK next ftiorning. we had Letters {toee» 
Mew-En^and, giving us Account,, that our Friends were perfemed 
there ^refh. Thereupon We went to them agaio^ and (hewed thetn- 
our Letter's ; which put thttW both wSiUnee and to Shame :■ and ift 
great Fear they ftemcd to be, loft feme (hould daU them to Adaootrf, 
and profecuti tiwhi for their Wws > effjeakrily Smo» Broadflreet : 
for he had at firft, before fo many Witnofes, Cofilefs’d , Ho had » 
haxd in putting our FriOttds to death ; tlm he coold not get o(f 
from it ) though he aiterWards through Fear Ihuffled^ aftd would 
have tinfaid it again. But after this, he and the reft of them fdon 
left the City, and got back to New-England again. I went al(b to 
CovernourWinthrop, and difeourfed with him about thefo matters; 
but he aftbred me, he Arrf nv hatkl in pnttittg our Friends or 

in at^ way perfecating of them > hut wot one tf them that protefied 
againfi it. Now iheic Hinpy Ptrfecuteri of If ett- England wire a 
People, that fled out df Old England thfither,. from the ferftiutim of 
the Bijhops here : But when they had got Power imo then hands, they 
(b far exceeded the Bijhops in Severity and Cruelty , that whereas 
the Bijhops had made tlicm pay Twelve Pence a Sunday (id called) for 
not coming to their Worfhip here, they impeded a Fine of Five Shillings 
a Day uponfuch, as foould not conform to their WilUWorfhip there ; 
and fpoileJ the CoodscTi Friends, that could not pay if. Befidcs, ma- 
ny they Imprifoned, divers they Whipt, and that moft Cruelly', of 
fome they Cut off Ears, and feme they Hanged : as the Books of 
Friends Sufferings i t Fttio^Engldnd Jaegely (hew ; particularly, A Book 
written by Gte. Bifhep of Btiflol, Erttitoled, ^ew-England judged, 
(fti Twd Parts.) Some of the old BojaliHs were carneft vcwh Friends 
to \a.\tprofecuted\)Mttt', but we told them, we left them to the 
Lord, to whom Fengeance beloffged, and be would Repay it. And 
the Judgments of Gr^have ftnee fallen heavy on them : For the Indi- 
ans have been raifed up againtt them, and have Cut off many of 
them. 

About this time I loft a very good Bock, being taken in the Printers 
Hands : ft was a ufeful, teaching Book, eontairting the Signification 
and Expldnatlon of Ifames, Patmes, 'fjpt and Figures in the Strip- 
tures. They who took it, were fo afletfted with it, that they were 
loth to have deftroyed if ; but thinking to have made i great Ad- 
vantage of it, they would have let us have had it again, if we would 
liave given them a Sum of Money fat it : which we were not free 
to do. 


And 
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And fume time before tbi5, while I was Priftncr in Lancafler- 1661. 
Caflk, the Book callid the Battledoor came forth, which was written t^'VNj 
to Ihew, that in ell Languages Thou and Thee is tlie proper and ufual London 
Form of Speech to a Single Perfon ; and Tou to more than one. This 
was (et forth in Examples or Injlances taken out of the Scriptures^ 
and out of Books ol Teachings in about Thirty Languages. John Stubhs 
and Benjamin Furly took great Pains in the Compiling ot it, which I 
put them upon j and lomc things I added to it. When it was finifhed, 
iome ofiliem were prelented to the King and his Council^ to the £/- 
jhops of Canterbury and London, and to the Two Z/niverfities one 
a piece ; and many bought ot them. The /T/wg faid, It was the pro- 
per Language of all tfations : And the Bijhopoi Cantet'bury teirgask- 
cd what he thought ot it, was [o at a Hand, that he could not tell 
what to fay to it. For it did to Inform and Convince People, that tew 
afterward were to Rugged towards us, for faying Thou and Thee to a 
finglc Perfon, which belore they were exceeding /free againft us for. 

For this Thou and Thee was a (iirc Cut to proud Flejh, and them that 
(ought Self honour; wtio though they would (ay it to God MdChrtH, 
would not endure to have it (aid to themlelvts. So that we were of- 
ten Beaten and Abufed, and (ometimes in danger of our Lives, for 
ufing thofe Words to iomt proud Men ; who would \i)\What, you ill- 
bred Clown, do you Thou me ! as tho'igh there lay Breeding in laying 
Tou to one ; which was contrary to all their Grammars and Teaching*- 
Books, by which they had taught and inffruded their Touth. 

Now the Bijhops^nA Priefis being bufie and eager, to (eitle and fet 
up their Form of iVorjhip, and Compel all to come to it; I was moved 
to give forth the following Paper, to open unto People the Nature 
of ihfcTrueWorjbip, which Chriftfetup, and which God accepts,* 

Thus : 

‘ F~^Hrtfl's Worjhip is free in the Spirit to ail Men ; and fuch as 
‘ V,f Worlhip in the Spirit and in the Truth, are they, that God 
‘ fecks to Worlhip him : tor he is the God of Truth, and is a Spirit, and 

• the God of the Spirits of all Flejh. And he hath givin to all the Na*- 
‘ tions of Men and Women Breath and Life, to live, and move, and 
‘ have their Being in him ; and hath put into them an Immortal Soul, 

‘ So all the Nations of Men and Women are to be Temples for him to 
‘ dwell in ; and they that defile his Temple, them will he defray. 

‘ Now as the outward 7 ciw, while they had their outward Temple dit 
‘ outward Jerujalem, were to go up thither to Worfhip ( which Tern- 
‘ pie God hath long fince thrown down, and deftroyed tliat Jerufalem, 

‘ the Vifion of Peace', and caft elf the fews and \\ic:\x Worfhip ; and 
‘ in the room thereof hath fet up his Gofpel Worfhip in the Spirit and 
‘ in the Truth ;) (o now all are to Worflsip in the Spirit and in the 
‘ Truth. And this is a free Worfhip ; for where the Spirit of the Lord 

• is, and rukth, there is Liberty ; and the Fruits .ot the Spirit are 
^feen, and will manifeft themfclves: and the Spirit is not to be li- 
‘ tnited, but to be lived and walked in ; that the Fruits of it may 
' appear. The Tares are fuch, as hang upon the Wheat to weigh it 
‘ down ; and thereby to draw it down to the Earth .- yet the Tarts and 

• the Wheat muft grow together, till the Harvefi ; left they , that 

Hhh ‘rake 
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1^61. ‘ uk« upon them to pluck up the /am, flwuld pluck upthe PTW 
‘ with the Tarts. The Tarts «re foch, as Worfhip not Ood in theSpi- 
LoaioB. ‘ fit and in the Truth ; but do grievt the Spirit, and vex it, and guentb 
‘ itin tbamldm, and walk not in the Truth: yet will fcraul and hang 
‘ about (be ^heat, the true H'trjhippers in the Spirit and in the Truth. 
‘ Chr^'i Churth was never eftabhihed by BktJ, nor held up by Pri- 
^ Jons \ neither waa the Foundation of it kid by Carnal, Wtaponed 

* Men, nor is it ptefetved by fuch. But when Men went from the Spi- 

* rit and Truth, then they mkw'p Carnal Weapons to maintain their 
‘ outward Forms j and yet cannot preferve them with their Carnal 

* Weapons : For otle pluckeih down another’s Form with his outward 
‘ Weapons. And this Work and Doing hath been among the Chrijli^ 
‘ ans in Name, fince they loft the Spirit, and Spiritual Weapons, and 
‘ the true Worjhip, which Chrift fet up, that is in the Spirit and in the 
‘ Truth ( which Spirit and Truth they that Worjhip in, are over all 

* the Tarts. AH tliat would be plucking up the Tares, are forbidden 
‘ by Chrift, wlw hath all Power in Heaven and Earth given to him : 
‘ for the Tares and sheWhtat muft grow together till tkeHarvefi ; as 
‘ Chriji luth commanded. The Stone, that fmote the Image, became 
‘ a great Mountain, and filled the whole Earth : Now, if the Stone do 
< fill the whole Earth, all Nations muft be Temples for the Stone. And 

* all that lay, they ^ travel for the Seed, and yet bring forth nothing 
‘ but a Birth o{ Strife, and Contention, and Cenfujion ; their Fruit (hews 
‘ their to be wrong! for by the /V«rr the£»</ of every one’s 
« Work is lien of what fort it is.

About tills time many Papijls and Jefuits began to fawn upon 
Friends, and talk’d up and down, where they came, that of all the 
SeiFs the Quakers were the iejl and moN felf denying People : And 
faid, It was great pity, that they did not return to the Hoi) Mother 
Church, Thus they made a Bafz among the People, and faid ; They 
would willintly difeourje with Friends. But Friends were loth to meddle 
with them, Ibecaule they were Je/uits ; looking upon it to be both 
dangerous ftfld fiandalous. But when I underftood it, I faid to Friends ; 
Let US difiourft with them, he they what they wiU. So a time being ap. 
pointed at Gerrard Roberts his Houle, there came two of them, like 
Courtiers. When we were come together, they asked bur Names ; 
whicli we told them : But we did not ask their Names : ibr we un- 
derftood, they were called Papijls ; and they knew , we were called 
Quakers. I asked them the kmtQweJlion, that I had formerly asked 
a ftfuie, namely ; Whether the Church 0/ Rome was not degenerated 
Jrom the Church in the Primitht Times, from the Spirit, and Power, and 
Prahiiee, that they were in in the Apoplts times ? He to whom I put 
thh QMpion, being fubtile, ftid, He would not Anfwer it. I ask’d him. 
Why i? But he Would fliew no fteafon. His Companion laid , he would 
ofnjwer me I and he faid, they were not degenerated from the Church iso 
the Primitive times. I iskd the other, Whether he was of the fame 
Mind I And lie faid, Tes. Then I told them, that for the better un- 
dwftaflding one another, and that tliere might be no Miftake, I would 

repeat 
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repeat my Quejlm over again after this manner; Whether the Church i66r. 
ef Rome new teas tn the fame Purity, Practice, Power and Spirit, that 
the Church in the Apoltle’s time was in} When they iaw, we would 
be exad with them; they flew olf,and denied that, faying: It was 
Prefumptiott in any to fay, they had the fame Power and Spirit, which the 
Apofllcs had. But 1 told them: It was Prejumptionin them, to med- 
dle with the Words ot Chrifi and his Apoflles, and make People be- 
lieve, they fitcceeded the Apoflles, and yet be forced to Confels, They 
were not in the fame Power and Spirit, that the Apoflles were in : This, 
faid I, is a Spirit of Prefumption, and rebuked by the Apoflles Spirit. 

Then I Ihewed them, how different their and were 

from the Fruits and Praflices of the Apoflles. Then got up one of 
them, and laid ; Te are a Company of Dreamers. Nay, (aid I, ye are 
the filthy Dreamers, who dream, ye arc the Apoflles Succeffors ; and 
yet Conlefs, Te have not the fame Power and Spirit, which the Apoflles 
were in. And are not they Defiers of theZ/ryJ, who (ay. It is Pre- 
fumption for any to fay, they have the fame Power and Spirit, which the 
Apoflles hadf Now, fai l I, if ye have not the fame Power and Spi- 
rit, which the Apoflles had-., then it is manifeft, that ye are led by ano- 
ther Power ana Spirit, than the Apoflles and Church in the Primitive 
times were led by. Then I began to tell them, how Evil Spi- 
rit, which they were led by, had led them to Pray by Beads, and to 
Images ; and to fet up Nunneries, and Frieries, and Monafleries, and to 
put People to Death for Religion : and this Pradfice of theirs I Ihewed 
them, was below the I,4ip, and far (hart of th^Gofpel, in which is 
Liberty. They were foon weary of this Difeourfe, and went their 
way ; and gave a Charge (as we heard) to the Papifls, That they 
fhould not difpute with ns, nor read any of our Books : So we were rid 
of them. But we had Reafonings with all the other Sefts, as Presby- 
terians , Independents, Seekers, Baptifls, Epifcopalmen , Socinians, 
Brownifls , Lutherans , Calvinifls, Arminians, Fifth- Monarchy-Men, 
Familifls, Muggletonians and Ranters ; none of which would Aflirra, 
they had the lime Power and Spirit , that the Apoflles had, and 
were in : So in tltat Power and Spirit the Lord gave us Dominion over 
them all. 

As for the Fifth Monarchy- Men, 1 was moved to give forth a Paper 
to them, to manifefl: their Error to them : For they looked iotChrifl's 
Perfonal Coming in an outward Form znd Manner and they fixed the 
time of it to the Year 1666 ; at which time feme of them did pre- 
pare thcmfelves, when it Thundered and Rained, thinking Chrifl was 
then come to fet up his Kingdom : and then they imagined, they were 
iokill the Whore without them. But I told them, the Whore was alive 
in them, and was not burnt with God’s Fire, nor judged in them 
with the fame Power and Spirit, Apoflles'fittt 'm. And their 
looking for Chrifl' s Coming outwardly, to fet up his Kingdom, was like 
tht Pharifees Lo here, and Lo there. But Chrifl was come, and had 
fet up his Kingdom above Sixteen Hundred Tears ago (according to 
Nebuchadnezzar's Dream, zad DaniePs Prophecy') and he had dalh’d 
to pieces the Four Monarchies, the great Image, with its Head of Gold, 

Breaft and virw of Silver, Belly snd Thighs of Bra§, Legs of Iron, 
and Feet part of /rax, part of Clay ; and they were all blown away 
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i66i. with God’s Wind, as the in the Smmr-thre/h(itg- Floor. And 
when ChriH was on Earth , he faid, his Kingdom was not of this 
London. World : If it had been, his Servants would have fought ; but it was 
not, therefore his Servants did not And thcrelorc all \.ht Fifth- 
Mtnorchy-Men, that be Fighters with Carnal Weapons, are none of 
Chrijl's Servants.,\>w the Betfl's and t\[tlVhores. ChriQ {i\6, All Power 
in Heaven and in Earth is given to me : So then, his Kingdom was fet up 
above Sixteen Hundred Tears ago, and he Reigns. And we fte JeJtu 
Feign, (aid the Apoftic, and he fliall Reign, till all things be put un- 
der his Feet ; though all things are not y et put unucr his Feet, nor liib- 
dued. 

This year fcveral Friends were moved to go beyond the Seas, to 
publilb Tmth in Ferreign Countries. John Stulhs, and Henry Fell, and 
Richard Cofirop were moved to go towards China, and Prefer John’s 
Country ; cut mMafiersoi would carry them. With much 
ado they got a Warrant from tiic King ; but the Eaf-India-Companj 
found ways to avoid it, and the Majfers of their Ships would not 
carry them. Then they went into Holland, hoping to have got Prf- 
fage there; but no PaJJ'agecookl they get there neither. Then John 
Stubs and Henry Fell took Shipping to go to Alexandria in Egypt, in- 
tending to go by i\\^Carravans from thence. Mean while Daniel Ba- 
ier being to go io Smirna,ht drew Richard Coflrop.cootmy to his own 
Freedom, to go along with him. And in the paffage Richard falling 
fick, £). 5(j/f(rr left him_^c^ in the ; where died: But that 
hard-hearted afterwards loft his own Condition. 

John Stubbs and Henry Fell got toAlexandria in Egypt ; but they had 
not been long there, before the Englifh Conful banifhed them from 
thence ; Yet before they cameaway, they difpcrfed many Books and 
Papers there, for the openingthe Principles and Way of Truth to the 
Turks tMCrecians. They gave the called, The Popes Strength 
broken, to an Old Frier, for him to give or (end to the Pope : which 
Book, when the Frier had perufed, he clapped his Hand upon his 
Breafl, and confeft’d. What was written therein, was Truth : hut, laid 
be, if / fhould confefs to it openly, they would burn me. So John Stubs 
and Henry Fell not being fuftered to go farther, returned to England-, 
and came to London again. And John had a Vifon, tliat the Englifh 
and Dutch, who Itad joined together not to carry them, would fall out 
one with the other : And foit came to pafs. 

Having now ftay’d in London feme time, 1 felt drawings to vifit 
[f[tx. Friends in Effex. So I went down to Colchefer, where I liad very large 

titence to Cogshall ; not far from which there was 
' a Pr ref Convinced , and I bad a Meeting at bis Houfe. And fo tra- 
velling a little up and down in thofc Parts, and vifitipg fi-iends in 
London, thcir PUetings there aways,f returned pretty quickly to London, where 
1 found great Service for the Lord : For a large Door was opened, and 
many (locked in to our Meetings, arid the Lords Truth fpread mighti- 
ly this Year. Yet Friends bad ^reat Travels, and Rxv- Lhhours ; tlvs' 
rude People having been fo heightflcd by the Monarch-Men's Rifing 
a little be lore, ^itbe Lent f Power was over all, and in it Friends 
had Dominion : though we had not only tbek Si^erings without , biit^ 
Si^rings within alfo by John Perrot and his Company ; who giving^ 
' heed 
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lieed to a Spirit of D^lufivn, fought 'tb iotroduce 'and up among r66i. 

that evil and untotnely Pra6fice of keeping onihe Hatin rme^y^y^ 
cf pnllick Pr4ym. Now FrieyrJs had fpoken to him, and di\trs df 'his 
foihwers about it ; a'nd I had written to them concerning it ; but He 
and "feme others ra^er Ihrengthened thetnfclvts againft Friends there- 
in Wierefore feeling the JadgKent of Trtah rife agamiH it, ! gave 
Forth the following Lim, as a Warning tv all, that were mcerned 
therein.

Among the Exercifes and trouhles, th^t Friends had from without, 
one was concerning Friends Marriages, which lomctimes were called 
in queftion. And in this Year there happened to be a Caufe Tryed 
at the Affue at Elotiingham concetnlng a Friend's Matriage: Xlic 
Ctfe was thus. Sohie Years before. Two Frttnds were joined together 
in Marriage amongft Friends, and lived together aS iyi<r»and Wife 
about two Tears. Then the Man died, leaving his Wfe with Child ; 
and leaving an Eflate in Lands of Copy-hold. When the Woman was 
delivered, they«ry prefented the Child f/r/r to its Father’s Lands ; 
and accordingly tlie child wai admitted i AfiCtwards another Friend 
married the Widow. And after that a Man, that was Jdear of Kin to 
her former Husband, brt^Ughi his AlHon againft the Friend, that had 
jaft married her i endeavouring to difpoftefs them, and deprive the 
Child of tlie Inheritante, and to poflefs biii>ielf thereof, as next Heir 
to the Woman’s fiift Husband*. And to efleftthis, be endeavoured to 
prove the Child llleguinhte^ ^Hedging i The Marriage W4t not according 
to Lott, lo tipftding dieCao/if >rhe Plaintiff s Counfil did ufe uofeemly 
Words concerning feying; That they went together like Brute 
Bfi^S '. with other ill Eiprellioos, AlWr-the Coutfels oil both fidcs 
i»d pleaded, the Judgp {w Judge dreker) took the matter in hand, 
and opened it no ihp telling them a Marriage 

ia>Paradi^ 4 ^tldft( Adimmk Eve, and Eve,W Adaitai) and that it wm 
the CoOjent of tkfi Forties thot mode a M^riOge, Add foo the 
Iws* (he fakl) he did mt knew their Opinimi 5 ikthedid not htlieve, 

..X they 
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i66i. they went toiether, as Brute Beafts, at had heen fa 'td of them ; iut at 
Cbrtflians : and therefore he did believe, the Marriage was lawful, and 
l6n4oD. ’ Utir. And the better to ratislic xhtijury, he brought 

them a Cafe to this purpofe. A Man, that was weak of Body, andkett 
his Bed, had a defire in that Condition to Marry ; and did declare te- 
fore Witneffes, that he did take fucb a Woman to be hit Wife ; and the 
Woman declared, that Jhe took that Man to be her Husband. This 
Mitmgc was afterwards called inQueftion i and (as the Judge 
all the Bilkops did at that time conclude it to be a Lawful Marriage. 
Hereupon the Jury gave in their yerdifl for the Friend’s Child, and 
againhthe Man, that would have deprived it of its Inheritance. 

About this time the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy 'ft tendred 
mxo Friends, asaSware, becaufe it was known, we could not 
and thereupon many were Imprifoned, and divers Fremunired. Upon 
that occafion Friends publilhcdin Print ihc Grounds and Reafons, why 
they refufed to fwear ; Bcfides which I was moved to give forth thele 
few Lines following, to be given to the Magiftrates : 

‘ '' H E World faith, Kifs the Book : But the Book ftith, Fiji the 
‘ 1 Son, left he be angry. And the Son faith, Swear not at all ; 

‘ but keep to Tea and Hay m all your Communications : for whatfo- 
‘ ever is mote than this, cometh of Evil. Again, the World faith, 
‘ Lay your hand on the Book', but the Book faiih, Handle the Word : 
‘ And the Word faith, Handle not the Traditions, nor the Inventions, 

* nor Rudiments cA ihsWorld. And God lalth, Thisu my beloved 

* S$n, hear him; who is the /-r/e, and the Truth, and the Light, and 
‘ the Way to God.

* Hafty Straw, and in Dungeons^ thirty two Perfons. There have been 
‘ aIfo/w^r//wf</ihthyNamej fincethy Arrival, by fuch as ihooghe 
‘ to ingratiate themfclves thereby to thee. Three Thoufand, Sixty and

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‘ Ei^ht Ter fins. Bcfides this, our Meetinis arc daily hrohn uphy 
‘ Wen mtWCluhs and Arm, ( though wc Meet peacealiy, according L/VN) 

* to the PraQice of God’s People in the frimt 'nt timet) and gur 
'^Pfiendt are thrown mtoWdters ; and tred upon, till the very S/eed

*' uttered. Now this we would have of Thee, to fet them at l^iherty, 

* that lie in Prifin in the Names of the Cemmon-wealth, and of the ti^o

* Hand againft thee, nor any Man : and that the Meeting of our

'and EJlates, with our and Nay, according to the Dodrine pf 

* Chrift. Hearken to tlicfe things, and fo epnfider them in the Wifdom 
‘ of God, that by it fuch A^lions may be flopped^ Thsiu that half the 
‘ Government, and may’ll do it. We defire, that all that are in pri- 
'fon, may be fet at Liberty ; and that for the time to come they 
‘ may not be Imprifoned for Confeience, and for the Truth's fake : And 
'if thou queftion t\K Ltnocency of their Sufferings, let them and 
‘ their Accufers be brought up before thee ; and we (hall produce a 

* more particular and full Account of their Sufferings, if required.

There v\'cre Two of cur Friends in Prifon in the InqnifitionzX Mal- 
ta-, th'-)’ were Loth Women : Tire name of the one was Katharine 
Evans, and of tliC oilier Sarah Chevers. I was told, that One, cal- 
led the Lord D’Aubeny, could procure their Liberty w herelore 1 went 
to him : /ind liaving lnlormed him concctning i\\c\x Imprtfonment, 
defired him to write to the Magijlrates there for their Releafe. He 
readily premifed me, he wt;uld; and fail’, If I would come again with- 
in a Month, he would tell me of their Dijeharge. I went again about 
that time ; and he laid, he thought, his Letters had Mifcarried, be- 
caufe he had received no Anfwer. But he promifed, he would write 
again ; and he did (b : and thereupon they were both let at Uberty. 

With this Great Man 1 had a grrat deal of Rcalcning about Re- 
lilion ; and lie did conlcls, that ChriPl hath enlightned every Man, that 
cometh into the World, with his Spiritual L/g/ar ; and that he had ta- 
iled Death for every Man j and that the Grace of God, which brings 
Salvation, hath appeared to all Men ; and that it would teach them, 
and bring their Salvation, if they did obey it.

Whereupon I gave foith a little P<j/fr, concerning the Grounds and 
Rife of Perfecution-, wliich was thus : 

‘ \ LL the Sufferings of the People of God in all Ages were, becaufe 
‘ [\ they could not Join to the National Religions and Worfhips,vsih\ch 
‘ Men had made and let up ; and becaufe ttiey would not forfake God’s 
‘ /{f//^io«,artd his ffbryZt/^, w hich he had let up. And ye may fee through 
• all C/)rc«/c/fj and Hijiortesjoo'N that the Priejls joined with the Powers 
‘ of the Nations-: The Magi(lrates,ind Soothfayers, and Fortune tellers, 
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* all thefe joined sgainft the People of Ced^ and did imagin vain things i66i, 

‘ againft them in their And when the yws did they t^vxi 

‘ turned againft Mofes ; and when the Jeteifh Kings tranlgrcfled the London. 

‘ Lato of God, then they perfecuted the Prophets : as may be feen in 
‘ the Prophets IVritina. And when Chrijl the Sulftance came, then 
‘ the Jews perfecuted Chrifi and his Apo/lles, and Difciples : And 

* when the Jews had not Power enough of themfelves to perfecute 

* anfwerable to their Wills ; then they got the Heathen-Gentiles to help 

* them againft Chrijl, and againft his Apofles and Difciples^ who were 

* in the -Spirit and Power ol Chrift.

Now after I had made fome ftay in London, and had cleared my 
felf of thofe Services, that at that time lay upon me there, I went 
into the Country ; having with me Alexander Parker and John Stuhhs 
(who was lately come back from Alexandria in Egypt, as was men* 
tinned before. ) We travelled down through the Countries, vifiting 
Friends Meetings, till we came to Br 'tfiol, When we were come thi* 
ther, we underftood.that the Officers were likely to come, and break up 
the Meeting. Yet on the Fir (I- Day wt went to the Meeting at Broad- Broad- 
mead ; And Alexander Parker ftanding up firft to Declare, while he mead- 
was fpeaking, the OJicers came up, and took him away. After he 
was gone, I ftood up in the Eternal Power of God, and declared the 
Everlafting Truth of the Lord God ; and the Heavenly Power came 
over ail, and the Meeting was quiet the reft of the time, and brjike 
up peaceably. I tarried, till the Firjl-Day following j vifiting Friends, 
and being vifited by Friends. On the Firfl-Day in the Morning fe- 
veral Friends came to me to Edward Pyot's Houfe, (where 1 lay the 
Night before) and ufed great Endeavours to perfwade me, not to go to 
the Meeting that day ; tor the Magijlrates (they faid) had threatned 
to take me, and had raijed the Trained Bands. I wiiht them to go 
their way to Meeting-, not telling them, what I intended to do: 
but I told Ed. Pyot, I intended to go to the Meeting and he fent his 
Son with me, to fticw me the Way from his Houfe by the Fields. 

As I went, I met divers Friends, who were coming to me to prevent 
my going ; and did what they could, to flop me : ^Vhat, faid one, 

FP/lt thou go into the Mouth of the Bead! fVilt thou go into the Mouth 
of the Dragon, (aid another / But 1 put them by, and went on. When 
I came into the Meeting, Margaret Thomas was fpeaking; and when 
Ihe had done, 1 ftood up. Now I faw a Concern and Fear upon 
Friends for me ; but the Power of the Lord, in which I declared, foon 
ftruck the Fear out of them : and Life fprang, and an Heavenly, Glori- 
ous Meeting we had. After I had Cleared my felf, of what was upon me 
from the Lord to the Meeting, I was moved to Pray : and after I 
had prayed, and was ftept down ; I was moved to ftand up again, 
and tell Friends, Now they might fee, there was a God in Ifrael, that 
could deliver. A very large, full Meeting this was, and very hot : 
but Truth was over all, and the Life was up, which carried through 
all ; and the Meeting broke up in Peace. For the Oficers and Souldiers 
hid been breaking up another Meeting, which had taken up their time ; 
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.✓w aftetwarJi, thty .era ia a gnat Rage, ihat they had »,/e,/me ( for 
Broad- they wera heard to lay one to another bclore, / ll warrant , we Jhall 
have him : but the iW prevented them. I went from the Meeting 
to Joan HilySy where many Friends came to fee me ; rejoycing and 
bleliiiiiiCiod lor our Deliverance. In the Fvening I had a fine frefii 
Meetm among Friends, at a Friend's Houle over the Water, where 
Friends were much refrelhcd in the Lord. After this 1 fiay’d moft 
part of that Week in Briflel, and at Edward Pyett’s. Edward was 
brought fo low and weak with an Ague, that when I came firft thi- 
ther, he was Icokt upon asa Dying Man : but it pleafed the Lord to 
railchim up again; lo that, betote I went away, his Ague left him, 

and he w-as finely well. , » 

Now having been twe Firji-Days together at the Meetmtst Broad- 
mad, and feeling my Spirit clear of Briflol ; I went next Firji-Day to 
a Meeting in the Country not far from Briflol. And after the Meeting 
was over, fame Friends, that came from Briflol, told me, that 
the Soudiers that day had befet the Meeting- Houfle round at Bri- 
flol • and then went up, faying, They would tejure to have me now : 
liut when they came up, and found me not there, they were in a great 
Rdge ; and kept the Friends in tht Meeting-houfe moft part of the day, 
betore they would let them go home ; and queried of them, f^ich 
way I wot gone, and how they might fend after me ^ For the Major, 
theyfaid, would fain have ffoken with me. But I had iViflon of a 
great Maftiff Dog, that would have hitten me ; hut I put one hand dove 
la Jaws, and the other hand helow, and tore bis Jaws to pieces. So the 
Lord by his Power tore their Power to pieces, and made way for me to 
efcape them. Then paffed \ through the Countries, vifiting Friends 
in Wiltfhire and Barkjhire, till I came to London ; and had great 
Meetings amongft Friends, as I went : and the Lord's Power was over 
all : aikl a Wt fled time it was for the fpreading of his glorious Truth, 
It w as indeed the Immediate f /and and Power of the Lord, that did 
prefer VC me out ot tlieir hands at Briliol, and over the Heads of all 
our Perfecutors ; and tlic Lord alone is worthy of all the Glory, who 
did upliold .and preferve for his Name and Truth's fake. 

At London I ftaid not long this time ; but was drawn in my Spirit 
to vifit Friends Northward, &s far as Leiceflerjhire ; John Stuhhs being 
witfi me. So wc travelled down through the Countries , having 
Meetings amongft Fr'ienis, as we wept ; and at Skeghy we had a great 
Meeting. Thence palfing ofl, wc came to a place called Barnet-Hills, 
where lived then one Captain Brown, tBaptifl, whole W^e wisCon- 
'liincedof Truth. This Captain Brown, after the AH {or breaking up 
Meetings came forth, being afraid, left his Ifir/e Ihould go to Meetings, 
and be caft into Prifon, lelt his Houfe^t Barrow, and took a place on 
ihefe Hills, faying ; HisWife flould not go to Prifon, And this being 
a free Place, many, both Pr/eyfr and others, got thither, as well as he. 
But he, who would neither ftand to Truth htmfelf, nor fuffer bis Wife \ 
was mtbk place, where he thought to be ffe, found out by the 
Lord : w liofe hand fell heavy upiw him for his Vnfaithfulnefl-, fo 
that he w as foreiy plagued, and grievoufly judged in himlelf tor^- 
ing, and drawing his Wife into thit private place. Wc went to fee nis 
> ’ Wife ; 
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and being come into the Houfe, I asked him, How he did ? I<56^, 
How do I ^ fa id be, The Plagues and Vengeance cj God are upon me, 
a Runnagate, a Cain as I am : God map look for a Witnefs for me, 
fuch as me ; for if all were no faithfuller^ than /, God would have no 
Witnefs left in the Earth. In this Condition he lived there on Bread 
and Water ; and thought, it was too good for him. At length be got 
home again with his Wife.^ to hisown Houfe at Barrow; where 
afterwards he came to be Convinced of God’s Eternal Truth, and died 
in it. A little before his Death be (aid ; Though he had not horn a Te- 
fiimony for Truth in his Lite, he would hear a Teftimony in his Death, 
and would he buried in his Orchard : and was fb. He was an Example 
to all the Plying Baptifis in the time of Perfecution; who could not 
bear Perfecution themfelves, and yet perfecuted us, when they had 
rower. 

From Barnet‘Hills we came to Swanington in Leiceflerfhire, where 
Wil.Smith, and fome other Friends came to me ; but they pafled away 
towards Night, leaving me at a Friend's Houle in Swanington. At Night, ton. 
as I was fitting in the//j//,fpeaking toa Widow-Woman and her Daugh- 
ter, there came one called Lord Beaumont, with a Company of Soul- 
diers, who flapping their Swords on the Door, ru(ht into the Houlie 
with their Swords and Piftols in tlieir hands, crying. Put out the Can- 
dles, and make fall the Doors. Then they feized upon the Friends in 
the Houfe, and asked ; If there were no more about the Houfe i? The 
Friends told them, there was one Man more in the Hall. Now there 
being fome fr/eWr, that came out of Darbyfhire, one of them was 
named Thomas Fauks ; and tbits Lord Beaumont ( fo called ) after he 
had asked all their Mames, bid bis Man, fet down that Mads Hame 
Thomas Fox: but the FriendPdA, Nay ; his Name was non Fox, but 
Fauks. In the mean time fome of tb& Souldiers came, and fetcht me 
out of the Hall, and brought me to him ; and he asked me my Name r 
I told him, my Name was George Pox, and that I w'as well known by 
that Name. Ay, faid he, you are known all the World ever : I faid, 

I was known iox no Hurt, but for Good. Then he put his Hands into 
my Pockets to fearchthem, and pluck’d outmy Comb CaJe : and af- 
terwards commanded one of bits Officers to fearch further, iot Letters, 
as he pretended. I told him, I was no Letter-Carrier : and askt him, 

Why would he comeamongft a Peaceable People with and 
Pijlols, without a ConftabU ; which was contrary to the K'tngs Procla- 
mation, and to the late t For he could not lay, there was a Meet- 
ing ; I being only talking with a poor Widow-Woman and htr Daughter. 

By reafoning thus with him, he came fomewhat down : yet fending 
for theCo»^<j^/«, he gave. them. Ciftrgtf of us that Night,- and to 
bring us beibre him next Morning. Accordingly the Conftables (et a 
Watch of the Towns People upon us that Night and had us up next 
Morning to his Houfe, dootxt.i Mile btotn Swanington. Wbeoweeame 
before him, he told us, We Met contrary to the Aih Whereupon I 
defiredhim to (hew us the..^. Why, fays: be, you have it in your 
Pocket. I told him, he did notdind us in a Meeting. Then iie asked 
u$,iri&e/f'erwe.would take ihe, Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy/ 

I tpld him, I never took any Oath in all tny Liite, nor Engagentent, nor 
xb& Covenant : (till he would force the Oath upon us< T^nl 

I i i 1 delired 
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1 66a. defircd him to ibew us the that wc might (ee, whether we were 
the Perfons the Oath was to be tcndrcd to ; and w hethtr it was not 
for the Difcovery of PepiP) Recufants. At length he brought fortli a 
httle Book I but we called for the Statute-Book. He would not lliew 
us that; but caufed a M/zr/ww to be made, which mentioned, That 
we were to have had a Meeting : And with this Mittimiu he delivered 
us to the Ctnftahles to G)nvey us to Leicefter-Jail. But when the 
Cenjlahles had brought us back to Swaniugton, it being HarveSi-time, 
it was hard to get any body to go with us ; tor the People were loth 
to go with their Meighleurs to Prifou, efpecially in fuch a bufic time. 
They would have given us our Mittimus, to have carried it our helves 
to the Jail; for it had been ufual tor Conflahlet. to give Friends their 
o'Mo Mittimiu, (for theydurft truft Friends;) and they have gone 
themlelves with their Mittimus to the Jailer. But wc told them, 
though our Friends had fometimes done fo, yet wc would not take 
this Mittimus ; but home of them Ihould go with us to the Jail. 
At Uft they hired a poor, labouring Man to go w ith us ; w ho yet 
was loth to have gone, though hired. So we rid through the Coun- 
try to Leicefter,he\n^ Five ot us in number ; home carried t\\nx Bible s 
open in thetr hands, declaring the Truth to the People, as we rode, in 
the Fields and through the Towns, and telling them; We were the 
Pri/oners of the Lord jefus Chrift, going to fufer Bonds for his Marne 
4 nd Truthfake ; and one Womans carried her Wheel on her 

to /pin on in Prifan : and the People were mightily afledkd. At Lei- 

Leictfler. cefttr we went to an hn ! and the Mafter ot the Houjt ftemed to be 
troubled, that we fhould go to frifen ; and bein^ himfeif in Commifh 
00, he fent {or Lawyers in the Town toadvifc with ; and would liave 
taken up the MUttiwm, and kept us in his ownHoufe, and not have 
let us gone into the Jail But 1 told Friends, it would be great 
Charge to lie at an Inn, and many Friends and People would be 
coming 10 Fifit us ; and it might be hard for him to bear our having 
Meetings in his Houfc : and befidcs, we had many Friends in the 
frifen already ; and we had rather be with them. So we let the 
AJon know, that wc were fenfible of \i\%KindntP: and to Prifon wc 
went ,* the Poor Man, that brought us thither, delivering both the 
Mittims and us to the JaUer. This Jailor had been a very wicked, 
cruel Man: and there being Six or Seven Friends in Prifon, before 
wc came, he had taken feme occafion to quatrol with them, and bad 
thfuft them into the Vmgeon amongft the Follons ; where w as hardly 
room for them to lie down, they were fo thronged. We ftay’d all 
that day in the Prifots-Tard, and defired tltc Jailer to let us have feme 
Straw : He furlily anfwcred. Ton do not look like Men that wonld Ik 
od Straw. After a William Stmth, a Friend, came to me ; and 
he being acquainted in tlie Houfe, I asked him, What Rooms there 
were in the Heufe, and wh*t Booms Frknds ufually bad been putirtto, 
before they vVere put into thcDanr^Mw i I asked him alfo, Whe- 
ther the Jtnkn or his Wife was Mafier ? He faid, The Wife was 
Mafler ; and that, though fhc was Lame, and fere moftly in her 
Cbm, notbein^ abiotpgabot on ermarZet; yet ftie would her 

HmhmJc NahMt he came within her reach, if he did not do as Ae 
would have him da Now I confidered, that prob4b^ many Friends 

might 
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might come to Vifit us ; and that, it we had a Heom to our Iclvcs, it i66i. 
would be better fer them tofpeakto me, and for me to ffxak tot'''VNJ 
them, as there (hould be occafion. Wherefore I defircd Pf/ZZ/am 
Smith to go ffcak with the Woman^ and let her know, if (he would 
let us have a Rom, and let our Friends come up out of the Dnngecn; 
and leave it to us and them, to give her what we would, it might 
be better for her. He went ; and after Ibme reafoning with her, (he 
confented ; and we were had into a Room. Then we were told, that 
the Jailer would not fuffer us to fetch any Drink out of the Town into 
the Prifon ; but that what Beer we drank, we muft take of him. I 
told them, I would remedy that, if they would ; for we would get 
a PaZe of iVater, and a little Wormwood once i day ; and tlwt might 
ferve us: So we fhould have none of his Beer -, and the Water he 
could not deny us. 

Before we came there, when thofe few Friends, that were Prifon- 
ers there, did Meet together on rh« pirfl-Days, if any cf them was 
moved to pray to the Lord, the Jailer would come up wiib hii 
pcuOuarter-fiaff in his Hand, and h\%JI 4 aJZiff-Dog at hts Heels, and 
Would pluck them down by the Hair ot the Head, and flrikc them 
with his Staff: but wlwn he ftruck Friends, the ZlSaftiff-Dog, inftead 
of filling upon Friends, would take the Sttff out of his Hand. Now 
when the Firfl-Day came, after we came in, I fpake to one of my 
Fellow- Prifoners, to carry down a Stool, and fit it in the Tard; and 
give notice to the Dehors itri Ftllom, that these 'itioM be as Meeting 
in the Tard ; and they rhat would hear the Word of the Lord deeb- 
red, might come thither. So the Dekm and fr ftners went into the 
Tard, ana we went down, and had a very precious fleeting ; the 
Jailer not meddling. Thtw every PirH-Day wc \sadsz ZPkering iher^ 
as long as wc ftay’d in Pr^on ; and livcral came in out of the City 
and Country, and many ^eteConvrneed ; and fomc raerved the Lards 
Truth there, who ^006 faithful Witneffes for it ever lincc. 

When the came, we were bad up before the JuJlkes ; withuicenor. 
many more Friends, thaf were fenc ro Prifon, whilft: wc were there, 
to the number of about Twenty. Being brouglur inro the Court, the 
J^er put us into the Place, whevc the Thitves were put ; and then 
fomc of the Jnftkes began ro tender ih* Dwths of AlJtgUnee and Set- 
prmaeytous. f told them : T nmr look 'any Oatknituy Life* 
and they knew, we could not becawfe Chri^ and liis Apaftk 
forbad if : and therefore rhey jwitmi but adiSme toi ust But we toid 
them, if they could provci rfiM after Chrkt atidi the Apofile had'foe- 
hvi Swearing, they did ever cemmead CZtrfl ms to Smear y then we 
would take tftefe Oatlb r other wife we weie lefelwed^toobey Cbriffs 
Command, and the Apoftldf Eahorfation* They feid^ Wir muft take, 
the Oath, that we might mantfeft our Allegiance to the King. 1 told 
rhem, (had been formerly train that

they 
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they would read the Mittimus, and fee, how wrongfully we wtc Im^ 
prifoneJ. They would not take notice ol the Mittimus ; but called 
a jury, and Indided us for Rtfufing to take the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy. When the Jury was Sworn and hjlruiled, as they were 
going our, one, that had been an Alderman ol the City, fpake to 
them, and Hwve agaodConfcience : and one of thtjury, 

being a peevilh Man, told the JuJlices, There was One affronted the 
Jury : Whereupon they called hmi up, and tendrcd him the Oath al- 
Ib j and he took it. 

While we were (landing in the Place, where the Thieves ufed to 
(land, there was a Cut-Vurfe had his Hand in (everal Friends Pockets ; 
and Friends declared it to the JuJlices, and (hewed them the Man : 
They called him up before them ; and upon Examination he could 
not deny it ; yet they fet him at Lilerty. 

It was not long, before the Jury Returned, and brought us in Guilty: 
and then, after (ome Words, the JuJlices Whifpered together, and bid 
the Jailer take us down to PrifoH again : But the Lord's Power was 
over them, and his Everlalling which we declared boldly a- 
moDgft them. And there being a great Concourfe of Peopli, moft of 
them followed us ,- fo ibstthtCryer, and Bayliffs were fain to call the 
People back again to the Court : We declared the Truth, as we went 
down the Streets all along, till we came to the yir//, tht Streets be- 
ing full of People. When we were in our Chamber again, after forac 
time the Jailer came to us, and defired all to go forth, that w ere not 
Prifoners. And when they were gone, he faid, Gentlemen, it is the 
Court’s Pleafure, that ye fhould aS he fet at liberty, except thofe that 
are in for Tithes : and you know, there are Fees due to me ; hut I 
fhall leave it to you, to give me what you will. 

Thus were we all fet at Lilerty on a fudden. And being thus fet at 
Liberty, the reft paffed every one into their Services ; only Leonard 
Fell (being come thither) flay’d with me, and we two went again to 
Swanington. I had a Letter (rom him they called the Lord Hajlings ; 
who hearing of my Imprifonment, had written from London to the 
JuHiceszi the Sejfms, tofct meat Liberty . Now I had not deli- 
vered this Letter to tht JuJlices; but whether they had any knowledge 
of his Mind from any other hand, which made them difeharge us fo 
fuddenly, 1 know not. But this Letter I carried to him called the Jjord 
Beaumont, who had fent us to Prifon ; and when he had broken it 
open, and read it, he feemed much troubled : but at laft came a lit- 
tle lower; yet threatned us, if we had any more Meetings it Swa- 
nington, he would break them up, and fend us to Prifon again. But 
notwithftandinghis/^rM/r, we went to Swanington, and had a Meet- 
ing with Friends there ; and he came not , nor fent not to break 
it up. 

From Swanington we palTed through the Country, and came to a 
Place called Twy-Crofs ; where that Great Man formerly mentioned , 
whom the Lord God bd raifed up from hisSickneJi in the Year 1649, 
(and whofe Serving- man ame at me with a Drawn Sword, to have 
done me a Mifchief) He and his Wife came to fee me. From thence 
we travelled through Warwkkfhire, where we had brave Meetings ; 

and 
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aod ft) into Marthaa^tanjbire: and Be^ordjbire, vifiting Friends, (ill i66x. 
we ame to LonJan. t/YNj 

I ftay’d not long at this time ia Lor Jon, but went iatoEjfex, and 
foiBto tlte £<i/l, and to Nai^k ; having great Meetings. At Nar-nUjord- 
mby wlien I anae to Cape. Lwaettae's, there was great Threatning 
Di^iawei bit tbc Meat ingwss fniet Padiog trem thence to 
tan, and fo into Cmkridgefliire, there f heard of Edward Bmaugh'i 
Eketaje. And being feniibfc, how gteai a Griaf and Bxercife it would 
be to Friends to part with hint, I writ the following Lines taFriends^ ctmkidti- 
far the filing and fettling of their Minds.

From thence I pafftd to Little^Part, and the Ifle of Ely j where he,^, 
that had been the Major, with his and the of the then 
prefent Major of came to tbi Meeting.

into Limelnfhire and HunttngtottJihe,\ came to Thomas Parnets, where linciiv 
theA%(Vof came tofeeme, aod was very loving. From^.'" . 

thence pafling on, I came into the Fen-Country , where we had large 
snd quiet While I was in that Ctfawr)^, there came 

great a Flood, that It was dangerous to get cut ; yet we did get out,*'^ 
and went to Lyu, where we had a blefTed Meeting. Next Morning I ljd. 
went to vifti tome Prifoners there ; and then went back to the Inn, 
and took Horfc : And as f was riding out of the Tard, the Officers (it 
feenrs) came to (arch the Ar» for me. I knew nothing of it then,* 
only 1 felt a great Burden come upon me, as I rid out o“f the Tom, 
till I was got wit lw)uc their 6<rr«^ and when (ome Ar/Wr, that came 
after, overtook me, tliey told me, that the Officers had been jearch- 
ingfor mein the Inn, as foon as I was gone out of the Tard, So, by 
(Ik good Hand of the Lord, I efcaped their Cruel Hands. After this 
we pafled through the Countries, vifiting Friends in their Meetings. 

And the Lords Power carried us over the Perfeenting Spirits, and 
through many Dangers ; and his Truth (pread and grew , and 
Friends were eftablilhed therein : Prailes and Glory to his Name for 
ever! 


And fo having pafs’d through Harfalk,Si0bli,Efex and Hertfordjhire, 
we came to Landan again) where I (laid a while,vifitingAr/e»<?f in their 
Aifeerw|r,which were very large, and the Lard’s Power was over all. After ffinford- 
Lome time I left the City again, and travelled into Tent, having Thomas 
Br^s with me ; and we went to Ajhferd, where we had a quiet and nmt. 
a very blefTed Meeting : and on the FirffiDay we had a very good and 
peaceable Meeting at Cremheek. Then we went to Tenterden, and TenKj^I!

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\6()\. had a Meeting there, to which many Friends came Irom (everal parts; 
and many ot the H^orld's People came in, and were reached by Truth. 

TcDtcfden When the Meeting was done, I walked with Thomas Briggs into a Clofe, 
while our Horfes were got ready ; and turning my Head, I fpied a Cap- 
tain coming, and a great Company of Souldiers with lighted Matches 
and Muskets. Some of the Souldiers came to Thomas and me, and faid ; 
IS'e mujl go to their Captain : and when they had brought us before 
Iiim, he asked, Id^here was George Fox e Which was he P I faid, I am 
the Man. Then he came tome, and was fomewhat Ihuck, and faid ; 
/ tvillfecure you among the Souldiers. So he called for the Souldiers to 
take me; and then he took Thomas Briggs, and the Man of the floufe, 
and many more : but the Power of the Lord was mightily over him 
and them all. Then became to me again, and faid; I muJl go along 
with him to the Town ; and he carried himfelf pretty civilly, bidding 
the Souldiers, bring the reft after. As wc w'alked, I asked him; Whj 
they did thus > for I had not feen fo much ado a great while : and 1 bid 
him be Civil to his Neighhours, who w ere peaceable. When we were 
come to the Totvtt, they had us to an Inn, that was ibt Jailer's Houfe ; 
and after a while the Major of the Town, and this Captain, and the 
Lieutenant, who were JuJlices, came together, and Examined me ; 
Why I came thither to make a Difturhance ^ I told them, I did not come 
to make zDiflurhancei, neither had I made any Difturhance, (\nce I came. 
They faid, There was a Law, which was againft /ie Quakers Meetings^ 
made only againSi them. I told them, I knew no fuch Law. Then 
they brought forth the AH, that was made againft Quakers and others : 
I told them ; Tliat was againft fiich, as were a Terror to the Kings 
SuhjeHs, and were Enemies, and held dangerous Principles to the Go- 
vernment ; and therefore that was not againft us : for we held Truth, 
and our Principles were not dangerous to the Government, and our 
Meetings w ere peaceable, as they knew, who knew their Neighbours 
w ere a peaceable People. They told me, I was an Enemy to the King : 
I told them, We loved all People, and were Enemies to none: and 
tliat I, for my own part, had been caft into Darhy-Dungeon many 
years ago, about the time of Worcejler- Fight, bccaufe I would not 
take up Arms againft him; and that I was afterward brought up by 
Col. Hacker to London, zs a Plotter to bring in King Charles ; and was 
kept P rifoner ox London, till I was fet at liberty by Oliver. They ask* 
cd me, Whether / was Imprifoned in the time of the Infurreilion i I 
faid, Fes, I had been Imprifoned then, and fince that alfo ; and had 
been fet at Liberty by the Kings own Command. So I opened the 
All to them, and (hewed them the Kin^s late Declaration, and gave 
them the Examples of other JuJlices ; and told them alfo, what the 
Houfe of Lords had (aid of it. I fpake alfo to them concerning their 
own Conditions ; Exhorting them to live in the Fear of God, and to 
be tender towards their neighbours, that feared God ; and to mind 
Cod'sWifdom, by which all things were made and created, that they 
might come to receive it, and be ordered by it ; and by it order all 
things to God’s Glory. They demanded Bond of us for our Appea- 
rance zx \\w Stffions •, but wc pleading our Innocency, refufed to give 
Bond. Then they would have had us premife to come no more there : 
Dm wc kept clear of that alfo. When they (aw, they could not bring 

us 
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us to their Term ; they told us, fVe jhould fee, they were civil to t<s 
for it was the Mayor’s Fleafure, we jhould all he fet at lihe 'rty. I told 
them, Their Civility was Noble t and (o we parted. Tcnterdcn 

Then leaving Tenterden, we went into Sujfex, and came to Ne- 
wicky where were Ibme whom we vifjted; and irom thence 
palFed on through the Country, viftting Friendt, and having great 
Meeting ; and all quiet and free from Difturbance (except by Idme 
Jangling Baptijls) till we came into Hampfsire : Where after we had ttimp(tiitc. 
had a good at Southampton, we went to a place called P nU SfHthim- 

ner in the Farijh of Ringwood, where there was to be a Monthly Meet- 
ing next day, to which many Friends came from Southampton, Pool, 
and other places ; and the Weather being very hot , fomc of them 
came pretty early in the Morning. I took a Friend, and walked out 
with him into the Orchard, inquiring of him, how the Affairs ot 
Truth flood amongft them ? (For many of them had been Convinced 
by me, before I was Prifoner iaCornwal.) While we were difcourfing, 
another Toung-Man came to us, and told us, the Trained Bands were 
raifing ; and he heard, they would come, and break up the Meeting. 

It was not yet Meeting-time by about three hours ; and there being 
other Friends walking in the Orchard alfb, the Friend that I was dil- 
courfing with before, defircd me to walk into a Corn-Field adjeining 
to the Orchard ; and fb we did. After a while the Toung-Man, that 
fpake of the Trained Bands, left us, and Went away : and when he 
was gone a pretty way, he flood, and waW his //at. Whereupon! 
fpake to the ot\\txToung-Man,t\\3X. was with me, to go fee, what he ailed ? 
and he went, but came not to me again : for the Souldters, it feemsj 
were come, and were in the Orchard. And as I kept walking, I could 
fee the Souldiers ; and fome of them (as I heard alterwards) did fee 
me, but had no mind to meddle. So the Souldiers coming fo long 
before the Meeting-time, they did not Tarry ; but took, what Friends 
they found at the Houfe, and fome that they met in the Lane coming, 
and had them away. After they were gone, and it grew towards the 
Eleventh Hour, Ftiends began to come in apace ; and a large and 
glorious Meeting we had : tor the Everlafling Seed of God was fet 
over all, and the People were fettled in the New Covenant of Life, up- 
on the Foundation Chrift Jefus. Toward the latter part of the Meet^ 
ing there came a Man in gay Apparel, and looked into the Meeting, 
while I was declaring; and went away again prcfently. ThisA/<i« 
came with an evil Intent : for he went forthwith to Ringwood , and 
told the Magiflrates ; they had taken two or three Men at Pulner, and 
bad left George Fox there preaching to two or three hundred People. 

Upon this the Magiflrates feat the Officers and Souldiers again : but 
the Meeting being near ended, when that Man lookt in ; and he ha- 
ving about a Mile and an half to go with his Information to Ringwood, 
to Ktch the Souldiers, and they as much to come back, after they had 
received their Orders ; before they could come, our Meeting was 
over : ending about the third hour peaceably and orderly. After the 
Meeting I fpake to the Friends of the Houfe, where this Meeting was; 

(the Woman of the Houfe lying then deadirs the Houfe) and then fome 
Friends had me to another Friend’s Houfe at a little diflancc from the 
Meeting-'p]a,Gi ; where, after we had refrelh’d our felves, I took 
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Hotie, having about Twenty Miles to ride that Afterncon, to one 

L/V^ Vr;e’s Houle in fViltJhirSy where a Meeting was appointed to cc 

next day. 

^ Alter we were gone, the Officers and5o«/^/err came in a great Heat\ 

and when they found, they were come too late, and had miHed thtir 
Prey, they were much andtheQ^w; were offended with 

the that they had not feized my Ilorfe in the Stable, ti'.€ 

firlt time they came. But the Z.er</ by his good Providence did de- 
liver me, and prevented them of their Mifehievous Defign. For the 
Officers were envious Men, and had an evil Mind againll Friends : but 
the Lord brought his Judgments upon them ; Id that it w as taken nc- 
EKimpic. ticeof by their Neighbours. For ‘ whereas before tliey were H'ealthy 
‘ Men j after this their Efiates wafted away : and John Line, wlio was 
‘ the Cenjiahle, ("and who was not only very forward in putting on the 
‘ Sonldiers to take Friends ; but alfo carried thofc that w ere taken, to 
‘ PrifoH, and took a Falfe Oath them at tlie Affize, upon which 

• they were Fined, and continued Prifoners) he wasa fsd SpePlacle to 

• bcliold. For his Flejh rotting away, while he lived, lie died in a ve- 
‘ ry miferable Condition , wilhing. he had never mtdlcd with the 
‘ Quakers ; and confeffing, that he never profpered, fince he liad an 
‘ tiand in perfecuting them : and that he thought, the Hand of tlie 
‘ Lord was againft him for it. 

At • /'rye’s in Wiltjhire we had a very bleffed Meeting, and 
quiet ; though the Officers had a purpofc to have broken it up, and 
were coming on their way in order thereunto. But before they were 
got to the Meeting, Word was brought after them, that there was am 
Houfe newly broken up by Thieves ; and they were required to go back 
again with [peed, to fearch. after and purfue the Thieves ; by which 
means our Meeting fcaped IXfturbance, and we were delivered out 
of their Hands. 

We palTed through Wiltjhire into Dorfetfhire, having large und good 
Dorfnhrt. and i\s£ Lord's Everlafting Power was with us. and carried 

us over all ; in which we founded forth his faving Truth, and Word of 
Life, which many glad ly received. Thus tra veiling through the Coun- 
vmn^iu. tries, we vifitcd Friends, till we came to Topfham in Devonjhire, tra- 
Topfliam. veiling fome Weeks Eight ox Ninefcore Miles i Week, and had J4eet- 
ings every day. At Topjham we met with Margaret Fell, and two of 
her Daughters, Sarah and Mary, and with Leonard Fell wAThomas 
Totnefs. Salthouje. From thence we pafTed to Totnefs, where wc vifwed fome 
friTt To Triends ; andthen on to K'mgshridge, and foto old Fhnry ToUexfeds, 
H. Mix- who had been an Ancient ^fike 'of Peace. There wc had a large 
/‘" liiou h ^^^Ttng. And from theocethis old Juftioe paffed with us to Plymouth 
cowili. and fb into Cornwall, to one Jujlice Far/m; and from thcncC'to J'As- 
w<irA/(Wff»r’s, where we had another large Meeting. After which we 
went to Humphrey Lneer't, where aHb we had a huge Meeting ; and 
from thence to Loveday Hamblye's, where we had a General Meeting 
for the whole C(w*rry ; and all was quiet. 

A little before this, there had been in thofeiparts Jcfefh Hellen and 
G. Bewly, and they had been at iLaa, tovifit oxteSlancb Pepe,aiRant- 
htg Woman, under pretence to Convince and Convert her ; but befene 
they came from her, Ihe had fo darkned them with her Prinoipksy^i 

they 
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they feeraed to belike her Difciples, Specially Joftph HelUn. For i6<5j. 
flie had asked them, Who made the Dtvil ? Did not God t This Idle^-e^V^ 
^eflioH fo puzzled them, that they could not Aniwer her. They 
terwards asked me that Queftion ; and I told them, hfio : for ail that 
God made, wosgood, and wasllefl ; fo was not the Devil. And he 
was called a Serpent, before he was called a Devil and an AdverJarj ; 
and then he had the Title of Devil given to him : And afterward he 
was called a Dragon, becaufo he was a Deflroyer The Devil abode 
not in the truth ; and by departing from the Truth, he became a De^ 
vil: and fo the Jews, when they went out of the Truth, were faid to 
be of the Devil; and were called «yer^r»rx. Now, then is no Promife 
of God to the Devil, that ever he thall return into Truth again : but 
to Man and Woman, who have been deceived by him, the Promife of 
God IS, that The Seed of the Woman jhall Iruije the Serpent's Head ; 
lhall breakhix Power indStrength to pieces. Now, wlun theie things 
were opened more at large to the fatisladfion of Friends ; thole Two, 
who had let up the Spirit of that Ranting Woman, wtie judged by the 
Truth: and one of them, viz. Jofeph f/el/en,im qwe out {rom Truth, 
and was denied by Friends: But George Bewly was recovered ; and 
came afterwards to be Icrviceable to Truth. 

We pafl^ from Loveday Hamblefs to Francis Hodges, near Fal Fiimonth, 
mouth and Penryn, where we had a large Meeting ; and irom thence 
we went to Holjlone that Night, where feme Friends came to vifit us : 
and the next day we pafled to ThomasTeage's, where we had another 
hxgt Meeting, at which many were Ccwwrrrey: fori was led to open 

* the ftate ot the Church in the Primitive Times, and the (late of 
' the Church in the Wildernef, and the ftate of the Falfe Church, 

‘ that was got up fmee ; and to Ihew.that now the Everlafiing Gofpel 
‘ was preached again over the Head of the Whore, Beaji and falfe 

* Prophets, and Antichrifts, which had got up fincc the Apofiles days : 

* indnm’tht Everl^ling Gofpel wzs received and receiving, which 
‘ brought Z-t/eand Immortality to U<fbt ; that they might fee over the 

Devil, thad had darkned them. And the People received the Gofpel 
and the Word of Life gladly, and a glorious, blefled Meeting we had 
for the exalting the Loret s everlafiing Truth, and his Name. After 
the Meeting was done, I walked out ; and as I was coming in again, I 
heard a Node in the Ca«r/; and coming nearer, I found the ^<»rof 
the Houfe fpeaking to the Tinners, and others of the World's Ptople, 
and telling them ; It was the Everlafiing Truth, that had been declared • 
there that day : and the People generally confelted to it. 

From thence we pafled to the Land" s End, to John Ellis’s houfe, where UdJiEdJ 
we had a precious Meeting : and there was a Fifherman, one Nicholas 
Jofe, thst'ttis Convinced ; and hefpakein Meetings, and declared the 
Truth amongft the People: and the Lord's Power was over all. I was 
glad, that the Lord had railed up bis Standard in thofe dark parts 
of the Nation, where fincc there is a fine Meeting of honefl*hearted 
Friends; and many there are come to fit under Chrifi’s Teaching: 
and a great People the Lord will have in that Country. 

From thence we returned to Redruth ; and the next day to Truro, Redruth, 
where we had a Meeting. Next Morning fome of the Chief o( the Town'^o. 
defired to fpeak with me, and I went to them | amongft whom was 
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1663. RoMji. A greitdeal of Difc^rjf I bad with them concerning the 
ihhtgs Qt Ged \ ind to rheir Reifioning they laid, TheGtfpelwastk 
Trufo. four Bpoks t>f Matthew, Mark, Luke aW John ; and they called it 
tfatural. Uut I told Uicm, the was thc /’eavr of Gc/; ! which 
wap pn ached, before Mattheiv^ Liifeand or. any of them 
were printed or written : And it was preached to fwry CrM/nre, (of 
which a great part might never fee nor hear of thofe fm Bteks 5) lb 
that Every Creature was to obey the Pmer of Gtd : for Chriff, the 
Spiritual Man, would Judge the World according to the Gofpelpi^t is, 
according to his Invifdle Fewer. When they heard this, they could 
not gain-lay ; for the truth came over them. So I direfted them to 
tlicir teacher, the Grace of Gar/, and (hewed them the Sufficiency of 
it ; which would teach them how to live, and what xadety ; and be- 
ing obeyed, would bring them their Salvation. And fo to tliat Grace 
1 recomntended them, and left them. 

Then returned we through the Country, vifiting Friends, and had 
Meetings at Humphrey Lower i again, and at Thmeu Mount’s. And 
Stoke, afterwards at George Hawkins at Stoke we had a large Meeting, to 
wliich Friends came from Lancefion, and fcvcral other places ; and a 
living, precious Meeting it was, in which the Lord’s Prefence and 
Power was richly maniK-ftcd amongft us ; and I left Friends there un- 
der the Lord Jefus Chrifi's teaching. 

Example. * In Cernwall 1 was Informed, ifiat there was one Col. Roiinfon, a 
‘ very wicked Man, who after the came in, was made a Jujtice of 
‘ ilie Peate, and became a Cruel Perfecutor of our Friends ; of w horn 
' he (eat many to Prifon. And hearing, that tlicy had fbme little Li- 
‘ herty, through the Favour of the Jailer, to come home fometimes, 
' to vtfrt their Wives and Children, he made a great Complaint thereof 
‘ to the Judge at the Affize againft the Jailer : Whereupon the Jailer 
‘ was fuwd ussHnndred Marks, zoA Friends were kept very firstly up 
‘ for a w hile. Alter lie was come liome from the Jfftze, he fcrK to a 
‘ Neighbouring to defire tkm to goz Fanatick-huntingwith 
‘him,. So on the Day. that he intended and was prepared to go 
‘a Fanatick- hunting, he lent his Man alout with his Horfts, and walk- 
‘ ed himfeU on hot from his, DwelBng-HouJe to a tenement, that he 
‘ had, w here his Cows and Dairy were kept, and where his Servants 
‘ w’cie then When Ire came there, he asked for his 

‘ and thq Maid-Servants faid. They had Hut him into the field, be- 
^ ‘ caufe he was Vnruly amongft the Hint, and hindred their Milking. 

‘ Then went he into the Field to his Bull ; and having formerly ao 
‘ cuftomed hinofeU to play wkh the Bull, he began to fence at 
* him with hi& Staff, as he ufed to do. But the Bull fnuffi at 
‘ him, and palled a Itctle back ; and then turning upon him again,

the People were direiSled to therr teacher y the Oract of Ged^ Which 
would bring them Sahathn ,- arfd many wete follled untfer it’s Tedch‘ 
ing: and the Lord’s Prefenee waaattioOgft tts, and We were reftcfticd 
'm hriTr, in whonT we fahowed *rtd trawMed/ arid tlw Meetttfg was 
quiet. There had been very great Perfecution in thzi Country, and Hi 
fhaf Tewtr i Httiebtfofe, infewuch tbit feme Ffie/fds queHioned the 
Feaetctikneff of oof Meeting l Nit? tlie< Lord’s f^r chtiwed aft,, aftj 
fth Glory ftrned over all. The Ftitiids told uSj h®W they hafd bt^oiidi 
up their Meetings by tVarienfs from the Jteftk^, awd bOW by thtil- 
Warrants they were requiiedfo' carry Frkndshdktte the Jnfiiees; and 
Friends bid them, Ctirry them then. The Ofiters told Friends f rhfy 
muft Go : but Friends hid Way, that was riot a'cewdftfg to their War^ 
rants, which required them tti Carry them. Tfidn they were fain to 
hire Carts zrsdWagm, tfidFloffes, and to lift pyicinrlj up' into fhlfit 
Wagons and Carts, to carry them* before a Juftice. Atxl when* they 
came to a Juft ice's Houfe, foiwetkfles he happened to be from home: 
and if he were a Mderase Man,, hewouldgei ottt of the way; and 
then they were forced to* Crfiry fheift before aribihcf: 80’ thlft they 
were Many Days Carting aiid Carrying Friends up and desme frm plate 
to place. And whert at'terward *he Officers cabwib lay rhfeir Chm^es 
for this upon the Toron, the Tetvn’sFecffie would not par iP;; buif made 
,ihem bear it themfelves ; and that brate t1i& N^ck eh ma Pirfeotieinn 
there for that time. The like wasdbttO in fii\)wal odlel? plaew^.iWri^ 

Officers had Jhamed and r/rr</ themfelves ; and then were fain to give 
over.

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\66\. At one place they warned Friends to come to the Steeple htufe j 
KyykiznAtht Fr'^ds met together to confider ot it ; and had freedom to 
Welling- aoiothidSteeple’heufe^ Meet together Accordingly when 

they came thither, they Cate down together, io Wait upon the 
Lord in his Fewer and Spirit^ and minded the Lord Jefiis Chril^ , their 
Teacher andSavieur j but did not mind the Priefi. When the Oncers 
faw that, they came to them tp put them out of the Steepk-beufe 
again; but ^e Friends told them, it was not time for them to break up 
their Meeting yet. A while after, when the Priejl\[z6 done his Stuff, 
they came to t\\t Friends again, and would have had them go home 
to Dinner ; but the Friends told them ; They did not ufe to go to 
Dinner', but were feeding upon Bread oi Life, So there they 
fate, Waiting upon the Lord, and enjoying bis Power and Prefence, till 
they found Freedom in themfelves to depart. Thus the Priefi' s People 
were emended, becaufethey could not get them to the Steeple^boufe : 
and when they were there, they were offended, becaufe they could not 
get them out again. 

Taunton Ftot" the Meeting near Codumpton we went to Taunton, where we 
had a large Meeting; and the next day we came to a General Meeting 
in Somerfetjhiri, which was very large ,- and the Lord’s everlafting 
Word of Life and Truth was largely declared, and the People were 
refrcflied thereby, and fettled upon Chrijl their Rock and Foundation, 
and brought to fit under his Teaching-, and the Meeting was peaceable. 
But about the Second Hour in the Hight there came a Company of 
Men about the Houfe, and knocked at the Door, and bid. Open the Door, 
or they would break it open ; for they wanted a Man, that they came to 
fearch the Houfe for. I heard the Noife.and got up ; and at the Win- 
dow faw a Man at the Door with his Sword by his Side, When they 
bad let him in, he came into the chamber, where I was, and looked 
on me , and faid ; Tou are not the Man I look for: and fo went his 
way. 

Street. We came from thence to Street, and fo to Puddimore to Widiam 
Podtll- Beaton’s, where we had a very large General Meeting ; wherein the 
Lord’s everlafting Truth was declared, and the People refrelhcd there* 
by, and all quiet. From thence we went to John Dandy’s, where wc 
had another large and very precious and then pafld on to 

Brirtoi, Briflol, where we had good Service for the Lord, and ail quiet. Here 
we met with Margaret Fell and her Daughters again. And after Ibme 
mujhiu. fo Slattenjord in Wiltfhire, where was a very large 

Meeting in a great Barn ; and good Service we had there : for the 
Truth, as it is in Jefus, was publifhed amongft them, and many were 
gathered by it into the tdame of the Lord. 

After this I pafled into Glouceflerfhire and Herefordfhire, having 
rd- large Meetings in each. In Hereford I had a Meeting in the Im j and 
' after the Meeting was over, and I was gone, the Magiftrates hearing, 
Htreford. ^ Meeting, came to fearch the Inrt for me ; and were 

vexed, that they had milfed of me. But the Lordfo ordered it, that 
lefcapedtheiriSMre ; and Friends were eftablilhed upon Chrifi their^ 
Foundation, and the Rock of Ages.

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Then went I 'wioWales, \nt.o Radnor jhire, and bad ievcral precious 1665. 
Meeting! there : and the Lord's Name and Standard vv’a>fet up, and t/V\J 
imny were gathered toitj and are fettled under the Teaching 
Chriji Jefuj, their Saviour, who hath bought them. 

Aker I was clear of IVales, I turned towards England again, 
ezrat to i Market-Town betwixt England and Wales, where was Zu-wtrls 
great Fair that day : and (everal Friends being at the Fair, we went^ n g- 
to an //rw.and Friends came to us. And after wc had had a fine Oppor-.*" ^ ^ 

I unity w ith Friends, we parted from them, and went on our way. 
Theorem of the Town took notice (it feems) of our being there, 
and Friends gathering together tous; and they began alfo to get toge- 
ther to Conlult among themfelves,how to us, though it was 
the Fair time : but before they could do any thing, wc were gone 
on our Journey, and (b efcaped them. 

From thence we camz into Shropjhire, where we had a large and stro/ijii/f 
precious Meeting And after we had had many Meetings in thole parts, 
wc came into Warwickjhire, and vifited there ; and !o came 
into Darhyjhire and Staffordfhire, vifiting Friends Meetings as we 
went. At a place called White- Tfaugh W'c had a large blellul Meeting, st 4 <^rd- 
and quiet : And after the Meeting was done, we took Horfe, and rode 
about Twenty Miles tliat Night to one Captain Lingard 'S. Wc heard af Haugh. 
terwards, that when we were gone, the Officers came to have feized 
on us ; and were much difturbed, that they mi/l us : but the Lord 6 \{, 
appointed them, and delivered us out of their wkked Hands ; and 
Friends were joyful in the Lord, that We efcaped them. 

At Captain JJngard’s We had a blefled Meeting, the Lord's Prefence 
being wonderfully amon^ us. After this MeetingWQ pafled through 
the Peak-Country in Da^yflure ; and after we had been at 3 Friend's 
Houfe there, we went on to SunderhiO-Guen^ where w'e had a lar^e 
Meeting. Here John Whitehead came to me, and feveral other Sundcriiii. 
Friends ; and then I pi&d throitgh the Country, vifitjng Friends, till 
1 came into Holdernefs. We went to the farther End of Holdernefs, Hoidcnitn 
and fo pafled down by Scarlorough and Whitly, and near Malton, and Scitrbo- 
then to Tcrk, having many Meetings in the way, and the Lord's ewer- 
lading Power was over all. Maiton. 

At fork I heart! of a Plot : whereupon I was moved to declare Yorfc. 
againft all Plots and Plotters, both inpuhlick and private ; and alCo to 
give forth a againft Plotting j of which a 0 />y,hc.re followeth : 

‘ A LL Friends every where ; Ketjp nut of Plots and Bujlin^s,, and 
‘ i\ the Armoi FJejb; for all that is amoqg Mamls^Sons in the 

* Fall, where they are deftroyiog Mens Laves like Xk;gj and BfoLif, 

‘ and Swine ; Goring, rending, liting and defirtying one another, and 
‘wrelUing with Flejh and JW. from whooce rifeth Wars aivd 
‘ Killings , but from the Lufis i And all this is in Adm to the FaII , 

‘ out of Adam,^t never fedi in whom there is Peace And 

*ye are called to Peace, therefore follaw it,; and Chr^ is<hat/wre.' 

‘for all that pretend to Fight iot Cbri{i,^y are deceived; and are in 
‘ Adam, in the Fall ; for Cbriff s Kingdom \s not of .this World, therc- 
‘ fore his Servant s^o not Figft. Therefore Ft^tefs itetnef. o{,Chrift's 

* Kingdom, and are without Chrjft'sKingfhtm ; .for .his Kingflom .^Aois 
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in Peace and Rightcoufncfs. And fo Fighters are in the LuH: and 

* all that would deftroy Mens are not of Mind, who 

‘ comes to fave Mens Lives, ehrift’s Kingdom is not of this World, it 
‘ is peaceable ; and all that be in Strifes, are not of his Kingdom ; nor 
‘ any fuch, as pretend to Fight for the Ge/pe/. The Gofpe/ is the Few- 
‘ er of God, which w as, before the Devil or Fall of Man was, or 
‘ Fighters either j which is the Gofpel of Teace ; and they that pretend 
^ to Fighting, and talk Co for Fighting, are Ignorant of the Gofpel 
‘ of Peace. And all that talk of Fitting lor Sion, arc in DarknejS ; tor 
‘ Sion needs no fuch Helpers: And all luch as profefs themfelves to be 
‘ Miniflersol Chrifi and Chriflians, and to beat down the Whore with 
‘ outward Carnal Weapons-,ihe Flefh and thefF/;ore are got up in them- 
‘ felves, in a blind Zeal. That which heats down the Whore, which 
‘ got up by the Inward Ravening from the Spirit of God, the Beating 
‘ down of the Whore, tr,uft be by the Inward Rijingoi the .SieWof the 
‘ Spirit within. All fuch, os pretend Chrifi Jejus, and O nfefs him, 
‘ and run into Carnal Weapons, wreftling with FleP^ and Blood, throw 
‘ away the Spiritual : That arc Wrejllers W'ith Flefh and Blood, they 
‘ throw away Chrifi' s Dof trine, and Flefhls got up in them ; and they 
‘ are weary of their Sufferings. And fuch as would Revenge thera- 
‘ felves, be out of Chrifi' s DoUrine : and fuch as would \xflrkken on 
‘ the one Cheek, and w'ould not turn the other, be out of Chrifi’ s Do- 
‘ Urine : and fuch as do not love one another, and Love Enemies, be 
‘ out of Chrift’s Dodrinc. And therefore you, that be Heirs of the 
‘ Bleffmgs of God ; (which was before the Curfe and the Fall was) come 
‘ to Inherit your Portions. And you that be Heirs of the Gofpel of

‘ Peace oiGod; and not in the Lufls, from whence Wars arife. And 
‘ Live in Chrifi the Way of God, who is the Second Adam, who never 
‘ fell ; and live not in Adam in the Fall, in the DeflruUion, where they 
‘ deflroy one another : Therefore come out of Adam in the Fall, in* 

‘ to that Adam that never fell j and fo live ifi Love and Peace with ail 
‘ Men. And keep out of all the Buffings in the World, and meddle 
‘ not with the Powers of the Earth ; but mind the Kingdom, and the 
‘ way of Peace. You that be Heirs of Grace, and Heirs of the King- 
‘ dom, and Heirs of the Gofpel, and Heirs of Salvation, and Saints of 
‘ the Mojl-Hifj} , and Children of God, whole Converfations are in 

* Heaven, that is above the Comhufliens of the Earth , let your

We went from Torkto Bnrrowhrielge, where I had a glorious /Weer- Eurron'. 
«g. Tlience we paffed into the iS/yitf/T/VL io ont Richmond s, where 
there was a General Meeting ; and the Lord's Power viZ', over ah ; tho’ ^iDurham 
People were grown exceeding Rude about tliis time. After the Meet- 
fittg^we mnt 10 Henry Draper's, where we flay’d all Night : and the 
next Morning z Friend came to me, as 1 was palling away, and tolj 
me ; If the Friejls and Jujlices (tor many Priejls were made Jujlices 
in that Cowetry at tliat itime) could light on me, they would Dejlroy 
me. 

But I being clear of the Bi/hoprick, went over Stainmoore into part SHiVmpor 
oi Torkjhire, and to Sedherg-, where having vifittd Iwent^'d^g'' 
'into Wejlmorland, vifltiog Friends there alfo. From thence I palled 
into Lanoafhire, and came to Swart hmore, where I ftaid but a little 
while, before I went over the Sands to Arnfide ; w'here 1 had a Gene Swinh- 
r»l Meeting. After thzt Meeting was ended, there caine fome 
tdhaveird/ie« ;V but.undcrltanding, before they got thither, that ' ' 
the Meeting was over, they turned back. I went to Rolert bid- 
der's, and from thence to Vnderharrow, where I had a glorious Meet- 
ing ; and the Lord's Power was fet over all. From tliencc I pafl^ to 
Grnyrigtge having vifited Friends- there, I went to Ann Audland’s 
where they would have had me to haveftaid their Meeting the next 
My ; bat ( felt a flop in my Spirit, and it was pppn me to go to John 
Bdayklings in Sedherg, and to be next day at , the Meeting there ; Sedberg; 
which is large, . and a precious People there is. So we ih^d a very good 
*Meeting‘next day - at Sedherg ;> but the. Genjjlahles .^ent to Ann Aud- 
Und’s to their. Meeting, to look for me. .Thus by\ the, good Hand aqd 
Difpofiag Providence of tho Lord 1, efeaped their Snare.' 

I' went from- John B/aykiipg’s^wiih Leonard Fed tq.Strickland-head,S‘f ‘*‘k.- 
where on the PirfhDay we had a very precious Meeting pn the Com- 
mn. Tltat Night wcillaid amopgft there j and the next ipy 
'pafldd into After the 7»7//crr had, bpa.td of tbis*^»’’<f’“'»- 

'Meeting zt StriokltHd-head, they made Search for me ; but, by the good ' 
hand of the Lord I efcaped them again ;,ithojugh there were fome ve- 
ry^wicked y*y?r«r. We went to Hngh Hutch/if/on's Hoots 'tq Horthum- 
hriand (a Friend in the-Miniftry Jk from W(t\ence.wc. vifited, Fr'tends 
thereabouts ^-and then went to Darwin-Water, where i we had a vsfy Darwin. 

- glocibus Meeting. Xltere cawe an Ancient- Woman to, Rie, and told me, 
her iMshtnd remembred his Love to me;, .and •Ihejaid, I might (^11 
him to mind by this' thatlufed to .call him, t,heTaB,f^(te 
■ OidtMan, •. iShe .sfaid, he was Sixf^remd two Twrr.pld ; and t|iat ]]e 
•wouldirJiave come to, the Meeting, but that hisHfrfes w^e all im* 
v'pk^d: uponi ;fome.'.iir^ntt Ocalipn. r I beard, .he lived ./nwr tears 
after.

i66j. Now when I had vifited Friends in thofe parts, and they were fettled 
upon Christ, their Foundation, their Rock and their Teaeker^ I pafled 
Djrwin- through i^ofthutriherla)id,zr\d came into Cumberland to oldlhomas Bew- 
cumbir- Isfi. And Frk»ds came about me, and (zxd^Would / come there^togo into 
hni yriJoH ! For there was great Perfecution in that Country at tliat time : 
Yet I had a General Meeting at Thomas Bewky's, which was large and 
precious: and the Power was over all. 

One Mufgrave was at that tmt Deputy Governour of Carlijle, and F 
pairing along the Country, came to a Man’s Hoiife, that had been 
Convinced^ whole Name was Fletcher-, and he told me, If Mufgrave 
knew, that I was there, he would be fare to fend me to Prijon ; he was 
ftsch a fevere Man. But I Raid not there ; only called on the way to 
wigton. fee this Man ; and then went on to one William Pearfons near Wig- 
ton, where the Meeting was ; which was very large and precious. 
Some friends were then Prifoners at Carlijle ; whom 1 vifited by a 
Letter, Leonard /'H carried. From William Pearfons Ipafled 
Pardfey- thfoiighthc Countries, vdiiing Friends, till I came to Pardfey-Cragy 
where we had a General Meeting, w hich was large,- and all was quiet 
and peaceable, and the glorious, powerlul Prefence of the Everlafting 
God was with us. 

So eager were the Magiflrates about this time to flir up Perfecution 
in thofe parts, that tliey offered feme Five Shillings, fome a Nolle a 
day, to any that could apprehend \.\\t Speakers amongft the^d/fm.- 
but it being now the time of tht Quarter- Sejftons in County, the 
Men, who were fo hired, were gene to the Sejjions, to fee to get their 
Wages ; and fo all our Meetings were at that time quiet. 

YtomP ardfey-Crag we went into Weflmorland; calling in the way 
Kcfw'ick. upon Hugh Ticked near Kefwick, and upon Thomas Laythes , where 
Friends came to vifit us : and we had a fine opportunity to be refrefh- 
together. We went that Night to one Francis Benfons in Weflmor- 
land, near Juflice Flemings Houfe. This Juflice Fleming was at that 
time in z great Rage againft Friends, and me in particular,* infomuch 
that in the open Sejftons at Kendal juft before, he had bid Five Pounds 
to any Man, that (hould take me ; that Friend Francis Benfon told me. 
And it Teems, as I went to this Friend’s Houfe, I met one Man coming 
from ihtSefftoni, that had this Five Pounds offered him to take me, 
and he knew me-, for as I paffedby him, he (aid to his Companion, 
That is George Fox ; Yet he had not Power to touch me ; Tor the 
Lord's Power preferved me over them all. And the Juflices being 
fo eager to haue me ; and I being To often nigh them , and yet they 
miffing me, it tormented them the more. 

Luchin. I went from thence to fames Taylor's at Cartmel in Lancafhire, 
where I Raid the Firfl-Day, and had a precious Meeting ; and after the 
Meeting was done, I came over the Sands to Swarthmore. 
swarth- When I came there, they told me, Col. Kirly had Tent his Lieute- 
thither to forme ; and that he hadfearched Trunks and 
Cbeflshxme. That Night, as I was m I was moved of the 
Kirby-Haii Lord to go next day ta Kirhy-HaU, which was Col. Kirbys Houfe, 
about Five Miles off, to fpcak with him ; and I did fo. When I came 
thither, I found there the Flemmings, and feveral others of theGrariy 
, (fo called) of the Cw»rry, who were come to take their Leave of 

Col. 
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Col. Kiriy, he being then to go up to LoneioH to the parliament . I i66^. 

was had into the Parlour atnongft them ; hmColJirly was not then 
within, being gone iorth a little way : So they faid little to me, nor I 
much to them. But after a little while Co/. Kirly came in ,Nuiirhen I 
fpake to him, and told him ; ‘I came to Vi fit him, underBanding, 

‘ that he would have fecn me ; and to know, what he had to fay to 
‘ me, and whether he had any thing againBme t He faid before all 
the Company; /it he was a Gentleman, he had nothing againft me. But, 
faid he, Mijlrejifell mu(l not keep great Meetings at her Houfe \ for 
they meet contrary to the Adf. I told him ; ‘ That 411 did not take 
‘ hold on us, but on fuch as did Meet to Plot and Contrive, and to 
‘ raife InfurreHions againft the King ; whereas we were no fuch Peo- 
‘ pic : for he knew, that they, that met at Margaret Fell's Houfe, were 
‘ his hJeighhours, and a Peaceable People. After many Words had 
palled, he fhook me by the hand, and faid again, He had nothing againft 
me ; and others of tliem laid, /was a dejerving Man. So we parted, 
and I returned to Swarthmore. 

Shortly after, wlien Col. Kirby was gone to London , there was a swanh- 
private Meeting of the Juftices and Deputy Lieutenants at Houlket' 

//<»//, where Juftice Prefton lived j and there they granted forth a iVar- 
rant to Apprehend me. I heard over Night both of their Meeting, 
and of the Warrant ; and fo could have gone away, and got out of 
their reach, if I would ; tor I had not appointed any Meeting at that 
time; and I had cleared my felfoftheAri>r//i; Mdtht Lords Power 
was over all. But I confidered, , there being a Noife of a Plot in the 
Uorth, if I fhould go away, they might fall upon poor Friends ; but 
if I gave up my felf to be Taken, it might ^op them, and Friends 
Ihould efcape the better. So I gave up my fcif to be Taken, and pre- 
pared my felf againft they came. Next Day an Oficer came with 
bis Sword and Piftols, to Take me : I told him, ‘ 1 knew his Errand 
‘ before, and had given up my felt to be Taken ; for if I would have 
‘ efcaped their Imprifonment, I could have been gone Forty Miles off^ 

‘ before he came ; but I was an Innocent Man, and to mattered not, 

* what they could do to me. He asked me, How J heard of it, fee- 
ingthe Order wtu made privately in a Parlour ? I faid, it was no mat- 
ter for that ; it was fumcient, that I heard of it. Then I asked him 
to let me fee his Order ; whereupon He laid his Hand on his Sword, 
and laid, I mufl go with him before the Lieutenants, to anfwer fuch 
QjtefiioHS, as they fhould propound to me. I told him, It was but civil 
and reafonablc for him to let me fee li\sDrder ; but he would nor. Then 
faid I, I am ready. So I went along with him ; an^ Margaret Fell 
went with us to Houlker-Haft. And when we came thither, there Houiker- 
was one Rawlinfon, called a Juft ice, and one called Sir George Middle-. 
ton, and many more, that I did not know ; betides Old Jtfftice Pre- 
fton, who lived there. They brought one Thomas Atkinfon, a Friend 
oi Cartmel, iszWitnefs againft me, for fome Words which he bad 
told to one Knipe, who had Informed them j which Words were j 
That / had written againft tife Plo^tters, and had knockt them down : 

Which Words they could not nwke much of; for I told them, I had 
heard of a Plot, and had written fgainft it. Then Old Prefton: asked 
VM, Whether I had an hani in wat Scripf ^ I aske4 l?tm what he 
. L 1 1 X meant? 
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I K6 . meant ? He laid, in the BattleJoor ? I anfivercd, TVj. Then he asked 
'iXV/-' me, Whether I did mderftand Languages t I fard, ‘ for my 

Houiktr- t ielf ; an^tliat I knew no law, that was tranfgrefled by it. I told 

* them alio, That to underftand thofe outward Languages, was m mat- 
‘ ter of Salvatitn : for the many Tongues began but at the Confufion of 
‘ Bahel : And if 1 did underftand any thing of them, I Judged and 
‘ kneekt them dim again, for any matter of Salvation^ that was in 
‘ them. Thereupon he turned away, and faid, George F«x knocks dem 
all the Languages : Ctfwtf.laid he,wf toi/l examinyou of higher matters. 

Then (aid George Middleton^ You deny God, and the Church, and the 
Faith. I replied, ‘ Nay : I own God, and the true Church, and the true 
‘ Faith. But what Church doft thou own, faid 1 ? (for I underftood, 

‘ he was a Then he turned again, and faid, Tou are a Rebel, 

‘ and a Traytor. I asked him. Whom he (pake to ? or whom did he 
call Rebel i He was fb full of Ewoy, that for a while he could not 
fpeak ; but laft he faid, He [poke it to me. With that 1 ftruck my 
Hand on the Table, and told him ; I had fuffered more than Twenty 
fuch as he, or than any that was there : tor I had been caft into 
‘ Varby-VungeoH for Six Months tcgttheT ; and had fuffered much, be- 
‘ caufe I would not take up Arms againft this Ring before Wvreefier- 
. ‘ Fight : And I had been fentupFr/Ttfwr out of my own Country by 

* Col. Hacker to 0. Cromwell, as a Plotter to bring in Ring Charles, in 
‘ the Year i6yA ; and I had nothing but Love and Good Will to the 
‘ Ring, and demed the Eternal Good and Welfare of him and all his 

* Subjebis. Did you ever hear the like, faid Middleton d ‘ Nay, laid I, 
‘ ye may hear it again, if ye will. For ye talk of the Ring, a Cm/a- 

* ny of you ; but where were ye in Olivers days ? and what did 

* ye do then for him > But 1 have more Love to the Ring for his Eter- 
‘ nal Good and Welfare, than any of you have. 

Then they asked me, Whet her I had heard of the P/i»r^And Ifaid,7vy, 
J had beard of it. They asked me, How / bad heard of it i and whom 1 
knew in it? I told them, ‘ I had heard of It through the High-Sheriff 

* of Torkjhire, who had told Dr. Hodgfon, That there was a Plot in 
the North ; and that was the way I heard of it : Bull never heard of 
‘ any fuch thing in the South ; nor till I came into the North. Aifld 
‘ as for knowing anyin the Plot, I was as a Child in that ; for T knew 

* none of them. Then faid they ; Wly would you Write againji it, if 
pH did not know fome, that were in it f I faid, * My Reafon was. Be- 

* caufe you are fo forward to mafli fhc Innocent and Guilty together j 
‘ therefore I writ againft it to dear the Truth from fudh things, and to 
‘ flop all forward, foolijh Spirits,{xom running into fuch things. And 
‘ I fent Copies of it into Weftmorland, Cumberland, Bijheprick and 
‘ Torkjhire, and to you here : And I lent another Copy of it to the Ring, 
‘ and his Council ; and it is like, it may be in Print by this time. One 
of them faid, 0 ! this Man hath great Power ! \ faid, Tes, I had 
Power to write againbf Plotters. Then fiid one of them; Ton are 
vgainfl the Laws tftbe Land. 1 anfwercd, ‘ Nay ; for land my Iriends 

* dired all the People to the Sfirit df God in^fheiii, to tnortlfie rtie 
‘ Deeds cA the Flefh : Hiis brings them into \he Welldoing, anti 
‘from that which the Magiftrate's Sword isagjiinft; which 

‘ the Magifiratei, who arc for the Punijhmeni of ^ Evil-Doers. ■ So

Then Geo Middleton cried, Bring the Book, and put the Oaths tjf 
Allegianee and Sufremaey to him. Now he himfelf being a PapiSl, I 
tsk^him, 'Whethet he had taken the Oiih o/ Supremacy, who was 
< a Swearer S But as for us, we could not Swear at all, becaijfo 
*Chrifl and the A^ftle had forbidden it. Some of them would Jict 
have had the Oath put to me ; but have let me have my Liberty : 
bat the reft would not agree to that : For this was their laft Snare, 
and they had no other way to get me into Prifon ; for all other things 
had been cleared to them. But this was like the Papifis Satrakent 
of the Altar, by which they enfnared the Martyrs. So they tendered 
methc04/fi, and 1 could not take it : Whereupon they were ^txjut to 
make my Mittimus, to fend me to Lanca{ler-^il : But confidering to- 
gether of it, they only engaged me to at tbeSeftm; and fo 
for that time difmift me. Then 1 went hock mth Margaret Fed to 
Swarthmore .• and foon after there came Col. WeH to fte me ; who was Swarttv 
at that time a Jufike of the Peace. He told us, Me told fame of the 
refi of the Juftices, that he would come over to fee ke and Margaret 
Fdl ; hut it may he, laid he to them, feme tf you will take OJfenet at ii. 

1 asked him, What be thought, they would do with me at the Seftons t 
And he itid, They imld tender theOith to me again. i , 

Now whilft 1 ms zt Swarthmore, there came WiUim Kirhj into 
iwarthmore'Meeting, and brought the Cotdlahks with bina. 1 was fit- 
ting with Friends in the Meeting, and be fak) to me; How now, 

Mr. Fox! you have a fine Company here. Tes, ftid I, we do meet to 
Wait upon the Lord. So he began to take the Flames of Friends ; 

«nd them that did not rj^adily tell him their Hames, he committed 
tothe Confiahles handj, dlfd fent fome to Prifon. The Conftahlismrz

‘ that had it from the High-Sheriff. Then they asked me. Whether I 
had declared it to the Magiflrates t I faid, ‘ I had (ent Papers abroad

* fered Hardfhlps, with xh^lofi of much Blood for him ; and 

* had always dood faithful to him Item Firfi to Lafl, and had never

Amongft thofe that were then in Prifon, there were Four Friends 
Prtfoners iot Tithes, who were fent to Prifon ii the Suit of theCc««- 
tefiok Derby (lb called) and had lain there then near Two Tears and 
an half One of thefc, whole Name was Oliver Atherton, being a 
Man of a iVeakly Conftitution, was through his long and hard ImprU 
fonment in a cold, raw, unwholjom place, brought fo low and weak in 
his Body, that there appeared no hopes of his Recovery, or Life, un- 
lefs he might be removed from thence. Wherefore a Letter was writ- 
ten on behalf of' the laid Oliver Atherton to the faid Countef, and fent 
by his Son Godfrey Atherton , wherein was laid before her ‘the Rea- 

* fons, why he, and the reft, could not pay Tithes ; becaufe if they 
‘ did, they Ihould deny Chrift come in the Flelh, who by his coming 
' had put an end to Tithes, and to the Priefihood, to which they had 
‘ been given, and to the Commandment, by which they had been paid 
‘ under the Law. And his Weak Condition of Body wasalfo laid be- 
' fore her, and the apparent of his Death, if (he did conti- 
‘ nue to hold him there : that (he might be moved to Pity and 
‘ Compaffm 5 and alfo warned, not to draw the Guilt of his Innocent 
‘ Blood upon her felf. But when his Son went to her with his Fathers 
Letter, a Servant of hers abufed him ; and pluck’d off llis Cap, and 
threw it away, and put him out of the Gate. Neverthelefs theZe/- 
ter was delivered into her own hand } but (he (hut out all Pity 
and Tendernefs, and continued him in Prifon, till Death, So when his 
Sw came back to his Father in Prifon, and told him, as he lay on his 
Dying-Bed, that the Countefi denied bis Liberty, he only faid : She 
hath been the Caufe of Jhedding much Blood \ but this wiB he the htettii- 
efi Blood, that ever fhe fpilt : and foon after he etted. Then Friends 
having Body delivetra to them to lury, as they carried it froni the 
Prifon to Ormskirk, th^ Ptfriff, whcVcin he had lived, they ftuck up

After 
his Death, Richard cMan, another of the’faid her Prtftners 

for Tithe, writ a large to Her, on hehalt of himfelf, and his 
other Tellow-Prifeners at her Suit ; laying their Imocency before her; 
And that it was not out of tVilfulnejS, Stuhhornnefs or Covetoufnefs, that 
they, refufed to pay her Tithes ; lut‘ purely in good Confcmce towards God 
and ChriH : and letting her know, that if fhefhould hefuffered to keep 
them there, tidthep every oni died there, as flse had done Mf/r' Fellow- 
Sufferer, Oliver Atherton ; yet they could not yield to pay her. And 
therefore deftred her to ion fder their Cafe in a Chrijlian Spirit, and not 
irm their Blood upon her felf flfo. But lie would not diew any Pity 
QiCompafm i6mx^sth.em, who had now Mm<ihp.x^s Imprifonment 
about’rW7Vijr^ and an/!><r^under Ikr; but inftead thereof fhe lent 
toj the Tcjlwn of Garjlang, and thrtatned to complain to the King 
and Council, and’ bring t^ein into ^rouble, jfor fufferhg the Paper con- 
[ ffrning Oliver Atherton’s Death to he jluck upon their Crofs. ‘The Rage, 
that ihe exprpB'd, made the People tafte the more notice of it ; and 
fd'trie of thefn laid, The Quakers had given her a Bone to pick.

He asked 
me, Whetljer / would Traverje, or fland Mute, or Submit ? But he 
fpake lo lall, and in fucfi Iwllc, that it was hard to know, what he 
laid. However, I told him, ‘ I deftred, I might have Liberty to Tra- 
• verfe the Indidmeat, and Try it. Then faid he. Take him away, I will 
have nothing to do with him, take him away, (laid, ‘ Well, live in the 
‘ Fear of God, and do fujtice. Why, laid he, harvt not I done you Ju- 
Jlice > I replied, ‘ That which thou baft done, hath been agaioft the 
u»c.rter. ‘ Command o\' Chrifi. So I was taken away, and had to the fail 
jgjin ; and there kept Frifoner, till the next Mfftes. 

Sometime before this Affxt, Margaret Fell was lent Prfoner to 
Untafier-failby Flemming, Kirby uad Freflon Jufticcs ,* aod at the 
Aftt the Oath was tendered to her alfo, aod Ibe was committed 
igain to Frifon, to lie till the next Affu. 

Ho'h fnftice Flemming being one of the fierceft and mcfft-violcnt 
Jnflkes 10 PerfeCuting Friends, and lending his boneft to 

Frifon for Religion's like ; and there being many Friends at this time 
in Laneafter-fait committed thither by him, and foflie having died in 
Prfin i we that were then Prifoners,b»i it upon us to write to him, 
as followcth.

‘ Profperity hiA aade Widows ini Fatherlefs for Kightcoulnclt fake, 

‘ and for Tendernefs of Conference towards God ? file Lord knous 
‘ and fees it ! 0 Man '• Conftder in thy Life-time , how thou haft 
*jlained thy felf with the Blood of the Innocent ! When thou had^ft 
‘ Power, arid mighi’ft have done Good amongft thy peaceable Neigh- 
‘ hours, thou wouldeft not j but uled’ft thy Tower not to a good Intent, 

* but contrary to the Lori s Mind , and to the Kings The Kings Fa- 
‘ vour, and his Mercy and Cleikency to fober People, and to tender Con- 
^fciences hath boenmanifefted by Declarations and Proclamations-, 
‘which thou haft abufed and flighted, by pcrfecuting \\\speaceahli 
‘ SuhjeUs. For at London, and in other parts the Quakers Meetings

* of foher Juflices ; and for you here to fill upon your praceabid 
‘ Neighbours ind People, andtobe rigorous and violent againftthtm, 

‘ that ire tender, godly and righteous, it is no FTonour to you. How 
‘ many Drunkards, iniSwearers, ini Fighters, and (iichas are (ub- 
•jed to Fite, have you caufed to be brought before you to your 

* Courts! It were more honourable for you to lock after fucli : Cor 
‘ theLjw was not made for the Righteous, but for Sinners and Tranf 
*grefors. Therefore Confider, and be humbled for theie things ; for 
‘ the Lord may do to thee, as thou haH done to others : and thou doft 
‘ not know, how foon there may be a Cry in thy ow n Family, as t.he 
‘ Cry is amongft thy Neighbours, of the Fatherlefs and Widows, that 
‘ are made fo through thee. But the Quakers can and do lay ; The 
‘ Lord forgive thee, and lay net theje things to thy Charge, if it be his 
^Will.

Ft was not long after this, e’re Flemings Wif^ died, and left him 
Thirteen or Fourteen Motherkfs Children.' 

When I ms Prifoner it Lancaftery there was Prifonenlfb one Ma- 
jcr fP/ggan, a Baptifl-Preaeher. He boafted much before-hand, what 
he would (ay at the Afize, if the Oath (hould be put to him ; and 
that lie would refufe to Swear. But when the AjUiee came, and the 
Oath was tendered him, he defircd Time to confider of it ; and that 
being granted him, till the next Aftze; he got leave togotoZ<?«. 
don, before i\\iAjftze came again ; and came no more back; but flaid 
at London, rill the Plague brake forth : and there both he and his 
Wife were Cut off. He was a very Wicked Man, and the Judgments 
of God came upon him j For he had publilhed a very wicked Book 
againft Friends, full of lies and Blafphemies f the Occajfon of which 
was this. Whilft he was in Lancafier-Ca/ile, he challenged TVWj to 
have a Difpute with them : Whereupon I got leave of the Jailer to go 
up to them. And entring into Diftourfe with him, he affirmed : That 
fome Men never had the ^irit of God •, and that the true Light, which 
enlightneth every one, that cometh into the world, is natural. For 
Proof of his firft Affertioh, he inftanced affirming; Tljuf Ba- 
laam had not the Spirit of God. F affirmed and proved* ‘ That Bala^ 
‘ am had the Spirit of God\ and that Wicked Men have the Spirit of 

* God, elfe how could they quench it, and vex it, and grieve it, and 
‘ refjl the HolyGho^i, like the ftiffinecked Jews i To his Second Af 
fertion F aniwered ; ‘That the true tight, which enlightneth every 
‘ Man, that cometh into the World, was the Lift in the Word ; and 
‘ that was Divine and Internal, and not Uatural. And he might as 
‘ well fay, that the Word was Uatural, as that the Life in the Word 
‘ was Natural. And Wicked Men were enlightned by this light, elfe 
‘ how could they hate it ? Now it is exprefly faid, that they did 
•hate it: And the Reafon given, why they did hate it, was, 
•hecauje tbehr Deeds were evil-, and they would not come to 

* it, becaufe iv reproved them : and that muft needs be in them, that 
‘ reproved them. Befides, that Light could not be the Scripturet of 
‘ the New-Teftament ; for it was tcltificd of, before any part of the 
‘ New-fefiament was written ; So it muft be the Divine light, ^)xu:h 
‘ is the Lffe in Chrili the Word, before Striptures were. And the 
‘ Grace of God, which brought Salvation, had appeared unto all 
‘ Men ; and taught rhe Saints : but they that turned it into Wan- 
‘ tonnefs, and walked dcfpitefully againft the Spirit of Grace, werd 

* the Wicked. Again, the Spirit ot Truth, the Holy Ghofl , thd 
•Comforter, which leads the Difciples of Ohrid into all Truth- 

• the 
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1664. ' thefime fliould Reprm the World of Sin, if RifJ/teeufnefs, and of 
‘ tliiw Vniilkf. So the Wicked World hid it to 

UirtfleV- ‘ reprove them ; and the true Difciples and Learners of Chrift, that 
‘ bclie^ed"“in the Light, as Chrift commands, they had it to lead 
‘ them. But the World, that did not believe in the Light, though 

* they were lighted ; but hated the Light, wWch they Ihould have be* 
‘ lieved in, and io\^ the Darknefii rather than it, this World had a 
‘ Righteoujiiefs and a Judgment, which the Holy Ghoft reproved them 

* for, as well as for their Vnhehef. So having proved, that the Good 
and the Bad were enlightned, and that the Grace of God had ap* 
peared unto them all, and that ail had the Spirit of God, elfe they 
could not vex and grieve it t I told iUfmt Wiggan, The leafi Baht 
there might fethhn: and prefeotly ftood up one Richard Cuhbam, 
and proved bim an Anti-thrifi, and a Deceiver, Scripture. Then 
the Jailer had me away t» my Frifon again. And afterwards Wig- 
gan wrote a Book of this Depute, and put in abundance of abomina* 
bk Lies ; But his Book mi hood Anfwered ia Print; and he himfclf 
not long after was cut off, as afore is laid. 

Thisff%giM mi poor ; and while he was a Frifmr at Laucafttr, 
he feot into the Country, and got Monty gathered for Relief of the 
Fm People of God in Prifm t and many People gveo freely, thinking 
k had been for Vs ; when*as indeed it was for bimfelf. But when we 
heard of it, we laid it upon turn : and writ alfo into the Country, tiuc 
^ Friends mi^t let the People know the Truth of the Matter; that 
it was not our manner to have Codeltms made for us : and that thole 
CettePtions were only for Wipgtn and anotberi a drunken Preacher of 
htf Society ; who would be Id drunk, that ooce he loft iasBriubes. 

After thts it came upod me to write a Paper to the Judges, and 
other Magifirates, oonaeming their Giving Evil Words and Nick^names 
to filth, (tt were hronght h^ort them. And that which I writ, was after 
this manner, and chusdircded :

* as Ibme, that are called Chridiau lUagidrates, are too apt to do. But 
< Jofiua &kl unto Adm, My Son ; Mark his dean Langnag and St- 

‘ voury 
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‘ voury Expreffion, and gracious Words, M) Son, faid he, gh^ / 

‘ pray thee. Glory to the Lord God of Ifrael, and make Conjeffiowninto''^^'^ 

* him ; and tell me nom, what thou hafi dene ; hide it not from me. 

‘ Then Achan conlelTed, that he had jtnned againjl the Lord God of ’’ 

' Ifrael ; and that and thus he had done. And then Jefhua, the Judge, 

‘ fiid { Why baft thou trouhled Ifrael ? The Lord Jhall trouble thee this 
‘ day : and they ftoned him and his with Stones, and burnt his Goods 

* with Fire. Dut there was no unfavoury Word given to him, that 
‘we read of; though he was worthy idi Death. Jolb. 7. 

‘So when the Man, thu gathered Sticks upon the Sabbath-day, was 

* taken, and brought before Mofes. the Judge in Ifrael, and put in 
‘ Ward, until the Mind of the Lord was known concerning him ; We 

* read not of any reviling Language given him : but the Lord faid to 
‘ Mofes,iod Mofes to the People ; The Man Jhall furely be put to Death, 

‘Numb. 15. 3J. 

‘ So likcwife in the Rebellion of Corah, Dothan and Abtram, where 
‘ Mofes called them to Trial, he did not Sirrah them, or mifead them ; 

‘ but laid to Corah and the reft. Hear, I pray y^, ye Sons of Levi, 

* Numb 16.8. And when he gave the Sentence againft them, he 

* faid ; If tbefe Men die the common Death cf all Men, Sie. He did 

‘ not fay, If thefc Ra/cals, or -asmany, that profefs them- 

‘ felves ebriftians, will now do. 

‘ Wlaen£//f'j<rpakc to Job, ^ho mu Judge, and to his Friends, 

‘and faid, Let me not, I pray you, accept anymntPerfon, neither let 

* me give flattering Titles unto Man ; for / know not to give flattering 

* Titles : in fo doing my Maker would foontake me away. Job 3J. Job 

* did not fay, Sirrah, holdUhy Tonyse ; nor aavc him any unfavoury 
‘ ExpreftTion. Then for the Words of Dtndd and Solottm, and other 

* Kings znA Officers, fee in the Rooks of th&Kinp and Chronicles die 
' Savoury Language, that they gave to them, that were brought before 
‘ them. Nay, though Shimei dvr/eaf David the King, yet neither did 
‘ David then, or afterward, nor Solomon, when he caufed him to be 
' put to Death, give l^iti any reproachful Language, or fo much as 
‘ cart him Sirrah, ,1 Sam. 16. and 1 Kings li . 

‘ Read the Prophecies of Jfaiah and Micba, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and 
‘tlic reftof the Prophets, who Prt^hefied to feveral Peoples, and 

* againft Rulers, Kings and Magiflrates ; yet where can it be found, 

‘that they had any bad Lcmgmge given them, as Sirrtdt, or the like,

Daniel was brought before King Darius, and fentenced to 
' be caft into the Lions Den, he had no fuch III Names given him, a.s 
‘ many give now ; who call thofe, Heathen Rulers, but themfclvcs 
‘ Chrijlians, 

‘ It ye look into the New Tefiament, there in the Parable of the 

* Welding- Sul>per, the King, that came to view his Guefts, did not 
‘ fay unto him, that was found without a Wedding-Garment, Sirrah, 
‘how cameji thou in hither I but. Friend, how camejl thou in hi- 
‘ tkr I dUc. though he was one, that was to be hound hand and 
‘ foot, and cafl into utter Darknefs, Matih. zx. Nay, when “^udas 
‘ had betrayed his Mafler, Chrijt Jefus tlx* Lord of Life, and had 
‘ fold him to the Priefls, Chrift did not call him Sirrah, w hen he carte 
‘ to apprehend him ; but Friend : Matth. 26. 50. Sjtephen in his £w. 
‘ amination, Sentence and Death had no fuch reproachful Word giv- 
‘ cn him, as Sirrah, or Knave, AOs 6. & 7. Chapt. When the Apo- 
‘ jUes Peter and John were brought before the High-Priefi, and Rulers 
‘ of the Jews, and commanded not to preach in the Name of Jefus, 
‘ Alls they were not called Sirrah, or Knaves, nor had any fitch III 
‘ Names given them. And when Paul and Silas were caft into Pri-

‘ not Rogues, Sirrahs, nor Knaves. And when the Magifirates had

‘ this Example many are, that call themfelves Chrijlian Rulers ; who 

* arc not to caft Innocent People 'into Prifon, and give them 
‘ III Names befides, below both Jews and Heathens. 

‘ When the Vproar was at Ephefus about Diana's Shrine, Demetrius, 

‘ who bore great Sway among the Crafts-men, did not call Paul SiF 
‘ rah ; but calk’d him by his Right Name Paul, AQs 1.9. And wht h 
‘ Tm/ was brought Prifoner beiore the High- Prie/l Ananias, and the 
' Council of the Jews, and told them. He had lived in all good Con- 
fcience towards God, uitU that day; though they (who protelled the 
‘ Sculptures, but lived out of the Life of them) could not abide t6 
‘ hear oi Living in a good Confcience (as Profefors of the Scripturds 
‘ how, that liiie not in jhe Ti/e, cannot abide to hear o\ living in a good 
‘ Confeiente now-a-days : ) But Anamas caufed Paul to befmittenon thh 
‘ Mouth ; yet he did not call him Knave, nor Sirrah, Alls 23. Thfe 
‘ Apo/late-Jews indeed, (who, though they profefled Scripture, wtrfe 
^ out of the Life thereof, and had rejeded Chrift) in their accufing 
before the Roman MagiftrateSf dlid once ca\\ him a Peftilenl 
‘ Fellow, ARs 14. as the Accuftng Profefors, who IjveootDf the Lifd, 
‘will fometimes call us now. But Tv/zx gave Paul no fuch Lan- 
‘ guage ; neither did Feftit^^ iiot King Agrippa in all their Examina- 

* tions of him, givcT4«/ any fuch Words, as SirrMhyRofeal, Knami, 

<‘ .on)ie like -. but heard him patiently. So now ChriR/ans may fee 
‘ through all the Scriptures, that when auy Perfons were brought

Then i]« W, 
Give them the Both, that they might fmttr, thn had tendered me the 
Oath acetrikg to the ludiBmm, Some of tne Jufiiets refufed to be 
Sworn I bat the Judge (iud, he would have it done to talte away all 
Oecafieu of Exetptieu. Nw when the Jury were fworu, and the Ju- 
flues liad [worn, That they had tendered me the Oath, according to the 
IndiUnent ; then the Judge asked me, fPhe/hw- / had not rifujed the 
Oath at the loft dffizes i I laid, ‘ I ne*«r took Oath in my Lite} and 
‘ Chrift, the Saviour and Judge of the iFtrld, laid. Swear not at at. 
The Judge feemed not to take notice of my Anfwcr ; but asked me; 
Whether or no I had not refold to take the Oath at the Allize .» 

I faid : ‘ The Words, that 1 then fpake to them, were, That if they 
‘could prove, either Judge, Juflices, Priejl or Teacher , that after

Mvu not at that time to difpnte, vohtther it was lawful to Swear ,• iut to 
Itfpdrt, whether / bad refnfed to take the Oath, or ne.

* and owning the Pope’r, or any other Forreign Power, 1 utterly deny.

‘ have told thee before, whii I did far. Then hn asked me, Jf I would 
have th^e Men to Swear, that J bad taken the Oath/ I asked him,

At which the Court burft oat into Lassghter. I was grieved, to fee fo 
mehligbtmft ia a Court, where fuch Solemn Matters are handled;

‘ you. Tlien th(s Clerk read live hMHmeitt ; and t told thfl Jy^e, • I 
‘ Had fomething to (peak to it, ( {oi I bad loibrmed ray fcif of the 
‘ Errors, that were in it.) He told nje, mvl4 hm me afier^ 
ward any Rtafons, that J could ^Sedg/l, Khy ko fimid Wt give Judg<- 
ment. Then I (pake to lire Jury, and told ihera, ‘ That they could 
‘ not bring me in G^tdty, according to that IndiMwnf for die /*« 

* diSlment was wrong laid, and had n«wiy grpTs Errors in ir„ Tlw 
Judgeii\^,ImuJ}notf(eaktothe]x!iXy, hut he would /peak to them: 
and he told them, 1 hud deufid to take the Oath ao the lafi Hdizes ; 
aud, laid he, / can tender the Oath fe my Urn n/nv, and Premunire 
him for not taking it : And he faid, They mt^ bring me in Guilty, 
feeing I refufed to take the Oath. ‘ Then, (aid I, wliat dtt ye do with 
‘ a fom^ Ye may throw away ypur Ftnm then. Asd I told die Jur

Now 
moft of the Gentry of the Country were gaibrcd together, exposing 
to hear the Sentence } and the Moife among the People was, That t 
fbenld ho Tranfported. But they were all crplfod at that time : for the 
Sintonce being defiirred, till notet Morning ; 1 was had hack, at I came, 
toPrifm again. Upon ray complaining of xhehadnep of my Erifon, 

(bme of the Juftices, with Col. K'triy went up to fee it : But when 
they eame to it, they durft hard^ go inteit ; the Floor was fo hid tad 
dangerous ^ and the place (b open to Wind and Rain: and (bme that 
came up» (aid ; Sura, it mat a faket>htuje.

i^cjfltf- ygj fpetke as much her Jelf, as jhe would. But before 1 came to 
the ^4/-, f was moved in my Spirit to pray, ‘That God would con- 
‘ found their Wickedne^ and Envy, and let his Truth over ail ; and ex- 
‘ alt his5ff/ And the Lord heard and anfwered, and did Cottfound 
them in their Proceedings againft me. And though they had molt 
Envy againft me; yet the Errors were found in my IndiU- 


ment. 


Now, I having put by others from pleading for me, the Judge 
asked me ; What / had to fay, why he fhould not paji Sentence upon me. 
1 told him, ‘ I was no Lawyer ; but I had much to (ay, if be would 
‘ but have Patience to hear. At that he laughed, and others laughed 
alfo, and faid Come, what have you to fay i He can Jay nothing. 

‘ Tes, faid I, [ have much to (ay : have but the Patience to hear me. 

‘ Then I asked him, Whether the Oa.t\\ was to he tendred to the King's 
‘ Stthjeih, or to the Snhjells of Forreign Princes f He faid, To the Sul- 
jeils of this Realm. Then laid I, ‘ Look the IndiHment, and ye may 
‘ lee, that ye have left out the Word Suhjeil: fo not having named 
‘ me in the Inditlment, as a Suhjeil, ye cannot Premunire me lor not 
‘ taking the Oath. Then they looked the Statute, and the IndiiT 
ment, and law, that it was, as I laid : and the Judge confelled, it was 
an Error.

But when he had done, 
the Judge asked me, What I faid to the hdiilment > I told him, ‘ At 
' once hearing (b large a Writing read, and that at fuch a diftance, 

* that I could not diltinriHy hear all the parts of it; I could not well 
‘ tell, what to fay to it : but if he would let me have a Copy of it, 

* and give me time to confider of it, I Ihould Anfwer it. This put 
them to a little hand : but after a while the Judge asked me, What 
time / would have ?

‘ Nay, let us fuffer, as they do, or (hould do, that Swear falfelyt And 
‘ (his, I told him, we had offered to> the Ring ; and the A'/ag laid, /t 

* was reafonahle. 

So, after feme further Difeourfe had palled, they committed me to Linc«(lcf* 
Prifon again ; there to lie till the next Affize : and Col. Kirhy gave 
order to the Jailer, to keep me Clofe, and fuffer no FUJh alive to come 
at me ; for I was not fit, he faid, to he difeourfed with by Men, Then 
was T put up into tfmoky tower, where the Smoke of the other Vri- 
foners came up fo thick, that it flood as Vew upon the Wads ; and 
fometimes the Smoke would be fo thiefi that I could hardly fee the 
Candle, when i(; burned : and I being locked under three Locks, the 
Vnder^ailer, when the Smoke was great, would hardly be perfwaded 
to come up, to unlock one of the upper^mofi Doors, for fear of the 
Smoke : fo that I was almofl /mothered. Befides it Rfined in upon. 
my Bed ; and many times, when I wejaf to flop out the Rain in the 
Cold Winter-Seafon, my Shirt would be as »</ as Muck with the Rain, 
that came in upon me, while I was labouring to fiop it out. And (the 
place being high, and open to the Wind) fometimes as faSi, as 1 fiept 
it, the Wind\)mg high and flerce, would blow it out again, (n this 
manner did I tie ah that long, cold Winter, iiW th® uext 4 jfiza : In which 
time I was fo fiarved with Cold and Rain, that my £«/)( was, greatly 
fiaeded, Wp Limbs mudts kinumtned. ,

j664- fore him I was brought. Now I had Informed my fcif again of the 
\yy\4 Errors, that were in this Indi^ment alfo: For though at the Affne bc- 
Lincjikr- fore, Judge Turner had faid to tlic Officers in Court, Pray fee, that all 
the Oath he in the Inditlment, and that the word, Subjed, he in-, and 
that the Duy of the Montli, and Year of the King he put in right : 
For it is a ffiame, that fo many Errors fhould he feen, and found in the 
face of the Country ; yet. there were many Errors, and thole great 
ones, in this hndillment, as well as in the former. And furtly, the 
Hand of the Lord was mit.to confound their mifehievous WWagainft 
me, and to Hind them therein : Infomuch, that altliough, after the 
Indihlment was drawn' at the former Affitze, the Jud^ Examined it him- 
lelt, and tried it- whrh tbeCkrks ; yet the V/otii,Mjehl, was left out 
of this jydiffment alfe , and tive Day of the Month was put in wrong, 
and federal Material Words of the Oath were left out ; Yet they went 
on confidently againrt me, thinking, all was fafe and well. And 
when I was fet to the Ear, and the Jury called over to be fworn, the 
Clerk ashed me, Firfl ; Whether I had any OhjeBton to make againfl 
any of the Jury f I tdd him, ‘ 1 knew none of them. Then having 
fworn the Jury, tliey fume thee of the Officers of the Court, to prove, 
That the ^th was tendred to me at the laH Affizes, according to the 
Ittdiilmnt. Came, come, faid tlic It was not done in a Corner. 
Then he asked me, What I had faid to it ? or, Whether I had taken 
r/hrOiih rf/ the loft Affize ^ I'toid him, w[ip(t t had Caid, viz. ‘ That 
‘ the Book they gave me to Swear ori, ftith', Swear not at all ; And I 
repeated- mow, of what f had formerly raid to them, as it now came 
to my remembrance. Whtrtupon the Jad^e faid ; I will not difpute 
with yott, hut irt point of LaW', ‘ Then, faid I, 1 Iwve fometfiing to 
* fpeak to the Jury concerning the hdilltnent. He told me, / mufl not 
Jpeak to the Jury : hut I had any thing to fay, I mufl fpeak to him. 
Then 1 asked him, ‘Whether the Oath was to be tendred to the 


* Kin^s SuhyeBs only, or to the pf Forreign Princes t He re- 

plied, To (he StdjeBs of ths Realm ; for f will fpeak nothing to you, 
fakfhe, hut in point of Law. ‘Then, feidl, Look the Indiilment, 
‘ and thou may’ft fee, that the Word, Suhjell, is left out of this In- 
‘ diBment alfo. And therefore, feting the Oath is not to be tendred 
‘ to any, but the Suhjelfs bf thisifea/w, and ye have not put me in 
‘ as a SuhjeB; the Court is to take no; notice of this IndiBment. 1 had 
no fooner' fpokc thus, but the Judge cried ; Take him away , Jailer^ 
rake him away : So I was prefently hurriedaway. And the Jailer and 
People looked, when 1 fWld , be called for ag^io j but I was pevet 
brought? forthtd the Ciwi'r any more", thou^ 1 had' many other great 
Erf>orf M rffligd in theTitehihfhjeJtf ., , "But alter I was goqe, the fudge 
ajktd the Jhryi Jf they'iAitagrepei'i' And they faid, Tes ; and found 
ftriheKk)^ t^mlf'ttie'f m fmstpfd. But I wai never called to 
heai^ j?f»re«agiven ,* nor w^^any Sirit/'wfe given aeainll me, that I 
cotild hcaroC Fori heard, that wl^eij jhey had looked more narrow-' 
ly into the th^faw, artd '.t^’dru', ftnliblc tkmfclves, that 

was ootgrw : knd the having fworn the Offitert 
of the Court, that the Oath was, tendred me at the Affize belbfe, fuch 
aJitf, according as was fttjijrhd IndiBment, and that" proving to be, 
lYmwreng «/.^, fftiould have‘provedthd(^car,f of theirwrr/()rytt)(!f)i 
Mek again, ' if rtie Asiould have fuffered me to go on to plead to 
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the Indi^ment : which was thought to be the ReaftUy why he hur- 1664. 
tied me away fo foon. The had Sentence of Fretnunire'''^'''^^ 
upon Margaret Fell, before 1 was brought before him : and it feems, 
when f was hurried away fo, they recorded me, isi PremuHired Pet- ‘ 
fin ; though I was never brought to hear the Sentence.nor knew of it : 

Which was very Illegal. For they ought to have not only had me pre* 
fent, to hear the given ; but alfo.^ have asked me firft, 

fPl/at I could fay, why Sentence fhould not hi given again ft me ? But they 
knew, I had fo much to fay, that they could not give Sentence, if 
they heard it. 

While I was a Prifoner in Lancafter-Caflle,. there was a great Hoifi . 
and Tali of the Turi's overfpreading Cbriftendom 5 and great Fears en* 
tred many. But one day, as I was walking in my Pr^on-Cbamhet, '/ 

‘ faw the Lord" i Power turn againft bint ; and that he was turning hack 
‘ again. And I declared to Ibmc, what the Lord had let me fee, when 
there were fuch Fears of hb over-runiiing Chrifleudom ; and within a 
Month after the News-Books came down, wherein it was mentioned^ 
that They bad given him a Defeat. 

Another time, as I was walking in my Chamber, with my Eye to 
the Lord, ‘ I faw the Angel of the I<ir</ with a glittering, drawn Sword 
‘ ftretched Southward,ti though the Court had been all on a Fire. Not 
long after, the Wars brake out with Holland, and the Sicknefs brake 
forth 5 and afterwards the Fire of London : So the Lord's Ssbord was 
drawn indeed. , 

! Now by reafon of my long and clofe Imprifinment in fb bad 4 places 
I was grown very weak of Body ; but the Lord s Power was over all^ 
and fupported me through all, and Enabled me todo^cmee forhimi 
and for his Ttutb and People, as the place would admit. For while I 
was, in Lancajier-Prifin, I Anfwercd feveral J?»p^,aS;thc.Airfyi,and the 
Common-Prayer, and the Direthry, and the Church-Faith ; which are 
the Four Chief Religions, that are got up fince the Apoflles days. And 
there being feveral Friends in Prijon at Lancafter, and other Prifons, 
for not paying Tithes, I was moved to give forth the following Lines 
to the World concerning Tithes .- . 

I N the time of the Low, they that did riot bring their tithes into 
the Store-houfe, they rohhedGod ; and then there was not Meat 
* in their Houfe : Therefore the Led commanded them To Iring thent 
‘ into his Houfe, that there might he Meat in the Store-houfe ; which was 
* to fid the Fatberlefs, S^eanger and Widow. But thefe Priefts, who 
* are Counterfeits, who tajte Peoples irfiNf now by a Law, arc from the 
^Bettft', and if any will not pay thetn, they Prifin them, or make 
* them pay Treble. 3 o thelc Rob, the Poor People, and Rob the Fa- 
* tberlefs', and the Stranger, iod.ihe Widow is not filled : So fheir 
* Cry is goiK Up to Heaven againfl tfiele. And ntany arc mttde almoff 
‘ by thefe OpPr^ng Prieftsf) th^ir CattU ipd ^cir Cotn being, 

‘ taken away,' from tnem, and they into P'rifin. Others are Sued 
* at the£4ia,by tliefe Priefts, and have Treble, Damage taken from 
* them ; and jet fueh arc cried up to be H^nyfters the fjo- 
*fpeU Tho^ Wbcri the Vnchangeahle PrieB was come, the Priefi- 
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i66y. ‘ hood, that was CbanfeaUe, was denied ^ as we now deny tbcle. But 
‘•it any be moved now to Cry againft them, they arc fiocked, or heat, 
I ‘ i»*prifoHd‘, as there are many now in Frifen at Laneafler, and in 
‘ other places, by a Natitnal Lav : the like whereof was never done 
‘ by the Lw of God, which was delivered to Mofes. For we do not 
‘ read, that under Mofet his Liw tayfufered Imi)rijtnnKnt,ot Jpoiling 
‘of i^Qix Goods for not paying Tithes ; or was to pay Treble Damage. 

‘ Surdy, furdy.the Cryioi yengtance will be heard, which arifeslfoni 
‘ tii; OpprejfidSoals, tint li; under the Altar, And there are many, 

‘ wlitc 1 b'j Prifomrs at Kendal, becaufe they cannot pay Tithes ; as 
‘ Cayt. iVard, and Thmas Rdertfon, and the Widow 6ar/<i«tt/,who hath 
‘mil/ fmiU Children ; and thefey«/er, becaufe they cannot pay 
'‘Tithes. O hysthtre bi '\n Kendal^Prifon, who were movedof the 
‘ L)'d to [peak to thj Prie/ls ; whereof one was moved to go in 
‘ Si:k-cloth, and of hte with A/his upon her Head. And others have 
‘ b.'cn mived to go in Sack-cloth, as a Lamentation for the miferable 
‘ E;late of this Nation ; (eeing to much Crying up of the Preach* 
‘ ing of tho Gojpel, and yet fo much Strife, Debate, and Oaths, 
‘ and Dipnfin am ing People: But where theGoJpel is received indeed, 
‘ Strife and Contention is ended, and Oppre^fon is taken off But Oh ! 
‘ The Land mourns, becaufe of OxtOpprejfion of them calkd Minifttrs! 
‘ And though ihtCry of thi Oppreffed hath not eotred into the Ears 
‘of thi Magill rates : Yet is the Cry of the poor, oppreffed People of 
‘ God eatred into the Ears of the Lord of Sabaoth; who now will be 
‘ avenged of all his Adverfaries, And all you Vnjufl Lawfgivers, and 
‘ Vni^ Judges, to that in all your Confcienccs I fpeak, to be Clear’d, 
‘ when ye pre judged by the Jiffl Judge of Heaven and Earth ; whofe 
‘ Terror is gone out, and is gone forth againft all the Vngodly, and 
‘ alltheOppre/ffrj of God's People whatfbever, whether ye will hear 
‘ or forbear. • '

After the AJffze at Lancafler was over, Cd. Kirby, and feme others 
of the Juflices were very uncafic with my being at Lancafler, (lor I 
hadgWci/ them Jore at my Trials there) and they laboured much to 
get me removed fwm thence to fbme Remote Place. Col. Kirby threat- 
ned, that I fliould be fe'nt far enough ; and fometimes he (aid, / jkould 
befent beyond the Seas. So about Six Weeks ifter the AjfftUs the/ 
got an Orr/fr from the King and Council, to remoVe me from 
jler ; and with it they brought a Letter from die Earl cf Anglefiy, 
w herein was written ; That if ihofe things were found true egaisffl me, 
which I was charged withal, IdefervTd no Clementj nor Mercy : And yet 
the greateff Matter they bad againft me was, becaufe I could not difo- 
bey the Command of Chrift, and 
When they had prepared for my Removal, xHVnder-Shersff, and 
the Head-Sheriff’s Man, with fomc caiiie, find letcfeed me out 
of the Caflle ; when hwas fd waif with lying in that eotd, vet, and 
fmoky Prijon, that I Could hardly gc orftand. They had* me down in- 
to the //cwje, where ms WiSiam Kirby, i'Jufitte,wA revcril 
Others ; and they called for Wide to give me.'* I told them, ‘ I would

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h IV.; ii >13 ot tijoir fVi/te. Tiwa they cried ; ’ Bri»^ Mf *$e fl«rfet, ‘I i66 j.

Sw srds. Tlien I told them ? ‘ There was no Sentence paflW upon me, 
nor was I Fremnnireel, that f knew of ; tnd therefore I was tioi; tnadd 
the Kings FriJoner,b\it was the Sberiff‘s:f or tisey and all tin Country 
knew, that I wav not fully heard at theJaft ^^ze, rioefuBercd CQ^e\y 
forth the Erteri^ thk were in the Indiilment ; which \wcr6 kidlciencik) 
q talh it, th )ugh they had kept me from one toanotfcef, to the 
end they might Try me. But they all knew, there was wo 
oi Premunire pafletl upon me : And therefore I not being the Kitt^t 
Prifoner, but the Sberijfs, did defite tofeo- theinOrifer. ilnftttad of 
(hewing me their Order, elicy haled me out, and Wted. nsc. up upon 
one of thtSheriff’i Htrfes. Artd when I was on in the 

Street, the Town's Peopie being gathered to j^aae upon me, 1 told the) 
Okicers; Iliad received neithw Chrifiianitji Civikty^ nor/Ai»Mwiy 
from them. So they hurried me away about ^nrteen Milts to Ben> 
tbam; and I was fo very weak, that l was hardly able to on fler/tf- 
iatk :■ and my Cloaihs Imcit fo of Smoke, that they were loathfom to 
my fclf. And the Wicked Jailer, f/antkr^ A you l»g^f allow, would 

come behind, and 'give the Fierfit i La(h With his ^ip^ and make 
him skip and leap i that I,‘ beit^' 'wedk^ had much to fit him ; 
and then he would eome and look me in and' % Mow Jn 

yen, A/r.Fox? I told him, ‘ It ws not Civil In him to dofbr bat 
‘ the Lord cut him off fiort ^ • ' - i li w .. 

When 'o.'tmrc eomt to Btnthm in ttrkfliire, there, 

Troopers, and a Marjhal-, afkimanyof>tlW'<?tW»y of tha Caiwr/y 
come in, and abundance df at me; I being very ifTwi 

andlfirary, defired them to let me fie down or tBed,' which the 
Seuldiers permitted me : lot tH^y, that br<mght me thitfteiv gavo 
their Order to the MarPal ; and Ite let iCnard o(f his SonlJier'mpotf rtie. 

When tiiey had ftayed there a while, they prififtl ffokfet, arid railed 
the Bayliff of the Hundred, Confiahks^ind others, and had mo 

toGiggle/wick that Kiglit ; but hri exceeding Weak Mah \ was, ’ TbcreGjggjj,. 
they railed the Cenfidhtesy wiflvtheir , who (Aedrinking aSMc\s. 

Night in the Ro<rm me ; fo' thdt I could not get inudi Rift. The 
next day etjot' to t Market'TiKin, wbere feveral ^rUnth' came ^ 
to fee me ; and RohertWtddifi\ artd divers Friends,^ camb lO'rtie up-

At nighc 
iht-LoriFrechevillt ffh talltdj Sirio commanded thote :c^

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i66f, of my ImprifomtHt^ and declared many things to him relating to 
Truth. They kept me at tirk two Jays ; and then the Marjhal and 
York. . fpgr or five SouUiers were fcnt to convey me to ScarhoroughXaJik. 

Indeed, thele were very Civil Men, and carried themfclves civilly and 
Miitori. lovingly to me. On the way we baited at Melton ; and they per* 
mitt^ frienJs to come and vifit me. When we were come to Scar- 
Scirbo. iorougb, they had me to an Inn, and gave notice to the Governour j 
' and he fcnt half a dozen Souldiers to be my Guard that Night. Next 
Scirbo- they conduced me up into the Cajlle, and there put me into a 
rongh.c 4 . Room, and fct a Gentry on me : and I being fo very weak, and liib* 
jctSl to fainting^ they for a while let me go out foraetimes into the 
Air with the Gentry. They foon removed me out of this RoAh, and 
put me intoan Open Room, where the Rein came in : and the Room 
fmoked cxccedin^y ; whi^ was very offenfive to me. One day the 
Governour, who was called Sir Jo.GroJland, came to lee me; and 
brought with him one called Sir Francis Cohh. I defired the Govet- 
nour to go into my Room, and fee, what a Room I had. Now I had got 
a little Fire made in it, and the Room was fo Ailed with Smoke, that 
when they were in, they could hardly find their way out again : And 
be being a Papift, I told him, That was his Purgatory, which they 
had put me into. I was forced to lay out a matter of Fifty Shilliugs^ 
to flop out the Rah, and beep the Room from fmoking fo much. But 
when I had been at that Charge, and made the Rom fomewhat tole- 
retie, j they removed me out of it, and put me into a worfe Room, 
where I had neither Ghimney, nor Fire-fdearth. And the Rom being 
to the Sea-jide, and lying much a/e», the Wind drove in the Rain for- 
cible j fo that the Water came oyer my Bed, and ran about the Room, 
that I was fain to skim it up with a Platter. And when my cloatbs 
were wet, I had no fire to dry them ; fo that my Body was nummed 
with Gold, and my fingers fwelN, that one was grown as tig as two'. 
and though I was at fomd Charge on this RoomzWo', yet I could not 
keep out the Whd and Rain. Befides, they would fuffer few Friends 
to come at me, and many times not any ; no, not fo much as to bring 
me a little Food ; but I was forced, for the Firfl-Quarter, to hire one 
of xht Worldxo bringme Wree/^arw.- and fomenmas the Souldiers 
would take it from her, and then Ihe would feuffie mia them for it. 
Afterwards I hired a Souldier to fetch me Water and Bread, and fome- 
thing to make a Fire of, when I.W*s in a iJoaw, where a fire could 
be made. Commonly 9 , ThrjeerpftmyrLoef me three Weeks, 
andfometiracs/flager; and mpR of my Drwjf ms Water, that had 
Wormwood ftceped or btuHcd in it. But one time, wl;ien the Weather 
was very Jharp, and Idittd taken great Gold, I gota littic Elicampane- 
Beer: and I heard one of the SouldiersMy \o\.)a.t other, That they 
would play me a prettyXrick t for they would fend for me up to the Depu- 
ty-Governour, and in the mean time they 'would drmk my Strong-Beer 
ont ; and fo they did. When I came back, one, of; the Souldiers, came 
to me in a Jeer, and asked me for foroc Strong J^eer, I to(d him, 
they bad play’d their pretty Trick .• tind .fo I tpok. rw further nofice 
of it. But inafmuch as they kept mt,i<^ ytt) flrait,. not giving 
tertySox Friendt to come tp me j. 1 fpake to the fieepers ol the Gofih 
to thisefle^ ; ‘ I didnpt know, till I was removed from Lancajier- 

^'Cadli, 
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* CaftU, aiwJ brought trifotrer to this of Scarlcrough, thiX I was i66j. 
‘ Convidi'etl of a Fretmuirc ; for the fudge did oot give Sentence up- 

‘ ow me at the Ajfizes, io <fen Ceurt. liut fc«ing, I am row a Prifouer * 

' here, if I may not ha;ve m-y Liberty and Enlargement^ let my Friends lilt. 

‘ and Acquaint aticeXwf:. their Liberty to come and vifit me ; as Paul’^

‘ hired Heufe : But I cannot have Liberty to go into the town, nor for 
‘ my Friends to come to me here. So you, that go under the Name 

* of Chrijliant, are worje in this refped, than thole Heathens were. 

But tfwugh they would not let Friends come to me ; tliey would 
often bring ethers, cither to Gaze upon me, or to Contend with me. 

One time ititre came a great Company of Payills to dilcourfc with 
me: and they affirmed ; The Pope was Infallible, and hadjhod InfaU 
lihle ever [me Pctcr’r time. But 1 Ihewed them the contrary by Hi- 
ftory : ‘For one of the Bifliofs of Rome {Marcellinus by Name) de- 
‘ s\kAt\\t Faith, and Sacrificed to /A/r ; and therefore he was not 
*■ h^allihle. And I told them; If they were in the Infallible Spirit, 

‘ they need not have Jails, Smrds tstsd St avt I, Racks and Tortures, 

‘ Fires cirst Facets, Whips and Gailms, to hold up their Religion by, 

‘ and to deft roy Men's lives about Religion : for. if they w'ere in the 
‘ Infallible Spirit, they would preferve Men’s Lives, and ufe none but 
‘ Spiritual Weapens alwut Religion. I told them alio, what one, tJtat 
‘ had been of fheir Society, told me. It wasia Woman, who lived in 
' Kent, and bad not only been a FapiH her felf, but had brought over 
' fevcral to that Religion t but (he coming to-be Convinced oi God’s 
‘ Truth, and turned by it to ChriH her Saviour, othofted the Papifts 
‘ to the fame. And one time having one of them,’a Tailor, at work at 
‘ her Houfe j while (he opened to him the Faljentfs of the Popifh RelT 
‘ gicn, and endeavoured to draw him from it to the 7r«ti&,he drew iiis 
‘ Knife at hef, and got between lier and the Door : But Ihc fpake bold- 
‘ ly to him, and bid him fut up his Knife : for Ihe kndw his Principle. 

‘ I asked the Woman, Whit Ihc thought he would have done with hiS 
' Knife t and Ihe laid. He would have ftabbed her. Stab thee / laid 1 ; 

' what, would he have 5/u^ied/ thee for f thy Religion I Tes, &id Ihc,' 

‘ It is the Principle of ihe Papifts, if any turn from'itheir'R.tWgvoo, to 
‘ kill them, if they can. Th’is Story ! told thofe Papifts ; it\A told them, 

‘ 1 had it from one, tliat had been one of them ; but h»d forfook their 
‘ Principles, and had dilcovered \\Si\x Pta^ices. They did pot deny, 

‘this to be their Prtnelfie', bin hiid ; What ! weald I declare this 
abroad ? I told them, ‘Yes,' fuch things ought tP' tie declared abroad, 

‘that it might be known, how wtitfery their was to true 
' Chriftianity : Whereupon they went aw^ay in a ^cat/?togff. 

Another Papili camfe to ditcourfo witbme, and he laid j AH the 
Patriarchs were in the Creation, fWChrift came : and that 

when Chrift fuffered, he went into Heft, and the DwWjaid to him ; fVbat 
comeft thou hither for,' to break o^n our Strong Holds t And Chrift 
fold, To fetch them aU^ut, And ft, he faid, 'Chrifi toot three days 
and three NiglHs in Hell, to bring thein out. ‘ I tok) him, that wgS 
^ falfe : for thrift, faki to the Thief Thil day thou ftalt btyoitht m in 

‘ Paradije. 
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1665-. ParaJife. And Emh and Elijah were tranflatcd into Heaven, And 
Abraham was in Heaven : for the Scripture faith, Lazsrui was in his 
scarbo- ‘ . and Mofes ind Elias were with Chrifl upon the flhunt^ before 

i- , fufTcred. Thefe Inftances ftopt the Papifi's Mouth, and put him 

to a Hand, 

Another time there came one called Do(ftor whowasefteem- 
cd a great Dotlor of Phyfick ; He came with him, that was called 
the Lord Falconbridge^ with whom came alio the Governeur of 7 /»- 
mouth-CaftlCy and feveral Knights. And I being called to them, this 
Witty undertook to difeourfe with me, and asked me ; What I was in 
Prifon for ? I told him, ‘ Becaufe I would not difobey the 0 )mmand 
‘ of Chrift, sxiASivear. He faid ; I ought to /wear my Allegiance to 
the King. Now he being a great Presbyterian, I asked him ; ‘ Whe* 
‘ ther he had not Sworn againlt the King and Houfe of Lords, and taken 
‘ the Scotch-Covenant ? And had he not fince Sworn to the King ? And 
‘ wiiat then was his Swearing good for ? But my Allegiance, I told him, 
‘ did not confift in Swearing ; but in Truth and Faithjulnef. So after 
fomc further Difeourfe, I was had away to my Prifon again : And af- 
terwards, this Dr. Witty boafted in the Town amongft his Patients, 
That he had Conquered me. When I heard of his Boa/ling, I told, the Go- 
vernour, ‘ It was a fmall Boaft in him, to fay. He had conquered a Bond- 
‘ man : And I defired to bid him come to me again, when became 
‘ to the Caflle. He came again a while after, with a matter of Sixteen 
or Seventeen great Perfons ; and then he ran himfelf worfc on ground, 
than before. For in Difeourfe be affirmed before them all, That Chrifl 
‘ had not enlightned every Man, that someth into the World j and That 
‘ the Grace of God,that brought Salvation, had notapppeared unto all Men: 
‘ and That ChriH had not died for all Men. I asked him, ‘ What fort of 
‘ Men thofe were, which Chrift had not enlightned i anfl whom his 
‘ Grace had not appeared to ? and whom he had not died for? He 
fiid, Chrift did not die for Adulterers, and Idolaters, and Wicked Men. 
Then I asked him, ‘ Whether Adulterers, and Wicked Men were not 
‘ Sinners ? And he faid, r<f/. ‘ And did not Chrifl die for Sinners, faid 
‘ I ? Did he not come to call Signers to Repentance? Tes, faid he. Then, 
‘ faid I, Thou haft ftopt thy own Mouth. So I proved, Tllat the Grace 

• of God had appeared unto all Men, though fome turned it intqWan- 
‘ tonnefl, and walked defpightfully againft it ; and that chrifl had cn- 
‘ lightned all Men, though Tome hated the Light. Several of the Peo- 
ple, that were prefent, confefs’d, it was true ; but he went away in a 
great Rage, and came no more at me. 

Another time the Governour brought a Priefl : but his Mouth was 
foon ftopt. Not long after he-brought two or three Parliament- Men, 
and they asked me, Whether / didown Miniflers and Bijhips ? I told 
them, ‘ Tes, fuch asChrif} fent forth, fuch as had freely received, arvi 
‘ would freely give ; and fuch as were qualified, and were in the fame 
‘ Power and Spirit, that they were in in theApoflles days. But fuch 

• Bijhops and Teachers, as theirs were, that would go no further, than 
‘ they haAa great Benefice, I did not own ; for they were not like the 
‘ Apoflles. For Chrili faith to his Miniflers, Go ye into all Nationt, and 
'•preach the GofpeT. But ye Parliament-men, that keep your Priefls 

• and Bijhops in fudLgrwr, fat Benefices, ye have Spoiled them all. 

‘ For 
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‘ for do ye think, they will go into all Hat'ms to prmb} or will go i66j. 
' any further, than they have a great, fat Benefice ? Judge your felves, 

‘ whether they will or no. • ■ 

There came another time tht of him, who was called the /(;». 

Old Lord Pairfax, and with her a great Company ; and one of tlie 
Company was a Frieji. 1 was moved to declare the Truth to them ; 
and the Friefl asked me, Why we /aid Thou and Thee to People ? for 
he counted us hut Fools and idiots for /peaking fo. I asked him, ‘ Wlie- 

* ther they, that Tranjlated the Scriptures, and that made the Grammar 
‘ and Accidence, were Fools and Idiots, (ecing they tranjlated the Scrip- 
‘ hires fo, and made the Grammar fo, Thou to one, and Tou to more 
‘ than one j and left it fo to us ? And if they were Fools and Idiots, 

‘ then why had not He, and iuch as he, that looked upon themfelvcs 
‘ as Wife Men, and that could not bear Ilm and Thee to a Singular, 

* aktr’d the Grammar, Accidence ind Bilk, and put the f/Kra/inllead 
‘ of the Singular ? But if they were If'i/e Men, tliat had fo tranjlated 
‘ the Bihle, ind had made the Grammar and Accidence fo; then I wiflit 
‘ him to confidcr, Whether they were not Fools and Idiots themfelvcs, 

‘ that did not /peak, as their Grammars and Bihles taught them ; but 
‘ were offended with us, and called us Fools and Idiots, lor fptaking fo? 

Thus the Frief^s Mouth was ftopt ; and many of the Company did 
acknowledge the Truth, and were pretty loving and tender : and 
fome of them would have given me Money j but I would not re- 
ceive it. 

After this came one called DoHor Crddock, with three Priejls more, 
and the Governour, and his Lady (fo called) and another, that was 
called a Lady ; and a great Company with them. Dr. Cradock asked 
me, What I was in Prifonfor I I told him j ‘For obeying the Com- 
‘ mand ofC/6r/f?, and the Apojile, in not jmg. But if he, being 
‘both a DoBor and ifujlice of Peace, co\x\d Convince me, that after 

* ChriH and the Apojlle had forbidden Swearings they commanded 
‘ Cbrijlians to Swear, then I would Swear. Here was the Bihle,l told 
‘ liim, He might, if he would, fliew me any fuch Cr’wwW. He laid, 

It is written, Te jhad Swear in Truth and Righteoufnefi. ‘ Ay, faid 1, 

‘ it was written fo in Jeremiah'% time j but that was many Ages before 
‘ ChriH commanded not to [wear at all : but where is it written fo, 

‘ fince ChriH forbad all Swearing^ I could bring as many Inflancef out 
‘ of the Old Teflament for Swearing, zs thou, and it may be, more too; 

‘ but of what Force are they, to prove Swearing lawful in the New-Te- 
‘ ftament, fince ChriH and the Apojlle forbad it ? Befides, laid I, in that 
‘ Text, where it is written, Tf jhall Swear, What [Te] was this? Was 
' xtTe Gentiles, or Te Jews) To this he would not Anrvvcr. But one 
of the Priejls, that were with him, Aofwercd, and faid ; It was to the 
Jews, that this was fpoken : and then Dr. Cradock confclTed, it was fo, 

‘ Very well, laid I ; but where did God ever give a Command to the 
‘ Gentiles to Swear ? For thou knoweft, that we are Gentileshy tfature. 
Indeed, faid he, in the Gofpel-times every thing was to he ejlahlified cut 
of the Mouths of two or three Witnejfes : hut there was to he no Swearing 
then ? ‘ Why then, faid I, doft thou io'pctOaths o^ooChrijlians, con- 
‘ trary to thy own Knowledge, in the Gefpeltimes i And why, faid f, 

‘ dolt thou Excommunicate ray Friends t ( for he had Excommunicated 

P p p ' abun- 
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1665. ' abundance, both in Terkfinre and Lancajhire.) He feid, For not co- 
l/'VNJ * ming to Church. ' Why, faid I, ye left u$ above Twenty Years ogo, 
Scarbo' ‘ ("when we were but young Lads and Laffes) to the Vresbyterians, 
‘ IndeMndents ( and Baptiks^ ) many whereof made Spoil of our 
‘ Gooas, and persecuted us, becaufe we would not follow them. Now 
‘ we being but Toung, knew little then of your Principles: and the 
‘ Old Men, that did know them, if ye had intended to have kept them 
‘ to you, and have kept your Principles alive, that we might have 
‘ known them, ye fliould cither not have fled from us, as ye did ; or 
‘ ye Ihould have fent us your Epifiles, and Collets, and Homilies, and 
‘ Evening-Songs, (for Paul writ Epiftles to the Saints, though he was 
‘ in Prifon ; ) But they and we might have turned Turks or Jews, for 
‘ any Colleiis, Homilies or Epiflles we had from you all this while. 
‘ And now thou haft Excommunicated us, both Toung and Old, and fo 
‘ have others of you done ; that is, ye have put us out of your 
‘ Church, before ye have got us into it , and before ye have brought 
‘ us to know your Principles. And is not this Madnefi in you, to put 
‘ us cut, before we were brought in ? Indeed, if ye had brought us into 
‘ your Church', and when we had been in, if we had done feme bad 
‘ thing, that had been fomething like a ground for Excommunication, 

* or putting out again. But, faid I, Whatdoft thou call the Church } 
Why, faid he. That which you call the Steeple-houfe. Then I asked him, 

* Whether ChriH fhed bis Blood [or x\k Steeple-houfe t and purchafed 
‘ and fandified the Steeple-houfe with his Blood >. And feeing, the Church 

* is Chrifl’s Bride and Wife^ and that he is the Head of the Church, Doft 

* thou think, the Steeple-houfe is CbriJFsWife and Bride, and that he is 
' the Head of that Old Heuje, or of his People ? tfo, laid he, Chrijl is 
the Head of the People, and they are the Church. Then faid I, 
‘ But you have given that Title Church to an Old Houfe, which belongs 
‘ to the People ; and you have taught People to believe fo. I asked 
him alfo, ‘ Why he pcrfecuted / v/Wj forgot paying Tithes t And 
‘ whether God did ever give a Command t^ the Gentiles, that they 
‘ fliould pay Tithes^ And whether Chrift hiid not ended Tithes, \xbea 
‘ he ended the Levitical Prieflhood, that took Tithes i And whether 
‘ Chrift, when he fent forth his Difciples to preach, had not command- 
‘ ed them to preach freely, as he had gtven them freely ? And whe- 
‘ thcr ail the Minifters of Chrifi arc not bound to obferve this Command 

* of Chrift i He faid. He would not difpute that : Neither did I find, 
he was willing to ftay on thitSubjeH ; for he prcfently turned to an- 
other matter, and faid, Tou Marry, hut I know not how. I replied, 
‘ It may befo : but why doft thou not come and fee} Then he threat- 
ned, that he would ufe his Power againft us, as he had done. I bid him, 

‘ Take heed; for he was an Old Man. I asked him alfo, ‘ Where he 
‘did read [xom Genefisioibt Revelations, that ever any Prieft did 
‘ Marry any f And I wiflit him to ftiew me fome Inftance thereof^ 

‘ if he would have us come to them to be Married: For, faid I, thou 
' haft Excommunicated one of my Friends two Tears, after he was 
‘ dead, about his Marriage. And why doft thou not Excommunicate 

* /faac,itvi Jacob, zodBoaz, and Ruth} Why doft thou not ufe thy 
‘ Power againft thefc ? For we do not read, that they were ever Mar- 

* riedhy the Prieft s : but they took one another in the yijfemblies of

I was as Oi HssqhuriednUvp ; for thovgh tl!\wy cante frpjT} far 
to fee me, yet fc\v were (ufTcred tp eptpe at |Ti,e ; apd whpp ppy Frieiu4 
came ipto the Callle abouf: Btofitfcjs, it he loehed b\it towards qie, they 
would Rage at higi. But ajt lafjl the Governour caopc under (bme Trya* 
tie himlelt : for he having fent ppt a Privateer to Sea, they took (ome 
Sbijit, that were not Euemies-Stips, but their Ftiends ; whereupon hp 
was brought into fome Trouble: after which he grew fomewhat more 
Frienitly to me. For before, 1 had a Marjbal fet over me, on purpofe, 
to get Money out of me t but I was not to give him a Fatthing; and 
when they (bund, they coujd gpt nothing of qje, then he was taken 
off again. And the Officers wpujd often be threatni/sg me, that IlhoulJ 
le hanged wee ete If off. i^iy, the DfytitjhGovernoHr told me one 
time, That the King, knowing, fhi/t / W a great Inwreft hs the People, 
had fent nte thither \ that if theee ffieu^ tie' any Stirring in the Natiots, 
they (hould hang pte over the W^M* (9 keep the RfiOide down. And therp 
being a while alter, a Marriage at a Payifi's uppn ^htch pepa- 
fion a great many of then* were Mef togetkfe , ; thay talked much 
^hen of haifging me. But I t^pW them. Mf that ww\it jdiey defired, 

• and it was permitted them, I was rjta ^ ; for I neyet Death, 

‘ nor Sufferings in my Life ; bnt | w?s iWQwn tp fee 90 Innocent, 
^peaceahle Man, free frw .all 9nd 9nd one that

How long 1 had lain in h^n, and jf^ whet: and be did fp. And 
when he can^e down again, he tpldnw, that Efii Myrjt, M, tie would 
go an Hundred Miles hofe^fe^ ftt fj Uhetth H kpew me fo tnlfs 
And feyeral other?, he Taid, fpake vWell of me* .frpm which time the 
6ew»flar was very Xa^/«g to mp. 

There wereamongU tbe^^wers. that were (few. Tuipmhd

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1 666. ‘ he had ChaHeniti me, I was noW come to Anfwtr hitfi, with m’y 
'* Hdnds in my Peckets : and (reaching my Head towards him) Here, 

"’y Checks, here is my Back. With 
pu^ that he shift imy frotft mt, and went into another Room: At which 
the Souldiers fell a lauding ; and one of the Officers faid, Tea are a 
haffj Man, that can Fear fuch things. ' Thus he was with- 

out a Blow : But after a while he took the Oath, and gave Bond, and 
got out of Prifon; and not long after the Lord cut him off. 

There were great Imfrijonments in this and the former Years, svhile 
I was Prifoner at Lancafter and Scarhorough. At London many Friend's 
W'cre crowded into Newgate, and other Prifons, vibcie the Sicknefi 
was ; and many Friends diedin Prifon ; Many Friends alfo were Ba- 
nifhed, and feveral fent on Ship-hoard by the Kings Order. Seme 
Maftersoi would not carry them, but fet them on Shore agiiih,' 
yet fome were fent to Barbados, and to Jamaica, and to Mevis, and 
the Lord lleffed them there. There was one Mafler of a Ship u as 
very wicked and cruel to Friends, that were put on Board his Ship : 
for he kept the Friends down under Decks, though the Sicknefi was 
amongft them ; fo that many died of it. But the Lord plagued him 
tor hivsWickedne^ : for he loft moft of his Sea-men by the Plague, and 
lay feveral Months crofted with Contrary Winds ; though other Ships 
went our, and made their Fc^ages. At laft he camt before Plimouth; 
and there the Governenfind Magtflrates would not fufltr him, nor any 
of his Men to come ajhore, though he wanted many Neceffaries for 
his Voyage ; but Thomas Lower, and Arthur Cotton, and John Light 
and fome other Frtw</r went to the Ship’s- fide, and carried Neceffaries 
for the Friends, that were Prtfoners on Board. The Mafler being thus 
crofl, and plagued and vest, he curfed them, that put him upon this 
Freight ; and faid. He hoped he fhould not go far, before be was taken. 
And the Veffel was but a little while gone out of ffght of Plimouth, 
butffie was taken by a Dutch man of War, and carried into Holland. 
When they came into Hod^d, the Stapes there fent the Eanijhed 
Friends htek to England, z letter ^ Paffort and a Certifeate, 
That they had not made an fefcape, but were fent back by them. 
in time the Lord's Power wfought over this Storm ; and many of our 
Perfecutors were Confoundedi and put to Jhame. 

After I had lain Prifoner'ahovo a Tear in Scarborough-Cajlle, I fent a 
Letter to the/fwg, in which I gave him an •Account of my Imprifim 
‘ meat, and the badVfage Ihad hadin Prifon ; and alfo that I was In- 
‘ formed, no Man could deliver mc,buthe. After tl\\s, John Whitehead 
being at London, and having Acquaintance alfo with him, tliat was cal- 
led Ef]} ATdr^.he wentto Vifit him, and fpaketo him about me ; And 
he undertook, if John Whitehead would get the State of my Ca/e drawn 
up, to deliver it to the Mafler of Requefts, whom he called Sir John 
Birkenhead, he would endeavour to get a Releafe for me. So John 
Whitehead and Ellis Hookes drew up a Relation of my Imprifonment 
and Sufferings, and carried it to Marfh-, and he went with it to the 
Mafier of Requefts, who procured an Order from the King for my 
Releaje. The Subftance of the Order was, That the King being cer- 
tainly Informed, that I was a Man principled againft Plotting W Fight- 
ing, and had been ready at all times to difetrver Plots, rather than to 

make 
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ntake anyy 6cc. that therefore his Boy al Pleafure was, that / fhould he 
dijcharfed froM my Impr/Jomeaty &c. As foon as this Order was ob 
tamed, Joku Whitehead ame down to Scarhoreugh with it, and deli* ^ 
vercd it to the Governeur : Who upon Receipt thereof, gathered the^/)’®’ 
Officers together, and without requiring Bond ox Sureties for my 
peaceable Living, being fatisfied, that I was a Man o( a peaceable Life, 
lie difeharged me freely, and gave me the following Pa/port. 

P Ermt the Bearer hereof^ George Fox, late a Brifottet 
herCy and nova difeharged hy His MajeftyV Order, 
qnietly to pafr about his Lawful Occafions^ without any Mo~ 
legation. Given under my hand at Scarborough'Caflle this 
Firft Day September, t666,

After I was Peleafed, I would have given the 6 ovemeut- fomething, 
for the Civility and Kindnefs he had of late Ihewed me ; but he rough, 
would not receive any thing ; but faid, Whatever Good he could do 
for me and my Friends, he would do it, and never do them any hurt. And 
afterwards, if at any time the iHayor of the town lent to himfor 
diers to break up Friends Meetings, if he fent any down, he would pri- 
vately give them a Charge, Uot to meddle : ahd fp he pontlnued 
Loving to \(\s Dying-Day. The Officers alfo and the Souldiers were 
migluily changed, and grown very Re/peflful to me ; and when they 
had occafton to fpeakoi me, they would lay. He it as jUff, as a tree i 
and as pure as a Bell ; for we could never bow him. 

,The very next day after I was RetHfed from Scarhorough-Prifon, 

'rtjt F/Ve brake out zt London; and the Report of it came quickly 
down into the Country. Then I law, the Lord God was true irvijufl 
in his Word, which he had Ihewed me before in Lancafter-Jail, when 
I faw the Angel of the Lord with a glittering, drawn Sword South- 
ward, as is before exprelled. And the People of London were fore- 
warned of thisFfre/ yet fewlaidittoflirarr, or believed it; but ra- 
ther grew more fF/cW, and higher in Fr/r/r. For we W 4 Friend, 
that was moved to come out tf Huntington>lhire a little before the Fire, 
and to fcatter his Money up and down the Streets^ and to turn his 
Horfe loofe in the Streets, and to untie the Knees (f his Britches, and 
let his Stockings fall down, and to unhaton doublet ; and told the 
People, ‘ So fhould they run up and down, fcatterhrg their Money and 
their Goods, half undrejl, liee mad People, as he was 4 Sign to them : 

And fo they did, when the F/re brake out, and the City was fuming. 

Thus hath the Lord excrcifed his Prophets and Servants, hy Us Power,znd 
Ihewed them Signs o[UsJudgmentt,Mdr€nt them to fortwarn the Peo- 
ple: but inftead of Repenting, they have beaten and cruelly entreated 
fome j and fome they have Imprifoned^th. in the former Power's days,

vilifying Words i.c\i Slanders : hut we got of them, and 
through the Loris Jftiftance anfwcted them ; and cleared the 
Lord's “truth, and our (elves of them. But oh ! the Body of Eark^ 
neft, that role againft the truth in them, that made ties their Re- 
fuge I But the LW fwept them away 5 and in and with his Power, 
Truth, Light and Life hedged his Lambs about, and did preferve them, 
as on Eagle fWinp.

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Being now fet free from my Im^ifement in Scarhorough-CaJHe^ I i 665 . 
wt nr atouc three Milti to a large, General Meeting at a Friend's Houfe, 

that had been a ChiefCenftahle ; and all was quiet and well. On the 

Feurth Day alter I came into Scarlerough again, and had a Meeting inf^ugi,/ 
the Town at Feter fjodgfons Houfe. I'o this Meeting came one called 
ft Lady, Md kvaalolhtt Great Perfons ; alio iYoung-tnan, that was 
Sen ro the Baylijf of the Town, and had been Convinced, while [ 
wav there icyprijon. That Lady (fo called) came to me, and faid ; 

I fpake againSt the Miniflers, I told her ; ‘Such as the Prophets and 
• Chriji declared againll lormerly, I declared againft now. 

From hence I went to Whithy ; and having vifited Friends there, whieby. 

I pafltd thence to Burlington, where 1 had another Meeting ; and from ®“ding- 
thence to Grant, where I had another ; and from thence 100",^. 

Alartnaduke Star's, and had a large Meeting at a Conjiahles Houfe, on 
whom the Lord had wrought a great Miracle. 

Next Day Tm Friends being to take each other in Marriage, there 
was a very great Meeting, which I w'as at. And I was moved to 
open to the People the State of our Marriages, declaring ; ‘ How the 
‘ People of God took one another in the Aljemhltes of the Elders: 

‘ and how that it was God, that did Join Man and Woman together be* 

‘ fore the Fad. And though Men had taken upon them to Join in 
‘ the Fad, yet in the Refloratm it was God’s joining, that was the 
‘ right and honourable : But never any Priefi did Marry any, 

‘ that we read of in the Scriptures, from Genejis to the Revelations. 

Then I (hewed them the Duty of Mart and Wife, how they (hould 
(erve God, being Heirs of life and Grace together. 

After the MeetingiS palTed from thence to Grace B4rivic^, where I had 
a General Meeting, which was very large : and when that was over, 

I came to Richard Shipten's, where I had another Meeting-, and fo to 
a Priefi's Houfe, whofe Wife was Convinced, and himfelf grown very ^ 
Loving, and glad to fee me. This was that Priefi, that in the Year 
165'!. threatned, Lf ever he met reitb me again, he would have my Life, 
or I Jhould have his ; and faid, He would lefe his Head, if I were not 
knockt down in a Month : But now he was partly Convinced, and be 
come very kind. I went from his Houfe towards the Sea, where (e- — 
veral came to vifit me; and amongft others, one Philip Scarjf, 
who had formerly been a Priefi, but having received the Truth, was 
now become a Preacher of Chrifi freely, and continued fo. Fading 
on, I called to fee an Ane'mt Man, who was Convineed of Truth, and*-- — -- 

was above an Hundred Tears old. Then came I to a Friend's Houfe, 

where I had a great Meeting, and quiet. And pafllpg on through 
tlie Country, I had a great Meeting near Maltou ; and another large * 
Meeting near Hull : from which I went to a place called Holdendike. Nur huII, 
As we went into the Town, the Watch-men queftioned me, and thofe 
that were with me j but they not having any Warrant to ftay us, we ' 
went on by them, and they in a Rage threatned, they would fearcb 
us out. I went to the Houfe of one, that was called the Lady Mouh> 
tague , and there 1 lodged that Night j and feveral Friends came 
thither to Vifit me. Next Morning being up betimes, I walked out 
into the Orchard, and faw a Man about Sun-rifing go into the Houfe, 

id 
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1 66 ^. ifi a great Cloak. He flay’d not long; but came foon out again, and 
went avv ay, not feeing me. I felt lomething at my Life ; and 
i Mounta-vi-ent into the Heufe ; where I found the Maid-Servant affrighted and 
tremhling : and llie told me, That Man had a tfaked Rapier under his 
cloak. I3y which I perceived, he came with an Intent to have done 
Mifchief; but the Lord prevented him. 

From this place palling through the Country, I vifited Friends, 
York till 1 came to Fork, where wc had a large Meeting. After the Meeting 
1 went to vifit Juflice Rohinfon, an ancient Ju/lice of the Peace \ who 
had been very loving to me and Friends from the beginning. There 
was at this time a PriePt with him ; and he told me,Itwasfaidof us, 
that we loved none, hut our felves. I told him, ‘ We loved all Man- 
‘ kind, as they were God’s Creation, and as they Children of 
‘ Adam and Eve by Generation ; and w e loved the Brotherhood in the 
• Ploly Ghojl. This flopt him : lb that after fom'e other Difcourle, we 
parted friendly, and w'e pafl'cdaway. 

About this time I had w ritten a Book, Intituled ; Fear God, and Ho- 
nour the King : In which I Ihcwcd, That none could rightly Fear God, 
and Honour the King, hut they, that departed from Sin and Evil: This 
Book did much afTedt the Souldiers, and moft People. 

Now' having vifited Friends at Fork, we palled thence to a Market- 
G n'’jt^k-Town, w here wc had a Meeting at one George iVatkinfons, who for- 
merly had been a Juflice. A glorious, blefled Meeting it was, and ve- 
ry large, and the Seed of Life was let overall. But we had been 
troubled to have got into this Town, had not Providence made way 
for us ; for the Watch men flood ready to flop us : but there being a 
Man riding juft before us, the Watch-men queftioned him firft : and 
perceiving, that he Juflice of Peace, they let him pafs ; and we 
riding dole after him, by that means we efcaped. 
r Tiihr. Ftorn this place we palled to Thomas Taylors, who had formerly 
been a Captain, where 'wc had a precious Meeting. Hard by Thomas 
Tajlors, there lived one called a Knight, who was much dif’pleafcd, 
when he heard, I was like to be Releafed out of Prijon ; and threat- 
ned, That if the King fet me at Liberty, he would fend me to Prifon 
again the nfxt day. But though I. had this Meeting fo near him, yet 
the Lord's Power flopt him from meddling, and our Meeting was quiet. 
Col.Kirhy alfo, who had been the Chief Means of my Imprifonment at 
Lancafler- and Scarhorougb-Caflles, when he heard, I was fet at Li- 
berty, got another Ordir for the Taking me up ; and faid. He would 
ride bis Horfe Forty Miles to take me, and would give Forty Pounds 
to have me taken. Yet a while after I came fo near him, as to have 
a Meeting within Two Miles of him ; and then was he flruck with 
the Gout, and kept his Bed ; fo that it was thought, he would have 
died. 

^ torn Thomas Taylor's I palled through the Country, vifiting 
sindcdiiii- Friends, till I came to SynderhiB-Green, where I had a large and Ge- 
Gfwo. ntral Meeting. The PriePi of the place hearing of it, he fent the 
Conflalle to the Juflices for a Warrant ; and they rid their Horfes fo 
hard, that they almoft fpoiled them ; But the notice they had, being 
fliorr, and the way long, the Meeting was ended, before they came. 
1 heard not of them, till I was going out of the Houle, after Meeting 

was 
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was over ; and then a VrknA came to me, and told me, They 1666, 
tpere femhing another Hottfe for me : which was the Houft I '-'V^ • 
was then going to. As I went along xhtCiofes towards it, Isinderi^lN 
met the Conflabks and Wardens ^ and the Juf see’s Clerk with®'*^“* 

them; fo I paffed through them: and they looked zt me, and ^ 

I went to the Houfe^ that they had been fearching. Thus the 
Dev//, and the PWej? loft their Deylg/;; for the Xor^’s Power bound 
them, and preferved me over them: And Pr/eW/ parted , and all • 
cfcaped them. And the Officers went away, as they came ; for 
the Lord God had fruftrated their Defgn : praifed be his Name 
for ever ! 

After this I went into Derhyjhirey where 1 had a large 
Meeting : And fome Friends were apprehenfive of the Confiibl% 
coming in ; for they liad had a great Perfecution in thofe parts : 
but our Meeting was quiet. There was a Jufiice of Peace in 
that Country, had taken away much of Friends Goods ; where* 
upon one E/len Fretwell had made her Jppeal to the Seasons ; and 
the reft of the Julfices granted her her Goods again , and fpake 
to that perfeenting Jsssfice^ That he /bould not do Jo any more. And 
file was moved to fpeak to that Juft ice , and to Wdrn him i 
whereupon he bid her, Conte and fit down oh the Bench. Jy^ laid 
file , If 1 may perfwade you to do Juftice to the Country ^ I will fit 
down with you : No , faid he, thenyod jball not ; and bid her. Get 
her out of the Court. But as fhe was going out, flie was moved 
of the Lord to turn again , and fay ; Jbe (bould he there , when 
he (bould not. After the Seffions were ended, he went home, and 
drove away her Brother's Oxen for going to Meetings. And 
then another Woman , a Friend of Chefterfteld, whofe' Name 
was Sufan Frith , was moved of the Lord to tell him ; That 
if he continued on in his perfecuting of the Innocent y the Lord would 
execute his Plagues upon him. Soon after which this Juftice 
fell diflraikdy and died. This Relation I had from Ellen Fretwell 
her felf. 

I Travelled out of Derhyfbire into Nottinghamffjire , and mtht- 
had a large Meeting at Skeghy: and from thence went td*f»!/W"- 
Mansfield, where alfo I had a Meeting : and thence went to an- 
other Tow* , where there was a Fair; at which I met with — — J 
many Friends. Then paffing through the Forrefl in a mighty {^3°“'”®’ 
thundering and rainy Day , 1 canine to Nottingham : and fo great 
was xht Tempeft that day, thsi- many Frees were torn up hy 
the Rooti , and fome People killed ; but the Lord preferved us. 

On the Firft-Day following I had a large Meeting in Nbt- 
tingham , very quiet ; and Frtends were come to fit under 
their Teacher, the Grace of God, which brought them SdL 
vation , and were clhiblifhed upon the Rock and Foundation, 

Chrift Tefus. After the Meeting I went to Fs(it the Friend, 
that had been Sheriff about the year 1649, whole Pr/y^«rr I hads«)>.i29. 
then been. 
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x666. From Nouinghtm I paffed into Ltice/terjbirey and came to Siltijff 
where we had a large, bleflediWi’er/*'^. After which I went toLeiVe- 
'uitcfitr^ Jier, io Vi fit the Prijofters thtrt; andthencanieto PtiffortPs^ 
where we liad a Gtntrd Mietingy large and pretious. From thence I 
Wccfier. paiTed through the Country, viliting Friends and my Relatmf, ’tiU 

1 came into Warwickfbirey and to iVtmitky where having v idled tho' 

Prifoners^ paffed from thence to a4</^/e/,and had a pret ious Meeting 
fl’irt’ . there.Thcn I travelled through NorthtmftonjhireyBedfordfbmyBnek-^ 
B 3 igk^.‘ fngbmjbirey and Oxford^irey vifiting Friends in each County. In Ojc*. 
vmhmt fordjbire the Devil had laid a Snare for me, but the Lord brake it ; andi 
rf his Power came over all , and his blelfed I ruth fpread, and Friendr 
fihei ' were increafed therein. Thus after I had paffed through many Coun- 
r/er,vifuing Frkndtj and had had many large and pretious Meetings 
*oJ^d.’ araongft them, I came at laft to London. But I was fo ii’e4^ with lying 
fhhe. almoft T hree Tears in cruel and hard Imprifonwents ; and my Joints 
London. j (q bco um mcdjt ha 1 1 could hardly get on 

my HorftyOt bend my Joint Sy nor well bear to be near the i'/>e,or to 
eat Warm Meat', I had been kept fo long from it. Being come to 
LondcHy I walkt a little among the Ruinsy and took good Notice of 
them ; and I favv the City lyingy according asthe Word of the Lord 
came to me concerning it , fever al Tears before. 

Now after I had been a time in London y and had vifited Friends 
iWeer /’»(»/ through the C/fr, I went into the again, and had 
Kingflon. large Meetings in the Countries, asl went ; at FjnglionyReadingyZQdL 
Reading. Wilt{bir€yk'\ll I Came tO At Br//d/ alfo I had many large 

Meetings ; and Thomas Lower came thither out of Cornwall to meet 
me ; and Friends were there from feveral parts ofthe Nat ion y\t being 
then the F4/>-ri«»e. After I was clear aiBriHoly I left that City, and 
Crips'*, went to Nath. Crips's : and fo through the Conntriesytill I came back 
London, to again ; having large Meetings in the Way, andally«ier, 
bleffed be tlie Lord. And thus, though I was very Weaky yet I Tra- 
velled up and down in tlie Service of the Lord 3 and the Lord en- 
abled me to go through in it. 

About this time, fomc that had from Trw/^, and clafhed 
againft Friends y were reached unto by the Power of the Lord ; which 
came wonderfully over, and made tnernCondemn andJear their Pa- 
pers of Controversies to /)/ecer.Several Meetings we had with them,aBd 
the Tor A Evcrlafting Pt»rer was over all, and (et Judgment on the 
Head of that, that had Run out. And in thefc iWeer/»^/, (which lafted 
whole Days ) feveral, that had Run out with John Parrot and others, 
came in again, andCondemned tint Spirit y that led them to on 
their HatSywhenTtkads Prayedysnd when they themfelves Prayed : and 
fbme of them laid , that Friends were more righteous than ^yx and 
that , If Friends had not foody they had been gonty and had fallen 
into Perdition. And thus the Lordi's Power was wonderfully ma- 
nifefted , and came over all. 

Then was I moved of the Lordy to Pefcwwea/l the fcttin^ upof 
Monthly, Monthly Meetings of Men and Women in the City of 
and Q^at- London ( befides the Womens -Meetings y and the Qy^terly 
teri) Meet- Meetings ) to take Care of God's Glory y and to Admonilh 
and Exhort fuch , as Walked diforderly or carelefly , and not 
according to Truth. For whereas Friends had had only

came not, to do the fame. So, after things were well (ettkd at i>»- 
dffs, nod the Lerg^s7rfu/j,imi feiDfr, and Seed, and L//f reigned and 
Ihinod over alt in tlie Crty, then I palled forth into theCaKwrr/er-again,* 
and went down into EJfex : And after the Monthly Meetings were fet* f/T t 
tied inihwCwwry, ( went from thence into Suffolk Oitid Horfolk, 

»att Dry btfing with me. And when vie had Vifued Friends in their 
Meetings in thofe parts, and tlic Monthly Meetings were fettled there, 
we pals'd from thence, and went into Hnntingtonjhire j where We had 
very large and blellcd Meetings : and though we met with feme 0^ 
pofitm there, yet the Lord’s Fewer came over all ; and the Monthly 
Meetings were eftablilhcd tlierc alfo. When we came into Bedford- Bifford- 
ffire, we had great Of portion ; bm the Lords Power came over it all/"' 
Afterwards we went into tfvtihghamjhire, where we had many pre-ww/i^- 
cious Aleetings; and the Monthly Meetings were fettled there. 
palling into Lincolnjhire^we had a Meeting of kme MenFriends of all ' 
the Meetings in the CcuntyM his Houle, who had been formerly Sheriff^^^'' 
of Umtin f and all was quiet. After this Meeting we palled over 
Trent into ^ottingham/hire again, (he tbit had been the Sheriff of Lin- KMug- 
coln, being with me) where we had feme of all the Meetings in thBt***ll'*r'‘ 
County together ; and our Meeting was glorious and peaceable : And 
many precious Meetings we had in that County. 

At i^turaoH'iSinm Smith was Very ffVij^and Sick: and the Con- 
ftailes and others had feized upon all Ws Goods^ to the very Bed he lay 
upon, for Truth's fake, Thefe Offeers threatned, to aftne and break 
up our Meeting ; but ihe Lord's Power chained them, lb that they 
had not power to meddle with us, blellcd be his Ifatne. After the 
Meeting was over, I went to vifit William Smith -, and there were the 
CmffMlesmd others watching his Corn and bis Bea^s, that none Of 
them might be Removed. 

From thence we palled into Lticefterjhire, ind fo into War»ickjhitf,j^}‘f!^if‘ 
where many blelTed Meetings we bad : add the Order of the 6ofpel^'l'„i(^. 
-was (let upj and the Men’s Mentbly Meetings eftablilhed in all thofe 
Counties. Then we went into Darhyjhire, where we had fcveraloiri/ifeirf* 
large and bleded : And in many places we were threatned 

byitheQ^ri ; bat throoghthe Pemer of the LnrJwc efcaped their 
b^nds. So^lesVing fettled ia DariyJIdre, we travelled 

over the (which Were very r«Af; for it was then /re^Pciir-Hiiis. 

Iqd &»#»>), and hi CMKMo'StkffordflBrt t and ntTbomai FLammtrfky's^Sffi- 
we had a Gmral Mem»Miiting ; where things wercwcll fettled in the 
GoffelOrdit, and tbi Monthly Httthgs were efiabiifticd there alfo. 

But ) wasjfo exceeding wM/t, ( waa hardly abletd'get odor off my 
t^r^s Back *: But my Spirit being earned edgagisd in the Work, the 
Lord- had^iMcittiwd me > hV •nd feat tne^ forth atonu I travcllod on 
therein, notwithftanding the Weaknef of my Body ; having Confidence 
iii^the Lord, that he would carry me through : as he did by his Power. 
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So we came into Chejhirt, where we had (everal blefled Meetings, znd 
a General Mens Meeting ; wherein all the Menthl]! Meetings tor that 
chrfhiri. County were lettled, according to the Gofj!el-Order,tn and by the Ptmer 
of God : And alter the Meeting was done, I pafled away. But when 
the JuJlices heard of it, they were very much trouhled, that they had 
not come, and broken it up, and taken me : tut the Lord prevented 
them. So after 1 had cleared my (elf there in the Lord's Service, I

'IheSefiions were held that day in that Town; and fome Friends 
were pretty much concerned, fell they fhould fend fome Oncers to 
break \ipo\ir Meeting: but tlie’JLar/i rtftrairied thctiii fothat 
mt Meeting was quiet ; Ithrougb which Fewer wc had Dominion. Af- 
ter the Meeting 1 pafled away,' and had fevcral Meetings amongft 
woraficr Frknds in that Ccuntry, till I came to Wirceflet \ indiii being the 
F air time.

As we came forth ot that Country, ftaying a little at a Market Town, 

a Jnfiice's Clerk and fortie other Rude Fellows combined together, to do 
miMifchief upon the flW.

Mean while another of theic 
Rude Fellows came galloping after me anef thosother Friend, that was 
with me ; and we being to pafs over a Bridge, tisex was fomewhat of 
the narroweH for him topafs by us, he, in his Eagernels-tOi^et befpre 
us, rid into the FmF, and plunged hisHorfe intott' dup ljole in tho 
Water. I faw the Defign, and ftopt ; and delired Friinds to be patient, 
and give them no occafion : and in this time cme Richakd Moorup 
to us, with the other Friend, that was with him ; who knew the 
Men and their Names.

The UH Firfi Day, kiid (be, He and bit 
Prieffs and People, rlw\ Presbyterians, wet, and they had Candles and 
Tohwo*Pipes, and Bread and Chetfi^ and Cold Meat on the Table \ 
and they agreed before-hand, that if the Officers fhotdd come in upon 
them, then they mould leave their Prtacbiug and Praying, and would 
fall to their Cold Meat. ‘ Oh, (aid 1 to him, is not this a Shame to 
‘ you, who Perfecuted and Imprifoned us, and fpoiled our Goods, be«

fifow after, we had CMiwljkd' through Htrefordffiire, and Meeting 
wore well fettled there, wO.pafled into where I tui4

And althpu^ I had 
given fonli * Paper cpncerning Marriages about the Year t d n > when 
Truth WM but little fpread over the lotion > Advifing Priende who 
might he conwflfid in that Cafe, ‘ That they might lay it before the 
*faithfd in time, beforo any thing were conelmd; and afterward 
‘ puWifli itio theottd of a Meeting, or in a Market (as they w ere mo- 
ved thereto,) Aod when gll thmgs were found clear, they being 
freet fooro all ethers, «nd their Rektim fatisfied, then they might ap- 
point A Meeting on pnrpole, for the taking afeath ether ; in the Prefence 
of at lead Twelve faetbfnl Witnefeo, Yet thefo DireQmf not being 
obforvfd, ted TVer* being .opw awtefivead over the Natm, jt was 
therefew Ordered the UmPmr and Spirit (tfQodfJb^t Marnoges 
‘ footdd be bid the Meat Menthly and Qiiartarfy Mtetingt, or as 
^ the Meeting were ihw eMi(M ; that friends fee, that the 
' Belatiom^tkdt^ t^t finKaeded to Marriage, were foti$ficd, and

‘ to the Glory of God. And afterwards it was Ordered in the fame 
Wifdm of God, ‘ That if either of the Parties, that intended to Mar* 
‘ ry, came out of another tJatien, County, or ^onthly-Meeting, they 
‘ Ihould bring a Certificate from the Monthly Meeting, to which they 

* belong’d ; tor (atisfadion of the Monthly-Meeting, before which they 
‘ came to lay their Intentions of Marriage. 

Now after thefe things, with many other ^emeex {ox God, were 
fet \nOrder, and fettled in the Churches in the City, I palled out of 
London, in the Leadings of the Lord's Power, into the Country again : 
//<rt/ird. and going into Hartfordjhire, after I had vifited Friends there, and 
the Mens-Monthly-Meetings were fettled there, I pafled on as far as 
Btidock. Baldock, where I had a great Meeting of many forts of People. Then 
Wiithim returning towards London by Waltham, I advifed the fetting up of a 
School there for Teaching Boys ; and alfb a Wemens-School to be let up 
wdi.*'*' Shacklewel for inftrufting Girls and Toung Maidens, in whatfoever 
things were Cw/and Vfeful in the Creation. 

Thus, after I had had feveral precious Meetings in the Country, I 
London, cgnie to Londou where I flaid a while in the Work and Service

‘I was above ir. And I was moved of the Lord Cod to tell them, 


‘ That theflagues and fudgments of God would overtake them, and come up’ 
* OH them. Afterward they went up and down the Country, till at laft 
they were call into WincheJler’Jail ; where the Man , that had lain 
with the Woman afoiefaid, jlaihed the jailer, but not mortally. And 
after they were let out of fail, this Fellow, that had ftahh'd the Jailer, 
han^d himfelf : The Woman alfo had like to have Cut zChild s ihroat, 
(as we Were Informed.) Thcfc Htple had formerly lived about Lou’ 
don: and when the Cr/y was they Prophefied, That all the reSi 
^London fiould he burnt within Fourteen Days ; and hailned away 
eutof Tiwwr'. Now though they were /Jatrreri, and were great Opp<h 
fers of Friends, and Diflurbers of o\xx Meetings •, yet in the Country, 
where they came, fome of the People oUhe World, thit did not know 

them, would be apt to lay, They were Quakers. Wherefore I was 
moved of the Z,*rrf to write a Pu/rr, to be difperfed amongft the Ala- 
gift rates and People of Hampfhire, to Clear Friends and Truth of thefe 
Lewd People, and their Wicked Ailions. 

Now, after the Mens-Minthly Meetings in ihofe parts were fettled, 
and we bad vifited Friends, and the Lord’s blelTcd Power was over 
. . - all; we went to a where wc bad a Meeting with Friends. And from 

FirDhim. theocc WC Came to Farnham, where we met many Friends, it being 
th& Market’Day : and we had many precious Afce/i«gr up and dow n 
that Country. Friends in tbofc Countries had formerly been plundered, 
and their Goods much fpoiled, both for Tithes, and for going to Mrer- 
ings : but the Lord’s Power at this time preferved both thtm and us, 
from fallii^ into the frry<c/r/ars Hands. 

We palled from thence, and had a General Mens-Meaf mg at a Friends 
Skrtj. Houle in Surrey t who bad been plundered h extreamlyy that be had 
fcarce a Cow, Horft or iSwiire Jeft. The Con^ables tbreatned to come 

then, and break oat Meeting; but the Lord reflratned them. At 
this Meeting the MenS’Montbly-Meetings were fettled in the Authority 
of the Heavenly Pawer. And after we had vifited in that 
Country, and had many large and precious Meetings among them , 

c>Six. wc pafled tp a Friend’s Houle in Sufex, where the General Meeting 

for 
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for the Mtn Fricndi of that Cmitj was appointed to be held ; and thi*Yi668. 
ther came levwal Friends from London to viftt us. There we had a 
bleficd Meeting : and the Mens-MMhly-Meetings for that County ^rere 
then fettled in the Lord’s Kternal Power, the Gofpel of Salvation ; that 
all in it might keep to the Order of the Gojpel. There were at that 
time great Threatnings of Diflurhance \h\xt the Meeting was quiet. And 
afterward we pafTed from thence, and had fcveral large Meetings in 

that County ; though Friends were then in great Sufferings there, and 

many in Prifon. I was fent for to vifit a Friend, that was fick , and 
went to (ee Friends^xhiX wenPrifoners ; and there was danger of my 
being apprehended ; but I went in the Faith oi God’s Power, iad there- 
by the Lord prefer ved me in Safety. 

Having viiitcd Friends through the Country, we parted on into 
Kent ; where after we had been at feveral Meetings, we had a General Knt.. 
Meeting for the Men-Friends of that County : There alfo the Mens- 
Monthly- Meetings for that County were fettled in the Power of God, 
and eftablilhed in the Order of the Gofpel, for all the Heirs of it to 
enter into their Services, and Care in the Church for the Glory of 
God. And Friends Rejoiced in the Order of the Gofpel, and w ere 
glad of the Settlement thereof; which is not of man, nor by 
man. 

After this Meeting was over, I vifited Friends in their Meetings up 
and down in Kent .• And when I had cleared my felf of the Lord’s Ser- 
vice in that County, I came up to London. Thus were the Mens- 
Monthly- Meetings fettled through the Ffation : For I bad been in 
Berkjhire before, where moft of the Ancient Friends of that County 
were in Prifon 5 and when I had informed them of the Service of thefe 
Monthly- Meetings, they were fettled amongft them alfo. And the 
Quarterly Meetings were generally fettled before. I writ alfo into Ire- 
land by faithful Friends, and into Scotland, Holland, Barbados, and 
other parts of America, advifing to fettle their Mens- Monthly- 

Meetings in thole Countries alfo. For they bad their General Qjfar- 
terly Meetings before ; But now that Truth was Increafed amongft 
them, they Ihould fettle thofe Mens- Monthly Meetings as the Potoermd 
Spirit of God, that did at firft Convince them. And fmee the time 
thefe Meetings have been fettled, that all the Faithful in the Power of 
God, who be Heirs of the Gofpel, have met together in the Power of 
God, which is the Authority of them, to perform Service to the Lord 
therein, many Mouths have been opened in Thankfgivings and Praifefiod 
many have Heft the Lord God, that ever he did lend me forth in this 
Service : Yea, with tears have many pra'ifed the Lord. For now all 
coming to have a Concern and Care for Cod' s Honour and Glory, that 
his Name be not blafphemed, which they do profefs ; and to fee, that 
all who profefs the Truth, do walk in the Truth, in Righteoufnefs and 
in Holme ft, which becomes the Houfe of God, and that all order their 
Converfations aright, that they may fee the Salvation of God : All ha- 
ving this Care upon them for God's Glon, and being exercifed in his 
holy Power and Spirit, in the Order of the Heavenly Li^e and Gofpel 
of Je/us ; here they may all fee and know, pofTefs and partake of the 
Government of Chrifl, of the locteafe of which there is to be no end. 

Thus the Lord's everlafting Renown and Praife is fet up in every 

one’s 
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^ HcatUhaTis faithful ; fo that we can flow fty, that the Gtfftl- 
Order cflabllfh^d amengft us> is not o£ Man, nor by Man, but ot and 
bv 'Ufm Cktiii in and tbrooRh the Hafy Gkff. And ibwOr^cr ef 
tLcMt vtbich is not of Man, nor by Maiit but ftom Chtiff, the 
Heavtnl) Mm, is above all the Ordm of Men in the M, whether 
^eas GtntiUs, or Apeflatited ChrifiiMS) and will be, when they 
ire gone. For the ?tm Of 6»J, which ta tlie Everlafting 6f/pel, was 
befoie the Devil was j and will be and rirosio ftfr ever. And as the 
Evcrlafting Gef^l was Preaclted, in the Aptjlles. diys to all KatimSf 
that all Hatlms might come into the Order of it, through the Di- 
vine Fewer, whith brings Life and ImmortaJiiy to Light j that they, 
who wen Heirs oi it, might inherit the Fewer and Authortty of .it: 
So now fince all l^atims .have drunk the Where’s Cap, and all the 
World i^iWerjhipfedxU BtaU, (but tlity, Wbofo Names are writ* 
ten ih the Book of Uji from the FoUndatido of the World, who have 
WotlblpptdQod in Spirit and Truth, es Chrift commanded) thc£wr* 
laUmGofpel is iQ be, M preashed again (as Jthn the Divine fore* 
faw It (hould) to all Nations, Kindreds, Tongues, and Feeple. And 
this Evcrlafting Gefpti torments the Wlm, and makes her and tho 
BeaH to rage, even the that hath Power over the Tongues, 
which arc called the Original, to order them ; by which they make 
Divines, aS they call them. But all that receive tlw Gofpel, the Power 
of God, Wliich brings Life and Imortalitj to Light, they come to fee

After I bad travelled FrUsndl through moft parts of the 

Nation, artd the Mmhly4kttings were fettjed; being wturned to 
London, I ftay’d feme time there, Vkiiing Frmde Meetings m and 
about tbe City, While f wii in Ldndon, I went one day to Vifit him, 
that was called EfmMdr/h, who had Ihewed much Kindnefs both to 
nse, ifld m Friends ; and I happened to. go, when he was at Dimr. 
He no footiar heard my Name, but fcte tent for me bp, Ind would 

have 
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have had me fit down with him to Dinner', but I had not freedom to./()68. 
do fo. There were fcveral Great Ferfons at Dinner with him and VYNJ 
he (aid to one of them, who was a great PafiSi : Here is a Qjj^ker, 
which you have not feen before^ The P apifi askt me j Whether I did 
own the Chrijlening of Children i I told Ihm, ‘ There was no Scripture 
‘ for any fucli PraPlice, What I faid he, iPot for Chriftening Children P 
I faid, ‘ Uay. I told him, the one , Baptifm by the one Spirit into one 

* Body we owned ; but to throw a little Water on a Child’s Face, and 
‘lay, tint was Baptiung iftd Chrijlening it, there was no Scripture 
for thar. Then he asked rat, Whether I did own the CathoUck Faith P 
I laid, Xes : but added ; ‘ That neither the Pope, nor the Papijis wae 
‘ in that CathoUck Faith: for the Uae Faith works by Love, and pu* 

‘ rifies the Heart ; and if they were in that Faith that gives Viftory, 

‘ by which they might have Accefs to God, they would not tell the 

* People of a Purgatory, after they were dead. So I undertook to 
‘ prove, that neither Pope, nor Papills, that held a Purgatory here- 
‘ after, were in the true Faith : For the true, precious. Divine Paithi 
‘ which Chrift is the Author of, gives ViSorj over the Devil and Sin, 

‘ that had feparated Man and Woman from God. And if they (the 

* PapiJls) were in the ttw Faith, they would never ufe Racks, Prtftns, 

* and Fines to periccute and force others to their Religion, that were 
‘ not of their Faith : For this was not th* PraBict of the Applet and 
‘ Primitive Chriflians, who witnefled and enjoyed the true Faith of 
‘ Chrift ; but it was the PraUict of the Flithlefs Jews and Heathens 
‘ fo to do. But, laid I to thm, feeing thou art a peat and leading 

* Man among the Papifls, and haft been taught and bred up under the 
‘ Pope; and feeing thou fay’ft,7i!>rrr is no Station, ha in your Church, 

* I defire to know of thee, What it is, that doth bring Sahatien id 
fyonr Church P Hcanfwered, A Good Life. AndnotSngeKc.faidl? 
let, faid be, Good Works, ‘ And is this it, that brings Salvation in 
‘ your Church, a good Life and good Works P Is this your DoSrine and 
Principle, faidl? tes, laid he. ‘Tbetfi feidi, neither TZ'rrr, nor the 

* Pope, nor any of the Paoifis know, what it is, that brings Sahatm. 

Then he askt me. What brought Salvation in our Church P I told him, 

‘ That which brought Salvation to the Church in the ApoflUs Days, 

* the fame brought Salvation to us, and not another ; Namely, fhi 

* Grace of God, which, the Saipturc fays, brings Salvation, and hath 
‘ appeared to all men, which taught the Saints then, and teaches us 
‘now : and this Grace, which brings Salvation, teaches T$de^Z/n- 
‘ godlinefs and worldly Lh/Is, and to live godly, righteoujly andfiberly. 

‘ So it is not the good Warks, nor the pod Life, titet brings the Salva- 

* tion, but the Grace. What ! faid the Papifi, Doth this Grace, that 
brings Salvation, appear unto aS mtn t Yes, ftid 1. Tien, feid be, / 

‘ deny that. But 1 faid, ‘ Ail that deny that, are Se&mcAers, and gre 
‘ notin the UniverfatPdi/l, Grace M^trmh, wihivkthitApofileswtie 
‘ in. Then he fpake to me aboutthe Motbe^bureh ; and I toldbim : 

' The feveral ibrts of StUt in Chrifiandeia hadaauied tis, and faid, We 
' forfook our MotheAChnreh. The fapiftf chargiR] us with fbrfekiog 
‘ their Church, and they feid ; Rome was the only Motber<hurtb. ThS 

* EpifeopaUamtixtA us with forfeiting the old Religion, and 

‘ they laid; Theirs was the Reformed Matbif'Chur A Thefrrt/ji/e- 

‘ riant 
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and InJefendenti blamed ,us for leaving them, and each of 
‘ them faid ; Theirs was the rt^bt-Refehmd-Chmh. But I (aid, if we 
LondoA ‘ c(Juld owH any outward City or Plate to be the Mother Church, wc 
‘ (hould own outward jFrr<(/i/fW, where tlie (tofpel was firft preached 
‘ by Chrijl hmk\f,znd the Apoft let ; where C/;Wy? fullered j where the 
‘ great Couverjion to ChriJliaHtty by Ptter Was ; where were the typei, 

‘ Figures wdShadom, which Chrift ended; and where Chrift com- 
‘ mandcd his Difciples To wait, until they toere endued with PoweP 

• frorn 'Jhigh. So, i( any outward placi dcferved to be called the Mo- 
‘ ther, that was the place, where the firft great Converfion to Chrijliai 
^nitywss. But the Apojlle faith, G<j/. 4. 15,16. Jerufalem— — 

‘ which now is in Bondage with her Children : But Jerufalem which ii 

• above, is free, which it the Mother of us all. For it is written, Re- 

• Joyce, thou barren, that bearefi not ; break forth, and cry, thou that 
^ travailejl not : for the Defolate bath many more Children, than Jli 

• that hath an Husband, ver. 17. Now this we do fee, that Jerufalem 
‘ below (“which was the higheftP/tfceof Worfkip') and all that be like 
‘ her in Profefm without Pojfefion, have more Children, than the Free 
‘ Woman, that hath an Husband, which is Jerufalem that is above, the 
‘ Mother of us all, that be true Chriftians : So, the Apojlle doth not 
' fay, Outward Jerufalem was the Mother, though the frjl and great 

. ‘ Converfion to Chrifiianih was there. And therefore there is left Rea- 
' fofl for the Title IMotner] to be given to Rome, or to any othir 
‘ outward Place or City, by the Children of Jerufalem, tiiat is above 
‘ and free : and they arc not Jerufalem' s Children, that is above and 
^ free, who give the Title of Aift/i&rr either to outward jlrri(/i/ew, or 
‘ to Rome, or to any other Place, or SeB of People. And though 

• this Title [Mother] hath been given to Places and SeBs amongft and 
‘ by the degenerate Chrijlians ; yet we fay ftill, as the Apoflte faid of 
‘ Old, Jerulalem that is above, is the Mother of us all : and we can 
' own no other, neither outward Jerufalem, nor Rome, nor any SeB of 
‘ People for our Mather, hwtjerufaltm, which is above ; which is free, 

‘ the Mother of us all, that are born again, and become true Believers 
‘ in the Light, and who are grafted into Chriji, the Heavenly Vine. 

‘ Forall,who are horn a^aht of the Immortal Seed, by the Word of God, 

‘ which lives and abides for ever, feed upon the Milk of the Word,thei 
‘ Breafts of Ufe, and grow by it in Lift; and cannot acknowledge 
‘ any other to be their Mother, but Jerufalent, which is above. Oh ! 
faid Efq; Marjh to the Papiji, Tou do not know this man : If he would but 
come to Church now and then, he would be a Brave Man. 

After forac other Difeourfe together, I went afide with this Juflice 
Marfh into another Room, to fpcak with him concerning Friends; 
for be was a Juflice of Peace for Middlefex : and being a Courtier, the 
other Jujlices put much of the Management of matters upon him. 
Now when we Two were alone together, be told me, He was in a 
freight, how to AB between iu, and feme other Dijfenters. For, faid 
he, Tou cannot Swear; and the Independents, Baptifts W Fifth- Mo> 
narchy-Pcoplc fay alfo. They cannot Swears and therefore, faid he, 
howjhall / know, how to diflinguijh betwixt you and them, feeing they 
and you all fay. It is for Confcience fake, that you cannot Swear I Then' 
faid I, * I will (hew tlwe, how \odifinguiJh : For th«y (or moft of 

‘ them 
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' thcrri) ihou ipeakeft of, can and do Swear \o fome Cafes : twt wc 1669. 

* cannot Swear in any Cafe, If a Man fliould fteal their, C^s or 

Herfes,. and thoij thould’ft ask theni, whether they wcuId'iSwwr, ‘•6»'ioD 

‘ they were theirs ? Many of them would readily do. it .* But if thou 
‘ try our Frienets^ they cannot Swear for their own Goods. Therefore, 

‘ when thou putted the Oath of Allegianoe to any of them, ask them, 

‘ Whether they can Swear in any ether cafe, as for their Cow or Horfe ? 

‘ Which, if they be really of us, they cannot do j though they can 

* htir Witnefs to the Truth. Hereupon I gave him a Relation of a 
Trial tn Barkfbire, which was thus : ‘ A Thief dole Two Beafls from 
‘ a Friend of ours: xheThief was taken and cad into fr/yow ; and th^ 

‘ Friend appeared againd him at the Affixes. But fome body having 

* Informed the Judge, that the Mao, that Profccuted, was a Qsaker^ 

‘ and could not Swear ; the Judge, before he heard, what the Friend 
‘ ccuIJ fay, laid. Is ie <i Quaker ? And will he not Swear ? Then tender 
‘ hint the Oaths <f Allegiance and Skprehacy. So be cad the Friend 
‘ into Frifony and Fremunired him, and let the Thief go at Liberty, 

‘that had dolen his Goods. When I had related this Cafe, Judicc 
Marfh laid, That Judge was a wicked Man. ‘ But, faid 1 , If we could 
‘ Swtar in any Cafe, we would take the Oath of Allegiance to the Kingy 
‘ who is to prefetve the Laws, that prelcive every man in his EJiate. 

‘ Whereas otittrs, th^can Sv^ar 'xn fame tafp, ten pr?lierve a part of 
‘ their Eflates, if they be robbed, will not take this Oath to the Kingy 
‘ who is to prelerve them in their whole Eftates and Bodies allb. So 
‘ that thou may’d cafily difiinguifhy and put a difference betwixt us, 

* and other People. This Judice Marfh was afterwards very fe^vicU* 
ble to Friends in this and otlier Cafes; for he kept fevetal, ^bothr 
/rrWr and others, from being /rewAwiretf, in tbofe parts where ho 
was a Jufiice. And when Friends have been brought before him in the 
tmii oi Petfectitif^, he fee many of thetetex ulerty : And when he 
could not avoid fending to Prifony he fent fome for a few HourSy or 
for a Wight. At length he went to the King, and told him i He had 
ftnt feme of us to Prijon contrary to his Cknfcience ; and he could not do 
fi aiy mori. Wherefore he removed his Family, horn Lime-boufe, 
where he lived ; and took Lodmgs near James's Park.. He told the 
King, Tihitif k would ie plea^d to giyeXJkerty of Ceiffciente, that 
would quiet and fettle all ; for then none could have any pretence to he un- 
edfie. And indeed, he was a very ferviceahle man to Truth and 
Friends in his day. 

We had great Service at London this year, and the Lord's Truth 
camc'over^l: ami' many that had be^ out from ' came in 
again this Year/ Confej^ng and Cvndemmug their former Outgoings. 

Now after i had Ray’d ibme time in Lem/mo, I went forth into the 
Coudtries agaim vintiog Fr/rWr in iSatriy and and in other 

places that way ^ and" afterwards travels Hetthu^ard, having Leo-^*!!'*- 
nard Fell with me. We v'dited Friendsy till we came to fPerwicil, Warwick, 
where many /ir/Mr/s were in /’/■(/<>» ; and wc bad a Meeting in the. 

Town. After that 1 paftkl from thence to BirminghamfttidtQBadgeiyiimiog- 
Ac Badgely I had a large Meeting. Afftr I pgfl^ through the 
Country, vifiting FrWs, till I came IQ wr/ragfcew, where on ,theigo, 3 ^^ 
/r-y? we had a ^rectohsAfrc/fii^ batnoc without danger of be(ogiMiii< 

Sff Appre- 
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1 66 ^, Appi'^’hended ; the Confltthlet having threatoed to take up FrienJi 
t/YNJ about that time. 

B<ibT. I pafled on from thence, vifiting Frkndi through the Country, till 
f came to Balhy^ and fo to fork to the Qn^terly-M^etigg there; and 
a bicfled Meeting we bad. Friends had in torkfhire Seven Monthly 
Meetings before ; and they were fo feofiblc of the Setvite of them, 
that they defircd to have Seven more added to them : For Truth was 
much fpread in that Country. Accordingly in that Quarterly Meeting 
they were fettled and eftablilhcd : So that, whereas before they 
had but Seven^ now they have Fourteen Monthly Meetings in that 


County. 

It being the Afftze-iimt at Fork, there I met with Juftice Hothm^ a 
Welhvoifhtr to Friends, and one that had been Tender, and very Kind 
to me at the fitii. 

After I bad fioilhed my Service for the Lord in Fork, I palled fur- 
ther up into the Country : And as I went, a great Burden fell upon me; 
but ! did not pfefently know the Reajon of it. So 1 came to a Meet- 
R.shifm.it^ on the Firii-Day at one Shi/>ton\ which was very large: But 
there being a Meeting the fame day at another place alfo, the Priefl 
of that place, being mif infttmed, that I was to be there, got a War- 
fanti and made great Difinrhance at that Meeting : of which Ifaac 
Undley, Who w*s there, gave me an Account by the following Let- 
ter, thus;

Stafordjbiri, and fc> into cbefitre-f where wc had many large it^Sitfurd- 
precious Meetings. I had a very large Meeting at WtUiam Barns 
Hoale about tm Miles from and although Col. /Tirv^ warring, 

was now got abtoad again, as violeoc in ireaUnguf Meetings, as be* 
fore, and wasfbcD at fPofringfoss; yet the ^7 did not fuller him 
to come ta this Muting: ^ & we were preferved out of his 
hands. 


Now was I moved of the Lord to paG over Into lRELAhft>,it<-£LANO 
tovifitthe £«rfofGMl in that Nation: and there went with me An* 
hert Lodge, Jatnei Lancallerf Tbonm Briggs and '^ohn Siuhhs. ^e 
went near to Liver fooli and waited there (or Shipping and ffW j Literpooi. 
and after we had waice^ fomedays, we teat James Lance/ler to take 
Pajfjgp, which be did; and brought Word, the Ship was ready, and 
would take usinat Biaek Beek. Whereupon we went thither 00 foot: 
aod it being pretty far, and the^ear^r very hot,/ I was very much, 
fpent with Walking Yetwheti we ctmethere,theAi^/^ was not there : 

(0 we were fain to go tp the Tovon^ aod take Shipping thcr& When we. 
were come On Boatd, I Oiid to the ted of my Cmpanj { dom^, ye will 
Ttimpb in the Lord ; for toe Jkall have fair tPina andt 4 ^eather. There 
were many Pafeegprs in the Ship, and ra^iny of them were Skh } but 
not one of our Company was Skk. The Mafier, and many of the Paf- 
jengert were very loving; aod we beings at Sea on the Pirfl-Daj of 
the Week, t was moved to declare 7r»ri' among them : Whereupon 
the Mafier faid to the Pafengprf ; Come, here are things, that you never 
beard in yone Lives. When we came before Duhl'us, we took £p4r, Dubiio. 
and went afhore ; and the Barth ind Air /melt, merhought, with the 
Corruption ef the Nation, fo that it yielded another SmeUto me, than 
England did ; w hich I imputed to the Corruttm,vad Popijh Ma/facrees 
that bad been Committed, aod tbeA/oar/, that bad been fpilt in it ; 
from w luch a Fouintfs afeended. Wc paUed through, among the 0/- 
ten of the Cujlom four times, yet they did net fearch us ; for they 
perceived, what we were : and fome of them were fo Envious, they 
did not care to look at us. We did not prefcntly Hod Friends ; but 
went to mlnn, and feat out to inquire for fome FrienJs t who when 
ijity came to us, were exceeding of our and received us 

with Great Joy. We flay’d there tbsH^eekly Meeting, which w as a 
great one ; nod the Power and Life of God appeared greatly in it. Af* 
ter wards we palled to a frov'me-Meeting, which \i&^TwoVays, there — - 
being both a Mm-Muting about the toor, aod another Meeting more 
Geneatd\ in whkh a mighty Power of the Lord appeared, and ttuth 
was Iivingly declared, and Friends w«e much refrcflied therein.

At James Hsttehsafsiis in Irtlani there came many Grttt Ferfeus, 
dcEring to difeourfe with me about Ele/im and Reprekathn. I told 
them, ‘Though they judged oatFrmiple fotlifh } it was too High for 
' them^ and imy could not with tbeir Wijdem comprehend it : There- 

* fore I would difeourfe with them according to tbeir Capacities. You 

* fay (feid I> that God hath Ordained the greateft part of Men for 

* ideliy and that they were Ordmtd fo before the World began i For 
‘ which your Praxis in Jude, And you fay, £Jaa was Reprobated, 
‘ and the Egyptians, and the Stmk ck Hm :< But Chrift faith to bis 
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‘ Difciples, Go, teach all Nations ; and. Go into all Nations, andii^ach 
‘ the Gofpel of Life and Salvation. Now, it they were to go ]to u//O^WJ 
‘ Nations, were they twt to go to fJamsikocU, and Efm’sSto^i Did 
‘ not Cbrift die tor all ^ then for the Stock of Ham, aod ^ Efan, 

* and the Egyptians. Doth not the Scripture fay, God would have all 

* men to he Javed .■» Mark, J 3 Men ; then the Stock of Efau, and of 
‘ flam alfa And doth not God fay, Egj>pt my People .<? and that he 
‘ would have an Altar in Egypt > lia. 19. Were there not many 
‘ Chriftians formerly in Egjpt ? And doth not Hijlory fay, that the 
‘ Bifhop ot Alexandria would formerly have been Pope And had not 
‘ God a Church in Babylon f* I confefs, The Word came to Jacob, and 

* the Statutes to Ifrael; the like was not to other Nations. For the Lam 
‘ of God was, given to Jfrael; but the Gofpel was to be preached to ad 
‘ Nations, and is to be preacht. The Ccjpel of Peace and glad Ti- 
‘ dings to all Nations ; He that believes, is Saved ; hut he that doth 

* not believe, is Condemned already: So\h^Condeimationcomt% through 
‘ Vnlelief. And whereas Jude Ipeaks of fome, that were of Old Or- 
‘ dained (or written of before) to Condemnation, he doth not fay, be- 
‘ fore the World began : but, Written of Old, may be referr’d to IfPoJes 
‘ his Writings, who writ of tbofe, whom Jude mentions , namely, 

* Cain, Corah, Balaam, and the Angels, that kept not their Arfl Eftate. 

‘ And fuch Chrifiians, as followed thenv in tlieir way, and Apoflatized 
‘ from the firft Jlate of Chrijlianity, Ibch were and are Ordained for 

* Condemnation by the Light and Truth, Which they are gone from. 

* And tliough the Jpojile ^eaks of Gtd't lerving Jacob, and hating Elan ; 

‘ yet he tells the Believers : We all mere by nature Children of Wrath, 

* as well as others. This includes the Stock of Jacob (of which the Ape- 
‘ file himfclf was, and all believing Jewt were : ) And thus both Jews 
‘ and Gentiles were all concluded under Sin: and fo under Condtmna- 
‘ tion, that God might have Mercy upott all, through Jefus Chrilf. 

* So the Eleiiion and Choice ftands in Chrilf : and he that believes, is 
*faved ; and hi that believes not, it condemned already. And Jacob is 
‘ iht Second Birth, which God loved; and both Jews and Gr*// 7 « muft 
‘ be born again, before they can enter the Kingdom of God. And 
' when you are born again, yc will know Eleiiion and Reprobation t 
‘ for the EleHion (lands in Chrili, the Seed, before the World began j 
‘ but the Reprobation lies in the Evil Seed fincethe World began. Af- 
ter this manner, but fotnewhat more largely, I difeourfed with tfwfe 
Great Perfons about this matter; and they coDfefl, they bad never 
heard 60 raucli before. 

Now after I had travelled over that Nation csi Ireland, and bad vh 
fited Friends in their Meetings, as wdl fof Bufinefs as for Worjhip, and 
had Anfwered feveral Papers a<»d Wrkhegt from Monks, Friers, ted 
Pretejlant Pr 'rejls (for they ail were uib Rage againfl us, and endear 
vourd to flop the Work of the Lord: and lome Jtfuits /ware in fomc 
of our hearing, that we canse to f^ead our Prineij^s ki that Nation ^ 
but we ihould not do it ;) I retujroed to Dublin, in order fo take Pali Oubiim 
fage there for England. And wbeo I had Aoid the Firff-Days Meeting 
there, (which was very , large 8od precious) ibcie being: a i’A/p ready* 
and the W ind ter ving,we took our Leave of Friends \ parting in much 
Tenderne^ <id Bf dfennefs,. in the Seofe of abe Heaven^. Life and Pemer, 

that 
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1669. tha^^as maniiefl^d amoogft us. So having put our Horja and A'r 
cefmes on Board in the Mornings we went cur felves in the AfternooM ; 
DtfWia. man)^rW; accompanying us to the S/;//> : and divers, both Frmdi 
and fntHiily People coming after us in Boats, when we were near u 
At Stt. League at Sea, their Love drawing them ; though not without Danger. 
A good, weighty and true People there is in that t^atien, fenfill'e of the 
Power of the Lord God, and tendered his Truth ; and very good Or- 
der they have in their Meetings : for they ftand ftp for Righteouinefs 
andHolmefs, which dams up the way of Wickeclnefs: A precious Ti- 
fitatioH they had : and there is an Excellent Spirit in them, worthy to 
be vifited. Many things more 1 could write of that Nation, and of 
my Tratlels in it, which would be large to mention particularly ; but 
thus much I thought good to fignifie, that the Righteous may Rejoice 
in the Profperity of Truth. 

James Lancafler, Robert Lodge and Thomas Briggs came back with 
me; having further there, Itayed behind. Wc 

veere Two Nights Sea; In one of which a mighty Stirm drofe, that 
put the Fep'l in great Danger; it rained and blew fo hard. But 
I faw, the Power of God went over the Winds and Storms ; he had 
them in his hand, and his Power bound them. And the fame Power 
of the Lord God, which carried ns over, brought us back again ; and 
in his Life gave usDominion over all the Evil Spirits, that oppofed us 
there. 

tirerpooi. We landed at Uverpool ; and went to the Mayor's Houfe, it being 
an /;**. And after we had (laid about a Qudrter of an Hour in the 
— — Houfe, wc went to a Friend’s Houfe about a Mile out of the Town, 
— - where we (laid a whHc ; and then went to Richard fohnfon's. Whence 
departing the next day, we pafl^ ioWilliam Barnes his Houfe, and 
' fo to William Gandy 3 , vifiting Friends, and having many precious 
Meetings in Lancafhire and Chefhire. We bore towards BriJloD. and 
Gloucefterfhire, we met with a Report at Nailsworth, 
/ilifworth which was (pread about that Country, That George Fox was turned 
Presbyterian: and that they had prepared a Pulpit for him, and fet it 
w <» Yard ; and that there would be a Thoufand People there the next 
day, to hear him. I thought it ftrange, that fucha fliould be 
raifed of me ; yet as we went further on, from one Frihd's Houfe 
to another, we met with the fame. We went by the Tard, where the 
Pulpit was (tt up, and (aw it ; and went on to the Placd, where /r/Wr 
Meeting was to be next day, and there we flay’d that Night. Next' 
day, being the FirH-day of the Week, we had a very large Meeting, 
and the Lords Power and Prefence was amongft us. 

Now the occafion of this ftrange Report, (according as I was in- 
formed) was this : There was one John Fox, a Presbyterian Prieff, 
who ufed to go about Preaching; and feme changing his Name (as 
was reported) from John to George, gave out, that George FoX had 
changd his Religion, and was turned from a Quaker to be a Presbyte- 
rian, and would Preach at fuch a Place fuch a day. This begat fo 
great a Curiofity in the People, that many went thither to hear tln^ 
Quaker turned Presbyterian ; who would not have gone to have heard 
John Fox himfelf. By this means it was Reported, they had got to- 
gether above a Thoufand People. But when they came there, and ptfr- 

etived 
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ccived, they had a Trick ^wx. upon them, and that that was^but a 1669. 
Counterfeit George Fox ; and underftood withal, that the tga George 
Pox was hard by at Friends Meeting, there came feveral Hnndreds^^*^*^*^ 
of them xocm Meeting, and were Sober unA Attentive. ! I direfted 
* them to tlie(jr<3fff ot God in themfelves, which would Teach theiDj 
‘ and bring them Salvation. And when the Meeting was done, fome 
of the People faid, They liked George Fox the (faker’s Preaching bet- 
ter, than George Fox the Presbyterians. Thus, by my providential 
Coming into thofe parts at that time, was this Talfe Report difeovered ; 
and Shame come over them, that were the Contrivers of it. 

It was not long after this, that this fame John Fox was complained 
of in the Houfe of Commons, for having a Tumultuous Meeting, in which 
Treasonable words were fpoken : Which (according to the bell Informa- 
tion I could get of it) was thus. This John Fox had formerly been ' 
Priefi of Mansfield 'in Wiltjhire : and being put out of that place, was 
afterward permitted by a Common-Prayer-Priejl to preach fometimes in 
his SteepU'Houfe. At length this Presbyterian-Prieft, prefuming too 
far upon the Parijh PrieJPs former Grant, began to be more bold* 
than welcom 5 and would have preached there, whether the Parijh- 
Priefl would or no. This caufed a great Eufllez.vA Contefl in tbeStee- 
ple-houfe between the Two Priefts, and their Hearers on either fide : 
in which Contefl the Common-Prayer-Book was Cut to pieces, and (as it 
was faid) fome Treafonable Words were then fpoken by fbme of the 
Followers of this John Fox, the Presbyterian- Priefl. This was quickly 
put in the Mews-Book : and fome malicious Presbyterians caufed it to be 
fo worded, as if it had proceeded from George Fox the Quaker, when- 
as I was above Two hundred Miles from the place, when this Buttle 
happened. But when I heard it, I foon procured Certificates from 
fome of the Members of the Houfie of Commons ; who knew this John 
Fox, and gave it under their Hands, that it was John Fox, who had 
formerly been Parfon of Mansfield in Wiltjhire, that was complained 
of to the Houfe ot Commons, to be the Chief Ring-leader in that Vts- 
lawful Ajfembly. 

And indeed, this John Fox was an III Man: for when fome , that 
had been Followers and Hearers pf him, came to be Convinced of 
Truth, and received the Truth in their Inward Parts, and thereupon 
left following him ; he coming to fome of their Houfes to talk with 
them about it, and they telling him. He was in the Steps of the Falfe 
Prophets, preaching for Hire and Filthy Lucre, and was like them, whom 
Chrifl cried Wo againfl, and. the Apoflles declared againfl ; fuch as fer- 
ved not the Lord Jefus Chrifl, but their own Bellies ; and telling him, 

Chrifl faid, Freely ye have received, freely give ; and therefore he fhould 
not tike Mloney of People for Preaching, ejpeciallj, now times were fo 
hard. He Replied, God blefs Preaching : fir that, brings in Money, let 
times go how they will. And fll my Belly with good FiHuals \ and then 
call me falfe Prophet, or what you will, and kick me about the Houfe, 
wben ye have done, if ye will. This Relation I had from a Man and 
his Wife (who had been formerly his Hearers) whom this John Fox 
(with others) caufed deeply to fuffer. For hc,and fome other Presby- 
terian Priefls, iitthg to refort to a Widove-Wman& Houfe, who had the 
Impropriation, and took the Tithes of the Parifh, Ihe told them, 

T t t There 
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i66f. tiitre Lu a Quaker in that farijh, that would not pay her Tithes ; and 
'■"v^ asked ^jnfel of them, what Ihe ftould do with him. They advi- 
otmtpir- ftd her To fend Workmn^ and eut down, and carry away his Corn : which 
(according to their Counfel) fhc did, and thereby Impoverijhed the 
Man. But to proceed. — — 

After this Meeting in Glouceflerfbire was over, we travelled through 
Briftoi. that County, till we came to Brifiol ; where I met with Margaret Feff^ 
who Was come to vifit her Daughter Ttomans there. I had leen from 
the Lord a confiderable time before, that 1 (hould take Margaret Fed 
to be my Wife. And when I firft mentioned it to her, (he felt the 
Anfwerai X,;/efrom God thereunto. But though the had opened 

this thing unto me, yet I had not received a Command from the Lord, 
tor the accomplifliingof it then.Whereforel let the thing reft, and went 
on in the Work and Service of the Lord, as before, according as the Lord 
led me ; travelling up and down in this Uation, and through the Nation 
of Ireland. But now,afterI was comeback from Ireland, zni was come 
to Brifiol, and (omd Margaret Fell there, it opened in me from the 
Lord, that the thing Ihould be now Accompli/hed. And after we had 
difeourfed the thing together, I told her; ‘Iflhealfo was fatisfied 
with the Accomplijhing of it now, Ihe ftiould firft fend for her CbiT 
‘ dren : which (he did. And when the reft of her Daughters were 
come, I asked both them and her Sons in Law, ‘ If they had any thing 
‘ againft it, or for it ? defiring them to fpeak ; and they all feverally 
‘ exprefled their SatisfaBionthtrein. Then I asked Margaret, ‘ If (he 

* had fulfilled and performed her Husband’ s Will to her Children t She 
replied. The Children knew that. Whereupon I asked them, ‘ Whether, 
‘ if their Mother Married, they Ihould not lofe by it t And I asked 
Margaret, ‘ Whether (he had done any thing in lieu of it, which 
‘ might Anfwer it to the Children I The Children faid. She had an- 
fwered it to them ; and defired me to fpeak no more cf that, 1 told 
them, * I was plain, and would have all things done plainly : for I 

* fought not any outward Advantage to my felf. So after I had Ac- 
quainted the Children with it, our Intention of Marriage was laid before 
Friends, both privately and publickly, to the hWSatisfaBionoi Friends; 
many of whom gave Teflimony thveunto, that it was of God, After- 
wards, a Meeting being appointed on purpofe for the Accomplijhing 
thereof, in the Publick ^eting-Houfe at Broad- Mead in Brijlol, wetook, 
each other in Marriage ; the Lord Joining us together in the Honoura- 
ble Marriage, in the Everlafi'mg Covenant and Immortal Seed of Life. 
In the Senlc whereof living and weighty Tejlimonies were born there- 
unto by Friends, in the Movings of the Heavenly Power, which uni- 
ted us together. Then was a Certificate, relating toth the Proceedings 
and the Marriage, openly read, and Signed hy the Relations, and by 
moft of the Ancient Friends of thit City, befides many other Friends 
from divers parts of the Nation. 

After we were Married, we ftay’d about a Week in Brifiol; and 
oidftoae. Country together to Oldftme : where takit^ our 

Leaves of each other in tte Lord, we parted, betaking our felves 
each to our fcveral Service ; Margaret retuming homewards to the 
.North, and I paflingon into the Countries, in the Work of the Lord, 
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as before. I travelled through Wiltjhire, Berkjhtre, OkforJJhiri and 1669. 
Buckiftghamjhire. and fo to LonJon, vifiting Friends: In ^ which 
Counties I had many large and precious Meetings. 

Being in London, it came upon me to w rite to Friends throughout Oxjorsjhirt 
the Nation, ibout Putting out poor Children to Trades. Wherefore 
fent the following Epiftle to the Quarterly Meetings of' Friends in all Loodjo. 
Counties. 

My Dear Friends, 

‘ r ET every Quarterly Meeting make Inquiry through all the 
‘ L/ Monthly Meetings, and other /Wiff/wr, to know' all /r/Wr, that 
‘be poor. Widows, or others, that have CCT/</rf« fit to let forth to Ap- 
' prenticejhips ; lo xh^tonce a Quarter you may fet forth an Apprentice 
‘ from your Quarterly Meeting : and fo you may fet forth four in a 
‘ Tear in cachCwtr/;, as need may be ; or more, if there be occafion. 

‘ And this Apprentice, when he comes out of his Time, may help his 
‘ Mother or Father, and rear up the Family, that is decayed ; and in 
‘ fo doing, all may come to live comfortably, as Men. For being done 
‘in your Quarterly Meetings, ye will have knowledge through all the 
‘ County, in all the Monthly and particular Meetings, of Majiers that be 
‘ fit for them ; and of fuch Trades, as their Parents defirc, or you de* 

* fire, or the Children are mofi Inclinable too : and fo, being placed 
‘ forth, as you fhall order from your Quarterly Meetings, to Friends, 

• they tnay be trained up in Truth ; and by this means tn the Wifdom 
‘ of God, you may prefer ve Friends Children in the Truth, and enable 
‘ them to rear up their decayed Families, and be a Strengthens Help 
‘ to them, and Nurfers and Prefervers of their Relations in their anci- 
‘ ent days. And thus alfo, things being ordered in the Wsfdom of God, 

‘ you will takeoff a continual Maintenance, and fiec your felves from 
‘ much Cumber. For in ilie Country, ye know', ye may let forth an 
‘ Apprentice for a little, to fevcral Trades, as Bricklayers or Mafons, 

‘ Carpenters, Wheel-rights, Plough- rights, taylors, Tanners, Curriers, 

‘ Black (miths, Shoemakers, Naylers, Butchers, and feveral other Trades, 

‘ that might be named, as Weavers of Linnen and Woollen, Stuffs and 
‘ Serges. And you may do well, to have a Stock in your Quarterly- 
‘ Meetings lor that purpofe: and all that is given by any Friends at 
‘ tiieir Deceafe (except it be given to fomc particular Vfe, Perfon or 
‘ Meeting,) may be brought to the Puhlick Stock for that fame pur* 

‘ poie: This will be a way for the preferving of many, that arc 
‘ poor among you ,• and it w ill be a way of making up poor Families. 

‘ in feveral Counties the fame is pradfifed already : and fome Quar- 
‘ terly Meetings do fet forth Two Apprentices-, and fometimes they fet 
‘ forth children of the World, that are laid on the Parijh : You may 
‘ bind them fox fewer or more Years, according to their Capacities. In 
‘ all w hich things the Wifdom of God will teach you ; by which ye may 
‘ come to help tlie Children of poor Friends , that they may come to 
‘ rear up their Families, and pteferve them in the Fear of God. So no 
‘ more, but my Love in the everlafting Seed, by which yc will have 
‘ Wifdom to order all things to the Glory of God.

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1669. I ftay’tl not long in London: but having vifited Friends, and find* 
ing th^r^s there ejuiet and well, the Lord’s Power being over all, I 
Ept paffed down into Effex, and fo into Hertfordfhire ; where I had many 
Hirtford- precious Meetings. But before I went out of London, intending to go 
down, as hr Lekeflerjhire, (writ a Letter to my Wife, to acquaint 
her therewith ; that, it the found it Convenient to her, the might 
meet me there. From Mcrtfordfliire \ turned into Camhridgefhire ; 
. thence into Hunti»gton/hire, and to into Leicejlerjhire : where, inftead 
ttljhrf.' of Meeting with my Wife, I heard, that the was flaled out of her 
uiapr. Houfe, and carried to Lancafler-Prifon again, by an Ordir gotten from 
the King and Council, to fetch her back to Prifon upon the Old Premti- 
nire\ though the had been from that Ziw/r/ycwwwf, by an 

^ ’ Order from the /f/wg and C<u/»c// the Year before. Wherefore, having 
ntriylhirt. vifited Friends, as tar as Leicejlerjhire, I returned by Derhyfhire into 
Warwickjhire, and fo through the Countries that way io London again ; 
London, having had many large and blcflcd Meetings in the fcveral Counties I 
pafTed through, and had been tweetly retrethed with and amongtl 
Friends in my Travels. 

As toon as I was got to London, I haft ’ned Mary Lower and Sarah 
Fell (two of my Wife’s Daughters) to the King, to acquaint him, 
how their Mother was dealt with, and fee, if they could get a full 
Difcharge for her, that the might enjoy her£y?flreand Liberty with- 
out Mofejlation. This w'as fomewhat difficult at firft to get ; but 
by diligent Attendance on it, they at length obtained it : the King 
giving Command to one called Sir John Otway, to fignific his Pleafure 
therein by Letter to the Sheriff, and others concerned therein in the 
Country. Vlhkh Letter Sarah Fell, going down with htr Brother 
and Sijler Rous, carried with her to Lancajler ; and by them I writ 
to my Wife, as followeth. 


My Dear Heart in the Truth and Life, thatchangeth not. 

* I T was upon me, that Mary Lower and Sarah (hould go to the£/«g 
‘ A concerning thy Imprifonment ; and to Kirhy, that the Power of the 
‘ Lord might appear over them all in thy Deliverance. They went ; 
‘ and then they thought to have come down: but it was upon me to 
'flay them a little longer ; that they might follow the Bufinefs, till it 
‘ was EfTedfcd : which it now is, and is here fent down. The late 
‘ Declaration of mine hath been very ferviceable. People being gene- 
‘ rally fatisfied with it. So no more, but my Love in the Holy 


The Declaration here mentioned, was a Printed Sheet, writ upon 
occafion of a NewPerfecution ftirred up, For by that time I was got 
back out of Leiceflerfhire to London, a frefii Storm was Rifen ; oc» 
cafioncd (as it was thought) by that Tumultuout Meeting in a Steeple- 
houfe in Wiltjhke, or Gloucejlerjhire, mentioned a little before : where 
a Contejl happening between a Presbyterian- PriefJ, and tlie PrieH of 
the Parilh, with their Hearers on either fide, the Common-Prayer-Book 

was 
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was Cut to pieces, and other great DiforJers committed. From which 1670. 
(itwasfaid) fome Member Parliament look Advantage/ to get 
that AH pajfed againft Seditious Conventicles: which loon aftef 
came forth, and was turned againft us ; who of all People were free 
from Sedition and Tumult. Whereupon [ writ the Declaration before 
mentioned j (hewing from the Preamble and Terms of the faid All, 

That we were not (uch z People, oot o\st Meetings Cock Meetings, as 
were deferihed in that AH. ^fide that Declaration, 1 writ alio ano- 
ther (hort Paper, on the occafion of that AH againft Meetings ; open- 
ing our Cafe to the Magiftrates, as followeth : 

* Friends, Confider this AH, which limits us to Five, that biit 

* Five may Meet : Is this To do, as ye would he done by i? 

‘ Would ye be (o ferved your fclves > We own Chrift Je/iu, as well as 
‘ you , both his Coming, Death and RefurreHion ; and if we be Con- 

* trary-minded to you in fome things, is not this the Apoflle's Exhor- 

* tation , to Wait, till God hath Revealed it 1? Doth not he (ay, 

' What is not of Faith, is Sin i And feeing, we have not Faith in things, 

* which ye would have us to do ; would it not be Sin in us, if we 
‘ (hould do contrary to our Faith ? And why (hould any Man have 
‘ Power over any other Man’s Faith, feeing Chrifi is the Author of it > 

* When the Apofles did preach in the ITame of fefm, and great MuU 
‘ titudes heard them, and the Rulers forbad them to /peak any more in 
‘ that Name ; did not they bid them fudge. Whether it were better to 

* obey God or Man ? Would not this AH have taken hold of the Twelve 
‘ Apoflles, and Seventy Difciples ; for they Met often together ? And 
‘ if there had been an AH or Law made then, That not above Five 
‘ fbould have met withchrijl ; would not that have been an hindring 

* him from Meeting with \i\s Difciples t And do ye think, that he 
‘ (who is the Wifiom of God) or his Difciples would have obeyed it ? 

‘ It foch a Law had been made in the Apoflles days, That not above 

* Five might have met together, who had been different-minded from 
‘ cither the Jews, or the Gentiles ; Do ye think, the Churches of Chrifl 
‘ at Corinth, Philippi, Ephefus, Theffalonica, or the reft of the Gather- 
‘ ed Churches would have Obeyed it ? 0 therefore confider ' For we 

* are Chriflians, and partake of the Nature and Life of Chrifi. And 

* drive not to Limit ibe Holy One-, for God's Power czmoiht limited, 

‘ and is not to be quenched : And do unto allmen, as ye would have them 
‘ do unto you : for that is the Law and the Prophets. 

This is from thofe, who wifhyou all well, and defire your Evertafling 
Good and Prefperity, who are called Quakers ; who feek the 
Peace and Good of all People, though they do AffliH us, and 
caufe us to fuffer.

Now as 1 had endeavoured to fofteH the Magiflrates, and to take oft 
the Sharpnefs of their Edge in the Execution of the AH ; fo it was up- 
on me to write a few Lines to Friends, To flrengthen and entourage

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\6-]0. themtofiauJ fafi iutheirfejlimcwf, and hear ^ with Chrifiian Tatienci 
and Centent, the Sufferings that was ceming ufcn them. This 1 did 
l-ondoa. ip the fb^owiog Epiflle : 


‘ A LL my Dear Friends : Keep in the Faith of God above all out- 
‘ l\ ward things, and in his Fewer, (hat hath given you Domini- 
‘ on over all. The fame Power of God is fljll with you to deliver 
‘ you, as formerly : for God and his Power is the lame, and his Seed is 
‘ over all, and before all ; and will be, when that which makes coyi^* 
‘ fer, is gone. And fo be of good Faith, in that which Changeth not : 
‘ for whatfoever any doth againft the Truth, it will come upon them* 
‘ ftlves, and fall as a Milflone on their Heads. And if lo be, that 
‘ the Lord do fuffer you to be Tried, let all be given up : and 
‘ look at the Lord, and hisFdwer, which is over tht whole World ; and 
‘ will be, when the World is gone. And in the Lord’s Power and 
‘ Truth Rejoice, Friends, over that, which makes to fuffer, in the 
‘ Seed, which was, before it was : for the Life, and Truth, and the 
‘ Power of God is over all. And all keep in that ; and if ye do fuffer 
‘ in that, it is to the Lord. Friends, the Lord hath blclfed you in 
‘ Outward Things ; and now the Lord may Try you, Whether your 
‘ Minds be in the Outward Things ; or with the Lord, that gave you 
‘ them ? Therefore keep in the Seed, by which all Outward Things were 
‘ made; and which is over them all. What ! (hall not I pray, and 
‘fpeak to God, with my Fate towuds Heavenly Jerufalem, according 
‘ to ray wonted Time i And let not any one’s Dalilah Jhave his Head, 
‘ left fuch Ufe tlKV Strength ; neither Rtjl in its Lap, left the Phili. 

‘ fines be upon you. For your Reli is in ChriSi Jefus ; therefore ReU not 
' in any thing elfe.

On the FirU Day of the Week, next after the AH came in force, I 
Crums- went to the Meeting at Grace-Church-Street, where 1 expetfted, the 

Miihf ^ f found the 

Street full of People, and a Guard fet to keep Friends out of their 
Meeting-houfe. I went thereupon to the other Paffage, that goes out 
oi Lomhard-Street, and there alfo I foundaCMr^; but the Cwr/ 
was full of Veople, and a Friend was fpeaking amongft them : But 
fpake not long. And when he had done, 1 ftood up, and was moved 
to fay ; ‘ Saul, Saul, why perfecutefl thou me i It is bard for thee to kick 
‘ againjl that, that pricks thee. Then I Ihcwed, that it is Saul’s Ha- 
‘ sure, that perfecutes ftill ; and that they, who perfecute Chrift in his 
‘Members now, where he is made manileft, kick againft that which 
■< pricks them. That it was the Birth of the Flejh, that perfecuted 
‘ the Birth born of the Soirit : and that it was the Nature of Dogs to 
‘ tear and devour theSwr/; but that wc fuffered as Sheep, that did 
‘ not kite again : for we were a pmeahle People, and did love them, 

‘ that perfecuted us. After I had fpoken a while to this Effed, the Co»- 

Jiahle 
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Jlahle came, with an hfomer and Souldien ; and as they p/ucJttd me 1670. 
dowH, Ifaid; Blejfcd are the Peace-makers. The Cmmander of the''''’V%i# 
Souldiers put me among the Sculdiers, and bid them fecure me- toying 
to me, Tow are the Man / looked for. They took iKo Johi$ Bartiejfate and 
another Friend ; and had us away firft to the Exchange, and afterward 
towards More-fields. As we went along the Streets, the People were 
very moderate : and fome of them laught at the Conjlahle, and told 
him , We would not runaway. The Informer went with us VnknowH; 
till falling into Difcourfe with one of the Company, he faid ; It would 
never be ajpod World, till all People came to the good Old Religion, 
that was Two hundred Tears ago. Whereupon I asked him, /irt thou 
a Papift ? What ! a Papifk-Informer i for Two hundred years ago there 
was no other Religion, but that of the Papifts. He faw, he had enfna- 
rf</himfelf ; and was Vexed at it : for as he went along the Streets, I 
fpake often to him ; and manifefled, what he was. When we were 

come to the Mayor's Houfe, and were in the Courtyard, feveral of the ~ 

People, that flood about, asked me ; Mow, and for what I was taken ? 

I defired them to Ask the Informer ; and alfo know, what his tfame 
was : but he refufed to tell his Name. Whereupon one of the Mayor’s 
Officers, looking out at a Window, told him ; He fhould teH his Name, 
before he went away ; for r^Lord Mayor (he (aid) would know, by what 
Authority he intruded himjelf with Souldiers into the Execution of tbofe 
Laws, Mch belonged to the Civil Magiftrate to Execute, and not to the 
Military. After this he was reftlefe, and eager to be gone ; and went 
to tlic Porter to be let out. One of the Officers called to him, fay- 
ing, Have you brought People hereto Inform againB, and now will yon 
go away, before my Lord Mayor comes i Some called tothePw/er, not 
to let him out : Whereupon he forcibly pulled open the Door, and flipt 
out. No fooner was he come out into the Street, but the People gave 
a Shout, that made the Street ring again ; Crying out, A Papili-In- 
former ! A PapiB- Informer I We defired the Conjlalla and Souldiers 
to go forth, and Refcue him out of the Peoples Hands ; fearing, left 
they (hould have done him a Mifchief. They went, and brought him 
into the Mayors Entry ; where we llaid a while : But when he went 
out again, the People received him with fuch another Shout. Where- 
upon the Souldiers were fain to go, and Refcue him once more : and 
then they had him into a Houfe in an Alky ; where they pcrfwaded 
him to Change his Perriwig, and fo he got away unknown. 

When the Mayor came home, we were brought into the Room, 
where he was : fbmeof his Officers would have taken oflf out Hats; 
which he perceiving, called to them, and bid them Let us alone, and 
not meddle with our Hats : for (faid he) tb^ are not yet brought before 
me in Judicature. So we flood by, while he Examined fbme Presby- 
terian- and Baptift-Teachers ; with whom be was fbniewhat^4r/,and 
Convilled them. After he had done with them, I was brought up to 
the table, where be fate 5 and then the Officers took off my Hat, 

Aod the Mayor (aid mildly to me ; Mr. Fox, fouare an Eminent Mmt 
amongB thoje of your Prtffiffion ; pray, mOyou he InfirsmenUsl, to dif- 
fuade them from meeting in fneb great Numbers : for (faid he) feeing 
Cbrift hath protnifed, tltot Where two or three are met in his Name, he 
will be in the midft of them; and the Ait^ and Parliament are graci* 
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i6jo. oufly picalcd to allow of Four to meet together to fVor/hip God: Why 
l/'VNJ will not you be content to partake both of Chrift’s fromife to tivo or 
London, fhree, the Kings Indulgence to Four i I anfwtred to this purp6fc: 
At Mtjor I i chrift's fromije was not to difcourage many from Meeting togi^ 
‘ ther in his Name ; but to encourage the Few, that the jeweH might 
‘ not forbear to Meet, becaufe of their Fewnefs. But if Chrift hath 
‘ promifed to manileft his Prefence in the midft of fo fmallan Affemhly, 

* where but Two or Threemrc gathered in his Name ; how much more 
‘ would his Prefence abound, where Two or Three hundred are gathered 
‘ in his Name, f wifht him to confider, Whether this AB would not 

* have taken hold of Chrift, with his Twelve Apoftles and 70 Difciples 
‘(if it had been in their time) whoufed to Meet often together ; and 
‘ that with great Numbers ? However I told him, this AB did not 
‘ concern Vs ; for it was made againft Seditious Meetings, of fuch as 
‘ Met, under Colour and Pretence of Religion, to contrive InfurreBions, 
‘ as (the AB fays) late Experience had Jhewen ; but we had been fuffi- 

* cientJy Tried anA Proved, and always found peaceable : And therefore 
' he fhould do well, to put a difference between the Innocent, and the 
‘ Guilty. He faid, The Aft was made again Meetings, and a Worjhip 
‘ not according to the Liturgy. I told him, {According to ] was not 
‘ ihtvery fame thing : and I askt him, * Whether the Liturgy was ac- 

* cording to tht Scriptures'; And whether we might not re 

‘ fares, and fpeak Scriptures ? He laid, Tes. I told him, ‘ This AB 
‘ took hold only of fuch, as did Meet to plot and contrive InfurreBions, 
‘ as late Experience had jhewen : but they had never Experienced that 
‘ by us. Becaufe Thieves are fometimes on the Road, mull not flo- 
‘ neft Men travel therefore i And becaufe Plotters and Contrivers have 
‘ Met to do Mijchief, muft not an honeft, peaceable People Meet to do 
‘ Good i If we had been a People, that did Meet to Plot and Contrive In~ 
‘ furreBions, &c. we might have drawn our felves into Fours ; for 
‘ Four might do more Mifchief in Plotting, than if there were Four 
‘ Hundred', becaufe might fpeak out their Minds more freely one 
‘ to another , than Four Hundred could. Therefore we being Inno- 
‘ cent, and not t\\ePeople this AB concerns ; we keep our Meetings, as 
•weufed to do: and, I faid, 1 believed, that he knew in his Confei- 
‘ ence, we were Innocent. After this, and (bine more Difeourfe, he took 
our Names, and the places, where we lodged ; and at length, inafmuch 
as the Informer was gone, fetus at 

Being fet at Liberty, the Friends , that were with me, asked 
Gut.Mtn.mt, Whether I would go 'i I told them, ‘To Gracious- Street- Meet' 
again, if it were not over. When we came there, the People 
were generally gone ,• only fome few flood at the Gate. We went 
into Gerrard Roberts his Houfe ; and from thence I fentout to know, 


how the other Meetings in the City were ? And 1 underftood, that at 
feme of the Meeting-places Friends wttekept out ; and at others they 
were taken, but fet at Liberty again a few days after. A glorious tim^ 
it was ; for the Lord s Power came over all, and his Everlafling Truth 
got Renown. For as faft as lome, that were /peaking, were taken down, 
others were moved of the Lord to ft and up and [peak ; to the admira- 
tion of the People : and the more, becaufe many Baptifts and other 
SeBaries left their Publick Meetings, znd came to fee, how the Quakert 

would 
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would ? As for the A/orwr aforelaid, he was To frighted, that 1670. 
there durft hardly any Informer appear puhlickly again in Londen for 
feme time after. But the Mayor, whofe Name was Samuel Starling, 
though he carried himfelf fmatthly towards us, proved afterwards a 
very great Perjecutor of our Friends; many of whom he cart into 
Prijtn, as may be feen in iht Books of the Trials of W.Penn, W.Mead, 
and others at the Old Baily this Year. 

After fome time, the Heat of Perfecuticn in the City began to 
abate, and Meetings were quieter there; and 1 being then clear of 
the City, went to vifit Friends in the Country ; having feveral Meet' 
ings, as I went, in }Mddlejex, Buckinghamfhire and Oxferdfiire, which tuMuftx. 
were quiet: though in fome places there was much Threatning. At 
Reading moft of the Friends were in Prifon ; and I went thither to OxjertKhin 
Vifit them : And W'hen I had been a while with them, the Friends that 
were Prifoners, gathered together, and feveral other Perfons came in ; 
fo that I had a fine Opportunity amongft them, and ‘ declared the 
‘ Word of I^e, encouraging them in iheTruth: and they were Re- 
‘ freflied in feeling the ¥ re fence Power of the Lord amongfl them. 

When the Meeting was ended, the Jailer under (landing, that I was 
there, the Friends were troubled, and concerned how to get me out 
fafe again : for they feared, left he (hould flop me. But after I had 
ftaid awhile, and Eaten with them, I went dow’o ihe 5 'r<jr>r.-ardthc 
Jailer being at the Pear, I put my hand in my Pocket, which he had 
luch an Eye to, hoping to get (bmething of me* that he asked me no 
Qt^ftion. So I gave him fomething, and bad him, Be kind and civil 
to my Friends in Prifon, whom I came to Vifit : And he let me pafs 
out without Interruption. But foon after Ifaac Pennington coming to 
Vifit them, he ftopt him ; andcaufed him to be made a Prifoner. 

Next Morning I rid about Fourteen Miles to a Meeting, at a place „ a. 
called Baghurjl in Hampjhire ; Thomaa Brigges being with me. When Bjghmft. 
we came into the Parijh, fome foher People came to us, and told us. 

That the Prieji of the Tom was an Envious Man, and did Threaten tu. 

We went on to the Meeting, which was large ; and after fome time 
Thomas Brigges flood up and fpake. Now it feems.thc Priefl had got 
a Warrant, and Cent the Conftahles and other Officers with it ; And 
they came to the Heufe, and flay’d a while, and then went away 
again ; but did not come into the Meeting : So we in tht Meeting did 
not know of their being there. But after Thomas Brigges had done 
fpeaking, I was moved of the Lord to (land up, and declared the 
Word ot Life to the People ; and a precious Meeting we had. When 
I had done fpeaking, and the Meeting was ended and rifen, I heard a 
grttx Clutter \oxh.tTard-. and when we came forth, ibiMan of the 
Houfe told us. That the Officers had been in the tioufe before, but did 
not come into the Meeting ; hut voent away without doing any thing. And 
that now the Priefl in a great Ragp had fent them again, and his own Ser- 
vant with them. But the Meeting being ended before they came, 
they could do nothing now : And thus the good Providence of the 
Lord preferved us from the Wicked Defign of the Envious Priefl, and 
out of his Snare ; but the Priefl was in a great Rage.

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i6'jo. From thence We went to a Frienit s Houfe on the Edge of Bark- 
Jhire, where feveral FrienJs came to vifit us. And afterwards we 
paHcd into Surrey, vifiting Friends, and had many precious Meetings: 

Srd. till we came to Srepten Smith near Giii//erd, where great Perfeentm 
had been ; and very much Gecds had teen taken away from Friends 
thereabouts for their Meetings, and under great threatnings they W'cre 
at that time: yet we had feveral blefled Meetings there, and therea- 
bouts; and the Lord's Power was over all, in and by which w e w ere 
prefer ved. 

Suffix. We went out of Surrey into Snjfex, by Richard Baxes, where we 
bad a large, precious Meeting, and quiet ; though the Conftahles had 
given out Threatnings before. Afterwards 1 had many more Meetings up 
and down in that County ; and though there were fome Threatnings, yet 
Meetings were peaceable ; and Friends were refrefhed, and eOablifhcd 
upon the Foundation of God, that Hands fure. When I had throughly 


Ktnt. vifited Sujfex, I went into Kent ; and had many glorious and precious 
Meetings in feveral parts of that Count). I went up into Eajl-Kent to a 
dmI- Meeting near Deal, w hich was very large : and returning from thence 
Cinterbu- to Canterbury, vifited Friends there : and then pafled into the Jfle of 
Shepp, where I ftaid Two or Three Days ; and thither came Alexander 
sheppy. ParKer, George Whitehead and John Roufe to me. 

The next day after they came, finding my Service for the Lord fi- 
nilhed there, we pafied away towards Rochefler. And on the way, as 
I was w alking down an Hit, a great Weight and Opprefm fell upon 
my Spirit : 1 got on my Horfe again ; but the Weight remained fo W 
vy on me, that I was hardly able to Ride. At length we came to 
Rochtftcr. Rochefler, but 1 was much /pent ; being fo extreamly loaden and bur- 
dened with the Worlds Spirits, that my Life was opprtfled under them. 
Grmfcnd 1 got with difficulty to Graves-End, and lay at an Inn there ; but could 
hardly cither Eat or Sleep. The next day John Roufe and Alexander 
Parker went for London ; and John Stubbs being come to me, he and 


f.ffix. I went over the Ferry into Ejfex, We came to a place called Herne- 
Horne- Church, where was a Meeting on the Firfl-Day : And after the Meet- 
SimL^rd. ‘"i * TJneaftnefl to Stratford, Three Miles from London, 

to a Friends Houfe there, whofe Name was Williams ; and who had 


formerly been a Captain. Here I lay exceeding Weak, and at laft loft 
both my Hearing and my Si^t ; fo that I could neither hear nor fee. 
Several Friends came, thither to me itom London : and 1 told them ; 

‘ That I ffiould be as a Sign, to fuch as would not fee, and fuch as 
‘ would not hear the Truth. In this Condition I continued a pretty 
while, and feveral People came about me ; and though I could not fee v 
their Perfons, yet 1 felt and difeerned theirSpirits, who of them was 
honeli-hearted, and who was not. Divers Friends that praftifed Pby- 
ftek, came to fee me, and would have given me Phyfick ; but 1 was not 
to meddle with any of their Medicines ; For 1 was fenfibic, 1 had a 
Travel to go through ; and therefore fpake to Friends, to let none 
but folid, weighty Friends be about me. And under great Sufferings 
and Graanivgs, and Travels, and Sorrows, and Oppreftont I lay for fe- 
veral Weeks ; whereby 1 was brought fo Low and Weak in Body, that 
lew thought, 1 cculdhave lived: and feme, that were with me, went 
auay, faying. They would not fee me die ; and it was reported both in

and in the that \ dtceaftd : But I felt the jtrr</V Ffluief 1670. 

inwardly fopporting me. And when they, that were about^me, had (yv\J 
given me up to die, I fpake to them, to get a Coach to carry me S'^'tont- 
to Gerrard Roberts's^ tboat Twelve iWlesoff: For Hound, it was ray ' - 

place, to go thither. I had now Recovered a little GlimmemgSight, 
to that I could difeern the People and Fields^ as I went ; and that was 
all. When 1 came to Gerraras^t was very Weak ; and I was moved 
to fpeak to him, and encourage him. And after I had Raid about Three 
Weeks there, it was with me to go to Enfield: Friends utre afraid of 
my Removing: but I told them, I might fafely go. And when lhad 
taken my leave of Gerrard, and was come to Enfield, I went firft to EnfitW. 
vifit Amor Stoddart ; who lay there very Weak, and almoft Speechlefi. 

I was moved to tell him, ‘ He had been faithful as a Man, and faithful 
‘ to God ; and that the Immortal Seed of Life was his Crown. And with 
many more Words I was moved to fpeak to him ; though I my ftlf 
was then fo Weak, I was hardly able to ftand : and within a few days 
after Amor tiicd. I went to the Widow Drfs at Enfield, and there 
1 lay ail that Winter ; warring in Spirit with the Evil Spirits of the 
World, that Warred againll Truth and Friends. For there were great 
Perfecutiont at this time : fome Meeting-houfes were pluck’d down, and 
many were broken up by Souldiers ; who would come, fometimes a Troop 
of F/or/e, Of a Company of Foot, and they would break their Swords, 
Carbines, Muskets and Pikes with beating Friends : and many Friends 
they wounded, (0 that their Blood hy in the Streets. Amongft others, 
that were Allive in this Cruel Perfecution at London, my Old Adver- 
fary Col. Kirby was one ; who with a Company of Foot went to break 
up (everal Meetings : and he would often Inquire for me at the Afeer. 
tugs, he brake up. But one time, as he Went over the Water to Horjly- 
Down, there happening fome Scuffle between fome of his Souldiers, 
and fome of the Watermen, he bid his Men, Fire at them ; and they 
did fo, and Killed fome. 

But I was under great Sufferings at this time, beyond what I have 
w'ords to declare. For I was brought into the Deep, and law all the 
Religions of the World, and People that lived in them, and the Priejls 
that held them up j who were as a Company of Men-Eaters, eating up 
the People like Bread, and gnawing the Flejh from olT their Bones. But 
as for True Religion and Worjhip, and Miniflers of God, Alack ! I faw, 
there was none afnongft thole of the World, that pretended to it. For 
they, thar pretended to be tht Church, were but a Company of Men- 
Eaters, Men of Cruel P'ffages, and of long Teeth ; who, though they 
had cried againft the Mem Eaters in America, yet I faw, they were in 
the lame Nature. And at the great profeffing fews did eat up Cod' s 
people, like Bread, and the Fdfe Prophets and Priefts then preached 
Teace to People, lb long as they put into their Mouths and fed them ; 
but if they fed them not, they prepared War againft them : they ate 
their Flejh off their Bones, and chopped them for the Caldron ; fo thefe, 
that prolefs tliemlelves Chriflians now, (both Priefts and Profeffors) 
and were not in the fame Power zr)d Spirit, that Cbrili and theHoly 
Prophets and Apoftles were in, were in the fame Nature, that the old, 
profelling Jews were in, and were Men-Eaters, as well as they. Thefe 
ftirred Perfecution, and fet the wicked Informers on work ; fothat a 
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1670. Friend co\x\ii hardly fpeak a few Words in a private Fmilyy before they 
fate down to eat keat^ but lome were ready to Inform againft them. 
Enfitid. A particular Inftance of which I have heard, as followeth. 

At Dreitwkh Jo.Cartwright came to a Friend's Houfe : and being 
moved of the Lord to fpeak ifewWords, belore he fate down to Sup^ 
per ; there came an Injormety and flood heark’ning under the Window, 
And when he had heard the Friend fpeak, hoping to get feme Gain 
to himfelf, he went and Informed ; and got a Warrant to Diflrain the 
Friend’s Goods, under pretence, that there was a at his 

Whereas there was none in the Honfe at that time, when the Friend 
fpake before Supper, but himfelf, the Man of the Houfe, and his Wife, 
and their Maid-Servant. But tins Evil-minded man, as he came back 
Exmfit. with his Warrant in the Might, fell ofot his //pr/e,and brake his Neck, 
So there was a Wretched End ot a Wicked Informer ; who hoped to 
have enriched himfelf by fpoiHng Friends: but the Lord prevented him, 
and Cut him off in his Wickednefs, and fpoiled him. 

Now, though it was a Cruel, Bloody, Terfecuting Time, yet the 
Loris Power went over all, and his Evtrlalling Seed prevailed ; and 
Friends were made to ftand firm and faithful in the Lord’s Power : 
And feme of \.\it Sober People ol the World w ould fay, If Friends did 
not /land, the Nation would run into Debauchery. 

And though by realon of my Weaknefi, 1 could not travel about 
amongfl Friends, as I ufed to do ; yet in the Motion of Life I fent 
the following Lines, as an Encouraging Tef imony, amongfl them. 

My Dear Friends, 

* '"T^HE Seed is above all, in it Walk ; in which ye all have Life. 
‘ J. Be not amazed at the Weather : for always the Juki fuffered 

* by the Z/njufi ; but the Jufl had the Dominion. And all along ye 
‘ may fee, by Faith the Mountains were fubdued ; and the Rage of 
‘ the Wicked, and his Fiery Darts were quenched. And though the 
‘ Waves and Storms be high, yet your Faith will keep you to Swim 
‘ above them : for they are but for a Time } and the Truth is with- 
‘ out Time. Therefore keep on the Mountain of Holinefs, ye who are 

* led to it by the Light ; where nothing (hall hurt. And do not think, 
‘that any thing will outlaftthe Truth, which ftandeth fure; and is 
‘ over that, which is out of the Truth : for the Good will Overcome 

* the Evil, and the Li^t Darknefs, and the Life Death, and Fertue 
‘ Fice, and RighteoufMep Vnrighteoufneff. The Falfe Prophet cannot 

* overcome the True : but the True Prophet, Chrift, will overcome 
‘ all the Falfe. So be Faithful, and live in that, which doth not think 

* the time long.

But 
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Blit after fome time it plcafed the L 0 rd to allay the Wsat of this G^'VSi 
Vitlent Perfecuticn : and I felt in Spirit an overcoming of the Spirits ■^•***‘*‘ 
of thofe Men-Eaters, that had flirted it Up, and carried it on to that 
Height of Cruelty ; though I was outwardly very Weak. And I plainly 
felt, and thofe FrieuJs that were with me, and that came to Vifit me, 
faw and took notice, that as the Perfecution Ceafed, 1 came from under 
the Travils and Sufferings, that had lain with (uch Weight upon me t 
So that towards the Spring I began to Recover, and to walk up and 
down, beyond the Expedtation of many ; who did not think, I could 
ever have gone abroad again, I had been fo exceeding Weak through 
the Travel and Exercife, that was upon my Spirit. 

Whilft I was under this Spiritual Travel and Suffering, the State of 
the City New Jerufalem, which comes down out ot Heaven, was open- 
ed to me; Carnal-minded People had looked upon to be 

like an outward City or Town, that haddropt out of the Elements : But 
I faw the Beauty ^od.'Glory of it, \\\e Length, the Breadth, and the 
Height thereof, all in Compleat Proportion. And I law, that all, 
who are within the Light of Chri^i, and in his Faith, which he is the 
Author of, and in xht Spirit, the Holy GhoH, which ChtiPi, and the 
Holy Prophets and Apoflles were in, and withiri the Grace and Truth, 
and within the Power of God (that was before the Devil was) which 
was the Wads of the City ; luch are within the City, fuch are Members 
of this City, and have right to Eat of the Tree oi Life, which yields her 
Fruit every Month, and whole Leaves arc for the healing of the Na- 
tions. But they that are out of the Grace, out of the Truth, out of 
the Lighl, Spirit and Power of God ; luch as Refift the Holy Ghofi, 
quench, vex and grieve the Spirit of God, and hate the Light, and 
turn theGwctfof Gvi/into Wantonnefs, and do Defpight to the 
of Grace ; fuch as have erred from the Faith, and made Ship-wrack of 
it, and of a GW Cv«/c/rrrff, and abufe the Fewer of God. and defpife 
Prophefying, Revelation and Infpiration ; thefe are the Drgj and 
believers, that arc without the City : And thefe make up the great 
City Babylon, Confufion, and her Cage, the Power of Darknejl ; and 
the Evil Spirit of Error furround and cover them over. And in this 
great City Babylon are the Falje Prophets, in the falfe Power and falfe 
Spirit, and the Beajl in the Dragons Power, and the Whore,th.tX is gone 
a Whoring from the Spirit of God, and from Chrijl, her Husband : 

But the Loris Power is over all this Power of Darknefs, Cage, Whore, 

Beast, Dragon, Falfe Prophets and their Worfliippers, who are for the 
Lake, which burns with Fire. Many things more did I fee concern- 
ing the Heavenly City, the Hew Jerufalem, which are hard to be 
uttered ; and would be hard to be received. But in (hort. This Holy 
City is within the Light ; and ail that are within the Li^ht, are within 
theC//y; the Gates whereof (land open all the Day, ftor there is no 
Hight there) that all may come in: and Chriffs Blood heirtg fhed for 
every Man, and he tafted Death for every Man, and enlightneth eve- 
ry Man that cometh into the World, and hisGMCc, that brings Salva- 
tion, having appeared to all Men, there is no Place or Language, but 
there hisNo/ce may be heard. The Chrijiians in the Primitive Times 
were called by Chrift A City fet upon an Hill ; and they Were alfo 

called 
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1670. called The Light of the World, and The Salt of the Earth : But when 
l/V^thc Chriftians loft the Ught, zt^iSalt, and Fewer of God, then they 
EofitU. came to he trodden under foot, like unfavonry Salt. Even as the Jews , 
who while they kept the Law of God, were kept above all Ifations ; 
but when they turned their Backs on God and his I.<jw,then were they 
trodden under foot of other Nations. So Adam and Eve, while they 
obeyed God, were kept in his Image, and in the Faradife of God , in 
Dominion over all the Works of God’s Hands : but when they difobeyed 
God, they loft the Image of God, the Righteoufnefs and tlie Holinefi, 
in which they were made ; they loft tlieir Dominion, and were driven 
out of Faradife : and fo fell under the dark Fower of Satan, and came 
under the Chains of DarknefS. But the Fromije of God was. That the 
Seed of the Woman, Chrift Jefus, fisould hruife the Serpents Head, VksovXA 
break his Power and Authority, which had led \atoCaptivity, and bad 
held Man in it. So Chrili, who is the FirSi and Lali, lets Man free, 
and is the Refnrrellion of the Juli and VnjuSi, the Judge of the Quick 
and Dead ; and they that are in him, are invefted with everlafting 
ReSi and Peace, out of all the Labours, and Travels, and Miferies of 
Adam in the Fall. So he is fufficient, and of Ability to Rejlore Man 
up into the State, that Man was in before he/W/; and not into that 
State only, but up into that State alfo, that never fell, even to him- 
fclf. 

I had alfb in this time a great Exercife and travel of Spirit upon 
me, concerning the Fosaers and Rulers of thefe Nations, from the 
feofe I had of the many tender Fiftations and faithful Warnings, that 
had been given them; and of their great ^ 4 ^/^ thereof: who had re* 
fufed to hear, and had rejeded the Counfel of the Lord, And though 
I knew, frie«</r would be Clear of their Blood-, yet I could not but 
Mourn over them, and gave forth thefe few Lines following concern* 
ing them: 


‘ T T /E have given them a Vifitation, and have faithfully Warned 
‘ V V them ; and have declared to them our Innoctncy and Vp- 
‘ rightnefs, and that we never did any Hurt to the King, nor to any 
‘ of his People. We have nothing in our Hearts, but Love and Good- 
• will to him and bis People ; and defire their Eternal Welfare. But 
‘ if they will not hear, then the Day of Judgment and of Sorrow, of 
‘ Torment and Mifery, and fudden DeJlruRion will come from the Lord 
‘ ^on them, that have been the Caife of the Sufferings of many 
‘ Jhoufands fimple, innocent, harmlefs People, that have done them no 
‘ hurt, nor have had any III Witt towards him or them ; but havede- 
‘ fired their Eternal Good, for the Eternal Truth's fake : DeftruHion 
‘ will come upon them, that turn the Sword backward. Therefore 
‘ do not blind your Eyes ; the Lord will bring fwift DeJlruUion and 
‘ Mifery upon you : Surely, he will do it, and will relieve his Innocent 
‘ F eople ; who have groaned for Deliverance from under your Oppref- 
*fion, and have alfo groaned for your out of Wickednefs. 

‘ Blclled be the Lord God, that he hatha People in this Nation, that 
‘ feeks the Good of all Men upon the Face of the Earth : For w e have 
‘ the Mind of the Lord Jefus Chrili, that defires not the Death of a 

Sinner, 



‘ Sinner ; but the Salvation and Good of all : Blefled be the Name of t6^bi 
‘ the LtrJ our God for ever. (>V\i 




While I continued at Enfield, a (enfe cdme uport rtie of an 
that fometimes hap’ned, by Terftns coming under the Profejfm of 
Truth out of one Country into another, to take an Hushana or Wifi 
amongft friends, where they were Strangers ; and it was not known, 
Whether they were C/wr and Or dVr/v, or no. And it Opened in me 
to recommend the following Metiioi unto Friends, for preventing 
filch Inconveniences : Whereupon I writ the following Lines. 


* A LL Friends, that do Marry, whether they be Men or Women, if 
‘ ix they come out of another Nation, Ijland, Plantation or Coun- 

* ty, let them bring a Certificate from the Mens-Mee(ing of that Coun^ 

‘ ty. Nation, Ifiand or Plantation, from which they come, to the Men's 

* Meeting , where they do propound their Intention of Marriage : 

* for the MedS' Meeting being made up of the Faithful, this will flop 
‘ all lad and raw Spirits from Roving up and down. And then when 
‘ any come with & Certificate, ot Letter of Recommendation from one 

* Men's-Meeting to another, one is refrelhed by another; and can fet 

* their Hands and Hearts to the thing ; and this will take away a 

* great deal ol Trouble. And then, what ye have to lay to them in 
‘ the Power of God, in Admonifhing and InflruHing them, ye are left 
‘ to the Power and Spirit of God to do it ; and to let them know the 
‘ Duty ot Marriage, and what it is : that there may be an Vnity and 
‘ a Concord in the Spirit, and Power, and Light and Wifdom of God, 

‘ throughout all the Men s-Meetings in the whole fForW, in Owe, in the 

* Life. Let Copies of this be fent to every County, and Nation, and 

* Ifiand, where Friends arc ; that fo all things may be kept holy and 
‘ pure, and righteous in t/nity and Peace ; and God over all may be 
‘ glorified among you, his Lot, his People and Inheritance, who are 
‘ his Adopted Sons and Daughters, and Heirs of his Life. So no more, 

‘ but my Love in that which changeth not.

I mentioned before, tliat upon the Notice I received of my Wife’s 
being had to Trifon again, 1 fent two of her Daughters to the King ; 
and ilicy procured his Orter to the Sheriff of Lancafhire for her Dif- 
dirge. But though I expeded, (he would have been fet at Liberty 

thereby ; 
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therfebyj yet this Viojent 5 /er»» of Ferfecutm coming (uddcnly on 1671. 
upon it, the Perjecutws there did not ReUafe her , but found means 
to hold her ftill in Prifon. But now the Perjecut 'm a littJe ctaiing, I Voodoo, 
was moved to (peak to Martha Ftjhefy and another Woman- Frund, to 
go to the King about her Liberty. They went in the Faith, and ia 
the Lord's Power i and th^Lord gave them Favour with tlie King, fo 
that he granted a under the to Clear both her 

and berBJiate, after (he had been TenTears a Prifoner, ,and Premupi- 
red : The like whereof was fcarce to be heard in England. I (tnt down 
the Difcharge forthwith by a Friend : by whom alio L writ to her, both 
to Inform her, how to get it delivered to the faiflices ; and allo.to Ac^ 
quaint her, that it was upon me froth the Lord, to go beyond the Seas, 
to vifit the plantations in America : and therefore defired her to ha- 
llen up to London, as foon as (he could conveniently, alter Ihe had ob- 
tained her Liberty', becaufethe Shif was then fitting for the Voyage. 

In the mean time I got down to Kingflon, and (laid at John Rous his Kingnoo. 
Houfe, till my Wife came up : and then I began to prepare tor the 
Voyage. But the f early Meeting being near at hand, I tarried till that London- 
was over. A very Urge Meeting it was ; for many Friends came up/'" ’*"'* 
to it from all parts of the Hation, and a very precious Meeting it was; 
for th/e Lord's Fewer was over all, and his glorious, cverlallingly-re- 
nowned Seed of IJfe was exalted above all. 

Now aftef thas Meeting was over, and I bad fiaifhed my Services for 
the Lord here in England, the Ship alfo, and the Friends that intended 
to go with me, being ready, 1 went down to Gravesend on the i%tb 
day of the Sixth Month ; my Wife, and leveral Friends, accompanying 
me to the Lems. We went from Wap'ping in a Barge to the Ship, wipplng. 
which lay a little below Graves-end ; and there we found the Friends, Grayefend, 
that were bound for the Voyagt with me , who > went down to the 
Ship the Night before, Their Names were, Thomas Brigges, William 
Eamundfon, John Roufe, John Stubbs, Solomon Eccles, James, Lancajler, 

John Cartwright, Robert Widders, George Pattifon, John Hull, Eliza- 
beth Hooton, and Eliz.Miers.. The we were to go in, was a 
Tatcb ; and it was called The [nduflry : the Majlers Name was Tho- 
mas Forfier ; and the number of Paffengers ^howt Fifty. I lay that 
Night on Board ; but moft of the Friends lay at Graves end. Early 
next morning the Pafengers, and thofc Friends, that intended to ac- 
company us to the Downs, being come on Board, we took our Leave 
in great Teodernefsof thole Friends, that came with us to Graves- 
£ff^only, and were to return from thence ; and fet Sail about the 
Sixth Hour to the Morning, for the Dotens t and having a Fair Wind, , 
we Out-failed all the Ships, that were outward bound ; and got thither TheDtPof 
by the Evening. Some of us went a>(hore that Night, and lodged 
at Deal ; where wc underftood, that an Q^cer had Order from the 
Governour, to take our blames in Writing : which he did the next 
Morning ; though we told him, they had been taken at Graves- End. 

In thie Afternoon, the Wind (erving, 1 took my leave of my Wifi, and 
the other Friends, (both that came down from London with us, and 
that came from Diver, and other parts of the Country tb Vifit us,*) and 
went on Board. But before we could fet Sail, there being two of the TheD«i»i(/ 
Frigats riding in the Downs, the Captain o^ one of them &nt hia 
Pre^mafier on Board us, who took off Three of our Sek-'men. This bad 
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1671. certainly delayed, if not wholly left owFoyagty had not the Caftam 
UV^of the other Frigaty being Informed of the Le*kin«ft of our Fe^ely 
ihtDtvns and Length of our VtyagCy in Compaffiofl and much Civility fpared 
us two of bis own Mm. And befofe this was over, an O^cer of the 
Cuflom-houfe came on BoarJ us, to ptritfc FacquetSy and get Fees : So 
that what with the one and the other, we w ere kepi from Sailing^ till 
about Sun jtt ; during which Stef a very confiderable number of 
Merchant-Men outwatd bound# were got frveral Leagues before us. 6 m 
AiSm. being now Cleary we fet Sail in the Evening ; and by ntpct Morning 
overtook part of that Fleet about the hcr^ of Dover. We fboti 
reach’d the reft j and iti a little time left them all behind us : for our 
Tatch was counted a very fwift Sailer. But ftie was very Leaky ; ib 
that the iSrd-fwa, and forae of xhtPaffengers did for the moil part 
Pump Day and Hight. One day they obferved, that in Two Hours 
time flic fuck’t in Sixteen Inches of Water in the WeS. 

Wheh we had been about Three Weeks at Sea, one Afternoon wc 
cfpied a Feffel about four Leagues a-ftern of us. Our Majler laid, It 
was a Sillyman of War j and he (ectned to give us Chaje. Our Mi^er 
faid, Cemey let us go to Supper ; and when it grows dark, we Pad lofe him : 
But this he fpake to plcale and pacifie tile Paffengersy feme oi w horn 
began to be very apprehcnfive of the Danger. But Friends were well 
fatisfied in thcmfelves, having Faith in God, and tiO Fear upon their 
Spirits. When the Sun was gone down, I faw the Ship out of my 
Cahiin-y and I (aw, (be made toWards Us. When it grew dark, we 
altered our Ceurfe to mifr her : but flie altered alfb, and gained upon 
us. At Might the Mafter and others Ctme into my Cailin, and asked 
me# What they fhiuld do i I told them, ‘ I was no Mariner : and I 
asked them, * Wlm they thought was beft to do ) They faid, There 
were hut two Ways, either to Outrun him ; it Tick ahout, and held tie 
fami Ciurfe we k>ere giing before. I told them, ‘ If he were a Thief, 
‘ they might be lure, lie w ould Tack aiont too : And as for Outrunning 
‘ hini# it was to no purpofe to tllkof that j for they faw, he Sailed 
‘ faficr than we. Then they asked me again, What they fieuld do ^ 
for (they faid) if the Mariners bad taken I^aul’j Connjel, they had not 
come to the Damage they did. I told them, ‘ It was a Trial of Faith ,* 

* and therefore tfie Lord was tb be Waited on fox Comfel. So retiring 
in Spirit, the Lord (heaved rtic, ‘ Thit his Life and rower was placed he- 
‘ tween us, dnd the Ship, that jmrfued us. 1 told this to the Majler and 
‘ the reft ; and that the beft way waS to tack about, and ftetr our 

* Right Courje. I wilhed them aifo to put out all their Candles, but 
‘ that they Itecred by; and to (peak to ail the Pajpngers to be ftill and 

* quiet. About the 1 1 ri& hoar in the Might the Watch called, and faid ; 
They were juli uptm us. That difquieicd feme of the Pafengen; 
whereupon I fate up in my Cahhin ; end looking through the Port- 
hole, the Moon being hot quite dbwn, I (aW them very near us. I was 
getting up to go out of the Cahhin : but tcmembring the Word of die 
Lord, That his Life and Power was placed hitween us, and them ; I lay 
down again. The Mafier, and fome of the Sea men came again, and 
hskd me ; If they might not fleer fifth a Point i I told them, ' They 
‘ might do as they woUld. By this time the Moon was gone quite 
down ; and a frefh dak arofe, atid the Siord lad w from them : thd 
we Ailed briskly bilk ahd iaW i^m no more, the mat day, beibg 
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xha Fir(i-DAy oi the Wesk;mn bad a.pubJick in thsiShip (as 1671. 
we ufually had on that throughout the Foyage^) and the Lord’i'*^^'^ 
freyeace was grcstely among us. And I defired the People ‘To mind the 

* Memes of the Lord, who had delivered them : for they might have 
‘ been all mthtTurks Hands \>y that time, had not the Lores Hand 

* laved them. About a Week after, the and fome of theiSw- 
men endeavoured to perfuade the Pafengers, That it was not a Turkilh 
Pirate, that chafed ns ; iut a^ Merchant-man going to ribe Canaries. But 
when I heard of it, I asked them, ‘ Why then did they fpeak fo to 

* me ? and why did they trouble the Pajfengers ^ And why did they 
' Tack alont from him, and alter their Courfe ? And I told them, 

* They Ihould take heed of fighting the Mercies of God. 

Afterwards, while we Were at A<ir^4</w, there came \m Merchant 
from Sally, and told the People ; That one of the Sally*men of War ^ 
faw a Monftrous Yatch at Sea, the greateB that ever hefaw, and had 
her in Chafe, and was juft nponher ; hut that there was a Spirit in her, 
that he could net take. This did Confirm us in the Belief, that it was 
z Sally-Man we faw make after us ; and that it was the Lord, thatde* 
livered us out of his Hands. 

', I was not $ea-Ji(k during the Voyage, as many of the Friends zad 
other Pajfengers were : But the many Hurts and Bruijes I had for- 
merly received , and the Griefs and Infirmities I had conttaded 
in England by extream Cold and Hardjhips, that I had under- 
gone in many long and fore Imprifonments, returned upon me, now 
that I came to Sea ; fo that 1 was very Id in my Stomach, and full of 
Violent Pains in my Bones and Ltmhs. This was, after I had been at 
Sea about, a Month : for during the fpace of about Three Weeks, after 
I came firfl to Sea, I fweat abundantly, chiefly my Head ; and my 
Body brake out into Pimples, and my Legs and Feet fwelled extrcamly, 
fp that ray Stockings and Slippers could not be drawn on without Diffi- 
culty and great Patn. 'Then on a hidden the iSirMr/Bgccafed. SothaC 
when I came into the hot Climate, where others Sweat mofl freely, I 
could not Sweat at all ; but my Flelh was hot, dry and burning: And 
that which before brake out ou my Body into Pimples, ftruck in again, 
and ftruck to my Stomach zx\d Heart ; fo that I was very Id and Weak 
beyond Exprefm. Thus 1 continued during the reft of iht Voyage, 
wliich was about a Month : for we were Seven Weeks and feme odd 
Days at Sea, 

On the Third of the Eighth Month, early in the Morning, we dif-BARBA- 
covered the Iflandoi Barbados j but it was between Hine and Ten at®°^’ 
Night, e’re we came to Anchor in Carlife-Bay.We got on Shore, zs foon^f''*^*' 
as we could 5 and 1 with feme others walked td a Friend's Houfe, a 
il/m^tf«r„whofe Name was Richard Forfiall, zhove z Quarter zit.ForjltH. 
Mile from the Bridge. But being very III and Weak, I was fb tired 
with that little Walk, that I was in a manner quite fpent, by that 
time 1 gpt thither. There I abode very III for feveral days ; and was 
(b far from Sweating, though in thAlhot Climate, that although they 
feveral times gave me things to make me Sweat, yet they could not 
$ring me to Sweat ; but what they gave me, did rather parch znd dry 
uf my Body \ and made me proUbly worie, than otherwife I might 
have been. Thus I continued for about Three Weeks, after 1 Landed,

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ifi 7 i. havkjgvcry ia my Brns^ and whole Am) ; fo that 

[cottld hardly get any Reft; yet notwithftaiidiDg I was pwttvChearyj 
hoMoi. and my Spirit kept above it all Neither did my Ilnefi take me off 
frofflthe^rtweof Trtttb) bttt both while I was nc&ta, and aii^r t 
came to BMriadu, before I was able to Tf*vtl about, 1 gave forth fc^ 
Veralfa/err, ( having a Friend io write for me;) fome of which I 
feni by the ^ Conveyance for England, to be Printed. 

AftCT I had refted three or fenr Day tit Rkhard Ferftalt% where 
many Friends catne to vifitmc, Jtbn Reus, having borrowed a Cmh 
of one o{ his Acquatntance there (called Colonel Chmnherlain) came 
tit. AM;.to fetch me in it to his Father Thmat Rent'% Houfe : But it was late, 
e’re we could get thither ; and little or no Refi could I take that Night. 
A few days alter that, OAGOtlCbmlerlain, who had lb kindly lent 
\mCeach, camctlutha togivemeaf^//fr ; and carried himfell very 
courteouily towards me. 

Soon after I came into the Jfland, 1 was Informed cf a remarkable 
Paffage, wherein the ^idlke of God did eminently appear : It was 
thus. There was a Tonng^Man of Barhadts, whofe Name was John 
Drakes (a Perfonof fome Note in the World’sAccount, but a Com- 
mon Swearer, and a had Man ;) who having been in England, and at 
London, had a mind to Marry a Tonng Maid, that was a Friends 
Danghter, left by her Mother very Totmg, and with a Confiderable 
Portion, to the 0»re and Government ot kvetzl Friends, whereof I 
was one. He made his Application to me, that he might have my 
Confent to Marry this Toung Maid. 1 told him, * I was one of her 

* Overfeers Appointed by her Mother, ( who was a Widow) to take 

* Care of her ; that if her Mother had intended her for a Matth to any 
‘ Man of the World, Ihe would have difpofed her accordingly: but Ihe 
‘ Committed her to Vs, that (be might be Trained up in the Fear of 

* the Lord ; and therefore I Ihould betray the Trnjl repofed in me, if 

* I (hould confent, that he, who was out of the Pear of God, Ihould 

* Marry her : which I would not do. When he faw, that be could not 
obtain, he returned to Barbados with great Offence of Mind againft 
me } but without juft Caufe. Afterwards, when he heard, I was 
conring to Barbados, he fwore dcfperately, and threatned, that, ff 
he conJd fojfthly proem it, he would have me burned to Death, when / 
eame there. Which a Friend hearing, asked him ; What / had done 
to him, that he was fo violent again^ me f He would not Anfwer, but 
laid again ; fd have him burnt. Whereupon the Fritnd replied. Do 
not march on too furionfly, leD thou come too foon to thy Jenmefs End. 
About ten days after this, he was llruck with a Violent Burning ir- 
ver, of which he dkdf and by which his Body was fo /torched, that 
the People took notice of it, ara fold t It was as black, as a Coal. And 
three days before t landed, his Body was kid in the Dull ; and it was 
taken notice of, as a fod Example. 

While I continued thus that I could not go abroad to Meet- 
ings ; the other friends, that came over with me,beftirred thcmfelves 
in the Lords Work t fot (tie next day butone, after we came on Shore, 
Bridge, they had a great Meeting at the Bridge, and after that fevtral Meetings 
in foveral parts of the l^nd ; which ahrmed the People of all lbrt\ 
lb that many came to our Meetings ; and fome of the Chiefefi Rank. 

For 
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For thlq^bld got my ArMjr,uaderftMdiflg I was come upon the ^9/, idys. 
and expeded to have feen me at thofe RUetingi ; not knowing, that li/VNJ 
I'msif'eak, and unable to go abroad. And indeed, tay Wtakneft^*'^'*^ 
continued the longer on me,by reafon, that ray Sfirii was much pref- 
fed down at the jirfiy with the Filth and Dirt, and Vnrighttaifntfi 
of the Pffhy which lay as an heavy Wtight and ImJ upon me. 
fiut after I bad been above a M»nih upoii the k/lAitJ, ray Spirit became 
fbmewhat E»Jier, and I began to recover in ^me meafure my ffcAlth 
and Strengthy and to get abroad among Fritnds. In the mean time» 
having opportunity to fend for Engknd, I writ to Fritnis there, to 
let them know, how it was with me ; as followeth 


Dear Friendsy 

‘ F have been very Weak thefe Seven Weeks part, and fo not able tp 
‘ 1 Write my fclf. My Defire is to you, and for you all, that ye 

* may live in the Fear of Gcdy and in Leva one unto another; and be 
‘ Sulje^ one to another in the Fear of God. I have been Weaker in 
' ray Body, than ever I was in my Life, that I remember; yea, my 
‘ Pains have been fuch, as I cannot exprefs : But yet my Heart 

* and S first is Arong. I have hardly thefe Seven Weeks paft, 

* though I am come into a very hot Climate ; where hardly any, but 
‘ are well nigh continually Sweating : But as for me, my old Bruifes, 

* Colds y Nmnefs and Pains ftruck inwardly, even to my very 

* Heart. So that little Felt 1 have taken; and the chiefeft things, 

* that were comfortable to my Stomach, were a little Water and pew- 

* dered Ginger ; But now 1 begin to drink a little Beery as well as l^<i- 

* ter ; and fometimes a little Wine aad Water mixed. Great Pains and 
‘ Travels I have felt, and in meafure am under ; But it is well ; my 
‘ Life is over all. This Ifland was to me as all of a Fire, e’re I came 

* toit; but now it is'lomewhat quenched and abated. I came in 
‘ Weaknef araongft thofe, that are Strong, and have fo continued ; 
‘ but now am got a little Chearyy and over it : Many Friends (and 

* fomeconfiderable Perfons of the World) have been with me. I tired 
‘ out my Body much, when amongft you in England ; it istheL«r<fr 
‘ Power y that helps me : Therefore i defire you all to prize the Powet 
' of xLcLordy and his trnth. 1 was but a Weak Man in Body, when 
‘ I came away from you, after I bad been in my great Traw/amongft 
‘ you ; but after that, it Aruck all back again into my Body, which 
‘ was not well fntled after (b fore Travels in England. And then 
‘ was I fb tired at Sea, that I could not reft ; and have had little or no 
' Stomach a long time. Since I came into this Ifland, my Life hath 

* been very mucb burdened : But I hope, if the Lordgm me Strength 
' to manage his Work, I (ball work throughly ; and bring things, 
‘ that have been out of Courfc, into better Order. So Dear Friendsfm 
‘ all in the peaceable Truth, and in the Lave of it ; ferving the Lord in 
‘ Newnefs of life : For glorioui Things, and precious Truths have 
' been manifefted among you plentifully, andtoyoathe Jifei&rrof the 
' Kingdom have been reached. I have been almoft a Month in this 
‘ Ifland, but have not been able to go abroad or ride out : only very 
^ lately I rid out twice, a Quarter of a Mile at a time ; which wearied 
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1671. ‘ me much, and almoft tired me. My Love in the Truth is to 
’ * you all. •

Now, becaufe ! was dot yet well able to Travil^ the Friends of the 
concluded, to have their Mens- Meeting, and their Womens- Meet- 
ing for the Service of the Church at Thomas Rous’s, where I lay ; by 
which means I was prefent amongft them at each of their Meetings^ 
and had very good Service for the Lord in both. For they had need 
o{ Information in many things? and divers Diforders wre crept in for 
want of Care and Watchfulnefs. ' Wherefore I cjthorted them, (more 
‘elpecially at the Mens- Meeting) tohe watchful and careful with refpedl 
‘ to Marriages, to prevent Friends Marrying in near Kindreds ; and alfo 

* to prevent over-hafty proceedings toward Second Marriages, sSttr the 

* Death of a former Husband or Wife: advifing, that a decent Regard 
‘ were had in fuch Cafes, to the Memory of the Dcceafed Husband or 
‘ Wife. And as to Friends Children marrying too young, as at Thirteen 
*or Fourteen Tears of Age, I (hewed them the Unfitnels thereof, and the 

* Inconveniences and Hurts that attend fuch Childifh Marriages. And 

* I admonilhed them all to furge the Floor throughly, and to fweep 
‘ their Houfes very clean; that nothing might remain, that would de- 
' file : And that all fhould take care, that nothing be fpokt u out of 
‘ their Meetings to the blemiihing, or defaming one of another. Like* 
‘ wife concerning Regtflring of Marriages, Births and Burials^ advifed 
‘ them to keep bead Records of each in diftind Books for that only 
> ufe : and alfo to Record in a Book for that purpofe, the Condemnations 
‘ of fuch, as went out from Truth into Diforderly f radices ; and 
‘ the Repentance and Refioration of fuch of them, as returned again. 
‘ Alfo I recommended to their Care the providing of convenient Bury- 

* ing Places for Friends ; which in fome parts were yet wanting. Some 
‘ Dirtdions alfo I gave them concerning Wids, and the Ordering of 
‘ Legacies left by Friends for publickVfes ; and other things relating to 
‘ tlie Affairs of the Church. Tlien as to their Blacks or Negro's, I dc- 
‘ fired them to endeavour to train them up in the Fear of God,z.s well 
‘ them that were lougjst with their Money, as them that were born id 
‘ their Families ; tliat all might come to the Knowledge of the Lord : 

‘ that fo with 'jofhua they might (every Mafier of a Family) fay, As 
‘ for me and my Hoiife, we will ferve the Lord. I defited them alfo, that 
‘ they would caufe their Overfeers to deal mildly and gently with their 
‘ Negro's, and not ufe Cruelty towards them ; as the manner of fome 
‘ hath been, and is : And that after certain Tears of Servitude they would 
‘ make them free. Many fweet and precious things were opened in 
thefe Meetings, by the Spirit and in the Power of the Lord, to the 
edifying, confirming and building up oi Friends, both in the Faith, 
and holy Order of the Gtffpel. 

After thefe Meetings were over, the Veffel,t\nt was bound for Eng- 
land, not being yet gone, I was moved to write another Epiflle to 
Friends there ; the Copy whereof here follows : 


Dear 
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‘ Friends and Brethren^ to whom is my Love in that which 

‘ never changeth, but remains in Glory ; which is over all, the *«i>idoi, 
‘ Top- and Corner-ftone : In this all have Peace and Ufe^ as ye dwell in 
‘ the bleflcd Seed, wherein all is bleft, over that which brought the 
‘ Curje ; where all Shortneft and Narrownefs of Spirit is, and Brittle- 
‘ nefs and Peevifhnefs is. Therefore keep the Holy Order of the Go- 
^fpel : and keep in this blefled Seed, where all may be kept in Tetn- 
‘ ptrance, in Patience, in Love, in Meeknefs, in RigJjteeufnefs and ffe- 

* linefs, and in Peace; in which the Lord may be feen amongft you, 

* and no ways difhonoured, but glorified by you all. Andfbin all 
‘ your Meetings, in Cities, Towns and Countries, Mens-Meetings , fVo- 
‘ mens-Meetings and others, let Righteoufnefs flow among you, and 
‘ the Holy Truth be uppermoft ; and the pure Spirit your Guide and 
‘ Leader, and the holy Wifdom your Orderer,that is pure and gentle, 

‘ and from above, and eafie to be entreated. So keep in the Religion, 

* that keeps from theS/a/rof the World, which is pure and undefi- 
‘ led in God’s Sight : And keep in the pure and holy Worjhip, in which 
‘ the pure and holy God is worfhipped, to wit, in the «y//>/r,and in the 
‘ Truth, which the £>m/ is out of ; who is the Author of all Vnholi- 

* nefs, and of di/honouring of God : So be all tender of God’s Glory, 

‘ and tender of his Honour, and of his blefled and holy l^ame, in 

* which ye are gathered. And ail who do profefs the Truth, fee that 
‘ ye Walk in it, and in Righteoufnefs, and Godlinefs and Holinefs : 

*tQt Holinefs hecometthe Hot^fe of God, the Houjboldoi Faith. And 

* that which becomes Wf Houfe, God loves : for he loves Rithteouf 

* nefs ; and that is the Ornament, wiuch becomes his Hou/e and all his 

* Family. Therefore Re, that Rigbteoufne/s do run down in all your 
‘ Jjfemhlies, and that it flow, to drive away all the Vnrtgbteoufnefs : 

‘ This prefer ves your Peace withGod / ; for in Righteoufnefs ye have all 
‘ Peace with the righteous Cod of Peace, and one with another. And 
‘ fo every one, that bears the Name of the Anointed, that high Title 
‘ of being a Chrifiian, named after the Heavenly Man-, fee, that ye 

* be in the Divine Nature, mzde confermailemto bis Image, even 
‘ the Image of the Heavenly, Divine Man, who was before that Image, 

* which Adam and Eve got in the Fad from the Devil : So that in 
‘ none of you thai fallen Image may appear or be feen 5 but his Imay, 

* and you made Conformable unto him. Here Tranflation is fliewed 
‘forth in Life and Converfation , not in Words only; yea, and 

* Converfion and Repentance (which is a Change of the Nature, of the 
‘ Mind, and of the Heart, and of the Spirit znd AffeBions, which have 
‘ been below ; which come to be fet above :) and fb receive the things 

* that are from Ahofve, and have the Converfation in Heaven above ; 

' not that Converfation, which is according to the Power of the 
' Prince of the Air, that now rules in the Difbbedienr. So all be faith- 

* ful ; This is the Word of the Lord God unto you all : See, that Cod- 


* Unefs do flow, and Hol'tnefs, and Righteoufnefs, and Truthand Vertue, 
‘ and the Fruits of the Cood Spirit over the Bad and its Fruits ; that 
‘ ye may anfwer that which is of God in all : for your Heavenly Fa- 
‘ ther is glorified, in that you bear and bring forth much Fruit to Cod. 

* Therefore ye, who arc Plants of his planting, and his Trees of High- 

tecufnefs. 
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i5yt, ‘ teoujnefs, fee, that every tret be foil of Fruit. And all keep in the 
'-'’VS# » true Humility, and in the true Love of God, which doth edify his 
fi«bado!. < Body ; that the true itourifhment from the Head, tlw Refrejhiugs, and 
‘ Springs, and River so\ Water, and Bread of Life may be plenteoufly 
‘ known, and felt amongft you : that fo Praijes may afcend to God. 
‘ So all be faithful to the Lbrd God, and juft and true in all your 

* Dealings and Doings with and towards Men. And be not negligent 
‘ in your Mens Meetings to admonilh, and to exhort, and to reprove 

* in the Spirit of Love and of Meeknef's; and to feek that which is 
‘ loft, and to bring back again, that which hath been driven away. So 
‘ let all Minds, and Spirits, and Souls, and Hearts be bended down 

* under the toke df ChriSi Jefus, the Power of Cod. Much I could 
' write, but am Weak ; and have been very Weak moftly, fihce I left 
‘ you : and Burdeis and Travels I have been under, and g;one through 
‘ many ways ; but it is well. And the Loid Almighty knows my 
' Work, which he hath fent me forth to do by his evcrlafting Arm 
‘ and Power : which is from Evcrlafting to Evcrlafting, blcfted be his 
‘ Holy Name, which I am in, and in which my Love is to you all.

After t had recovered lo much Strength, that I was able to go 
abroad, and had been a little amongft Friends, I went to vifit the 
Governour at his Houfc ; Lewis Morice, Thomas Roufe, and feme other 
Friends being with me. And indeed he received us very Civilly, and 
treated us very kindly ; making us Dine with him : and keeping us 
moft part of the Day, before he let us go away. 

Bridge- The fame Week 1 went down to the Bridge-Town, (where I had not 
been before, faveas I pa fed ihto\igh it, when I firft came into the 
Ijland.) There was to be a General Meeting of Friends that Week : 
and the fiftt 1 had newly made to the Governour, and kind Reception I 
had with him, being generally known to the Officers, both Civil and 
Military, there came many of them to this MeetingSsom moft parts 
of the Ijland, and thofe not of th^meaneH Rank ; divers of them bc- 
ing Judges or Jujlices, Colonels ( r Captains : fo that a very great Meet- 
ing wc had, bo'hof Friends and others. The Lord’s hkiXed Power 
was plentifully with us in this Meeting t And although 1 w'as fome- 
what ftraitned for Time, three other Friends having fpoktn before me; 
yet the Lotd opened things through me, tothe general and great Sa- 
tisfaQion of them that were prefenr. Col. Lewis Morice came to this 
Meeting, and with him a Neighbour of his, a Judge in the Country, 
whole Name was Ralph Fritwell; who was very well fatisfied with 
the Meeting, and received the Truth. 

After the Meeting I went home with Lewis Morice to his Houfc 
that Night, being about Nine or Ten Miles ; going part of the way 

— - by Boat, the reft on Horfe-back ; This place, where Lewis Morice his 

Plantation was, I thought to be the fneH Air of the Ijland. The 
next day Thomas Briggs and William E/mundfon came thither to fee 
me, they intending to leave the Ijland ihs day following ; and to go 
upon the Lord’s Service to Antego and Mevis, Lewis Morice went 
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with them : and at Antego they had feveral good Meetings, to which 1671. 
there was a great Refort of People-, and many Convinced there 
at that time. But when they had finiflied their Service there, apd B<rbados 
went thence to Mei/is ; xhRGovprnour of, Mevis, who was an o*ld Per- 
Jecutor, fcnt Souldiers on Board f^ejfel, to flop them froni coming 
onshore : and would not fuffer them to Land. \Vherefore, after 
Friends of the ?lace had been on Board the Fejfel, and with them, and 
they had been (\^eetly Refreflied together, in feeling tht Lord’s Potbet 
and Prefence amongft them j they returned to Antego again : Where 
having Bald a while longer, they came back again to Barbados ; Ti&o. 
mas Brigges\x\ngvoxylVeak%ni^ IS. 

Of the other Friends, that came over with me from England, 
fames Laneafter, John Cartwright and Geo, Pattifon were gone fome 
time before to Jamaica, and others to other places ; fo that few re- 
mained in Barbados with me: Yet we had many great and precious 
Meetings, both for W'oribiP, and for the Affairs of the Church ; to the 
former of which many o\ the World came. At one of thefe Meetings 
there came (amongft others) one Col. z fober Perfon ; who was 

fo very well (atished, with what I declared, that he afterward' laid : 

Now I can gainfay fuch, as I have heard fpeak evil of you ; who fay, 
you do Hot own CnrisJ, nor that he died: whereas I perceive, you exalt 
Chrifi in all his Offices, beyond what / have ever heard before. This 
Man obferving one to take in Writing the Heads, of what I delivered, 
deftred him to let him have a Copiy of it* and afterward (laid another 
day with us, before he went away : fo great a Lome Was raifed in him 
to tht Truth. And indeed, a very great there was in 

moft parts of the IJland: which made the Priefts and fome Profeffors 
fret and rage. Our Meetings were very large and full, and free from 
difturbance ftom the Government ; though the envious Priefis and 
Profeffors endeavoured to ftir up the Magiftrates againft us. And 
when they found, they could not prevail that way, fome of them, 
that were Baptijls, came to the Meetings the Town; which was very 
large, and full of People of fevetal Ranks and Hualities. A great 
Company came alfo with them : and they brought with them a malici- 
biu, fianderoits Paper written by John Pennyman; with which they 
made a great Noife. But the Lord gave me Wffdom and Vtterdnce 
to Anfwer their Cavils r So that the Auditory generally received Satif 
f allion ; and thofe quarrelfome Fr^j/ars loft ground by their coming^ 

When they had wearied themfelves with Clamour, they went away ; 
but the People ftaying, the Meeting was continued ; and the things 
they cavilled about, were further opened and cleared: and the Life 
and Power of God came over all. But the Ragf and Envy in our Ai- 
verfaries did not ceafej but they endavoured to defame Friends with 
many falfe and fcaisddous Reports, which they (pread abroad through 
the IJland. Whereupon I with fome other Frieisds drew up a Pater, 
to go forth in the Name of the People called Quakers, for the clear- 
ingTtnthandYtitse^sfimthofefaffe Reports. It was direfted thus :

As I had been to vifii the Gewrkour, as (bon as I w;as well abte, 
after I came atoirtwr ; fb Ibmetirae after, when I AMas at Ti/moj Rtkfe's, 
tb»(7ft«rMar cathethitheir tbiee me, carrying himfclf very courtc* 
oafly. 

Having now hte^Three Months or wort in Bariados, and in that 
ome having vifited /viewA, throoj^y fettled Meetings, and difpatchcd 
that Stroitt^ for which the Lori brought hic thirher ; I felt my Spirit 
dear of that Ifitmtl, and Drawings to Jamma. Which when I had 
cooKSunicated Co //iriw/r, Iachuafot«dtlieC«bW‘M)t> aifb, and divers 
of his Council i That I tttcnlfca Ibortiy to leave the jftanJ^ and go to 
famukui Which Idid, that as my Cew/rg thfrtwr was open and pub-, 
lick, fo my Departure alfo might be. But before 1 left the IJland, t 
writ the following Letter to my Wife ; that ibe might underftand, 
both how it was with me, and how I proceeded in my Travels,

I let Sail from Bmrhados to famiia on the Sitbtb t><y of the EU-at Sc«; 
ventb Mouth, 1671. Rohrt Wtddets, WUlim Emundfiu, Solomon £c> 
cles and Elizahth Hootm going With toe. garnet Umidltrt Jtdm 
Cartwright and George Pattifon wen gone thithce foae time betore: 
and Thomas Briggs and John Stiiis remained yet longer in Barbados ; 
with whom were Ratfe and WMam Baily. We had a quick 
and eafie tegr to Jamita ; where we met with our Fricmcb James JammcA 
Lancafier, Jehu CartWrigbs and Georff Paitijou tgiin^ Who hid been 
libonring there in the Service of Truth ; into which wo forthwith • 
cotred with them, travelling up lad down through tbe^d', which 
is Urge : And a hrave Country it is ; though die Peopk are many of 
them debauched and wkked, Wobldottidii^eiwirr there, fot there 
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1671. was a great Cenvinctment, and fnany received the Truth; feme of 
whicli VI ere People of Account in the World. We had many Meetings 
]4miicj. (in-fe, which were large, and very quiet ; For indeed, the People were 
Civil to US; fo that not a Mouth was opened againft us; I was fmet 
w itii the Governour, and feme other of the Magiftrates ; who all car- 
ried themftlves lovingly towards me. 

About iWeek, alierwe landed injfirw<a/M, Elizaleth Hooton, who 
went with us from England io Barbados I A’d/UxorOi Barbados thither, 
bung a Woman of a great Age, and who had travelled dutch in Truth's 
Service, and fuffered much lor it, deparfed this Life. , She was well 
the Daj belbrc Ihc died; and departed in Peace, like a Lamh, bearing 
Tejlimony to Ttuth iihtr Departure, , , , ^ 

When we had been about Seven Weeks in Jatnatca,)md\nd brought 
Friends into pretty goodOrder, and fettled jeveral Meetings amongft 
tliein, we hit Solomon Eccles there ; the reft of us esibarked for Ma- 
ryland; leaving Friends, and Truth prof’perotis in Jamaica, lise Lord’s 
Power being ovtr all. and hisblelfed Seed reigning. . 

but bcK rc I left Jamaica, I writ another Letter to ray Wife, as 
foHowetli :

At Sti. We went on Board cn the ^th of the Firfl Month, itf/l ; and ha- 
ving Contrary Winds, were a full Week failing forwards and back- 
wards, before we could get out of fight of Jamaica. A difficult 
Voyage this proved, and pretty dangerous, efpecially, in our pa fling 
through the (;«//' of Florida; where we met with many Trials by 
Wsnds ind Storms. But the great God, who is Lord of the Seas ind 
of ilvi Land, and who rideth upon the Wings of the Wind,- did by his 
Power preferve us through many and great Dangers, when by extream 
Strejs of Weather our f^efel was divers times like to be Over-fet ; and 
much of her Tackling broken. And indeed we w ere fcnfible, that the 
•Lord mstcGodathand; and that his Ear was open to xbo Supplications 
of his People. For when the Winds were (d ftrong and boiflerous, 
and the Storms and Tempejlsfogtnt, that the knew not what 
to do, but were lain to let the Ship go, which waydlie would ; then 
i did 
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did we pray unw the LorJ: Afld the Lord did graejoufly hear and i67x. 
accept us, and did Calm the Winds and the Seas, and gave us fcafo/j" 
able Weather, and made us to Rejoice in his Salvatitni bkfied and 
praifed be the holy i^ame of the Lord, whofe Power hath Dominion 
overalli and whom thefTWjand the Seas obey! 

Wc were at Sea betwixt Six and Seven Weeks in this Paffage from i<t Sea. 
Jamaica to Maryland. But fome days, before we aroe to Land, after 
we tiad entrtd the Bay of Potuxan- River, a great Storm arofe, which rofuxin- 
caft a Boat upon us for Shelter ; in which were divers Perfons, both 
Men and Women, People of Account outwardly in the World. Wc took 
them in ; but the^rwt was loft, with Five Hundred Pounds worth of 
Goods in it, as they laid. They continued on Board us feveral days, 
not having any means to get off ; and we had a very good Meeting 
with them in the .Si?//). But Pro grew Jhort, for they brought 
none in with them ; and ours, by reafon of the length ok our Foy- 
age, was well nigh fpent, when they came to us : So that with their 
living upon it too, we had now little or none left. Whereupon 
George Pattijon took a Boat, and ventured his Life to get to Shore ; 
the Hazard whereof Wis io great, tlut all, bat friends, concluded, 
he would be Cafiaway. Yet it pleafed the Lord to bring him fafe to 
Land: and in a Ihort time after the Friends of the Place came to^><*r- 
fetch us to Land alfo, in a feafonablc time, for our Provifions were^^^^‘ 
quite fpent. 

Wc partook alfo of another great Deliverance in thlsFoyage, through 
the good Providence of the Lord ; which we came to underjland af^ 
terwards. For when we were determined to come from Jamaica, we 
had our Choice of two Fepls, that were both bound forthe fame Coafi. 

One of theft was a Frigotf the otherwascalftdar.3fi?r. TheMa/ler 
of the Frigot, we thought, asked unreafonably for our Pafage j which 
made us Agree with the Mafler of the Tacht, who offered to carry us 
Ten Shillings a-piece cheaper, than the^other. We went on Board the 
Tacht, and the /vigor came out together wifh us, intending to be 
Conforts during the Voyage ; and for feveral Days wc failed, together ; 

But what with Calms and Contrary Winds we were in a while ftpara* 
ted. And after that the Frigot, lofing her way, fell among the Spa^ 
niards; by whom ihe was taken and rohled, and the Mailer and Mate 
made Prifoners : Afterwards being retaken by the Englifh, Ihe was 
fent home to her Owners in Virginia. Which when we came to un- 
derftand, we faw and admired the Providence of God, who preferved 
us out of our Enemies Hands-, and be that was Covetous, fell among 
the Covetous. Some Friends at Jamaica would have had us gone in 
the Frigot, that was taken ; but the Lord in his Wifdom ordered it 
oihcrwile. 

Here we found jFof?)/ Burneyate, intending fhortly to Sail for Old 
England: but upon our Arrival be altered bU purpoft; and joined 
with us in the Larrd’s Service, which we were upon. He had ap- 
pointed a General Meeting for all the Friends in the Province of Mary- 
laed, that be might fee them together, and take bis Leave of them, 
before be departed out of the Country : And it was fo ordered by the 
good Providence of God, that we landed juft time enough* to reach 
that Meeting f by which means we had a very feafonablc Opportunity 
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tSyi, of taking the frient/s of the Pmincf together. A very Jargc Meet- 
t/*^ itig this wis, and held Four Days ; to which (befides Friends) came 
many of the Worlis People, divers of which were of confiderable 
Quality in the World’s Account : For there were amongft them five 
or fix Jifiiices of the Peace, a Speaker of their Parliament or Ajfemhly, 
0«f of the Council, and divers others of Hote : wlioleemed well fatis- 
fied with the Meeting. After the PuUkk JHeetings were over, the 
Mens ind IVotuens Meetings begin ; wherein I opened to Friends the 
Service thereof, to their great Satisfaftion. After this we went to 
Clift, another Place, called the Cliffs, where another General Meeting was 
appointed : We went feme part of the way by Land, and the reA by 

fPater ; and a Storin arifing, our Boat was run on ground, in danger 

to be beaten to pieces ; and the Water came in upon us. I was in a 
great Sweat, having come very hot out of a Meeting before and now 
was Wet with the Water befide : yet having Faith in the Power of the 
Lord, I w'as preferved from taking hurt, blefled be the Lord. To this 
Meeting alfo many of the World’s People came, and did receive the 
Truth with Reverence. We had allb a Mehs-Meeting, and a Womens- 
Meeting, at which moA of the Back-Jliders came in again; and feve- 
ral of thofe /WfcZ/wgi wereeAablilhed for taking Care of tbe Affair so{ 
the Church, 

After the(e TwoGeneral Meetings were o\er, we parted Company, 
dividing our (elves into (everal Coafls, for the Service of Truth. James 
Lancafter and JohnCartwright went by Sea for New-England ; William 
Edmundfon, and three Friends more with him, failed for Virginia, 
where things were much out of Order : John Burneyate, Robert Wid- 
ders, George Pattifon and /, with feveral Friends of the Province, went

sbm. Qgy j many People received the Truth with Gladnefs, 
and Friends were greatly refrelhed. A very large and Heavenly 
Meeting^ was, and feveral Perfons of Quality '\n that Country wtrd 
at it ; two of which were of the Peace. And it was upon me 
from the Lord, to fend to the Indian- Emperor and his Kings, to come 
to thit Meeting: The Emperor cme, and was at the /'l/eer/wg ; but his 
Kings, lying further off, could not reach thither time enough ; Yet 
they came after with their Cockaroofes. I had in the Evening (for they 
Aaid all flight) two good Opportunities with them ; and they heard 
the Word o[ the Lord willingly, and did confefs to it. * What I fpake 
‘ to them,l dcfired them to fpeak to their People ; and let them know, 

‘ That God was fetting up his Tabernacle of WitnejS in their Wilder- 
‘ nefi-Ccuntry, and was fetting up his Standard, and glorious Enfign 
‘ of RighteoufnefS. They carried themfelves very courteouAy and 
lovingly, and inquired. Where the next Meeting would be, and they 
would come to it : Yet they faid. They had had a great Debate with 
their Council about their Coming, before they came now.

Creek, tedious Journey through the Woods and Wildernefs, over Boggs and 
Rivers. We took Horfe at the Head of Tredaven-Creefi and 
wye-iii- travelled through the fTWr, till we came a little above the Head of

We reded a little at a Plantatiou by tlie Way, but could 
nor day long, for we had thirty Miles to ride tliat Afternoon, if we 
Would reach a Town ; which we were willing to do, and therefore 
rtu lard tor it. And I with (omc others, whofe Horfes were dron- 
g'.r, got toihcTtfiew thm Might, exceedingly tired; and withal wet 

10 the Skin: But George Pattifomad Robert Widders, being weaker- 

11 )i led, were tain to lall fliort, and lie in the Woods that Night alfo ; 
inciting tlTemfelves a Fire. The Town we went to, was a Dutch Town, 

ta led Mew-Cafile ; whither Robert Widders and George Pattifon came New cj- 
to us next Morning. We departed from thence, arxl got over the*^''’ 
Ww'ct Delaware, not without great Danger of fome of our Uves :Dfijwarc- 
and u hen we were over, we w'crc troubled to get new GWej ^ which 
were hard to get, and very chargeable. Then had we that Wilder- 
neJs-CouHtry to pads through, which is fince called WeH Jerfey,Vii\i\chwEST- 
vr as not then inhabited by Rngli/h ; fo that wehavc travelled a whole 
Da) i'.igcthcr,wiclK)ut feeing Man oxWcmatt,H<nife or Dwelling place : 
end 1 nitcinics we lay in the Woods by a /vre,and fometimes in the Irt- 
r'm Wijiycams or Houfes. In this Journey we came one Night to an 

han Town, and lay at their Kings Houfe, who was a very pretty 

' ; and both he and his Wife received us very lovingly , and his 
, nJwts (fuchas they were) were very refpeftful to us: they laid 
cs <'/ 7. i ) lit on ; but Provifm was very fhort with them, having 

r.i .1 oat litilc that day. At another Indian Town, where we ftaid, 

f’/.ii ... .'g came to us, and he could (peak fome Englifli-, wherefore I 
fl IK him much, and alfo to his People : and they were very Lov- 
ing ! ) I S. At length we came to a Towncalled Middle-Town, which 
is an Englifb Plantation in EaJl-Jerfey ; and there were fome Friends iTom. 
but w : could not flay to have a Meeting there at that time, being 
earns fUy prelTed in O'sx Spirits, to get to \\ie Half Tear s-Meeting of 
Friends ziOifter-Bay in Long Ijland; which was very near at hand. 
Wherefore we went down with a Friend (whofe Name was Richard 
Hartfhorn, Brother to Hugh HartfhornyXhr: Upholfler in London) who ■— 
rec( ived us gladly to his Houle, where we refrelhed our felves (for we 
w ere weary j and then he carried us and our Horfes in his own fioaf ,over 
a great Water (which held us moft part of the day in getting over ;) 
and fet us upon Long-Ifland. So we got that Evening to Friends 
Gravefand, with whom we tarried that Might: and the next Day 
got to Flufhing, and the day following we reached to Oifler-Bay ; fe- piXog! 
veral Friends both of Gravefand and Flufhing accompanying us. TheO'*^«f-bi'y- 
Ilalp-Tears- Meeting began next Day, which was the firli day of 
Week, and lafted four Days. T)MfirPizndfecondDays'tiG\\iidPui- 
lick Meetings ioxWorfhip, to which the People of. the World of all 
f'lKs might and did come : On the third Day of the Week were the 
Mens iir\dWomeHS-Meetings, wherein the Affairs ,,of the Church were 
taken Care of Here we met with fome of the Bad Spirits, who were 
run out from Truth into Prejudice, Contention and Oppoftion to the

\6-]i. Order of Truth, and to Friends therein. Thefe had been very trou- 
blclom’lo Friends in,thcir Meetings there and thereabouts formerly ; 
^^'f’and ’tis like, would have been lb now : But I would not liifier the 
MtJiie! Service of our Metis and iVtinens- Meetings to be intttrupced and kin- 
dred by their Cavils. Wherefore I let them know, ‘ That if they had 
* any thing to Ohjell againft the Order of Truth, which we were in, 
‘ we would give them a Meeting anotljcr Day on purpofe. And indeed, 
I laboured the more, and travelled the harder, to get to this Meeting, 
where it was expeded, many of thele contentious People would be ; 
bccaufe I underftood, they had reflcded much upon me, when I was 
far from them. So the Mens and Womens Meetings being over, on the 
fourth Dayvit had a ^er/wgwiththofedifeontented People, to which 
as many of them as would, did come ; and as many Friends, as bad 
a defite, were prefent alfo : And the Lord's Power brake forth glori- 
oufly, totheConfoundingofthcGdiv/ajm. And then fome of thofe, 
that had been Chief in the mifehievous Work of Contention and Oppofi- 
tion againft the Truth, began to fawn upon me, and to caft the mat- 
ter upon others : but the deceitful Spirit was judged down, and con- 
demned, and the glorious Truth of God was exalted, and let over all ; 
and they were all brought down and bowed under : which was of 
great Service to Truth, and great SatisfaHion and Comfort to Friends j 
Glory to the Lord for ever ! 

After this Meeting were over, and Friends were gone to their fc- 

veral Habitations, we ftaid fome Days upon the Ifland, and had levc- 

ral Meetings in feveral parts thereof ; and had good Service for the 
oifttt bay Tord. And when we were clear of the Ifland, we returned to Oijler- 
Bay, waiting for a Wind to carry us to Road-ljland ; which was com- 
puted to be about two hundred Miles, As foon as the Wind ferved, 
/stTwD a^ived in Road- Ifland on thirtieth Day of the 

' Third Month ; where we were gladly received by Friends. We went 

to Nicholas Eaflons Houle, who at that time was Governour of the 

Ifland ; and there we lay, being very weary with travelling by Land 
and Sea. On the Firli-Day of the Week following we had a large 
Meeting ; to which the Deputy-Governour and leveral Juflices came, 
and were mightily aftefted with the Truth. The Week lollowing, the 
Ideeting for all the Friends of Mew-England, and the other Co- 
lonies adjacent, was held in this Ifland,-, to which, befidcs very many 
Friends, who hved in thole parts, came John Stulls from Barbados, 
and James Lancafler and John Cartwright from another way. This 
Meeting lafted S/xDays : of which the firfi four Days were general 
pullick Meetings for Worfhip ; to which abundance of the World's 
People came. For they having no Priefls in the Ifland, and fo no 
Reilritlion to any ^^xXKwkxWaycfl Worfhip j and both ih&Governour 
and Deputy-Governour, with feveral Juflices of the Peace daily fre- 
quenting the this did fo encourage the People, that they 

flocked in from all parts of the Ifland. Very good Service we had 
amongft them ; and Truth had a good Reception with them : And 
indeed, to give them their due, I have rarely oblerved a People, 
in the State wherein they Hood, to hear with more Attention, Dili- 
gence and Jffellion, than generally they did, during the /(?«r to- 

gether ; which alfo was taken notice of by other Friends. After thefe 
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fuilick Mee^g$ mttoytr^ the /Ww-A/wwg began, which w a; large, 1671. 
precious a-:i(j weighty ; and thedayioUowirg wastheffWerrt-^cf/- 
tug, which alfo 'was large and very .foleron ; and. thele two Meetings 
being for ihe OrJering tbc v^<rr« ofd;!® Church, many weighty things 
were opened, and cocntnvnicated tO'^liem, by iVjy. of Advice, In- Mamt. 
formation and Inftruilien in the ^emVca; relating tlxreunto; that all 
might be [weef and favour) them, In thele two 

Meetings Mens and Womens Meetings for ether parts were 
agreed and fettled, to take Care of the Poor, and yther Affairs of the 
Church ; and to lee, that all, who profejs Truth, walk according to the 
glorious Gofpel of God. Now when this great and General Meeting in 
Road-Iflaud was ended, it was fomewhat hard for Friends to part : 

For the glorious, Pflwer of the Lord, which was over alUandhisblcdcd 
Truth and Life flowing amongft them, had fo knit and united them 
together, that they lpeot/iwi?<»yf in taking leave orte of another, and 
of the Friends pf the IJland: and then being mightily filled with the 
Prefence ind, Power of xholerd, they, went aw-ay with joyful 
Hearts to thcii fevcral Hahitations, in the' feweial Colonies where they 
lived. ‘ . . \ 

When this Gfrrfw/ was fully over, and Friends had taken 
their Leaves one of another to depart home;, we, who travelled 
amongft them, difperfed our felves into our fevcral •Se/x'/ces, accord- 
ing as the Lot^d ordered us. John Bumeyate, 'ftith.JohnCartwright 
and George Pattifon went into the Eaftern parts of ILew-England, in 
Company with the Friends, that came from thence, to vifit thenar- 
tieular Meetings there ; whom John Stulls and James Lancafler in- 
tended to follow a while after, in the lame Service of Truth : but 
they were not yet Clcer of this IJland. Rolert Widders and / ftaid 
fome time longer alfo upon this IJland ; finding Service ftill here for 
the Lord, through the great Opennefs of the People, and the daily 
Coming in of Frejh People in Sloops from other Colonies, for fome time, 
after the General Meeting was over : So that we had many large and 
ferviceable Meetings among them for feveral Days after. 

During the time, that we abode here, there was a Marriage ceic-* 
brated amongft Friends in this IJland ; and we were at it. It was at a 
Friend's Houfe, who had formerly fxeaGoverutur of the Iffand ; and 
three Juftices of the Peace, and many others of the World's People 
were there : and both they and Friends faid, They never faw fuch a 
Solemn Affemlly on fuch an Occafion, and fo weighty a Marriage, and 
fo comely an Order, Thus Truth- was fet over all : and this might 
ferve for an Example Xo others; for there were fome prefent from 
many other places. 

After this I had a great frfw/ in concerning the 
(for there were many of them in thofe parts,: and they had been rude 
at a Meeting, which I was not at.) Wherefore I appointed a Meeting 
amongft them ; and I believed,; the Lord would give me Power over 
them ; and he did fo to his Praife and Glory ; blelled be his Uame 
for ever. There were at tjiis many Friends, and divers of 

the World's feopk ; fome of whom were JuJlices of the Peace, and 
other Queers : and they were generally W affeftfd with the Truth.

Fmiiinci Then we had a iMfWwj at « place called Pmidence, which wai 
very large ; ascoofifting of mifly^artrand^rffr of Petple : and 1 
had a great Tronel upon my conoeroiog the IHettkg, that it 
might be preferved quiet,* and ihat7fNn& might be brought over the 
Ptvplcy and might gain an Entrance, Md have a Place in them : For 
they were generally above the Pritjlt, In high Notions } and feme of 
them caoM on purpofe to difpute. But the Lord, whom we mUtd 
upon, was with tts, and his went over them ati; andhisbieded 
Sad was exalted, and (Ft above all: and the Difftaert were/f/r»r,and 
the was quiet, and ended well; praifed be the Lord! And 
the Pttfle went away mightily fatit^d ; much defiring another 
iHating. This place (callw Prnidtmt ) was about Milts 
f rom RoaddJUnd; and we went to it by tPater. The Gtvemur of 
Rtad-IjUttd, and many others, went with me thither ; and we had 
the Meeting in a great Barn, which was throned with Pttple, (b that 
1 was exceeding h»t, and in a great Sunat: but all was well ; thi 
glorious Power of the Drd Ihined over all, Glory to the great Cvd 
tor ever ! 

After this we went to another place called VmtgrtnfH, about Twenty 
f“- Milts from R/oad-Ijland j and the Gtvtmow went with os. There wc 
had a Metting^t a JuJiicds Huufe, wheie Friends had never had any 
Meeting before : And the Mettag was very large, for the Cmtrj ge- 
nerally came in ; and People oame al(b from ConneSlicut, and other 
pans round about. There were amongft them four Jnjfm of the 
Peace ; and moft of thukPeopit were fuch,as had never heard Friends 
before ; but they were mightily ^tded with the lifting ; and a 
great Defire there is after the Truth anaongH that People: So that our 
Meeting was of very good Serwrr; bleded be the Lord for ever! 
The Jttfike, at whole Honfe the Meeting was, and Mother Jnfiice of 
that Country, invited me to come again ; but I was then dear of thofe 
parts, and was going off towards Shelttr-Ifland. But John Burn’ 
jeatt and John Cartwright, being come back out of Plew England in- 
to Road'lfiand, before 1 Was gone, 1 laid this place before them; and 
they felt Drawings thither, and went to vifit them. At another 
place, I lieard, fome of the bdi^rates (hould fay among themfelves j 
If they had Money th^ leeuld hire me to be their Minifier, 
This was, where they did not well underflind Vs, and our Princi- 
ples : But when I heard of ir, I faid, * It was time for me to be 
‘ gone t for if their £ye was (b much to Me, or any of Vs, they would 
‘ not come to their own Teacher. For this thing (of hiring Mhi- 
fters) had fpoited many, by hindring theta from improving their own 
Taknts ; Whereas our Labour is, to bring every one to their own 
Teacher in themfelves. 

Now, after we had h»d very good Senke for the Lord in Koad- 
I^and, and the Parts adjacent, and that JohnBumeyate,mth the other 
Friends, that went from the Genend Meetm here Into New Emland, 

were returned hither again, I went off from knee to Shelter- Ipnd i 

Iwving with me Robert Widders, James Unedfler, Gtorn fattifim 
and one John Jay, i Piauttr in Ba^ados : and leaving John StnUs 

and 
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indjtlm to fi^ater, what ind be^a PiaHteJ 1671, 

by the Lort/ there, and there*ftways; whoexpedcd JckCartmight 
(whom they had left at Fifc«t*»tf} to come and join ftortly 
them in the fame Strvke. We that were for Shelter‘lflaiul^ went off ‘ 
in a SU*^ : and paffiog by Punt^Juia^ and Blnk-ljland, came to •'"•w/** 
fifijtrs Ifland, where at Night we weot on Short « but wtre not ibie^^* 
to fby tor the Mujchetos (a (ort of Gnats fit little Flkt) whieb abound I'lflmV 
there, and are veiw troublelbm. Wherefore W'c went into our 
again, and put off ffom the Shore, and cad Anebir ; and fo lay in 
our SUop that Idight. Hext day we went into the Sound ; but find' Thioooi 
ing, our SUof was not able to live in that fPattr, we turned in again, 

(for we could not pafs that way ;) and fo came to Anchor agiaio bdbre 
Fijher S' I jltnd, where we lay in ovx Sloop that Ifight aifo. There fell 
abundance of Rain that tkight, and our being we were cx> 
ceedingwr. Next day we palfcd over the Waters ailed the twoniTwt 
Horft- Rates, and then by Garm'srljlandf after whidi we palled by 
tlie GulFs'Ijland^ttA fo got at length xoShelter-Ijland ; " ‘ 

it was but about Twenty feven Leagnet from Raad l^tnd 
the Dificulty of Paftgt^ we were three Dayt in getting 
Day alter we came thither* being the Fir ft Aty of the 
a /Vrrriaj there. Afterwards, in the lame Week, 1 had a Mteting^f*”^- 
among the Inditns there ; at which were their iffag, with his ConcH, 
and about an hundred Indians more : They kite down, like Friends, ^ 
and heard very attentively, while I fpake to them by an Interpreter, 
in Indian, that could fpeak Engli/b well. After the Meeting they 
appeared very loving ; and confolfod, that what was fold to them, 
was Trath, On the next Firff'Daywe had a grat Meeting on the 
Ifiand ; to which ame many of the World’s Peopie, that never 
beard Friends before. They were verv well fitisfied With the Meet- 
ing ; and would not go away, when tm JUeetnit was done, till they 
had fpoken with me : Wherefore I went BmoD|^ tbedi, and found, 
they were much taken with the Truth ; and gm Dejfres were raiftxl 
in them, and a great Love. Bkfid be the lar#, bis tfamt ^readi, and 
will begrrer amoi^ the tTathns, and Dreadful among the Heathen. 

> While we were in £iEfelirer*/jAW, William Bdimtndfon came to us, 
who had been labouring in the Work of the Lord In Virgkia. From 
whence he travelled through the Defert-Country, through Diffieidties 
and many Trials, till he ame to Roan-Oak; where he met with a ten- 
der Feople : And tlictSennWeektService in thole parts, falling over 
to Maryland, and lb to Hew-Tork, he ame froth thence to £e«|. 

^d ; and (b fo Shelter-IJland : where we met with him, and weit 
very glad to hear from him the good Service, he bad bad for thk 
Lord, in the feveral Countries and Places, wherein be had ttkvelled, 
luice be parted from us.

. v^Whilfwe were here at Shrevoshury, an Accident befe|l ? for 
the time was a great Exercift to us. There wa^one a 

friend of Barlados, who came with us from flMd^»t/,tind intciwcd 
tQ accompany, us through the Weeds to Mary-land. He being to trie 
id Herfe got upon his Back : and the Horfe kW a running, and caft 
liira down upon his Head, d.t\i hake his Heck‘, as the People^ud^ 
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They that were near him, took him up Dead, and carried him a 1671. 
good Way, and laid him on a Tree. I got to him, as foon a^ I could ; 
and feeling on him, concluded he was Dead, And as I flood by 
pitying him and his Family, 1 took hold of his Hair\ and his Headt). 
turned any way, his Heck was fb limier. Whereupon, throwing -w 
away my Stick and my Gloves, I took his Head in both my Hands: 
and fetting my Knees againft the Tree, I railed his Head ; and per- 
ceived, there was nothing out or broken that Way, Then I put one 
flW under his and the orficr behind \\\%Head, and raifed his 
Head two or three times mi\s tW my Strength >, and brought it in. 

I foon perceived, his Heck began to grow jliff again ,• and then he 
began to rattle in the Throat, and quickly after to breath. The People 
were amazed: but I bid them ' Have a good Heart, and be of good 
* Faith, and carry him into the Houfe. They did fo ; and fet him 
‘ by the Fire : but I bid them, Get him fome warm thing to drink, 

‘ and put him to Bed. After he had been in the Houfe a while, he be- 
gan to fpeak-, but did not know, where he had been. The next day 
we pafTcd away (and he with us, pretty well) about Sixteen tdiles, 
to a Meeting at Middletown, through Woods and Bog^s, and over a , gib'll* 
River j where we fwam our Horfes, and got over our (elves upf'n a 
hollow Tree: and many hundred of Miles did he travel with us after 
this. 

To this Meeting came mod of the People of the town, and a glo* 
rious^cf/iag wehadj and the Truth was over all, blelTed be the 
great Lord God for ever ! After the Meeting we went to Middletown- 
Harbour, about jive Miles, in order to take our long Journey next w” 
Morning, through the Woods towards Maryland ; having hired In- 
dians for om Guides: for I determined to pafs through the ffWr, on 
the other fide of Delaware-Bay, that (b we might head the Creeks 
and Rivers, as much as was podible. So on the Hinth Day of the 
Seventh Month we fet forwards, and pafTed through many Indian ^'"***" 
towns, and over fome Rivers and Bog^s : And when we hd ridden 
about Forty Miles, we made us a Fire at Higbt, and lay by it. As we 
came among the Indians, we declared the Day of the Lord to them. 

Hext Day we travelled fifty Miles, (as we computed :) And at Night 

finding an Old Houfe, which the Indians had forced the People to leave, 

we made a Fire, and lay there, at the Head of Delaware-Bay. The ® 
next Day we fwam our Horfes over a Rrver about a MiU, at twice, siy. 
firfl to an IJland called Ztpper Diitidock, and then to the Main Land ; upper- 
having hired Indians to help us over in their Canoos. This day we ' 

could reach but about thirty Miles, and came at Night to a Swede’s 

Houfe ; where we got a little Straw, and lay there that Night. Next 
day, having hired another Guide, we travelled about Forty Miles 
through the Woods, and made us a Fire at Night, by which we lay, 
and dried our fel ves 5 for we were often wet in our travels in the day- 
time. The next day we palled over a defperate River, which had 

in it many Rocks and broad Stones, very haiardous to us and our 
Horfes. From thence we canae to Chrifiian-River j where we fwam chfiniw- 
over our Horfes, and went over our felves in Canoos : but the fides 
of this River were fo bad and miery, that fome of the Horfes had 
like to have been laid up. From thence we ame to a Town called 

Newcajlle, 
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1671. tfeivcijl/e, hmioSorc cilkd Htw-Amjlerdam : and being very wea* 
L/'Y^ ry, and ijnquiringin ihc Tewii, where wc might buy fome Ccrn for 
N'wcanif, our Horfes ; the Gniernour came into the Street, and invited me 
Amfitp to his Htufe : and afterwards dcfired me to hJge there j telling me, 
dam. he had a Bed for me, and I fhould be welcom. So I (laid there; 

the other Frieuds being taken care of alfo. This was on the Seventh 
Day of the Week ; and he offering his Heufe for a Meeting, we had a 
Meeting there the next Day, a pretty large one ; for the Chief of the 
Town, and indeed molt ot the 7 <»w» were at it. Here hafl never been 
a Meeting before, nor any wkhin a great Way of it; but this was a 
very precious One, and many of the People, both Men and Women 
were tender, and confeffed to the Truth, tome received it ; bleffed 
be the Lord for ever ! 

On the Sixteenth of the Seventh Month we fet forward again from 

hence, and travelled (as near as we could compute) about hjty Milo 
Bohemii- that Day, through the Woods, and over the Boggs, heading Bohemia- 
Sixifrix- Saxif rax River. At Niglit we made us a Fire (as we ufed 

Rmr. todo) in the Woods, and lay there all Night : and it being rainy Wea- 
ther, we got under fome thick 7 r«i for Shelter; and afterwards dried 
chffler- our fclves again by the Fire. Next Day we waded through Chefler- 
River, a veiy broad Water, and aftervtards palling through many 
bad Boggs, lay that Might alfo in the Woods by a Fire ; not having 
g'^ne (^by reafon of Hindrances in the River and Boggs) above Thirty 
Miles that day. But on the day following we travelled bard : and 
though we had fome trcublefom Boggs in qwr way, we rode about 
Fifty Miks j and got fafe that Might, but very weary, to a Friend'^, 
MART- H jufe, one Robert Harwood, at Miles- River in Mary land. This was 
/, .4 A? D (jjg F.ighteenth Day of the Seventh Month : and though we were ve- 
Mi (i-/ti- geiting through the Boggs in our 

Journey ; yet hearing of a Meeting next day, we went to it, and 

ifoni It to John Edmundfoni : from whence we went three or four 

Miles by Water to a Meeting on the Firfl-Day following. At this 
Meeting tlicre was a Judge's Wife, who had never been at any of our 
Meetings before; and Ihe was reached, and (aid alter the Meeting : 
She had rather hear us once, than the Priejls a thoufand times. Marry 
others alto of the World's Feogle, that were there, were very well 
fatisfied ; For the Power of the Lord was eminently with and imongft 
us : bleffed for ever be hiaholy Name ! We paffed from thence about 
Ktndfl). twenty two Miles, and had a Meeting upon the Kentifk Slme, to which 
Shu. one ol the Judges caiae ; and a good Meeting it was. Then, after 

- wc had had another good Meeting htwrd by there, at one Henry Wil- 

ceck's Houfe, where alfo wc had good Service for the Lord; we went 

• by VI ottet ibowt twenty Miles, to a very large Meeting, where were 

fome Hundreds of tire World's Peogle, and divers of tlie Chief Rank, 
both Englifh anel Indians ; For there were four Jujikes of tlie Peace, 
and the High-Sheriff of Delaware, and fome others from thence : and 
there was an Indian Emperor, ot Gavernour, and tm others of the 
Chief Ihkn among the Imlians. With thefe Induna I had agoodOp- 
pottunky the Might before the Meeting ; atid I fpake to them by an 
Interpreter : and they heaed the Iruth attentively, end were very 
loving. A bleffed Meetii^ this waa, and of great Servke, both for 
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Cowv'm'tngy and Eftahlijhing in the Truth them, that were convinced of 
it; blcffed be the Lord, who caufeth his blcfled Truth to fprefd. Af*L/VV) 
ter the Meeting a Woman came to me, (whofe Husband was one of 
Judges of that part oi the Country^ and a Member of the Far/iament 
or Ajfembly there ) and told me, Her Husband was fek, not like to 
live ; and defired me to go home with her to fee him. It W'as three 

Miles to her Houfe ; and I being jull come hot out of the Meeting, 

it W'as hard for me then to go : Yet confidering the Service, I got an 
Horfe, and went with her, and vifited her Husband ; and fpake, what 
the Lord gave me to him : And the Man was much refrelhed, and 
finely raifedup by the Power of the Lord ; and he afterw'ards came to 
out Meetings. I went back again to the that Night; and 
next day we departed thence, and went about nineteen or twenty Miles 
to Tredbaven-Creek, toJohnEdmund/onsagiio: from whence, onthe^^'**^’" 
Third of the Eighth Month, wc went to the General Meeting for 
Maryland- Friends. 

Thi\% Meeting held five Days together: the firpt three Days wt\ni,OiniTii 
Meetings for Fublick Worfhip, to which People of all forts came ; the^*”'*^' 
other two days were fpent in the Mens and Womens Meetings, To 
thofe Publick Meetings came many of the World, both Protejiants of 
divers forts, and fome Papifts ; and amongfi: thefe W'ere fcveral Ma- 
gifirates, and their Wives, and other Perfons of chief Account in the 
Country : and of the common People there were (6 many, befides 
Friends, that they thought, there were fometimes a Thoufand People 
at one of thoPo Meetings. So that, although they had not long be- 
fore enlarged their Meeting- place, and made it as big again, as it was. 
before; yet it could not contain the Fro/>/tf. I went by fiwr every 
Day four or five Miles to the Meeting, and there were fo many Boats 
at that time pafling upon the Fiver, that it was almoft like the Thames; 
and People laid, There were never Jo many Boats feen there together 
before. And as the Concourfe of People was very great (fo that one 
of the Juftices, who was there, faid. He never faw fo many People to- 
gether in that Country before ;) fo it was a very Heavenly Meeting, 
wherein the Prefence of the Lord was glorioufly manilcfled , and 
friends were thereby fweetly refrelhed, and the People generally fa- 
fisfied, and many convinced: for the blefled Power of the Lord was 
over all ; cvcriafiing Praifes to his Holy Name for ever. After 
the Publick Meetings were over, the Mens and Womens- Meetings be- 
gan, and were held the other two Days ; for I had fomething to im- 
part to them, which concerned the Glory of God, and the Order of 
the Gofpel, and the Government of Cbrifi Jefsu, So when thefe 
Meetings were all over, we took our Leaves of Friends in thofe 
parts ; whom we left well eftablifhed in the Truth (which is of good 
Report amongft the People there, and great Enquirings there are after 
it, amongft all forts of People.') And upon the Tenth Day of the 
Eighth Month we went from thence about Thirty Miles by Water, paf- 
fing by Crane s-Ijland, and Swan-Jjland, and Eent-Ijland in very f^oul 
Weather and much Rain ; whereby (our Boat being open) we were 
not only very much wetted, but in great danger of being overfet j 
Infomuch that fome of the World thought, we could not have cfcaped 'i, 

calling away, till they faw us come to Shore next morning. But bJclTed 
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i6ji. be God, we were very well. And having got a little Houfc, and 
dried our Cloths by the Fire, and rcfrelhed our felves a little, we be* 
fittrj-iud u 5 to our Boat again ; and put off from Lanri, fomctimes Sailhg, 
and fometimts Rowing : but having very fonllVeather that day too, 
we could not get above twelve Miles forward that Day. At Night 

■ wc got to Lana^, and made ui a Fire, and feme lay by that ; and feme 

lay by a Fire at an Houje a little way off Then, next Morning pur- 
bitit-Btj.htingow Journey, we paffed over the great Baj, and failed about 

Fort) Miles that day ; and making to Short at Night, we lay there, 

(bme in the Beat, and fome at an Ale-konfe by. Next morning (it be- 
ing the Firlt-Day of the iVeek) we went Six or Seven Miles to a 

Frienis Houfe, who was a JuJlice oi Peace', where wc had a 

Meeting that Day : and this was a little above the Head of the Great 
Bay. So wc were almoft four Days upon the Water, weary with 
Rowing ; yet all was very well, blelied and praifed be the Lord. We 

went next Day to anotlier Friend's Houfc, near the Head of Platted s~ 

where w'e had good Service amongft Friends and others : as we 
' had al(i) the Day following at Geo. Wiljons, a Friend, that lived about 
three Miles further ; where wc had a very precious Meeting , there 
being a great fendernefs amongft the People. 

( Alter this Meeting w'e (ailed thence about Ten Miles to 'james Friz- 

iis (who was a Jt^lice of the Peace ) and there, on the Sixteenth of 
the Eighth Month, we had a very large Meeting ; at which, bcfides 
Friends, were Ibme Hundreds of People, as it was Tuppofed, and 
amongil tliem were (tvcral Juft ices of the Peace, and Captains, and the 
Sheriff, with other Perfons of Note in the World’s Account. A blef- 
fed, heavenly Meeting this was, and a powerful, thundering Teflimony 
for Truth was born tlierein j and a great Senfe there was upon the 
People, and a great Broken^s and TendernejS was amongft them. Wc 
flay’d after Meeting, till about the Eleventh Hour in the Night, that 
the 7/^f turned, and was with us: and then taking fiadt again, we 
parted that Night and the next Day about Fifty Miles, to anotlier 

* Friend s Houfe. The two next days we made Ihort Jeurnies, vifiting 

Friends : and on the Twentieth we had a great Meeting at a place 
Severn, called Severn, where there wasa Meeting- Place, but not large enough 
to hold the People by many; for the People of thofc parts came gc* 
nerally to it. Divets of the Chief Magifirates were at it, and ma- 
ny other confiderable People ; and it gave them generally great Sa* 
tisfadion, Two days after we liad a fiketing with lome, that walked 
difordtrly ; and wc had good Service in it. Then fpending a day or 
teoo in vifiting Friends thereabouts,wc palled to the Weftern-Shvre^ and 
on the Twenty fifth Day bad a large and precious Meeting at WHiiam 
Coale's, wlicre the Speaker of their A^hly, with his Wife, and % 
Juflice of Peace, and Icvcral other People of Quality were prefent. 
Next Day wc had a Meeting, fix or fitven Miles lurthcr, at Mrahm 

• Birihead s, where many of the Mapfiratts and upper fort of People 

were ; and the Speaker of the Parliament or A§imily fer that Country 
w as Convinced : A blelTcd Meeting it W'as, prailed be the Lord. Wc 
travcMed on next Day ; and on the Day folbwing (winch was the 
Ttoenty eighth of the Eighth Month) had a large and very precious 
^Wn. Meeting at Peter Sharps, on the CHjts, between Thirty and Forty 
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Afi/« diftaot from the former. Many of the and upper 1671. 

Rank of People were at this Meetings and a heavenly Meet 'm it was. 

One of the Gtvernm'iCouHcU'sWives was Convinced \ and her 
hand very loving 10 Fritndi : and one, that came from Firgink (be*- 
ing a Ji^ice of the Peace there) was Convinced ; and hath a Meeting 
fine© at his Houfe. There was fome Papifts at this Meeting; and one 
of them threatned, before he came, that he would Difpnte with' me : 
but when he came, he was reached, and could not oppofe. BlefTed be 
the Lord, the Truth hath reached into the Hearts of People beyond 
Words, and it is of ^good Savour amongft them. After the Meeting 
we went about Eighteen Miles to James Prejlons, a Friend that livetn 
on PottuxoH- River ; and thither came to us Indian King, with hisPoftwo"" 
Brother, to whom I fpake ; and I found, they underftood the thing 
I’pake of. Now having finifhed our Service in Marj-land, and intend- 
ing forthwith to it forward for Virginia, we had a Meeting at Pot- poteuxon. 
tuxon^Qtt the Fourth Day of the Ninth Month, to take our Leaves of 
Friends. The Meeting was in the Meeting-Place ; and many of the 
Worlds People of all forts were at it ; and a powerful Meeting it 
was. 

Upon the F't^th Day of the Ninth Month we fet Sail for Virginia, vtminiA 
and fo three days came to a Place called Nancetnum ; it being (as they n«c«. 
there computed) about Two hundred Miles from Mary-land. In this 
Voyage wc met with nothing.but what had been ufual with us, namely, 
foul Weather, Storms and Rain ; and to lie in the Woods by a Fire in 
the Night. At this Nancemum lived a Friend, called the Widow 
Wright. Next Day we had a great Meeting at Nancemum , of Friends 
and People : There came to this Meeting one Col, Dewes, with leve- 
ral other Officers and Magift rates, and were much taken with the 
Truth declared. After this Meeting was over, we haft’ned towards Ca- 
rolina ; yet had fevcral Meetings by the Way, wherein we had good 
Service tor the Lord : One about four Miles from Nancemum-Water, .. 
which was a very precious Meeting ; and there was a Afens- and a 
Womens- MeetingkttkA, for taking C<ire of the Affairs of the Church. 
Another very good Afeeri/igalfo we had at Widiam T arrow's, at a place 
called Pagan-Creek ; where the Meeting was fo large, tlwt we were rajfsn- 
fain to be abroad, the Houfe not being big enough to contain the Peo-^'“^' 
pie. A great Opennefs there was in the People ; and the Sound of Truth 
did fpread abroad, and bad a good Savor in the Hearts of People : 
the Lord have the Glory for ever 1 

After this our way to Carolina grew worfe, bting much of it 
plafhy and wet, and pretty full of great Bogy and Swavps ; (b that 
we were commonly wet to the Knees moff of us, and lay abroad 
a- Nights in the Woodphy a Fire: faying that one of the Nights we 
got to a poor Houfe, at a place called Soumertown, and lay by the Fire Somiwf- 
in the Houfe. TheWomanof the Houfe had a Sipfe of God upon her : 
andtheAcpart of our 7 >evs/had reached thither, and drawn fome 
People, that lived \xyovA Sommertomn, tothat/iA«^ ih Expeftation 
to have feen and heard us (fb aooepcable was the of Truth in 
that Wildernefs-Country :) but they mifiy us. The dext Day, which 
was the Twenty firfi of the Ninth Month, having travelled bard through 
the Woods, and over many Bogs and Swamps, we reached at Night

1671. to Bonner:^ Creek; and there we lay that Night by the Fire-fide, thfe 
Woman lending us a Mat to lie on. 

cakoli- This was the frH floiife we came to in Carolina : And here we left 
our Horfes, which were over-wearied with Travel. From hence we 
otiT'^ went down the Crffjt in a Canooe to Macccomocock-River , and came 
Macoco- ^ Houle, whole Name was Hugh Smith ; where the People ot 
•ocock. the World came in to fee us (for there were no Friends in that part 
of the Country :) and many of them did receive us gladly. Amongft 
others that came to us, there was one Nathaniel Batts, who (we 
heard) had been Governour of Ronoack : He went by the Name of 
Captain Batts, and had been a Rude, Dejperate Man. He asked me 
about a Woman in Cumberland, who, he faid he was told, had been 


healed by our Prayers, and Laying on of FJands, after Ihe had been 
loo^Jick, and given over by the Phyftcians ,• and he defired to know 
the certainty of it. I told him, We did not glory in fuch things ; but 
many luch things had been done by the Power of Chrijl. 

Not far from hence we had a Meeting among the World's People, 
and they were taken with the Truth; blehed be the Lord, Then paf- 
ftjratick- fing down the River Maratick in a Canooe, we went down the Bay 

cunny. Counie-oak ; and came to a Captains Houfe, who was loving to us, 

oke Bty. and lent us his Boat (for we were much wetted in the Canooe ; the 
Water flafhing in upon us.) With this Boat we went on to the Go- 

vernours Houfe : but the Water in fome places was fo lhallow, that 

the Boat being loadcn, could not Swim ; fo that we were fain to put 
off our Shooes and Stockings, and wade through the Water a pretty 
way. TheGmr»o«r, with his received us lovingly : but there 

was at his Houfe a DoHor, who would needs Difpute with us. And 

truly, KisOppofing us was of good Service, giving Occafion for the 
Opening of many things to the People, concerning the Light and Spirit 
of God, which he denied to be in Every one ; and affirmed, that it 
was not in the Indians, Whereupon I called an hdian to us, and 
asked him, ‘ Whether or no, when he did lie, or do wrong to any one, 
‘ there was not fomething in him, that did reprove him for it ? And he 
faid, There was fuch a thing in him, that did fo reprove him ; and he was 
afhamed, when he had done wrong, or fpoken wrong. So we Jhamed 
i\\& Doilor hdoxG the Governour People; infomuch, that the 

poor Man run out fo far, that at length he would not own the Scrip- 
tures. We tarried at ihtGovernour's that Night: and next Morning 
he very courteoufly walked with us himlclf about two Miles through 
the Woods, to a place, whither he had lent our Boat about to meet us. 
Where taking om Leaved him, we entred our^wr again, and went 

that Day about Thirty Miles to one Jofeph Scot's, who was one of 

the Reprefentatives of tht Country: And there wc had z Meeting, and 
many People were at it : a found, precious Meeting it was, and the 
People mxt and much defired dm Meetings. Wherefore 

we went to another Houfe about four miles further, and there we 

had another Meeting ; to which the Governour s Secretary came, ttdlo 
Chief Secretary of the Province, and bad (it li^s) been ior- 
tner]y Convinced. : ; , ' I 
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I Wfnc from this plice among the Indians^ and fpake unto them by 11^72. 
an Interpreter, Ihewing them ; ‘ That G»d made ail things it\SixDjys, t/VX) 
‘ and mide but one fVoman for one Man : and that God did drown the^^w/iM. 
'OldiVorld, becaufeof thdt iVickednefs. Afterwards I fpake to them 
‘ concerning C/'/'/i'?, Ihcwingthem, That he did for all men, for 
‘ their Sins as well as for others ; and had enlightned them, as well as 
* others: and tint if they did that which ms Evil, he would iurn 
‘ them; but if they did well, they fhould not be iurned. There was 
among them their young King, and others of their Chief Men j and 
they leemed to receive kindly, what I faid unto them. 

Now I'.aving vifited the North-Part of Carolina, and made a little 
Entrance for truth upon the Ptople there ; we began to return again 
towards Virginia, having feveral Meetings in our way, wherein we 
had very good Service for the Lord, the People being generally tender 
and open, blefTed be the Lord. Wc lay one Night at the Secretary’s 
Houfe, to which we had much ado to get: for thcfVater being fhal* 
low, we could not bring our Boat to Shore, But the Secretary’s 
Wife, feeing our Strait, came her felf in a Canooe (her Husband be- 
ing from home) and brought us to Land. By next Morning our 
Boat ms funk, and full of Water: But we got her up, and mended 
her ; and went away in her thitDsy aboutfwenty four Miles, the Wa- 
ter being rough and troubled, and the Winds high : but the great 
Power of God was feen, in carrying us fafe in that rotten Boat. In 

our Return we had a very precious Meeting at Hugh Smith’s ; praifed 

be the Lord for ever : the People were very tender, and very good 
Service we bad amongft them. There was at this Meeting an Indian 
Captain, who was very loving ; and did acknowledge it to be Truth, 
that was fpoken. There was alfo one of the Indian Priefts, whom 
they call a Pauwaw ; and he fate foherly among the People. On the 
Ninth of the Tenth Month we got back to Bonners-Creei, where we Bonnet'j- 
had left our Horfes ; having fpent a matter of Eighteen Days in tlie^'^"^' 
North of Carolina. 

Our Horfes having rcfled, and being now frelli, we fet forward 
forthwith for Virginia again ; travelling through the Woods and Bogs,viRGWiA 
as far as we could well reach that Day ; and at Night lay by a Fire in 
the Woods, as we often ufed to do. Next Day we had a tedious Jour- — ■ • , 
ney through the Bogs and Swamps, and were exceeding wet and dirty 
all the Day ; but dried our fclvcs at Night by a Fire. We got that 
Night to Sommerton. And when we came near the Houfe, the Woman Sommtr^ 
of the Houfe feeing us, fpake to her Sou to keep up their Dogs (for'®”- 
both in Virginia and Carolina they generally keep great Dogs to guard 
their Houfes, living lonely in the Woods ,-) But the Son faid, He need 
not ; for their Dogs did not ufe to meddle with thefe People. Where- 
upon, when we were come into the Houfe, the Woman told us ; We 
were like the Children of Ifrael, whom the Dogs did not move their 
Tongues againft. Here we lay, but in our Cloths, and by the Fire i 
as' we had done many a Night before. And the nestt Day, before we 
wept away, we had a Meeting here ; for the People having heard of 
us, had a great Dejire to hear us; and a very good Meeting we had 
among them, where we never had Meeting before : prailed be the 
tor ever 1 After theMee/wgwe hafted away. And when w« 
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\6i%. had ridden about Twenty Miles, calling at zHoufe to enquire tlieW jy, 
t/VNj the of the //»«/e defirect us to tarry l^ight with them; 
Virfmt. which we did. Next Day we came among Frienh, after we had 
travelled about an Hundred Miles from Carolina into Virginia : fn 
which time we obferved a great Fariety ot Climates', having paflTed 
in a/«i> Days from a very Cold, to a warm and fprtng-like Country. 
But the Fewer of the Lord is the fame in all, and is over all, and doth 
reach the good in all ; praifed be the Lord for ever ! 

We fpent about three Weeks this time in travelling through Virgi- 
nia, fometimes amongllthe World's People only, but moftly amongft 
Friends ; having many large and precious Meetings in leveral parts 

of the Country •• As at the Widow Wright's, where a great many ot the 

Magiflrates, and Offkers, and other high People came. And a moft 
Heavenly Meeting we had; wherein the Power of the Lord was fo great, 
that it ftruck a Dread upon the Afemhly, and chained all down, and 
brought a Reverence upon the Peoples Minds. Among the Officers 
that were there, there was .i Major, that was Kinfman to the PrieH ; 
and he told me, The PrieU threatned to come, and Oppofe us. Bu: the 
Lord's Power was too ftrong for him, and ftopt him ; and we were 
quiet and peaceable : and the People were wonderfully affefted with 
the Teji'imony of truth ; blelTed be the Lord for ever I Another 
Cricka- very good Meeting w'e had at a place called Cr 'ickatrough, at which 
trough, People were ; many of whom had never heard a 

Friend hdiom and they were greatly fatisfied with the /Vccr/wg, prai- 
fed be the Lord ! We had alfb a very good and fcrviceable Meeting at 

■ John Porter's, which confifted moftly of the World’s People ; in which 

the Power of the Lord was glorioufty Jeen and felt, and it brought the 
truth over all the had Walkers and talkers : blefted be the Lord ! 
Divers other Meetings we had, and many Opportunities of doing Ser- 
vice for the Lord amon%^ the People, where weeamt. And the laH 

Week, that we ftay'd, we fpent forae time and Pams among Friends, 

/weeping away, that which was to be fwept out, and working down 
a had Spirit, that was got up in feme : And blefted for ever be the 
Name ot the Lord, he it is, that gives Vidory over all. 

Now having finilhed, what Service lay upon us at Virginia ; on the 
makt- thirtieth Day of the tenth Month we fet Sail in an open Sloop for Mary- 
lAND. Hut having a very great Storm that day, and being much wet- 
ted, we were glad to get to Shore before Night : And walking to an 
wiiiftugh- Houfe at Willoughhy-Point, we got Lodging there that Ni^t. The 
Qf Hotije was a Widow, and a very tender Woman : She 
hid never received Friends before ; but (he received us very kindly, 
and with tears in her Eves. We returned to our Boat in tbe Morn- 
ing, and hoifed up our hail ; getting forward as faftandas far as we 
could : but towards Evening a Storm rifing, and the Wind being high, 
we had much ado to get to the Shore ; and 6ur5M^ being open, the 
Water flalhed often in, and fometimes over us, fo that we were fuffi- 
— — ciently wetted. Being got to Land, W'c made us a F'tre in the Woods, 
to warm and dry us ; and there we lay all that Night, the Wolves 
howling about us. On the Firli of the Eleventh Mdnth we failed 
again : but the Wind being againft us, and fometimes driving us 
backwards, wc made but little Way ; and were fain to get to Shore- 

at 
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at Pehtt-Ctrrtfprt wherQ yet we found but fmll Cowfort : lot the 1671. 
Weather was (6 Celd, that though we made us a good fife in the '.^Vvy 
WeoJs to lie by ; yet our Water, that we had got for our Ufo, was Mtry-Uvi 
frozen near the fhefide. We made to Sea again next Day : but the 
W/nei being (Irong, and againft us, we advanced but little ; but were ^ 
glad to get to Land again, and travel about to find (brae Hauje, where — — 
uc in gilt buy fonie Provijfons : for our Store was Ipent. That Night 
alio ue lay in the Woods : and foextreamO/i/ was the Weather, the 
Wind blowing high, and tlie ProH and Snow being great, that it was 
bird for Ibme to abide it. On the Third of the Eleventh Month, the 
Wind fitting pretty lair, we fetched it up by Sailing and Kowing, and 
got that Night to Milford- Haven, where we lay at Richard Zeal’s Miifor.i. 
near Qntnces-IJland. Next Day wo MlTtd hy Raphahannock- River, 
wiiere dwell much People ,* and Friends had a Meeting therc-aways at a notk-Ki- 
Jitjlke^ Houfe, that had formerly been at a Meeting, where I was. 

We palled over fotomack-River alio ; tlie Winds being high, thclf<»rrr potom,’ri{. 
Very rough, our open, and the extream C^d : and ba-^'^ 

ving a Meeting thcre-aways alfo, fome People of the World, tl»t came 
to it, were Convinced : and wlien we parted thence, fome of our 
Company went amongft tliem. We fleered our Courlc for Pottnxou- Potuxon- 
R'tver ; and I late at Helm moft part of the Day, and fome of the 

N/ght. About the Firff Hoar in the Morning we rcached^rntfi Pre- 

floHS Houle in Pot tuxen- River ; which is accounted about two bsusdred 
Miles from Naneemm in Virginta. We were very weary ; yet the 
next Day (being the FirPi of the Week, and Fifth oi the Month) wc 
Went to the Meeting not far fiom thence : and the fame Week wc 
W’ent to an Indian King’ s-CaHin, where leveral of the Indians were ; j"'!'*'’* 
with whom wc had a pretty Opportunity to difeourfe : and they car- 

ried thcrnfclvcs very lovingly. Wt went alfo that Week to a General ; 

Meeting : from which we went about Eighteen Miles further to John 

Gearies, where we had a very precious praifed be th/e Lord 

for ever ! But after this tlieoWgrcw fo exceeding fuch 
extream Frofl and fnowy Weather, beyond what was ulual in that 
Country ; fo tlut we could hardly endure to be in it. Neither was it 
eafte orfafe to fiir abroad : yet we got (with fome Difficulty) fix 
Miles through the Snow to John Mayors, wlicre we met with fonw * 
Friends, that were come from Novo- England-, whom wc had left there, 
whrn we came away : and glad we were to fee each other, after fo 
long and tedious Travels. By thefe Friends we under flood, tliat WiL 
Ham Edmmdfon, having been at Road-Ifl^ and New-England, was 
gone from thence for Jfreland ,* that Solomon Ecelts coming from Ja- 
maica, and landing at Bojlon m New- England, was taken at a Meeting 
there, and baniffied to Barbados ; that John Stubbs and another Frieua 
were gone into Nea-Jerfey, and feveral other Friends to Barbados, Ja- 
mica, and the Leeward-Iflands. It was Matter of Joy to us to un* 
derftand, that the Work of the Lord went on and profjpercd, and that 
Friends were unwearied, and diligent in the Servitt. 

On the Ttventp Seventh of the Eleventh Month, wc had a very 

precious Meeting tn a TobaotO'Honfe : and on the next Day we return- 
ed to Pre/lon's, about Eighteen Mites diflant. But when wc 
came there we found, fm Honfe was bamt down to the Grouod the

Rivtr, 


1671. before, through the Carelefnefs of a Maid-Jervant ; Sowc lay 
thxtc Nights on the Ground by the firty the \Veathcr being very 
Muy- Uni Cold. We made an Ohfervatm, which was fomewhat ftrange, but 
certainly true ; that one Day in the midft of this Cold Weather, the 
Wind turning into the South, it grew fo hot, that we could hardly 
bear the Heat ; and the next Day and height, the Wtnd chopping back 
into the North, we could hardly endure the Cold. 
potiuxon. On the Second of the Twelfth Month, we had a glorious If>Ueting at 

Fottuxon : and after it went to John Gearie’s again, where we waited 

ciifi!. ® tocafty us to the Monthly Meeting at the Clifts ; to which 

we went, and a living Meeting it was, prailed be the Lord : This was 
on the Sixth of the Twelfth Month. And another Meeting we had on 
the Ninth, wherein the G/or^ of the Lord Ihined over all ; blefledand 
magnified be his Holy Name for ever. 

From hence we intended to go to Anatnejfy ; and on the Twelfth Day 
of the Twelfth Month we fet forward in our Boat : And travelling by 
Night, as well as by Day, in the Night we run our Boat on Ground 
Manico- a Creek near Manaco-Riverr- There we were fain to flay, till 
Morning, that the Tide came, and lifted her ofT again : And in the 
mean time, fitting in an open Boat, and the Weather hetn^hitter-cold, 
fome had like to have loft the Vfe of their Hands, they were fo frozen 
and henummed with Cold. But in the Morning, when the Tide had fet 

our Boat a-float again, we got to Land, and made us a good Fire ; at 

which we w armed our felves well : and then w ent to our Boat again, 

- and pafled on about ten miles further to a Friend' i Houfe j where next 

day we had a very precious Meeting, at which fome of the Chirf of 
the Place were. I went after the Meeting to a Friend's Houfe, about 
four miles off, at the Head of Attameffy- River ; where on the Day 
' ■ following, the Judge of the Country, and a Jufiice with him came to 
me, and were very loving, and much fatisfied with Friend's Order. 
The next Day we had a large Meeting at the JuJlice's Houfe, but it was 
in his Barn ; for his Houfe could not hold the Company. There were 
feveral of the Great Folks of thoxCountry ; and among the reft there 
was an Oppp/er .• but all was preferved quiet and well, and a precious 
Meeting it was ; and the feople were much taken and afteifted W’ith 
the Truth, hkikA be the Lord. We went next Day to fee one Capt.Gtf/- 
hurn, who was alfo a Jufiice of the Peace ; and there we had fome Ser- 
vice: Then returning again, we had a very glorious Meeting at the 
fame Jufiice's, where we met before; and there were many People o{ 
Account \n theWorld, Magijlrates, Oncers, and others at it. It was a 
large Meeting, and the. Power oi the Lord was much felt ; lb that the 
People were generally well fatisfied, and taken with the Truth : and 
there being leveral, both Merchants, and Maflers of Ships from New- 
England, the Truth was fpread abroad ; blefled be the Lord ! 

A Day or two after, departing from this place, we travelled about 

fixteen miles through the Woods and Bogs, heading Anamefjy- River, zad 
Amorocj. Amoroca- River ; part of which laff we went over in a Canooe, and 
Mmokc, Manaoke, to a Friendly Woman’s Houfe : where on the Twenty 

fourth of the Twelfth Month, we had a large Meeting in a Barn ; and 
the Lord’ s living Prejence was with us, and among the People : blefled 
be his Holy Name for ever-more ! Friends had never had a Meeting

in thofe before. After this Mrr//^ vec pafTcd over the River 1675. 

and through many bad and Avatry Swantps and Mari/h^y^'V^ 
Way ; and came to James Jam, a FrieMtl, who was a J^ice of the 
Veaee : where we had a large and very glorious Meeting, praifed bcnwo)!^. 
the Lord God. Then pafling over t^ Water in a Beat, we took 
Horfe, and travelled about Twenty four Miles through Woods and 

troublcfom and dame*to'another ^ where vrt- 

had a very large Meeting, much People of the World being at it, and 
many of Confi^raile Account amongll them : and the living Prefence 
of the Lord was amongft us, praifed forever be his holy Name / This 
was on the 7 l 6 /ri^ Day of the Firfi Month, 167*. And on the Fifth 
Day of the fame we had another living and heavenly Meeting, at 
which divers of the Juftices, with their and many others of 

the World’s People were ; amongll whom we had very good Service 
for the Lord, bjefled be bis Holy Name. At this Meeting was a Woman, 
that lived at Anameffy, who had been many Tears in Troulte of Mind; 
and fometimes would fit moping near two Months together, and hardly 
fpeakor mind zny thing. When I heard of her, I was moved of the 
Lord to go to her, and tell her, ‘ That Salvation was come to her 
Houfe. And alter I bad fpoken the Word of Ufe to her, and intreat* 
ed the Lord for her, Ihe mended; and went up and down with us to 
Meetings, and is ftnee well : blelTed be the Lord ! 

Being now clear of thefe parts, we left Anameffy on the Seventh 
Day of the Firfi Month ; and palling by Water about Fifty Miles, 
came to a Friendly Woman’s Houfe at Hunger^River. We had very Hungtr* 
rough Weather in our Fa fage to this Place, and were in great Danger 
for the Beat had like to have been turned over ; and 1 loft both my 
Hat and Cap : yet we recovered them again with much ado ; and 
through the good Providence of God got fafe thither, praifed be bis 
Name. At this place we bad a Meeting, where we had never any 
before j and amongft the People tliat were at it, there 't/exetwo Papiflt, 
a Man and a Woman : the Man was very tender ; and the Woman con- 
felled to the Truth. This Meeting was not fo large, as it would have 
been, if many, who intended to have been at it, could have got to it : 
but the Weather was fo foul, and the Water by teafon of high Winds, 
fo rough, that it was not fafe to pafs upon it. 1 had no Friend now 
with me, but Robert Widders ; the reft having difperfed themfelves 
intofeveral parts of the Country in the Service o( Truth. 

So foon as the Wind would permit, we palfed from hence about 
Forty Miles by Water, rowingmo^ part of the way, and came to the 
Head of little to Dt.Wiufmore’s, who was ijuftice^> 
of Peace, and lately convinced. Here we met with fome Friends, 
with whom we ftaid a while : and then went on by Land and Water, — 
and had a large Meeting abroad ; for the Houfe we were at. could not 
receive the People. There were divers of the Magifirates, and their 
Wives at this Meetis^ j and a good Meeting it was, blefled be the 
Lord, who is making his Name known in that Wildernefs-Country. 

We went back from thence to a Friend s Houfe.whofe Name is William 
Stephen’s , where we met with thole other Friends, that bad been tra- 
velling in other parts ; and were much refrelhed in the Lord together, 
when we imparted to each other the good Snccefs, we bad bad in the 

Bbbb Lord's 
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1^7 V Lor/sWork, and the «nd fprcadiog of the places, 

wdierc We travelled. John eartwright and anotbef had been at 
mtryAui ytrginiay where were great Defires in FetPk after the Tutub : and fac- 
ing now returned, the^ Aaid but a little with us Jiere ; and then 
fet forward for Barhams. But before we kft this place, we had a 
very glorious Meeting here, at whiclt. Were very many of the WerlJ’ s 
People, and Ibmc of the Chief of them. For there was the JiJgeof 
that Country, and three Juftices of the Ff<?ce, and the High-Sheriff, 
wkh their Wivet, and feveral others : And of Indiani there was te, 
W'ho was called their Emperor, and one of the Indian Kingt, and theie 
Speyer } who all fate very attentive, .and carried themfelvcs very lo. 
vingly t and an eftabliibing, fettling Meeting’ it was. This was on the 
Twenty third of the Firff Month. 

And on the Twenty fourth we went by Water ten Milfs to the Indian 
Tom, where this fame Emperor dwelt ; whom I had acquainted before 
with my Coming, and dcitrcd him to get their Kings iadCouneils to- 
gether. In the Morning the Emperor came himfelf, and had me to the 
Town 5 and they were generally come together, and bad \h 6 x Speaker, 
and other (^cers with them, and the Old Emprefs fate among them : 
And to give them thegr due, they fate very grave and foher, and were 
all very Attentive, beyond many that arc called Chrifiians. 1 had 
feme with me, that could interpret to them ; and we had a very good 
Meeting with them, and of very good Service it was : for it gave 
them a good E/leem of Truth zad Friends •, blenedbetbeilorr/ / 

Alter this, we had many Meetings in ftveral parts of that Coun- 
try { one at William Stephends, which was a general Meeting once a 
Month : another at Trtdbaven Creek ; another at Wye ; another at 
Reconow-Creek ; and another at Thomas Taylor's in the Ijland of Kent. 
Moft of rbele Meetings were large, there being many of the World’s 
People at them, and divers of them of the raoft Confiderable in the 
World’s Account : And the Lord s Power and living Prefence was 
with us, and plenteoufly mantfefted amongft the People, by which 
their Hearts were tendrd, and opened to receive the Trwf/.^, which had 
a good Savour amongft them} blefledbcthc Lord God over all for 
ever. Then being clear of that fide, we pafled over the Bay about 
Fourteen Miles to a Friends Houfe,where we met with feveral Friends-, 
and I font for Thomas Thnrfion thither, and had a Meeting with him, 
to bring the Trnth over bis had Adions. 

Now having travelled through moft parts of that Country, and vi- 
fited moft of the Plantations thereabouts, and had very go^ Service 
for the Lord in America, having alarm’d the People of all (orts, where 
we ceme, and proclaimed the Day of God’s Salvation amongft them ; 
we (bund, our Spirits began to be clear of thole parts of ^he World, 
and to draw towards Old England again. Yet we were defirous, and 
ftlt Freedom from the Lord to ftay, till the General Meeting for that 
Province of Maty-Und was over (which drew n^h ;) that we might 
(ee Ftienis generally together, before we departed. Wherefore fpend- 
- out time in the interim, partly in vifitvag Friends and Friendly 

ciifti. People, and in having Meetings about the C^s and Pottuxan j and 
lonuxon. p^iiy j(, ^filing Anfwers to Ibme Cavilling which feme 

ef Truth's Advtrfarits had raii^ and fpread abroad, to hbder People 
• • ' from 
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from receiving the 7 >k//; : we were not idle, but laboured in the 1673. 
IVerk o( the Lor J, until that General Provincial Meeting came on; 
which began on the Seventeenth Day -ck the Third Month, and lafted 
four Days. On the Firft of thefe days the Men and fVomen had their r^iVroX 
Meetings for Bujinejl, wherein the Affairs of the Chnrcb of God were clii mt- 
taken Care of ; and many things, relating thereunto, were op^ed 
unto them to their Edification and Comfort. The Three Dayi 
were fpent in Pdhlick Meetings for thtWorjhi^ of God, at which divers 
of cbnfiderahleAccount in the Governtfient, ^nd many others of the 
World’s People 9 rtte prefent; who were generally fatisfied, andmanj' 
of them reached : for it was a wonderful, glorious Meeting, and the 
mighty Prefence of the Lord ms feih and felt overall; blefled and 
praifed be his Holy iTame for ever, who ever all giveth / 

After this Meetingm took our Leerve di Friends, parting ii) great 
Tendernefs, in the fenfe of the Heavenly Life, and vertuous Power of 
the Lord, thix waslivingly felt amongft ui : and went by Water to. the 
place, where we were to take Shipping ; many friends accompanying 
us thither, and tarrying with us that Ifight. Mext Day, which, was 
the Twenty frffof the Third Month, 1673, and the Day following 
we let Sail for England :The fame Day Richard Coveil came on Board At su. 
our Ship, having had his own taken from him by the Dutch. We 
had foul Weather, and contrary Winds, which caufed us to call Anchor 
often ; fo that we were till the Thirty firpi of the Third Month, e’er 
we could get paft the Capes of Virginia, and come out into the wain 
Sea. But after this we made good Speed, and on the Twenty eighth £ w c- 
of the Fourth Month, call Anchor at Kings^road, which is the 
hour for Briftol, We bad in our Paffage very high Winds and Tempe- R<34d. 
fiuous Weather, which made the Sea exceeding rough, the Waves riung 
like Mountains ; fo that the Mafiers ^nd SfftUrs wohdred at it, aaa 
faid. They never ftw the like before. But though the Wind was 
firong, it fate for the moft part withtis ; fo that we failed away be- 
fore it: and the Great God, who commands the Winds, who is Lord 
of Heaven, of Earth and the Seas, and whofe Wonders are feen in the 
Deep, he fleered our Gourfe, and preferved us from many imminent 
Dangers. The fa me good Hand of Providence, that \vent with us, and 
earned us fafely over, watched over us in our Return, and brought us 
fafely back again ; Thankfgivings and Praifes be to his holy {fame for 
ever! Many fweet and precious we had on Board the Ship 

during this Voyage, Ccommonly two i Week;) wherein the blefled 
Prefence of the Lord did greatly refreih us, and did often break in up. 
on, and tender the And when we came into Brifiol Har-^t\M^ 

hour, there lay aMawof War; ind the Prefs'majler c^e on Board 
us to prefs our men. We had a Meeting tl^t time in the Ship with 
the Sea-men, before we went to and the fate down 
with us, and flaid the Meeting, and was very well fatisfied with it. 

After the Meeting! fpake to turn to leave twopf the Men he had Pref 
fed, m oot Ship (for be hid prefTed four,) one of Which was a 4 r»»e 
Man ; and be laid, At my Re fuePt he would. 

We went on Shore that Afternoon, and got to 'Sbear-hampton,shttt‘ 
where we got Horfet, and rode to Briftol that (fight; where Friknds •’““P'®*- 
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1^73. received 'US wjth great Jty. In the Evening I Writ a Lttttr to my 
‘•''■VNi' H^fe, to give her Notice of my LenJingt asTollowcth :

cence. The Serpent was the fecond Teacher, the/<i^ Teacher, who 
by \iis falfe Teachingemt tobe the God oi the World, which lies in 
Wickednefs, ChrtSi Jefus, that bruifcs the Serpent's Head, is the 
‘ third Teacher, who faith, Learn of me ; and of whom God faith, Thu 
‘ is my helmed Son, in whom I am wellpleajed. Hear him : and of 
' whom the Teflimony of the Saints of Old was. That God hath tn thefe 
‘ lali days- fpoken unto us hy his Son. Thus they, that come to be re- 
‘ newed up again into the Divine, Heavenly Image, in which Man was 
' itfirfi made, will know the fame God, that was the Firfi Teacher of

Many deep and precious Things were opened inthofc by 

the Eternal Spirit, which fearcheth and revealeth the deep Things of 
God: And after 1 had finilhed my Service for the Lord tn that City, I 
„ departed thence into Glocefterfhire, where we had many large and pre- 
Sf" dm% Meetings’, and the Ws Everlafting ftm-er (lowed over all. 
wiiM,. ItomGlocefierfhire I palTed \mWiltjhire, where alfo we had many 
si«,en. hkILed Meetings. At Slattenford m Wiltfhire we had a very go^ 
(Oft- Meeting, though we met there with much Oppofitm from fome, who 
had fet themfelves againft Womens- Meetings ; which I was moved of 
the Lord to recommend to Friends, for the Benefit and Advantage of 
the Church oUhriJl. ‘ That the faithful Women, who were called to 
‘ the i?f//^of the Truth, being made Partakers of the fame precious 
S oT ‘ Faith, and Heirs of the fatne everlafting of Ir/eand Saha- 
Womtns- ‘ tion, as the Men are; might in like manner come into the PofejfioH 
‘ and Pralliceoi tht Gofpel-Order, and therein be Meet-helps unto the 
‘ Men in the Refloration, in the Service of Truth, in the Affairs of 

* the Church, as they are outwardly in outward and civil, or temporal 
‘ things. That fo all the Family of God, Women as well as Men, might 
•‘know, podefs, perform and difeharge thixtOfices and Services in the 
‘ Houfeoi God, whereby the Poor might be the better looked after, 

* and taken care of; the Lounger fort inftruifed, informed and taught 

• in the Way of God ; the /w/e and diforderly reproved and admonilh- 
‘ ed in the fwr of tht Lord-, the Clearnefi of Perfons . propounding 
‘ Marriage, more clofcly and ftriftly enquired into in. the Wifdem of

the Fire ef the Lord did hum within him t and he faw the Angel of the Si«iw

’ , Notwithftanding Oppofuion was made at the Meeting, yet a 
Very good and (crviccablc;)/«//j*| it was; for cccafioo was thereby ' 
adminiftfcd to Anfwer their 0 Ijetl ions tnd Cavils, and to open tbe 
Services of Women in and for tliC: Church, And at this Meeting 
tht Womens- Meetings ior .tiut County were eftabliftied in the blclTed 
Power of God. 

After this I went 10 liLtrlharotigh, and had a there ; to Miribo 

which feme of the Magifiratfs catne, and were civil and moderate/®"***' 
Xhen pafTing on to Bartholomew Maylins, I had a very precious Afeer- • " 
there : and from thence went a little beyond Ore, where we had a ore, 
bIcOed Meeting, and very large ; as we had alfb foon after upon the 
Border of Hampjhire. Tliep turning into Oxfordshire, we vifitod 
Friends there } and then went to Heading, wheie we had a large 
Meeting: and from thence paffing xotoBuckinghawfhire, had many 
precious A/ee//)»gr in t\a,t County. After which we went upward*, 
vifiting Friends, till wc came to Kingiion upon Thames, wlicre iiiy Kingflon 
Wife, and her Daughter Rachel met me. l^*^**^ 

I made no long Itay at Kingflon, but went to London, where I found, loodoo- 
the Baptifls and Socinians, witlj fome Old Apoflates, were grown vc» 
ry Rude, having printed many Books againll us : $0 that I had a 
great Travel, in tlie Lords Power, before I could get clear of that 
City. But blefled be the Lord, his Power came over them all ; and 
all their lying, wicked, fcandalous Books were anfwered. Then after 
a while, I made a Ihort Journey into fome parts of Efftx and Middle^ iStx. 
fex, vifiting Friends at their Meetings, and their Children at their 
Schools ; and returned foon again to London, And after I had had London, 
fome Service there among' Friends, I went down to Kingflon, and Rjogdon, 
from thence to Stephen Smith's \o Surrey; where was a very large 
Meeting, many Hundreds of People being at it. 1 ftaid in thole parts, 
till I had cleared my felf of the Service, the Lord had given me to 
do there, and then returned by Kingflon to London, whither I felt my Ringrton, 
Spirit drawn; having heard, that many Friends w'cre had before tbe London. 
Magijlrates, and divers Jmprifoned, both at London, and in otfier Ci- 
ties and Towns in the Nation, for opening their Shop-windows upon 
Holy- days, and Fafl-days, (as they were called) and for bearing Te- 
Jlimony againft all fuch Ohfervations of Days. Which Friends could 
not but do, knowing, that the true Chrijlians did not obferve the 
Jews Holy days iq the Apofiles times ; neither could we obferve the 
Heathens and Papijls Holy days (fo called) which have been fet up 
amongft thofc that arc called Chrijlians, fince the ApoflUt days. For 
we were redeemed out of Days by Chrifl Jefus, and brought into the 
Day, which hath fprungfrom on high ; and are come into him, who 
is Lord of the JewiJh Sahlath , and the Suhjlance of the Jews 
Signs. 

Now after [ had ftaid fome time in London, labouring for fome 
//e^and Baft to Friends in (his Cafe, 1 took Leave of Friends there, 
and went into the Country, with my Wife., and her Daughter Rachel,

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1671. to Hendon in MiMeftx, and from thence to Wtllim Pm’ s it Rick- 
tyysj mnfmrth in HertftrJjhire, whither Thmai Lower (who married ano; 
Miiditftx. ther of my Wife's Daughters') cime to us the next Day, fo accoitj- 
Journey NorthwarJ. After we had vifitcd Friends 
Mu. thereabouts, we padtd to a Friend' s Houfc near Ayleshury ; and from 

worth thence to Bray Doily’s at Addtrhury in Oxforafhire, where on tlie 

Aylfsbury. FirH Day we had a large and precious Meeting : and Truth being w clJ 
Addef*' * Friends in ihofe parts much increafed in number, two ot 

bury/’ three new Meetings were then let up thereabouts. 

Now at Night, as I was fitting at Supper, I felt, Iwzs Taken \ yet 
I faid nothing to any body of it then. But getting out next Morning, 
Wirtijitf we travelled through the Ce«»/ry into PTorff/Zer/i/ff, and wenttoyoifr* 
Trcdini!. ddalford's Houfc at Armfeot in Tredington PariJh ; where we had a 
ton-P4ri/b.very largeand precious in his fiar*, the Ior</'s Powerful Pre- 
Armfeot. ff„gg [jjjpg eminently with us, and amongft us. After the Meeting 
was done, and Friends (moft of them) gone away, as I was fitting 
in the Parlour, difcourfing with feme Friends, that (laid, there came 
to the Houfeone Henry Parker, called a Juftice, and with him ond 
Rowland Hams, a Pr 'tePi of Hunniton in Warw'tckfhire. This Jujlue 
came to know of the Meeting by means of a Woman- Friend; who be- 
ing iJurfe to a Child of his, asked Leave of her M'lftreji, to go to the 
Meeting to fee me : and Ibe fpeaking of it to her Husband, he and tlic 
PrieH plotted together to come and break up the Meeting, and appre- 
hend me. But by means of their'fmiog long at Dinner (it being the 
Day, on which his Child ms fprinkled) they came not, till the Meet- 
ing was over, and Friends mollly gone. But though there was no 
Meeting, when they came ; yet I being there in the Houle, who was 
the PerfoH they aimed at ; the laid Henry Parker took me, and 
Thomas Lower for Company with me : and though he had nothing to lay 
to our Charge, fent us both to Worcefler-Jail, by a llrange fort of 
Mittimus, a Copy of which here followeth :

Jier ff. Worcejler, and to all Conftables and Tithing-men of 
the feveral Townfhipsand Villages within the faid Parilli 
of Tredington, and to the Keeper of the Goal for the 
County of Worcejler. 

C '^Omplaint leingmade to me, being one of his MajellyV fuftices of 
j the Peace for the faid County of Worcefter, that within the faid 
Parifh of Tredington in the faid County, there has of late been feveral 
Meet 'mgs of divers Perfons, to the number of Four hundred Ferjons 
and upwards at a time, upon Pretence of Exercife of Religion, otherwife 
than . what is ejlablifhed by the Laws 0/ England. And many of tht 
faid Perfons, fome of them were Teachers, and came from the Uorih, 
and others from the remote parts of the Kingdom, which tends to the 
Prejudice of the Reformed and E/labliJhed Religion, and may prow pre- 
judicial to the Publick Peace. And it appearing to me, that there was 
this prefent Day fuch a Meeting as aforejaid, to the number of Two hun-

Peace, to be holden for the faid County, to anfwer the Breach of the 
CommothLaws of England , and what other Matters fhould le Oi* 
jeBed again/l them s Thefe are therefore in his Majefly’s Hame to will 
and require yon, or either of yon^ forthwith to Convey the Bodies of the 
yi/a/ George Fox W Thomas Lower ro a/ W orcefter 
aforefaid, and there fafely to le kept, until they Jhall le from thence 
delivered ly due Courfe of Law : For which this Jhall be your fuficient 
Warrant in that behalf. Dated the 1 7tli Day c/December, in the i jth

Being thus made Prifoners, without any probable Appearance of 
being Releafed before the Quarter-Seffms at SooneH, we got feme 
Friends to accompany my Wife and her Daughter iaio the Mertb ; 
and we were conveyed toWorceJler-Jail : from whence, by that timefftrcilfiu 
I thought, my Wife coM be got home, I writ her the following^"’* 
Letter, r 


Dear Heart, 

‘ '"^Hou feemedft to be a little grieved, when 1 was (peaking of 
' 1 Prifons, and when 1 was taken : Be content with the Will of 
‘ the Lord God. For when 1 was at John Rous's at Kingjlon, I had a 

* fight of my being taken Prifoner ; and when I was at Bray Doily' i 
‘ in Oxfordfhire, as I ftte at Supper, I (aw, / was taken : and I faw, 
‘ I had a Suffering to undergo. But the Lori s Power is over all, blc(- 
‘ fed be his Holy Name for ever !

When we had been foitle time in the Jail, we thought fit to lay 
our Cafe before him. who was called the Lord Windfore, who was the 
Lord Lieutenant of Worcefierjhire ; and before the Deputy Ututenantt, 
and other Magtfirates : Which we did by the following Letter. 

‘ 'Tp'Hefc are to inform you, the Lord Lieutenant (fo called) and 
‘ I. the Deputy^Lieutenants, and the Jujlices of the County of 
‘ Worcefierjhire, how Unchriftianly and Inhumanly we have been 

* dealt withal by Henry Parker, a JuJlice (fo called) in Our Journey 
‘ or Travel towards the Horth. We coming to our Friend John Hal* 
‘ ford’s Houfe on the Seventeenth Day of the Tenth Month 1673. and 
‘ fome Friends bringing us on the Way, and others coming to Vifir 
‘ us there ; towards ^ght there came the aforefaid Jufiice, and a 
‘ PrieH, called Rowland Hains of Hunniton in Warwieijhire, and dc- 
‘ mandd our Mames and Places of Abode. And though we were 
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167 2 ^ rtdt in anyMMin^, but were together, When they ^nifc 
‘itt; yet he tnadc a MitthHiu Id feftd us ta WdNep^^pil, 

Woree. ‘ whcrefis Ayi in his MMitHts, Thiif Cbmflakt htihi^ ktaienthuh 
fter-/4i/. , ^ fy/joaB Miethf^s ef mny Huinittds it a time, we know 

* nothing of that ; ftor do wc think, that'eoncerns Oi. And whero^ 

* aS he fays further, That m fatisfalhty Attmt if nut StHlimit, §>■ 

* place <f Hab'rtatien appeared unto him. This he contradVds in his 

* own Mittimui, mentioning therein the ftotrs of our AMe and fJa>- 

* iitatict ; the Amtimt of Which Wc fttisfaAorily and fully gave him. 

* And one of us (The.Lcttiet') told him, That t was gothg down W’kh 
*my Mthef^h-Liw (who is Gtirge Pb* his Wife) and Wkh !fiy Si^ 
‘ flef, to fetch up my own and Child out of the i^trth into my 
‘ own Ciiktry : And the other of us (&eorge fix') told him, That f 
‘ was brihgihg forward my Wife on her jOufney towards the Nerth 

* (who had been at lotuhn to vifit one of her Ditttghters , that had 

* lately Lain in.) And having received a Meflage from my fActheti an 

‘ arttrtnl in Leicefkrjhire, that P>e carneflly dejired to fee we, 

* before (he died ; I intended, as toon as I had brought my IVi/e 
‘ on her Journey as far as Caofal in Wmokkjhire, to turn over into 
‘ Leiceflerjhtfe, to have fecn my Mother and Jitlatmt there, and 
‘ theft to have returned to Littdin again. But by his interrupting of

* fired the fuflice to conlider. Whether this was doing, as he would le

‘ no L<mv, he bad broken ; But be did not ask Tho. Lower for any 1 as 

* if it had been Crime and Caufe enough for his Commitment, that he 
‘ came out of Cornwall And if we were at a Meeting, as he (ays in 
‘ his Mittimus, he might have proceeded otberwife, than by (ending 

* us to fail, to anfwer the Breach of the Common Laws ; though yet he 
‘ (hewed us rtO Breach of arty ; as may be feen in the Mittimus. So 

* we thought fit to lay before you the SuMance of his Proceedingt

But no Efdargtmetit did we receive by our ApfUcation to the Lord 
Whtdfor (fo called.) And although Tbotm Lower received feveraf 
Lmer# from his Brother tit.Lower (Who was one of the Fihg’s fhyfi* 
dans') concerning his Liberty, and one, by his Procutemeftt, from 
Henry Savil (who was one of the Fings Bed-Chamher) to his Brother, 
called the Lord Win 4 fxr, to the dune ; yet feeing, it rclaixd on* 
ly to bis Enlargement, not ndue, (b great was bislMe and Regard to 
ms, that he would not (eek his own Lilerty fngly, but kept the Letter

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ijy iiKTi S>we were continued Prifeiiirs, till tbe next 

^jrfer^SsJJIoits of the Peace : At which tjpie divers friends from fe- 
vcrjl places oeidg in Town, did f|^ik to the concecniog 

W(K) fpike fair to Friends, and faid, we (hould be difchargcd. Pat rli.^ntr- 
many of the Juflices fecmed to diflike the Severity of Parkefs Pre-tif'^fo"^ 
ceedtngs againft us ; and did declare an Averfeneji to enfnareus by the 
Tender ol the Oaths. Some Friends alfo hid fpoken with him, that was 
called the Lord IVindfor, who likewile fpake them fair ; fo that it Was 
the general Difcourle, that we (hould be difeharged. We heard alfo, 
that Dr.Leiver had procured a Letter, from one CoJ. Sands at Lbnddn, 
to Ibine ol the Jujlkes in Favour of us. Some of the Juftices alfo fpake 
to fome Friends, to acquaint us, that they would have us [peak hut 
little in the Court, leii we jhould provoke any of the Bench ; and they 
would warrant, we fhould be difeharged. 

We were not called, till the lafi Day of the Sejfions, which was the 
Twenty Firji of the Eleventh Month, And when we came in, 

they were ftrkken with PaleneJ! in their Faces ; and it was fome time, 
before any thing was fpoken: infomuch that a fla/rifcer in the Had 
(aid, What ! are they afraid / Dare not the Juftices fpeak to tbint j? 

At length, before they fpake to us, Juftice Parker made a tong Speech 
on xhe Bench, much to the fame EffeH, as was contained in the Mit- 
timus ; often mentioning the Common Laws, but nbt Inftancing any, 
that we had broken : adding, That he thought it a milder Ceurje, to fend 
us Two to Jail, than to put bis Ifeighlours to the loft of two hundred 
Pounds, which they muft have fuffered, if he bad put the Law in Exe- 
cution againft Conventicles. But in this he was either very Ignorant, 
or very Deceitful : for there being no Meeting, when he came, nor 
any to Inform he had no Evidence to Convik us, or his Heiglsbours 
by, 

When Parker had ended hisS'^ecit, the Juftices fpake to us, and be* 
gan with Thomas Lower, whom they examined of the Cauje of his 
Coming into that Country ; of which he gave them a full and plain 
Account. Sometimes I put in a Word, while they were Examining 
him ; and then they told me, They were upon his Examination : but 
that when it came to my turn, I Jhould have free Liberty to fpeak, for 
they would not hinder me ; but / fhould have full time, and they would 
not enfnare us. When they had done with him, they asked me an 
Account of my Travel j which I gave them, according as is mention* 
cd before, but more largely. And whereas Jufticefarifer, to aggra* 
vate the Cafe, had made a great Hoife of There being fome from Lon- 
don, fome from the North, fome from Cornwal, ana fome from BriAol 
at the Houfe, when / was taken : I told them, ‘ That this was in a 

* manner all but Mir Family. For there was none from London but my 
\felf ; none from ;he Hortk, but my Wife and her Daughter ; none 
‘ from Cornwall, but my Son-in-Law Thomas Lower f nor ^ny from Bri- 
*ftol, but one Friend, a Merchant there, who met us, as it were, pro* 

‘ vidcntiaUy,toaffift my Wife and her Daughter in thm Journey h^t- 

* wards, when by our Imprifonment they were deprived of ov^Com* . 

‘ pany and Help. When I had fpoken, the Chair man whofe Name 
was SimpfoH, an Old Presbyterian) fijd j Tour Belatiek, ur Actonnt A' 
very Innocent. Then he and Parker whifpered a wljile together j ailtd 
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aittr that the Chair-man ftood up, and faid: lou, Mr. Fox, are a Fa- 
V*'^ moiij Man ; and all this mqy he true, rvlsich you have faid ; hut that 
Worn. ' he the better fatisfed, will you take the Ouhstf Allegiance and 
Sup emacy ^ I told them, ‘ They had laid, They would not enjnare ut ; 
tir-sijjitiii' but this 'A as a plain Snare : for they knew, we could not take any 
‘ Oath. However, tlaey caufed the Oat/; to be read ; and when they 
lud done, I told tlvem, ‘ I never took Oath in my lift ; but I bad 
‘ always been true to the Goverment. That 1 was call into the 
‘ Dungeon at Darhy, and kept a Prijoner Six Months there, bccaufe I 
‘ would not take up Arms againlt Ping Charles at Worcejler- Fight ; and 
‘ lor going to was carried up out of Leicefterjhire, and brought 

‘ btlore Oliver Cromwel, as a Plotter to bring in King Charles. And 
‘ ye know, laid I, in your own Confcicnces, tliat we, the People cal- 
‘ led Quakers, cannot take an Oath, or Swear in any Caje, bccaulc 
‘ Chriii hath forbidden it. But as to the Matter, or Subltance con- 
‘ tamed in the Oaths, this I can and do lay, that I do own and ac- 
‘ knowledge the King of England to be lawful Heir and Succeffor to 
‘ the Realm of England ; and do abhor all Plots and Plotters, and Con- 
‘ triyances againft him : and I have nothing in my Heart, but Love 
• and Good will to him and all Men, and defire his and their Profperity, 
‘ the Lord knows it, before whom I Bapd an Innocent Man. And as 
‘ to the Oath cf Supremacy, I deny the Pope, and his Power, and his 
‘ Religion ; aod abhor it with my Heart. While I was fpeaking to 
them, they cried. Give Imthe Book: Aod I faid, * The Book laith, 
‘ Swear not af ad. Then tl\cy cried, Take him away Jailer ; and I Bill 
fpeaking on, they were Vrgent upon the Jailer, crying. Take him 
away ; we fhalt have a Meeting here : Why do you not take him away ? 
That Fellow (meaning the Jailer) loves to hear him preach. Then 
the Jailer drew me away: and as 1 was turning from them, I flretch- 
ed out my Arm, and laid, ‘The Lord forgive you, w'hocalt me into

as wellas hCjf^iifig we were both taken together, and our Cafe was alike d 
But tltey told him, They would not hear him ; faying, Ton may begone 
about ym Ifufinefl, for we have nothing more to fay to yon, feting you 
are difehargedt Apd tliis was all he couM get froiJB them. Where- 
fore after ww rifen* he went to .fpaak wWi them at their 

Chamber , iKuing to know, Canfe they, had to detain his Father, 

feeing they had dfeharged him } and wifhwM tltem to confidcrj whether 
this was not Fattiality, anef would be a wmifb to them. Whereup- 
on Simpfon ibre»tned hifUrktyingi If yen U dot Content, we will tender 
ymfk» Oaths alfo, and fend yen po yensf .Father; To wbicb^ he replied, 
^kfy Weight Jo that, if fhayibinigkt ft : Bat whether they fint him or 
ne, ha fateuekd toga, and. wait ttpan hh father ia Prifon ; for that was 
ai«n* his hfmjs in Ctuntry. Tlteo 6id Juftice Parker lo him, Do

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yeittbkk^ Mr. Lower, tij 4 t I had mt Cm/c (9 fend y^nr Father and 167], 
you to PrifoH, when yon had fuel) a grettt Meeting, f)t|i^meh tb^t ihe ■✓VN)

part of his Farilhioncrs ; fa that when he emis tfatJn, he hath 

fcarce any Auditors left. I have heard, rcpliftl'TA<w«< that tIjC 

Prieji ot that Fari/h eomtiio feldom tovirit his/Yw/t, (bw once, it 
raay be, or twice m a Tear, to gatlicrup bis Tithes) that it wa.s bat 
charity in my father, to vifjt fuch n forlorn and farfaien fltck ; And 
therefore thou had’ft no Caufe to fend my Father to Priibn for vi/ltirg 
them, or for Teaching, htfiruliing and Pirtiling tlrem to Chr/fi titei# 
true Teacher, who had fb little Comfort or Bensfit from their (M^tendcd 
Pajior, who comes amongO; them only to teek for hii Gain from his 
Quarter. Upon this the Jidikes fell a latching; for jt feetria Dr.Cr««. 
der ('who was the Prie/l they fpalceof\) was then in the Room fitting 
among them ; though Thomas Lower did not ktnw him: and he had 
the bVst to bold his Tongue, and not undtftak* to Findicate himielf, 
in a matter fo notorioufly known to be true. But when IhomiLcwer 
was come from them, the fsofaues did fo play upon Dr. Crtavder,

not. Then he brought that Saying of PauTs; AS things are lawful 
unto me , i Cor^b^H. Arfd pL ifvShe, aS things were lawful unto 
him, thenSweiryng was lawful unto him ‘ By this Argument, laid I, 

‘ thou may’ll alfo affirm, that Deunkennefs, Adultery, and all manner 
‘ of Simrt&HTckynefi is lawful alfo, as well as 5ivwr/»^. Why, faid 
Dr. Crowder, Do you hold, that Adultery is unlawful d ^Tes, laid f, 

‘ that I do. Why, Then (faid he) this Contraditls the Saying of

Whereupon, the Vnder-Sheriff^ having made 
Tho. Lower his Deputy, to Convey me to Loudon, wt let forth out of 
Worcefler on the Twenty Ninth of the Eleventh Month 1673, and came 
London, to London, the Second Day of the Twelfth Month ; the Ways being ve- 
ry deep, and the Waters out. Next day Notice being given, that f 
was brought up, the Sheriff was Ordered to bring me into Court. I 
Kint's’ went accordingly, and did Appear in Court before Judge Wild ; and 
both be and the Lawyers were pretty fair, fo that I had time to 
fpeak, to clear my Innocency, and Ihew my wrong Imprifonment, Af- 
ter the Beturn of the Writ was entred, I was Ordered to be brought 
into Court again next Day ; the Order of Court being as follow- 
cth.

Accordingly I went in the Morning, and walked in the Had, till the 
Sheriff Ciose to me (for he trufied me to go, whither I would : ) and 
it being Early, we went, into the Court of the Kin^s-Beneb, and ftte 
there amo^ the Lathers aimofi an Hour, till the Judges came in. 
When the Judges came in, the Sheriff took off my Hat ; and after 
a while I wi^s called ; aod theLtfr/s Frjefence wzs with me, and his 
Roper I felt was over all. I flood and heard the A/ajj’s 
whofeName was yaarr, who indeed fpal^ notably, pni my behalf, as 
did alfo another Couufel&r tftet hin!i;, ,and tht Judges, who w'^rc 
Three, were all very moderate, not,C|i^i?g any reading Words at me, 
& I flood .ftiil in the Spirksdi \hfiUrdt ftemg, how the 
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Ltfd was « Wtrk, and tli^ £anh was heljjibg thd tf^imA0. But wltcli 167*. 
they iMd do«e, I ipiplieday felf to'^Chieffii/Hti^ cfcfiriftg;,’ fTHlt c^VvJ 

* I migiK ipgak : and be fad, I Tto i 'rela^ the 'Cdtft of^adqo., 

‘ dur jMfne/^ the Mtimer of dur b«bg T tke» and CMimit'ttiy ahd die

‘ our Triai at \lic 5 ^|!twa, and what I offered to ohe fujlites thtn, 

‘ as a Occlafatmy that I could idake Or Jign, innead of the (Uilh hf 
Allegiance and Supremacy. When I had dwie, the ' Chief fufiHe 'ftid^ 

Jweu te it turned ever to the King’ovBench, and the Sheriff' ff Wot* 
celier to ie d^chargtd ef me. He faid aifb> That, they vetuli tanf^r 
further tf it ; end if they fmid any Errear w the^ardi ir in the fk- 
ftkti Procetdmgty I Jkeuid he fet at Lilerty. So a Tiffitff waa caUbd 
to take me into Cufltdyy and he delivered me to tm 'Keefer of the 
Kingt- Bench y who let me go to a Friend' i Houfty whef« I lodged ; • 
and appointed to meet me at Edward Madi in B^hffgHte^Stree* lietct 
Day. But after this, Juftice Parkery or fonae other 'of tny Adt/hfa- 
fees moved theCaarr, That / might le feat hack to WOroeftcr, Whtfk- 
upon another Di^ was appointed for another fiearing; and they had 
Faur Ctunfeisy that pleaded againji me ; and there tVas one Getrgy 
Strondy a Caanfeilory that pleaded for me ; and was fktdtngy before f 
was brought into the Caurt : but they bore Itim down, and pmviHed 
wkh the Judga to give Jndgtnenty That Ifhould it ffM down to Wot- 
cefter-Setfioos. Only they told me, I might ptlt In Beil to Affear 
at the Sejionty and to be of the good Behaviour in the mean time. But 
1 told them, * I was never in III Behaviour iit tny Life $ and tbit thoy, 

* the Four fudges might as well put the Ohthxo itte there, a« ftnd hie 
‘ to Wmefler to be enfnerei by the fuflcts, in their' putting the Okth 
‘ to me, and then frtmuniring me, who never toidt Oath in my Life. 

‘ But, { told them, if 1 brake my Tea or Nayy ! was content to fuf- 
‘ fer the fame Penaiiyy which they fliould, that ireak their Oaths. 

This Alterat'm of the fudges Minds in my Cafe proceeded (as \Vas 
thought) frtwli fome falfe Ifformationty that idy Adverfary juftiefe 
Parker had given againft me : For between the times of ray former 
Afptorance and this, he had fpread abroad a very ftlfe and maliciods 
StotfyVk. That there toere many ftohjiantral men io 'itbmey oat ef fhve- 
ral farts of the Nation, when he took Mti and that tve had a Dtfign or 
Plot in hand ; and that Thomas Lower flayed with me in Priflm, long^ 
after he vm Jet at Ulerty, to carry ok okr Otjign. This was Ipofeft in 
the Parliament- Houfe ; ihibmueh, that if I had not been brought up 
to London, when I was, I had been flowed at Wottiflir, and themoi 
had been Becowmitai with me. But although thefe Ues Were eaWy 
difproved, and laid open to PatktP% Shame, yet Would nottheyk^^er 

alter their laftiSeurrarifj but remanded me to Worttfler^.fail t only - - - 
this Favonr was granted, that I might go down my own SVay, and at 
my own Leifm ; provided, I would be wkhoui foil there by thfc 
ijftr, which was to begin on the S/etond Day of the Sttond Month 
next following. 

So [ ftayed in and about tondak, till toward the latter &nd of the 
Firii Month 1674, and then went down lelfurely (for I was not able 
to abide hafty ana hard Travel ;) and came into iVorcifler on the lalt Wofate 
Day of the PirSi Month 1674, being the Day befote the fudges came 

to 
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1674. to Tcwn. On the StcondDay of the Secimd Month 1 was brought from 
the Jail to an /)i/f tiear th^ HaSy that I might be in Readinefs, if I 
(hould be tailed. But not being called that Day, the JaHer came to 
meat and told mCj t might go home, (meaning to the Jail 
Whereupon, (Ferrari/ Roberts of London being with me, he and I walk- 
ed down together to the Jail without any Keefer. Ifext Day being 
brought up again) they fet z little Boy, of about eleven Tears old, to 
be my Keeptr. I cime to underftand, that Juftice Parker, and the 
Clark of the Peate had gived Order, that I (hould not be put into the 
Calendar, that fo I might not be brought before the Judge; Where- 
fore I got the Judge’s Son to move in That I might be called s 
^ And thereupon I was called, and brought up to the Bar before Judge 

” turner, my old Adverfary ; who had tendered me the Oaths, and 
Premunired me once before at Lancafter. After Silence made, he ask- 
ed me. What I did deftre i I anfwered, ‘ My Liberty, according to 
‘ Ju^ice. He faid. Hay upon the Oath ; and asked, If I would take 
it^ ‘I defired, he would hear the Manner of my being Taken and 
‘ Committed ; and he being//f*r,I gave him an Account thereof at large, 
‘ as is before fet down : Jetting him alfoknow, ‘That fince my /w- 
^ prifonmentWaA underftood, that my Member, who was an Ancient, 
‘ tender Woman, and had defired to fee me, before (he died ; hearing, 
‘ that I was flopped and imprifoned in my Journey, fo that 1 was not 

* likely to come to fee her, it (truck her fo, that (he died (bon after : 

* which was a very hard thing to me. When 1 had done (peaking, he 
again asked me, to take the Oaths. I told him, * I could not take 
‘ any Oath, iot Confeience fake j and I did believe, he and they all 
‘ knew in their Confciences, that it was for Confcience-fake, I could not 

* Swear at all : But I did declare amongft them, what I could fay, 

* and what I could fign, in owning of Actings Right to the Govern- 

'tment, and in denying the Pope, and his pretended Power } and all 
‘ Plotters, Plots and Confpiracies againll the Government, Some 
thought, the Judge had a mind to have fet me at Liberty, for he 
faw, they had nothing jf^/yagainft me; but Parker, who Commit- 
ted me, endeavoured to inceofe him againft me, telling him. That I 
was a Ring-leader : that many of the Nation followed me, and he knew 
not, what it might come to ; with many more envious Words, which 
fome that (food near, took notice of : who alfo obferved, that the 
Judge gave him never a K'dri/ in Anfwer to it. However, the Judge 
willing to eafe h-imfelf, referred me and my Cafe to the Seffionszgm ; 
bidding the Juflices make an End of it there, and not trouble the Af- 
fzes any more with me. So I was continued Prifener, chiefly (as it 
feemed) through the means of Juftice Parker, who in this Cafe, was 
zsfalje, is envious : for he had promifed Richard Cannon of London 
(who had, it Teems, Acquaintance with him) That he would endea- 
vour to have me fet at Liberty ; and yet he was the worfi Enemy I 
had in Court, as Tome of the Court obferved and reported. Other 
of the Ju/iices were very loving, and promifed, that / fbould have 
the Liberty of the town, and to lodge at a Friend’s Houfe, till the Sefli- 
ons : Which accordingly I had ; aifd the People were very civil and 
refpcdfultome. * 


Between 
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Between this time and xh&Seffions (having (hi Lihrtj of tbo 1674. 
Town for my Health’s fake) I had fomc Service for ilic Lortf, with fe* 
veral People, that came to Fijtt me. For at one time tbere ctme 
Three Hon ctnformifl Priefls^ and two Lawyers to difeourfe with^. ^ 
roe ; and one of the Prteiis undertook to prove, that the Scriptms 
are the only Rule of Life. Whereupon, after I had plunged him 
about his Proof 1 had a fit Opportunity to open unto them ‘ Th 4 
‘ right and proper and Excellency of tlte ; and 

‘ alto to flv;w, that the Spirit of 60J, which wasj^ive* to every owe to 
‘ profit mtha/l, and the Grace of &oJ, which hrmgeth SalvatioM, anJ 
‘ which hath appeared to ad nten, and teacheth them that obey it, to deny 
‘ Vn^pdlinef and Worldly Lufis, and to live foherly^ rigfteoufiy and 
‘ ^o/ly in this prejent World ; that this, I fay, is the raoft fit, proper and 

* univerfal Rule, which God hath given to all Mankind to rule, direU, 

‘ govern and order their Lives by. 

Another time there came aC#»M»M-/’rd[7eAPr/e;^, and feme People 
with him ; and be asked me, If I was grown up to PerfePlmi I told 
him ; ‘ What I was, I was by the Grace of God. He replied. It tm a 
modefi and civil Anfwer, Then he urged the Words of John ; If we 
fay, that we have no Jin, we deceive our felves, and the Truth a uat i* 
us: And he asked. What did I fay to that S ‘I fiid with the fame 
‘ Apoftle, If we fay, that we have not finned, we make him a Liar, emd 

* his Word it not in us ; who came to deflroy Sin, and to take away Sin, 

* So there is a Time for People to fee, that they have/nW, and there 
‘ is a time for them to fee, that they haveiy/« ; and ihereisa Twe for 
‘ them to Confeji their Sin, and xo for fake it, and to know the Blood 
‘ of C hr ill to cleanfe from all Sin. Then the Prieli was askedk ‘ Whe* 

‘ ther Adam was not perfeil, before he fell / (and whether all God’s 
‘ Works were not perfell f The Priefi faid, Tlsere might he a Per* 
fehlion, as Adam had, and a falling from it. But I told him, ‘There 
‘ is a Perfeflion in Chrifi above Adam, and beyond falling ; and that 
‘ it was the Work of the Minifters of Chrifi, to pretent every man per* 

‘ fefl in chrifi, and for the PerfeHing of them^ they had their Gifts 

* from chrifi : And thcrelorc they, that denied Perfeflion, denied the 

* Work of the Minifiry, and the Gifts, which Chrili gavt far the Per* 
*fedingc^ tht Saints. The /’rre/ faid, We mujl always he flriving. 

But I told him, ‘ It was a fad and comfortlefs fort of flriving, to 
‘ drive with a Belief, that we (hould never Overcome. I told him alfa, 

‘ that Paul, who cried out of the Body of Death, did alfo Thank God, 

* who gave him the Vi^ory, through our Lord Jefus Chrifi : So tbere 
‘ was a time of Crying out for Want ci Villory\ and a time of Prat- 
‘ fing God for the hilory. And Paul faid. There it no Condemnation 
' to them, that are in Chrifi Jefus. The Priejl laid, Job was not per- 
fell. I told him, ‘ God faid, Joh 'vaa a perfell Man, and that be did 
'' fhun Evil I and the Devil wa& forced toconfefs, that God had fei an 

* Hedge about him } which was not an outward Hedge, but the invl- 

* fibJe, Iwavenly Power. The Priefi faid, Job faid, He. ebargath hit 
Angels with Folly, and the Heavens are not clean in h 'ts fight. 1 told 
him, ‘ That was his Miftake : for it was not Jei fdid fo ; but Eliphaz, 

* who contended againft Joi. Well buii faid the ?rit^, Wbat fay yon 
to that Scripture ; The jajlefi Man that is; fnneth fevin times a Day. 

^ Why truly (faid I) 1 lay, there is no fuch Scripture : and with

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1674. ‘ that the Frieft's Mouth was flopped. Many other Services 1 had 
with fevcral (orts of People between the Aj^zes and the Seatons. 

worce. The next Quartet'Sejfms began on the Twenty Ninth Day cf the 

fir Month ; and there I was called before the 'jujlices. The 

Chair-man’s Name was Street, who was a Judge in \\\f:Weljh 

Circuit, and he mifreprefented me and my Cafe to the Country, tel* 
ling them ; That toe had a Meeting at Trtdington from all parts tj the 
Nat ton, to the terrifying of the King'r SuhjeFls, for which we had keen 
committed to Prifon : That for the Trial of my Fideltty the Oatlis 
tvfre put to me ; and having had time to confider of it, he asked me. If 
/ would now take the Oaths ? ‘ I defired Liberty to fpcak tor my felt : 
‘ and having obtained that, began fitft to clear my ftlf from ihofc 
‘ Faljhoods, he had charged on me and Friends ; declaring, That w e 
‘ had not any fuch Meeting from all pafts of the Nation, as he had re* 

‘ prefented it j but that (^except the Friend, from whole Houfe we 
‘ came, and who came with us to guide us thither, and one Friend of 
‘ Briflol, who came accidentally, or rather providentially^ to aflift my 
' homewards, after we were taken) they that were with me, 

* were in a fenfe part cf my own Family, being my Wife and her 
‘ Daughter, and her Son imLaw. And we did not Meet in any w ay 

* or manner, that would occafion Terror to any of the Kings Sub- 
‘ jells ; for we met peaceably and quietly, without Arms : and 1 did 
‘ not believe, there could any one be produced, that could truly fay, 

‘ he was terrified with our Meeting. Befides, 1 told them, we were 
‘ but in our Journey j the Occafion whereof I now again related, as bc- 
‘ fore. Then as to the Oaths, 1 ihewed, why I could net take them, 
‘ (feeing, Chrifl hath forbidden all Swearing;) and what I could Jay or 
*JigH in.lieu of them, as I had done before. Yet they caufed the Oaths 
to be read to me again, and afterwards read an Indillment olfo, which 
they had drawn tip in Readinefs; having a ready alfo. Now when 
the IndiBment was read, the Judge asked me , If I was Guilty } I 
faid, ‘ Nay ; for it was a great Bundle of Lies : which I Ihewed and 
‘ proved to the Judge in Icvetal particulars, which I inflanced ; asking 
‘ him, if he did not know in his Confcience, that they were Lies ? He 
faid, It was their Form. I faid, • It was not a true Form. He asked 
me again, WIsether I was Guilty ? I told him, ‘ Nay, I was not Guilty 
‘ of the Matter, nor of the Form : for I was againft the Pope and 
‘ Popery, and did' acknowledge, and Ihould let my Hand to that. 
Then the Judge told the Jury, what they fbould fay, and what they 
fhould do, and what they Ihould write on the Back-fide of the /»- 
diliment ; and as he faid, they did. But before the Jury gave in their 
FerdiSl, I fpake to them, and told them, ‘ That it was for Chr/fi's 
*fake, and in Obedience to his and his Apoflle’sCowmW, that I could 
‘ not fwear : and therefore (faid 1) takeieed, what ye do; for before 
‘ his Judgment Seat ye fhall all be brought. The Judge faid, This u 
Canting, (a bafe WetdlJ I laid, * If to Confefi Chriff our Lord and 
‘Saviour, and to obey his Command, becalledC<j)»/r»gby of 
‘ a Court, it is to little purpofe.for me to, fiy more amoiVg you : Yet 
‘ ye fhall fee, that I am a Chrijiian, and (hall fhew forth Chrifl ianity ; 

‘ and my hmocency fhall be maoifeft. So the Jailer led me out of the 
Coutt} and the People were generally Tender, like as if they had been 
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in a Meeting. Soon after I was brought in again, and the Jury found 1674. 
the fiii? agjinft me, which I TraverfeJ-, and then I was asked to 
in Bail, till ihe next and the offered to.be /^WWorce- 

lor me. But I flopped him, and warned Friends not to meddle, for t 
told them, ‘ There was a Snare in that : Yet I told the Juftices, that 
I could premije to Appear, if the Lori gvee Health Strength, and 
I were at Liberty, Some of the Jnjlices were loving, and would 
have flopped the refl from InJiSing me, or putting the Oath to me ; 
but Judge Street, who was the Chair-man, laid ; He muft go according 
to Law. So I was fent back to Prifon again ; yet within two Hours worce- 
after, through the of feme of the Juflices, \ hzA Laberty^^^'^'''^^* 
given me to go at large, till neuQuarter-SejJions. Thefe moderate 
Jufiices (it was faid) defired Juftice Parker to write to the King for 
my Liberty, or for a Holi profequi (as they called it ;) becaufe they 
were (atisfied, 1 was not fuch a dangerous Perfon, as I had been repre- 
fented : and this (it was faid) he promifed them to do, but did it 
not. 

After I had gotten a Copy of the IndiLlment againft me, I went up 
to London, vifiting Friends as I went. And when I came there, fome Loodoo. 
that were Earned to get me out of the Hands of thofe Envious Jn- 
Jlices, that fought to Premunire me at Worcefler, would needs be tam- 
pering again, to bring me before the Judges of. the Kings-Bench : 
Whereupon I was brought again by an //liJetfj, Or/iw before them, . 

And I tendred them a Paper, in which was contained, what I could 
fay inflead of the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, as followeth : 

‘ '■^His I do in the Truth, and in the Prefence of God declare, that 
‘ JL Fing Charles the Second is lawful King of this Realm, and of 
‘ all other hts Dominions ; and that he was brought in, and fet up King 
‘ over this Realm by the Power of God : and I have nothing, but 
‘ Iwve and Good Will to him and ail his Subjells, and deflre his ProfptP 
‘ rity and Eternal Good. And I do utterly abhor and deny the 
' Powerko 6 Supremacy, and all his Superftitions and Idolatrous Inven- 
‘ tions ; and do affirm, that he hath no Power to Ahfolve Sin : And f 
‘ do abhor and deteft his Murthering of Princes, or other People, by 

* Plots or Contrivances. And likewife 1 do deny all Plots and Contri* 

‘ vauces, and Plotters and Contrivers againft the King and his Sub- 

* jedfs ; koowing them to be the Worn oi Darknepi and the Fndtt 
*• of an Evil Spirit, and agjtinfl the Peace of the Kingdom, and not 
‘ from the Spirit of God, the Frmt of which is Love, I dare not take 
‘an Oath, becaufe it is forbidden by and the ; butiif I 
‘ break my Tea , or Hay, then let me fttffer tte kitne Pensdty, as they 
‘ that break their Oarw.

But the Bafinefs being k> far proceeded in at WorcefUr, they wotdd 
not meddle in it j but left the, as I wttt, to Appear before thd 
Jufiices, at the next General Quprter-Sejfiim itWorcefter.

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1674 . Mein while the Yearly /lotting of Friends came on, at which, 
L/VN> (through the Ulerty granted me till the Seffim) I was prefenc ; and 
Louion. exceeding glorious the Meetings were, beyond ExpreiTion, bleHed be 
mX tbcLord. 

After the Yearly flUeting was over, and Friends out of the Countries 
worceiler were pretty generally returned home, I fet forward again for Wor- 
tefter, the Sepns drawing on ; which were held in the Fifth Month. 
worcc- And when 1 was called to the iSar, and the IndiUment read, fbme 
na-sifi- ^(;-„^/farifing among the concerning it, the Judge of the Court, 
who wasjuftice •S/reer, caufed the 04/if)r to be read, and tendred to 
me again. I told him, ‘ I came now to Trie the Traverfe of my In- 
‘ diSment; and that bis tendring me the Oaths a-new, was a new Snare. 
‘ Then I defired him to Aofwcr me a Queftion or two : and I asked him, 
‘ H'hether the Oaths were to be tendred to the A'/ag’x SuhjeHs.ot to the 
‘ SuhjeSs of Foreign Princes > He laid.Te the Suhjetls of this Realm.Then 
&id I, ‘You have not named me a Suijell in the IndiUment, and therc- 
* fore have not brought me within the Statute. The Judge CT\e6,Rtad 
the Oath to him: I faid, ‘ I require Jufiice. Again, I asked him, Whether 


‘ the Sepons ought not to have been holden tor the King, and the Body 
of the County i He faid, Yes. Then faid I, ‘ You have there left the 
‘A/woutot the IndiUmenf, how then can you proceed upon this

* but now I mslndiHed by the Name of George Fox of Tredington in 
‘ the Gmnty of Worcefter : And I wifhed the Jury to confider, how 

* they could find me Guilty upon that IndiUment, feeing, I was not

but there were Errors in the IndiUment; but kid, / might take my 
Remedy in their proper place. I anfwered, ‘ Ye know, we are a Feo-

‘ ule us, bccaufe we cannot revenge our felves : but we leave our Caufe 

* to the Lord, The Judge laid. The Oath hath been tendered to you 
feveral timet ; and we will have feme Satkfailion from you etneernhg 
the Oath. * I ofibed them the fame Declaration infiead of tht4dti, 


‘ which I had of{«ed to the Judges above ; but it would not -Bli ac> 
cepted. Then I defired to know, ‘ Seeing they put tbs Oaili a^new to 

* me, whether the was qnajbed, or no ? Infiead of anfwer* 

ingime, the judge told the Ju/y, ThOy might go out. ^omeof the 
Jury were not fatitfed { whefeupon Uk jFWm told them, Th^ had 
heard a Man Swear, that tbeOtxh vat tenured to me the laft Semons : 
and then he told them, what they Ihould do. I ic4d him, * Helbould 
‘ leave the Jury to their own Confciences. However, the Jury, being 
put on by him, went forth ,* and foon after came in again, and found 
me Guilty. I fpakc to the Jury, and asked them, * How they could 

* ^tisfie themfelves to find, ihe^iirjiiipeh that MiHminU, which tvas 
‘ laid fo falfi, and bad fo many ^rars ia it ? They eould’haake but 
‘ Wttk Anfwer t yet one, who&efacd dhbctbetrrVf of them, woufi] 
have taken me by the //W ; But I put him by, faying, ' How now 
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‘ Ju^as, hail thou betrayed ms^ and doft thou now comt with a K^t i 1674. 
‘ So 1 bid him and them Ref eat. Then the fadff began to tell me,

‘ in this Cafe, who ms flopped in my gurney, being travelling upon 
' my lawful Occafloas, and then Imprtfined without Carfe ; aiid now 
‘ had the Oaths put to me only for a Suaret And I defired him Co 
' Anfwer me in the Prefeuce of the Lord, in whofe Prefme we all 
‘ arc, , Whether this Oath was not tendered me in Envy\ He would 
not anfwer that, but faid; Would you had never come here, to trouble 
tu and the Country ! I told him, ‘ I came not thither of tny ftlf, 

‘ but was brought, being flopped in my Travel on my Journey} and 
‘ i did not trouble them, but they hid brought Trouble upon ihein- 
‘ felves. Then the Judge told me. What a fad Senmee he hod to 
ted me.

I expeded to have been called again , 
to hear the Sentence j but when I was gene, the Clerk of the Peace, 

('whofe Name was fw/Vrey) asked him, (as I was informed) Whether 
that, which he bad Jpoken to me, (hould fland for Sentence i And he, 
confulting with feme of the Juflices, told him, Te$ ; that was the 
Sentence, andfhonld fland. This was done behind my Back, tofave 
himfclf from Shame in the Face of the Country. Many of the Ju- 
flices, and the generality of the People were moderate and civil ; and 
there was one John Affley.z Livtyer, was very friend^ both the time 
before, and now, fpeaking on my behalf, and [Reading the Errors of 
the IndiEment for me : But Juftice Sireet, who was Judge of the 
Court, would not regard, bst over-ruled iXl. This Jufiice -ww feid 
to (bme Friends in the Morning before my Trial, That if he had 
been upon fie Bench the flrflStffms, he would not have tendered me the 
Oath ; but if I had been ConViltedof heingat 4 Conveoticle,ic wiaV 
have proceeded againli me according to that Law; and that he was 
forty, that ever I came h^ore him : And yet he malicioufly tendered 
the 04 / A to me in the Cm/ again, when I was to have Tried va/j trv- 
verft upon the IndHlmenf. But the JLer/bleaded my Canfe, and Qec 
with both him and JulUce SiiMjon/who ftrft etyfnerei me with the Oath 
ztOa&firflSeffieHt: ^ot Simpfon's Son was Arraigned not long afeea, 
at the fame Bar for Murder. And Street, who, as he came down 
from London, [liiex the Judm had reti^ned me Uck from t^he Aiag’a. 

Bench loWorcefler, faid; iTow T was retlnrned to thetiiy tfhoidd Rein 
Frifon, and rot : had his Daughter, (wbo^p Ip fd doted < 30 , that (he 
was called his Idet) brought down <*4/ fron^ I^den, in aR Berkoi 
to the feme Inn,, where he jtake thofa Word^.} and brougl^ to War* 
eejter fo be buried within a tew days after. And People took notice 

of 
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1674. of the of Gcd, how judden it was upon him: but it rather 
hardned, than tendered him, as his Carriage afterwards Ihewed. 

Worc«. I was carried back to Frifen^ fevcral came to fee me, and 

fter.t'ri/M^^ongft-othtrs, the£<tr/of 5 <ji/ji«r/s who was very loving, 
and troubled,- that they had dealt ft ladly by me. He ftayed about 
two Honrs with me, and took a Copy ot the Errors in the IndiFlment 
himfelf in Writing. 

The Sefftiiis being now over, and I fixt in Prifon by a Pretnunire^ 
ftiy fFii/e came up to me out of the Nor/i&, to be with, me: And the 
Afizes coming on fcon after, in the Sixth Month, the State of my 
Cafe being drawn up in Writing, She and 7 horr,m Lower delivered it 
to Judge Wild. In it was fet lorth the Occafitn of my jeurney ; the 
Manner of my being Taken and Imprifoned ; the Proceedings of the 
feveral Seffms againtt mej and the Errors in the IndiUwent by which 
I was Pretnnnired : which having had Occafion to mention often be- 
fore, I forbear to repeat here. When the Judge had read it, he jhook 
his Head, and faid ; We might Trie the Validity or Invalidity of the 
Errors, if we would : And that was all they could get fiom him. 

While thus I lay in Prifon, it came upon me to Jlate our Principle 
to the Ping; not with particular Relation to my own Sufferings, but for 
his better Information concerning our Principle, tnd us a i People. 
It was thus, and thus Direded : 


To the KING. 

‘ Principle of the Quakers is the Spirit of Chrili, wlio Died 

* Jl for us, and is Rifen for our Juftification ; by which we know, 
‘ we are his, and he dwelleth in us by his Spirit : and by the Spirit of 
‘ Chrifi M'eare led out of Vnrtghteoujhefs and Vngcdlinrff It brings us 
‘ to deny all Plottings and Contrivings againll the King, or any Man : 
‘ And the Spirit of Chrijl brings us to deny all manner of Ungodli- 
‘ nefs, as Lying, Theft, Murder, Adultery, Fornication and all Vnelean- 
' nef and Dehauchery, Malice and Hatred, Deceit, Coufening and 
‘ Cheating whatfoever, and the Devil and his Works. And the Spirit 

* of Chris! brings us to feek the Peace and Good of all Men, and to live 
‘ peaceably ; and leads us from fuch Evil Works and AHions, as the 
‘ Magijlrate’s Sword takes hold upon. And our Dtfire and Labour is, 
‘ that all, who profefs themfelves (^tifiians, may walk in the Spirit 
' of Chrift; that they, through the Spirit, may mortifie the Deeds of 

* the Flejh, ahd by the Sword of the Spirit may cut down Sin and 
‘ Evil in themfelves. Then ' the Judges and other Magiflrates would 

* not have Ib much Work in punijhing Sin in the Kingdom j neither 
‘ then nOed Kings or Princes fear any of their Suhjens, if they all 

* walked in the Spirit of 0 rili : For the Fruits of the Spirit are 

* Love, Right eoujnefs, Gfiodnefs, Temperance, &c. And if all, thatpro- 

’ fefs themfelves did walk in the .S^/r/Z of ChriH, and by it 

* did mortifie Sin and Evil, it Would be a great Eafe to the Magiflrates

/w and wfait in my » and I continued fo a pretty while, info- 
much that feme Friends began to doubt of my Recovery : and I feemed 
to my felf to be amongCt the Graw; and dead Corpfes. Yet the In- 
Vifible Power did fecretly fupport me, and conveyed refrelhing Strength 
into me ; even when I was fb Weak, that I was almoft Sfeechleff And 
one ifight, as f was lying awake upon my Bed in the Glory of thtLord, 
which was over afl, it was faid unto me j That the Lord had a great 
Deal more Work for me to do for him, before he took me to himfelf 
Endeavours Were ufed to get me Releafed, at leaft for ^Time, till I 
was grow n but the of Effedingit proving difficult and 
tedious (tor theA'/»^was not willing to Releafe mt by any other way, 
than a Pardon, being told', he could not Legally do it : and 1 was not 
Willing to be Releafed by a Pardon, ^ which lie would readily have 
given me,'becauic I did hot look upon' that way,as agtccable with the 
Innocencyol my Cauft) a Friend, OM Edward Pitway, hiving Occz- 
lion to I’peak with Juftice Parker upon fome other pUfinefs, defired 
him to give Order to the failer, That, in regard of my Weaknejs, I 
might have Liberty to go out of the fdif into the City . Whereupon 
julhee Parker wrote the following LetUt to the f ailer, and lent it to 
the /IrW to deliver.

*»eroi my beihg taken, and the fulhtes Proceedings againft me, in 
* tendring me the Oath, as a Snare, whereby they tfacl Premunired me : 
‘ fo tbatl being now his FrryMrr, it Vas in his /W, and at his 
* Pteafure to Releafe ; which ftte defired. l^e fpake kindly to 
her, and referr’d her to the Lord-Keeper : to whom flie went, blit 

could 
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could not obtain, what llic dcfircd ; forhefaid, The King could not 167 ^. 
Releaje me olherwife^ than a Pardon : And I was not Irce to reCbive i^VNJ 
a Pardon, knowing, I had not done Evil. And if I would have been 
freed by a Pardon, I needed not have Iain fo long ; for the Kingdtr. 
was willing to have given me a Pardon long before, and told Thomas 
Moore, that / need not jcruplt being Releafed by a Pardon ; for many a 
Man, that was as Innocent as a Child, had had a Pardon granted him : 

Yet 1 could not Confent to have one. For I had rather have Iain in 
Pri/on all my Days, than have ceme out in any way dijhonourable to 
Truth; Wherefore I chofc to have (iat Validity my IndiPlment 
Tried before the Judges. And thereupon, having firft had the Opini- 
on ol a Counfellor upon it ("one Thomas Corbet of London, whom Rich- 
ard Davis ol Welchpool was well acquainted with, and recommended 
to me) an Habeas Corpus was Tent down to Worcejler to bring me up 
once more to the Kings- Bench- Bar, for thcTria/ of the Errors in my 

Indiilment. Thi^Vuder-Sheriff ki forw ard with me on the Fomi 

Day of the Twelfth Month, there beingwith us in the Coach the Clerk 
of the Peace, and (bme others. The Clerk had been my Enemy all 
along; and now fought to En/nare me in Difeourfe : but I favv, and 
fhunned him. He asked me, If hat 1 would do with the Errors in the 
hdiPlment i I told him, ‘ They Ihould be Tried, and every AEion 
* fliould Crown it felf. He quarrelled with me for calling their Mirtf- 
flers Pricjls ; I asked him, ‘ If the Law did not call them fo ? Then 
he asked me, U^hat I thought of the Church of England ? Was there no 
Chridians among.them i Ifaid, ‘ They are all called fo ; and there are 
‘ many tender People amongft them. We came to London on the London. 
Eighth ot the Jweiftb Month, and on the Eleventh 1 was brought be- 
fore the Toar Judges at the Kings-Bench, where Counfellor Corbet 
plcadcd niy Cauje. He (farted a Mew Plea ; for he told the Judges, g"*" 
That they could not Imprifon any Man upon a Premunire. Whereupon 
the Chief Juflicc Hales laid, Mr. Corbet, Ton fhould have come fooner, 
at the beginning of the Term with this Plea: He Anfwered, We could 
not get a Copy of the Return, and of the IndiUment. The Judge re- 
plied ; Xou fhould have told us, and we would have forced them to have 
made a Return fooner. Then faid Judge Wild, Mr. Corbet, you go 
upon General Terms ; and if it be fo, as you fay, we have Committed 
many Errors at the Old Baily, and in other Courts. Corbet was pofi. 
tivc, tint by Law they could not Imprifon upon a PRemunire. The 
Judge faid. There is Summons in the Statute. Tfs.faid Corbet, hut Summons 
is not Imprifonment : for Summons is in Order to a Trial. Wed, (aid the 
Judge , We mjl have time fo look in our Books, and confult the Statutes :

gerous Man to ie, at Liberty. _ Rut Judge who vvauh^o

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i 67 «j. of England, faid : He had indeed heard Jme fuch Eefcrts cf 
1/%'%) me ; iut he had alfo heard many more good Reports of me : and fo h& 
Ki»i's- and the red of the Judges ordered me to be freed by Proclamation. 
Jhus after I had fuflered Imprifonment 3. and almoft Two Months 
for nothing, I was fairly fet at Liberty upon a Trial of the Errors in 
my IndiUment, without receiving any Pardon, or coming under any 
Obligation or Engagement at all: and the Everlafting Power 
went over all, to his Glory in6 Praife, and to the magnifying of his 
iPame for ever ! Amen. Counfcllor Corbet, wlio pleaded le;r me, 
got great Fame by it ; for many of the came to him, and 

told him, He had brought that toLight, which had not been known be- 
fore ; as to the not Imprifoning upon a Premunire .* And after the Trial 
a Judge faid to them, Tou have attained a great deal of Honour by 
Pleading George Fox'j Cauje fo inCourt. 

During the time of my Jmprifonment in Worcefter, ( notwithdand- 
ing my Itnef and Want of Health, and my being fo cittn hurried 
to and fro to and back again) I writ feveral Books for the 

Prefi one whereof was called, A Wa rning to Enghnd. Another was, 
To the Jews, proving by the Prophets, that the Mcfliah is come. Ano- 
ther, Concerning Infpiratiod\ Revelation and Prophecy. Another, 
AgainB all vain Difputes. Another, For all Bi/hops and Minifiers, to 
trie themfelves by the Scriptures. Another, To Jucb as fay, We love 
none hut our felves. Another Entituled , Our Teflimony concerning 
ChriPi. And another little Book concerning Swearing ; being the frjl 
of thofe Two, that were given to the Parliament. Befides thtfe I writ 
many Papers and Epiflles to Friends, to Encourage and drengthen 
them in their Services for God, which fome (who had made Profeft- 
on of Truth, but had given way to a Seducing Spirit, and were de- 
parted from sheVnity and FeSdwfbip of x\\c:Gofpel, in which Friends 
dand) endeavoured to Difeourage them from; tfpecially in their di- 
ligent and watchful Care for the well-ordering and managing the Af- 
fairs of the Church of Chrifl : Which may be read amongd the red: 
of my Epiftles. 

Lomlon. Now after I was fet at Liberty, I vifitcd the Friends in London; and 
having for fome time been very Weak, and not yet well recovered, I 
Kingdon. wcnt dowH to KingHon for a little Sealbn. But I did not day long 
London, there; but having vifitcd the Friends there, 1 returned to London 
again, and writ a Paper to the Parliament, and fent ftveral Books to 
them. And a gteat Book againd Swearing had been delivered to them 
a little before ; the Reafonableneji whereof had fb much Influence upon 
id/y. many of them, that it was thought, they would have done/ewerteg 
towards our Relief therein, ,if they had fate longer. 1 daid in and 
London- near London, until the Tearly Meeting came on ; to which Friends 
Milling. '^P hlutlOH, and fome from beyond the 

Seas : and a glorious Meeting we had, in the Everlading Power of 
Cod. ' 

After this Meeting Wis over, the Parliament being alforifcn (who 
bad done nothing /or nor againlf Friends^ 1 was Clear of my Service 
for the Lord at London. And having taken my Leave of Friendt 

there, and had a Glorious Meeting with fome of them at John Elfons 

inxha Mcmkg, before 1 came away, I fet forward from thence, with 
' my 
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my Wift and her Daughter Sufan by Coach (for I was not able to tra- 
vel on Horfe-hack) towards the tJorth ; many Friends accompanying i/YNJ 
’ us as kt Hi'ih-Gate, and feme to Dunflahle, where we lodg^ 

Hight. Afterwards travelling on, we vifited Friends, and (vere vifi- Newport- 
ted by them at t^ewport-PagneS, hSorthampton and Ceffel, where 
(imongft other Friends^ that came to fee us) there came a Woman, 
and brought her Daughter forme to fee, howWed iht was; putting CotI«i- 
me in mind, That when I ms there iefore, Jhe had brought her to me 
much troubled with the Difeafe, called the King’; Evil, and had then de- 
nted me to for her: Which I did, and (he grew Well upon it.,* 
praifed be the Lord ! From Cofel we went on by John Simcock's and 
William Gandy’s, to Warrington and Preflon, and fo to Lancafier ; Warring- 
Friends vifiting us, and we them, as we went. 

1 had not b«n at Lancafler, fince I was carried Prifoner from thence uncafter* 
by the Zlnder-Sheriff and Jailer, towards Scarhorough-Caflle in Tork- 
jhire ; and now I found the Town/#// of People : ror it was both the 
there, and the 7V<r«fe</ 5Wx were met there alfo, upon a 
General Mufter. There were al(b many Friends in Town, from feve- 
ral parts of the County ; becaufe the Quarterly Meeting for the County 
was to be there the next Day. I ftaid Two tfights and a Day at 
cafter, and vifited Friends both at their Mens- and Womens- Meetings, 
which were very full, large and peaceable ; for the Lord' s Power was 
over all, and none meddled with us. Here met us Thomas Lower and 
his Wife, with Sarah Fell, James Lancafler and Leonard Fell; and 
the next Day after the Meeting, being the Twenty Fifth of the Fourth 
Month, we went over the Sands, with fevcral other Friends, and ovir ski 
esmekk to Swarthmore. Saids. 

After I had been a while at Swarthmore, feveral Friends from divers switth- 
p/<jf« and parts of the Nation came to vifttme; andfomeout of “ore- 
Scotland : by whom I underftood, that there were Four young Students 
of Aberdeen Convinced there this fear, at a Difpute held there hy Robert 
Barclay W George Keith, w/r/i fome of the Scholars cf thatVniverfity. 

Among others of*the Neighbourhood, that came to Vifit me, 

Col. Kirhy was one, who had been one of my great Perfecutors ; but 
now he faid, he came to bid me Welcome into the Country : and carried 
himfclf at this time in Appearance very lovingly. Yet before I went 
from Swarthmore, he lent for the ConflaUes of Vlverflone, and ordered 
them to come up to me, and to tell me, That we mufl have no more 
Meetings at Swarthmore ; for if we had, they were commanded by him 
to break them up : and they were to come the next Firft-Day after. That 
Day we had a very precious Meeting there, and the Loris Prefence was 
wonderful amongft us ; and the Conflablesdxsi not come todiflurh us ; 
but the Meetings have been quiet fince, and have encrcafed. 

The Ilnefs I got in my Imprifonment at Worcefler, had fo much 
weakned me, that it was long, before I recovered my Natural Strength 
again. For which Reafon, and for that I had many things lay upon 
me to Write, both for pullick and private Service, I did not ftir 
much abroad, during the Time, that I now ftaid in the North ; but 
when Friends were not with me, fpent pretty much time in writing 
Books and Papers for Truth's Service. For while I was at Swarthmore,

' Ufe and Power, and look at Chrift ,* aod this keeps all Ioanna down 

* in the Hmility. And they, whofe Faith {ttodi in Men, will make 
‘ SeBs : as in the Days of f. tf. and J. P. and fince in others : And 

* fuefa their Faith (thrift is not the Author of ; and tf he be« they have 

* erred from it, and made Shipwratk tf it. And all thofei tbit are in 
‘ the True Faith, that ftands in die Power of 6ed, they WiH Jnd^e 
' them as Carnal, and fnt^ down that Camai Part in thm, that aies 

* up Paul or Apelles ; that thek Fakh may ftand in the Power of God^ 
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i6-]6. ‘ and that they may Exalt Chr'tH, the Author of it. For every one’s 
‘ £ye ought to be to Jefut, the Author and Finijher of their Faith - 

Swirthi: ‘ and every Man and Woman may live by their Faith, which Je- 
n>ore. . 

ChriJi is the Author and Finifher of : And by this Faith every 

* Man and Woman may fee God, who is Invifthle-,. which Faith gives 
‘ thtFiilorj^ by which he hath Accejs to God. And fo every one’s 
‘ Faith iin6 Hope (landing in the Power of God, in it they all have 

* Vnity and Fi&ory, and Accefs to God’s Throne of Grace-, in which 
' Faith they do pkafe God, which Chrift is the Author of. And (b 
‘ by that Faith they are Saved: and.by this Faith they obtain the 
‘ goodReforti and fubdue all the Mountains, that have been betwixt 
‘ ^hem and God. 

‘ So that Power hath kept and preferved Friends over their Perfecutors, 
‘ and over, the iPrath of Men, and above the Spoilings oi their Goods, 

* ini Imprifynment Si is feeing God, that hath created all, and gives 
‘ ike Encreafe of all ; and upholds all hy his Word and Power. There- 
‘ fore let every one’s Faith be in his' Power : And here in this no 
‘ Schifm or SeR can come, for it is over them, and before they 
‘ were ; and will be, when they are gone. But perfeR Vnity is in the 
‘ Truth and in the Spirit, that docs Circumcife the Body of Death, 

* and that puts off the Sins of the Flejh, and plunges it down with 

* the Spirit : And in the Spirit of God there is a perfect Fellowjbipi 

* and ChriH is tht Minijler of this Circumcifm and Baptifm. 

‘ So this is upon me from the Lord, to write unto you all, that 
‘ every one of your Faith, that f^us is the Author of, may Band in 
‘ the Power of God: and from the Lord I do warn you, and all every 
‘ where to the fame. For if a Star fltould fall, which has been a 
‘ Light , either the Earth or the Sea does receive it ; that is, the 
‘ Earthly -Mind, or the foaming, People : Though neither the 
‘ Seed, nor Light, nor Power, nor Truth ever fell, nor the Faith it 
‘ felf, the Gift of God-, but Men going from it, then they become 
‘ Vnfavoury. 

‘ For Adam, whilft he kept in Truth, and obeyed the Command of 
*God, he was happy : but when he difobeyed the Lord, he fell under 
‘ the Power of Satan, and became unhappy, though he might talk af- 
‘ ter of his Experiences in Paradice ; but he had loft his Image, and 
‘ his Power and Dominion, that God Created him in. 

‘And the Jews, after they received the Law of God, as long as they 
‘ kept the Law of God, which was juft, holy, good and perfeff, it kept 
‘ them good, jufl, and holy, and favoury ; but when they turned their 
‘ Backs off the Lord, and forfook his Law, then they came under the 
‘ Power of Darknefs, ind under the Powerr of the Earth, and were trod- 

* den under, as unfavoury. 

And fo the Chrijlians, they were called a City fet on a Hill, The 
‘ Light of the World, and the Salt of the Earth: but when they for- 
‘ fook the Power of God, and their Faith flood in Words and Men, 
‘ and not in the Power -, then their Walls fell down, though the Power 
‘ in it fclf flood ; and they loli their Hid, and their Saltnefs, and 
‘ their Siloing. And fo is Chrijlendom now does confels, they are 
‘ not in the fame Power tnd Spirit, as the Apoftles were in; fo not in 
‘ the fame Salt, nor upon the fame Hill, So they came to be trod- 

‘ den 
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under, and i\\t Beajl, and the fF/wf, and the Jalfe Prophet are 1676'. 
‘ nppermoft ; the nnfavoury. So their Dead Faith is in flSett, and in 
^ Words-, and thertlore they are full of Setls, and one againft 
‘ ther. 

‘ And now the Everlajiing Gofpel, the Power of God is preacht again, 

* which vtas before the Devil uas, that had darkned Man ; and by 
‘ this Power of God, the Gojpel, Life and Immortality is come to light 
‘ again. And therefore every one’s Faith is to Hand in this Power, 

‘ the Gofpel, liw hath brought Life znA Immortality to Light in them; 

‘ and fo to be Heirs of the Power of God, tlie Gofpel. And liere have all 
‘ Men and Women a Right to the Power of God, before the Devil 
‘ was : and the Power ot God is the Authority of the Mens- and the 
‘ Womens- Meetings, and of all the other Meetings let up thereby. 

‘ But now as the Gofpel is preacht again, if your Faith doth not (land 
‘ in the Power, but in Men, and in the Wijdom of Words, you will 
‘ grow Carnal ; and fuch are tor Judgment, who cry up, as they did, 

‘ Paul and Jpollos, and not Chri/l, Hie Author of your Faith. And 
‘ them that loves to be Popular, would have People’s Faith to (land in 
‘ them ; and fuch do not preach Chrifl, but themjelves. But fuch as 
'preach Chrifl and his Gofpel, would have every Man and Woman to 
‘ be in the Poffefm of it ; and (b to have every Man and Womans 

* Faith to (land in Chrifl, the Author o'f it, and in the Power of God, 

‘ which was before the Devil was : and it will be, when he is gone. 

‘ And their Faith Handing in the Power of God, then nothing can get 
‘ betwixt them and God : For if any (hould fall amongft us, as too 
‘ many have done ; then that leads \\s Followers cither into the ffia/ers, 

‘ or into the Earth. 

' And if any Ihould go from the Spirit of Prophecy, that did open 
‘ to them, and from the Power ; they n^ay fpeak their Eocperiences, 

‘ which the Power hath to them formerly. And (0 might 
‘ and Eve fpeak, of W'hat they Jaw and enjoyed in Paradije ; and fo 
‘ might Cain znA Balaam, of what they Jaw, and alfo the Jews, and 
' Corah, and Dathan, who praifed God on the Banks, and lawthef'/* 

‘ dory over pharaoh, and thty aie of the Manna, and drank of the 
‘ Rock, and came to Mount Sinai, and faw the Glory of the Lord. 

* And fo alfo might the falje Apoflles fpeak of their Experiences ; and 
‘all thok falfe Chriflians, that turned from the Apoflles zxiA Chrifl. 

‘And (0 may fuch do now, that err from the Spirit, that are come 
‘ out of Egypt (in SpiritJ and Sodom, and have knowp the Raging of the 
'Sodomites, asZffrdidthe outward ; and the Purfuit of the Spiritual 
' Egyptians, as the outward Jew did of the outward Egyptians : yet if 
‘ tlicy do not Walk in t.\\c Spirit of God, and in the Light, and in the 
' Grace, which keeps their Hearts llablilhed, and their Words (wfoned, 

‘ and alfo their Faith to Hand in the Power of God,\n which ihe kingdom 

* Hands; they may go forth like the falfe Chriflians, and like the 
‘ Jews, and like Adam and Eve, and Coin, and Corah, and Balaam, 

< and be wandring Stars, Trees without Fruit, and Weds without 

ter, and Clouds without Rain : and fo come tcsbe ZJnfaveury, znA 
•‘trodden down. And zs Adam who lofl /’arar/r/tf ;,and the JewSf 
who loA ihe Holy Land, not walking in the Law, and keeping the 
‘ Command of God ; and as the Chriflians, who |p(l the City, and the 

‘ Hid, 
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167'). ' Hilt, and the SjU, and the Lig^t fince the Apojlle's Days, and came 
‘ to l.c tinjavoury, and to b* trodden under toot ot Men. 

Swarth- > tlierttorc let every one’s Faith ftand, as I faid before, in the 
‘ l.orJ)i Foiver, wtiich is over all, through which they may be built 
‘ upi ii the Rock, and the FoimdatmoU God, th^Seed Chrifl Jefus, that 
‘ htijei I he Head of the Serpent ; who vvasbelore be W'as , and will 
' be, vvh'rihc is gone; who isthe/yifda/ of his Cbmh. So that all 

• in Chrift may be always frejh and green ; for he is the green Tree 
‘ that never withers: and all are jrejh ind green, that are grafted 

* into him ; and abide in hm frejh and green, and bring forth hea- 
‘ veHi'j, frejh Fruits to the Praile of God. And though ddam jnd 
‘ Eve kll Irom Varadife, and the Jews fell from the Law oi God, and 
‘ many of the Chriftians fell from their Prophecies, and erred Irom the 
‘ Faith, and the Spirit, and theGriJff; and the Stars fallen, as 
‘ was ipokin of in the Revelations: yet the Spirit, Grace, Faith and 
‘ Power ot God remains. 

‘ And many f'uch States have 1 ftcn widiin this Twenty Eight Tears ; 

‘ though there is State, that ftiall never fall, nor be deceived in the 
‘ Ei'fti, be!ore the PP’orld began : who are come to the End of 
‘ the Prophecies, and arc in him, where they end, and renewed up 
‘ info the [mage of God (by Chrift) which Man was in, before he 
‘ fell ; in that Power, where he had Dominion over all, that God made : 

‘ and riot only fo, but Attain to a perfeLl Man, unto the meajure of the 

* Stature of the fulnefs of Chrift, who ntVir tell. And in him is the 
‘ Sitting down in Lift Eternal , where their Feet ftand furc and 
‘ tfll iti the Gofpel, Ins Power 1 and here their Bread fure j and he 
‘ that cars this ifrwr/, lives for ever. 

‘ And dll Friends and Rrithren, that do Declare God’s Eternal Truth, 

‘ and IViird ot Life, live in it ; and be teafoned withCrucf, and failed 
‘ With the Heavenly Salt, that your Lives and Converfations may 
‘ preach, whetc ever you come : That there be no Rawnejs, nor no 
‘ Qtjenehing of the Spirit, nor defpifing Prophecy neither in Men nor 
‘ PVdmen, For all muft Meet in the Faith, that Jefus is the Author of ; 

‘ and in the Light, that comes (rom Jefus ; and (o grafted into the 
‘ Lift, that your Knowledge may be there one of another, in Chrifl. 

' And that there may be none Slothful, nor fitting down in Earthly 
‘ Things, and minding them, \ikv Demos of old ; Idt you death ) ()ur 

• (elves with another Clothing, than you had at firft: but ail to ketp 
‘ Chajle : for tht 'Chafle do follow the Lami. 

* And Friends, itfat are fettled In Places, that be Miniflers, poffefs, 

‘ as if ye did not i married, as if ye were not : and be Itofe to the 
‘ Worldm the Lord'& Power ; for God’s Oil will be a^top cf all Vifike 
‘ things, which maitts his Lamps to burn, and to give Light rdar off! 

‘ -And hone drive nor covet to be Rich in ihisfTltrw io thefe Cliangea- 
‘hie things, that will pafsaWay : but your Faith, to ftand inthc 
‘ Lord 'God, who changes not; that Grtatcd ail, and gives the Increafe 
‘ of all. 

‘ Atid How Concerting Faithful Men and tFomens-Meetings, 
‘Which were fkt up in (ki'i'CoUnJel, whoever Ihculd oppefe thtm, 

‘ and the Authority and Tenure of thcfA, I fay ; Tliey oppofe tlie Power 
*o[Ged, w'hich is ihe/4ifriftfr#r;r of tlKth; and they wcnOArrw;^^rf 
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‘ ol’ tlK GoJpel.nOT of Chriff^ that oppojh hisFcw^r, which all arc to 1676. 
‘ pejfcfi. For i he true Minijitrs of Chrtfl, that preach Chr/Jl and his v'"v^ 
Gsfpei (which is to be prcacht to all Muttons, as Deceit is gone 
‘ all Nations , and all Nations have drunk the Whore's Cup, and Ihc 
' hath them irf her Cage, her unclean Power from thtBeaft and Dragon, 

‘ out of the/^omfrof Goti, and out of Truth and the Spitit of God, the

‘ bring all People into the Poffeffion of it again. I fay, whofoever 
‘ p. caches the Gofpel of Chriji ind him to People cr Nations, and thofe 
‘ People znd Nations receiving tlie Gojpel, they receive the Power of God, 

‘ that brings Life and Immortality to Ijght in them ; and they fee over 
‘ the Devil, that hath darkned them, arjd the Beajl, and the Whore 
‘ and her Cage. And lb by the Power of God Life and Immortality is 
‘ brought to Light in them : then all thclt* Men and Women beinn; 

* Heirs of this Power, the Gofpel ; they are Heirs of Authority and 
‘ Paver over the Devil, Beajl, Whore and Dragon. 

‘ So all Men and Women, that be Heirs of this Power of God, it is 
‘ their Poffefm and Portion; and they arc to labour in their Peffefm 

* and Portion, and to do God Almighty’s bufine^ and Service in the Pof 

* feffion of fte Power of God, the Gofpel, which is a Joyful, Glorious, 

‘ EverlaflittgOrder. And here is the Authority of our Men and Wo- 
‘ men’s Meetings, and other Meetings in ilie Name of Jefus, the Go- 
*fpel of Chrili, the Power of God ; which is not of Man, nor by 
‘ Man : and in this they are all to Meet, and to Worfhip God ; and by 
‘ this thev are all to all, and in this Power they have all Pellowfhip, a 
‘ Joyful Fellowfhip, a Joyful and Comfortable Affembly. And fo this is 
‘ the Day in the Eternal Light, that all are to take their PojfeiJions of 
‘ the Gofpel and its Order, thatPaiear of God, which they at c Heirs 
‘ of. And all the Faithful Men and Women in every Country, City 
‘ and Nation, whofe Faith ftatjds in the Power of' God, the Gofpel of 
‘ Chrif and have received this Gofpel, and arc in the Pcffeffion of this 
‘ Gojpel, the Power of God, they have all Right to tite Power in thefc 
‘ Meetings ; lor they be Heirs of the Power, which k tlrc Autho- 
‘ rity ot tltc Mens- and Womens* Meetings. 

bo here is God's Choice ("and not Man’s) by his Power of his Heirs, 

* and they have all Freedom in this Gofpel, the Power ot God, to go 
‘ to the Meetings, the Men to the Mens, afld the Women to t.hc Wo- 
‘ mens ; (or they are Heirs of the Power, which Power is the Gofpel 

* not of Man, nor by Man, but from Heaven , font by the Holy 
‘ Ghofi, and received in the HolyGhofi ; w hicli hath brought Life and 
‘ Immortality to Light in them, and they fee over Enmity, and before 
‘ it was, by the Light, and the Life, and Immortality, which k brought 
‘ to Light in them. 

‘ So the Devil, tlie Author of Enmity, cannot get into this Aatko- 
‘ r'lty and Power, nor Order, nor Fellowfh'tp of the Gofpel, nor Life, 

‘ nor Light, nor the Fellowfhip in the Holy Spirit, not into the 
‘ of the Faith, which gives VrHoty over him, that hath feparated 
‘ Man from God, by which Faith they have Acetf to God ; and into 
‘ the Vnity of this Paith the Serpent cannot come , nor into the 

* Worjh'ip of God in Sp'ir'it an^Truth : into ifixsWorfldp the Devil can- 

Ffff ‘not 
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‘ not come, nor any Enmity, So 1 fay, that the Strpent, the Devil, 
‘ is out of the Fellowjhip of the Gofpel, out of the Vnity of the 
‘ Faith, and out of the OrJer of the Gofpel, and out of the Werfl)ip 
‘ in Spirifz'n^ Truth : And they that be in this, be in Vnity over h;m. 
‘ And therefore, as I faid before, let every one’s Faith ftand in the 

* Power of God, the Glorious Gofpel ; and all to walk, as becomes the 

* Gofpel ind the Or</er of it : and as every one hath received Chrifi 
‘ Jejus, the Lord, fo walk in him, and let him be their Lord and Or- 

* derer. For they that do preach the Gofpel of Chriji Jefus, it is to the 
‘ Intent, that all might come to be Heirs of the Go/pel, and into the 
‘ PejfefioH of it ; and to be Heirs of Chriji and of his Government, the 
' Encreafe oi which there is no end; who is over all in his Righteouf 
‘ nej^, and over all in his Light, Life, Power and Dominion. And 
‘ therefore know one another in his Power, his Gofpel, which is the 
‘ Authority of your Meetings : And know one another in Chriji Je- 
‘ fus, who is able to reftore Man out of the State of the Fad, into 
‘ the Image of God, as he was in before he fed, and into that Power 
‘ and Dominion, that Man had, before he fed, and into Ijimfelf, that 

* never fed ; where they (hall go no more forth. And here is the 
' Roek and Foundation of God, that hands fure. 

‘ And Friends, be Tender to the Tender Principle of God in all, and 

* fhun the Occajion of Tain Difputes ^nd Janglings, both amongfl your 
‘ f elves and others; for that many times is like a llujlering Wind, 
‘ that and hruifes Pd'e tender Buds oxA Plants. FortheWpr4/, 
‘ though they have the Words, yet they be out of the Life : and the 
‘ Apojlle’s Difputing with them, were to bring them to the Life, 
‘ And thofe Difputes, that were amongll the Chrijlians about Genealo- 
‘ gies, and Circumcifm, and the Law, and Meats and Drinks, and 
‘ Days, thofe came to be the worjl fort of Difputers, whom the Apo- 

* files Judged ; for fuch deftroyed People from the Faith. And there- 
‘ fore did ths Apojlles tmhon the Churches, That every ones Faith fhould 

* jland in the Power of God, and to Look at Jefus, which was the Au- 
‘ thor of it ; and there every Graft hands in Chriji, the Vine, quiet, 
‘ where no hlujlring Storms could hurt them : and there is the Safety, 

* And there all are of one Mind, one Faith, one Soul, one Spirit, iJap- 
' tized into one Body with xhs. one Spirit, and made all to drink into 

* one Spirit, one Church, one Head, that is Heavenly and Spiritual ( 
‘ one Faith in this Head, Chriji, who is the Author of it, and hath 
' the Glory of it ; one Lord to order all, who is the Baptizer into this 
‘ one Body. SoChriH hath theGlory of this Faith out of every Man

Read at the Pearly Meeting in London, the i ytb of the 
Third Month, i 6 -j 6 . 
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; 1 ^ 76 . Owf^tvg this tine jilfo, 1 CniitHed together as many as I coulJ, 
the E^ifiles I had witten in former Jms to frierds. I made a 
Siwnb- colkdion too of tlic ievtral faftrs^ that I had written to 0. Crormel, 
»i''d his SwRiekard, in the time of their ProteUorfkips ; and to the 
parltaments and Magifirates, tfwt were in their times. And after I had 
g.ithetedtkm togetlter, I alio the /’uym 1 had written to 

King Charles the Second, fincc his Return, and to his Comil ix\A Par- 
lianmts, and the JvJiices, or ether Magifirates under him. I made 
aiii> another CoUtUm oiCertifkatts, which I had received from divers 
Gtvernoitrs of Places, Judges, fiflices, Parliament- Men and others, 
for t:it clearing of me from many Slanders, which tlie Envious Priefis 
and Prcfeffrs, both here and beyond die Seas, had call upon me ; 
And thisfdidlor the as knowing, that their Defign in 

Slandering tne was, to defame the Truth ptiblilhcd by me, and hinder 
tbc/oby they .could) the thereof amongft the People, 

lidids tilde 1 made two Books of Colledms ; the one was, A Lift or 
Catiivgue d the Idames of tliofc Prunds, who 'iimftr/f forth out of 
the Niirth ot England, u licn Truth firft brake forth there, to proclaim 
tJuc Day of the Lord through tins Nation. The other was of the 
Names d \)\ok Friends, that went fit ft forth to Preach xhs: Ofpel in 
otfiiT Nations, Countries and Places, and in what Tears, and to what 
Parti they went. 

I made alia another CtSeflion, in Tm Books ; one of Epiftles and 
Letters frotn Friends and others, on leveral Occafioos to me : The 
otiser of Letters of mine to Friends and others, 

I \s rit alio a Book of the Types and Figures of Chrifl, with their 
Significations ; and many otiicr things, which will be of Service to 
Truth and Friends in times to come. 

I took notice alio of thofe, who had run out from Truth, and drawn 
others out after them, and turned againft Truth and Friends at fcycral 
limes, fiiioc the FirH Breaking forth of Truth in this latter Age, and 
what became ot' them ; noting particularly the Repentance and Return 
of fuch of them, as oamc back to Truth again. But fomc ran quite 
out, and never returned again; but were Cut of m i\\d\r Gain/aying 
and Reieilion : for the IVord and Power of God hath blafted, and is 
blaftjtig them, and tlx- Holy Seed hath ground, and is grinding them 
to pieces. And this I liave oblerved, that they, who have been Con- 
vinced, and have not lived and walked in the Truth, have been the 
PVorB Enemies to the Truth, and done moft Hurt amonsft Friends 
\n\.\\fiTrutb, andtoo//;m; Andinthefe I hwt ken fulfilled, what 
the Lord did long fincelhew me, Thatfucb fhould k greater Deceivers, 
than all the Priefis and Profefors. For liich as came as tar as Cain, 
and Balaam, and Corah, and Dathan, and could preach ChriH, and 
fay, They had preached in his Name ; and fuch as came to bejpoflles, 
and had la . d of the Power of Chrifl, and then turned from it ; 
(iich could yet fpeak their Old Experiences, and have i\\e good Words, 
like Corah and Balaam ; but not foeping in the Life and Truth, fuch 
Deceived the Hearts of the Simple both then and now, and fiich 
cometp be of the Devil, who shde not in the Truth ; as Cain, and 
and ail the Jews, that abode not in the Truth, were. For though 

Cain 
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Cain did S.unfce to Goii, and did talk w'nhGoJ ; and the Jews could i6y<S. 
nlk nt' Airahant, Mofes and the Propbm ; yet Chilft told them, ^^''YSjr 
They were of their Father, the Devil. In like minnsf, though they, S '-anh. 
wiio are called Chrifiians, can talk of Chri/t, and ufe liis, and hi': Ape- 
flies and Difctples Words : yet not abiding in the truth, and Powe/, 
and Spirit^ tint the Apoflles were in, they arc of th ■ Devil, out of 
Truth, and do hit And fo are all thefe, that have been Con^ 

vincedoi God's Eternal Truth, fince it Iprang up in this Nation, that 
have not abode in the Light, and in the Spirit and Power of Chriff 
Jefus ; but have turned againft the Power, and have oppoied the 
thereof : though they may retain their we;, and 
be able to [peak many good Words ; yet not living in the Life and 
Power, that give them thofe Experiences, they live in the Power of 
Darknefl. which is of the Devil : and by the Light and Truth both 
he and they aic Condemned-, and nruft own their Condemnations, 
if ever they come to 7/ wit again. For to Reffl the Heavenly Power, 
and to oppole the Workings andDivineyW(/»//cy?ijr/mthcreofthrough 
any, is nor a light Matter. And as I had been moved of the Lord, to 
travel in his Power round about this Nation, and in other Parts, to 
preach the Everlaflrng Gofpel, and to declare the Word of Life, which 
was in the Beginning, through many Jmprifonments, Hardjhips, Suf- 
ferings and Trials ; (b I was afterwards moved to Travel in the fame 
Heavenly Power about the Nation again (and to write to fuch Places, 
where I came not) to recommend unto Friends she fetting up of the 
Quarterly and Monthly Meetings in all Counties, for the looking after 
the Poor, and taking Care for Orderly Proceedings in Marriages, and 
other matters relatingto the Owxxch of Chrift; Though fomc Meet- 
ings for this end were fettled in the North of England in the Year 
16^3. 

And after this alfo, Truth ftill fpreading further over the Nation, 
and Friends cncreafing in number, 1 was moved by the fame Eternal 
power to recommend the fetting up the Womens- Meetings alfo ; that 
all, both Male and Female, that had received the Gofpel, the Word of 
Eternal Life, might come into the Order of the Gofpel, brought forth 
by the Power of God, and might aft for Ged’\n the Power, and there- 
in do Bufinefs and Service for him in his Church. All the Faithful 
muft labour in God's Fintyard ; they being his Hired Servants, and 
he having given them the Earnefl of his Spirit. For a Mafler, that 
hires a 5frt;uw, and gives him the of his Wre, expefts, he 

Ihould do his Work, after he knows his Will, in the outward Creation : 

So all God's Prople, that be of the new Creation, and have received 
the Earnefl of his Spirit, oug;ht to labour with, by and in his Spirit, 

Power and Grace, and Faith in the Light, m God's Vineyard, that 
they may have their Wages every one, Male and Female, when they 
have done God's Work and Bufinefs in his Day, which is Eternal Life. 

But none can labour 'xnfivs Vineyard, and do hixsWork and Will , but as 
they walk in the Heavenly Divine Ligflt, Grace and Sp'sr'st of Chri/l ; 
which is, hath been and is my Travel and Lahnr in the Lord to turn 
all to. 
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1676. But fome that profefled Truths and had made a great Shew therein, 
being gone Irom the Simplicity of the Gejpel into Jangling, DiviJioH, 

S««ih- and a spirit of Separation, endeavoured to dilcourage /r/e»^r,(efpeci. 
ally the M^omen) from their GoMy Care and Watckfulnefs in the Church 
over one another in the Truth ; oppofing their Meetings, which in the 
Power of the Lord were fet up for that End and Service. Wlierefore 
I was moved of the Lord to write the following Epiftle, and fend it 
forth among /riewiyj, for the difeovering of that Spirit, by which 
thofe Oppofers were afted, and its Work and Way, in and by which it 
wrought i and to warn Friends of it, that they might not be betrayed 
by it. 

‘ A LL my Dear Friends, Live in the Seed of Peace, Chrift Jefus, 
‘ f\ in whom ye have all Life. And that Spirit, ihn comes amongft 

* you to raife up Strife, is out of Chrift ; lor it is the Spirit, that ijs 
‘ not eafie to be intrtated, nor gentle, fo not of the Wijdom of God, 
‘ which isjuftified of her Children : And fo they, that follow that 
‘ Spirit, are none of Wijdom' s Children. Now there is a Spirit, 
‘ that hath made a Separation, and has been againft Men and Womens^ 
‘ Meetings ; yet has fet up one of their own, whom they have given 
‘ Power to : and that none fhall fit amongpf them, hut whom they give 
‘ Power to, hut fhall he looked upon as Vfurpers of Authority. Now this 
‘ Spirit and its Work is not of God, though it has made fome Jumhle 
‘ amongft fome ; and the Path it may travel in, is through the earth* 
‘ ly AffePlions, or the Ztneftahlifhed, or Apoftates. But all that are 
‘ in t.'ie Life, and Spirit, and Light, and Grace, and Truth, and the

‘ vice in Womens’ Meetings. My Anfwer is, and hath been to them 
‘ and fucli. If they be kind, and without Sight, they Ihould not op- 
‘ others ; for there is none Impojes any thing upon them : for 
‘ God never received the Blind for a Sacrifice, neitlier can his People, 
‘ But ChriPi has enlightned all ; and to as many, as receive him, he 
‘ gives Power to become the Sons of God ; And ftich as be Heirs of hit 
' Power, and of his Gofpel, which brings Life and Immortality to 
‘ Upfit, they can/ff over him, that hisdarkned them; and all luch 
‘ do kttp the Orr/crof the Gofpel, the Power of God, and their Meet- 
‘ ings in it ; which preftrves them in Life and in Immortality. Ard all 
‘ thtfe do fee the great Service of the Mens- and of the Womens- Meet-

‘ Ills Spirit you live not in. For God faw a Service for the Afemhlies 
‘ ef iheWcimn in xhtTime of tlie Z-nw, about thofe things, that 

‘apper- 
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‘ appertained to his Worjhi^ and Service^ and to the htly things of his 16^6. 

‘ Tahernacle ; and fo do they in the fame Spirit fee now their Service (✓VVi 

* in the Gofpel : many things in thofe Meetings being more pteptr for the Swanh. 

‘ Wmen to fee into, than the Men ; and they in the Fewer and 

‘ i/em of God may inform the Men of fuch things, as are not pteper 
‘ for them : and the Menxrwj inform the Women of fuch things, as are 
‘ not proper for them, as Meet helps each unto another. For in the 
‘ Time ot the Lew, by the Law of Ged the Women were fo Offer y as 

* well as the Men j and fo in the Time of the Gofpel much more, are 
‘ they to Offer their Spiritual Sacriffees : for they are all called, both 
‘ Memad Women, a Royal Priefthood; and they arc of tht f/ou/held of 

* Faith, and they are the Living Stones, that make up the Spiritual 
‘ Building, which ChriSt is the Head of ; and are to be encouraged 
‘ in their Labour in the Gofpel: For all things that they do, both Men 

* and Women, are to be done in tlic Power of God. And all fuch, as 

* fee no Service for tbefe Womens^l^etings, or the Mens, but do oppeje 
‘ them, and make Strife amongft Friends, are in the fame Spiril 
‘ 0/ the World, that is againft, and forbids our other Meetings ; and

In this Year, while I was at 5«>4rriiwwe, died William Lampit, the 
old Priefi of Vlvtrftone (which is the Parifh,thsst Swarthmtre is in.) He 
was an 0/1/ Deceiver, and Perverter of the Right Way ofthelar^nd 
zPerfeeutor of the People of God j and mchConteJl J had him, 
when! firft came into thofe parts. He M beenano d/^^f 
for in the Year 1 651. he Prophefied (and Caul 4 >e woijld Wage his Life 
upon it) That the Quakers would ad vanifh, and conse to ^notsgbt within 
half a year I But he f-me ff himfelf. For he^continued in bis 
Lying and/a//e Accufing of God’} People, Jill a little before' he died-, jand 
then he cried for a little Reft : And to one of bis Hearers, that canjc to 
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vifit him before he died, be faid 1 have been a Preacher a long time, 1677, 
and thought, I had lived weS ; but I did not think, it had been lo hard 
a Thing to die, , Swarth. 

Now after I had finifhed thofe Services, which lay upon me then 
do, feeling my Spirit drawn again towards the South, (though I was 
yet hvit weakly, and notable to 7 ><jw/larina Day) I left Swarthmore 
on the Twenty Sixth Day of the FirH Month 1677. and went to Tho- milmt- 
mas Pearfon's at Powlanl in Weflmorland, wlicre 1 bad a Meeting the 
next Day : and went from thence to Thomas Cam's at Cam’s-Gid, whi* cinifgiil.* 
ther Robert Widders, with his Wife, and fevcral other Friends came to 
fee me, before I left the Country, and to be at the Meeting there the next 
Day, which was very large ; and in which I was largely drawn forth 
mTejlmony to the 7 V«r^. Alter the Meeting I had much Difeourfe 
withlome ol that Meeting, who at that time were not in Vnity with 
Friends of the Qj^arterly Meetingihesy belonged to : but alterwards fe- 
veral of them, that were fomewhat Tender, came to lec their Error, 
and gave forth Condemnations againft themfelves. Next day John Blayk- 
ling came to Tho. Cam's, to bring me to his Houfe at Drawell in 
herg in Torkjhire ; whither I went with him, vifiting Friends in theDrawei* 
way. 1 (laid at Drawel two or three Mights, having Meetings there 
and thereabouts : For while I was there, the Men^ and Womens-Meet- 
ings were held there, which were very large and precious. And on the 
Firjl Day following I had a Meeting at Brigflats, not far off', where Bdgflits. 
were moft part of the Friends from the (everal Meetings round about, 
and a great Concourfe of other People allb, fo that it was thought, there 
were Five or Six Hundred People j and a very good Meeting it was, 
wherein Truth W'as largely declared, and prccioufly opened, to the com- 
forting and refrelhing the Faithful, and the draw ing near them, that 
were afar off After this I had another Meeting at John Blaykling's, 
where were many Friends, that were going to tfieQnarterly Meeting 
at Kendal: With them my went back (who, with her Daughter 
Rachel, had accompanied me thus far,-) and I, teonard Fell 

with me, palled on through and Garfdale,nn 6 into Wenfydale,^^'^'t 
vifiting Friends, as we w ent. And at Niglit I reached to Richard Ro- wtljfydiK 
hinfons at Counterftde, where feveral Friends came to me that Even- touwerr 
ing ; and fome of them went with me next Day over the Hi/Is, to the 
Widow Tenant's at Scarhouje in Langflroth-dale.wfntha we had much 
ado to get, the Snow lay lo deep, though it was a Week in the sc«houfe’ 
Month. Here on the next Day (which was the Firhi Day of the Week) 

/we had a large Meeting, Friends coming to it from fevcral parts 
found about ; and the Lord gave me a very feafonable Teftimony fo 
bear amongft them, which I did for feveral Hours, to their great Sa- 
tisjaUion and Comfort. Thence palfing on through Bifhopfdale, Mil- Biflwpf- 
dm. Barton, and fo through the Country by Bedalaad Morth-aller-^^i„„,, 
ton, I came to George Rohi^on's at Burrowhy ; where alfo Friends co-Banoo,’ 
ming out of feveral parts, we had a very large and good Meeting, 
and very Peaceable. But not long after, an envious Juflice, who lived icrtoo.* ' 

not far off, hearing, that I had a great Meeting there, troubled Friends Burrowby. 
about it, and made them appear at the Seftont, where he asked them 
many enfnaring Queflions ; for he knew not, how to Ctnltiff them, be- 
caufe he had no Proof againft them, When he fiw, liis ^eftiont did 

not 
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1677. Catch tliem ; he told them, He bad heard, that GcorgcFcx wru 
at a large Meeting with them, and they all Jate Silent, and none Jpake 

Butrowby,i» the Meeting. This Story he cnnijingly feigned, thinking 
thereby to have drawn out fome of the Iriends to have contradiBed 
him, and have laid, That / had fpohen in the Meeting ; that fo he 
m'ght have Convitled them upon their ownConfeJ/ion, and h^Lve Fined 
them. But Friends flonding in the Wifdom of God, did not Anfwer 
him according to fiis Defire ; and foefcaped liis Snare. But two other 
Friends, that came out of Ireland, and were at this Meeting, having 
a Meeting that EveningzUm three Miles off; this Evil-minded Jujlice 
got Information thereof, and Fined Friends, and plundered them very 
J'orely lor it.

the Way, as I went. And having Rohert Lodge and lomc other /ir/fWf 

York. With me, from thence next Day we paffed to Tork ; and the Day 
folI'’W'ing(bcing the Firli Day ot the Week) I was at Friends Meeting 
in Tork, which was large and peaceable. The Second day alfo I fiaid in 
7>/-Tand had rit'i; Meetings wMs Friends at JohnTaylors-, from whence 
1 writ unto my Wife.xes let her know, how it was with me, as followeth;

‘ I. that enquire after me. My Defires arc, that ye all may be

* So Chrift’s Difciples could not join with thofe , that made a 
‘ Trade of Preaching. And as there was a Teftimony to be born 
‘againft thofe Tithes y which were commanded in the Lw for 
^ Levi AnA Aaron : So there is a Teftimony to be bOrn againft 
‘ thefe Tithes , which have been fee up by Man , in the dark 
‘ time 0^ Popery y and not fet up by God nor Chrift. Now for 

* any to cry againft the Priefls in words , and yet to give them 
‘ Means y and put into their Mouths , that they may not prepare 
‘ War againft you , this is a Contradiiiion. And therefore take 
‘ heed : for if the Lord God do blefs you with outward Crea* 

‘ tures, and you do beftow them upon SaaPs Prieps, the Lord 
‘ may juftly require the Outward things from you again, which 
‘ he hath given you ; who faith , That his Chriftian Minifiers 
‘ ftiould freely give, as they have freely received of Chrift Jefiis. 

‘So all the Preachers for Tithes and Money y and the Takers AnA 
‘ Payers of Tithe muft be teftified againft in the Lord’s Power and 
‘ Spirit ; fo that all Men and Women may ftand up in their 
‘Teftimony for Jefus Chrift, in his Power and Spirit, againft 
‘ the Tithe-mongers. Confider, how many faithful Servants and 
^Valiants of the Lord have laid down their Lives againft them, 

‘ in this day of the Lord : and in the days of the Martyrs they 
‘ did then witnefs againft them. Confider allb, what Judgments 
‘have come upOn them, that have froiled friends Goods y 
‘and have caft them into Prifon for Tithes and Maintenance. 

‘ And therefore in the Power of the Lord maintain the War a* 

‘ gainft the Peafty and do not put into his Mouth, left he cry 
‘ Peace to you ; which Peace you muft not receive ; but it muft 
‘be broken, and thrown out by the Spirit of Ood; And then 
‘ in the fame Spirit, ye will receive the Peace from the Son of 
‘ Peace , which the Beafl, and the WJ/ore , and the World with 
‘all their earthly Teachers for the Earth, which arc made by 
‘ Man y cannot receive, nor bereave you of. And therefore keep; 

‘ your Authority and Dominion in the Power, and Spirit, and 
‘ Name of Jefus ; in whom my love is to you*

I came to London On the ijth Of the Third Month, feme Lets 
or Twelve days before the Tearly Meeting', in which time I fell 
in with Friends there in the Service of Truth , vifiting them at, 
the Meetings: And the Parliament then fitting, we prepared 
fomething to lay before them> concerning the feixing of ^%Third 
part of Friends Efiates, as Popifrs Recufants j which Was a great 
Suffering, and a Grievance We Complaioed of; 
got* ^

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16774 To the Tetrlj tMeeting many Friends came from moft parts of 
the Nation, and Ibme out of ScctUnd , HoUahd^ &t. and very 
Lond<)n. glorious Meetifigs we had, wherein tbci.ioriil’s powerful Prefence 
was very largely felt, and the oi ^ruthw^ie fweetly cat'^ 

ried on in fhe Unity of the Spirit, to the ^atisfaftion and Com* 
fort of the upright-hearted; blelTed be die Lord for ever ! Then 
after tlie Tearlji Meeting was over, audl had ftay’d a ]Veek or 
Two with tfienis in London t I went dpwn with Wtllim Pena 
S 4 ex. to his houle in Sujfex; John Biimjeat^ and lome other Friends 

Sum^. went with us : and as we palTed through Sitrrej/, liearing, that 

the Qurterlj Meeting for that County was that day , Widim 
Penn, 'John Bttrnj/eat and I went from the Road to it ; and after 
the Meeting returning to oiir other Company on the Road, went 
on with them to WtllUm Penn's that Night, which i,s Forty Miles 
Worming- from LoWow, I ftay’d ZxWurmtnghurfi about Three Weeks, in 
which time John Bnrnyeat and I (at liich times as wc were not 
amongft Friends in Meetings ) Anfwered a very envious and 
wicked Book, v/hieih. one Roger WiUims a. Prsefi of Netv-Eng- 
Und (or Lome Colony thereabouts) had written againft Truth 
and Friends. When we had finillicd that Service, we went witli 
Stephen Smith ( who was thfcre with us) to his houle at War- 
fledon in S/trrey, where we had a large Meeting. Friends there- 
away had been exccodingly plundered about Two Months before 
on the Prieflh account j for they took from Stephen Smith Five 
KJne ( being all he had ) for about Fifty fjillings Tithes. From 
thence we went to Kjngfion , and lb to London ; where I ftay’d 
not long : for it was upon me from the Lord to go into HoL 
Und, to Vifit Friends there, and to preach the Gorpel there, and 
in Ibmc parts of Germsny. Wherefore letting things in Or- 
der for my Journey, as fall as I could , I took leave of Friends 
at London, and with feveral other Friends went down to CoT 
cSdicftcr, chejler in Ejjex , in order to my Paflage for HolUnd. Next day, 
being the Fir(l day of the Weekj I was at the publick Meeting 
of Friends there, which was very large and peaceable; and in 
the Evening I had another large Meeting, but not lb publick, at 
John Furl/s houle, where I lodged. The day following was the 
Womens- Meeting there, which alfo was very large; and I was 
Harwich, at that too. From thence next day we palTed to Harwith, v^hero 
Robert Dttneon, and Feveral Other Friends out of the Country , 
came to fee us ; and fome from London came to us there , that 
intended to go over with me. The Packet-Boat, in which we 
were to go, not being ready, we went to the Meeting in the 
Town, and a precious Opportunity we had together : for the 
Lord, according to his wonted goodnefs, by his over-coming, 
refrefliing Power, opened many Mouths to declare his Everlaft- 
ing Truth, and to praile and glorifie him. After the Meeting 
we returned to John FandtwaPs, where I had lodged, and when 
the Boat\nas ready (taking Leave of thole Friends, that had 
V accompanied us thither, and that met us there) we that were 
bound for F/oSaad, went on Board about the 9th hour in the 
Evening, on the dayo( the Month 1677. 

The 
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The Friends that then went over with me, were 16^ 

Robert BmUy y George Kjith and his Wsfe^ John Furiy and his t-'vsj 
Brother y fViSiaw T*i/coaty Georgf bV^tts y and I/abel Teomens y^i»sy>'Kh. 
who i$ one of my Wife’s Daughters. About the hour, in 
the Morning wc weighed Anchor, having a fair, brisk Wind, 
which by the next Morning brought us within fight of HoiUnd, hm. 
But that day proving very dear and calm , we got forward but 
little, till about the Fourth hour in the Afternoon y when a 
frelh Gale arole, which carried us within n Letgue of Land. 

Then being becalmed again , we caft Anchor for that Night , 
it being between the hours of Nine and Fen in the Evening. But 
Willim Penn and Robert Barclay ( underftanding , that Benjamin 
Fur If was come from Rotterdam to the Brkl to meet us ) got 
two of the Boat- men to let down a fmall Boat, that belonged to 
the Packet-Boat y and Row them to fliorc: but before they could 
get to fhore, the Gates were fhut ; and there being no houle 
without the Gate, they were fain to lie in a Pifber'*s Boat all 
Night. As loon as the Gates were opened in the Morning, they 
went in, and found Benjamin Furlyy with other Friends of Rot- 
terdam, that were come thither to receive us; and they fent a 
Boat, with three Young-men in it, that lived with Benjamin 
Furly, who brought us to the fine/, where the fnWr received Brid. 
us with great Gladnels. 

We ftay’d about Two hours at the Briely to refrelh ourlelv^s; 
and then took Boat, with the HoUand-Friends y iot Rotterdam 
where u e arrived about the Eleventh hour that day, which was 
the 2%thQ^ the Fifth Month I was very well this Voyage;, 

but Ibmc of the Friends were Sea-ftek: Yet a finePaffagewe had, 
and all came fafeand well to Land, bleffed and praifed be the Name 
of the Lord for ever. 

The next day, being the Firft day of the Week , we had Two 
Meetings zx Benjamin Furly^Sy where many of the Totvns People y 
and fome Ojftcers came in ; and all were civil. Benjamin Furly , 
or John Claus, (a Friend of Jmfterdam) interpreted, when any 
Friend declared. I fpent the next day in Yifiting Friends there, 
and the day following William Penn and I, and Ibme other of 
the Friends, went towards Amfierdam, with Ibme Friends ofAmftfr* 
that City, who came to Rotterdam to ConduQ: us thither. We 
took Boat in the Afternoon, and paffing by a Town called Ouer- ouerkirk. 
kirk y we came to Delft , through which we walked on foot ; 
and then took Boat again to Leyden , where we lodged that leydtn. 
Night at an Inn. This is counted fix Dutch Miles from Rotter- 
dam, which are eighteen Englijh Miles, and five hours fatly or 
Travel : for our Boat was drawn by an Horle that went on 
the Ihore. Next day taking Boat again, we went to Harlem , Harleoi. 
fourteen Miles from Leyden, where we had appointed z Meet- 
ing y which proved very large : for many of the Toww’f People 
came in, and Two of their Preachers ; and the Lord gave us a 
blelTed Opportunity , not only with refpeO: to friends , but to 
other fober People ( Baptifs and other Profeffors ) that were 
there, and the Meeting ended peaceably ana well. After Meet- 
ing 
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1677. ing we pafled to J)»llerdamf accompanied by feveral Friends of 
'•' 4 G that City and of Jlkmaer , fome by Wagon, fome by Boat. 

Next’ day was the Quirterly Meeting at Jmflerdm , to which 
came Friends from Hamm and Rotterdam , and with them thofe 
Friends oi our Company, whom we had left behind at Rotter- 
dam , viz. Robert Barclay^ George Ks'tth and his Wife, See. The 
Meetf/^ was at Gertrude Dirick Niefonh houfe, and a very large 
and ferviceable Meeting it was : for both William Penn and I 
were drawn forth to open many things concerning the Order of 
the Gojfel, and to fliew the benefit and fervice of Tearly, Quar- 
terly, and Monthly Meetings of Men and Women. We had ano- 
ther Meeting at Gtrtrude\ the next day, more publick , and very 
large, at wnich were Profeffors of leveral forts, unto whom the 
Way of Life and Salvation was largely and livingly opened ; 
which they hearkned very attentively to, none making any Ob- 
jeftion, to what was declared. In the -J/ternoon we had ano- 
ther Meeting in the fame place, but lefs, and more private. The 
day following we had a Meeting of Friends only , wherein by 
Joint Agreement of fr/e/nf; were fettled feveral Meetings, to wit. 
Monthly, Qturterly, and a Tearly Meeting , to be held at Amfter- 
dam for Friends in all the United Provinces of Holland, and in 


Embden, the Palatinat, Hamborough, Frederick-Jladt, Dantzkk and 
other places in and about Germany ; which Friends were very glad of, 
and it hath been of great fervice to Truth. 

Next day an Exercife came upon me concerning that deceitful 
Spirit, which wrought in fome amongft Friends, to make Divi- 
fions in the Church : and the Care of the Churches being upon me, 
I was moved to Write a few Lines to warn Friends of it, asfol- 
loweth ; 


‘ALL Friends, keep over that Spirit of Separation and Divi- 
[ton, in the peaceable Truth, and in the Seed of Life, 
‘ which will wear it all out, and out-laft it. For the Lamb will 
‘ have the ViHory over all the Spirits of Strife, as it hath had 
‘fince the beginning; and they will as others have done: 
‘but all that do keep in the Seed, which is always green, lhall 
‘ never Wither ; as friends have been to this day kept. And if 
‘ any have gone out, and backflidden, and thrown off the Crop, 
‘ and arc grown loofo and full , and are gone into Strife and 
‘ Contention with their Earthly Spirits , and therein plead for a 

* liberty ; this Spirit taketh with loofe , earthly Spirits , and 
‘ cries Impofttion to fuch, as do adnionifh them to come to the 
‘ Life, Light, and Spirit and Potver of God , that they may be 
‘ alive, and may live again with the Living. And then upon 
‘ this Admonijbment , their Spirits do arifo into Contention and 
‘ Strif e,^^nd a Separation, turning againft the Living, in their loofe 
‘ earthly Spirits, which would have the Name of Truth, but is not 
‘ in the Natmof it, but is for Eternal Judgment oi the living Seed. 
‘ And this is it, which doth deceive j but it is judged by that, which 

* doth undeceive and fave.

The day follctwing, .Georgs IQeithy Robert BurtUity and WlBh 
m PtHti, leaving me and fome other Friends at Am^erdinsy fct 
forward on thiir JoUrfley towards Gernttnyy where they Tta> 
veiled many hundred Mile), and had good Service for the Lord, 
benjamin Furly going with tlierti, and Interpreting. 

That day, dnd the next, I (fayed at Amfierdm, vifiting the 
Friends, and affilfing them in (bmC bufineiles concerning their 
Meetings : And there ckmc Three Etftifts to difcourle with me, 

Unto whom I opened things to their latisfa£fion ; and they part- 
ed from me In kindnefs. . I writ a Letter alfo tb the Prince^ 
Elizikthy which Ifabd TeomaHs delivered tO her , when George 
Kyithh Wife and fte went to vilit her.

* r Have heard of thy Jendernef towards the Lord and his ho^

John Claus interpreting, and they were all very Civil, and heard 
attentively : and when the Meetup Was done, departed peace- 
a^, without making any Oppofition. After Meeting I went to 
H^i Jacobs, htt houfe 'tgMfi, whldiar oft^ a whik Same aCa/- 
'^jnifi t 10 wk which { iaafwered io his Ik- 

tistatfiod ^aud he departed friendly. Soon aftet hi was gone, 

a Preacher 
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a Preacher of the CoUegUns came to difcourfe with me j and he i 6 7 j', 
Jfeemcd well fatisfied allb, and we parted lovingly. That tven- 
ing I had another Meeti^ with the friends there, and next fl»ri‘ingci 
Morning, when we had taken our Leave of them, we pafled to 
Letsivarden^ the chief City in FriezUnd , and lodged that night Leuwtf- 
at a Friend’s houfe there, whofe Name was Sybrund Dorvts. 

Next Morning early, taking Boat, we paffed to Dockm, zndt)oc]sam. 
walking through the City, took Boat again to Strobw , which 
is the utmoft part of Frkzltnd. There we baited, at a Commijfa- 
r/s houfe: and then taking Boat again, we palfcd to Groningen, 
the chief City of the Province of Groninglmd. One of the Ma^ 
giflrates of that City came with us from Leumrden, with whom 
I had Ibme difcourfe on the way ; and he was very loving. We 
walked near Tm Miles through the City ; and then took Boat 
for Delfziel', and parting, in the Evening, through a Town 
called Jgpingdalem , where had been a gton Horfe-Fair that day, 
there came many Officers rufhing into the Bout, and being fbme- 
what in drink, they were very Rude. I fpake to them , exhort- 
ing them to fear the Lord , and hemre of Solomon’s vanities. 

They were a fort of boirterous Fellows ; yet they were fome- 
what more Civil afterwards. We landed at Del/ziel about the 
Tenth hour at night, having travelled much about Fifty Engltfh 
Miles that day. We went to an Inn to Lodge; and as we paf* 
fed through the Guards , they Examined John Clasts , whether I 
was not a Militia Souldier ? and when he had told therti, that I 
was not, they let us pals peaceably on. 

This City Delfziel Hands on the River Eehis, over which we 
pafled next day to the ^ity Embden, a Place, where Frknds had Embdeo. 
been cruelly ^er/ff«reaf , and from which they haid been often 
banijhed. I went to an Inn, where I flay’d and dined with fome 
men, that underflood Engtijb , with whom I had a fine time , 
and they were loving. Mean while John Clasts went with his 
Wife to her Fathers, who lived in Embden ; whither, after I hadl 
dined, I went alfo ; underflanding, the old Man was defirous to 
fee me. In tlie Afternoon John Clasts and I walked through the 
City, to the place where the Wagon, which he had hired, was 
to meet us : and while we tarried for it , the Friends, that were 
in the City, came to the houfe, where we were , and there we 
had a little Meeting. When the Meeting was over , and th6 
Wagon came not, we lent to know the Reafdn : and the M<- 
fter of the Wagon Lent us word, that he dutft not let his Wagoh 
go } for the Bfbog of Munfler’s Souldiers were dp in the Coun- 
try, and he was afraid, they would take away his Horfes. So 
being difappointed of our paflage, we returned to' John Clasts 
Father-in-law’s houfe, where I left him, and went nly felf to ray 
Inn at night. 

We took Shipping next day, and pafled about fifteen MtUs 
upon th& River Ferns, to a Market-TOwn ifl Eajl-Friezland ^ Cal- 
led Leer , where lived a triend, that fiad been banifhed 
Esnbden; and when We had vifitcd hitfi , we hired sWdgod in leer, 
that Town , and pafled to a Garrifon-Town, called Strikemjfist, 

Bbbbb » wncre ^ 
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i6 7 7. where the Gudrds Examined us: and then we went on to De- 
where hiring another we palTed tlirough the 

Dctcrcn, Country to another Gmifon^d Town, where we were very ftrift- 
ly Examined. From thence we pafTed unto Jpre^ in tlic/C'^jof 
b(Hmirk\ Country, where we lodged that night. In our Travel 
tliis day, we met the Earl of Oldtnlar^h, going to the '[reaty of 
EtAcc at Lmbicbie. 

Next day, hiring another we palTed through the Coun- 
oiJon- try to the City Oldtnburgh, lately a great and famous Place, but 
Furgii. houfes left Itanding in it. At 

this place we hired another Wagon, and went through the Coun- 
iiurir” De/menhurfl : where, after we had been Examined by the 

Guards, we went to a Burger-Mafierh to lodge, whole houfe was 
an /»». And there being many People, I declared the Way of 
Truth to him and them, Warning them all of the Day of the 
Lord, that was coming upon all Evil-doers. 

CemAny. Ftom hence we palled next day by Wagon to Bremers, which 

Bremen, g /lately City in Germary ; and from thence , afrer a double 

Examination, we went by Wagon to a Water called Overdeietsd, 
Kiiiitr- and there took Boat to Fijher holder : Where finding pretty ma* 
holder. „y People together, I declared the Wa]f of God to them, and 
exhorted them to fear the Lord. There we took Wagon again, 
fmf"' travelled in the Bs/loop of Mursjler'^s Country, to a place cal- 
cioitcr- led cloflerfeven ; and having no Inclination to uay there, we got 
level), frclh Horfes there , intending to travel all night. Accordingly 
we W'cnt cut a little way,* but it quickly grew fb dark, and rain- 
ed fo hard, that we thought it belt to turn back again thither : 
for our Wagon being open, we had no defence again ft the Rain ; 
, and our Cloaths were already wet with the Rain, that had fal- 
len for fcVeral days before. So wc went back to an Inn , and 
got a little frcfti Straiv ; upon which we lay, till about break of 
day: and then let out in our Wagon again, and travelled through 
Buxtehude the Country to the City of Buxtehude. 

The People in the B/Jbop of Munfter^s Country were very dark : 
and as we pafTed amongft them, 1 preached Truth to them, 
warning them of the Great and Notable Day of the Lord-, and 
exhorting them to Johernejl, and to mind the good Spirit of God 
in themlelves. 

It w'as on the Ftrfl-day of the ^Veek , t;hat we went through 
this City Bitxtehude j and wdthout the Walls was a great Fair of 
sheep and Geefe that day. We ftayed but a little , to rcfrcfli our 
Hainbo- felves, and went on as f^ft as wc could to Hamkrough , partly 
rough, jjy Wagon, and partly by Water. 

We got to Hamkrough time enough to get a Meeting there 
that Evening ; and a good and glorious Meeting k was. There 
were at it, amongft others, a BaptisT-Teacher ii\& his Wife, and 
a Cre^t Man of Sweden and his Wife ; afid all was quiet, bleftcd 
be the Lord, whofe was Exalted over all: Yet a dark, 
hard place this isj and the Peqple are much Ihut up from 
Truths 


At 
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At Hmhorou^h there was a IVomm^ that had fpoken againll 1677. 
rrtc, in John Perrons time ( though Ihe had never fan me, tillu'^v^ 
now) and fhe Iiad been troubled ior it ever fince j and no<v wasHitmbo- 
glad of an Opportunity to acknowledge her Fault: w^itich 
very readily did ; and I did as readily and freely forgive her. 

We ftayed that night at encouraging and ftrengthen- 

ing the Fnends tlicre in the le/limony to the ! ruth ; and betimes 
next Morning we let forward towards Frederick ftadt , which is 
'I wo lon^ days Journey from Hambofough. We went the Firjl- 
day to a Town called Elmjboorny where we baited; and then*^’"’*- 
rode on through a Garrifon-Town of rheKJng of Denmark^: and 
pairing by the Monument of the Earl of Ranfenny , we came to Rantzow; 
the City of it&eho^ where we lodged that night; and I had*“'''°' 
Ibme Service in the Evening , among the People in the Inn , 
whom I cxliorted to fobernefs , and to live in the fear of the 
Lord. Next Morning fetting out again, we travelled to a Town 
called Hoghenhorn , w'here we dined at an Inn with one of the Hoghen^ 
Council of Fredertck-jlidt to whom, and to the reft of the*’””* 
People prefent, I declared the 7 ruth, with which they feemed 
to be anefted. Then travelling on, we came to a River called 
Eyder , where we took Boat, and lb went to Frederick’ fiadt^ We Tl'J •**rer 
went to a Friend's houfe there, whofe name is William PWr 4 >cdericlc^ 
where feveral friends came to us ( for there is a pretty many ftadt. 
Friends in that City ) and we had a fine, refrefliing Meeting to* 
l^etller that Evening; which made us forget our Wearinefr: for 
we were indeed very weary, having travelled hard thofe Two 
days ; and being Wet through our Cloaths, having had much 
Rain in our Open Wagons. But the Lord made all eafie and good 
to us : and we were well, and glad to fee Friends ; bleffed be 
his holy name for ever ! 

This City is in the Duke of Holflejn's Country, who would Holfteifc 
liave banijhed Friends out of the City and Country , and did fend 
to the Magiflrates of the City to do it : But they laid , they 
would lay down their Oijictt rather, than they would dtr it, in- 
altnuch as Friends came to that City to enjoy the Iiitr/y pf their 
Confciences. And not long after , the IMie nimlclf was ianijbtd 
out of that City, by the fCing of Denmark: but Friends do ftill 
enjoy their Liberty there, and Truth and they are of good Report 
amongft the People, both in City and Country, 

On the FirflMy of the Week I had a Meeting here, to which 
many People came, and fome rough Spirits : but the Power of the 
Lora bound them down , and the Seed of Life was fet over all. 

While I was here, I had a Dlfcourfe with a that 'vas a 
Levite , concerning the Coming of the MSdh\ and he was 
much confounded, in what he laid i Yet he carried himfelf lo- 
vingly, and Invited me to his houfe : I went thithetj and there 
i difeourfed with another Jew, who (hewed me their Talmud^ 
and many other Jewi(b Books : but they are very <l<rif,anddo not 
under ftand their own Fropheu* 

There 
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1677. There was at this City a Bnuifl-lencher^ who had reproached 
and belied Frknis; wherefore C/4«t went, with JiroPr/cWr 
Frederick- of tlic Town, to the houfc, where he lodged, and cleared Truth 
and Frilnds from his Reproaches ^ and laid his Lies zad Slanders 
iijx)n his own head, to hislhame. 

Before we left this Place , I had another Meetitig with the 
Friends only, wherein I laid before them the Ufefulnefs and Be* 
nefit of a Monthlp-Meetingy for the looking after the Poor , and 
taking care, that Marriages , and all.other things relating to the 
Church, were done and performed in an orderly Manner: and 
the thing Anfwered the iVitneji of God in their Co»/f/mer,fo that 
they readily Confented , and Agreed to have Monthly Meetings 
thence- forward amongft themfelves, that both Men and Women 
might look after, and take care of the outward Concerns of the 
Church. 

After this Meeting, feeling my fpirit clear of that place , we 
took leave of Friends there ( whom we left in good Order ) and 
not intending to go further that way, we turned back again for 
Hamhorough. When we had travelled one days Journey, iudCdimQ 
to an Inn at night to Lodge , I inquired there , whether there 
were any tender People in the Town , that feared God, or that 
had a mind to dilcourle of the things of God ? but the Inn-keeper 
told me, there were few fuch in that Town. Next night we got 
Hamto- fo Hamhorough) and having paffed the Guards, we went to a 
houle, being very Weary: for we had been up thole 
7 m Mornings before the third hour, and had travelled each day 
hard and late. Here we met with John HiS, an Englifh Friend, 
who had been travelling in Germany ; and being in a Ship bound 
for Am^trdamf that waited for a Wind, he had lain Tick on board 
her about tm tpeeks ; and now hearing, that I was in the Coun- 
^try, got off from the Ship, and came hither to meet me, and 
to go along with me^ 

The next day after we came to Hamhorough, we had a very 
good %ieeting tnere, and very peaceable. After the Meeting I 
had Dtfcourfe with a Swede, an Eminent man in his ownCoun* 
trv ; who having been hanijbed from thence upon the Account 
or his Religion, was come to Hamhorough, and was at the Meet- 
ing I had there before. And when I had done with him, I had 
another Difeourfe with a Baptifi, concerning the Sacraments ( fo 
Called :) In both which I had good fervice , having opportunity 
thereby to open Truth unto them. 

Being clear of Hamhorough,wetook our Leave of there, 
whom we left well : And Caking John Hill along with us , we 
Lunen- palTed by Boat to a City m the Duke q( Lunenhurgh's Country; 
S7. Examined by the Guards, we were had to 

tht Main-Guard , and there Examined more ftriftly: but after 
they found, that we were not Souldiers , they were Civil to us, 
ano let us pals. In the Afternoon we travelled by Wagon, 
and the Waters being much out, by reafbn of the great Rains 
that had fallen, when it drew towards? night , we hired a Boy 
iipon the Way to guide us through a great Water, that we had 

to 
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to f ifs. Wlttti we carte to it, the Wdtty was lb deep, before 167^. 
We could Corfie at the Bridge ^ that the Wagdner was fain tot<orNj 
wade, and I drove the Wtgon. But when We were cOfne upon Lunm. 
the Bridge, thfc Horfes brake p 4 rt of it down, and one of them 
fell into the Wdtet ; the kFagva Handing upon that part of the 
Bridge, which remained unbroken : and it was the Lord*s merty 
to us, that the did not run into the Brook. When they 
had got the Horfe out, he lay a while, as if he had been dead : 
but at length they got him up , and put him to the Pi^'itgoit a- 
gain, and laid the Planks right ; and then (through the goodnels 
of the Lord to us) we got fafeover. 

After this We came to another iVater , which finding to be 
very deep, and it being in. the night, Wc hired Tm Mert to help 
us through. Thcfe men put Cords to the JVigen, to hold it by, 
that the force of the Master might not drive it befide the way. 

But when we came into it, the Stream was fo ftrong, that it 
took up one of the Hor/es off his legs , and was carrying hitai 
down the Stream', which I feeing, called to the Wigdhtr, tO 
pluck him to him by his Reins, which he did , and the Horfe 
recovered his Legs, and fo with much difficulty we got over 
the Bridge, and went to Bdrmer^haven, the Town where the fT**- 
gofi& lived. It was the lafi dnj of the ftxth Month, that we e(ca» hi«n. 
ped thcfe dtugers ; and it oeing about the eleventh hour in the 
night, when wc came in here , we got feme frelh ftraw, and Jay 
upon it, till about fourth hour in the Morning : and then get' 
ting up, wc fer, forward again towards Bremen , going part of 
the way by B^agon , and part by BoAt. In the way I nad good 
Opportunities to publifh Truth among the People, cfpecialw at 
a Mirket-lom, where wc ftay’d to Change our P»S^e ; where 
I declared the Truth to the People, warning theln ofthc jDi/of 
the Lord, that Was coming upon all Flcfli; and E:<hortingthcm 
to Righteoufnefs, and telling them, that God not tome to Teach 
hit People himfelf, and that they fhould turn 10 the Lori, and 
hearken to \.\\t Teachings of his Spirit in their own hearts. 

At Bremen we Were Examined ( as we ufually were in Cities Breaea^ 
and Carrifon-Toms) and after that wc went to an Inn, and 
ftay’d a while, till another JVagon was provided to carry Us fur- 
ther. And here, though I felt the Lor<P$ toner was over the 
City, and kept the Wicked and unruly Spirits down , yet my 
Spirit fuffersd much in this place, for the Peoples fake. When 
our Wagon ms ttidy, mkh Bremen, and travelled through 
the Country to where we lodged at dh Inn that night, and Kfby. 
early next Morning ftt forth for 6lienbnrgh‘, which was a la* olden- 
mentable fight, to feefb great and brave a City burnt doan.^^^ 
We went to an Inn, and though itwisthe Pir lb-day of thefJ^eei, 
there were the SouhUers drinking , and pldyin^ 4 t Shovtlhoatd', 
and at thofe few Houfes, that were left, the Shops were op*n, 
and the People Trading one with ahother. I was rtoved to 
fpcak to the People, and declare the Truth among thert , and 
warn them of the judgments of God: And though they heard 
me quietly, and were civil towards rat) yet I wa$W<fewiwith 
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I 67 7. their Wickednef. And many times in and 

'>W> at the InnSf and on tlie Ways , as 1 travellw , I fpake to the 
Olden- hopk.- preaching the Truth to than,'4nd warnirig them of tlic 
•’“fgi'- Day of the Lord f and Exhorting them to turn to the Light and 
^prit of God in themrelves, that thereby they might be led out 
ot’ Evii. . 

Next day, palfing through many great Waters , we came at 
Leer. night to Lett, and the day following to Emhden, where yohn 
KiiiWen. Claus his Wife's Father lived: at whofe houfe, when we went 
up into Germany , vve left a Toung-man Tick, who travelled with 
me , and uftd to write for me ; whom now, at our Return, wt 
found pretty well recovered. John Claus went to his Father-in, 
/a.v’s; John Hill and / to an Inn , where we dined : and after 
dinner, we went allb to John Claus his Father’s , and had a good 
Meeting there in the Evening. 

The day following we took Riipping at Emhden , and palled 
Ddfzicl. tb Delfziel, and went to an Inn , where a Friend came 10 us , 
that tnen lived in Delfzkf having been often Bani/hi I'rom Emh ■ 
den : He was a Goldfmith by Trade, and had an Houle and Shop 
in Emhden; and Rill, as they hanijhed him, he went again. Then 
they Imprifoned him, and fed him with head and mater; and at 
length took his Goods from him, and Banifijed him, his WT/tand 
Children ; leaving them neither place to come to, nor any thing 
to fubfift on. We Comforted and Encouraged him in the Lord^ 
Exhorting him to be faithful, and Rand RedlaR in the TeRimo- 
ny committed to him. And when we had taken our Leave of 
Groningen, him, we took Boat , and palled the fame day to Groningen y 
where we met \\\i\\ Cornelius Jndries , a Friend y that had allb 
fulfered much by Imfrifonment and BanifJment at Emhden. We 
Went with him to his houfe ; and the next day we had a good 
(Meeting in that City , to which leveral Profejfors came , and 
were very peaceable and attentive. After Meeting we palled by 
Strobus Poat to Strohus , and fo to Dockum, where we lodged that night 
Dockun^ at an Inn. And taking Boat again next morning , we palTcd to 
Lfutti.' Leumardent the chief City of fr/wW, where I found my daugh- 
den, ter Teomansy wlio was come from Amfterdam thither to meet me. 
That day we had a precious Meeting there , TXSihrand Dome’s 
houfe ; and after the Meeting I had wme Difmrfe with Ibme, 
that were at the Meetingy who had been formerly Convinced of 
Truth ; but were not come into Obedience to it. We Rayed there 
that night ; but John Hill left us, and went that day to Har- 
lingen y and lb to Amllerdam. 

Next day wc palTcd away by Boat down the River to the Lake 
Hempffl. Hemgen-Sarmer, and thence by the Lake Lugmery and fb to a 
sarm^* Town Called Anderigo; from whence failing through the Lake 
SrTo ^ Town called Gardick, It was within 

whi't^i’ night, when we came thither, and we went, and lodged at an 
Gardick. Inn : and the next day , being the Firft-day of the Weeky we were 
at Friends-Meeting there , which was very large, many of the 
Tomns-Peofle coming in: AmongR whom I declared the Tituthy 
in the Poffoa ol the Lord, that was upon me ^ which tendered 

the 
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khe People, and they wePe very fober. After the Meeting 7. 

ftkyed but a little while to rcfrelh our fel vest and thc^ went 

to take Bwr again: but the Peopit obfcrving us, gathered toge- < 5 *rdick. 

ther at a where we were to pafs ; and there I fpake un- 

to them again, declaring the fV ij of i//e and Skhattott unto them i 
and they were very Attentive and Civil. 

We took Bwr, and went back that Evening to being Leuwarden 

ay Afi/es: but before we could get thither, the G4fe/ were fhut, 
and the drawn up, fo that we could not get into the Ci- 
ty; but were fain to lyc in the Boat all night. And the next 
Morning, there having been a Mm killed in the Cw/ that night, 
it was late, before the Gates were opened. When we could get 
in, we went to a Friendl's houfe, where weftay’d a while j and 
then, taking Boat again, we paffed through Franekeno Harlingen^ Francker. 
to Hejfel Jacobs y where we found feveral Dutch friends , 
were come to be at the Meeting there next day. In the Even- 
ing Wtlliam Penn came to us from Am[lej;dam , who returning 
two or three days before out of Germany , had been at a large 
Meeting at Anther dam on the firji-day', and after Meeting, un. 
derftanding I was at Harlingen, came thither to me. 

The next day was the Monthly Meeting for the Men and Wo- 
men , to which we went ; and it was large and good. And there 
it W4S Agreed upon amongft Friends, Thitthere jhould be a Meet, 
ing held there once a Month, both for the Men ard for the Women, 
to take care of the outward Concerns of the Church. 

In the Afternoon we had a publick Meeting, to which came 
People of feveral forts, as Socinians, Baftifis, Lutherans, 8rc. a- 
mongft which was a DoSfor of Phyfick, and a Priejl. And after 
I had declared the Truth a pretty large time to the People, open- 
ing unto them the happy Efate , that Man and Woman were in, 
whilll they kept under Go<^’s Teaching , and abode in the Pari- 
difeoi God; and on the other hand, the Wo and Mifery that 
came upon them, when they went from GoePs teaching, and 
hearkning to the Serpent'sTeaching, tranfgrefled God’s Command, 
and were driven out of the Paradife of God : And then came 
to fet forth the Way , whereby Man and Woman might come 
into that happy Ejlate again. The Priefi, an ancient, grave Man, 
flood up , jufl as I had done fpeaking , and putting off his Hat , 
faid , I pray God to proper and confrm that DoHrine, for it is truth, 
and J have nothing agamfi it. He would willingly have flay’d 
longer, until the Meeting had been ended; but being a Parijh' 

Priefi , and to preach that Evening, he could not flay longer , 

(the time for his own Worjbip being come:) Wherefore? when 
he had made Conf^on to the Truth, he haflned away , that he 
might come to the Meeting again ; and did come , it feems to 
the Meeting-place, but the Meeting was ended firfi. After Meet- 
ing we went to Heffel Jacobs, where I had iMeetingwithFriendsf 
and the Dotior of Phyfick came thither to difeourfe with Willi- 
am Penn , who had a good opportunity to open Truth to him. 

By this DoHor the Priejl fent his Love to me , wilhing him to 
tell me, that he had left Preaching that Evening half an hour 
fooner, than he ufed to do, that he might have come to our

, Early next Morning WUim Penn , taking John Claus With 
him, pafled from Harlingen for Lemnarden.f where he had appoint- 
ed, a meting; intending, after that, to Travel into fome other 
parts of, Germany f to vifit a tender People there. /, with tliofc 
Amftcr- that Were with me, took Ship the faraeday for 

dam. dam , where we arrived a little after Midnight ; but the Gates 
being fliut , we lay on Board till Morning : then went to Gfr- 
trade Dirick Niefo/ds , where many Friends came to fee us , be- 
ing glad of our fafe Return. Next day, feeling a Concern up- 
on my mind , with relation to thofe /educing spirits, that made 
Divifton among Friepds ; and being lenfible , that they endea- 
voured to infinuate themfelves into the affeliionate part, I was 
moved to write a few Lines to Friends concerning tirem, as fol- 
lowcth: 

‘ALL thele, that do fet up themfelves in the Afeiiions of 
^Jl\ the Pedple , let up themfelves , and the JfftUions of the 
‘ People , and not Chrijt. But Friends, your peaceable Habitati- 
^on in the Truth, which is Everlafting, and changes nor, will 
‘ out-laft all the Habitations of thofe that be out of the 'truth, 
^ although they be never fo fall of mrds. And lb, they that be 
‘ fo keen for J. S, and J. W. let them take them, and the i>epa^

* nation : And do not /Irive, nor make Bargains with that which

On the Firfl-day of the Week following , I was at Friends 
Meeting at Jmfierdam, to which many People came , and Were 
very civil and attentive, hearing Truth declared feveral hours ; 
and John Roelofs Interpreted for me. 

Before this time, feveral of the Friends, that came over with 
me , were returned to England again , as Robert Barclay, George 
Kfith\ Wife, and others? and now my Daughter Temanssntot 
back alfo: fo that I was now kkzXooQZtJmfierdam. And while 
I was here, it came upon me to vifit my fuffering Friends at 
pantzick with a few Lines, to encoura^ and ftrcngtbcn them 
in their Sufferings, as followcth; 
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T o whom is my Love in the Lor^s Truth, tliat is over all , \ 
and by which all God’s People are made free Me» and 
‘ Women, being thereby fet free from him that is out of the 
‘ Truth ; that walking in the Truth , thev may Anfwer the Wit- 
‘ nefr of God in all People : which Truth all muft come to , if 
‘ they be made fret. Therefore be faithful, unto what the Lord 
< manifefts , and makes known unto you. I am glad , that the 
*Lord hath Witnejfes in that ,City, to ftand for his G/or/ and 
‘ Name , and to ftand up for ChriH Je/ua , the great Prophet , 

‘ whom God hath railed up , who is to be heard in all things { 

‘ fb that ye need none of the Prophets, which men have railed 
‘ up. Therefore ftand faithful to Chrifr Jefut, your Shepherd, that 
‘ he may feed you ; and hear his voice, and follow him, who has 
‘laid down his Life for you: but follow none of the Shepherds 
‘ and Hirelings, that are made by men , though they be angry , 

‘ becaufe ye will not follow them to their drp and barren Moun- 
ts tin s', who have been, and arc the Thieves, Perfecutors and 
‘ Robbers, that Clime up another way, than by Chrift. So (et 
‘ up Chrift to be your CounfeOor and Leader, and then , ye will 
‘have no need of any of the Counfellors And Leaders oi the World: 

‘ for Chrift is fufficient, whom God has given you. And alfb 
‘ fet up Chrift Jejiu to be your Bifbtp , and Overfeer , who is 
‘ fufficient to Overfee you, that ye go not aftray from God j by 
‘ which ye may fee over all the Hireling-Overfeers made by men^ 

‘ which do keep the People, that they do not go aftray from the 
‘ Rudiments and Formalitiei, Pafhions and Cuftoms of the World* 

‘ which hath been and is their fTorfr. And I am glad , that ye 
‘ are come to own Chrift Jefua, yoilr Htgh-Prieft , who is holy 
‘and harmlefs, and feparate from Sinners, and made higher than 
‘ the Heavens, as the Church and the Apoftle did own, him in 
‘ their days, Hebr. 7. who is the High-Prieft over the houfhold 
‘ of Faith ; which Faith Jefus Chrift is the Author and Finifher 
‘of: and this do all the Children of the New Covenant witnefs, 

‘ who walk in the new and living Way. And therefore my de- 
‘ fire is, that yei all may be ftedfaft, whether in Bonds, or out,

‘ which Faith all the Valiants overcame the Devil, and all their 
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‘ Enemies; in which tmth they had 'Victory and Aqcefs to God; 
‘ and in that was their , Unitv : I which of f^ith is held 

‘ in a pure Confcience , hidden from, the World. And I do be- 
‘lieve, that your Imprifonments znd Sufferings in th^t Place, wifi 
‘ be for Good in the eiid ( is it hath been in other' Places) ye 
‘ ftanding/ 4 /<V«^ito the M, who is All-fufficieot. For your 
^ Sufferings And Trials Try their Teachers and Religions, 
^Churches And Worfbips, And make manifeft, what they are 
‘ of ; even that whicn perfecutes him, that is born of the Spirit: 
‘ for ye know, that there is no Salvation by aoy, other Nsnte 
‘ under the . whole Heaven, but by the Name o^ Jefus ; andthetP-; 
‘ fore it is iime to leave them, when there is no Salvation by or

1 tarried amongft Fritndt> there next day , and in 4hc night 
following Itad a great Exercife upon my Spirit concerning that 
Joofe SgirH, x\m. was run out into and Contention among 

Friends, 
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Frkttds, and had drawn fome after it into Divifm and Sepswi 1677. 
01$ ; the way, work and end whereof the Lord opened to me : V/VsJ," 
wherefore feeling the Motion of U/'e upon me , I got ‘up in the Amftcr- ' 
Morniog, and wrote the following to 


Mji Deir Friends , 

♦iTEep your Firji Love in the Irnth^ and Power and Seed of 
f Jx Life in Chrift Jefus ; for this laft night, as I was lying in 
‘ my Bed at Jmjlerdanty I had a great Travel in the I'.oly Seed 

* of Life and Peace , and my Spirit was troubled with that Spirit 
‘ of Strife and Separation. I faw, it was a Deflrofing Spirit, and 
‘ did feck not only to get over the Seed, but 10 dcftroy it , and 

* to Eat out the minds of People from it by strife and Conten- 
*tion‘ and under pretence of ftanding for the Antient Jnith, its 
‘ work is to root it out ; and deftroy the Appearance of it, to 
‘ fet up it fitlf. And it is a Creeping Spirit, feeding, w'homitcan 
‘get into; and what it cannot do it felf, it ftirreth up others 
‘ to do , and (etteth up their Spirits on float , with the dark 

* Wifdom, to deftroy the Simple. And this Spirit is managed by 
‘ the Prince of the Air, and leadeth fome to do fuch tilings , 

* which they would have been afhamed to have done , as men , 

‘ which doth Unman them t and they would not have fuffered 
‘them, if they had kept to the tender Principle of God, which 
‘ leadeth to Peace. And it is a defpiftng. bnkbiting , and a feertt- 
*whij^ering Spirit, and a iSjiwr of Di^enjton, and, a taker of ad- 
‘ vantage of all prejudiced Spirits , tliat are difobedient to their 
‘ frfl Principle and Love of Truth, and begetteth into hatred ; (b 
‘ it begetictn all into that Spirit, whofe work Is to deftroy both 
‘ the Good within, and the^«>d Order^withoutt Nay, it would, if 
‘ it could, deftroy the Government of^Chri/l , and the Order of 
‘ the Gc^tl, to fet up its own Will and Spirit, which is not of 
‘God: and under pretence of crying dWn are fettingup 

* Man, and are gathering into a Separaion of dif obedient Men , 
‘ who float above their Conditions. And this Spirit, wdiich nci- 

* ther liveth in the Trnth, nor its Order, but oppofeth them that 
*do, I cannot exprefs: it, as I do fee it and its work, whofe end 
*will be accordingly. And therefore, Friends, lam to warn you 
‘ all, that have not loft your Simplicity, not to touch it, nor to 
^ have any with it4 left you be defiled, andlofe,yourCoii‘ 
‘ditions a your Eternal Eftate, and your EverlajUnf Portion 1 

* and that your Inward ma»f which is after God , may be pre- 

* ferved ; and Chrift may feign in all your hearts. And they 
‘ that are joined with them,’ it will be very hard for them ever 
‘ to come down to Truth in themfelvef^ and to fee their own 

* Conditions, and to have that Spirit of Strife and Contention 
‘ ( which eateth as a' Canker ) to be btoi^ht down in them ; 

* which is carnal, and ilayeth the tender athe^ which w'as once 

* begotten in thtmelves ; and the Philiftine is got up in them , 
‘ that ftoppeth the Weis and Sprim^ and roaketh a great Bufle ; 

* and are crying up Men, and pleading for thmi inftead of Chrif. 

‘And 
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I 6 7 7. ‘ And fo, friends, ftrivc not with them ; but let them take them, 
‘ that cry them up : and keep you to the Lord Jefm Chriji with 
‘ his Light, that cometh from him ; that he may be yo\it Lord, 
‘ and K in him may be all in Vnity, in one Light, Life, Power 
‘ and Dominion in Chrift, your Head. And fo the God of Peace 
‘ and Power preferve you all in Christ Jefm, your Saviour ; and 
‘out of and from that mifehievous Si>irtt, which is idle and 
‘Hothful, as to the Work of the Potter, and Spirit, and Lipghf 
‘of God and Chrift; and its very Aft is that which worketh 
^ftrife and diflurbme againft the Peace of the Church of Chrift, 
‘ and thinks in its wilfulnels, and ftubbornnels, and unrulinefs 
‘ to fet up it felf, and in that to have peace: but DeftruBionmW 
‘ be the end of it ; and it is luled for the fire and Etermljudg^ 
• ment. And therefore let Chrift tht Seed be the Headznd Crown 
‘ of every one of you, that nothing may be between you, and the 
‘Lord God. And be not deceived witn vain Words, otfnined 
‘ Words, or rough : for Satan is transforming himfelf, isiti^gei 
‘of Light, to deceive; but God’s Foundation ftandeth fure, and

^Rock and Foundation of Life, in his peaceable Truth and Habi- 
‘ tation ; that in the fame they may grow. And fo keep out of 
^Strife and Contention mth it, after that yi have born your 7e- 
*fiimonj, in the 'Lord’s Power and Truth,: againft it; and then 
‘ keep in the Truth ; for it Lath a life in fcrihling , firife and jang- 
‘ , becaufc it would enlarge its Hell, and bring others into 
‘ iuMifery, with the airy Bower, and would get Petver.ovtr the 
^Good, and disjoin People from it; arid fo to make Rapes upon 
‘ the Simplicity By its Suhtilty. But I do believe, the Lord will 
‘ defend his People, though he may try them, and exercife them 
‘ with this Spirit for a time , as he hath done by it in days pift’, 
‘in other Veffels it hath made- ufe. of, as it doth of thefe now; 

‘ who have a more leeming./i/V Outjide, but fouL, and rough; 
‘and rugged enough within, againft the Seed , Ckifi, as ever 
‘ were the Pharifets todeftrov it: And they, under a pretence 
‘of Preaching Chrif, are the men, that are the Dejlrcpm

After I had gi?en' forth the fore*going Efifik , whereby my 
Sfirit was in feme mcafure eafed of the Weighty that lay upon 
it ; I went in the Afternoon to the Monthly Meeting of Friends 
at Amlierdm, where the lord was prefoit with us, andrefrcfti* 
cd our Spirits together in himfclf. 

I thought to have gone next day >roi Harlem ; but there being 
a Fafi appointed to be kept that day, I was ftopped in my Sfi- 
rit ^ and moved to ftay at Friends Meeting that day at Amflerdtm. 

We had a very large Meeting , a great Concourfe of People 
coming to it ; and amongft them many^re^r Perfons. The Lprd*s 
Porter was over the Meeting-, and in the Openings thereof I was 
moved to declare to the People, ‘ That no man by all his mt and 
nor by reading Hifiory in his own Will, could declare or 
‘ know the Generation of Chrtfl', who was not begotten by the 
‘ ]Vtll of Man, but by the Will of God. After I had largely o- 
‘ pened this unto them, I fhewed them the Difference between 
‘ the trite Faft, and thc falfe; manifefting unto them , that the 
‘ profeft ChriBisns, JeasiS[A 7 itrks were out of the true Fafi,d,nd 

* faffed for ftrife and debate, being under the Band and Fills of 

* Iniquity and Opfreffion , wherewith they were fmiting one ano* 

‘ ther : but the pure hands were not lifted up to God. And 
‘ though they did all appear to men to Fafl , and did hang down 
‘ their Heads for a day, like a Bulru/b, yet that was not the Faff 
‘ which God did accept : but in that ftate all their Bones were 
‘ dry ; and when they called upon the Lord, he did not Anlwer 
‘ them, neither did tneir Health grow : for they kept their own 
‘ Faff, and not the Lordh. And there I exhorted them to come 
‘ and keep the Lordh Faff , which was to faff from Sin and 
‘ Iniquity, from Strife and Dehate, from Violence and Omeffjon, 

‘ and to abftain from every Appearance of Evil. Thelc things 
were opened to the aftoniinment of the Faffers-, and the Meet- 
ing ended peaceably and well. 

' I went to Harlem the day following, having before appointed Harlem, 
a Meeting to be there that day. Peter Hendricks and Gertrude 
Dirick Nkfon went with me ; and a blelTed Meeting we had. 

There were at the Meeting Profeffors of feveral forts, and a Prieff 
of the Lutherans, who fete very Attentive for feveral hours, 
while I declared the Truth amongft them; Gerrr«r/e Interpreting. 

When the Meeting was done, the Prieff laid ; That he had heard 
nothing, hut what was according to the Word of God ; and deffred , 

That the Bkfftng of the Lord might reffuponns, and our Affemhlies. 

Others alfo confelTed to the Truth, laying; They had never heard 
things fo plainly opened to their underffandings hefore. 


' We 
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1 6;77. We ftayed that nigbt at: ^/ir/cw at :a •Friend's houfe, whofe 

i<V\i name was Dirick IQnjfen ; and returning next day to Amfterimy 

Amiieri ' went to Gertrudt\ houfe: where we had not been long come in, 
before tliere came a Priest of great note, who iljad„formcrly be- 
longed to the Emperor of Germtny ; and with him another Ger- 
min Prkpy defiring to have feme Conference with me. So I took 
the Opportunity to declare' the Wiy oH Truth mt.b them; opt- 
ing unto them, how- they might come to know God and Chriji^ 
and his Lm and Gojjieit and Ihewing them, thatthcy could ne- 
ver know it by ftudy, nor by Philo/ofhy ; but hy. D.hm ReveU- 
tion through the S’w'mof God, opening unto .diem in the jlilnef 
of their Minds. life men were tender, and went away well fetil- 
fied. : 

On the Firjl-diy of the Week following, I was at friends 
Meeting at Jmjlerdamy where, amongft the leveral forts of Pro. 
fejfors\ that were prefent, there was a DoTlot ofPoUnd^ who 
for his Religion was htnijhed from the place , he lived in ; and 
he being afiedled with the Tepntony of Truth, that was born 
in the Meeting, came after the Meeting, to have feme Dtjcourfe 
with me : and after we had been feme time together , and I 
had opened things further to him ; he went away very Tender 
and Loving. 

Now while I was at Amferdm, I (pent moft of my time (ex- 
cept it were, when I was at Friends Meetings , or when People 
came to (peak with me) in Writing Books, Papers, or Eptfiles on 
Truth’s behalf. For I writ feveral Epifles from Amfierdam to 
Friends in England and elfewhere, on feveral Occafions , as the 
Lord moved me by his Spirit thereunto, I writ alfo from thence 
A Warning to the Inhabitants of the City Oldenburg!), which was 
lately burnt down ; Alfe A Warning to the Inhabitants of the Ci- 
ty of Hamborough. I writ alfe an EpiHle to the Am'oajfadors , 
that were treating a Peace at Nimmeguen. To the Magif rates 
and Priefls of Embden I writ a Book, Ihewine them their Vn- 
chrifltan PraLltces in perfecuting Friends, And feveral other Books 
I writ there, in Anfwer to Priefts and others, oi Hamborough , 
Dantzick, and other places, to Clear the Truth and Friends horn. 
their falfe Charges and Slanders. 

After feme time Georre Keith and William Penn came back 
from Germany to Amfierdam, and had a Dipte with one Galenm 
Abrahams ( one of the moft noted Baptifis in Holland ) at which 
many Profeffors were prefent : But not having time to finilh.the 
Difpute then, they met again two days after ; and the Baptifi was 
much Confounded, and Truth gained ground. Ifetweenthefe Tw 
Litfiutes we had a very great Meeting at Friends Meeting-Place, 
at which many hundreds of the World's People were, and feme 
oihigh Rank ia the World’s Account: for there was an Earl, 
and a Lord, and divers other Eminent Perfens, who all behaved 
themfelves very Civilly. But when the Meeting was. ended, feme 
Priefis began to make feme Oppofitiom which when, 
underftood, he ftood up again, and anfwered them to the great 
fatisfaff ion of the People ; who were much affefted with the fe- 
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veral Itfiimomes^ that they had heard declared. And after the 167 7. 
Meeting leveral of them came to Gertrude\ where we Were, with l/VSi 
whom George Kfith had much Difcourle in Lttin. Amfter* 

Having now finillicd our Service itAmjlerdm, we took Leave 
of the Friends there , and pafled by Wagon to Leaden, which is Leyden, 
about 15 Miles', where we flayed a dty or two, feeking out and 
vifiting ibme tender People, that we heard of there. We met 
there with a German , who was partly Convinced ; and he In- 
formed us of an Eminent Man, that was inquiring after Truths 
Some fought him out, and vilited him, and found him a Serious 
Man', and I fpake to him, and he owned the “Truth. William 
Penn and Benjamin Furly went to vifit another Grf4t Man , that 
lived a little out of Leyden, who, they faid, had beenGe»er4/to 
the I(Jng of Denmark^ Forces ', and he and his wife were very lo- 
ving to them, and heard the Truth with Joy. 

From Leyden we went to the Hague , where the Prince of 0 - Hague, 
range then kept liis Court ; and we vifited one of the Judges of 
Holland, with whom we had pretty much Dilcourfe. He was a 
Wile, Tender man, and put many Ohjelfions and Q^ries to us; 
whicli when we had anfwercd , he was fatisfied , and parted 
with us in much Love. Then' leaving the Hague, we went to 
Delft, and from thence that night to ftprrer</4w, where we flay’d 
feveral days, and had leveral Meetings there. While I was here, ^ 
I gave forth a Book for the Jews: with whom, when I was at 
Amfierdam, I had a defirc to have had Ibme Difeourfe ; but they 
would not. Here allb I reviewed feveral other Books and Pa- 
pers, which I had given forth before, and were now TranfcrF 
hed. 

And now finding our Spirits Clear of the Service , which the 
Lord had given us to do in Holland, we took Leave oi .Friends 
of Rotterdam, and pafled by Boat to the Briel, in order to take 
Paflage that day in the Packet-Boat for England ; feveral Friendt 
of Rotterdam accompanying us , and fome of Amfierdam , who 
were come to fee us again , before we left Holland. But the 
Packet-Boat not coming in till night, we were fain to lodge that 
night at the Briel: and next day, being the One and twentieth of 
the Eighth Month, and the Firfi-day or the Week, we went on 
Board, and fet Sail about the Tenth hour , viz. William Penn , 

George Kfith and /, and Gertrude Dirick Niefon , with her Chil- 
dren. < 

We were in all about fixty Pajfen^rfi' ittd had a fc^^and ha- 
zardous Pajj'age: for the, Winds were contrary ta us, and the 
Weather flormy ; the Boat alfo very leaky , inlbmuch, that we 
were fain to have two Pimps continually gjoing* both day and 
night', fo that it was thought , there was twite as much Water 
plumped out, as the Vejfel would have held. But the who 
rs able to make the Jlormy Winds to ccafc, and the 
of the Sea to be calm, yea to raife them, and flop them at his 
pleafure, he alone did preferve us: praifed bo his Name for e- 
vet ! Though our Paffage was hard, yet we had a fine time, and 
good Service for Truth on Beard among the Pajfengers, Ibme 

Ddddd of 
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1 6 7 7. of whom were a fort of steat folks ; and they were very kind 
and loving. We arrivecT at Harwich on the 2'^th of the %th 
Hwwlth. Month at night , having been Two Nights and almoft Three Days 
at Set. Next Morning William Penn and George Kfith took 
Horfe for Colchefler ; but I ftay*d,and had a Meeting at Harwich: 
and there being no CoUhtUer Coach there, and the Pojl-ma/leri 
Wife being Unreafonable in her Demands for a Coach, and de- 
ceiving us of it alfo, after we had hired it ; we went to a Friend*s 
Houfe about a mile and an half off in the Country , and hired 
his Wagon , which we bedded well with Straw , and rode in 

Coichcder'f C<5/fAe/er. 

I fta>’d in Colchtjler, till the Firfi-day of the Week , having a 
defire to be at Friends Meeting there that day ; and a very large 
and weighty Meeting it was ; for Friends hearing of my Return 
from Holland, flocked in thither from feveral parts of the Country, 
and many of the Towns Peogle coming in alfo, it was thought, 
there were about a Thtufand People at the Meeting ; and all was 
peaceable. Then having ftay’d a day or two longer at colchejler, 
having Service amongft the Friends there , I travelled through 
Effex. Fffex, vifiting Frienis it Hallted, Braintree, Felfied and Saling , 
Braille and having Meetings with them. At Chelmsford I had a Meeting 
FdS* fo the Evening,* and there being many Friends Prifoners, they 
Saling- got liberty, and came to Meeting : and we were well refrefh- 
ford.™^' cd together in the Lord. Next day, being the 9th of the ^th Mc»th,\ 
London, got to London, where Friends received me with great joy ; and 
on the Fir^Jay following went to Gracioiu jlreet Meeting, W'herc 
the Lord vifited us with his tcfrelhing Prefence , and the Glory 
of the Lord furrounded the Meeting; praifedbethe Lord! 

After I had been a little while in London, I writ the follow- 
ing Letter to my Wtft , whom ( though I had written to her 
feveral times out of Hokand) I-^had not written to, fmcel came 
into tngland. 


Dear Heart,

prk Month, 1677. 
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About this time I received Letters from NetihE«gl*i$d, which 1677. 
gave account of the Mtgifirates and Rulers cruel and unchripan. '•'VV, 
like Proceedings againft friends there, whiffing and abufing xhera ve» 
ry fhamefully : ror they whiffed many fVomen'friends ; and one 
IVomun they tied to a Curtf and dragged her along the Street, 
flie being jlriffed above the waft. Yea , they whiffed fbme Mn~ 
fiers of Shifs , that were not Friends, only for bringing FrUnds 
thither. And at that very time , while they were fer/ecuting 
Friends in this barbarous manner, the Indians flew three/core of 
their Men, and took one of their CafUins, and fleyed the skin of 
of his head, while he was dive , and carried it away in Iriumfoit 
So that the Mer Peetle laid ; The Judgments of God came ufon 
them for ferjeeuting the Quakers : but the blind, dark Pr/e/?/ faid ; 

It was, becaufe they did not ferfecute them enough. So a great Ex- 
ercife I had in fteking Relief here for our poor fufering friends 
there , that they might not lye under the Rod of the Wicked, 

Upon this and other Services for Iruth, to get Friends fuftr- 
ings in feveral places taken off, I ftay’d in London a month Or 
/ve vifiting and helping and incouragingfr/c«^/ 

to labour for the deliverance of their /offering Brethren in other 
parts. Afterwards I went down to Kjngfion, and vifited Friends Kingftoa 
thjsre, and there-away. And having ftay’d a little among Friends 
thera, over looking a Book, which I had then to go tothe 
Preffi I went from thence crofs the Country into Buckingham- Bucks, 
fire, vifiting Friends, and having feveral Meetings amoneft them; 
as at Amer/bam, Hunger-kill, Jddans, Hedger ly, Wickham and TurviL Amerfham. 
heath ; In Ibme of which, they that were gone out from the U- 
nity of Friends in Truth, into Strife, Offoftion and Dhifwn 
were very unruly and troublefome. Particularly at the Mens-,^^- , 
Meeting zt Thomas ElhootPs at Hunger-hill, where the Chief of 
them came from Wickham, endeavouring to make a difturbance heath, 
in . the Meeting, and to hinder Friends from preceding in the 
bufinefs of the Meeting. When I faW their deugn, ladmonilhed 
them to be fober and quiet, and not trouble the Meeting, tw in' 
terrupting the Service thereof; but rather, if they were diliatit 
fled with Friends Proceedings, and liad any thing to Objeft , let 
a Meeting be Appointed on purtiofc Ibme other day. So Friends 
offered them to give them a another day : and at length 
it was Agreed to be zt Thomas Ellwoodi the weeK following. Ac- 
cordingly friends met them there, and the Meeting w^as m the 
Barn (ror there came Ib many, both of Friends, aodiof them, 
that the Houfe could not receive them :) So after we had late a 
while, they began their JsngUng', and moftof their .//rjroip; were 
fhot at me ; but the Lord was with roe, and gave me ftrength 
iqi his Power to caft back their Dso^ts Envy znd Faljbood up. 
on themlelves. And fo their Ohjelfions were Anfwertd, and ^hmgs 
were opened to the Pepple; and a good Opportunity it was, 
and ferviceable to the Truth: for many that b^ore were wefk, 
were now ftrengthened and confirmed ; and fqme that 
doubting and wavering, were latisfied and fei^d; apd dliO 
Faithful Fritfidt vmc refrelhed and comforted in thq fpriogip^' 
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1 6 7 7. of lift afflongft us : for the ?(mr rofe, and Lift fprui^, and in 
the arifmgs thereof many living Ttlfimcnits were born againft 
Hunger- that wifjiedf dhidin^f rending if kit, which thofe Offofen were 
joined to, and afted by : And the Mettiitg ended to the fatisfa- 
ftion of Friends. That night Modged , with other Friends, 'it 
IhcmM ESiPOo^S] and the lame week I had a Afee/w? again with 
Wickham, thofe Offoftrs at fV/ckhm, where they again Ihcwed their fwt'/ ; 
and were made manifeftto the Upright-hearted. 

Now after I h^d vifited Friends in that upper fide of Bucking- 
I callcd upoo Friends at Benl)i in Oxfordfisire^ andafter- 
Hcniv wards went by CatSm to Reading , where I was at Friends 
^a^ng.' on the Firfi-d^ of the week; and in the Evening had 

a large Meeting with Friends. Next day there being another 
Meeting amonglt Friends, concerning fettling a WomenS'Meeting, 
fome of them, that had let in the Sf itit of Dhifm , fell into 
jangling, and were diforderly for a while ; till tlie weight of 
Imth brought them down. After this Meeting I palled on 
through the Country, vifiting Friends , and having Meetings a- 
laryhire. moogft them in feveral places, thtou^h Barkfisire and Wil^bire, 
^ Brihl ; which was on the 2^th day of 

the I ith Month, juft before the Fair. 

I ftay’d at Brihl all the time of the Fair , and fome time af- 
ter ; and many fweet and precious Meetings we had thereat that 
time ; Many Friends being there from feveral parts of the Nati- 
on, Ibme on the account of Trade, and fome in the Service of 
Truth. And great was the Lave and Unitjf of Friends, that a- 
bode faithful in the Truth; though fome, who were gone out 
of the holy Vnitj, and were run into Strife, Divifm and Enmi. 
ty, were rude and abufive to me, and behaved themfelves in a 
very Unchriftian manner towards me. But the Z.orA Pow^r 
was over all ; bv which being preferved in the heavenly Pati- 
ence, whidfi could btzt Injuries for his Name’s l^e, I felt do* 
minion therein over the rough , rude and unruly Spirits ; and 
would leave them to the Lord ; who knew my Innocency , and 
would plead my Cauje. And the more thefe laboured to Re- 
proach and Vilipe me, the more did the Love of Friends , that 
were fincere and upright- hearted. Abound towards me ; and feme, 
that had been betrayed by the Adverfaries, fceii^g their Envy 
and rude behaviour, brake off from them : who have caufc to 
blefs the for their 

When I left Briftol, I went with Richard ^nead to a hpufepf 
his in the tountry, and frqnt' thence to HetekiahiloalehatfVintfr- 
cimtSrr. hum, in Gloucefierfhire, Whether came feveral friends, thatwer/e 
undw great Ssi^erings fot truths whom I had Invited lb 
bum. meet me there. And there Skphen Smith, Richard Snead and ?, 
drew up z Breviat of t^eir Sufftrihgs, forth the Iffepal 

Proceedings againft tli^m j which wjis deliveted' ’tO the Sges 
at the Mves at Ghueefter: and they' prpmifed to put a ftop to 
Sudbury, thofe ISegal Proceedings: Next thy ik paffed ’ to Sudhnrj , anijl 
had a htge Meeting m the ^eetis^hpuft there; which ^ that 
t^c was of very good Service. Wt wertt next day to Nttha^- 

niel 
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Crift'i at J(St>yrj>t ind from thence palled on to Niiijworib; t 6 jji 
where on the Firjt-diji of the Week we bad a brave Meeting , 
and large. From tlience we went to the Q^rterly Meeting at SSkh 
jptnthcom^ where were fever al of the Opfop Spirit, who (it was RnchcomU 
thought) Intended to have made lomc didurbance amongft Pr lends ; 
but tlw Pot^r was over, and kept them down, and good 
Serviee for the lord w e had at that Meeting, We returned from 
Finebcomb to ItnUfmrth a^in , and had another very precious - 
Meeting there, to which Priendt came from the feveralAfeer/aj^x * 
thereabouts ; whicli made it very large allb. 

We went from Nnilfmrth on the Firil dip of the Pirfi Month 
\ 6 "jii , and travelled through the Country, vifiting Friends, and 
having many Meetings amongft them, at Cirencefier, Crown- Jllins, circnce- 
Cbeltenbtns, Stoke-Orchard, Tewkshnrp, &c. lb went to 
where I had formerly fuffered Imprifonment above a Tear for the 
7 r/»/A’s fake: and Friends rejoiced greatly to fee me there a-chciton. 
gain. Here I Hay’d Icveraldays, and had many very precious 5^,1^ 
Meetings in the CV>; ; and much Servke amongft friends. Af- orchard, 
ter which travelling through the Country , 1 had Meetings at 
Pdrjhow and EvcftiAnt, and then ftruck to KAgky in WArwickjbire, wwwWj 
to vifit her, that was called the Lndy ConwAj , who I under- ParAwiv. 
l^ood was very defirous to fee me , and whom I found tender 
and loving, and willing to have detained me longer, than I hadi^w. 
freedom to ftay. About Two miles from hence I had Two Meet- **6’*^^ 
ings at a Friena’s houfe, whofc name vtSisJohnStAngley, whither 
fvilliAm Dewsbury ame to me, and ftay’d with me about knlf a 
duy. Afterwards I vifited Friends in their Meetings thereabouts, Armfeott.

I was fent Pri/oner to Worcefier jn the Year 167^ ) and thence North- ’ 
pa (Ted into Oxfordihire, vifiting friends, and! having .^fee/rWx at Newton. 
SibbArd, North-Newton , pAnburp , Adderbury , 8rc. Theo vifiting 
Friends through ButkinghAinfbire, ztlostg-Crendon, llmer, Mendle,ty,i;c. 
Wtflon, Cholsberry, Chejbemy^c. having feveral Meetings amongft 
them, I ame to IffAc PetmingtoiP%, where I ftay’d a few days : 

And then turning into H«rtfor^ire, vifited Friends at Ci&4r/e- Crendon, 
wood, WAtford, Hemppdd and MArketpeet , at which places iMendie. 
had Meetings with Friends, From MArkt-peet I weqt in the wefton. 
Morning to Luton in Bedfordpre, to lee John Crook, with whom che^"^ 
I fpent good part of the day ; and went towards^ Evening to ire. ’ 
Jlhns, where I lay that tught at an\ Inm, And vifiting friends 
at South-Mims , and at Burpet and Hendon , where I liad Meet- charie- 
ings, I ame to London <m the Eighth duy of tlic ihird Month, wood. 

And it being the Fourth-duy of tlie Week , I went to Cncioui- 
peet.Meeting, which was peaceable and well; and many fwx^i^jMarket- 
not knowing I was come tu Town, were very Joyful to fee me 
there: and tlie Lord was prefent witli tis, rarefliing uswitlihis/jh^ ' 
living Vertue, blefted be his holy Natue*

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1678. took Advantages againft us, to frofeeute us in fevcral parts of the 
‘-'■'VS) Nation upon thofe Statutes. So Friends being Attending on that 
i-oiMion. ^rvice,. when I came, I Joined with them therein ; and Ibme 
probability there was , that fomething might have been obtain' 
ed towards Friends Enfe and Relief in that Cale , many of the 
F at liment men being tender and Uning towards us, as believing, 
we were much mif*reprcfented by our Adverfartes, But when I 
went down one Morning with Qeorge Whiteheady to the Purlia- 
meat houffy to Attend upon them on Friends hehalf,onafudden 
they were Proroguedy though but for a fliort time. 

Teari^ About two tveeks after I came to London , the Tearfy Meeting 
{jggjjj . jQ ^hich Friends came up out of mod parts of the Na- 
tion ; and a glorious heavenly Meeting we had. Oh the Glorjty 
Ma'fejly , Love , Lifty Wijdom and Vmtyy that was amongft us ! 
the Pomr reigned over all, and many leflimnies were born 
therein againft that ungodly Spirit, which fought to make Rents 
and Divijms amongft the Lordh Peofle : but not one Mouth 
was opened amongft us in its defence , or on its behalf. Good 
and Comfortable Accounts al(b we had, for the moft part, from 
Friends in other Countries ; of which I find a brief Account in 
a Letter y which (bon after I writ to my the Copy where- 
of here follows :

*form or Convert People by Violence. I am King, as a Shepherd ^ 

‘ ((aid he) and will not foed the Blood of my Sheep ; hut will ga^

Next clay a frefli Eitercife came upon me , w itii refpeft to 
unruly an^ diforderlj Spirit t , which were gone out from 
us, and were labouring to draw others after them into a fatfe 
Liberty. And in the fenle I had of the hurt and mijchkf thefe 
might do, where they were given way to; I was moved to 
write a few Lines to Warn Friends of them , as followcth : 

AH Friends, 

‘ IT Eep in the tendet Life of the Lamb, over that unruly , piif- 
‘ JN. fed up and fwelling Spirit, whofe work is for Strife, Con- 
‘ tention and Divifion, drawing into Loofnefs and falfc Liberty, 

^ under a pretence of Confeknee, and dangerous to the Spoiling 
‘ of Tontli. They that do encourage them , will be guilty of 
‘ their DeftruHion, and fet up a fiurdp Will infiead of Conlci- 
‘ ence in their Rage and PalTion ; which will quench the univer* 

‘ fal Spirit in themfelves, and in every Man and Woman : and 
‘ lb, that Spirit lhall not have the Liberty in themfelves, nor in 
‘Others, and fo Ihut up the Kjngdom of Heaven in themfelves, 
‘and alfb in Others. And fo a loofe Spirit getting up under a 
‘ pretence of Liberty of Confeknee , or a fiubborn Will, making a 
‘Profeflion of the Words of Truth in a Form without Power,

Whitehead came to me, and travelled with me in the Work of 
the Lord for Jive or jix days in that CoUnty, and in fome part 
of Northamponjhire; and leaving me in Great Bowden iaLeiceJier Nmiiamp: 
Jbire, he went on towards Wejlmorland, whither he was traVcl 
ling. I flay’d longer in Leicefierjbire, vifiting Friends at Sadding- jhire. 
ton, Wigfion, Kjiighton, Leicejler, Silei/j/f Swannington, and divers , 
other places ; where I had very pretious Meetings, and very gOod sadding- 
Service amongfl Friends and other People : for there was great ton- 
Opennefs , and many weighty and excellent Truths did the Righto”’, 
give me to open amongfl them. leiccfter.’ 

'At Leicejler I went to the Jail to vifit the Friends, . 

in Prifon there for the Tejlimony of Jefus , with whom I (pent 
fome time ; encouraging them in the Lord to perfevere fledfaflly 
and faithfully in their Tejlimony, and not to be Weary of Suf- 
fering for his lake. And when I had taken my leave of the 
Friends, I fpake with the Jiiltr, defiring him to be kind to them, 
and let them have what Liberty he could, to vifit their Families 
fometimes. 

After I had been in Leicejlerjhire , I had a Meeting or two in 
WarwickJljire ; and then went into Stafordjbire , where I had fe- tVarmckl 
veral fweet and opening Meetings, both for gathering into 
and eflablilhing therein. And while I was in Stafordjbire^ I was ' 
moved to give forth the following Paper :

‘ dice be laid afide, and buried, and alfo all Shortnejf one towards 
‘ another ; and let tove ( which is not puffed up, and envies nor, 
‘ and (ceks not her own, but bears all things) rule , fwayand 
‘ have the Dominion in all your Meetings : tor that doth edifie 
‘the Body, which Chrift is the Head of; and this will fway all

ing the Principles and Dolfrines oi Truth to the World, that they 
might Come to have a right underftanding thereof, and be ga- 
thered thereunto. Several Epipes allb to Friends I writ in this 
time, on divers Occafions and Subjeds ; whereof one was to the 
Friends of the T early Meeting, which was held inio/rdowthbyear 
1679. a Copy of which here follows :

About the latter end of tl^is Tear ^ was moved of the Lord to 
travel up into the South agaiu. Wherefore after I had taken my 
leave of my Wife and the Faintly, and of the Neighbouring 
Friends , I fet forward on my Journey in the beginning of the 
Weihmr- Firjl Month 16I’ , and paffing through fome parts of Wejlmor- 
Lmificc Lancafhire, I vifitcd Friends at feveral Meetings] andfo 

puie into TorkjJjire. Div^S large and weighty Meetings I had 
in Torkfhire, before I came to Tork-City; and when I came there, 
it was the Jfflze-tmt: and there being many Friends in Prifon 
for Truthh fake, I put Friends, that were at liberty, upon draw- 
ing 
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ing up the Suferings of the Friends^ tiiat were in Prifon ; that 1680, 
they might be laid before the I allifted them there 

ia. There were then in Fork many Friends from feveral parts 
of the County^ for tlie Quarterly Meeting of friends Was at tliat 
time; fo that I had a brave opportunity aniong Friends, and ma- 
ny weighty and ferviceable things did the Lord open through 
me to the Meeting, relating to both the inwurd Jhtc of Man, 
how Man by faith in Chrift comes to be grafted into him , and 
made a Member of his Spiritual Body : and allb the mtmrd (late 
of the Church, how each Member ought to walk and a£t , ac- 
cording to its place in the Body, I (pent feveral days in York 
amongit Friends, having divers Meetings amongft them ; and all 
was peaceable and well. I went alfo to the Cnfile, to vint the 
Friends tliat were Prifoners there ; with whom I fpent fome 
time, encouraging them and ftrengthening them in their lefii. 
many. 

Then leaving Fork , I travelled on Southward through Tork- 
(hire, having Meetings in many places amonglf Friends, till l^J^ 
came to Burton in Lincolnfhire ; where on the firjl-day of the Burton. 
Week I had a large and precious Meeting, Then turning into 
Notttnghamfhire, I travelled among Friends through a good part 
of that County, in which I had feveral very good Meetings ; and 
then pafled into Darhyfhire , and through Leiceprjhire , and fo 
into Warwickfhire, having Meetings all along as I went , till I 
came to Warwick ; There Widiam Dewsbtrry came to me, and fe- K'jiwVt- 
veral other friends; and we had a \ktk Meeting in that 
Then palTing through Southam and Radway (at each of which Southam.’ 
places I had a very good Meeting ) Icame 10 Nathaniel 
NorthNewtonin Oxfordfljire, ana fo went to Banbury ton Monthly 
Meeting there. And after I had vifited friends at their Meetings Newton, 
in the bordering parts both of Oxfordjhire, Gloucejlerjbire, and 
Northamptonfloire , t palTcd to Richard Bakeps of Bidlefden in Gtomfter- 
Buckinghamjfjire; and the next day (being the Firll-dayo( theg". 
Week ) I had a very lame Meeting in Biddle/den, at an old mjhhe. 
houfe, which a Friend Rented, and dwelt in : Many Friends and BKckint 
People came to this Meeting out of Oxfordjhire, Northammnibire, BjdSe,^ 
and the parts adjacent; and of good Service it waS. After this Uiiing- 
Meeting I vifited Friends in thofe parts, having Meetings at LH- 
lingjlone, Lovel and Bugbrook ; and then going to Stony-Jlratfordj^^gUooki 
I went from thence into fome parts of %dford(bire , till I came . 
to Edward Chejltrh of Dunjlable. From whence palling on by 
Market-flreet, I had a Meeting at Albans; and fo calling on 
at Mtms and Barnet , I came to the Widow Haylyy, at Gutters- 
hedge in Hendon in Middlefex , on a Seventh-day night , and had ftreet. 
a very large and good Meeting there the day following. ^ 

I paffed from thence to Lonwn on the Third-day folIowing,and 
Went dire£fly to the Peel-Meeting zt John Elfons ; and next morn- jWWrf/f/fr. 
ing to the Meeting at Graciosts-Jlreet , which was very large and 
quiet: and Friendt rejoyced in the Lord to fee me. The T«4r/r- Hendon. 
Meeting was in the week following , to which many Friends 
came up out of moft parts of the Nation ; and a blelTed Oppor.

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1680. tunity the Lord gave us together ; wherein the ancient Love was 
fvvcctJy Yelt, and the heavenly Life flowed abundantly over all. 
Lomion. After the Teurlj-Mceting was over, and the friends ^ that came 
out of the Counties to it, for the moft part return’d homewards, 
I continued about a Month or five weeks longer in and about Lon^ 
do», labouring in the fd^ork of the Lord both in Meetings and 
out : for, belides the puhlick TeUmonjf, which the Lord gave me 
to bear both to Friends and to the IVorld in Meetings , I had 
much Service lay upon me, with refpeft to Friends Sufferings^ 
in feeking to get Eafc and Liberty for them in this and other 
Nations. And much pains and time I fpent , while I was now 
at London^ in writing Letters to Friends in divers parts of Eng- 
land, and in Scotland, Holland, Barbados , and fevcral other parts 
of Jmtrica. 

After I had fpent about Jix weeks time in the Service of Truth 
in and about London, I was moved of the Lord to go vide Friends 
.Vif/. in fbme parts of Snrreji and Suffex. I went down to JQngflon 
’k&ii. water, and tarried there certain days : for while I was there, 
the Lord laid it upon me to write to both the great lurk, and 
the Ifjng of Algier feverally, to Warn them both, and the Pep* 
pic under them, to turn from their wickednels, and fear the 
Lord, and do juftly ; left the Judgments oi Godamc upon them, 
and deftroyed them w'ithout Remedy. But to the Algerines I 
writ more particularly, concerning the Cruelty they cxercifcd to- 
wards Friends and others , whom they held CafUves in Algiers. 
Now when I had finifhed that Service, and vifited Friends in 
their Meetings at Kjngflon, I went on further into the Country, 
Worplef- Meetings amongft Friends in many places ; as at JVor-

ttmme-t- When I had been about Ten days in London, I was drawn forth 
finith. again to vifit Friends in the Country, and went down to Edmun- 
to Taylor's, who Kept a School in his Houle for

Kenfingtoo mongft the souths ; and then went on towards Hirtford, vifiting 
Kondon’. l^veral Friends in the way. At Hartford I met With John Story

It was on a Firffday of tlie week ; and the next day being the 
Mens and Womens Meeting^ for bufinels, I vifited theiti allb ^ and 
the rather, becaufe Lome in that place had let in a Dif-eHeem of 
them.

Service to Friettdf. I bad a Meeting alfo with fome of them 1680. 
there, that were gone into Strift ana to fhew them,^*‘VV 

wherein they were wrong: and having cleared my felf of them, 

I left them to the Lord. Tlicn, after I had had another publicft 
Meeting in the I returned towards London by Walthm- 
Akby, where I had a publick Meeting on the Firfl-dtj/ following ; 
and another with Friends in the Evening. Next day I went to 
Chrijlofher T^^/or’s at Edmunton^ and flay’d there a day or rw ; Edmuntoc 
having Ibme things upon me to write , which were for the Ser- 
vice of Truth. When I had finiflied that Service^ I went to London sdwckle- 
by Shickkwelly where was a&^oo/kcptby Friends, for the breeding 
up Toung Maidens, that were Friends Daughters. 

I abMc at London moft part of this Winter , having much London; 
Service for the Lord there, botli in Meetings, and out : For as it 
was a time of great Sufferings upn Friends, I was drawn forth 
in Spirit to vilit Friends tMeetings more frequently ; to encou- 
rage and flrengthen them both by Exhortation and Example. 

The Parliament alfo was fitting , and Friends were diligent to 
wait upon them, to lay their Grievances before them; of which 
we received frefli Accounts almort every day, of the fad Suffer- 
ings Friends underwent in many parts of the Nation. In this 
Service of feeking Relief for my j»ffering Brethren, I Ipent much 
time; together with other Friends, who were freely given up 
to that Service, attending at the Parliament-Houfe day by day for 
many days together, and watching all Opportunities to fpeak 
with fuch Members of either HouFe , as would hear our juft Com- 
plaints. And indeed, fome of the Members of each Houfe were 
very Courteous to us} and appeared willing to help Us, if they 
could : But the Parliament being then earneft in Examining the 
Popiff Plot, and contriving ways to difeover fuch , as were Po- 
pifhlr Affe^ed, our Adverjaries took advantages againft us (be- 
caule they knew, we could notSivedr nor Fight) to Expofe us 
to thofe Penalties, that were made againft Papiffs: though they 
knew in their Confcienccs, that we were no Papiffs, and had 
had Experience of us, that w'e were no Plotters. Wherefore , 
to clear our Innocency in thofe Cafes , and to ftop the Mouths 
of our Adverfaries, I drew up a fhort Paper, to be delivered to 
the Parliament, which was as followcth : 

‘ TT is our Principle and Teffimony, to deny and renounce all 
‘ X Plots and Plotters againit the IQng, or any of his SubjeBs ; 

‘ for we have the Spirit of Chriff, by which we have the Mind 

* of Chriff, who came to fave mens lives, and not to dellroy them : 

* and we would have the /C/'ag and all his Subject to be fafe. 

* Wherefore we do declare, that we will endeavour, to ourpow- 
‘ er, to fave and defend him and them , by difcovcrlng all Plott 
‘and Plotters (which fhall come to our knowledge) that would 
‘ deftroy the ^ing or his Subject J : This we do fmcerely offer un- 
^ to you. But as to Swearing and f 'lgking, which in tendernels 

* of Confcience we cannot do, ye know , t^ vio have fuffered 
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168 o.‘ tilde piany years for our Confciencious Refufal thereof. And 
U-'YNJ ‘ now that the Lord hath brought you together , we defire you 
London. ‘ to RtlUve US, and free us from thofe ^ufrerings', and that ye 
‘ will not put upon us to do thofe things, which we have fu^er- 
‘ed fo much and fo long already for not doing: for if you do, 
‘ ye will make our Sufferings and Bonds ftronger,inftead of Reliev- 
‘ ing us.

About this time I received Tm very envious Books , written 
againft Truth and Friends: one of them by a Doifor (lb called) 
of Bremen in Germing ; the other by a Prieft of Dmtack in Po' 
Und. They were both full of grols Faljhoods , and had in them 
many reproachful Slanders. I found it upon me to Anfwcr them 
both : and that I might not be over much interrupted therein 
by other Bufinefs and Company, I got out of London for a little 
KingAon wIiilc, and wcnt down to Kjngfion upon Thames , were I writ 
T" an Anfwer to eacli of them ; And alfb an Anjmr to fbme ot^er 
Thames. ^ [jegi, printed and fcattered about 

to miPrciircfent Friends by. 

While I was there, I writ alfb the following Paper, to per* 
fwadc the Magiflntes to Moderation towards Dtffenters ; and take 
off their Edge to Perfecution. And becaufe it fhould have its full 
Service, I dire£fed it—— 


To all the Rulers, Magiflrates, and them that are in 
Authoritjiy and Lant-makers in England, Scotland 
and Ireland, from the HigheSl to the Lowell ; and 
to all other Magifirates every whercy in that which 
u called Chriftendom ; Defiring their Health , 
and Peacey and Tranquillity , and Life and Salva^ 
tion in Chrift Jefus the Lord of Qlorjy and Lamb 
of Gody that takes away the Sins of the World ; 
Who k the King of Kings and Lord 0/ Lords, 
and all Power in Heaven and in Earth k given to 
him : who will reward every Man according to hi^ 
Words and Works. 

A ll you bearing the Name of ChriHUn Migiftrttes, my 
defire is, that you may all be found in Chrifr ; and not 
‘ only have the Wawe, but be made Partakers of his Divine Na^ 
‘ turt : that ye may be not only Stjiers of the Word, but Doers 
‘ of the Word ; not only Profefjors ofChrift,and jLi/^fr/ofChrift, 

* but let Chrift rule in your hearts by Fifth , and be Walkers in 
J Chrift. for as Chrift’s great Apoftle faith , As every one hath 
' received 
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‘ received the Lord Chrifi^ fo let him walk in him ; for in him 1680. 

* there is face. And if all that do /’/'o/t/ Chrift , did Walk in I'OTsj 
‘Chrift, they would all Walk in Peace, and be in Unity ; ForKingflon. 

‘ the Jfojlle exhorted the Chriftians in liis day to keep the Vni. 

* tj/ of the Spirit ; which is the Bond of Peace, yea, of Clirift the 
‘ J(,ing of Kings Peace. And all Chriflians, who have the Scrip- 
*'mes, and are not in this Spirit of ChriU, they are not inUni- 
‘ ty one with another \ and fb have broken this Und of Peace , 

‘ which Ihould knit and unite them together. And likewife all 
‘ that do profefs the Truth of Chrijl , Ihould live in it; for it is 
‘peaceable; and the Gojpd is the Gojpel of Peace: which if all 
‘ ChriHians, that do profefs it, lived in, they would be at peace 
‘ one with another, and in the glorious Fellowfljip of the Golpel. 

‘And alfo, if all Chriflians kept in the Ffrfr of God, which is the 
‘ beginning of the pure, heavenly, peaceable and gentle Wifdom, 

‘ which is calie to be entreated ( above that Wifdom , which is 
‘ earthly , lenliial , devillilli and deftroying ) then there would 
‘ be no difference and dellroying about Mattersoi Religion. 

‘ I do declare, the mighty Day of the Lord is Come and Coming’, 

‘ apd the Lord God is come to Teach his People himfelf by Ills 
'Son (^Hehr.i.) whofe Son, Chrifi Je/us , bruifes the SerpenPs 
'■Head, that Teacher, that led Adam and from God 
‘ their Teacher. So God will Teach his People by his Son, who 
‘ was the Teacher of Adam and Eve in Paradife, before they fell 
‘ and difbbcyed the Lord , and forfook him , and followed the 
‘ Serpent ; whole Head Chrift does bruife , and renews Man and 
‘ Woman up again into the Image of God, wdiich Adam^eni Eve 
‘ was in before they fell: Glory and Honour be to God through 
‘ Jefus Chrijl, who hath called us by his into his glorious 
‘ Image, to lerve and worfliip him in his Spirit and Truth ; which 
‘ holy Spirit and Truth the Devil is out of, and cannot come in- 
‘ to it. 

‘ And now, I delire all Chriftiafi Magifirates to take heed of 
‘ Perfecuting any, though they differ from you in Matters of 
‘ Worjhtp and Religion. For Chrift laith. Let the Tares and the 
‘ Wheat grow together^ till the Harvejl ; and he forbad fuch , as 
‘would be plucking up tares: The Reafon was, Left theyflmld 

* pluck up the Wheat alfo-, for that, Chrift faid, Ihould behis 
^gels work , to feparate the Tares from the Wheat. Moreover , 

‘ Chrift laid, They Ihould go into cverlafting Punilhment , that 
‘ did not Vi fit him in Prilbn in his Members : Then what will be- 
‘ come of them , that Caft him into Prifon , where he is made 
‘ manifeft in his Members ! Oh, lay thefe things to heart ! A 
‘ Day of Judgment will come , Vengeance and Recompence upn e- 
‘ very one according to their Works. 

‘ And Chrift faid to his Difciples, who would have had Fire 

* to come down from Heaven to conlume them, that would not re* 

‘ ceive him ; He turned him about and rebuked them , and told 
‘ them. They did not know, what ftirit they were of ; for he came not 
‘ todeftroy mm Lives, but to jave them. 
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1680. ‘ And therefore let all the Magifimtes, and the PrkHs in that 

‘which is called Chrijltndom^ confider, who have deftroyed Mens 

Kingfion. ‘ and Womens Lives fince the Apoftles days, becaufe tliey could 
‘ not Receive their Religions , PVajs and WorflotpSy ( or Conform 
‘ to them ) which they have made and fet up ; Have they known, 
‘ what Spirit tliey have been of? Are they not all reproved by, 
‘and come under the "^judgment of Chrifi? Therefore let all Per. 
^feiHtion be laid away concerning Religion, and let Love bear 
‘the (way, to overcome Evil and Enemies; and let Patience o- 
‘ ver-fway Pa/fion in all fuch doings : that all may retain the 
‘heavenly Rcalon, and the pure Underlfanding, that yom Mode- 
oration in true Chriftianity may be known to all Men. Tor have 
0 you. not tht Turks y Jews , Tartars, Indians and Jtheijls Ejes 
‘upon you, and upon Chriftendom? And therefore be in Uni- 
‘ ty, and let not the Name of God and Chrifi be blafphemed a- 
‘ mongfl them by means of any , that bear the Name of Chi- 
0 fiians : So that God may be glorified by all and in all, througli 
‘ Jeliis Chri/}-, who is over all, who calls all to Peace , who is 
‘ bleifed for ever. 

And now, I would have you to be as Nohle, as the Rereans , 
‘and jtarch tlie Scriptures o\ Chri(f and the Apol^les, where ever 
‘ he or they did give any Command to Imprifon , Banijby Perfe- 
0 cute or put to Death any, that would not receive or conform to 
‘ them, or that were contrary- minded to them in ordif- 

‘fer’d fiom them in Matters of Worjhip? 

‘ Again, I defire all Chriftian Magijlrates to fcarch both Scrip- 
* tures and Chronicles, and fee, what was the End of all Perfe- 
‘ cutors, and what Judgments came upon them. What came to 
0 Cain , who Was the/ri? Perfecutor for Matters of Faith and Sa- 
‘crilice ? Did not he become a Runnagade, ^Vagabond and a Eu- 
Ogitive ill the Earth ? What became of the Old World , that 
‘ grieved God and Noah, a Preacher of Rightcournefs ? What be-

After I had finilhed tliele Services there, I returned to London ; 
where I ftay’d about a Month, labouring amongft Friends in the'Loo'lon* 
iVork of the Lord both in publick Meetings for Worjhip , and in 
the Meetings relating to the outward dfiAtrs of the Qhurth, Then waithan. 
feeling my Spirit drawn to yilit Friends about £»yff/<l-fide,Iwent 
down to WMam- Abbey, where I had a very precious Meeting txA. 
and another at FlAmjlead- Heath (not far from thence.) And^^y*™* 
having fpent Ibmc time amongft Friends there and thereabouts, winch- 
and had divers good Meetings at Edmunton, Enfeld , Winehmore- more-hill, 
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I 6 8 !• Hill, an4 other places there-aways, I came back to London a lit- 
tie before the Tttrly Meeting, which was in the Third Month 
London, 168 1 ; it was a very precious Meeting, in which the Glorious 
and Power of the Lord was eminently felt and enjoy- 
ed. 

Some time after the Turly Meeting was over, it came upon 
me to write the following Epifik, which I direffed —

About this time I had occafion to go to Icveral of the Judges 
Chambers y upon a Suit about lithes. For both I and my Wifcy 
and feveral other Friends, were fued in Cartmel lVapentake-Court 
in Lancajhire, for fmall lithe s , and we had demurred to the Ju- 
rijdiiiion of that Court. Whereupon the Plaintijf profccutcd us 
into the Exchequer-Court at bVeflminjitr ; where they run us up 
to a Writ of Rebellion, for not Anlwering the Rill u\^on Oath: 
and, got an Order Court to the Sergeant, to take me and my 
Wife into Cufiody. Tliis was a little before the Tearly Meeting , 
at which time it was thought , they would Jiave taken me up ; 
and according to outward appearance, it was likely indeed, that 
he would : and very .cafie for him to have done it ; I lodging at 
the lame places, wlicrc I ufed to lodge , and being very f>ub- 
l/ek in Meetings. But the Lord's Power was over them, andre- 
Itrained them ; lo that they did not take me. Yet underdand- 
ing, that there was a Warrant out againd me , as loon as the 
Tearly Meeting was w'cll over , I took William Mead with me, 
and went to feveral of the Judges Chambers to fpeak with them 
about it ; and to let them underdand both the fate of the Cafe, 
and the ground and reafon of our Rclufing to pay lithes. The frfi, 
that I went to, was Judge Gregory, to whom I tendred mine and 
my Wife's eydnfver to the Plaintiff's Bill ; in whicli was let 
forth, That my M^ife had lived Three and forty years at Swarth- 
more, and in all that time there had been no lithe paid nor de- 
manded: and an old Man, who had long been a Tit he- Gatherer, 
had made Jffidavtt, that he never gathered lithe zx. Swarthmore- 
hall in Judge Fell's time, nor fince. There were many Particu' 
lars in our Anfwer ; but it would not be accepted without an 
Oath. I told the Judge , that both lithe and Swearing among 
Cluillians came from the Pope ; and it was matter of Conjeteme 
to us, not to pay lithes, nor to fwear: for Chrift bid his DiF- 
ciples, who had freely received, give freely, and he commanded 
them, Not to Jtvear at all. The Judge IMd, There was lithe 
paid in England, before Popery was: I asked him, bywhatl^w 
ot Statute they were paid then ? but he was filent. Then I told 
him, there were Eight poor men brought up to London out of the 
North about Two hundred Miles, for /mail lithes, and one of them 
had no Family, but himlelf and his Wfre, and kept no living 
Creature, but a Cat, I asked him allb. Whether they could 
taike a A/4» and his Wife, and Impri/on them both for fmad 
lithes, and fo deftroy a Family^ and if they could, I defiredto 
knovir, by what Latt f He did not Anfwer me ; but only Laid, 

That was an hard Cafe. So when I found , there was no help 
to be had there, wc left him ; and wedt to Judge Mountague's 
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1681. Chml/tr: and with him 1 had a great deal of Difcourfe concern> 
ing'ktks. Whereupon he fent for our Jdverjar/s 
London, and vvlieii he came, I offered him our Anjmr : He laid , If we 
would pay the Chtrges of the Court, and be bound to liandTri' 
al, and abide the Judgment of the Court, we Ihould not have the 
Oitb tcndred to us. I told him , that they had brought thole 
charges upon US , by requiring us to put in our Jnjwer upon 
Oath ; which they knew before, we could not do for Coufctme 
lake : And as we could not pay any lithe , nor Jrvear } 16 nei- 
ther lliould we pay any of their Charges .- Upon this he would not 
receive our Anfmr. So we went from thence to Judge Atkyns 
his Chmkr ; and he being bufie, we gave our Anfwers, and our 
Retjons againft Tithes and Swearing to his Clerk : But neither 
could we find any Encouragement from him to exped Redrefi 
there. Wherefore leaving him, we went to one of the jpoll 
noted Counfellors, and Ihewed him the flute of our Caje , and 
our Anfwers : He was Very Civil to us ; and laid ; This way of 
froceedmg ag/tinfl us was fomewhat like an Inquifition. A few days 
after , thole Tight f/oor friends, that were brought up 16 far out 
of the North, appeared before the Judges ; and the Lord was 
with them, and his Power was over the Court, 16 that the 
Friends were not Committed to the Fleet, Our Caufe was put 
off till the next Term (called Michaelmafl Term) and then it was 
brought before the Four Judges again. Then William Mead told 
the Judges , that I had engaged my felf never to meddle with 
my Wife's Ejlate ; The Judges could hardly believe, that any 
Man would do fo: Whereupon he fhewed them the Writing 
under mv Hand and Seal ; at which they wondred. Then Two 
■ of the Judges, and lome of the Lawyers flood up, and pleaded for 
me, that I was not liable to the Tithes : But the other two 
Judges, and divers other Lawyers prefled earneflly , to have me 
flqaejlred-, alledging, that I was a puhlkk Man. At length they 
prevailed with one ol the other Two Judges to Join with them ; 
and then they granted a Sequeflratm againft me and my JVife 
together. Thereupn , by Advice of Couajel we moved for a 
Limitation , which was granted ; and that much defeated our 
Adverfarfs deflgn in filing out the Sequeflration ; for this limited 
the Plaintiff from taking no more , than was proved, Qne of 
the Judges, who was called Baron Weflnn, was very hitter a? 
gainfl me ; and brake forth in a great Fage againft me in the 
open Court ; but in a little time after ho died. 

After the Tearly Meeting was over , I tarried about a Month 
.s#r. in London) and then went iatoSuffex, to vilit Friends there: 
Loudon aniongft whom I had many large and very precious Meetings in 
divers parts of that County. Yet I Ipent not much time now in 
Suffex) but returned pretty loon to whether I felt 

in Spirit ; and had very good Service for the Lord there, both iti 
pifllick Meetings, and amongft Friends. And when; I had tar* 
Edmunton. ried fomo time in London, I went down to Edsssunton’, and from 
Bhc^s, thence into Buckinghamjhire , where I vilited Friends at fevcral 
Meestngs in the upper-fide of that County : and then went' by 
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HeWy to Rudif^ , where I tarried levcral Matings. •! went 1681, 
no* farther Wtfimrd at this time, than to Ore ; where I had a 
very large Af«e;/ar^ : After which , ftriking oft’ through the Edge Hfitiy. 
of Oxfordjhire, I had a large and very precious Meeting at 14' 
iorotVy in which the Glory of the Lord fhined over all : Many Oifordfut. 
Friends came to this Meeting , Ibme out of Barkibire, lome out 
of Buckirsghmjhire , and fome out of Hmpjhire. From thence I 
palTcd to Ilmore ( which is in the Fale of Bmkinghmjhire) where of 

we Iiad a glorious Meeting And the day following I returned ^ 

to Miry Bennington's, From whence I vifited the Mens and FFi?- 
mens Monthly Meetings at Hunger-hilly and Ibme other Meetings 
thereabouts: and then palTed to H^atferd; where was a Marmot watford. 
of Jm Friends y at which I was prelent : A very large Meeting 
we had on that Occafion, and the Lord's Pomr was over all. 

I went from Wttford to Longford in Middlefex, viliting Friends 
at Uxbridge in the way. At Longford we had a large Meeting , 
it being on the Firfl day of the Week i and the f ref nee of the 
Lord was precioully felt amongft us : blelfed be his Name. I 
palfed from Longford to Kjngjlon , vifiting Friends , as I went , 
at Utiins and Sunbury. At Ifingiton I abode with Friends two Stains, 
Meetings , wherein w'e were I’weetly rcfrelhed together in the 
Lord. And pafling on from thence towards London , I had a 
very precious Meeting at iVan/worth; Then crofting over to'vanf- 
Hmmerjmithy 1 had a good Meeting there; which was the lar- 
ger by reafon of a Burial y that was there that time ; and there fmitii. 
being a pretty Openntf in the People on that Occafion , 1 had a 
fine Opportunity to open the Way of Truth amongft them. 

After I was come to Londony I was moved to write the fol- London, 
lowing Paper y concerning that Spirit y which had led fome, who 
profeft T ruthy into Strife and Divifm , and to oppole the Way 
and Work of the Lord.

‘ that do keep your hahitatiotss in the Truth y that is 

‘ 1 over all , do fee, that it is the fame spirit , that doth 
‘lead the BickfUders and JpoJiates now, from the Spiritual Fel~

‘ that led put Adam and Eve from God, and the "Jews from God

londJ.i. ‘ But when lome did begin to Err from the Spirit and Faith , 
‘and hate the Light, and difobey the Gojpd, and to turn the 
^ Grace of into Wantonnefs, and walk defpitefully againft 
‘tlie Spirit of Grace , and turn from the Truth, and Crucitie to 
‘ themlclves Chrift afrclli , and put him to open fliame ; Thele 
‘ were they, that let in the Spirit of the World: who held the 
‘ Form of Godlinejl , but denied the Power thereof; which trou-

Suferittgs continuing ftill hard upon Friends it London, I found, 
nw Service lay moftly here : Wherefore I went but a little out 
or Town , and not far ; being frequent at the mod: publick 
Meltings, to encourage Friends both by Word and Example, to 
Hand tall in the Tejtimony, to which God had called them. And 
at other times I went about from honfe to honfe , viliting thofe 
Friends, that had tlieir Goods taken away for their Teftimony to 
Truth. And becaufe the wicked Informers were grown very 
audacious, by realbn, that th^ had too much Countenance and 
Encouragement from fome f unites; who trufting wholly to 
tlieir Information, proceeded againtl Friends without hearing 
them: whereby many Friends were made to fxfer, not only 
contrary to Right, but even contrary to Law allb. I adviied 
with Ibme Friends about it : and we drew up a Paper , which 
was afterwards delivered to mofl: of the Magi fir atts in and abouc 
the City ; which was as followeth ; 


‘ "TYf THereas fbme Informers have obtained Warrants of fbma 
‘ V V Ju^ices of Peace , and have Convicted many of us with- 
‘ out hearing us, or once Summoning us to Jpfear before them ; 
* by which proceedings many have had their Goods feized and 
^ taken away, being generally fined Ten Pounds apiece for an un- 
‘known Speaker; and fome of thole Perlbns lb fined, liave not 
‘ been that, day at the Meetings they were fined for, and the 
‘ Speaker notwithllanding hath himfelf been fined for the fame 
‘Meeting, the lame day the others were fined for the unknown 
‘ Speaker. By which the Jufiices may lee the Wiekednefi of thelb 
‘Informers, by wliole/tf//c Oaths we have been Convided for an 
‘ unknown Preacher , when the Preacher hath been both known 
‘ and fined. And allb in their /wearing fuch Perlbns to have been 
‘ at fuch a Meeting fuch a day, when indeed they , whom they 
‘ have fo fiworn againft , have not been at that Meeting that day. 
[ By which proceedings feveral Families of the peaceable 

‘ Suhjelfs 
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1682/ Suhjelis are like to be ruined , if there be not a fpeedy ftop put 
i-OTs) ‘ thereunto. Therefore we do both hope and defire , that you, 
London, ‘ who are the A[,'>g’s J»/lices ^ for the time to come , when a- 
‘ ny Informers fhall come to any of you with an Informitioh a- 
‘gainft any of us, will Summon fuch as are Accufed, to Jppetr 
‘ before you, and hear us and o\it Acufers face to face ; that ib 
‘ none for the time to come may yi'/er, for tliat they are not 
^guilty of. For Pilate the Goverhour heard Chriji and his Jccu. 

* ftrs face to face f before he Condemned him, ^ehn 19. And 
‘ the Council and Chief Priefis heard Stephen and his i^ccufers , 
‘ with the Witneffesy that were brought againft him, face to face , 
‘before they Condemned him, AUsf. Iht RomanCaptain hard 

* Paul and his Accufers fate to facet, A£fs 23. And Felix the 
‘Governour heard Paul, and Ananias the High Prieft, and the 
‘ Elders that accufed Paul, face to face, Abfs 24. And when the 
‘ High Priejls and Chief of the Jews accufed Paul to Fejlus , he 
‘licard Paul and his Accufers, and them that witnefled againft 
‘ him, fact to face, Afts 25. Doth the Law of God, or did the 
^ Roman Law, or doth the Law of the Land judge any man, be* 

‘ fore he and his Accufers, and they that iVitnef againft him , be 
‘ heard face to face? • 


This fomewhat moderated the Jujlices: and after this feveral 
Friends, that had been Illegally frojecuted and fned , entred their 
A^^eals-, upon Tna/ whereof they were Acquitted , and the//;- 
formers Call : which was a great difeouragement to the Informers, 
and (bme Relief to Friends. 

A little before the time came for the Chufng new S'jerifs for 
the City, they who ftood to be Chofen , defiring our Friends to 
give their Foices for them, I writ a few Lines , tending to difeo- 
ver, what Spirit they were of, and how they ftood allefted to 
true Liberty j and it was by way of Inquiry, thus ; 


n o any here in London, who (land to be Chofen Sheriffs , 
own That chrifl, that was Crucified without the Gates 
of Jerufalem , to be the Light of the World, that doth Inlighten 
every Man, that cometh into the World, who faith, Believe in the 
Light, that ye may become Children of the Light ? And is any of 
you againft perfecuting People for their Religion and WorflAp of 
Godin Spirit and Truth, as Chrift commandeth ? For Chrift 
laid, I am not of this World , nor my Kjngdom : And therefore 
he doth not uphold his fpiritual Worfhip and pure with 

worldly and carnal Weapons. And Chrift faid , Swear not at all ; 
And his Apoftle ^ames faith the fame : But will not you force 
us to fvear, and fb to break Chrift’s and his Apoftle’s Commands, 
rn putting Oaths to US ? And Chrift faith to his Apoftles, Free- 
ly ye have received, freely give: Will not you force us to give 
lithes and Maintenance to fuch Teachers, as we know, Go/ hath 
not fent ? Shall we be free to ferve and worfhip God, and keep 
his and his Son’s Commands, if w'c give our Foices freely for 
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‘ you ? for we are unwilling to give our r'oiccs for fuch, as will i6%i, 

* Imprifon ^ and ftrfmte us, andj^o/ZourGyoii/. 

London. 

But whatever they were, that ftood to be Chofe/ty I oblerved , 
there was a Hett and Strife in the Spirits of the People, that 
were to Chooje ; wherefore I writ a few Lines to be Ipread a- 
mongft them,dire^led thus: 

To the People, rpho are Choojing Sheriffs in London* 

People ; 

‘ ALL keep in the gentle and peaceable tVifdom of Coii, which 
‘ TV is above that, that is earthly y fenfual and devillijfj; And 
‘live in that Love of God y that is not puffed up , nor is unjeem' 

‘ ly ; which envieth not , but beareth and endureth all things : 

‘ And in this Love ye will feck the good and peace of all men , 

‘and the hurt of no man. Keep out of all heats y and be not 
‘ hot-headed', but be cool and gentle y that your ChriBitn Modera- 
‘ tion may appear to all men : for the Lord is at hand , who be- 
‘ holds all mens mrds, thoughts ^rAaBionsy and will reward eve- 
‘Vy one according to their mrks : And what every man fowethy 
‘ that fhall he reap. 

Now had I fome Inclination to have gone into the Country to 
a Meeting : But hearing, that there would be a Baffle at our Meet- 
ings , and feeling a great difc[ttietneff in Peoples Jpirits in the Ci- 
ty about Chooftn^ Sheriffs it was upon me to Itay in the City , 
and go to the Meeting in Gracious /rertupon the Firff-day of theCw-.Wcf^ 
tVeek. William Penn went with me, and fpakc in the Meeting : 
and while he was declaring the Truth to the People, a Conffalle 
tame in with his great Staff', and bid him give over, and come 
down: but William Penn held on, declaring Truth in the Power 
of God. After a while the Conffahle drew back ; and when Wil- 
liam Penn had done, I ftood up, and declared to the People ‘the 
‘Evcrlafting Goffpel, which was preached in the JpoHles days, 

‘ and to Abraham ; and which the Church in the Apojlles days did 

* receive, and cartie to be Heirs of. This Gofpely I declared, was 
‘ fent from Heaven by the holy Ghojl in the Apoffles days , and 
‘ is fo now } and was not of man, neither by man ; but by the 
‘ Revelation of the tloly Ghojl. And now this Gofpel is preached 
‘again, (as John faw, and laid it ftiould be) to all Nations, 

‘ 7 ongues and Peoples ; and all People now are to hear Chrift the 
‘ Prophet y in this his Gofpel of the New Covenant. For zs Mofes 
‘ fiiid, Ltice unto me wit God raife up a Prophet , and him Jball ye 

* hear in all things; fo, faid I, this Prophet Chrijly is come, and 
‘all the Jews in fp'trity the true believing Chrijlians in the 
‘ Lighty who have trie Law of God written in their hearts, anci 
‘ put into their mindsy are to hear Chrifi in his Gplpely New Te- 
^ (lament aind New Covenant, which is the Law of the Spirit of 

liiii ‘ ‘Life 
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1682.' Life in Chrift Jefus, who bruifes the Sttfent’s head ( which is 
‘ the head of Efimitjt ) and makes free from the Lak of Stn and 

LoBdoH, < Death. . And I flicwed , that all whom Chrift quickens and 
‘makes ah ve, he makes them to fit together in die hesvcnly 
* yUtes in himfelf. So that they do not wander up and down, 

‘ like tlte fooEi eye in the Corners of the Earthy nor are their 
‘ Eyes abroad in the World to fit down in the World* s invented 
‘ Scats of Religion ; but they fit together in him , as the Saints 
‘ did in the Apoftlcs days ; and fb Chrijl was and is their Trea- 
‘ fufc of Wt/donSf Lifoy Kjsowkdge and Salvation. Now as I was 
thus r|'>ea king, tm ConJlaUes in with their great Staves ^ 
and bid me give over fpeaking , ai/d come down: But I , feeling 
the Power 0 ^ the Lord with me, Ipake on therein, both to the 
ConjlableSf and to the People. To the Confahks I declared, ‘ That 

* we were a peaceable People^ who meet to wait upon Go;l, and 
‘ worftfip him in Spirit in Truth ; and therefore (I told them) 

‘ (hey needed not to come with their Staves amongft us , who 

* were met in a pe.icealle manner, defiring and Ikking the good 

*• znd falvation of all People. Then turning my Speech to the 
People again , I declared what further was upon me to them : 
and while ^ was fpeaking, the Conjlablcs drew out towards the 
door; and the Souldhrs flood with their Mmktts in the Yard. 
When I had done fpeaking, I kneeled down, and prayed y defi- 
ring the Lord to open the Eyes and Hearts of all People, both 
high and low, that their minds might be turned to Cod by his 
holy Spirit ; that he miglit be glorified in all and over all. After 
prayer the Meeting rofc, and Friends pafted away ; the Conjl abler 
being come in again, but without the Souldiers : and indeed, both 
they and the Souldiers carried themfelvcs Civilly. Wtlliam Penn 
and / went into a Room hard by, as we ufed to do, and many 
Friends went with us ; and left the Conflables fhonid think, we 
would lliuii them; a Friend went down and told them. That, 
if they would have any thing with us, they might come where 
wc Were, if they pleafcd. One of them came to us loon after, 
but without his ^taff', which he chofe to do, th.at he might not 
be obferved ; for he faid, Ihe People told him , he bufnd himfelf 
more than he needed. We defired to fee his Warrant ; and there- 
in we found, the Informer Wdii onQ Hilton, ic North-Country^ 
man, who was reputed to be a PapiH. The Con fable was ask- 
ed ; Whether he would Arreft us by his Warrant oh that day ? 
( it being the Eirf-day of the Week , which in tlieir Law vtai; 
calletithe Lord'*s-d^) and he fkid. He thought he could not: He told 
us alfb, 'llhift he had charged the Informer to come.dpng with hm 
to the Meeting - hut he ifii run awafjrom him, WC mewed tfie 
Confabk, that both he and we were Cka|; yet td freehim.frQra 
iW fear of danger, we were free to go to the Mfermatr, that grat- 
ed the Warrant. Then a ^V/W, 'tnat was pfeferit, faid .; He 
WCfuld OT with iha Cdnf ihle to ffa^aft with the : which 

tlicy did, and came prdeiitiv back again j thd jildtrman being 
gone from home: We feeing the ConBablt in aLftrajl, and find- 
ing him to be a tendet Mm, bid him , fet an hoar to cothc to 
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Us again, or fend for us, and we would come to him. So he i 6 8 2. 
appointed tlie fifth hour in the Afternoon ; but neither cme , norv^^ 
ftnt for us : and a Friend meeting him afterwards in the Even- 
ing, the Con(iMe told him, He thought , it muld come to nothhg^ 
and therefore did not look after us. So the Lord\ Power was over 
all, to him be the Glory 1 

On the Fourth day following, it was upon me togotoCmw«r- 
flreet- Meeting tLgzin: for I had heard , that they would come, 
to break uf the Meeting that day. The Neighbours , it feems , 
were Informed foj and a fuflice had granted a Warrant for that 
purpole : and the Conftable told a Friend^ that H/lton the Infor- 
mer, had been with him about it. The would have had 

the Informer to have gone with him to the Meeting, but the/«- 
former would not ; but would have the Conftable go without 
him : Whether that put the Conftable by from coming, I know 
not; but he did not come. I was in a Travel of Sfirit in the 
power of God, and was moved in it to go to the Meeting ; and 
the LonPi Power did chain all down : And though they threat- 
ned to bring the RedCoats, yet none came, nor was there a- 
ny diilurbance ; but a glorious, powerful Meeting it was, and ve- 
ry peaceable: Glory and Honour and Praifes be to the JLor^^over all 
for ever, Amen. 

During the time I thus abode at London, as I had Icifiire be. 
tween Meetings , and from other Publick Services, I writ divers 
Books and Papers; fome of which were printed, and others were 
fpread about in Manufeript. Ofthclc, One was dire£ted‘Ti)t/^e 
‘ Bifhops and others, that did ftir up Perlkution ; to (hew them 
*Jrom the holy Scriptures , that they did not walk therein according 
Uo the Royal Law, To love their Neighbour as themfelves, and 
*to do to others as they would be done unto. Another was, ‘ To 
‘ all the feveral forts of profejfed Chriftians, as well Proteftants as 
‘Papifts, whofe Religion and Worftjip ftands in outward Obfervan- 
Ues and Ceremonies; prefling them, from thofe words of the A- 
‘poftle Paul to the Galatians, chap. 5. verf 2, j, 4. (Behold,l Paul 
*fay unto you , that if ye be Circumcifed, Chrill (hall profit jou no- 
thing. For I tejhfie again to every man, that is Circumcifed, 

* that he is a Debtor to the whole Law. Chrill is become of no ef- 
^ felt unto you, whofoever of you are juft ifted by the Law : yearefilkn 
^frorn Grace,) to Confider, Whether they, being gone back in- 
‘ to legal Obfervatjons and fhadowy Ceremonies (in upholding 
^Tithes, Offerings, F ir ft- Fruit s , Priefts.Garments, outward Al- 
^tars, Temples, Lamps, Lights, 8cc. and in Oblerving Days, 

^Months , Times, Tears, with many other things commanded 
‘by the Lawj were not gone into the lame Rate, that the Ga- 
^latians were running into; and fb were fallen from Grace, and 
‘ become Debtors to the whole Law. Another was , ‘ To direll 
‘ and turn all People to the Spirit of God , that they might thereby 

* receive aright under ftanding , and be able to diftinguifh between 
‘ Right Wrong, Truth Error; that under pretence of 
^punifbing Evil-doers, they might not themfelves do Evil in perfe- 
‘ cuting the Righteous. That Paper be ing Ihort , h here inferred : 

liiijz The 
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‘ Tlic Sj>irit of God, which he hath poured upon all , giveth 
London ‘ an V)i‘derfimding to all, that are led by it ; and who do not 
‘quench the Motions of it, it doth give them Knowledge and 
‘ Llnderhandiiig to diftinguilli Goci</ from Evil, and Light ixova 
‘■Dirhcf , Chrifi from AntichriH , and the Old Lejlaine/it or Co- 
‘ venant from the New, and the Old H'aj/ from the New and li* 
‘ ving IFa/ ; and the Sheep and Lmhs from the Go/its and from 
‘ the fVolves; the fVorJJjip of God, which Chrill fet up above 
ftxteen hundred yetrs ago, from the Dragon^ xixid Worjbip 
‘ and all them that worlhip the iVorks of Mens hands, and tlie 
* Will Worfljippers , from them that Worfhip God in his Sphit 
‘and in his Truth, in which God’s People do worfltip him; 
‘which Worfhip is over all falfeWorfliips and Worfliippers, And

‘the Lambs do follow the Lamb of God, that taketh away the

‘Religions, and Churches: for the Lambs of Chrift follow 
'-Chrijl , the Lamb of God, and do know his heavenly Voice. 
‘And they do know allb, that they, who arc without Chrilf, 
‘arc Dogs and Wolves , Adulterers, Idolaters , Liars and Vnbe- 
*licvers, who would devour the Lambs', but they arc in the 
*hand of the Lord, which is his Power , that is over all. And 
‘ fuch do good in his Powir unto all : for they have the 
‘ Mind of Chrijl , who would have all to come to the know- 
‘ ledge of the Truth, and be Laved. And they that do good un- 
‘ to all , do hurt unto none : for that Spirit , that doth hurt im- 
‘to any, is not of God-, but that Spirit, which doth good unto 
‘ all , and efpccially to the Hoitfbold of faith , is of God. Chrijl 
‘came not to defiroy mens Lives , but to fave them : And it is 
‘the Devil, that is thu Dejlroyer of mens Lives about Religion, 
‘and that blinds and corrupts Men and Women, and makes them 
‘ deaf and blind to the things of God, and to halt out of God’s 
‘ way. They that obey the Evil one, and forfake the Lr)ri, Inch 
‘the Deflroyer doth deflroy: But Chrift defrojihdX Dejlroytr, 
‘ and in all have Lr/e.

I writ another Paper allb coac&xxAng Meditation, Delight, Exr 
ercife and Study ; {hewing from the Scriptures of Truth , wfiat 
the, true Chriflkns ought to Meditate uwn, and to £.}f^r«ye their 
minds in, and what they Ihould take Delight in , aaa what they 
fhould fludy to do. For in thcle things , not the prophane and 
loofe People only, but even the great Profejfors or Religion aro 
very much miftaken ; taking Dehgl)j: in earthly , fading, perifti- 
ing things,; whereas they ought to Meditate on hedpmy tilings, 
and to delight in the Law of Cod after the inward man, and ex-

crcile themfelves to have always a Confsknce void of Offtnce to - 1 6 8 i. 
m^ds God, j//d toivards Me^, as the ApolUc F4 u/ did. . v^^vnj 
A nd inalmuch as Sufferings continued very lore and licavy up London, 
on Friends not only in the city , but in molt parts ol’ the Nation, 

I drew up a Paper to be prelcntcd to the KJttgi letting forth 
our Grievances therein , and defiring Redrcf from him in thofe 
Particular Cafes, which I underltood were in his pomr. But not 
having Relief from him, it came upon me to write an EpiiUe 
to Friends , to Encourage them in their Sufferings , that they 
might bear with patience the many Fxercifes, that were brought 
upon them, both from the outward Magif rates, and by falfe 
Brethren and Jpofiates ; whofe wicked Books and filthy Slanders 
did grieve the upright-hearted. This Fpifle I writ at Fiotjlon , DoU\m. 
whither I went to vilit an ancient Friend, that lay lick. 

‘ and Brethren in Chrift Jefus, whom the Lord hath 

‘ called and gathered into him. In him abide : for without 
‘ him ( to wit, Chrifl J ye can do nothing, and through him ye 
‘ cm do all things ; who is your ftrcngth and lupport in all 
‘your Trials, lemptations , Imprijontnents and Sufferings, who 
‘fpr Chrill’s fake are accounted as Sheep for tht jlaughter : and 
‘ in all thcle things we are more than Conquerours , througit 
‘Chrift, who hath loved us. And therefore, Triends, though 
‘ ye do fffer by the Outward Powers ; ye know , that the Pro- 
^ phets, Chrifl and the Jpojlles futfercd by the Unconverted. And 
‘ thougli ye do fulTer by falfe Brethren , and falfe Apojlates for a 
‘time, and by their filthy Books and Tongues', whole Tongues 
‘ indeed arc become no Slander , let them fpeak , write or print 
*wlut they will: for the fober People even of the World hardly 
‘ regard it. And it is well, they have manifelled themleivcs to 
‘ the World, that tlieir folly may proceed no farther : though to 
‘ the utmoft of their power they have ihewed their Wicked In- 
‘ tent , to ftir up the Magiflrates, Profefjors and Prophane againlt 

* us, and to fpeak evil of the way of Truth. But God\ J'tdg- 
^ments will overtake them, and come upon them, as lure as they 
‘ have come upon thofe, that arc gone before them. Let their 
‘ pretence be never fo high , mark their End : for tliey will fall , 

‘ like untimely Figs ; and wither like the Graf on the top of the 
‘ Houfe. Though they may Icem to fourifh , and make a Bosji 
‘ and a Noife for a time ; yet the Seed is on the head of fucli , 

‘ which will grind them to powder : which Seed bruifes the Ser- 
‘ penth head. Therefore in this Seed , Chrifl , who is your fan- 
‘ Buary, reft , peace and quiet habitation , wlio is die Fir ft and 
‘ Laft, and over all, in him walk : for the Lord taketli plealiire 
‘ in his Peonk , that are faithful , and that ferve and worfliip 
‘ him. Ana therefore let the Saints be Joyful in Glory : and 
‘the Godoi Peace, the God of all Grace, who hath called us 
‘ into his Eternal Glory by Jefut Chrift, after that ye have juf- 

* feted a while, make you perfeci , Jlablifb , ftreggthen and fettk 

* you ; calling all your Care upon the Lord : for he careth for 
‘you.* And Dearly Beloved, think it not ftrange concerning the 
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1 6 8 2.* fiery Irid^ which is to ^rj you, as though fome ftrange thing 
‘ had hap’ned unto you: for it is better, if the Will ot Go/i be 

Dcirtoii. ‘ fo, that ye (uffer for Well-doing , than for Evil-doing : and Re- 
'■jout^ inafinuch as ye are made P/trukers of Chrifih Sufferingu 
‘ Wherefore let them thufuffer according to the mil of God, 
‘ commit the keeping of their Souls to him in well-doing , as unto 
‘ d^ftithful Creator : for unto you is given, in the behalf of 
‘ not only to helieve in him, but alfo to fuffer for his fake. So 
‘ it is given , or is a gift from Chrijl to fuffer for his Name ; and 
‘ therefore ( as I faid before ) Rejoice , inafmuch as ye are made 
^Partakers oi Chriff\ fuffer ings. And if ye be Reproached, or 
‘ evil fpoken of for the Name of Chrifl, happy are ye ; for the 
‘ Spirit of Glorp and of God refteth upon you : On their part he 
‘is ivil ffokn of; but on your part he is glorified. And therc- 
‘ fore if any fuffer as Chrifiians, let them not be adiamcd ; but 
‘ let them glorifie God on this behalf. Though now for a fea- 
‘fbn ye are in Sufferings, and Trials, and Temptations , that the 
‘ Trial of your Paitb, being much more precious than tliat of 
‘ Gold , which periflies , though it be tried witli Fire , may be 
‘ found unto praife, honour and glory, who are kept by the power 
‘of God, through Faith unto Salvation. Therefore mind yopr 
‘ Keeper, whcrc-ever ye are , or what fuffer ings Ibcvcr ye be in ; 
‘ and mind the Example of the Jpofile , how I'.e fiffered trouble 
‘ as an Evil-doer, unto Bonds. But the Word of God is not 
^ bound, which is Everlafiing and endures for ever: And they, 
‘who arc in that, which is not Everlafiing, and doth not en- 
‘ dure for ever , cannot bind the Word. And the Jpofile faid, I 
‘ endure all things for the Elefts fake; that they may alfo obtain the 
'falvation, which is in Chrifi ffefus, rrith Eternal Glory ( mark, 
‘ with Eternal Glory.) Jnd if we fuffer with Chrifi , we fhall reign 
'’with Chrijl, who abide faithful. Therefore ftrive not about 
‘ to no profit ; but fhun prophane and vain Babblings , for they 
‘will encreale unto more ungodlinels: So that ye may htFef 
ffels of Honour, fanftified and meet for Chrijl, your Mafierh ufe, 

‘ and prepared unto every good work. Follow after Righteoujnejs, 

‘ Godhnep, faith. Love, Patience and Meekneff, and fight the good 

* fight oi Faith with your heavenly Weapons; which Faith 'll 

* Victory (or gives ViHory) by which ye lay hold on Enrnal 
‘ Life, and have accefs unto God, who will render to every man 
‘ according to his Deeds : to them, who by patient continuing in well- 
‘ doing , Jeek for glory, and honour, and immortality ; Eternal Life : 
Hut unto them that are contentiosss , and do not obey the Truth., 

‘ but obey unrig hteoufneff ; indignation and wrath : Tribulation and 
‘ Anguiff) upon every foul of man, that doth evil ; btti glory, honour 
‘ and peace to every man, that worketh good. Chrift faid to his 
‘ Dilciples , If the world hate you, ye know, that it hated me, be- 
^fore it hated yon. If yt were of the world , the world would love 
‘ iPs own : but becaufe ye are not of the world, but I have chofenyou 
‘ out of the world , therefore the world hateth you. And, If they have 
^perfecuted me, they will alfo perfecute you. And John in his gene* 

‘ ral Epifils to the Church iaith, Marvel not, my Brethren , df the 
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' world hAte pit. fV« know that ve k4ve fAffed fiom datb to life ^ 168 2. 

‘ kecAufe nt lovt the Brethren, And Chrjlt in bis Prayer to liis UWJ 
‘ Father faith of his Followers; 4t tkonh^ fenttne into tb^tvorldy^'^^'^°- 
‘ even fo hAve I aI/o fent them into the world: And the glorj which

I made but little ftay at Dolfton , but returned again to London; 
where I continued mod: part of the Winter ; labouring in the 
Serv/ce of Truth atrongft Eriends t Save that I was a little while 
at IfjngHon in the Tenth Month this Year ; where I writ a Rooky Kingfton. 
letting forth The fltte of the Birth Temfoitly And the Birth Spirt, 
tuxl: And the Duty And Sttte of A Childy Tcuthy Toung Men^ Aged 
Men and Fithers in the Truth, &c. But I ftaid not long at t^ingfton 
neither : for die heAt of Rerfeeution Hill continuing, I felt my Service 
to be moft at London ; where our Meetings were Jor the mofl London; 
part dillurbed and broken up, or friends were forced 0 Meet with,, 
out Doors, being kept out of their Meeting- Houfes by ihi Officer t. 

Yet Ibmctimcs, beyond eKpeflation, w'e got a quiet and peace- 
able Meeting in the Houfes. One lime I was minded to have 
gone A mile or two out of Town, to vifit a friend, that was not 
well : But hearing, that the Kjng had fent to the Majot to put 
the Laws in Execution againft Di§mers, and that the M^gi- 
Arjtes thereupon inteodod to NaU up tk Meefing-houfe-doors , I 
had not freedom to go out of Town ; but was moved to go to 
the Meeting siQracioui-Jlreet. And nocwithftajlding all the Threats, 
a great it was, and very quiet ; and the ^lory of the Lord 
Ihone over ail. 

The fame Week I went to the Meeting at die Reel in fohn^s PKiMteti 
Street ; and the Suffiom wei« holden the lame day at fUcks\hAl. 

1 went to tire Peei ia the Morttissg ; and WiEiam Mead being to 
appear at the Seffions for not going to the Steeple- houft-worjhip , 
lie came enie or twice from HickTs hall to me at ifoe Reel', \d)ich 
Ibme Ill-mindedpeop/e oblerving, went and Informed the Jitfiiois 
at the Bench, that he was gone to a Meeting ztthe Peel. Where- 
upon the fufiices fent a Mejfenger to lee, if there vies^d, Meet- 
ing : but this being in the Forenoon, there was no Meeting there 
'then; and fo the Meffenger, when ,he had looked about, wpnt 
back and ttdd them. Then others Informed the^ufiices thatl^^re 
would be a Modting tliere about three or four in the Afternoon: 

. WherewpoH they lent for the Chief Conffitbie, and aal^d him; 

Why k fufered a Meeting to k at the Peel , fo nigh him? He 
told them, fk did not i/tnow cf tusy Meeting there. They asked 
himj Mow he, could hap know it, and dive Jortigh ip? ,He laid; fie 
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\ 6% 2 . 'iviti never there in his life^ ini did not know^ tint there was a Meet- 
u-^YNj there. They would have perfwaded him, that he mud needs 
London. J<no\v.ofit; but he ftanding ftedfaft in the dentil of it, they 
faid ; Iht) jhould tike order., to hive it looked after in the After- 
noon. Dut a multitude of BafnejS coming before them atthctSV/- 
jions', when D/mr-r/we came, they haded to their with- 

out giving order'. And when they came to the Bench again after 
Dinner, the Lord put it out of their Minds, fo that they fent 
no Offleer ; and fo the Meeting was quiet, beginning and ending 
in peace j and a bleifed Meeting we bad, the Lord’s Prelence 
being prccioudy amongd us. Many Friends had a concern 
upon their minds, when they law me come into the %keiing, 
led I fhould have been taken: But I was freely given up to /of- 
fer , if it was the LorcCb Will, before I went into the Meeting ; 
and had nothing in my mind concerning it, but the Lord’s Qlorj. 
And I do believe, the Lord put it out of their minds, that they 
Ihould not (end to hreak up our Mer/>^that day. Yet the Firfl- 
diji after, three or four 'Juflices (as I heard ) came to the Peel, 
and put Friends out of their Meeting there, and kept* them out ; 
and inquired for IVillim Mead, but he was not there. 

Crauieit. That day I was moved to go to GncioM-fireit-Mteting ; and 
it was expe£led, that the Oftcers would come to break up .the 
Meeting, or keep Friends out ; and many hundreds of Petpk came 
to fee, what would be done to us. But the Officers came not; 
and lo we were in peace and quictnefs : and many of the Peo- 
ple, that came to look on, daid all the time; and a glorious, 
precious Meeting we had : for the Lord's Pre/tnee was plenti- 
fully amongd us, and his Power came over all ; Glory to his Name 
for ever, who is over all. 

I had Icon tlie Mayorh printed Speech for putting the Laws in 
Execution againll Dijfenters: and it was much in my mind, that 
we lliould draw up a Paper to fend to the Major and Aldermen, 
to clear our felves from being fuch, as thofe Laws were made 
againft ; and to fet forth our peaccahle Behaviour both towards 
the K^ing and the Government. .Accordingly a Paper was drawn 
up, and figned, and delivered to the Major ; and Copies thereof 
to the Aldermen, and to the Bifbop of London alfb : .And they 
generally took it kindly , and were Civil to the Friends, that de- 
livered it. 

About this lime I was moved to write the few Lines follow- 
ing to Friends: 

Dear Friends, 

‘ T?Ecl the Power of God in you all, and over all, and by it let 
‘ JT all your hearts be united to one another, and to the Lord 
*God, who hath gathered you to himfelf by his Power and Spi- 
*rit, to be a People to ferve and worfliip him. So that you 
‘may all ftriveto Excel one another io Vertue, and in that Love, 

‘ that doth bear all things, and doth edifie the Bodj of Chrijl, 

‘ the Bodj of the fecond Adam. For the Body of old Adam in the 

‘Fall 
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Fall is full of Mdicey Env]i and F/cc. And therefore yoii, that 1682. 
‘ arc called out of Old Adm in the Fdl^ and have put on Chrifi, 

‘the ftcond Adm, that never fell, Walk in him, who* is the 
‘ Treijure of Life^ Wifdom and ](nowkdjre, in whom ye have fxace 
‘with God, who is the Firjl and Lijt , the Beginning and die 
‘ EndtHg, So let all be gathered up to Qod, into him , who rc- 
‘concileth all things in one, both things in Heaven, and things 
.‘in the Earth ; who is the faithful and true Witnefs both in 
^ Male ini Eemk: And in him fit down, who is above the 
^ {«btle Foxes in their holes, and the Fowls of the Air in their 
^nejls\ I fay, fit down in who hath no place among them 
‘ to lay his head j he is your reft. So in him is my Love to you 
‘all.

1 1 rA Month, 1682. 

It was not long after this , that I received an Account by Let- 
ter hom fome Friends, that were Pri/ontrs in Denhji in IVaksi 
by which I underftood, that many Friends there were under 
great Sufferings for the Tertimony of a good Confcicnce. In the 
tender ienfe whereof I was moved in the Love of God to Vifit 
them with a few Lines , as a hVerd of Confolation to them in 
their Sufferings', and of Exhortation, to ftand faft in the lejlh 
mnji committed t6 them. And that which I writ, was thus: 

‘ T^Ear fuffering Ltmhs for the Name and Command oi^efus ! 

‘ LJ Be valiant for his 'Iruth, arid faithful ; and ye will teel 
‘ the prefence of Chrifl with you. And look at him, who fuffer- 
‘ ed for you, and hath bought you , and will feed you , wdib 
‘faith; Be of good Comfort , I hive overcome the World: who 
‘ deftroys the Dm/ and his Works, and bruiles, the 
^head, I fay. Look ztChrifl , who is your SanLluary ; in whom 
‘ ye have refi and peace. To you it is given not only to believe ' 

^ but to fuffer for his Name’s fake : And they that will live god« 

‘ ly in ChriH Jefus , fliall fufftr Perfecution by the ungodly Pro- 
ffejfori of Chrifi Jefus , who live out of him. And therefore be 
‘ valiant for God's Truth upon the Earth, and look above that 
‘ Spirit , that makes you fuffer , up to Chrifl , who was , before 
‘it was; and will be, when it is gone: Confider all the Pro- 
‘ phets, Chrifi and the t^pofllei , who ftffkred, and were perfecu- 
*ted; but they never perfecuted them as true men, but as De- 
‘ ceivers , and yet true. And Chrifl is the fame to daj , as he 
‘ was jeflerday , a Rock and Foundation for your Age and Gene- 
‘ ration , for you to build upon. I have written concerning you 
‘ (after I heard your Letter) to Friends in Chejbire to Vifit you; 
‘underftanding, that you belong to their QuarUrlj Meeting: 

‘ And therefore I defire, that fme Friends 0^ your County would 
‘go, and lay your fuffer ing Condition before the Monthlj ox Quar- 
‘ terly Meeting in Chejhire. I have written likewift to Richard

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I f) 8 Divisy that (bmc of that (idc may go and vilit you; and fee 
‘ how year Condition is. So my Love is to you in the Lord ,

nth Month, 1682, 

Now, becaufe the Migiftntes were many of them unwilling, 
to have Fims laid upon Meeting-houfesy they kept Friends out in 
many places - letting Officers, and Guards of Soldiers at the Doors 
and Pafjiges: And yet Ibmetimes Friends were /nedfot Speaking 
or Prating, though it were abroad. One Fir (I- dap it was upon 
. me to go to Devonfhire houfe Meeting in the Afternoon', 
caufe I had heard, Friends were kept out there that Morning (as 
they were that Dap at mod Meetings about the City ) I went 
Ibmcwhit the Iboner, and got into the Tard, before the Saldi~ 
ers came to guard the Pajfages: but the Confahles were got there 
before me, and flood in the Door -wap with their Staves. I ask- 
ed them to let me go in : They laid, Ikp could not , nor durfi 
nut; for tbep wre commanded the contrarp, and were forrp for tt. 
I told them, I would not prels upon them : lb I Hood by ; and 
they were very Civil. I Hood, till I was wearp ; and then one 
gave me a Stool to (it down on : and after a while the Po.rer of 
the Lord began to fpring up among Friends , and one began to 
J]>eak. The Conjlabks loon forbad him, and laid, he Ihould not 
jjeak', and he not Hopping, they began to be wroth. But I gent- 
ly laid my hand upon one of the Confiahles , and vviHat him to 
let him alone: 'X\k Conjlahle did fo, and was quiet; and the 
Man did not fpeak long. When he had done, after a while I 
was moved to Hand up znA Jpeah and in my Dedarattou I laid; 
‘ They need not come againlt us with Swords and Starves , for 
‘ we were a peaceable People', and had nothing in our Hearts, 
‘but Good-will {0 t\\(s K^fng and Magifl rates, and to all People 
‘ u[X)n the Earth. And we did not hktt under pretence of Reli- 
glo4 to plot and contrive againjl the Government, or to raije In* 
^ (urrellions ; but to wotlhip God In Spirit and in Trutli. And 
‘ we had Chrift to be our Bi(bep and Prief, and Shepherd to feed 
‘ us, and overlce us, and he ruled in our liearts ; lb we could all 
‘ fit iw filence, enjoying our Teacher ; So to Chrijl , their Bif^p 
‘and Shepherd I did recommend them all. Aod after I hadlpo- 
ken, what was upon me at that time, I fate down : and after a 
while I was moved to prap, and the Pou’er of the Lord was over 
z\\ Friends i and the People, and the Con fable and Soldiers put 
oft their Hats. And when tho Meeting w'as done, and Friends 
began to pafs away, the Coaiiable put off his Hat, and defrtdthe 
Lord to hlef US : for the Power of the Lto'd was over him and 
the People, and kept diam under. 

After this I went up and down, vifning Friends at their hau- 
fet, who had had their GWr taken ftom them for worlhipping 
God t and we took an account, of what had been taken from 
them : and fome Friends met together about it , and drew up 

tlie 
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the Cife of the Sufferings of our Friends in writing, and gave it 1682. 
to the JuJlices at their Pettji-SeJlms. Whereupon thc'y made an 
Order, Tbit the Officers jhould not jell the Goods of Frhpds, ir/i/f/; 
they hid in their hinds, but keep them until the next Stffions '.wjKidx 
gave fome difeouragement to the Informers, and put a little hop 
to their proceedings. 

The next Firffday it was upon me to go to the Meeting^t tlie^^^^ 
Sivoy: and by that time the Meeting^ was gathered, the BeUle 
came in ; and after him came in the wild People , like a Sea 
but the Lor^s Power chained them all. The Spirit of the Lord 
went tlirough and over all, and they were quiet, and we had a 
glorious, peaceable Meeting ; blelTed be the Lord for hisunfpeak- ' 
able goo Jnels. This was iil the Twelfth Month 1682. 

Tn the Pirjl Month 1683. I went to Kjngflonupon Thames •. j 5 g 
and it being then a time of Perjecution, as I went to the Meet- 
ingi I met the Chief Conft able , whohadbeenatthc 
and had fet Watchmen there to keep us out ; yet he was pretty 
Civil, and the Watchmen let Friends have a couple of Forms out, 
to fit Upon in the High way: lb Friends met together there, and 
a very precious Meeting we had ; for the refrellung Prejence of 
the Lord was with us, in which wc parted in peace. 

Having vifited and encouraged Friends there , I returned to 
London , and went to the Meeting at Bull and Mouth, where the London. 
Conjlables with tlieir Watchmen Kept a Guard, to keep Friends 
out of the Houfe. So wc met in the Street : and when any Friend 
Ipakc, the Officers and Watchmen made a great bujlle to pull him 
uown, and take him into Cufiody. After Ibme other had 

fpoken, it was upon me to /peak ; and I faid : ‘ Fleaven is God’s 
‘ Throne , and Earth is his Footftool : and will ye not let us 
^ Band upon God/s FootUool toworflup, and ferve the living God 
While I fpakc, they were quiet : and after 1 had cleared my fclf, 
of what was upon me to fpeak, we brake up out Meeting in peace. 

This was on tne Sixth-day of the M^eek. 

On the Firjl-day of the Week following I was moved to go to 
the Meeting at Gracious- Brett: and when I came there, I found Grac.'Mef. 
a Guardktixthc Entrance in Lumbar d-jlreet , and another at the 
date in Gracious-peet , to keep Friends out of the Meeting-Place ; 
lb that we were fain to meet abroad in the Street. After fom6 
time I got a Chair, and ftood up in it, and fpake largely to the 
People, ‘ Opening tne Principles of Truth to them , and decla- 
‘ ring many weighty Truths concerning Magifiracy, and concern- 
‘ ing the Lordh Prayer. There was , befides Friends , a great 
Multitude of People, and amongft them many Profeffors-, and 
all was very quiet : for the Loras Power was over all, and in 
the Lord's time we broke up our Meeting, and departed in 
peace. 

The next day 1 went down to Guilford in Surrey: and having . 

Vifited Friends there, I palfed frOm thence to Worminghurfi in ouiiforii. 
Suffex ; where I had a very blelTed Meeting among Frietids , and 
free from difturbahee. While I was there , ^amts Clajpoole ofhjr

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I 6 8 ], London (who with his IVife was there alfb) was futidenly ta- 
ken very ill with fo violent a Fit of the Stone , that he could 
Worming- neither fiand nor lie ; but through the extremity of pain cried 
out like a IVoman in Lrjvel. When I heard it, I was much ex- 
ercifed in Spirit for him ; and went to him : and after I had 
Ipoken a few words to him, to turn his mind inward , I was 
moved to lay my hand upon him, and prayed the Lord^ to rebuke 
his Infrmitp. And as I laid my hand on him , the lord’s Power 
went through him ; and through Faith in that Power he had 
fpeedy Eafe, ib that he quickly fell into a Jleep. And when he 
awaked, the Stone came from him like dirt; and he was fowell, 
that the »cA:r day he rode With me five and twenty miles in a 
Coach : though he ufed formerly ( as he faid ) to lie fbmetimes 
two weeks’^ lometimes a month with one of thole Fits of the S/o/re. 
But the Lord was intreated for him , and by his Power loon gave 
him Eafe at this time: blelTed and praifed be his holy Name therC' 
fore. 

Now after I had had fbme Meetings in Sujfex and Surrey 
had vifittd Friends there- aways, I returned to London by 
Kiiigfion. where I had a Meeting on the Firft-day of the fecond 
Month ^ being the Firjl-day of the ff^eek alfb. We were kept 
out of the Metting-Houfe by a Conflahk and Watchmen ( as 
fore) and fo were fain to meet in the Htgh-way, But it being 
the Monthlj-Mceting-day , and many of the World’s People being 
there , the Meeting was pretty large, and very quiet ; and the 
Lord’s bleffcd Preicnce was amongft us, blelTed be his Name for 
ever. 

i.ondon. Being come to London^ I went to the Meeting at Whecler-flreet 
whKi.Mcct.ncze Spittle f elds ; which that day proved very large: For be- 
fides that there were more Friends there that day, than ufually, 
there came alio many Profejfors to the Meeting that day ; and 
a glorious, bleflcd Meeting it was : for the Lords Power ztsAl ruth 
was over all, and many deep and weighty things were opened 
to the People, to their great Satisfaftion. 

I tarried now in and near about London ^ vifiting Friends Meet- 
ings, and labouring in the Service of the Goff el, until thcTearly- 
Meeting came on ; which began on the of the third Month 
this Tear. It was a time of great Sufferings, and much concern- 
ed I was, left Friends , that came up out of the Countries on 
the Churches-Service, ftiould be taken and impriftned at London. 
But the Lord was with us , and his Power preferved us ; and 
gave us a fweet and blcfted Opportunity to wait upon him, and 
be refrelhed together in him , and to perform tliofe Services for 
his Truth and People, for which we met. Now inafmuch as it 
was a time of great Perfecation, and weunderftood by our Friends, 
who came out of the feveral parts of the Nation , that in moft 
Counties Friends were under great Sufferings either by Imprifon- 
ments, or ffoilirtgs of Goods, or both; a ebneern was weightily 
upon me, left any Friends, that were Sufferers , clpccially liich, 
as were Traders and Dealers in the World , Ihould hazard the 
lofing of other mens Goods or Elfates through their Sufferings. 

Where- 
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Wherefore, as the thing owned in me, I drey an EfijikoiCtut - 1 6 8 
pm to friendi in' that Cale , which I communicated to the Bn- Lor\j 
at olie Te4r^/-Mef/a^ ; and from thence it was ienC forth tondoa. 
among Frkfds throughout the Nation: A Cofy of which here 
followeth ; 


‘ ■pvEa?’ FrUnds and Brethren in the Lord JeJus C hr fit , who is 
< JL/ your only SanBrny in this day of Storm and Perfecution , 

* Spoiling of Goods f andi Imfrifenments! Let every ones iy'ebcun- 
‘ to him , who has all Pofver in Heaven and Earth given unto 
‘ him ; fo that none can touch an hair of your head, nor you , 

‘ nor any thing ye have , except it be permitted or fujfered in this 
‘ day , to Try his People, whether their minds be with the Lord, 

‘ or in the Outmrd things. And now , Dear Friends, take care, 

‘ that all your Oftrings may be free, and of your own , that has 
‘ cod you fomething ; fo that ye may not offer of that which is 
'•another ma>fs, or that which ye are intrufled withal, (and not 
‘your own) or Fatherleff or IVidows Effates: but all luch things 
‘ ye may fettle and cftablilh in their places. You may remem- 
‘ ber many years ago , in a time ol great Perjecution , there 
‘ were divers friends, who were Traders, Shop-keepers and o- 
‘thers, who had the Concerns of JV/dows and Fatherleff, and 
‘ other Peoples Effates in their hands. And when a great Suffer' 

‘ tng, Perjecution and Spoiling of Goods came upon Friends , there 
‘was efpecial Care taken, that all Friends, that did what 
‘ they did offer up to the Lord in their Sufferings , might be re- 
‘ally their own, and not any others E(lates or wliich they 
‘ had in their hands , and were not really their own ; lb that 
‘they might not offer up another body’s, but that which was re- 
‘ ally their own, which they had bought and paid for , or were 
‘ able to pay for. And afterwards Icveral Letters'" came out of 
‘the Country to the Meeting at London, from Friends, that 
‘ had Goods of the Shop-keepers here at London upon Credit , 
‘ which they had not paid for ; who writ to their Creditors , 
‘whom they had their Goods of, intreatiog them, to take their 
‘ Goods again. And fome Friends came to htndon themfelves, and 
‘ treated with their Creditors, letting them underftand, how their 
‘ Conditions were , That they lay liable to have all that they had , 

* taken from them', and told them. They would not have any man 
‘ to Juffer by them ; neither would they by fuffering offer up any thing, 
‘ but what WAS really their own , or what they were able to pay for. 
‘ Upon which fever al took their Goods back again, that they had 
‘ fent down : And this wrought a very good Savour in the hearts 
‘ of many People, when they faw, that there was fuch a righ- 
‘ teous, juB and honeft Principle in Friends, that would not make 
‘any to fuffer. for their Teftimony, but what they did fuffer for 
‘ the Teftimony of Jefus , it Ihould be really and truly their own, 
‘ not other Peoples: And in this they owed nothing to any , but 
‘Lm. So in this every Man and Woman hands in i\\tfree Off 
Offering, a free People, whether it be Spiritual or Temporal, which

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I 6 8 is their own ; and in that thev wrong no man, neither inward- 
‘ly nor outwardly. Orntn faia unto J^ivetheethelhrefi-

‘ another daily : for chri^ is in the midft of his Feople a Teach- 
‘ er and a Prophet^ who faith, Learn of me ; who is the Way , 

‘the Truth and the Life. And we being many, are one lody 
‘ in Chrifi ( who are gathered in his Name) and every one Mcm- 
‘ hers one of another. Having then Qifts^ ditlering according to 
‘ the Grace that is given us , whetlicr they be Prophecy , let us 
’ prophecy according to the proportion of Paith ; and let thofethat 
‘do M:/iij}er, wait on their Miniftery ; and thole that be Teach- 
’ers , on their Teaching; and he that Exhorteth, on Exhortation ; 

‘ he that gives ^ let him do it with fmphdiy; and he that 
‘‘witli diligence; and he that lliewctli Mercy ^ he is to do it with 
‘ Checrfulnefi. Abhor that which is evil ; cleave to tliat which is 
'good: Be kindly affedioned one towards another, with hrother- 
'ly love in honour prelerriog one another. Rejoice in hope; be

‘if. And Peter faith in his General EfijlletoxhtChurchoiChrifl 
‘ As every man ( mark , every man ) hath received the Gift , Jo 
''*• min ijier the fame one to another , as good Stewards of the manifold 
‘ Grace of God. If any man ffeak, let him fpeak, as the Oracles of 
‘ God (fb not of Men ;) If any man minifier ^ let him do it as of 
‘ the Ability, which God gives (fo not of the Ability of mens jrts 
‘ and Sciences ) that God in all things may he glorified through Je- 
^ fm Ohrifl,hc. For thefe Gifts and Grace come from fejus into 
‘ the hearts of the Members of his Church, whom he is in the 
‘midlf of. And if any man fuffer, as a Chrisiian, let him not

‘ And whofoever fjjall be afhamed of me and of my words, of him fhall 
‘ the Son of Man be afhamed, &c. Matth. lo. And again Ch;ift 

* faith, Wbofotver fhall be afljamed of me and of my words in this 
*• adulter cits and finful Generation, of him alfo fhall the Son of Maps 
‘ be afhamed, when he comes in the Glory of his Father with his hsfy 
^Angels, Mark 8.38. And Chrift faith to his Difciples, He 

‘ receiveth you, receiveth me ; and he that receiveth me, receiveth him 

* that fent me ; He that receiveth a Prophet in the name of a Pra- 
^phet , ffjill receive a ProphePs reward'. K^nd he that receiveth a 
‘ righteous man in the name of a righteons man , fhaS receive a 
‘ righteous manls reward. And whofoever fhall give to drink unto 

one of thefe little ones a Cup of cold wafer only, in the name of a 
‘ Difciple , verily I fay unto you , he [fjall in no wife hfe his reward.

‘ And were not Shadrach, Mejbach and Abednego caft into the 
^Furnace? Dan. j. But God delivered them. Therelbre it is 
‘ good , to be faithful to God and his Worlliip in Spirit and 
‘Truth. And the yew had agreed, that if any man flmuld 
‘ Confefi Chrift, he lliould be put out of their Synagogue, John 
‘ 9. 22. So it was for ChrifPs fake, they were Excommunicated 
‘ out of their Synagogues. But as it is written , Behold, I lay in 
‘ Sion a Stumblingftone, and a Rock of Offence ; and who fo believes 
‘ on him, fhall not be aftamed. So Chrilt is a Stumbling-ftone, and 
‘ a Rock of Offence to all the Unbelievers in the Light , which is 

* the Life in Chrift , whether they be fens , Chriftians , or Gen> 

‘ tiles. The Jews did believe , a Chrift was To come , from the 
‘ Scriptures : And the Chriftians believe , He is come , by the 
‘ Scriptures ; but do not believe in the Light ( which is the Life 
‘in Chrift) as Chrift commands; and lo do not become the 
‘ Children of the Light. Therefore ye , that are the Believers in 
‘ the Light, and are become the Children of the Light , walk in 
‘ Chrift your fVdy, Life and Stlvatien.

Having vifited Friends at and about Kjnp^Jton , I returned to London, 
London : lor it being a Suffering time with Friends there , I had 
not freedom to be long from the City. Being come back, I 
went to the Meeting at the Peel ; which but a Tittle before the Peci-Meft\ 
Jujlicei and Confiahle had broken up, and had carried themfelve^ 
very roughly : But that day the Meeting was in the Houfe , and 
quiet; and a glorious Meeting it was, blelfed be theLord. 

On the firjt-day following I went to the Meeting at Gracious- Gm-Mml 
Jlreet. When I came there, I found three Coh fables in the 
Meeting-houfe y who kept Friends out ; fo that we met in the 
Court. Aftet I had been forae time in the Meeting , I ftood up, 
and fpake to the People; and continued fpeaking a pretty while. 

Then one of the Conftahles came , and took hold of my hand , 
and laid ; I mufi come dowh. I defired him to be patient , and 
went on (peaking to the People: but after a little time he 
me downy and had me into the Meeting-houfe. I asked them , if 
they were not PVeary of this fVork f and one of them laid , In- 
deedy they werek They let me go into the Widotv > FoJlePs houfe 
( which joined to the Meetin^ouje ) where I flay’d , being hot. 

When the Meeting was ended ( lor one prayed , after I was ta- 
ken away ) the Confables asked fome Friends , Which of them' 
would pap their words , that / fhould Appear , if they fitould be ^ue- 
ftioned about me ? But the Friends telling them , Ti&eji need not re- 
quire that ; for I wat a man well known in the Citj/y to be onoy that 
would neither fipy nor fbrink'y They came not to me : but went' 
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1 6 8 their ^\'ay$, and left me at Liberty; and I heard no further of 
it. The (xm We(k I was at the Muting at the Sxvoy , which 

difturbed; but that day it was within 
' ‘ doors , and peaceable , and a precious Meeting it was. The 

Firjt-da) after, it was upon me to go to the Meeting at IVejl- 
' minjier , where ufed to be great dilturbanccs : But there allb 
the Meeting was within doors that day, and it was very large. 
The LorA Power was over all there, and kept all quiet and 
ftill : for though there were many loofe Spirits there , yet they 
were bound down by the Pomr and Spirit of the Lord, that they 
could not get up to make difturbance. 

About tnis time I was moved to write the following Epijlle: 

prknds xnd Brethren, 

‘ \/\7HO have received i\\q pexceihlc Truth , let the fruits of 
‘ V V its pexcedlemfi, and of your quiet Spirit appear in all 
‘ your Meetings, and in all your Words and dihons : for he that

I continued yet at London, labouring in the Work and Service 
of the Lord both in Meetings and out ; fometimes vifiting the 
Friends that were in Prifon for the Teftimony of Jelus, encou- 
raging them in their Sufferings , and exhorting them to ftand 
faithful and fiedfaji in the Teftimony , which the Lord had com- 
mitted to them to bear : fometimes alfo vifiting thofe that were 
fick and weak in Body , or troubled in Mind , helping to bear 
their Spirits up from finking under their Infirmities. Sometimes 
our Meetings were quiet and peaceable ; fometimes they were 
difturbed and broken up by the Officers, One Firffday it was 
upon me to go to the Meeting at the Savoy, and it was a large sm, Mta 
Meeting ; for many Profeffors and fober People were there : And 
the Lord opened many precious, weighty things in me tothePco- 
pie , which I dcclarea amongft them, ‘ and direded them to the 
‘ Spirit of God in themfelves, which the Lord had given them a 
‘meafure of; that all by the Spirit might underftand the Scrip- 
‘ tms , which were given forth from the Spirit of God. And

1 6 8 j.‘that hi the Sfint of they might know Go;/ and CAr;/, whorh 

tx'V^ ‘ God hath fent ; whom to know was Bternttl Life. And that 

London. ‘ by the Spirit they might all come into Chrift , and know him 
‘to be their SmUuArj^ who deftroysthe Devil ^ the DeHrojety 
‘ and his works', and bruiles the Serpenis head. For Chrift waS 
‘ a SanlluAry to them , to whom he was a Saviour , whom he 
‘ laved from the Deflroyer, And Chrift did baptize them with 
‘the holy Ghofi, and with Fire, and did thorowly purge his/oor, 
‘ and burn up their Chaff w'ith unquenchable fire , that is , Sih 
‘ and Corruption, which is got into Man and Woman by their 
*‘lranfgrefJton : but Chrift gathereth his Wheat into his Garner, 
‘So all that are baptized with ChrijPs Baptifm, their Wheat isifi 
‘Gorf’s Garner: and no Spoiler can get into Godh Garner tomed' 
‘ die with the Wheat there ; though they may be permitted to 
‘meddle with the outward Goods, 8cc. Now as I was fpeaking 
in the power of the Lord, and the People were greatly afifeft* 
cd therewith ; on a fudden the Confiables, with the rude People , 
came in like a Sea : and one of the Confiables laid to me , Come 
down ; and he laid hands on me. I asked him, Art thou a Chri- 
Jlian? We are Chrif tans. He had hold on my hand, and was 
very fierce to pluck me down: but I ftood ftill, and fpake a few 
words to the People ; deliring of the Lord, that the BUfings of 
God might reft upon them all. The Conftable ftill called upon 
me to Come down, and at length mtdown; and bid another 
Man with a Staff, Fake me, and carry me to Prifon. That Man 
had me to another Officers houle, who was more Civil: and 
after a while they brought in Pour Friends more , whom they 
had taken. I was very Weary, and in a great Sweat-, andlcve- 
tal Friends, hearing where I was, came to me in the Conjl able’s 
houle : but I bid them all go their ways , left the Confiables and 
Informers fhould ftop them. After a while the Confiables had us 
alraoft a Mile to a Jufiice , who was a fierce, pafponate Man : who, 
after he had asked me my Name, and his Clerk had taken it 
down in writing, upon the Cw/rf^/e’s informing him, That I preach- 
ed in the Meeting , Paid in an angry manner ; Do not you know, 
that it is contrary to the King’/ Laws to preach in fuch Conventicles, 
contrary to the Liturgy of the Church of England ? There was pre- 
lent one -Shad, (a wicked Informer, who was faid to have 

broken Gaol at Coventry , and to have been burnt in the hand at 
London ) who hearing the fufiice fpeak fo to me , ftept up to 
him, and told him ; That he had Convilied them on the of the 
22 d of Kjng Charles the Second. What I Tou ConviH them? laid 
the J'fiice ; Fes, laid Shad, I have Convilfed them ; and you mufi 
Convict them too upon that Adi. With that the ’JuHice was An- 
gry with him, and laid ; Tou leach me ! What are you? Pie Con- 
vidi them of a Riot. The Informer hearing that , and feeing the 
"fjuflice Angry, went away in a Freti and lb he was dilappointed 
of his purpolc. I thought he would have Jworn Ibmc body 
againft me ; whereupon I faid, ‘ Let no man [wear againft me ; 

‘ lor it is my Principle Not to (wear : and therefore I would 
‘ not have any man Swear againft me. The Jufiice thereupon 

‘ asked 
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asked me ; If I did not freich in the Meeting ? I told him, ‘Idid 1683* 
‘ Confeft, what God and Chrijt had done for my <SW ; and did i«orNj 
‘praileGod: and I thought, I might have done that in theLon'l°“ 

^ Streets and tn FUtes ^ vir. Prsife Gody and Confef Chrif 
^fefHs\ and this I was not alhamcd to Qonfef. Neither was 
‘this contrary to the Liturgy of the Church of England. The 
Ju/Iice (kid The Laws were againft fuch Meetings, as were con> 
trarj to the Liturgy of the Church of England. I laid ; ‘ I knew 

* no filch Laws againft our Meetings : but if he did mean that 
^ ja, that was made againft fuch, as did Meet to Plot and Con- 
‘ trive , and raife InfurreSlions againjl the King , we were no fuch 
‘ People ; but did abhor all fuch Aftions : and did bear true 
‘ Love and Good-will to the K/ng, and to all Men upon the Earth. 

The Jufice then asked me', Jf I had been in Orders ? I told him^ 

No. Then he took his Law-books, and learched for Laws againft 
us ; bidding his Clerk , take the Names of the rejl the mean time : 

But when he could find no other Law againft us, the Clerk fware 
the Conjlable againft us. Some of the Friends bid the Confable, 

Lake heed what he fwore, lefl he were perjured : for he took tntm in 
the Entry, and not in the Meeting. Yet the Conjlable, being an 
IfbMan, fwore. That they were in the Meeting. However the 
fujlice laid ; Seeing there was but one Witnef, he would difeharge 
the rejl ; but he would fend me to Newgate , and I might preach 
there, he (aid. I asked him, ‘If it flood with his Confcience, 

‘ to fend me to Newgate for praifng God , and for Confjjing Chriji 
‘ Jefus ? He cried , Confcience ! Confcience ! but I felt , my words 
touch t his Confcience. Hq hid the Conjlable , Take me away, and 
he would make a Mittimus to fend me to Prifon, when he had dined, 

I told him, ‘ I defired his peace , and the good of his Family ; 

* and that they might be kept in the fear of the Lord ; So I 
palled away. And as we went, the Conjlable took feme Friends 
word, that I fhould come to his houfe the next Morning by the 
‘ eighth hour. Accordingly I did go , with thole Friends : and 
then the Conjlable told us. That he went to the Jujlice for tlie 
Mittimus , after he had ^ned ; and the Juflice bid him , Come a- 
gain after the Evening-Service: which he did; and then the Ju- 
jlice told him. He might let me go. So , laid the Conltable , you 
are difeharged. I blamed the Conjlable for turning Informer, and 
fwearing againft us ; and he laid , He would do fo no more. Next 
day the Jufice meeting with Gilbert Laty, asked him, If he 
would pay Twenty pounds for George Fox’r Fine? He faid. No. 

T hen , laid the Jdfice , I am difappoimtd ; for being but a Lodger, 

I cannot come by llis Fine ; and he having been brought before 
me, and being of ability himfelf, I cannot lay his Fine on any 0- 
ther. 

After I was difeharged , I went up into the City. And the 
fame Week the Sej^ons coming on , where man^ Friends were 
concerned , fome as Prifoners , and fome on 7 rials of Jppeds 
upon the Conventicle-Jlf , I went to a Friends houfe not fer off, 
that I might be in readinds to Affift thofe Friends with Coun- 
fel, or otherwife, as occafioa fhould oBfer : and I found Servde 
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1 6 8 in it. But as my Sfirit was concerned on behalf of Friends ^ 
with relped to tlieir outmrd Suferings by the Per/tciitors with- 
London, out ; fo an Exercije allb came weightily upon me at this time , 
in the fenfc I had of the Mijehievous Working of tliat Adultertted 
Spirit , which being gone out from the heavenly Vnitp, and ha- 
ving drawn out fome, thatprofefl: Truth, into Enmity and Op' 
pofitton againft Friends, endeavoured to trouble the Church of 
Chri/k with their janglings and contention. And as a further 
dilcovery of theiwto^ of that Jediidng Spirit, and a Warning 
to all Friends to beware of it, I was moved to write the follow- 
ing Epifile, direfted thus : 

To aU the Elea, Faithful, Called and Chofeii o/God, 
who are the Flock and Heritage of God) %pho have been 
accjiuinted with the Dealings of the Lord , and have 
k 'pt jonr habitations in fm Life, Power and Truth) be- 
ing built upon the holy and heavenly Rock and Foundati- 
on) Chria Jefus , who was the Foundation of the 
Prophets and ApolHes ; which Foundation iiands 
fare. 

‘ f\ i Any Foundations have been laid finee the Apojlles days , 

‘ 1 V j by fuch, as have gone from Chrifl , the true and lure 
‘ Foundation ; and their Foundations have proved rotten, and come 
‘to nought; and they thcmfelves have come to Lofs. Andma> 
‘ny, fince the day of Chrifl, and the Truth hath appeared in 
‘ this Nation, have come out, and have had feme Openings and 
^Sights, and come among us fOr a time; and then gone out 
‘ from ,us again ; who have been the Comers and Goers , like fuch 
‘ as were in the Jpoflles days. Such have had an outward Pro- 
* feffton of the Truth, and fuch have gone from the true FouH' 

^ daticn, Chrift Jefus, and lb from the heavenly Society and U- 
‘ nity of the Saints in Light. And then they let up Foundations 
‘of their own: and having a Form of Godlinejs, but out of the 
‘ Power thereof, out of the Order thereof ; fuch have turned to 
‘ Janglings and vain Dijputings. This fort of Spirit you have 
‘been acquainted with, who have kept your habitations in Chrift 
‘ Jefus, the Firjl and the Lag. And you are not unfenfible of 
^ i\\Q fcurrilous and filthy Books of Lies and Defamations, which 
‘have been fpread abroad in this Nation, and beyond the Seas, 

‘ againft the Faithful: And it is very well , that the Lord hatli 
‘ (ufl’ered them to publilh their own fbame in print, that Truth's 
‘ Enemies may be dilcovered , that their Fruits and Spirits have 
‘appeared, andmanifefted themlelves both in print ind otherwife. 

‘ And I do believe, that the Lord will yet futfer this Spirit, that 
‘ it lliall 16 publifla forth its Fruits , to its publick Shame and 
^ Nakednefs, to Profejfor and Prophane , and to all Ibber, mode- 
‘rate and innocent People; that its Shame and Nakednefs lhall 

‘mpr# 
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‘ more fully appear. And though for a time it hath been hU 1 6 8 
*and covered with the fig-leaves and an Outward VrofejJiQHy and O'Ynj 
‘ fometimes with fawning and flattering words ^ (as at other times i^"**®"* 

* it hath difcovered it feJf by rough , lying and defaming words ;) 

‘ yet the Lord God will hlafl all luch vain Talkers y that do nor 

* walk in the Order of Life, Truth and tlie Goflet, And thweforc 
*ye, that are Faithful, Aand fall in the Lihtrty, wherewith Chrill 
‘ bath made you fl'ee in his Government : It is upon his •Shoulders ; 

‘ he bears it up : Of the hcreaje of it , and of its feace there is 
‘ no end. for all the Qy^rrellers againll his Order and Govern- 
‘ ment are without him, and without his heavenly , fpiritual Go. 

‘ vernment and Peace. And therefore, ye Faithful Ones, who have 
‘had the Trial through many PerfecutionSy JmprifonmentSy Spoil- 
*ings of Goods y you know, that there is a Crown of Glory laid 
‘ up for you : and you that Safer with Chrifl, fliall Reign with 
‘him in his Kingdom of Glory, and ye that die with Chrill, 

‘ Oiall live with Chrill in the Eternal Life, in the World, that 
‘hath no End. Who have gone through the Sufferings without y 
‘and within by falfe Brethren y by Comers and Goers, that have 
‘caufed the kVay of Truth to be evil fpoken of, and ha’/e 

* b^en the Perfecutors of the Faithful with their Tongues (though 
‘ they have not had power to do it with their Hands, ) And 
‘ by printing and publifhing their lying, defaming Books againfli 
‘the Faithful, they have Ilirred up the Magiflrates and Prieffs; 

‘ who were willing to get any occalion to fpeak evil of the right 
‘Way, and precious Truth o( Chrifl, by which his People are 
‘ made free : Such had better, they had never been born. But 
‘ God hath brought them to light, and their fruits ravenous 

* Spirit is leen, favoured and known; who are become Judafes, 

‘ and Sons of Perdition , to betray Chrifl now within ( where he 
‘ is made manifell ) to the Prieffs, MagJTirates and Prophane, as 
‘ JudtU did betray chrifl without to the Priefls and Pilate ; Though 
‘ Tome of the Magiflrates , and flher People do fee their Envy 
‘ and Folly , and that they have more Malice, than Matter againll 
‘ the Faithful. But the Lord will confume this fidas , or Son of 
‘ Perdition ! The Lord will confume him with the vSpirit of his 
‘Mouth, and lhall dellroy him with the brightnefs of his 
‘ Coming ! And fo let all the Faithful look unto the Lord. And 
‘ let that wicked Son of Perdition know, though he may be got 
‘ as high as without (who was partaker of the Miniflry 
‘ with the Apoffles ) The Lord will confume him with the Spirit of 
‘ hit Mouth , and deffroy him with the hrightnejs of his Coming : 

‘ That is his portion. So the brightnefs of the Lord will dellroy 
‘ him , and the Spirit of his Mouth will confume him : And when 
‘ he is dellroyed and confumed, there will not be a Son of Per. 

Edition to betray Chrifl in his People, and his People, that live 
‘and walk in Chrifl , who hath all power in Heaven (mark, in 

* Heaven ) and in Earth given to him; and with his holy and 
‘ glorious Power he limits and orders : fo that nothing fhall 
‘be done againll his People, but what is fulfered for their Tri- 
bal and for their Good, neither by Jpoflates, Perfecutors vtith the 

Mmmmm * Tongue, 
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t 6 8 %.*' Tongue, 'Jndufes, Sons of Perdition to betray; or the outward 
‘ Pomrf^ to Impri/on , or j^oil Goods ; All thefe are limited by 
London ‘ chnjlh Poiper, who hath all Power in Heaven and Earth given 
‘ to him. And every ones Faith is to ftand in him and his 
‘ power , and rejoice in his power , and fee the increafe of his 
‘righteous, holy, heavenly, fpiritual, peaceable Government, 

‘ in which the glorious , holy order of life is lived and walked 
‘ in by all his Sons and Daughters : And in his Spirit is the ho- 
‘ ly Unity and Bond of Peace. Though ye be ablent in the Bo- 
‘ dj or Fiejf} one from another , yet all jo} ing and rejoicing, be- 
‘ ing prefent in his Spirit , and beholding in the fame Spirit 
‘ your fpiritual Order, Unity and Fellowlhip, and the fteadtaft- 
‘ ne(s of your Faith in Chrift jefus , who is fteadfafl: for ever, 

‘ the Firji and the Lafi , whole Prefence is among his People , 

‘ and who is their Head. Here is heavenly Sion known , and 
‘ heavenly Jernfahm , and the innumerable Company of Jngels 
‘ ( which are Spirits ) arid the Spirits of the juft men made per- 
‘ fc£t. Here is the general Jjfemhly , or general Meeting, and a 
‘ general, heavenly, holy and fpiritual joy and rejoicing, lauding 
‘and praifing the Lord, the Lord God Almightp, and the Lmb , 
‘that lives tor evermore. Amen.

Read this in your JJfemhlks among/} the Faithful. 

I tarried yet a little while in London, vifiting Friends and 
Meetings, and labouring in the Work of the Lori there. And 
B«//.indar. being on a Firfi-day at the Bull and Mouth, where the Meeting

able and large: the People were fo aftefted with the Truth, and 
refrefhed with the powerful Prefence of the Lord, that when 
the Meeting was ended, they were loth to go away. 

After fbme time, having feveral things upon me to write, 
Kingfion. I vu’cnt to KJngfion , that I might be free from Interruptions. 
And when I came there, I underftood, the OffictrshzA been very 
Rude at the Meeting there, and liufing Friends, and had 

driven them out ot the Meeting- Place ', ancf very abufive they 
continued to be for fome time. Among other things that I writ, 
whilft I was there , one was a little Book ( printed fbon after) 
the Title whereof was ; The Saints heavenly and (firitual Wor~ 
Jhip, Vnity and Communton, &c. wherein it Jet forth , what the true 
Go/pel-worjhtp is, and in what the true Vnity and Communion of 
the Saints (lands ; with’ a dijeovery of thofe , that were gone from 
this holy Unity and Communion, and were turned againjl the Saints, 
that abode therein. 

When 1 had finifhed the Services , for which I went thither, 
and had vifited the Friends there, I returned to London ; and vi- 
fgfx, fitcd moft of the Meetings in and about the City. Afterwards I 
Dciiftoa. went to vilit 2i Friend inEjf/eje; and returning by Doljlon, I made 

fome 
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Ibtne ftay at the Widow Stots^ and there I writ an Efiflk to FrierJs, i 6 8 j. 
declaring the Word of the Lord unto them ; which Efifije being '-orsj 
then printed, may be read amongft my other printed Books. Doifton. 

I came from Dolfion to London, and the next day was lent for London, 
in hafte to my Son Rouje's at KJngHon ; whofe daugliter Murga- jjing(io„^ 
ret lay very uck, and had a defire to fee me. I tarried now at 
IQngjlon about a week, and then returned to London ; where I London, 
continued for the moft part of the Winter , and the Spring fol- 
lowing, until the Generd Meeting in the Year 1684. (fave that 
I went once as far as Enfield, to vilit Friends thereabouts.) And 
in this time I ceafed not to labour in the Work of the Lord, 
being frequent at Meetings, and vifiting friends, that were Pri- 
Joners, or that were fick ; and in writing Books for the fpreading 
of 'I ruth, and opening the Underftandings of People to receive 
ir. 


The Tear Ip- Meeting was in tlie Third Month , and a blefled, 1684. 
weighty Meeting it was ; wherein f'riends were fweetly refrefh- t^'YNJ 
ed together : for the Lord was with us, and opened his heaven- Leariy 
ly Treafures amongft us. And though it was a time of great 
oifticulty and danger, by reafon of Informers and pcrfecuting 
Migifirates ; yet the Lord was a Defence and Place of Safety to 
his People. 

Now had I drawings in Spirit to go into Holland, to vilit 
the Seed of God in thofe Provinces, And as foon as the Tearlp 
Meeting w'as over , and moft of the Country- Friends gone out of 
Town ; I prepared for my Journey. There went with me from 
London Alexander Parker , George Watts and Nathaniel Brafftp , 
who alfo had drawings into that Country. We took Coach on 
the ^ith of the Third Month 84. and got to CV/f^e/^er that night. ColchefterJ 
The next day, being the Firfi-day of the Week, vve went to the 
Meeting there : and though there was no notice given of my 
coming thither , yet our being there was prefently fpread over 
the Town, and in feveral places in the Country, ztfeven and ten 
^/Vwdiftance; fo that abundance of Friends came in douhle- 
horfed , which naade the Meeting very Large. I had a Concern 
and Travel in my mind , left this great Gathering fliould have 
ftirred up the Town, and been more than the Magift rates could 
well bean but it was veiy quiet and peaceable , and a glorious 
Meeting we had, to the fettling and ftablifhing of Friends both 
in Town and Country : for the Lor£% Power was over all j blelfed 
be his Name for ever. Truly, the Lordi Power and Prefence 
was beyond words ; for I was but Weak to go into a Meeting , 
and my Face ( by reafon of a Cold I had taken ) was fore: but 
God was ftrong, and manifefted his ftrength in us and with us, 
and all was well : ihs Lord have the Glory for evermore for his 
fupportinc Power. After the fleeting there came , I think , a- 
bove an hundred Friends of the Town and Country to fee me at 
John Furlefs and very glad we were to fee one another, and 
greatly refredied we were together , being filled with the Love 
and Riches of the Lord, blelfed be his Name for ever ! 

Mmmmm 2 We 
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1684. We tarried CoUkUer tm itjfs piore ; which wc fpent in 
V^VVJ vifiting Frkn^s tliere, both at tlt^if Matings for Bu^nef, atvd at 
Cdchc/kr. tlieir Houfes, Then early 'in the Morning on the Fourth-day of 
Harwich, the we took Coach for Btrmch^ where we met with 
Witliam Bingky and Samuel Waldenfitld; who alfo went over with 
us. About the eighth hour at night wp Went on board the Ptc~ 
qm-Boit ( of which one Rithard Gray was Ma/ler ) but by 
reafon of Contrary Winds, it was the firji hour in the morning 
before we failed. We had a very good and about the 

miLAKD jjfth hour in the Afternoon next day we laiideil at the Uriel in 
Holland: and there we flay’d that night, h!arly next morningw^ 
Rotterdam went to Rotterdam i where we abode Ibme days. The next day^ 
after we came to Rotterdam,, one WUhert Frouzen, a Burger- 
mafter, and Kintinan of Aarent Sunnemtn’s , hearing, that I was 
there, Invited me to his Country- houfe ; having a defire to fj^eak 
with me about fome bufincTs , relating to Aarent Sunneman’s 
Daughters. J took George Watts with me ,* and a Brother of Aa- 
rent ^unmmard% had US thither. The Burgomafier received us 
very kindly, and was very glad to fee me; and entriog into 
difeourfe about his KJnfman's Daughters, I found, l)ew36 appre- 
henfive, that their Father bmg dead, anc) having left tliemcon- 
fiderablc Portions , they might be floHen , and married to their 
d.'f advantage. Wherefore I told him, ‘That it was our Principle 
‘and Prailice, that none fliould Marry amoflgfl us, unlels they 
‘had a Certificate of the Confent of their Relations or Guardians: 
‘ for it was our Chrifitan Care to watch over and look after ail 
* young People, that camc among us; efpeeially thofe, whole na- 
‘ tural Relations were dead. And as for his KjnJman'iDaughsers, 

‘ we fliould take care, that nothing Ihould be Oiiered to them , 

‘ but what fliould be agreeable to Truth gnd Right eoufnefi. and 
‘ that they might be preferved in the Fear of God, according to 
‘ their Father's Mind. This feem’d to give him great fatisfafti- 
on. While I was with him , there came many great People to 
me ; and ‘ I exhorted them all to keep in tlie Fear of God, and 
‘to mind his good Spirit in them, to keep their Minds to the 
‘ Lord. After I had flay’d trvo or three hours , and /lad had dijf 
courle with hjra of feveral things, I took my leave of him { and 
he very friendly let me to Rotteriam\n\)l\^Chariot, 

The next day , being the Fir(l- 4 ay of the Week, we were at 
the Meeting at Rotterdam, which was pretty large ; and we de- 
declared to the People by an Interpreter, The day follow ng one 
Alderman Gaul camc to fpcak wjth me ; and with him I nod 
the other Friends had much difeourfe about Religiana Matters : 
wherewith he feemed to be well latisfied , and was very Tea.' 
der. Several otlier Perfons of Acmnt intended to have come to 
fpeak with me that day ; but being kindred by cHtwordmary fcxu- 
finefs ( as I uoderflood ) they came nof. 
dam." We went next day from Rotterdam to Amfitrddm, where we bad 
a large and very precious Meeting. And in the j^ternyon I was at 
another Meeting with the Friends there, about Bufinefi 
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THfrc is a Ttarly-Meeting at Amjierim for the Frkitds of Hoi- 1684* 
knd ancj Qtrmny , &c. which begun now on the Eighth day (I/vnj 
of the FoufiO Mo»tb; and ended ontlte Tadftb, fdere we hadaAmftcr- 
fine Opportunity pf feeing rrimds from diver i parts, and of be- 
ing refredied tc^ether in the Uve of God. And after this Meet- 
ing , before the Friends , that came out of the fever at Provinces, 

Were gone, we had a Meeting with ibme particular Friends, a- 
boijt tne places and Countries , into which we , who came out 
of England in the IVork of the Minifry , were to travel ; and to 
underltand, who among them were fuitable Peribns to go along 
with us for Interpreters. When this was concluded on, Williasp 
Fingky and Samuel PValdenfeld took Ihipping for friezland; and 
Jacob Claus their Interpreter. 

Alexander Parker and George Waits remained with me ; and 
we tarried a few days longer at Amfltriam , where 1 had further 
Service. And before I left Amplerdam, I went to vifit one G4- 
knus Abrahams, ^ rest her of Chkf Nott among the Mennonttes 
( or Baptifls. ) I had been with him, when I was in Holland a- 
bout Jeven Tears before; and WfHiatn Penn and George KeithhtA 
difputes with him then : He was then very high and very fby , 
fcf that he would not let me touch him , nor lock upon him ( by 
his good will ) but bid me, Kjep my Eyes off him ; for, belaid, 
they pierced him. But now he was very loving and tender, and 
Confejfed in fome mcafure to Truth: his Wife alfo and Daughter 
were tender and kind, and we parted from them very loving- 
ly- 

Soon after this, feeling pur Spirits drawn towards Friezland , 
Alexander Parker, George Watts and I, having John Clans of Amfer- 
dam with us for our Interpreter, took Ihipping at Amfterdam for Fritz- 
land, and having failed fopie Nine ot Ten Leagues, w'e left the b'/;//, 
and travelled through Friezland, fqmetimesby Boat, fometimes by 
Wagon, vihting Friends and tender People jn the Toivns and T//- 
where we came; and having commonly one, fometimes 
Meetings in a day. After we had been at Leumrden, we palfed i-e«warda^ 
by Franeker to Harlingen in Wefi-Friozland , which was thc/«r- 
tbtil Place we went tp that way. And having been out fx days in 
from Amjlefditfn, and had very fiood Sprvfce in that time, in vj- 
firing Friends , and publifhu)g hruth aiuongft the People , we 
took ship at Harlingen for Amfierdam on the 26th of the fourth 
Month, and fufived there that night. The Firft^ay follo\ying 
we were at tlip Meeting at Amferdanf , which was very large 
and precious: Many ol the World’s People were there, and Ibrae 
of their Teachers ; Ibme great Per/ens alio, and they fcemed yc* 
ry attentive : and a good opportunity we all had, one after ano- 
ther , to declare t^e Word of the Lord umo them , and open 
the Way of Truth amongft them ; John Claw interpreting for us. 

I tarried the next day at AmUerdam; but George Watts went to 
^Buriaf at Harlepii where many hundreds pf Peo^/ciwere; a- 
mongft whom Iw had a good opportunity , and came back at 
niglit to us. 
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I 6 8 The Siy foOomng we went by Boit to Ofaa-overtoa in Water- 
land, and from thence, in another [mall Boat^ about a League 
wateriaitd- over a fmall River , where we parted over and by above an 
(^amover- Bridges , and fb went to Lanjmeer , to a frieneCs houfe, 

Lanfmccr. wliofc name was Timon Peters ; and there we had a very good 
After which we returned to Jmflerdam at Night; 
and were at the Meeting there next day. There were many at 
this Meeting befides Friendsy and among the reft the great Bag- 
tift-leacher Galenas , who was very attentive to the Tefiimony of 
the Jruth; and when the Meeting was done, came and got me 
by tile hand very lovingly. 

Sardam. Wc wcnt ncxt day by Boat to Jlkmacr, about eight Leagues 
Aikniacr. Jmfierdam , palRng through Sardam ( the greal: Town of 
Ship-Carpenters) and fcveral other Towns in the way. At Jlk' 
maer (which is a pretty City) we ftay’d, andhadaA/efr/>^there 
next day at one William Williams his houfe. There were , bc- 
(ides Friends , many very fokr People at this Meetingy who were 
very attentive to the Teftimonies of Truthy that were born both 
by Alexander Parker y George Watts and my (elf, John Claus be- 
ing our Interpreter. This was on the Sixtn-day of the Week ; and 
Amftfr. on the feventh we returned to AmJIerdam , partly by M^agoh , 
dam, pirtly by Dratv.hoaty being willing to be at the Meeting at Am- 
JIerdam on the Firfl-day , becaufe it was like to be the lajt Meet- 
ing we (liould have there. Accordingly we were at it, and a very 
large and open Meeting it was. Many great Perfons were at it ; 
(bme Earls (we were told) with their Attendants out of Ger, 
many , very grave and Jober ; and the everlafting Gofpel was 
preached unto them. 

After this Meeting we took our leave of the Friends of Am- 
Warifm.' fitrdam ; and the next departed thence to where 

we had a Meeting at a Friend*s houfe , whole name is Abraham 
Frondenberg. There were great Numbers of People at this Meet- 
ing y and of great Service it was. And after the Meeting , a 
Watch-maker of AmJIerdam (who with his Wife was come from 
AmJIerdam to the Meeting ) defired to fpcak with me concerning 
Religion. I had pretty much difeourfe with him , and both he 
and his Wife were very Low and Tender , and received with 
gladnels, what I fpake to them ; and feemed well fatisfied, when 
they went away. 

Koterdam. We Went next day to Rotterdam , where we tarried two Meet- 
Crici, > and on the Jixteenth day of the fifth Monthy went to the Briely 

to take ship for England. 

It was about the fourth hour in the Afternoon , that we went 
on Board the Pac^uet Boaty of which one William Sherman was 
Majler ; and fet Sail from the Brief But when we had gone o- 
ver the Maes about a League , we cart Anchor at the pla'ce called 
VxFin. The Pitty (becaufe it is near unto the -S’/* W/ ) and there we tar- 
ried, till about the fourth hour next morning : when , having a 
pretty fair Windy and the Tide with us, we weighed Anewr; 
and by the fourth hour next day were got within five Leagues of 
Harwich y over againlf Alborough-Cajlle } but the Wind filling fhort,

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and the Ti^U growing weak, k was the jirfi hour in the After- i 6 8 4 . 
nooHy before we came ft) near to HarrvUh , that Bvdts couW come 
to receive the Fuffottgers ind Goods. There were onboard about 
forty Paffett^ers in di \\ of whkh fomc were Englijb., lome 
fbrne Dntek^ lomo Fremhy fome Spattiflj, fome Fkmijhy and fbme 
Jems. 

I fpent a dtty with Friends at Harwich , while Alexander Parker 
and George fVatts went by wafer to vifit Friends at Ipfwich; and 
returned at night. Next morning earfy we all took Coach for 
ColehtUer , and were at the Meeting there which was large and Cokhcfkr 
peaceable : And after the {Meeting , and that we had refteflied 
our felves, we travelled on to Wtthamy about 7f» Miles on thewitium. 
Road towards London ; and lodged there that night. Next day 
we went on towards London: and Wtlliirn Mead meeting us on 
the way at Harefireety I went w'ith him to his//c>(r/ei the other mreftreet, 
Friends going on for London. 

Here, being kVeak with Travel and continual Exercifsy 1 fpent 
fome time to reft my felf, and recover my Health ; vifiting in 
the mean time the friends in that part of the Country y as I 
was able to get abroad. And when I was a' little recovered, I 
wtnt from thence to Enftld , viliting Friends there and there- Knfidd. 
abouts : and lb to DolHon to ice the Widow Stot : And from 
thence to London } there being fbme Friends come over from London. 
New-yerfey in America about hnjimfy which I was defired to be 
prefent at. 

It was the latter end of the Summery when I came to ; 
and I ftay’d there the Winter following: faving that once or 
twice ( my Wife being in Town with me this Winter) I went 
down with her to her Son Ron/eh at Kjngflon. ;^nd though my 
body was very weak ; yet was I in continual Service , either in 
fuhliek Meetings ( when I was able to bear them ) or in particu- 
lar Bufinejfes amongft Friends y and viliting thofe that were Suf- 
ferers for Iruthy cither hy Imprifonmenty or lof of Goods. Ma- 
ny things alfo in this time 1 W r/>, (bme for the Fref\ and fbme 
for particular Service ; as Letters to the i(Jng of Denmark and 
Duke oi Half eyn y on behalf of Friends y that were Sufferers in 
their Dominions ; To the latter of whom the following is a Copy ;

‘ A^ew Tejlament, Do not you ulc many Womens words in your

‘becaufe the Jpojlle faith; Let your Women keep Silence in the 
'Churches-, and that he dtd not permit a Woman to Jpeak, but to be 
‘ under obedience ; assd if jbe will learn any thing, to ask her husband 
‘ at home; Tor it is a jjjame for a Woman to (peak in the Church. 
'And I Tim. 2. 11,12. Women are to learn in flence, and not 
' fufered to Teach, nor to ufurp Authority over the Man, but to be 
'in filence, i Cor. 14. ^4. Now, here the Duke may fee, what 
‘ fort of Women tlicy be, that were to be in flence , and in Jub- 
'jellio/t, which the Law Commands to be filent , and not to

‘ Confidcr this, 0 Duke ! And yet you fay , Tour Women mu/t 
‘ keep flence in the Church , and rnuft not jpeak in the Church : but 
‘ when they fng Pfalms in your Churches, are they then flent ? 

‘ And though the Apoftle forbids fuch Women before-mentioned 
‘to Jpeak in the Church ; yet in another place the Apoftle encou-

‘ lip. 4. 2, And the Apoftle Paul commended Phwhe unto the 
‘ (jhurch of tlie Romans, and calls her a Servant unto the church

* Corinth , and defires the Church at Rome to receive her in the 
‘ I ord, as hecometh Saints ; And that they were to Afflft her, in

' prophifte in the Church, i Cor. ii. 5. And the Apoftles Ea.\d 
‘ to the Jews, and Oiewed them the fultilling of Joel's Prophecy: 

‘ I hat in the laft days God would pour out of his Spirit upon all fltfb, 

' and their Sons and Daughters fbould prophefte,^c.and Servants and 
‘ Handmaids, they jhould prophepe with the Spirit of God. And fo 
‘ the Apoftle encourages Daughters and Handmaids to prophefie, as 
‘ well as Sons ; and if they do prophefie , they muft jfeak to the 
‘ Church or People, Joel 2. 18. ASls 2. 17, 1 8. And Miriam the 
‘ Prophetef, did not ihe fng unto the Lord, and all the Women 
‘ w'ith her, when the Lord liad delivered the Childrenoi Ifraelfiom 
‘ Pharaoh ? did not Ihc praife the Lord, and prophefe in the Con- 
gregation of the Children of Jfrael ? and was not this in the 
^church? Exod. 15.21. Mojes and Aaron did not forbid her

* People were Prophets! And the Lord's People arc Women, as 
‘ well as Men. And Deborah was a Judge and a Prophetef; and 
‘do notTi3« make ufe of Deborah's and Mi-iam's words in your 

‘Service and Worlliip? as you may fee ( Judg. 5. k. i 51.) 

‘ Deborah's large Speech or Song : And Barak did not forbid 
‘ her, nor none of the Jewifh Priefts. And did not fhe make 
‘ this Speech or Song in the Congregation or Church of Ifrael ? 

‘ And in the Book of Ruth there asegood Speeches of thole good 
‘ Women , which were not forbidden. And Hannah prayed in the

London. The Tekrlf-Mming now coming on, I was much concerned 
Ti-urif. for the Erkfids , that came up to it out of the Countries , left 
Meeting, fttould muct With any 'Irouhk or Dijinrhtnee in their Pal* 
ftges up or down; and the rather, for that about this time there 
began to be great hu-^les in the Nition upon the Duke of Mon^ 
moHthh Undmg in the fVfff But the Lord , according to his

Several other Letters alfo I writ at this time to Friends in dh 
vers Forreign Countries', from whom I had received Letters dhont 
the Affairs of Truth, Which when I had difpatchcd, thesTearly' 
Meeting being over, and the CountryTriends for the moft part 
gone out of Town, I got a little way out of Town alfb; being 
^ much fpent with the Heat of the Weather , Throngs in Meetings, 
and continual Bufmef, I went at firft but to South-Breet, where 
I abode feme days. And among other Services, that I had there, 
a great fenfe entred me of the Growth and Increafe of Pride , 
Vanity and Excefs in Apparel ; and that not only amongft the 
People of the World, but too much allb amongfi (ome, that came 
among us, and feem’d to make a Profeffton of the Truth, And 
in the fenfe I had of the Evil thereof, it came upon me to give 
forth the following Paper, as a Reproof and Check thereun- 
to..

‘Novv hexe ye may fee, what the Women not to Adorn 
‘ tltemfelves with, who profeffed Godlinels : They were not to 
‘adorn themfelves with broidered Hairy nor Goldy nor Pearlsy nor 
‘ soply Arrar ^ for this was not looted upon to be mdeft Apparel 
‘ for holy Women , that profeft Godlinels and good Works. But 
‘ this Adornit^ or Apparel is for the immodejl , and unfitamefaced 
‘and unfober Womeny that profefs not Godiinefs, neither follow 
‘thole good Works, that God commands. And therefore it doth

After I had been feme weeks in the Country at Sonthflreet, and 
Enfield, at and about Enfeld ( in which time I had fevcral Meetings with 
London, friends) I Kturned to London. And amongit other Services, 
that I found, there, one was, toalTift friends in drawing up 7 e- 
flimony, to Clear our friends from being concerned in the late Rebel- 
lion in the Weft, and from all Plots againft the Government : Which 
accordingly we did; and delivered them to the Chief-Juflice , 
who was then to go down into the Weft, with Commiflton to Try 
Prifoners. 

I tarried fbme time in London, vifiting Meetings, and labour- 
ing among friends in the Service of Truth. But finding my 
Health much impaired for want of frefti Air, I went a littfe 
F.ppine. Way out of Town to Charles Bathurfth Country-houfe at Epptng- 
Lorreft. forreft -, where 1 ftay’d a few days. And while I was there,it came 
upon me to write th? following £/«//? to Friends: 
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‘ arc called, choferi and faithful in this Dtjr of TrUly 

‘ V V and 'hmftitms^ and Suf mngs, whom the Lord by hi? 

‘ right Hand hath upholden in all your firings (and Ibme to 
‘ Deith ) for the Lord and his Truths fake ; Cnrift faith , Be of 
"good chter, I have overcome the fVorldt la me jt have peace ; hut 
"m the World pe have trouble. The Children of the Seed, which 
‘ be Heirs of the Kingdom, know', this is true. And though ye 
" last 'I rials h'j falfe Brethren, Judajfes and Sw; of Perdition, 
‘that are got into the Temple oiGod, and exalted above all that 
‘ is called God ; whom the Lord will deftroy with thi breath of 
‘ his Mouth, and the brightnefi of his Coming : And though ye be 
‘ Tried by Pomrs or Principalities ; yet there is nothing able to 
‘ feparate you from the Love of God, which ye have in Chrill 
‘ jefus. In that Love dwell, which bears all things, and fulfils

Having fpent about a week at tliis time among Friends in the 
london. Country ^ I returned to London: Where I continued about Two 
Months, vifiting Friends Meetings, and labouring to get Relief 
for Friends from their Sstferings; which yet lay heavy upon them 
in many parts of the Nation. Several Pdpers alio 1 writ , rela- 
ting to the ^^rvice of Trnth', ope of whicli was concerning Or- 
der in the Ck«r</; ofiGoiif, which fomc, that were gone out of 
the Unity of Friends , did much oppofe. And that was, as fol- 
loweth :

ixjndon. I foon returned to London, but made no long ftay there at 
this time ; my Body not being able to bear the Clo/enef of the 
City long together. While I was in Town , befides the ufual 
Services of vifttmg Friends , and taking care about their Sufferings, 
to get them efjtd, 1 Afljfted the Friends of the City in diftributing 
certain Sums oP Money , which our friends of Ireland had chari- 
tably, and very liberally tailed ; and lent over hither for the Relief 
of their Brethren,, who fuffered for the Teftimonyof a good Con- 
Iciencehere: which Monies were diftributedamongft 
ing Friends in the feveral Coanties, in proportion , according as 
we underftood their Need^ 

Before I l^c the City alfo, I heard of a great that was 
lately come from Poland; whom 1 invited to my Lodging, and 
had a meat d^al of dilcourle with him. And after 1 had inform^- 
cd my lelf by him of Rich things, as I had a defire to know; 1 
writ a Letter to the Kjttg of PoUnd on behalf of Friends at 
Dantzick (a Town belonging to him) who had long been un* 
der grievous Sufferings, A Copy whereof here follows :

‘prove, that Chrijl ever them fuch a Command, whom 
‘they profefs to be their Lord and Majler. For Chrift fays, 
‘ that nis Believers and Followers fhould love one another ; and 
‘ by this they fhali be known to be his Difciples. And did not 
‘ Chrift Reprove thofe, who would have fre to come down from 
* Heaven, to deftroy them, who would not receive him', and did 
‘not he tell them. They did not know, rvhat fririt they were of} 
‘ And therefore all, who have perfecuttd Men^ or taken away

‘ of the Apofrlts , were fpiritual in matters of Faith, Religion and 
‘ Worfliip in the Church cf Chrifr. 

Now would not the /C^^andthe Magifrratesoi Dantzick think, 

‘ that it was contrary to their Confciences, if they fliould be forced

After this I went to Enfield, where , and in the Country there- Enfield;: 
abouts (everal Friends had Coimtry-houjts, not very far from one 
another ; amongft whom I tarried Ibme time , vifiting and be- 
ing vifited by Friends, and having Meetwgs with them. Several 
things I writ in this time, relating to the Service of Truth ; One 
whereof was concerning Judging: For Ibme, who were departed 
from the Truth, were fo afraid of Truth's Judgment , that they 
made it much of their bufinels to Cry out againft Judging. 
Wherefore I writ a Paper, proving by the Scriptures or Truth, 
that the Chiirch of Chrift hath power, and ability to Judge thofe , 
that profeft to be of it , not only with refpeff to outward things 
relating to this World , but with reQica to Religious Matters 
alfo. A Copy of which follows ; 

Concerning Judging.

‘ Do ye not know , the Saints jhaS judge the World ? Sp the SifiifD 
‘ are to judge the Unjuft, and not the to judge their Mat- 
‘ ters. 

‘ And farther the Apoflle faith ; If the World jhad be judged by 
^you, (to wit the%>t/) are yp/i nif^o/tby fp judge (he ji^a/ler

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‘ again he judged in Divine Matters, and of their States and Be- 1 6 8 15; 
^in^s ; whd ftood in the Divine Principle, and who were fallen 'v:vn> 
‘from it. Enfield. 

‘ And the Jfoftle fiiith ; Try the f^irits , and, helkve not evcr^ 

^Jjfirit , I john 4. And here again was a Judgnsent in Divine 
‘ Matters : And he judged fuch , as went out from them ; which 
‘ whilft they were with them , they had fight of things and open- 
‘ tugs ; but when tliey went from them , they went from thd 
^Anointing: and therefore he exhorts the Saints to keep to the 
‘ minting. And fuch as went from them, that had tne Anoint- 
^ ing, came to be the Seducer i falfe Prophets, that went into 

‘the World. 

‘ And John had a Judgment to try Sacrifices, and diftinguifhed 
‘ Cains from Ahels j and by the Spirit of God knew, which God 
‘accepted, and which he did not accept : as in i John], 12. And 
‘ the Apoftle Paul judged and tried Inch Mejfengers and Apoflles, 

‘ and transformers of themlclves, like to the ApoHles of Chri/l ; 

‘ and would have the Church to try fuch , and have the lame 
Judgment as he had, 2 Cor. 1 1 . 

.,‘And the Apoftle Peter Judged Ananias and Sapphira, and 
‘ judged the 1 bought s of Simon Magus , who would have been a 
‘ worker of Miracles for money : and was not all this Judgment 
‘ in Divine Matters? And the Apoftle Paul Judged thsPreach- 
‘ ers of Ciremneifm both in the Romans, and in the Galatians. For 
‘it was the Faith and Liberty of thole Preachers, to preach up 
^ Circumcifton, though it was a wrong Faith : And here did not 
‘ the Apoftle again Judge in Divine Maturs? 

‘And James Judged in Matters of Faith, and manifefted the 
‘ living Faith from the dead one. And allb he Judged in Mat- 
‘ters oi Religion, the vain Religion from the pure Religion; and 
‘ diftinguilhed them. 

‘ And Paul Judged of the falfe Brethren, that would fry out the 
‘ liberty of the true to whom he would give no place by fubjeifion, 

^ no, not for dn hour, that the 7 ruth of theGojj/el might continue with 
^the Saints ; as in Gal. 2. ‘And did not the ApoHle here Judge' 

‘ in Divine Matters ? And he Judged concerning the Matters of 
‘ the Gofpel , when Ibme came to pervert them with another 

* Gofpel , and laid *, The Goff el, which I received, is not of Man , 

* neither was I tau^t it ',huthy the Revelation of ^e/ w C hriJl,Gz\, i . 1 2. 

‘ So here was a Judgment to diftinguilh the Goff el of Chrift from 
‘all other Gojpels, which was Acturjed, which is after Man 
‘and receiveef of Mi«, and taught or Man, andnotby theReve- 
‘lation oijefm CJjrilt,Gz.\.u And he had a Judgment to know, 

‘ Who made the Gofpel Chargeable , and who kett it without Charge. 

‘And he fet up a Judgment in the Church, that the Believers 
‘Ihould not bd uHeqUallj yoked-, and to fee; when Men had a 

* Communion in the Lights arid when they had it in th^Darknefif 
‘arid t^heh with Chrifr, and when with Bad; znd with the 

• ‘ Believer, and Vnbelkver *, arid with the lempli ^ God, and with 

‘ Idols ; as in 2 Cor. 6 . Arid did he not fet up a clear Judgment' 
in Divine Matters \ai\iQ Chnrchh :

‘ ledge,' that couki fit at A/wr in the Idol-1 em^e ; which caufed

‘»hom Chrijl died. Now tlwfe, it’s like, did profefs, it was their 
‘ fiith, and tlieir Liberty ; but did not keep in the Unity of the 
‘ true fuith^ but went about to deftroy it, i Cor. 8. 

‘And Peter y he gives Judgment upon the Angelsy that fumed, 
‘ and were taft down into Hell; and tlie date of the Old IVorld, 
‘ and of Hodom , and tlie date of the fd[e Prophets then antongd 
‘ them, that could ftcak greut fmlltng words of vmty, and tvhsljb 
‘ they fromifed themfelves liberty, they themftlves were the Servants 
^ (f Corruptions. And had not Peter Iiere a Judgment m Divine 
* Matters: Ibefe were (uch, whofe work was to bring into bondage, 
‘ and tk(e was like the Dog and How, that was wafoed: which diews, 
‘ that they had been' w.ijised ; but was turned into the Mire a- 
‘gain. And the Apoftic Paul had a Judgment upon fuch with 
‘ tlieir fair words and mens wifdom , that deceived the hearts of 
‘ the fimple ; and upon lucli, as ferved not the Lord Jefsas Chrijl , 
‘ but their own Bellies , and were Enemies to the Crof of Chrsjt. 
‘ And therefore he had a Judgment and Difcerning , who ]iv(jd 
‘in tlic Crof of chrijl, and who did not; and exhorted all to 
‘ live in the Crofot' Chrid, the righteous Power oi Ood, that dew 
‘all Deceit, and the Deeds of thcOW Man ; agreeable to Quid’s 
‘words, He that will be my Difc/ple, mujl take up my Croji , and 
follow me. And w'as not here a Judgment sgnn in DtvineMst- 
‘ ters, and of liicli as walk in the Divine Power, and liieh as did 
‘ not ? 

‘ And Chrid lets up a Judgment in his fcvin Churches , and 
‘ commends tlicm, that did keep in his Judgment, and had tri- 
ced them, which {i\ii,fhey were Jpojiks', which might pretend, 
‘ they were lent of God and Chrijl , and were not : But the Church 
‘ of Chrijl liad found them Liars. And Chrid Commended this 
‘ Judgment of the Church of Ephtfw, becaule they had Not born 
'"with them, that was evil ; but had tried, tbofe falfe Agojiles : And 
‘ Chrid commends this Church, for that they had hated the deeds 
^ of the Nicholaitans, which he alfo htitti: And had not thde Ni- 
^chokitans Iprung from Nicholas, one of the Deacons? and wa^ 
‘ not thele becotrte a of Chriflums ? though they might talk

‘upon bla^bemers , are todifUngUidi from' the Jews in 
‘the Spirit, aiM fuch as are not, but of the Synagogue o( Sa‘- 
‘ tan. 

‘ And to the Clmrch in Fergamos Chrift bad a few things again jl 
‘ thm, btcaufe ibou there them , that, hold the DoHrisus ^ Ba- 
‘ laam, &c. And alfo them, that hold the DoSrine of the Nicho- 
‘laitans, which I hate. Now, thefe that held tlw DofJrine of 
^Balaam, and ll« Dodriwc of t 3 ic Nicholaitans , v/m got intO 
‘the Church', and might hive lookt upon themfelves to high 

! ^ ‘ Cbrijlians, 
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‘ ChrifUins, and took a great Liberty to go into Balnmh Do - 1 CZ 
‘ ifrine, and Nichol/u^s Doifrine , which was hated by Chrift : ‘✓'YNj 
‘ but the Church was to keep a spiritual and Divine Judgment Enfield. 

‘ upon the Heads of all thefe. 

‘And to the Chmh of Ihyatin faith Clirifl:} 1 have a few 
^things againfi thee, hecaufe thou fHffereft the woman jczibcl to teach, 

*' which jeduces my people, 8rc. So here was a Suffering, which 
‘fliould have been a Judgment by Chrift’s Spirit , upon that^^e- 
‘ c; tkl , which was erred from his Spirit , and fo from Chrift ; 

‘ and fuch as thefe were high Preachers. And is not the Church 
‘ to beware of fuffering fucn now ; left they come under the Re- 
‘ ptoof of Chrift , for not palTing to Judgment againft the fal/e 
^Teacher and Seducer^ 

‘ And the Church of Sardis , that had a name to live, but was 
‘ dead, and their works were not found perfecl before God, There- 
‘ fore here is a Judgment to be fet up in the Church, to Judge all 
‘ Imperfect Works, and fiich as would have a Name, but not the 
‘ Nature, or a name to live, but are dead ; And therefore the 
^Living inuft be in Chrill-, of all Chrift’s Church, living Members, 

^and live to his Name. Though this Church had a few Names , 

‘ that had not deffkd their Garments , that did walk in White ; ]5ut 
‘fuch as had a Name to live, but arc dead, whilft they are in 
‘ the dead slate , they cannot walk in White, nor Judge in Dt- 
‘ vine Matters, And behold, faith Chrift, / will make them of the 
^ Synagogue of Satan, which fay, the) are Jews, but are not, but do 
‘ lie ; behold , / will make them to come , and to worlhip before my 
‘ feet. 

‘And to the Church of Laodicea, that was neither hot nor cold, 

* but lukewarm ; I would thou wert eithir cold or hot: / will f pew thee 
‘ out of my mouth , becaufe thou faid'ff thou waff rich, and wanted no- 
rthing', when they were wretched, mijer able, poor, blind and naked. 

‘ Now this was for want of living in the Power and Spirit of 

* Chriff : thefe could talk of high Experiences , and great Injoy- 
‘ ments , but was naked, miferable and blind ; So lived not in the 
r Power, mad Spirit, znd Light, and Righteoujaeff of Chriff, by 
‘ which they might be cloathcd, and have the Eternal Riches. So 
‘the Church of Chriff had a fpiritual Judgment giVen to them, 

‘ that are faithful, in his Power and Sprit , and Light to Judge 
‘of Temporal things, and the things or this Life; and to Judge 
‘of Eternal and Divine things and States: and of Angels and 
‘Wicked men, and fuch as goes from Truth; and of tneftates 
‘ of Elebfion , and Reprobation ; yea, and of the Deyils , who is 
‘ out of Truth', being in Chrilt Jefus, who is the Firff and Lafl, 

‘from whom they have the Eternal Judgment, to Judge 

r Spiritual and Divine things: And this Word of Power and Wif- 
‘ Mm , by which all things were made, and by which all thin^ 

‘are upheld, in this Wbrdoi Wifdom to order all things to Go A 
‘Glory, and to Judge of all things in Righteoufnefs. 


‘And 
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168$. ‘ And .the Jpostk Judged and fetup a in the Church 

‘ of Gi/tf, of prophecies, of Myfteries of Fifth , and of giving the 

Enfield. ^ Bod^ to be hurnt, and of giving Goods to the Poor, and of Ipeak- 
‘ ing with Tongues of Men and Jngels; And yet if they had nOt 
‘ Love, all this was nothing} but as a. foundtngBraf,znd tinkling 
‘ Cymbtil. Therefore they are to be tried by the Fruits of the

‘ the latter times fome jhould depart from the Faith, i Tim. 4. And 
‘he Judged in Divine Matters, when he judged all thole leach- 
^ers, that was high minded, and had got the Form of Godlineji, 
‘but denied the Po'ver', and termed them like unto Jannes and 
‘ jambtes, which wichdood Mo/es , coming out of outward £- 
‘ gppt ; as thelc with their Form of Godlinefr oppoles Chrifi and

* the filfe ? and all fuch as had a Profelhon of the tom, and 
*did not live in the power'?, and Inch as fjxjkethe things of Enfiew, 

‘ in the ’words that Man^s rvifdom did teach? which things of God 
‘ were not to be fpoken in the wifdomy which Man’s words taughtj 
‘but in the Word, which the Holp Ghojl taught. And therefore 
‘did not the Jpofile exhort to know, the Power , and their FM 
‘ to ftand in the Pwer of God? for the Kingdom of God flood 
‘not in Wordy but in Power.

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Lon^ I came back to London in the Firjl Month 1686, and fet my 
fclf with all diligence to look after Frknds fufftrings) which we 
had now fbme hopes of getting Rclkf for. The StJJtons came 
on in the Second Month at Huks*s-HiS, where many Friends 
liail Jf^eAls to be Tried; wifh whom I was from Dty to Day to 
advife and fee, that no Opportunity were flipt, nor Advantage 
lolt : and they generally fucceeded well. Soon after alfo the 
was pleafed, upon our often laying our Sufferings before him, 'lo 
give ord^r for the Rekafing of all rrifoners, that veere imprijoned 
for Confeience fake', and which were in his power to dtf charge. 
Whereby the Prifon doors were opened , and many hundreds of 
Friends y fome of whom had been long in Prifon, were let at 
Likrty ; and fome of them , who had for many years been re- 
Tmly ftrained in Bonds, came now' up to the Tearly-Meeting , which 

Mcciine,. j[]g Jijjyrd Month this Tear : Which caiilcd great Joy to 

Friends, to fee Our Ancient, Faithful Brethren again at Liberty \n 
the Lord’s I'Vork, after their long Confinements. And indeed, a 
precious tMeeting w'c had ', the refrelhing Prejence of the Loi-i 
appearing plentifully with us and amongll: us. After tKe 
Meeting I was moved to write a few Lines, to be fent abroad a- 
mongd Friends', the tenor whereof w'as thus: 


Dear Friends , 

M y Love is to you all in the holy Seed , Chrijl Jefus , that 
bruiles the Serpent’s head, and deftroys the Devil and 
,]iis Works; and who hath all Power ia Heaven and Earth gi- 
' ven to him. Let every ones Faith ^and in him, and in hisPum. 
er, who is the Author and Finifber of your Faith. And now 
ye, who have been Partakers of his Power , and are lenfible of 
it in this Day of his Power , that is over all, whole day ^nd pow- 
er is over darkntjs and its power ; And by his Power the hearts 
of the I(/ng ancf Rulers have been opened ; by which your out- 
ward Prifon doors have been fet open for your Liberty. And 
therefore my defires are, that all may be prelerved in Humility 
and lhankfulnefs, in the fenle of the Mercies of the Lord; and 
live in the peaceable Truth , that is over all : that ye may an- 
Iwer God’s Grace, and his Light and Spirit in all, in a righteous, 
godly Life and Converfation. And let none be lifted tip by 
their outward Liberty, nor let none be caft down by Suffer- 
ing for Chrift’s fake ; but all live in the Seed ( which is as fPheat) 
which is not fhaken, nor blown away by the fVinds and Storms, 
as the Chaff is. Which Seed of Life none below can make high- 
er or lower : for the Children of the Seed are the Children of 
the everlafting, unchangeable Kjngdom of Chrijl and God. So 
in Chrif Jefus, whom God hath given you for a Sanituary, 

God Almighty keep you , in whom ye have Life Everlafiing, . 
and Wifdom, whicli is from above, pure, peaceable, gentle, and

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.‘eafie to be intreated, full of Mercy and good fruits; that ve alU6 8

‘ your godly, holy Lives and Converfutions : lb that this Wijdcm^eian.

‘which all his People are made a niOing People , to ferve and 
‘ worlhip God in Righteoulheft and Holinefs , and in the Spirit 

* and Truth, 

‘ So that none may abufe the Power of the Lord , nor gribve 
f his Spirit y by which you are fealed, and kept to the d/tyol SaU 

* vttion and Redemption : But always exercife your felves to have 
‘a good Confcienccy void of Offence towurds Godyund towards uO men; 

‘ being exercifed in Holinejs , Godlinefs and Righteoufnefs, and in 
‘the Truthy and in the Love of it : that ye may all lludyto be 
‘ approved unto God in Innocency y VertuCy Simplicity and Faith- 
\fulnefs; and fo labouring and ftudying to be quiet in the Will 
‘of God in all Conditions. And whatfoevtr ye do in Word or Deed, 

^ do all in the Marne of the Lord Je/us ; giving Thanks to God t^

I remained fOr the moH: part of this Tear\n London; favethat 
Bednai- fometitiH's I got out to Bednxl Grecu for a Night or trvo, and (bme 
times went as far as EnfJd and thereabouts, amongft Friends, , 
chifwkk. and once or twice to Chifvick, where an Ancient Friend had lkt 
up a School for the Educating of Friends Children : in all whicfi 
London placcs I found Service for the Lord, And when I was at Loh' 
dm, I fpent niy time amongh Friends, cither in Puhlick Meet- 
ings (a^ the Lord drew me,) or 'lifting Friends, that were not 
well, and in looking after ihc Sujferings d Friends. Forthougfi 
very many Friends were rclealed out ol Prifons, yet lome re* 
mained Pr//o«cn ftill for Tithes, ka. and Suffrings of fevcral 
Ibris lay heavy yet on Friends in many places. Y et inasmuch as ma- 
ny Friends, that had been Prifoners, were now let at Liberty, 

I felt a Concern upon me, that none might look too much at 
Man', but might Eye the Lordihtmn, from whom deliverance 
comes. Whercfwc I writ an Fpiflk to Friends, lent it abroad 
to be read amongft them, as followeth : 

Friends , 

T H E Lord by his Eternal Power hath opened the heart of 
the I 0 »^ to the Prifothdoors, by whidi about f;/- 
‘rfe«or Sibcteen hundred are fet at Liberty, and hath given a 
‘ Check to the Informers ; fo that in many places our Meetings are 
‘ pretty quiet. So ray defires are, that both LAerfy and Suffer- 
' ings, all may be fan^ified to his People; andirawiimaypriEe 
‘ the Mercies of the Lord in all things , and to him be thankful, 

‘ who ftilleth the Baging Waves of the Seas, and allayeih the 
‘ Storms and Fmpeffs, and maketh a Calm. A«d thewfore it rs 
‘ good to trurt in the Lord , and call your Care upon into, who

‘was with his People, and taught them to know, that The Earth

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‘ u the LorS \ , Md the fulnef thereof; and that he was in all 1 6 8 6; 
‘places: mho crometh the year with his goodnef, Plal. 65. ’There 
‘ lore let all God's People be diligent , and careful to keep the 
*Camp of God holjf^ pure and deafly and to fervc God and Chrijly 
•and one another in the glorious, peaceable Gofpel of Life and 
‘Salvation; which Glory mines over God\ Campy and his great 
‘ P rophety and Bi(bopy and Shepherd is among or in the midlt of 
‘ them, cxercifing his heavenly Offices in them ; fo that you his 
‘ People may Rejoice in chrijl Jefus , through whom you have 
‘ Peace with God. Tor he that deftroyeth the DeW and his Workj 
‘ and bruifes the Serpent’s Head , is all God^s Peoples heavenly 
‘ Foundation and Rock to build upon ; which was the holy Pro- 
’•phets and Jpoflles Rock in days part, and is now a Rock of our 
‘ Jges : which Rock and Foundation of God ftandeth fure. And

Iwrit this Year ; whereof one was by way of Exhortation to 
Friends to keep in Unity in the 7 ruth, in which there is no Dfvijf- 
on nor Separation : And thus it was ; 

‘ Friends and Brethren in the Lord Jefus Chrift, 

‘ 3 y ‘ iu whom ye have all Peate and Life , and in him there 
‘ is no Divijiony nor Schijm, nor Rent, nor Strife, nor Separation : 

‘ for Chrift is not divided , and there can be no Separation in 
‘ the 'truth , nor in the Light, Grace, Faith and Holy Ghoft ; but 
‘ Unity and Fellowlliip, and Communion. For the Devil was 
‘the firlf, that went out of the Truth, and leparated from it ; 

‘ and tempted Man and Woman to dilbbey God, and to go from 
‘the Truth into a/aZ/e Liberty , to do that which God forbad.

‘run into unfeemly things, and are in that, tbatvaunteth it felf, 

‘ and are fufftd up , and are kadji^ high-mtnkd and fierce ; 

‘ and become as founding ot ® tinklifig Cymbd : but this is 
‘contrary to the nature of the Love of God^ which is kind, and 
‘endiireth all things, and beareth all things. And therefore, 
‘all Dedr triends and Brethren^ dwell in the Love of God; for 
‘ they who dwell in Love , dwell in God^ and God in them. And 
‘ keep in the H^ord of Wifdom , that is gentle , pure and [leace-

Soon after this, finding thofe A^ofldtes, whom the Enem) had 
drawn out into Divifm and Separdiion from Friends , continued 
their Chmour and Oppolitiomgi\nl\ Frsends Meetings, both Monthly, 
Qumterlp and Tedrlp; it came upon me to write another fhort 
Epifile to triends , to put them in mind of the Evidence and Seal 
they hid received in thtmjelves by the Spirit of the Lord , that thofe 
Meetings were of the Lord , and accepted by him ; that fo they 
might not be maken by the Jdvtrfaries.

‘ fore thele, that be not in Chrift, cannot be clothed with ChriftJ^'^ 
‘ the Sun of Righteoufneft , that never changes. And they that 
‘ be not of Chrift, be under the changeable Moon, in the World,

Kingfion. Towards the lnur End of this teir I went down to IQngflon 
to vifit Friends there ; and flay’d fome time at my Son Roufe*s 
near Kjngflon. While I was there, I writ a Ptper concerning the 
Falling amj foretold by the Apoflle P^ty 2 Jhejf. 2 . j. Which 
Paper was, as followeth : 

‘ rp H E Jpoiile faith, that there muft be a Falling away firfl, 

* X before the Wicked one^ and Man of Jin , the Son of Perditi' 

* be Revealed , which betrayeth Chrifi within y as the Son of 
*• Perdition betrayed Chrijl without ; And they, that betray Chrifi 
‘ within, crucifie to themfelves Chrifi afrem , and put him to 
‘open fiiamc. Before the Apoflies decealed, this il/a«ofj’/»and 

^ Son of Perdition was revealed: for they faw the coma " 

‘and falfie Prophets, and falfe Jpo/lles, and Deceivers come, ha(- 
‘ ving a Form of Godlinels, but denied the Power thereof. They 
‘faw the Wolves drefled in the Sheep’s Clothing, and fuchas 
‘ went in Cain\ Corah\ and Balaam^ way, and Je&akPs ; and the 
‘ Whore of Bahylon, the Whore of Confufion , the Mother of 
‘ Harlots, and fuch as were Enemies to the Crofi of ChriH , that 
‘ ferved not the Lord Jefus Chrift,but their own Bellies. Thefe Chrift 
‘ faw, Ihould come, and faid. If it were po^hle, they fimld deceive 
‘ the EdeSl ; and commanded his Followers not to go after them; 
‘And the Apoflle laid. Turn away from fuch ; and Chrift and his 
‘Apoftlcs warned the Church of Chrifi of fuch. And now in this 
‘ day of Chrift, and his Gofpel, after the long Night of Jpollacy 
‘ from the Light, and Grace, and Truth, and Life and Spirit of 
‘Chrift Jefus, the Son of Perdition, the wicked One, the Manoi 
‘ Sin is revealed again ; and the inwardly ravening Wolves in 
‘ Sheeps clothing , and the Spirit of Cain, Corah, Balaam, Jeza- 
^hel, the Antichrifls, falfe Prophets, and falfe Apofiles, and fuch 
‘ as are Enemies to tne Crof of ChriB , who Icrve not the Lord 
‘ Jcliis, but their own Bellies ; and crucifie Chrift to themfelves, 

‘ and put him to open lhame. This Spirit have we feen in this 
‘ GolpeLday of Chrift : but Chrift will confume them wirh the

‘vation in Chrift from the beginning, through the Sanftifica-

‘Chrift Jefus; and are thankful to God, by and through his 
‘their Rock and Salvation, who is their Happinefs, and eternal 
‘ Inheritance. 

‘ The Apoftle faith, TV were as Sheep going afiray ; hut are now 
‘ returned to the Shepherd and Bijhop of your Souls. So , when Peo- 
‘ple are returned to Chrift, their Shepherd, they do know his 
‘ Foies , and follow him *, and are returned to the Bifhop of their 

‘ Souls ; 
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‘ Souls i and then they do believe in him , and receive Wifdom 1686, 
‘ and Vndtrfiindwg from him ; who is from above, heavenly and 
‘ fpiritual. Then they do AH like Ipiritual and holy Men and Kingfton. 
‘ Women ; and come to be Members of the Church of Chrift : 

‘ and then a Ipiritual Ctre cometh upon the Elders in Chrift , 

‘ that ail the Members do walk in Chrift , and in his Light , 

‘Gf^re, Spirit and Truth ^ that they may adorn their Coufejlion 
‘and Profelfton of Chrift; and lee, rhat all do walk in the Order 
‘ of the holy Spirit , and the everlafting Gofpel of Peace, Life and 
‘ Salvation. And this Order keeps out of Confufton : for the Go- 
‘ fpel of Peace , the Power of God was , before Confufton was, 

‘ And all the Heirs of the Gofpel are Heirs of its Order, and are

‘ and to fee , that nothing be lacking : and that all do honour

‘ When the whole Houje of Ifrael were in their Graves and 
'‘Sepulchres, and were called. The jeattered, dry Bones, yet they

‘who was of the Gentiles, and dellroyed the Temple and Jerufa- 
‘ lem , as Chrift had fore Ipoken to his Difciples, becaufe of tlie 
‘ Wickednefr of the Jews, and the Innocent Blood, that they had 
‘ fhed in it. And 16 the Lord called his People out of bloody 
‘Jerufalem, before he dellroyed it. And it is faid, that Tttus 
‘ did deftroy the Temple and Jerufalem about Two and forty years, 

* after they had C'ucifed Chrift , and he was rifen again ; and 
‘ that with lb great a deflruBion , that the Jews never did build 
‘ again the City Jerufalem, nor the Temple (as Sodom was never 
‘built again, nor the Cities of the Old World:) But the Jews 
‘ for above thefe Thoufand years have been , and are a fcattered 
‘ People in all Nations to this day ; and Chrill ( whom they Cruci- 

R r r r r a fied) 
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168 S.'' fed) and his DoBrine is preached, and let over them ; and the 
‘ Gentiles^ whom they bated, have Received ^ and do Receive him 

KingAon. ‘and his Do^riney and do praife God for it through 
‘ Amen. 

‘ And God called his People out of Rgyft, after he had poured 
‘ out his Ten Plagues upon the Egyptians ; when he had dcltroyed 
‘ the FtrH Birth of E,gypty then the Lord brought his People out 
‘ of Egyft. And after the Lord had clearly brought his People 
‘out of Egypt, then the Lord deftroyed Pharaoh, andilihis HoUs 
‘ and chariots. 

‘And John faith, that he heard a Voice, faying; Come out of 
‘ her my People ( to wit, out of Babylon , the falfe Church ) that 
‘ ye he not Partakers of her fins , and that ye receive not of Ikt 
^ plagues', for her fms have reached to Heaven, and God hath re- 
‘ memhred her Iniquities, Rev. 18. 4, 5. Here ye may fee, that 
‘ God did calf his People out of fpiritual Babylon, before the Lord 
‘ dedroyed her, and cad her down, to be utterly burnt with fire, 
‘ ver. 8 , 9. and 21. 

‘ Was not Nebuchadnezzar^ Empire thrown down and ended 
‘ by Cyrta and Darius , who were of the Seed of the Medes , bc- 
‘ fore Cyrus and Darius gave forth their Proclamations for all t[]e 
‘ Jews to go into their own Land , out of Babylons Captivity ? 
‘ And was there not a Prophecy of Cyrus , That he jhould fubdue 
‘ Nations, and that the Lord would loofe the Loins of KJngs before 
‘ him, and break in pieces the Gates of Braf, and cut in funder tfse 
‘ Barrs of Iron, and open the two-leav^d Gates ; and that the Gates 
‘ jhould not be (hut ? And the Lord faid ; 7 his is for Jacob , my 
Servant's fake, and for KitAtl mine Elebi, Ifai. 45. And was not 
‘ this fulfilled in Cyrus's and Darius's time ? For did not then the 
‘ Jews go out of Captivity into their own Land, Ezra i. 2, 4. 

‘and ch.6. r. and 12. and 7/4. 44. 28. and45. ij. And was not 
‘ this Prophecy of Ifatah fulfilled, when the Children of Ifrael came 
‘out oi Babylon? And were not the Jjfyrians , that carried away 
‘ the Ten Tribes , fubdued ? and the Babylonians , that carried 
‘away the 7 tvci 7 >/ 7 a, were they not fubdued in the days, of 
‘ Cyrus and Darius, in whofe days the Loins of KJngs were loofed, 

‘ and the two-kav'd Gates of Braf and Iron wire opened ? and fo 
‘ had not Ifrael and Jacob their Liberty by them in their days, 

‘ to go into their own Land? 

‘And here in England, was it not obferved, that moft,of,the 
‘ honefl and fober People were turned out of the Army , and their 
‘ Commiffions, Offices Places taken from them, becaufe they 
‘could not join with Others in their Cruelty and Perfecutdng? 

‘ And Others laid down their Commiffions themfelves , and came 
‘out from zmongR thoCe Perfetutors, before they were 
‘ and brought to Confufton, All that are Wife, fee thefe things, and 
‘ learn by fuch Examples and Way-marks, tolhun fuchS^?’/* And 
‘ fhe Righteous are fafe, that do keepin Chri/l, theiri overling San- 
* ffuary, thatchanges«ot ; in whomthey haveRe/aodPe^re witli 
‘ God, Amen.

Quickly after this I returned to London , and continued there Lonbod. 
a Month in the Service of the Lord; being daily exercifed either 
in publick Meetings , or more particular Services relating to the 
Church of Chrift : as vifiting fuch as were fick or afrlibled , and 
writing Books or Papers for the Ipreading of Truth, or refuting 
of Error. Now as it was a time of general Liberty j the Papiftt 
appeared more open in their Wdrfbip, than they were formerly 
wont to do ; and many unlettled People going to view them at 
it , a great Talk there was of their Praying to Saints, and by Beads, 

&c. Whereupon I writ a ftiort Paper concerning Prayer jwhiett

When I had ftay’d about a Month in London , I got out of 
Town again : For by reafon of the many Hardfbips I had under- 
gone in Impri/onments , and other Sufferings for Truth’s fake, 
my Body was grown fo Infirm and Weak , that I could not bear 
the Clojenef of the City long together ; but was fain to go a lit- 
tle into the Country, where I might have the benefit of the frejh 
.Air. At this time I went with my Son- in* Law William Mead, 
UStx. to his Country- Houle called Goofes in Effex (about thirteen 
Goefo. ixom London '!) where I ftay’d about Two Weeks: and a- 
mong other Services, that I had there, I writ the following E<»/fr; 
being——.

‘ E Lord faith, He that facrifceth to xnj God , five tmto

‘ It is death to Sacrifice to any other God . fave the Lord. The

The beginning of the Ihird Month I returned to London , and 
continued there, till after the Tearly-Meeting, which began on the 
Jixteenth of the fame, and was very large; Friends having more 
freedom to come up out of the Countries to it , by rcafbn of the 
general Toleration and Liberty now granted. The Meeting lafted 
feveral days ; and at the dole thereof it was upon me to write 
the following Lwf/, to be dilper fed amongft fr/VWy every where, 
as — A Word ofOounfel and to them to walk circumffelfly in 

this time of Liberty. 

Dear Friends and Brethren in the Lord fefus Chrijl , 

H E Lord by his Eternal Arm and Power having fupported 
‘ i you in all your Sufferings, and great fpoiling of Goods, 

‘ and tedious Imprifonmtnts, only for ferving and worfhipping the 
‘living God, that made you; who gave u\'>Wife and Children,^ad 
‘ Goods, and f'uffercd the ffoil of them , and Imprifonment for his 
‘ Truth and Name's fake; And now the Lord , by his Infinite 
‘ Power and Mercy, having been pleafed to open the King's heart 
‘ towards you , by which you are let at Liberty from tlie Gaols, 

‘ and the Spoilers of yont. Goods are ftopt, whereby ye may fol - 
‘ low your Callings and Husbandry , and confefs Chrift Jefsts , and 
‘ call him Lord by the Holy Ghoft, in your Affemblies and Meet- 
^ingSj without being caft into Gaols, or having yom Goods ffoiL 
‘ ed. And now, Dear Brethren , a great Concern lies upon me

‘ Serpent’s Head, who is your fafe Sanftuary ; in whom ye have

‘World; and be at peace one with another, and feek the 
‘ of all Men in Chrijl jefua : for klejjed are the Peact-mahrs. And 
‘ labour to exercilc a ^i^ood Confcience towards God , in obedience 
‘ to him, in what he requires ; and in doing to all Men the thing, 
‘that is juft and honeft in your Converjations and Words-, giving 
‘rio 0 fence to Jena nor Genlik^ nor^o the Church of G^. So 
‘ tfiat ye may be as a CUj let on God’s Sm-Htll, which cannot 
‘ be hid ; and may be Lights to tlie dark World, that they ma^ 
‘ fee your good Fruits 3.nd Works Righteous and Holy, andglo- 
‘ rific your Father, which is in Heaven : for he is glorified in your

Having now been fomewhat more than a quarter of a Tear 
london the Country, I returned to London , fomewhat better in health, 
than formerly ; having received much benefit by the Country' 
Air. And it being now a time of General Liberty , and great 
Opennef amongd the People, I had much Service for the Lord in 
the City', being almod daily at Publick Meetings , and frequently 
taken up in Vtfiting Friends, that were fick , and in other Ser, 
vices of the Church. I continued at London about 7 /;ree Months: 
and then finding my firength much fpent, with continual labour- 
ing in the Work of the Lord , and my Body much dopped for 
Kingfton. Want oi frefb Air, I went down to my Son Rou/e^shy JQing/lon; 
where I abode (bme time, and vifited Friends at IQngHon. 
While I was there, it came upon me to write a Paper concern- 
ing the Jeivs, Qtewing ; How by their Difobedience and Rebellion they 
lofithe holy City and Land. By which Example the profed Chrifians 
may fee, what they are to Expe£l , if they continue to difbbey , 
and provoke the Lord. Of that Paper the Copy here follow- 
cth : 

‘ "^H P, Lord gave the Jem in the Old Tefiament the Land of 
‘ 1 Canaan, and they built the Temple zi jerufalem to worfhip 
‘ in ; and it was called The Holy Temple , and Jerufalem was cal- 
‘ led The Holy City, and Canaan, The Holy Land. But when the 
'Jem rebelled againd the good Spirit, wnich God gave them to 

‘indruft 
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‘ inftruft them, and rebelled againft his Law , and fet up Uols 1687. 
‘ and Jmges^ and defiled the Land and the Ctty ; the Lord lent ixvs) 
* his Prcfbtts to Cry againfi them, and to bring them back again to his Kingfton. 
^Spirit, and to his La^Vy and fo to Godj to ftrve and worfhip 
‘ him, that they might not worfliip Images and Uols, the Works 
‘of their own hands. But inftead of hearkening to OocOs Pro- 
‘ phetsy they perfecuted them ; and at laft kilUd his Sen Chrill: 

‘ Jefus , and ptr/ecuted his Jpo/lles. But Chrift told tlie Jews , 

‘ that both their City and lemple fhould be laid WaHe, and they 
‘Ihould be fcattered over all Nations; And it was fo, when 7/- 
^ t us the Roman Emperour came, and took Jerufalem, anddeftroy- 
‘ cd the C'/>y and Temple', which was a Day of Vengeance upon 
‘ the Jews, for all their Idolatries, and their WiikedneJI , and for 
‘ the Innocent blood they had (lied, both in City and Country : And 
‘ they were driven out of their own Ctty and Land, and (cattcr- 
‘ ed over all Nations. And the Jews had never power to get 
‘ titc land fince, nor to build Jerufalem, nor the Temple: But 
‘ the Turk hath both the Land of Canaan , and that wliich is 
‘ called, I he City Jerufalem, Now, the Turk neither makes Ima- 
^ ges, nor Worlhips Images: And fb it is a juft Hand of the 
*‘Lord, that he mould be over the perfecuting, Idolatrous 
‘ lb that they cannot defile the Land of Canaan now with Images 
‘and Idols, for the Turk hath it ; who neither makes Images, not 
‘ Idols, nor worfliips them. And the Jews rauft never hope, bc- 
‘licve nor expert, that ever they fhall go again into the Land 
‘of Canaan, to fet up an ontwurd fVorJhip ^t Jerufalem, d.nd these 
‘ for their Priefls to offer outward Sacrifees of Rams , Sheep and 
Heifers, he. for Burnt-Offerings : for Chrijl, tha one Offering, hath 
‘ offered himfelf once for all ; and by this one Offering he hath 
‘ perfected for ever, them that are fandified. And Chrift hath 
‘ changed the Prieffhood of i^aron , that oliered Sacrifees , which 
‘ was made after the power of a Carnal Commandment ; but Chrift 
‘ was made after the power of an endlefi Life, a Priejl for ever, 

‘who was holy and harmlefs, and Icparate from Sinners; and 
‘ is a Prieft made higher than the Heavens. This is the Prieft, 

‘ that gives power to all that receive him , to become the Sons 
‘ and Daughters of God : And Jerufalem, that is above, is the Mo- 
uther ol all the Sons and Daughters of God', which is free: but 
‘ Jerufalem that is below, is in bondage with her Children. And 
‘they that are the Children of Jerufalem, that is above, do not 
‘looK downat Jerufalem, that is below ; but they look at Jerufa- 
‘ /ew that is , which is their Mother. Chrift laid, Nei- 
‘ tlser at Outward Jerufalem, nor in the Mountain of Stitomz fhould 
God be worjbipped', but Godjbouldbe worfhipped in Sfrint and in 
‘ Truth : for he is a Spirit , and fuch he feeks to worfbip him , John 
‘ 4. This is the Worfbip , that Chrift let up above Sixteen hun- 
‘ dred years ^0 : And therefore the Idolatrous Jews muft never 
‘ think to Oj^r their outward Offerings and Sacrifices, nor let up 
‘their outward Worfbip at Jerufalem, in the holy Land of Canaan 
‘ more. For Chrift , by the Offering up of himfelf once for all 
‘ for the Sins of the whole World, hath ended all the Jews Of- 

offerings ; 
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I 6 8 j^^ferW'^s; aqd changed the , and the Laip^ by which it 

‘ was made: and hath blotted out the Hand-writing of Orditunr 
Kingiioa. ‘ ces , which coHimanded both Prk^i and Offerings , and tri^ 
‘ umphed over them. And lo he is the Offering and Sacrifice of 
‘ all the Children of the New Teftament , and New Covenant , and 
‘ heavenly new 7'fr<</4/e^, that is above j and he is their Pro^ 
^phet 5 that opencth to them ; and Shepherd, that feeds them; 
‘ and B/jhopi that ovcrfecs them ; and Prieji^ that died for their 
‘Sins, and is rilcn for their JuftihcatiQn> and fandtifies them, 
‘ and prclents them to Gpd. So he is the one Mediator betwixt 
‘ G(j4 and Man, even the Man Chriff Jefus.

^ Jefus: and the outward ChrifiianSy that live and walk not in 
•Chrift, but in Sin and Evil ; though they do make an out- 
‘ ward Profefiton of Chrift , yet they do Cructfie to themfelves 
^ChriB afrefh. But as to Chrift himfelf, he is J/cended far above 
^ all Principalities^ 1 hr ones ^ Powers and Dominions ; fo that they 
‘cannot put him to deaths or Crucifie him any more, as to him- 
‘ felf : But what the KjUers , and Crudfiers , and Perfecutors do 
‘ now upon the Earth, it is agairift Chrift^ as in themfelves, and 
‘ in his Members ; as Chrift laid to Saul, Why Perfecuteft then 
‘iwe? A£bs 9.4. For what is done to his Members y Chrift takes 
‘ as done to himfelf, Matth. 2<^.opy and45. And they, that did 
‘notvifit Chrift, but perfecuted him in his Members y they fer/e- 
‘ cuted Chrift in themfelves firft. 

‘ The Serpent, that Enemy to Man and Woman , and Satan, 

‘ that Adverfary to Man’s profperity, and the Devil, the deftroy- 
‘ er, the God of the World ana Prince of the Jir, that ruleth in 
‘ the hearts of the Difobedient , he got in by difobedience, Bup 

* ChriB bruifes his head, breaketh his power to pieces , and de- 
‘ ftroys the Devil and his Works ; and tnrough death deftroys death, 

‘ and the Devil, the power of death. And fo Chrift, the Light and 
‘ Life, hath all power in Heaven and Earth ; and openeth the 
‘ Prifon doors, and the Eyes of the blind, and takes Captive him, 

‘ that hath led into Captivity, and gives Gifts unto Men. And 
‘ fo Chrift bindeth the ftrong man of fin, and fjxiils his goods ( for 
‘ Chrift is ftronger than the Devil J and cafts him out ; HaHelu- 

* jab!, Vor the ftrong man of fin is the God of the World , and his 

* Honfe is the whole World, that lieth in Wickednefi : And the 
‘God of the World hath kept his houfe, and his goods have been 
‘ in peace ; until a ftronger tiun he comes , and binds the Devil, 

‘and cafts him out; and then deftrop him and his goods. And 
‘ fo Chrift, the Son of God , who is nronger t^n the Devil, ha-

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1 687/ ving deftroyed the Devil and his IVorks , fetteth up his Hou/e ? 

‘ and all the Believers in the Li^ht are the Children of Light , 
Kingfton. < apti are of the Son of God‘% fpiritual Hou/e, and the Son of God 
‘ is over his Houfe for evermore : Glory to God in the Higheft, 
‘ through Chrijlf Amen. 

‘ God fpake by the mouth of all his hbly Prophets concerning

* not unholy, that God. fpake by. And therefore all, that name 
‘ the Nme of the Lord Jeftts Chrifi, are to depart from Iniquity.

And then returned to London where I continued labouring in 
the work of the Gofiel of our Lord , until after the Tear ly- Meeting 
was over ; which this Year was about the beginning of the 
Fourth Month. A precious Meeting it was, and a very rcfrefhing 
Sealbn Friends had together ; the Lord vouchlafing to honour 
our Jfiemhlies with his living and glorious Prelence , in a very 
plentiful manner. At the Conclufion of the Meeting I felt a 
Concern upon my Spirit, to give forth the following Paper, to 
be difperled abroad amongft Friends.

Memi, * and reveal to jlrMamy as in Gal. j. 8. And this GoJ^el 
‘ was revealed and preached by Chrift unto his Jfojllesy who 
‘ preached it ; which is not or Matty nor from Man. And now, 

* God and Chrift hath Revealed the fame Gofpel unto me, and 
‘ many others in this Age, (I fay, the Gojpel and the Seedy in which 
‘ all Nations and Families of the Earth are blelTed ; ) in which 
‘ Gojpel I have labouredy and do labour y that all may come into this

London It was in the Seventh Monthy that I returned to London, ha- 
ving been near Three Months in the Country for my healiPsEzkcy 
which now was very much Impaired ; fb that I was hardly able 
to flay in a Meeting the whole Time thereof : and often after a 
tMeeting was fain to lye down upon a Bed. Yet did not my 
Weakneft of Body take me off from the Service of the Lord ; but 
I continued to labour in MeetingSy and out of Meetings in the 
mrk of the Lordy as the Lord gave me Opportunity and Abili- 
ty. 

I had not been long in London , before a great Weight came 
upon me, and a fight the Lord gave me of the great Buftles and 
Troubles, Revolution and Change , which Ibon after cametopafs.

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About the middle of the Firjl Month i68i I 'Ntnt to London'^ 
london Parliament then fitting , and being then about the BiU for 
Indulgence. And though I was but Weak in Body, and not well 
able to ftir to and fro ; yet lb great a Concern was upon my 
Spirit on behalf of Truth and Friends, that I Attended continu- 
ally for many days, with othct Friends^ at the Parliament-Houfe , 
labouring wfith the Members thereof, that the thing might be 
done Comprehenfively , and Effeftually. 

In this, and other Services at Meetings and amongft F^ktsds , 
I continued, till towards the end of the Second Month; when be- 
ing much I'pent with continual Labour, I got out of Town for 
South-gate a liffjg while, as far as South-gate and thereabouts. And while 
I was there, I writ a Lette- to Peter Hendricks, a Friend at Am- 
(ierditm in Holland; in which I inclofed an Epiflle to the Friends 
at Dantzick in Poland , who at this time were under great Per- 
fecution. And as I writ unto them, to Incourage and Strengthen 
flicm in their lejlimony, and to Comfort them in their Sufferings 
for the I ruth', fo alfo I writ a Pag^tr to their Perfecutors, the 
Magiftrates of Dantzick ; laying before them the Evil of Perje- 
cution, and perlwading them to Chriffian Moderation, and To do 
unto others, in Matters of Religion , as they would be done untos 
Which Pagers were as followeth : 


To Peter Hendricks at Amfterdam ; and to Friends 
at Dantzick, tpho are under Perfecution.

W ith my Love to thee and thy Wife , and J. Claufe, and 
J, Roelojfs, and all the reft of Friends every where in

Soon after this Meeting was over , the Tearly Meeting began 
at fork ; which becapfe of the Largenef of that County , and for 
the Convcniency of Friends in the Norther^ parts, had for fome 
Tears been held there.

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Being much Wearied and Spe/tt with being at many large 
Meetings, and in much Bujinef with Friends^ during the time*^‘"^*^°“' 
of the Fearly- Meetings and finding my health much impaired there- 
by, I went out of T(?m» with my Daughter Roufe , to their 
Comtrr-houfe near Kjngjion, and tarried there moft of the re- 
maining part of the Summer. In which time I fometimes vifi- 
ted Friends Meetings at KJngjlon, and writ divers things for the 
Service of Truth and Friends. Amongfl: thole things that I writ 
there, one was an Epiftle to Friends in Barbados ; and it was, as 
followeth : 

To all Friends in Barbados, that are Convinced of 
God's Truth. 

‘ TV /f Y Defires are, that yc may live and walk in his peace- 
‘ iVX *l>le Truth, and Ihew forth, that ye are Children of th6 
‘ Light and of the Truth : for the heavenly , gentle and peace- 
I able Wifdom is juftified of her Children. But Debate, Strife , 

‘ WilfulnejS, and laying open one another’s NakednejS and Weak- 
*neji’, that is not heavenly Wifdom’s Children’s doing (but 
‘ Ham's) nor from the Spirit of Chrijl; nor fuch, as bite and 
‘/Mr one another : That’s from a devouring Spirit, and not frond 
‘ the Spirit of Jefus , which cloaths and covers that which is un- 
‘ comely, and can forgive. And now my Friends , you profels 
‘that Truth, which is beyond all the World's ways; therefore

I ftay’d at till the beginning of x\\q Seventh Month 

where not only many FrknJis came to vifit me, but fome Con- •t'nfifton. 
fidcrable Peo/?/e of the Worley with whom I dilcourfed about 
the Thingsoi Qod. Then leaving Kj»gt^ony I went to London 
by Water y vifiting frmds as I went, and taking Hmmrfmith. 

Meeting in ray way. And having recovered foma firength by fmith. 
being in the Cowtry , when I was come to London , I went from London. 
Meeting to Meeting ; Ubouring diligently in the mrk of the Lordy 
and opening the Divine Myfieries of the heavenly things, as Qod 
by his Spirit opened them in me. But I found, my Body would 
not long bear the City ; wherefore , when I had travelled a- 
niongd friends there about a Monthy I went to lottenhm-High- Totten- 
Crofy and from thence to Edmrd Man\ Country-houfe near 
Wwchmore-hilly and to Enfield i fpending a matter 01 Three Weeks Ford- 
time amongft Friends thereabouts, and had Meetings at all thofe 
places. Then, being a little refre/hed with being in the Conn- 
trjy I went back to London ; where I tarried , labouring in the 
Work of the MiniHryy till the middle of the Ninth Month : at 
which time I went down with my Son Mead to his Houle in 
Efjex, and abode there all the Winter. During which time lEjfex. 
ftirred not much abroad; unlcS it were fometimesto the Meet-^^^*' 
ing , to which that Fsniilf belonged , which was about half a 
Mile from thence : but I had Meetings often in the Hotife with 
the Familyy and thole Friendsy that came thither. Many things 
alfo I writ, while I was tlierc ; fome of which follow here. One 
was an Epijlle to the Quarterly and Tearly-Meetings of Friends in 
Penfylvania y NetV'Englandy Virginia y Maryland, the Jerfeys , Caro- 
lina , and other Plantations in America. And it was thus ;

‘the Captain of their Salvation , that fee not with the heavenly 
‘ Eyey nor hear with the heavenly £<ir, to fee and hear their hea- 
‘ venly Enftgny and Captain of their Salvation , to convert them 
‘and heal them; that they might follow him, and be of his ho- 
‘ ly Camp , and be his heavenly Soldiers, to whom he gives fpi- 
‘ ritual j^rms and Armour , the Helmet of Salvation , the Breajt- 
^ plate of Right eoufneji y the Armour of Light , and the Shield of

Pmer livingly felb, opening the hearts of- bis, People untp him, 
and' his Divine Treafures orEr/i znd Wifdom in and unto them.; 
where^ many ufeful and necelTary thinga,. relating to. the fa/e- 
ty of Fritndsy and to the honour and prolpetity of, Lrttth y mm 
weightily treated of, and unanimou/ly conduded'.

I ftay’d la Town between Three Weeks and a Month, after the 
Tearly-Meeting was over : and then went into the Country , firft 
Totter- to Tottenhim-High-Crofsy where was acMeeting oathc Fir f- day o( 
the Week, which I was at ; and then went to Edward Man*s 
Ford Houfe at Ford-Green near Winchmore-Hill : and on the Fir/l-day 
Meld thence to the Meeting at Enjield ; where the 

"" ■ Lord gave me many precious Openings to declare to the People. 

Afterwards, moving to and fro amongft Friends thereabouts , I 
Clicfs liimt vifited the Meetings at Chejs-hunt, Waltham- Abbey, EnfeldyTotten. 
Waltham- Winchmore.hill frequently ; the Lord being with me , 

Enfield and opening many deep and weighty Truths, divine and hea- 

wkeh yenly % 1 y(leries to his People through me , to their great Re- 
moredi'iii. frtjhment, and my Joy. After feme time I went to Hartford, to 
Hartford, vifit the Frknds there ; and was at their Meeting on a Firjl-day. 
And having Ibmething more particular upon me to the Ancient 
Friends of that place, I had a Meeting with fome of them the 
next day, and imparted to them, what the Lord had given me 
Ware, for them. Then pafling thence to Ware, I made a little flay 
amongft Friends there, and was at their Meeting. After which, 
Umm- returning, amongft Friends about Edmunton-Cxdt and Tottenham, 
Tottenham and taking Meetings as I went, I came back to London in the 
London, gnd of the Seventh' Month. 
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I remained now at London., till the beginning of the Ninth \ 6 ^6, 
Month, being continually exercifed in the Work of the Lord ,6- 
ther ill Publick Meetings, opening the JVajf of Truth to People, 
and building up and eftablifhing Frknds therein ; or in other 
Services relating to the Church oi God.

And when I had been near Tm 
Weeks in Town, The fenfe of the great Hardfhifs and fore Si^er- 
ings, that Friends had keen and mre under in Ireland, coming with 
grtat weight upon mt\ I was moved to write the following Epinle, ds 
a Word of Confolation unto them.

The Meeting was held about two hours with great 
and heavenly Solemnity, mamfeHly attended with the Lord’/ bleffed 
Prelence and glorious Power; in which divers living leitimonies 
ivere given, from a lively Remembrance and Senfe of the bleffed Mini-

‘ not Fined and Imptijoned many, becautb they \^uld not put

‘ Liberty and Freedom in Cities or States, though they have truly
